CHAPTER I. 

1 The creation of heaven and earthy S of the lights 6 of 
the firmament^ 9 of the earth separated from the 
waters^ 11 and made fruitful^ of the suuy moon, 
and stars, 20 of fish arid fowl, 24 of beasts and 
cattle, 26 of man in the image of God, 29 Also the 
appointment of food. 

I N the beginning God created the 
heaven and the earth. 

2 An d the earth was without form, 
and void ; and darkness was upon the 
fece of the deep. And the Spirit 
of God moved upon the face of the 
waters. 

3 And God said, Let there be light; 
and there was light. 

4 And God saw the light, that U 
was good : and God divided the light 
from the darkness. 

5 And God called the light Day, 
and the darkness he called Night. 
Amd the evening and the morning 
were the fii*st day. 

6 t And God said, Let there be a 
firmament in the midst of the waters, 
and let it divide the waters from the 
waters. 

7 And God made the firmament, 
and divided the waters which were 
under the firmament from the waters 
which were above the firmament: 
and it was so. 

8 And God called the firmament 
Heaven. And the evening and the 
morning were the second day. 

9 f And God said. Let the waters 
mider the heaven be gathered toge- 
ther mito one place, and let the dry 
la7ul appear : and it was so. 

10 And God called the dry la7id 
Earth ; and the gathering together of 
the waters called he Seas: and God 
saw that it was good. 

11 And God said, Let the earth 
bring forth grass, the herb yielding 
seed, and the fhiit tree yielding fruit 
after his kind, whose seed is in itself, 
upon the earth : and it was so. 


12 And the earth brought forth 
grass, and herb yielding seed after 
his kind, and the tree pelding fruit, 
whose seed was in itself, after his 
kind : and God saw that it was good. 

13 And the evening and the morn- 
ing were the third day. 

14 If And God said. Let there be 
lights in the firmament of the heaven 
to divide the day from the night; 
and let them be for signs, and for 
seasons, and for days, and years : 

15 And let them be for lights in the 
firmament of the heaven to give light 
upon the earth : and it was so. 

16 And God made two great lights ; 
the greater light to rule the day, and 
the lesser light to rule the night : he 
made the stars also. 

17 And God set them in the firma- 
ment of the heaven to give light upon 
the earth, 

18 And to rule over the day and 
over the night, and to divide the light 
from the darkness : and God saw that 
it was good. 

19 And the evening and the morn- 
ing were the fourth day. 

20 And God said, Let the waters 
bring forth abundantly the moving 
creature that hath life, and fowl that 
may tty above the earth in the open 
firmament of heaven. 

21 And God created great whales, 
and every living creature that movetli, 
which the waters brought forth abun- 
dantly, after their kind, and every 
winged fowl after his kind : and God 
saw that it was good. 

22 And God Hessed them, saying, 
Be fruitful, and multiply, and fill 
the waters in the seas, and let fowl 
multiply in the earth. 

23 j^d the evening and the morn- 
ing were the fifth day. 

24 If And God said. Let the earth 
biing forth the living creature after 
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his kind, cattle, and creeping thing, 
and beast of the earth after his kind : 
and it was so. 

25 And God made the beast of the 
earth after his kind, and cattle after 
their kind, and every thing that 
creepeth upon the earth after his 
kind : and God saw that it was good. 

26 IT And God said, Let us make 
man in our image, after our likeness : 
and let them have dominion over the 
fish of the sea, and over the fowl of 
the air, and over the cattle, and over 
all the earth, and over every creeping 
thing that creepeth upon the earth. 

27 So God created man in his own 
image, in the image of God created 
he him ; male and female created he 
them. 

28 And God blessed them, and God 
said unto them, Be fhiitful, and mul- 
tiply, and replenish the earth, and 
subdue it: and have dominion over 
the fish of the sea, and over the fowl 
of the air, and over every living thing 
that moveth upon the earth. 

29 If And God said. Behold, I have 
given you every herb bearing seed, 
which is upon the face of all the 
earth, and everj’^ tree, in the which is 
the fruit of a tree yielding seed ; to 
you it shall be for meat. 

30 And to every beast of the earth, 
and to every fowl of the air, and to 
every thing that creepeth upon the 
earth, wherein there is life, / have 
given every green herb for meat: 
and it was so. 

31 And God saw every thing that 
he had made, and, behold, it was 
very good. And the evening and 
the morning were the sixth day. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 The first sabbath. 4 The manner of the creation, 
8 The planting of the garden of Eden, 10 and the 
river thereof 1 7 The tree of knowledge only forbid- 
den. 19, 20 The naming of the creatures. 21 The 
making of woman, and institution of marriage. 

T hus the heavens and the earth 
were finished, and all the host 
of them. 

2 And on the seventh day God 
ended his work which he had made ; 
and he rested on the seventh day from 
all his work which he had made. 


3 And God blessed the seventh day, 
and sanctified it: because that in 
it he had rested from all his work 
which God created and made. 

4 If These are the generations of the 
heavens and of the earth when they 
were created, in the day that the Lord 
God made the earth and the heavens, 

6 And every plant of the field be- 
fore it was in the earth, and every 
herb of the field before it grew : for 
the Lord God had not caused it to 
rain upon the earth, and there was 
not a man to till the ground. 

6 But there went up a mist from 
the earth, and watered the whole face 
of the ground. 

7 And the Lord God formed man of 
the dust of the ground, and breathed 
into his nostrils the breath of life; 
and man became a living soul. 

8 t And the Lord God planted a 
garden eastward in Eden ; and there 
he put the man whom he had formed. 

9 And out of the ground made the 
Lord God to grow everj" tree that 
is pleasant to the sight, and good 
for food ; the tree of life also in the 
midst of the garden, and the tree of 
knowledge of good and evil. 

10 And a river went out of Eden to 
water the garden; and from thence 
it was parted, and became into four 
heads. 

11 The name of the first is Pison: 
that is it which compasseth the whole 
land of Havilah, where there is gold ; 

12 And the gold of that land is good : 
there is bdellium and the onyx stone. 

13 And the name of the second river 
is Gihon: the same is it that com- 
passeth the whole land of Ethiopia. 

14 And the name of the third river 
is Hiddekel: that is it which goeth 
toward the east of Assyria. And the 
fourth river is Euphrates. 

15 And the Lord God took the 
man, and put him into the garden 
of Eden to dress it and to keep it. 

16 And the Lord God commanded 
the man, saying. Of every tree of the 
garden thou mayest freely eat : 

17 But of the tree of the knowledge 
of good and evil, thou shaft not eat 
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of it : for in the day that thou eatest 
thereof thou shalt surely die. 

18 If And the Lord God said, It is not 
good that the man should be alone ; 
I will make him an help meet for him. 

19 And out of the ground the Lord 
God formed every beast of the field, 
and every fowl of the air ; and brought 
them unto Adam to see what he womd 
call them: and whatsoever Adam 
called every living creature, that loas 
the name thereof. 

20 And Adam gave names to all cat- 
tle, and to the fowl of the air, and to 
every beast of the field ; but for Adam 
there was not foimd an help meet for 
him. 

21 And the Lord God caused a deep 
sleep to fall upon Adam, and he slept: 
and he took one of his ribs, and clos- 
ed up the flesh instead thereof ; 

22 And the rib, which the Lord God 
had taken irom man, made he a wo- 
man, and brought her unto the man. 

23 And Adam said, This is now bone 
of my bones, and flesh of my flesh: 
she shall be called Woman, because 
she was taken out of Man. 

24 Therefore shall a man leave his 
fathei' and his mother, and shall cleave 
unto his wife: and they shall be one 
flesh. 

25 And they were both naked, the 
man and his wife, and were not 
ashamed. 

CHAPTEK III. 

I Tfie serpent decei\)eth Em. 6 Mans shameful fall. 9 

God arraigneth them. 14 The serpent is cursed. 15 The 

promised seed. 16 The punishmeut of mankind. 21 

Their first clothing. 22 Their casting out of paradise. 

'Vr OW the serpent was more subtil 
X 1 than any beast of the field which 
the Lord God had made. And he said 
unto the woman. Yea, hath God said. 
Ye shall not eat of every tree of the 
garden? 

2 And the woman said unto the ser- 
pent, We may eat of the fruit of the 
trees of the garden : 

3 But of the fruit of the tree which 
is in the midst of the garden, God 
hath said, Ye shall not eat of it, nei- 
ther shall ye touch it, lest ye die. 

4 And the serpent said unto the 
woman, Ye shall not surely die: 


6 For God doth know that in the 
day ye eat thereof, then your eyes 
shall be opened, and ye snail be as 
gods, knowing good and evil. 

6 And when the woman saw that the 
tree was good for food, and that it 
was pleasant to the eyes, and a tree 
to be desired to make one wise, she 
took of the iruit thereof, and did eat, 
and gave also unto her husband with 
her ; and he did eat. 

7 And the eyes of them both were 
opened, and they knew that they were 
naked ; and they sewed fig leaves to- 
gether, and made themselves aprons. 

8 And they heard the voice of the 
Lord God walking in the garden in 
the cool of the day : and Adam and 
his wife hid themselves from the pre- 
sence of the Lord God amongst the 
trees of the garden. 

9 And the Lord God called unto 
Adam, and said imto him. Where art 
thou? 

10 And he said, I heard thy voice in 
the garden, and I was afraid, because 
I was naked ; and I hid myself. 

11 And he said. Who told thee that 
thou wast naked ? Hast thou eaten of 
the tree, whereof I commanded thee 
that thou shouldest not eat ? 

12 And the man said. The woman 
whom thou gavest to he with me, she 
gave me of the tree, and I did eat. 

13 And the Lord God said unto the 
woman. What is this that thou hast 
done ? And the woman said. The ser- 
pent beguiled me, and 1 did eat. 

14 And the Lord God said unto the 
serpent. Because thou hast done this, 
thou art cursed above all cattle, and 
above every beast of the field ; upon 
thy belly shalt thou go, and dust shalt 
thou eat all the days of thy life : 

15 And I will put enmity between 
thee and the woman, and between thy 
seed and her seed ; it shall bruise thy 
head, and thou shalt bruise his heel. 

16 Unto the woman he said, I will 
greatly multiply thy sorrow and thy 
conception ; in sorrow thou shalt 
bring forth children ; and thy desire 
shall be to thy husband, and he shall 
rule over thee.

17 And unto Adam he said. Because 
thou hast hearkened unto the voice of 
thy wife, and hast eaten of the tree, 
of which I commanded thee, sa,ying. 
Thou shalt not eat of it : cursed is the 
ground for thy sake ; in sorrow shalt 
thou eat ofii aU the days of thy life ; 

18 Thoms also and thistles shall it 
bring forth to thee; and thou shalt 
eat the herb of the field ; 

19 In the sweat of thy face shalt 
thou eat bread, till thou return unto 
the ground ; for out of it wast thou 
taken: for dust thou art, and unto 
dust shalt thou return. 

20 And Adam called his wife’s name 
Eve ; because she was the mother of 
all living. 

21 Unto Adam also and to his wife 
did the Lord God make coats of skins, 
and clothed them. 

22 If And the Lord God said. Behold, 
the man is become as one of us, to 
know good and evil : and now, lest he 
put forth his hand, and take also of the 
tree of life, and eat, and live for ever: 

23 Therefore the Lord God sent him 
forth fi'om the garden of Eden, to till 
the ground from whence he was taken. 

24 So he drove out the man; and 
he placed at the east of the garden 
of Eden Chembims, and a flaming 
sword which turned every way, to 
keep the way of the tree of life. 

CHArXER IV. 

1 The birthy trade, and religion of Cain and AbeL 8 
The murder of Abel. 11 The curse of Cain. 17 
Enoch the first city. 19 Lamech and hie two wives. 

25 The birth of SeUt, 26 and Enos. 

Adam knew Eve his wife; 
and she conceived, and bare 
Cain, and said, I have gotten a man 
fi*om the Lord. 

2 And she again bare his brother 
AbeL And Abel was a keeper of 
sheep, but Cain was a tiller of the 
groimd. 

3 And in process of time it came to 
pass, that Cain brought of the fhiit of 
the ground an ofi’ering unto the Lord. 

4 imd Abel, he also brought of the 
firstlings of his flock and of the fat 
thereof And the Lord had respect 
unto Abel and to his offering; 


5 But unto Cain and to his offering 
he had not respect. And Cain was 
very wroth, and Ms countenance fell. 

6 And the Lord said imto Cain, 
Why art thou wroth ? and why is thy 
countenance fallen ? 

7 If thou doest well, shalt thou not 
be accepted? and if thou doest not 
well, sin lieth at the door. And unto 
thee shall he Ms desire, and thou 
shalt rule over Mm. 

8 And Cain talked with Abel Ms 
brother: and it came to pass, when 
they were in the field, that Cain rose 
up against Abel his brother, and slew 
him. 

9 H And the Lord said unto Cain, 
Where is Abel thy brother ? And he 
said, I know not '.Ami my brother’s 
keeper ? 

10 And he said, What hast thou 
done? the voice of thy brother’s 
blood crieth unto me from the ground. 

11 And now art thou cursed from 
the earth, which hath opened her 
mouth to receive thy brother’s blood 
from thy hand ; 

12 WTien thou tillest the groimd, it 
shall not henceforth yield unto thee 
her strength ; a fugitive and a vaga- 
bond shalt thou be in the earth. 

13 And Cain said unto the Lord, My 
punishment is greater than I can bear. 

14 Behold, thou hast driven me out 
this day from the face of the earth ; 
and from thy face shall I be Md ; and 
I shall be a fugitive and a vagabond 
in the earth; and it shall come to 
pass, that every one that findeth me 
shall slay me. 

15 And the Lord said unto Mm, 
Therefore whosoever slayeth Cain, 
vengeance shall be taken on him 
sevenfold. And the Lord set a mark 
upon Cain, lest any finding him 
should kill him. 

16 If And Cain went out from the 
presence of the Lord, and dwelt in 
the land of Nod, on the east of Eden. 

17 And Cain knew his wife ; and she 
conceived, and bare Enoch: and he 
builded a city, and called the name 
of the city, after the name of his son, 
Enoch. 
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18 And unto Enoch was bom Irad: 
and Irad begat Mehujael: and Me- 
hujael begat Methusael : and Methu- 
sael begat Lamech. 

19 1 And Lamech took imto him two 
wives : the name of the one was Adah, 
and the name of the other Zillah. 

20 And Adah bare Jabal: he was 
the father of such as dwell in tents, 
and of such as liuvc cattle. 

21 And his brother’s name was Ju- 
bal : he was the father of all such as 
handle the harp and organ. 

22 And Zillah, she also bare Tubal- 
cain, an instructer of every artificer 
in brass and iron: and the sister of 
Tubal-cain was Naamah. 

23 And Lamech said unto his wives, 
Adah and Zillah, Hear my voice ; ye 
wives of Lamech, hearken unto my 
speech : for I have slain a man to my 
wounding, and a young man to my hurt. 

24 If Cain shall be avenged seven- 
fold, truly Lamech seventy and seven- 
fold. 

25 If And Adam knew his wife again ; 
and she bare a son, and called his 
name Seth: For God, said she, hath 
appointed me another seed instead 
of Abel, whom Cain slew. 

2(5 And to Seth, to him also there 
was born a son; and he called his 
name Enos: then began men to call 
upon the name of the Lord. 

CHAPTER V. 

i The genealogy , age^ and dexith of the patriarchs from 

Adam unto Noah. 24 The godliness and translation 

of Enoch. 

T his is the book of the genera- 
tions of Adam. In the day that 
God created man, in the likeness of 
God made he him ; 

2 Male and female created he them ; 
and blessed them, and called their 
name Adam, in the day when they 
were created 

3 1 And Adam lived an himdred 
and thirty years, and begat a son in 
his own likeness, after his image ; and 
called his name Seth : 

4 And the days of Adam after he 
had begotten Seth were eight him- 
dred years: and he begat sons and 
daughters : 


5 And all the days that Adam lived 
were nine hundred and thirty years: 
and he died 

6 And Seth lived an hundred and 
five years, and begat Enos : 

7 And Seth lived after he begat 
En os eight hundred and seven years, 
and begat sons and daughters : 

8 And all the days of Seth were 
nine hundred and twelve years : and 
he died. 

9 IT And Enos lived ninety years, and 
begat Cainan : 

10 And Enos lived after he begat 
Cainan eight hundred and fifteen 
years, and begat sons and daughters : 

11 And all the days of Enos were nine 
hundred and five years : and he died. 

12 And Cainan lived seventy years, 
and begat Mahalaleel : 

13 And Cainan lived after he begat 
Mahalaleel eight hundred and forty 
years, and begat sons and daughters : 

14 And all the days of Cainan were 
nine hundred and ten years : and he 
died. 

16 H And Mahalaleel lived sixty and 
five years, and begat Jared : 

16 And Mahalaleel lived after he be- 
gat Jared eight hundred and thirty 
years, and begat sons and daughters : 

17 And all the days of Mahalaleel 
were eight hundred ninety and five 
years: and he died. 

18 t And Jared lived an hundred six- 
ty and two years, and he begat Enoch : 

19 And Jared lived after he begat 
Enoch eight hundred years, and be- 
gat sons and daughters : 

20 And all the days of Jared were 
nine hundred sixty and two years: 
and he died. 

21 If And Enoch lived sixty and five 
years, and begat Methuselah : 

22 And Enoch walked with God after 
he begat Methuselah three hundred 
years, and begat sons and daughters : 

23 And all the days of Enoch were 
three hundred sixty and five years : 

24 And Enoch walked with God : and 
he was not ; for God took him. 

25 And Methuselah lived an hun- 
dred eighty and seven years, and be- 
gat Lamech ; 
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26 And Methuselah lived after he 
begat Lamech seven hundred eighty 
and two years, and begat sons and 
daughters : 

27 And all the days of Methuselah 
were nine hundred sixty and nine 
years : and he died. 

28 1 And Lamech lived an hundred 
eighty and two years, and begat a son : 

29 And he called his name Noah, 
saying. This same shall comfort us 
concerning our work and toil of our 
hands, because of the ground which 
the Lord hath cursed. 

30 And Lamech lived after he be^t 
Noah five hundred ninety and five 
years, and begat sons and daughters : 

31 And all the days of Lamech were 
seven hundred seventy and seven 
years: and he died. 

32 And Noah was five hundred years 
old: and Noah begat Shem, Ham, 
and Japheth. 

CHAPTER VI. 

I The wickedness of the world, which provoked God*s 

wrath, and caused the flood, 8 Noah findeth grace, 

14- The order, form, and end of the ark, 

A nd it came to pass, when men 
w began to multiply on the face of 
the earth, and daughters were bom 
unto them, 

2 That the sons of God saw the 
daughters of men that they were 
fair; and they took them wives of 
all which they chose. 

3 And the Lord said. My spirit shall 
not always strive with man, for that 
he also is fiesh : yet his days shall be 
an hundred and twenty yearn 
4 There were giants in the earth in 
those days ; and also after that, when 
the sons of God came in unto the 
daughters of men, and they bare 
chiMren to them, the same became 
mighty men which were of old, men 
of renown. 

5 IT And God saw that the wicked- 
ness of man was great in the earth, 
and that every imagination of the 
thoughts of his heart was only evil 
continually. 

6 And it repented the Lord that he 
had made man on the earth, and it 
grieved him at his heart. 


of tM world. 

7 And the Lord said, I will destroy 
man whom I have created from the 
face of the earth; both man, and 
beast, and the creeping thing, and 
the fowls of the air ; for it repenteth 
me that I have made them. 

8 But Noah found grace in the eyes 
of the Lord. 

9 1 These are the generations of 
Noah: Noah was a just man and per- 
fect in his generations, atxd Noah 
walked with God. 

10 And Noah begat three sons, 
Shem, Ham, and Japheth. 

11 The earth also was corrupt be- 
fore God, and the earth was filled 
with violence. 

12 And God looked upon the earth, 
and, behold, it was cormpt ; for all 
flesh had corrupted his way upon the 
earth. 

13 And God said unto Noah, The 
end of all flesh is come before me; 
for the earth is filled with violence 
through them; and, behold, I will 
destroy them with the earth. 

14 If Make thee an ark of gopher 
wood ; rooms shaft thou make in the 
ark, and shaft pitch it within and 
without with pitch. 

15 And this is the fashion which 
thou shaft make it of: The length of 
the ark shall he three hundred cubits, 
the breadth of it fifty cubits, and the 
height of it thirty cubits. 

16 A window shaft thou make to the 
ark, and in a cubit shaft thou finish 
it above; and the door of the ark 
shaft thou set in the side thereof; 
with lower, second, and third stories 
shaft thou make it. 

17 And, behold, I, even I, do bring 
a flood of waters upon the earth, to 
destroy all flesh, wherein is the breath 
of life, from under heaven ; and every 
thing that is in the earth shall die. 

18 But with thee will I establish my 
covenant; and thou shaft come into 
the ark, thou, and thy sons, and thy 
wife, and thy sons’ wives with thee. 

19 And of every living thing of all 
flesh, two of every sort shaft thou bring 
into the ark, to keep them alive with 
thee ; they shall be male and female. 
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20 Of fowls after their kind, and of 
cattle after their kind, of every creep- 
ing thing of the earth after his kind, 
two of every sort shall come unto thee, 
to keep them alive. 

21 And take thou unto thee of all 
food that is eaten, and thou shaft 
gather it to thee ; and it shall be for 
food for thee, and for them. 

22 tWs did Noah ; according to all 
that God commanded him, so did he. 

CHAPTER VII. 

I Noah,, with his family, and the living creatures, enter 
into the ark, 17 The beginning, increase, and con^ 
tinuance of the flood. 

A nd the Lord said unto Noah, 
- Come thou and all thy house in- 
to the ark ; for thee have I seen right- 
eous before me in this generation. 

2 Of every clean beast thou shaft 
take to thee by sevens, the male and 
his female : and of beasts that are not 
clean by two, the male and his female. 
.3 Of fowls also of the air by sevens, 
the male and the female ; to keep 
seed alive upon the face of all the 
earth. 

4 For yet seven days, and I will cause 
it to rain upon the earth forty days 
and forty nights; and every living 
substance that I have made will I de- 
stroy from off the face of the earth. 

5 And Noah did according unto all 
that the Lord commanded him. 

6 And Noah was six hundred years 
old when the flood of waters was upon 
the earth. 

7 If And Noah went in, and his sons, 
and his wife, and his sons’ wives with 
him, into the ark, because of the wa- 
ters of the flood. 

8 Of clean beasts, and of beasts 
that are not clean, and of fowls, and 
of every thing that creepeth upon 
the earth. 

9 There went in two and two unto 
Noah into the ark, the male and the 
female, as God had commanded Noah. 
10 And it came to pass after seven 
days, that the waters of the flood were 
upon the earth. 

11 If In the six hundredth year of 
Noah’s life, in the second month, the 
seventeenth day of the month, the 


same day were all the fountains of 
the great deep broken up, and the 
windows of heaven were opened. 

12 And the rain was upon the earth 
forty days and forty nights. 

13 In the selfsame day entered Noah, 
and Shem, and Ham, and Japheth, 
the sons of Noah, and Noaffs wife, 
and the three wives of his sons with 
them, into the ark ; 

I 14 They, and every beast after his 
kind, and all the cattle after their 
kind, and every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth after his 
kind, and every fowl after his kind, 
every bird of every sort. 

16 And they went in unto Noah into 
the ark, two and two of all flesh, 
wherein is the breath of life. 

16 And they that went in, went in 
male and female of all flesh, as God 
had commanded him : and the Lord 
shut him in. 

17 And the flood was forty days 
upon the earth; and the waters in- 
creased, and bare up the ark, and it 
was lift up above the earth. 

18 And the waters prevailed, and 
were increased greatly upon the 
earth; and the ark went upon the 
face of the waters. 

19 And the waters prevailed exceed- 
ingly upon the earth; and all the 
high hills, that were imder the whole 
heaven, were covered. 

20 Fifteen cubits upward did the 
waters prevail; and the mountains 
were covered. 

21 And all flesh died that moved 
upon the earth, both of fowl, and of 
cattle, and of beast, and of every 
creeping thing that creepeth upon 
the earth, and every man: 

22 All in whose nostrils was the 
breath of life, of all that was in the 
dry land, died. 

23 And every living substance was 
destroyed which was upon the face 
of the ground, both man, and cattle, 
and the creeping things, and the fowl 
of the heaven; and they were de- 
stroyed from the earth: and Noah 
only remained alive, and they that 
were with him in the ark.

24 And the waters prevailed upon 
the earth an hundred and fifty days. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

1 The watera asawage. 4 The ark reeteth on Ararat, 
7 The raven and the dove, 15 Nook, being com^ 
manded, 18 goeth forth of the ark, 20 He buildeth 
an altar., arid offereth sacrifice^ 21 which God ac- 
cepteth, and promuteth to curse the earth no more. 

A nd God remembered Noah, and 
w every living thing, and all the 
cattle that was with him in the ark : 
and God made a wind to pass over 
the earth, and the waters asswaged ; 
2 The fountains also of the deep 
and the windows of heaven were 
stopped, and the rain from heaven 
was restrained; 

3 And the waters returned fi'om oflP 
the earth continually: and after the 
end of the hundred and fifty days the 
waters were abated. 

4 And the ark rested in the seventh 
month, on the seventeenth day of the 
month, upon the moimtains of Ararat. 
5 And the waters decreased con- 
tinually until the tenth month : in the 
tenth month, on the first day of the 
month, were the tops of the moun- 
tains seen. 

6 IT And it came to pass at the end of 
forty days, that Noah opened the win- 
dow of the ark wliich he had made : 

7 And he sent forth a raven, which 
went forth to and fro, until the waters 
were dried up from off’ the earth. 

8 Also he sent forth a dove from 
him, to see if the waters were abated 
fi’om off the face of the groimd ; 

9 But the dove found no rest for 
the sole of her foot, and she returned 
unto him into the ark, for the waters 
were on the face of the whole earth : 
then he put forth his hand, and took 
her, and pulled her in unto him into 
the ark. 

10 And he stayed yet other seven 
days; and again he sent forth the 
dove out of the ark; 

11 And the dove came in to him in 
the evening; and, lo, in her mouth 
was an olive leaf pluckt off" : so Noah 
knew that the waters were abated 
from off the earth. 

12 And he stayed yet other seven 
days ; and sent forth the dove ; which 


returned not again imto him any 
more. 

13 If And it came to pass in the six 
hundredth and first year, in the first 
month, the first day of the month, the 
waters were dried up from off the 
earth : and Noah removed the cover- 
ing of the ark, and looked, and, be- 
hold, the face of the ground was dry. 

14 And in the second month, on the 
seven and twentieth day of the montli, 
was the earth dried. 

15 If And God spake unto Noah, 
saying, 

16 Go forth of the ark, thou, and thy 
wife, and thy sons, and thy sons’ wives 
with thee. 

17 Bring forth with thee every living 
thing that is with thee, of all fiesh, 
both of fowl, and of cattle, and of every 
creeping thing that creepeth upon the 
earth; that they may breed abund- 
antly in the earth, and be fi*uitful, and 
multiply upon the earth. 

18 And Noah went forth, and his 
sons, and his wife, and his sons’ wives 
with him : 

19 Every beast, every creeping thing, 
and every fowl, ami whatsoever creep- 
eth upon the earth, after their kinds, 
went forth out of the ark. 

20 If And Noah bxiilded an altar unto 
the Lord; and took of every clean 
beast, and of every clean fowl, and 
offered burnt offerings on the altar. 

21 And the Lord smelled a sweet sa- 
vour ; and the Lord said in his heai’t, 
I will not again curse the ground any 
more for man’s sake ; for the imagi- 
nation of man’s heart is evil from his 
youth ; neither will I again smite any 
more every thing living, as I have 
done. 

22 While the earth remaineth, seed- 
time and harvest, and cold and heat, 
and summer and winter, and day and 
night shall not cease. 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 God blesseth Noah. 4 Blood and murder are forbidden, 

8 God's covenanty 13 signified Ity the rainbow. 18 Noah 

replenisheth the viorldy 20 planteth a vineyard^ 21 is

A nd God blessed Noah and his 
^ sons, and said unto them. Be 
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God's covenmU 
finiitfiil, and multiply, and replenish 
the earth. 

2 And the fear of you and the dread 
of you shall be upon every beast of 
the earth, and upon every fowl of the 
air, upon all that moveth upon the 
earth, and upon all the fishes of the 
sea; into your hand are they deliv- 
ered. 

3 Every moving thing that liveth 
shall be meat for you; even as the 
green herb have I g^ven you all 
things. 

4 But flesh with the life thereof, 
which is the blood thereof, shall ye 
not eat. 

5 And surely your blood of your 
lives will I require; at the hand of 
every beast will I require it, and at 
the hand of man; at the hand of 
every man’s brother will I require 
the life of man. 

6 Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by 
man shall his blood be shed: for in 
the image of God made he man. 

7 And you, be ye finiitful, and mul- 
tiply ; bring forth abundantly in the 
earth, and multiply therein. 

8 H And God spake unto Noah, and 
to his sons with him, saying, 

9 And I, behold, I establish my cove- 
nant with you, and with your seed 
after you; 

10 And with every living creature 
that is with you, of the fowl, of the 
cattle, and of every beast of the earth 
with you ; from all that go out of the 
ark, to every beast of the earth. 

11 And I will establish my covenant 
with you; neither shall all flesh be 
cut off any more by the waters of a 
flood; neither shall there any more 
be a flood to destroy the earth. 

12 And God said. This is the token 
of the covenant which I make -be- 
tween me and you and every living 
creature that is with you, for perpe- 
tual generations : 

13 I do set my bow in the cloud, and 
it shall be for a token of a covenant 
between me and the earth. 

14 And it shall come to pass, when 
I bring a cloud over the earth, that 
the bow shall be seen in the cloud : 


with Noah. 

15 And I will i*emember my cove- 
nant, which is between me and you 
and every living creature of all flesh; 
and the waters shall no more become 
a flood to destroy all flesh. 

16 And the bow shall be in the 
cloud ; and I will look upon it, tWt 
I may remember the everlasting co- 
venant between God and every living 
creature of all flesh that is upon the 
earth. 

17 And God said imto Noah, This is 
the token of the covenant, which I 
have established between me and all 
flesh that is upon the earth. 

18 IT And the sons of Noah, that went 
forth of the ark, were Shem, and Ham, 
and Japheth: and Ham is the father 
of Canaan. 

19 These are the three sons of 
Noah: and of them was the whole 
earth overspread. 

20 And Noah began to he an hus- 
bandman, and he planted a vineyard: 

21 And he drank of the wine, and 
was drunken ; and he was uncovered 
within his tent. 

22 And Ham, the father of Canaan, 
saw the nakedness of his father, and 
told his two brethren without. 

23 And Shem and Japheth took a 
garment, and laid it upon both their 
shoulders, and went backward, and 
covered the nakedness of their fa- 
ther; and their faces were backward, 
and they saw not their father’s na- 
kedness. 

24 And Noah awoke fi*om his wine, 
and knew what his younger son had 
done unto him. 

26 And he said, Ciu^ed he Canaan ; 
a servant of servants shall he be unto 
his brethren. 

26 And he said. Blessed he the Lord 
God of Shem ; and Canaan shall be 
his servant. 

27 God shall enlarge Japheth, and 
he shall dwell in the tents of Shem ; 
and Canaan shall be his servant 

28 1 And Noah lived after the flood 
three hundred and fifty years. 

29 And all the days of Noah were 
nine hundred and fifty years: and 
he died

Ham, 
and Japheth: and unto them were 
sons bom after the flood. 

2 The sons of Japheth ; Gomer, and 
Magog, and Madai, and Javan, and 
Tubal, and Meshech, and Tiras. 

3 And the sons of Gomer; Ash- 
kenaz, and Riphath, and Togarmah. 

4 And the sons of Javan; Elishah, 
and Tarshish, Kittim, and Dodanim. 

5 By these were the isles of the Gen- 
tiles divided in their lands; eveiy 
one after his tongfue, after their 
families, in their nations. 

6 1 And the sons of Ham ; Cush, 
and Mizraim, and Phut, and Canaan. 

7 And the sons of Cush ; Seba, and 
Havilah, and Sabtah, and Raamah, 
and Sabtechah : and the sons of Raa- 
mah ; Sheba, and Dedam 

8 Aiid Cush begat Nimrod : he be- 
gan to be a mighty one in the earth. 

9 He was a mighty hxmter before 
the Lord : wherefore it is said, Even 
as Nimrod the mighty hunter before 
the Lord. 

10 And the beginning of his kingdom 
was Babel, and Erech, and Accad, 
and Calneh, in the land of Shinar. 

11 Out of that land went forth As- 
shur, and builded Nineveh, and the 
city Rehoboth, and Calah, 

12 And Resen between Nineveh and 
Calah : the same is a great city. 

13 And Mizraim begat Ludim, and 
Anamim, and Lehabim, and Naph- 
tuhim, 

14 And Pathmsim, and Casluhim, 
(out of whom came Philistim,) and 
Caphtorim. 

16 IT And Canaan begat Sidon his 
firstborn, and Heth, 

16 And the Jebusite, and the Amo- 
rite, and the Girgasite, 

17 And the Hivite, and the Arkite, 
and the Sinite, 

18 And the Arvadite, and the Ze- 
marite, and the Hamathite: and 
afterward were the families of the 
Canaanites spread abroad. 


19 And the border of the Canaan- 
ites was from Sidon, as thou comest 
to Gerar, imto Gaza; as thou goest. 
unto Sodom, and Gomorrah, and Ad^ 
mah, and Zeboim, even unto Lasha 

20 These are the sons of Ham, after 
their families, after their tongues, in 
their countries, and in their nations. 

21 IT Unto Shem also, the father of 
all the children of Eber, the brother 
of Japheth the elder, even to him 
were children bom. 

22 The children of Shem; Elam, 
and Asshur, and Arphaxad, and 
Lud, and Aram. 

23 And the children of Aram ; Uz, 
and Hul, and Gether, and Mash. 

24 And Arphaxad begat Salah ; and 
Salah begat Eber. 

25 And unto Eber were bom two 
sons: the name of one was Peleg; 
for in his days was the earth divided ; 
and his brother’s name was Joktan. 

26 And Joktan begat Almodad, and 
Sheleph, and Hazarmaveth, and Je- 
rah, 

27 And Hadoram, and Uzal, and 
Diklah, 

28 And Obal, and Abimael, and 
Sheba, 

29 And Ophir, and Havilah, and 
Jobab : all these were the sons of 
Joktan. 

30 And their dwelling was from 
Mesha, as thou goest unto Sephar 
a mount of the east. 

31 These are the sons of Shem, aftei* 
their families, after their tongues, in 
their lands, after their nations. 

32 These are the families of the sons 
of Noah, after their generations, in 
their nations : and by these were the 
nations divided in the earth after the 
flood. 

CHAPTER XI. 

1 One language in the world. 3 The building of Bulntl. 
5 The confusion of tongues. 10 The generations of 
Shem, 27 The generations of Terah the father of 
Abram. 31 Terah goeth from Ur to Haran. 

AND the whole earth was of one 
xjL language, and of one speech. 

2 And it came to pass, as they jour- 
neyed from the east, that they found 
a plain in the land of Shinar; and 
they dwelt there. 
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Confmim of Umgms. GENESIS, XI. GeneraMons of Terdh. 


3 And they said one to another, €rO 
to, let us make brick, and bum them 
throughly. And they had brick for 
stone, and slime had they for morter. 

4 And they said. Go to, let us build 
us a city and a tower, whose top Tnay 
reach unto heaven ; and let us make 
us a name, lest we be scattered abroad 
upon the face of the whole earth. 

5 And the Lord came down to see 
the city and the tower, which the 
children of men builded. 

6 And the Lord said, Behold, the 
people is one, and they have all one 
language ; and this they begin to do : 
and now nothing will be restrained 
from them, which they have imagined 
to do. 

T Go to, let us go down, and there 
confoimd their language, that they 
may not understand one another’s 
speech. 

8 So the Lord scattered them a- 
broad from thence upon the face of 
all the earth: and they left off to 
build the city. 

9 Therefore is the name of it called 
Babel ; because the Lord did there 
confound the language of all the 
earth : and from thence did the Lord 
scatter them abroad upon the face of 
all the earth. 

10 If These are the generations of 
Shem ; Shem was an hundred years 
old, and begat Arphaxad two years 
after the flood: 

11 And Shem lived after he begat 
Arphaxad five hundred years, and 
begat sons and daughters. 

12 And Arphaxad lived five and 
thirty years, and begat Salah: 

13 And Arphaxad lived after he 
begat Salah four hundred and three 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 

14 And Salah lived thirty years, and 
begat Eber : 

16 And Salah lived after he begat 
Eber four htmdred and three years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

16 And Eber lived fom* and thirty 
years, and begat Peleg: 

17 And Eber lived after he begat 
Peleg fom* hundred and thirty years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 


18 And Peleg lived thirty years, and 
begat Reu : 

19 And Peleg lived after he begat 
Reu two hundred and nine years, and 
begat sons and daughters. 

20 And Reu lived two and thirty 
years, and begat Semg: 

21 And Reu lived after he begat 
Serug two hundred and seven years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

22 And Serug lived thirty years, and 
begat Nahor : 

23 And Serug lived after he begat 
Nahor two hmidred years, and begat 
sons and daughters. 

24 And Nahor lived nine and twenty 
years, and begat Terah : 

25 And Nahor lived after he begat 
Terah an hundred and nineteen years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

26 And Terah lived seventy yeare, 
and begat Abram, Nahor, and Haran. 

27 If Now these are the generations 
of Terah : Terah begat Abram, Nahor, 
and Haran ; and Haran begat Lot. 

28 And Haran died before his father 
Terah in the land of his nativity, in 
Ur of the Chaldees. 

29 And Abram and Nahor took them 
wives : the name of Abram’s wife was 
Sarai ; and the name of Nahor’s wife, 
Milcah, the daughter of Haran, the 
father of Milcah, and the father of 
Iscah. 

30 But Sarai was barren; she imd 
no child. 

31 And Terah took Abram his son, 
and Lot the son of Haran his son’s 
son, and Sarai his daughter in law, 
his son Abram’s wife ; and they went 
forth with them from Ur of the Chal- 
dees, to go into the land of Canaan ; 
and they came tmto Haran, and dwelt 
there. 

32 And the days of Terah were two 
hundred and five years: and Terah 
died in Haran. 

CHAPTER XII. 

I God calleth Abram, and hlesseth him with a promise (tf 
Christ, 4 He departeth with Lot from Haran, 6 He 
journeyeth through Canaan, 7 which is promised him 
in a vision. 10 He is driven by a famine into Egypt, 
11 Fear maketh him feign his wife to be his sister. 14 
Pharaoh, having taken her from him, by plagues is 
compelled to restore her.

OW the Lord had said unto 
Abram, Get thee out of thy 
country, and from thy kindred, and 
from thy father’s house, unto a land 
that I will shew thee : 

2 And I will make of thee a great 
nation, and I will bless thee, and 
make thy name great ; and thou shalt 
be a blessing: 

3 And I wdl bless them that bless 
thee, and curse him that curseth 
thee : and in thee shall all families of 
the earth be blessed. 

4 So Abram departed, as the Lord 
had spoken unto him ; and Lot went 
with him: and Abram loas seventy 
and five years old when he departed 
out of Haran. 

5 And Abram took Sarai his wife, 
and Lot his brother’s son, and all 
their substance that they had ga- 
thered, and the souls that they had 
gotten in Haran ; and they went 
forth to go into the land of Canaan ; 
and into the land of Canaan they 
came. 

6 IF And Abram passed through the 
land unto the place of Sichem, imto 
the plain of Moreh. And the Ca- 
naanite was then in the land. 

7 And the Lord appeared unto 
Abram, and said. Unto thy seed will 
I give this land: and there builded 
he an altar unto the Lord, who ap- 
peared imto him. 

8 And he removed from thence un- 
to a mountain on the east of Beth-el, 
and pitched his tent, having Beth-el 
on the west, and Hai on the east: 
and there he builded an altar unto 
the Lord, and called upon the name 
of the Lord. 

9 And Abram journeyed, going on 
still toward the south. 

JO IF And there was a famine in the 
land: and Abram went down into 
Egypt to sojourn there; for the fa- 
mine was grievous in the land. 

11 And it came to pass, when he 
was come near to enter into Egypt, 
that he said unto Sarai his wife. 
Behold now, I know that thou art a 
fhir woman to look upon: 

12 Therefore it shall come to pass.

when the Egyptians shall see thee, 
that they shall say. This is his wife : 
and they will kill me, but they will 
save thee alive. 

13 Say, I pray thee, thou art my 
sister: that it may be well with me 
for thy sake ; and my soul shall live 
because of thee. 

14 1 And it came to pass, that, when 
Abram was come into Egypt, the 
Egyptians beheld the woman that she 
was very fair. 

15 The princes also of Pharaoh saw 
her, and commended her before Pha- 
raoh : and the woman was taken into 
Pharaoh’s house. 

16 And he entreated Abram well 
for her sake : and he had sheep, and 
oxen, and he asses, and menservants, 
and maidservants, and she asses, and 
camels. 

17 And the Lord plagued Pharaoh 
and liis house with great plagues 
because of Sarai Abram’s wife. 

18 And Pharaoh called Abram, and 
said. What is this that thou hast done 
mito me ? why didst thou not tell me 
that she was thy wife ? 

19 Wby saidst thou, She is my sister ? 
so I might have taken her to me to 
wife : now therefore behold thy wife, 
take hsr, and go thy way. 

20 And Pharaoh commanded his 
men concerning him : and they sent 
him away, and his wife, and all that 
he had. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

1 Abram and, Lot return out of Egypt. 7 By disagree- 

numt they part asunder. 10 Lot goeth to wicked 

Sodom. 14 God reneweth the promise to Ahram. 18 

He removeth to Hebron, and th4n*e buildeth an altar. 

A n D Abram went up out of Egypt, 
_ he, and his wife, and all that he 
had, and Lot with him, into the south. 

2 And Abram was very rich in cattle, 
in silver, and in gold. 

3 And he went on his journeys from 
the south even to Beth-el, unto the 
place where his tent had been at the 
beginning, between Beth-el and Hai ; 

4 Unto the place of the altar, which 
he had made there at the first : and 
there Abram called on the name of 
the Lord. 


GENESIS, XII. 




Qod reneweth the GENESIS, XIV. promise to Abram. 


6 If And Lot also, which went with 
Abram, had flocks, and herds, and 
tents. 

6 And the land was not able to bear 
them, that they might dwell together: 
for their substance was great, so that 
they could not dwell together. 

And there was a strife between I 
the herdmen of Abram’s cattle and 
the herdmen of Lot’s cattle : and the 
Canaanite and the Perizzite dwelled 
then in the land. 

8 And Abram said unto Lot, Let 
there be no strife, I pray thee, be- 
tween me and thee, and between my 
herdmen and thy herdmen; for we 
be brethren. 

9 Is not the whole land before thee ? 
separate thyself, I pray thee, from 
me: if thou wilt take the left hand, 
then I will go to the right ; or if thou 
depart to the right hand, then I will 
go to the left. 

10 And Lot lifted up his eyes, and 
beheld all the plain of Jordan, that 
it was well watered every where, be- 
fore the Lord destroyed Sodom and 
Gomorrah, even as the garden of the 
Lord, like the land of Egypt, as thou 
comest unto Zoar. 

11 Then Lot chose him all the plain 
of Jordan; and Lot journeyed east: 
and they separated themselves the 
one from the other. 

12 Abram dwelled in the land of 
Canaan, and Lot dwelled in the cities 
of the plain, and pitched his tent to- 
ward Sodom. 

13 But the men of Sodom were 
wicked and sinners before the Lord 
exceedingly. 

14 If And the Lord said unto Abram, 
after that Lot was separated from 
him, Lift up now thine eyes, and look 
from the place where thou art north- 
ward, and southward, and eastward, 
and westward : 

16 For all the land which thou seest, 
to thee will I give it, and to thy seed 
for ever. 

16 And I will make thy seed as the 
dust of the earth: so that if a man 
can number the dust of the earth, 
then shall thy seed also be numbered. 


17 Arise, walk tlirough the land in 
the len^h of it and in the breadth of 
it ; for I will give it unto thee. 

18 Then Abram removed his tent, 
and came and dwelt in the plain of 
Mamre, which is in Hebron, and built 
there an altar unto the Lord. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

1 Tlie battle of four kings against five, 12 Lot is taken 
prisoner, 14 Abram rescueth him, 18 Melohizedek 
blesseth Abram. 20 Abram giveth him tithe, 22 The 
rest of the spoil, his partners having had their por- 
tions, he restoreth to the king of Sodom, 

ND it came to pass in the days of 
Amraphel kin g of Shinar, Anoch 
king of Ellasar, Chedorlaomer king of 
Elam, and Tidal king of nations ; 

2 That these made war with Bera 
king of Sodom, and with Birsha king 
of Gomorrah, Shinab king of Adma^ 
and Shemeber king of Zeboiim, and 
the king of Bela, wmch is Zoar. 

3 All these were joined together in 
the vale of Siddim, which is the salt 
sea. 

4 Twelve years they served Chedor- 
laomer, and in the thirteenth year 
they rebelled. 

5 And in the fourteenth year came 
Chedorlaomer, and the kings that 
were with him, and smote the Re- 
phaims in Ashteroth Kamaim, and 
the Zuzims in Ham, and the Emims 
in Shaveh Eiriathaim, 

6 And the Horites in their mount 
Seir, unto El-paran, which is by the 
wilderness. 

7 And they returned, and came to 
En-mishpat, which is Kadesh, and 
smote all the country of the Ama- 
lekites, and also the Amorites, that 
dwelt in Hazezon-tamar. 

8 And there went out the king of 
Sodom, and the king of Gomorrah, 
and the king of Admah, and the king 
of Zeboiim, and the king of Bela (the 
same is Zoar ;) and they joined battle 
with them in the vale of Siddim ; 

9 With Chedorlaomer the king of 
Elam, and with Tidal king of nations, 
and Amraphel king of Shinar, and 
Arioch king of Ellasar; four kings 
with five. 

10 And the vale of Siddim was full 
of slimepits ; and the kings of Sodom 
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and Gomorrah fled, and fell there; 
and they that remained fled to the 
mountain. 

11 And they took all the goods of 
Sodom and Gomorrah, and all their 
victuals, and went their way. 

12 And they took Lot, Abram’s bro- 
ther’s son, who dwelt in Sodom, and 
Ms goods, and departed. 

13 1 And there came one that had 
escaped, and told Abram the He- 
brew; for he dwelt in the plain of 
Mamre the Amorite, brother of Esh- 
col, and brother of Aner: and these 
were confederate with Abram. 

14 And when Abram heard that his 
brother was taken captive, he armed 
his trained servants, bom in his own 
house, three himdred and eighteen, 
and pursued them unto Dan. 

15 And he divided himself against 
them, he and his servants, by night, 
and smote them, and pursued them 
unto Hobah, which is on the left hand 
of Damascus. 

16 And he brought back all the 
goods, and also brought again his 
brother Lot, and his goods, and the 
women also, and the people. 

IV IT And the king of ^dom went out 
to meet him after his return from the 
slaughter of Chedorlaomer, and of the 
kings that were with him, at the valley 
of Shaveh, which is the king’s dale. 

18 And Melchizedek king of Salem 
brought forth bread and wine : and he 
%oas the priest of the most high God. 

19 And he blessed him, and said, 
Blessed he Abram of the most high 
God, possessor of heaven and earth : 

20 .^d blessed be the most high 
God, which hath delivered thine ene- 
mies into thy hand. And he gave 
him tithes of all. 

21 And the king of Sodom said unto 
Abram, Give me the persons, and take 
the goods to thyself 

22 And Abram said to the king of 
Sodom, I have lift up mine hand unto 
the Lord, the most high God, the 
possessor of heaven and earth, 

23 That I will not take from a thread 
even to a shoelatchet, and that I will 
not take any thing that is thine, lest 
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thou shouldest say, I have made 
Abram rich: 

24 Save only that which the young 
men have eaten, and the portion of 
the men which went with me, Aner, 
Eshcof and Mamre; let them take 
their portiou 

CHAPTER XV. 

1 God mcaurageth Abram, 2 Abram complaineth for 
vomit of an heir, 4 God promiseth him a son,^ and 
a multiplying of his seed. 6 Abram is justified by 
faith. 7 Canaan is promised againy and confirmed 
by a sign., 12 and a vision. 

AFTER these things the word of 
a\. the Lord came imto Abram in 
a vision, saying. Fear not, Abram: 
I am thy shield and thy exceeding 
great reward. 

2 And Abram said. Lord God, what 
Vllt thou give me, seeing I go child- 
less, and the steward of my house is 
this Eliezer of Damascus ? 

3 And Abram said. Behold, to me 
thou hast given no seed : and, lo, one 
bom in my house is mine heir. 

4 And, behold, the word of the Lord 
came unto him, saying. This shall not 
be thine heir ; but he that shall come 
forth out of thine own bowels shall 
be thine heir. 

6 And he brought him forth abroad, 
and said. Look now toward heaven, 
and tell the stars, if thou be able to 
number them : and he said unto him. 
So shall thy seed be. 

6 And he believed in the Lord ; and 
he counted it to him for righteousness. 

7 And he said tmto him, I am the 
Lord that brought thee out of Ur of 
the Chaldees, to give thee this land 
to inherit it. 

8 And he said. Lord God, whereby 
shall I know that I shall inherit it ? 

9 And he said unto him. Take me 
an heifer of three years old, and a 
she goat of three years old, and a 
ram of three years old, and a turtle- 
dove, and a young pigeou 

10 And he took unto him all these, 
and divided them in the midst, and 
laid each piece one against another: 
but the birds divided he not. 

11 And when the fowls came down 
upon the carcases, Abram drove them 
away. 

18 
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12 And when the snn was going 
down, a deep sleep fell upon Abram; 
and, lo, an horror of great darkness 
fell upon him. 

13 And he said unto Abram, Know 
of a surety that thy seed shall be a 
stranger in a land that is not their’s, 
and shall serve them ; and they shall 
aMct them four hunted years ; 

14 And also that nation, whom they 
shall serve, will I judge; and after- 
ward shall they come out with great 
substance. 

15 And thou shaft go to thy fathers 
in peace ; thou shaft be buried in a 
good old age. 

16 But in the fourth generation they 
shall come hither again : for the ini- 
quity of the Amorites is not yet full. 

17 And it came to pass, that, when 
the sun went down, and it was dark, 
behold a smoking furnace, and a 
burning lamp that passed between 
those pieces. 

18 In the same day the Lord made 
a covenant with Abram, saying, Unto 
thy seed have I given this land, from 
the river of Egypt unto the great 
river, the river Euphrates: 

19 The Kenites, and the Kenizzites, 
and the Kadmonites, 

20 And the Hittites, and the Periz- 
zites, and the Kephaims, 

21 And the Amorites, and the Ca- 
naanites, and the Girgashites, and 
the Jebusites. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

1 Sarai, being barren, giveth Hagar to Abram, 4 Ha~ 

gar, being afflicted for de^pieing her mistress, runneth 

away, 1 An angel sendeth her back to submit herself, 

1 1 and telleth her of her child, 1 6 Ishmael is born. 

OW Sarai Abram’s wife bare liim 
no children: and she had an 
handmaid, an Egyptian, whose name 
was Hagar. 

2 And Sarai said unto Abram, Be- 
hold now, the Lord hath restrained 
me from bearing: I pray thee, go in 
unto my maid ; it may be that I may 
obtain children by her. And Abram 
hearkened to the voice of Sarai 

3 And Sarai Abram’s wife took 
Hagar her maid the Egyptian, after 
Abram had dwelt ten years in the 
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land of Canaan, and gave her to her 
husband Abram to be his wife. 

4 1 And he went in unto Hagar, and 
she conceived: and when she saw 
that she had conceived, her mistress 
was despised in her eyes. 

5 And Sarai said unto Abram, My 
wrong be upon thee : I have given my 
maid into thy bosom ; and when she 
saw that she had conceived, I was 
despised in her eyes : the Lord judge 
between me and thee. 

6 But Abram said unto Sarai, Be- 
hold, thy maid is in thy hand ; do to 
her as it pleaseth thee. And when 
Sarai dealt hardly with her, she fled 
from her face. 

7 1i And the angel of the Lord found 
her by a fountain of water in the wil- 
derness, by the fountain in the way 
to Shur. 

8 And he said, Hagar, Sarai’s maid, 
whence earnest thou? and whither 
wilt thou go? And she said, I flee 
from the face of my mistress Sarai. 

9 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto her, Return to thy mistress, and 
submit thyself under her hands. 

10 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto her, I will multiply thy seed ex- 
ceedingly, that it shall not be num- 
bered for multitude. 

11 And the angel of the Lord said 
imto her. Behold, thou art with child, 
and shaft bear a son, and shaft call 
his name Ishmael ; because the Lord 
hath heard thy affliction. 

12 And he will be a wild man ; his 
hand will be against every man, and 
every man’s hand against him; and 
he shall dwell in the presence of all 
his brethren. 

13 And she called the name of the 
Lord that spake unto her. Thou God 
seest me : for she said. Have I also 
here looked after him that seeth 
me? 

14 Wherefore the well was called 
Beer-lahai-roi ; behold, it is between 
Kadesh and Bered. 

15 1 And Hagar bare Abram a son : 
and Abram called his son’s name, 
which Hagar bare, Ishmael. 

16 And Abram was fourscore and 
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six years old, when Hagar bare Ish- 
mael to Abram. 

CHAPTER XVn. 

I God reneweUi the cwsenanU 5 Abram his name is 
changed in token cf a greater blessing. 10 Circum» 
cision is instituted. 15 Sarai her name is changed^ 
and she blessed. 17 Isaac is promised. 23 Abraham 
and Ishmael are circumcised. 

AND when Abram was ninety years 
old and nine, the Lord appeared 
to Abram, and said unto him, I am 
the Almighty God ; walk before me, 
and be thou perfect. 

2 And I will make my covenant be- 
tween me and thee, and will multiply 
thee exceedingly. 

3 And Abram fell on his face: and 
God talked with him, saying, 

4 As for me, behold, my covenant 
is with thee, and thou shalt be a 
father of many nations. 

5 Neither shall thy name any more 
be called Abram, but thy name shall 
be Abraham; for a father of many 
nations have I made thee. 

6 And I will make thee exceeding 
fimitful, and I will make nations of 
thee, and kings shall come out of 
thee. 

7 And I will establish my covenant 
between me and thee and thy seed 
after thee in their generations for an 
everlasting covenant, to be a God 
unto thee, and to thy seed after thee. 

8 And I will give unto thee, and to 
thy seed after thee, the land wherein 
thou art a stranger, all the land of 
Canaan, for an everlasting posses- 
sion; and I will be their God. 

9 If And God said unto Abraham, 
Thou shalt keep my covenant there- 
fore, thou, and thy seed after thee in 
their generations. 

10 This is' my covenant, which ye 
shall keep, between me and you and 
thy seed after thee ; Every man child 
among you shall be circumcised. 

II .Amd ye shall circumcise the flesh 
of your foreskin; and it shall be a 
token of the covenant betwixt me 
and yoa 

12 And he that is eight days old 
shall be circumcised among you, 
eveiy man child in your genera- 
tions, he that is bom in the house, or 
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bought with money of any stranger, 
which is not of thy seed. 

13 He that is born in thy house, 
and he that is bought with thy 
money, must needs be circumcised: 
and my covenant shall be in your 
flesh for an everlasting covenant. 

14 And the uncircumcised man 
child whose flesh of his foreskin is 
not circumcised, that soul shall be 
cut off from his people; he hath 
broken my covenant. 

15 If And God said unto Abraham, 
As for Sarai thy wife, thou shalt not 
call her name Sarai, but Sarah shall 
her name be. 

16 And I will bless her, and give 
thee a son also of her: yea, I will 
bless her, and she shall be a mother 
of nations; kings of people shall be 
of her. 

17 Then Abraham fell upon his 
face, and laughed, and said in his 
heart. Shall a child be bom unto 
him that is an hundred years old? 
and shall Sarah, that is ninety years 
old, bear? 

18 And Abraham said unto God, O 
that Ishmael might live before thee ! 

19 And God said, Sarah thy wife 
shall bear thee a son indeed; and 
thou shalt call his name Isaac: and 
I will establish my covenant with 
him for an everlasting covenant, and 
with his seed after him. 

20 And as for Ishmael, I have heard 
thee: Behold, I have blessed him, 
and will make him fruitful, and will 
multiply him exceedingly ; twelve 
princes shall he beget, and I will 
make him a great nation. 

21 But my covenant will I establish 
with Isaac, which Sarah shall bear 
unto thee at this set time in the 
next year. 

22 .A^d he left off* talking with him, 
and God went up from Abraham. 

23 If And Abraham took Ishmael 
his son, and all that were bom in his 
house, and all that were bought with 
his money, every male among the men 
of Abraham’s house; and circumcised 
the flesh of their foreskin in the self- 
same day, as God had said unto him. 
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24 And Abraham was ninety years 
old and nine, when he was circum- 
cised in the flesh of his foreskin. 

25 And Ishmael his son roas thirteen 
years old, when he was circmncised 
in the flesh of his foreskin, 

26 In the selfsame day was Abraham 
circumcised, and Ishmael his son, 

27 And all the men of his house, 
bom in the house, and bought with 
money of the stranger, were circum- 
cised with him, 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

t Abraham entertaineth three angels. 9 Sarah is re- 

proved for laughing at the strange promise. 17 The 

destruction of Sodom is revealed to Abraham, 23 

Abraham maketh intercession for the men thereof. 

AN D the Lord appeared unto him 
x\- in the plains of Mamre : and he 
sat in the tent door in the heat of 
the day; 

2 And he lift up his eyes and look- 
ed, and, lo, three men stood by him : 
and when he saw them, he ran to 
meet them from the tent door, and 
bowed himself toward the ground, 

3 And said. My Lord, if now I have 
found favour in thy sight, pass not 
away, I pray thee, from thy servant : 

4 Let a little water, I pray you, be 
fetched, and wash your feet, and rest 
yourselves under the tree : 

5 And I will fetch a morsel of bread, 
and comfort ye your hearts; after 
that ye shall pass on: for therefore 
are ye come to your servant. And 
they said. So do, as thou hast said. 

6 And Abraham hastened into the 
tent unto Sarah, and said, Make 
ready quickly three measures of fine 
meal, knead it, and make cakes upon 
the hearth. 

7 And Abraham ran unto the herd, 
and fetcht a calf tender and good, 
and gave it unto a young man ; and 
he hasted to dress it. 

8 And he took butter, and milk, and 
the calf which he had dressed, and set 
it before them ; and he stood by them 
under the tree, and they did eat. 

9 f And they said unto him. Where 
is Sarah thy wife ? And he said, Be- 
hold, in the tent 

10 And he said, I will certainly re- 


turn unto thee according to the time 
of life ; and, lo, Sarah thy wife shall 
have a son. And Sarah heard it in 
the tent door, which was behind him. 

11 Now Abraham and Sarah toere 
old and well stricken in age ; and it 
ceased to be with Sarah after the 
manner of women. 

12 Therefore Sarah laughed within 
herself, saying, After I am waxed old 
shall I have pleasure, my lord being 
old also ? 

13 And the Lord said unto Abra- 
ham, Wherefore did Sarah laugh, 
saying, Shall I of a surety bear a 
child, which am old? 

14 Is any thing too hard for the 
Lord ? At the time appointed I will 
return unto thee, according to the 
time of life, and Sarah shall have a 
son. 

16 Then Sarah denied, saying, I 
laughed not; for she was afraia And 
he said. Nay ; but thou didst laugh. 

16 IT And the men rose up from 
thence, and looked toward Sodom: 
and Abraham went with them to 
bring them on the way. 

17 And the Lord sai^ Shall I hide 
from Abraham that thing which I do; 

18 Seeing that Abraham shall surely 
become a great and mighty nation, 
and all the nations of the earth shall 
be blessed in him ? 

19 For I know him, that he will 
command his children and his house- 
hold after him, and they shall keep 
the way of the Lord, to do justice 
and judgment; that the Lord may 
bring upon Abraham that which he 
hath spoken of him. 

20 And the Lord said. Because 
the cry of Sodom and Gomorrah is 
great, and because their sin is very 
grievous ; 

21 I will go down now, and see 
whether they have done altogether 
according to the cry of it, which is 
come unto me ; and if not, I will know. 

22 And the men turned their faces 
fi’om thence, and went toward So- 
dom : but Abraham stood yet before 
the Lord. 

23 IT And Abraham drew near and 
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sidd. Wilt thou also destroy the righ- 
teous with the wicked? 

24 Peradventure there be fifty righ- 
teous within the city ; wilt thou mso 
destroy and not spare the place for 
the fifty righteous that are therein? 

25 That be far from thee to do after 
this manner, to slay the righteous 
with the wicked: and that the righ- 
teous should be as the wicked, that 
be far from thee : Shall not the J udge 
of all the earth do right ? 

26 And the Lord said. If I find in 
Sodom fifty righteous within the city, 
then I will spare all the place for 
their sakes. 

27 And Abraham answered and 
said, Behold now, I have taken upon 
me to speak imto the Lord, which 
am hut dust and ashes: 

28 Peradventure there shall lack 
five of the fifty righteous: wilt thou 
destroy all the city for lack <^five? 
And he said. If I find there forty 
and five, I will not destroy it. 

29 And he spake imto him yet 
again, and said, Peradventure there 
shall be forty found there. And he 
said, I will not do it for forty’s sake. 

30 And he said unto him. Oh let not 
the Lord be angry, and I will speak : 
Peradventure there shall thirty be 
found there. And he said, I will not 
do it, if I find thirty there. 

31 And he said. Behold now, I have 
taken imon me to speak unto the 
Lord: Peradventiire there shall be 
twenty found there. Amd he said, I 
will not destroy it for twenty’s sake. 

32 And he said. Oh let not the Lord 
be angry, and I will speak yet but 
this once : Peradventure ten shall be 
foimd there. And he said, I will not 
destroy it for ten’s sake. 

33 And the Lord went his way, as 
soon as he had left communing with 
Abraham : and Abraham retimied 
unto his place. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

I Lot entertaineth two angels, 4 The vicious Sodomites 
are stricken with blindness. 12 Lot is sent for safety 
into the mountains. 18 He obtaineth leave to go into 
Zoar. 24 Sodom and Gomorrah are destroyed. 26 Lot's 
wife is a pillar of salt. 30 Ijot dwelleth in a cave. 
31 The incestuous original qf Moah and Ammon. 


A nd there came two angels to 
. Sodom at even ; and Lot sat in 
the gate of Sodom : and Lot seeing 
them rose up to meet them ; and he 
bowed himself with his face toward 
the CTound; 

2 And he said, Behold now, my 
lords, turn in, I pray you, into your 
servant’s house, and tarry all night, 
and wash your feet, and ye shall rise 
up early, and go on yom* ways. And 
they said. Nay ; but we will abide in 
the street all night. 

3 And he pressed upon them great- 
ly ; and they turned m unto him, and 
entered into his house ; and he made 
them a feast, and did bake unleaven- 
ed bread, and they did eat. 

4 1 But before they lay do^m, the 
men of the city, even the men of 
Sodom, compassed the house round, 
both old and young, all the people 
from every quarter: 

5 And they called unto Lot, and 
said imto him. Where are the men 
which came in to thee this night? 
bring them out unto us, that we may 
know them. 

6 And Lot went out at the door im- 
to them, and shut the door after him, 
7 And said, I pray you, bretliren, do 
not so wickedly. 

8 Behold now, I have two daughters 
which have not known man; let me, 
I pray you, bring them out unto you, 
and do ye to them as is good in your 
eyes : only unto these men do no- 
thing ; for therefore came they under 
the shadow of my roof. 

9 And they said. Stand back. And 
they said again. This one fellow came 
in to sojourn, and he will needs be a 
judge: now will we deal worse with 
thee, than with them. And they 
pressed sore upon the man, even Lot, 
and came near to break the door. 

10 But the men put forth their hand, 
and pulled Lot into the house to 
them, and shut to the door. 

11 And they smote the men that 
were at the door of the house with 
blindness, both small and great: so 
that they wearied themselves to find 
the door. 
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12 If And the men said unto Lot, 
Hast thou here any besides ? son in 
law, and thy sons, and thy daughters, 
and whatsoever thou hast in the city, 
hrins them out of this place: 

13 For we will destroy this place, be- 
cause the cry of them is waxen CTeat 
before the face of the Lord ; and the 
Lord hath sent us to destroy it. 

14 And Lot went out, and spake 
unto his sons in law, which married 
his daughters, and said. Up, get you 
out of this place ; for the Lord will 
destroy this city. But he seemed as 
one that mocked imto his sons in law. 

16 If And when the morning arose, 
then the angels hastened Lot, say- 
ing, Arise, take thy wife, and thy 
two daughters, which are here ; lest 
thou be consumed in the iniquity of 
the city. 

16 And while he lingered, the men 
laid hold upon his hand, and upon 
the hand of his wife, and upon the 
hand of his two daughters ; the Lord 
being merciful unto him: and they 
brought him forth, and set him with- 
out the city. 

17 If And it came to pass, when they 
had broi^ht them forth abroad, that 
he said. Escape for thy life ; look not 
behind thee, neither stay thou in all 
the plain ; escape to the mountain, 
lest thou be consumed. 

18 And Lot said unto them. Oh, not 
so, my Lord: 

19 Behold now, thy servant hath 
found grace in thy sight, and thou 
hast magnified thy mercy, which thou 
hast shewed unto me in saving my 
life; and I cannot escape to the moun- 
tain, lest some evil take me, and I die : 

20 Behold now, this city is near to 
flee unto, and it w a little one: Oh, 
let me escape thither, {is it not a little 
one ?) and my soul shall live. 

21 And he said unto him. See, I have 
accepted thee concerning this thing 
also, that I will not overthrow this 
city, for the which thou hast spoken. 

22 Haste thee, escape thither ; for I 
cannot do any thing till thou be come 
thither. Therefore the name of the 
city was called Zoar. 


23 1 The sun was risen upon the 
earth when Lot entered into Zioar. 

24 Then the Lord rained upon 
Sodom and upon Gomorrah brim- 
stone and fire fi-om the Lord out of 
heaven ; 

25 And he overthrew those cities, 
and all the plain, and all the inha- 
bitants of the cities, and that which 
grew imon the ^ound. 

26 f But his wife looked back from 
behind him, and she became a pillar 
of salt. 

27 If And Abraham gat up early in 
the morning to the place where he 
stood before the Lord: 

28 And he looked toward Sodom 
and Gomorrah, and toward all the 
land of the plain, and beheld, and, 
lo, the smoke of the coimtry went up 
as the smoke of a furnace. 

29 If And it came to pass, when 
God destroyed the cities of the 
plain, that God remembered Abra- 
ham, and sent Lot out of the midst 
of the overthrow, when he overthrew 
the cities in the which Lot dwelt. 

30 If And Lot went up out of Zoar, 
and dwelt in the mountain, and his 
two daughters with him ; for he fear- 
ed to dwell in Zoar: and he dwelt in 
a cave, he and his two daughters. 

31 And the firstborn said unto the 
younger. Our father is old, and there 
is not a man in the earth to come in 
unto us after the manner of all the 
earth : 

32 Come, let us make our father 
drmk wine, and we will lie with him, 
that we may preserve seed of our 
father. 

33 And they made their father drink 
wine that nig^ht: and the firstborn 
went in, and lay with her father ; and 
he perceived not when she lay down, 
nor when she arose. 

34 And it came to pass on the mor- 
row, that the firstborn said unto the 
younger. Behold, I lay yesternight 
with my father: let us make him 
drink wine this night also ; and ga 
thou in, aiyl lie with him, that we 
may preserve seed of our father. 

35 And they made their father 
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drink wine that night also : and the 
younger arose, and lay with him ; and 
he perceived not when she lay down, 
nor when she arose. 

36 Thus were both the daughters 
of Lot with child by their father. 

37 And the firstborn bare a son, 
and called his name Moab : the same 
%8 the father of the Moabites unto 
this day. 

38 And the yoimger, she also bare a 
son, and called his name Ben-ammi : 
the same is the father of the children 
of Ammon imto this day. 

CHAPTER XX. 

1 Abraham sojoumeth at Gerar^ 2 denieth his 
and loseth her, 3 Abimelech is reprowd for her in a 
dream, 9 He rdmketh Abraham, 14 restoreth Sarah, 
16 and reproveth Iter, 17 He is healed by Abraham* s 
prayer, 

A nd Abraham journeyed from 
. thence toward the south coun- 
try, and dwelled between Kadesh 
and Shur, and sojourned in Gerar. 

2 And Abraham said of Sarah his 
wife. She is my sister : and Abimelech 
kin g of Gerar sent, and took Sarah. 

3 But God came to Abimelech in a 
dream by night, and said to him. Be- 
hold, thou art btU a dead man, for the 
woman which thou hast taken; for 
she is a man’s wife. 

4 But Abimelech had not come near 
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their ears: and the men were sore 
afraid. 

9 Then Abimelech called Abraham, 
and said unto him. What hast thou 
done unto us? and what have I of- 
fended thee, that thou hast brought 
on me and on my kingdom a great 
sin ? thou hast done deeds unto me 
that ought not to be done. 

10 And Abimelech said imto Abra- 
ham, What sawest thou, that thou 
hast done this thing? 

11 And Abraham said. Because I 
thought, Surely the fear of God is 
not in this place ; and they will slay 
me for my wife’s sake. 

12 And yet indeed she is my sister ; 
she is the daughter of my father, but 
not the daughter of my mother ; and 
she became my wife. 

13 And it came to pass, when God 
caused me to wander from my father’s 
house, that I said unto her. This is thy 
kindness which thou shalt shew unto 
me; at every place whither we shall 
come, say of me. He is my brother. 

14 And Abimelech took sheep, and 
oxen, and menservants, and women- 
servants, and gave them unto Abra- 
ham, and restored him Sarah his wife. 

15 And Abimelech said. Behold, my 
land is before thee: dwell where it 


her : and he said. Lord, wilt thou slay pleaseth thee. 

also a righteous nation ? 16 And unto Sarah he said, Behold, 

5 Said he not imto me. She is my I have given thy brother a thousand 
sister? and she, even she herself said, pieces of silver: behold, he is to thee

6 And God said unto him in a 
dream, Yea, I know that thou didst 
this in the integrity of thy heart;

7 Now therefore restore the man 
his wife ; for he is a prophet, and he 
shall pray for thee, and thou shalt 
live : and if thou restore her not, know 
thou that thou shalt surely die, thou, 
and all that are thine. 

8 Therefore Abimelech rose early 
in the morning, and called all his

18 For the Lord had fast closed 
up all the wombs of the house of 
Abimelech, because of Sarah Abra- 
ham’s wife.

A Is D the Lord visited Sarah as he 
. had said, and the Lord did unto 


servants, and told all these things in Sarah as he had spoken. 
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2 For Sarah conceived, and bare 
Abraham a son in his old age, at the 
set time of which God had spoken 
to him. 

3 And Abraham called the name of 
his son that was bom unto him, whom 
Sarah bare to him, Isaac. 

4 And Abraham circumcised his son 
Isaac being eight days old, as God 
had commanded him. 

5 And Abraham was an hundred 
years old, when his son Isaac was 
born unto him. 

6 IF And Sarah said, God hath made 
me to laugh, so that all that hear will 
laugh with me. 

7 And she said. Who would have 
said unto Abraham, that Sarah should 
have given children suck ? for I have 
born him a son in his old age. 

8 And the child grew, and was 
weaned : and Abraham made a great 
feast the same day that Isaac was 
weaned. 

9 IF And Sarah saw the son of Ha- 
gar the Egyptian, which she had bom 
unto Abraham, mocking. 

10 Wherefore she said unto Abrar 
ham. Cast out this bondwoman and 
her son: for the son of this bond- 
woman shall not be heir with my son, 
even with Isaac. 

11 And the thing was very grievous 
in Abraham’s sight because of his son. 

12 IF And God said unto Abraham, 
Let it not be grievous in thy sight 
because of the lad, and because of 
thy bondwoman; in all that Sarah 
hath said unto thee, hearken unto 
her voice ; for in Isaac shall thy seed 
be called. 

13 And also of the son of the bond- 
woman will I make a nation, because 
he is thy seed. 

14 And Abraham rose up early in 
the morning, and took bread, and a 
bottle of water, and gave it unto Ha- 
gar, putting it on her shoulder, and 
the child, and sent her away: and 
she departed, and wandered in the 
wilderness of Beer-sheba. 

15 And the water was spent in the 
bottle, and she cast the child under 
one of the shmbs 


16 And she went, and sat her down 
over against him a good way off, as 
it were a bowshot : for she said. Let 
me not see the death of the child. 
And she sat over against him, and lift 
up her voice, and wept. 

17 And God heard the voice of the 
lad ; and the angel of God called to 
Hagar out of heaven, and said unto 
her. What aileth thee, Hagar? fear 
not ; for God hath heard the voice of 
the lad where he is. 

18 Arise, lift up the lad, and hold 
him in thine hand; for I will make 
him a great nation. 

19 And God opened her eyes, and 
she saw a well of water; and she 
went, and filled the bottle with water, 
and gave the lad drink. 

20 And God was with the lad; and 
he grew, and dwelt in the wilderness, 
and became an archer. 

21 And he dwelt in the wilderness 
of Paran: and his mother took him 
a wife out of the land of Egypt. 

22 IF And it came to pass at that 
time, that Abimelech and Phichol 
the chief captain of his host spake 
unto Abraham, saying, God is with 
thee in all that thou doest: 

23 Now therefore swear unto me 
here by God that thoxi wilt not deal 
falsely with me, nor with my son, 
nor with my son’s son: hut accord- 
ing to the kindness that I have done 
unto thee, thou shaft do unto me, 
and to the land wherein thou hast 
sojourned. 

24 And Abraham said, I will swear. 

25 And Abraham reproved Abime- 
lech because of a well of water, which 
Abimelech’s servants had violently 
taken away. 

26 And Abimelech said, I wot not 
who hath done this thing: neither 
didst thou tell me, neither yet heard 
1 of it, but to day. 

27 And Abraham took sheep and 
oxen, and gave them unto Abimelech; 
and both of them made a covenant. 

28 And Abraham set seven ewe 
lambs of the flock by themselves. 

29 And Abimelech said unto Abra- 
ham, What mean these seven ewe 
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lambs which thou hast set by them- 
selves ? 

30 And he said, For these seven ewe 
lambs shalt thou take of my hand, 
that they may be a witness unto me, 
that I have digged this well 

31 Wlierefore he called that place 
Beer-sheba ; because there they sware 
both of them. 

32 Thus they made a covenant at 
Beer-sheba : then Abimelech rose up, 
and Phichol the chief captain of his 
host, and they returned into the land 
of the Philistines. 

33 t And Abraham planted a grove 
in Beer-sheba, and called there on 
the name of the Lord, the everlast- 
ing God. 

34 And Abraham sojourned in the 
Philistines’ land many days. 

CHAPTER XXII.

AND it came to pass after these 
XjL things, that God did tempt Abra- 
ham, and said unto him, Abraham: 
and he said. Behold, here I am. 

2 And he said. Take now thy son, 
thine only son Isaac, whom thou lov- 
est, and get thee into the land of Mo- 
riah ; and offer him there for a burnt 
offering upon one of the mountains 
which I will tell thee of 

3 IF And Abraham rose up early in 
the morning, and saddled his ass, 
and took two of his young men with 
liim, and Isaac his son, and clave 
the wood for the burnt offering, and 
rose up, and went imto the place of 
which God had told him. 

4 Then on the th ir d day Abraham 
lifted up his eyes, and saw the place 
afar off 

5 And Abraham said unto his young 
men. Abide ye here with the ass; 
and I and the lad will go yonder and 
worship, and come again to you. 

6 And Abraham took the wood of 
the burnt offering, and laid it upon 
Isaac his son; and he took the fire 
in his hand, and a knife; and they 
went both of them together. 


7 And Isaac spake unto Abraham 
liis father, and said, My father: and 
he said. Here am I, my son. And he 
said. Behold the fire and the wood: 
but where is the lamb for a burnt 
offering ? 

8 And Abraham said. My son, God 
will provide himself a lamb for a 
burnt offering : so they went both of 
them together. 

9 And they came to the place which 
God had told him of; and Abraham 
built an altar there, and laid the wood 
in order, and bound Isaac his son, and 
laid him on the altar upon the wood. 

10 And Abraham stretched forth his 
hand, and took the knife to slay Ixis 
son. 

11 And the angel of the Lord called 
unto him out of heaven, and said, 
Abraham, Abraham : and he said. 
Here am L 

12 And he said. Lay not thine hand 
upon the lad, neither do thou any 
thing unto him : for now I know that 
thou fearest God, seeing thou hast 
not withheld thy son, thine only son 
fi*om me. 

13 And Abraham lifted up his eyes, 
and looked, and behold behind him a 
ram caught in a thicket by his horns : 
and Abraham went and took the ram, 
and offered him up for a burnt offer- 
ing in the stead of his son. 

14 And Abraham called the name 
of that place Jehovah-jireh : as it is 
said to this day. In the mount of the 
Lord it shall be seen. 

15 If And the angel of the Lord 
called unto Abraham out of heaven 
the second time, 

16 And said. By myself have I sworn, 
saith the Lord, for because thou hast 
done this thing, and hast not with- 
held thy son, tMne only son : 

17 That in blessing I will bless thee, 
and in multiplying I will multiply 
thy seed as the stars of the heaven, 
and as the sand which is upon the 
sea shore; and thy seed shall pos- 
sess the gate of his enemies ; 

18 And in thy seed shall all the 
nations of the earth be blessed ; be- 
cause thou hast obeyed my voice.

19 So Abraham returned unto his 
young men, and they rose up and 
went together to Beer-sheba ; and 
Abraham dwelt at Beer-sheba. 

20 t And it came to pass after these 
things, that it was told Abraham, 
saying, Behold, Milcah, she hath also 
bom children imto thy brother Na- 
hor ; 

21 Huz his firstborn, and Buz his 
brother, and Kemuel the father of 
Aram, 

22 And Chesed, and Hazo, and Pil- 
dash, and Jidlaph, and Bethuel. 

23 And Bethuel begat Rebekah: 
these eight Milcah did bear to Na- 
hor, Abraham’s brother. 

24 And his concubine, whose name 
was Reuinah, she bare also Tebah, 
and Gaham, and Thahash, and Maa- 
chah. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

1 The age and death of Sarah. 3 The purcfidse of 
Machpelah^ 19 where Sarah was buried. 

A nd Sarah was an himdred and 
- seven and twenty years old: 
these were the years of the life of 
Sarah. 

2 And Sarah died in Kiijath-arba; 
the same is Hebron in the land of 
Canaan : and Abraham came to 
mourn for Sarah, and to weep for 
her. 

3 IF And Abraham stood up from 
before his dead, and spake unto the 
sons of Heth, saying, 

4 I am a stranger and a sojourner 
with you : give me a possession of a 
buryingplace with you, that I may 
bury my dead out of nw sight. 

5 And the children of Heth answer- 
ed Abraham, saying unto him, 

6 Hear us, my lord: thou art a 
mighty prince among us : in the 
choice of om* sepul^res bury thy 
dead ; none of us shall withhold from 
thee his sepulchre, but that thou 
mayest bury thy dead. 

7 And Abraham stood up, and bow- 
ed himself to the people of the land, 
even, to the children of Heth. 

8 And he communed with them, 
saying. If it be yom* mind that I 
should biuy my dead out of ray 
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sight; hear me, and intreat for me 
to Ephron the son of Zohar, 

9 That he may give me the cave of 
Machpelah, which he hath, which is 
in the end of his field ; for as much 
money as it is worth he shall give 
it me for a possession of a burying- 
place amongst you. 

10 And Ephron dwelt among the 
children of Heth: and Ephron the 
Hittite answered Abraham in the 
audience of the children of Heth, 
even of all that went in at the gate 
of his city, saying, 

11 Nay, my lord, hear me: the field 
give I thee, and the cave that is 
therein, I give it thee; in the pre- 
sence of the sons of my people give 
I it thee : bury thy dead. 

12 And Abraham bowed down him- 
self before the people of the land. 

13 And he spake unto Ephron in 
the audience of the people of the 
land, saying. But if thou wilt give it, 
I pray thee, hear me : I will give thee 
money for the field; take it of me, 
and I will bury my dead there. 

14 And Ephron answered Abraham, 
saying mito him, 

15 My lord, hearken unto me: the 
land is worth four hundred shekels 
of silver; what is that betwixt me 
and thee? bury therefore thy dead. 

16 And Abraham hearkened unto 
Ephron; and Abraham weighed to 
Ephron the silver, which he had 
named in the audience of the sons 
of Heth, four hundred shekels of 
silver, current money with the mer- 
chant. 

17 IF And the field of Ephron, which 
was in Machpelah, wliich was before 
Mamre, the field, and the cave which 
was therein, and all the trees that 
were in the field, that were in all 
the borders round about, were made 
sure 

18 Unto Abraham for a possession 
in the presence of the children of 
Heth, before all that went in at the 
gate of his city. 

19 And after this, Abraham buried 
Sarah his wife in the cave of the 
field of Machpelah before Mamre: 
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the same is Hebron in the land of 
Canaan. 

20 And the field, and the cave that 
is therein, were made sure imto 
Abraham for a possession of a bury- 
ingplace by the sons of Heth. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

1 Abraham gweareth his servant. 10 The servant's 
journey: Vi His prayey' : His sigri. \5 Rebekah 

meeteth him, 18 fulfil leth his sign, recdveth jewels, 
23 sheweth her kindred, 25 and inviteth him home. 
26 The servant blesseth God. 29 Laban entertaineth 
him. 34 * The. servant sheweth his message. 50 Laban 
and Bethuel approve it. 58 Reltekah consenteth to 
go. 62 Isaac meeteth her. 

And Abraham was old, and well 
xjL stricken in age: and the Lord 
had blessed Abraham in all things. 

2 And Abraham said unto his eld- 
est servant of his house, that ruled 
over all that he had. Put, I pray thee, 
thy hand under my thigh : 

3 And I will make thee swear by 
the Lord, the God of heaven, and 
the God of the earth, that thou shalt 
not take a wife imto my son of the 
daughters of the Canaanites, among 
whom I dwell: 

4 But thou shalt go vmto my coim- 
try, and to my kindred, and take a 
wife unto my son Isaac. 

5 And the servant said imto him, 
Peradventure the woman will not be 

to follow me unto this land: 
must I needs bring thy son again un- 
to the land from whence thou earnest ? 

6 And Abraham said unto him, Be- 
ware thou that thou bring not my son 
thither agaiu 

7 The Lord God of heaven, which 
took me fi*om my father’s house, and 
from the land of my kindred, and 
which spake unto me, and that sware 
unto me, saying. Unto thy seed will 
I give this land; he shall send his 
angel before thee, and thou shalt take 
a wife unto my son from thence. 

8 And if the woman will not be will- 
ing to foUow thee, then thou shalt be 
clear fi’om this my oath : only bring 
not my son thither agaiu 

9 And the servant put his hand un- 
der the thigh of Abraham his master, 
and sware to him concerning that 
matter. 

10 H And the servant took ten ca- 


I mels of the camels of his master, 
and departed; for all the goods of 
his master were in his hand: and 
he arose, and went to Mesopotamia, 
unto the city of Nahor. 

11 And he made his camels to kneel 
down without the city by a well of 
water at the time of the evening, 
even the time that women go out to 
draw water. 

12 And he said, O Lord God of my 
master Abraham, I pray thee, send 
me good speed this day, and shew 
kindness unto my master Abraham. 

13 Behold, I stand here by the well 
of water; and the daughters of the 
men of the city come out to di*aw 
water : 

14 And let it come to pass, that 
the damsel to whom I shall say. Let 
down thy pitcher, I pray thee, that I 
may drink ; and she shall say. Drink, 
and I will give thy camels drink also: 
let the same he she that thou hast 
appointed for thy servant Isaac; and 
thereby shall I Imow that thou hast 
shewed kindness unto my master. 

15 IT And it came to pass, before 
he had done speaking, that, behold, 
Rebekah came out, who was bom to 
Bethuel, son of Milcah, the wife of 
Nahor, Abraham’s brother, with her 
pitcher upon her shoulder. 

16 And the damsel was very fair to 
look upon, a virgin, neither had any 
man known her : and she went down 
to the well, and filled her pitcher, 
and came up. 

17 And the servant ran to meet her, 
and said. Let me, I pray thee, drink 
a little water of thy pitcher. 

18 And she said. Drink, my lord: 
and she hasted, and let down her 

itcher upon her hand, and gave 
im drink. 

19 And when she had done giving 
him drink, she said, I will draw water 
for thy camels also, until they have 
done drinking. 

20 And she hasted, and emptied 
her pitcher into the trough, and ran 
again unto the well to draw water, 
and drew for all his camels. 

21 And the man wondering at her 
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held his peace, to wit whether the 
Lord had made his journey prosper- 
ous or not. 

22 And it came to pass, as the ca- 
mels had done drinking, that the man 
took a golden earring of half a she- 
kel weight, and two bracelets for her 
hands of ten shekels weight of gold ; 

23 And said, Whose dfaughter art 
thou? tell me, I pray thee: is there 
room in thy father’s house for us to 
lodge in? 

24 And she said unto him, I am 
the daughter of Bethuel the son of 
Milcah, which she bare unto Nahor. 

25 She said moreover unto him, 
We have both straw and provender 
enough, and room to lodge in. 

26 And the man bowed down his 
head, and worshipped the Lord. 

27 And he said. Blessed he the Lord 
God of my master Abraham, who hath 
not left destitute my master of his 
mercy and his truth: I being in the 
way, the Lord led me to the house 
of my master’s brethren. 

28 And the damsel ran, and told them 
of her mother’s house these things. 

29 H And Bebekah had a brother, 
and his name was Laban: and Laban 
ran out unto the man, unto the well. 

30 And it came to pass, when he saw 
the earring and bracelets upon his 
sister’s hands, and when he heard the 
words of Bebekah liis sister, saying. 
Thus spake the man unto me; that 
he came mito the man ; and, behold, 
he stood by the camels at the well 

31 And he said. Come in, thou bless- 
ed of the Lord; wherefore standest 
thou without? for I have prepared 
the house, and room for the camels. 

32 1 And the man came into the 
house: and he ungirded his camels, 
and gave straw and provender for the 
camels, and water to wash his feet, 
and the men’s feet that were with him. 

33 And there was set meat before 
him to eat : but he said, I will not eat, 
until I have told mine errand. An d 
he said. Speak on. 

34 And he said, I am Abraham’s 
servant 

35 And the Lord hath blessed my 


master greatly; and he is become 
great : and he hath given him flocks, 
and herds, and silver, and gold, and 
menservants, and maidservants, and 
camels, and asses. 

36 And Sarah my master’s wife bare 
a son to my master when she was old: 
and unto him hath he given all that 
he hath. 

37 And my master made me swear, 
saying. Thou shalt not take a wife 
to my son of the daughters of the 
Canaanites, in whose land I dwell: 

38 But thou shalt go unto my fa- 
ther’s house, and to my kindred, and 
take a wife imto my son. 

39 And I said unto my master, Per- 
adventime the woman will not follow 
me. 

40 And he said unto me. The Lord, 
before whom I walk, will send his angel 
with thee, and prosper thy way; and 
thou shalt take a wife for my son of 
my kindred, and of my father’s house: 

41 Then shalt thou be clear from this 
my oath, when thou comest to my 
kindred ; and if they give not thee 
one, thou shalt be clear from my oath. 

42 And I came this day unto the 
well, and said, O Lord God of my 
master Abraham, if now thou do 
prosper my way which I go: 

43 Behold, I stand by the well of 
water; and it shall come to pass, 
that when the virgin cometh forth 
to draw water, and I say to her. Give 
me, I praj thee, a little water of thy 
pitcher to drink ; 

44 And she say to me. Both drink 
thou, and I will also draw for thy 
camels: let the same he the woman 
whom the Lord hath appointed out 
for my master’s son. 

45 And before I had done speak- 
ing in mine heart, behold, Bebekah 
came forth with her pitcher on her 
shoulder; and she went down unto 
the well, and drew water: and I said 
unto her. Let me drink, I pray thee. 

46 And she made haste, and let 
down her pitcher from her shoulder, 
and said. Drink, and I will give thy 
camels drink also: so I drank, and 
she made the camels drink also. 
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47 And I asked her, and said, Whose 
daughter art thou? And she said, 
The daughter of Bethuel, Nahor’s 
son, whom Milcah bare unto him: 
and I put the earring upon her face, 
and the bracelets upon her hands. 

48 And I bowed down my head, and 
worshipped the Lord, and blessed 
the Lord God of my master Abra- 
ham, which had led me in the right 
way to take my master’s brother’s 
daughter unto his son. 

49 And now if ye will deal kindly 
and truly with my master, tell me: 
and if not, tell me ; that I may turn 
to the right hand, or to the left. 

50 Then Laban and Bethuel an- 
swered and said, The thing proceed- 
eth from the Lord : we cannot speak 
unto thee bad or good. 

51 Behold, Rebekah is before thee, 
take her, and go, and let her be thy 
master’s son’s wife, as the Lord hath 
spoken. 

52 And it came to pass, that, when 
Abraham’s servant heard their words, 
he worshipped the Lord, bowing himr 
self to the earth. 

53 And the servant brought forth 
jewels of silver, and jewels of gold, 
and raiment, and gave them to Re- 
bekah: he gave also to her brother 
and to her mother precious things. 

54 And they did eat and drink, he 
and the men that were with him, and 
tarried all night ; and they rose up in 
the morning, and he said. Send me 
away imto my master. 

55 And her brother and her mother 
said. Let the damsel abide with us a 
few days, at the least ten ; after that 
she shall go. 

56 And he said unto them. Hinder 
me not, seeing the Lord hath pros- 
pered my way ; send me away that I 
may go to my master. 

57 And they said. We will call the 
damsel, and enquire at her mouth. 

58 And they called Rebekah, and 
said unto her. Wilt thou go with this 
man ? And she said, I will go. 

59 And they sent away Rebekah 
their sister, and her nurse, and Abra- 
ham’s servant, and his men. 


60 And they blessed Rebekah, and 
said unto her. Thou art our sister, 
be thou the mother of thousands 
of millions, and let thy seed pos- 
sess the gate of those which hate 
them, 

61 If And Rebekah arose, and her 
damsels, and they rode upon the 
camels, and followed the man: and 
the servant took Rebekah, and went 
his way. 

62 And Isaac came from the way 
of the well Lahai-roi ; for he dwelt 
in the south country. 

63 And Isaac went out to meditate 
in the field at the eventide : and he 
lifted up his eyes, and saw, and, be- 
hold, the camels ivere coming. 

64 And Rebekah lifted up her eyes, 
and when she saw Isaac, she lighted 
off* the camel. 

65 For she had said unto the ser- 
vant, What man is this that walketh 
in the field to meet us? And the 
servant had said. It is my master: 
therefore she took a vail, and covered 
herself 

66 And the servant told Isaac all 
things that he had done. 

67 And Isaac brought her into his 
mother Sarah’s tent, and took Re- 
bekah, and she became his wife ; and 
he loved her : and Isaac was com- 
forted after his mother’s death. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

1 ^he sons of Abraham by Keturah. 5 The division 
of his goods. 7 His age, and death. 9 His burial* 
12 The generations of Ishmael. 17 His age, and 
death. 19 Isaac prayeth for Rebekah, being barren. 
22 The children strive in her womb. 24 The birth 
of Esau and Jacob, 27 Their difference. 29 Esau 
selleth his birthright. 

T hen again Abraham took a wife, 
and her name was Keturah. 

2 And she bare him Zimran, and 
Jokshan, and Medan, and Midian, and 
Ishbak, and Shuah. 

3 And Jokshan begat Sheba, and 
Dedan. And the sons of Dedan 
were Asshurim, and Letushim, and 
Leummim. 

4 And the sons of Midian; Ephah, 
and E^her, and Hanoch, and Abidah, 
and Eldaah. All these were the 
children of Keturah. 
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5 IT And Abraham gave all that he 
had unto Isaac. 

6 But unto the sons of the concu- 
bines, which Abraham had, Abraham 
gave gifts, and sent them away from 
Isaac his son, while he yet livei east- 
ward, unto the east country. 

7 And these are the days of the 
years of Abraham’s hfe which he 

an hundred threescore and 
fifteen years. 

8 Then Abraham gave up the ghost, 
and died in a good old age, an old 
man, and full of years ; and was ga- 
thered to his people. 

9 An d his sons Isaac and Ishmael 
buried him in the cave of Machpelah, 
in the field of Ephron the son of 
Zohar the Hittite, which is before 
Mamre ; 

10 The field which Abraham pur- 
chased of the sons of Heth: there 
was Abraham buried, and Sarah his 
wife. 

11 U And it came to pass after the 
death of Abraham, that God blessed 
his son Isaac ; and Isaac dwelt by the 
well Lahai-roi. 

12 IT Now these are the generations 
of Ishmael, Abraham’s son, whom 
Hagar the Egyptian, Sarah’s hand- 
maid, bare imto Abraham: 

13 And these are the names of the 
sons of Ishmael, by theii* names, ac- 
cording to their generations : the 
firstborn of Ishmael, Nebajoth; and 
Kedar, and Adbeel, and Mibsam, 

14 And Mishma, and Dumah, and 
Massa, 

15 Hadar, and Tema, Jetur, Na- 
phish, and Kedemah: 

16 These are the sons of Ishmael, 
and these are their names, by their 
towns, and by their castles ; twelve 
princes according to their nations. 

17 And these are the years of the 

life of Ishmael, an hundred and thir- 
ty and seven years : and he gave up 
the ghost and died; and was ga- 
thered unto his people. • 

18 And they dwelt from Havilah un- 
to Shur, that is before Egypt, as thou 
goest toward Assyria: ani? he died 
in the presence of all his brethren. 


19 IT And these are the generations 
of Isaac, Abraham’s son: Abraham 
begat Isaac : 

20 And Isaac was forty years old 
when he took Bebekah to wife, the 
daughter of Bethuel the Syrian of 
Padan-aram, the sister to Laban the 
Syrian. 

21 And Isaac intreated the Lord for 
his wife, because she was barren : and 
the Lord was intreated of him, and 
Rebekah his wife conceived 

22 And the children struggled to- 
gether within her ; and she said, If it 
be so, why am I thus ? And she went 
to enquire of the Lord. 

23 And the Lord said unto her. 
Two nations are in thy womb, and 
two manner of people shall be sepa- 
rated from thy bowels ; and the on^ 
people shall be stronger than the 
other people; and the elder shall 
serve the younger. 

24 If And when her days to be de- 
livered were fulfilled, behold, there 
were twins in her womb. 

26 And the first came out red, all 
over like an hairy garment ; and they 
called his name Esau. 

26 And after that came his brother 
out, and his hand took hold on Esau’s 
heel ; and his name was called Ja- 
cob : and Isaac was threescore years 
old when she bare them. 

27 And the boys grew : and Esau 
was a cunning himter, a man of the 
field ; and Jacob was a plain man, 
dwelling in tents. 

28 And Isaac loved Esau, because 
he did eat of his venison: but Re- 
bekah loved Jacob. 

29 t And Jacob sod pottage: and 
Esau came from the field, and he 
was faint: 

30 And Esau said to Jacob, Feed 
me, I pray thee, with that same red 
pottage; for I am faint: therefore 
was his name called Edom. 

31 And Jacob said. Sell me this day 
thy birthright. 

32 And ]^au said. Behold, I am at 
the point to die : and what profit 
shall this birthright do to me? 

33 And Jacob said. Swear to me this 
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day ; and he sware unto him : and he 
sold his birthright unto Jacob. 

34 Then Jacob gave Esau bread 
and pottage of lentiles ; and he did 
eat and drink, and rose up, and 
went his way: thus Esau despised 
his birthright. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

I Isaac because of famine went to Gerar, 2 God 
structethy and blesseth him. 7 He is reproved by 
Abimelech for denying his wife, 12 He groweth rich, 
18 He diggeth Es^, Sitnatiy and Rehoboth. 26 Abi- 
tnelech maketh a covenant with him at Beer-sheba, 34 
Esaus wives.

21 If And Israel journeyed, and 
spread his tent beyond the tower of 
Edar. 

22 And it came to pass, when Is- 
rael dwelt in that land, that Reuben 
went and lay with Bilhah his father’s 
concubine : and Israel heard it. Now 
the sons of Jacob were twelve: 

23 The sons of Leah; Reuben, 
Jacob’s firstborn, and Simeon, and 
Levi, and Judah, and Issachar, and 
Zebulun : 

24 The sons of Rachel ; Joseph, and 
Benjamin : 

25 And the sons of Bilhah, Rachel’s 
handmaid ; Dan, and Naphtali : 

26 And the sons of Zilpah, Leah’s 
handmaid; Gad, and Asher: these 
are the sons of Jacob, which were 
bom to him in Padan-aram. 

27 IT And Jacob came unto Isaac 
his father unto Mamre, unto the city 
of Arbah, which is Hebron, where 
Abraham and Isaac sojourned. 

28 And the days of Isaac were an 
hundred and fourscore years. 

29 And Isaac gave up the ghost, and 
died, and was gathered unto his peo- 

le, being old and full of days: and 

is sons Esau and Jacob buried him- 
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CHAPTER XXXVI. 

I Emu's three wives. 6 His removing to mount Seir. 
9 His sons. 15 The dukes which descended of his 
sons. 20 The sons and dukes of Seir. 24 Anah 
findeth mules. 31 The kings of Edom. 40 The dukes 
that descended qf Emu. 

OW these are the generations of 
Esau, who is Edom. 

2 Esau took his wives of the daugh- 
ters of Canaan; Adah the daughter 
of Elon the Hittite, and Aholibamah 
the daughter of Anah the daughter 
of Zibeon the Hivite ; 

3 And Bashemath Ishmael’s daugh- 
ter, sister of Nebajoth. 

4 And Adah bare to Esau Eliphaz ; 
and Bashemath bare Keuel ; 

5 And Aholibamah bare Jeush, and 
Jaalam, and Korah: these are the 
sons of Esau, which were bom unto 
him in the land of Canaan. 

G And Esau took his wives, and 
his sons, and his daughters, and all 
the persons of his house, and his 
cattle, and all his beasts, and all his 
substance, wliich he had got in the 
land of Canaan; and went into the 
country from the face of his brother 
Jacob. 

7 For their riches were more than 
that they might dwell together ; and 
the land wherein they were stran- 
gers could not bear them because 
of their cattle. 

8 Thus dwelt Esau in mount Seir : 
Esau is Edom. 

9 If And these are the generations 
of Esau the father of the Edomites 
in moxmt Seir : 

10 These are the names of Esau’s 
sons; Eliphaz the son of Adah the 
wife of Esau, lleuel the son of Ba- 
shemath the wife of Esau. 

II And the sons of Eliphaz were 
Teman, Omar, Zepho, and Gatam, 
and Kenaz. 

12 And Timna was concubine to 
Eliphaz Esau’s son; and she bare 
to Eliphaz Amalek: these were the 
sons of Adah Esau’s wife. 

13 And these are the sons of Reuel ; 
Nahath, and Zerah, Shammah, and 
Mizzah: these were the sons of Ba- 
shemath Esau’s wife. 

14 If And these were the sons of 


Aholibamah, the daughter of Anah 
the daughter of Zibeon, Esau’s wife : 
and she bare to Esau Jeush, and 
Jaalam, and Korah. 

15 If These were dukes of the sons 
of Esau : the sons of Eliphaz the first- 
born son of Esau ; duke Teman, duke 
Omar, duke Zepho, duke Kenaz, 

16 Duke Korah, duke Gatam, and 
duke Amalek: these are the dukes 
that came of Eliphaz in the land 
of Edom; these were the sons of 
Adah. 

17 ^ And these are the sons of 
Reuel Esau’s son; duke Nahath, duke 
Zerah, duke Shammah, duke Mizzah : 
these are the dukes that came of 
Reuel in the land of Edom; these 
are the sons of Bashemath Esau’s 
wife. 

18 If And these are the sons of A- 
holibamah Esau’s wife; duke Jeush, 
duke Jaalam, duke Korah : these icere 
the dukes tJmt came of Aholibamah 
the daughter of Anah, Esau’s wife. 

19 These are the sons of Esau, who 
is Edom, and these are their dukes. 

20 If These are the sons of Seir the 
Horite, who inhabited the land ; Lo- 
tan, and Shobal, and Zibeon, and 
Anah, 

21 ioid Dishon, and Ezer, and 
Dishan: these are the dukes of the 
Horites, the children of Seir in the 
land of Edom. 

22 And the children of Lotan were 
Hori and Hemam; and Lotan’s sis- 
ter was Timna. 

23 And the children of Shobal 
were these ; Alvan, and Manahath, 
and Ebal, Shepho, and Onam. 

24 And these are the children of 
Zibeon; both Ajah, and Anah: this 
was that Anah that found the mules 
in the wilderness, as he fed the asses 
of Zibeon his father. 

25 And the children of Anah were 
these; Dishon, and Aholibamah the 
daughter of Anah. 

26 And these are the children of 
Dishon; Hemdan, and Eshban, and 
Ithran, and Cheran. 

27 The children of Ezer are these; 
Bilhan, and Zaavan, and Akan. 
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28 The children of Dishan are I 
these ; Uz, and Aran. 

29 These are the dukes that came 
of the Horites; duke Lotan, duke 
Shobal, duke Zibeon, duke Anah, 

30 Duke Dishon, duke Ezer, duke 
Dishan: these are the dukes that 
came of Hori, among their dukes in 
the land of Seir. 

31 1 And these are the kings that 
reigned in the land of Edom, before 
there reigned any king over the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

32 And Bela the son of Beor reim- 
ed in Edom: and the name of his 
city was Dinhabah. 

33 And Bela died, and Jobab the 
son of Zerah of Bozrah reigned in 
his stead. 

34 And Jobab died, and Husham 
of the land of Temani reigned in his 
stead. 

35 And Husham died, and Hadad 
the son of Bedad, who smote Midian 
in the field of Moab, reigned in his 
stead : and the name of his city was 
Avith. 

30 And Hadad died, and Samlah 
of Masrekah reigned in his stead. 

37 And Samlah died, and Saul of 
Rehoboth by the river reigned in 
his stead. 

38 And Saul died, and Baal-hanan the 
son of Achbor reigned in his stead. 

39 And Baal-hanan the son of Ach- 
bor died, and Hadar reigned in his 
stead : and the name of his city was 
Pau; and liis wife’s name was Me- 
hetalDel, the daughter of Matred, 
the daughter of Mezahab. 

40 And these are the names of the 
dxikes that came of Esau, according 
to their families, after their places, 
by their names ; duke Timnah, duke 
Alvah, duke Jetheth, 

41 Duke Aholibamah, duke Elah, 
duke Pinon, 

42 Duke Kenaz, duke Teman, duke 
Mibzar, 

43 Duke Magdiel, duke Iram : these 
he the dukes of Edom, according to 
their habitations in the land of their 
possession : he is Esau the father of 
the Edomites. 


XXXVII. Josephs two dreams. 
CHAPTER XXXVH. 

2 Joseph is hated of his brethren. 5 His two dreams* 
13 Jacob sendeth him to visit his brethren, 18 His 
brethren conspire his death. 21 Renben saveth him, 
26 They sell him to the Ishmeelites. 31 His father^ 
deceived by the bloody coat., moumeth for him, 36 He 
is sold to Potiphar in Egypt. 

A nd Jacob dwelt in the land 
- wherein his fhther was a stran- 
ger, in the land of Canaan. 

2 These are the generations of Ja- 
cob. Joseph, being seventeen years 
old, was feeding the flock with his 
brethren; and the lad was with the 
sons of Bilhah, and with the sons 
of Zilpah, his father’s wives : and Jo- 
seph brought unto his father their 
evil report. 

3 Now Israel loved Joseph more 
than all his children, because he was 
the son of his old age : and he made 
him a coat of mxiny colours. 

4 And when his brethren saw that 
their father loved him more than all 
his brethren, they hated him, and 
could not speak peaceably unto him. 

5 t And Joseph dreamed a dream, 
and he told it his brethren : and they 
hated him yet the more. 

6 And he said unto them. Hear, 1 
pray you, this dream which I have 
dreamed : 

7 For, behold, we were binding 
sheaves in the field, and, lo, my sheaf 
arose, and also stood upright; and, 
behold, your sheaves stood round 
about, and made obeisance to my 
sheaf 

8 And his brethren said to him, 
Shalt thou indeed reign over us ? or 
shalt thou indeed have dominion 
over us? And they hated him yet 
the more for his dreams, and for his 
words. 

9 IT And he dreamed yet another 
dream, and told it his brethren, and 
said. Behold, I have dreamed a dream 
more; and, behold, the sim and the 
moon and the eleven stars made obei- 
sance to me. 

10 And he told it to his father, and 
to his brethren: and his father re- 
buked him, and said unto him, What 
is this dream that thou hast dream- 
ed ? Shall I and thy mother and thy 
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brethren indeed come to bow down 
ourselves to thee to the earth ? 

11 And his brethren envied him; 
but his father observed the sa 3 ing. 

12 IT And his brethren went to feed 
their father s flock in Shechem. 

13 And Israel said imto Joseph, Do 
not thy brethren feed the jiock in 
Shechem ? come, and I will send thee 
unto them. And he said to him. 
Here am I. 

14 And he said to him. Go, I pray 
thee, see whether it be well with thy 
brethren, and well with the flocks; 
and bring me word again. So he 
sent him out of the vale of Hebron, 
and he came to Shechem. 

15 1 And a certain man found him, 
and, behold, he wets wandering in the 
field: and the man asked him, say- 
ing, Wliat seekest thou ? 

IG And he said, I seek my brethren : 
tell me, I pray thee, where they feed 
their flocks. 

17 And the man said, They are de- 

E arted hence ; for I heard them say, 
et us go to Dothan. And Joseph 
went after his brethren, and found 
them in Dothan. 

18 And when they saw him afar off; 
even before he came near unto them, 
they conspired against him to slay 
him. 

19 And they said one to another, 
Behold, this dreamer cometh. 

20 Come now therefore, and let us 
slay him, and cast him into some pit, 
and we will say, Some evU beast hath 
devoured him : and we shall see what 
will become of his dreams. 

21 And Reuben heard it, and he 
delivered him out of their hands; 
and said. Let us not kill him. 

22 And Reuben said unto them. 
Shed no blood, hut cast him into this 
pit that is in the wilderness, and lay 
no hand upon him; that he might 
rid him out of their hands, to deliver 
him to his father again. 

23 1 And it came to pass, when 
Joseph was come unto his brethren, 
that they stript Joseph out of his 
coat, his coat of many colours that 
VMS on him; 


24 And they took him, and cast him 
into a pit: and the pit woe empty, 
there was no water in it. 

25 And they sat down to eat bread : 
and they lifted up their eyes and 
looked, and, behold, a company of 
Ishmeelites came from Gilead with 
their camels bearing spicery and 
balm and myrrh, going to carry it 
down to Egypt. 

26 And Judah said unto his bre- 
thren, What profit is it if we slay 
our brother, and conceal his blood? 

27 Come, and let us sell him to the 
Ishmeelites, and let not our hand be 
upon him ; for he is our brother and 
our flesh. And his brethren were 
content. 

28 Then there passed by Midianites 
merchantmen ; and they drew and 
lifted up Joseph out of the pit, and 
sold Joseph to the Ishmeelites for 
twenty pieces of silver: and they 
brought Joseph into Egypt. 

29 If And Reuben returned mito the 
pit; and, behold, Joseph was not in 
the pit; and he rent his elothes. 

30 And he returned unto his bre- 
thren, and said. The child is not; 
and I, whither shall I go? 

31 Ajid they took Joseph's coat, 
and killed a kid of the goats, and 
dipped the coat in the blood; 

32 And they sent the coat of many 
colours, and they brought it to their 
father; and said. This have we found: 
know now whether it he thy son’s coat 
or no. 

33 And he knew it, and said. It is 
my son’s coat; an evil beast hath 
devoured him; Joseph is without 
doubt rent in pieces. 

34 And Jacob rent his clothes, and 
put sackcloth upon his loins, and 
mourned for his son many days. 

35 And all his sons and all his 
daughters rose up to comfort him; 
but he refused to be comforted ; and 
he said. For I will go down into the 
grave unto my son mourning. Thus 
his father wept for him. 

36 And the Midianites sold him into 
Egypt unto Potiphar, an officer of 
Pharaoh’s, arid captain of the guard. 
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CHAPTER XXXVIII. 

I Judah begetteth Er^ Onan, and Shelah, 6 Er mar- 

rieth Tarnar. 8 Tfie trespass of Onan. 11 Tamar 

stayeth for Shelah, 13 She deceiveth Judah, 27 She 

heareth twins, Pharez and Zarah. 

AND it came to pass at that time, 
that Judah went down fi*om his 
brethren, and txmied in to a certain 
Adullamite, whose name was Hirah. 

2 And Judah saw there a daughter 
of a certain Canaanite, whose name 
ivas Shuah; and he took her, and 
went in unto her. 

3 And she conceived, and bare a 
son; and he called his name Er. 

4 And she conceived again, and bare 
a son ; and she called his name Onan. 

5 And she yet again conceived, and 
bare a son; and ealled his name 
Shelah : and he was at Chezib, when 
she bare him. 

6 And Judah took a wife for Er his 
firstborn, whose name was Tamar. 

7 And Er, Judah’s firstborn, was 
wicked in the sight of the Lord ; and 
the Lord slew him. 

8 And J udah said unto Onan, Go in 
unto thy brother’s wife, and marry 
her, and I’aise up seed to thy brother. 

9 And Onan knew that the seed 
should not be his; and it came to 
pass, when he went in mito his bro- 
ther’s wife, that he spilled it on the 
groimd, lest that he should give seed 
to his brother. 

10 And the thing wliich he did dis- 
pleased the Lord : wherefore he slew 
liim also. 

11 Then said Judah to Tamar his 
daughter in law. Remain a widow at 
thy lather’s house, till Shelah my son 
be groAvn: for he said. Lest perad- 
venture he die also, as his brethren 
did. And Tamar went and dwelt m 
her father’s house. 

12 If And in process of time the 
daughter of Shuah Judah’s wife 
died; and Judah was comforted, and 
went up unto his sheepshearers to 
Timnath, he and his Mend Hirah 
the Adullamite. 

13 And it was told Tamar, saying. 
Behold thy father in law goeth up 
to Timnath to shear his sheep. 


XXXVIII. Tamar deceiveth Judah. 

14 And she put her widow’s gar- 
ments off from her, and covered her 
with a vail, and wrapped herself, and 
sat in an open place, which is by the 
way to Timnath; for she saw that 
Shelah was grown, and she was not 
given unto him to wife. 

15 When Judah saw her, he thought 
her to he an harlot ; because she had 
covered her face. 

16 And he turned unto her by the 
way, and said, Go to, I pray thee, let 
me come in unto thee ; (for he knew 
not that she was his daughter in law.) 
And she said. What wilt thou give me, 
that thou mayest come in unto me ? 

17 And he said, I will send thee a kid 
from the flock. And she said. Wilt thou 
give me a pledge, till thou send it 

18 And he said. What pledge shall 
j I give thee ? And she said, Thy sig- 

; net, and thy bracelets, and thy staff 
that is in thine hand. And he gave 
it her, and came in imto her, and 
she conceived by him. 

19 And she arose, and went away, 

I and laid by her vail from her, and put 
i on the garments of her widowhood. 

i 20 And Judah sent the kid by the 
' hand of his friend the Adullamite, to 
, receive his pledge from the woman’s 
I hand : but he foimd her not. 

] 21 Then he asked the men of that 
place, saying, Wliere is the harlot, 
that was openly by the way side? 
And they said. There was no harlot 
in place. 

22 And he returned to Judah, and 
said, I camiot find her ; and also the 
I men of the place said, that there was 
' no harlot in tliis pla^e. 

1 23 And Judah said. Let her take it to 
her, lest we be shamed : behold, I sent 
this kid, and thou hast not found her. 

24 If .^id it came to pass about 
thi*ee months after, that it was told 
Judah, saying, Tamar thy daughter 
in law hath played the haiiot; and 
also, behold, she is with child by 
whoredom. And Judah said. Bring 
her forth, and let her be burnt. 

25 When she was brought forth, 
she sent to h6r father in law, saying. 
By the man, whose these are. am I 
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with child: and she said, Discern, I 
pray thee, whose are these, the sig- 
net, and bracelets, and staff. 

26 And Judah acknowledged them, 
and said. She hath been more righ- 
teous than I; because that I gave 
her not to Shelah my son. And he 
knew her again no more. 

27 Ajid it came to pass in the time 
of her travail, that, behold, twins were 
in her womb. 

28 An d it came to pass, when she 
travailed, that the one put out his 
hand : and the midwife took and 
bound upon his hand a scarlet thread, 
saying. This came out first. 

29 .^d it came to pass, as he drew 
back his hand, that, behold, his bro- 
ther came out: and she said, How 
hast thou broken forth? this breach 

upon thee: therefore his name 
was called Pharez. 

30 And afterward came out his 
brother, that had the scarlet thread 
upon his hand: and his name was 
called Zarah. 

CHAPTER XXXIX. 

1 Joseph advanced in Potiphar’s house. 7 He resisteth I 

his mistresses temptation, 13 He is falsely accused, 

20 He is cast in prison, 21 God is with him there, 

A nd Joseph was brought down to 
- Egypt ; and Potiphar, an officer 
of Pharaoh, captain of the guard, an 
Egyptian, bought him of the hands of 
the Ishmeelites, which had brought 
him down thither. 

2 And the Lord was with Joseph, 
and he was a prosperous man; and 
he was in the house of his master the 
Egyptian. 

3 And his master saw that the 
Lord was with him, and that the 
Lord made all that he did to prosper 
in his hand. 

4 And Joseph found grace in his 
sight, and he served Mm: and he 
made him overseer over his house, 
and all that he had he put into his 
hand. 

5 And it came to pass from the time 
that he had made him overseer in his 
house, and over all that he had, that 
the Lord blessed the Egyptian’s house 
for Joseph’s sake; and the blessing 


of the Lord was upon all that he had 
in the house, and in the field. 

6 And he left all that he had in Jo- 
seph’s hand ; and he knew not ought 
he had, save the bread wMch he did 
eat. And Joseph was a goodly per- 
son, and well favoured. 

7 t And it came to pass after these 
things, that his master’s wife cast her 
eyes upon Joseph ; and she said. Lie 
with me. 

8 But he refused, and said unto his 
master’s wife. Behold, my master 
wotteth not what is with me in the 
house, and he hath committed all 
that he hath to my hand; 

9 There is none greater in this house 
than I; neither hath he kept back 
any thing from me but thee, because 
thou art his wife : how then can I do 
this great wickedness, and sin against 
God? 

10 And it came to pass, as she spake 
to Joseph day by day, that he heark- 
ened not unto her, to lie by her, or 
to be with her. 

11 And it came to pass about this 
time, that Joseph went into the house 
to do his business; and there was none 
of the men of the house there within. 

12 And she caught him by his gar- 
ment, saying, Lie with me: and he 
left his garment in her hand, and 
fled, and got him out. 

13 And it came to pass, when she 
saw that he had left his garment in 
her hand, and was fled forth, 

14 That she called unto the men of 
her house, and spake unto them, say- 
ing, See, be hath brought in an He- 
brew unto us to mock us; he came 
in unto me to lie with me, and I 
cried with a loud voice: 

15 And it came to pass, when he 
heard that I lifted up my voice and 
cried, that he left his garment with 
me, and fled, and got him out. 

16 And she laid up Ms garment by 
her, until his lord came home. 

17 And she spake unto him accord- 
ing to these words, saying, The He- 
brew servant, which thou hast brought 
unto us, came in imto me to mock me: 

18 And it came to pass, as I lifted 
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up my voice and cried, that he left 
his garment with me, and fled out. 

19 And it came to pass, when his 
master heard the words of his wife, 
which she spake unto him, saying. 
After this manner did thy servant to 
me ; that his wrath was kindled. 

20 And J oseph’s master took him, and 
put him into the prison, a place where 
the king’s prisoners were boimd : and 
he was there in the prison. 

21 IT But the Lord was with Joseph, 
and shewed him mercy, and gave him 
favour in the sight of the keeper of 
the prison. 

22 And the keeper of the prison 
committed to Joseph’s hand all the 
prisoners that were in the prison; 
and whatsoever they did there, he 
was the doer of it. 

23 The keeper of the prison looked 
not to any thing that was imder his 
hand; because the Lord was with 
him, and that which he did, the Lord 
made it to prosper. 

CHAPTER XL. 

I The, butler mid baker of Pharaoh in prison, 4 Joseph 

hath charge of them. 5 He interpreteth their dreams, 

20 They come to pass according to his interpretation, 

23 The ingratitude of the butler. 

A nd it came to pass after these 
. things, that the butler of the 
king of Egypt and his baker had of- 
fended their lord the king of Egypt. 

2 And Pharaoh was wroth against 
two of his officers, against the chief 
of the butlers, and against the chief 
of the bakers. 

3 And he put them in ward in the 
house of the captain of the guard, 
into the prison, the place where Jo- 
seph was boimd. 

4 And the captain of the guard 
charged Joseph with them, and he 
served them: and they continued a 
season in ward. 

5 IT And they dreamed a dream both 
of them, each man his dream in one 
night, each man according to the in- 
terpretation of his dream, the butler 
and the baker of the king of Egypt, 
which were boimd in the prison. 

6 And Joseph came in unto them in 
the morning, and looked upon them, 
and, behold, they loere sad. 


7 And he asked Pharaoh’s officers 
that were with him in the ward of his 
lord’s house, sa^ng. Wherefore look 
ye so sadly to day? 

8 And they said unto him. We have 
dreamed a dream, and there is no in- 
terpreter of it. And Joseph said unto 
them. Do not interpretations belong 
to God? tell me them, I pray you. 

9 And the chief butler told his dream 
to Joseph, and said to him, In my 
dream, behold, a vine was before me ; 

10 And in the vine were three 
branches : and it was as though it 
budded, and her blossoms shot forth ; 
and the clusters thereof brought 
forth ripe grapes: 

11 And Pharaoh’s cup was in my 
hand : and I took the grapes, and 
pressed them into Pharaoh’s cup, and 
I gave the cup into Pharaoh’s hand. 

12 And Joseph said unto him. This 
is the interpretation of it : The three 
branches are three days : 

13 Yet within three days shall Pha- 
raoh lift up thine head, and restore 
thee unto thy place : and thou shalt 
deliver Pharaoh’s cup into his hand, 
after the former manner when thou 
wast his butler. 

14 But think on me when it shall be 
well with thee, and shew kindness, I 
pray thee, unto me, and make men- 
tion of me unto Pharaoh, and bring 
me out of this house: 

15 For indeed I was stolen away out 
of the land of the Hebrews : and here 
also have I done nothing that they 
should put me into the dungeon. 

16 When the chief baker saw that 
the interpretation was good, he said 
unto Joseph, I also ivas in my dream, 
and, behold, I had three white bas- 
kets on my head: 

17 And in the uppermost basket 
there was of all manner of bakemeats 
for Pharaoh; and the birds did eat 
them out of the basket upon my head. 

18 And Joseph answered and said. 
This is the interpretation thereof: 
The three baskets are three days; 

19 Yet within three days shall Pha- 
raoh lift up thy head from off thee, 
and shall hang thee on a tree : and 
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the birds shall eat thy flesh from off* 
thee. 

20 If And it came to pass the third 
day, which was Pharaoh’s birthday, 
that he made a feast unto all his 
servants: and he lifted up the head 
of the chief butler and of the chief 
baker among his servants. 

21 And he restored the chief butler 
unto his butlership again; and he 
gave the cup into Pharaoh’s hand: 

22 But he hanged the chief baker : 
as Joseph had interpreted to them. 

23 Yet did not the chief butler re- 
member Joseph, but forgat him. 

CHAPTER XLI. 

I Pharaoh's two dreams. 25 Joseph interpreteth them.

4ND it came to pass at the end 
l \ of two fiill years, that Pharaoh 
dreamed: and, behold, he stood by 
the river. 

2 And, behold, there came up out of 
the river seven well favoured kine and 
fatflesliod ; and they fed in a meadow. 

3 And, behold, seven other kine 
came up after them out of the river, 
ill favoimed and leanfleshed ; and 
stood by the other kine upon the 
brink of the river. 

4 And the ill favoured and lean- 
fleshed kine did eat up the seven 
well favom*ed and fat kine. So Pha- 
i*aoh awoke.

4 They said moreover unto Pha- 
raoh, For to sojourn in the land are 
we come; for thy seiwants have no 
pastvu-e for their flocks; for the fa- 
mine is sore in the land of Canaan :

5 And Pharaoh spake unto Joseph, 
saying.

7 And Joseph brought in Jacob his 
father, and set him before Pharaoh:

8 And Pharaoh said imto Jacob, 
How old art thou? 

9 And Jacob said imto Pharaoh, 
The days of the years of my pilgrim- 
age are an hundred and thWy years: 
few and evil have the days of the 


years of my life been, and have not 
attained unto the days of the years 
of the life of my fathers in the days 
of their pilgrimage. 

10 And Jacob blessed Pharaoh, and 
went out from before Pharaoh. 

11 If And Joseph placed his father 
and his brethren, and ^ve them a 

ossession in the land of Egypt, in the 
est of the land, m the land of Rame- 
ses, as Pharaoh had commanded 

12 And Joseph nourished his father, 
and his brethren, and all his father’s 
household, with bread according to 
their families. 

13 If And there was no bread in all 
the land; for the famine was very 
sore, so that the land of Egypt and 
all the land of Canaan fainted by 
reason of the famine. 

14 And Joseph gathered up aU the 
money that was found in the land of 
Egypt, and in the land of Canaan, 
for the com which they bought: 
and Joseph brought the money into 
Pharaoh’s house. 

15 And when money failed in the 
land of Egypt, and in the land of 
Canaan, all the Egyptians came unto 
Joseph, and said, Give us bread: for 
why should we die in thy presence ? 
for the money faileth. 

16 And Joseph said. Give your 
cattle ; and I will give you for your 
cattle, if money fail 

17 And they brought their cattle 
unto Joseph: and Joseph gave them 
bread in exchange for horses, and for 
the flocks, and for the cattle of the 
herds, and for the asses : and he fed 
them with bread for all their cattle 
for that year. 

18 WTien that year was ended, they 
came unto him the second year, and 
said unto him. We will not hide it 
from my lord, how that our money is 
spent ; my lord also hath our herds 
of cattle ; there is not ought left in 
the sight of my lord, but our bodies, 
and our lands : 

19 Wherefore shall we die before 
thine eyes, both we and our land? 
buy us and our land for bread, and 
we and om* land will be servants 
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unto Pharaoh ; and give us seed, that 
we may live, and not die, that the 
land be not desolate. 

20 And Jos^h bought all the land 
of Egypt for Pharaoh ; for the Egyp- 
tians sold every man his field, b^ 
cause the famine prevailed over them: 
so the land became Pharaoh’s. 

21 And as for the people, he re- 
moved them to cities from one end 
of the borders of Egypt even to the 
other end thereof 

22 Only the land of the priests 
bought he not; for the priests had 
a portion assigned them of Pharaoh, 
and did eat their portion which Pha- 
raoh gave them : wherefore they sold 
not their lands. 

23 Then Joseph said imto the peo- 
ple, Behold,. I have bought you this 
day and your land for Pharaoh : lo, 
here is seed for you, and ye shall sow 
the land. 

24 And it shall come to pass in the 
increase, that ye shall give the fifth 
part unto Pharaoh, and four parts 
shall be your own, for seed of the 
field, and for your food, and for them 
of your households, and for food for 
your little ones. 

25 And they said. Thou hast saved 
our lives: let us find grace in the 
sight of my lord, and we will be 
Pharaoh’s servants. 

26 An d Joseph made it a law over 
the land of Egypt imto this day, that 
Pharaoh shoidd have the fifth part ; 
except the land of the priests only, 
which became not Pharaoh’s. 

27 f And Israel dwelt in the land 
of Egypt, in the covmtry of Goshen ; 
and they had possessions therein, and 
grew, and multiplied exceedingly. 

28 And Jacob lived in the land of 
Egypt seventeen years : so the whole 
age of Jacob was an hundred forty 
and seven years. 

29 And the time drew nigh that 
Israel must die: and he called his 
son Joseph, and said unto him. If now 
I have foimd grace in thy sight, put, I 
pray thee, thy hand under my thigh, 
and deal kindly and truly with me; 
bury me not, I pray thee, in Egypt: 


30 But I will lie with my fathers, 
and thou shalt carry me out of E- 
gypt, and bury me in their burying- 

E lace. And he said, I will do as thou 
ast said. 

31 And he said. Swear unto me. 
And he sware unto him. And Israel 
bowed himself upon the bed’s head. 

CHAPTER XLVIII.

AND it came to pass after these 
jLjL things, that one told Joseph, 
Behold, thy father is sick: and he 
took with him his two sons, Manas.seh 
and Ephraim. 

2 And one told Jacob, and said. 
Behold, thy son Joseph cometh unto 
thee: and Israel strengthened him- 
self, and sat upon the bed. 

3 And Jacob said unto Joseph, God 
Almighty appeared unto me at Luz 
in the land of Canaan, and blessed me. 
4 And said unto me. Behold, I will 
make thee fruitful, and multiply thee, 
and I will make of thee a multitude 
of people ; and will give this land to 
thy seed after thee for an everlasting 
possession. 

5 IT And now thy two sons, Eph- 
raim and Manasseh, which were born 
imto thee in the land of Egypt be- 
fore I came unto thee into Egypt, 
are mine; as Reuben and Simeon, 
they shall be mine. 

6 And thy issue, which thou beget- 
test after them, shall be thuie, and 
shall be called after the name of 
their brethren in their inheritance. 

7 And as for me, when I came from 
Padan, Rachel died by me in the 
land of Canaan in the way, when yet 
there wa» but a little way to come 
unto Ephrath: and I buried her 
there in the way of Ephrath; the 
same is Beth-lehem. 

8 And Israel beheld Joseph’s sons, 
and said. Who are these ? 

9 And Joseph said imto his father.

Bring them, I pray thee, unto me, 
and 1 will bless them. 

10 Now the eyes of Israel were dim 
for age, so that he could not see. And 
he brought them near unto him ; and 
he kissed them, and embraced them. 

11 And Israel said unto Joseph, I 
had not thought to see thy face : and, 
lo, God hath shewed me also thy seed. 

12 And Joseph brought them out 
from between his knees, and he bow- 
ed himself with his face to the earth.

17 And when Joseph saw that his 
father laid his right hand upon the 
head of Ephraim, it displeased him : 
and he held up his father’s hand, to 
remove it from Ephraim’s head unto 
Manasseh’s head. 

18 And Joseph said unto his father, 
Not so, my father: for this is the 
firstborn; put thy right hand upon 
his head. 

19 And his father refused, and said, 
I know it, my son, I know it : he also 
shall become a people, and he also 
shall be great : but truly his younger 
brother shall be greater than he, and 
his seed shall become a multitude of 
nations.

9 Judah is a lion’s whelp: from the 
prey, my son, thou art gone up : he 
stooped down, he couched as a lion, 
and as an old lion; who shall rouse 
him up?

CHAPTER I.

N ow these are the names of the 
children of Israel, which came 
into Egypt ; every man and his house- 
hold came with Jacob.

4 Dan, and Naphtali, Gad, and 
Asher. 

o And all the souls that came out 
of the loins of Jacob were seventy 
souls: for Joseph was in Egypt cd- 
ready. 

G Aiid Joseph died, and all his bre- 
thren, and all that generation. 

7 ^ And the children of Israel were 
fruitful, and increased abxmdantly, 
and multiplied, and waxed exceed- 
ing mighty ; and the land was filled 
with them. 

8 Now there arose up a new king 
over Egypt, which knew not Joseph. 

9 And he said unto his people. Be- 
hold, the people of the children of 
Israel are more and mightier than 
we: 

10 Come on, let us deal wisely with 
them ; lest they multiply, and it come 
to pass, that, when there falleth out 
any war, they join also imto our ene- 
mies, and fight against us, and so get 
them up out of the land. 

11 Therefore they did set over them 
taskmasters to afflict them with their 
burdens. And they built for Pha- 
i-aoh treasure cities, Pithom and 
Raamses. « 

12 But the more they afiUcted them, 
the more they multiplied and grew. 


And they were grieved because of 
the children of Israel. 

13 And the Egyptians made the 
cliildren of Israel to serve with 
rigom*: 

14 And they made their lives bitter 
with hard bondage, in morter, and in 
brick, and in all manner of service 
in the field : all their service, where- 
in they made them serve, was with 
rigour. 

15 If And the king of Egypt spake 
to the Hebrew midwives, of which 
the name of the one was Shiphrah, 
and the name of the other Puah : 

16 And he said, When ye do the 
office of a midwife to the Hebrew 
women, and see them upon the stools ; 
if it he a son, then ye shall kill him : 
but if it he a daughter, then she shall 
live. 

17 But the midwives feared God, 
and did not as the king of Egypt 
commanded them, but saved the 
men children alive. 

18 And the king of Egypt called for 
the midwives, and said unto them. 
Why have ye done this thing, and 
have saved the men children alive? 

19 And the midwives said unto 
Pharaoh, Because the Hebrew wo- 
men are not as the Egyptian women ; 
for they are lively, and are delivered 
ere the midwives come in unto them. 

20 Therefore God dealt well with 
the midwives: and the people mul- 
tiplied, and w'axed very mighty. 

21 And it came to pass, because the 
midwives feared God, that he made 
them houses. 

22 And Pharaoh charged all his 
people, saying. Every son that is bom 
ye shall cast into the river, and every 
daughter ye shall save alive.

2 And the woman conceived, and 
bare a son: and when she saw him 
that he was a goodly child, she hid 
him three months. 

3 And when she could not longer 
hide him, she took for him an ark of 
bulrushes, and daubed it with slime 
and with pitch, and put the child 
therein ; and she laid it in the flags 
by the river’s brink. 

4 And his sister stood afar oflf, to 
wit what would be done to him. 

5 1 And the daughter of Pharaoh 
came down to wash herself at the 
river ; and her maidens walked along 
by the river’s side; and when she 
saw the ark among the flags, she sent 
her maid to fetch it. 

6 And when she had opened it, she 
saw the child : and, behold, the babe 
wept. And she had compassion on 
him, and said. This is one of the 
Hebrews’ children. 

7 Then said his sister to Pharaoh’s 
daughter, Shall I go and call to thee 
a nurse of the Hebrew women, that 
she may nurse the child for thee ? 

8 And Pharaoh’s daughter said to 
her, Go. And the maid went and 
called the child’s mother. 

9 And Pharaoh’s daughter said un- 
to her. Take this child away, and 
nurse it for me, and I will give thee 
thy wages. And the woman took 
the child, and nursed it. 

10 And the child grew, and she 
brought him unto Pharaoh’s daugh- 
ter, and he became her son. An d 
she called his name Moses : and she 
said. Because I drew him out of the 
water. 

11 If And it came to pass in those 
days, when Moses was grown, that 
he went out unto Ms brethren, and 
looked on their burdens: and he 


spied an Egyptian smiting an He- 
brew, one of his brethren. 

12 And he looked tMs way and that 
way, and when he saw that there was 
no man, he slew the Egyptian, and 
hid Mm in the sand. 

13 And when he went out the se- 
cond day, behold, two men of the 
Hebrews strove together : and he 
said to Mm that did the wrong. 
Wherefore smitest thou thy fellow? 

14 And he said. Who made thee a 
prince and a judge over us ? intend- 
est thou to lull me, as thou killedst 
the Egyptian? And Moses feared, 
and said, Surely this thing is known. 

15 Now when Pharaoh heard tMs 
thing, he sought to slay Moses. But 
Moses fled from the face of Pharaoh, 
and dwelt in the land of Midian : and 
he sat down by a well. 

16 Now the priest of Midian had 
seven daughters : and they came and 
drew water, and filled the troughs to 
water their father’s flock. 

17 And the shepherds came and 
drove them away: but Moses stood 
up and helped them, and watered 
their flock. 

18 And when they came to Reuel 
their father, he said, How is it that 
ye are come so soon to day? 

19 And they said. An Egyptian deli- 
vered us out of the hand of the shep- 
herds, and also drew water enough 
for us, and watered the flock. 

20 And he said imto his daughters.

21 And Moses was content to dwell 
with the man: and he gave Moses 
Zipporah his daughter.

3 And Moses said, I uill now turn 
aside, and see this great sight, why 
the bush is not burnt. 

4 And when the Lord saw that he 
turned aside to see, God called unto 
him out of the midst of the bush, 
and said, Moses, Moses. And he 
said. Here am I. 

5 And he said. Draw not nigh 
hither: put oft' thy shoes from off 
thy feet, for the place whereon thou 
standest is holy ground. 

6 Moreover he said, I am the God 
of thy father, the God of Abraham, 
the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob. And Moses hid his face; for 
he was afraid to look upon God. 

7 1! And the Lord said, I have sm*e- 
ly seen the affliction of my people 
which are in Egypt, and have heard 
their cry by reason of their task- 
masters ; for I know their sorrows ; 

8 And I am come down to deliver 
them out of tlie hand of the Egyp- 
tians, and to bring them up out of 
that land unto a good land and a 
laige, unto a land flowing with milk 
and honey; unto the place of the 
Canaanites, and the Hittites, and the 
Amorites, and/ the Perizzites, and the 
Hivites, and the Jebusites. 


I 9 Now therefore, behold, the cry of 
! the children of Israel is come unto 
me: and I have also seen the op- 
pression wherewith the Egyptians 
oppress them. 

10 Come now therefore, and I will 
send thee unto Pharaoh, that thou 
mayest bring forth my people the 
children of Israel out of Egypt. 

11 H And Moses said unto God, Who 
am I, that I should go unto Pharaolv 
and that I should bring forth the 
children of Israel out of Egypt? 

12 And he said. Certainly 1 will be 
with thee ; and this shall be a token 
unto thee, that I have sent thee: 
Wlien thou hast brought forth the 
people out of Egypt, ye shall serve 
God upon this mountain. 

13 And Moses said unto God, Be- 
hold, when I come unto the children 
of Israel, and shall say unto them. 
The God of your fathers hath sent 
me unto you ; and they shall say to 
me. What is his name ? u hat shall I 
say unto them? 

14 And God said unto Moses, I AM 
THAT I AM: and he said. Thus 
shalt thou say unto the children of 
Israel, I AM hath sent me unto yoa 

15 And God said moreover unto 
Moses, Thus shalt thou say unto the 
children of Israel, The Lord God of 
your fathers, the God of Abraham, 
the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob, hath sent me unto you: this 
is my name for ever, and this is my 
memorial unto all generations. 

16 Go, and gather the elders of 
Israel together, and say unto them. 
The Lord God of your fathers, the 
God of Abraham, of Isaac, and of 
Jacob, appeared unto me, saying, I 
have surely visited you, and seen that 
which is done to you in Egypt : 

17 And I have said, I will bring you 
up out of the affliction of Egypt 
unto the land of the Canaanites, and 
the Hittites, and the Amorites, and 
the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and 
the Jebusites, unto a land flowing 
with milk and honey. 

18 And they shall hearken to thy 
voice: and thou shalt come, thou

and it shall come to pass, that, when 
ye go, ye shall not go empty : 

22 But every woman shall borrow 
of her neighbour, and of her that 
sojourneth in her house, jewels of 
silver, and jewels of gold, and rai- 
ment: and ye shall put them upon 
your sons, and upon your daughters ; 
and ye shall spoil the Egyptians.

2 And the Lord said unto him. 
What is that in thine hand ? And he 
said, A rod. 

3 And he said, Cast it on the ground. 
And he cast it on the ground, and it 
became a serpent; and Moses fled 
from before it. 

4 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Put forth thine hand, and take it by 
the tail. And he put forth his hand, 
and caught it, and it became a rod 
in his hand: 

5 That they may believe that the 
Lord God of their fathers, the God 
of Abraham, the God of Isaac, and 
the God of Jacob, hath appeared 
unto thee. 

6 If And the Lord said furthermore 


unto him. Put now thine hand into 
thy bosom. And he put his hand 
into his bosom: and when he took 
it out, behold, his hand was leprous 
as snow. 

7 And he said. Put thine hand into 
thy bosom again. And he put his hand 
into his bosom again; and plucked 
it out of his bosom, and, behold, it 
was turned again as his other flesh. 

8 And it shall come to pass, if they 
will not believe thee, neither hearken 
to the voice of the first sign, that 
they will believe the voice of the 
latter sign. 

9 And it shall come to pass, if they 
will not believe also these two signs, 
neither hearken unto thy voice, that 
thou shalt take of the water of the 
river, and pour it upon the dry land: 
and the water which thou takest out 
of the river shall become blood upon 
the dry land. 

10 If And Moses said unto the 
Lord, O my Lord, I am not elo- 
quent, neither heretofore, nor since 
thou hast spoken unto thy servant: 
but I am slow of speech, and of a 
slow tongue. 

11 And the Lord said tmto him, 
Wlio hath made man’s mouth? or 
who maketh the dumb, or deaf, or 
the seeing, or the blind? have not 
I the Lord? 

12 Now therefore go, and I will be 
with thy mouth, and teach thee what 
thou shalt say. 

13 And he said, O my Lord, send, I 
pray thee, by the hand of him whom 
thou wilt send. 

14 And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against Moses, and he said. 
Is not Aaron the Levite thy brother ? 
I know that he can speak well. And 
also, behold, he cometh forth to meet 
thee : and when he seeth thee, he will 
be glad in his heart. 

15 And thou shalt speak unto him, 

and put words in his mouth: and 
I will be with thy mouth, and with 
his mouth, and will teach you what 
ye shall do. • 

16 And he shall be thy spokesman 
unto the people: and he shall be. 
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God's niesscige to Pharaoh. EXODUS, V. Pharaoh ituyi'easeth 


even he shall be to thee instead of 
a mouth, and thou shalt be to him 
instead of God. 

17 And thou shalt take this rod in 
thine hand, wherewith thou shalt do 
signs. 

18 t And Moses went and returned 
to Jethro his father in law, and said 
unto him, Let me go, I pray thee, 
and return unto my brethren which 
are in Egypt, and see whether they 
be yet alive. And Jethro said to 
Moses, Go in peace. 

19 And the Lord said unto Moses 
in Midian, Go, return into Egypt : for 
all the men are dead which sought 
thy life. 

20 And Moses took his wife and his 
sons, and set them upon an ass, and 
he returned to the land of Egypt: 
and Moses took the rod of God in 
his hand. 

21 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
When thou goest to return into 
Egypt, see that thou do all those 
wonders before Pharaoh, which I 
have put in thine hand: but I will 
harden his heart, that he shall not 
let the people go. 

22 And thou shalt say unto Pharaoh, 
Thus saith the Lord, Israel is my son, 
even my firstborn : 

23 And I say unto thee. Let my son 
go, that he may serve me: and if 
thou refuse to let him go, behold, 

I will slay thy son, even thy first- 
born. 

24 IT And it came to pass by the 
way in the inn, that the Lord met 
him, and sought to kill him. 

25 Then Zipporah took a sharp 
stone, and cut off* the foreskin of 
her son, and cast U at his feet, and 
said. Surely a bloody husband art 
thou to me. 

26 So he let him go : then she said, 
Al bloody husband thou art, because 
[)f the circumcision. 

27 IT And the Lord said to Aaron, Go 
into the wilderness to meet Moses. 
And he went, and met him in the 
nbunt of God, and kissed him. 

28 And Moses told Aaron all the 
ivords of the Lord who had sent him.

i 29 IT And Moses and Aaron went 
i and gathered together all the elders

The God of the 
Hebrews hath met with us : let us go, 
we pray thee, three days’ journey into 
the desert, and sacrifice unto the 
Lord our God ; lest he fall upon us 
with pestilence, or with the sword. 

4 And the king of Egypt said unto 
them. Wherefore do ye, Moses and 
Aaron, let the people from their 
works? get you unto your burdens. 
6 And Pharaoh said. Behold, the 
people of the land now are many, 
and ye make them rest from their 
burdens. 

6 And Pharaoh commanded the 
same day the taskmasters of the 
people, and their officers, saying, 

7 Ye shall no more give the people 
straw to make brick, as heretofore: 
let them go and gather straw for 
themselves. 

8 And the tale of the bricks, which 
they did make heretofore, ye shall 
lay upon them ; ye shall not dimi- 
nish oibght thereof : for they he idle ;

therefore they cry, saying, Let us go 
aiid sacrifice to our God. 

9 Let there more work be laid upon 
the men, that they may labour there- 
in ; and let them not regard vain 
words.

' 11 Go ye, get you straw where ye 
can find it: yet not ought of your 
work shall be diminished. 

12 So the people were scattered 
abroad throughout all the land of 
Egypt to gather stubble instead of 
straw. 

1 3 And the taskmasters hasted them, 
saying. Fulfil your works, your daily 
tasks, as when there was straw. 

14 And the officers of the children of 
Israel, which Pharaoh’s taskmasters 
had set over them, were beaten, ami 
demanded, Wherefore have ye not ful- 
filled your task in making brick both 
yesterday and to day, as heretofore ? 

15 1 Then the oflicers of the chil- 
dren of Israel came and cried unto 
Pharaoh, saying. Wherefore dealest 
thou thus with thy servants? 

16 There is no straw given unto thy 
servants, and they say to us. Make 
brick: and, behold, thy servants are 
beaten ; but the fault is in thine own 
people. 

17 But he said, Ye are idle, ye are 
idle : therefore ye say, Let us go and 
do sacrifice to the Lord. 

18 Go therefore now, and work ; for 
there shall no straw be given you, yet 
shall ye deliver the tale of bricks. 

19 And the officers of the children 
of Israel did see that they loere in 
evil <Mse, after it was said. Ye shall 
not minish ought from your bricks of 
your daily task 

20 UAnd they met Moses and Aaron, 
who stood in the way, as they came 
forth from Pharaoh: 

21 And they said unto them. The 
Lord look upon you, and judge ; be- 
cause ye have made our savour to be 
abhoiTed in the eyes of Pharaoh, and

22 zind Moses returned unto the 
Lord, and said. Lord, wherefore hast 
thou so evil entreated this people?

23 For since I came to Pharaoh to 
speak in thy name, he hath done evil 
to this people ; neither hast thou de- 
livered thy people at all. 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 God reneweth hie promise by his name JEHOVAH • 
14 * The genealogy of Reuben, of Simeon, 16 of 
Levi, of whom came Moses and Aaron, 

T hen the lord said unto Moses, 
Now shalt thou see what I will 
do to Pharaoh : for with a strong 
hand shall he let them go, and with 
a strong hand shall he drive them 
out of his land. 

2 And God spake unto Moses, and 
said unto him, I am the Lord : 

3 And I appeared imto Abraham, 
unto Isaac, and vmto Jacob, by the 
name of God Almighty, but by my 
name JEHOVAH was I not known 
to them. 

4 And I have also established my 
covenant with them, to give them 
the land of Canaan, the land of 
their pilgrimage, wherein they were 
strangers. 

5 And I have also heard the groan- 
ing of the children of Israel, whom 
the Egyptians keep in bondage ; and 
I have remembered my covenant. 

6 Wherefore say unto the children 
of Israel, I am the Lord, and I will 
bring you out from under the bur- 
dens of the Egyptians, and 1 will rid 
you out of their bondage, and I will 
redeem you with a stretched out arm. 
and with great judgments : 

7 And I will take you to me for a 
people, and I will be to you a God : 
and ye shall know that I am the 
IjORD your God, which bringeth you 
out from under the burdens of the 
Egyptians. 

8 And I will bring you in unto the 
land, concerning the which I did sweai' 
to give it to Abraham, to Isaac, and 
to Jacob ; and I will give it you for 
an heritage : I am the Lord.

may do sacrifice unto the Lord. | 

9 And Moses said unto Pharaoh, i 

Glory over me : when shall I intreat I 
for thee, and for thy servants, and ' 
for thy people, to destroy the frogs ; 
from thee and thy houses, that they ! 
may remain in the river only? I 

10 And he said. To moiTow. And i 
he said. Be it according to thy word : 
that thou mayest know that there is 
none like unto the Lord our God. 

11 And the frogs shall depart from 
thee, and fi*om thy houses, and from 
thy servants, and from thy people ; i 
they shall remain in the river only. 

12 And Moses and Aaron went out 
from Pharaoh : and Moses cried unto 
the Lord because of the frogs which 
he had brought against Pharaoh. 

13 And the Lord did according to 


the word of Moses ; and the frogs 
died out of the houses, out of the 
villages, and out of the fields. 

14 And they gathered them toge- 
ther upon heaps : and the land stank. 

15 But when Pharaoh saw that there 
was respite, he hardened his heart, 
and hearkened not unto them; as 
the Lord had said. 

16 If And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Say unto Aaron, Stretch out thy 
rod, and smite the dust of the land, 
that it may become lice throughout 
all the land of Egypt.

20 If And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Rise up early in the morning, 
and stand before Pharaoh; lo, he 
cometh fortli to the Avater; and say 
unto him. Thus saith the Lord, Let 
my people go, that they may serve 
me. 

21 Else, if thou wilt not let niy 
people go, behold, I Avill send swarms 
of flies upon thee, and upon thy 
servants, and upon thy people, and 
into thy houses : and the houses of 
the Egyptians shall be full of swarms 
of flies, and also the ground whereon 
they are. 

22 And I will sever in that day the 
land of Goshen, in which my people 
dwell, that no swarms of flies shall be 
there ; to the end thou mayest know 
that I am the Lord in the midst of 
the earth. 

23 And I will put a division between 
my people and thy people: to mor- 
row shall this sign be. 

24 And the Lord did so ; and there 
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The plague offliee. 

came a grievous swarm of flies into 
the house of Pharaoh, and into his 
servants’ houses, aixd into all the land 
of Egypt : the land was corrupted by 
reason of the swarm of flies. 

25 If And Pharaoh called for Moses 
and for Aaron, and said. Go ye, sa- 
crilice to your God in the land. 

26 And Moses said. It is not meet 
so to do ; for we shall sacrifice the 
abomination of the Egyptians to the 
Lord our God : lo, shall we sacrifice 
the abomination of the Egyptians 
before their eyes, and will tlicy not 
stone us ? 

27 We will go three days’ journey 
into the wilderness, and sacrifice to 
the Lord our God, as ho shall com- 
mand us. 

28 And Pharaoh said, I will let you 
go, that ye may sacrifice to the 
Lord your God in the wilderness; 
only ye shall not go very far away : 
intreat for me. 

20 And Moses said, Behold, 1 go 
out from thee, and I will intrcat the 
TjORD that the swarms of flies may 
depart from Phai’aoh, from his ser- 
vants, and from his people, to mor- 
row: but let not Pharaoh deal de- 
ceitfully any more in not letting the 
people go to sacrifice to the Lord. 

30 And Moses went out from Pha- 
raoh, and intreated the Lord. 

31 And the Lord did according to 
the word of Moses ; and he removed 
the swarms of flies from Pharaoh, 
from his servants, and from his peo- 
ple ; there remained not one.

ri^HEN the Lord said unto Moses, 
JL Go in unto Pharaoh, and tell 
him. Thus saith the Lord God of the 
Hebrews, Let my people go, that 
they may serve me. 

2 For if thou refuse to let them go. 
and wilt hold them still, 


The mimrain of beasts. 

3 Behold, the hand of the Lord is 
upon thy cattle which is in the field, 
upon the horses, upon the asses, up- 
on the camels, upon the oxen, and 
upon the sheep : there shall he a very 
grievous murrain. 

4 And the Lord shall sever between 
the cattle of Israel and the cattle of 
Egypt : and there shall nothing die 
of all that is the children’s of Israel. 

5 And the Lord appointed a set 
time, saying. To morrow the Lord 
shall do this thing in the land. 

6 And the Lord did that thing on 
the morrow, and all the cattle of 
Egypt died : but of the cattle of the 
children of Israel died not one. 

7 And Pharaoh sent, and, behold, 
there was not one of the cattle of the 
Isi'aelites dead. And the heart of 
Pharaoh was hardened, and he did 
not let the people go. 

8 *1 And the Lord said unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, Take to you hand- 
fuls of ashes of the furnace, and let 
Moses sprinkle it toward tlie heaven 
in the sight of Pharaoh. 

9 And it shall become small dust in 
all the land of Egypt, Jind shall be a 
boil breaking forili with blains upon 
man, and upon beast, thi-oughout all 
the land of Egypt. 

10 And they took ashes of the fur- 
nace, and stood before Pharaoh ; and 
Moses sprinkled it up toward hea- 
ven; and it became a boil breaking 
forth with blains upon man, and upon 
beast. 

11 And the magicians could not 
stand before Moses because of the 
boils ; for the boil was upon the ma- 
gicians, and upon all the Egyptians. 

12 And the Lord hardened the 
heart of Pharaoh, and he hearkened 
not unto them; as the Lord had 
spoken unto Moses. 

13 1 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Rise up early in the morning, and 
stand before Pharaoh, and say unto 
him. Thus saith the Lord God of the 
Hebrews, Let my people go, that they 
may serve me. 

14 For I will at this time send all my 
plagues upon thine heart, and upon 
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thy servants, and upon thy ))eople; 
that thou mayest know that there is 
none like me in all the earth. 

16 For now I will stretch out my 
hand, that I may smite thee and thy 
people with pestilence ; and thou 
shalt be cut off from the earth. 

16 And in very deed for this cause 
have I raised thee up, for to shew iu 
thee my power ; and that my name 
may be declared throughout all the 
earth. 

17 As yet exaltest thou thyself 
against my people, that thou wilt 
not let them go? 

18 Behold, to morrow about this 
time I will cause it to rain a very 
grievous hail, such as hath not been 
in Egypt since the foundation thereof 
even mitil now. 

19 Send therefore now, and gather 
thy cattle, and all that thou hast in 
the field; for upon every man and 
beast which shall be found in the 
field, and shall not be brought home, 
the hail shall come down upon them, 
and they shall die. 

20 He that feared the word of the 
Lord among the servants of Pha- 
raoh made his servants and his cattle 
flee into the houses : 

21 And he that regarded not the 
word of the Lord left his servants 
and his cattle in the field. 

22 If And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Stretch forth thine hand toward hea- 
ven, that there may be hail in all the 
land of Egypt, upon man, and upon 
beast, and upon every herb of the 
field, thi’oughout the land of Egypt. 

23 And Moses sti'etched forth his 
rod tmvard heaven : and the Lord 
sent thmider and hail, and the fire ran 
along upon the gi*ound ; and the Lord 
rained hail upon the land of Egypt. 

24 So there was hail, and fire min- 
gled with the hail, very grievous, such 
as there was none like it in all the 
land of Egypt since it became a nation. 

25 And the hail smote throughout 
all the land of Egyi)t all that was in 
the field, both man and beast; and 
the hail smote eveiy herb of the field, 
and brake every tree of the field. 


j 26 Only in the land of Goshen, where 
I the children of Israel were, was there 
I no hail. 

I 27 If And Pharaoh sent, and called 
I for Moses and Aaron, and said mito 
j them, I have sinned this time: the 
' Lord is righteous, and I and my peo- 
ple are wicked. 

28 Intreat the Lord (for it is enough) 
that there be no more mighty thun- 
derings and hail ; and I Avill let you 
go, and ye shall stay no longer. 

29 And Moses said unto him. As 
: soon as 1 am gone out of the city, I 

I will spread abroad my hands tinto 
the Lord ; and the thunder shall 
cease, neither shall there be any 
moie hail; that thou mayest know 
how that the earth is the Lord’s. 

30 But as for thee and thy servants, 
I know that ye will not yet fear the 
Lord God. 

31 And the flax and the barley was 
smitten: for the barley was in the 
ear, and the flax was boiled. 

32 But the w^heat and the rie w’ere not 
smitten : for they were not grown up. 

33 And Moses went out of the city 
from Pharaoh, and spread abroad his 
hands unto the Lord : and the thun- 
dei’s and hail ceased, and the rain 
was not poured upon the earth. 

34 And when Pharaoh saw’ that the 
rain and the hail and the thunders 
were ceased, he sinned yet more, and 
hardened his heart, he and his ser- 
vants. 

iio And the heart of Pharaoh was 
hardened, neither would he let the 
chikh'en of Israel go; as the Lord 
had spoken by Moses. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 God thrmterieth to send locusts^ 7 Pharaoh^ rturved bp 
his servants J inclineth to kt the Israelites go. 12 Tlw 
plague of the locusts. 16 Pharaoh sueth to Moses. 
21 The plague of darkness. 24 Pharaoh sueth unto 
Moses, 27 but yet is hardened. 

A nd the Lord said unto Moses, 

- Go in unto Pharaoh : for 1 have 
hardened his heart, and the heart 
of his servants, that I might shew 
these my signs before him: 

2 And that thou mayest tell in the 
ears of thy son, and of thy son's son, 
what things I have WTOught in Egypt, 
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and my signs which I have done ! 
among them ; that ye may know how 
that I am the Lord. 

3 And Moses and Aaron came in 
unto Pharaoh, and said unto him, 
Thus saith the Lord God of the 
Hebrews, How long wilt thou refuse 
to humble thyself before me? let 
my people go, that they may serve 
me. 

4 Else, if thou refuse to let my peo- 
ple go, behold, to morrow will I bring 
the locusts into thy coast : 

5 And they shall cover the face of 
the earth, that one cannot be able 
to see the earth : and they shall eat 
the residue of that which is escaped, 
which rcmaincth unto you from the 
hail, and shall eat every tree which 
groweth for you out of the field : 

G And they shall fill thy houses, 
and the houses of all thy servants, 
and the houses of all the Egyptians ; 
which neither thy fathers, nor thy 
fathers’ fathers have seen, since the 
day that they were upon the earth 
unto this day. And he turned him- 
self, and went out from Pharaoh. 

7 And Phai'aoh’s servants said unto 
him. How long shall this man be a 
snare unto us ? let the men go, that 
they may serve the Lord their God : 
knowest thou not yet that Egypt is 
destroyed ? 

8 And Moses and Aaron were 
brought again unto Pharaoh: and 
he said unto them. Go, serve the 
Lord your God: hxft who are they 
that shall go? 

9 And Moses said. We will go with 
our young and with our old, with our 
sons and with our daughters, with 
oiu* flocks and with our herds will we 
go ; for we must hold a feast unto the 
Lord. 

10 And he said unto them. Let the 
Lord be so with you, as I will let you 
go, and your little ones : look to U ; 
for evil is before you. 

11 Not so : go now ye that are men, 

and serve the Lord ; for that ye did 
desire. And they were driven out 
from Pharaoh’s presence. i 

12 IT And the Lord said unto Moses, i 


Stretch out thine hand over the land 
of Egj'pt for the locusts, that they 
may come up upon the land of Egypt, 
and eat every herb of the land, eoem 
all that the hail hath left. 

13 And Moses stretched forth his 
rod over the land of Egypt, and the 
Lord brought an east wind upon the 
land all that day, and all that night ; 
and when it was morning, the east 
wind brought the locusta 

14 And the locusts Avent up over 
all the land of Egypt, and rested in 
all the coasts of Egypt: very griev- 
ous were they; before them there 
were no such locusts as they, nei- 
ther after them shall be such. 

1.5 For they covered the face of the 
whole earth, so that the land was 
darkened; and they did eat every 
herb of the land, and all the fruit of 
the trees which the hail had left : and 
there remained not any green thing 
in the trees, or in the herbs of the 
field, through all the land of Egypt. 

IG If Then Pharaoh called for Mo- 
ses and Aaron in haste ; and he said, 
I have sinned against the Lord your 
God, and against you. 

17 Now therefore forgive, I pray 
thee, my sin only this once, and in- 
treat the Lord your God, that he 
may take away from me this death 
I only. 

' 18 And he went out from Pharaoh, 
and intreated the Lord. 

19 And the Lord txirned a mighty 
■ strong west wind, which took away 
the locusts, and cast them into the 
i Red sea; there remained not one 
; locust in all the coasts of Egypt. 

: 20 But the Lord hardened Pharaoh’s 
heart, so that he would not let the 
children of Israel go. 

21 If And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Stretch out thine hand toward hea- 
ven, that there may be darkness over 
the land of Egypt, even darkness 
which may be felt. 

22 And Moses stretched forth his 
hand toward heaven; and there was 
a thick darkness in all the land of 
Egypt three days : 

23 They saw not one another, nei- 
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ther rose any from his place for three 
days: but all the children of Israel 
had light in their dwellings. 

24 t And Pharaoh called unto Mo- 
ses, and said. Go ye, serve the Lord ; 
only let your flocks and your herds 
be stayed: let your little ones also 
go with you. 

25 And Moses said, Thou must give 
us also sacrifices and burnt offerings, 
that we may sacrifice unto the Lord 
our God. 

26 Our cattle also shall go with us ; 
there shall not an hoof be left be- 
hind; for thereof must we take to 
serve the Lord out God; and we 
know not with what we must serve 
the Lord, mitil we come thither. 

27 IT But the Lord hardened Pha- 
raoh’s heart, and he would not let 
them go. 

28 And Pharaoh said imto him, Get 
thee from me, take heed to thyself, 
see my face no more ; for in that day 
tliou seest my face thou shalt die. 

29 And Moses said. Thou hast spo- 
ken well, I will see thy face again no 
more. 

CHAPTER XI 

1 Gixi > message to the Israelites to Itorrow jewds of their 
neighbours. 4 Moses threatencth Pharaoh with the 
death of the firstborn. 

A nd the Lord said unto Moses, 

- Yet will I bring one plague more 
upon Pharaoh, and upon Egypt ; after- 
wards he will let you go hence : when 
he shall let you go, he shall surely 
thrust you out hence altogether. 

2 Speak now in the ears of the 
people, and let every man borrow of 
lis neighbovu', and every woman of 
ler neighbom*, jewels of silver, and 
jewels of gold. 

3 And th^e Lord gave the people 
favour in the sight of the Egyptians. 
Moreover the man Moses was very 
g^eat in the land of Egypt, in the 
sight of Pharaoh’s servants, and in 
the sight of the people. 

4 And Moses said. Thus saith the 
Lord, About midnight will I go out 
into the midst of Egypt : 

6 And all the firstborn in the land 
of Bg)T3t shall die, from the first- 


born of Pharaoh that sitteth upon 
his throne, even unto the firstborn 
of the maidservant that is behind 
the mill; and all the firstborn of 
beasts. 

6 And there shall be a great cry 
throughout all the land of Egypt, 
such as there was none like it, nor 
shall be like it any more. 

7 But against any of the children 
of Israel shall not a dog move his 
tongue, against man or beast: that 
ye may know how that the Lord doth 
put a difference between the Egyp- 
tians and Israel. 

8 And all these thy servants shall 
come down unto me, and bow down 
themselves unto me, saying. Get thee 
out, and all the people tliat follow 
thee: and after that I will go out 
And he went out from Pharaoh in a 
great anger. 

9 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Pharaoh shall not hearken unto you ; 
that my wonders may be multiplied 
in the land of Egypt. 

10 And Moses and Aaron did all 
these wonders before Pharaoh: and 
the Lord hardened Pharaoh’s heart, 
so that he would not let the children 
of Israel go out of his land. 

CHAPTER XII. 

1 The beginning of Vie year is changed. 3 The pass- 
over itf instituted. 11 The rite of t/w passover. 15 
Unleavened bread. 29 The firstborn are slain. 31 
The Israeliteti are driven out of the land. 37 They 
come to Succoth. 43 The ordinance of the passover. 

A nd the Lord spake unto Moses 
and Aaron in the land of Egypt, 
saying, 

2 This month shall he unto you the 
beginning of mouths : it shall he the 
first month of the year to you. 

3 t Speak ye unto all the congre- 
gation of Israel, saying. In the tenth 
of this month they shall take to 
them every man a lamb, according 
to the house of their fathers, a lamb 
for an house: 

4 And if the household be too little 
for the lamb, let him and his neigh- 
bour next unto his house take it ac- 
cording to the number of the souls ; 
every man according to his eating 
shall make your count for the lamb. 



The rite of the passover. 

5 Your lamb shall be without ble- 
mish, a male of the first year: ye 
shall take it out from the sheep, or 
from the goats: 

6 And ye shall keep it up until the 
fourteenth day of the same month : 
and the whole assembly of the con- 
gregation of Israel shall kill it in the 
evening. 

7 And they shall take of the blood, 
and strike it on the two side posts 
and on the upper door post of the 
houses, wherein they shall eat it. 

8 And they shall eat the flesh in 
that night, roast with fire, and unlea- 
vened bread; aTid with bitter herbs 
they shall eat it. 

9 Eat not of it raw, nor sodden at 
all with water, but roast with fire; 
his head with his legs, and with the 
purtenance thereof 

10 And ye shall let nothing of it 
remain mitil the morning; and that 
which remaineth of it until the morn- 
ing ye shall burn with fire. 

11 If And thus shall ye eat it; with 
your loins girded, your shoes on your 
feet, and your staff in your hand ; and 
ye shall eat it in haste : it is the Lord’s 
f)assover. 

12 For I will pass through the laud 
of Egypt this night, and will smite all 
the firstborn in the land of Egypt, 
both man and beast ; and against all 
the gods of Egypt I will execute 
judgment: I ant the Lord. 

13 And the blood shall be to you 
for a token upon the houses where 
ye are : and when I see the blood, I 
will pass over you, and the plague 
shall not be upon you to destroj’^ you, 
when I smite the land of Egypt. 

14 And tliis day shall be unto you 
for a memorial ; and ye shall keep it 
a feast to the Lord throughout your 
generations ; ye shall keep it a feast 
hy an ordinance for ever. 

15 Seven days shall ye eat mdea- 
vened bread; even the first day ye 
shall put away leaven out of your 
houses: for whosoever eateth lea- 
vened bread from the first day mitil 
the seventh day, that soul shall be 
cut off' from Israel. 


Unleavened bread. 

16 And in the first day there shall be 
an holy convocation, and in the se- 
venth day there shall be an holy con- 
vocation to you ; no manner of work 
shall be done in them, save that which 
every man must eat, that only may 
be done of you. 

17 And ye shall observe the feast of 
unleavened bread; for in this self- 
same day have I brought your armies 
out of the land of Egypt : therefore 
shall ye observe this day in your 
generations by an ordinance for 
ever. 

18 If In the first month, on the four- 
teenth day of the month at even, ye 
shall eat unleavened bread, until the 
one and twentieth day of the month 
at evea 

19 Seven days shall there be no 
leaven found in your houses: for 
whosoever eateth that which is lea- 
vened, even that soul shall be cut 
off* from the congregation of Israel, 
whether he be a stranger, or born 
in the land. 

20 Ye shall eat nothing leavened; 
in all your habitations shall ye eat 
imleavened bread. 

21 If Then Moses called for all the 
eldei*s of Israel, and said imto them. 
Draw out and take you a lamb ac- 
cording to yom* families, and kill the 
passover. 

22 And ye shall take a bunch of 
hyssop, and dip it in the blood that 
is in the bason, and strike the lintel 
and the two side posts with the blood 
that is in the bason ; and none of you 
shall go out at the door of his house 
until the morning. 

23 For the Lord will pass through 
to smite the Egyptians ; and when he 
seeth the blood upon the lintel, and 
on the two side posts, the Lord will 
pass over the door, and will not suffer 
the destroyer to come in unto your 
houses to smite you. 

24 And ye shall observe this thing 
for an ordinance to thee and to thy 
sons for ever. 

25 And it shall come to pass, when 
ye be come to the land which the 
Lord will give you, according as he 
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hath promised, that ye shall keep 
this service. 

26 And it shall come to pass, when 
your children shall say unto you. 
What mean ye by this service? 

27 That ye shall say. It is the sacri- 
fice of the Lord’s passover, who pass- 
ed over the houses of the children of 
Israel in Egypt, when he smote the 
Egyptians, and delivered our houses. 
And the people bowed the head and 
worshipped. 

28 And the children of Israel went 
away, and did as the Lord had com- 
manded Moses and Aaron, so did 
they. 

29 IT And it came to pass, that at 
midnight the Lord smote all the 
fetborn in the land of Egypt, from 
the firstborn of Pharaoh that sat on 
his throne unto the firstborn of the 
captive that was in the dungeon; 
and all the firstborn of cattle. 

30 And Pharaoh rose up in the 
night, he, and all his servants, and 
all the Egyptians; and there was a 
great cry in Egypt; for there was 
not a house where there wa^ not 
one dead. 

31 If And he called for Moses and 
Aaron by night, and said, Rise up, 
and get you forth from among my 
people, both ye and the children of 
Israel ; and go, serve the Lord, as ye 
have said. 

32 Also take your flocks and your 
herds, as ye have said, and be gone ; 
and bless me also. 

33 And the Egyptians were urgent 
upon the people, that they might 
send them out of the land in haste ; 
for they said. We be all dead men. 

34 And the people took their dough 
before it was leavened, their knead- 
ingtroughs being bound up in their 
clothes upon their shoulders. 

36 And the children of Israel did 
according to the word of Moses ; and 
they borrowed of the Egyptians jewels 
of silver, and jewels of gold, and rai- 
ment: 

36 And the Lord gave the people 
favour in the sight of the Egyptians, 
so that they lent unto them such 


things as they required. And they 
spoiled the Egyptians. 

37 ^ And the children of Israel 
journeyed from Rameses to Succoth, 
about six hundred thousand on foot 
that were men, beside children. 

38 And a mixed multitude went up 
also with them ; and flocks, and herds, 
even very much cattle. 

39 And they baked unleavened 
cakes of the dough which they 
brought forth out of Egypt, for it 
was not leavened ; because they 
were thrust out of Egypt, and could 
not tarry, neither had they prepar- 
ed for themselves any victual. 

40 If Now the sojourning of the chil- 
dren of Israel, who dwelt in Egypt, 
teas four hundred and thirty years. 

41 And it came to pass at the end 
of the four hmidred and thirty years, 
even the selfsame day it came to 
pass, that all the hosts of the Lord 
went out from the land of Egyi^t. 

42 It w a night to be much observ- 
ed unto the Lord for bringing them 
out from the land of Egypt : this is 
that night of the Lord to be observ- 
ed of all the children of Israel in 
their generations. 

43 If And the Lord said unto Moses 
and Aaron, This is the ordinance of 
the passover : There shall no stranger 
eat thereof : 

44 But every man’s servant that is 
bought for money, when thou hast 
circumcised him, then shall he eat 
thereof 

45 A foreigner and an hired servant 
shall not eat thereof 

46 In one house shall it be eaten ; 
thou shalt not carry forth ought of 
the flesh abroad out of the house; 
neither shall ye break a bone thereof 

47 All the congregation of Israel 
shall keep it. 

48 And when a stranger shall sojourn 
with thee, and will keep the passover 
to the Lord, let all his males be cir- 
cumcised, and then let him come 
near and keep it ; and he shall be as 
one that is bom in the land : for no un- 
circumcised person shall eat thereof 

49 One law shall be to him that is 
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homebom, and unto the stranger that 
sojoumeth among yom 

50 Thus did all the children of Is- 
rael ; as the Lord commanded Moses 
and Aaron, so did they. 

51 And it came to pass the selfsame 
day, that the Lord did bring the chil- 
dren of Israel out of the land of 
Egypt by their armies. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

1 The firstborn are sanctified to God. 3 The mermrial 
of the passover is commanded. 1 1 The firstlings of 
beasts are set apart. 1 7 The Israelites go out of E- 
gypt., and carry Joseph* s hones with them. 20 They 
come to Etham. 21 God guideth them by a pillar of a 
cloud, and a pillar of fire. 

A n D the Lord spake unto Moses, 
- saying, 

2 Sanctify unto me all the firstborn, 
whatsoever openeth the womb among 
the children of Israel, both of man 
and of beast : it is mine. 

3 IT And Moses said unto the peo- 
ple, Remember this day, in which ye 
came out from Egypt, out of the 
house of bondage; for by strength 
of hand the Lord brought you out 
from this place : there shall no lea- 
vened bread be eaten. 

4 This day came ye out in the month 
Abib. 

5 IT And it shall be when the Lord 
shall bring thee into the land of the 
Canaanites, and the Hittites, and the 
Amorites, and the Hivites, and the 
Jebusites, which he sware unto thy 
fathers to give thee, a land flowing 
with milk and honey, that thou shalt 
keep this service in this month. 

6 Seven days thou shalt eat unlea- 
vened bread, and in the seventh day 
shall be a feast to the Lord. 

7 Unleavened bread shall be eaten 
seven days; and there shall no lea- 
vened bread be seen with thee, nei- 
ther shall there be leaven seen with 
thee in all thy quarters. 

8 t And thou shalt shew thy son 
in that day, saying, Tim is dmie be- 
cause of that which the Lord did 
unto me when I came forth out of 
Egypt. 

9 And it shall be for a sign unto 
thee upon thine hand, and for a me- 
morial between thine eyes, that the 


Lord’s law may be in thy mouth : for 
with a strong hand hath the Lord 
brought thee out of Egypt. 

10 Thou shalt therefore keep this 
ordinance in his season fi*om year to 
year. 

1 1 If And it shall be when the Lord 
shall bring thee into the land of the 
Canaanites, as he sware unto thee and 
to thy fathers, and shall give it thee, 

12 That thou shalt set apart unto 
the Lord all that openeth the matrix, 
and every firstling that cometh of a 
beast which thou hast; the males 
shall be the Lord’s. 

13 And every firstling of an ass 
thou shalt redeem with a lamb ; and 
if thou wilt not redeem it, then thou 
shalt break his neck: and all the 
firstborn of man among thy children 
shalt thou redeem. 

14 If And it shall be when thy son 
asketh thee in time to come, saying, 
What is this? that thou shalt say 
unto him. By strength of hand the 
Lord brought us out from Egypt, 
from the house of bondage: 

15 And it came to pass, when Pha- 
raoh would hardly let us go, that 
the Lord slew all the firstborn in 
the land of Egypt, both the firstborn 
of man, and the firstborn of beast: 
therefore I sacrifice to the Lord all 
that openeth the matrix, being males ; 
but all the firstborn of my children I 
redeem. 

16 And it shall be for a token upon 
thine hand, and for frontlets between 
thine eyes : for by strength of hand 
the Lord brought us forth out of 
Egypt. 

17 If And it came to pass, when 
Pharaoh had let the people go, that 
God led them not through the way of 
the land of the Philistines, although 
that was near; for God said. Lest 
peradventure the people repent when 
they see war, and they return to 
Egypt: 

18 But God led the people about, 
through the way of the wilderness of 
the Red sea : and the children of 
Israel went up harnessed out of the 
land of Egypt 
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19 And Moses took the bones of 
J oseph with him : for he had straitly 
sworn the children of Israel, saying, 
God will surely visit you; and ye 
shall carry up my bones away hence 
\nth you. 

20 IT And they took their jour- 
ney from Succoth, and encamped 
in Etham, in the edge of the wil- 
derness. 

21 And the Lord went before them 
by day in a pillar of a cloud, to lead 
them the way; and by night in a 
pillar of fire, to give them light ; to 
go by day and night: 

22 He took not away the pillar of 
the cloud by day, nor the pillar of 
fire by night, before the people. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

1 God instructeth the I&roilites in their journey. 5 
Pharaoh pnrsiieth after them,. 10 The Israelites 
murmur. 13 J^foses comforteth them. 15 God in- 
structeth Moses. 19 The cloud removeth behind the 
camp. 21 The Israelites pass through the Red sea, 

23 which drown eth the Egyptians. 

A n D the Lord spake imto Moses, 
. saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
that they turn and encamp before 
Pi-hahiroth, between Migdol and the 
sea, over against Baal-zephon: be- 
fore it shall ye encamp by the sea. 

3 For Pharaoh will say of the chil- 
di*en of Israel, They are entangled 
in the land, the wilderness hath shut 
them in. 

4 And I will harden Pharaoh’s heart, 
that he shall follow after them ; and 
I will be honoured upon Pharaoh, 
and upon all his host ; that the Egyp- 
tians may know that I am the Lord. 
And they did so. 

5 H And it was told the king of 
Egypt that the people fled : and the 
heart of Pharaoh and of his servants 
was turned against the people, and 
they said, Why have we done this, 
that we have let Israel go from serv- 
ing us? 

6 And he made ready his chariot, 
and took his people with him: 

7 And he took six hundred chosen 
chariots, and all the chariots of Egypt, 
and captains over every one of them. 
8 And the Lord hardened the heart 


of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and he 
pursued after the children of Israel : 
and the children of Israel went out 
with an high hand. 

9 But the Egyptians pursued after 
them, all the horses and chariots of 
Phai'aoh, and his horsemen, and his 
army, and overtook them encamp- 
ing by the sea, beside Pi-hahiroth, 
before Baal-zephon. 

10 If And when Pharaoh drew nigh, 
the children of Israel lifted up their 
eyes, and, behold, the Egyptians 
marched after them ; and they were 
sore afraid: and the children of Is- 
rael cried out unto the Lord. 

11 And they said unto Moses, Be- 
cause there were no graves in Egypt, 
hast thou taken us away to die in 
the wilderness ? wherefore hast thou 
dealt thus with us, to carry us forth 
out of Egypt? 

12 Is not this the word that we 
did tell thee in Egypt, saying. Let us 
alone, that we may serve the Egyp- 
tians? For it had been better for us 
to serve the Egyptians, than that we 
should die in the wilderness. 

13 If And Moses said unto the peo- 
ple, Fear ye not, stand still, and see 
the salvation of the Lord, which he 
will shew to you to day : for the 
Egyptians whom ye have seen to 
day, ye shall see them again no 
more for ever. 

14 The Lord shall fight for you, and 
ye shall hold your peace. 

15 If And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Wlierefore criest thou unto me ? 
speak unto the children of I.srael, 
that they go forward: 

16 But lift thou up thy rod, and 
stretch out thine hand over the sea, 
and divide it : and the children of Is- 
rael shall go on dry ground through 
the midst of the sea. 

17 And I, behold, I will harden the 
hearts of the Egyptians, and they 
shall follow them : and I will get me 
honour upon Pharaoh, and upon all 
his host, upon his chariots, and upon 
his horsemen. 

18 And the Egp)tians shall know 
that I am the Lord, when I have 



The passage of 

gotten me honour upon Pharaoh, 
upon his chariots, and upon his 
horsemen. 

19 t And the angel of God, which 
went before the camp of Israel, re- 
moved and went behind them; and 
the pillar of the cloud went from 
before their face, and stood behind 
them : 

20 And it came between the camp 
of the Egyptians and the camp of 
Israel ; and it was a cloud and dark- 
ness to them, but it gave light by 
night to these : so that the one came 
not near the other all the night. 

21 And Moses stretched out his 
hand over the sea ; and the Lord 
caused the sea to go back by a strong 
east wind all that night, and made 
the sea dry land, and the waters 
were divided. 

22 And the children of Israel went 
into the midst of the sea upon the 
dry ground: and the waters were a 
wall unto them on their right hand, 
and on their left. 

23 IT And the Egyptians pursued, 
and went in aftei' them to the midst 
of the sea, even all Pharaoh’s horses, 
his chariots, and his horsemen. 

24 And it came to pass, that in the 
morning watch the Lord looked unto 
the host of the Egyptians through 
the pillar of fire and of the cloud, and 
troubled the host of the Egyptians, 

25 And took oft' their chariot wheels, 
that they drave them heavily: so 
that the Egyptians said, Let us flee 
fi*om the face of Israel ; for the Lord I 
fighteth for them against the Egyp- 
tians. 

26 IT And the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, Stretch out thine hand over the 
sea, that the waters may come again 
upon the Egyptians, upon their cha- 
riots, and upon their horsemen. 

27 And Moses stretched forth his 
hand over the sea, and the sea re- 
turned to his strength when the 
morning appeared; and the Egyp- 
tians fled against it; and the Lord 
overthrew the Egyptians in the midst 
of the sea. 

28 And the waters returned, and 
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covered the chariots, and the horse- 
men, and all the host of Pharaoh 
that came into the sea after them; 
there remained not so much as one 
of them. 

29 But the children of Israel walked 
upon dry land in the midst of the 
sea ; and the waters were a wall unto 
them on their right hand, and on 
their left. 

30 Thus the Lord saved Israel that 
day out of the hand of the Egyptians ; 
and Israel saw the Egyptians dead 
upon the sea shore. 

31 And Israel saw that great work 
which the Lord did upon the Egyp- 
tians: and the people feared the 
Lord, and believed the Lord, and 
his servant Moses. 

CHAPTER XV. 

1 Mosea' itorty. TIte people want water. Th4i wa- 

ters at Murah are bitter. 25 A tree sweeteneth them.

4 And Moses cried unto the Lord, 
saying. What shall I do unto this 
people ? they be almost ready to 
stone me. 

5 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Go on before the people, and take 
with thee of the eldeivs of Israel ; and 
thy rod, wherewith tliou smotest the 
river, take in thine hand, and go. 

6 Behold, I will stand before thee 
there upon the rock in Horeb ; and 
thou shalt smite the rock, and thei*e 
shall come water out of it, that the 
people may drink.

2 Then Jethro, Moses’ father in law, 
took Zipporah, Moses’ wife, after he 
had sent her back, 

3 And her two sons; of which the 
name of the one was Gershom; for 
he said, I have been an alien in a 
strange land: 

4 And the name of the other was 
Eliezer; for the God of my father, 
said he, was mine help, and delivered 
me fi’om the sword of Pharaoh : 

5 And Jethro, Moses’ father in law, 
came with his sons and his wife unto 
Moses into the wilderness, where he 
encamped at the mount of God: 

6 And he said unto Moses, I thy 
father in law Jethro am come unto 


thee, and thy wife, and her two sons 
with her. 

7 IT And Moses went out to meet 
his father in law, and did obeisance, 
and kissed him ; and they asked each 
other of their welfare ; and they came 
into the tent. 

8 And Moses told his father in law 
all that the Lord had done unto 
Pharaoh and to the Egyptians for 
Israel’s sake, and all the travail that 
had come upon them by the way 
and how the Lord delivered them. 

9 And Jethro rejoiced for all the 
goodness which the Lord had done 
to Israel, whom he had delivered out 
of the hand of the Egyptians. 

10 And Jethro said. Blessed he the 
Lord, who hath delivered you out of 

I the hand of the Egyptians, and out 
; of the hand of Pharaoh, who hath 
delivered the people from under the 
hand of the Egyptians. 

11 Now I know that the Lord is 
greater than all gods: for in the 
thing wherein they dealt proudly he 
was above them. 

12 And Jethro, Moses’ father in law, 
took a burnt offering and sacrifices 
for God : and Aaron came, and all 
the elders of Israel, to eat bread with 
Moses’ father in law before God. 

13 t And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that Moses sat to judge the 
people : and the people stood by 
Moses from the morning unto the 
evening. 

14 And when Moses’ father in law 
saw all that he did to the people, he 
said. What is this thing that thou 
doest to the people ? why sittest 
thou thyself alone, and all the peo- 
ple stand by thee from morning unto 
even ? 

15 And Moses said vmto his father 
in law. Because the people come un- 
to me to enquire of God : 

16 When they have a matter, they 
come unto me ; and I judge between 
one and another, and I do make them 
know the statutes of God, and his laws. 

17 And Moses’ father in law said 
unto him. The thing that thou doest 
is not good.

19 Hearken now unto my voice, I 
will give thee counsel, and God shall 
be with thee : Be thou for the peo- 
ple to God-ward, that thou mayest 
bring the causes imto God : 

20 And thou shalt teach them ordi- 
nances and laws, and shalt shew them 
the way wherein they must walk, and 
the work that they must do. 

21 Moreover thou shalt provide out 
of all the people able men, such as 
fear God, men of truth, hating cove- 
tousness ; and place such over them, 
to he rulers of thousands, and rulei*s 
of hundreds, rulers of fifties, and 
rulers of tens : 

22 And let them judge the people 
at all seasons : and it shall be, tliat 
every great matter they shall bring 
unto thee, but eveiy small matter 
they shall judge : so shall it be easier 
for thyself, and they shall bear the 
burden with thee. 

23 If thou shalt do this thing, and 
God command thee so, then thou 
shalt be able to endure, and all this 
people shall also go to their place in 
peace. 

24 So Moses hearkened to the voice 
of his father in law, and did all that 
he had said. 

25 And Moses chose able men out 
of all Israel, and made them heads 
over the people, rulers of thousands, 
rulers of hundreds, rulers of fifties, 
and rulers of tens. 

26 And they judged the people at 
all seasons : the hard causes they 
brought unto Moses, but every small 
matter they judged themselves.

5 And if the servant shall plainly 
say, I love my master, my wife, and 
my children ; I will not go out free : 

6 Then his master shall bring him 
unto the judges ; he shall also bring 
him to the door, or unto the door 
post; and his master shall bore his 
ear through with an aul ; and he 
shall serve him for ever.

A n D the Lord spake unto Moses, 

_ saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Is- 
rael, that they bring me an ofiering : 
of every man that giveth it willingly 
with his heart ye shall take my offer- 
ing. 

3 And this is the offering which ye 
shall take of them; gold, and silver, 
and brass, 

4 And blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine linen, and goats’ hair, 

5 And rams’ skins dyed red, and 
badgers’ skins, and shittim wood, 

(5 Oil for the light, spices for an- 
ointing oil, and for sweet incense, 

7 Onyx stones, and stones to be 
set in the ephod, and in the breast- 
plate. 

8 And let them make me a sanc- 
tuary ; that I may dwell among them. 

9 According to all that I shew thee, 
after the pattern of the tabernacle, i 
and the pattern of all the instruments 
thereof, even so shall ye make it. 

10 H And they shall make an ark 
of shittim wood: two cubits and a 
half shall he the length thereof, and 
a cubit and a half the breadth there- 
of, and a cubit and a half the height 
thereof. 

11 And thou shalt overlay it with 
pure gold, within and without shalt 
thou overlay it, and shalt make upon 
it a crown of gold round about. 

12 And thou shalt cast four rings

of gold for it, and put them in the 
four comers thereof; and two rings 
shall he in the one side of it, and two 
rings in the other side of it. 

13 And thou shalt make staves of 
shittim wood, and overlay them with 
gold. 

14 And thou shalt put the staves 
into the rings by the sides of the 
ark, that the ark may be borne with 
them. 

15 The staves shall be in the r ing s 
of the ark: they shall not be taken 
from it. 

16 And thou shalt put into the ark 
the testimony which I shall give thee. 

17 And thou shalt make a mercy 
seat of pure gold : two cubits and a 
half shall he the length thereof, and a 
cubit and a half the breadth thereof 

18 And thou shalt make two che- 
rubims of gold, of beaten work shalt 
thou make them, in the two ends of 
the mercy seat. 

19 And make one cherub on the one 
end, and the other chenib on the 
other end: even, of the mercy seat 
shall ye make the chembims on the 
two ends thereof 

20 And the cherubims shall stretch 
forth their wings on high, covering 
the mercy seat with their wings, and 
their faces shall look one to another ; 
toward the mercy seat shall the faces 
of the cherubims be. 

21 And thou shalt put the mercy 
seat above upon the ark ; and in the 
ark thou shalt put the testimony that 
I shall give thee. 

22 And there I will meet with thee, 
and I will commune with thee from 
above the mercy seat, fi’om between 
the two cherubims which are upon 
the ark of the testimony, of all things 
which I will give thee in command- 
ment unto the children of Israel. 

23 If Thou shalt also make a table 
of shittim wood : two cubits shall he 
the length thereof and a cubit the 
breadth thereof and a cubit and a 
half the height thereof 

24 And thou shalt overlay it with 
pure gold, and make thereto a crown 
of gold roimd about. 
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The candlestick, with 

25 And thou shalt make imto it a 
border of an hand breadth round 
about, and thou shalt make a golden 
crown to the border thereof round 
about. 

26 And thou shalt make for it four 
rings of gold, and put the rings in 
the four corners that are on the four 
feet thereof 

27 Over against the border shall the 
rings be for places of the staves to 
bear the table. 

28 And thou shalt make the staves 
of shittim wood, and overlay them 
with gold, that the table may be 
borne with them. 

29 And thou shalt make the dishes 
thereof, and spoons thereof, and 
covers thereof and bowls thereof 
to cover withal : of pure gold shalt 
thou make them. 

30 And thou shalt set upon the 
table shewbread before me alway. 

31 If And thou shalt make a candle- 
stick of pure gold : of beaten work 
shall the candlestick be made: his 
shaft, and his branches, his bowls, 
his knops, and his flowers, shall be 
of the same. 

32 And six branches shall come out 
of the sides of it ; three branches of 
the candlestick out of the one side, 
and three bi’anches of the candle- 
stick out of the other side: 

33 Three bowls made like unto al- 
monds, with a knop and a flower in 
one branch; and three bowls made 
like almonds in the other branch, 
with a knop and a flower : so in the 
six branches that come out of the 
candlestick. 

34 And in the candlestick shall he 
four bowls made like unto almonds, 
with their knops and their flowers. 

35 And ilwre shall he a knop under 
two branches of the same, and a knop 
under two branches of the same, and 
a knop under two branches of the 
same, according to the six branches 
that proceed out of the candlestick. 

36 Their knops and their branches 
shall be of the same : all it shall he 
one beaten work of pure gold. 

37 And thou shalt make the seven

M oreover thou shalt make 
the tabernacle with ten cur- 
tains of fine twined linen, and blue, 
and purple, and scarlet : with cheru- 
bims of cunning work shalt thou make 
them. 

2 The length of one curtain shall 
he eight and twenty cubits, and the 
breadth of one curtain four cubits: 
and every one of the curtains shall 
have one measure. 

3 The five curtains shall be coupled 
together one to another; and other 
five curtains shall he coupled one to 
another. 

4 And thou shalt make loops of blue 
upon the edge of the one curtain 
from the selvedge in the coupling; 
and likewise shalt thou make in the 
uttermost edge of another curtain, in 
the coupling of the second. 

5 Fifty loops shalt thou make in the 
one curtain, and fifty loops shalt thou 
make in the edge of the curtain that 
is in the coupling of the second; 
that the loops may take hold one of 
another. 

6 And thou shalt make fifty taches 
of gold, and couple the curtains to- 
gether with the taches : and it shall 
be one tabernacle. 

7 And thou shalt make curtains 
of goats’ hair to be a covering upon 
the tabernacle : eleven curtains shalt 
thou make. 

8 The length of one curtain shall he 
thirty cubits, and the breadth of one 
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curtain four cubits : and the eleven 
curtains shall he all of one measure. 

9 And thou shalt couple five cur- 
tains by themselves, and six curtains 
by themselves, and shalt double the 
sixth curtain in the forefront of the 
tabernacle. 

10 And thou shalt make fifty loops 
on the edge of the one curtain that 
is outmost in the coupling, and fifty 
loops in the edge of the curtain which 
coupleth the second. 

11 And thou shalt make fifty taches 
of brass, and put the taches into the 
loops, and couple the tent together, 
that it may be one. 

12 And the remnant that remaineth 
of the curtains of the tent, the half 
curtain that remaineth, shall hang 
over the backside of the tabernacle. 

13 And a cubit on the one side, and 
a cubit on the other side of that 
which remaineth in the length of the 
curtains of the tent, it shall hang 
over the sides of the tabernacle on 
this side and on that side, to cover it. 

14 And thou shalt make a cover- 
ing for the tent of rams’ skins dyed 
red, and a covering above of badgers’ 
skins. 

15 If And thou shalt make boards 
for the tabernacle of shittim wood 
standing up. 

16 Ten cubits shall be the length of 
a board, and a cubit and a half shall 
he the breadth of one board. 

17 Two tenons sluill there he in one 
board, set in order one against an- 
other: thus shalt thou make for all 
the boards of the tabernacle. 

18 And thou shalt make the boards 
for the tabernacle, twenty boards on 
the south side southward. 

19 And thou shalt make forty sock- 
ets of silver imder the twenty boards ; 
two sockets vmder one board for his 
two tenons, and two sockets under 
another board for his two tenons. 

20 And for the second side of the 
tabernacle on the north side there 
shall he twenty boards : 

21 And their forty sockets of silver ; 
two sockets under one board, and 
two sockets under another board.

22 And for the sides of the taber- 
nacle westward thou shalt make six 
boards. 

23 And two boards shalt thou make 
for the corners of the tabernacle in 
the two sides. 

24 And they shall be coupled to- 
gether beneath, and they shall be 
coupled together above the head of 
it unto one ring : thus shall it be for 
them both ; they shall be for the two 
comers. 

25 And they shall be tiight boards, 
and their sockets of silver, sixteen 
sockets ; two sockets imdcr one board, 
and two sockets under another board.

28 And the middle bar in the midst 
of the boards shall reach from end 
to end. 

29 And thou shalt overlay the boards 
with gold, and make their rings of 
gold for places for the bars : and 
thou shalt overlay the bars with gold. 

30 And thou shalt rear up the ta- 
bernacle according to the fashion 
thereof which was shewed thee in the 
mount. 

31 IT And thou shalt make a vail of 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine twined linen of cunning work: 
with cherubims shall it be made: 

32 And thou shalt hang it upon 
four pUlars of shittim wood overlaid 
with gold: their hooks shall he of 
gold, upon the four sockets of silver. 

33 H And thou shalt hang up the 
vail under the taches, that thou may- 
est bring in thither within the vail 
the ark of the testimony: and the 
vail shall divide unto you between the 
holy and the most holy. 

34 And thou shalt put the mercy 
seat upon the ark of the testimony 
in the most holy place. 

35 And thou shalt set the table with- 
out the vail, and the candlestick over 
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against the table on the side of the 
tabernacle toward the south: and thou 
shalt put the table on the north side. 

36 And thou shalt make an hanging 
for the door of the tent, of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen, wrought with needlework. 

37 And thou shalt make for the 
hanging five pillars of shittim wood, 
and overlay them with gold, and 
their hooks shall be of gold: and 
thou shalt cast five sockets of brass 
for them. 

CHAPTER XXVII.

A nd thou shalt make an altar of

shalt overlay it with brass. 

3 And thou shalt make his pans to 
receive his ashes, and his shovels, 
and his basons, and his fieshhooks, 
and his firepans : all the vessels there- 
of thou shalt make of brass. 

4 And thou shalt make for it a grate 
of network of brass ; and upon the 
net shalt thou make four brasen rings 
in the four corners thereof 
5 And thou shalt put it under the 
compass of the altar beneath, that 
the net may be even to the midst of 
the altar. 

6 And thou shalt make staves for 
the altar, staves of shittim wood, and 
overlay them with brass. 

7 And the staves shall be put into 
the rings, and the staves shall be upon 
the two sides of the altar, to bear it. 

8 Hollow with boards shalt thou 
make it: as it was shewed thee in 
the moimt, so shall they make it. 

9 t And thou shalt make the court 
of the tabernacle : for the south side 
southward there shall be hangings for 
the court of fine twined linen of an 
hundred cubits long for one side : 
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10 And the twenty pillars thereof 
and their twenty sockets shall be of 
brass ; the hooks of the pillars and 
their fillets shall be of silver. 

11 And likewise for the north side 
in length there shall be hangings of an 
hundred cubits long, and his twenty 
pillars and their twenty sockets of 
brass ; the hooks of the pillars and 
their fillets of silver. 

12 IT And for the breadth of the 
court on the west side shall be hang- 
ings of fifty cubits : their pillars ten, 
and their sockets ten. 

13 And the breadth of the court on 
I the east side eastward shall be fifty 

cubits. 

14 The hangings of one side of the 
gate shall be fifteen cubits : their pil- 
lars three, and their sockets three. 

15 And on the other side shall be 
hangings fifteen cubits : their pillars 
three, and their sockets three. 

16 IT And for the gate of the court 
shall be an hanging of twenty cubits, 
of blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine twined linen, wrought with 
needlework: and their pillars shall 
be four, and their sockets four. 

17 All the pillars round about the 
court shall be filleted with silver; 
their hooks shall be of silver, and 
their sockets of brass. 

18 1 The length of the court shall be 
an hundred cubits, and the breadth 
fifty every where, and the height five 
cubits of fine twined linen, and their 
sockets o/ brass. 

19 All the vessels of the tabernacle 
in all the service thereof, and all the 
pins thereof, and all the pins of the 
court, shall be brass. 

20 II And thou shalt command the 
children of Israel, that they bring 
thee pure oil olive beaten for the light, 
to cause the lamp to bum always. 

21 In the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation without the vail, which is be- 
fore the testitnony, Aaron and his 
sons shall order it from evening to 
morning before the Lord : it shall be 
a statute for ever imto their genera- 
tions on the behalf of the children of 
Israel

3 And thou shalt speak unto all 
that are wise hearted, whom I have 
filled with the spirit of wisdom, that 
they may make Aaron’s garments to 
consecrate him, that he may minister 
unto me in the priest’s office. 

4 And these are the garments which 
they shall make; a breastplate, and 
an ephod, and a robe, and a broi- 
dered coat, a mitre, and a girdle: 
and they shall make holy garments 
for Aaron thy brother, and his sons, 
that he may minister mito me in the 
priest’s office. 

5 And they shall take gold, and 
blue, and pm*ple, and scarlet, and 
fine linen. 

6 IT And they shall make the ephod 
of gold, of blue, and of purple, of 
scarlet, and fine twined linen, with 
cunning work. 

7 It shall have the two shoulder- 
pieces thereof joined at the two 
edges thereof; and so it shall be 
joined together. 

8 And the curious girdle of the 
ephod, which is upon it, shall be of the 
same, according to the work thereof ; 
even (^gold, q/blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and fine twined linen. 

9 And thou shalt take two onyx 
stones, and grave on them the names 
of the children of Israel : 

10 Six of their names on one stone, 
and the other six names of the rest 
on the other stone, according to their 
birth.

12 And thou shalt put the two 
stones upon the shoulders of the 
ephod for stones of memorial unto 
the children of Israel: and Aaron 
shall bear their names before the

16 Foursquare it shall be being 
doubled ; a span shall be the length 
thereof, and a span shall be the

17 And thou shalt set in it settings 
of stones, even four rows of stones :

the first row. 

18 And the second row shall be an 
emerald, a sapphire, and a diamond. 

19 And the third row a ligure, an 
agate, and an amethyst. 

20 And the fourth row a beryl, and 
an onyx, and a jasper : they shall be 
set in gold in their inclosings. 

21 And the stones shall be with 
the names of the children of Israel, 
twelve, according to their names, like 
the engravings of a signet ; every one 
with his name shall they be accord- 
ing to the twelve tribes. 

22 1 And thou shalt make upon the 
breastplate chains at the ends of 
wreathen work of pure gold. 

23 And thou shalt make upon the 
breastplate two rings of gold, and 
shalt put the two rings on the two 
ends of the breastplate.

33 If And beneath upon the hem of 
it thou shalt make pomegranates of 
blue, and of purple, and of scarlet, 
round about the hem thereof; and 
bells of gold between them round 
about;

7 The tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, and the ark of the testimony, 
and the mercy scat that is thereupon, 
and all the furniture of the taber- 
nacle, 

8 And the table and his furnitime, 
and the pure candlestick with all his 
furniture, and the altar of incense, 

9 And the altar of burnt offering 
with all his furniture, and the laver 
and his foot, 

10 And the cloths of service, and 
the holy garments for Aaron the 
priest, and the garments of his sons, 
to minister in the priest’s office, 

11 And the anointing oil, and sweet 
incense for the holy place : according 
to all that I have commanded thee 
shall they do. 

12 IT And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying. 
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13 Speak thou also unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, saying. Verily my 
sabbaths ye shall keep: for it is a 
sign between me and you through- 
out your generations; that ye may 
know that I am the Lord that doth 
sanctify you. 

14 Ye shall keep the sabbath there- 
fore ; for it is holy unto you : every 
one that defileth it shall surely be 
put to death: for whosoever doeth 
any work therein, that soul shall be 
cut off from among his people. 

15 Six days may work be done ; but 
in the seventh is the sabbath of rest, 
holy to the Lord: whosoever doeth 
any work in the sabbath day, he shall 
surely be put to death. 

10 Wherefore the children of Israel 
shall keep the sabbath, to observe 
the sabbath throughout their gene- 
rations, for a perpetual covenant. 

17 It is a sign between me and the 
children of Israel for ever: for in six 
days the Lord made heaven and earth, 
and on the seventh day he rested, and 
was refreshed. 

18 IT And he gave unto Moses, when 
he had made an end of communing 
with him upon mount Sinai, two tables 
of testimony, tables of stone, written 
with the finger of God. 

CHAPTER XXXII. 

1 The people, hi the absence of Moses, cause Aaron to 
make a calf. 7 God is angered thereby. \\ At the 
intreaty of Moses he is appeased. 15 Moses cometh 
down with the tables. 1 9 He breuketh them. 20 He 
dcMroyeth the calf. 22 Aaron* s excuse for himself. 
25 Mose^^ causeth the idolaters to be slain. 30 He 
prayeth for the people. 

A nd when the people saw that 
Moses delayed to come down 
out of the mount, the people gather- 
ed themselves together unto Aaron, 
and said unto him. Up, make us gods, 
which shall go before us ; for as for 
this Moses, the man that brought us 
up out of the land of Egypt, we wot 
not what is become of him. 

2 And Aaron said unto them, Break 
off the golden earrings, which are in 
the ears of your wives, of your sons, 
and of your daughters, and bring 
them unto me. 

3 And all the people brake off the 


golden earrings which were in their 
ears, and brought them unto Aa- 
ron. 

4 And he received them at their 
hand, and fashioned it with a graving 
tool, after he had made it a molten 
calf : and they said. These he thy gods, 

0 Israel, which brought thee up out 
of the land of Egypt. 

6 And when Aaron saw it, he built 
an altar before it ; and Aaron made 
proclamation, and said. To morrow 
is a feast to the Lord. 

G And they rose up early on the 
morrow, and offered burnt offerings, 
and brought peace offerings; and 
the people sat down to eat and to 
drink, and rose up to play. 

7 IT And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Go, get thee down; for thy people, 
which thou broughtest out of the 
land of Egypt, have corrupted them- 
selves : 

8 They have turned aside quickly 
out of the way which I commanded 
them : they have made them a molten 
calf and have worshipped it, and have 
sacrificed thereunto, and said. These 
he thy gods, O Israel, which have 
brought thee up out of the land of 
Egypt. 

9 And the Lord said unto Moses, I 
have seen this people, and, behold, it 
is a stiffnecked people : 

10 Now therefore let me alone, that 
my wrath may wax hot against them, 
and that I may consume them : and 

1 will make of thee a great nation. 

11 And Moses besought the Lord 
his God, and said. Lord, why doth 
thy wrath wax hot against thy peo- 
ple, which thou hast brought forth 
out of the land of Egypt with great 
power, and with a mighty hand? 

12 Wherefore should the Egyptians 
speak, and say. For mischief did he 
bring them out, to slay them in the 
moimtains, and tp consume them 
fi'om the face of the earth? Turn 
from thy fierce wrath, and repent of 
this evil against thy people. 

13 Remember Abraham, Isaac, and 

Israel, thy servants, to whom thou 
swarest by thine own self and saidst

as the stars of heaven, and all this 
land that I have spoken of will I give 
unto yoxir seed, and they shall inherit 
it for ever. 

14 And the Lord repented of the evil 
which he thought to do unto his people. 

15 IT And Moses turned, and went 
down from the mount, and the two 
tables of the testimony were in his 
hand: the tables were written on 
both their sides; on the one side 
and on the other were they writtea 

16 And the tables were the work of 
God, and the writing was the writing 
of God, graven upon the tables. 

17 And when Joshua heard the noise 
of the people as they shouted, he 
said unto Moses, There is a noise of 
war in the camp. 

18 And he said. It is not the voice 
of them that shout for mastery, nei- 
ther is it the voice of them that cry 
for being overcome : hut the noise of 
them that sing do I hear.

2 And be ready in the morning, and 
come up in the morning unto mount 
Sinai, and present thyself there to 
me in the top of the mount. 

3 And no man shall come up with 
thee, neither let any man be seen 
throughout all the mount; neither 
let the flocks nor herds feed before 
that mount. 

4 f And he hewed two tables of 
stone like unto the first ; and Moses 
rose up early in the morning, and 
went up unto mount Sinai, as the 
Lord had commanded him, and took 
in his hand the two tables of stone. 

6 And the Lord descended in the 
cloud, and stood with him there, and 
proclaimed the name of the Lord.

18 IT The feast of unleavened bread 
shalt thou keep. Seven days thou 
shalt eat unleavened bread, as I 
commanded thee, in the time of the 
month Abib : for in the month Abib 
thou earnest out from Egypt. 

19 All that openeth the matrix is 
mine ; and every firstling among thy 
cattle, whether ox or sheep, that is 
male. 

20 But the firstling of an ass thou 
shalt redeem with a lamb : and if 
thou redeem him not, then shalt thou 
break his neck. All the firstborn of 
thy sons thou shalt redeem. And 
none shall appear before me empty. 

21 IT Six days thou shalt work, but 
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on the seventh day thou shalt rest : 
in earing time and in harvest thou 
shalt rest. 

22 IT And thou shalt observe the 
feast of weeks, of the firstfruits of 
wheat harvest, and the feast of in- 
gathering at the year’s end. 

23 t Thrice in the year shall all your 
menchildren appear before the Lord 
God, the God of Israel. 

24 For I mil cast out the nations 
before thee, and enlarge thy borders : 
neither shall any man desire thy 
land, when thou shalt go up to ap- 
pear before the Lord thy God thrice 
in the year. 

25 Thou shalt not offer the blood 
of my sacrifice with leaven; neither 
shall the sacrifice of the feast of the 
passover be left unto the morning. 

26 The first of the firstfi*uits of thy 
land thou shalt bring unto the house 
of the Lord thy God. Thou shalt not 
seethe a kid in his mother’s milk. 

27 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Write thou these words: for after the 
tenor of these words I have made a 
covenant with thee and with Israel. 

28 And he was there with the Lord 
forty days and forty nights ; he did 
neither eat bread, nor drink water. 
And he wrote upon the tables the 
words of the covenant, the ten com- 
mandments. 

29 If And it came to pass, when 
Moses came down from mount Sinai 
with the two tables of testimony in 
Moses’ hand, when he came down 
from the mount, that Moses wist not 
that the skin of his face shone while 
he talked with him. 

30 And when Aaron and all the 
children of Israel saw Moses, behold, 
the skin of his face shone ; and they 
were afi’aid to come nigh him. 

31 And Moses called unto them ; 
and Aaron and all the rulers of the 
congregation returned unto him : and 
Moses talked with them. 

32 And afterward all the children 
of Israel came nigh: and he gave 
them in commandment all that the 
Lord had spoken with him in mount 
Sinai. 


33 And till Moses had done speak- 
ing with them, he put a vail on his 
face. 

34 But when Moses went in before 
the Lord to speak with him, he took 
the vail off, until he came out. And 
he came out, and spake unto the 
children of Israel that which he was 
commanded.

5 Take ye fi‘om among you an offer- 
ing unto the Lord: whosoever is of 
a willing heart, let him bring it, an 
offering of the Lord ; gold, and silver, 
and brass, 

6 And blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine linen, and goats’ hair, 

7 And rams’ skins dyed red, and 
badgers’ skins, and shittim wood, 

8 And oil for the light, and spices 
for anointing oil, and for the sweet 
incense, 

9 And onyx stones, and stones to 
be set for the ephod, and for the 
breastplate. 

10 And every wise hearted among 
you shall come, and make all that 
the Lord hath commanded; 
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11 The tabernacle, his tent, and his 
covering, his taches, and his boards, 
his bars, his pillars, and his sockets, 

12 The ark, and the staves thereof, 
with the mercy seat, and the vail of 
the covering, 

13 The table, and his staves, and all 
his vessels, and the shewbread, 

14 The candlestick also for the light, 
and his furniture, and his lamps, with 
the oil for the light, 

15 And the incense altar, and his 
staves, and the anointing oil, and the 
sweet incense, and the hanging for 
the door at the entering in of the 
tabernacle, 

16 The altar of burnt offering, with 
his brasen grate, his staves, and all 
his vessels, the laver and his foot, 

17 The hangings of the court, his 

E illars, and their sockets, and the 
anging for the door of the court, 
18 The pins of the tabernacle, and 
the pins of the comi;, and their cords, 
19 The cloths of seiwice, to do ser- 
vice in the holy place, the holy gar- 
ments for Aaron the priest, and the 
garments of his sons, to minister in 
the priest’s office. 

20 IT And all the congregation of 
the children of Israel departed from 
the presence of Moses. 

21 And they came, every one whose 
heart stirred him up, and every one 
whom his spirit made willing, and 
they brought the Lord’s offering to 
the work of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and for all his service, 
and for the holy garments. 

22 And they came, both men and 
women, as many as were willing 
hearted, and brought bracelets, and 
earrings, and rings, and tablets, all 
jewels of gold: and every man that 
offered offered an offering of gold 
unto the Lord. 

23 And every man, with whom was 
found blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine linen, and goats’ hair, and 
red skins of rams, and badgers’ skins, 
brought them. 

24 Every one that did offer an offer- 
ing of silver and brass brought the 
Lord’s offering: and eveiy man, with 
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whom was found shittim wood for any 
work of the service, brought it. 

25 And all the women that were 
wise hearted did spin with their 
hands, and brought that which they 
had spun, both of blue, and of pur- 
ple, and of scarlet, and of fine linen. 

26 And all the women whose heart 
stirred them up in wisdom spun goats’ 
hair. 

27 And the rulers brought onyx 
stones, and stones to be set, for the 
ephod, and for the breastplate; 

28 And spice, and oil for the light, 
and for the anointing oil, and for the 
sweet incense. 

29 The children of Israel brought 
a willing offering unto the Lord, every 
man and woman, whose heart made 
them willing to bring for all manner 
of work, which the Lord had com- 
manded to be made by the hand of 
Moses. 

30 If And Moses said unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, See, the Lord hath call- 
ed by name Bezaleel the son of Uri, 
the son of Hur, of the tribe of Judah ; 

31 And he hath filled him with the 
spirit of God, in wisdom, in under- 
standing, and in knowledge, and in 
all manner of workmanship; 

32 And to devise curious works, to 
work in gold, and in silver, and in brass, 

33 And in the cutting of stones, to 
set them, and in carving of wood, to 
make any manner of cunning work. 

34 And he hath put in his heart 
that he may teach, both he, and Aho- 
liab, the son of Ahisamach, of the 
tribe of Dan. 

35 Them hath he filled with wisdom 
of heart, to work all manner of work, 
of the engraver, and of the cunning 
workman, and of the embroiderer, in 
blue, and in purple, in scarlet, and in 
fine linen, and of the weaver, even of 
them that do any work, and of those 
that devise cunning work. 

CHAPTER XXXVI.

The curtains, hoards, a/nd 

T hen wrought Bezaleel and Aho- 
liab, and every wise hearted man, 
in whom the Lord put wisdom and 
understanding to know how to work 
all manner of work for the service of 
the sanctuary, according to all that 
the Lord had commanded. 

2 And Moses called Bezaleel and 
Aholiab, and every wise hearted man, 
in whose heart the Lord had put 
wisdom, even every one whose heart 
stirred him up to come unto the 
work to do it: 

3 And they received of Moses all 
the offering, which the children of 
Israel had brought for the work of 
the service of the sanctuary, to make 
it withal And they brought yet un- 
to him free offerings every morning. 

4 And all the wise men, that wrought 
all the work of the sanctuary, came 
every man from his work which they 
made ; 

5 t And they spake unto Moses, 
saying. The people bring much more 
than enough for the service of the 
work, which the Lord commanded to 
make. 

6 And Moses gave commandment, 
and they caused it to be proclaimed 
throughout the camp, saying. Let 
neither man nor woman make any 
more work for the offering of the 
sanctuary. So the people were re- 
strained from bringing. 

7 For the stuff they had was suffi- 
cient for all the work to make it, and 
too much. 

8 If And every wise hearted man 
among them that wrought the work 
of the tabernacle made ten curtains 
of fine twined linen, and blue, and 
purple, and scarlet: with cherubims 
of cunning work made he them. 

9 The length of one curtain was 
twenty and eight cubits, and the 
breadth of one curtain four cubits: 
the curtains were all of one size. 

10 And he coupled the five curtains 
one unto another : and the other five 
curtains he coupled one unto another. 

11 And he made loops of blue on the 
edge of one curtain from the selvedge 
in the coupling : likewise he made in 
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bars for the tdbemade. 

the uttermost side of another curtain, 
in the coupling of the second. 

12 Fifty loops made he in one cur- 
tain, and fifty loops made he in the 
edge of the curtain which was in the 
coupling of the second: the loops 
held one curtain to another. 

13 And he made fifty taches of gold, 
and coupled the curtains one unto 
another with the taches: so it be- 
came one tabernacle.

21 The length of a board was ten 
cubits, and the breadth of a board 
one cubit and a half 

22 One board had two tenons, 
equally distant one from another: 
thus did he make for all the boards 
of the tabernacle. 

23 And he made boards for the 
tabernacle; twenty boards for the 
south side southward: 

24 And forty sockets of silver he 
made under the twenty boards ; two 
sockets under one board for his two 
tenons, and two sockets under an- 
other board for his two tenons. 

25 And for the other side of the 
tabernacle, which is toward the north 
comer, he made twenty boards, 

26 And their forty sockets of silver ;

36 And when the cloud was taken 
up from over the tabernacle, the 
children of Israel went onward in 
all their journeys : 

37 But if the cloud were not taken 
up, then they journeyed not till the 
day that it was taken up. 

38 For the cloud of the Lord was 
upon the tabernacle by day, and fire 
was on it by night, in the sight of all 
the house of Israel, throughout all

CHAPTER I.

5 An d he shall kill the bullock 
before the Lord: and the priests, 
Aaron’s sons, shall bring the blood, 
and sprinkle the blood round about 
upon the altar that is by the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

6 And he shall flay the burnt offer- 
ing, and cut it into his pieces. 

7 And the sons of Aaron the priest 
shall put fii*e upon the altar, and lay 
the wood in order upon the fire : 

8 And the priests, Aaron’s sons, 
shall lay the parts, the head, and the 
fat, in order upon the wood that is 
on the fire which is upon the altar: 

9 But his inwards and his legs shall 
he wash in w'ater: and the priest 
shall bum all on the altar, to he a 
burnt sacrifice, an offering made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

10 II And if his offering he of the 
flocks, namely, of the sheep, or of the 
goats, for a biumt sacrifice ; he shall 
bring it a male without blemish.

11 And he shall kill it on the side 
of the altar northward before the 
Lord : and the priests, Aaron’s sons, 
shall sprinkle his blood round about 
upon the altar.

14 1 And if the burnt sacrifice for 
his offering to the Lord he of fowls, 
then he shall bring his ofiering of 
turtledoves, or of young pigeons. 

15 And the priest shall bring it un- 
to the altar, and wring off his head, 
and bum it on the altar; and the 
blood thereof shall be wrung out at 
the side of the altar:

17 And he shall cleave it with the 
wings thereof’ hut shall not divide it 
asunder : and the priest shall burn it 
upon the altar, upon the wood that 
is upon the fire : it w a burnt sacri- 
fice, an offering made by fire, of a 
sweet savour unto the Lord.

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, If a soul shall sin through 
ignorance against any of the com- 
mandments of the Lord concerning 
things which ought not to be done, 
and shall do against any of them: 

3 If the priest that is anointed do 
sin according to the sin of the peo- 


of ignorance. 

pie; then let him bring for his sin, 
which he hath sinned, a yoxmg bul- 
lock without blemish unto the Lord 
for a sin offering. 

4 And he shall bring the bullock unto 
the door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation before the Lord ; and shall 
lay his hand upon the bullock’s head, 
and kill the bullock before the Lord. 

5 And the priest that is anointed 
shall take of the bullock’s blood, and 
bring it to the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation : 

6 And the priest shall dip his fin- 
ger in the blood, and sprinkle of the 
blood seven times before the Lord, 
before the vail of the sanctuary. 

7 And the priest shall put some of 
the blood upon the horns of the al- 
tar of sweet incense before the Lord, 
which is in the tabernacle of the 
congregation ; and shall pour all the 
blood of the bullock at the bottom 
of the altar of the burnt offering, 
which is at the door of the taberna- 
cle of the congregation. 

8 And he shall take off from it all 
the fat of the bullock for the sin of- 
fering ; the fat that covereth the in- 
wards, and all the fat that is upon 
the inwards, 

9 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is upon them, which is by the 
flanks, and the caul above the liver, 
with the kidneys, it shall he take 
away, 

10 As it was taken off from the bul- 
lock of the sacrifice of peace offer- 
ings : and the priest shall bum them 
upon the altar of the burnt offering. 

11 And the skin of the bullock, and 
all his flesh, with his head, and with 
his legs, and his inwards, and his 
dung, 

12 Even the whole bullock shall he 
carry forth without the camp unto 
a clean place, where the ashes are 
poured out, and bum him on the 
wood with fire : where the ashes are 
poured out shall he be burnt. 

13 IT And if the whole congregation 
of Israel sin through ignorance, and 
the thing be hid from the eyes of the 
assembly, and they have done somer

19 And he shall take all his fat from 
him, and bum it upon the altar. 

20 And he shall do with the bul- 
lock as he did with the bullock for a 
sin offering, so shall he do with this : 
and the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for them, and it shall be for- 
given them. 

21 And he shall carry forth the bul- 
lock without the camp, and burn him 
as he burned the first bullock : it is 
a sin offering for the congregation. 

22 IF When a ruler hath sinned, and 
done somewhat through ignorance 
against any of the commandments of 
the Lord his God concerning things 
which should not be done, and is 
guilty ; 

23 Or if his sin, wherein he hath 
sinned, come to his knowledge; he 
shall bring his offering, a kid of the 
goats, a male without blemish: 

24 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of the goat, and kill it in 
the place where tney kill the burnt

27 ^ And if any one of the common 
people sin through ignorance, while 
he doeth somewhat against any of the 
commandments of the Lord concentr 
ing things which ought not to be done, 
and be guilty ; 

28 Or if his sin, which he hath sin- 
ned, come to his knowledge : then he 
shall bring his offering, a kid of the 
goats, a female without blemish, for 
his sin which he hath sinned. 

29 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of the sin offering, and slay 
the sin offering in the place of the 
burnt offering. 

30 And the priest shall take of the 
blood thereof with his finger, and put 
it upon the horns of the altar of burnt 
offering, and shall pour out all the 
blood thereof at the bottom of the 
altar. 

31 And he shall take away all the 
fat thereof, as the fat is taken away 
from off the sacrifice of peace offer- 
ings; and the priest shall bum it 
upon the altar for a sweet savour 
unto the Lord; and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him, and it 
shall be forgiven him. 

32 And if he bring a lamb for a sin 
offering, he shall bring it a female 
without blemish. 

33 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of the sin offering, and slay 
it for a sin offering in the place where 
they kill the burnt offering. 

34 And the priest shall take of the 
blood of the sin offering with his 
finger, and put it upon the horns of 
the altar of burnt offering, and shall

CHAPTER Y. 

1 He that sinneth in concealing his knowledge^ 2 in 
touching an unclean thing, 4 or in making an oath, 
6 His trespass offering, of the flock, 7 of fowls, \\ or 
of flour. 14 The trespass offering in sacrilege, 17 
and in sins of ignorance. 

A n D if a soul sin, and hear the 
. voice of swearing, and is a wit- 
ness, whether he hath seen or kno^vn 
of it ; if he do not utter it, then he 
shall bear his iniquity. 

2 Or if a soul touch any unclean 
thing, whether it he a carcase of an 
unclean beast, or a carcase of un- 
clean cattle, or the carcase of un- 
clean creeping things, and if it be 
hidden from him; he also shall be 
unclean, and guilty. 

3 Or if he touch the uncleanness of 
man, whatsoever uncleanness it he 
that a man shall be defiled withal, 
and it be hid from him ; when he 
knoweth of it, then he shall be guilty. 

4 Or if a soul swear, pronouncing 
with his lips to do evil, or to do 
good, whatsoever it he that a man 
shall pronounce with an oath, and 
it be hid from him ; when he know- 
eth of it, then he shall be guilty in 
one of these. 

5 And it shall be, when he shall be 
guilty in one of these things, that he 
shall confess that he hath sinned in 
that thing: 

6 And he shall bring his trespass 
offering unto the Lord for his sin 
which he hath sinned, a female from 
the flock, a lamb or a kid of the 
goats, for a sin oflTering; and the 
priest shall make an atonement for 
him concerning his sin. 

7 And if he be not able to bring a 
lamb, then he shall bring for his tres- 
pass, which he hath committed, two 


turtledoves, or two young pigeons, 
unto the Lord ; one for a sin offering, 
and the other for a burnt offering. 

8 And he shall bring them unto 
the priest, who shall offer Hutt which 
is for the sin offering first, and wring 
off his head from his neck, but shall 
not divide it asunder : 

9 And he shall sprinkle of the blood 
of the sin offering upon the side of 
the altar ; and the rest of the blood 
shall be wrung out at the bottom of 
the altar : it is a sin offering. 

10 And he shall offer the second 
for a burnt offering, according to the 
manner: and the priest shall make 
an atonement for him for his sin 
which he hath sinned, and it shall 
be forgiven him. 

11 H But if he be not able to bring 
two turtledoves, or two young pi- 
geons, then he that sinned shall 
bring for his offering the tenth part 
of an ephah of fine flour for a sin 
offering ; he shall put no oil upon it, 
neither shall he put any frankincense 
thereon : for it is a sin offering. 

12 Then shall he bring it to the 
priest, and the priest shall take his 
handful of it, even a memorial there- 
of, and burn it on the altar, accord- 
ing to the offerings made by fire un- 
to the Lord : it is a sin offering. 

13 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for him as touching his 
sin that he hath sinned in one of 
these, and it shall be forgiven him: 
and the remnant shall be the priest’s, 
as a meat offering. 

14 If And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

15 If a soul commit a trespass, and 
sin through ignorance, in the holy 
things of the Lord; then he shall 
bring for his trespass unto the Lord 
a ram without blemish out of the 
flocks, with thy estimation by she- 
kels of silver, after the shekel of the 
sanctuary, for a trespass offering : 

16 And he shall make amends for 
the harm that he hath done in the 
holy thing, and shall add the fifth 
part thereto, and give it unto the 
priest: and the priest shall make 
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The trespass offering LEVITICUS, VL for sins done wiuingly. 


an atonement for him with the ram 
of the trespass offering, and it shall 
be forgiven him. 

17 f And if a soul sin, and commit 
any of these things which are for- 
bidden to be done by the command- 
ments of the Lord ; though he wist 
it not, yet is he guilty, and shall bear 
his iniquity. 

18 And he shall bring a ram with- 
out blemish out of the flock, with 
thy estimation, for a trespass offer- 
ing, imto the priest: and the priest 
shall make an atonement for him 
concerning his ignorance wherein he 
erred and wist it not, and it shall be 
forgiven him. 

19 It is a trespass offering : he hath 
certainly trespassed against the Lord. 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 The trespass offering for sins done wittingly, 8 The

The law of the sin offering, 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
J\. saying, 

2 If a soul sin, and commit a tres- 
pass against the Lord, and lie unto 
lis neighbour in that which was de- 
ivered him to keep, or in fellowship, 
or in a thing taken away by violence, 
or hath deceived his neighbour; 

3 Or have found that which was 
lost, and lieth concerning it, and 
sweareth falsely ; in any of all these 
that a man doeth, sinning therein : 

4 Then it shall be, because he hath 
sinned, and is guilty, that he shall 
restore that which he took violently 
away, or the thing which he hath 
deceitfully gotten, or that which was 
delivered him to keep, or the lost 
thing which he found, 

5 Or all that about which he hath 
sworn falsely; he shall even restore 
it in the principal, and shall add the 
fifth part more thereto, and give it 
unto him to whom it appertaineth, 
in the day of his trespass offering. 

6 And he shall bring his trespass 
offering unto the Lord, a ram with- 
out blemish out of the flock, with thy 
estimation, for a trespass offering, 
imto the priest: 


7 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for him before the Lord : 
and it shall be forgiven him for any 
thing of all that he hath done in 
tre^assing therein. 

8 ^ And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

9 Command Aaron and his sons, say- 
ing, This is the law of the burnt offer- 
ing : It is the burnt offering, because 
of the bmiiing upon the altar all night 
unto the morning, and the fire of the 
altar shall be burning in it. 

10 And the priest shall put on his 
linen garment, and his linen breeches 
shall he put upon his flesh, and take 
up the ashes which the fire hath con- 
sumed with the burnt offering on the 
altar, and he shall put them beside 
the altar. 

11 And he shall put oft' his garments, 
and put on other garments, and carry 
forth the ashes without the camp 
unto a clean place. 

12 And the fire upon the altar shall 
be burning in it ; it shall not be put 
out : and the priest shall bum wood 
on it every morning, and lay the burnt 
offering in order upon it ; and he shall 
bum thereon the fat of the peace of- 
ferings. 

13 The fire shall ever be bimiing 
upon the altar ; it shall never go out. 

14 1 And this is the law of the meat 
offering: the sons of Aaron shall offer 
it before the Lord, before the altar. 

15 And he shall take of it his hand- 
ful, of the flour of the meat offering, 
and of the oil thereof, and all the 
frankincense which is upon the meat 
offering, and shall bum it upon the 
altar for a sweet savour, even the 
memorial of it, unto the Lord. 

16 And the remainder thereof shall 
Aaron and his sons eat : with unlea- 
vened bread shall it be eaten in the 
holy place; in the court of the ta- 
bernacle of the congregation they 
shall eat it. 

17 It shall not be baken with lea- 
ven. I have given it unto them for 
their portion of my offerings made 
by fire ; it is most holy, as is the sin 
offering, and as the trespass offering.

This is the law of the 
sin offering : In the place where the 
burnt offering is killed shall the sin 
offering be killed before the Lord : 
it is most holy. 

26 The priest that offereth it for sin 
shall eat it : in the holy place shall it 
be eaten, in the coiu’t of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

27 Whatsoever shall touch the flesh 
thereof shall be holy : and when there 
is sprinkled of the blood thereof 
upon any garment, thou shalt wash 
that whereon it was sprinkled in the 
holy place. 

28 But the earthen vessel wherein it 
is sodden shall be broken : and if it 
be sodden in a brasen pot, it shall be 
both scoured, and rinsed in water. 

29 All the males among the priests 
shall eat thereof : it is most holy. 

30 And no sin offering, whereof 
any of the blood is brought into the 
tabernacle of the congregation to 


reconcile withal in the holy place, 
shall be eaten: it shall be burnt in 
the fire.

ND Nadab and Abihu, the sons of 
Aaron, took either of them his 
censer, and put fire therein, and put 
incense thereon, and offered strange 
fire before the Lord, which he com- 
manded them not. 

2 And there went out fire from the 
Lord, and devoured them, and they 
died before the Lord. 

3 Then Moses said unto Aaron, This 
is it that the Lord spake, saying, I 
will be sanctified in them that come 
nigh me, and before all the people I 
will be glorified. And Aaron held his 
peace. 

4 And Moses called Mishael and El- 
zaphan, the sons of Uzziel the uncle 
of Aaron, and said unto them. Come 
near, carry your bretlu’en from before 
the sanctuary out of the camp. 

5 So they went near, and carried 
them in their coats out of the camp ; 
as Moses had said. 

6 And Moses said xmto Aaron, and 
unto Eleazar and unto Ithamar, his 
sous. Uncover not your heads, neither 
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rend your clothes; lest ye die, and 
lest wrath come upon all the people : 
but let your brethren, the whole house 
of Israel, bewail the burning which the 
Lord hath kindled. 

7 And ye shall not go out from the 
door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, lest ye die : for the anoint- 
ing oil of the Lord is upon you. And 
they did according to the word of 
Moses.

10 And that ye may put difference 
between holy and unholy, and be- 
tween unclean and clean; 

11 And that ye may teach the chil- 
dren of Israel all the statutes which 
the Lord hath spoken unto them by 
the hand of Moses. 

12 If And Moses spake unto Aaron, 
and unto Eleazar and unto Ithamar, 
his sons that were left. Take the meat 
offering that remaineth of the offer- 
ings of the Lord made by fire, and 
eat it without leaven beside the altar : 
for it is most holy : 

13 And ye shall eat it in the holy 
place, because it is thy due, and thy 
sons’ due, of the sacrifices of the 
Lord made by fire : for so I am com- 
manded. 

14 And the wave breast and heave 
shoulder shall ye eat in a clean place ; 
thou, and thy sons, and thy daughters 
with thee: for they he thy due, and 
thy sons’ due, which are given out of 
the sacrifices of peace offerings of 
the children of Israel. 

15 The heave shoulder and the wave 
breast shall they bring with the offer- 
ings made by fire of the fat, to wave 
it for 2 b wave offering before the Lord ; 
and it shall be thine, and thy sons’ 
with thee, by a statute for ever; as 
the Lord hath commanded. 

16 1 And Moses diligently sought 
the goat of the sin offering, and, be- 


hold, it was burnt : and he was angry 
with Eleazar and Ithamar, the sons of 
Aaron which were left alive, saying, 

17 Wherefore have ye not eaten the 
sin offering in the holy place, seeing 
it is most holy, and God hath given it 
you to bear the iniquity of the con- 
gregation, to make atonement for 
them before the Lord? 

18 Behold, the blood of it was not 
brought in within the holy j!>Zace; ye 
should indeed have eaten it in the 
holy place, as I commanded. 

19 And Aaron said unto Moses, Be- 
hold, this day have they offered their 
sin offering and their burnt offering 
before the Lord ; and such things have 
befallen me : and if I had eaten the 
sin off ering to day, should it have been 
accepted in the sight of the Lord ? 

20 And when Moses heard that, he 
was content. 

CHAPTER XI.

3 Whatsoever parteth the hoof, and 
is clovenfooted, and cheweth the cud, 
among the beasts, that shall ye eat. 

4 Nevertheless these shall ye not eat 
of them that chew the cud, or of them 
that divide the hoof: as the camel, 
because he cheweth the cud, but di- 
videth not the hoof; he is unclean 
unto you. 

6 And the coney, because he cheweth 
the cud, but divideth not the hoof; 
he is unclean unto you. 

6 And the hare, because he cheweth 
the cud, but divideth not the hoof; 
he is unclean unto you. 

7 And the swine, though he divide 
the hoof, and be clovenfooted, yet he 
cheweth not the cud; he is unclean 
to you. 

8 Of their flesh shall ye not eat, and 
their carcase shall ye not touch ; they 
a/re unclean to you. 
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The distinction of meats 

9 IT These shall ye eat of all that are 
in the waters: whatsoever hath fins 
and scales in the waters, in the seas, 
and in the rivers, them shall ye eat. 

10 And all that have not fins and 
scales in the seas, and in the rivers, 
of all that move in the waters, and 
of any living thing which is in the 
waters, they shall he an abomination 
Tmto you: 

11 They shall be even an abomina- 
tion unto you; ye shall not eat of 
their fiesh, but ye shall have their 
carcases in abomination. 

12 Whatsoever hath no fins nor scales 
in the waters, that shall he an abomi- 
nation unto you. 

13 1 And these are they which ye 
shall have in abomination among the 
fowls; they shall not be eaten, they 
are an abomination: the eagle, and 
the ossifrage, and the ospray, 

14 And the vulture, and the kite 
after his kind; 

15 Every raven after his kind; 

16 And the owl, and the night hawk, 
and the cuckow, and the hawk after 
his kind, 

17 And the little owl, and the cor- 
morant, and the great owl, 

18 And the swan, and the pelican, 
and the gier eagle, 

19 And the stork, the heron after her 
kind, and the lapwing, and the bat. 

20 All fowls that creep, going upon 
aU four, shall he an abomination unto 
you. 

21 Yet these may ye eat of every 
fiying creeping thing that goeth upon 
cdl four, which have legs above their 
feet, to leap withal upon the earth ; 

22 Even these of them ye may eat ; 
the locust after his kind, and the bald 
locust after his kind, and the beetle 
after his kind, and the grasshopper 
after his kind. 

23 But all fiying creeping things, 

which have four feet, shall he an abo- 
mination unto you. 

24 And for these ye shall be un- 
clean: whosoever toucheth the car- 
case of them shall be imclean imtil 
the even. 

25 And whosoever beareth ought of 


clean and unclean. 

the carcase of them shall wash his 
clothes, and be imclean until tbs 
even. 

26 The carcases of every beast which 
divideth the hoof, and is not cloven- 
footed, nor cheweth the cud, are 
unclean unto you: every one that 
toucheth them shall be unclean. 

27 And whatsoever goeth upon his 
paws, among all manner of beasts 
that go on all four, those are un- 
clean unto you : whoso toucheth their 
carcase shall be unclean until the 
even. 

28 Ajud he that beareth the carcase 
of them shall wash his clothes, and 
be unclean until the even : they are 
unclean unto you. 

29 1 These also shall he unclean unto 
you among the creeping things that 
creep upon the earth; the weaseh 
and the mouse, and the tortoise after 
his kind, 

30 And the ferret, and the chame- 
leon, and the lizard, and the snail, 
and the mole. 

31 These are unclean to you among 
all that creep : whosoever doth touch 
them, when they be dead, shall be 
unclean until the even. 

32 And upon whatsoever any of 
them, when they are dead, doth fall, 
it shall be imclean; whether it he 
any vessel of wood, or raiment, or 
skui, or sack, whatsoever vessel it he, 
wherein any work is done, it must 
be put into water, and it shall be 
unclean until the even ; so it shall be 
cleansed. 

33 And every earthen vessel, where- 
into any of them falleth, whatsoever 
is in it shall be unclean ; and ye shall 
break it. 

34 Of all meat which may be eaten, 
that on which svtch water cometh shall 
be unclean: and all drink that may 
be drunk in every such vessel shall 
be unclean. 

35 And every thing whereupon any 
part of their carcase falleth shall be 
unclean ; whether it he oven, or ranges 
for pots, they shall be broken down : 
for they are unclean, and shall be 
unclean unto you. 
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36 Nevertheless a fountain or pit, 
wherein there is plenty of water, shall 
be clean: but that which toucheth 
their carcase shall be unclean. 

37 And if any part of their carcase 
fall upon any sowing seed which is to 
be sown, it shall he clean. 

38 But if amy water be put upon 
the seed, and any part of their car- 
case fall thereon, it shall he unclean 
unto you. 

39 And if any beast, of which ye 
may eat, die; he that toucheth the 
carcase thereof shall be luiclean uiitil 
the even. 

40 And he that eateth of the carcase 
of it shall wash his clothes, and be 
unclean until the even : he also that 
beareth the carcase of it shall wash 
his clothes, and be unclean until the 
even. 

41 And every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth shall he an 
abomination ; it shall not be eaten. 

42 Whatsoever goeth upon the belly, 
and whatsoever goeth upon all four, 
or whatsoever hath more feet among 
all creeping things that creep upon 
the earth, them ye shall not eat ; for 
they are an abomination. 

43 Ye shall not make yourselves 
abominable with any creeping thing 
that creepeth, neither shall ye make 
yoimselves unclean with them, that 
ye should be defiled thereby. 

44 For I am the Lord your God : 
ye shall therefore sanctify yourselves, 
and ye shall be holy ; for I am holy : 
neither shall ye de^e yom'selves with 
any manner of creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth. 

45 For I am the Lord that bringeth 
you up out of the land of Egypt, to 
be your God: ye shall therefore be 
holy, for I am holy. 

46 This is the law of the beasts, and 
of the fowl, and of every living crea- 
ture that moveth in the waters, and 
of every creature that creepeth upon 
the earth: 

47 To make a difference between 
the unclean and the clean, and be- 
tween the beast that may be eaten 
and the beast that may not be eaten. 


CHAPTER Xn.

7 Who shall offer it before the 
Lord, and make an atonement for 
her ; and she shall be cleansed from 
the issue of her blood. This is the 
law for her that hath bora a male or 
a female.

7 And he shall sprinkle upon him 
that is to be cleansed from the le- 
prosy seven times, and shall pro- 
nounce him clean, and shall let the 
living bird loose into the open field. 

8 JDid he that is to be cleansed 
shall wash his clothes, and shave ofi' 
all his hair, and wash himself in water, 
that he may be clean : and after that 
he shall come into the camp, and 
shall tarry abroad out of his tent 
seven days. 

9 But it shall be on the seventh 
day, that he shall shave all his hair ofi* 
his head and his beard and his eye- 
brows, even all his hair he shall shave 
oflf: and he shall wash his clothes, 
also he shall wash his fiesh in water, 
and he shall be clean.

20 Moreover thou shaft not lie car- 
nally with thy neighbour’s wife, to 
defile thyself with her. 

21 And thou shalt not let any of thy 
seed pass through the fire to Molech, 
neither shaft thou profane the name 
of thy God : I am the Lord. 

22 Thou shaft not lie with mankind, 
as with womankind: it is abomina- 
tion. 

23 Neither shaft thou lie with any 
beast to defile thyself therewith : nei- 
ther shall any woman stand before a 
beast to lie down thereto : it is con- 
fusion. 

24 Defile not ye yourselves in any 
of these things : for in all these the 
nations are defiled which I cast out 
before you: 

25 And the land is defiled: there- 
fore I do visit the iniquity thereof 
upon it, and the land itself vomiteth 
out her inhabitants.

3 t Ye shall fear eveiy man his 
mother, and his father, and keep my 
sabbaths: I am the Lord your God. 

4 If Turn ye not imto idols, nor 
make to yourselves molten gods: I 
am the Lord your God. 

6 If And if ye offer a sacrifice of 
peace offerings unto the Lord, ye 
shall offer it at your own will. 

6 It shall be eaten the same day ye 
offer it, and on the morrow : and if 
ought remain until the third day, it 
shall be burnt in the fire. 

7 And if it be eaten at all on the 
third day, it is abominable; it shall 
not be accepted. 

8 Therefore every one that eateth it 
shall bear his iniquity, because he 
hath profaned the hallowed thing of 
the Lord : and that soul shall be cut 
off from among his people. 

9 1 And when ye reap the harvest 
of your land, thou shalt not wholly 
reap the comers of thy field, neither 
shalt thou gather the gle anin gs of 
thy harvest. 

10 And thou shalt not glean thy 
vineyard, neither shalt thou gather 
every grape of thy vineyard; thou 
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sundry lam, 

shalt leave them for the poor and 
stranger: I am the Lord your God. 

11 1 Ye shall not steal, neither deal 
falsely, neither lie one to another. 

12 If And ye shall not swear by my 
name falsely, neither shalt thou pro- 
fane the name of thy God : I am the 
Lord. 

13 If Thou shalt not defraud thy neigh- 
bour, neither rob him : the wages of 
him that is hired shall not abide with 
thee all night imtil the morning. 

14 If Thou shalt not curse the deaf, 
nor put a stumblingblock before the 
blind, but shalt fear thy God: I am 
the Lord. 

16 If Ye shall do no unrighteous- 
ness in judgment : thou shalt not re- 
spect the person of the poor, nor 
honom* the person of the mighty: 
hut in righteousness shalt thou judge 
thy neighbour. 

16 If Thou shalt not go up and down 
as a talebearer among thy people: 
neither shalt thou stand against the 
blood of thy neighbour : 1 am the 
Lord. 

17 If Thou shalt not hate thy bro- 
ther in thine heart: thou shalt in 
any wise rebuke thy neighbour, and 
not suffer sin upon him. 

18 If Thou shalt not avenge, nor 
bear any gmdge against the children 
of thy people, but thou shalt love thy 
neighbovu' as thyself: I am the Lord. 

19 If Ye shall keep my statutes. 
Thou shalt not let thy cattle gender 
with a diverse kind: thou shalt not 
sow thy field with mingled seed : 
neither shall a garment mingled of 
linen and woollen come upon thee. 

20 If And whosoever lieth carnally 
with a woman, that is a bondmaid, 
betrothed to an husband, and not 
at all redeemed, nor freedom given 
her ; she shall be scourged ; they 
shall not be put to death, because 
she was not free. 

21 And he shall bring his trespass 
offering unto the Lord, imto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
even a ram for a trespass offering. 

22 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for him with the ram of 
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the trespass offering before the Lord 
for his sin which he hath done : and 
the sin which he hath done shall be 
forgiven him. 

23 IT And when ye shall come into 
the land, and shall have planted all 
manner of trees for food, then ye 
shall count the fruit thereof as un- 
circumcised: three years shall it be 
as vmcircumcised unto you: it shall 
not be eaten of 

24 But in the fourth year all the 
fruit thereof shall be holy to praise 
the Lord withal. 

25 And in the fifth year shall ye eat 
of the fruit thereof, that it may yield 
unto you the increase thereof: I am 
the Lord your God. 

26 If Ye shall not eat any thing with 
the blood: neither shall ye use en- 
chantment, nor observe times. 

27 Ye shall not round the comers 
of your heads, neither shalt thou mar 
the comers of thy beard. 

28 Ye shall not make any cuttings 
in your fiesh for the dead, nor print 
any marks upon you : I am the Lord. 

29 1 Do not prostitute thy daugh- 
ter, to cause her to be a whore ; lest 
the land fall to whoredom, and the 
land become full of wickedness. 

30 1 Ye shall keep my sabbaths, 
and reverence my sanctuary : I am 
the Lord. 

31 If Regard not them that have 
familiar spirits, neither seek after 
wizards, to be defiled by them: I 
am the Lord your God. 

32 t Thou shalt rise up before the 
hoary head, and honour the face of 
the old man, and fear thy God : I am 
the Lord. 

33 If And if a stranger sojourn with 
thee in your land, ye shall not vex 
him. 

34 But the stranger that dwelleth 
with you shall be unto you as one 
bom among you, and thou shalt love 
him as thyself ; for ye were strangers 
in the land of Egypt : I am the Lord 
your God. 

35 1 Ye shall do no unrighteousness 
in judgment, in meteyard, in weight, 
or in measure. 


36 Just balances, just weights, a just 
ephah, and a just hin, shall ye have : 
I am the Lord your God, which 
brought you out of the land of Egypt 

37 Therefore shall ye observe all my 
statutes, and all my judgments, ana 
do them : I am the Lord.

2 Again, thou shalt say to the chil- 
dren of Israel, Whosoever he he of 
the children of Israel, or of the 
strangers that sojourn in Israel, that 
giveth any of his seed unto Molech ; 
he shall surely be put to death : the 
people of the land shall stone him 
with stones. 

3 And I will set rny face against 
that man, and will cut him off" from 
among his people ; because he hath 
given of his seed imto Molech, to 
defile my sanctuary, and to profane 
my holy name. 

4 And if the people of the land do 
any ways hide their eyes from the 
man, when he giveth of his seed unto 
Molech, and kill him not :

10 H And the man that committeth 
adultery with another man’s wife, 
even he that committeth adultery 
with his neighbour’s wife, the adul- 
terer and the adulteress shall surely 
be put to death. 

11 And the man that lieth with his 
fathers wife hath uncovered his fa- 
ther’s nakedness : both of them shall 
surely be put to death ; their blood 
shall he upon them. 

12 And if a man lie with his daugh- 
ter in law, both of them shall surely 
be put to death : they have wrought 
confusion ; their blood shall he upon 
them. 

13 If a man also lie with mankind, as 
he lieth with a woman, both of them 
have committed an abomination : 
they shall surely be put to death; 
their blood shall he upon them. 

14 And if a man take a wife and 
her mother, it is wickedness: they 
shall be burnt with fire, both he and 
they ; that there be no wickedness 
among you. 

15 And if a man lie with a beast, he 
shall surely be put to death : and ye 
shall slay the beast. 

16 And if a woman approach unto 
any beast, and lie down thereto, thou 
shalt kill the woman, and the beast : 
they shall surely be put to death; 
their blood shall he upon them. 

17 And if a man shall take his sister, 
his father’s daughter, or his mother’s 
daughter, and see her nakedness, 
and she see his nakedness; it is a 
wicked thing ; and they shall be cut 
off in the sight of their people: he 
hath uncovered his sister’s naked- 
ness; he shall bear his iniquity. 

18 And if a man shall lie with a 
woman having her sickness, and shall 
uncover her nakedness ; he hath dis- 
covered her fountain, and she hath 
uncovered the fountain of her blood : 
and both of them shall be cut off 
from among their people. 

19 And thou shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of thy mother’s sister, nor 


of thy father’s sister : for he uncover- 
eth lus near kin : they shall bear their 
iniquity. 

20 And if a man shall lie with his 
uncle’s wife, he hath uncovered his 
uncle’s nakedness: they shall bear 
their sin; they shall die childless. 

21 And if a man shall take his bro- 
ther’s wife, it is an unclean thing : he 
hath uncovered his brother’s naked- 
ness; they shall be childless. 

22 T Ye shall therefore keep all my 
statutes, and all my judgments, and 
do them : that the land, whither I 
bring you to dwell therein, spue you 
not out. 

23 And ye shall not walk in the 
manners of the nation, which I cast 
out before you : for they committed 
all these things, and therefore I ab- 
horred them. 

24 But I have said unto you. Ye 
shall inherit their land, and I will 
give it unto you to possess it, a land 
that floweth with milk and honey : I 
am the Lord your God, which have 
separated you from other people.

3 Six days shall work be done : but 
the seventh day is the sabbath of rest, 
an holy convocation ; ye shall do no 
work therein : it is the sabbath of the 
Lord in all your dwellings. 

4 If These are the feasts of the Lord, 
even holy convocations, which ye shall 
proclaim in their seasons. 

5 In the fourteenth day of the first 
month at even is the Lord’s passover. 

6 And on the fifteenth day of the 
same month is the feast of imleaven- 
ed bread unto the Lord : seven days 
ye must eat unleavened bread. 

7 In the first day ye shall have an 
holy convocation : ye shall do no ser- 
vile work therein. 

8 But ye shall offer an offering made 
by fire unto the Lord seven days : in 
the seventh day is an holy convocar 
tion: ye shall do no servile work 
therein. 


9 If And the Lord spake imto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

10 Speak tmto the children of Is- 
rael, and say unto them. When ye 
be come into the land which I give 
imto you, and shall reap the harvest 
thereof, then ye shall bring a sheaf 
of the firstfruits of your harvest unto 
the priest : 

11 And he shall wave the sheaf be- 
fore the Lord, to be accepted for you : 
on the morrow after the sabbath the 
priest shall wave it. 

12 And ye shall offer that day when 
ye wave the sheaf an he lamb with- 
out blemish of the first year for a 
burnt offering unto the Lord. 

13 And the meat offering thereof 
shall he two tenth deals of fine fiour 
mingled with oil, an offering made 
by &e unto the Lord for a sweet 
saVour : and the drink offering there- 
of shall he of wine, the fourth part of 
an hin. 

14 And ye shall eat neither bread, 
nor parched corn, nor green ears, 
until the selfsame day that ye have 
brought an offering mito your God:

16 If imd ye shall count unto you 
from the morrow after the sabbath, 
from the day that ye brought the 
sheaf of the wave offering; seven 
sabbaths shall be complete: 

16 Even unto the morrow after the 
seventh sabbath shall ye number fifty 
days ; and ye shall offer a new meat 
offering unto the Lord. 

17 Ye shall bring out of your habi- 
tations two wave loaves of two tenth 
deals: they shall be of fine flour; 
they shall be baken with leaven ; they 
are the firstfimits unto the Lord. 

18 And ye shall offer with the bread 
seven lambs without blemish of the 
first year, and one young bullock, and 
two rams : they shall be for a birnit 
offering unto the Lord, with their 
meat offering, and their drink offer- 
ings, even an offering made by fire, of 
sweet savour unto the Lord. 

19 Then ye shall sacrifice one kid 
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of the goats for a sin offering, and 
two lambs of the first year for a sa- 
crifice of peace offerings. 

20 And the priest shall wave them 
with the bread of the firstfruits for 
a wave offering before the Lord, with 
the two lambs : they shall be holy to 
the Lord for the priest. 

21 And ye shall proclaim on the 
selfsame day, that it may be an holy 
convocation unto you: ye shall do 
no servile work therein : it shall he 
a statute for ever in all your dwell- 
ings throughout your generations. 

22 IT And when ye reap the harvest 
of your land, thou shalt not make 
clean riddance of the comers of thy 
field when thou reapest, neither shalt 
thou gather any gleaning of thy har- 
vest : thou shalt leave them imto the 
poor, and to the stranger : I am the 
Lord your God. 

23 IT And the Lord spake unto Mo-

25 Ye shall do no servile work 
therein: but ye shall offer an offer- 
ing made by fire unto the Lord. 

26 IF And the Lord spake imto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

27 Also on the tenth day of this 
seventh month there shall be a day 
of atonement: it shall be an holy 
convocation unto you; and ye shall 
afflict your souls, and offer an offer- 
ing made by fire unto the Lord. 

28 And ye shall do no work in that 
same day: for it is a day of atone- 
ment, to make an atonement for you 
before the Lord your God. 

29 For whatsoever soul it he that 
shall not be afflicted in that same 
day, he shall be cut off* from among 
his people. 

30 And whatsoever soul it he that 
doeth any work in that same day, 
the same soul will I destroy fi'om 
among his people. 

31 Ye shall do no manner of work : 
it shall he a statute for ever through-

out your generations in all your 
dwellings. 

32 It shall he unto you a sabbath of 
rest, and ye shall afflict your souls: 
in the ninth day of the month at even, 
from even unto even, shall ye cele- 
brate your sabbath. 

33 IF And the Lord spake imto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

34 Speak unto the children of Is- 
rael, saying. The fifteenth day of this 
seventh month shall he the feast of 
tabernacles for seven days unto the 
Lord. 

35 On the first day shall he an holy 
convocation: ye shall do no servile 
work therein. 

36 Seven days ye shall offer an of- 
fermg made by fire unto the Lord: 
on the eighth day shall be an holy 
convocation unto you; and ye shall 
offer an offering made by fire unto 
the Lord: it ^ a solemn assembly; 
a'nd ye shall do no servile work 
therein. 

37 These are the feasts of the Lord, 
which ye shall proclaim to he holy 
convocations, to offer an offering 
made by fire unto the Lord, a burnt 
offering, and a meat offering, a sa- 
crifice, and drink offerings, every 
thing upon his day: 

38 Beside the sabbaths of the Lord, 
and beside your gifts, and beside all 
your vows, and beside all your free- 
will offerings, which ye give unto the 
Lord. 

39 Also in the fifteenth day of the 
seventh month, when ye have ga- 
thered in the fhiit of the land, ye 
shall keep a feast unto the Lord 
seven days : on the first day shall he 
a sabbath, and on the eighth day 
shall he a sabbath. 

40 And ye shall take you on the 
first day the boughs of goodly trees, 
branches of palm trees, and the 
boughs of thick trees, and willows 
of the brook; and ye shall rejoice 
before the Lord your God seven 
days. 

41 And ye shall keep it a feast imto 
the Lord seven days in the year. It 
shall he a statute for ever in your 
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generations: ye shall celebrate it in 
the seventh month.

43 That your generations may know 
that I made the children of Israel 
to dwell in booths, when I brought 
them out of the land of Egypt:

44 And Moses declared unto the 
children of Israel the feasts of the 
Lord.

AND the Lord spake imto Moses,

2 Command the children of Israel, 
that they bring unto thee pure oil 
olive beaten for the light, to cause 
the lamps to bvu*n continually. 

3 Without the vail of the testimony, 
in the tabernacle of the congregation, 
shall Aaron order it from the evening 
unto the morning before the Lord 
continually: U shall be a statute for 
ever in your generations. 

4 He shall order the lamps upon 
the pure candlestick before the Lord 
continually. 

5 If And thou shalt take fine fiour, 
and bake twelve cakes thereof : two 
tenth deals shall be in one cake. 

3 And thou shalt set them in two 
rows, six on a row, upon the pure 
table before the Lord. 

7 And thou shalt put pm*e frank- 
incense upon each row, that it may 
be on the bread for a memorial, even 
an offering made by fire unto the 
Lord. 

8 Every sabbath he shall set it in 
order before the Lord continually, 
being talcen from the children of Israel 
by an everlasting covenant. 

9 And it shall be Aaron’s and his 
sons’; and they shall eat it in the 
holy place : for it is most holy unto 
him of the offerings of the Lord 
made by fire by a perpetual statute. 

10 If A^d the son of an Israelitish

woman, whose father was an Egyp- 
tian, went out among the children 
of Israel : and this son of the Israel- 
itish woman and a man of Israel 
strove together in the camp; 

11 And the Israelitish woman’s son 
blasphemed the name of the LORD* 
and cursed. And they brought him 
unto Moses : (and his mother’s name 
w€LS Shelomith, the daughter of Dibri, 
of the tribe of Dan :) 

12 And they put him in ward, that 
the mind of the Lord might be shew- 
ed them. 

13 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

14 Bring forth him that hath cmsed 
without the camp; and let all that 
heard him lay their hands upon his 
head, .and let all the congregation 
stone him. 

15 And thou shalt speak unto the 
children of Israel, saying, Whosoever 
curseth his God shall bear his sin. 

16 And he that blasphemeth the 
name of the Lord, he shall surely be 
put to death, and all the congrega- 
tion shall certainly stone him: as 
well the stranger, as he that is born 
in the land, when he blasphemeth the 
name of the LORD, shall be put to 
death.

18 And he that killeth a beast shall 
make it good ; beast for beast. 

19 And if a man cause a blemish in 
his neighbour; as he hath done, so 
shall it be done to him;

blemish in a man, so shall it be done 
to him again. 

21 And he that killeth a beast, he 
shall restore it: and he that killeth 
a man, he shall be put to death. 

22 Ye shall have one maimer of law, 
as well for the stranger, as for one of 
your own country : for I am the Lord 
your God. 

23 IT And Moses spake to the chil- 
dren of Israel, that they should bring 
forth him that had cursed out of the 
camp, and stone him with stones.

3 Six years thou shalt sow thy field, 
and six years thou shalt prune thy 
vineyard, and gather in the fruit 
thereof ; 

4 But in the seventh year shall be 
a sabbath of rest unto the land, a 
sabbath for the Lord: thou shalt 
neither sow thy field, nor prune thy 
vineyard. 

5 That which groweth of its own 
accord of thy harvest thou shalt not 
reap, neither gather the grapes of 
thy vine undressed: for it is a year 
of rest unto the land. 

6 And the sabbath of the land shall 
be meat for you; for thee, and for 
thy servant, and for thy maid, and 
for thy hired servant, and for thy 
stranger that sojoumeth with thee, 

7 And for thy cattle, and for the 
beast that are in thy land, shall all 
the increase thereof be meat. 

8 IF And thou shalt number seven 
sabbaths of years unto thee, seven 
times seven years ; and the space of 
the seven sabbaths of years shall be 
unto thee forty and nine years. 

9 Then shalt thou cause the trum- 
pet of the jubile to soimd on the 
tenth day of the seventh month, in 
the day of atonement shall ye make 
the trumpet sound throughout all 
your land. 

10 And ye shall hallow the fiftieth 
year, and proclaim liberty through- 
out all the land imto all the inhabit- 
ants thereof : it shall be a jubile unto 
you ; and ye shall return every man 
unto his possession, and ye shall re- 
turn every man unto his family. |

15 According to the number of 
years after the jubile thou shalt buy 
of thy neighbour, and according un- 
to the number of years of the fruits 
he shall sell unto thee : 

IG According to the mviltitude of 
years thou shalt increase the price 
thereof and according to the few- 
ness of years thou shalt diminish 
the price of it: for according to the 
number of the years of the fruits 
doth he sell unto thee. 

17 Ye shall not therefore oppress 
one another ; but thou shalt fear thy 
God : for I am the Lord your God. 

18 IF Wlierefore ye shall do my 
statutes, and keep my judgments, 
and do them; and ye shall dwell in 
the land in safety. 

19 And the land shall yield her 
fruit, and ye shall eat your fill, and 
dwell therein in safety. 

20 And if ye shall say. What shatl 
we eat the seventh year? behold, we 
shall not sow, nor gather in our in- 
crease : 

21 Then I will command my bless- 
ing upon you in the sixth year, and 
it shall bring forth fruit for three 
years. 

22 And ye shall sow the eighth year, 
and eat yet of old fruit until the ninth 
year ; until her fruits come in ye shall 
eat of i\\e old store. 

23 IF The land shall not be sold for 
ever : for the land is mine ; for ye are 
strangers and sojourners with me. 

24 .^d in all the land of your pos- 
session ye shall grant a redemption 
for the land. 
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25 f If thy brother be waxen poor, 
and hath sold away some of his pos- 
session, and if any of his kin come 
to redeem it, then shall he redeem 
that which his brother sold. 

26 And if the man have none to 
redeem it, and himself be able to 
redeem it ; 

27 Then let him count the years of 
the sale thereof, and restore the over- 
plus unto the man to whom he sold 
it ; that he may return unto his pos- 
session. 

28 But if he be not able to restore 
it to him, then that which is sold 
shall remain in the hand of him 
that hath bought it imtil the year 
of jubile; and in the jubile it shall 
go out, and he shall return unto his 
possession. 

29 And if a man sell a dwelling 
house in a walled city, then he may 
redeem it within a whole year after 
it is sold ; within a full year may he 
redeem it. 

30 And if it be not redeemed with- 
in the space of a full year, then the 
house that is in the walled city shall 
be established for ever to him that 
bought it throughout his generations : 
it shall not go out in the jubile. 

31 But the houses of the villages 
which have no wall round about 
them shall be counted as the fields 
of the country : they may be re- 
deemed, and they shall go out in the 
jubile. 

32 Notwithstanding the cities of the 
Levites, and the houses of the cities 
of their possession, may the Levites 
redeem at any time. 

33 And if a man purchase of the 
Levites, then the house that was sold, 
and the city of his possession, shall 
go out in the year of jubile : for the 
houses of the cities of the Levites 
are their possession among the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

34 But the field of the suburbs of 
their cities may not be sold ; for it is 
their perpetual possession. 

35 1 And if thy brother be waxen 
poor, and fallen in decay with thee ; 
then thou shalt relieve him: yea,

though he he a stranger, or a sojourn- 
er ; that he may live with thee. 

36 Take thou no usury of him, or 
increase : but fear thy God ; that thy 
brother may live with thee. 

37 Thou shalt not give him thy 
money upon usury, nor lend him thy 
victuals for increase. 

38 I am the Lord your God, which 
brought you forth out of the land 
of Egypt, to give you the land of 
Canaan, and to be your God. 

39 t And if thy brother thcd dwelldh 
by thee be waxen poor, and be sold 
imto thee ; thou shalt not compel 
him to serve as a bondservant: 

40 But as an hired servant, and as 
a sojourner, he shall be with thee, 
and shall serve thee unto the year of 
jubile :

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48 Afber that he is sold he may be 
redeemed again ; one of his brethren 
may redeem him: 

49 Either his uncle, or his uncle’s 
son, may redeem him, or any that is 
nigh of kin \mto him of his family 
may redeem him ; or if he be able, 
he may redeem himself 

50 And he shall reckon with him 
that bought him from the year that 
he was sold to him unto the year of 
jubile : and the price of his sale shall 
be according unto the number of 
years, according to the time of an 
hired servant shall it be with him. 

61 If there be yet many years behind, 
according imto them he shall give 
again the price of his redemption out 
of the money that he was bought for.

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them. When a man 
shall make a singular vow, the per- 
sons shall he for the Lord by thy esti- 
mation. 

3 And thy estimation shall be of the 
male from twenty years old even unto 
sixty years old, even thy estimation 
shall be fifty shekels of silver, after 
the shekel of the sanctuary. 


Laws rey[fecting vows. 

4 And if it a female, then thy es- 
timation shall be thirty shekels. 

5 And if it he from five years old 
even imto twenty years old, then thy 
estimation shall be of the male twen- 
ty shekels, and for the female ten 
shekels. 

6 And if it he from a month old 
even unto five years old, then thy 
estimation shall be of the male five 
shekels of silver, and for the female 
thy estimation shall he three shekels 
of silver. 

7 And if it he from sixty years old 
and above ; if it he a male, then thy 
estimation shall be fifteen shekels, 
and for the female ten shekels. 

8 But if he be poorer than thy esti- 
mation, then he shall present himself 
before the priest, and the priest shall 
value him; according to his ability 
that vowed shall the priest value 
him. 

9 And if it he a beast, whereof men 
bring an offering unto the Lord, all 
that any man giveth of such unto the 
Lord shall be holy. 

10 He shall not alter it, nor change 
it, a good for a bad, or a bad for a 
good: and if he shall at all change 
beast for beast, then it and the ex- 
change thereof shall be holy. 

11 And if it he any unclean beast, of 
which they do not offer a sacrifice 
unto the Lord, then he shall present 
the beast before the priest : 

12 And the priest shall value it, 
whether it be goo<l or bad: as thou 
vainest it, who art the priest, so shall 
it be. 

13 But if he will at all redeem it, 
then he shall add a fifth part there- 
of unto thy estimation. 

14 IF And when a man shall sanc- 
tify his house to he holy unto the 
Lord, then the priest shall estimate 
it, whether it be good or bad : as the 
priest shall estimate it, so shall it 
stand. 

15 And if he that sanctified it will 
redeem his house, then he shall add 
the fifth part of the money of thy 
estimation unto it, and it shall be 
his. 
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16 And if a man shall sanctify un- 
to the Lord some, part of a field of 
his possession, then thy estimation 
shall be according to the seed there- 
of: an homer of barley seed shall he 
valued at fifty shekels of silver. 

17 If he sanctify his field from the 
year of jubile, according to thy esti- 
mation it shall stand. 

18 But if he sanctify his field after 
the jubile, then the priest shall reckon 
mito him the money according to the 
years that remain, even unto the year 
of the jubile, and it shall be abated 
from thy estimation. 

19 And if he that sanctified the 
field will in any wise redeem it, then 
he shall add the fifth part of the 
money of thy estimation unto it, and 
it shall be assured to him. 

20 And if he will not redeem the 
field, or if he have sold the field to 
another man, it shall not be redeem- 
ed any more. 

21 But the field, when it goeth out 
in the jubile, shall be holy unto the 
Lord, as a field devoted; the pos- 
session thereof shall be the priest’s. 

22 And if a man sanctify unto the 
Lord a field which he hath bought, 
wliich is not of the fields of his pos- 
session ; 

23 Then the priest shall reckon 
imto him the worth of thy estima- 
tion, even unto the year of the jubile: 
and he shall give thine estimation in 
that day, as a holy thing unto the 
Lord. 

24 In the year of the jubile the 
field shall return unto him of whom 
it was bought, even to him to Avhom 
the possession of the land did be- 
long. 

25 And all thy estimations shall be

26 IT Only the firstling of the beasts, 
which should be the Lord’s firstling, 
no man shall sanctify it ; whether it 
he ox, or sheep: it is the Lord’s. 

27 .Ajid if it be of an unclean beast, 
then he shall redeem it according to 
thine estimation, and shall add a fifth 
part of it thereto : or if it be not 
redeemed, then it shall be sold ac- 
cording to thy estimation. 

28 Notwithstanding no devoted 
thing, that a man shall devote unto 
the Lord of all that he hath, both of 
man and beast, and of the field of his 
possession, shall be sold or redeem- 
ed : every devoted thing is most holy 
unto the Lord. 

29 None devoted, which shall be 
devoted of men, shall be redeemed; 
but shall surely be put to death. 

30 And all the tithe of the land, 
whether of the seed of the land, or of 
the fruit of the tree, is the Lord’s: 
it is holy unto the Lord. 

31 And if a man will at all redeem 
ought of his tithes, he shall add there- 
to the fifth part thereof 

32 And concerning the tithe of the 
herd, or of the flock, even of whatso- 
ever passeth under the rod, the tenth 
shall be holy unto the Lord. 

33 He shall not search whether it 
be good or bad, neither shall he 
change it: and if he change it at 
all, then both it and the change 
thereof shall be holy; it shall not 
be redeemed. 

34 These are the commandments, 
which the Lord commanded Moses 
for the children of Israel in mount 
Sinai.

CHAPTEK I.

4 And with you there shall be a man 
of every tribe ; every one head of the 
house of his fathers. 

5 IT And these are the names of the 
men that shall stand with you : of the 
tribe of Reuben; Elizur the son of 
Shedeur. 

6 Of Simeon ; Shelumiel the son of 
Zurishaddai. 

7 Of Judah; Nahshon the son of 
Amminadab. 

8 Of Issachar; Nethaneel the son 
of Zuar. 

9 Of Zebulun; Eliab the son of 
Helon. 

10 Of the children of Joseph: of 
Ephraim; Elishama the son of Am- 
mihud: of Manasseh; Gamaliel the 
son of Pedahzur. 

II Of Benjamin ; Abidan the son of 
Gideoni. 

12 Of Dan ; Ahiezer the son of Am- 
mishaddai. 

13 Of Asher; Pagiel the son of 
Ocran. 

14 Of Gad; Eliasaph the son of 
Deuel. 

15 Of Naphtali; Ahira the son of 
Euaa 


16 These were the renowned of the 
congregation, princes of the tribes of 
their fathers, heads of thousands in 
Israel. 

17 And Moses and Aaron took 
these men which are expressed by 
their names: 

18 And they assembled all the con- 
gregation together on the first day 
of the second month, and they de- 
clared their pedigrees after their fa- 
milies, by the house of their fathers, 
accor^ng to the number of the 
names, from twenty years old and 
upward, by their polls. 

19 As the Lord commanded Moses, 
so he numbered them in the wilder- 
ness of Sinai. 

20 And the children of Reuben, 
Israel’s eldest son, by their genera- 
tions, after their families, by the 
house of their fathers, according to 
the number of the names, by their 
polls, every male from twenty yeara 
old and upward, all that were able 
to go forth to war; 

21 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Reuben, 
tvere forty and six thousand and five 
hundred. 

22 H Of the children of Simeon, by 
their generations, after their families, 
by the house of their fathers, those 
that were numbered of them, accord- 
ing to the number of the names, by 
their polls, every male from twenty 
years old and upward, all that were 
able to go forth to war; 

23 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Simeon, 
were fifty and nine thousand and 
three hundred. 

24 If Of the children of Gad, by 
their generations, after their fami- 
lies, by the house of their fathers, ac- 
cording to the number of the names, 
fi’om twenty years old and upward, 
all that were able to go forth to war ;

26 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Gad, were 
forty and five thousand six hundred 
and fifty. 

26 IT Of the children of Judah, by 
their generations, after their families, 
by the house of their fathers, accord- 
ing to the number of the names, from 
twenty years old and upward, all that 
were able to go forth to war ; 

27 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Judah, 
were threescore and fourteen thou- 
sand and six hundred. 

28 IT Of the children of Issachar, by 
their generations, after their fami- 
lies, by the house of their fathers, ac- 
cording to the number of the names, 
from twenty years old and upward, 
all that were able to go forth to war ; 

29 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Issachar, 
were fifty and four thousand and four 
hundred. 

30 t Of the children of Zebulun, by 
their generations, after their fami- 
lies, by the house of their fathers, ac- 
cording to the number of the names, 
from twenty years old and upward, 
all that were able to go forth to war ; 

31 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Zebulun, 
were fifty and seven thousand and 
four hundred. 

32 1 Of the children of Joseph, 
namely, of the children of Ephraim, 
by their generations, after their fami- 
lies, by the house of their fathers, ac- 
cording to the number of the names, 
from twenty years old and upward, 
all that were able to go forth to war ; 

33 Those that were nxunbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Ephraim, 
were forty thousand and five hundred. 

34 IT Of the children of Manasseh, 
by their generations, after their fami- 
lies, by the house of their fathers, ac- 
cording to the number of the names, 
from twenty years old and upward, 
all that were able to go forth to war ; 

35 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Manasseh, 
were thirty and two thousand and 
two hundred.

36 1 Of the children of Benjami^ 
by their generations, after their fami- 
lies, by the house of their fathers, ac- 
cording to the number of the names, 
from twenty years old and upward, 
all that were able to go forth to war ; 

37 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Benjamin, 
were thirty and five thousand and 
fom* hundred. 

38 t Of the children of Dan, by 
their generations, after their fami- 
lies, by the house of their fathers, ac- 
cording to the number of the names, 
from twenty years old and upward, all 
that were able to go forth to war ; 

39 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Dan, were 
threescore and two thousand and 
seven hundred. 

40 1 Of the children of Asher, by 
their generations, after their fami- 
lies, by the house of their fathers, ac- 
cording to the number of the names, 
irom twenty years old and upward, 
all that were able to go forth to war ; 

41 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Asher, were 
forty and one thousand and five hun- 
dred. 

42 IT Of the children of Naphtali, 
throughout their generations, after 
their families, by the house of theu- 
fathers, according to the number of 
the names, fi’om twenty years old 
and upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war; 

43 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Naphtali, 
were fifty and three thousand and 
four hundred. 

44 These are those that were num- 
bered, which Moses and Aaron num- 
bered, and the princes of Israel, be- 
ing twelve men : each one was for the 
house of his fathers. 

45 So were all those that were 
numbered of the children of Israel, 
by the house of their fathers, from 
twenty years old and upward, all 
that were able to go forth to war 
in Israel ; 

46 Even all they that were num- 
bered were six hundred thousand 
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and three thousand and five hundred 
and fifty. 

47 IT But the Levites after the tribe 
of their fathers were not numbered 
among them. 

48 For the Lord had spoken unto 
Moses, saying, 

49 Only thou shalt not number the 
tribe of Levi, neither take the sum of 
them among the children of Israel : 

50 But thou shalt appoint the Le- 
vites over the tabernacle of testimony, 
and over all the vessels thereof, and 
over all things that belong to it : they 
shall bear the tabernacle, and all the 
vessels thereof ; and they shall minis- 
ter unto it, and shall encamp round 
about the tabernacle. 

51 And when the tabernacle setteth 
forward, the Levites shall take it 
down : and when the tabernacle is to 
be pitched, the Levites shall set it 
up: and the stranger that cometh 
nigh shall be put to death. 

52 And the children of Israel shall 
pitch their tents, every man by his 
own camp, and every man by his own 
standard, throughout their hosts. 

53 But the Levites shall pitch round 
about the tabernacle of testimony, 
that there be no wrath upon the con- 
gregation of the children of Israel :

9 All that were numbered in the 
camp of Judah were an hundred thou- 
sand and fourscore thousand and six 
thousand and four hundred, through- 
out their armies. These shall first 
set forth. 

10 If On the south side shall be the 
standard of the camp of Reuben 
according to their armies : and the 
captain of the children of Reuben 
shall be Elizur the son of Shedeur. 

11 And his host, and those that were 
numbered thereof, were forty and six 
thousand and five hundred. 

12 And those which pitch by him 
shall be the tribe of Simeon : and the 
captain of the children of Simeon 
shall be Shelumiel the son of Zuri- 
shaddai. 

13 And his hpst, and those that were 
numbered of them, were fifty and 
nine thousand and three hundred. 

14 Then the tribe of Gad : and the 
captain of the sons of Gad shall be 
Eliasaph the son of Reuel. 

15 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were forty and five 
thousand and six hundred and fifty. 

16 All that were numbered in the 
camp of Reuben were an hundred 
thousand and fifty and one thou- 
sand and four hundred and fifty, 
throughout their armies. And they 
shall set forth in the second rank. 

17 t Then the tabernacle of the 
congregation shall set forward with 
the camp of the Levites in the midst 
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of the camp: as they encamp, so 
shall they set forward, every man 
in his place by their standards. 

18 IT On the west side shall he the 
standard of the camp of Ephraim 
according to their armies: and the 
captain of the sons of Ephraim shall 
he Elishama the son of Ammihud. 

19 And his host, and those that 
were numbered of them, were forty 
thousand and five hundred. 

20 And by him shall he the tribe 
of Manasseh : and the captain of the 
children of Manasseh shall he Gama- 
liel the son of Pedahzur. 

21 And his host, and those that 
were numbered of them, were thirty 
and two thousand and two himdred. 

22 Then the tribe of Benjamin : and 
the captain of the sons of Benjamin 
shall he Abidan the son of Gideoni. 

23 And his host, and those that 
were numbered of them, were thirty 
and five thousand and four hundred. 

24 All that were numbered of the 
camp of Ephraim were an himdred 
thousand and eight thousand and an 
hundred, throughout their armies. 
And they shall go forward in the 
third rank. 

25 If The standard of the camp of 
Dan shall he on the north side by 
their armies : and the captain of the 
children of Dan shall he Ahiezer the 
son of Ammishaddai. 

26 And his host, and those that 
were numbered of then), were three- 
score and two thousand and seven 
hundred. 

27 And those that encamp by him 
shall he the tribe of Asher : and the 
captain of the children of Asher shall 
he Pagiel the son of Ocran. 

28 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were forty and one 
thousand and five hundred. 

29 If Then the tribe of Naphtali: 
and the captain of the children of 
Naphtali shall he Ahira the son of 
Enan. 

30 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were fifty and 
three thousand and four hundred. 

31 All they that were numbered in

the camp of Dan were an hundred 
thousand and fifty and seven thou- 
sand and six hundred. They shall 
go hindmost with their standards. 

32 T These are those which were 
numbered of the children of Israel 
by the house of their fathers : all 
those that were numbered of the 
camps throughout their hosts were 
six hundred thousand and three 
thousand and five hundred and fifty. 

33 But the Levites were not num- 
bered among the children of Israel ; 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 

34 And the children of Israel did 
according to all that the Lord com- 
manded Moses: so they pitched by 
their standards, and so they set for- 
ward, every one after their families, ac- 
cording to the house of their fathers. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 The sons of Aaron. 5 The Levites are given to the 
priests for the service of the tabernacle, 1 1 instead of 
the firstborn. 14- The Levites are numbered by their 
families. 21 The families^ number, and charge of the 
Gcrshonites, 27 of the Kohathites, 33 of the Merarites, 
MS The place and charge of Moses and Aaron. 40 
Tfte firstborn are freed by the Levites. 44 The ocer^ 
plus are redeemed. 

T hese also are the generations of 
Aaron and Moses in the day tlwU 
the Lord spake with Moses in mount 
Sinai. 

2 And these are the names of the 
sons of Aaron ; Nadab the firstborn, 
and Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. 

3 These are the names of the sons 
of Aaron, the priests which were 
anointed, whom he consecrated to 
minister in the priest’s oflice. 

4 And Nadab and Abihu died be- 
fore the Lord, when they offered 
strange fire before the Lord, in the 
wilderness of Sinai, and they had no 
children: and Eleazar and Ithamar 
ministered in the priest’s office in 
the sight of Aaron their father. 

5 If And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

6 Bring the tribe of Levi near, and 
present them before Aaron the priest, 
that they may minister unto him. 

7 And they shall keep his charge, 
and the charge of the whole congre- 
gation before the tabernacle of the 
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congregation, to do the service of the 
tabernacle. 

8 And they shall keep all the in- 
struments of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and the charge of the 
children of Israel, to do the service 
of the tabernacle. 

9 And thou shalt give the Levites 
unto Aaron and to his sons : they 
are wholly given unto him out of the 
children of Israel. 

10 And thou shalt appoint Aaron 
and his sons, and they shall wait on 
their priest’s office : and the stranger 
that cometh nigh shall be put to 
death. 

11 And the Lord spake imto Moses, 
saying, 

12 And I, behold, I have taken the 
Levites from among the children of 
Israel instead of all the firstborn 
that openeth the matrix among the 
children of Israel : therefore the Le- 
vites shall be mine ; 

13 Because all the firstborn are 
mine; for on the day that I smote 
all the firstborn in the land of Egypt 
I hallowed unto me all the firstborn 
in Israel, both man and beast : mine 
shall they be : I am the Lord. 

14 IT And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses in the wilderness of Sinai, saying, 

15 Number the children of Levi after 
the house of their fathers, by their 
families: every male from a month 
old and upward shalt thou number 
them. 

16 And Moses numbered them ac- 
cording to the word of the Lord, as 
he was commanded. 

17 And these were the sons of Levi 
by their names ; Gershon, and Ko- 
hath, and Merari. 

18 And these are the names of the 
sons of Gershon by their families; 
Libni, and Shimei. 

19 And the sons of Kohath by their 
families ; Amram, and Izehar, Hebron, 
and Uzziel. 

20 And the sons of Merari by their 
families; Mahli, and Mushi. These 
are the families of the Levites ac- 
cording to the house of their fathers. 

21 Of Gershon was the family of

the Libnites, and the family of the 
Shimites : these are the families of 
the Gershonites. 

22 Those that were numbered of 
them, according to the number of 
all the males, from a month old and 
upward, even those that were num- 
bered of them were seven thousand 
and five hundred. 

23 The families of the Gershonites 
shall pitch behind the tabernacle 
westward. 

24 And the chief of the house of 
the father of the Gershonites shall 
be Eliasaph the son of Lael. 

25 And the charge of the sons of 
Gershon in the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation shall he the tabernacle, and 
the tent, the covering thereof, and 
the hanging for the door of the ta- 
bernacle of the congregation, 

26 And the hangings of the coiui;, 
and the curtain for the door of the 
co\u*t, which is by the tabernacle, and 
by the altar roimd about, and the 
cords of it for all the service thereof 

27 If And of Kohath was the family 
of the Amramites, and the family of 
the Izeharites, and the family of the 
Hebronites, and the family of the 
Uzzielites: these are the families of 
the Kohathites. 

28 In the number of all the males, 
from a month old and upward, were 
eight thousand and six hvmdred, keep- 
ing the charge of the sanctuary. 

29 The families of the sons of Ko- 
hath shall pitch on the side of the 
tabernacle southward.

85 Each charger of silver weighing 
an hvmdred and thirty shekds, each 
bowl seventy: all the silver vessels 
weighed two thousand and four hun- 
dred shdcels, after the shekel of the 
sanctuary : 

86 The golden spoons were twelve, 
full of incense, weighing ten shekels 
apiece, after the shekel of the sanc- 
tuary: all the gold of the spoons 
was an hundred and twenty shekds. 

87 All the oxen for the burnt offer- 
ing were twelve bullocks, the rams 
twelve, the lambs of the first year 
twelve, with their meat offering : and 
the kids of the goats for sin offering 
twelve. 

88 And all the oxen for the sacrifice 
of the peace offerings were twenty 
and four bullocks, the rams sixty, 
the he goats sixty, the lambs of the 
first year sixty. This was the dedi- 
cation of the altar, after that it was 
anointed. 

89 And when Moses was gone into 
the tabernacle of the congregation 
to speak with him, then he heard the 
voice of one spealdng unto him from 
off the mercy seat that was upon the 
ark of testimony.from between the two 
cherubims : and he spake unto him. 


CHAPTER VIII. 

1 How the lamps are to be lighted, 5 The consecratimt 
of the Levites, 23 The age and time of their service, 

AN D the Lord spake unto Moses, 
jt\. saying, 

2 Speak unto Aaron, and say unto 
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him, When thou lightest the lamps, 
the seven lamps shall give light over 
against the candlestick. 

3 And Aaron did so ; he lighted the 
lamps thereof over against the can- 
dlestick, as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

4 And this work of the candlestick 
was of beaten gold, unto the shaft 
thereof, unto the flowers thereof, was 
beaten work: according unto the 

S attern which the Lord had shewed 
loses, so he made the candlestick. 

5 If And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

6 Take the Levites from among the 
children of Israel, and cleanse them. 
7 And thus shalt thou do unto them, 
to cleanse them : Sprinkle water of 
purifying upon them, and let them 
shave all their flesh, and let them 
wa.sh their clothes, and so make 
themselves clean. 

8 Then let them take a young bul- 
lock with his meat offering, even flne 
flour mingled with oil, and another 
young bullock shalt thou take for a 
sin offering. 

9 And thou shalt bring the Levites 
before the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation: and thou shalt gather the 
whole assembly of the children of 
lsi*ael together: 

10 And thou shalt bring the Levites 
before the Lord: and the children 
of Israel shall put their hands upon 
the Levites: 

11 And Aaron shall offer the Levites 
before the Lord for an offering of 
the children of Israel, that they may 
execute the service of the Lord. 

12 And the Levites shall lay their 
hands upon the heads of the bul- 
locks: and thou shalt offer the one 
for a sin offering, and the other for 
a burnt offering, unto the Lord, to 
make an atonement for the Levites. 

13 And thou shalt set the Levites 
before Aaron, and before his sons, 
and offer them for an offering unto 
the Lord. 

14 Thus shalt thou separate the 
Levites from among the children of 
Israel : and the Levites shall be mine. 


15 And after that shall the Lerites 
go in to do the service of the taber- 
nacle of the congi’egation : and thou 
shalt cleanse them, and offer them 
for an offering. 

16 For they are wholly given unto 
me from among the children of Is- 
rael ; instead of such as open every 
womb, even instead of the firstborn 
of all the children of Israel, have I 
taken them unto me. 

17 For all the firstborn of the chil- 
dren of Israel are mine, both man 
and beast : on the day that I smote 
every firstborn in the land of Egy]>t 
I sanctified them for myself 

18 And I have taken the Levites for 
all the firstborn of the children of 
Israel. 

19 And I have given the Levites as 
a gift to Aaron and to his sons from 
among the children of Israel, to do 
the service of the children of Israel 
in the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and to make an atonement for the 
children of Israel: that there be no 
plague among the children of Israel, 
when the children of Israel come 
nigh unto the sanctuary. 

20 And Moses, and Aaron, and all 
the congregation of the children of 
Israel, did to the Levites according 
unto all that the Lord cornmarded 
Moses concerning the Levites, so did 
the children of Israel unto them. 

21 And the Levites were purified, 
and they washed their clothes; and 
Aaron offered them as an offering be- 
fore the Lord; and Aaron made an 
atonement for them to cleanse them. 

22 And after that went the Levites 
in to do their service in the ta- 
bernacle of the congregation before 
Aaron, and before his sons: as the 
Lord had commanded Moses con- 
cerning the Levites, so did they unto 
them. 

23 t And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

24 This is U that helongeth unto the 
Levites: from twenty and five years 
old and upward they shall go in to 
wait upon the service of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation: 
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2r) And from the age of fifty years 
they shall cease waiting upon the ser- 
vice thereof, and shall serve no more : 
26 But shall minister with their bre- 
thren in the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, to keep the charge, and 
shall do no service. Thus shalt thou 
do unto the Levites touching their 
charge. 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 The passover is commanded again. 6 A second pass- 
over allowed for them that were unclmn or absent. 
1 .^ The cloud guideth the removings and encnmpings 
of the Israelites. 

A nd the Lord spake unto Moses 
. in the wilderness of Sinai, in the 
first month of the second year after 
they were come out of the land of 
Egypt, saying, 

2 Let the children of Israel also 
keep the passover at his appointed 
season. 

3 In the fourteenth day of this 
month, at even, ye shall keep it in 
his appointed season : according to 
all the rites of it, and according to 
all the ceremonies thereof shall ye 
keep it. 

4 And Moses spake unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, that they should keep 
the passover. 

5 And they kept the passover on 
the fourteenth day of the first month 
at even in the wilderness of Sinai: 
according to all that the Lord com- 
manded Moses, so did the children 
of Israel. 

6 II And there were certain men, 
who were defiled by the dead body 
of a man, that they could not keep 
the passover on that day: and they 
came before Moses and before Aaron 
on that day : 

7 And those men said unto him. 
We are defiled by the dead body of 
a man : wherefore are we kept back, 
that we may not offer an offering of 
the Lord in his appointed season 
among the children of Israel ? 

8 And Moses said unto them, Stand 
still, and I will hear what the Lord 
will command concerning you. 

9 t And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

U 


I 10 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
j saying. If any man of you or of your 
posterity shall be unclean by reason 
of a dead body, or he in a journey 
afar off yet he shall keep the pass- 
over unto the Lord. 

11 The fourteenth day of the second 
month at even they shall keep it, and 
eat it with unleavened bread and 
bitter herbs. 

12 They shall leave none of it unto 
the morning, nor break any bone of 
it : according to all the ordinances of 
the passover they shall kecj) it. 

13 But the man that is clean, and is 
not in a journey, and forbear eth to 
keep the passover, even the same soul 
shall be cut off from among his peo- 
ple : because he brought not the of- 
fering of the Lord in his appointed 
season, that man shall bear his sin. 

14 And if a stranger shall sojourn 
among you, and will keep the pass- 
over unto the Lord ; according to the 
ordinance of the passover, and ac- 
cording to the manner thereof so 
shall he do : ye shall have one ordi- 
nance, both for the stranger, and for 
him that was born in the land. 

15 1 And on the day that the taber- 
nacle was reared up the cloud cover- 
ed the tabernacle, namely, the tent of 
the testimony : and at even there was 
upon the tabernacle as it were the 
appearance of fire, until the morning. 

16 So it was alway: the cloud co- 
vered it by day, and the appearance 
of fire by night. 

17 And when the cloud was taken 
up from the tabernacle, then after 
that the children of Israel journey- 
ed : and in the place where the cloud 
abode, there the children of Israel 
pitched their tents. 

18 At the commandment of the 
Lord the children of Israel journey- 
ed, and at the commandment of the 
Lord they pitched: as long as the 
cloud abode upon the tabernacle 
they rested in their tents. 

19 And when the cloud tarried long 
upon the tabernacle many days, then 
the children of Israel kept the charge 
of the Lord, and journeyed not 

1 
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20 And so it was, when the cloud 
was a few days upon the tabernacle ; 
according to the commandment of 
the Lord they abode in their tents, 
and according to the commandment 
of the Lord they journeyed. 

2] And so it was, when the cloud 
abode from even unto the morning, 
and that .the cloud was taken up in 
the morning, then they journeyed: 
whether it was by day or by night 
that the cloud was taken up, they 
journeyed. 

22 Or whether it were two days, or 
a month, or a year, that the cloud 
tarried upon the tabernacle, remain- 
ing thereon, the children of Israel 
abode in their tents, and jom*neyed 
not : but when it was taken up, they 
ioumeyed. 

23 At the commandment of the Lord 
they rested in the tents, and at the 
commandment of the Lord they jour- 
neyed: they kept the charge of the 
Lord, at the commandment of the 
Lord by the hand of Moses. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 The use of the siher trumpets, 11 The Isrmlite^ 
remove from Sinai to Paran, H The order of their 
march, 29 Hobab is intreated by Moses not to leave 
them, 33 The blessing of Mose^ at the removing and 
resting of the ark, 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
J\. saying, 

2 Make thee two trumpets of silver ; 
of a whole piece shalt thou make 
them: that thou mayest use them 
for the calling of the assembly, and 
for the journeying of the camps. 

3 And when they shall blow with 
them, all the assembly shall assemble 
themselves to thee at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

4 And if they blow hut with one 
trumpet, then the princes, which are 
heads of the thousands of Israel, 
shall gather themselves unto thee. 

6 When ye blow an alarm, then the 
camps that lie on the east parts shall 
go forward. 

6 When ye blow an alarm the se- 
cond time, then the camps that lie 
on the south side shall take their 
journey: they shall blow an alarm 
for their journeys. 


7 But when the congregation is to 
be gathered together, ye shall blow, 
but ye shall not sound an alarm. 

8 And the sons of Aaron, the priests, 
shall blow with the trumpets ; and 
they shall be to you for an ordinance 
for ever throughout your generations. 

9 And if ye go to war in your land 
against the enemy that oppresseth 
you, then ye shall blow an alarm 
with the trumpets; and ye shall be 
remembered before the Lord your 
God, and ye shall be saved from 
your enemies. . 

10 Also in the day of your gladness, 
and in your solemn days, and in the 
beginnings of your months, ye shall 
blow with the trumpets over your 
burnt offerings, and over the sacri- 
fices of your peace offerings; that 
they may be to you for a memorial 
before your God : I am the Lord your 
God. 

11 IT And it came to pass on the 
twentieth day of the second month, 
in the second year, that the cloud 
was taken up from off the taberna- 
cle of the testimony. 

12 And the children of Israel took 
their journeys out of the wilderness 
of Sinai ; and the cloud rested in the 
wilderness of Paran. 

13 And they first took their journey 
according to the commandment of 
the Lord by the hand of Moses. 

14 1 In the first place went the 
standard of the camp of the children 
of Judah according to their armies: 
and over his host was Nahshon the 
son of Amminadab. 

15 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Issachar was Ne- 
thaneel the son of Zuar. 

16 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Zebulun was Eliab 
the son of Helon. 

17 And the tabernacle was taken 
down ; and the sons of Gershon and 
the sons of Merari set forward, bear- 
ing the tabernacle. 

18 IT And the standard of the camp 
of Reuben set forward according to 
their armies: and over his host was 
Elizur the son of Shedeur. 
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19 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Simeon was She- 
lumiel the son of Zurishaddai. 

20 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Gad was Eliasaph the 
son of Deuel. 

21 And the Kohathites set forward, 
bearing the sanctuary ; and the other 
did set up the tabernacle against 
they came. 

22 If And the standard of the camp 
of the children of Ephraim set for- 
ward according to their armies : and 
over his host icojs Elishama the son 
of Ammihud. 

23 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Manasseh was Gama- 
liel the son of Pedahzur. 

24 And over the host of the ti*ibe 
of the children of Benjamin was 
Abidan the son of Gideoni. 

25 If And the standard of the camp 
of the children of Dan set forward, 
which was the rereward of all the 
camps throughout their hosts: and 
over his host was Ahiezer the son of 
Ammishaddai. 

26 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Asher was Pagiel 
the son of Ocran. 

27 And over the host of tlie tribe 
of the children of Naphtali was A- 
hira the son of Enan. 

28 Thus were the journeyings of the 
children of Israel according to their 
armies, when they set forward. 

29 If And Moses said unto Hobab, 
the son of Raguel the Midianite, 
Moses’ father in law. We are jour- 
neying unto the place of which the 
IjORd said, I will give it you: come 
thou with us, and we will do thee 
good : for the Lord hath spoken 
good concerning Israel. 

30 And he said unto him, I will not 
go; but I will depart to mine own 
land, and to my kindred. 

31 .^id he said, Leave us not, I pray 
thee ; forasmuch as thou knowest 
how we are to encamp in the wilder- 
ness, and thou mayest be to us in- 
stead of eyes. 

32 And it shall be, if thou go with

3 (Now the man Moses was very 
meek, above all the men which were 
upon the face of the earth.) 

4 And the Lord spake suddenly un- 
to Moses, and unto Aaron, and imto 
Miriam, Come out ye three unto the 
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Miriam and Aaron.

11 And Aaron said unto Moses, Alas, 
my lord, I beseech thee, lay not the 
sin upon us, wherein we have done 
foolishly, and wherein we have sinned. 

12 Let her not be as one dead, of 
whom the flesh is half consumed when 
he coineth out of his mother’s womb. 

13 And Moses cried imto the Lord, 
saying. Heal her now, O God, I be- 
seech thee. 

14 If And the Lord said unto Moses, 
If her father had but spit in her face, 
should she not be ashamed seven 
days? let her be shut out from the 
camp seven days, and after that let 
her be received in again.

6 Of the tribe of Judah, Caleb the 
son of Jephunneh. 

7 Of the tribe of Issachar, Igal the 
son of Joseph. 

8 Of the tribe of Ephraim, Oshea 
the son of Nun. 

9 Of the tribe of Benjamin, Palti 
the son of Raphu. 

10 Of the tribe of Zebulun, Gaddiel 
the son of Sodi. 

11 Of the tribe of Joseph, namely, 
of the tribe of Manasseh, Gaddi the 
son of Susi. 

12 Of the tribe of Dan, Ammiel the 
son of Gemalli. 

13 Of the tribe of Asher, Sethur 
the son of Michael. 

14 Of the tribe of Naphtali, Nahbi 
the son of Vophsi. 

15 Of the tribe of Gad, Geuel the 
son of Machi. 

16 These are the names of the men 
which Moses sent to spy out the land. 
And Moses called Oshea the son of 
Nun Jehoshua. 

17 ^ And Moses sent them to spy 
out the land of Canaan, and said 
unto them. Get you up this ivay 
southward, and go up into the moun- 
tain : 

18 And see the land, what it is; 
and the people that dwelleth there- 
in, whether they he strong or weak, 
few or many ; 

19 And what the land is that they 
dwell in, whether it he good or bad ; 
and what cities they he that they

dwell in, whether in tents, or in strong 
holds ; 

20 And what the land is, whether it 
he fat or lean, whether there be wood 
therein, or not. And be ye of good 
courage, and bring of the fruit of the 
land. Now the time was the time of 
the firstripe grapes. 

21 IT So they went up, and searched 
the land from the wilderness of Zin 
unto Rehob, as men come to Hamath. 

22 And they ascended by the south, 
and came unto Hebron ; where Ahi- 
man, Sheshai, and Talmai, the children 
of Anak, were. (Now Hebron was built 
seven years before Zoan in Egypt.) 

23 And they came unto the brook 
of Eshcol, and cut down from thence 
a branch with one cluster of gfrapes, 
and they bare it between two upon a 
staff; and they brought of the pome- 
granates, and of the figs.

7 And for a drink offering thou 
shalt offer the third part of an hin 
of wine, /or a sweet savour unto the 
Lord. 

8 And when thou preparest a bul- 
lock for a burnt offering, or for a sa- 
crifice in performing a vow, or peace 
offerings unto the Lord : 

9 Then shall he bring with a bul- 
lock a meat offering of three tenth 
deals of flour mingled with half an 
hin of oil. 

10 And thou shalt bring for a drink 
offering half an hin of wine, /or an of- 
fering made by fire, of a sweet savour 
unto the Lord. 

11 Thus shall it be done for one 
bullock, or for one ram, or for a lamb, 
or a kid. 

12 According to the number that ye 


shall prepare, so shall ye do to every 
one according to their number. 

13 All that are bom of the coimtry 
shall do these things after this man- 
ner, in offering an offering made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

14 And if a stranger sojomn with 
you, or whosoever he among you in 
yovu* generations, and will ofer an 
offering made by fire, of a sweet sa- 
vour unto the Lord ; as ye do, so he 
shall do.

26 And it shall be forgiven all the 
congi’egation of the children of Is- 
rael, and the stranger that sojoum- 
eth among them ; seeing all the peo- 
ple were in ignorance. 

27 IF And if any soul sin through 
ignorance, then he shall bring a she 
goat of the first year for a sin offering. 

28 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for the soul that sinneth 
ignorantly, when he sinneth by igno- ' 
ranee before the Lord, to make an 
atonement for him ; and it shall be 
forgiven him. 

29 Ye shall have one law for him 
that sinneth through ignorance, hoth 
for him that is born among the chil- 
dren of Israel, and for the stranger 
that sojourneth among them. 

30 IF But the soul that doeth ought 
presumptuously, whether he he born 
in the land, or a stranger, the same 
reproacheth the Lord ; and that soul 
shall be cut off from among his people. 

31 Because he hath despised the 
word of the Lord, and hath broken 
his commandment, that soul shall 
utterly be cut off ; his iniquity shall 
he upon him.

CHAPTER XVI.

OW Korah, the son of Izhar, the 
son of Kohath, the son of Levi, 
and Dathan and Abiram, the sons of 
Eliab, and On, the son of Peleth, sons 
of Reuben, took umi : 

2 And they rose up before Moses, 
with certain of the children of Israel, 
two hundred and fifty princes of the 
assembly, famous in the congrega- 
tion, men of renown: 

3 And they gathered themselves 
together against Moses and against 
Aaron, and said unto them. Ye take 
too much upon you, seeing all the 
congregation are holy, every one of 
them, and the Lord is among them : 
wherefore then lift ye up yourselves 
above the congregation of the Lord ? 

4 And when Moses heard it, he fell 
upon his face : 

5 And he spake vmto Korah and 
unto all his company, saying. Even 
to morrow the Lord will shew who 
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are his, and who is holy; and will 
cause him to come near unto him: 
even him whom he hath chosen will 
he cause to come near unto him. 

6 This do; Take you censers, Ko- 
rah, and all his company; 

7 And put fire therein, and put in- 
cense in them before the Lord to 
morrow : and it shall be that the man 
whom the Lord doth choose, he shall 
be holy : ye take too much upon you, 
ye sons of Levi. 

8 And Moses said unto Korah, Hear, 

I pray you, ye sons of Levi : 

9 Seemeth it but a small thing unto 
you, that the God of Israel hath sepa- 
rated you fi’om the congregation of 
Israel, to bring you near to himself to 
do the service of the tabernacle of 
the Lord, and to stand before the 
congregation to minister vmto them ? 

10 And he hath brought thee near 
to him, and all thy brethren ttie sons 
of Levi with thee : and seek ye the 
priesthood also ? 

11 For which cause both thou and 
all thy company are gathered toge- 
ther against the Lord: and what is 
Aaron, that ye murmiu' against him ? 

12 H And Moses sent to call Dathan 
and Abiram, the sons of Eliab : which 
said. We will not come up : 

13 Is it a small thing that thou hast 
brought us up out of a land that 
floweth with milk and honey, to kill us 
in the wilderness, except thou make 
thyself altogether a prince over us ? 

14 Moreover thou hast not brought 
us into a land that floweth with milk 
and honey, or given us inheritance of 
fields and vineyards: wilt thou put 
out the eyes of these men? we will 
not come up. 

15 And Moses was very wroth, and 
said unto the Lord, Respect not thou 
their offering : I have not taken one 
ass from them, neither have I hurt 
one of them. 

16 And Moses said unto Korah, Be 
thou and all thy company before the 
Lord, thou, and they, and Aaron, to 
morrow : 

17 And take every man his censer, 
and put incense in them, and bring 
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Dathan, and Abiram. 

ye before the Lord every man his 
censer, two hmidi-ed and fifty cen- 
sers; thou also, and Aaron, each of 
you his censer. 

18 And they took every man his cen- 
ser, and put fire in them, and laid in- 
cense thereon, and stood in the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation 
with Moses and Aaron. 

19 And Korah gathered all the con- 
gregation against them unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion : and the glory of the Lord ap- 
peared unto all the congregation. 

20 And the Lord spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

21 Separate yourselves from among 
this congregation, that I may con- 
sume them in a moment. 

22 And they fell upon their faces, 
and said, O God, the God of the 
spirits of all flesh, shall one man sin, 
and wilt thou be wroth with all the 
congregation ? 

23 1 And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

24 Speak unto the congregation, say- 
ing, Get you up from about the taber- 
nacle of Korah, Dathan, and Abiram. 

25 And Moses rose up and went 
unto Dathan and Abiram; and the 
elders of Israel followed him. 

26 And he spake unto the congre- 
gation, saying. Depart, I pray you, 
from the tents of these wicked men, 
and touch nothing of their’s, lest ye 
be consumed in all their sins. 

27 So they gat up from the taber- 
nacle of Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, 
on every side : and Dathan and Abi- 
ram came out, and stood in the door 
of their tents, and their wives, and 
their sons, and their little children. 

28 And Moses said. Hereby ye shall 
know that the Lord hath sent me to 
do all these works; for I have not 
done them of mine own mind. 

29 If these men die the common 
death of all men, or if they be visited 
after the visitation of all men; then 
the Lord hath not sent me. 

30 But if the Lord make a new 
thing, and the earth open her mouth, 
and swallow them up, with all that 
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appertain unto them, and they go 
down quick into the pit; then ye 
shall understand that these men 
have provoked the Lord. 

31 IT And it came to pass, as he had 
made an end of speaking all these 
words, that the ground clave asun- 
der that was under them: 

32 And the earth opened her mouth, 
and swallowed them up, and their 
houses, and all the men that ap- 
pertained imto Korah, and all th^ir 
goods. 

33 They, and all that appertaimd to 
them, went down alive into the pit, 
and the earth closed upon them : and 
they perished from among the con- 
gregation. 

34 And all Israel that were round 
about them fled at the cry of them : 
for they said. Lest the earth swallow 
us up also. 

35 And there came out a fire from 
the Lord, and consumed the two 
hundred and fifty men that offered 
incense. 

30 And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

37 Speak unto Eleazar the son of 
Aaron the priest, that he take up the 
censers out of the burning, and scatter 
thou the fire yonder; for they are 
hallowed. 

38 The censers of these sinners a- 
gainst their own souls, let them make 
them broad plates for a covering of 
the altar : for they offered them be- 
fore the Lord, therefore they are 
hallowed: and they shall be a sign 
unto the children of Israel. 

39 And Eleazar the priest took the 
brasen censers, wherewith they that 
were burnt had offered; and they 
were made broad plates for a cover- 
ing of the altar: 

40 To he a memorial unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, that no stranger, which 
is not of the seed of Aaron, come 
near to offer incense before the Lord ; 
that he be not as Korah, and as his 
company: as the Lord said to him 
by the hand of Moses. 

41 1 But on the morrow all the con- 
gregation of the children of Israel 


murmured against Moses and against 
Aaron, saying. Ye have killed the 
people of the Lord. 

42 And it came to pass, when the 
congregation was gathered against 
Moses and against Aaron, that they 
looked toward the tabernacle of the 
congregation : and, behold, the cloud 
covered it, and the glory of the Lori> 
appeared. 

43 And Moses and Aaron came be- 
fore the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion. 

44 1 And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

45 Get you up from among this con- 
gregation, that I may consume them 
as in a moment. And they fell upon 
their faces. 

46 1 And Moses said unto Aaron 
Take a censer, and put fire therein 
from off the altar, and put on incense, 
and go quickly unto the congregation, 
and make an atonement foi- them : 
for there is wrath gone out from the 
Lord ; the plague is begun. 

47 And Aaron took as Moses com- 
manded, and ran into the midst of 
the congregation; and, behold, the 
plague was begun among the people : 
and he put on incense, and made an 
atonement for the people. 

48 And he stood between the dead 
and the living; and the plague was 
stayed. 

49 Now they that died in the plague 
were fourteen thousand and seven 
hundred, beside them that died about 
the matter of Korah. 

50 And Aaron returned unto Mo- 
ses unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation : and the plague 
was stayed. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

1 Aaron s rod among all the rods of the tribes only 
flourisheth. 10 It is left for a monument against 
the rebels. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
XX saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and take of every one of them a rod 
according to the house of their fathers, 
of all their princes according to the 
house of their fathers twelve rods:

write thou every man’s name upon 
his rod. 

3 And thou shalt write Aaron’s 
name upon the rod of Levi : for one 
rod shall he for the head of the house 
of their fathers. 

4 And thou shalt lay them up in the 
tabernacle of the congregation before 
the testimony, where I will meet with 
you. 

5 And it shall come to pass, that the 
man’s rod, whom I shall choose, shall 
blossom: and I will make to cease 
from me the murmurings of the chil- 
dren of Israel, whereby they murmur 
against you. 

G 1i And Moses spake unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, and every one of their 
princes gave him a rod apiece, for 
each prince one, according to their 
fathers’ houses, even twelve rods : and 
the rod of Aaron was among their 
rods. 

7 And Moses laid up the rods before 
the Lord in the tabernacle of witness. 

8 And it came to pass, that on the 
morrow Moses went into the taber- 
nacle of witness; and, behold, the 
rod of Aaron for the house of Levi 
was budded, and brought forth buds, 
and bloomed blossoms, and yielded 
almonds. 

9 And Moses brought out all the 
rods from before the Lord vmto all 
the children of Israel : and they look- 
ed, and took every man his rod. 

10 If And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Bring Aaron’s rod again before the 
testimony, to be kept for a token 
against the rebels; and thou shalt 
quite take away their murmurings 
from me, that they die not. 

11 And Moses did so : as the Lord 
commanded him, so did he. 

12 And the children of Israel spake 
unto Moses, saying. Behold, we die, 
we perish, we all perish. 

13 Whosoever cometh any thing 
near unto the tabernacle of the Lord 
shall die : shall we be consumed with 
dying ? 

CHAPTER XVIII. 


The charge of the priests. 

A nd the Lord said unto Aaron, 
- Thou and thy sons and thy fa- 
ther’s house with thee shall bear the 
iniquity of the sanctuary: and thou 
and thy sons with thee shall bear the 
iniquity of your priesthood.

4 And they shall be joined unto 
thee, and keep the charge of the ta- 
bernacle of the congregation, for all 
the service of the tabernacle : and a 
stranger shall not come nigh unto you. 

5 And ye shall keep the charge of 
the sanctuary, and the charge of the 
altar: that there be no wrath any 
more upon the children of Israel. 

6 And I, behold, I have taken your 
brethren the Levites from among the 
children of Israel : to you they are 
given as a gift for the Lord, to do 
the service of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

7 Therefore thou and thy sons with 
thee shall keep your priest’s office for 
every thing of the altar, and within 
the vail ; and ye shall serve : I have 
given your priest’s office unto you as a 
service of gift : and the stranger that 
cometh nigh shall be put to death. 

8 IT And the Lord spake unto Aaron, 
Behold, I also have given thee the 
charge of mine heave offerings of all 
the hallowed things of the children of 
Israel ; unto thee have I given them 
by reason of the anointing, and to 
t% sons, by an ordinance for ever.

AND the Lord spake unto Moses 
Jt\. and imto Aaron, saying, 

2 This is the ordinance of the law 
which the Lord hath commanded, 
saying. Speak imto the children of Is- 
rael, that they bring thee a red heifer 
without spot, wherein is no blemish, 
and upon which never came yoke : 

3 And ye shall give her vmto Eleazar 
the priest, that lie may bring her forth 
without the camp, and one shall slay 
her before his face : 

4 And Eleazar the priest shall take 
of her blood with his finger, and 
sprinkle of her blood directly before 
the tabernacle of the congregation 
seven times : 

5 And one shall bum the heifer in 
his sight ; her skin, and her flesh, and 
her blood, with her dung, shall he 
bum: 

6 And the priest shall take cedar 
wood, and hyssop, and scarlet, and 
cast it into the midst of the burning 
of the heifer. 

7 Then the priest shall wash his 
clothes, and he shall bathe his flesh 
in water, and afterward he shall come 
into the camp, and the priest shall be 
unclean until the even. 

8 And he that bumeth her shall 
wash his clothes in water, and bathe 
his flesh in water, and shall be unclean 
until the even. 

9 And a man that is clean shall

gather up the ashes of the heifer, 
and lay them up without the camp in 
a clean place, and it shall be kept 
for the congregation of the children 
of Israel for a water of separation : 
it is a purification for sin. 

10 And he that gathereth the ashes 
of the heifer shall wash his clothes, 
and be unclean until the even : and it 
shall be unto the children of Israel, 
and unto the stranger that sojourneth 
among them, for a statute for ever. 

11 If He that toucheth the dead body 
of any man shall be unclean seven 
days. 

12 He shall purify himself with it 
on the third day, and on the seventh 
day he shall be clean : but if he pu- 
rify not himself the third day, then 
the seventh day he shall not be clean. 

13 Whosoever toucheth the dead 
body of any man that is dead, and pu- 
rifieth not himself, defileth the taber- 
nacle of the Lord ; and that soul shall 
be cut off' from Israel : because the 
water of separation was not sprinkled 
upon him, he shall be unclean ; his 
uncleaimess is yet upon him. 

14 This is the law, when a man dieth 
in a tent : all that come into the tent, 
and all that is in the tent, shall be 
unclean seven days. 

15 And every open vessel, which hath 
no covering bound upon it, is unclean. 

16 And whosoever toucheth one that 
is slain with a sword in the open 
fields, or a dead body, or a bone of 
a man, or a grave, shall be unclean 
seven days. 

17 And for an unclean person they 
shall take of the ashes of the burnt 
heifer of purification for sin, and mn- 
ning water shall be put thereto in a 
vessel : 

18 And a clean person shall take 
hyssop, and dip it in the water, and 
sprinkle it upon the tent, and upon 
all the vessels, and upon the persons 
that were there, and upon him that 
touched a bone, or one slain, or one 
dead, or a grave : 

19 Aind the c\&waperson shall sprinkle 
upon the unclean on the third day, 
and on the seventh day : and on the 
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The death of Miriam. 

dfeventh day he shall purify himself, 
and wash his clothes, and bathe him- 
self in water, and shall be clean at even. 

20 But the man that shall be un- 
clean, and shall not purify himself, 
that soul shall be cut olf from among 
the congregation, because he hath de- 
filed the sanctuary of the Lord : the 
water of separation hath not been 
sprinkled upon him ; he is unclean. 

21 And it shall be a perpetual sta- 
tute unto them, that he that sprink- 
leth the water of separation shall wash 
his clothes ; and he that toucheth the 
water of separation shall be unclean 
until even. 

22 And whatsoever the unclean per- 
son toucheth shall be unclean ; and 
the soul that toucheth it shall be un- 
clean until even. 

CHAPTER XX. 

I I'he children of Ish'ael come to Zin, where Miruim 
dieth. 2 They murmur for want of water. 7 Mo^ 
ees smiting the rock hringeth forth water at Merihah. 

1 4 Moses at Kadesh desireth passage through Edom., 
which is denied, him. 22 At mount Hoi' Aaron re- 
signeth his place to Eleusar, and dieth. 

T hen came the children of Israel, 
even the whole congregation, mto 
the desert of Zin in the first month: 
and the people abode in Kadesh ; and 
Miriam died there, and was buried 
there. 

2 And there was no water for the 
congregation : and they gathered 
themselves together against Moses 
and against Aaron. 

3 And the people chode with Mo- 
ses, and spake, saying. Would God 
that we had died when our brethren 
died before the Lord ! 

4 And why have ye brought up the 
congregation of the Lord into this 
wilderness, that we and oiir cattle 
should die there? 

5 And wherefore have ye made us 
to come up out of E^pt, to bring 
us in unto this evil place? it is no 
place of seed, or of figs, or of vines, 
or of pomegranates ; neither is there 
any water to drink. 

6 And Moses and Aaron went from 
the presence of the assembly imto 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and they fell upon

their faces: and the glory of the 
Lord appeared imto them. 

T If And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

8 Take the rod, and gather thou 
the assembly together, thou, and Aa- 
ron thy brother, and speak ye unto 
the rock before their eyes; and it 
shall give forth his water, and thou 
shalt bring forth to them water out 
of the rock: so thou shalt give the 
congregation and their beasts drink. 

9 And Moses took the rod from 
before the Lord, as he conimandctl 
him. 

10 And Moses and Aaron gathered 
the congregation together before the 
rock, and he said unto them. Hear 
now, ye rebels; must we fetch you 
water out of this rock ? 

11 And Moses lifted up his hand, 
and with his rod he smote the rock 
twice : and the water came out abun- 
dantly, and the congregation drank, 
and their beasts also. 

12 If And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
j ses and Aaron, Because ye believed 

1 me not, to sanctify me in the eyes of 
I the children of Israel, therefore ye 
shall not bring this congregation 
into the land which I have given 
them. 

I 13 This is the water of Meribah ; 
because the children of Israel sti-ove 
with the Lord, and he was sanctified 
in them. 

14 If And Moses sent messengers 
from Kadesh mito the king of Edom, 
Thus saith thy brother Israel, Thou 
knowest all the travel that hath be- 
fallen us : 

15 How our fathers went down into 
Egypt, and we have dwelt in Egypt a 
long time ; and the Egyptians vexed 
us, and our fathers : 

16 And when we cried unto the 
Lord, he heard our voice, and sent 
an angel, and hath brought us forth 
out of Egypt : and, behold, we are in 
Kadesh, a city in the uttermost of 
thy border: 

17 Let us pass, I pray thee, through 
thy country : we will not pass through 

j the fields, or through the vineyards. 
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The death of Aaron. 

neither will we drink of the water of 
the wells : we will go by the king’s 
high way, we will not turn to the right 
hand nor to the left, until we have 
passed thy borders. 

18 And Edom said imto him. Thou 
shalt not pass by me, lest I come out 
against thee with the sword. 

19 A n d the children of Israel said 
unto him. We will go by the high 
way: and if I and my cattle drink 
of thy water, then I will pay for it: 
I will only, without doing any thing 
else, go through on my feet. 

20 And he said. Thou shalt not 
go through. And Edom came out 
against him with much people, and 
with a strong hand. 

21 Thus Edom refused to give Israel 
passage through his border: where- 
fore Israel turned away from him. 

22 IT And the children of Israel, even 
the whole congregation, journeyed 
from Kadesh, and came unto mount 
Hor. 

2H And the Lord spake unto Moses 
and Aaron in mount Hor, by the 
coast of the laud of Edom, saying, 

24 Aaron shall be gathered unto 
his people: for he shall not enter 
into the land which I have given 
unto the children of Israel, because 
ye rebelled against my word at the 
water of Meribah. 

25 Take Aaron and Eleazar his son, 
and bring them up unto mount 
Hor : 

20 And strip Aaron of his garments, 
and put them upon Eleazar his son : 
and Aaron shall be gathered unto 
his people, and shall die there. 

27 And Moses did as the Lord com- 
manded : and they went up into 
mount Hor in the sight of all the 
congregation. 

28 And Moses stripped Aaron of his 
garments, and put them upon Eleazar 
his son ; and Aaron died there in the 
top of the mount : and Moses and 
Eleazar came down from the mount. 

29 And when all the congi'egation 
saw that Aaron was dead, they 
mourned for Aaron thirty days, even 
all the house of Israel.

CHAPTER XXI. 

1 litrcuil with some loss destroy the Canaanites at Hot- 
mah. 4 The people murmuring are plagued with fiery 
serpents. 7 Thej/ repenting are healed by a hrasen 
serpent. 10 Sundry journeys of the Israelites. 21 
Sihon is overcome, 33 and Og. 

A n D when king Arad the Canaan- 
- ite, which dwelt in the south, 
heard tell that Israel came by the 
way of the spies ; then he fought a- 
gainst Israel, and took some of them 
prisoners. 

2 And Israel vowed a vow unto the 
Lord, and said, If thou vnlt indeed 
deliver this people into my hand, then 
I will utterly destroy their cities. 

3 And the Lord hearkened to the 
voice of Israel, and delivered up the 
Canaanites ; and they utterly destroy- 
ed them and their cities : and he call- 
ed the name of the place Hormah. 

4 If And they journeyed from mount 
Hor by the way of the Red sea, to 
compass the land of Edom : and the 
soul of the peoj)le was much discou- 
raged because of the way. 

5 And the people spake against God, 
and against Moses, Wherefore have 
ye brought us up out of Egypt to die 
in the wilderness ? for there w no 
bread, neither is there any water ; and 
our soul loatheth this light bread. 

6 And the Lord sent fiery serpents 
among the people, and they bit the 
people ; and much people of Israel 
died. 

7 If Therefore the people came to 
Moses, and said, We have siimed, 
for we have spoken against the Lord, 
and against thee ; pray unto the 
I Lord, that he take away the serpents 
I from us. And Moses prayed for the 
people. 

8 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Make thee a fiery serpent, and set 
it upon a pole : and it shall come to 
pass, that every one that is bitten, 
when he looketh upon it, shall live. 
9 And Moses made a serpent of 
brass, and put it upon a pole, and it 
came to pass, that if a serpent had 
bitten any man, when he beheld the 
serpent of brass, he lived. 

10 If And the children of Israel set 
forward, and pitched in Oboth. 
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Sihon is overcome. 

11 And they journeyed from Oboth, 
and pitched at Ije-abarim, in the 
wilderness which is before Moab, to- 
ward the sunrising. 

12 IT From thence they removed, 
and pitched in the valley of Zared. 

13 From thence they removed, and 
pitched on the other side of Avnon, 
which is in the wilderness that cometh 
out of the coasts of the Amorites : 
for Amon is the border of Moab, be- 
tween Moab and the Amorites. 

14 Wherefore it is said in the book 
of the wars of the Lord, What he 
did in the Red sea, and in the brooks j 
of Aj*non, 

15 And at the stream of the brooks 
that goeth down to the dwelling of 
Ar, and lieth upon the border of Moab. 

16 And from thence they went to 
Beer : that is the well whereof the 
Lord spake unto Moses, Gather the 
people together, and I will give them 
water. 

17 IT Then Israel sang this song. 
Spring up, O well; sing ye unto it: 

18 The princes digged the well, the 
nobles of the people digged it, by the 
direction of the lawgiver, with their 
staves. And from the wilderness they 
went to Mattanah : 

19 Ajid from Mattanah to Nahaliel : 
and from Nahaliel to Bamoth : 

20 And from Bamoth in the valley, 
that is in the country of Moab, to 
the top of Pisgah, which looketh 
toward Jeshimon. 

21 If And Israel sent messengers unto 
Sihon king of the Amorites, saying, 

22 Let me pass through thy land: 
we will not turn into the fields, or 
into the vineyards ; we will not drink 
of the waters of the well : but we will 
go along by the king’s high way, until 
we be past thy borders. 

23 And Sihon would not suffer Is- 
rael to pass through his border : but 
Sihon gathered all his people toge- 
ther, and went out against Israel in- 
to the wilderness: and he came to 
Jahaz, and fought against Israel. 

24 And Israel smote him with the 
edge of the sword, and possessed 
his land from Amon unto Jabbok, 
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even unto the children of Ammon : 
for the border of the children of 
Ammon was strong. 

25 And Israel took all these cities : 
and Israel dwelt in all the cities of 
the Amorites, in Heshbon, and in all 
the villages thereof 

26 For Heshbon was the city of 
Sihon the king of the Amorites, who 
had fought against the former king 
of Moab, and taken all his land out 
of his hand, even unto Amon. 

27 Wherefore they that speak in pro- 
verbs say. Come into Heshbon, let the 
city of Sihon be built and prepared : 

28 For there is a fire gone out of 
Heshbon, a fiame from the city of 
Sihon : it hath consumed Ar of Moab, 
and the lords of the high places of 
Arnon. 

29 Woe to thee, Moab ! thou art 
imdone, O people of Chemosh: he 
hath given his sons that escaped, and 
his daughters, into captivity unto Si- 
hon king of the Amorites. 

30 We have shot at them ; Heshbon 
is perished even unto Dibon, and we 
have laid them waste even unto No- 
phah, which reacheth unto Medeba. 

31 1 Thus Israel dwelt in the land 
of the Amorites. 

32 And Moses sent to spy out Jaazer, 
and they took the villages thereof, 
and drove out the Amorites that were 
there. 

33 IT And they tvurned and went up 
by the way of Bashan : and Og the 
king of Bashan went out against them, 
he, and all his people, to the battle at 
Edrei. 

34 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Fear him not: for I have delivered 
him into thy hand, and all his people, 
and his land ; and thou shalt do to 
him as thou didst unto Sihon king of 
the Amorites, which dwelt at Heshbon. 

35 So they smote him, and his sons, 
and all his people, until there was 
none left him alive: and they pos- 
sessed his land.

60 And imto Aaron was bom Nadab, 
and Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. 

61 And Nadab and Abihu died, when 
they offered strange fire before the 
Lord. 

62 And those that were numbered 
of them were twenty and three thou- 
sand, all males from a month old and 
upward: for they were not number- 
ed among the children of Israel, be- 
cause there was no inheritance given 
them among the children of Israel. 

63 IT These are they that were num- 
bered by Moses and Eleazar the 
priest, who numbered the children 
of Israel in the plains of Moab by 
Jordan near Jericho. 

64 But among these there was not 
a man of them whom Moses and 
Aaron the priest numbered, when 
they numbered the children of Israel 
in the wilderness of Sinai. 

65 For the Lord had said of them. 
They shall surely die in the wilder- 
ness. And there was not left a man 
of them, save Caleb the son of Jephun- 
neh, and Joshua the son of Nun. 
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The law 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

1 The daughters of Zelophehad sue for an inheritance. 
6 The law of inheritances. 1*2 Moses, being told of 
his death, sueth for a successor. 18 Joshua is ap~ 
pointed to succeed him. 

T hen came the daughters of Ze- 
lophehad, the son of Hepher, the 
son of Gilead, the son of Machir, the 
son of Manasseh, of the families of 
Manasseh the son of Joseph: and 
these are the names of his daugh- 
ters ; Mahlah, Noah, and Hoglah, and 
Milcah, and Tirzah. 

2 And they stood before Moses, and 
before Eleazar the priest, and before 
the princes and all the congregation, 
hy the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, saying, 

3 Our father died in the wilderness, 
and he was not in the company of 
them that gathered themselves toge- 
ther against the Lord in the company 
of Korah; but died in his own sin, 
and had no sons. 

4 Wliy should the name of our fa- 
ther be done away from among his 
family, because he hath no son ? Give 
unto us therefore a possession among 
the brethren of our father. 

5 And Moses brought their cause 
before the Lord. 

6 If And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

*7 The daughters of Zelophehad 
speak right: thou shalt surely give 
them a possession of an inheritance 
among their father’s brethren; and 
thou shalt cause the inheritance of 
their father to pass unto them. 

8 And thou shalt speak unto the 
children of Israel, saying, If a man 
die, and have no son, then ye shall 
cause his inheritance to pass unto 
his daughter. 

9 And if he have no daughter, then 
ye shall give his inheritance unto his 
brethren. 

10 And if he have no brethren, then 
ye shall give his inheritance unto his 
father’s brethren. 

11 And if his father have no bre- 
thren, then ye shall give his inherit- 
ance unto his kinsman that is next to 
him of his family, and he shall pos- 1 


of inheritanceg. 

sess it : and it shall be unto the chil- 
dren of Israel a statute of judgment, 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 

12 If And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Get thee up into this mount Abarim, 
and see the land which I have given 
unto the children of Israel. 

13 And when thou hast seen it, thou 
also shalt be gathered unto thy people, 
as Aaron thy brother was gathered. 

14 For ye rebelled against my com- 
mandment in the desert of Zin, in the 
strife of the congregation, to sanctify 
me at the water before their eyes : 
that is the water of Meribah in Ka- 
desh in the wilderness of Zin. 

15 If And Moses spake vmto the 
Lord, saying, 

16 Let the Lord, the God of the 
spirits of all flesh, set a man over 
the congregation, 

17 Which may go out before them, 
and which may go in before them, 
and which may lead them out, and 
which may bring them in; that the 
congregation of the Lord be not as 
sheep which have no shepherd. 

18 If And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Take thee Joshua the son of Nun, a 
man in whom is the spirit, and lay 
thine hand upon him ; 

19 And set him before Eleazar the 
priest, and before all the congrega- 
tion ; and give him a charge in their 
sight. 

20 And thou shalt put some of thine 
honour upon him, that all the con- 
gregation of the children of Israel 
may be obedient. 

21 And he shall stand before Eleazar 
the priest, who shall ask counsel for 
him after the judgment of Urim be- 
fore the Lord : at his word shall they 
go out, and at his word they shall 
come in, both he, and all the children 
of Israel with him, even all the con- 
gregation. 

22 And Moses did as the Lord com- 
manded him : and he took Joshua, 
and set him before Eleazar the priest, 
and before all the congregation : 

23 And he laid his hands upon him, 
and gave him a charge, as the Lord 
commanded by the hand of Moses. 
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Offerings are NUMBERS, XXVIII. to he observed. 


CHAPTER XXVm.

3 And thou shalt say unto them, This 
is the offering made by fire which ye 
shall offer unto the Lord ; two lambs 
of the first year without spot day by 
day, /or a continual biu’nt offering. 

4 The one lamb shalt thou offer in 
the morning, and the other lamb shalt 
thou offer at even ; 

r> And a tenth part of an ephah of 
flour for a meat offering, mingled with 
the fourth par< of an hin of beaten oil. 
a It is & continual burnt offering, 
which was ordained in moimt Sinai 
for a sweet savour, a sacrifice made 
by fire unto the Lord. 

7 And the drink offering thereof 
shall he the fourth part of an hin for 
the one lamb : in the \io\y place shalt 
thou cause the strong wine to be pour- 
ed xmto the Lord for a diink offering. 

8 And the other lamb shalt thou 
offer at even : as the meat offering of 
the morning, and as the drink offering 
thereof, thou shalt offer it, a sacrifice 
made by fire, of a sweet savour unto 
the Lord. 

9 ir And on the sabbath day two 
lambs of the first year without spot, 
and two tenth deals of floiu’ for a 
meat offering, mingled with oil, and 
the drink offering thereof: 

10 This is the burnt offering of every 
sabbath, beside the continual burnt 
offering, and his drink offering. 

11 IT And in the beginnings of your 
months ye shall offer a burnt offering 
unto the Lord ; two young bullocks, 
and one ram, seven lambs of the first 
year without spot ; 

12 And three tenth deals of flour 
for a meat offering, mingled with oil, 
for one bullock ; and two tenth deals 


of flour for a meat offering, mingled 
with oil, for one ram ; 

13 And a several tenth deal of flour 
mingled with oil for a meat offering 
unto one lamb ; for a burnt offering 
of a sweet savour, a sacrifice made 
by fire unto the Lord. 

14 And their drink offerings shall 
be half an hin of wine imto a bullock, 
and the third part of an hin unto a 
ram, and a fourth part of an hin unto 
a lamb : this is the burnt offering of 
every month throughout the months 
of the year.

18 In the first day shall he an holy 
convocation ; ye shall do no manner 
of servile work therein : 

19 But ye shall offer a sacrifice made 
by fire for a burnt offering unto the 
Lord ; tw'O young bullocks, and one 
ram, and seven lambs of the first 
year : they shall be unto you without 
blemish : 

20 And their meat offering shall he 
(/flour mingled with oil : three tenth 
(ieals shall ye offer for a bullock, and 
two tenth deals for a ram ; 

21 A several tenth deal shalt thou 
offer for every lamb, throughout the 
seven lambs : 

22 And one goat for a sin offering, 
to make an atonement for you.

25 And on the seventh day ye shall

26 IT Also in the day of the firstfruits, 
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Solemn feasts NUMBERS, XXIX and their offerings. 


when ye bring a new meat offering 
unto the Lord, after your weeks he 
Old, ye shall have an holy convoca- 
tion; ye shall do no servile work: 

27 But ye shall offer the burnt offer- ' 
ing for a sweet savour imto the Lord ; 
two young bullocks, one ram, seven 
lambs of the first year ; 

28 And their meat offering of fiour 
mingled with oil, three tenth deals 
unto one bullock, two tenth deals 
unto one ram, 

29 A several tenth deal unto one 
lamb, throughout the seven lambs ;

31 Ye shall offer them beside the 
continual burnt offering, and his meat 
offering, (they shall be unto you with- 
out blemish) and their drink offerings.

2 And ye shall offer a burnt offering 
for a sweet savour unto the Lord; 
one young bullock, one ram, and se- 
ven lambs of the first year without 
blemish: 

3 And their meat offering shall he 
of fiour mingled with oil, three tenth 
deals for a bullock, and two tenth 
deals for a ram, 

4 And one tenth deal for one lamb, 
throughout the seven lambs : 

6 And one kid of the goats for a sin 
offering, to make an atonement for you: 

: 6 Beside the burnt offering of the 
month, and his meat offering, and the 
daily burnt offering, and his meat 
offering, and their drink offerings, 
according imto their manner, for a 
sweet savour, a sacrifice made by fire 
unto the Lord. 

7 If And ye shall have on the tenth day 
of this seventh month an holy convo- 
cation ; and ye shall afflict your souls :

lambs of the first year; they shall be 
unto you without blemish :

12 IT And on the fifteenth day of 
the seventh month ye shall have an 
holy convocation ; ye shall do no ser- 
vile work, and ye shall keep a feast 
unto the Lord seven days : 

13 An d ye shall offer a burnt offer- 
ing, a sacrifice made by fire, of a 
sweet savour unto the Lord; thir- 
teen young bullocks, two rams, and 
fourteen lambs of the first year ; they 
shall be without blemish : 

14 And their meat offering shall he 
of flour mingled with oil, three tenth 
deals unto every bullock of the thir- 
teen bullocks, two tenth deals to each 
ram of the two rams, 

15 And a several tenth deal to each 
lamb of the fourteen lambs : 

16 And one kid of the goats for a 
sin offering ; beside the continual 
burnt offering, his meat offering, and 
his drink offering. 

17 If And on the second day ye 
shall offer twelve young bullocks, 
two rams, fourteen lambs of the 
first year without spot: 

18 And their meat offering and their 
drink offerings for the bullocks, for 
the rams, and for the lambs, shall 
he according to their number, after 
the manner: 

19 And one kid of the goats for a 
sin offering ; beside the continual 
burnt offering, and the meat offering 
thereof, and their drink offerings. 

20 If And on the third day eleven 
bullocks, two rams, fourteen lambs 
of the first year without blemish; 

21 And their meat offering and their 
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drink offerings for the bullocks, for 
the rams, and for the lambs, shall 
he according to their number, after 
the manner: 

22 And one goat for a sin offering ; 
beside the continual burnt offering, 
and his meat offering, and his drink 
offering. 

23 IT And on the fourth day ten bul- 
locks, two rams, and fourteen lambs 
of the first year without blemish: 

24 Their meat offering and their 
drink offerings for the bullocks, for 
the rams, and for the lambs, shall 
he according to their number, after 
the manner: 

25 And one kid of the goats for 
a sin offering; beside the continual 
burnt offering, his meat offering, and 
his drink offering. 

26 IT And on the fifth day nine bul- 
locks, two rams, ami fourteen lambs 
of the first year without spot: 

27 And their meat offering and their 
drink offerings for the bullocks, for 
the rams, and for the lambs, shall 
he according to their number, after 
the manner: 

28 And one goat for a sin offering; be- 
side the continual burnt offering, and 
his meat offering, and his drink offering. 

29 IT And on the sixth day eight bul- 
locks, two rams, and fourteen lambs 
of the first year without blemish: 

30 And their meat offering and their 
drink offerings for the bidlocks, for 
the rams, and for the lambs, shall 
he according to their number, after 
the manner: 

31 And one goat for a sin offering ; 
beside the continual burnt offering, his 
meat offering, and his drink offering. 

32 IT And on the seventh day seven 
bullocks, two rams, and fourteen 
lambs of the first year without 
blemish : 

33 And their meat offering and their 
drink offerings for the bullocks, for 
the rams, and for the lambs, shall 
he according to their nimiber, after 
the manner: 

34 And one goat for a sin offering ; be- 
side the continual burnt offering, his 
meat offering, and his drink offering. 


and their offerings. 

35 IT On the eighth day ye shall 
have a solemn assembly: ye shall 
do no servile work therein: 

36 But ye shall offer a burnt offer- 
ing, a sacrifice made by fire, of a 
sweet savour unto the Lord: one 
bullock, one ram, seven lambs of 
the first year without blemish: 

37 Their meat offering and their 
drink offerings for the bullock, for the 
ram, and for the lambs, slmll he accord- 
ing to their number, after the manner: 

38 And one goat for a sin offering ; 
beside the continual burnt offering, 
and his meat offering, and his drink 
offering. 

39 These things ye shall do unto the 
Lord in your set feasts, beside your

40 And Moses told the children of 
Israel according to all that the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

CHAPTER XXX. 

1 Vows are not to he broken* 3 The exception of a 

niaicVs vow* Q Of a wifes* 9 Of a widow* s, or her 

that is divorced* 

A nd Moses spake unto the heads 
- of the tribes concerning the chil- 
dren of Israel, saying. This is the thing 
which the Lord hath commanded. 

2 If a man vow a vow unto the 
Lord, or swear an oath to bind his 
soul with a bond ; he shall not break 
his word, he shall do according to all 
that proceedeth out of his mouth. 

3 If a woman also vow a vow unto the 
Lord, and bind herself hy a bond, being 
in her father’s house in her youth ; 

4 And her father hear her vow, and 
her bond wherewith she hath bound 
her soul, and her father shall hold his 
peace at her : then all her vows shall 
stand, and every bond wherewith she 
hath bound her soul shall stand. 

5 But if her father disallow her in the 
day that he heareth ; not any of her 
vows, or of her bonds wherewith she 
hath bound her soul, shall stand: 
and the Lord shall forgive her, be- 
cause her father disallowed her. 

6 And if she had at all an husband, 
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when she vowed, or uttered ought 
out of her lips, wherewith she bound 
her soul ; 

7 And her husband heard it, and 
held his peace at her in the day that 
he heard U: then her vows shall 
stand, and her bonds wherewith she 
bound her soul shall stand. 

8 But if her husband disallowed her 
on the day that he heard it; then 
he shall make her vow which she 
vowed, and that which she uttered 
with her lips, wherewith she bound 
her soul, of none eifect : and the 
Lord shall forgive her. 

9 But every vow of a widow, and 
of her that is divorced, wherewith 
they have bomid their souls, shall 
stand against her. 

10 And if she vowed in her hus- 
band’s house, or bound her soul by 
a bond with an oath ; 

11 And her husband heard it, and 
held his peace at her, and disallow- 
ed her not: then all her vows shall 
stand, and every bond M'herewith she 
bound her soul shall stand. 

12 But if her husband hath utterly 
made them void on the day he heard 
them ; then whatsoever proceeded 
out of her lips concerning her vows, 
or concerning the bond of her soul, 
shall not stand; her husband hath 
made them void ; and the Lord shall 
forgive her. 

13 Every vow, and every binding 
oath to afflict the soffl, her husband 
may establish it, or her husband 
may make it void. 

14 But if her husband altogether 
hold his peace at her from day to 
day; then he establisheth all her 
vows, or all her bonds, which are 
upon her: he confirmeth them, be- 
cause he held his peace at her in 
the day that he heard them. 

15 But if he shall any ways make 
them void after that he hath heard 
them ; then he shall bear her iniquity. 

16 These are the statutes, which the 
Lord commanded Moses, between a 
man and his wife, between the father 
and his daughter, being yet in her 
youth in her father’s house. 


CHAPTER XXXI. 

I The Midianites are spoiled, and Balaam slain. 13 
Moses is wroth with the officers, for saving the women 
alive. 19 How the soldiers, with their captives and 
spoil, are to be purified. *25 The proportion whereby 
the prey is to be divided. 48 Tlte voluntary oblation 
unto the treasury of the Lord. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
J\. saying, 

2 Avenge the children of Israel of 
the Midianites : afterward shaft thou 
be gathered xmto thy people. 

3 And Moses spake unto the people, 
saying. Arm some of yourselves unto 
the war, and let them go against the 
Midianites, and avenge the Lord of 
Midian. 

4 Of every tribe a thousand, through- 
out all the tribes of Israel, shall ye 
send to the w^ar. 

5 So there were delivered out of the 
thousands of Israel, a thousand of 
every tribe, twelve thousand armed 
for war. 

6 And Moses sent them to the war, 
a thousand of every tribe, them and 
Phinehas the son of Eleazar the 
priest, to the war, with the holy in- 
struments, and the trumpets to blow 
in his hand. 

7 And they warred against the Mi- 
dianites, as the Lord commanded 
Moses ; and they slew all the males. 

8 And they slew the kings of Mi- 
dian, beside the rest of them that 
were slain ; namely, Evi, and Rckem, 
and Zm*, and Hur, and Reba, five 
kings of Midian : Balaam also the son 
of Beor they slew with the sword. 

9 And the children of Israel took all 
the women of Midian captives, and 
their little ones, and took the spoil 
of all their cattle, and all their flocks, 
and all their goods. 

10 And they burnt all their cities 
wherein they dwelt, and all their 
goodly castles, with fire. 

II And they took all the spoil, 
and all the prey, both of men and of 
beasts. 

12 And they brought the captives, 
and the prey, and the spoil, unto 
Moses, and Eleazar the priest, and 
unto the congregation of the children 
of Israel, unto the camp at the plains 
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of Moab, which are by Jordan near 
Jericho. 

13 If And Moses, and Eleazar the 
priest, and all the princes of the con- 
gregation, went forth to meet them 
without the camp. 

14 And Moses was wroth with the 
oflBcers of the host, vnth the captains 
over thousands, and eaptains over hun- 
dreds, which came from the battle. 

15 And Moses said unto them. Have 
ye saved all the women alive ? 

16 Behold, these caused the children 
of Israel, through the counsel of Ba- 
laam, to commit trespass against the 
Lord in the matter of Peor, and there 
was a plague among the congregation 
of the Lord. 

17 Now therefore kill every male 
among the little ones, and kill every 
woman that hath known man by lying 
with him. 

18 But all the women children, that 
have not known a man by lying with 
him, keep alive for yoimselves. 

19 And do ye abide without the 
camp seven days: whosoever hath 
killed any person, and whosoever hath 
touched any slain, purify both your- 
selves and your captives on the third 
day, and on the seventh day. 

20 And purify all your raiment, and 
all that is made of skins, and all work 
of goats’ hair, and all things made of 
wood. 

21 If And Eleazar the priest said un- 
to the men of war which went to the 
battle, This is the ordinance of the law 
which the Lord commanded Moses ; 

22 Only the gold, and the silver, the 
brass, the iron, the tin, and the lead, 

23 Every thing that may abide the 
fire, ye shall make it go through the 
fire, and it shall be clean: neverthe- 
less it shall be purified with the water 
of separation: and all that abideth 
not the fire ye shall make go through 
the water. 

24 And ye shall wash your clothes 
on the seventh day, and ye shall be 
clean, and afterward ye shall come 
into the camp. 

26 If And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying. 


is to he divided. 

26 Take the sum of the prey that 
was taken, both of man and of beast, 
thou, and Eleazar the priest, and the 
chief fathers of the congregation : 

27 And divide the prey into two 
parts; between them that took the 
war upon them, who went out to bat- 
tle, and between all the congregation : 

28 And levy a tribute unto the Lord 
of the men of war which went out to 
battle : one soul of five hundred, both 
of the persons, and of the beeves, and 
of the asses, and of the sheep : 

29 Take it of their half, and give it 
unto Eleazar the priest, for an heave 
offering of the Lord. 

30 And of the children of Israel’s 
half, thou shalt take one portion of 
fifty, of the persons, of the beeves, 
of the asses, and of the flocks, of all 
manner of beasts, and give them unto 
the Levites, which keep the charge 
of the tabernacle of the Lord. 

31 And Moses and Eleazar the priest 
did as the Lord commanded Moses. 

32 And the booty, being the rest of 
the prey which the men of war had 
caught, was six hundred thousand 
and seventy thousand and five thou- 
sand sheep, 

33 And threescore and twelve thou- 
sand beeves, 

34 And threescore and one thousand 
asses, 

35 And thirty and two thousand per- 
sons in all, of women that had not 
known man by lying with him. 

36 And the half, which was the por- 
tion of them that went out to war, 
was in number three hundred thou- 
sand and seven and thirty thousand 
and five hundred sheep : 

37 And the Lord’s tribute of the 
sheep was six hundred and three- 
score and fifteen. 

38 And the beeves were thirty and 
six thousand; of which the Lord’s 
tribute was threescore and twelve. 

39 And the asses were thirty thou- 
sand and five hundred ; of which the 
Lord’s tribute was threescore and one. 

40 And the persons were sixteen 
thousand ; of which the Lord’s tribute 
was thirty and two persons. 

G 5 
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41 And Moses gave the tribute, which 
was the Lord’s heave offering, unto 
Eleazar the priest, as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

42 And of the children of Israel’s 
half, which Moses divided from the 
men that warred, 

43 (Now the half that pertained unto 
the congregation was three hundred 
thousand and thirty thousand and se- 
ven thousand and five hundred sheep, 

44 And thirty and six thousand 
beeves, 

45 And thirty thousand asses and 
five hundred, 

46 And sixteen thousand persons ;) 

47 Even of the children of Israel’s 
half, Moses took one portion of fifty, 
both of man and of beast, and gave 
them unto the Levites, which kept the 
charge of the tabernacle of the Lord ; 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 

48 If And the officers which were 
over thousands of the host, the cap- 
tains of thousands, and captains of 
hundreds, came near unto Moses : 

49 And they said unto Moses, Thy 
servants have taken the sum of the 
men of war which are under our 
charge, and there lacketh not one 
man of us. 

50 We have therefore brought an 
oblation for the Lord, what every 
man hath gotten, of jewels of gold, 
chains, and bracelets, rings, earrings, 
and tablets, to make an atonement 
for our souls before the Lord. 

51 And Moses and Eleazar the priest 
took the gold of them, eoen all wrought 
jewels. 

52 And all the gold of the offering 
that they offered up to the Lord, of 
the captains of thousands, and of the 
captains of htmdreds, was sixteen 
thousand seven hundred and fifty 
shekels. 

63 {For the men of war had taken 
spoil, every man for himself) 

64 And Moses and Eleazar the priest 
took the gold of the captains of thou- 
sands and of hundreds, and brought 
it into the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, for a memorial for the chil- 
dren of Israel before the Lord. 


CHAPTER XXXII. 

I The Reuhenitee and Gadites sue for their inheritance 
on that side Jordan. 6 Moses reproveth them. 16 
They offer him conditions to his content, 33 Moses 
assigneth them the land. 39 They conquer it, 

OW the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad had a very 
great multitude of cattle : and when 
they saw the land of Jazer, and the 
land of Gilead, that, behold, the 
place was a place for cattle;

CHAPTER I. 

I Moses* speech in the end of the fortieth year, briefly 
rehearsing the story 6 of God*8 promise, of giving 
them officers, 19 of sending the spies to search the 
land, 34- of God*8 anger for their incredulity, 41 and 
disobedience, 

T hese he the words which Moses 
spake unto all Israel on this side 
Jordan in the wilderness, in the plain 
over against the Red sea, between 
Paran, and Tophel, and Laban, and 
Hazeroth, and Dizahab. 

2 {There are eleven days’ journey 
from Horeb by the way of mount 
Seir unto Kadesh-barnea) 

3 And it came to pass in the fortieth 
year, in the eleventh month, on the 
first (lay of the month, that Moses 
spake unto the children of Israel, 
according unto all that the Lord 
had given him in commandment unto 
them ; 

4 After he had slain Sihon the king 
of the Amorites, which dwelt in Hesh- 
bon, and Og the king of Bashan, 
which dwelt at Astaroth in Edrei: 

6 On this side Jordan, in the land of 
Moab, began Moses to declare this 
law, saying, 

6 The Lord our God spake unto us 
in Horeb, saying. Ye have dwelt long 
enough in this mount : 

7 Turn you, and take your journey, 
and go to the mount of the Amorites, 
and unto all the places nigh thereunto, 
in the plain, in the hills, and in the 
vale, and in the south, and by the sea 
side, to the land of the Canaanites, 
and unto Lebanon, unto the great 
river, the river Euphrates. 

8 Behold, I have set the land before 
you : go in and possess the land which 
the Lord sware mito your fathers, 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, to give 
unto them and to their seed after 
them. 

9 IT And I spake unto you at that 


time, saying, I am not able to bear 
you myself alone : 

10 The Lord your God hath multi- 
plied you, and, behold, ye are this day 
as the stars of heaven for multitude. 

11 (The Lord God of your fathers 
make you a thousand times so many 
more as ye are, and bless you, as he 
hath promised you !) 

12 How can I myself alone bear your 
cumbrance, and your burden, and 
your strife ?

The thing which thou hast spoken is 
good for us to do. 

15 So I took the chief of your tribes, 
wise men, and known, and made them 
heads over you, captains over thou- 
sands, and captains over hundreds, 
and captains over fifties, and cap- 
tains over tens, and oflicers among 
your tribes. 

16 And I charged your judges at that 
time, saying. Hear the causes between 
your brethren, and judge righteously 
between every man and his brother, 
and the stranger that is with him. 

17 Ye shall not respect persons in 
judgment ; but ye shall hear the small 
as well as the great ; ye shall not be 
afraid of the face of man ; for the 
judgment is God’s : and the cause that 
is too hard for you, bring it unto me, 
and I will hear it. 

18 And I commanded you at that 
time all the things which ye should 
do. 

19 H And when we departed from 
Horeb, we went through all that 
great and terrible wilderness, which 
ye saw by the way of the mountaia 
of the Amorites, as the Lord our 
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God commanded us ; and we came 
to Kadesh-barnea. 

20 And I said unto you, Ye are 
come unto the mountain of the Amo- 
rites, which the Lord out God doth 
give unto us. 

21 Behold, the Lord thy God hath 
set the land before thee : go up and 
possess it, as the Lord God of thy 
fathers hath said unto thee ; fear not, 
neither be discouraged. 

22 U And ye came near unto me 
every one of you, and said. We will 
send men before us, and they shall 
search us out the land, and bring us 
word again by what way we must go 
up, and into what cities we shall come. 

23 And the saying pleased me well : 
and I took twelve men of you, one of 
a tribe : 

24 And they turned and went up in- 
to the mountain, and came unto the 
valley of Eshcol, and searched it out. 

25 And they took of the fruit of the 
land in their hands, and brought it 
down unto us, and brought us word 
again, and said. It is good land 
which the Lord our God doth give us. 

20 Notwithstanding ye would not go 
up, but rebelled against the command- 
ment of the Lord yom* God : 

27 And ye murmured in your tents, 
and said. Because the Lord hated us, 
he hath brought us forth out of the 
land of Egypt to deliver us into the 
hand of the Amorites, to destroy us. 

28 Whither shall we go up? our 
brethren have discouraged our heart 
saying. The people is greater and 
taller than we; the cities are great 
and walled up to heaven ; and more- 
over we have seen the sons of the 
Anakims there. 

29 Then I said unto you. Dread not, 
neither be afraid of them. 

30 The Lord your God which goeth 
before you, he shall fight for you, 
according to all that he did for you 
in Egypt before your eyes; 

31 .Aad in the wilderness, where thou 
hast seen how that the Lord thy God 
bare thee, as a man doth bear his 
son, in all the way that ye went, until 
ye came into this place. 


32 Yet in this thing ye did not be- 
lieve the Lord your God, 

33 Who went in the way before you, 
to search you out a place to pitch 
your tents in, in fire by night, to shew 
you by what way ye should go, and in 
a cloud by day. 

34 And the Lord heard the voice of 
your words, and was wroth, and sware, 
saying, 

35 Surely there shall not one of 
these men of this evil generation see 
that good land, which I sware to give 
unto your fathers, 

36 Save Caleb the son of Jephun- 
neh ; he shall see it, and to him will 
I give the land that he hath trodden 
upon, and to his children, because he 
hath wholly followed the Lord. 

37 Also the Lord was angry with 
me for your sakes, saying. Thou also 
shalt not go in thither. 

38 But J oshua the son of Nun, which 
standeth before thee, he shall go in 
thither : encourage him : for he shall 
cause Israel to inherit it. 

39 Moreover your little ones, which 
ye said should be a prey, and yo\ir 
children, which in that day had no 
knowledge between good and evil, 
they shall go in thither, and unto 
them will I give it, and they shall 
possess it. 

40 But as for you, turn you, and 
take your journey into the wilderness 
by the way of the Red sea. 

41 Then ye answered and said unto 
me. We have siimed against the Lord, 
we will go up and fight, according to 
all that the Lord our God command- 
ed us. And when ye had girded on 
every man his weapons of war, ye 
were ready to go up into the hill. 

42 And the Lord said unto me. Say 
unto them. Go not up, neither fight ; 
for I am not among you ; lest ye be 
smitten before your enemies. 

43 So I spake unto you; and ye 
would not hear, but rebelled against 
the commandment of the Lord, and 
went presumptuously up into the hill. 

44 And the Amorites, which dwelt 
in that mountain, came out against 
you, and chased you, as bees do, and 
,0 
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on their way 

destroyed you in Seir, even unto Hor- 
mah. 

45 And ye returned and wept be- 
fore the Lord; but the Lord would 
not hearken to your voice, nor give 
ear unto you. 

4(j So ye abode in Kadesh many 
days, according unto the days that 
ye abode there. 

CHAPTER II. 

I 7'Af; story is cordinued, that they wcrr not to meddle 
with tlui Edomites, 9 nor with the Moabites, 17 nor 
with the Ammonites, 24 hut Sihon the Amorite was 
subdued by them, 

T hen we turned, and took our 
journey into the wilderness by

2 And the Lord spake unto me,

S Ye have compassed this mountain 
long enough : turn you northward 
4 And command thou the people, 
saying. Ye are to pass through the 
coast of your brethren the children 
of Esau, which dwell in Seir; and 
they shall be afi’aid of you : take ye 
good heed unto yourselves therefore : 
5 Meddle not with them ; for I will 
not give you of their land, no, not so 
nuich as a foot breadth ; because I 
have given mount Seir unto Esau for 
a j)ossession. 

G Ye shall buy meat of them for 
money, that ye may eat ; and ye shall 
also buy water of them for money, 
that ye may drink. 

7 For the Lord thy God hath bless- 
ed thee in all the works of thy hand : 
he knoweth thy walking through this 
great wilderness: these forty years 
the Lord thy God hath been with 
thee; thou hast lacked nothing. 

8 And when we passed by from our 
brethren the children of Esau, which 
dwelt in Seir, through the way of the 
plain from Elath, and from Ezion- 
gaber, we turned and passed by the 
way of the wilderness of Moab. 

9 And the Lord said unto me. Dis- 
tress not the Moabites, neither con- 
tend with them in battle : for I will 
not give thee of their land for a pos-

10 The Emims dwelt therein in times 
past, a people great, and many, and 
tall, as the Anakims; 

11 Which also were accounted gi- 
ants, as the Anakims ; but the Moab- 
ites call them Emims. 

12 The Horims also dwelt in Seir 
beforetime ; but the children of Esau 
succeeded them, when they had de- 
stroyed them from before them, and 
dwelt in their stead; as Israel did 
unto the land of his possession, which 
the Lord gave unto them. 

13 Now rise up, said /, and get you 
over the brook Zored. And we went 
over the brook Zered. 

14 And the space in which we came 
from Kadesh-barnea, until we were 
come over the brook Zered, ivas 
thirty and eight years; until all the 
generation of the men of war were 
wasted out from among the host, as 
the Lord sware unto them. 

15 For indeed the hand of the Lord 
was against them, to destroy them 
from among the host, until they were 
consumed. 

16 If So it came to pass, when all the 
men of war were consumed and dead 
from among the people, 

17 That the Lord spake unto me, 
saying, 

18 Thou art to pass over through 
Ar, the coast of Moab, this day: 

19 And when thou comest nigh over 
against the childi*en of Ammon, dis- 
tress them not, nor meddle with them : 
for I will not give thee of the land of 
the children of Ammon any posses- 
sion; because I have given it unto 
the children of Lot for a possession. 

20 (That also was accounted a land 
of giants : giants dwelt therein in 
old time; and the Ammonites call 
them Zamzummims; 

21 A people great, and many, and 
tall, as the Anakims ; but the Lord 
destroyed them before them; and 
they succeeded them, and dwelt in 
their stead : 

22 As he did to the children of 
Esau, which dwelt in Seir, when he 
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destroyed the Horims from before 
them ; and they succeeded them, 
and dwelt in their stead even unto 
this day : 

23 And the Avims which dwelt 
in Hazerim, e/ven unto Azzah, the 
Caphtorims, which came forth out 
of Caphtor, destroyed them, and 
dwelt in their stead.) 

24 1 Rise ye up, take your journey, 
and pass over the river Arnon : be- 
hold, I have given into thine hand 
Sihon the Amorite, king of Heshbon, 
and his land : begin to possess U, 
and contend with him in battle. 

25 This day will I begin to put the 
dread of thee and the fear of thee 
upon the nations that are under the 
whole heaven, who shall hear report 
of thee, and shall tremble, and be in 
anguish because of thee. 

26 If And I sent messengers out 
of the wilderness of Kedemoth unto 
Sihon king of Heshbon with words 
of peace, saying, 

27 Let me pass through thy land : I 
will go along by the high way, I will 
neither turn imto the right hand nor 
to the left. 

28 Thou shalt sell me meat for 
money, that I may eat ; and give me 
water for money, that I may drink : 
only I will pass through on my feet ; 

29 (As the children of Esau which 
dwell in Seir, and the Moabites which 
dwell in Ar, did unto me ;) until I 
shall pass over Jordan into the land 
which the Lord our God giveth us. 

30 But Sihon king of Heshbon 
would not let us pass by him : for 
the Lord thy God hardened his spi- 
rit, and made his heart obstinate, 
that he might deliver him into thy 
hand, as appeareth this day. 

31 And the Lord said unto me. Be- 
hold, I have begun to give Sihon and 
his land before thee : begin to possess, 
that thou mayest inherit his land. 

32 Then Sihon came out against 
us, he and all his people, to fight at 
Jahaz. 

33 And the Lord our God deliver- 
ed him before us ; and we smote him, 
and his sons, and all his people. 


34 And we took all his cities at that 
time, and utterly destroyed the men, 
and the women, and the little ones, of 
every city, we left none to remain : 

35 Only the cattle we took for a 
prey unto ourselves, and the spoil 
of the cities which we took. 

36 From Aroer, which zs by the 
brink of the river of Amon, and from 
the city that is by the river, even 
unto Gilead, there was not one city 
too strong for us : the Lord our God 
delivered all unto us ; 

37 Only unto the land of the chil- 
dren of Ammon thou earnest not, twr 
unto any place of the river Jabbok, 
nor imto the cities in the mountains, 
nor unto whatsoever the Lord our 
God forbad us. 

CHAPTER HI.

T hen we turned, and went u}) 
the way to Bashan : and Og the 
king of Bashan came out against us, 
he and all his people, to battle at 
Edrei.

Fear him not : for I will deliver him, 
and all his people, and his land, into 
thy hand ; and thou shalt do unto him 
as thou didst unto Sihon king of the 
Amorites, which dwelt at Heshbon.

4 And we took all his cities at that 
time, there was not a city which we 
took not from them, threescore cities, 
all the region of Argob, the kingdom 
of Og in Bashan. 

5 All these cities were fenced with 
high walls, gates, and bars ; beside 
imwalled towns a great many. 

6 And we utterly destroyed them, 
as we did unto Sihon king of Hesh- 
bon, utterly destroying the men, wo- 
men, and children, of every city. 

7 But all the cattle, and the spoil 
of the cities, we took for a prey to 
ourselves.

8 And we took at that time out of 
the hand of the two kings of the 
Amorites the land that was on this 
side Jordan, from the river of Amon 
unto mount Hennon ; 

9 ( Which Hermon the Sidonians 
call Sirion; and the Amorites call 
it Shenir;) 

10 All the cities of the plain, and all 
Gilead, and all Bashan, unto Salchah 
and Edrei, cities of the kingdom of 
Og in Bashan. 

11 For only Og king of Bashan 
remained of the remnant of giants ; 
behold, his bedstead was a bedstead 
of iron ; is it not in Rabbath of the 
children of Ammon ? nine cubits 
was the length thereof, and four 
cubits the breadth of it, after the 
cubit of a man. 

12 And this land, which we pos- 
sessed at that time, from Aroer, 
which is by the river Arnon, and 
half mount Gilead, and the cities 
thereof, gave I unto the Reubenites 
and to the Gadites. 

13 And the rest of Gilead, and all Ba- 
shan, being the kingdom of Og, gave 
I unto the half tribe of Manasseh ; all 
the region of Argob, with all Bashan, 
which was called the land of giants. 

14 Jair the son of Manasseh took 
all the country of Argob unto the 
coasts of Geshuri and Maachathi; 
and called them after his own name, 
Bashan-havoth-jair, imto this day. 

15 And I gave Gilead unto Machir. 

16 And unto the Reubenites and 
unto the Gadites I gave from Gilead 
even unto the river Amon half the 
valley, and the border even unto the 
river Jabbok, which is the border of 
the children of Ammon; 

17 The plain also, and Jordan, and 
the coast thereof, from Chimiereth 
even unto the sea of the plain, even 
the salt sea, under Ashdoth-pisgah 
eastward. 

18 II And I commanded you at that 
time, saying. The Lord your God 
hath given you this land to possess 
it : ye shall pass over armed before 
your brethren the children of Israel, 
all that are meet for the war. 


19 But your wives, and your little 
ones, and your cattle, (for I know that 
ye have much cattle,) shall abide in 
your cities w'hich I have given you ;

29 O that there were such an heart 
in them, that they would fear me, and 
keep all my commandments always, 
that it might be well with them, and 
with their children for ever ! 

30 Go say to them. Get you into 
your tents again.

N ow these are the command- 
ments, the statutes, and the 
judgments, which the Lord your 
God commanded to teach you, that 
ye might do them in the land whi- 
ther ye go to possess it: 

2 That thou mightest fear the Lord 
thy God, to keep all his statutes and 
his commandments, which I command 
thee, thou, and thy son, and thy son’s 
son, all the days of thy life ; and that 
thy days may be prolonged. 

3 II Hear therefore, O Israel, and 
observe to do it ; that it may be well 
Avith thee, and that ye may increase 
mightily, as the Lord God of thy fa- 
thers hath promised thee, in the land 
that floweth with milk and honey. 

4 Hear, O Israel: The Lord our 
God is one Lord : 

5 And thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thine heart, and Avith 
all thy soul, and with all thy might. 
6 And these words, which 1 com- 
mand thee this day, shall be in thine 
heart : 

7 And thou shalt teach them dili- 
gently unto thy children, and shalt 
talk of them when thou sittest in 
thine house, and when thou walkest 
by the way, and Avhen thou liest 
down, and when thou risest up. 

8 And thou shalt bind them for a 
sign upon thine hand, and they shall 
be as frontlets between thine eyes.

AT that time the Lord said imto me, 
Hew thee two tables of stone 
like imto the first, and come up unto 
me into the mount, and make thee 
an ark of wood. 

2 And I will write on the tables the 
words that were in the first tables 
which thou brakest, and thou shalt 
put them in the ark. 

3 And I made an ark of shittim 
wood, and hewed two tables of stone 
like unto the first, and went up into 
the mount, having the two tables in 
mine hand. 

4 And he wrote on the tables, ac- 
cording to the first writing, the ten 
commandments, which the Lord spake 
unto you in the mount out of the 
midst of the fire in the day of the 


assembly: and the Lord gave them 
unto me. 

6 And I turned myself and came 
down from the mount, and put the 
tables in the ark which I had made ; 
and there they be, as the Lord com- 
manded me.

10 And I stayed in the mount, ac 
cording to the first time, forty days and 
forty nights ; and the Lord hearkened 
unto me at that time also, and the 
Lord would not destroy thee. 

11 And the Lord said unto me, Arise, 
take thy journey before the people, 
that they may go in and possess the 
land, which I sware imto their fathers 
to give unto them. 

12 IT And now, Israel, what doth the 
Lord thy God require of thee, but to 
fear the Lord thy God, to walk in all 
his ways, and to love him, and to serve 
the Lord thy God with all thy heart 
and with all thy soul, 

13 To keep the commandments of 
the Lord, and his statutes, which I 
command thee this day for thy good ? 

14 Behold, the heaven and the hea- 
ven of heavens is the Lord’s thy God, 
the earth also, with all that therein is. 

15 Only the Lord had a delight in 
thy fathers to love them, and he chose 
their seed after them, even you above 
all people, as it is this day. 

16 Circumcise therefore the foreskin 
of your heart, and be no more stiff- 
necked.

17 For the Lord your God is God 
of gods, and Lord of lords, a great 
God, a mighty, and a terrible, which 
regardeth not persons, nor taketh 
reward : 

18 He doth execute the judgment of 
the fatherless and widow, and loveth 
the stranger, in giving liim food and 
raiment.

21 He is thy praise, and he is thy 
God, that hath done for thee these 
great and terrible things, which thine 
eyes have seen. 

22 Thy fathers went down into Egypt 
with threescore and ten persons ; and 
now the Lord thy God hath made 
thee as the stars of heaven for mul- 
titude. 

CHAPTER XI.

HEREFORE thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God, and keep his 
charge, and his statutes, and his judg- 
ments, and his commandments, alway. 

2 And know ye this day : for I speak 
not with your children which have 
not known, and which have not seen 
the chastisement of the Lord your 
God, his greatness, his mighty hand, 
and his stretched out arm, 

3 And his miracles, and his acts, 
which he did in the midst of Egypt 
unto Pharaoh the king of Egypt, and 
unto all his land ; 

4 And what he did unto the army 
of Egypt, unto their horses, and to 
their chariots ; how he made the 
water of the Red sea to overflow 
them as they pimsued after you, and 
how the Lord hath destroyed them 
unto this day; 

5 And what he did unto you in the 
wilderness, imtil ye came into this 
place ;

6 And what he did unto Dathan and 
Abiram, the sons of Eliab, the son of 
Reuben: how the earth opened her 
mouth, and swallowed them up, and 
their households, and their tents, and 
all the substance that was in their 
possession, in the midst of all Israel : 

7 But your eyes have seen all the 
great acts of the Lord which he did 

8 Therefore shall ye keep all the 
commandments which I command you 
this day, that ye may be strong, and 
go in and possess the land, whither 
ye go to possess it; 

9 And that ye may prolong your 
days in the land, which the Lord 
sware unto your fathers to give un- 
to them and to their seed, a land 
that floweth with milk and honey. 

10 If For the land, whither thou 
goest in to possess it, is not as the 
land of Egypt, from whence ye came 
out, where thou sowedst thy seed, 
and wateredst it with thy foot, as a 
garden of herbs : 

11 But the land, whither ye go to 
possess it, is a land of hills and val- 
leys, and drinketh water of the rain 
of heaven: 

12 A land which the Lord thy God 
careth for : the eyes of the Lord thy 
God are always upon it, from the 
beginning of the year even unto the 
end of the year. 

13 If And it shall come to pass, if

4 These are the beasts which ye shall 
eat : the ox, the sheep, and the goat, 
6 The hart, and the roebuck, and 
the fallow deer, and the wild goat, 
and the pygarg, and the wild ox, 
and the chamois. 

6 And every beast that parteth the 
hoof, and cleaveth the cleft into two 
claws, and cheweth the cud among 
the beasts, that ye shall eat.

1 The things sacrificed must be sound, 2 Idolaters 
must be slain, 8 Hard controversies are to be deter- 
mined by the priests and judges, 12 The contemner 
of that determination must die, 14 The. election, 16 
and duty of a king, 

T hou slmlt not sacrifice unto the 
Lord thy God any bullock, or 
sheep, wherein is blemish, or any evil- 
favouredness : for that is an abomi- 
nation unto the Lord thy God. 

2 T If there be found among you, 
within any of thy gates which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, man or 
woman, that hath wrought wicked- 
ness in the sight of the Lord thy 
God, in transgressing his covenant, 

3 And hath gone and served other 
gods, and worshipped them, either 
the sun, or moon, or any of the host 
of heaven, which I have not com- 
manded ; 

4 And it be told thee, and thou hast 
heard of it, and enquired diligently, 
and, behold, it he true, and the thing 
certain, that such abomination is 
wrought in Israel: 

5 Then shalt thou bring forth that 
man or that woman, which have com- 
mitted that wicked thing, unto thy 
gates, even that man or that woman, 
and shalt stone them with stones, till 
they die. 

6 At the mouth of two witnesses, or 
three witnesses, shall he that is wor- 
thy of death be put to death ; hut at 
the mouth of one witness he shall not 
be put to death. 

7 The hands of the witnesses shall 
be first upon him to put him to death, 
and afterward the hands of all the 
people. So thou shalt put the evil 
away Irom among you. 

8 t If there arise a matter too hard 
for thee in judgment, between blood 
and blood, between plea and plea, 
and between stroke and stroke, being 
matters of controversy within thy 
gates : then shalt thou arise, and get 
tliee up into the place which the 
Lord thy God shall choose; 

9 And thou shalt come unto the 
priests the Levites, and unto the 
judge that shall be in those days. 
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and enquire; and they shall shew 
thee the sentence of judgment : 

10 And thou shalt do according to 
the sentence, which they of that place 
which the Lord shall choose shall 
shew thee; and thou shalt observe 
to do according to all that they in- 
form thee: 

11 According to the sentence of the 
law which they shall teach thee, and 
according to the judgment which they 
shall tell thee, thou shalt do: thou 
shalt not decline from the sentence 
which they shall shew thee, to the 
right hand, nor to the left. 

12 And the man that will do pre- 
sumptuously, and will not hearken 
unto the priest that standeth to 
minister there before the Loud thy 
God, or unto the judge, even that 
man shall die: and thou shalt put 
away the evil from Israel. 

13 And all the people shall hear, and 
fear, and do no more presumptixously. 

14 IT When thou art come unto the 
land which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee, and shalt possess it, and shalt 
dwell therein, and shalt say, I will 
set a king over me, like as all the 
nations that are about me; 

15 Thou shalt in any wise set him 
king over thee, whom the Lord thy 
God shall choose: one from among 
thy brethren shalt thoxi set king over 
thee : thou mayest not set a stranger 
over thee, which is not thy brother. 

16 But he shall not multiply horses 
to himself, nor cause the people to 
return to Egypt, to the end that he 
should multiply horses: forasmuch 
as the Lord hath said unto you. Ye 
shall henceforth return no more that 
way. 

17 Neither shall he multiply wives 
to himself, that his heart turn not 
away: neither shall he greatly mul- 
tiply to himself silver and gold. 

18 And it shall be, when he sitteth 
upon the throne of his kingdom, that 
he shall write him a copy of this law 
in a book out of that which is before 
the priests the Levites : 

19 And it shall be with him, and he 
shall read therein all the days of his 


life: that he may learn to fear the 
Lord his God, to keep all the words 
of this law and these statutes, to do 
them: 

20 That his heart be not lifted up 
above his brethren, and that he turn 
not aside from the commandment, to 
the right hand, or to the left : to the 
end that he may prolong his days in 
his kingdom, he, and his children, in 
the midst of Israel. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

1 The Lord is the priests* and Levites* inheritance. 3 
The prie8t*s due. 6 The Levite*s portion. 9 The 
ahomimitions of the nations are to be avoided. 15 
Christ the Prophet is to be heard. 20 The presumjh- 
tuous prophet is to die. 

T he priests the Levites, and all 
the tribe of Levi, shall have no 
part nor inheritance with Israel : they 
shall eat the offerings of the Lord 
made by fire, and his inheritance. 

2 Therefore shall they have no in- 
heritance among their brethren : the 
Lord is their inheritance, as he hath 
said unto them. 

3 1i And this shall be the priest’s 
due from the people, from them that 
offer a sacrifice, whether it he ox or 
sheep ; and they shall give unto the 
priest the shoulder, and the two 
cheeks, and the maw. 

4 The firstfruit also of thy corn, of 
thy wine, and of thine oil, and the 
first of the fleece of thy sheep, shalt 
thou give him. 

5 For the Lord thy God hath chosen 
him out of all thy tribes, to stand to 
minister in the name of the Lord, 

[ him and his sons for ever. 

6 H And if a Levite come from any 
of thy gates out of all Israel, where 
he sojourned, and come with all the 
desire of his mind imto the place 
which the Lord shall choose; 

7 Then he shall minister in the name 
of the Lord his God, as all his bre- 
thren the Levites do, which stand 
there before the Lord. 

8 They shall have like portions to 
eat, beside that which cometh of the 
sale of his patrimony. 

9 II When thou art come into the land 
which the IjOrd thy God giveth thee. 
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A Prqp/iet to arise, 

thou shalt not learn to do after the 
abominations of those nations. 

10 There shall not be found among 
you ant/ one that maketh his son or his 
daughter to pass through the fire, or 
that useth divination, or an observer 
of times, or an enchanter, or a witch, 

11 Or a charmer, or a consulter with 
familiar spirits, or a wizard, or a ne- 
cromancer. 

12 For all that do these things are 
an abomination unto the Lord: and 
because of these abominations the 
Lord thy God doth drive them out 
from before thee. 

13 Thou shalt be perfect with the 
Lord thy God. 

14 For these nations, which thou 
shalt possess, hearkened unto ob- 
servers of times, and unto diviners: 
but as for thee, the Lord thy God 
hath not suffered thee so to do. 

15 If The Lord thy God will raise up 
unto thee a Prophet from the midst 
of thee, of thy brethren, like unto 
me; unto him ye shall hearken; 

16 According to all that thou de- 
siredst of the Lord thy God in Horeb 
in the day of the assembly, saying. 
Let me not hear again the voice of 
the Lord my God, neither let me see 
this great fire any more, that I die not. 

17 And the Lord said unto me. 
They have well spoken that which 
they have spoken. 

18 I will raise them up a Prophet 
from among their brethren, like unto 
thee, and will put my words in his 
mouth; and he shall speak unto 
them all that I shall command him. 

19 And it shall come to pass, that 
whosoever will not hearken unto my 
words which he shall speak in my 
name, I will require it of him. 

20 But the prophet, which shall pre- 
sume to speak a word in my name, 
which I have not commanded him to 
speak, or that shall speak in the name 
of other gods, even that prophet shall 
die. 

21 And if thou say in thine heart. 
How shall we know the word which 
the Lord hath not spoken? 

22 When a prophet speaketh in the

name of the Lord, if the thing follow 
not, nor come to pass, that is the thing 
which the Lord hath not spoken, hut 
the prophet hath spoken it presump- 
tuously: thou shalt not be afraid of 
him.

W HEN the Lord thy God hath 
cut off the nations, whose land 
the Lord thy God giveth thee, and 
thou succeedest them, and dwellest 
in their cities, and in their houses; 

2 Thou shalt separate three cities 
for thee in the midst of thy land, 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee 
to possess it. 

3 Thou shalt prepare thee a way, 
and divide the coasts of thy land, 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee 
to inherit, into three parts, that every 
slayer may flee thither. 

4 If And this is the case of the slayer, 
which shall flee thither, that he may 
live : Whoso killeth his neighbour 
ignorantly, whom he hated not in 
time past; 

5 As when a man goeth into the 
wood with his neighbour to hew wood, 
and his hand fetcheth a stroke with 
the axe to cut down the tree, and the 
head slippeth from the helve, and 
lighteth upon his neighbour, that he 
die ; he shall flee unto one of those 
cities, and live: 

6 Lest the avenger of the blood 
pursue the slayer, while his heart is 
hot, and overtake him, because the 
way is long, and slay him; whereas 
he was not worthy of death, inasmuch 
as he hated him not in time past. 

7 Wherefore I command thee, say- 
ing, Thou shalt separate three cities 
for thee. 

8 And if the Lord thy God enlarge 
thy coast, as he hath sworn unto thy 
fathers, and give thee all the land 
which he promised to give unto thy 
fathers ; 

9 If thou shalt keep all these com- 
mandments to do them, which I com- 
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observed in war.

mand thee this day, to love the Lord 
thy God, and to walk ever in his ways ; 
then shalt thou add three cities more 
for thee, beside these three : 

10 That innocent blood be not shed 
in thy land, which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee /or an inheritance, and so 
blood be upon thee. 

11 If But if any man hate his neigh- 
bour, and lie in wait for him, and rise 
up against him, and smite him mor- 
tally that he die, and fleeth into one 
of these cities : 

12 Then the elders of his city shall 
send and fetch him thence, and de- 
liver him into the hand of the avenger 
of blood, that he may die. 

13 Thine eye shall not pity him, but 
thou shalt put away the guilt of inno- 
cent blood from Israel, that it may 
go well with thee. 

14 1 Thou shalt not remove thy 
neighbour’s landmark, which they of 
old time have set in thine inherit- 
ance, which thou shalt inherit in the 
land that the Lord thy God giveth 
thee to possess it. 

15 If One witness shall not rise up 
against a man for any iniquity, or for 
any sin, in any sin that he sinneth : at 
the mouth of two witnesses, or at the 
mouth of three witnesses, shall the 
matter be established. 

IG If If a false witness rise up against 
any man to testily against him that 
which is wrong ; 

17 Then both the men, between whom 
the controversy is, shall stand before 
the Lord, before the priests and the 
judges, which shall be in those days ; 

18 And tlie judges shall make dili- 
gent mquisition : and, behold, if the 
witness he a false witness, and hath 
testified falsely against his brother; 

19 Then shall ye do unto him, as 
he had thought to have done unto 
his brother: so shalt thou put the 
evU away from among you. 

20 And those which remain shall hear, 
and fear, and shall henceforth commit 
no more any such evil among you. 

21 And thine eye shall not pity ; hut 
life shall go for life, eye for eye, tooth 
for tooth, hand for hand, foot for foot. 


CHAPTER XX.

W HEN thou goest out to battle 
against thine enemies, and seest 
horses, and chariots, and a people 
more than thou, be not afraid of 
them : for the Lord thy God is with 
thee, which brought thee up out of 
the land of Egypt. 

2 And it shall be, when ye are come 
nigh unto the battle, that the priest 
shall approach and speak imto the 
people, 

3 And shall say unto them. Hear 
O Israel, ye approach this day unto 
battle against your enemies : let not 
your hearts faint, fear not, and do 
not tremble, neither be ye terrified 
because of them; 

4 For the Lord your God is he that 
goeth with you, to fight for you against 
your enemies, to save you. 

5 ir And the officers shall speak unto 
the people, saying. What man is there 
that hath built a new house, and hath 
not dedicated it ? let him go and re- 
turn to his house, lest he die in the 
battle, and another man dedicate it. 

G And what man is he that hath 
planted a vineyard, and hath not yet 
eaten of it ? let him also go and re- 
tuni imto his house, lest he die in 
the battle, and another man eat of it. 
7 And what man is there that hath 
betrothed a wife, and hath not taken 
her ? let him go and return unto his 
j house, lest he die in the battle, and 
■ another man take her. 

8 And the officers shall speak fur- 
ther unto the people, and they shall 
say. What man is there that is fearful 
and fainthearted ? let him go and re- 
turn unto his house, lest his brethren’s 
heart faint as well as his heart. 

9 And it shall be, when the officers 
have made an end of speaking imto 
the people, that they shall make 
captains of the armies to lead the 
people. 

10 If When thou comest nigh unto a

city to fight against it, then proclaim I CHAPTER XXI. 


peace unto it. 

11 And it shall be, if it make thee 
answer of peace, and open unto thee, 
then it shall be, tlmt all the people 
that is found therein shall be tribu- 
taries unto thee, and they shall serve 
thee. 

12 And if it wiU make no peace with 
thee, but will make war against thee, 
then thou shalt besiege it : 

13 And when the Lord thy God hath 
delivered it into thine hands, thou 
shalt smite every male thereof with 
the edge of the sword: 

14 But the women, and the little 
ones, and the cattle, and all that is 
in the city, even all the spoil thereof, 
shalt thou take unto thyself ; and 
thou shalt eat the spoil of thine ene- 
mies, which the Lord thy God hath 
given thee. 

15 Thus shalt thou do imto all the 
cities which are very far off* fi'om 
thee, which are not of the cities of 
these nations. 

16 But of the cities of these people, 
which the Lord thy God doth give 
thee for an inheritance, thou shalt 
save alive nothing that breatheth : 

17 But thou shalt utterly destroy 
them ; namely, the Hittites, and the 
Amorites, the Canaanites, and the 
Perizzites, the Hivites, and the Je- 
busites; as the Lord thy God hath 
commanded thee: 

18 That they teach you not to do af- 
ter all their abominations, which they 
have done imto their gods ; so should 
ye sin against the Lord your God. 

19 t When thou shalt besiege a city 
a long time, in making war against it 
to take it, thou shalt not destroy the \ 
trees thereof by forcing an axe against 
them: for thou mayest eat of them, 
and thou shalt not cut them down 
(for the tree of the field is man’s life) 
to employ them in the siege : 

20 Only the trees which thou know- 
est that they be not trees for meat, 
thou shalt destroy and cut them 
down ; and thou shalt build bulwarks 
against the city that maketh war with 
thee, mitil it be subdued.

I F one be foimd slain in the land 
which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee to possess it, lying in the field, 
and it be not known who hath slain 
him: 

2 Then thy elders and thy judges 
shall come forth, and they shall mea- 
sure unto the cities which are roxmd 
about him that is slain : 

3 And it shall be, that the city which 
is next unto the slain man, even the 
! elders of that city shall take an 
[ heifer, which hath not been wrought 
with, and which hath not drawn in 
the yoke ; 

4 And the elders of that city shall 
bring down the heifer unto a rough 
valley, which is neither eared nor 
sown, and shall strike off the heifer’s 
neck there in the valley: 

5 And the priests the sons of Levi 
shall come near; for them the Lord 
thy God hath chosen to minister un- 
to him, and to bless in the name of 
the Lord; and by their word shall 
every controversy and every stroke 
be tried: 

6 And all the elders of that city, 
that are next unto the slain man, 
shall wash their hands over the hei- 
fer that is beheaded in the valley: 

7 And they shall answer and say. 
Our hands have not shed this blood, 
neither have our eyes seen it. 

8 Be mercifiil, O Lord, imto thy peo- 
ple Israel, whom thou hast redeem- 
ed, and lay not innocent blood unto 
thy people of Israel’s charge. And 
the blood shall be forgiven them. 

9 So shalt thou put away the guilt 
of innocent blood from among you, 
when thou shalt do tlmt which is 
right in the sight of the Lord. 

10 II When thou goest forth to war 
against thine enemies, and the Lord 
thy God hath delivered them into 
thine hands, and thou hast taken 
them captive, 

11 And seest among the captives a 
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beautiful woman, and hast a desire 
unto her, that thou wouldest have 
her to thy wife ; 

12 Then thou shalt bring her home 
to thine house; and she shall shave 
her head, and pare her nails; 

13 And she shall put the raiment 
of her captivity from off her, and 
shall remain in thine house, and 
bewail her father and her mother 
a full month: and after that thou 
shalt go in unto her, and be her 
husband, and she shall be thy wife. 

14 And it shall be, if thou have no 
delight in her, then thou shalt let her 
go whither she will; but thou shalt 
not sell her at all for money, thou 
shalt not make merchandise of her, 
because thou hast humbled her. 

15 IT If a man have two wives, one 
beloved, and another hated, and they 
have born him children, both the be- 
loved and the hated ; and if the first- 
born son be her’s that was hated : 

16 Then it shall be, when he maketh 
his sons to inherit that which he hath, 
that he may not make the son of the 
beloved firstborn before the son of the 
hated, which is indeed the firstborn : 

17 But he shall acknowledge the 
son of the hated for the firstborn, 
by giving him a double portion of 
all that he hath: for he is the be- 
ginning of his strength ; the right of 
the firstborn is his. 

18 IT If a man have a stubborn and 
rebellious son, which will not obey 
the voice of his father, or the voice 
of his mother, and that, when they 
have chastened him, will not heark- 
en unto them: 

19 Then shall his father and his 
mother lay hold on him, and bring 
him out unto the elders of his city, 
and unto the gate of his place ; 

20 And they shall say unto the elders 
of his city. This our son is stubborn 
and rebellious, he will not obey our 
voice ; /ie is a glutton, and a drunkard. 

21 And all the men of his city shall 
stone him with stones, that he die: 
so shalt thou put evil away from 
among you ; and all Israel shall 
hear, and fear. 


22 IT And if a man have com- 
mitted a sin worthy of death, and 
he be to be put to death, and thou 
hang him on a tree: 

23 His body shall not remain aU 
night upon the tree, but thou shalt 
in any wise bury him that day ; (for 
he that is hanged is accursed of 
God;) that thy land be not defiled, 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee 
for an inheritance. 

CHAPTER XXll.

T hou shalt not see thy brother’s 
ox or his sheep go astray, and 
hide thyself from them: thou shalt 
in any case bring them again unto 
thy brother. 

2 And if thy brother he not nigh 
unto thee, or if thou know him not, 
then thou shalt bring it unto thine 
own house, and it shall be with thee 
until thy brother seek after it, and 
thou shalt restore it to him again. 

3 In like manner shalt thou do with 
his ass; and so shalt thou do with 
his raiment ; and with all lost thing of 
thy brother’s, which he hath lost, and 
thou hast foimd, shalt thou do like- 
wise: thou mayest not hide thyself. 
4 IT Thou shalt not see thy brother’s 
ass or his ox fall down by the way, and 
hide thyself from them: thou shalt 
surely help him to lift them up again. 

5 t The woman shall not wear that 
which pertaineth unto a man, nei- 
ther shall a man put on a woman’s 
garment : for all that do so are abo- 
mination unto the Lord thy God. 

6 IT If a bird’s nest chance to be 
before thee in the way in any tree, 
or on the ground, whether they be 
young ones, or eggs, and the dam 
sitting upon the young, or upon the 
eggs, thou shalt not take the dam 
with the young: 

7 But thou shalt in any wise let the 
dam go, and take the young to thee ; 
that it may be well with thee, and thM 
thou mayest prolong thy days. 
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8 IT When thou buildest a new 
house, then thou shalt make a bat- 
tlement for thy roof, that thou bring 
not blood upon thine house, if any 
man fall from thence. 

9 IT Thou shalt not sow thy vineyard 
with divers seeds : lest the fruit of 
thy seed which thou hast sown, and 
the fruit of thy vineyard, be defiled. 

10 Thou shalt not plow with an 
ox and an ass together. 

11 li Thou shalt not wear a gar- 
ment of divers sorts, as of woollen 
and linen together. 

12 IT Thou shalt make thee fringes 
upon the four quarters of thy vesture, 
wherewith thou coverest thyself. 

13 IF If any man take a wife, and 
go in unto her, and hate her, 

14 And give occasions of speech 
against her, and bring up an evil 
name upon her, and say, I took this 
woman, and when I came to her, I 
found her not a maid: 

15 Then shall the father of the 
damsel, and her mother, take and 
bring forth the tokens of the dam- 
sel’s virginity unto the elders of the 
city in the gate: 

16 And the damsel’s father shall say 
unto the elders, I gave my daughter 
unto this man to wife, and he hateth 
her; 

17 And, lo, he hath given occasions 
of speech against her, saying, I found 
not thy daughter a maid; and yet 
these are the tokens of my daughter’s 
virginity. And they shall spread the 
cloth before the elders of the city. 

18 And the elders of that city shall 
take that man and chastise him; 

19 And they shall amerce him in 
an hundred shekels of silver, and give 
them xmto the father of the damsel, 
because he hath brought up an evil 
name upon a virgin of Israel: and 
she shall be his wife ; he may not 
put her away all his days. 

20 But if this thing be true, and 
the tokens of virginity be not found 
for the damsel: 

21 Then they shall bring out the 
damsel to the door of her father’s 
house, and the men of her city shall 


stone her with stones that she die: 
because she hath wrought folly in 
Israel, to play the whore in her fa- 
j ther’s house: so shalt thou put evil 
I away from among you. 

I 22 f If a man be found lying with 
a woman married to an husband, 
then they shall both of them die, 
both the man that lay with the wo- 
man, and the woman : so shalt thou 
put away evil from Israel. 

23 IF If a damsel that is a virgin be 
betrothed unto an husband, and a 
man find her in the city, and lie 
with her; 

24 Then ye shall bring them both 
out unto the gate of that city, and 
ye shall stone them with stones that 
they die; the damsel, because she 
cried not, being in the city ; and the 
man, because he hath hmnbled his 
neighbour’s wife : so thou shalt put 
away evil from among you. 

25 IF But if a man find a betrothed 
damsel in the field, and the man force 
her, and lie with her : then the man 
only that lay with her shall die : 

26 But unto the damsel thou shalt do 
nothing ; there is in the damsel no sin 
worthy of death : for as when a man 
riseth against his neighbour, and slay- 
eth him, even so is this matter : 

27 For he found her in the field, 
and the betrothed damsel cried, and 
there was none to save her. 

28 ^ If a man find a damsel that is 
a virgin, which is not betrothed, and 
lay hold on her, and lie with her, and 
they be found; 

29 Then the man that lay with her 
shall give imto the damsel’s father 
fifty dtekels of silver, and she shall 
be his wife; because he hath hum- 
bled her, he may not put her away 
all his days.

2 And when she is departed out of 
his house, she may go and be another 
man’s wife. 

3 And if the latter husband hate 
her, and write her a bill of divorce- 
ment, and giveth it in her hand, and 
sendeth her out of his house ; or if 
the latter husband die, which took 
her to he his wife ; 

4 Her former husband, which sent 
her away, may not take her again to 
be his wife, after that she is defiled ; 
for that is abomination before the 
Lord : and thou shalt not cause the 
land to sin, which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee for an inheritance.

52 And he shall besiege thee in all 
thy gates, until thy high and fenced 
walls come down, wherein thou trust- 
edst, throughout all thy land: and 
he shall besiege thee in all thy gates 
throughout all thy land, which the 
Lord thy God hath given thee. 

53 And thou shalt eat the fruit of 
thine own body, the flesh of thy sons 
and of thy daughters, which the Lord 
thy God hath given thee, in the siege, 
and in the straitness, wherewith thine 
enemies shall distress thee : 

54 So that the man that is tender 
among you, and very delicate, his 
eye shall be evil toward his brother, 
and toward the wife of his bosom, 
and toward the remnant of his chil- 
dren which he shall leave: 

55 So that he will not give to any 
of them of the flesh of his children 
whom he shall eat : because he hath 
nothing left him in the siege, and in 
the straitness, wherewith thine ene- 
mies shall distress thee in all thy 
gates. 

56 The tender and delicate woman 
among you, which would not adven- 
ture to set the sole of her foot up- 
on the ground for delicateness and 
tenderness, her eye shall be evil 
toward the husband of her bosom, 
and toward her son, and toward her 
daughter, 

57 And toward her yoimg one that 
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cometh out from between her feet, 
and toward her children which she 
shall bear : for she shall eat them for 
want of all tlmigs secretly in the siege 
and straitness, wherewith thine enemy 
shall distress thee in thy gates. 

58 If thou wilt not observe to do 
all the words of this law that are 
written in this book, that thou may- 
est fear this glorious and fearful 
name, THE LORD THY GOD; 

59 Then the Lord will make thy 
plagues wonderful, and the plagues 
of thy seed, even great plagues, and 
of long continuance, and sore sick- 
nesses, and of long continuance. 

60 Moreover he will bring upon 
thee all the diseases of Egypt, which 
thou wast afraid of; and they shall 
cleave unto thee. 

61 Also every sickness, and every 
plague, which is not written in the book 
of this law, them will the Lord bring 
upon thee, until thou be destroyed 

62 And ye shall be left few in 
number, whereas ye were as the 
stars of heaven for multitude ; be- 
cause thou wouldest not obey the 
voice of the Lord thy God. 

()3 And it shall come to pass, that 
as the Lord rejoiced over you to 
do you good, and to multiply you; 
so the Lord will rejoice over you 
to destroy you, and to bring you to 
nought; and ye shall be plucked 
from off* the land whither thou goest 
to possess it. 

64 And the Lord shall scatter thee 
among all people, from the one end 
of the earth even unto the other; 
and there thou shalt serve other gods, 
which neither thou nor thy fathers 
have known, even wood and stone. 

65 And among these nations shalt 
thou find no ease, neither shall the 
sole of thy foot have rest: but the 
Lord shall give thee there a trem- 
bling heart, and failing of eyes, and 
sorrow of mind : 

66 And thy life shall hang in doubt 
before thee ; and thou shalt fear day 
and night, and shalt have none as- 
surance of thy life: 

67 In the morning thou shalt say 
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Would God it were even ! and at 
even thou shalt say, Would God it 
were morning ! for the fear of thine 
heart wherewith thou shalt fear, and 
for the sight of thine eyes which thou 
shalt see. 

68 And the Lord shall bring thee 
into Egypt again with ships, by the 
way whereof I spake unto thee. Thou 
shalt see it no more again : and there 
ye shall be sold unto your enemies 
for bondmeii and bondwomen, and 
no man shall buy you. 

CHAPTER XXIX. 

I Mosva cxhorteth them to obedience, by the memory of 
the works they have seen. \0 All are presented before 
the Lord to enter into his covenant. 18 The great 
wrath on him that flattereth himself in his wicked- 
ness. 29 Secret things belong unto God. 

T hese are the words of the co- 
venant, which the Lord com- 
manded Moses to make with the 
children of Israel in the land of 
Moab, beside the covenant which 
he made with them in Horeb.

4 Yet the Lord hath not given you 
an heart to perceive, and eyes to see, 
and cars to hear, unto this day. 

5 And I have led you forty years in 
the wilderness : your clothes are not 
waxen old upon you, and thy shoe is 
not waxen old upon thy foot. 

6 Ye have not eaten bread, neither 
have ye drunk wine or strong drink : 
that ye might know that I am the 
Lord your God. 

7 And when ye came unto this 
place, Sihon the king of Heshbon, 
and Og the king of Bashan, came 
out against us unto battle, and we 
smote them: 

8 And we took their land, and gave 
it for an inheritance unto the Reu- 
benites, and to the Gadites, and to 
the half tribe of Manasseh. 


1 9 Keep therefore the words of this 
covenant, and do them, that ye may 
prosper in all that ye do. 

10 If Ye stand this day all of you 
before the Lord your God; your 
captains of your tribes, your elders, 
and your officers, with all the men 
of Israel, 

11 Your little ones, your wive.s, and 
thy stranger that is in thy camp, 
from the hewer of thy wood unto 
the drawer of thy water: 

12 That thou shouldest enter into 
covenant with the Lord thy God, 
and into his oath, which the Lord 
thy God maketh with thee this day : 

13 That he may establish thee to 
day for a people unto himself, and 
that he may be unto thee a God, as 
he hath said unto thee, and as he 
hath sworn unto thy fathers, to A- 
braham, to Isaac, and to Jacob. 

14 Neither with you only do I make 
this covenant and this oath ; 

15 But with him that standeth here 
with us this day before the Lord our 
God, and also with him that is not 
here with us this day: 

16 (For ye know how we have dwelt 
in the land of Egypt; and how we 
came through the nations which ye 
passed by; 

17 And ye have seen their abomi- 
nations, and their idols, wood and 
stone, silver and gold, which were 
among them:) 

18 Lest there should be among you 
man, or woman, or family, or tribe, 
whose heart turneth away this day 
from the Lord our God, to go and 
serve the gods of these nations ; lest 
there should be among you a root 
that beareth gall and wormwood; 

19 And it come to pass, when he 
heareth the words of this curse, that 
he bless himself in his heart, saying, 
I shall have peace, though I walk in 
the imagination of mine heart, to 
add drunkenness to thirst: 

20 The Lord will not spare him, 
but then the anger of the Lord and 
his jealousy shall smoke against that 
man, and all the curses that are writ- 

I ten in this book shall lie upon him. 
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and the Lord shall blot out his name 
from under heaven. 

21 And the Lord shall separate 
him unto evil out of all the tribes of 
Israel, according to all the curses of 
the covenant that are written in this 
book of the law: 

22 So that the generation to come 
of your children that shall rise up 
after you, and the stranger that shall 
come from a far land, shall say, when 
they see the plagues of that land, 
and the sicknesses which the Lord 
hath laid upon it; 

23 And died the whole land thereof 
is brimstone, and salt, and burning, 
that it is not sown, nor beareth, nor 
any grass groweth therein, like the 
overthrow of Sodom, and Gomorrah, 
Admah, and Zeboim, which the Lord 
overthrew in his anger, and in his 
wrath : 

24 Even all nations shall say. Where- 
fore hath the Lord done thus imto 
this land ? what meaneth the heat of 
this great anger ? 

25 Then men shall say, Because they 
have forsaken the covenant of the 
Lord God of their fathers, which he 
made with them when he brought 
them forth out of the land of Egypt : 

26 For they went and served other 
gods, and worshipped them, gods 
whom they knew not, and whom he 
had not given unto them: 

27 And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against this land, to bring 
upon it all the curses that are written 
in this book : 

28 And the Lord rooted them out of 
their land in anger, and in wrath, and 
in great indignation, and cast them 
into another land, as it is this day. 

29 The secret things belong unto the 
Lord ovu * God : but those things which 
are revealed belong unto us and to 
our children for ever, that we may do 
all the words of this law. 

CHAPTER XXX. 

1 Great mercies promised unto the repentant. 11 The 
commandment is manifest. 1 5 Death and life are set 
htfore them. 

AND it shall come to pass, when 
Jt\. all these things are come upon 


thee, the blessing and the em’se, which 

I have set before thee, and thou shaft 
call them to mind among all the na-

2 And he said, The Lord came 
from Sinai, and rose up fi*om Seir 
unto them ; he shined forth from 
mount Paran, and he came with ten 
thousands of saints: from his right 
hand went a fiery law for them. 

3 Yea, he loved the people; all his 
saints are in thy hand : and they sat 
down at thy feet ; every one shall re- 
ceive of thy words.

9 Who said unto his father and to 
his mother, I have not seen him; 
neither did he acknowledge his bre- 
thren, nor knew his own children: 
for they have observed thy word, 
and kept thy covenant. 

10 They shall teach Jacob thy judg- 
ments, and Israel thy law : they shall 

ut incense before thee, and whole 

umt sacrifice upon thine altar. 


11 Bless, Lord, his substance, and 
accept the work of his hands : smite 
through the loins of them that rise 
a|;ainst him, and of them that hate 
him, that they rise not again. 

12 IT And of Benjamin he said, The 
beloved of the Lord shall dwell in 
safety by him ; and the LORD shall 
cover him all the day long, and he 
shall dwell between his shoulders. 

13 If And of Joseph he said. Bless- 
ed of the Lord be his land, for the 
precious things of heaven, for the 
dew, and for the deep that couch- 
eth beneath, 

14 And for the precious fruits brought 
forth by the sun, and for the precious 
things put forth by the moon, 

16 And for the chief things of the 
ancient mountains, and for the pre- 
cious things of the lasting hills, 

16 And for the precious things of 
the earth and fulness thereof and 
for the good will of him that dwelt 
in the bush: let the blessing come 
upon the head of Joseph, and upon 
the top of the head of him that was 
separated from his brethren. 

17 His glory is like the firstling of 
his bullock, and his horns are like 
the horns of unicorns : with them 
he shall push the people together to 
the ends of the earth : and they are 
the ten thousands of Ephraim, and 
they are the thousands of Manasseh. 

18 If And of Zebulun he said. Re- 
joice, Zebulun, in thy going out ; 
and, Issachar, in thy tents. 

19 They shall call the people unto 
the mountain ; there they shall offer 
sacrifices of righteousness: for they 
shall suck of the abundance of the 
seas, and o/" treasures hid in the sand. 

20 If And of Gad he said. Blessed be 
he that enlargeth Gad : he dwelleth 
as a lion, and teareth the arm with 
the crowTi of the head. 

21 And he provided the fii’st part 
for himself because there, in a por- 
tion of the lawgiver, was he seated; 
and he came with the heads of the 
people, he executed the justice of the 
Lord, and his judgments with Israel 

22 t And of Dan he said, Dan is 
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Moses dieth, and 

a lion’s whelp: he shall leap from 
Bashan. 

23 IT And of Naphtali he said, O 
Naphtali, satisfied with favour, and 
full with the blessing of the Lord: 
possess thou the west and the south. 

24 If And of Asher he said. Let Asher 
he blessed with children ; let him be 
acceptable to his brethren, and let 
him dip his foot in oil. 

25 Thy shoes shall he iron and 
brass ; and as thy days, so shall thy 
stren^h he. 

26 f There is none like unto the 
God of Jeshurun, who rideth upon 
the heaven in thy help, and in his 
excellency on the sky. 

27 The eternal God is thy refuge, 
and underneath are the everlasting 
arms: and he shall thrust out the 
enemy from before thee; and shall 
say. Destroy them. 

28 Israel then shall dwell in safety 
alone : the fountain of Jacob shall be 
upon a land of com and wine ; also 
his heavens shall drop down dew. 

29 Happy art thou, O Israel : who 
is like unto thee, O people saved by 
the Lord, the shield of thy help, and 
who is the sword of thy excellency ! 
and thine enemies shall be found 
liars unto thee ; and thou shalt tread 
upon their high places. 

CHAPTER XXXIV. 

1 Moses from mount Nebo vieweth the land, 5 Me 

dieth there. 6 His burial. 7 His age. 8 Thirty 

days* mourning for him. 9 Joshua succeedeth him. 

10 The praise of Moses. 

A nd Moses went up from the 
_ plains of Moab unto the moun- 
tain of Nebo, to the top of Pisgah, 
that is over against Jericho. And 
the Lord shewed him all the land 
of Gilead, irnto Dan, 


2 And all Naphtali, and the land of 
Ephraim, and Manasseh, and all the 
land of Judali, unto the utmost sea, 

3 And the south, and the plain of 
the valley of Jericho, the city of palm 
trees, unto Zoar. 

4 And the Lord said imto him. 
This is the land which I sware unto 
Abraham, unto Isaac, and unto Ja- 
cob, saying, I will give it unto thy 
seed : I have caused thee to see it 
with thine eyes, but thou shalt not 
go over thither. 

5 1 So Moses the servant of the 
Lord died there in the land of Moab, 
according to the word of the Lord. 

6 And he buried him in a valley 
in the land of Moab, over against 
Beth-peor: but no man knoweth of 
his sepulchre imto this day. 

7 And Moses was an hundred 
and twenty years old when he died : 
his eye was not dim, nor liis natural 
force abated. 

8 1 And the children of Israel wept 
for Moses in the plains of Moab 
thirty days : so the days of weeping 
and mourning for Moses were ended. 

9 If And Joshua the son of Nun 
was full of the spirit of wisdom ; for 
Moses had laid his hands upon him : 
and the children of Israel hearkened 
unto him, and did as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

10 1 And there arose not a prophet 
since in Israel like unto Moses, whom 
the Lord knew face to face, 

11 In all the signs and the wonders, 
which the Lord sent him to do in 
the land of Egypt to Pharaoh, and to 
all his servants, and to all his land, 

12 And in all that mighty hand, and 
in all the great terror which Moses 
shewed in the sight of all Israel 
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BOOK OF JOSHUA. 


CHAPTER I. 

1 The Lord appointeth Joshua to succet'd Moses. 3 The 
borders of the promised land. 5, 9 God promiseth to 
assist Joshua. 8 He gweth him instructions. 10 
He prepareth the people to pass over Jordan. VI Jo- 
shua putteth the two tribes and half in mind of their 
promise to Moses. 16 They promise him fealty. 

OW after the death of Moses 
the servant of the Lord it came 
to pass, that the Lord spake unto 
Joshua the son of Nun, Moses’ mi- 
nister, saying, 

2 Moses my servant is dead; now 
therefore arise, go over this Jordan, 
thou, and all this people, unto the 
land which I do give to them, even 
to the children of Israel. 

3 Every place that the sole of your 
foot shall tread upon, that have I 
given unto you, as 1 said unto Moses. 

4 From the wilderness and this 
Lebanon even unto the great river, 
the river Euphrates, ail the land of 
the Hittites, and unto the great sea 
toward the going down of the sun, 
shall be your coast. 

5 There shall not any man be able 
to stand before thee all the days of 
thy life : as I was mth Moses, so I 
will be with thee : I will not fail thee, 
nor forsake thee. 

6 Be strong and of a good courage : 
for unto this people shalt thou divide 
for an inheritance the land, which I 
sware unto their fathers to give them. 

7 Only be thou strong and very 
courageous, that thou mayest ob- 
serve to do according to all the law, 
which Moses my servant commanded 
thee : turn not from it to the right 
hand or to the left, that thou mayest 
prosper whithersoever thou goest. 

8 This book of the law shall not 
depart out of thy mouth ; but thou 
shalt meditate therein day and night, 
that thou mayest observe to do ac- 
cording to all that is written there- 
in : for then thou shalt make thy way 
prosperous, and then thou shalt have 
good success 


9 Have not I commanded thee ? Be 
strong and of a good courage; be 
not afraid, neither be thou dismay- 
ed: for the Lord thy God is with 
thee whithersoever thou goest. 

10 If Then Joshua commanded the 
officers of the people, saying, 

11 Pass through the host, and com- 
mand the people, saying. Prepare you 
victuals ; for within three days ye shall 
pass over this Jordan, to go in to pos- 
sess the land, which the Lord your 
God giveth you to possess it. 

12 If And to the Reubenites, and to 
the Gadites, and to half the tribe of 
Manasseh, spake Joshua, saying, 

13 Remember the word which Mo- 
ses the servant of the Lord com- 
manded you, saying. The Lord yom* 
God hath given you rest, and hath 
given you this land. 

14 Your wives, your little ones, and 
your cattle, shall remain in the land 
which Moses gave you on this side 
Jordan; but ye shall pass before 
your brethren armed, all the mighty 
men of valour, and help them ; 

15 Until the Lord have given your 
brethren rest, as lie hath given you, 
and they also have possessed the 
land which the Lord your God giv- 
eth them : then ye shall return unto 
the land of your possession, and en- 
joy it, which Moses the Lord’s ser- 
vant gave you on this side Jordan 
toward the sumising. 

16 1 And they answered Joshua, 
saying. All that thou commandest 
us we will do, and whithersoever thou 
sendest us, we will go. 

17 According as we hearkened un- 
to Moses in all things, so will we 
hearken unto thee: only the Lord 
thy God be with thee, as he was with 
Moses. 

18 Whosoever he he that doth rebel 
against thy commandment, and will 
not hearken unto thy words in all 
that thou commandest him. he shall 
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The covenant between 

be put to death : only be strong and 
of a good courage. 

CHAPTER n. 

1 Jtafiab receiveth and corwealeth the two spies sent from 
Shittim. 8 The covenant betioeen her and them. 23 
Their return and relation. 

A nd Joshua the son of Nun sent 
- out of Shittim two men to spy 
secretly, saying, Go view the land, 
even Jericho. And they went, and 
came into an harlot’s house, named 
Rahab, and lodged there. 

2 And it was told the king of Jeri- 
cho, saying. Behold, there came men 
in hither to night of the children of 
Israel to search out the country. 

3 And the king of Jericho sent mito 
Rahab, saying. Bring forth the men 
that are come to thee, which are en- 
tered into thine house: for they be 
come to search out all the country. 

4 And the woman took the two 
men, and hid them, and said thus. 
There came men unto me, but I wist 
not whence they were : 

5 And it came to pass about the time 
of shutting of the gate, when it was 
dark, that the men went out : whither 
the men went I wot not : pursue after 
them quickly; for ye shall overtake 
them. 

6 But she had brought them up to 
the roof of the house, and hid them 
with the stalks of flax, which she had 
laid in order upon the roof 
7 And the men pursued after them 
the way to Jordan unto the for^: 
and as soon as they which pui’sued 
after them were gone out, they shut 
the gate. 

8 t And before they were laid down, 
she came up unto them upon the roof; 

9 And she said unto the men, I 
know that the Lord hath given you 
the land, and that your terror is fallen 
upon us, and that all the inhabitants 
of the land faint because of you. 

10 For we have heard how the Lord 
dried up the water of the Red sea for 
you, when ye came out of Egypt ; and 
what ye did unto the two kings of the 
Amorites, that were on the other side 
Jordan, Sihon and Og, whom ye ut- 
terly destroyed. 


Rahab and the spies. 

11 And as soon as we had heard 
these things, our hearts did melt, nei- 
ther did there remain any more cou- 
rage in any man, because of you : for 
the Lord your God, he is God in hea- 
ven above, and in earth beneath. 

12 Now therefore, I pray you, swear 
unto me by the Lord, since I have 
shewed you kindness, that ye will 
also shew kindness unto my father’s 
house, and give me a true token: 

13 And that ye will save alive my fa- 
ther, and my mother, and my brethren, 
and my sisters, and all that they have, 
and deliver our lives from death. 

14 And the men answered her, Our 
life for yom*’s, if ye utter not this our 
business. And it shall be, when the 
Lord hath given us the land, that we 
will deal kindly and truly with thee. 

15 Then she let them down by a 
cord through the window: for her 
house was upon the town wall, and 
she dwelt upon the wall. 

16 And she said unto them. Get you 
to the mountain, lest the pursuers 
meet you ; and hide yourselves there 
three days, until the pursuers be re- 
turned: and afterward may ye go 
your way. 

17 And the men said unto her. We 
vMl he blameless of this thine oath 
which thou hast made us swear. 

18 Behold, when we come into the 
land, thou shaft bind this line of 
scarlet thread in the window which 
thou didst let us down by : and thou 
shaft bring thy father, and thy mo- 
ther, and thy brethren, and all thy 
father’s household, home unto thee. 

19 And it shall be, that whosoever 
shall go out of the doors of thy house 
into the street, his blood shall he up- 
on his head, and we will he guiltless : 
and whosoever shall be with thee in 
the house, his blood shall he on our 
head, if any hand be upon him. 

20 And if thou utter this o\u* business, 
then we will be quit of thine oath 
which thou hast made us to swear. 

21 And she said. According unto your 
words, so he it. And she sent them 
away, and they departed: and she 
bound the scarlet line in the window. 
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22 And they went, and came unto 
the mountain, and abode there three 
days, until the pursuers were return- 
ed: and the pursuers sought them 
throughout all the way, but found 
them not. 

23 If So the two men returned, and 
descended from the mountain, and 
passed over, and came to Joshua the 
son of Nim, and told him all things 
that befell them : 

24 And they said unto Joshua, 
Truly the Loan hath delivered into 
our hands all the land; for even all 
the inhabitants of the coimtiy do 
faint because of us. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 Joshua cometh to Jordan, 2 The officers instruct 

the people for the passage, 7 The Lord encourageth 

Joshua, 9 Joshua encourageth the people, 14 The 

waters of Jordan are divided. 

AND Joshua rose early in the mom- 
JLX ing; and they removed from 
Shittim, and came to Jordan, he and 
all the children of Israel, and lodged 
there before they passed over. 

2 And it came to pass after three 
days, that the officers went through 
the ho.st; 

3 And they commanded the peo- 
ple, saying. When ye see the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord your God, 
and the priests the Levites bearing 
it, then ye shall remove from your 
place, and go after it. 

4 Yet there shall be a space between 
you and it, about two thousand cubits 
by measure: come not near unto it, 
that ye may know the way by which 
ye must go : for ye have not passed 
this way heretofore. 

5 And Joshua said unto the people. 
Sanctify yourselves: for to moiTow 
the Lord will do wonders among you. 

6 And Joshua spake unto the priests, 
saying. Take up the ark of the cove- 
nant, and pass over before the people. 
And they took up the ark of the co- 
venant, and went before the people. 

7 ^ And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
This day will I be^n to magnify thee 
in the sight of all Israel, that they 
may know that, as I was with Moses, 
so I will be with thee. 

8 And thou shalt command the 


priests that bear the ark of the co- 
venant, saying, WTien ye are come to 
the brink of the water of Jordan, ye 
shall stand still in J ordan. 

9 IT And Joshua said unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, Come hither, and hear 
the words of the Lord your God. 

10 And Joshua said. Hereby ye shall 
know that the living God is among 
you, and that he will without fail drive 
out from before you the Canaanites, 
and the Hittites, and the Hivites, and 
the Perizzites, and the Girgashites, 
and the Amorites, and the Jebusites. 

11 Behold, the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord of all the earth passeth 
over before you into Jordan. 

12 Now therefore take you twelve 
men out of the tribes of Israel, out 
of every tribe a man. 

13 And it shall come to pass, as soon 
as the soles of the feet of the priests 
that bear the ark of the Lord, the 
Lord of all the earth, shall rest in the 
waters of Jordan, that the waters of 
Jordan shall be cut off from the wa- 
ters that come down from above ; and 
they shall stand upon an heap. 

14 If And it came to pass, when the 
people removed from their tents, to 
pass over Jordan, and the priests 
bearing the ark of the covenant be- 
fore the people; 

15 And as they that bare the ark 
were come unto Jordan, and the feet 
of the priests that bare the ark were 
dipped in the brim of the water, (for 
Jordan overfloweth all his banks aE 
the time of harvest,) 

16 That the waters which came down 
from above stood and rose up upon 
an heap very far from the city Adam, 
that is beside Zaretan: and those 
that came down toward the sea of 
the plain, even the salt sea, failed, and 
were cut off : and the people passed 
over right against Jericho. 

17 And the priests that bare the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord 
stood firm on dry ground in the 
midst of Jordan, and all the Israel- 
ites passed over on dry gromid, until 
aU the people were passed clean over 
Jordan.

CHAPTER IV. 

Twelve men are appointed to take twelve stones for a 
memorial out of Jordan* 9 Twelve other stones are 
set up in the midst of Jordan. 10 , 19 The people pass 
over. 14 God magnifieth Joshua. 20 The twelve 


stones are pitched in Gtlgal. 


AND it came to pass, when all the 
JLJL people were clean passed over 
Jordan, that the Lord spake imto 


Joshua, saying, 

2 Take you twelve men out of the 
people, out of every tribe a man, ^ 

3 And command ye them, saying. 
Take you hence out of the midst of 
Jordan, out of the place where the 
priests’ feet stood firm, twelve stones, 
and ye shall carry them over with 
you, and leave them in the lod^ng 
place, where ye shall lodge this night. 

4 Then Joshua called the twelve 
men, whom he had prepared of the 
children of Israel, out of every tribe 
a man: 

5 And Joshua said unto them. Pass 
over before the ark of the Lord your 
God into the midst of Jordan, and 
take you up every man of you a stone 
upon his shoulder, according unto the 
number of the tribes of the children 
of Israel: 

6 That this may be a sign among 
you, that when your children ask their 
fathers in time to come, saying. What 
mean ye by these stones ? 

7 Then ye shall answer them. That 
the waters of Jordan were cut off* be- 
fore the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord; when it passed over Jordan, 
the waters of Jordan were cut off : and 
these stones shall be for a memorial 
unto the children of Israel for ever. 

8 And the children of Israel did 
so as Joshua commanded, and took 
up twelve stones out of the midst 
of Jordan, as the Lord spake unto 
Joshua, according to the number of 
the tribes of the children of Israel, 
and carried them over with them 
unto the place where they lodged, 
and laid them down there. 

0 And Joshua set up twelve stones 
in the midst of Jordan, in the place 
where the feet of the priests which 
bare the ark of the covenant stood: 
and they are there unto this day. 


10 IT For the priests which bare the 
ark stood in the midst of Jordan, im- 
til every thing was finished that the 
Lord commanded Joshua to speak 
unto the people, according to all that 
Moses commanded Joshua: and the 
people hasted and passed over. 

11 And it came to pass, when all the 
people were clean passed over, that 
the ark of the Lord passed over, and 
the priests, in the presence of the 
people. 

12 And the children of Reuben, and 
the children of Gad, and half the tribe 
of Manasseh, passed over armed be- 
fore the children of Israel, as Moses 
spake unto them : 

13 About forty thousand prepared 
for war passed over before the Lord 
unto battle, to the plains of Jericho. 

14 t On that day the Lord magnified 
Joshua in the sight of all Israel; and 
they feared him, as they feared Moses, 
all the days of his life. 

15 And the Lord spake unto Joshua, 
saying, 

16 Command the priests that bear 
the ark of the testimony, that they 
come up out of Jordan. 

17 Joshua therefore commanded the 
priests, saying. Come ye up out of 
Jordan. 

18 And it came to pass, when the 
priests that bare the ark of the cove- 
nant of the Lord were come up out 
of the midst of Jordan, and the soles 
of the priests’ feet were lifted up un- 
to the dry land, that the waters of 
Jordan returned imto their place, 
and flowed over all his banks, as they 
did before. 

19 H And the people came up out of 
Jordan on the tenth day of the first 
month, and encamped in Gilgal, in 
the east border of Jericho. 

20 And those twelve stones, which 
they took out of Jordan, did Joshua 
pitch in Gilgal. 

21 And he spake unto the childi’en 
of Israel, saying. When your chil- 
dren shall ask their fathers in time 
to come, saying. What mean these 
stones ? 

22 Then ye shall let your children 
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know, saying, Israel came over this 
Jordan on dry land. 

23 For the Lord your God dried 
up the waters of Jordan from before 
you, imtil ye were passed over, as the 
Lord your God did to the Red sea, 
which he dried up from before us, 
until we were gone over : 

24 That all the people of the earth 
might know the hand of the Lord, 
that it is mighty : that ye might fear 
the Lord your God for ever. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 Tfie Canaanites are afraid. 2 Joshua reneweth cir- 
cumcision. 10 The passover is kept at Gilgal. 12 
Manna ceaseth. 13 Angel appeareth to Joshua. 

AND it came to pass, when all the 
1\. kings of the Amorites, which were 
on the side of Jordan westward, and 
all the kings of the Canaanites, which 
were by the sea, heard that the Lord 
had dried up the waters of Jordan 
from before the children of Israel, 
until we were passed over, that their 
heart melted, neither was there spirit 
in them any more, because of the 
children of Israel. 

2 IT At that time the Lord said unto 
Joshua, Make thee sharp knives, and 
circumcise again the children of Israel 
the second time. 

3 And Joshua made him sharp knives, 
and circumcised the children of Israel 
at the hill of the foreskins. 

4 And this is the cause why Joshua 
did circumcise: All the people that 
came out of Egypt, that were males, 
even all the men of war, died in the 
wilderness by the way, after they 
came out of Egypt. 

5 Now all the people that came out 
were circumcised : but all the people 
that were bom in the wilderness by 
the way as they came forth out of 
Egypt, them they had not circum- 
cised. 

6 For the children of Israel walked 
forty years in the wilderness, till all 
the people that were men of war, which 
came out of Egypt, were consmned, 
because they obeyed not the voice of 
the Lord : unto whom the Lord sware 
that he would not shew them the land, 
which the Lord sware unto their fa- 


thers that he would give us, a land 
that floweth with milk and honey. 

7 And their children, whom he raised 
up in their stead, them Joshua cir- 
cumcised: for they were uncircum- 
cised, because they had not circum- 
cised them by the way. 

8 And it came to pass, when they 
had done circumcising all the people, 
that they abode in their places in the 
camp, till they were whole. 

9 .^d the Lord said unto Joshua, 
This day have I rolled away the re- 
proach of Egypt from off you Where- 
fore the name of the place is called 
Gilgal unto this day. 

10 1 And the children of Israel en- 
camped in Gilgal, and kept the pass- 
over on the fourteenth day of the 
month at even in the plains of Jericho. 

11 And they did eat of the old com of 
the land on the morrow after the pass- 
over, unleavened cakes, and parched 
com in the selfsame day. 

12 1i And the manna ceased on the 
morrow after they had eaten of the 
old corn of the land ; neither had the 
children of Israel manna any more ; 
but they did eat of the fruit of the 
land of Canaan that year. 

13 1 And it came to pass, when Joshua 
was by Jericho, that he lifted up his 
eyes and looked, and, behold, there 
stood a man over against him with 
his sword drawn in his hand: and 
Joshua went unto him, and said unto 
him. Art thou for us, or for our ad- 
versaries ? 

14 And he said. Nay; but as cap- 
tain of the host of the Lord am I now 
come. And Joshua fell on his face 
to the earth, and did worship, and 
said unto him. What saith my lord 
unto his servant? 

16 And the captain of the Lord’s 
host said unto Joshua, Loose thy 
shoe from off thy foot ; for the place 
whereon thou standest is holy. And 
Joshua did so. 

CHAPTER VL 

1 Jericho is shut up. 2 God instructeth Joshua how to 
besiege it. 12 The city is compassed, n It must 
be accursed. 20 The walls fall down. 22 Rahab is 
saved. 26 The builder of Jericho is cursed. 
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OW Jericho was straitly shut up 
because of the children of Israel : 
none went out, and none came in. 

2 And the Loan said unto Joshua, 
See, I have given into thine hand 
Jericho, and the king thereof, and 
the mighty men of valour. 

3 And ye shall compass the city, all 
ye men of war, and go round about 
ithe city once. Thus shalt thou do 
six days. 

4 And seven priests shall bear be- 
fore the ark seven trumpets of rams’ 
horns : and the seventh day ye shall 
compass the city seven times, and the 
priests shall blow with the trumpets. 

5 And it shall come to pass, that 
when they make a long hlaet with the 
ram’s horn, and when ye hear the 
sound of the trumpet, all the people 
shall shout with a great shout ; and 
the wall of the city shall faU down 
flat, and the people shall ascend up 
every man straight before him. 

6 t And Joshua the son of Nun 
called the priests, and said imto them. 
Take up the ark of the covenant, and 
let seven priests bear seven trumpets 
of rams’ horns before the ark of the 
Lord. 

7 And he said unto the people. 
Pass on, and compass the city, and 
let him that is armed pass on before 
the ark of the Lord. 

8 If And it came to pass, when Jo- 
shua had spoken unto the people, 
that the seven priests bearing the 
seven trumpets of rams’ horns passed 
on before the Lord, and blew with the 
trumpets: and the ark of the cove- 
nant of the Lord followed them. 

9 f Aud the armed men went before 
the priests that blew with the trum- 
pets, and the rereward came after the 
ark, the priests going on, and blowing 
with the trumpets. 

10 And Joshua had commanded the 
people, saying. Ye shall not shout, 
nor make any noise with your voice, 
neither shall any word proceed out of 
your mouth, imtil the day I bid you 
shout ; then shall ye shout 

11 So the ark of the Lord compassed 
the city, going about it once: and 


they came into the camp, and lodged 
in the camp. 

12 1 And Joshua rose early in the 
morning, and the priests took up the 
ark of the Lord. 

13 And seven priests bearing seven 
trumpets of rams’ horns before the 
ark of the Lord went on continually, 
and blew with the trumpets : and the 
armed men went before them; but 
the rereward came after the ark of 

! the Lord, the priests going on, and 
blowing with the trumpets. 

14 And the second day they com- 
passed the city once, and returned 
into the camp : so they did six days. 

16 And it came to pass on the se- 
venth day, that they rose early about 
the dawning of the day, and com- 
passed the city after the same man- 
ner seven times: only on that day 
they compassed the city seven times. 

16 And it came to pass at the se- 
venth time, when the priests blew with 
the trumpets, Joshua said unto the 
people. Shout ; for the Lord hath 
given you the city. 

17 If And the city shall be accursed, 
emm it, and all that are therein, to 
the Lord : only Rahab the harlot 
shall live, she and all that are with 
her in the house, because she hid 
the messengers that we sent. 

18 And ye, in any wise keep your- 
selves from the accursed thing, lest 
ye make yourselves accursed, when 
ye take of the accursed thing, and 
make the camp of Israel a curse, 
and trouble it. 

19 But all the silver, and gold, and 
vessels of brass and iron, are conse- 
crated unto the Lord: they shall 
come into the treasury of the Lord. 

20 So the people shouted when the 
priests blew with the tnunpets : and 
it came to pass, when the people 
heard the soimd of the trumpet, and 
the people shouted with a great shout, 
that the wall fell down flat, so that 
the people went up into the city, 
every man straight before him, and 
they took the city. 

21 And they utterly destroyed all 
that was in the city, both man and 
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woman, young and old, and ox, and 
sheep, and ass, with the edge of the 
sword. 

22 But Joshua had said unto the 
two men that had spied out the coun- 
try, Go into the harlot’s house, and 
bring out thence the woman, and all 
that she hath, as ye sware unto her. 

23 And the young men that were 
spies went in, and brought out Bahab, 
and her father, and her mother, and 
her brethren, and all that she had; 
and they brought out all her kindred, 
and left them without the camp of 
Israel. 

24 And they burnt the city with fire, 
and aU that was therein : only the sil- 
ver, and the gold, and the vessels of 
brass and of iron, they put into the 
treasury of the house of the Lord. 

26 And Joshua saved Rahab the har- 
lot alive, and her father’s household, 
and all that she had ; and she dwelleth 
in Israel even unto this day ; because 
she hid the messengers, which J oshua 
sent to spy out Jericho. 

26 IT And Joshua adjured them at 
that time, saying. Cursed he the man 
before the Lord, that riseth up and 
buildeth this city Jericho : he shall 
lay the foimdation thereof in his first- 
born, and in his youngest son shall he 
set up the gates of it. 

27 So the Lord was with Joshua; 
and his fame was noised throughout 
all the country. 

CHAPTER VII. 

I The Israelites are smitten at Ai. 6 Joshua* s complaint. 

10 God instructeth him what to do. 16 Achan is taken 

by the lot. 19 His confession. 22 He and all he had 

are destroyed in the mlley of Achor, 

B ut the children of Israel com- 
mitted a trespass in the accursed 
thing : for Achan, the son of Carmi, the 
son of 21abdi, the son of Zerah, of the 
tribe of Judah, took of the accursed 
thing : and the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against the children of Israel. 
2 And Joshua sent men fi*om Jericho 
to Ai, which is beside Beth-aven, on 
the east side of Beth-el, and spake 
unto them, saying. Go up and view 
the country. And the men went up 
and viewed Ai. 


3 And they returned to Joshua, and 
said unto him. Let not all the people 
go up; but let about two or three 
thousand men go up and smite Ai ; 
and make not all the people to la- 
bour thither ; for they are hvt few. 

4 So there went up thither of the 
people about three thousand men: 
and they fled before the men of Ai. 

6 And the men of Ai smote of them 
about thirty and six men: for they 
chased them from before the gate 
even unto Shebarim, and smote them 
in the going down : wherefore the 
hearts of the people melted, and be- 
came as water. 

6 IT And Joshua rent his clothes, 
and fell to the earth upon his face 
before the ark of the Lord until the 
eventide, he and the elders of Israel, 
and put dust upon their heads. 

7 And Joshua said, Alas, O Lord 
God, wherefore hast thou at all 
brought this people over Jordan, to 
deliver us into the hand of the Amo- 
rites, to destroy us? would to God 
we had been content, and dwelt on 
the other side Jordan! 

8 O Lord, what shall I say, when 
Israel tumeth their backs before 
their enemies! 

9 For the Canaanites and all the 
inhabitants of the land shall hear of it, 
and shall environ us round, and cut off 
our name from the earth: and what 
wilt thou do unto thy great name ? 

10 H And the Lord said imto Jo- 
shua, Get thee up; wherefore liest 
thou thus upon thy face? 

11 Israel hath sinned, and they have 
also transgressed my covenant which 
I commanded them: for they have 
even taken of the accursed thing, and 
have also stolen, and dissembled also, 
and they have put it even among their 
own stuff 

12 Therefore the children of Israel 
could not stand before their enemies, 
hut turned their backs before their 
enemies, because they were accursed : 
neither will I be with you any more, 
except ye destroy the accm^ed firom 
among you. 

13 ifp, sanctify the people, and say, 
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Achan is taken hy lot. 

Sanctify yourselves against to mor- 
row: for thus saith the Lord God 
of Israel, There is an accursed thing 
in the midst of thee, O Israel : thou 
canst not stand before thine enemies, 
until ye take away the accursed thing 
from among you. 

14 In the morning therefore ye shall 
be brought accormng to your tribes : 
and it shall be, that, the tribe which 
the Lord taketh shall come accord- 
ing to the families thereof; and the 
family which the Lord shall take shall 
come by households ; and the house- 
hold which the Lord shall take shall 
come man by man. 

15 And it shall be, that he that is 
taken with the accursed thing shall 
be burnt with fire, he and all that he 
hath: because he hath transgressed 
the covenant of the Lord, and be- 
cause he hath wrought folly in Israel. 

16 H So Joshua rose up early in the 
morning, and brought Israel by their 
tribes; and the tribe of Judah was 
taken : 

17 And he brought the family of 
Judah; and he took the family of 
the Zarhites: and he brought the 
family of the Zarhites man by man ; 
and Zabdi was taken: 

18 And he brought his household man 
by man ; and Achan, the son of Carmi, 
the son of Zabdi, the son of Zerah, of 
the tribe of Judah, was taken. 

19 And Joshua said unto Achan, 
My son, give, I pray thee, glory to the 
Lord God of Israel, and make confes- 
sion unto him ; and tell me now what 
thou hast done ; hide it not from me. 

20 And Achan answered Joshua, and 
said. Indeed I have sinned against 
the Lord God of Israel, and thus and 
thus have I done : 

21 When I saw among the spoils a 
goodly Babylonish garment, and two 
hundred shekels of silver, and a wedge 
of gold of fifty shekels weight, then I 
coveted them, and took them ; and, 
behold, they are hid in the earth in 
the midst of my tent, and the silver 
under it. 

22 If So Joshua sent messengers, and 
they ran unto the tent ; and, behold.

it was hid in his tent, and the silver 
under it. 

23 And they took them out of the 
midst of the tent, and brought them 
unto Joshua, and unto all the chil- 
dren of Israel, and laid them out be- 
fore the Lord. 

24 An d Joshua, and all Israel with 
him, took Achan the son of Zerah, 
and the silver, and the garment, and 
the wedge of gold, and his sons, and 
his daughters, and his oxen, and his 
asses, and his sheep, and his tent, and 
all that he had: and they brought 
them unto the valley of Achor. 

25 And Joshua said. Why hast thou 
troubled us? the Lord shall trouble 
thee this day. And all Israel stoned 
him with stones, and burned them 
with fire, after they had stoned them 
with stones. 

26 And they raised over him a gi’eat 
heap of stones unto this day. So the 
Lord turned from the fierceness of his 
anger. Wherefore the name of that 
place was called. The valley of Achor, 
unto this day. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

] God encourageth Joshua. 3 Tha stratagem whereby 
At was taken. 29 The king thereof is hanged. 30 
Joshua huildeth an altar, 32 urriteth the law on stones, 
33 propoundeth blessings and cursings. 

A nd the Lord said unto Joshua, 

- Fear not, neither be thou dis- 
mayed: take all the people of war 
with thee, and arise, go up to Ai: 
see, I have given into thy hand the 
king of Ai, and his people, and his 
city, and his land: 

2 And thou shalt do to Ai and her 
king as thou didst imto Jericho and 
her king : only the spoil thereof' and 
the cattle thereof, shall ye take for 
a prey unto yourselves: lay thee an 
ambush for the city behind it. 

3 If So Joshua arose, and all the 
people of war, to go up against Ai: 
and Joshua chose out thirty thou- 
sand mighty men of valour, and sent 
them away by night. 

4 And he commanded them, saying, 
Behold, ye shall lie in wait against the 
city, even behind the city : go not very 
far from the city, but be ye all ready: 
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The stratagem whereby J 08HUA, VIIL Ai was taken,. 


5 And I, and all the people that are 
with me, will approach unto the city : 
and it shall come to pass, when they 
come out against us, as at the first, 
that we will flee before them, 

G (For they will come out after us) 
till we have drawn them from the 
city ; for they will say, They flee be- 
fore us, as at the first : therefore we 
will flee before them. 

7 Then ye shall rise up from the 
ambush, and seize upon the city : for 
the Loud your God will deliver it into 
your hand. 

8 And it shall be, when ye have 
taken the city, that ye shall set the 
city on fire: according to the com- 
mandment of the Lord shall ye do. 
See, I have commanded you. 

9 IT Joshua therefore sent them forth: 
and they went to lie in ambush, and 
abode between Beth-el and Ai, on 
the west side of Ai: but Joshua 
lodged that night among the people. 

10 And Joshua rose up early in the 
morning, and numbered the people, 
and went up, he and the elders of 
Israel, before the people to Ai. 

11 And all the people, even the peo- 
ple of war that were with him, went 
up, and drew nigh, and came before 
the city, and pitched on the north 
side of Ai : now there was a valley 
between them and Ai. 

12 And he took about five thousand 
men, and set them to lie in ambush 
between Beth-el and Ai, on the west 
side of the city. 

13 And when they had set the people, 
even all the host that was on the north 
of the city, and their liers in wait on 
the west of the city, Joshua went that 
night into the midst of the valley. 

14 IT And it came to pass, when the 
king of Ai saw it, that they hasted 
and rose up early, and the men of 
the city went out against Israel to 
battle, he and all his people, at a 
time appointed, before the plain ; but 
he wist not that there were liers in 
ambush against him behind the city. 

15 And Joshua and all Israel made 
as if they were beaten before them, 
and fled by the way of the wilderness. 


16 And all the people that were in Ai 
were called together to pursue after 
them : and they pursued after Joshua, 
and were drawn away from the city. 

17 And there was not a man left in 
Ai or Beth-el, that went not out after 
Israel: and they left the city open, 
and pursued after Israel. 

18 And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
Stretch out the spear that is in thy 
hand toward Ai; for I will give it 
into thine hand. And Joshua stretch- 
ed out the spear that he had in his 
hand toward the city. 

19 And the ambush arose quickly 
out of their place, and they ran as 
soon as he had stretched out his 
hand: and they entered into the 
city, and took it, and hasted and set 
the city on fire. 

20 And when the men of Ai looked 
behind them, they saw, and, behold, 
the smoke of the city ascended up to 
heaven, and they had no power to 
flee this way or that way: and the 
people that fled to the wilderness 
turned back upon the pursuers. 

21 And when Joshua and all Israel 
saw that the ambush had taken the 
city, and that the smoke of the city 
ascended, then they turned again, 
and slew the men of Ai. 

22 And the other issued out of the 
city against them; so they were in 
the midst of Israel, some on this 
side, and some on that side : and 
they smote them, so that they let 
none of them remain or escape. 

23 And the king of Ai they took 
alive, and brought him to Joshua. 

24 And it came to pass, when Is- 
rael had made an end of slaying all 
the inhabitants of Ai in the field, in 
the wilderness wherein they chased 
them, and when they were all fallen 
on the edge of the sword, until they 
were consumed, that all the Israel- 
ites returned unto Ai, and smote it 
with the edge of the sword. 

25 And so it was, that all that fell 
that day, both of men and women, 
were twelve thousand, even all the 
men of Ai. 

26 For Joshua drew not his hand 
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back, wherewith he stretched out the 
spear, until he had utterly destroyed 
aU the inhabitants of Ai. 

27 Only the cattle and the spoil 
of that city Israel took for a prey 
unto themselves, according unto the 
word of the Lord which he com- 
manded Joshua. 

28 And Joshua burnt Ai, and made 
it an heap for ever, even a desola- 
tion unto this day. 

29 And the king of Ai he hanged 
on a tree until eventide : and as soon 
as the sim was down, Joshua com- 
manded that they should take his 
carcase down from the tree, and cast 
it at the entering of the gate of the 
city, and raise thereon a great heap of 
stones, that remaineth unto this day. 

30 1 Then Joshua built an altar un- 
to the Lord God of Israel in mount 
Bbal, 

31 As Moses the servant of the 
Lord commanded the children of 
Israel, as it is written in the book of 
the law of Moses, an altar of whole 
stones, over which no man hath lift 
up any iron : and they offered there- 
on burnt offerings unto the Lord, 
and sacrificed peace offerings. 

32 t And he wrote there upon the 
stones a copy of the law of Moses, 
which he wrote in the presence of 
the children of Israel. 

33 And all Israel, and their eldei’s, 
and officers, and their judges, stood 
on this side the ark and on that side 
before the priests the Levites, which 
bare the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord, as well the stranger, as he 
that was bom among them ; half of 
them over against mount Gerizim, 
and half of them over against mount 
Ebal; as Moses the servant of the 
Lord had commanded before, that 
they should bless the people of Israel. 

34 And afterward he read all the 
words of the law, the blessings and 
cursings, according to all that is writ- 
ten in the book of the law. 

35 There was not a word of all that 
Moses commanded, which Joshua 
read not before all the congregation 
of Israel, with the women, and the 


little ones, and the strangers that 
were conversant among them. 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 The kings oombine against Israel. 3 The Gtbeonites 
by craft obtain a league. 16 For which they are 
condemned to perpetual bondage. 

A nd it came to pass, when all 
. the kings which were on this 
side Jordan, in the hills, and in the 
valleys, and in all the coasts of the 
great sea over against Lebanon, the 
Hittite, and the Amorite, the Ca- 
naanite, the Perizzite, the Hivite, 
and the Jebusite, heard thereof ; 

2 That they gathered themselves 
together, to fight with Joshua and 
with Israel, with one accord. 

3 IT And when the inhabitants of 
Gibeon heard what Joshua had done 
imto Jericho and to Ai, 

4 They did work wilily, and went 
and made as if they had been ambas- 
sadors, and took old sacks upon their 
asses, and wine bottles, old, and rent, 
and bound up ; 

6 And old shoes anci^jplouted upon 
their feet, and old g ments upon 
them ; and all the brea of their pro- 
vision was dry atid mouldy. 

6 And they went to Joshua unto the 
camp at Gilgal, and said unto him, 
and to the men of Israel, We be come 
from a far country : now therefore 
make ye a league with us. 

7 And the men of Israel said unto 
the Hivites, Peradventure ye dwell 
among us ; and how shall we make 
a league with you ? 

8 And they said imto Joshua, We 
are thy servants. And Joshua said 
unto them. Who are ye? and from 
whence come ye ? 

9 And they said unto him. From a 
very far country thy servants are come 
because of the, name of the Lord thy 
Gk)d : for we ha,,^ ^ heai’d the fame of 
him, and all that he did in Egypt, 

10 And all that he did to the two 
kings of the Amorites, that were be- 
yond Jordan, to Sihon king of Hesh- 
bon, and to Og king of Bashan, which 
wcbs at Ashtaroth. 

11 Wherefore our elders and all the 
inhabitants of our country spake to 
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us, saying, Take victuals with you for 
the journey, and go to meet them, 
and say unto them. We are your 
servants: therefore now make ye a 
league with us. 

12 This our bread we took hot for 
our provision out of om* houses on 
the day we came forth to go unto 
you ; but now, behold, it is dry, and 
it is mouldy : 

13 And these bottles of wine, which 
we filled, were new ; and, behold, they 
be rent : and these our garments and 
our shoes are become old by reason 
of the very long journey. 

14 And the men took of their vic- 
tuals, and asked not counsel at the 
mouth of the Lord. 

16 And Joshua made peace with 
them, and made a league with them, 
to let them live: and the princes of 
the congregation sware unto them. 

16 If And it came to pass at the end 
of three days after they had made a 
league with them, that they heard 
that they were their neighbours, and 
that they dwelt among them. 

17 And the children of Israel jour- 
neyed, and came imto their cities on 
the third day. Now their cities were 
Gibeon, and Chephirah, and Beeroth, 
and Kirjath-jearim. 

18 And the children of Israel smote 
them not, because the princes of the 
congregation had sworn unto them 
by the Lord God of Israel. And all 
the congregation murmured against 
the princes. 

19 But all the princes said unto 
all the congregation. We have sworn 
unto them by the Lord God of Israel : 
now therefore we. may not touch 
them. 

20 This we will do to them ; we will 
even let them live, lest wrath be upon 
us, because of the oath which we sware 
unto them. 

21 And the princes said unto them. 
Let them live ; but let them be hew- 
ers of wood and drawers of water 
unto all the congregation; as the 
princes had promised them. 

22 If And tfoshua called for them, 
and he spake unto them, saying. 


Wherefore have ye beguiled us, say- 
ing, We are very fiir fi'om you ; when 
ye dwell among us ? 

23 Now therefore ye are cursed, and 
there shall none of you be fi’eed from 
being bondmen, and hewers of wood 
and drawers of water for the house 
of my God. 

24 And they answered Joshua, and 
said. Because it was certainly told 
thy servants, how that the Lord thy 
God commanded his servant Moses 
to give you all the land, and to de- 
stroy all the inhabitants of the land 
from before you, therefore we were 
sore afraid of our lives because of 
you, and have done this thing. 

25 And now, behold, we are in thine 
hand : as it seemeth good and right 
unto thee to do unto us, do. 

26 And so did he unto them, and 
delivered them out of the hand of 
the children of Israel, that they slew 
them not. 

27 And Joshua made them that day 
hewers of wood and drawers of wa- 
ter for the congregation, and for the 
altar of the Lord, even imto this day, 
in the place which he should choose.

11 And Gilead, and the border of 
the Geshurites and Maachathites, 
and all mount Hermon, and all Ba- 
shan unto Salcah; 

12 All the kingdom of Og in Bashan, 
which reigned in Ashtaroth and in 
Edrei, who remained of the remnant 
of the giants: for these did Moses 
smite, and cast them out. 

13 Nevertheless the children of Is- 
rael expelled not the Geshurites, nor 
the Maachathites: but the Geshur- 
ites and the Maachathites dwell a- 
mong the Israelites until this day.

5 As the Lord commanded Moses, 
so the children of Israel did. and 
they ^vided the land

CHAPTER I. 

I The acts of Judah and Simeon, 4 AdoniJtezek justly 
requited, 8 Jerusalem taken. 10 HJyron taken, 11 
Othniel hath Achsah to wife for taking of Dehir. 
16 The Kenites dwell in Judah, 17 Hotmahy Gaza, 
Askelon and Ekron taken. 21 The acts of Benjamin, 
22 Of the house of Joseph, who take Beth-el.

N ow after the death of Joshua it 
came to pass, that the children 
of Israel asked the Lord, saying. Who 
shall go up for us against the Canaan- 
ites first, to fight against them ? 

2 And the Lord said, Judah shall 
go up : behold, I have delivered the 
land into his hand. 

3 And Judah said unto Simeon his 
brother, Come up with me into my lot, 
that we may fight against the Canaan- 
ites ; and I likewise will go with thee 
into thy lot. So Simeon went with him. 
4 And Judah went up; and the 
Lord delivered the Canaanites and 
the Perizzites into their hand: and 
they slew of them in Bezek ten thou- 
sand men. 

5 And they found Adoni-bezek in 
Bezek : and they fought against him, 
and they slew the Canaanites and the 
Perizzites. 

6 But Adoni-bezek fled ; and they 
pursued after him, and caught him, and 
cut off his thumbs and his great toes. 
T And Adoni-bezek said, Threescore 
and ten kings, having their thumbs 
and their great toes cut off, gathered 
their meat imder my table : as I have 
done, so God hath requited me. And 
they brought him to Jerusalem, and 
there he died. 

8 Now the children of Judah had 
fought against Jerusalem, and had 
taken it, and smitten it with the edge 
of the sword, and set the city on fire. 
9 1 And afterward the chUdren of 
Judah went down to fight against the 
Canaanites, that dwelt in the moun- 
tain, and in the south, and in the valley. 
10 And Judah went against the Ca- 
naanites that dwelt in Hebron : (now 
the name of Hebron before was Kir- 


jath-arba :) and they slew Sheshai, 
and Ahiman, and Talmai. 

11 And fi*om thence he went against 
the inhabitants of Debir: and the name 
of Debir before was Kiijath-sepher : 

12 And Caleb said. He that smiteth 
Kirjath-sepher, and taketh it, to him 
will I give Achsah my daughter to wife. 

13 And Othniel the son of Kenaz, 
Caleb’s younger brother, took it : and 
he gave him Achsah his daughter to 
wife. 

14 And it came to pass, when she 
came to him, that she moved him to 
ask of her father a field: and she 
lighted from off* her ass; and Caleb 
said unto her. What wilt thou ? 

15 And she said unto him. Give me 
a blessing : for thou hast given me a 
south land; give me also springs of 
water. And Caleb gave her the up- 
per springs and the nether springs. 

16 t And the children of the Kenite, 
Moses’ father in law, went up out of 
the city of palm trees with the chil- 
dren of Judah into the wilderness of 
Judah, which lieth in the south of 
Arad; and they went and dwelt a- 
mong the people. 

17 And Judah went with Simeon 
his brother, and they slew the Ca- 
naanites that inhabited Zephath, and 
utterly destroyed it. And the name 
of the city was called Hormah. 

18 Also Judah took Gaza with the 
coast thereof, and Askelon with the 
coast thereof, and Ekron with the 
coast thereof. 

19 And the Lord was with Judah; 
and he drave out the inluiMtants of 
the moimtain; but could not drive 
out the inhabitants of the valley, be- 
cause they had chariots of iron. 

20 And they gave Hebron unto Ca- 
leb, as Moses said: and he expelled 
thence the three sons of Anak. 

21 And the children of Benjamin 
did not drive out the Jebusites that 
inhabited Jerusalem; but the Jebu- 
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sites dwell with the children of Ben- 
jamin in Jerusalem unto this day. 

22 If And the house of Joseph, they 
also went up against Beth-el: and 
the Lord was with them. 

23 And the house of Joseph sent to 
descry Beth-el. (Now the name of 
the city before was Luz.) 

24 And the spies saw a man come 
forth out of the city, and they said 
unto him. Shew us, we pray thee, the 
entrance into the city, and we will 
shew thee mercy. 

26 And when he shewed them the en- 
trance into the city, they smote the 
city with the edge of the sword ; but 
they let go the man and all his family. 

26 And the man went into the land 
of the Hittites, and built a city, and 
called the name thereof Luz ; which 
is the name thereof imto this day. 

27 If Neither did Manasseh drive out 
the inhabitants of Beth-shean and her 
towns, nor Taanach and her towns, 
nor the inhabitants of Dor and her 
towns, nor the inhabitants of Ibleam 
and her towns, nor the inhabitants of 
Megiddo and her towns : but the Ca- 
naanites would dwell in that land. 

28 And it came to pass, when Israel 
was strong, that they put the Canaan- 
ites to tribute, and did not utterly 
drive them out. 

29 If Neither did Ephraim drive out 
the Canaanites that dwelt in Gezer ; 
but the Canaanites dwelt in Gezer 
among them. 

30 t Neither did Zebulun drive out 
the inhabitants of Kitron, nor the 
inhabitants of Nahalol ; but the Ca- 
naanites dwelt among them, and be- 
came tributaries. 

31 t Neither did Asher drive out the 
inhabitants of Accho, nor the inha- 
bitants of Zidon, nor of Ahlab, nor of 
Achzib, nor of Helbah, nor of Aphik, 
nor of Rehob : 

32 But the Asherites dwelt among 
the Canaanites, the inhabitants of the 
land : for they did not drive them out. 

33 If Neither did Naphtali drive out 
the inhabitants of Beth-shemesh, nor 
the inhabitants of Beth-anath; but 
he dwelt among the Canaanites, the 


inhabitants of the land : nevertheless 
the inhabitants of Beth-shemesh and 
of Beth-anath became tributaries un- 
to them. 

34 And the Amorites forced the 
children of Dan into the mountain : 
for they would not sutfer them to 
come down to the valley: 

35 But the Amorites would dwell 
in mount Heres in Aijalon, and in 
Shaalbim : yet the hand of the house 
of Joseph prevailed, so that they be- 
came tributaries. 

36 And the coast of the Amorites 
was from the going up to Akrabbiin, 
from the rock, and upward. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 An angel rebuketh the people at Bochim. 6 Tlte wick 
edness of the new generation after Joshua. 14 Go ft 
anger and pity towards them. 20 Tlte Canaanites are 
left to praoe Israel. 

AND an angel of the Lord came up 
l\. from Gilgal to Bochim, and said, 
I made you to go up out of Egypt, 
and have brought you unto the land 
which I sware unto your fathers ; and 
I said, I will never break my covenant 
with you. 

2 And ye shall make no league with 
the inhabitants of this land ; ye shall 
throw down their altars : but ye have 
not obeyed my voice: why have ye 
done this ? 

3 Wlierefore I also said, I will not 
drive them out from before you ; but 
they shall be as thorns in your sides, 
and their gods shall be a snare unto 
you. 

4 And it came to pass, when the 
angel of the Lord spake these words 
unto all the children of Israel, that the 
people lifted up their voice, and wept. 

5 And they called the name of that 
place Bochim : and they sacrificed 
there unto the Lord. 

6 1 And when Joshua had let the 
people go, the children of Israel went 
every man unto his inheritance to 
possess the land. 

7 And the people served the Lord 
all the days of Joshua, and all the days 
of the elders that outlived Joshua, 
who had seen all the great works of 
the Lord, that he did for Israel. 

8 And Joshua the son of Nun, the 
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servant of the Lord, died, being an 
hundred and ten years old. 

9 And they buried him in the border 
of his inheritance in Timnath-heres, in 
the mount of Ephraim, on the north 
side of the hill Gaash. 

10 And also all that generation were 
gathered unto their fathers : and 
there arose another generation after 
them, which knew not the Lord, nor 
yet the works which he had done for 
Israel. 

11 IT And the children of Israel did 
evil in the sight of the Lord, and 
served Baalim : 

12 And they forsook the Lord God 
of their fathers, which brought them 
out of the land of Egypt, and fol- 
lowed other gods, of the gods of the 
people that were round about them, 
and bowed themselves unto them, 
and provoked the Lord to anger. 

13 And they forsook the Lord, and 
served Baal and Ashtaroth. 

14 IT And the anger of the Lord was 
hot against Israel, and he delivered 
them into the hands of spoilers that 
spoiled them, and he sold them into 
the hands of their enemies round 
about, so that they could not any 
longer stand before their enemies. 

15 Whithersoever they went out, the 
hand of the Lord was against them 
for e\Il, as the Lord had said, and as 
the Lord had sworn unto them : and 
they were greatly distressed. 

16 IT Nevertheless the Lord raised 
up judges, which delivered them out 
of the hand of those that spoiled 
them. 

17 And yet they would not hearken 
unto their judges, but they went a 
whoring after other gods, and bowed 
themselves unto them: they turned 
quickly out of the way which their 
fathers walked in, obeying the com- 
mandments of the Lord ; hnt they did 
not so. 

18 And when the Lord raised them 
up judges, then the Lord was with 
the judge, and delivered them out 
of the hand of their enemies all the 
days of the judge : for it repented 
the Lord because of their groanings 


by reason ■of them that oppressed 
them and vexed them. 

19 And it came to pass, when the 
judge was dead, t/tat they returned, 
and corrupted themselves more than 
their fathers, in following other gods 
to serve them, and to bow down unto 
them ; they ceased not from their own 
doings, nor from their stubborn way. 

20 t And the anger of the Lord 
was hot against Israel ; and he said, 
Because that this people hath trans- 

I grossed my covenant which I com- 
manded their fathers, and have not 
hearkened unto my voice ; 

21 I also will not henceforth drive out 
any from before them of the nations 
which Joshua left when he died : 

22 That through them I may prove 
; Israel, whether they will keep the 
I way of the Lord to walk therein, as 

their fathers did keep it, or not. 

23 Therefore the Lord left those 
nations, without driving them out 
hastily; neither delivered he them 
into the hand of Joshua.

2 And he judged Israel twenty and 
three years, and died, and was buried 
in Shamir. 

3 IT And after him arose Jair, a Gi- 
leadite, and judged Israel twenty and 
two years. 

4 Jkmd he had thirty sons that rode 
on thirty ass colts, and they had thirty 
cities, which are called Havoth-jair 
unto this day, which are in the land 
of Gilead. 

5 And Jair died, and was buried in 
Camon. 

6 IT And the children of Israel did 
evil again in the sight of the Lord, and 
served Baalim, and Ashtaroth, and 
the gods of Syria, and the gods of Zi- 
don, and the gods of Moab, and the 
gods of the children of Ammon, and 
the gods of the Philistines, and for- 
sook the Lord, and served not him. 

7 And the anger of the Lord was 
hot against Israel, and he sold them 
into the hands of the Philistines, 
and into the hands of the children 
of Ammon. 

8 And that year they vexed and op- 
pressed the children of Israel : eigh- 
teen years, all the children of Israel 
that were on the other side Jordan in 
the land of the Amorites, which is in 
GUead. 

9 Moreover the children of Ammon 


passed over Jordan to fight also 
against Judah, and against Benjamin, 
and against the house of Ep!^im ; 
so that Israel was sore distressed. 

10 1 ^d the children of Israel cried 
unto the Lord, saying. We have sin- 
ned against thee, both because we 
have forsaken our God, and also serv- 
ed Baalim. 

11 And the Lord said mito the chil- 
dren of Israel, Did not I deliver you 
from the Egyptians, and from the 
Amorites, from the children of Am- 
mon, and from the Philistines ? 

12 The Zidonians also, and the 
Amalekites, and the Maonites, did 
oppress you; and ye cried to me, 
and I delivered you out of their 
hand. 

13 Yet ye have forsaken me, and 
served other gods : wherefore I will 
deliver you no more. 

14 Go and cry unto the gods which 
ye have chosen ; let them deliver you 
in the time of yom* tribulation. 

15 1 And the children of Israel said 
imto the Lord, We have sinned: do 
thou unto us whatsoever seemeth 
good unto thee ; deliver us only, we 
pray thee, this day. 

16 And they put away the strange 
gods Irom among them, and served 
the Lord : and his soul was grieved 
for the misery of Israel. 

17 Then the children of Ammon were 
gathered together, and encamped in 
Gilead. And the children of Israel 
assembled themselves together, and 
encamped in Mizpeh. 

18 And the people and princes of 
Gilead said one to another. What 
man is he that will begin to fight 
against the children of Ammon ? he 
shall be head over all the inhabit- 
ants of Gilead. 

CHAPTER XI.

OW Jephthah the Gileadite was 
a mighty man of valour, and he 
was the son of an harlot : and Gilead 
begat Jephthah.

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2 And Gilead’s wife bare him sons ; 
and his wife’s sons grew up, and they 
thrust out Jephthah, and said unto 
him. Thou shalt not inherit in our 
&ther’s house; for thou art the son 
of a strange woman. 

3 Then Jephthah fled from his 
brethren, and dwelt in the land of 
Tob: and there were gathered vain 
men to Jephthah, and went out with 
him. 

4 t And it came to pass in process 
of time, that the children of Ammon 
made war against Israel. 

6 And it was so, that when the chil- 
dren of Ammon made war against 
Israel, the elders of Gilead went to 
fetch Jephthah out of the land of 
Tob : 

6 And they said unto Jephthah, 
Come, and be our captain, that we may 
flght with the children of Ammon. 

7 And Jephthah said imto the el- 
ders of Gilead, Did not ye hate me, 
and expel me out of my father’s 
house ? and why are ye come unto me 
now when ye are in distress? 

8 And the elders of Gilead said 
unto Jephthah, Therefore we turn 
again to thee now, that thou mayest 
go with us, and fight against the 
children of Ammon, and be our head 
over all the inhabitants of Gilead. 

9 And Jephthah said unto the eld- 
ers of Gilead, If ye bring me home 
again to fight against the children of 
Ammon, and the Lord deliver them 
before me, shall I be your head ? 

10 And the elders of Gilead said 
unto Jephthah, The Lord be witness 
between us, if we do not so accord- 
ing to thy words. 

11 Then Jephthah went with the 
elders of Gilead, and the people made 
him head and captain over them: 
and Jephthah uttered all his words 
before the Lord in Mizpeh. 

12 1 And Jephthah sent messengers 
unto the king of the children of Am- 
mon, saying, What hast thou to do 
with me, that thou art come against 
me to fight in my land ? 

13 And the king of the children of 
Ammon answered imto the messen- 


gers of Jephthah, Because Israel 
took away my land, when they came 
up out of Egypt, from Amon even 
unto Jabbok, and unto Jordan : now 
therefore restore those lands again 
peaceably. 

14 And Jephthah sent messengers 
again unto the king of the chil^en 
oi Ammon: 

15 And said unto him. Thus saith 
Jephthah, Israel took not away the 
land of Moab, nor the land of the 
children of Ammon : 

16 But when Israel came up from 
Egypt, and walked through the wil- 
derness unto the Red sea, and came 
to Kadesh; 

17 Then Israel sent messengers \mto 
the king of Edom, saying. Let me, I 
pray thee, pass through thy land: 
but the king of Edom would not 
hearken thereto. And in like manner 
they sent imto the king of Moab: 
but he wotild not consent : and Israel 
abode in Kadesh. 

18 Then they went along through 
the wilderness, and compassed the 
land of Edom, and the land of Moab, 
and came by the east side of the land 
of Moab, and pitched on the other 
side of Amon, but came not within 
the border of Moab : for Arnon was 
the border of Moab. 

19 And Israel sent messengers unto 
Sihon king of the Amorites, the king 
of Heshbon ; and Israel said unto 
him. Let us pass, we pray thee, through 
thy land into my place. 

20 But Sihon trusted not Israel to 
pass through his coast: but Sihon 
gathered all his people together, and 
pitched in Jahaz, and fought against 
Israel. 

21 And the Lord God of Israel de- 
livered Sihon and aU his people into 
the hand of Israel, and they smote 
them : so Israel possessed all the 
land of the Amorites, the inhabitants 
of that country. 

22 And they possessed all the coasts 
of the Amorites, from Amon even 
unto Jabbok, and from the wilder- 
ness even unto Jordan. 

23 So now the Ix)rd God of Israel 
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hath dispossessed the Amorites from 
before his people Israel, and should- 
est thou possess it ? 

24 Wilt not thou possess that which 
Chemosh thy god giveth thee to pos- 
sess ? So wnomsoever the Lord ovu * 
God shall drive out from before us, 
them will we possess. 

25 And now art thou any thing bet- 
ter than Balak the son of Zippor, 
king of Moab ? did he ever strive 
against Israel, or did he ever fight 
against them, 

26 While Israel dwelt in Heshbon 
and her towns, and in Aroer and 
her towns, and in all the cities that 
he along by the coasts of Arnon, 
three hundred years? why therefore 
did ye not recover them within that 
time? 

27 Wherefore I have not sinned a- 
gainst thee, but thou doest me wrong 
to war against me ; the Lord the 
Judge be judge this day between the 
children of Israel and the children of 
Ammon. 

28 Howbeit the king of the children 
of Ammon hearkened not imto the 
words of Jephthah which he sent him. 

29 If Then the Spirit of the Lord 
came upon Jephthah, and he passed 
over Gilead, and Manasseh, and pass- 
ed over Mizpeh of Gilead, and from 
Mizpeh of Gilead he passed over mdo 
the children of Ammon. 

30 And Jephthah vowed a vow unto 
the Lord, and said, If thou shalt with- 
out fail deliver the children of Ammon 
into mine hands, 

31 Then it shall be, that whatsoever 
cometh forth of the doors of my house 
to meet me, when I return in peace 
from the children of Ammon, shall 
surely be the Lord’s, and I will offer 
it up for a burnt offering. 

32 1 So Jephthah passed over unto 
the children of Ammon to fight a- 
gaiust them ; and the Lord delivered 
them into his hands. 

33 And he smote them from Aroer, 
even till thou come to Minnith, even 
twenty cities, and unto the plain of 
the vineyards, with a very great 
slaughter. Thus the children of Am- 


mon were subdued before the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

34 If And Jephthah came to Miz- 
peh unto his house, and, behold, his 
daughter came out to meet him with 
tim&’els and with dances : and she 
was his only child ; beside her he had 
neither son nor daughter. 

35 And it came to pass, when he 
saw her, that he rent his clothes, and 
said, Alas, my daughter! thou hast 
brought me very low, and thou art 
one of them that trouble me : for I 
have opened my mouth unto the Lord, 
and I cannot go back.

CHAPTER XIV.

AND Samson went down to Tim- 
jt\. nath, and saw a woman in Tim- 
nath of the daughters of the Philis- 
tines. 

2 And he came up, and told his 
father and his mother, and said, I 
have seen a woman in Timnath of 
the daughters of the Philistines : now 
therefore get her for me to wife. 

3 Then his father and his mother 
said unto him. Is there never a 
woman among the daughters of thy 
brethren, or among all my people, 
that thou goest to take a wife of the 
uncircumcised Philistines ? And Sam- 
son said unto his father. Get her for 
me ; for she pleaseth me well. 

4 But his father and his mother 
knew not that it was of the Lord, 
that he sought an occasion against 
the Philistines : for at that time the 
Philistines had dominion over Israel 
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5 IT Then went Samson down, and 
his father and his mother, to Tim- 
nath, and came to the vineyards of 
Timnath: and, behold, a young lion 
roared against him. 

6 And the Spirit of the Lord came 
mightily upon him, and he rent him 
as ne would have rent a kid, and he 
had nothing in his hand : but he told 
not his father or his mother what he 
had done. 

7 And he went down, and talked 
with the woman; and she pleased 
Samson well. 

8 IT And after a time he returned to 
take her, and he turned aside to see 
the carcase of the lion: and, behold, 
there was a swarm of bees and honey 
in the carcase of the lion. 

9 And he took thereof in his hands, 
and went on eating, and came to his 
father and mother, and he gave them, 
and they did eat: but he told not 
them that he had taken the honey 
out of the carcase of the lion, 

10 H So liis father went down unto 
the woman : and Samson made there 
a feast ; for so used the young men 
to do. 

11 And it came to pass, when they 
saw him, that they brought thirty 
companions to be with him. 

12 If And Samson said unto them, 

I will now put forth a riddle unto 
you : if ye can certainly declare it me 
within the seven days of the feast, 
and find it out, then I will give you 
thirty sheets and thirty change of 
garments : 

13 But if ye cannot declare it me, 
then shall ye give me thirty sheets 
and thirty change of garments. And 
they said unto him. Put forth thy 
riddle, that we may hear it. 

14 And he said unto them. Out of 
the eater came forth meat, and out 
of the strong came forth sweetness. 
And they could not in three days 
expound the riddle. 

15 And it came to pass on the se- 
venth day, that they said imto Sam- 
son’s wife. Entice thy husband, that 
he may declare unto us the riddle, 
lest we bum thee and thy father’s 
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house with fire : have ye called us to 
take that we have "i is it not so ? 

16 And Samson’s wife wept before 
him, and said. Thou dost but hate 
me, and lovest me not : thou hast put 
forth a riddle unto the children of 
my people, and hast not told it me. 
And he said unto her. Behold, I have 
not told it my father nor my mother, 
and shall I tell it thee ? 

17 And she wept before him the 
seven days, while their feast lasted: 
and it came to pass on the seventh 
day, that he told her, because she lay 
sore upon him : and she told the rid- 
dle to the children of her people. 

18 And the men of the city said 
imto him on the seventh day before 
the sun went down. What is sweeter 
than honey? and what is stronger 
than a lion ? And he said unto them, 
If ye had not plowed with my heifer, 
ye had not foxmd out my riddle. 

19 If And the Spirit of the Lord came 
upon him, and he went down to Ash- 
kelon, and slew thirty men of them, 
and took their spoil, and gave change 
of garments imto them which ex- 
pounded the riddle. And his anger 
was kindled, and he went up to his 
father’s house. 

20 But Samson’s wife was given to 
his companion, whom he had used aa 
his fHend. 

CHAPTER XV. 

1 Samson is denied his wife. 3 He hurneth the Philis- 
tines* com, with foxes and firebrands. 6 His wife 
and her father are burnt by the Philistines. 7 Samson 
smiteth them hip and thigh. 9 He is bound by the 
men of Judah, and delivered to the Philistines. 14 He 
hilleth them with a jawbone. 18 God maketh the 
fountain En-hdkkore for him in Lehi. 

B ut it came to pass within a while 
after, in the time of wheat har- 
vest, that Samson visited his wife with 
a kid ; and he said, I will ^ in to my 
wife into the chamber. But her fa- 
ther would not suffer him to go in. 

2 And her father said, I verily 
thought that thou hadst utterly hated 
her ; therefore I gave her to t% com- 
panion : is not her younger sister fairer 
than she ? take her, I pray thee, in- 
stead of her. 

3 If And Samson said concerning 
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them. Now shall I be more blame- 
less than the Philistines, though 1 do 
them a displeasure. 

4 And Samson went and caught 
three hundred foxes, and took fire- 
brands, and turned tail to tail, and 
put a firebrand in the midst between 
two tails. 

6 And when he had set the brands 
on fire, he let them go into the stand- 
ing com of the Philistines, and burnt 
up both the shocks, and also the 
standing com, with the vineyards and 
olives. 

6 IT Then the Philistines said. Who 
hath done this ? And they answered, 
Samson, the son in law of the Timnite, 
because he had taken his wife, and 
given her to his companion. And the 
Philistines came up, and burnt her 
and her father with fire. 

7 T And Samson said unto them. 
Though ye have done this, yet will I 
be avenged of you, and after that I 
will cease. 

8 And he smote them hip and thigh 
with a great slaughter: and he went 
down and dwelt in the top of the rock 
Etam. 

9 f Then the Philistines went up, 
and pitched in Judah, and spread 
themselves in Lehi. 

10 And the men of Judah said. Why 
are ye come up against us? And 
they answered. To bind Samson are 
we come up, to do to him as he hath 
done to us. 

11 Then three thousand men of 
Judah went to the top of the rock 
Etam, and said to Samson, Knowest 
thou not that the Philistines are rulers 
over us? what is this that thou hast 
done unto us? And he said unto 
them, As they did unto me, so have I 
done unto them. 

12 And they said unto him. We are 
come down to bind thee, that we may 
deliver thee into the hand of the 
Philistines. And Samson said unto 
them. Swear unto me, that ye will not 
fall upon me yourselves. 

13 And they spake unto him, saying, 
No ; but we will bind thee fast, and 
deliver thee into their hand : but 


surely we will not kill thee. And 
they bound him with two new cords, 
and brought him up from the rock. 

14 t And when he came unto Lehi, 
the Philistines shouted against him : 
and the Spirit of the Lord came 
mightily upon him, and the cords 
that were upon his arms became as 
fiax that was burnt with fire, and his 
bands loosed from ofi* his hands. 

15 And he foimd a new jawbone of 
an ass, and put forth his hand, and 
took it, and slew a thousand men 
therewith. 

16 And Samson said. With the jaw- 
bone of an ass, heaps upon heaps, 
with the jaw of an ass have I slain a 
thousand men. 

17 And it came to pass, when he had 
made an end of speaking, that he cast 
away the jawbone out of his hand, 
and called that place Kamath-lehi. 

18 t And he was sore athirst, and 
called on the Lord, and said. Thou 
hast given this great deliverance into 
the hand of thy servant: and now 
shall I die for thirst, and fall into the 
hand of the uncircumcised ? 

19 But God clave an hollow place 
that was in the jaw, and there came 
water thereout; and when he had 
drunk, his spirit came again, and he 
revived : wherefore he called the name 
thereof En-hakkore, which is in Lehi 
unto this day. 

20 And he judged Israel in the days 
of the Philistines twenty years. 

1 Samson at Gaza escapeth, and carrieth away the gates 
of the city, 4 Delilah^ corrupted hy the Philistines, 
enticeth Samson, 6 Thrice she is deceived. \B At 
last she overcometh him, 21 The Philistines take him, 
and put out his eyes. 22 His strength renewing, he 
pulleth down the house upon the Philistines, and dieth. 

went Samson to Gaza, and 
saw there an harlot, and went in 
unto her. 

2 And it was told the Gazites, say- 
ing, Samson is come hither. And 
they compassed Mm in, and laid 
wait for nim all night in the gate 
of the city, and were quiet all the 
night, saying, In the morning, when 
it is day, we shall kill him. 

3 And Samson lay till midnight, 
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and arose at midnight, and took the 
doors of the gate of the city, and 
the two posts, and went away with 
them, bar and all, and put them up- 
on his shoulders, and carried them 
up to the top of an hill that is be- 
fore Hebron. 

4 t And it came to pass afterward, 
that he loved a woman in the valley 
of Sorek, whose name wa^ Delilah. 

5 And the lords of the Philistines 

came up vmto her, and said unto her, 
Entice him, and see wherein his 
great strength lieth, and by what 
means we may prevail against him, 
that we may bind him to afflict him : 
and we will give thee every one of us 
eleven hundred of silver. 

6 t And Delilah said to Samson, 
Tell me, I pray thee, wherein thy 
great strength lieth, and wherewith 
thou mightest be bound to afflict 
thee. 

7 And Samson said unto her. If they 
bind me with seven green withs that 
were never dried, then shall I be weak, 
and be as another man. 

8 Then the lords of the Philistines 
brought up to her seven green withs 
which had not been dried, and she 
bound him with them. 

9 Now tJwre were men lying in wait, 
abiding with her in the chamber. 
And she said unto him. The Philis- 
tines he upon thee, Samson. And he 
brake the withs, as a thread of tow is 
broken when it toucheth the fire. So 
his strength was not known. 

10 And Delilah said unto Samson, 
Behold, thou hast mocked me, and 
told me lies : now tell me, I pray thee, 
wherewith thou mightest be boxmd. 

11 And he said unto her. If they 
bind me fast with new ropes that 
never were occupied, then shall I be 
weak, and be as another man. 

12 Delilah therefore took new 
ropes, and bound him therewith, 
and said unto him, The Philistines 

' he upon thee, Samson. And there 
were liers in wait abiding in the 
chamber. And he brake wem from 
off* his arms like a thread. 

13 And Delilah said unto Samson, | 


to Samson, 

Hitherto thou hast mocked me, and 
told me lies : tell me wherewith thou 
mightest be bound. And he said 
unto her. If thou weavest the seven 
locks of my head with the web. 

14 And she fastened it with the 
pin, and said unto him, The Philis- 
tines he upon thee, Samson. And he 
awaked out of his sleep, and went 
away with the pin of the beam, and 
with the web. 

16 f And she said imto him. How 
canst thou say, I love thee, when 
thine heart is not with me? thou 
hast mocked me these three times, 
and hast not told me wherein thy 
great strength lieth. 

16 And it came to pass, when she 
pressed him daily with her words, 
and urged him, so that his soul was 
vexed unto death; 

17 That he told her all his heart, 
and said unto her. There hath not 
come a razor upon mine head ; for I 
have been a Nazarite unto God from 
my mother’s womb: if I be shaven, 
then my strength will go from me, 
and I shall become weak, and be 
like any other man. 

18 And when Delilah saw that he 
had told her all his heart, she sent 
and called for the lords of the Phi- 
listines, saying. Come up this once, 
for he hath shewed me all his heart. 
Then the lords of the Philistines 
came up imto her, and brought 
money in their hand. 

19 Aiid she made him sleep upon 
her knees ; and she called for a 
man, and she caused him to shave 
off* the seven locks of his head ; and 
she began to afflict him, and his 
strength went from him. 

20 .^d she said, The Philistines he 
upon thee, Samson. And he awoke 
out of his sleep, and said, I will go 
out as at other times before, and 
shake myself And he wist not that 
the Lord was departed from him. 

21 IT But the Philistines took him, 
and put out his eyes, and brought 
him down to Gaza, and bound him 
with fetters of brass; and ho did 
grind in the prison house. 
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22 Howbeit the hair of his head be- 
gan to grow again after he was shaven. 

23 Then the lords of the Philistines 
gathered them together for to offer 
a great sacrifice unto Dagon their 
god, and to rejoice: for they said, 

'ur god hath delivered Samson our 
enemy into our hand. 

24 And when the people saw him, 
they praised their god: for they 
said. Our god hath delivered into 
our hands our enemy, and the de- 
stroyer of our country, which slew 
many of us. 

25 And it came to pass, when their 
hearts were merry, that they said, 
Call for Samson, that he may make 
us sport. And they called for Sam- 
son out of the prison house ; and he 
made them sport : and they set him 
between the pillars. 

26 And Samson said unto the lad 
that held him by the hand. Suffer 
me that I may feel the pillars where- 
upon the house standeth, that I may 
lean upon them. 

27 Now the house was full of men 
and women ; and all the lords of the 
Philistines were there ; and there were 
upon the roof about three thousand 
men and women, that beheld while 
Samson made sport. 

28 And Samson called imto the 
Lorjd, and said, O Lord God, remem- 
ber me, I pray thee, and strengthen 
me, I pray thee, only this once, O 
God, that I may be at once avenged 
of the Philistines for my two eyes. 

29 And Samson took hold of the two 
middle pillars upon which the house 
stood, and on which it was borne up, 
of the one with his right hand, and 
of the other with his left. 

30 And Samson said. Let me die 
with the Philistinea And he bowed 
himself with all his might; and the 
house fell upon the lords, and upon 
all the people that were therein. So 
the dead which he slew at his death 
were more than they which he slew 
in his life. 

31 Then his brethren and all the 
house of his father came down, and 
took him, and brought him up, and 


buried him between Zorah and Esh- 
taol in the buryingplace of Manoah 
his father. And he judged Israel 
twenty years. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

1 Of the money that Micah first stole^ then restored^ his 
mother maketh images, 5 and he ornaments for them, 
7 He hireth a Levite to be his priest, 

A nd there was a man of mount 
. Ephraim, whose name was Mi- 
cah. 

2 And he said unto his mother. 
The eleven hundred shekels of silver 
that were taken from thee, about 
which thou cursedst, and spakest of 
also in mine ears, behold, the silver 
is with me ; I took it. And his mo- 
ther said, Blessed he thou of the 
Lord, my son. 

3 And when he had restored the 
eleven hundred shekels of silver to 
his mother, his mother said, I had 
wholly dedicated the silver unto the 
Lord from my hand for my son, to 
make a graven image and a molten 
image: now therefore I will restore 
it unto thee. 

4 Yet he restored the money unto 
his mother ; and his mother took two 
hundred shekels of silver, and gave 
them to the founder, who made there- 
of a graven image and a molten image: 
and they were in the house of Micah. 
5 And the man Micah had an house 
of gods, and made an ephod, and 
teraphim, and consecrated one of 
his sons, who became his priest. 

6 In those days there was no king in 
Israel, hut every man did that which 
was right in his own eyes. 

7 T And there was a young man out 
of Beth-lehem-judah of the family of 
Judah, who was a Levite, and he so- 
journed there. 

8 Ajid the man departed out of the 
city from Beth-lehem-judah to so- 
journ where he could find a place: 
and he came to moimt Ephraim to 
the house of Micah, as he journeyed. 
9 And Micah said unto him. Whence 
comest thou ? Ajid he said unto him, 
I am a Levite of Beth-lehem-judah, 
and I go to sojourn where I may find 
a place. 
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10 And Micah said unto him. Dwell 
with me, and be unto me a father 
and a priest, and I will give thee ten 
shdc/ds of silver by the year, and a 
suit of apparel, and thy victuals. So 
the Levite went in. 

11 And the Levite was content to 
dwell with the man; and the young 
man was unto him as one of his sons. 

12 And Micah consecrated the Le- 
vite; and the yoimg man became 
his priest, and was in the house of 
Micah. 

13 Then said Micah, Now know I 
that the Lord will do me good, see- 
ing I have a Levite to my priest. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

1 The Danites send five men to seek out an inheritance, 
S At the house of Micah they consult with Jornithan, 
and are encouraged in their way. 7 They search 
Laishy and bring hack news of good hope. 11 Six 
hundi^ men are sent to surprise it, 14 In the way 
they rob Micah of his priest and his consecrate things, 
27 They win Laish, and call it Dan.

} >hraim, to the house of Micah, they 
odged there. 

3 When they were by the house of 
Micah, they knew the voice of the 
young man the Levite: and they 
turned in thither, and said unto him. 
Who brought thee hither ? and what 
makest thou in this^Zace.^ and what 
hast thou here ? 

4 And he said unto them. Thus and 
thus dealeth Micah with me, and 
hath hired me, and I am his priest. 

5 And they said unto him, Ask 
counsel, we pray thee, of God, that 
we may know whether our way which 
we go shall be prosperous. 


6 And the priest said unto them. 
Go in peace : before the Lord is your 
way wherein ye go. 

7 If Then the five men departed, and 
came to Laish, and saw the people 
that were therein, how they dwelt 
careless, after the manner of the Zi- 
donians, quiet and secure ; and there 
was no magistrate in the land, that 
might put them to shame in any 
thing; and they were far from the 
Zidonians, and had no business with 
any man. 

8 And they came unto their bre- 
thren to Zorah and Eshtaol: and 
their brethren said unto them, What 
say ye ? 

9 And they said. Arise, that we may 
go up against them: for we have 
seen the land, and, behold, it is very 
good : and are ye still ? be not sloth- 
ful to go, and to enter to possess 
the land 

10 When ye go, ye shall come imto 
a people secure, and to a large land : 
for God hath given it into your hands ; 
a place where there is no want of any 
thing that is in the earth. 

11 t And there went from thence 
of the family of the Danites, out of 
Zorah and out of Eshtaol, six him- 
dred men appointed with weapons 
of war. 

12 And they went up, and pitched 
in Kirjath-jearim, in Judah: where- 
fore they called that place Mahaneh- 
dan xmto this day: behold, it is be- 
hind Kirjath-jearim. 

13 And they passed thence unto 
mount Ephraim, and came unto the 
house of Micah. 

14 If Then answered the five men 
that went to spy out the country of 
Laish, and said unto their brethren. 
Do ye know that there is in these 
houses an ephod, and teraphim, and 
a graven image, and a molten image ? 
now therefore consider what ye have 
to do. 

15 And they turned thitherward, 
and came to the house of the young 
man the Levite, evm unto the house 
of Micah, and saluted him. 

16 And the six hundred men ap- 
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pomted with their weapons of war, 
which were of the children of Dan, 
stood by the entering of the gate. 

17 And the five men that went to 
spy out the land went up, and came in 
thither, and took the graven image, 
and the ephod, and the teraphim, 
and the molten image : and the priest 
stood in the entering of the gate with 
the six hundred men that were ap- 
pointed with weapons of war. 

18 And these went into Micah’s 
house, and fetched the carved image, 
the ephod, and the teraphim, and the 
molten image. Then said the priest 
unto them. What do ye ? 

19 And they said unto him. Hold 
thy peace, lay thine hand upon thy 
mouth, and go with us, and be to 
us a father and a priest: is it bet- 
ter for thee to be a priest unto the 
house of one man, or that thou be 
a priest unto a tribe and a family in 
Israel ? 

20 And the priest’s heart was glad, 
and he took the ephod, and the te- 
raphim, and the graven image, and 
went in the midst of the people. 

21 So they turned and departed, and 
put the little ones and the cattle and 
the carriage before them. 

22 1 And when they were a good 
way from the house of Micah, the men 
that were in the houses near to Mi- 
cah’s house were gathered together, 
and overtook the children of Dan. 

23 And they cried unto the children 
of Dan. And they turned their faces, 
and said unto Micah, What aileth 
thee, that thou comest with such a 
company ? 

24 And he said. Ye have taken 
away my gods which I made, and 
the priest, and ye are gone away: 
and what have I more? and what 
is this that ye say unto me. What 
aileth thee? 

25 And the children of Dan said 
unto him. Let not thy voice be heard 
among us, lest angry fellows run up- 
on thee, and thou lose thy life, with 
the lives of thy household. 

26 And the children of Dan went 


of his idols, 

they were too strong for him, he 
turned and went back imto his house. 

27 And they took the things which 
Micah had made, and the priest 
which he had, and came unto Laish, 
unto a people that were at quiet and 
seciue: and they smote them with 
the edge of the sword, and burnt the 
city with fire. 

28 And there was no deliverer, be- 
cause it was far from Zidon, and they 
had no business with any man ; and 
it was in the valley that lieth by Beth- 
rehob. And they built a city, and 
dwelt therein. 

29 And they called the name of 
the city Dan, after the name of Dan 
their father, who was bom unto Is- 
rael: howbeit the name of the city 
was Laish at the first. 

30 IT And the children of Dan set 
up the graven image: and Jonathan, 
the son of Gershom, the son of Mar 
nasseh, he and his sons were priests 
to the tribe of Dan xmtil the day of 
the captivity of the land. 

31 And they set them up Micah’s 
graven image, which he made, all the 
time that the house of God was in 
Shiloh. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

1 A Levite goeth to Beth^lehem to fetch home his wife, 

16 An old man entertainelh him at Gibeah. 22 The 

Gibeonites abuse his concubim to death, 29 He dir- 

videth her into twelve pieces, to send them to the twelve 

tribes, 

AND it came to pass in those days, 
J:\. when there was no king in Israel, 
that there was a certain Levite so- 
journing on the side of moimt Eph- 
raim, who took to him a concubine 
out of Beth-lehem-judah. 

2 And his concubine played the 
whore against him, and went away 
from him unto her father’s house 
to Beth-lehem-judah, and was there 
four whole mouths. 

3 And her husband arose, and went 
after her, to speak friendly vmto her, 
and to bring her again, having his 
servant with him, and a couple of 
asses : and she brought him into her 
father’s house: and when the father 
of the damsel saw him, he rejoiced 
to meet him.

4 And his father in law, the dam- 
sel’s father, retained him; and he 
abode with him three days: so they 
did eat and drink, and lodged there. 

5 IT And it came to pass on the 
fourth day, when they arose early in 
the morning, that he rose up to de- 
part : and the damsel’s father said 
unto his son in law. Comfort thine 
heart with a morsel of bread, and 
afterward go your way. 

6 And they sat down, and did eat 
and drink both of them together:

7 And when the man rose up to 
depart, his father in law urged him : 
therefore he lodged there agaht

thine heart, I pray thee. And they 
tarried until afternoon, and they did 
eat both of them. 

9 And when the man rose up to de- 
part, he, and his concubine, and his 
servant, his father in law, the damsel’s 
father, said unto him. Behold, now the 
day draweth toward evening, I pray 
you tarry all night : behold, the day 
groweth to an end, lodge here, that 
thine heart may be merry; and to 
morrow get you early on your way, 
that thou mayest go home. 

10 But the man would not tarry 
that night, but he rose up and de- 
parted, and came over against Jebus, 
which is Jerusalem ; and there were 
with him two asses saddled, his con- 
cubine also was with him. 

11 And when they were by Jebus, the 
day was far spent ; and the servant 
said unto his master. Come, I pray 
thee, and let us turn in into this city 
of the Jebusites, and lodge in it. 

12 And his master said unto him. 
We will not turn aside hither into the 
city of a stranger, that is not of the 
children of Israel ; we will pass over 
to Gibeah. 

13 And he said unto his servant, 
Come, and let us draw near to one

19 Yet there is both straw and pro- 
vender for our asses; and there is 
bread and wine also for me, and for 
thy handmaid, and for the young man 
which is with thy servants: there is 
no want of any thing. 

20 And the old man said. Peace 
he with thee; howsoever let all thy 
wants lie upon me; only lodge not 
in the street. 

21 So he brought him into his house, 
and gave provender unto the asses : 
and they washed their feet, and did 
eat and drink. 

22 IT Now as they were making their 
hearts men-y, behold, the men of the 
city, certain sons of Belial, beset the 
house round about, and beat at the 
door, and spake to the master of the 
house, the old man, saying. Bring 
forth the man that came into thine 
house, that we may know him. 

23 And the man, the master of the 
house, went out unto them, and said 
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Hu concubine is abused. JUDGES, XX. He declaireth his wrong. 


unto them, Nay, my brethren, nay, 
I pray you, do not so wickedly; see- 
ing that this man is come into mine 
house, do not this folly. 

24 Behold, here is my daughter a 
maiden, and his concubine; them I 
will bring out now, and humble ye 
them, and do with them what seem- 
eth good unto you: but unto this 
man do not so vile a thing. 

25 But the men would not hearken 
to him : so the man took his concu- 
bine, and brought her forth unto 
them ; and they knew her, and 
abused her all the night imtil the 
morning: and when the day began 
to spring, they let her go. 

26 Then came the woman in the 
dawning of the day, and fell down at 
the door of the man’s house where 
her lord was, till it was Ught. 

27 And her lord rose up in the 
morning, and opened the doors of the 
house, and went out to go his way: 
and, behold, the woman his concu- 
bine was fallen down at the door of 
the house, and her hands were upon 
the threshold. 

28 And he said unto her. Up, and 
let us be going. But none answered. 
Then the man took her up upon an 
ass, and the man rose up, and gat 
him unto his place. 

29 1 And when he was come into 
his house, he took a knife, and laid 
hold on his concubine, and divided 
her, together with her bones, into 
twelve pieces, and sent her into all 
the coasts of Israel. 

30 And it was so, that all that saw 
it said, There was no such deed 
done nor seen from the day that the 
children of Israel came up out of 
the land of Egypt unto this day: 
consider of it, take advice, and speak 
yotir minds.

35 And the Lord smote Benjamin 
before Israel: and the children of 
Israel destroyed of the Benjamites 
that day twenty and five thousand 
and an hundred men : all these drew 
the sword. 

36 So the children of Benjamin saw 
that they were smitten : for the men 
of Israel gave place to the Benja- 
mites, because they trusted imto the 
liers in wait which they had set be- 
side Gibeah.

N ow the men of Israel had sworn 
in Mizpeh, saying. There shall 
not any of us give his daughter unto 
Benjamin to wife. 

2 And the people came to the house 
of God, and abode there till even be- 
fore God, and lifted up their voices, 
and wept sore ; 

3 And said, O Lord God of Israel, 
why is this come to pass in Israel, 
that there should be to day one tribe 
lacking in Israel ? 

4 And it came to pass on the mor- 
row, that the people rose early, and 
built there an altar, and offered burnt 
offering and peace offerings. 

5 And the children of Israel said. 
Who is there among all the tribes of 
Israel that came not up with the con- 
CTegation unto the Lord ? For they 
had made a great oath concerning 
him that came not up to the Lord 
to Mizpeh, saying. He shall surely 
be put to death. 

1 
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6 And the children of Israel repent- 
ed them for Benjamin their brother, 
and said. There is one tribe cut off 
fipom Israel this day. 

7 How shall we do for wives for 
them that remain, seeing we have 
sworn by the Lord that we will not 
give them of our daughters to 
wives? 

8 1 And they said, What one is there 
of the tribes of Israel that came not 
up to Mizpeh to the Lord ? And, be- 
hold, there came none to the camp 
from Jabesh-gilead to the assembly. 

9 For the people were numbered, 
and, behold, thes'e were none of the 
inhabitants of Jabesh-gilead there. 

10 And the congregation sent thi- 
ther twelve thousand men of the 
valiantest, and commanded them, 
saying. Go and smite the inhabit- 
ants of Jabesh-gilead with the edge 
of the sword, with the women and 
the children. 

11 And this is the thing that ye 
shall do. Ye shall utterly destroy 
every male, and every woman that 
hath lain by man. 

12 And they found among the in- 
habitants of Jabesh-gilead four hun- 
dred young virgins, that had known 
no man by lying with any male : and 
they brought them unto the camp 
to Shiloh, which is in the land of 
Canaan. 

13 And the whole congregation sent 
some to speak to the children of Ben- 
jamin that were in the rock Rimmon, 
and to call peaceably mito them. 

14 And Benjamin came again at 
that time ; and they gave them wives 
which they had saved alive of the 
women of Jabesh-gilead: and yet so 
they sufficed them not. 

15 And the people repented them 
for Benjamin, because that the Lord 
had made a breach in the tribes of 
Israel. 

16 IT Then the elders of the con- 
gregation said. How shall we do for 
wives for them that remain, seeing 


the women are desfroyed out of Ben- 
jamin ? 

17 And they said, There must he an 
inheritance for them that be escaped 
of Benjamin, that a tribe be not de- 
stroyed out of Israel. 

18 Howbeit we may not give them 
wives of our daughters : for the chil- 
dren of Israel have sworn, saying. 
Cursed he he that giveth a wife to 
Benjamin. 

19 Then they said. Behold, there is 
a feast of the Lord in Shiloh yearly 
in a place which is on the north side 
of Beth-el, on the east side of the 
highway that goeth up from Beth-el 
to Shechem, and on the south of 
Lebonah. 

20 Therefore they commanded the 
children of Benjamin, saying. Go and 
lie in wait in the vineyards ; 

21 And see, and, behold, if the 
daughters of Shiloh come out to 
dance in dances, then come ye out 
of the vineyards, and catch you every 
man his wife of the daughters of 
Shiloh, and go to the land of Ben- 
jamin. 

22 And it shall be, when their fa- 
thers or their brethren come unto 
us to complain, that we will say unto 
them. Be favourable unto them for 
our sakes : because we reserved not 
to each man his wife in the war : for 
ye did not give unto them at this 
time, that ye should be guilty. 

23 And the children of Benjamin 
did so, and took them wives, accord- 
ing to their number, of them that 
danced, whom they caught : and they 
went and returned unto their inhe- 
ritance, and repaired the cities, and 
dwelt in them. 

24 And the children of Israel de- 
parted thence at that time, every 
man to his tribe and to his family, 
and they went out from thence 
every man to his inheritance.

THE BOOK OF RUTH 


CHAPTER I. 

1 Elimdech driven by famine into Moahy dieth there. 
4 Mahlon and Chiliony having married wives of Moab, 
die also. 6 IVaomi returning homewardy 8 dissuadeth 
tier two daughters in law from going with her. 14 
Orpah leaveth her^ hut Ruth with grexit constancy 
accompanieth her. 19 They two come to Beth~lehemy 
where they are gladly received. 

OW it came to pass in the days 
when the judges ruled, that there 
was a famine in the land. And a cer- 
tain man of Beth-lehem-judah went to 
sojourn in the country of Moab, he, 
and his wife, and his two sons. 

2 And the name of the man wm 
Elimelech, and the name of his wife 
Naomi, and the name of his two sons 
Mahlon and Chilion, Ephrathites of 
Beth-lehem-judah. And they came 
into the country of Moab, and con- 
tinued there. 

3 And Elimelech Naomi’s husband 
died ; and she u'as left, and her two 
sons. 

4 And they took them waves of the 
women of Moab; the name of the 
one was Orpah, and the name of the 
other Euth : and they dwelled there 
about ten years. 

And Mahlon and Chilion died also 
both of them ; and the woman was 
left of her two sons and her husband. 

6 IT Then she arose with her daugh- 
ters in law, that she might return 
from the country of Moab : for she 
had heard in the country of Moab 
how that the Lord had visited his 
people in giving them bread. 

7 Wherefore she went forth out of 
the place where she was, and her 
two daughters in law with her; and 
they went on the way to return unto 
the land of Judah. 

8 And Naomi said imto her two 
daughters in law. Go, return each to 
her mother’s house: the Lord deal 
kindly with you, as ye have dealt 
with the dead, and with me. 

9 The Lord grant you that ye may 
find rest, each of you in the house 
of her husband. Then she kissed 
them ; and they lifted up their voice, 
and wept. 


10 And they said unto her. Surely we 
will return with thee unto thy people. 

11 And Naomi said, Turn again, my 
daughters: why will ye go with me? are 
there yet any more sons in my womb, 
that they may be your husbands ? 

12 Turn again, my daughters, go your 
way ; for I am too old to have an hus- 
band If I should say, I have hope, 
if I should have an husband also to 
night, and should also bear sons ; 

13 Would ye tarry for them till 
they were grown? would ye stay for 
them from having husbands ? nay, 
my daughters ; for it grieveth me 
much for your sakes that the hand 
of the Lord is gone out against me. 

14 And they lifted up their voice, and 
wept again : and Orpah kissed her mo- 
ther in law ; but Euth clave unto her. 

16 And she said. Behold, thy sister 
in law is gone back unto her peo- 
ple, and imto her gods : return thou 
after thy sister in law. 

IG And Euth said, Intreat me not 
to leave thee, or to return from fol- 
lowing after thee: for whither thou 
goest, I will go ; and where thou lodg- 
est, I will lodge : thy people shall be 
my people, and thy God my God : 

17 Where thou diest, will I die, and 
there will I be bm’ied: the Lord do 
so to me, and more also, if ought but 
death part thee and me. 

18 When she saw that she was sted- 
fastly minded to go with her, then 
she left speaking unto her. 

19 IT So they two went until they 
came to Beth-lehem. And it came to 

ass, when they were come to Beth-le- 

em, that all the city was moved about 
them, and they said. Is this Naomi ? 

20 And she said unto them. Call me 
not Naomi, call me Mars^: for the 
Almighty hath dealt very bitterly 
with me. 

21 I went out ftill, and the Lord 
hath brought me home again empty : 
why then call ye me Naomi, seeing 
the Lord hath testified against me, 
and the Almighty hath afflicted me ? 
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Ruth gleaneth in 

22 So Naomi returned, and Kuth the 
Moabitess, her daughter in law, with 
her, which returned out of the country 
of Moab: and they came to Beth-lehem 
in the beginning of barley harvest. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 Ruth gleaneth in the fields of Boaz. 4 Boaz taking 
knowl^ge of her, 8 sheweth her great favour, 1 8 That 
which she got, she carrieth to Naomi, 

A nd Naomi had a kinsman of 
. her husband’s, a mighty man of 
wealth, of the family of Elimelech; 
and his name icas Boaz. 

2 And Ruth the Moabitess said un- 
to Naomi, Let me now go to the field, 
and glean ears of corn after him in 
whose sight I shall find grace. And 
she said unto her, Go, my daughter. 

3 And she went, and came, and 
gleaned in the field after the reap- 
ers: and her hap was to light on a 
part of the field belonging unto Boaz, 
who was of the kindred of Elimelech. 
4 If And, behold, Boaz came from 
Beth-lehem, and said unto the reap- 
ers, The Lord be with you. And they 
answered him. The Lord bless thee. 

5 Then said Boaz unto his seiwant 
that was set over the reapers. Whose 
damsel is this ? 

6 And the servant that was set over 
the reapers answered and said. It is 
the Moabitish damsel that came back 
withNaomi out of the country of Moab: 
7 And she said, I pray you, let me 
glean and gather after the reapers 
among the sheaves: so she came, 
and hath continued even from the 
morning until now, that she tarried 
a little in the house. 

8 Then said Boaz unto Ruth, Dear- 
est thou not, my daughter? Go not 
to glean in another field, neither go 
from hence, but abide here fast by 
my maidens: 

9 Let thine eyes be on the field 
that they do reap, and go thou after 
them : have I not charged the young 
men that they shall not touch thee ? 
and when thou art athirst, go unto 
the vessels, and drink of that which 
the young men have drawn. 

10 Then she fell on her face, and 
bowed herself to the ground, and 


the fidds of Boaz. 

said unto him. Why have I foimd 
grace in thine eyes, that thou should- 
est take knowledge of me, seeing I 
am a stranger? 

11 And Boaz answered and said 
unto her. It hath fully been shewed 
me, all that thou hast done unto 
thy mother in law since the death 
of thine husband: and how thou 
hast left thy father and thy mother, 
and the land of thy nativity, and 
art come unto a people which thou 
knewest not heretofore. 

12 The Lord recompense thy work, 
and a full reward be given thee of 
the Lord God of Israel, under whose 
wings thou art come to trust. 

13 Then she said. Let me find fa- 
vour in thy sight, my lord; for that 
thou hast comforted me, and for 
that thou hast spoken friendly unto 
thine handmaid, though I be not like 
imto one of thine handmaidens. 

14 And Boaz said unto her. At 
mealtime come thou hither, and eat 
of the bread, and dip thy morsel in 
the vinegar. And she sat beside the 
reapers: and he reached her parch- 
ed corn, and she did eat, and was 
sufficed, and left. 

15 And when she was risen up to 
glean, Boaz commanded his young 
men, saying. Let her glean even among 
the sheaves, and reproach her not : 

16 And let fall also some of the 
handfuls of purpose for her, and 
leave them, that she may glean them, 
and rebuke her not. 

17 So she gleaned in the field until 
even, and beat out that she had glean- 
ed: andit was about an ephah of barley. 

18 If And she took it up, and went 
uito the city : and her mother in law 
saw what she had gleaned: and she 
brought forth, and gave to her that she 
had reserved after she was suflSced. 

19 And her mother in law said unto 
her. Where hast thou gleaned to day ? 
and where wroughtest thou ? blessed 
be he that did take knowledge of 
thee. And she shewed her mother 
in law with whom she had wrought, 
and said. The man’s name with whom 
I wrought to day is Boaz. 


RUTH, II. 
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Boaz adcnowledgeth the RUTH, III. right of a kinsman. 


’ 20 And Naomi said unto her daugh- 
ter in law, Blessed be he of the Lord, 
who hath not left off his kindness to 
the living and to the dead. And Na- 
omi said unto her, The man is near of 
kin unto us, one of our next kinsmen. 

21 And Ruth the Moabitess said, 
He said unto me also. Thou shaft 
keep fast by my young men, until 
they have ended all my harvest. 

22 And Naomi said unto Ruth her 
daughter in law. It is good, my 
daughter, that thou go out with his 
maidens, that they meet thee not in 
any other field. 

23 So she kept fast by the maidens 
of Boaz to glean unto the end of 
barley harvest and of wheat harvest ; 
and dwelt with her mother in law. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 By Naomi's instruction, 5 Ruth lieth at Boaz' s feet 
8 Boaz acknou)ledgeth the right of a kinsmaru 14 He 
sendeth her away with six measures of barley. 

T hen Naomi her mother in law 
said unto her. My daughter, shall 
I not seek rest for thee, that it may 
be well with thee ? 

2 And now is not Boaz of our 
kindred, with whose maidens thou 
wast? Behold, he winnoweth barley 
to night in the threshingfioor. 

3 Wash thyself therefore, and an- 
oint thee, and put thy raiment upon 
thee, and get thee down to the floor : 
but make not thyself known unto the 
man, until he shall have done eating 
and drinking. 

4 And it shall be, when he lieth 
down, that thou shalt mark the place 
where he shall lie, and thou shaft go 
in, and uncover his feet, and lay thee 
down ; and he will tell thee what thou 
shalt do. 

5 And she said irnto her. All that 
thou sayest imto me I will do. 

6 IT And she went down unto the 
floor, and did according to all that 
her mother in law bade her. 

7 And when Boaz had eaten and 
drunk, and his heart was merry, he 
went to lie down at the end of the heap 
of com : and she came softly, and un- 
covered his feet, and laid her down. 

8 1 And it came to pass at mid- 
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night, that the man was afraid, and 
turned himself : and, behold, a wo- 
man lay at his feet. 

9 And he said. Who art thou ? And 
she answered, I am Ruth thine hand- 
maid : spread therefore thy skirt over 
thine handmaid ; for thou art a near 
kinsman. 

10 And he said. Blessed be thou of 
the Lord, my daughter : for thou 
hast shewed more kindness in the 
latter end than at the beginning, in- 
asmuch as thou followedst not young 
men, whether poor or rich. 

11 And now, my daughter, fear not; 
I will do to thee all that thou re- 

uirest : for all the city of my people 
oth know that thou art a virtuous 
woman. 

12 And now it is true that I am thy 
near kinsman : howbeit there is a 
kinsman nearer than I. 

13 Tarry this night, and it shall be 
in the morning, that if he will per- 
form unto thee the part of a kins- 
man, well ; let him do the kinsman’s 
part : but if he will not do the part 
of a kinsman to thee, then will I do 
the part of a kinsman to thee, as 
the Lord liveth : lie down until the 
morning. 

14 1 And she lay at his feet until 
the morning : and she rose up before 
one could know another. And he 
said. Let it not be known that a wo- 
man came into the floor. 

15 Also he said. Bring the vail that 
thou hast upon thee, and hold it. And 
when she held it, he measured six 
measures of barley, and laid it on her : 
and she went into the city. 

16 And when she came to her mo- 
ther in law, she said. Who art thou, 
my daughter? And she told her all 
that the man had done to her. 

17 And she said. These six measures 
of barley gave he me ; for he said to 
me. Go not empty unto thy mother 
in law. 

18 Then said she. Sit still, my 
daughter, until thou know how the 
matter will fall : for the man will not 
be in rest, until he have finished the 
thing this day.

CHAPTER IV. 

1 Boaz calkth into judgment the next kinsman* 6 He 
rrfuseth the redemption according to the manner in 
Israel. 9 Boaz buyeth the inheritance. 11 He mar • 
rieih Ruth. 13 Sf^ beareth Obed the grandfather of 
David. 18 The generation qf Pharez. 

T hen went Boaz up to the gate, 
and sat him down there: and, 
behold, the kinsman of whom Boaz 
spake came by ; unto whom he said, 
Ho, such a one ! turn aside, sit down 
here. And he turned aside, and sat 
down. 

2 And he took ten men of the elders 
of the city, and said, Sit ye down here. 
And they sat down. 

3 And he said unto the kinsman, 
Naomi, that is come again out of 
the country of Moab, selleth a par- 
cel of land, which was our brother 
Elimelech’s : 

4 And I thought to advertise thee, 
saying. Buy it before the inhabitants, 
and before the elders of my people. 
If thou wilt redeem it, redeem it: 
but if thou wilt not redeem it, then 
tell me, that I may know : for there 
is none to redeem it beside thee; 
and I am after thee. And he said, I 
will redeem it. 

5 Then said Boaz, Wliat day thou 
buyest the field of the hand of Na- 
omi, thou must buy it also of Ruth 
the Moabitess, the wife of the dead, 
to raise up the name of the dead 
upon his inheritance. 

6 f And the kinsman said, I can- 
not redeem it for myself, lest I mar 
mine own inheritance : redeem thou 
my right to thyself ; for I cannot re- 
deem it. 

7 Now this was the manner in for- 
mer time in Israel concerning re- 
deeming and concerning changing, 
for to confirm all things ; a man 
plucked off* his shoe, and gave it to 
his neighbour: and this was a testi- 
mony in Israel. 

8 Therefore the kinsman said unto 
Boaz, Buy it for thee. So he drew 
off* his shoe. 

9 t And Boaz said unto the elders, 
and unto all the people, Ye are wit- 
nesses this day, that I have bought 
all that was Elimelech’s, and all that 


teas Chilion’s and Mahlon’s, of the 
hand of Naomi 

10 Moreover Ruth the Moabitess, 
the wife of Mahlon, have I purchased 
to be my wife, to raise up the name 
of the dead upon his inheritance, 
that the name of the dead be not 
cut off* from among his brethren, and 
from the gate of his place : ye a/re 
witnesses this day. 

11 And all the people that were in 
the gate, and the elders, said, We are 
witnesses. The Lord make the wo- 
man that is come into thine house 
like Rachel and like Leah, which two 
did build the house of Israel: and 
do thou worthily in Bphratah, and be 
famous in Beth-lehem : 

12 And let thy house be like the house 
of Pharez, whom Tamar bare imto Ju- 
dah, of the seed which the Lord shall 
give thee of this young woman. 

13 IT So Boaz took Ruth, and she 
was his wife : and when he went in 
unto her, the Lord gave her concep- 
tion, and .she bare a son. 

14 And the women said unto Noami, 
Blessed he the Lord, which hath not 
left thee this day without a kinsman, 
that his name may be famous in 
Israel. 

15 And he shall be imto thee a re- 
storer of thy life, and a nourisher of 
thine old age : for thy daughter in law, 
which loveth thee, which is better to 
thee than seven sons, hath born him. 

16 And Naomi took the child, and 
laid it in her bosom, and became 
nurse unto it. 

17 And the women her neighbours 
gave it a name, saying. There is a son 
bom to Naomi ; and they called his 
name Obed : he is the father of Jesse, 
the father of David. 

18 IT Now these are the generations 
of Pharez : Pharez begat Hezron, 

19 And Hezron begat Ram, and Ram 
begat Afnminadab, 

20 And Amminadab begat Nahshon, 
and Nahshon begat Salmon, 

21 And Salmon begat Boaz, and 
Boaz begat Obed, 

22 And Obed begat Jesse, and Jesse 
begat David

CHAPTER I. 

1 Elkanah a Levite^ having two wives, worshippeth yearly 
at Shiloh, 4 He cherisheth Hannah, though barren, 
and provoked by Peninnah. 9 Hannah in grief pray- 
ethfor a child. 12 Eli first rebuking her, afterwards 
blesseth her, 19 Hannah having horn Samuel, stayeth 
at home till he be weaned. 24 She presenteth him, 04)- 
carding to her vow, to the LORD, 

OW there was a certain man of 
Ramathaim-zophim, of mount 
Ephraim, and his name was Elkanah, 
the son of Jeroham, the son of Elihu, 
the son of Tohu, the son of Zuph, an 
Ephrathite : 

2 And he had two wives ; the name 
of the one was Hannah, and the name 
of the other Peninnah : and Peninnah 
had children, but Hannah had no 
children. 

3 And this man went up out of his 
city yearly to worship and to sacri- 
fice unto the Lord of hosts in Shiloh. 
And the two sons of Eli, Hophni and 
Phinehas, the priests of the Lord, 
were there. 

4 ir And when the time was that El- 
kanah offered, he gave to Peninnah 
his wife, and to all her sons and her 
daughters, portions: 

5 But unto Hannah he gave a wor- 
thy portion; for he loved Hannah; 
but the Lord had shut up her womb. 

6 And her adversary also provoked 
her sore, for to make her firet, because 
the Lord had shut up her womb. 

7 And as he did so year by year, 
when she went up to the house of the 
Lord, so she provoked her ; therefore 
she wept, and did not eat. 

8 Then said Elkanah her husband 
to her, Hannah, why weepest thou? 
and why eatest thou not? and why 
is thy heart grieved? am not I bet^ 
ter to thee than ten sons ? 

9 If So Hannah rose up after they 
had eaten in Shiloh, and after they 
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had drunk. Now Eli the priest sat 
upon a seat by a post of the temple 
of the Lord. 

10 And she was in bitterness of 
soul, and prayed unto the Lord, and 
wept sore. 

11 And she vowed a vow, and said, 
O Lord of hosts, if thou wilt indeed 
look on the affliction of thine hand- 
maid, and remember me, and not 
forget thine handmaid, but wilt give 
unto thine handmaid a man child, 
then I will give him unto the Lord 
all the days of his life, and there shall 
no razor come upon his head. 

12 And it came to pass, as she con- 
tinued praying before the Lord, that 
Eli marked her mouth. 

13 Now Hannah, she spake in her 
heart ; only her lips moved, but her 
voice was not heard : therefore Eli 
thought she had been drunken. 

14 And Eli said unto her. How long 
wilt thou be drunken ? put away thy 
wine from thee. 

16 And Hannah answered and said. 
No, my lord, I am a woman of a sor- 
rowful spirit: I have drunk neither 
wine nor strong drink, but have pour- 
ed out my soul before the Lord. 

16 Count not thine handmaid for a 
daughter of Belial : for out of the 
abundance of my complaint and grief 
have I spoken hitherto. 

17 Then Eli answered and said. Go 
in peace : and the God of Israel grant 
thM thy petition that thou hast asked 
of him. 

18 And she said. Let thine hand- 
maid find grace in thy sight. So the 
woman went her way, and did eat, and 
her countenance was no more sad. 

19 1 And they rose up in the morn- 
ing early, and worshipped before the

Lord, and returned, and came to 
their house to Bamah : and Elkanah 
knew Hannah his wife ; and the Lord 
remembered her. 

20 Wherefore it came to pass, when 
the time was come about after Han- 
nah had conceived, that she bare a 
son, and called his name Samuel, say- 
ing, Because I have asked him of the 
Lord. 

21 And the man Elkanah, and all 
his house, went up to offer unto the 
Lord the yearly sacrifice, and his 
vow. 

22 But Hannah went not up; for 
she said unto her husband, I will not 
go up until the child be weaned, and 
then I will bring him, that he may 
appear before the Lord, and there 
abide for ever. 

23 And Elkanah her husband said 
unto her. Do what seemeth thee good ; 
tarry until thou have weaned him; 
only the Lord establish his word. 
So the woman abode, and gave her 
son suck until she weaned him. 

24 IT And when she had weaned him, 
she took him up with her, with three 
bullocks, and one ephah of fiour, and 
a bottle of wine, and brought him 
unto the house of the Lord in Shiloh : 
and the child was young. 

25 And they slew a bullock, and 
brought the child to Eli. 

26 And she said, O my lord, as thy 
soul liveth, my lord, I am the wo- 
man that stood by thee here, pray- 
ing unto the Lord. 

27 For this child I prayed ; and the 
Lord hath given me my petition 
which I asked of him: 

28 Therefore also I have lent him 
to the Lord ; as long as he liveth he 
shall be lent to the Lord. And he 
worshipped the Lord there. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 Hannah's song in thankf ulness, 12 The sin of Eli's 
sons, 18 Samuel's ministry, 20 By Eli's blessing 
Hannah is more fruitful, 22 Eli reproveth his sons, 
27 A propltecy against Eli's house, 

AND Hannah prayed, and said, 
jC\- My heart rejoiceth in the Lord, 
mine horn is exalted in the Lord: 
my mouth is enlarged over mine 


enemies; because I rejoice in thy 
salvation. 

2 There is none holy as the Lord: 
for there is none beside thee : neither 
is there any rock like our God. 

3 Talk no more so exceeding proud- 
ly; let not arrogancy come out of 
your mouth: for the Lord is a God 
of knowledge, and by him actions are 
weighed. 

4 The bows of the mighty men are 
broken, and they that stumbled are 
girded with strength. 

5 They that were full have hired out 
themselves for bread ; and they that 
were himgry ceased : so that the bar- 
ren hath bom seven; and she that 
hath many children is waxed feeble. 

6 The Lord killeth, and maketh 
alive : he bringeth down to the grave, 
and bringeth up. 

7 The Lord maketh poor, and mak- 
eth rich : he bringeth low, and lifteth 
up. 

8 He raiseth up the poor out of the 
dust, and lifteth up the beggar from 
the dunghill, to set them among 
princes, and to make them inherit 
the throne of glory: for the pillars 
of the earth are the Lord’s, and he 
hath set the world upon them. 

9 He will keep the feet of his saints, 
and the wicked shall be silent in 
darkness; for by strength shall no 
man prevail. 

10 The adversaries of the Lord shall 
be broken to pieces ; out of heaven 
shall he thunder upon them: the 
Lord shall judge the ends of the 
earth; and he shall give strength 
unto his king, and exalt the horn of 
his anointed. 

11 And Elkanah went to Hamah to 
his house. And the child did min- 
ister unto the Lord before Eli the 
priest. 

12 IT Now the sons of Eli were sons 
of Belial ; they knew not the Lord. 

13 And the priest’s custom with the 
people was, that, when anv man of- 
fered sacrifice, the priests servant 
came, while the fiesh was in seeth- 
ing, with a fieshhook of three teeth 
in his hand; 
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A prophecy against t SAMUEL, 11. Eli's house. 


14 And he struck it into the pan, 
or kettle, or caldron, or pot ; all that 
the fleshhook brought up the priest 
took for himself. So they did in Shi- 
loh unto all the Israelites that came 
thither. 

15 Also before they burnt the fat, the 
priest’s servant came, and said to the 
man that sacrificed. Give flesh to roast 
for the priest; for he will not have 
sodden flesh of thee, but raw. 

16 And if any man said unto him. 
Let them not fail to bum the fat pre- 
sently, and then take as much as thy 
soul desireth ; then he would answer 
him. Nay ; but thou shalt give it me 
now : and if not, I will take it by force. 

17 Wherefore the sin of the young 
men was very great before the Lord: 
for men abhorred the offering of the 
Lord. 

18 IBut Samuel ministered before 
the Lord, being a child, girded with 
a linen ephod. 

19 Moreover his mother made him 
a little coat, and brought it to him 
from year to year, when she came up 
with her husband to offer the yearly 
sacrifice. 

20 IT And Eli blessed Elkanah and 
his wife, and said. The Lord give thee 
seed of this woman for the loan which 
is lent to the Lord. And they went 
unto their own home. 

21 And the Lord visited Hannah, so 
that she conceived, and bare three 
sons and two daughters. And the 
child Samuel gi'ew before the Lord. 

22 IT Now Eli was very old, and 
heard all that his sons did imto all 
Israel; and how they lay with the 
women that assembled at the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation. 

23 And he said unto them. Why do 
ye such things ? for I hear of your 
evil dealings by all this people. 

24 Nay, my sons ; for it is no good 
report that I hear: ye make the 
Lord’s people to trans^ess. 

25 If one man sin against another, 
the judge shall judge him : but if a 
man sin against the Lord, who shall 
iutreat for him? Notwithstanding 
they hearkened not unto the voice 
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of their father, because the Lord 
would slay them. • 

26 And the child Samuel OTew on, 
and was in favour both with the Lord, 
and also with men. 

27 t And there came a man of God 
unto Eli, and said unto him. Thus 
saith the Lord, Did I plainly appear 
imto the house of thy father, when 
they were in Egypt in Pharaoh’s 
house ? 

28 And did I choose him out of all 
the tribes of Israel to be my priest, 
to offer upon mine altar, to bum in- 
cense, to wear an ephod before me ? 
and did I give imto the house of thy 
father all the offerings made by fire 
of the children of Israel ? 

29 Wherefore kick ye at my sacri- 
fice and at mine offering, which I 
have commanded in my habitation; 
and honourest thy sons above me, 
to make yourselves fat with the chief- 
est of all the offerings of Israel my 
people ? 

30 Wherefore the Lord God of Is- 
rael saith, I said indeed that thy 
house, and the house of thy father, 
should walk before me for ever : but 
now the Lord saith. Be it far from 
me ; for them that honour me I will 
honour, and they that despise me 
shall be lightly esteemed. 

31 Behold, the days come, that I 
will cut off thine arm, and the arm 
of thy father’s house, that there shall 
not be an old man in thine house. 

32 And thou shalt see an enemy in 
my habitation, in all the wealth which 
God shall give Israel : and there shall 
not be an old man in thine house for 
ever. 

33 And the man of thine, whom I 
shall not cut off from mine altar, shall 
be to consume thine eyes, and to 
grieve thine heart: and all the in- 
crease of thine house shall die in the 
flower of their age. 

34 And this shall be a sign unto thee, 
that shall come upon thy two sons, oD 
Hophni and Phinehas; in one day 
they shall die both of them. 

35 And I will raise me up a faithftd 
priest, that shall do according to that 
9

which is in mine heart and in my 
mind; and I will build him a sure 
house ; and he shall walk before 
mine anointed for ever. 

36 And it shall come to pass, tJiat 
every one that is left in thine house 
shall come and crouch to him for a 
piece of silver and a morsel of bread, 
and shall say. Put me, I pray thee, 
into one of the priests’ offices, that I 
may eat a piece of bread. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 How the word of the Lord was first revealed to Samuel. 
11 God telleth Samuel the destruction of Elis house. 
15 Samuely though lothy telleth Eli the vision. 19 
Samuel groweth in credit. 

AND the child Samuel ministered 
xjL unto the Lord before Eli. And 
the word of the Lord was precious in 
those days ; there was no open vision. 

2 And it came to pass at that time, 
when Eli teas laid down in his place, 
-and his eyes began to wax dim, that 
he could not see; 

3 And ere the lamp of God went 
out in the temple of the Lord, where 
the ark of God was, and Samuel was 
laid down to sleep ; 

4 That the Lord called Samuel : and 
he answered. Here am I. 

6 And he ran unto Eli, and said. 
Here am I; for thou calledst me. 
And he said, I called not; lie down 
again. And he went and lay down. 

6 And the Lord called yet again, 
Samuel. And Samuel arose and went 
to Eli, and said. Here am I ; for thou 
didst call me. And he answered, I 
called not, my son ; lie down again. 

7 Now Samuel did not yet know the 
Lord, neither was the word of the 
Lord yet revealed unto him. 

8 And the Lord called Samuel again 
the third time. And he arose and 
went to Eli, and said. Here am I ; for 
thou didst call me. And Eli per- 
ceived that the Lord had called the 
child. 

9 Therefore Eli said unto Samuel, 
Go, lie down: and it shall be, if he 
call thee, that thou shalt say.

4 And when they arose early on the 
morrow morning, behold, Dagon wa^ 
fallen upon his face to the ground 
before the ark of the Lord ; and the 
head of Dagon and both the palms 
of his hands were cut off upon the 
threshold ; only the stump of Dagon 
was left to him. 

5 Therefore neither the priests of 
Dagon, nor any that come into Da- 
gon’s house, tread on the threshold i 
of Dagon in Ashdod unto this day. j 

6 But the hand of the Lord was j 
heavy upon them of Ashdod, and 
he destroyed them, and smote them 
with emerods, even Ashdod and the ! 
coasts thereof 

7 And when the men of Ashdod 
saw that it was so, they said. The ark 
of the God of Israel shall not abide 
with us : for his hand is sore upon 
us, and upon Dagon oui‘ god. 

8 They sent therefore and gathered 
all the lords of the Philistines xmto 
them, and said. What shall we do 
with the ark of the God of Israel? 
And they answered. Let the ark of 
the God of Israel be carried about 
unto Gath. And they carried the 


ark of the God of Israel about thi- 
ther. 

9 And it was so, that, after they 
had carried it about, the hand of 
the Lord was against the city with 
a very great destruction: and he 
smote the men of the city, both small 
and great, and they had emerods in 
their secret parts. 

10 1 Therefore they sent the ark of 
God to Ekron. And it came to pass, 
as the ark of God came to Ekron, 
that the Ekronites cried out, saying. 
They have brought about the ark of 
the God of Israel to us, to slay us 
and our people. 

11 So they sent and gathered toge- 
ther all the lords of the Philistines, 
and said. Send away the ark of the 
God of Israel, and let it go again to 
his own place, that it slay us not, 
and our people: for there was a 
deadly destruction throughout all 
the city ; the hand of God was very 
heavy there. 

12 And the men that died not were 
smitten with the emerods : and the 
cry of the city went up to heaven. 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 After seven months the Philistines take counsel how to 
send back the ark. 10 They bring it on a new cart 
with an offering unto Beth-shemesh. 19 The people 
are smitten for looking into the ark. 21 They send 
to them of Kirjath-jearim to fetch it. 

AN D the ark of the Lord was in 
I\. the country of the Philistines 
seven months. 

2 And the Philistines called for the 
priests and the diviners, saying. What 
shall we do to the ark of the Lord ? 
tell us wherewith we shall send it to 
his place. 

3 And they said. If ye send away the 
ark of the God of Israel, send it not 
empty ; but in any wise return him 
a trespass offering : then ye shall be 
healed, and it shall be known to you 
why his hand is not removed from you. 

4 Then said they, WThat shall he the 
trespass offering which we shall re- 
turn to him ? They answered. Five 
golden emerods, and five golden mice, 
according to the nmnber of the lords 
of the Philistines: for one. plague 
was on you all, and on your lords. 
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5 Wherefore ye shall make images 
of your emerods, and images of your 
mice that mar the land ; and ye shall 
give glory unto the God of Israel : 
peradventure he will lighten his hand 
from off you, and from off your gods, 
and from off your land 

6 Wherefore then do ye harden your 
hearts, as the Egyptians and Pharaoh 
hardened their hearts ? when he had 
wrought wonderfully among them, 
did ^ey not let the people go, and 
they departed? 

7 Now therefore make a new cart, 
and take two milch kine, on which 
there hath come no yoke, and tie the 
kine to the cart, and bring their calves 
home from them : 

8 And take the ark of the Lord, 
and lay it upon the cart ; and put 
the jewels of gold, which ye return 
him /or a trespass offering, in a coffer 
by the side thereof ; and send it away, 
that it may go. 

9 And see, if it goeth up by the way 
of his own coast to Beth-shemesh, 
then he hath done us this ^eat evil : 
bxit if not, then we shall know that 
it is not his hand that smote us; it 
was a chance that happened to us. 

10 1 And the men did so ; and took 
two milch kine, and tied them to the 
cart, and shut up their calves at 
home : 

11 And they laid the ark of the 
Lord upon the cart, and the coffer 
with the mice of gold and the images 
of their emerods. 

12 And the kine took the straight 
way to the way of Beth-shemesh, and 
went along the highway, lowing as 
they went, and turned not aside to 
the right hand or to the left; and 
the lords of the Philistines went af- 
ter them unto the border of Beth- 
shemesh. 

13 And they of Beth-shemesh were 
reaping their wheat harvest in the 
valley : and they lifted up their eyes, 
and saw the ark, and rejoiced to see it. 

14 And the cart came into the field 
of Joshua, a Beth-shemite, and stood 
there, where there was a great stone : 
and they clave the wood of the cart.

15 And the Levites took down the 
ark of the Lord, and the coffer that 
was with it, wherein the jewels of

16 And when the five lords of the 
Philistines had seen it, they returned 
to Ekron the same day. 

17 And these are the golden eine- 
rods which the Philistines returned 
for a trespass offering unto the Lord ; 
for Ashdod one, for Gaza one, for 
Askelon one, for Gath one, for Ekron 
one ; 

18 And the golden mice, accordiny 
to the number of all the cities of the 
Philistines belonging to the five lords, 
both of fenced cities, and of country 
villages, even unto the great stone of 
Abel, whereon they set down the ark 
of the Lord: which stone remaineth 
unto this day in the field of Joshua, 
the Beth-shemite. 

19 t And he smote the men of Beth- 
shemesh, because they had looked 
into the ark of the Lord, even he 
smote of the people fifty thousand 
and threescore and ten men : and the 
people lamented, because the Lord 
had smitten many of the people with 
a great slaughter. 

20 And the men of Beth-shemesh 
said. Who is able to stand before 
this holy Lord God? and to whom 
shall he go up from us ? 

21 IF And they sent messengers to 
the inhabitants of Kirjath-jearim, say- 
ing, The Philistines have brought 
again the ark of the Lord ; come ye 
down, and fetch it up to you. 

CHAPTER VII. 

1 They of Kirjathfearim bring the ark into the house 
of Ahina/lab, and sanctify Eleazar his son to keep 
it, 2 After twenty years 3 the Israelites,, by SamueVs 
means, solemnly repent at Mizpeh. 7 While Samuel 
prayeth and sacrificeth, the T/yrd discomjiteth the Phi- 
listines by thund!^ at Eben-ezer. 13 The Philistines 
are subdued, 15 Samuel peaceably and religiously 
judgeth Israel. 

And the men of Kiijath-jearim 
.A- came, and fetched up the ark 
of the Lord, and brought it into the 
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house of Abinadab in the hill, and 
sanctified Eleazar his son to keep 
the ark of the Lord. 

2 And it came to pass, while the ark 
abode in Eiijath-jearim, that the time 
was long; for it was twenty years: 
and all we house of Israel lamented 
after the Lord. 

3 f And Samuel spake unto all the 
house of Israel, saying, If ye do re- 
turn imto the Lord with all your 
hearts, then put away the strange 
gods and Ashtaroth from among you, 
and prepare your hearts unto the 
Lord, and serve him only : and he 
will deliver you out of the hand of 
the Philistines. 

4 Then the children of Israel did 
put away Baalim and Ashtaroth, and 
served the Lord only. 

5 And Samuel said. Gather all Israel 
to Mizpeh, and I will pray for you 
unto the Lord. 

6 And they gathered together to 
Mizpeh, and drew water, and poured 
it out before the Lord, and fasted on 
that day, and said there. We have 
sinned against the Lord. And Samuel 
judged the children of Israel in 
Mizpeh. 

7 And when the Philistines heard 
that the childi*en of Israel were ga- 
thered together to Mizpeh, the lords 
of the Philistines went up against 
Israel. And when the children of 
Israel heard it, they were afraid of 
the Philistines. 

8 And the children of Israel said to 
Samuel, Cease not to cry unto the 
Lord our God for us, that he will 
save us out of the hand of the Phi- 
listines. 

9 If And Samuel took a sucking 
lamb, and oflered it for a burnt of 
fering wholly unto the Lord: and 
Samuel cried unto the Lord for Is- 
rael; and the Lord heard him. 

10 And as Samuel was offering up 
the burnt offering, the Philistines 
drew near to battle against Israel: 
but the Lord thundered with a great 
thunder on that day upon the Phi- 
listines, and discomfited them ; and 
they were smitten before Israel. 


11 And the men of Israel went out 
of Mizpeh, and pursued the Philis- 
tines, and smote them, until they 
came under Beth-car. 

12 Then Samuel took a stone, and 
set U between Mizpeh and Shen, 
and called the name of it Eben-ezer, 
saying. Hitherto hath the Lord help- 
ed us. 

13 If So the Philistines were sub- 
dued, and they came no more into 
the coast of Israel : and the hand of 
the Lord was against the Philistines 
all the days of Samuel. 

14 And the cities which the Philis- 
tines had taken from Israel were re- 
stored to Israel, from Ekron even 
unto Gath; and the coasts thereof 
did Israel deliver out of the hands of 
the Philistines. And there was peace 
between Israel and the Amorites. 

15 And Samuel judged Israel all 
the days of his life. 

16 And he went from year to year 
in circuit to Beth-el, and Gilgal, and 
Mizpeh, and judged Israel in all those 
places. 

17 And his return was to Hamah; 
for there woe his house ; and there 
he judged Israel ; and there he built 
an altar unto the Lord. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

1 By occaaion of the ill governmmt of Samuel* s sonSy 
the Israelites ask a king. 6 Samuel praying in grief y 
is comforted by God : 10 He telleth the manner of a 
king. 19 God willeth Samuel to yield unto the im- 
portunity of the people.

7 And the Lord said unto Samuel, 
Hearken trnto the voice of the peo- 
ple in all that they say unto thee: 
for they have not rejected thee, but 
they have rejected me, that I should 
not reign over them. 

8 According to all the works which 
they have done since the day that I 
brought them up out of Egypt even 
unto this day, wherewith they have 
forsaken me, and served other gods, 
so do they also unto thee. 

9 Now therefore hearken unto their 
voice: howbeit yet protest solemnly 
unto them, and shew them the man- 
ner of the king that shall reign over 
them. 

10 IT And Samuel told all the words 
of the Lord unto the people that 
asked of him a king. 

11 And he said. This will be the 
manner of the king that shall reign 
over you: He will take your sons, 
and appoint them for himself, for his 
chariots, and to he his horsemen ; and 
some shall run before his chariots.

14 And he will take your fields, and 
your vineyards, and your oliveyards, 
even the best of them, and give them 
to his servants. 

15 And he will take the tenth of 
your seed, and of your vineyards, 
and give to his ofiicers, and to his 
servants. 

10 And he will take yom* menser- 
vants, and your maidservants, and 
your goodliest young men, and your 
asses, and put them to his work,

3 Then shalt thou go on forward 
from thence, and thou shalt come to 
the plain of Tabor, and there shall 
meet thee three men going up to 
God to Beth-el, one carrying thi’ee 
kids, and another carrying three 
loaves of bread, and another carry- 
ing a bottle of wine : 

4 And they will salute thee, and 
give thee two loaves of bread ; which 
thou shalt receive of their hands. 

5 After that thou shalt come to 
the hill of God, where is the gar- 
rison of the Philistines : and it shall 
come to pass, when thou art come 
thither to the city, that thou shalt 
meet a company of prophets coming 
down from the hi^ place with a 
psaltery, and a tabret, and a pipe, 
and a harp, before them; and they 
shall prophesy: 

6 And tne Spirit of the Lord will 


come upon thee, and thou shalt pro- 
phesy with them, and shalt be tumr 
ed into another man. 

7 And let it be, when these signs are 
come vmto thee, that thou do as occa- 
sion serve thee ; for God is with thee 

8 And thou shalt go down before 
me to Gilgal; and, behold, I will 
come down unto thee, to offer burnt 
offerings, and to sacrifice sacrifices 
of peace offerings : seven days shaft 
thou tarry, till I come to thee, and 
shew thee what thou shalt do. 

9 H And it was so, that when he had 
turned his back to go from Samuel, 
God gave him another heart : and all 
those signs came to pass that day. 

10 And when they came thither 
to the hill, behold, a company of 
prophets met him; and the Spirit 
of God came upon him, and he pro- 
phesied among them. 

11 And it came to pass, when all 
that knew him beforetime saw that, 
behold, he prophesied among the 
prophets, then the people said one 
to another. What is this that is come 
unto the son of Kish ? Is Saul also 
among the prophets ? 

12 And one of the same place an- 
swered and said. But who is their fa- 
ther ? Therefore it became a proverb, 
Is Sa\il also among the prophets ? 

13 And when he had made an end 
of prophesying, he came to the high 
place. 

14 IT And Saul’s uncle said unto 
him and to his servant. Whither went 
ye ? And he said. To seek the asses : 
and when we saw that they were no 
where, we came to Samuel. 

15 And Saul’s uncle said. Tell me, I 
pray thee, what Samuel said xmto you. 

16 And Saul said imto his uncle. He 
told us plainly that the asses were 
found. But of the matter of the 
kingdom, whereof Samuel spake, he 
told hi m not. 

17 IT And Samuel called the people 
together unto the Lord to Mizpeh ; 

18 And said unto the children of 
Israel, Thus saith the Lord God of 
Israel, I brought up Israel out of 
Egypk and delivered you out of the 



Savl is prodaimed 

hand of the Egyptians, and out of 
the hand of all kingdoms, and of 
them that oppressed you: 

19 And ye have this day rejected 
your God, who himself saved you out 
of all your adversities and your tri- 
bulations; and ye have said unto 
him. Nay, but set a king over us. 
Now therefore present yourselves 
before the Lord by your tribes, and 
by your thousands. 

20 And when Samuel had caused 
all the tribes of Israel to come near, 
the tribe of Benjamin was taken. 

21 When he had caused the tribe 
of Benjamin to come near by their 
families, the family of Matri was 
taken, and Saul the son of Kish was 
taken: and when they sought him, 
he could not be foimd. 

22 Therefore they enquired of the 
Lord further, if the man should yet 
come thither. And the Lord an- 
swered, Behold, he hath hid himself 
among the stuff! 

23 And they ran and fetched him 
thence: and when he stood among 
the people, he was higher than any 
of the people from his shoulders and 
upward. 

24 And Samuel said to all the peo- 
ple, See ye him whom the Lord 
lath chosen, that there is none like 
lim among all the people ? And all 
the people shouted, and said, God 
save the king. 

26 Then Samuel told the people the 
manner of the kingdom, and wrote 
in a book, and laid it up before 
the Lord, imd Samuel sent all the 
people away, every man to his house. 

26 1 And Saul also went home to 
Gibeah ; and there went with him a 
band of men, whose hearts God had 
touched. 

27 But the children of Belial said. 
How shall this man save us? And 
they despised him, and brought him 
no presents. But he held his peace. 

CHAPTER XI. 

1 Nahoih offereth them of Jahesh-gilead a reproachful 
oondition* 4 They send messengers, and are delivered 
by Saul. 12 Saul thereby is confirmed, and his king- 
Jam renewed.

Nahash the Ammonite 
came up, and encamped against 
Jabesh-gilead : and all the men of 
Jabesh said unto Nahash, Make a 
covenant with us, and we will serve 
thee. 

2 And Nahash the Ammonite an- 
swered them. On this condition will I 
make a covenant with you, that I may 
thrust out all your right eyes, and 
lay it for a reproach upon all Israel 

3 And the elders of Jabesh said 
unto him. Give us seven days’ re- 
spite, that we may send messengers 
unto all the coasts of Israel : and 
then, if there he no man to save us, 
we will come out to thee. 

4 1 Then came the messengers to 
Gibeah of Saul, and told the tidings 
in the ears of the people: and all 
the people lifted up their voices, and 
wept. 

6 And, behold, Saul came after the 
herd out of the field ; and Saul said. 
What aileth the people that they 
weep ? And they told him the tidings 
of the men of Jabesh. 

6 And the Spirit of God came upon 
Saul when he heard those tidings, 
and his anger was kindled greatly. 

7 And he took a yoke of oxen, and 
hewed them in pieces, and sent them 
throughout all the coasts of Israel 
by the hands of messengers, saying, 
"V^osoever cometh not forth after 
Saul and after Samuel, so shall it be 
done unto his oxen. And the fear 
of the Lord fell on the people, and 
they came out with one consent. 

8 And when he munbered them in 
Bezek, the children of Israel were 
three hundred thousand, and the 
men of Judah thirty thousand. 

9 And they said unto the messen- 
gers that came. Thus shall ye say 
unto the men of Jabesh-gilead, To 
morrow, by that time the sun be hot, 
ye shall have help. And the mes- 
sengers came and shewed it to the 
men of J abesh ; and they were glad. 

10 Therefore the men of Jabesh said, 
To morrow we will come out unto 
you, and ye shall do with us all that 
seemeth good unto you. 
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11 And it was so on the morrow, 
that Saul put the people in three 
companies ; and they came into the 
midst of the host in the morning 
watch, and slew the Ammonites imtil 
the heat of the day : and it came to 
pass, that they which remained were 
scattered, so that two of them were 
not left together. 

12 IT And the people said unto 
Samuel, Who is he that said, Shall 
Saul reign over us? bring the men, 
that we may put them to death. 

13 And Saul said. There shall not a 
man be put to death this day : for 
to day the Lord hath wrought salva- 
tion in Israel. 

14 Then said Samuel to the people. 
Come, and let us go to Gilgal, and 
renew the kingdom there. 

15 And all the people went to Gil- 
gal ; and there they made Saul king 
before the Lord in Gilgal ; and there 
they sacrificed sacrifices of peace of- 
ferings before the Lord ; and there 
Saul and all the men of Israel re- 
joiced gi’eatly. 

CHAPTER XII. 

I Samuel testifieth his integrity. 6 He reproveth the 

people of ingratitude, .16 He terrifieth than with 

thunder in harvest time, 20 He cornforteth them in 

God* 8 mercy, 

AND Samuel said unto all Israel, 
xjL Behold, I have hearkened unto 
your voice in all that ye said unto 
me, and have made a king over you. 

2 And now, behold, the Mng walketh 
before you : and I am old and gray- 
headed ; and, behold, my sons are 
with you : and I have walked before 
you fi’om my childhood unto this 
day. 

3 Behold, here I am : witness a- 
gainst me before the Lord, and be- 
fore his anointed : whose ox have I 
taken ? or whose ass have I taken ? or 
whom have I defrauded ? whom have 
I oppressed ? or of whose hand have I 
received any bribe to blind mine eyes 
therewith ? and I will restore it you. 

4 And they said. Thou hast not 
defrauded us, nor oppressed us, nei- 
ther hast thou taken ought of any 
man’s hand. 

5 And he said unto them. The 


Lord is witness against you, and his 
anointed is witness this day, that ye 
have not found ought in my hand. 
And they answered. He is witness. 

6 1 And Samuel said unto the peo- 
ple, It is the Lord that advanced 
Moses and Aaron, and that brought 
your fathers up out of the land of 
Egypt. 

7 Now therefore stand still, that I 
may reason with you before the Lord 
of all the righteous acts of the Lord, 
which he did to you and to your 
fathers. 

8 When Jacob was come into Egypt, 
and your fathers cried unto the Lord, 
then the Lord sent Moses and Aaron, 
which brought forth your fathers out 
of Egypt, and made them dwell in 
this place. 

9 And when they forgat the Lord 
their God, he sold them into the hand 
of Sisera, captain of the host of Hazor, 
and into the hand of the Philistines, 
and into the hand of the king of Moab, 
and they fought against them. 

10 And they cried unto the Lord, 
and said. We have sinned, because w'e 
have forsaken the Lord, and have 
served Baalim and Ashtaroth : but 
now deliver us out of the hand of our 
enemies, and we will serve thee. 

11 And the Lord sent Jerubbaal, and 
Bedan, and Jephthah, and Samuel, 
and delivered you out of the hand of 
your enemies on every side, and ye 
dwelled safe. 

12 And when ye saw that Nahash 
the king of the children of Ammon 
came against you, ye said unto me. 
Nay ; but a king shall reign over us : 
when the Lord your God teas your 
king. 

13 Now therefore behold the king 
whom ye have chosen, and whom ye 
have desired ! and, behold, the Lord 
hath set a king over you. 

14 If ye will fear the Lord, and 
serve him, and obey his voice, and 
not rebel against the commandment 
of the Lord, then shall both ye and 
also the king that reigneth over you 
continue following the Lord yourGod. 

16 But if ye will not obey the voice 
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of the Lord, but rebel against the 
commandment of the Lord, then shall 
the hand of the Lord be against you, 
as il was against your fathers. 

16 If Now therefore stand and see 
this great thing, which the Lord will 
do before your eyes. 

17 Is it not wheat harvest to day ? 
I will call unto the Lord, and he shall 
send thunder and rain ; that ye may 
perceive and see that your wicked- 
ness is great, which ye have done in 
the sight of the Lord, in asking you 
a king. 

18 So Samuel called unto the Lord ; 
and the Lord sent thunder and rain 
that day : and all the people greatly 
feared the Lord and Samuel. 

19 And all the people said unto Sa- 
muel, Pray for thy servants imto the 
Lord thy God, that we die not: for 
we have added unto all our sins this 
evil, to ask us a king. 

20 If And Samuel said unto the peo- 
ple, Fear not : ye have done all this 
wickedness : yet turn not aside from 
following the Lord, but serve the 
Lord with all your heart ; 

21 Amd turn ye not aside : for then 
should ye go after vain things, which 
cannot profit nor deliver; for they 
are vain. 

22 For the Lord will not forsake his 
people for his great name’s sake : be- 
cause it hath pleased the Lord to 
make you his people. 

23 Moreover as for me, God forbid 
that 1 should sin against the Lord in 
ceasing to pray for you : but I will 
teach you the good and the right way : 

24 Only fear the Lord, and serve 
him in truth with all your heart : for 
consider how great things he hath 
done for you. 

25 But if ye shall still do wickedly, 
ye shall be consumed, both ye and 
your king. 

CHAPTER XIIL 

1 Saul* 8 selected hand, 3 He calleth the Hebrews to 
Gilgal against the Philistines , whose garrison Jona- 
than had smitten, 5 The Philistines great host, 6 
The distress of the Israelites, 8 Saul,, weary of staying

Said's selected band, 

S AUL reigned one year ; and when 
he had reigned two years over 
Israel, 

2 Saul chose him three thousand 
men of Israel ; whereof two thousand 
were with Saul in Michmash and in 
mount Beth-el, and a thousand were 
with Jonathan in Gibeah of Benjamin : 
and the rest of the people he sent 
every man to his tent. 

3 j^d Jonathan smote the garrison 
of the Philistines that was in Geba, 
and the Philistines heard o/ And 
Saul blew the trumpet throughout 
all the land, saying. Let the Hebrews 
hear. 

4 And all Israel heard say that Saul 
had smitten a garrison of the Philis- 
tines, and that Israel also was had in 
abomination with the Philistines. And 
the people were called together after 
Saul to Gilgal. 

5 If And the Philistines gathered 
themselves together to fight with 
Israel, thirty thousand chariots, and 
six thousand horsemen, and people 
as the sand which is on the sea 
shore in multitude: and they came 
up, and pitched in Michmash, east- 
ward fi’om Beth-aven. 

6 When the men of Israel saw that 
they were in a strait, (for the people 
were distressed,) then the people did 
hide themselves in caves, and in 
thickets, and in rocks, and in high 
places, and in pits. 

7 And some of the Hebrews went 
over Jordan to the land of Gad and 
Gilead. As for Saul, he was yet in 
Gilgal, and all the people followed 
him trembling. 

8 If And he tarried seven days, ac- 
cording to the set time that Samuel 
had appointed: but Samuel came not 
to Gilgal ; and the people were scat- 
tered from him. 

9 And Saul said. Bring hither a burnt 
offering to me, and peace offerings. 
And he offered the burnt offering. 

10 And it came to pass, that as soon 
as he had made an end of offering 
the burnt offering, behold, Samuel 
came; and Saul went out to meet 
him, that he might salute him. 
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11 IT And Samuel said, What hast 
thou done ? And Saul said. Because 
I saw that the people were scattered 
from me, and that thou earnest not 
within the days appointed, and that 
the Philistines gathered themselves 
together at Michmash; 

12 Therefore said I, The Philistines 
will come down now upon me to Gil- 
gal, and I have not made supplication 
unto the Lord : I forced myself there- 
fore, and offered a burnt offering. 

13 And Samuel said to Saul, Thou 
hast done foolishly: thou hast not 
kept the commandment of the Lord 
thy God, which he commanded thee : 
for now would the Lord have esta- 
blished thy kingdom upon Israel for 
ever. 

14 But now thy kingdom shall not 
continue : the Lord hath sought him 
a man after his own heart, and the 
Lord hath commanded him to he 
captain over his people, because thou 
hast not kept that which the Lord 
commanded thee. 

15 And Samuel arose, and gat him 
up from Gilgal unto Gibeah of Ben- 
jamin. And Saul numbered the peo- 
ple that were present with him, about 
six himdred men. 

16 And Saul, and Jonathan his son, 
and the people that were present 
with them, abode in Gibeah of Ben- 
jamin: but the Philistines encamp- 
ed in Michmash. 

17 If And the spoilers came out of 
the camp of the Philistines in three 
companies : one company tvimed un- 
to the way that leadeth to Ophrah, 
unto the land of Shual: 

18 And another company turned 
the way to Beth-horon: and another 
company turned to the way of the 
border that looketh to the valley of 
Zeboim toward the wilderness. 

19 If Now there was no smith found 
throughout all the land of Israel: 
for the Philistines said. Lest the He- 
brews make them swords or spears: 

20 But all the Israelites went down 
to the Philistines, to sharpen every 
man his share, and his coulter, and 
his axe, and his mattock. 


21 Yet they had a file for the mat- 
tocks, and for the coulters, and for 
the forks, and for the axes, and to 
shaipen the goads. 

22 So it came to pass in the day of 
battle, that there was neither sword 
nor spear found in the hand of any of 
the people that were with Saul and 
Jonathan: but with Saul and with 
Jonathan his son was there found. 

23 And the garrison of the Phi- 
listines went out to the passage of 
Michmash. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

1 Jonathan, unwitting to his father, the priest, or the 
people, goeth and miraculously smiteth the Philistines* 
garrison. 15 .4 divine terror maketh them beat them- 
selves. 17 Saul, not staying the priest's answer, setteth 
on them. 21 Ths captivated Hebrews, and the hidden 
Israelites, join against them. 24 Saul’s unadvised 
adjuration hindereth the victory. 32 He restraineth 
the people from eating blood. 35 He huildeth an altar. 
36 Jonathan, taken by lot, is saved by the people, 
47 Saul's strength and family. 

OW it came to pass upon a day, 
that Jonathan the son of Saul 
said unto the yovmg man that bare 
his armour. Come, and let us go over 
to the Philistines’ garrison, that is on 
the other side. But he told not his 
father. 

2 And Saul tarried in the uttermost 
part of Gibeah under a pomegra- 
nate tree which is in Migron: and 
the people that were with him were 
about six hundred men; 

3 And Ahiah, the son of Ahitub, 
I-chabod’s brother, the son of Phi- 
nehas, the son of Eli, the Lord’s 
priest in Shiloh, wearing an ephod. 
And the people knew not that Jona- 
than was gone. 

4 If And between the passages, by 
which Jonathan sought to go over 
unto the Philistines’ gaiTison, there 
was a sharp rock on the one side, 
and a sharp rock on the other side : 
and the name of the one was Bozez, 
and the name of the other Seneh. 

5 The forefront of the one was 
situate northward over against Mich- 
mash, and the other southward over, 
against Gibeah. 

6 And Jonathan said to the young 
man that bare his armour, Come, 
and let us go over unto the garrison 
of these uncircumcised : it may be 
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that the Lord will work for us: for 
tJiere is no restraint to the Lord to 
save by many or by few. 

7 And his armourbearer said unto 
him, Do all that is in thine heart: 
turn thee; behold, I am with thee 
according to thy heart. 

8 Then said Jonathan, Behold, we 
will pass over unto these men, and we 
will discover ourselves unto them. 

9 If they say thus unto us, Tar^ 
until we come to you; then we will 
stand still in oiu* place, and will not 
go up imto them. 

10 But if they say thus. Come up 
unto us; then we will go up: for 
the Lord hath delivered them into 
our hand: and this shall he a sign 
unto us. 

11 And both of them discovered 
themselves unto the garrison of the 
Philistines : and the Philistines said. 
Behold, the Hebrews come forth out 
of the holes where they had hid 
themselves. 

12 And the men of the garrison 
answered Jonathan and his armom*- 
bearer, and said. Come up to us, 
and we will shew you a thing. And 
Jonathan said unto his armourbear- 
er, Come up after me : for the Lord 
hath delivered them into the hand 
of Israel. 

13 And Jonathan climbed up upon 
his hands and upon his feet, and his 
armoimbearer after him : and they 
fell before Jonathan ; and his armour- 
bearer slew after him. 

14 And that first slaughter, which Jo- 
nathan and his armourbearer made, 
was about twenty men, within as it 
were an half acre of land, which a 
yoke of oxen might plow. 

16 J^d there was trembling in 
the host, in the field, and among all 
the people: the garrison, and the 
spoilers, they also trembled, and the 
earth quaked : so it was a very great 
trembling. 

16 And the watchmen of Saul in 
Gibeah of Benjamin looked ; and, 
behold, the multitude melted away, 
and they went on beating down one 
amther. 


17 Then said Saul imto the people 
that were with him, Number now, 
and see who is gone from us. And 
when they had numbered, behold, 
Jonathan and his armourbearer were 
not there. 

18 And Saul said unto Ahiah, Bring 
hither the ark of God. For the ark 
of God was at that time with the 
children of Israel. 

19 If And it came to pass, while 
Saul talked unto the priest, that the 
noise that was in the host of the 
Philistines went on and increased: 
and Saul said unto the priest. With- 
draw thine hand. 

20 And Saul and all the people 
that were with him assembled them- 
selves, and they came to the battle : 
and, behold, every man’s sword was 
against his fellow, and there was a 
very great discomfiture. 

21 Moreover the Hebrews that were 
with the Philistines before that time, 
which went up with them into the 
camp from the country round about, 
even they also turned to be with the 
Israelites that were with Saul and 
Jonathan. 

22 Likewise all the men of Israel 
which had hid themselves in mount 
Ephraim, wlwn they heard that the 
Philistines fled, even they also fol- 
lowed hard after them in the battle. 

23 So the Lord saved Israel that 
day : and the battle passed over un- 
to Beth-aven. 

24 If And the men of Israel were 
distressed that day: for Saul had 
adjured the people, saying. Cursed 
he the man that cateth any food un- 
til evening, that I may be avenged 
on mine enemies. So none of the 
people tasted any food. 

25 And all they of the land came 
to a wood; and there was honey 
upon the ground. 

26 And when the people were come 
into the wood, behold, the honey 
dropped ; but no man put his hand 
to his mouth : for the people feared 
the oath. 

27 But Jonathan heard not when 
his father charged the people with

1 Samuel ftmdeth Saul to destroy Amalek. 6 Saul fa^ 
voureth the Kenites, 8 He spareth Agag and the best 
of the spoil, 10 Samuel denounceth unto Saul, com- 
mending and ej:cusing himself, God's rejection of him 
for his disobedience, 24 Saul's humiliation, 32 Sa- 
muel killeth Agag, 34 Samuel and Saul part, 

S AMUEL also said imto Saul, The 
Lord sent me to anoint thee to 
he king over his people, over Israel : 
now th^erefore hearken thou unto the 
voice of the words of the Lord. 

2 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, I 
remember that which Amalek did 
to Israel, how he laid wait for him 
in the way, when he came up from 
Egypt. 

3 Now go and smite Amalek, and 
utterly destroy all that they have, 
and spare them not; but slay both 
man and woman, infant and suckling, 
ox and sheep, camel and ass. 

4 And Saul gathered the people 
together, and numbered them in Te- 
laim, two hundred thousand footmen, 
and ten thousand men of Judah. 

6 And Saul came to a city of Ama- 
lek, and laid wait in the valley. 

6 T And Saul said unto the Ke- 


nites, Go, depart, get you down from 
among the Amalekites, lest I de- 
stroy you with them : for ye shewed 
kindness to all the children of Israel, 
when they came up out of Egypt. So 
the Kenites departed from among 
the Amalekites. 

7 And Saul smote the Amalekites 
from Havilah until thou comest to 
Shur, that is over against Egypt. 

8 And he took Agag the Img of 
the Amalekites alive, and utterly de- 
stroyed all the people with the edge 
of the sword. 

9 But Saul and the people spared 
Agag, and the best of the sheep, and 
of the oxen, and of the fatlings, and 
the lambs, and all that, was good, and 
would not utterly destroy them : but 
every thing that was vile and refuse, 
that they destroyed utterly. 

10 1 Then came the word of the 
Lord unto Samuel, saying, 

11 It repenteth me that I have set 
up Saul to he king : for he is turned 
back from following me, and hath 
not performed my commandments. 
And it grieved Samuel ; and he cried 
unto the Lord all night. 

12 And when Samuel rose early to 
meet Saul in the morning, it was told 
Samuel, saying, Saul came to Carmel, 
and, behold, he set him up a place, 
and is gone about, and passed on, 
and gone down to Gilgal. 

13 And Samuel came to Saul: and 
Saul said unto him, Blessed he thou 
of the Lord: I have performed the 
commandment of the Lord. 

14 And Samuel said, Wliat meaneth 
then this bleating of the sheep in 
mine ears, and the lowing of the oxen 
which I hear ? 

15 And Saul said, They have brought 
them from the Amalekites: for the 
people spared the best of the sheep 
and of the oxen, to sacrifice unto the 
Lord thy God ; and the rest we have 
utterly destroyed. 

16 Then Samuel said unto Saul, 
Stay, and I will tell thee what the 
Lord hath said to me this night 
And he said unto him, Say on. 

17 And Samuel said. When thou 
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toast little in thine own si^ht, wast 
thou not made the head of the tribes 
of Israel, and the Lord anointed thee 
king over Israel ? 

18 And the Lord sent thee on a 
journey, and said, Go and utterly 
destroy the sinners the Amalekites, 
and fight against them until they be 
consumed. 

19 Wherefore then didst thou not 
obey the voice of the Lord, but didst 
fiy upon the spoil, and didst evil in 
the sight of the Lord ? 

20 j^d Saul said unto Samuel, Yea, 
I have obeyed the voice of the Lord, 
and have gone the way which the 
Lord sent me, and have brought 
Agag the king of Amalek, and have 
utterly destroyed the Amalekites. 

21 But the people took of the spoil, 
sheep and oxen, the chief of the 
things which should have been ut- 
terly destroyed, to sacrifice unto the 
Lord thy God in Gilgal. 

22 And Samuel said. Hath the Lord 
as great delight in burnt offerings 
and sacrifices, as in obeying the voice 
of the Lord ? Behold, to obey is bet- 
ter than sacrifice, and to hearken 
than the fat of rams. 

23 For rebellion is as the sin of 
witchcraft, and stubbornness is as 
iniquity and idolatry. Because thou 
hast rejected the word of the Lord, 
he hath also rejected thee from being 
king. 

24 IT And Saul said unto Samuel, I 
have sinned : for I have transgressed 
the commandment of the Lord, and 
thy words: because I feared the 
people, and obeyed their voice. 

25 Now therefore, I pray thee, par- 
don my sin, and timi again with me, 
that I may worship the Lord. 

26 And Samuel said unto Saul, I 
will not return with thee; for thou 
hast rejected the word of the Lord, 
and the Lord hath rejected thee 
irom being king over Israel. 

2T And as Samuel timied about to 
go away, he laid hold upon the skirt 
of his mantle, and it rent. 

28 And Samuel said unto him. The 
Lord hath rent the kingdom of Is- 


rael from thee this day, and hath 
^ven it to a neighbour of thine, that 
ts better than thou. 

29 And also the Strength of Israel 
will not lie nor repent : for he is not 
a man, that he should repent. 

30 Then he said, I have sinned: 
get honour me now, I pray thee, be- 
fore the elders of my people, and 
before Israel, and turn again with 
me, that I may worship the Lord 
thy God. 

31 So Samuel turned again after 
Saul ; and Saul worshipped the Lord. 

32 IT Then said Samuel, Bring ye 
hither to me Agag the king of the 
Amalekites. And Agag came unto 
him delicately. And Agag said. Sure- 
ly the bitterness of death is past. 

33 And Samuel said. As thy sword 
hath made women childless, so shall 
thy mother be childless among wo- 
men. And Samuel hewed Agag in 
pieces before the Lord in Gilgal. 

34 IT Then Samuel went to Hamah ; 
and Saul went up to his house, to 
Gibeah of Saul. 

35 And Samuel came no more to 
see Saul until the day of his death : 
nevertheless Samuel mourned for 
Saul: and the Lord repented that 
he had made Saul king over Israel 

CHAPTER XVI. 

1 Samuel sent by God, under pretem^c of a sacrifice, 
cometh to Beth-lefurm. 6 His human judgmmt is re^ 
proved, 11 He anointeth David. 15 Saul sendeth for 
David to quiet his evil spirit. 

AND the Lord said unto Samuel, 
XjL How long wilt thou mourn for 
Saul, seeing I have rejected him 
from reigning over Israel? fill thine 
horn with oU, and go, I will send 
thee to Jesse the Beth-lehemite : for 
I have provided me a king among 
his sons. 

2 And Samuel said, How can I go ? 
if Saul hear it, he will kill me. And 
the Lord said. Take an heifer with 
thee, and say, I am come to sacrifice 
to the Lord. 

3 And call Jesse to the sacrifice, 
and I will shew thee what thou shalt 
do: and thou shalt anoint unto me 
him whom I name unto thee. 
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4 And Samuel did that which the 
Lord spake, and came to Beth-le- 
hem. And the elders of the town 
trembled at his coming, and said, 
Gomest thou peaceably? 

6 And he said, Peaceably: I am 
come to sacrifice unto the Lord: 
sanctify yourselves, and come with 
me to the sacrifice. And he sanc- 
tified Jesse and his sons, and called 
them to the sacrifice. 

G 1 And it came to pass, when they 
were come, that he looked on Eliab, 
and said, Simely the Lord’s anoint- 
ed is before him. 

7 But the Lord said unto Samuel, 
Look not on his countenance, or on 
the height of his stature; because 
I have refused him: for tlie LORD 
seelh not as man seeth; for man 
looketh on the outward appear- 
ance, but the Lord looketh on the 
heart. 

8 Then Jesse called Abinadab, and 
made him pass before Samuel. And 
he said. Neither hath the Lord cho- 
sen this. 

9 Then Jesse made Shammah to 
pass by. And he said, Neither hath 
the Lord chosen this. 

10 Again, Jesse made seven of his 
sons to pass before Samuel. And 
Samuel said unto Jesse, The Lord 
hath not chosen these. 

11 And Samuel said unto Jesse, Are 
here all thy children ? And he said. 
There remaineth yet the youngest, 
and, behold, he keepeth the sheep. 
And Samuel said unto Jesse, Send 
and fetch him: for we will not sit 
down till he come hither. 

12 And he sent, and brought him 
in. Now he was ruddy, awS withal 
of a beautiful coimtenance, and 
goodly to look to. And the Lord 
said. Arise, anoint him: for this is 
he. 

13 Then Samuel took the hom of 
oil, and anointed him in the midst 
of his brethren: and the Spirit of 
the Lord came upon David from 
that day forward. So Samuel rose 
up, and went to Bamah. 

14 IT But the Spirit of the Lord de- 


parted irom Saul, and an evil spirit 
from the Lord troubled him. 

15 And Saul’s servants said unto 
him. Behold now, an evil spirit from 
God troubleth thee. 

16 Let our lord now command thy 
servants, which are before thee, to 
seek out a man, who is a cunning 
player on an harp : and it shall come 
to pass, when the evil spirit from 
God is upon thee, that he shall play 
with his hand, and thou shalt be 
well. 

17 And Saul said unto his servants. 
Provide me now a man that can play 
well, and brmg him to me. 

18 Then answered one of the ser 
vants, and said. Behold, I have seen 
a son of Jesse the Beth-lehemite, that 
is cunning in playing, and a mighty 
valiant man, and a man of war, and 
prudent in matters, and a comely 
person, and the Lord is with him. 

19 IT Wherefore Saul sent messen- 
gers imto Jesse, and said. Send me 
David thy son, which is with the 
sheep. 

20 And Jesse took an ass laden 
with bread, and a bottle of wine, 
and a kid, and sent them by David 
his son unto Saul. 

21 And Da>id came to Saul, and 
stood before him : and he loved him 
greatly; and he became his armour- 
bearer. 

22 And Saul sent to Jesse, saying, 
Let David, I pray thee, stand before 
me ; for he hath found favour in my 
sight. 

23 And it came to pass, when the 
evil spirit from God was upon Saul, 
that David took an harp, and played 
with his hand : so Saul was refresh- 
ed, and was well, and the evil spirit 
departed from him. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

1 The armies of the Israelites and Philistines being 
ready to battle, 4 Goliath cometh proudly forth to 
challenge a combaL 12 David, sent by his father to 
visit his brethren, taketh the challenge, 28 Eliab 
chideth him. 30 He is brought to Saul. 32 He 
sheweth the reason of his confidencem 38 Without 
armour, armed by faith, he slayeth the giant. 54 
Saul t^eth notice <f David. 

OW the Philistines gathered to- 
gether their armies to battle, 
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and were gathered together at Sho- 
choh, which hdongeth to Judah, and 
itched between Shochoh and Aze- 
ah, in Ephes-dammim. 

2 And Saul and the men of Israel 
were gathered together, and pitched 
by the valley of Elah, and set the 
battle in array against the Philistines. 

3 And the Philistines stood on a 
momitain on the one side, and Israel 
stood on a mountain on the other 
side : and there was a valley between 
them. 

4 1 And there went out a cham- 
pion out of the camp of the Philis- 
tines, named Goliath, of Gath, whose 
height was, six cubits and a span. 

5 And he had an helmet of brass 
upon his head, and he was armed 
with a coat of mail ; and the weight 
of the coat was five thousand she- 
kels of brass. 

G And he had greaves of brass up- 
on his legs, and a target of brass 
between his shoulders. 

7 And the staff* of his spear was 
like a weaver’s beam ; and his spear’s 
head weighed six hundred shekels of 
iron : and one bearing a shield went 
before him. 

8 And he stood and cried unto the 

armies of Israel, and said unto them. 
Why are ye come out to set your 
battle in airay? am not I a Philis- 
tine, and ye servants to Saul ? choose 
you a man for you, and let him come ; 
down to me. ! 

9 If he be able to fight with me, | 
and to kill me, then will we be your i 
servants : but if I prevail against 
him, and kill him, then shall ye be 
our servants, and serve us. 

10 And the Philistine said, I defy the 
armies of Israel this day ; give me a 
man, that we may fight together. 

11 When Saul and all Israel heard ; 
those words of the Philistine, they 
were dismayed, and greatly afraid. 

12 If Now David was the son of 
that Ephrathite of Beth-lehem-judah, 
whose name was Jesse ; and he had 
eight sons : and the man went among 
men for an old man in the days of 
SauL 


13 And the three eldest sons of 
Jesse went and followed Saul to the 
battle: and the names of his three 
sons that went to the battle were E- 
liab the firstborn, and next unto him 
Abinadab, and the third Shammah. 

14 And David was the youngest: 
and the three eldest followed Saul. 

15 But David went and returned 
from Saul to feed his father’s sheep 

1 at Beth-lehem. 

16 And the Philistine drew near 
morning and evening, and presented 
himself forty days. 

.^17 And Jesse said unto David his 
son. Take now for thy brethren an 
ephah of this parched corn, and these 
ten loaves, and run to the camp to 
thy brethren ; 

18 And carry these ten cheeses 
unto the eaptain of their thousand, 
and look how thy brethren fare, and 
take their pledge. 

19 Now Saul, and they, and all the 
men of Israel, were in the valley of 
Elah, fighting with the Philistines. 

f And David rose up early in 
the morning, and left the sheep with 
a keeper, and took, and went, as Jesse 
had commanded him; and he came 
to the trench, as the host was going 
forth to the fight, and shouted foi' 
the battle. 

21 For Israel and the Philistines 
had put the battle in array, army 
against army. 

22 And David left his carriage in 
the hand of the keeper of the car- 
riage, and ran into the army, and 
came and saluted his brethren. 

23 And as he talked with them, be- 
hold, there came up the champion, 
the Philistine of Gath, Goliath by 
name, out of the armies of the Phi- 
listines, and spake according to the 
same words: and David heard them. 

24 And all the men of Israel, when 
they saw the man, fied from him, 
and were sore afraid. 

25 And the men of Israel said. Have 
ye seen this man that is come up? 
surely to defy Israel is he come up : 
and it shall be, that the man who 
killeth him, the king will enrich him 
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with great riches, and will give him 
his daughter, and make his father’s 
house free in Israel. 

26 And David spake to the men 
that stood by him, saying, What shall 
be done to the man that killeth this 
Philistine, and taketh away the re- 
proach from Israel? for who is this 
uncircumcised Philistine, that he 
should defy the armies of the living 
God? 

27 And the people answered him 
after this manner, saying. So shall 
it be done to the man that killeth 
him. 

28 IT And Eliab his eldest brother 
heard when he spake unto the men ; 
and Eliab’s anger was kindled against 
David, and he said, Why earnest thou 
down hither? and with whom hast 
thou left those few sheep in the wil- 
derness ? I know thy pride, and the 
naughtiness of thine heart ; for thou 
art come down that thou mightest 
see the battle. 

29 And David said. What have I 
now done? Is there not a cause? 

30 1 And he turned from him to- 
ward another, and spake after the 
same manner: and the people an- 
swered him again after the former 
manner. 

31 And when the words were heard 
which David spake, they rehearsed 
them before Saul: and he sent for 
him. 

32 IT And David said to Saul, Let 
no man’s heart fail because of him ; 
thy servant will go and fight with 
this Philistine. 

33 And Saul said to David, Thou 
art not able to go against this Philis- 
tine to fight with him: for thou art 
but a youth, and he a man of war 
from lus youth. 

34 And David said unto Saul, Thy 
servant kept his father’s sheep, and 
there came a lion, and a bear, and 
took a lamb out of the fiock: 

36 And I went out after him, and 
smote him, and delivered it out of his 
mouth: and when he arose against 
me, I caught him by his beard, and 
smote him, and slew him. 


the challenge. 

36 Thy servant slew both the lion 
and the bear: and this uncircumcised 
Philistine shall be as one of them, 
seeing he hath defied the armies of 
the living God. 

37 David said moreover. The Lord 
that delivered me out of the paw of 
the lion, and out of the paw of the 
bear, he will deliver me out of the 
hand of this Philistine. And Saul 
said unto David, Go, and the Lord 
be with thee. 

38 IT And Saul armed David with his 
armour, and he put an helmet of brass 
upon his head; also he armed him 
with a coat of mail. 

39 And David girded his sword upon 
his armour, and he assayed to go ; for 
he had not proved it. And David 
said unto Saul, I cannot go with 
these; for I have not proved them. 
And David put them off him. 

40 And he took his staff* in his hand, 
and chose him five smooth stones out 
of the brook, and put them in a shep- 
herd’s bag which he had, even in a 
scrip ; and his sling was in his hand : 
and he drew near to the Philistine. 

41 And the Philistine came on and 
drew near unto David ; and the man 
that bare the shield went before him. 

42 And when the Philistine looked 
about, and saw David, he disdained 
him : for he was hut a youth, and 
ruddy, and of a fair countenance. 

43 And the Philistine said unto 
David, Am I a dog, that thou comest 
to me with staves ? And the Philis- 
tine cursed David by his gods. 

44 And the Philistine said to David, 
Come to me, and I will give thy flesh 
unto the fowls of the air, and to the 
beasts of the field. 

45 Then said David to the Philis- 
tine, Thou comest to me with a sword, 
and with a spear, and with a shield : 
but I come to thee in the name of 
the Lord of hosts, the God of the 
armies of Israel, whom thou hast de- 
fied. 

46 This day will the Lord deliver 
thee into mine hand ; and I will smite 
thee, and take thine head from thee ; 
and I will give the carcases of the 
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host of the Philistines this day unto 
the fowls of the air, and to the wild 
beasts of the earth ; that all the earth 
may know that there is a God in 
Israel. 

47 And all this assembly shall know 
that the Lord saveth not with sword 
and spear : for the battle is the Lord’s, 
and he will give you into our hands. 

48 And it came to pass, when the 
Philistine arose, and came and drew 
nigh to meet David, that David hasted, 
and ran toward the army to meet the 
Philistine. 

49 And David put his hand in his 
bag, and took thence a stone, and 
slang it, and smote the Philistine in 
his forehead, that the stone simk into 
his forehead; and he fell upon his 
face to the earth. 

.50 So David prevailed over the Phi- 
listine with a sling and with a stone, 
and smote the Philistine, and slew 
him ; but there was no sword in the 
hand of David. 

51 Therefore David ran, and stood 
upon the Philistine, and took his 
sword, and drew it out of the sheath 
thereof, and slew him, and cut off his 
head therewith. And when the Philis- 
tines saw their champion was dead, 

they fled. 

'’’1>2~And~tTie men of Israel and of Ju- 
dah arose, and shouted, and pursued 
the Philistines, until thou come to the 
valley, and to the gates of Ekron. And 
the wounded of the Philistines fell 
down by the way to Shaaraim, even 
unto Gath, and unto Ekron. 

53 And the children of Israel re- 
turned from chasing after the Pliilis- 
tines, and they spoiled their tents. 

54 And David took the head of the 
Philistine, and brought it to Jeru- 
salem ; but he put his armour in his 
tent. 

55 If And when Saul saw David go 
forth against the Philistine, he said 
imto Abner, the captain of the host, 
Abner, whose son is this youth ? And 
Abner said. As thy soul liveth, O king, 

I cannot tell. ^ I 

56 And the king said. Enquire thou i 

whose son the stripling is. ) 


67 And as David returned from the 
slaughter of the Philistine, Abner took 
him, and brought him before Saul 
vdth the head of the Philistine in his 
hand. 

58 And Saul said to him. Whose 
son art thou, thou young man ? And 
David answered, I am the son of thy 
servant Jesse the Beth-Iehemite. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

1 Jonathan loveth David. 5 Saul envieth hiA praise, 
10 seeketh to kill him in his fury, 12 feareth him for 
his good success, 17 offereth him his daughters fora 
snare. 22 David persuaded to he the king's son in 
law, giveth two hundred foreskins of the Philistines 
for Michal’s dowry. 28 Saul's hatred, and David's 
glory increaseth. 

AND it came to pass, when he had 
jljL made an end of speaking unto 
Saul, that the soul of Jonathan was 
knit with the soul of David, and Jo- 
nathan loved him as his own soul. 

2 And Saul took him that day, and 
would let him go no more home to 
his father’s house. 

3 Then Jonathan and David made 
a covenant, because he loved him as 
his own soul. 

4 And Jonathan stripped himself 
of the robe that was upon him, and 
gave it to David, and his garments, 
even to his sword, and to his bow 
and to his girdle, 

5 If And David went out whither- 
soever Saul sent him, and behaved 
himself wisely: and Saul set him 
over the men of war, and he was 
accepted in the sight of all the peo- 
ple, and also in the sight of Saul’s 
servants. 

6 And it came to pass as they came, 
when David was returned from the 
slaughter of the Philistine, that the 
women came out of all cities of Israel, 
singing and dancing, to meet king 
Saul, with tabrets, with joy, and with 
instruments of musick 

7 And the women answered one an- 
other as they played, and said, Saul 
hath slain his thoussmds, and David 
his ten thousands. 

8 And Saul was very wroth, and the 
saying displeased him; and he said. 
They have ascribed imto David ten 
thousands, and to me they have as- 
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mbed hut thousands : and what can 
he have more but the kingdom ? 

9 And Saul eyed David from that 
day and forward. 

10 IT And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that the evil spirit from God 
came upon Saul, and he prophesied 
in the midst of the house : and David 
played with his hand, as at other 
times: and there was a javelin in 
Saul’s hand. 

11 And Saul cast the javelin ; for he 
said, I will smite David even to the 
wall with it. And David avoided out 
of his presence twice. 

12 ir j^d Saul was afraid of David, 
because the Lord was with him, and 
was departed from Saul. 

13 Therefore Saul removed him from 
him, and made him his captain over 
a thousand; and he went out and 
came in before the people. 

14 And David behaved himself wisely 
in all his ways; and the Lord was 
with him. 

16 Wherefore when Saul saw that 
he behaved himself very wisely, he 
was afraid of him. 

16 But all Israel and Judah loved 
David, because he went out and came 
in before them. 

17 ^ And Saul said to David, Behold 
my elder daughter Merab, her will I 
give thee to wife : only be thou valiant 
for me, and fight the Lord’s battles. 
For Saul said, Let not mine hand be 
upon him, but let the hand of the 
Philistines be upon him. 

18 And David said unto Saul, VTio 
am I ? and what is my life, or my fa- 
ther’s family in Israel, that I should 
be son in law to the king? 

19 But it came to pass at the time 
when Merab Saul’s daughter should 
have been given to David, that she 
was given unto Adriel the Meholath- 
ite to wife. 

20 And Michal Saul’s daughter 
loved David : and they told Saul, 
and the thing pleased him. 

21 And Sam said, I will give him 
her, that she may be a snare to him, 
and that the hand of the Philistines 
may be against him. Wherefore Saul 


said to David, Thou shalt this day be 
my son in law in the one of the twain. 

22 If And Saul commanded his ser- 
vants, saying. Commune with David 
secretly, and say. Behold, the king 
hath delight in thee, and all his ser- 
vants love thee : now therefore be 
the king’s son in law. 

23 And Saul’s servants spake those 
words in the ears of David. And 
David said, Seemeth it to you a light 
thing to be a king’s son in law, seeing 
that I am a poor man, and lightly 
esteemed ? 

24 And the servants of Saul told him, 
saying, On this maimer spake David. 

25 And Saul said. Thus shall ye say 
to David, The king desireth not any 
dowry, but an hundred foreskins of 
the Philistines, to be avenged of the 
king’s enemies. But Saul thought to 
make David fall by the hand of the 
Philistines. 

26 And when his servants told Da- 
vid these words, it pleased David well 
to be the king’s son in law : and the 
days were not expired. 

27 Wlierefore David arose and went, 
he and his men, and slew of the Phi- 
listines two hundred men ; and David 
brought their foreskins, and they 
gave them in lull tale to the king, 
that he might be the king’s son in 
law. And Saul gave him Michal his 
daughter to wife. 

28 If And Saul saw and knew that 
the Lord was with David, and tiiai 
Michal Saul’s daughter loved him. 

29 And Saul was yet the more afraid 
of David; and Saul became David’s 
enemy continually. 

30 Then the princes of the Philis- 
tines went forth : and it came to pass, 
after they went forth, that David be- 
haved himself more wisely than all 
the servants of Saul ; so that his 
name was much set by. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

1 Jonathan discloseth his fathers purpose to kill David, 

4 He persuadeth his father to renondliatutn, 8 By

they shovild kill David. 

2 But Jonathan Saul’s son delighted 
much in David: and Jonathan told 
David, saying, Saul my father seeketh 
to kill thee; now therefore, I pray 
thee, take heed to thyself imtil the 
morning, and abide in a secret ^Zace, 
and hide thyself : 

3 And I will go out and stand beside 
my father in the field where thou art, 
and I will commune with my father 
of thee ; and what I see, that I will 
tell thee. 

4 1 And Jonathan spake good of 
David unto Saul his father, and said 
unto him. Let not the king sin against 
his servant, against David; because 
he hath not sinned against thee, and 
because his works have been to thee- 
ward very good : 

5 For he did put his life in his hand, 
and slew the Philistine, and the Lord 
wrought a great salvation for all 
Israel ; thou sawest it, and didst 
rejoice : wherefore then wilt thou 
sin against innocent blood, to slay 
David without a cause? 

G And Saul hearkened unto the 
voice of Jonathan: and Saul sware. 
As the Lord liveth, he shall not be 
slain. 

7 And Jonathan called David, and 
Jonathan shewed him all those things. 
And Jonathan brought David to Saul, 
and he was in his presence, as in 
times past. 

8 IT And there was war again : and 
David went out, and fought with 
the Philistines, and slew them with a 
great slaughter; and they fied from 
him. 

9 And the evil spirit from the Lord 
was upon Saul, as he sat in his house 
with his javelin in his hand : and 
David played with his hand. 

10 And Saul sought to smite David 
even to the wall with the javelin ; 
but he slipped away out of Saul’s 
presence, and he smote the javelin 
into the wall: and David fied, and 
escaped that night. 

11 Saul also sent messengers unto 


save David's life. 

David’s house, to watch him, and to 
slay him in the morning : and Michal 
David’s wife told him, saying. If thou 
save not thy life to night, to morrow 
thou shalt be slain. 

12 1 So Michal let David down 
through a window : and he went, and 
fied, and escaped. 

13 And Michal took an image, and 
laid it in the bed, and put a pillow 
of goats’ hair for his bolster, and 
covered it with a cloth. 

14 And when Saul sent messengers 
to take David, she said. He is sick. 

16 And Saul sent the messengers 
again to see David, saying. Bring 
him up to me in the bed, that I may 
slay him. 

16 And when the messengers were 
come in, behold, there was an image 
in the bed, with a pillow of goats’ 
luiir for his bolster. 

17 And Saul said unto Michal, Why 
hast thou deceived me so, and sent 
away mine enemy, that he is escaped? 
And Michal answered Saul, He said 
imto me. Let me go ; why should I 
kill thee ? 

18 If So David fled, and escaped, 
and came to Samuel to Ramah, and 
told him all that Saul had done to 
him. And he and Samuel went and 
dM'elt in Naioth. 

19 And it was told Saul, saying. 
Behold, David is at Naioth in Rar 
mah. 

20 And Saul sent messengers to 
take David : and when they saw the 
company of the pi'ophets prophesying, 
and Samuel standing as appointed 
over them, the Spirit of God was upon 
the messengers of Saul, and they also 
prophesied. 

21 And when it was told Saul, he 
sent other messengers, and they pro- 
phesied likewise. And Saul sent mes- 
sengers again the third time, and 
they prophesied also. 

22 Then went he also to Ramah, and 
came to a great well that is in Se- 
chu : and he asked and said. Where 
are Samuel and David? And orue 
said. Behold, they he at Naioth in 
Ramah. 
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23 And he went thither to Naioth 
in Ramah : and the Spirit of God was 
upon him also, and he went on, and 
prophesied, until he came to Naioth 
in Itamah. 

24 And he stripped oflp his clothes 
also, and prophesied before Samuel 
in like manner, and lay down naked 
all that day and all that night. 
Wherefore they say. Is Saul also 
among the prophets? 

CHAPTER XX. 

I David consulteth with Jonathan for his safety. \\ Jo~ 
nathan and David renew their covenant hy^oath. 18 
Jonathans token to David. 24 Saul, missing David, 
seeketh to kill Jonathan. 35 Jonathan lovingly taketh 
his leave of David,. 

AND David fled from Naioth in 
Ramah, and came and said be- 
fore Jonathan, What have I done? 
what is mine iniquity? and what is 
my sin before thy father, that he 
seeketh my life? 

2 An d he said imto him, God forbid ; 
thou shalt not die : behold, my father 
will do nothing either great or small, 
but that he will shew it me : and why 
should my father hide this thing fi’om 
me ? it is not so. 

3 And David sware moreover, and 
said. Thy father certainly knoweth 
that I have found grace in thine eyes ; 
and he saith. Let not Jonathan know 
this, lest he be grieved: but truly 
as the Lord liveth, and os thy soul 
liveth, there is but a step between me 
and death. 

4 Then said Jonathan imto David, 
Whatsoever thy soul desireth, I will 
even do it for thee. 

5 And David said unto Jonathan, 
Behold, to morrow is the new moon, 
and I should not fail to sit with the 
king at meat : but let me go, that I 
may hide myself in the field unto 
the third day at even. 

6 If thy father at all miss me, then 
say, David earnestly asked leave of 
me that he might run to Beth-lehem 
his city : for there is a yearly sacri- 
fice there for all the family. 

7 If he say thus. It is well; thy 
servant shall have peace : but if he 
be very wroth, then be sure that evil 
is detennined by him. 


8 Therefore thou shalt deal kindly 
with thy servant ; for thou hast 
brought thy servant into a covenant 
of the Lord with thee : notwithstand- 
ing, if there be in me iniquity, slay 
me thyself ; for why shouldest thou 
bring me to thy father ? 

9 j^d Jonathan said. Far be it from 
thee : for if I knew certainly that evil 
were determined by my father to 
come upon thee, then would not I 
tell it thee? 

10 Then said David to Jonathan, 
Who shall tell me? or what if thy 
father answer thee roughly? 

11 f And Jonathan said unto David, 
Come, and let us go out into the 
field. And they went out both of 
them into the field. 

12 And Jonathan said unto David, 
O Lord God of Israel, when I have 
sounded my father about to morrow 
any time, or the third day, and, be- 
hold, if there he good toward David, 
and I then send not unto thee, and 
shew it thee; 

13 The Lord do so and much more 
to Jonathan : but if it please my fa- 
ther to do thee evil, then I will shew 
it thee, and send thee away, that 
thou mayest go in peace : and the 
Lord be with thee, as he hath been 
with my father. 

14 And thou shalt not only while 
yet I live shew me the kindness of 
the Lord, that I die not: 

15 But also thou shalt not cut off 
thy kindness from my house for ever : 
no, not when the Lord hath cut off* 
the enemies of David every one from 
the face of the earth. 

16 So Jonathan made a covenant 
with the house of David, saying, 
Let the Lord even require it at the 
hand of David’s enemies. 

17 And Jonathan caused David to 
swear again, because he loved him : 
for he loved him as he loved his own 
soul. 

18 Then Jonathan said to David, 
To morrow is the new moon: and 
thou shalt be missed, because thy 
seat will be empty. 

19 And when thou hast stayed three 
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days, then thou shalt go down quick- 
ly, and come to the place where thou 
didst hide thyself when the business 
was in hand, and shalt remain by 
the stone Ezel. 

20 And I will shoot three arrows 
on the side thereof, as though I shot 
at a mark. 

21 And, behold, I will send a lad, 
saying. Go, find out the arrows. If 
I expressly say unto the lad. Behold, 
the arrows are on this side of thee, 
take them; then come thou: for 
thore is peace to thee, and no hurt ; 
as the Lord liveth. 

22 But if I say thus unto the young 
man. Behold, the arrows are beyond 
thee; go thy way: for the Lord 
hath sent thee away. 

23 And as touching the matter which 
thou and I have spoken of, behold, 
the Lord he between thee and me for 
ever. 

24 IF So David hid himself in the 
field: and when the new moon was 
come, the king sat him down to eat 
meat. 

25 And the king sat upon his seat, as 
at other times, even upon a seat by 
the wall: and Jonathan arose, and 
Abner sat by Saul’s side, and David’s 
place was empty. 

26 Nevertheless Saul spake not any 
tiling that day : for he thought. Some- 
thing hath befallen him, lie is not 
clean ; surely he is not clean. 

27 And it came to pass on the 
morrow, which was the second day 
of the month, that David’s place was 
empty : and Saul said unto Jonathan 
his son. Wherefore cometh not the 
son of Jesse to meat, neither yester- 
day, nor to day ? 

28 And Jonathan answered Saul, 
David earnestly asked leave of me 
to go to Beth-lehem : 

29 And he said. Let me go, I pray 
thee ; for our family hath a sacrifice 
in the city ; and my brother, he hath 
commanded me to be there : and now, 
if I have found favour in thine eyes, 
let me get away, I pray thee, and see 
my brethren. Therefore he cometh 
not unto the king’s table. 


30 Then Saul’s anger was kindled 
against Jonathan, and he said unto 
him. Thou son of the perverse re- 
bellious woman, do not I know that 
thou hast chosen the son of Jesse 
to thine own confusion, and unto 
the confusion of thy mother’s na- 
kedness ? 

31 For as long as the son of Jesse 
liveth upon the ground, thou shalt 
not be established, nor thy kingdom. 
Wherefore now send and fetch him 
unto me, for he shall simely die. 

32 And Jonathan answered Saul his 
father, and said unto him. Where- 
fore shall he be slain ? what hath he 
done ? 

33 And Saul cast a javelin at him 
to smite him : whereby Jonathan 
knew that it was determined of his 
father to slay David. 

34 So Jonathan arose from the ta- 
ble in fierce anger, and did eat no 
meat the second day of the month : 
for he was grieved for David, because 
his father had done him shame. 

35 IF And it came to pass in the 
morning, that Jonathan went out 
into the field at the time appointed 
with David, and a little lad with 
him. 

36 And he said imto his lad. Bun, 
find out now the arrows which I 
shoot. And as the lad ran, he shot 
an arrow beyond him. 

37 And when the lad was come to 
the place of the arrow which Jona- 
than had shot, Jonathan cried after 
the lad, and said. Is not the arrow 
beyond thee? 

38 And Jonathan cried after the 
lad. Make speed, haste, stay not. 
And Jonathan’s lad gathered up the 
arrows, and came to his master, 

39 But the lad knew not any thing : 
only Jonathan and David knew the 
matter. 

40 And Jonathan gave his artillery 
unto his lad, and said unto him. Go, 
carry them to the city. 

41 IF And as soon as the lad was 
gone, David arose out of a place to- 
ward the south, and fell on his face 
to the ground, and bowed himself 
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three times: and they kissed one 
another, and wept one with another, 
imtil David exceeded. 

42 And Jonathan said to David, 
Gro in peace, forasmuch as we have 
sworn both of us in the name of the 
Lord, saying. The Lord be between 
me and thee, and between my seed 
and thy seed for ever. And he arose 
and departed: and Jonathan went 
into the city. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

I David at Nob obtaineth of Ahimelech hallowed bread, 
7 Doeg was present. 8 David taketh Goliath's sword. 
10 David at Gath feigneth himself mad. 

T hen came David to Nob to 
Ahimelech the priest : and Ahi- 
melech was afraid at the meeting 
of David, and said unto him. Why 
art thou alone, and no man with 
thee ? 

2 And David said unto Ahimelech 
the priest. The king hath command- 
ed me a business, and hath said unto 
me, Let no man know any thing of 
the business whereabout I send thee, 
and what I have commanded thee: 
and I have appointed my servants to 
such and such a place. 

3 Now therefore what is under thine 
hand ? give me five loaves of bread in 
mine hand, or what there is present. 

4 And the priest answered David, 
and said, There is no common bread 
under mine hand, but there is hal- 
lowed bread ; if the young men have 
kept themselves at least from wo- 
men. 

5 And David answered the priest, 
and said unto him, Of a truth women 
have been kept from us about these 
three days, since I came out, and the 
vessels of the young men are holy, 
and the bread is in a manner com- 
mon, yea, though it were sanctified 
this day in the vessel. 

6 So the priest gave him hallowed 
bread : for there was no bread there 
but the shewbread, that was taken 
from before the Lord, to put hot 
bread in the day when it was taken 
away. 

7 Now a certain man of the servants 
of Saul was there that day, detained 

3 


before the Lord ; and his name was 
Doeg, an Edomite, the chiefest of 
the herdmen that belonged to Saul. 

8 If And David said unto Ahime- 
lech, And is there not here under 
thine hand spear or sword? for I 
have neither brought my sword nor 
my weapons with me, because the 
king’s business required haste. 

9 And the priest said. The sword 
of Goliath the Philistine, whom thou 
slowest in the valley of Elah, behold, 
it is here wrapped in a cloth behind 
the ephod: if thou wilt take that, 
take it: for there is no other save 
that here. And David said. There is 
none like that ; give it me. 

10 If And David arose, and fled that 
day for fear of Saul, and went to 
Achish the king of Gath. 

11 And the servants of Achish said 
imto him, Js not this David the king 
of the land? did they not sing one 
to another of him in dances, saying, 
Saul hath slain his thousands, and 
David his ten thousands? 

12 And David laid up these words 
in his heart, and was sore afraid of 
Achish the king of Gath. 

13 And he changed his behaviour 
before them, and feigned himself 
mad in their hands, and scrabbled 
on the doors of the gate, and let his 
spittle fall down upon his beard. 

14 Then said Achish unto his ser- 
vants, Lo, ye see the man is mad: 
wherefore then have ye brought him 
to me? 

15 Have I need of mad men, that 
ye have brought this fellow to play 
the mad man in my presence? shall 
this fellow come into my house ? 

CHAPTER XXII. 

1 Companies resort unto David at Adullam. 3 At 
Mizpeh he commendeth his parents unto the king of 
Moab. a Admonished by Gad, he corneth to Hareth. 
6 Saul going to pursue him, complaineth of his ser-^ 
vants* unfaithfulness. 9 Doeg accuseth Ahimelech. 

1 1 Saul commandeth to kill the priests. 1 7 The foot- 
men refusing, Doeg executeth it. 20 Abiathar escap- 
ing, bringeth David the news, 

D avid therefore departed thence, 
and escaped to the cave Adul- 
lam: and when his brethren and all 
his father’s house heard it, they went 
down thither to him. 
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2 And every one that was in dis- 
tress, and every one that was in 
debt, and every one that was dis- 
contented, gathered themselves un- 
to him ; and he became a captain 
over them : and there were with him 
about fom* hundred men. 

3 If And David went thence to 
Mizpeh of Moab: and he said unto 
the king of Moab, Let my father and 
my mother, I pray thee, come forth, 
and he with you, till I know what God 
will do for me. 

4 And he brought them before the 
king of Moab: and they dwelt with 
him all the while that David was in 
the hold. 

5 If And the prophet Gad said unto 
David, Abide not in the hold; de- 
part, and get thee into the land of 
Judah. Then David departed, and 
came into the forest of Hareth. 

6 If When Saul heard that David 
was discovered, and the men that 
were with him, (now Saul abode in 
Gibeah under a tree in Eamah, hav- 
ing his spear in his hand, and all his 
servants were standing about him ;) 

7 Then Saul said unto his servants 
that stood about him. Hear now, ye 
Benjamites; will the son of Jesse 
give every one of you fields and 
vineyards, and make you all cap- 
tains of thousands, and captains of 
hundreds ; 

8 That all of you have conspired 
against me, and there is none that 
sheweth me that my son hath made 
a league with the son of Jesse, and 
there is none of you that is sorry for 
me, or sheweth unto me that my son 
hath stirred up my servant against 
me, to lie in wait, as at this day? 

9 If Then answered Doeg the Edom- 
ite, which was set over the servants 
of Saul, and said, I saw the son of 
Jesse coming to Nob, to Ahimelech 
the son of Ahi tuh. 

10 And he enquired of the Lord 
for him, and gave him victuals, and 

f ave him the sword of Goliath the 
'hilistine. 

11 Then the king sent to call Ahi- 
melech the priest, the son of Ahitub, 


and all his father’s house, the priests 
that were in Nob : and they came all 
of them to the king. 

12 And Saul said. Hear now, thou 
son of Ahitub. And he answered, 
Here I am, my lord. 

13 And Saul said unto him. Why 
have ye conspired against me, thou 
and the son of Jesse, in that thou 
hast given him bread, and a sword, 
and hast enquired of God for him, 
that he shoidd rise against me, to 
lie in wait, as at this day? 

14 Then Ahimelech answered the 
king, and said, And who is so faith- 
ful among all thy servants as David, 
which is the king’s son in law, and 
goeth at thy bidding, and is honour- 
able in thine house ? 

15 Did I then begin to enquire of 
God for him ? be it far from me : let 
not the king impute any thing imto 
his servant, nor to all the house of 
my father: for thy servant knew no- 
thing of all this, less or more. 

16 And the king said. Thou shalt 
surely die, Ahimelech, thou, and all 
thy father’s house. 

17 If And the king said unto the 
footmen that stood about him. Turn, 
and slay the priests of the Lord; 
because their hand also is with Da- 
vid, and because they knew when 
he fied, and did not shew it to me. 
But the servants of the king would 
not put forth their hand to fall up- 
on the priests of the Lord. 

18 And the king said to Doeg, Turn 
thou, and fall upon the priests. And 
Doeg the Edomite turned, and he 
fell upon the priests, and slew on 
that day fourscore and five persons 
that did wear a linen ephod. 

19 And Nob, the city of the priests, 
smote he with the edge of the sword, 
both men and women, children and 
sucklings, and oxen, and asses, and 
sheep, with the edge of the sword. 

20 1 And one of the sons of Ahime- 
lech the son of Ahitub, named Abia- 
thar, escaped, and fled after David. 

21 And Abiathar shewed David that 
Saul had slain the Lord’s priests. 

22 And David said unto Abiathar, 



The treachery 

I knew it that day, when Doeg the 
Edomite was there, that he would 
surely tell Saul: I have occasioned 
the death of all the persons of thy 
father’s house. 

23 Abide thou with me, fear not: 
for he that seeketh my life seeketh 
thy life: but with me thou sludt he 
in safeguard. 

CHAPTER XXIIl. 

1 Davidy enquiring of Oie Lord by Abiathar, reecueth 
Keilah. 7 God shewing him the coming of Saul^ and 
the treachery of the KciliteSy he escapeth from Keilah. 
14 Ziph Jonathan cometh and comforteth him. 19 
The Ziphites discover him to Saul. 25 At Maon he 
7.Y rescued from Saul by the invasion of the Philistines. 
29 lie dwelleth at En~gedi. 

T hen they told David, saying, 
Behold, the Philistines fight 
against Keilah, and they rob the 
tlireshingfloors. 

2 Therefore David enquired of the 
Lord, saying. Shall I go and smite 
these Philistines ? And the Lord 
said mito David, Go, and smite the 
Philistines, and save Keilah. 

3 And David’s men said unto him, 
Behold, we be afraid here in Judah: 
how' much more then if we come to 
Keilah against the armies of the 
Philistines ? 

4 Then David enquired of the Lord 
yet again. And the Lord answered 
him and said. Arise, go down to 
Keilah ; for I will deliver the Philis- 
tines into thine hand. 

6 So David and his men went to 
Keilah, and fought >vith the Philis- 
tmes, and brought away their cattle, 
and smote them with a great slaugh- 
ter. So David saved the inhabitants 
of Keilah. 

6 And it came to pass, when Abi- 
athar the son of Ahimelech fled to 
David to Keilah, that he came down 
with an ephod in his hand. 

7 H And it was told Saul that Da- 
vid was come to Keilah. And Saul 
said, God hath delivered him into 
mine hand ; for he is shut in, by en- 
tering into a town that hath gates 
and bars. 

8 And Saul called all the people 
together to war, to go down to Kei- 
lah, to besiege David and his men. 


of the KeUUes. 

9 If And David knew that Saul se- 
cretly practised mischief against him ; 
and he said to Abiathar the priest. 
Bring hither the ephod. 

10 Then said David, O Lord God 
of Israel, thy servant hath certainly 
heard that Saul seeketh to come to 
Keilah, to destroy the city for my 
sake. 

11 Will the men of Keilah deliver 
me up into his hand ? will Saul come 
down, as thy servant hath heard ? O 
Lord God of Israel, I beseech thee, 
tell thy servant. And the Lord said, 
He will come down. 

12 Then said David, Will the men 
of Keilah deliver me and my men 
into the hand of Saul ? And the Lord 
said. They will deliver thee up. 

13 If Then David and his men, which 
were about six himdred, arose and 
departed out of Keilah, and went 
whithersoever they could go. And 
it was told Saul that David was es- 
caped from Keilah; and he forbare 
to go forth. 

14 And David abode in the wilder- 
ness in strong holds, and remained 
in a moxmtain in the wilderness of 
Ziph. And Saul sought him every 
day, but God delivered him not into 
his hand. 

15 And David saw' that Saul was 
come out to seek Ids life : and David 
was in the wilderness of Ziph in a 
wood. 

16 If And Jonathan Saul’s son a- 
rose, and went to David into the 
wood, and strengthened his hand in 
God. 

17 And he said imto him. Fear not : 
for the hand of Saul my father shall 
not find thee ; and thou shalt be king 
over Israel, and I shall be next unto 
thee; and that also Saul my father 
knoweth. 

18 And they two made a covenant 
before the Lord: and David abode 
in the wood, and Jonathan went to 
his house. 

19 If Then came up the Ziphites to 
Saul to Gibeah, saying. Doth not 
David hide himself with us in strong 
holds in the wood, in the hill of 
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Hachilah, which is on the south of 
Jeshimon? 

20 Now therefore, O king, come 
down according to all the desire of 
thy soul to come down; and our 
part shall he to deliver him into the 
king’s hand 

21 And Saul said, Blessed he ye of 
the Lord; for ye have compassion 
on me. 

22 Go, I pray you, prepare yet, and 
know and see his place where his 
haunt is, and who hath seen him 
there : for it is told me that he deaJ- 
eth very subtilly. 

23 See therefore, and take know- 
ledge of all the lurking places where 
he hideth himself, and come ye again 
to me with the certainty, and I will 
go with you: and it shall come to 
])ass, if he be in the land, that I will 
search him out throughout all the 
thousands of Judah. 

24 And they arose, and went to 
Ziph before Saul: but David and 
his men were in the wilderness of 
Maon, in the plain on the south of 
Jeshimon. 

25 Saul also and his men went to 
seek him. And they told David: 
wherefore he came down into a rock, 
and abode in the wilderness of Maon. 
And when Saul heard that, he pur- 
sued after David in the wilderness 
of Maon. 

26 And Saul went on this side of 
the momitain, and David and his 
men on that side of the mountain: 
and David made haste to get away 
for fear of Saul; for Saul and his 
men compassed David and his men 
round about to take them. 

27 t But there came a messenger 
mito Saul, saying. Haste thee, and 
come; for the Philistines have in- 
vaded the land. 

28 Wherefore Saul returned from 
pursuing after David, and went a- 
gainst the Philistines : therefore 
they called that place Sela-hammah- 
lekoth. 

29 IT And David went up from 
thence, and dwelt in strong kolds 
at En-gedi. 


CHAPTER XXIV. 

1 David in a cave at En-gedi, having cut off SauVe 

skirt, spareih his life. 8 He sheweth thereby his in* 

nocency. 16 Saul, acknowledging his fault, taketh an 

oath of David, and departeth, 

AND it came to pass, when Saul 
1\. was retvimed from following the 
Philistines, that it was told him, say- 
ing, Behold, David is in the wilder- 
ness of En-gedi 

2 Then Saul took three thousand 
chosen men out of all Israel, and 
went to seek David and his men 
upon the rocks of the wild goats. 

3 And he came to the sheepcotes 
by the way, where woe a cave; and 
Saul went in to cover his feet: and 
David and his men remained in the 
sides of the cave. 

4 And the men of David said unto 
him. Behold the day of which the 
Lord said unto thee. Behold, I will 
deliver thine enemy into thine hand, 
that thou mayest do to him as it 
shall seem good vmto thee. Then 
David arose, and cut off the skirt of 
Saul’s robe privily. 

5 And it came to pass afterward, 
that David’s heart smote him, be- 
cause he had cut off Saul’s skirt. 

6 And he said unto his men. The 
Lord forbid that I should do this 
thing unto my master, the Lord’s 
anointed, to stretch forth mine hand 
against him, seeing he is the anoint- 
ed of the Lord. 

7 So David stayed his servants with 
these words, and suffered them not 
to rise against SauL But Saul rose 
up out of the cave, and went on his 
way. 

8 David also arose afterward, and 
went out of the cave, and cried after 
Saul, saying. My lord the king. And 
when Saul looked behind him, David 
stooped with his face to the earth, 
and bowed himself 

9 IT And David said to Saul, Where- 
fore hearest thou men’s words, say- 
ing, Behold, David seeketh thy hurt ?

2 It came even to pass on the third 
day, that, behold, a man came out of 
the camp fi’om Saul with his clothes 
rent, and earth upon his head: and 
80 it was, when he came to David, 
that he fell to the earth, and did 
obeisance. 

3 And David said unto him. From 
whence comest thou ? And' he said 
unto him. Out of the camp of Israel 
am I escaped. 

4 And David said unto him. How 
went the matter? I pray thee, tell 
me. And he answered, That the 
people are fled fi*om the battle, and 
many of the people also are fallen 
and dead; and Saul and Jonathan 
his son are dead also. 

6 And David said unto the young 
man that told him, How knowest 
thou that Saul and Jonathan his son 
be dead? 

6 And the young man that told 
him said, As I happened by chance 
upon mount Gilboa, behold, Saul 
leaned upon his spear; and, lo, the 
chariots and horsemen followed hard 
after him. 

7 And when he looked behind him, 
he saw me, and called unto me. And 
I answered, Here am I. 

8 And he said unto me. Who art 
thou? And I answered him, I am 
an Amalekite. 

9 He said unto me again, Stand, I 
pray thee, upon me, and slay me: 


for anguish is come upon me, be* 
cause my life is yet whole in me. 

10 So I stood upon him, and slew 
him, because I was sure that he could 
not live after that he was fallen : and 
I took the crown that was upon his 
head, and the bracelet that was on 
his arm, and have brought them 
hither unto my lord. 

11 Then David took hold on his 
clothes, and rent them ; and likewise 
all the men that were with him: 

12 And they mourned, and u ept, 
and fasted until even, for Saul, and 
for Jonathan his son, and for the 
people of the Lord, and for the 
house of Israel; because they were 
fallen by the sword. 

13 1 And David said vmto the young 
man that told him, Whence art thou ? 
And he answered, I am the son of a 
stranger, an Amalekite. 

14 And David said unto him. How 
wast thou not afraid to stretch forth 
thine hand to destroy the Lord’s 
anointed ? 

16 And David called one of the 
young men, and said. Go near, a7ul 
fall upon him. And he smote him 
that he died. 

16 And David said unto him. Thy 
blood he upon thy head; for thy 
mouth hath testified against thee, 
saying, I have slain the Lord’s an- 
ointed. 

17 ^ And David lamented with this 
lamentation over Saul and over Jo- 
nathan his son: 

18 (Also he bade them teach the 
childi'en of Judah the use of the 
bow : behold, it is written in the 
book of Jasher.) 

19 The beauty of Israel is slain 
upon thy high places; how are the 
mighty fallen! 
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20 Tell it not in Gath, publish it 
not in the streets of Askelon; lest 
the daughters of the Philistines 
rejoice, lest the daughters of the 
uncircumcised triumpL 

21 Ye mountains of Gilboa, 
there he no dew, neither let there he 
rain, upon you, nor fields of offer- 
ings: for there the shield of the 
mighty is vilely cast away, the shield 
of Saul, os thovgh he had not heen 
anointed with oil. 

22 From the blood of the slain, 
fi^m the fat of the mighty, the bow of 
Jonathan turned not back, and the 
sword of Saul returned not empty. 

23 Saul and Jonathan were lovely 
and pleasant in their lives, and in 
their death they were not divided: 
they were swifter than eagles, they 
were stronger than lions. 

24 Ye daughters of Israel, weep 
over Saul, who clothed you in scarlet, 
with other delights, who put on orna- 
ments of gold upon your apparel. 

25 How are the mighty fallen in 
the midst of the battle ! O Jonathan, 
thou wast slain in thine high places. 

26 I am distressed for thee, my 
brother Jonathan : very pleasant 
hast thou been unto me: thy love 
to me was wonderful, passing the 
love of women. 

27 How are the mighty fallen, and 
the weapons of war perished ! 

CHAPTER H. 

1 David, bp God* 8 direction, with his company goeth up 
to Hebron, where he is made king of Judati. 5 He 
oommendeth them of Jabesfi-gilead for their kindness 
to Saul. 8 Abner maketh Ish-bosheth king of Israel. 
12 A mortal skirmish between twelve of Abner s and 
twelve of Joab*s men, 18 Asahel is slain. 25 At 
Abners motion Joab soundeth a retreat, 32 Asahel* s 
burial, 

A nd it came to pass after this, 

_ that David enquired of the 
Lord, saying. Shall I go up into 
any of the cities of Judah ? And the 
Lord said unto him. Go up. And 
David said. Whither shall I go up? 
And he sai^ Unto Hebron. 

2 So David went up thither, and 
his two wives also, Ahmoam the Jez- 
reelitess, and Abigail Nabal’s wife 
the Carmelite. 

3 And his men that were with him 


did David bring up, every man with 
his household: and they dwelt in the 
cities of Hebron. 

4 And the men of Judah came, 
and there they anointed David king 
over the house of Judah. And they 
told David, saying. That the men of 
Jabesh-gilead were they that buried 
Saul. 

5 If And David sent messengers 
unto the men of Jabesh-gilead, and 
said unto them. Blessed he ye of 
the Lord, that ye have shewed this 
kindness unto your lord, even unto 
Saul, and have buried him. 

6 And now the Lord shew kind- 
ness and truth imto you : and I also 
will requite you this kindness, be- 
cause ye have done this thing. 

7 Therefore now let your hands be 
strengthened, and be ye valiant: for 
your master Saul is dead, and also 
the house of Judah have anointed 
me king over them. 

8 If But Abner the son of Ner, 
captain of Saul’s host, took Ish-bo- 
sheth the son of Saul, and brought 
him over to Mahanaim ; 

9 And made him king over Gilead, 
and over the Ashurites, and over 
Jezreel, and over Ephraim, and over 
Benjamin, and over all Israel. 

10 Ish-bosheth Saul’s son was forty 
years old when he began to reign 
over Israel, and reigned two years. 
But the house of Judah followed 
David. 

11 And the time that David was 
king in Hebron over the house of Ju- 
dah was seven years and six months.

5 Go and tell my servant David, 
Thus saith the Lord, Shalt thou build 
me an house for me to dwell in ? 

6 Whereas I have not dwelt in any 
house since the time that I brought 
up the children of Israel out of 
Egypt, even to this day, but have 
walked in a tent and in a tabernacle. 
7 In all the places wherein I have 
walked with all the children of Israel 
spake I a word with any of the tribes 
of Israel, whom I commanded to feed 
my people Israel, saying. Why build 
ye not me an house of cedar ? 

8 Now therefore so shalt thou say 
unto my servant David, Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, I took thee from 
the sheepcote, from following the 
sheep, to be ruler over my people, 
over Israel: 

9 And I was with thee whitherso- 
ever thou wentest, and have cut off 
all thine enemies out of thy sight,

and have made thee a great name, 
like unto the name of the great men 
that are in the earth. 

10 Moreover I will appoint a place 
for my people Israel, and will plant 
them, that they may dwell in a place 
of their own, and move no more; 
neither shall the children of wick- 
edness afflict them any more, as be- 
foretime, 

11 And as since the time that I 
commanded judges to he over my 
people Israel, and have caused thee 
to rest from all thine enemies. Also 
the Lord telleth thee that he will 
make thee an house. 

12 If And when thy days be ful- 
filled, and thou shalt sleep with thy 
fathers, I will set up thy seed after 
thee, which shall proceed out of ; 
thy bowels, and I \^1 establish his 
kingdom. 

13 He shall build an house for my 
name, and I will stablish the throne 
of his kingdom for ever. 

14 I will be his father, and he shall I 
be my son. If he commit iniquity, ! 
I will chasten him with the rod of ! 
men, and with the stripes of the j 
children of men: 

15 But my mercy shall not depart 
away from him, as I took it from 
Baui, whom I put away before thee. 

16 And thine house and thy king- 

dom shall be established for ever I 
before thee : thy throne shall be I 
established for ever. 1 

17 According to all these words, i 
and according to all this vision, so 
did Nathan speak unto David. 

18 If Then went king David in, and 
sat before the Lord, and he said, 
Who am I, O Lord God? and what 
is my house, that thou hast brought 
me hitherto? 

19 And this was yet a small thing 
in thy sight, O Lord God ; but thou 
hast spoken also of thy servant’s 
house for a great while to come. 
And is this the maimer of man, O 
Lord God? 

20 And what can David say more 
imto thee ? tor thou. Lord God, 
knowest thy servant. 


21 For thy word s sake, and accord- 
ing to thine own heart, hast thou 
done all these great things, to make 
thy servant know them. 

22 Wherefore thou art great, O 
Lord God: for there is none like 
thee, neither is there any God beside 

j thee, according to all that we have 
I heard with our ears. 

23 And what one nation in the 
earth is like thy people, even like Is- 
rael, whom God went to redeem for 
a people to himself, and to , make 
him a name, and to do for you great 
things and terrible, for thy land, 
before thy people, which thou re- 
deemedst to thee from Egypt, from 
the nations and their gods? 

24 For thou hast confirmed to thy- 
self thy people Israel to he a people 
unto thee for ever : and thou. Lord 
art become their God. 

25 And now, O Lord God, the word 
that thou hast spoken concerning 
thy servant, and concerning his house, 
establish it for ever, and do as thou 
hast said. 

26 And let thy name be magnified 
for ever, saying. The Lord of hosts 
is the God over Israel: and let the 
house of thy servant David be esta- 
blished before thee. 

27 For thou, O Lord of hosts, God 
of Israel, hast revealed to thy ser- 
vant, saying, I will build thee an 
house: therefore hath thy servant 
found in his heart to pray this prayer 
unto thee. 

28 And now, O Lord God, thou art 
that God, and thy words be true, and 
thou hast promised this goodness un- 
to thy servant : 

29 Therefore now let it please thee 
to bless the house of thy servant, 
that it may continue for ever before 
thee: for thou, O Lord God, hast 
spoken it : and with thy blessing let 
the house of thy servant be blessed 
for ever. 

CHAPTER Vm. 

1 David subdueth the Philistines and the Moabites 
3 He smiteth Hadadezer, and the Syrians. 9 Toi 
seiideth Joram with presnits to bless him. 11 The 
presents and the spoil David dedicateth to God, 14 
He putteth garrisons in Edom. 16 Damd*s officers.

his enemies. 


AND after this it came to i)as8, that 
J\. David smote the Philistines, and 
subdued them : and David took Me- 
theg-ammah out of the hand of the 
Philistines. 

2 And he smote Moab, and mea- 
sured them with a line, casting them 
down to the ground ; even with two 
lines measured he to put to death, 
and with one full line to keep alive. 
And so the Moabites became David’s 
servants, and brought gifts. 

3 If David smote also Hadadezer, 
the son of Rehob, king of Zobah, as 
he went to recover his border at the 
river Eimhrates. 

4 And David took from him a thou- 
sand chariots, and seven hundred 
horsemen, and twenty thousand foot- 
men: and David houghed all the 
chariot Twrses, but reserved of them 
for an hundred chariots. 

5 And when the Syrians of Damas- 
cus came to succour Hadadezer king 
of Zobah, David slew of the Syrians 
two and twenty thousand men. 

6 Then David put garrisons in 
Syria of Damascus : and the Sy- 
rians became servants to David, 
aiid brought gifts. And the Lord 
preserved David whithersoever he 
went. 

7 And David took the shields of 
gold that were on the servants of 
Hadadezer, and brought them to 
Jerusalem. 

8 And from Betah, and from Bero- 
thai, cities of Hadadezer, king David 
took exceeding much brass. 

9 If When Toi king of Hamath heard 
that David had smitten all the host 
of Hadadezer, 

10 Then Toi sent Joram his son 
unto king David, to salute him, and 
to bless him, because he had fought 
against Hadadezer, and smitten him : 
for Hadadezer had wars with Toi. 
And Joram brought with him ves- 
sels of silver, and vessels of gold, and 
vessels of brass : 

11 Which also kin g David did de- 
dicate unto the Lord, with the silver 
and gold that he had dedicated of 
all nations which he subdued ; 


12 Of Syria, and of Moab, and of 
the children of Ammon, and of the 
Philistines, and of Amalek, and of 
the spoil of Hadadezer, son of Re- 
hob, king of Zobah. 

13 And David gat him a name when 
he returned from smiting of the Sy- 
rians in the valley of salt, hdng eigh- 
teen thousand men. 

14 IF And he put garrisons in Edom ; 
throughout all Edom put he garri- 
sons, and all they of Edom became 
David’s servants. And the Lord 
preserved David whithersoever he 
went. 

15 And David reigned over all Is- 
rael; and David executed judgment 
and justice unto all his people. 

16 And Joab the son of Zeruiah 
was over the host ; and Jehoshaphat 
the son of Aliilud was recorder ; 

17 And Zadok the son of Ahitub, 
and Ahimelech the son of Abiathar, 
were the priests; and Seraiah was 
the scribe; 

18 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
was over both the Cherethites and 
the Pelethites ; and David’s sons 
were chief rulers. 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 David by Ziba serideth for Mephibosheth. 7 For Jo- 
nathans sake he entertaineth him at his table, and 
restoreth him all that was SauFs.

Is there not 
yet any of the house of Saul, that I 
may shew the kindness of God unto 
him? And Ziba said unto the king, 
Jonathan hath yet a son, which is 
lame on his feet. 

4 And the king said unto him, 
Where is he? And Ziba said unto 
the king. Behold, he is in the house 
of Machir, the son of Ammiel, in 
Lo-debar.

6 II Then king David sent, and fetch- 
ed him out of the house of Machir, 
the son of Ammiel, from Lo-debar. 

6 Now when Mephibosheth, the son 

of Jonathan, the son of Saul, was 
come unto David, he fell on his face, | 
and did reverence. And David said, 
Mephibosheth. And he answered, j 
Behold thy servant! | 

7 t And David said unto him. Pear i 
not: for I will surely shew thee ■ 
kindness for Jonathan thy father’s ' 
sake, and will restore thee all the 
land of Saul thy father; and thou 
shalt eat bread at my table conti- 
nually. 

8 And he bowed himself, and said. 
What is thy servant, that thou should- 
est look upon such a dead dog as I 
ann? 

9 t Then the king called to Ziba, 
Saul’s servant, and said unto him, 

I have given unto thy master’s son 
all that pertained to Saul and to all 
his house. 

10 Thou therefore, and thy sons, 
and thy servants, shall till the land 
for him, and thou shalt bring in tite 
fruits, that thy master’s son may have 
food to eat: but Mephibosheth thy 
master’s son shall eat bread alway 
at my table. Now Ziba had fifteen 
sons and twenty servants. 

11 Then said Zliba unto the king. 
According to all that my lord the 
king hath commanded his servant, so 
shall thy servant do. As for Mephi- 
bosheth, said the king, he shall eat at 
my table, as one of the king’s sons. 

12 And Mephibosheth had a young 
sou, whose name was Micha. And 
all that dwelt in the house of Ziba 
were servants imto Mephibosheth. 

13 So Mephibosheth dwelt in Je- 
rusalem: for he did eat continually 
at the king’s table ; and was lame on 
both his feet. 

CHAPTER X. 

I David* 8 me88enger8f sent to comfort Hanun the son of 

Nahash^ are villainously entreated. 6 The Ammonites, 

strengthened by the Syrians, are overcome by Joab 

and Afnshai. 15 Shol^h,, making a new supply of the 

Syrians at Helam, is slain by David. 

AND it came to pass after this, 
J\. that the king of the children 


of Ammon died, and Hanun his son 
reigned in his stead. 

2 Then said David, I will shew kind- 
ness unto Hanun the son of Nahash, 
as his father shewed kindness unto 
me. And David sent to comfort 
liim by the hand of his servants for 
his father. And David’s servants 
came into the land of the children 
of Ammon. 

3 And the princes of the children of 
Ammon said unto Hanun their lord, 
Thinkest thou that David doth ho- 
nour thy father, that he hath sent 
comforters unto thee? hath not Da- 
vid rather sent his servants unto thee, 
to search the city, and to spy it out, 
and to overthrow it ? 

4 Wherefore Hanun took David’s 
servants, and shaved off the one half 
of their beards, and cut off their gar- 
ments in the middle, eren to their 
buttocks, and sent them away. 

5 When they told it unto David, he 
sent to meet them, because the men 
were greatly ashamed : and the king 
said, Tarry at Jericho until your 
beards be grown, and then return. 

6 t And when the children of Am- 
mon saw that they stank before 
David, the children of Ammon sent 
and hired the Syrians of Beth-rehob, 
and the Syrians of Zoba, twenty 
thousand footmen, and of king Maa- 
cah a thousand men, and of Ish-tob 
twelve thousand men. 

7 And when David heard of it, he 
sent Joab, and all the host of the 
mighty men. 

8 And the children of Ammon came 
out, and put the battle in array at 
the entering in of the gate : and the 
Syrians of ^ba, and of Rehob, and 
Ish-tob, and Maacah, were by them- 
selves in the field. 

9 When Joab saw that the front of 
the battle was against him before and 
behind, he chose of all the choice 
men of Israel, and put them in array 
against the Syrians: 

10 And the rest of the people he de- 
livered into the hand of Abishai his 
brother, that he might put them in 
array against the children of Ammon.

So Joab 
returned from the children of Am- 
mon, and came to Jerusalem. 

15 1 And when the Syrians saw 
that they were smitten before Israel, 
they gathered themselves together. 

16 .Ajid Hadarezer sent, and brought 
out the Syrians that were beyond the 
river : and they came to Helam ; and 
Shobach the captain of the host of 
Hadarezer went before them. 

17 And when it was told David, he 
gathered all Israel together, and 
passed over Jordan, and came to 
Helam. And the Syrians set them- 
selves in array against David, and 
fought with him. 

18 And the Syrians fled before Is- 
rael ; and David slew the men of seven 
hundred chariots of the Syrians, and 
forty thousand horsemen, and smote 
Shobach the captain of their host, 
who died there. 

19 And when all the kings that 
were servants to Hadarezer saw that 
they were smitten before Israel, they 
made peace with Israel, and served 
them. So the Syrians feared to 
help the children of Ammon any 
more. 

CHAPTER XI. 

1 While Joab besie^ Rabbah, David conimittetk adul- 
tery with Bathsheba. 6 Uriah, sent for by David to 
cover the adultery, would not go home neither sober nor 
drunken, He carrieth to Joaft the letter of hie 
death, 18 Joab sendeth the news thereof to David, 26 
David taketh Bath-sheba to wife, 

^ND it came to pass, after the 
year was expired, at the time 
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when kings go forth to battle, that 
David sent Joab, and his servants 
with him, and all Israel; and they 
destroyed the children of Ammon, 
and besieged Rabbah. But David 
tarried still at Jerusalem. 

2 T And it came to pass in an even- 
ingtide, that David arose from off* his 
bed, and walked upon the roof of 
the king’s house : and from the roof 
he saw a woman washing herself ; 
and the woman was very beautiful 
to look upon. 

3 And David sent and enquired 
after the woman. And mie said. Is 
not this Bath-sheba, the daughter 
of Eliam, the wife of Uriah the 
Hittite ? 

4 And David sent messengers, and 
took her ; and she came in unto him, 
and he lay with her; for she was 
purified from her uncleanness: and 
she returned unto her house. 

5 And the woman conceived, and 
sent and told David, and said, I am 
with child. 

6 If And David sent to Joab, saying. 
Send me Uriah the Hittite. And 
Joab sent Uriah to David. 

7 And when Uriah was come unto 
him, David demanded of him how 
Joab did, and how the people did, 
and how the war prospered. 

8 And David said to Uriah, Go 
down to thy house, and wash thy 
feet. And Uriah departed out of 
the king’s house, and there followed 
him a mess of meat from the king. 

9 But Uriah slept at the door of 
the king’s house with all the servants 
of his lord, and went not down to his 
house. 

10 And when they had told David, 
saying, Uriah went not down unto 
his house, David said unto Uriah, 
earnest thou not from i/;?/ journey ? 
why then didst thou not go down 
unto thine house? 

11 And Uriah said unto David, The 
ark, and Israel, and Judah, abide in 
tents ; and my lord Joab, and the 
servants of my lord, are encamped 
in the open fields ; shall I then go 
into mine house, to eat and to drink.

So Uriah 
abode in Jerusalem that day, and 
the morrow. 

13 And when David had called him, 
he did eat and drink before him; 
and he made him drunk : and at 
even he went out to lie on his bed 
with the servants of his lord, but 
went not down to his house. 

14 If And it came to pass in the 
morning, that David wrote a letter 
to Joab, and sent it by the hand of 
Uriah 

15 And he wrote in the letter, say- 
ing, Set ye Uriah in the forefront 
of the hottest battle, and retire ye 
from him, that he may be smitten, 
and die. 

16 And it came to pass, when Joab 
observed the city, that he assigned 
Uriah unto a place where he knew 
that valiant men were. 

17 And the men of the city went 
out, and fought with Joab : and there 
fell some of the people of the ser- 
vants of David ; and Uriah the Hit- 
tite died also. 


David, Surely the men prevailed 
against us, and came out unto us 
into the field, and we were upon 
them even unto the entering of the 
gate. 

24 And the shooters shot from off" 
the wall upon thy servants ; and 
some of the king’s servants be dead, 
and thy servant Uriah the Hittite is 
dead also. 

25 Then David said imto the mes- 
senger, Thus shalt thou say unto 
Joab, Let not this thing displease 
thee, for the sword devom-eth one 
as well as another: make thy battle 
more strong against the city, and 
overthrow it : and encourage thou 
him. 

26 If And when the wife of Uriah 
heard that Uriah her husband was 
dead, she mourned for her husband. 

27 And when the mourning was past, 
David sent and fetched her to his 
house, and she became his wife, and 
bare him a son. But the thing that 
David had done displeased the Lord. 

CHAPTER XII. 

1 Nathans parable of the ewe lamb causeth David, to be 
his own judge. 7 David, reproved by Nathan, cou’- 
fesseth his sin, and is pardoned. 1 5 David mourneth 
and prayeth for the child, v)hile it lived. 24 Solomon 
is born, and named Jedidiah.

18 If Then Joab sent and told David 
all the things concerning the war ;

21 Who smote Abimelech the son 
of Jerubbesheth ? did not a woman 
cast a piece of a millstone upon him 
from the wall, that he died in The- 
bez ? why went ye nigh the wall ? then 
say thou. Thy servant Uriah the Hit- 
tite is dead also. 

22 If So the messenger went, and 
came and shewed David all that Joab 
had sent him for. 

23 And the messenger said unto 


AND the Lord sent Nathan unto 
David. And he came unto him, 
and said unto him. There were two 
men in one city; the one rich, and 
the other poor. 

2 The rich man had exceeding many 
fiocks and herds : 

3 But the poor man had nothing, 
save one little ewe lamb, whicb he 
had bought and nourished up: and 
it grew up together with him, and 
with his children; it did eat of his 
own meat, and drank of his own cup, 
and lay in his bosom, and was imto 
him as a daughter. 

4 And there came a traveller unto 
the rich man, and he spared to take 
of his own fiock and of his own herd, 
to dress for the wayfaring man that 
was come unto him; but took the 
poor man’s lamb, and dressed it for 
the man that was come to him.

5 And David’s anger was greatly 
kindled against the man ; and he said 
to Nathan, As the Lord liveth, the 
man that hath done this thinff shall 
surely die:

7 And Nathan said to David, Thou 
art the man. Thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel, I anointed thee king 
over Israel, and I delivered thee out 
of the hand of Saul ; 

8 And I gave thee thy master’s 
house, and thy master’s wives into 
thy bosom, and gave thee the house 
of Israel and of Judah ; and if that 
had been too little, I would moreover 
have given unto thee such and such 
things. 

9 Wherefore hast thou despised the 
commandment of the Lord, to do evil 
in his sight? thou hast killed Uriah 
the Hittite with the sword, and hast 
taken his wife to be thy wife, and hast 
slain him with the sword of the chil- 
dren of Ammon. 

10 Now therefore the sword shall 
never depart from thine house; be- 
cause thou hast despised me, and 
hast taken the wife of Uriah the Hit- 
tite to be thy wife. 

11 Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I 
will raise up evil against thee out of 
thine own house, and I will take thy 
wives before thine eyes, and give them 
unto thy neighbour, and he shall lie 
with thy wives in the sight of this 
smi. 

12 For thou didst U secretly : but 
I will do this thing before all Israel, 
and before the sim. 

13 And David said unto Nathan, I 
have sinned against the Lord. And 
Nathan said unto David, The Lord 
also hath put away thy sin; thou 
shalt not die. 

14 Howbeit, because by this deed 
thou hast mven great occasion to the 
enemies of the Lord to blaspheme, 
the child also that is bom unto thee 
shall surely die. 

15 t And Nathan departed unto his 
house. And the Lord struck the

20 Then David arose from the earth, 
and washed, and anointed himself, 
and changed his apparel, and canic 
into the house of the Lord, and wor- 
shipped: then he came to his own 
house; and when he required, they 
set bread before him, and he did eat.

2 And Joab sent to Tekoah, and 
fetched thence a wise woman, and 
said unto her, I pray thee, feign thy- 
self to be a mourner, and put on now 
mourning apparel, and anoint not thy- 
self with oil, but be as a woman that 
had a long time mourned for the dead: 
3 And come to the king, and speak 
on this manner unto him. So Joab 
put the words in her mouth. 

4 t And when the woman of Te- 
koah spake to the king, she fell on 
her face to the ground, and did obei- 
sance, and said. Help, O king. 

5 And the king said imto her. What 
aileth thee ? And she answered, I am 
indeed a widow woman, and mine 
husband is dead. 

0 And thy handmaid had two sons, 
and they two strove together in the 
field, and there was none to part 
them, but the one smote the other, 
and slew him. 

7 And, behold, the whole family is 
risen against thine handmaid, and 
they said. Deliver him that smote 
his brother, that we may kill him, for 
the life of his brother whom he slew ;

Let him turn 
to his own house, and let him not 
see my face. So Absalom returned 
to his own house, and saw not the 
king’s face. 

25 t But in all Israel there was 
none to be so much praised as Ab- 
salom for his beauty : from the sole 
of his foot even to the crown of his 
head there was no blemish in him. 

26 And when he polled his head, 
(for it was at every year’s end that 
he polled it: because the hair was 
heavy on him, therefore he polled 
it :) he weighed the hair of his head 
at two hundred shekels after the 
king’s weight. 

27 And unto Absalom there were 
bom three sons, and one daughter, 
whose name was Tamar: she was a 
woman of a fair countenance. 

28 IT So Absalom dwelt two ftiU 
years in Jerusalem, and saw not the 
king’s face. 


29 Therefore Absalom sent for Joab* 
to have sent him to the king ; but he 
would not come to him : and when he 
sent again the second time, he would 
not come. 

30 Therefore he said unto his ser- 
vants, See, J oab’s field is near mine, 
and he hath barley there ; go and set 
it on fire. And Absalom’s servants 
set the field on fire. 

31 Then Joab arose, and came to 
Absalom imto his house, and said 
unto him. Wherefore have thy ser- 
vants set my field on fire? 

32 And Aosalom answered Joab, 
Behold, I sent unto thee, saying. 
Come hither, that I may send thee 
to the king, to say. Wherefore am 1 
come from Geshxir ? it had been good 
for me to have been there still : now 
therefore let me see the king’s face ; 
and if there be any iniquity in me, 
let him kill me. 

33 So Joab came to the king, and 
told him: and when he had called 
for Absalom, he came to the king , 
and bowed himself on his face to the 
gromid before the king : and the king 
kissed Absalom.

AND it came to pass after this, that 
a\. Absalom prepared him chariots 
and horses, and fifty men to run be- 
fore him. 

2 And Absalom rose up early, and 
stood beside the way of the gate: 
and it was so, that when any man 
that had a controversy came to the 
king for judgment, then Absalom 
called unto him, and said. Of what 
city art thou ? And he said. Thy 
servant is of one of the tribes of 
Israel. 

3 And Absalom said unto him. See, 
thy matters are good and right ; but 
there is no man deputed of the king 
to hear thee. 
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4 Absalom said moreover, Oh that 
I were made judge in the land, that 
every man which hath any suit or 
cause might come unto me, and I 
would do him justice ! 

5 And it was so, that when any man 
came nigh to him to do him obeisance, 
he put forth his hand, and took him, 
and kissed him. 

0 And on this manner did Absalom 
to all Israel that came to the king 
for judgment : so Absalom stole the 
hearts of the men of Israel. 

7 t And it came to pass after forty 
years, that Absalom said vmto the 
king, I pray thee, let me go and pay 
my vow, which I have vowed unto the 
Loan, in Hebron. 

8 For thy servant vowed a vow 
while I abode at Geshur in Syria, 
saying, If the Lord shall bring me 
again indeed to Jerusalem, then I 
will serve the Lord. 

9 And the king said unto him. Go 
in peace. So he arose, and went to 
Hebron. 

10 If But Absalom sent spies through- 
out all the tribes of Israel, saying. 
As soon as ye hear the soimd of the 
trumpet, then ye shall say, Absalom 
reigneth in HebroiL 

11 And with Absalom went two hun- 
dred men out of Jerusalem, that were 
called; and they went in their sim- 
plicity, and they knew not any thing. 

12 And Absalom sent for Ahitho- 
pliel the Gilonite, David’s comisellor, 
from his city, even from Giloh, while 
he offered sacrifices. And the con- 
spiracy was strong; for the people 
increased continually with Absalom. 

13 f And there came a messenger 
to David, saying. The hearts of the 
men of Israel are after Absalom. 

14 And David said unto all his ser- 
vants that were with him at Jerusa- 
lem, Arise, and let us flee; for we 
shall not dse escape from Absalom : 
make speed to depart, lest he over- 
take us suddenly, and bring evil upon 
us, and smite the city with the edge 
of the sword. 

15 And the king’s seiwants said unto 
the king, Behold, thy servants are 


ready to do whatsoever my lord the 
king shall appoint. 

16 And the king went forth, and aU 
his household after him. And the 
kin^ left ten women, which were con- 
cubines, to keep the house. 

17 And the king went forth, and all 
the people after him, and tarried in 
a place that was far ofif 

18 And all his servants passed on 
beside him ; and all the Onerethites, 
and all the Pelethites, and all the 
Gittites, six hundred men which came 
after him from Gath, passed on before 
the king. 

19 If Then said the king to Ittai the 
Gittite, Wherefore goest thou also 
with us? return to thy place, and 
abide with the king: for thou art a 
stranger, and also an exile. 

20 Whereas thou earnest hwl yester- 
day, should I this day make thee go 
up and down with us? seeing I go 
whither I may, return thou, and take 
back thy brethren : mercy and truth 
he with thee. 

21 And Ittai answered the king, and 
said. As the Lord liveth, and os my 
lord the king liveth, surely in what 
place my lord the king shall be, 
w'hether in death or life, even there 
also will thy servant be. 

22 And Da^id said to Ittai, Go and 
pass over. And Ittai the Gittite 
passed over, and all his men, and all 
the little ones that were with him. 

23 And all the country wept with a 
loud voice, and all the people passed 
over: the king also himself passed 
over the brook Kidi’on, and all the 
people passed over, toward the way 
of the wilderness. 

24 If And lo Zadok also, and all the 
Levites were with him, bearing the 
ark of the covenant of God : and 
they set down the ark of God ; and 
Abiathar went up, imtil all the peo- 
ple had done passing out of the city.

CHAPTER XX. 

1 By occasion of the quarrel., Sheba maketh a party in 
Israel, 3 David* s ten concubines are shut up in per- 
petual prison. 4 Amasa^ made captain over Judah., 
is slain by Joab. 14 Joab pursueth Sheba unto Abel. 
16 A wise woman saveth the city by Sheba* s head. 
23 David* s officers. 

AND there happened to be there 
l\. a man of Belial, whose name 
was Sheba, the son of Bichri, a Ben- 
jamite : and he blew a trumpet, and 
said. We have no part in David, 
neither have we inheritance in the 
son of Jesse : every man to his tents, 
O Israel 

2 So every man of Israel went up 
fi’om after David, and followed She- 
ba the son of Bichri: but the men 
of Judah clave unto their king, irom 
Jordan even to Jerusalem. 

3 If And David came to his house 
at Jerusalem ; and the king took the 
ten women his concubines, whom he 
had left to keep the house, and put 
them in ward, and fed them, but went 
not in unto them. So they were shut 
up unto the day of their death, living 
in widowhood. 

4 If Then said the king to Amasa, 
Assemble me the men of Judah 
within three days, and be thou here 
present. 

5 So Amasa went to assemble the 
men o/" Judah : but he tarried longer 
than the set time which he had ap- 
pointed him. 

6 And David said to Abishai, Now 
shall Sheba the son of Bichri do us 
more harm than did Absalom : take 
thou thy lord’s servants, and pursue 
after him, lest he get him fenced 
cities, and escape us. 

7 And there went out after him 
Joab’s men, and the Cherethites, and 
the Pelethites, and all the mighty 
men : and they went out of Jerusa- 
lem, to pursue after Sheba the son 
of Bichri 


8 When they were at the great 
stone which is in Gibeon, Amasa 
went before them. And Joab’s gar- 
ment that he had put on was girded 
unto him, and upon it a girdle roith 
a sword fastened upon his loins in 
the sheath thereof ; and as he went 
forth it fell out 

9 And Joab said to Amasa, Art 
thou in health, my brother ? And 
Joab took Amasa by the beard with 
the right hand to kiss him. 

10 But Amasa took no heed to the 
sword that was in Joab’s hand: so 
he smote him therewith in the fifth 
rib. and shed out his bowels to the 
gfround, and struck him not again ; 
and he died. So Joab and Abishai 
his brother pursued after Sheba the 
son of Bichri. 

11 And one of Joab’s men stood 
by him, and said. He that favoureth 
Joab, and he that is for David, let 
him, go after Joab. 

12 And Amasa wallowed in blood 
in the midst of the highway. And 
when the man saw that all the peo- 
ple stood still, he removed Amasa 
out of the highway into the field, 
and cast a cloth upon him, when he 
saw that every one that came by 
him stood still. 

13 When he was removed out of 
the highway, all the people went on 
after Joab, to pursue after Sheba the 
son of Bichri. 

14 If And he went through all the 
tribes of Israel unto Abel, and to 
Beth-maachah, and all the Berites : 
and they were gathered together, 
and went also after him. 

15 And they came and besieged him 
in Abel of Beth-maachah, and they 
cast up a bank against the city, and 
it stood in the trench: and all the 
people that were with Joab battered 
the wall, to throw it down. 

16 If Then cried a wise woman out 
of the city. Hear, hear; say, I pray 
you, unto Joab, Come near hither, 
that I may speak with thee. 

17 And when he was come near 
unto her, the woman said. Art thou 
Joab ? Aud he answered, I am he. 
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Then she said unto him, Hear the 
words of thine handmaid And he 
answered, 1 do hear. 

18 Then she spake, saying. They 
were wont to speak in old time, say- 
ing, They shall surely ask counsel at 
Abel : and so they ended (he matter. 

19 I am one of them that are peace- 
able and faithlU in Israel : thou seek- 
est to destroy a city and a mother in 
Israel : why wilt thou swallow up the 
inheritance of the Lord ? 

20 And Joab answered and said, 
Far be it, far be it from me, that I 
should swallow up or destroy. 

21 The matter \s not so : but a man 
of movmt Ephraim, Sheba the son of 
Bichri by name, hath lifted up his 
hand against the king, even against 
David: deliver him only, and I will 
depart from the city. And the wo- 
man said unto Joab, Behold, his head 
shall be throvm to thee over the wall. 

22 Then the woman went unto all 
the people in her wisdom. And they 
cut off the head of Sheba the son of 
Bichri, and cast it out to Joab. And 
he blew a trumpet, and they retired 
from the city, every man to his tent. 
And Joab retimied to Jerusalem 
unto the king. 

23 f Now Joab wom over all the 
host of Israel : and Benaiah the son 
of Jehoiadatra« over the Cherethites 
and over the Pelethites : 

24 And Adoram was over the tri- 
bute : and Jehoshaphat the son of 
Ahilud was recorder : 

25 And Sheva was scribe: and Za- 
dok and Abiathar were the priests : 

26 And Ira also the Jairite was a 
chief ruler about David. 

CHAPTER XXL 

1 The three yexirs famine for the Gibeonites ceaeeth, by 
hanging seven of Saul's sons. 10 Rizpah's kindness 
unto the dead. 12 David burudh the. bones of Saul 
and Jonathan in his father's sepulchre. 15 Four 
battles against the PhilistineSy wherein four valiants 
of David slay four giants. 

T hen there was a famine in the 
days of David three years, year 
after year ; and David enquired of 
the Lord. And the Lord answered, It 
is for Saul, and for his bloody house, 
because he slew the Gibeonites. 
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2 And the king called the Gibeon- 
ites, and said unto them ; (now the 
Gibeonites were not of the children 
of Israel, but of the remnant of the 
Amorites ; and the children of Israel 
had sworn unto them : and Saul 
sought to slay them in his zeal to the 
children of Israel and Judah.) 

3 Wherefore David said unto the 
Gibeonites, What shall I do for you ? 
and wherewith shall 1 make the 
atonement, that ye may bless the 
inheritance of the Lord ? 

4 And the Gibeonites said unto 
him. We will have no silver nor gold 
of Saul, nor of his house ; neither for 
us shalt thou kill any man in Israel. 
And he said. What ye shall say, thM 
will I do for you. 

5 And they answered the king. The 
man that consumed us, and that de- 
vised against us that we should be 
destroyed from remaining in any of 
the coasts of Israel, 

6 Let seven men of his sons be de- 
livered unto us, and we will hang 
them up unto the Lord in Gibeah 
of Saul, whom the Lord did choose. 
An d the king said, I will give them. 

7 But the king spared Mephibo- 
sheth, the son of Jonathan the son 
of Saul, because of the Lord’s oath 
that was between them, between 
David and Jonathan the son of 
Said. 

8 But the king took the two sons of 
Kizpah the daughter of Aiah, whom 
she bare unto Saul, Armoni and Me- 

S hibosheth ; and the five sons of 
[ichal the daughter of Saul, whom 
she brought up for Adriel the son of 
Barzillai the Meholathite: 

9 And he delivered them into the 
hands of the Gibeonites, and they 
hanged them in the hill before the 
Lord: and they fell all seven toge- 
ther, and were put to death in the 
days of harvest, in the first days, in 
the beginning of barley harvest. 

10 If And Rizpah the daughter of 
Aiah took sackcloth, and spread it 
for her upon the rock, from the be- 
ginning of harvest until water drop- 
ped upon them out of heaven, and 
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suffered neither the birds of the air 
to rest on them by day, nor the beasts 
of the field by night. 

11 And it was told David what 
Kizpah the daughter of Aiah, the 
concubine of Saul, had done. 

12 t And David went and took the 
bones of Saul and the bones of Jo- 
nathan his son from the men of Ja- 
besh-gilead, which had stolen them 
fi’om the street of Beth-shan, where 
the Philistines had hanged them, 
when the Philistines had slain Saul 
in Gilboa : 

13 And he brought up from thence 
the bones of Saul and the bones of 
Jonathan his son ; and they gathered 
the bones of them that were hanged. 

14 And the bones of Saul and Jo- 
nathan his son buried they in the 
country of Benjamin in Zelah, in the 
sepulchre of Kish his father: and 
they performed all that the king com- 
manded. And after that God was 
intreated for the land. 

15 If Moreover the Philistines had 
yet war again with Israel ; and David 
went down, and his servants with 
him, and fought against the Philis- 
tines: and David waxed faint. 

16 And Ishbi-benob, which was of 
the sons of the giant, the weight of 
whose spear weighed three hundred 
shekels of brass in weight, he being 
girded with a new sword, thought to 
have slain David. 

17 But Abishai the son ofZeruiah 
succoured him, and smote the Philis- 
tine, and killed him. Then the men 
of David sware unto him, saying, 
Thou shalt go no more out with us 
to battle, that thou quench not the 
light of Israel. 

18 And it came to pass after this, 
that there was again a battle with the 
Philistines at Gob: then Sibbechai 
the Hushathite slew Saph, which was 
of the sons of the giant. 

19 And there was again a battle 
in Gob with the Philistines, where 
Elhanan the son of Jaare-oregim, a 
Beth-lchemite, slew the brother of Go- 
liath the Gittite, the staff of whose 
epear was like a weaver’s beam. 
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20 And there was yet a battle in 
Gath, where was a man of great sta- 
ture, that had on every hand six fin- 
gers, and on every foot six toes, four 
and twenty in number ; and he also 
was bom to the giant. 

21 And when he defied Israel, Jo- 
nathan the son of Shimeah the bro- 
ther of David slew him. 

22 These four were bom to the giant 
in Gath, and fell by the hand of Da- 
vid, and by the hand of his servants.

1^0 W these he the last words of 
JJi DaA'id. DaA^d the son of Jesse 
said, and the man who was raised 
up on high, the anointed of the God 
oi Jacob, and the sweet psalmist of 
Israel, said, 

2 The Spirit of the Lord spake by 
me, and his word was in my tongue. 

3 The God of Israel said, the Rock 
of Israel spake to me. He that ruleth 
over men must he just, ruling in the 
fear of God. 

4 And he shall he as the light of the 
morning, when the sun riseth, even a 
morning without clouds ; as the ten- 
der grass springing out of the earth 
by clear shining after rain. 

5 Although my house he not so with 
God; yet he hath made with me an 
everlasting covenant, ordered in all 
things, and sure: for this is all my 
salvation, and all my desire, although 
he make it not to grow. 

6 H But the sons of Belial shall he 
all of them as thorns thrust away, 
because they cannot be taken with 
hands: 

7 But the man that shall touch them 
must be fenced with iron and the 


staff of a spear; and they shall be 
utterly burned with fire in the same 
place. 

8 IT These he the names of the mighty 
men whom David had: The Tach- 
monite that sat in the seat, chief 
among the captains; the same was 
A(^o the Ezmte : he lift up his spear 
against eight hundred, whom he slew 
at one time. 

9 And after him was Eleaza r the 
son of Dodo the AbohRe, one of the 
three mighty men with David, when 
they defied the Philistines that were 
there gathered together to battle, 
and the men of Israel were gone 
away: 

10 He arose, and smote the Philis- 
tines until his hand was weary, and 
his hand clave unto the sword: and 
the Lord wrought a great victory 
that day; and the people returned 
after him only to spoil. 

11 And after him was Bhammah the 
son of Agee the Hararite, And the 
Philistines were gathered together 
into a troop, where was a piece of 
ground full of lentiles : and the people 
fled from the Philistines. 

12 But he stood in the midst of the 
ground, and defended it, and slew the 
Philistines : and the Lord wrought a 
great victory. 

13 And three of the thirty chief went 
down, and came to David in the har- 
vest time unto the cave of Adullam : 
and the troop of the Philistines pitch- 
ed in the valley of Rephaim. 

14 And David was then in an hold, 
and the garrison of the Philistines 
was then in Beth-lehem. 

15 And David longed, and said. Oh 
that one would give me drink of the 
water of the well of Beth-lehem, which 
is by the gate ! 

16 And the three mighty men brake 
through the host of the Philistines, 
and drew water out of the well of 
Beth-lehem, that was by the gate, 
and took it, and brought it to Da- 
vid: nevertheless he would not drink 
thereof, but poured it out imto the 
Lord. 

17 And he said. Be it far from me, 
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O Lord, that I should do this : is not 
this the blood of the men that went 
in jeopardy of their lives ? therefore 
he would not drink it These things 
did these three mighty men. 

18 And Abishai, the brother of Joab, 
the son of Zeruiah, was chief among 
three. And he lifted up his spear 
against three hundred, and slew them, 
and had the name among three. 

19 Was he not most honourable of 
three? therefore he was their cap- 
tain: howbeit he attained not unto 
the first three. 

20 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, 
the son of a valiant man, of Kabzeel, 
who had done many acts, he slew 
two lionlike men of Moab: he went 
down also and slew a lion in the midst 
of a pit in time of snow : 

21 And he slew an Egyptian, a goodly 
man: and the Egyptian had a spear 
in his hand; but he went down to 
him with a stafij and plucked the 
spear out of the Egyptian’s hand, and 
slew him with his own spear. 

22 These things did Benaiah the son 
of Jehoiada, and had the name among 
three mighty men. 

23 He was more honourable than 
the thirty, but he attained not to the 
first three. And David set him over 
his guard. 

24 Asahel the brother of Joab was 
one of the thirty ; Elhanan the son of 
Dodo of Beth-lehem, 

25 Shammah the Harodite, Elika the 
Harodite, 

26 Helez the Paltite, Ira the son of 
Ikkesh the Tekoite, 

27 Abiezer the Anethothite, Mebun- 
nai the Hushathite, 

28 Zalmon the Ahohite, Maharai the 
Netophathite, 

29 Heleb the son of Baanah, a Ne- 
tophathite, Ittai the son of Bibai out 
of Gibeah of the children of Ben- 
jamin, 

30 Benaiah the Pirathonite, Hiddai 
of the brooks of Gaash, 

31 Abi-albon the Arbathite, Azma- 
veth the Barhumite, 

32 Eliahba the Shaalbonite, of the 
sons of Jashen, Jonathan, 


33 Shammah the Hararite, Ahiam 
the son of Sharar the Hararite, 

34 Eliphelet the son of Ahasbai, the

CHAPTER XXIV. 

1 David y tempted hy Satan, forceth Joab to number the 
people, S The captains, in nine months and twenty 
days, bring the muster of thirteen hundred thousand 
fighting men, 10 David, having three plagues pro- 
pounded hy Gad, repenteth, and chooseth the three days* 
pestilence, 15 After the death of threescore and ten 
thousand, David by repentance preventeth the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem. 18 David, by Gad's direction, 
purchaseth Araunah's threshin^oor ; where having 
sacrificed, the plague stayeth, 

A n D again the anger of the Lord 
- was kindled against Israel, and 
he moved David against them to say. 
Go, number Israel and Judah. 

2 For the king said to Joab the 
captain of the host, which was with 
him. Go now through all the tribes of 
Israel, from Dan even to Beer-sheba, 
and number ye the people, that I 
may know the number of the people. 
3 And Joab said unto the king. Now 
the Lord thy God add unto the peo- 
ple, how many soever they be, an 
lundredfold, and that the eyes of my 
ord the king may see it: but why 
doth my lord the king delight in this 
thing ? 

4 Notwithstanding the king’s word 
prevailed against Joab, and against 
the captains of the host. And Joab 
and the captains of the host went out 
from the presence of the king, to 
number the people of Israel. 

5 IT And they passed over Jordan, 
and pitched in -ALToer, on the right 
side of the city that lieth in the 
midst of the river of Gad, and toward 
Jazer: 

6 Then they came to Gilead, and 
to the land of Tahtim-hodshi ; and 
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they came to Dan-jaan, and about to 
Zidon, 

7 And came to the strong hold of 
T^e, and to aU the cities of the 
Hivites, and of the Canaanites : and 
they went out to the south of Judah, 
even to Beer-sheba. 

8 So when they had gone through 
all the land, they came to Jerusa- 
lem at the end of nine months and 
twenty days. 

9 And Joab gave up the sum of the 
number of the people unto the kin g: 
jind there were in Israel eight hun- 
dJ%d thousand valiant men that drew 
the sword; and the men of Judah 
were five hundred thousand men. 

10 IT And David’s heart smote him 
after that he had numbered the peo- 

f le. And David said unto the Lord, 
have sinned greatly in that I have 
done : and now, I beseech thee, O 
Lord, take away the iniquity of thy 
servant; for 1 have done very fool- 
ishly. 

11 For when David was up in the 
morning, the word of the Lord came 
unto the prophet Gad, David’s seer, 
saying, 

12 Go and say unto David, Thus 
saith the Lord, I ofrer thee three 
things; choose thee one of them, 
that I may do it unto thee. 

13 So Gad came to David, and told 
him, and said unto him, Shall seven 
years of famine come imto thee in 
thy land? or wilt thou flee three 
months before thine enemies, while 
they pursue thee? or that there be 
three days’ pestilence in thy land? 
now advise, and see what answer I 
shall return to him that sent me. 

14 And David said unto Gad, I am 
in a great strait ; let us fall now into 
the hand of the Lord; for his mer- 
cies are great: and let me not fall 
into the hand of man. 

15 IT So the Lord sent a pestilence 
upon Israel from the morning even 
to the time appointed: and there 
died of the people from Dan even to^ 
Beer-sheba seventy thousand men. 

16 And when the angel stretched 
out his hand upon Jerusalem to de- 


stroy it, the Lord repented him of 
the evil, and said to the angel that 
destroyed the people. It is enough: 
stay now thine hand. And the angel 
of the Lord was by the threshing- 
place of Araunah the Jebusite. 

17 And David spake unto the Lord 
when he saw the angel that smote 
the people, and said, Lo, I have sin- 
ned, and I have done wickedly: but 
these sheep, what have they done ? let 
thine han^ 1 pray thee, be against 
me, and against my father’s house. 

18 IT And Gad came that day to Da- 
vid, and said unto him, Go up, rear 
an altar unto the Lord in the tlmesh- 
ingfloor of Araunah the Jebusite. 

19 And David, according to the 
saying of Gad, went up as the Lord 
commanded. 

20 And Araunah looked, and saw 
the king and his servants coming 
on toward him: and Araunah went 
out, and bowed himself before the 
king on his face upon the ground. 

21 And Araunah said, Wherefore 
is my lord the king come to his ser- 
vant? And David said, To buy the 
threshingfloor of thee, to build an 
altar unto the Lord, that the plague 
may be stayed from the people.

16 Ahimaaz was in Naphtali ; he also 
took Basmath the daughter of Solo- 
mon to wife : 

16 Baanah the son of Hushai was in 
Asher and in Aloth : 

17 Jehoshaphat the son of Paruah, 
in Issachar : 

18 Shimei the son of Elah, in Ben- 
jamin : 

19 Geber the son of Uri was in the 
country of Gilead, in the coimtry of 
Sihon king of the Amorites, and of 
Og king of Bashan ; and he was the 
only officer which was in the land. 

20 H Judah and Israel were many, 
as the sand which is by the sea in 
multitude, eating and drinking, and 
making merry. 

21 And Solomon reigned over all 
kingdoms from the river unto the 
land of the Philistines, and unto the 
border of Egypt : they brought pre- 
sents, and served Solomon all the 
days of his life. 

22 IT And Solomon’s provision for one 
day was thirty measures of fine fiour, 
and threescore measures of meal, 

23 Ten fat oxen, and twenty oxen 
out of the pastures, and an hundred 
sheep, beside harts, and roebucks, 
and fallowdeer, and fatted fowL 

24 For he had dominion over all 
the region on this side the river, from 
Tiphsah even to Azzah, over all the 
kings on this side the river : and ho 
had peace on all sides round about 
him. 

25 And Judah and Israel dwelt 
safely, every man under his vine and 
under his fig tree, from Dan even to 
Beer-sheba, all the days of Solomon. 

26 If And Solomon had forty thou- 
sand stalls of horses for his chariots, 
and twelve thousand horsemen. 

27 And those officers provided vio- 
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tual for king Solomon, and for all 
that came unto king Solomon’s table, 
every man in his month : they lacked 
nothing. 

28 Barley also and straw for the 
horses and dromedaries brought they 
unto the place where the officers were, 
every man according to his charge. 

29 IT And God gave Solomon wis- 
dom and understanding exceeding 
much, and largeness of heart, even 
as the sand that is on the sea shore. 

30 And Solomon’s wisdom excelled 
the wisdom of all the children of the 
east country, and all the wisdom of 
Egypt. 

31 For he was wiser than all men ; 
than Ethan the Ezrahite, and He- 
nman, and Chalcol, and Darda, the 
sons of Mahol: and his fame was 
in all nations round about. 

32 And he spake three thousand 
proverbs : and his songs were a 
thousand and five. 

33 And he spake of trees, from the 
cedar tree that is in Lebanon even 
unto the hyssop that springeth out 
of the wall : he spake also of beasts, 
and of fowl, and of creeping things, 
and of fishes. 

34 And there came of all people 
to hear the wisdom of Solomon, 
from all kings of the earth, which 
had heard of his wisdom. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 Hiram, sending to congratulate Solomon, is certified 
of his purpose to build the temple, and desired to fur- 
nish him with timber thereto. 7 Hiram, blessing God 
for Solomon, and requesting food for his family, fur- 
nisheth him with trees. 13 The number of Solomons 
workmen and lalwurers. 

A nd Hiram king of Tyre sent 
- his servants unto Solomon; for 
he had heard that they had anointed 
him king in the room of his father: 
for Hiram was ever a lover of David. 

2 And Solomon sent to Hiram, 
saying, 

3 Thou knowest how that David 
my father covild not build an house 
unto the name of the Lord his God 
for the wars which were about him 
on every side, until the Lord put 
them under the soles of his feet. 

4 But now the Lord my God hath 
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given me rest on every side, so that 
there is neither adversary nor evil 
occurrent. 

5 And, behold, I purpose to build 
an house unto the name of the Lord 
my God, as the Lord spake unto 
David my father, saying. Thy son, 
whom I will set upon thy throne in 
thy room, he shall build an house 
unto my name. 

6 Now therefore command thou 
that they hew me cedar trees out 
of Lebanon; and my servants shall 
be with thy servants : and unto thee 
will I give hire for thy servants ac- 
cording to all that thou shalt ap- 
point: for thou knowest that there 
is not among us any that can skill to 
hew timber like unto the Sidonians. 

7 And it came to pass, when Hi- 
ram heal'd the words of Solomon, 
that he rejoiced greatly, and said. 
Blessed he the Lord this day, which 
hath given unto David a wise son 
over this great people. 

8 And Hiram sent to Solomon, 
saying, I have considered the things 
which thou sentest to me for: atid I 
will do all thy desire concerning tim- 
ber of cedar, and concerning timber 
of fir. 

9 My servants shall bring them 
down from Lebanon unto the sea: 
and I will convey them by sea in 
floats unto the place that thou shalt 
appoint me, and will cause them to 
be discharged there, and thou shalt 
receive them: and thou shalt ac- 
complish my desire, in giving food 
for my household. 

10 So Hiram gave Solomon cedar 
trees and fir trees according to all 
his desire. 

11 And Solomon gave Hiram 
twenty thousand measures of wheat 
for food to his household, and twenty 
measures of pure oil: thus gave 
Solomon to Hiram year by yeai*. 

12 And the Lord gave Solomon 
wisdom, as he promised him: and 
there was peace between Hiram and 
Solomon ; and they two made a 
league together. 

13 IT And king Solomon raised a 
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levy out of all Israel; and the levy 
was thirty thousand men. 

14 And he sent them to Lebanon, 
ten thousand a month by courses : a 
month they were in Lebanon, and 
two months at home : and Adoniram 
was over the levy. 

15 And Solomon had threescore 
and ten thousand that bare burdens, 
and fourscore thousand hewers in 
the mountains ; 

16 Beside the chief of Solomon’s 
officers which were over the work, 
three thousand and three hundred, 
which ruled over the people that 
wrought in the work. 

17 .^d the king commanded, and 
they brought great stones, costly 
stones, aiid hewed stones, to lay 
the foundation of the house. 

18 And Solomon’s builders and Hi- 
ram’s builder's did hew them, and the 
stonesquarers : so they prepared tim- 
ber and stones to build the house.

A nd it came to pass in the four 
_ hundred and eightieth year 
after the children of Israel were 
come out of the land of Egypt, in 
the fourth year of Solomon’s reign 
over Israel, in the month Zif, which 
is the second month, that he began 
to build the house of the Loud. 

2 And the house which king Solo- 
mon built for the Lord, the length 
thereof was threescore cubits, and 
the breadth thereof twenty cubits, 
and the height thereof thirty cubits. 

3 And the porch before the tem- 
ple of the house, twenty cubits was 
the length thereof, according to the 
breadth of the house; and ten cu- 
bits was the breadth thereof before 
the house. 

4 And for the house he made win- 
dows of narrow lights. 

6 If And against the wall of the 
house he built chambers round 
about, against the walls of the house 
round aoout, both of the temple and 


of the temple. 

of the oracle: and he made cham- 
bers roimd about: 

6 The nethermost chamber was five 
cubits broad, and the middle was six 
cubits broad, and the third was seven 
cubits broad : for without in the wall 
of the house he made narrowed rests 
round about, that the beams should 
not be fastened in the walls of the 
house. 

7 And the house, when it was in 
building, was built of stone made 
ready before it was brought thither : 
so that there was neither hammer 
nor axe nor any tool of iron heard in 
the house, while it was in building. 

8 The door for the middle chamber 
teas in the right side of the house : 
and they went up with winding stairs 
into the middle chamber, and out of 
the middle into the third. 

9 So he built the house, and finish- 
ed it; and covered the house with 
beams and boards of cedar. 

10 And then he built chambei'S 
against all the house, five cubits 
high : and they rested on the house 
with timber of cedar. 

11 If And the word of the Lord 
came to Solomon, saying, 

12 Concerning this house which thou 
art in building, if thou wilt walk in 
my statutes, and execute my judg- 
ments, and keep all my command- 
ments to walk in them; then will 
I perfonn my word with thee, which 
I spake unto David thy father : 

13 And I will dwell among the 
children of Israel, and will not for- 
sake my people Israel. 

14 So Solomon built the house, and 
finished it. 

15 And he built the walls of the house 
within with boards of cedar, both the 
floor of the house, and the walls of the 
deling : and he covered them on the 
inside with wood, and covered the 
floor of the house with planks of fir. 

16 And he built twenty cubits on 
the sides of the house, both the 
floor and the walls with boards of 
cedar: he even built them for it 
within, even for the oracle, even for 
the most holy place.. 
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17 And the house, that is, the tem- 
ple before it, was forty cubits long. 

18 And the cedar of the house 
Avithin was carved with knops and 
open flowers; all vms cedar; there 
was no stone seea 

19 And the oracle he prepared in 
the house within, to set there the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord. 

20 And the oracle in the forepart 
was twenty cubits in length, and 
twenty cubits in breadth, and twen- 
ty cubits in the height thereof : and 
he overlaid it with pure gold ; and so 
covered the altar which was of cedar. 

21 So Solomon overlaid the house 
within with pure gold : and he made 
a partition % the chains of gold be- 
fore the oracle; and he overlaid it 
with gold. 

22 And the whole house he over- 
laid with gold, until he had finished 
all the house: also the whole altar 
that was by the oracle he overlaid 
with gold. 

23 If And within the oracle he made 
two cherubims of olive tree, each ten 
cubits high. 

24 And five cubits wa^ the one wing 
of the cherub, and five cubits the 
other wing of the cherub : from the 
uttermost part of the one wing unto 
the uttermost part of the other were 
ten cubits. 

25 And the other cherub was ten 
cubits: both the cherubims were of 
one measure and one size. 

26 The height of the one cherub 
was ten cubits, and so was it of the 
other cherub. 

27 And he set the cherubims with- 
in the inner house : and they stretch- 
ed forth the wings of the cherubims, 
so that the wing of the one touch- 
ed the one wall, and the wing of the 
other cherub touched the other wall ; 
and their wings touched one another 
in the midst of the house. 

28 And he overlaid the cherubims 
with gold. 

29 And he carved all the walls of 
the house round about with carved 
figures of cherubims and palm trees 
and open flowers, within and without 


30 And the floor of the house he 
overlaid with gold, within and with- 
out. 

31 1 And for the entering of the 
oracle he made doors of olive tree ; 
the lintel and side posts were a fifth 
part of the wall. 

32 The two doors also were of olive 
tree ; and he carved upon them carv- 
ings of cherubims and palm trees 
and open flowers, and overlaid them 
with gold, and spread gold upon 
the cherubims, and upon the palm 
trees.

34 And the two doors were of fir 
tree : the two leaves of the one door 
were folding, and the two leaves of 
the other door were folding. 

35 And he carved thereon cherubims 
and palm trees and open flowers: 
and covered them with gold fitted 
upon the carved work. 

36 H And he built the inner court 
with three rows of hewed stone, and 
a row of cedar beams. 

37 If In the fourth year was the 
foundation of the house of the Lord 
laid, in the month Zif : 

38 And in the eleventh year, in the 
month Bui, which is the eighth month, 
was the house finished throughout 
all the parts thereof, and according 
to all the fashion of it.

T hen Solomon assembled the el-

4 And they brought up the ark of 
the Lord, and the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and all the holy vessels 
that were in the tabernacle, even 
those did the priests and the Levites 
bring up. 

5 And king Solomon, and all the 
congregation of Israel, that were 
assembled unto him, were with him 
before the ark, sacrificing sheep and 
oxen, that could not be told nor 
numbered for multitude. 

6 And the priests brought in the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord 
irnto his place, into the oracle of the 
house, to the most holy place, even 
under the wings of the cherubima

39 Then hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelling place, and forgive, and do, 
and give to every man according to 
his ways, whose heart thou knowest ; 
(for thou, even thou only, knowest the 
hearts of all the children of men ;) 

40 That they may fear thee all the 
days that they live in the land which 
thou gavest unto oim fathere. 

41 Moreover concerning a stranger, 
that is not of thy people Israel, but 
cometh out of a far coxmtry for thy 
name’s sake; 

42 (For they shall hear of thy great 
name, and of thy strong hand, and of 
thy stretched out arm ;) whemhe shall 
come and pray toward this house ; 

43 Hear thou in heaven thy dwell- 
ing place, and do according to all 
that the stranger calleth to thee for : 
that all people of the earth may know 
thy name, to fear thee, as do thy peo- 
ple Israel; and that they may know 
that this house, which I have budd- 
ed, is called by thy name. 

44 IT If thy people go out to battle 
against their enemy, whithersoever 
thou shalt send them, and shall pray 
unto the Lord toward the city which 
thou hast chosen, and toward the 
house that I have built for thy name : 

45 Then hear thou in heaven their 
prayer and their supplication, and 
maintain their cause. 

46 If they sin against thee, (for 
there is no man that sinneth not,) and 
thou be angry with them, and deli- 
ver them to the enemy, so that they 
carry them away captives imto the 
land of the enemy, far or near ; 

47 Fet if they shall bethink them- 
selves in the land whither they were 
carried captives, and repent, and 
make supplication unto thee in the 
land of them that carried them cap- 
tives, saying. We have sinned, and 
have done perversely, we have com- 
mitted wickedness; 

48 And so return unto thee with all 
their heart, and with all their soul, in 
the land of their enemies, which led 
them away captive, and pray unto 
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thee toward their land, which thou gav- 
est unto their fathers, the city which 
thou hast chosen, and the house 
which I have built for thy name: 

49 Then hear thou their prayer and 
their supplication in heaven thy dwell- 
ing place, and maintain their cause, 

50 And for^ve thy people that have 
sinned against thee, and all their 
transgressions wherein they have 
transgressed against thee, and give 
them compassion before them who 
carried them captive, that they may 
have compassion on them: 

51 For they he thy people, and thine 
inheritance, which thou broughtest 
forth out of Egypt, from the midst 
of the furnace of iron : 

52 That thine eyes may be open 
unto the supplication of thy servant, 
and unto the supplication of thy peo- 
ple Israel, to hearken unto them in 
all that they call for unto thee. 

53 For thou didst separate them 
from among all the people of the 
earth, to he thine inheritance, as 
thou spakest by the hand of Moses 
thy servant, when thou broughtest om* 
fathers out of Egypt, O Lord God. 

54 And it was so, that when Solo- 
mon had made an end of praying 
all this prayer and supplication un- 
to the Lord, he arose from before 
the altar of the Lord, from kneeling 
on his knees with his hands spread 
up to heaven. 

55 And he stood, and blessed all 
the congregation of Israel with a 
loud voice, saying, 

56 Blessed he the Lord, that hath 
g^ven rest unto his people Israel, ac- 
cording to all that he promised : there 
hath not failed one word of all his 
good promise, which he promised by 
the hand of Moses his servant. 

57 The Lord our God be with us, 
as he was with our fathers : let him 
not leave us, nor forsake us: 

58 That he may incline om* hearts 
unto him, to walk in all his ways, and 
to keep his commandments, and his 
statutes, and his judgments, which 
he commanded our fathers. 

59 And let these my words, where- 
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with I have made supplication before 
the Lord, be nigh imto the Lord our 
God day and night, that he main- 
tain the cause of his servant, and 
the cause of his people Israel at all 
times, as the matter shall require : 

60 That all the people of the earth 
may know that the Lord is God, 
and that there is none else. 

61 Let your heart therefore be per- 
fect with the Lord oiu* God, to walk 
in his statutes, and to keep his com- 
mandments, as at this day. 

62 If And the king, and all Israel mth 
him, offered sacrifice before the Lord. 

63 And Solomon offered a sacrifice 
of peace offerings, which he offered 
unto the Lord, two and twenty 
thousand oxen, and an hundred and 
twenty thousand sheep. So the king 
and all the children of Israel dedi- 
cated the house of the Lord. 

64 The same day did the king hal- 
low the middle of the court that was 
before the house of the Lord: for 
there he offered burnt offerings, and 
meat offerings, and the fat of the 
peace offerings: because the brasen 
altar tliat was before the Lord toas 
too little to receive the burnt offer- 
ings, and meat offerings, and the fat 
of the peace offerings. 

65 And at that time Solomon held 
a feast, and all Israel with him, a 
great congregation, from the enter- 
ing in of Hamath unto the river of 
Egypt, before the Lord oim God, 
seven days and seven days, eveti four- 
teen days. 

66 On the eighth day he sent the 
people away: and they blessed the 
king, and went unto their tents joy- 
ful and glad of heart for all the 
goodness that the Lord had done 
for David his servant, and for Israel 
his people.

A nd it came to pass, when Solo- 
L mon had finished the builduig 


of the house of the Lord, and the 
king’s house, and all Solomon’s de- 
sire which he was pleased to do, 

2 That the Lord appeared to So- 
lomon the second time, as he had 
appeared unto him at Gibeon. 

3 And the Lord said unto him, 
I have heard thy prayer and thy 
supplication, that thou hast made 
before me: I have hallowed this 
house, which thou hast built, to put 
my name there for ever; and mine 
eyes and mine heart shall be there 
perpetually. 

4 And if thou wilt walk before me, 
as David thy father walked, in inte- 
grity of heart, and in uprightness, 
to do according to all that I have 
commanded thee, and wilt keep my 
statutes and my judgments: 

6 Then I will establish the throne 
of thy kingdom upon Israel for ever, 
as I promised to David thy father, 
saying. There shall not fail thee a 
man upon the throne of Israel. 

6 But if ye shall at all turn from 
following me, ye or your children, 
and will not keep my commandments 
and my statutes which I have set 
before you, but go and serve other 
gods, and worship them; 

7 Then will I cut off Israel out of 
the land which I have given them; 
and this house, which I have hallow- 
ed for my name, will I cast out of my 
sight; and Israel shall be a proverb 
and a byword among all people : 

8 And at this house, which is high, 
every one that passeth by it shall be 
astonished, and shall hiss; and they 
shall say. Why hath the Lord done 
thus unto this land, and to this house ? 

9 And they shall answer. Because 
they forsook the Lord their God, 
who brought forth their fathers out 
of the land of Egypt, and have taken 
hold upon other gods, and have wor- 
shipped them, and served them : 
therefore hath the Lord brought 
upon them all this evil. 

10 IF And it came to pass at the 
end of twenty years, when Solomon 
had built the two houses, the house 
of the Lord, and the king’s house. 
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11 {Now Hiram the king of Tyre 
had fiimished Solomon with cedar 
trees and fir trees, and with gold, ac- 
cording to all his desire,) that then 
king ^lomon gave Hiram twenty 
eities in the land of Galilee. 

12 And Hiram came out from Tyre 
to see the cities which Solomon had 
given him ; and they pleased him not. 

13 And he said, ''^at cities are 
these which thou hast given me, my 
brother? And he called them the 
land of Cabul unto this day. 

14 And Hiram sent to the king 
sixscore talents of gold. 

16 1 And this is the reason of the 
levy which king Solomon raised ; for 
to build the house of the Lord, and 
his own house, and Millo, and the 
wall of Jerusalem, and Hazor, and 
Megiddo, and Gezer. 

16 For Pharaoh king of Egypt had 
gone up, and taken Gezer, and burnt 
it with fire, and slain the Canaanites 
that dwelt in the city, and given it 
for a present unto his daughter, So- 
lomon’s wife. 

17 And Solomon built Gezer, and 
Beth-horon the nether, 

18 And Baalath, and Tadmor in the 
wilderness, in the land, 

19 And all the cities of store that 
Solomon had, and cities for his cha- 
riots, and cities for his horsemen, and 
that which Solomon desired to build 
in Jerusalem, and in Lebanon, and in 
all the land of his dominion. 

20 And all the people that were left 
of the Amorites, Hittites, Perizzites, 
Hivites, and Jebusites, which were 
not of the children of Israel, 

21 Their children that were left after 
them in the land, whom the children 
of Israel also were not able utterly 
to destroy, upon those did Solomon 
levy a tribute of bondservice unto 
this day. 

22 But of the children of Israel did 
Solomon make no bondmen : but they 
were men of war, and his servants, 
and his princes, and his captains, and 
rulers or his chariots, and his horse- 
men. 

28 These were the chief of the of- 


ficers that were over Solomon’s work, 
five hxmdred and fifty, which bare rule 
over the people that wrought in the 
work. 

24 IT But Pharaoh’s daughter came 
up out of the city of David unto her 
house which Solomon had built for 
her: then did he build Millo.

B ut king Solomon loved many 
strange women, together with the 
daughter of Pharaoh, women of the 
Moabites, Ammonites, Edomites, Zi- 
donians, and Hittites ; 

2 Of the nations concerning which 
the Lord said unto the children of 
Israel, Ye shall not go in to them, 
neither shall they come in unto you : 
for surely they will turn away yovu* 
heart after their gods : Solomon 
clave unto these in love. 

3 And he had seven himdred wives, 
rincesses, and three hundred concu- 
ines : and his wives turned away his 
heart. 

4 For it came to pass, when Solo- 
mon was old, that his wives turned 
away his heart after other gods : and 
his heart was not perfect with the 
Lord his God, as was the heart of 
David his father. 

5 For Solomon went after Ashto- 
reth the goddess of the Zidonians, 
and after Milcom the abomination of 
the Ammonites. 

6 And Solomon did evil in the sight 
of the Lord, and went not fully after 
the Lord, as did David his father. 

7 Then did Solomon build an high 
place for Chemosh, the abomination 
of Moab, in the hill that is before 
Jerusalem, and for Molech, the abo- 
mination of the children of Ammon. 

8 And likewise did he for all his 
strange wives, which burnt incense 
and sacrificed unto their gods. 

9 1 And the Lord was angry with 
Solomon, because his heart was turn- 
ed from the Lord God of Israel, 
which had appeared unto him twice.

8 But he forsook the counsel of the 
old men, which they had given him, 
and consulted with the young men 
that were grown up with him, and 
which stood before him : 

9 And he said unto them. What 
counsel give ye that we may answer 
this people, who have spoken to me, 
saying. Make the yoke which thy 
father did put upon us lighter? 

10 And the yoimg men that were 
grown up with him spake unto him, 
saying.

My 
father made your yoke heavy, and 
I will add to your yoke : my father 
also chastised you with whips, but I 
will chastise you with scorpions. 

15 Wherefore the king hearkened 
not unto the people ; for the cause 
was from the Lord, that he might 
perform his saying, which the Lord 
spake by Ahijah the Shilonite unto 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 

16 IF So when all Israel saw that 
the king hearkened not unto them, 
the people answered the king, say- 
ing, What portion have we in David ? 
neither have we inheritance in the 
son of Jesse : to your tents, O Israel : 
now see to thine own house, David. 
So Israel departed unto their tents. 

17 But as for the children of Israel 
which dwelt in the cities of Judah, 
Rehoboam reigned over them. 

18 Then king Rehoboam sent Ado- 
ram, who was over the tribute ; and 
all Israel stoned him with stones, that 
he died. Therefore king Rehoboam 
made speed to get him up to his 
chariot, to flee to Jerusalem. 

19 So Israel rebelled against the 
house of David unto this day. 

20 And it came to pass, when all Is- 
rael heard that Jeroboam was come 
again, that they sent and called him 
unto the congregation, and made him 
king over all Israel : there was none 
that followed the house of David, 
but the tribe of Judah only. 
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21 IT And when Rehoboam was 
come to Jerusalem, he assembled all 
the house of Judah, with the tribe 
of Benjamin, an hundred and four- 
score thousand chosen men, which 
were warriors, to fight against the 
house of Israel, to bring the king- 
dom again to Eehoboam the son of 
Solomon. 

22 But the word of God came unto 
Shemaiah the man of God, saying, 

23 Speak unto Eehoboam, the son of 
Solomon, king of Judah, and imto all 
the house of Judah and Benjamin, and 
to the remnant of the people, saying, 

24 Thus saith the Lord, Ye shall 
not go up, nor fight against your bre- 
thren the children of Israel : return 
every man to his house; for this 
thing is from me. They hearkened 
therefore to the word of the Lord, 
and returned to depart, according to 
the word of the Lord. 

25 IT Then Jeroboam built Shechem 
in mount Ephraim, and dwelt there- 
in; and went out from thence, and 
built Penuel. 

26 And Jeroboam said in his heart. 
Now shall the kingdom return to the 
house of David : 

27 If this people go up to do sacri- 
fice in the house of the Lord at Je- 
rusalem, then shall the heart of this 
people turn again unto their lord, 
€ven unto Eehoboam king of Judah, 
and they shall kill me, and go again 
to Eehoboam king of Judah. 

28 Whereupon the king took coun- 
sel, and made two calves of gold, and 
said unto them. It is too much for 
you to go up to Jerusalem : behold 
thy gods, O Israel, which brought 
thee up out of the land of Egypt. 

29 And he set the one in Beth-el, 
and the other put he in Dan. 

30 And this thing became a sin: 
for the people went to worship before 
the one, even unto Dan. 

31 And he made an house of high 
places, and made priests of the low- 
est of the people, which were not of 
the sons of Levi. 

32 And Jeroboam ordained a feast 
in the eighth month, on the fifteenth 
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day of the month, like unto the feast 
that is in Judah, and he offered up- 
on the altar. So did he in Beth-el, 
sacrificing unto the calves that he 
had made : and he placed in Beth-el 
the priests of the high places which 
he had made. 

33 So he offered upon the altar which 
he had made in Beth-el the fifteenth 
day of the eighth month, even in the 
month which he had devised of his 
own heart ; and ordained a feast unto 
the children of Israel : and he offered 
upon the altar, and burnt incense. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

1 Jerohoarns hand, that offered violence to him that pro^ 
phesied against his altar at Beth-el, withereth, 6 and 
at the prayer of the prophet is restored, 7 The pro- 
phet, refusing the king*s entertainment, departeth from 
Beth-el, W An old prophet,, seducing him, bringetk 
him back, 20 He is reproved bi/ God, 23 slain by a 
lion, 26 buried by the old propJiet, 31 wfu) confirmeth 
his prophecy, 33 Jeroboam* s obstinacy, 

AND, behold, there came a man 
J:\. of God out of Judah by the 
word of the Lord unto Beth-el : 
and Jeroboam stood by the altar to 
bum incense. 

2 And he cried against the altar in 
the word of the Lord, and said, O 
altar, altar, thus saith the Lord; 
Behold, a child shall be born unto 
the house of David, Josiah by name; 
and upon thee shall he offer the 
priests of the high places that burn 
incense upon thee, and men’s bones 
shall be burnt upon thee. 

3 And he gave a sign the same day, 
saying. This is the sign which the 
Lord hath spoken ; Behold, the altar 
shall be rent, and the ashes that are 
upon it shall be poured out. 

4 And it came to pass, when king 
Jeroboam heard the saying of the 
man of God, which had cried against 
the altar in Beth-el, that he put forth 
his hand from the altar, saying. Lay 
hold on him. And his hand, which 
he put forth against him, dried up, 
so that he could not pull it in again 
to him. 

5 The altar also was rent, and the 
ashes poured out from the altar, ac- 
cording to the sign which the man 
of God had g^ven by the word of the 
Lord. 
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6 And the king answered and said 
unto the man of God, Intreat now 
the face of the Lord thy God, and 
pray for me, that my hand may be 
restored me again. And the man of 
God besought the Lord, and the 
king’s hand was restored him again, 
and became as U was before. 

T And the king said unto the man 
of God, Come home with me, and 
refresh thyself, and I will give thee a 
reward. 

8 And the man of God said unto 
the king. If thou wilt give me half 
thine house, I will not go in with 
thee, neither will I eat bread nor 
drink water in this place : 

9 For so was it charged me by the 
word of the Lord, saying, Eat no 
bread, nor drink water, nor turn again 
by the same way that thou earnest. 

10 So he went another way, and re- 
turned not by the way that he came 
to Beth-eL 

11 IT Now there dwelt an old pro- 
phet in Beth-el ; and his sons came 
and told him all the works that the 
man of God had done that day in 
Beth-el : the words which he had 
spoken unto the king, them they told 
also to their father. 

12 And their father said xmto them. 
What way went he ? For his sons had 
seen what way the man of God went, 
which came from Judah. 

13 And he said unto his sons, Saddle 
me the ass. So they saddled him the 
ass : and he rode thereon, 

14 And went after the man of God, 
and found him sitting under an oak : 
and he said imto him. Art thou the 
man of God that earnest from Judah? 
And he said, I am. 

15 Then he said unto him. Come 
home with me, and eat bread. 

16 And he said, I may not retiun 
with thee, nor go in with thee : neither 
will I eat bread nor drink water with 
thee in this place : 

17 For it was said to me by the word 
of the Lord, Thou shaft eat no bread 
nor drink water there, nor turn again 
to go by the way that thou earnest 

18 He said unto him, I am a pro- 

4: 


phet also as thou art; and an angel 
spake imto me by the word of the 
Lord, saying. Bring him back with 
thee into thine house, that he may 
eat bread and drink water. But he 
lied unto him. 

19 So he went back with him, and 
did eat bread in his house, and ^ank 
water. 

20 IT And it came to pass, as they 
sat at the table, that the word of the 
Lord came unto the prophet that 
brought him back : 

21 And he cried unto the man of 
God that came from Judah, saying. 
Thus saith the Lord, Forasmuch as 
thou hast disobeyed the mouth of 
the Lord, and hast not kept the com- 
mandment which the Lord thy God 
commanded thee, 

22 But earnest back, and hast eaten 
bread and drunk water in the place, 
of the which the LORD did say to 
thee. Eat no bread, and drink no 
water ; thy carcase shall not come 
unto the sepulchre of thy fathers. 

23 IT And it came to pass, after he 
had eaten bread, and after he had 
dnmk, that he saddled for him the 
ass, to wit, for the prophet whom he 
had brought back. 

24 And when he was gone, a lion 
met him by the way, and slew him : 
and his carcase was cast in the way, 
and the ass stood by it, the lion also 
stood by the carcase. 

25 And, behold, men passed by, and 
saw the carcase cast in the way, and 
the lion standing by the carcase : and 
they came and told it in the city 
where the old prophet dwelt. 

26 And when the prophet that 
brought him back from the way heard 
thereof, he said. It is the man of God, 
who was disobedient unto the word 
of the Lord : therefore the Lord 
hath delivered him unto the lion, 
which hath tom him, and slain him, 
according to the word of the Lord, 
which he spake unto him. 

27 And he spake to his sons, say- 
ing, Saddle me the asa And they 
saddled him. 

28 And he went and found his car- 
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case cast in the way, and the ass and 
^e lion standing by the carcase : the 
lion had not eaten the carcase, nor 
tom the ass. 

29 And the prophet took up the 
carcase of the man of God, and laid 
it upon the ass, and brought it back : 
and the old prophet came to the 
city, to mourn and to bury him. 

30 And he laid his carcase in his 
own grave; and they mourned over 
him, saying, Alas, my brother 1 

31 And it came to pass, after he 
had buried him, that he spake to his 
sons, saying, "When I am dead, then 
bury me in the sepulchre wherein the 
man of God is buried ; lay my bones 
beside his bones : 

32 For the saying which he cried 
by the word of the Lord against the 
altar in Beth-el, and against all the 
houses of the high places which are 
in the cities of Samaria, shall surely 
come to pass. 

33 t After this thing Jeroboam re- 
turned not Irom his evil way, but 
made again of the lowest of the peo- 
ple priests of the high places : who- 
soever would, he consecrated him, 
and he became one of the priests of 
the high places. 

34 And this thing became sin unto 
the house of Jeroboam, even to cut 
it off, and to destroy it from off the 
face of the earth. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

I Abijah being sick.^ Jeroboam fiendeth his wife disguised 
with presents to the prophet Ahijah at Shiloh, 5 Ahi- 
jah, forewarned by God, denounceth God 's judgment, 
1 7 Abijah dieth, and is buried, 1 9 Nadab succeedeth 
Jeroboam. 21 ReJwboants wicked reign, 25 Shishak 
spoileth Jerusalem, 29 Abijam succeedeth Rehoboam, 

At that time Abijah the son of 
xjL Jeroboam fell sick. 

2 And Jeroboam said to his wife. 
Arise, I pray thee, and disguise thy- 
self, that thou be not known to be 
the wife of Jeroboam; and get thee 
to Shiloh : behold, there is Ahijah 
the prophet, which told me that I 
should he king over this people. 

3 And take with thee ten loaves, 
and cracknels, and a cruse of honey, 
and go to him : he shall tell thee 
what shall become of the child. 


4 And Jeroboam’s wife did so, and 
arose, and went to Shiloh, and came 
to the house of Ahijah. But Ahijah 
could not see ; for his eyes were set 
by reason of his age. 

6 IT And the Lord said unto Ahiyah 
Behold, the wife of Jeroboam cometh 
to ask a thing of thee for her son; 
for he is sick: thus and thus shaft 
thou say unto her : for it shall be, 
when she cometh in, that she shall 
feign herself to he another woman. 

6 And it was so, when Ahijah heai’d 
the sound of her feet, as she came in 
at the door, that he said. Come in, 
thou wife of Jeroboam ; why feignest 
thou thyself to he another ? for I am 
sent to thee with heavy tidings. 

7 Go, tell Jeroboam, Thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, Forasmuch as I 
exalted thee from among the people, 
and made thee prince over my peo- 
ple Israel, 

8 And rent the kingdom away from 
the house of David, and gave it thee : 
and yet thou hast not been as my 
servant David, who kept my com- 
mandments, and who followed me 
with all his heart, to do that only 
which was right in mine eyes ; 

9 But hast done evil above all that 
were before thee : for thou hast gone 
and made thee other gods, and mol- 
ten images, to provoke me to anger, 
and hast cast me behind thy back : 

10 Therefore, behold, I will bring 
evil upon the house of Jeroboam, 
and will cut off fi'om Jeroboam him 
that pisseth against the wall, and 
him that is shut up and left in Israel, 
and will take away the remnant of the 
house of Jeroboam, as a man taketh 
away dimg, till it be all gone. 

11 Him that dieth of Jeroboam in the 
city shall the dogs eat ; and him that 
dieth in the field shall the fowls of the 
air eat : for the Lord hath spoken it. 

12 Arise thou therefore, get thee to 
thine own house : and when thy feet 
enter into the city, the child shall die. 

13 And all Israel shall mourn for 
him, and bury him: for he only of 
Jeroboam shall come to the grave, 
because in him there is found some 
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good thing toward the Lord Grod of 
Israel in the house of Jeroboam. 

14 Moreover the Lord shall raise 
him up a kin g over Israel, who shall 
cut off the house of Jeroboam that 
day : but what ? even now. 

15 For the Lord shall smite Israel, 
as a reed is shaken in the water, and 
he shall root up Israel out of this 
good land, which he gave to their 
fathers, and shall scatter them be- 
yond the river, because they have 
made their groves, provoking the 
Lord to anger. 

16 And he shall give Israel up be- 
cause of the sins of Jeroboam, who 
did sin, and who made Israel to sin. 

17 IT And Jeroboam’s wife arose, 
and departed, and came to Tirzah: 
and when she came to the threshold 
of the door, the child died ; 

18 Ajid they buried him; and all 
Israel mourned for him, according 
to the word of the Lord, which he 
spake by the hand of his servant 
Ahijah the prophet. 

19 And the rest of the acts of Je- 
roboam, how he warred, and how he 
reigned, behold, they are written in 
the book of the chronicles of the 
kings of Israel. 

20 And the days which Jeroboam 
reigned were two and twenty years : 
and he slept with his fathers, and 
Nadab his son reigned in his stead. 

21 H And Eehoboam the son of So- 
lomon reigned in Judah. Eehoboam 
ivas forty and one years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned 
seventeen years in Jerusalem, the 
city which the Lord did choose out 
of all the tribes of Israel, to put his 
name there. And his mother’s name 
wa^ Naamah an Ammonitess. 

22 And Judah did evil in the sight 
of the Lord, and they provoked him 
to jealousy with their sins which they 
had committed, above all that their 
fathers had done. 

23 For they also built them high 
places, and images, and groves, on 
every high hill, and under every green 
tree. 

24 And there were also sodomites 


in the land: and they did accord- 
ing to all the abominations of the 
nations which the Lord cast out be- 
fore the children of Israel 

25 If And it came to pass in the 
fifth year of king Eehoboam, that 
Shishak king of Egypt came up 
against Jerusalem : 

26 And he took away the treasures 
of the house of the Lord, and the 
treasures of the king’s house; he 
even took away all: and he took 
away all the shields of gold which 
Solomon had made. 

27 And king Eehoboam made in 
their stead brasen shields, and com- 
mitted them imto the hands of the 
chief of the guard, which kept the 
door of the king’s house. 

28 And it was so, when the king 
went into the house of the Lord, that 
the guard bare them, and brought 
them back into the guard chamber. 

29 IT Now the rest of the acts of 
Eehoboam, and all that he did, are 
they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Judah ? 

30 And there was war between 
Eehoboam and Jeroboam all their 
days. 

31 And Eehoboam slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David. And 
his mother’s name was Naamah an 
Ammonitess. And Abijam his son 
reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTEE XV. 

1 Abijam 8 wicked reign, 7 Asa succeedeth him, 9 A$a*s 
good reign, 16 The war between Baasha and him 
causeth him to make a league with Ben-hadad, 23 Je- 
hoshaphat succeeded Asa. 25 Nadab* s wicked reign, 
27 Baasha conspiring against him executeth Ahijalis 
prophecy, 31 Nadab* s acts and death, 33 Baasha* s 
wicked reign, 

OW in the eighteenth year of 
king Jeroboam the son of Ne- 
bat reigned Abijam over Judah. 

2 Three years reigned he in Jeru- 
salem. And his mother’s name was 
Maachah, the daughter of Abishalom. 

3 And he walked in all the sins of 
his father, which he had done before 
him: and his heart was not perfect 
with the Lord his God, as the heart 
of David his father. 

4 Nevertheless for David’s sake did 
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the Lord his God give him a lamp 
in Jerusalem, to set up his son after 
him, and to establish Jerusalem; 

6 Because David did that which was 
right in the eyes of the Lord, and 
turned not aside from any thing that 
he commanded him all the days of 
his life, save only in the matter of 
Uriah the Hittite. 

6 And there was war between Re- 
hoboam and Jeroboam all the days 
of his life. 

7 Now the rest of the acts of Abi- 
jam, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah ? And there was 
war between Abijam and Jeroboam. 

8 And Abijam slept with his fathers ; 
and they buried him in the city of 
David: and Asa his son reigned in 
his stead. 

9 IT And in the twentieth year of 
Jeroboam king of Israel reigned Asa 
over Judah. 

10 And forty and one years reigned 
he in Jerusalem. And his mother’s 
name was Maachah, the daughter 
of Abishalom. 

11 And Asa did that which was 
right in the eyes of the Lord, as 
did David his father. 

12 And he took away the sodomites 
out of the land, and removed all the 
idols that his fathers had made. 

13 And also Maachah his mother, 
even her he removed from being qaeen, 
because she had made an idol in a 
grove; and Asa destroyed her idol, 
and burnt it by the brook lOdron. 

14 But the high places were not re- 
moved : nevertheless Asa’s heart was 
perfect with the Lord all his days. 

15 And he brought in the things 
which his father had dedicated, and 
the things which himself had dedi- 
cated, into the house of the Lord, 
silver, and gold, and vessels. 

16 IT And there was war between 
Asa and Baasha king of Israel all 
their days. 

17 And Baasha king of Israel went 
up against Judah, and built Eamah, 
that he might not suffer any to go 
out or come in to Asa king of Judah. 


18 Then Asa took all the silver and 
the gold that were left in the trea* 
sures of the house of the Lord, and 
the treasures of the king’s house, and 
delivered them into the hand of his 
servants: and king Asa sent them 
to Ben-hadad, the son of Tabrimon, 
the son of Hezion, king of Syria, that 
dwelt at Damascus, saying, 

19 There is a league between me and 
thee, and between my father and thy 
father: behold, I have sent imto thee a 
present of silver and gold ; come and 
break thy league with Baasha king of 
Israel, that he may depart from me. 

20 So Ben-hadad hearkened unto 
king Asa, and sent the captains of the 
hosts which he had against the cities 
of Israel, and smote Ijon, and Dan, 
and Abel-beth-maachah, and all Cin- 
neroth, with all the land of Naphtali. 

21 And it came to pass, when Baasha 
heard thereof, that he left oft' building 
of Eamah, and dwelt in Tirzah. 

22 Then king Asa made a procla- 
mation throughout all Judah; none 
was exempted: and they took away 
the stones of Eamah, and the timber 
thereof, wherewith Baasha had build- 
ed; and king Asa built with them 
Geba of Benjamin, and Mizpah. 

23 The rest of all the acts of Asa, 
and all his might, and all that he did 
and the cities which he built, are they 
not written in the book of the chro- 
nicles of the kings of Judah ? Never- 
theless in the time of his old age he 
was diseased in his feet. 

24 And Asa slept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers in the 
city of David his father: and Jeho- 
shaphat his son reigned in his stead. 

25 IT And Nadab the son of Jero- 
boam began to reign over Israel in 
the second year of Asa king of Judah, 
and reigned over Israel two years. 

26 And he did evil in the sight of 
the Lord, and walked in the way of 
his father, and in his sin wherewith 
he made Israel to sin. 

27 t And Baasha the son of Ahijah, 
of the house of Issachar, conspired 
against him ; and Baasha smote him 
at Gibbethon, which belonged to thu 



J^%C8pr<yphecy L KINGS^ XYL against Baaaha, 


Pliilistmes ; for Nadab and all Israel 
laid siege to Gibbethon. 

28 Eyen in the third year of Asa 
king of Judah did Baasha slay him, 
and reined in his stead 

29 And it came to pass, when he 
reigned, thal he smote all the house 
of Jeroboam ; he left not to Jeroboam 
any that breathed until he had de- 
stroyed him, according unto the say- 
ing of the Lord, which he spake by 
his servant Ahijah the Shilonite: 

30 Because of the sins of Jeroboam 
which he sinned, and which he made 
Israel sin, by his provocation where- 
with he provoked the Lord God of 
Israel to anger. 

31 IT Now the rest of the acts of 
Nadab, and all that he did, are they 
not written in the book of the chro- 
nicles of the kings of Israel ? 

32 And there was war between Asa 
and Baasha king of Israel all their 
days. 

33 In the third year of Asa king 
of Judah began Baasha the son of 
Ahijah to reign over all Israel in 
Tirzah, twenty and four years. 

34 And he did evil in the sight of 
the Lord, and walked in the way of 
Jeroboam, and in his sin wherewith 
he made Israel to sia 

CHAPTER XVI. 

7 Jehu 8 prophecy agamet Baasha. C Elah succeed- 
eth him. 8 Zimri conspiring against Elah succeedeth 
him. 11 Zimri executeth Jehu s prophe(yy. 15 Omri, 
made king by the soldiers, for ceth Zimri desperately to 
burn himself. 21 The kingdom being divided, Omri 
preuaileth against Tibni. 23 Omri buildeth Samaria. 
25 His wicked reign. 27 Ahab succeeAeth him. 29 
Ahab*8 most wicked reign. 34- Joshuas curse upon 
Hiel the builder of Jericho. 

T hen the word of the Lord came 
to Jehu the son of Hanani against 
Baasha, saying, 

2 Forasmuch as I exalted thee out of 
the dust, and made thee prince over 
my people Israel ; and thou hast walk- 
ed in the way of Jeroboam, and hast 
made my people Israel to sin, to pro- 
voke me to anger with their sins ; 

3 Behold, I t^I take away the pos- 
terity of Baasha, and the posterity 
of ms house; and will make thy 
house like the house of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat 


4 Him that dieth of Baasha in the 
city shall the dogs eat ; and him that 
dieth of his in the fields shall the 
fowls of the air eat. 

5 Now the rest of the acts of Baa- 
sha^ and what he did, and his might, 
are they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of Israel ? 

6 So Baasha slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in Tirzah : and Elah 
his son reigned in his stead. 

7 And also by the hand of the pro- 
phet Jehu the son of Hanani came 
the word of the Lord against Baa- 
sha, and against his house, even for 
all the evil that he did in the sight 
of the Lord, in provoking him to 
anger with the work of his hands, in 
being like the house of Jeroboam; 
and because he killed him. 

8 IT In the twenty and sixth year of 
Asa king of Judah began Elah the 
son of Baasha to reign over Israel 
in Tirzah, two years. 

9 And his servant Zimri, captain of 
half his chariots, conspired against 
him, as he was in Tirzah, drinking 
himself drunk in the house of Arza 
steward of his house in Tirzah. 

10 And Zimri went in and smote 
him, and killed him, in the twenty 
and seventh year of Asa king of 
Judah, and reigned in his stead. 

11 t And it came to pass, when he 
began to reign, as soon as he sat on 
his throne, that he slew all the house 
of Baasha : he left him not one that 
pisseth against a wall, neither of his 
kinsfolks, nor of his friends. 

12 Thus did Zimri destroy all the 
house of Baasha, according to the 
word of the Lord, which he spake 
against Baasha by Jehu the prophet, 

13 For all the sins of Baasha, and 
the sins of Elah his son, by which 
they sinned, and by which they made 
Israel to sin, in provoking the Lord 
God of Israel to anger with their 
vanities. 

14 Now the rest of the acts of Elah, 
and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chroni- 
cles of the kings of Israel? 

16 H In the twenty and seventh year 
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of Asa king of Judah did ZSmri reign 
seven days in Tirzah. And the people 
were encamped against Gibbethon, 
which belonged to the Philistines. 

16 And the people that were en- 
camped heard say, Zunri hath con- 
spired, and hath also slain the king : 
wherefore all Israel made Omri, the 
captain of the host, king over Israel 
that day in the camp. 

IT And Omri went up from Gib- 
bethon, and all Israel with him, and 
they besieged Tirzah. 

18 And it came to pass, when Zimri 
saw that the city was taken, that he 
went into the palace of the king’s 
house, and burnt the king’s house 
over h i m with fire, and died, 

19 For his sins which he sinned in 
doing evil in the sight of the Lord, 
in walking in the way of Jeroboam, 
and in his sin which he did, to make 
Israel to sin. 

20 Now the rest of the acts of Zimri, 
and his treason that he wrought, are 
they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel ? 

21 IT Then were the people of Israel 
divided into two parts: half of the 
people followed Tibni the son of Gi- 
nath, to make him king ; and half fol- 
lowed Omri. 

22 But the people that followed 
Omri prevailed against the people 
that followed Tibni the son of Ginath : 
so Tibni died, and Omri reigned. 

23 IT In the thirty and first year of 
Asa king of Judah began Omri to 
reign over Israel, twelve years: six 
years reigned he in Tirzah. 

24 And he bought the hill Samaria 
of Shemer for two talents of silver, 
and built on the hill, and called the 
name of the city which he built, after 
the name of Shemer, owner of the 
hill, Samaria. 

25 1 But Omri wrought evil in the 
eyes of the Lord, and did worse than 
all that were before him. 

26 For he walked in all the way of 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, and in 
his sin wherewith he made Israel to 
sin, to provoke the Lord God of 
Israel to anger with their vanities.

28 So Omri slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in Samaria : and 
Ahab his son reigned in his stead. 

29 If And in the thirty and eighth 
year of Asa king of Judah began 
Ahab the son of Omri to reign over 
Israel: and Ahab the son of Omri 
reigned over Israel in Samaria twen- 
ty and two years. 

30 And Ahab the son of Omri did 
evil in the sight of the Lord above 
all that were before him. 

31 And it came to pass, as if it had 
been a light thing for him to walk in 
the sins of Jeroboam the son of Ne- 
bat, that he took to wife Jezebel the 
daughter of Ethbaal king of the Zi- 
donians, and went and served Baal, 
and worshipped him. 

32 And he reared up an altar for 
Baal in the house of Baal, which he 
had built in Samaria. 

33 And Ahab made a grove; and 
Ahab did more to provoke the Lord 
God of Israel to anger than all the 
kings of Israel that were before him. 

34 1 In his days did Kiel the Beth- 
elite build Jericho : he laid the foun- 
dation thereof in Abiram his firstborn, 
and set up the gates thereof in his 
youngest son Segub, according to the 
word of the Lord, which he spake by 
Joshua the son of Nun. 

CHAPTER XVn. 

1 Elijahs having prophesied against Ahab, is sent to Che- 

rith, where the ravens fetid him. 8 He is sent to the 

widow of Zarephath, 1 7 He raiseth the widow* s son. 

24 > The woman helieveth him, 

AND Elijah the Tishbite, who was 
jLjL of the inhabitants of Gilead, said 
unto Ahab, As the Lord God of Is- 
rael liveth, before whom I stand, there 
shall not be dew nor rain these years, 
but according to my word. 

2 And the word of the Lord came 
unto him, saying, 

3 Get thee hence, and tium thee 
eastward, and hide thyself by the 
brook Cherith, that is before Jordan. 
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4 And it shall be, that thou shalt 
drink of the brook ; and I have 
commanded the ravens to feed thee 
there. 

6 So he went and did according 
unto the word of the Lord: for he 
went and dwelt by the brook Cherith, 
that is before Jordan. 

6 And the ravens brought him bread 
and flesh in the morning, and bread 
and flesh in the evening; and he 
drank of the brook. 

7 And it came to pass after a while, 
that the brook dried up, because 
there had been no rain in the land. 

8 If And the word of the Lord came 
unto him, saying, 

9 Arise, get thee to Zarephath, 
which hdongeth to Zidon, and dwell 
there ; behold, I have commanded a 
widow woman there to sustain thee. 

10 So he arose and went to Zare- 
phath. And when he came to the 
gate of the city, behold, the widow 
woman was there gathering of sticks : 
and he called to her, and said. Fetch 
me, I pray thee, a little water in a 
vessel, that I may drink. 

11 Aud as she was going to fetch it, 
he called to her, and said. Bring me, 
I pray thee, a morsel of bread in 
thme hand. 

12 And she said. As the Lord thy 
God liveth, I have not a cake, but an 
handful of meal in a barrel, and a 
little oil in a cruse: and, behold, I 
am gathering two sticks, that I may 
go in and (u’ess it for me and my 
son, that we may eat it, and die. 

13 And Elijah said unto her. Fear 
not; go and do as thou hast said: 
but make me thereof a little cake 
firet, and bring it imto me, and after 
make for thee and for thy son. 

14 For thus saith the Lord God of 
Israel, The barrel of meal shall not 
waste, neither shall the cruse of oil 
fail, until the day thoA the Lord send- 
eth rain upon the earth. 

15 And she went and did according 
to the saying of Elijah : and she, and 
he, and her house, did eat many days. 

16 And the barrel of meal wasted 
not, neither did the cruse of oil fail.

23 And Elijah took the child, and 
brought him down out of the cham- 
ber into the house, and delivered 
him unto his mother : and Elijah 
said, See, thy son liveth. 

24 If And the woman said to Elijah, 
Now by this I know that thou art a 
man of God, and that the word of 
the Lord in thy mouth is truth. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

1 In the extremity of famine Elijah, sent to Ahab, meet- 
eth good Obadiah. 9 Obadiah bringeth Ahab to Eli- 
jah, 17 Elijah, reproving Ahab, by fire from heaven 
convinceth BaaVs prophets, 41 Elijah, by prayer 
obtaining rain, followeth Ahab to Jezreel, 

AND it came to pass after many 
Xjl days, that the word of the Lord 
came to Elijah in the third year, say- 
ing, Go, shew thyself unto Ahab ; and 
I will send rain upon the earth. 

2 And Elijah went to shew himself 
imto Ahab. And there was a sore 
famine in Samaria. 

3 And Ahab called Obadiah, which 
was the governor of his house. (Now 
Obadiah feared the Lord greatly : 
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4 For it was «o, when Jezebel cut 
off the prophets of the Lord, that 
Obadiah took an hundred prophets, 
and hid them by fifty in a cave, and 
fed them with bread and water.) 

6 And Ahab said unto Obadiah, Go 
into the land, unto all foimtains of 
water, and unto all brooks: perad- 
venture we may find grass to save 
the horses and mules alive, that we 
lose not all the beasts. 

6 So they divided the land between 
them to pass throughout it : Ahab 
went one way by himself, and Oba- 
diah went another way by himself. 

7 t And as Obadiah was in the way, 
behold, Elijah met him : and he knew 
him, and fell on his face, and said. 
Art thou that my lord Elijah? 

8 And he answered him, I am : 
go, tell thy lord. Behold, Elijah is 
here. 

9 And he said, What have I sinned, 
that thou wouldest deliver thy servant 
into the hand of Ahab, to slay me ? 

10 As the Lord thy God liveth, there 
is no nation or kingdom, whither my 
lord hath not sent to seek thee ; and 
when they said. He is not there ; he 
took an oath of the kingdom and 
nation, that they found thee not. 

11 And now thou sayest. Go, tell 
thy lord, Behold, Elijah is here. 

12 And it shall come to pass, as 
soon as I am gone from thee, that the 
Spirit of the Lord shall carry thee 
whither I know not; and so when I 
come and tell Ahab, and he cannot 
find thee, he shall slay me : but I thy 
servant fear the Lord from my youth. 

13 Was it not told my lord what I 
did when Jezebel slew the prophets 
of the Lord, how I hid an hundred 
men of the Lord’s prophets by fifty 
in a cave, and fed them with bread 
and water? 

14 And now thou sayest. Go, tell 
thy lord. Behold, Elijah is here : and 
he shall slay me. 

15 And Elijah said. As the Lord of 
hosts liveth, before whom I stand, I 
will surely shew myself imto him to 
day. 

16 So Obadiah went to meet Ahab, 
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and told him: and Ahab went to 
meet Elijah. 

17 ^ And it came to pass, when 
Ahab saw Elijah, that Ahab said un- 
to him. Art thou he that troubleth 
Israel ? 

18 And he answered, I have not 
troubled Israel; but thou, and thy 
father’s house, in that ye have forsak- 
en the commandments of the Lord, 
and thou hast followed Baalim. 

19 Now therefore send, and gather 
to me all Israel unto mount Carmel, 
and the prophets of Baal four hun- 
dred and fifty, and the prophets of 
the groves four hundred, which eat 
at Jezebel’s table. 

20 So Ahab sent unto all the chil- 
dren of Israel, and gathered the pro- 
phets together unto mount Carmel. 

21 And Elijah came unto all the 
people, and said. How long halt ye 
between two opinions? if the Lord 
he God, follow him : but if Baal, then 
follow him.

judgment, the Syrians are smitten again. 31 The 
Syrians submitting themselves, Ahab sendeth Ben- 
hadad away with a covenant. 35 The prophet, under 
the parable of a prisoner, making Ahab to judge him- 
self denouneeth God* s judgment against him. 

AND Ben-hadad the king of Syria 
J\. gathered all his host together: 
and there were thirty and two kings 
with him, and horses, and chariots: 
and he went up and besieged Samaria, 
and warred against it. 

2 And he sent messengers to Ahab 
kin g of Israel into the city, and said 
unto him. Thus saith Ben-hadad, 

3 Thy silver and thy gold is mine ; 
thy wives also and thy children, efven 
the goodliest, are mine. 

4 And the king of Israel answered 
and said. My lord, O king, according 
to thy saying, I am thine, and all 
that I have. 

6 And the messengers came again, 
and said. Thus speaketh Ben-hadad, 
saying. Although I have sent unto 
thee, saying. Thou shalt deliver me 
thy silver, and thy gold, and thy 
wives, and thy children;

13 IF And, behold, there came a pro- 
phet unto Ahab king of Israel, say- 
ing, Thus saith the Lord, Hast thou 
seen all this great multitude ? behold, 
I will deliver it into thine hand this 
day ; and thou shalt know that I am 
the Lord. 

14 And Ahab said. By whom ? And 
he said. Thus saith the Lord, Even 
by the young men of the princes of 
the provinces. Then he said. Who 
shall order the battle ? And he an- 
swered, Thou. 

15 Then he numbered the young 
men of the princes of the provinces, 
and they were two hvmdred and thirty 
two : and after them he numbered all 
the people, even all the children of 
Israel, being seven thousand. 

16 And they went out at noon. 
But Ben-hadad was drinking him- 
self drunk in the pavilions, he and 
the kings, the thirty and two kings 
that helped him.

^ And the children of Israel were 
numbered, and were all present, and 
went against them : and the children 
of Israel pitched before them like two 
little flocks of kids ; but the Syrians 
filled the country. 

28 If And there came a man of God, 
and spake unto the king of Israel, 
and said.

God of the valleys, therefore will I 
deliver all this great multitude into 
thine hand, and ye shall know that I 
am the Lord. 


29 And they pitched one over against 
the other seven days.

33 Now the men did diligently ob- 
serve whether any thing would come 
from him, and did hastily catch it: 
and they said. Thy brother Ben-hadad. 

Then 
Ben-hadad came forth to him; and 
he caused him to come up into the 
chariot. 

34 And Benrhadad said unto him , 
The cities, which my father took from 
thy father, I will restore; and thou 
shaft make streets for thee in Damas- 
cus, as my father made in Samaria. 
Then said Ahah, I will send thee away 
with this covenant. So he made a 
covenant with him, and sent him away. 

35 If And a certain man of the sons 
of the prophets said unto his neigh- 
bour in the word of the Lord, Smite 
me, I pray thee. And the man re- 
fused to smite him. 

36 Then said he unto him. Because 
thou hast not obeyed the voice of the 
Lord, behold, as soon as thou art de- 
parted from me, a lion shall slay thee. 
And as soon as he was departed from 
him, a lion found him, and slew him. 

37 Then he found another man, and 
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said, Smite me, I pray thee. And 
the man smote him, so that in smiting 
he wounded him. 

38 So the prophet departed, and 
waited for the l^g by the way, and 
disguised himself with ashes upon 
his face. 

39 And as the king passed by, he 
cried xmto the king : and he said, Thy 
servant went out into the midst of 
the battle ; and, behold, a man turned 
aside, and brought a man unto me, 
and said, Keep this man: if by any 
means he be missing, then shall thy 
life be for his life, or else thou shalt 
pay a talent of silver. 

40 And as thy servant was busy here 
and there, he was gone. And the king 
of Israel said unto him. So shall thy 
judgment he; thyself hast decided it.

43 And the king of Israel went to 
his house heavy and displeased, and 
came to Samaria. 

CHAPTER XXL 

I Ahab being denied NahotJis vineyard is grieved. 5 
Jexebel writing letters against Naboth, he is condemned 
of blasphemy. 15 Ahab taketh possession of the vine- 
yard. 17 Elijah denounceth judgments against Ahab 
and Jezebel. 25 Wicked Ahab repenting, God deferreth 
the judgment. 

AND it came to pass after these 
xjL things, that Naboth the Jezreel- 
ite had a vineyard, which was in Jez- 
reel, hard by the palace of Ahab king 
of Samaria. 

2 And Ahab spake unto Naboth, 
saying. Give me thy vineyard, that I 
may nave it for a garden of herbs, 
because it is near unto my house: 
and I will give thee for it a better 
vineyard than it ; or, if it seem good 
to thee, I will give thee the worth of 
it in money. 

3 And Naboth said to Ahab, The 
Lord forbid it me, that I should give 


the inheritance of my fathers unto 
thee. 

4 And Ahab came into his house 
heavy and displeased because of the 
word which Naboth the Jezreelite had 
spoken to him : for he had said, I will 
not give thee the inheritance of my 
fathers. And he laid him down upon 
his bed, and turned away his face, 
and would eat no bread. 

5 1 But Jezebel his wife came to him, 
and said imto him. Why is thy spirit 
so sad, that thou eatest no bread? 

6 And he said unto her. Because I 
spake unto Naboth the Jezreelite, and 
said unto him. Give me thy vineyard 
for money ; or else, if it please thee, I 
will give thee another vineyard for it : 
and he answered, I will not give thee 
my vineyard. 

7 And Jezebel his wife said unto 
him. Dost thou now govern the king- 
dom of Israel ? arise, and eat bread, 
and let thine heart be merry : I will 
give thee the vineyard of Naboth the 
Jezreelite. 

8 So she wrote letters in Ahab’s 
name, and sealed them with his seal, 
and sent the letters unto the elders 
and to the nobles that were in his 
city, dwelling with Naboth. 

9 And she wrote in the letters, say- 
ing, Proclaim a fast, and set Naboth 
on high among the people : 

10 And set two men, sons of Belial, 
before him, to bear witness against 
him, saying. Thou didst blaspheme 
God and the king. And then carry him 
out, and stone him, that he may die. 

11 And the men of his city, even the 
elders and the nobles who were the 
inhabitants in his city, did as Jezebel 
had sent unto them, and as it was 
written in the letters which she had 
sent unto them. 

12 They proclaimed a fast, and set 
Naboth on high among the people. 

13 And there came in two men, chil- 
dren of Belial, and sat before him: 
and the men of Belial witnessed 
against him, even against Naboth, in 
the presence of the people, saying, 
Naboth did blaspheme God and the 
king. Then they carried him forth 
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out of the city, and stoned him with 
stones, that he died. 

14 Then they sent to Jezebel, saying, 
Naboth is stoned, and is dead. 

16 t And it came to pass, when Je- 
zebel heard that Naboth was stoned, 
and was dead, that Jezebel said to 
Ahab, Arise, take possession of the 
vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite, 
which he refused to give thee for 
money: for Naboth is not alive, but 
dead. 

16 And it came to pass, when Ahab 
heard that Naboth was dead, that 
Ahab rose up to go down to the vine- 
yard of Naboth the Jezreelite, to take 
possession of it. 

17 If And the word of the Lord came 
to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 

18 Arise, go down to meet Ahab king 
of Israel, which is in Samaria : behold, 
heism. the vineyard of Naboth, whi- 
ther he is gone down to possess it. 

19 And thou shalt speak unto him, 
saying. Thus saith the Lord, Hast 
thou killed, and also taken posses- 
sion? And thou shalt speak unto 
him, saying. Thus saith the Lord, 
In the place where dogs licked the 
blood of Naboth shall dogs lick thy 
blood, even thine. 

20 And Ahab said to Elijah, Hast 
thou found me, O mine enemy ? And 
he answered, I have found thee : be- 
cause thou hast sold thyself to work 
evil in the sight of the Lord. 

21 Behold, I will bring evil upon 
thee, and will take away thy poste- 
rity, and will cut off from Ahab him 
that pisseth against the wall, and him 
that is shut up and left in Israel, 

22 And will make thine house like 
the house of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, and like the house of Baasha 
the son of Ahijah, for the provoca- 
tion wherewith thou hast provoked 
me to anger, and made Israel to sin. 

23 And of Jezebel also spake the 
Lord, saying. The dogs shall eat Je- 
zebel by the wall of Jezreel. 

24 Him that dieth of Ahab in the 
city the dogs shall eat; and him 
that dieth in the field shall the fowls 
of the air eat

26 If But there was none like unto 
Ahab, which did sell himself to work 
wickedness in the sight of the Lobd.

26 And he did very abominably 
in following idols, according to all 
things as did the Amorites, whom 
the Lord cast out before the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

27 And it came to pass, when Ahab 
heard those words, that he rent his 
clothes, and put sackcloth upon his 
fiesh, and fasted, and lay in sack- 
cloth, and went softly.

CHAPTER I. 

1 Moab rebelleth, 2 Afuixiah, sending to Baal-xebuh 
hath his judgment by Elijah, 5 Elijah twice bringeth 
fire from heaven upon them whom Ahaziah sent to ap- 
prehend him, 13 He pitieth the third captainy and, 
encouraged by an angel, telleth the king of his death,

T hen Moab rebelled against Is- 
rael after the death of Ahab. 

2 And Ahaziah fell down through 
a lattice in his upper chamber that 
teas in Samaria, and was sick: and 
he sent messengers, and said unto 
them, Go, enquire of Baal-zebub the 
god of Ekron whether I shall recover 
of this disease. 

3 But the angel of the Lord said to 
Elijah the Tishbite, Arise, go up to 
meet the messengers of the king of 
Samaria, and say mrto them. Is it 
not because there is not a God in 
Israel, that ye go to enquire of Baal- 
zebub the god of Ekron ? 

4 Now therefore thus saith the Lord, 
Thou shalt not come down from that 
bed on which thou art gone up, but 
shalt surely die. And Elijah departed. 
6 t And when the messengers turned 
back unto him, he said unto them, 
Why are ye now turned back? 

6 And they said unto him. There 
came a man up to meet us, and said 
unto us, Go, turn again unto the king 
that sent you, and say unto him. Thus 
saith the Lord, Is U not because there 
is not a God in Israel, that thou send- 
est to enquire of Baal-zebub the god 
of Ekron? therefore thou shalt not 
come down from that bed on which 
thou ^ gone up, but shalt surely die. 
7 -Amd he said unto them. What man- 
ner of man was he which came up to 
meet you, and told you these words ? 
8 And they answered him. He was 
an hairy man, and gfrt with a girdle 
of leather about his loins. And he 
said. It is Elijah the Tishbite. 


9 Then the king sent unto him a 
captain of fifty with his fifty.

AND it came to pass, when the 
jljL Lord would take up Elijah into 
heaven by a whirlwind, that Elijah 
went with Elisha from Gilgal. 

2 And Elijah said unto Elisha, Tarry 
here, I pray thee ; for the Lord hath 
sent me to Beth-el. And Elisha said 
^mto Mm, As the Lord liveth, and as 
thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee. 
So they went down to Beth-el. 

3 And the sons of the prophets that 
were at Beth-el came forth to Elisha, 
and said unto him, Knowest thou that 
the Lord will take away thy master 
from thy head to day ? And he said. 
Yea, I know it ; hold ye your peace. 

4 And Elijah said unto him, Eli- 
sha, tarry here, I pray thee ; for the 
Lord hath sent me to Jericho. And 
he said. As the Lord liveth, and as 
thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee. 
So they came to Jericho. 

6 And the sons of the prophets that 
were at Jericho came to Elisha, and 
said unto him, Enowest thou that the 
Lord will take away thy master from 
thy head to day ? And he answered. 
Yea, I know it; hold ye your peace. 
6 And Elijah said unto him. Tarry, 
I pray thee, here ; for the Lord hath 
sent me to Jordan. And he said. 
As the Lord liveth, and as thy soul

And Elisha said, I pray thee, let a 
double portion of thy spirit be upon 
me. 

10 And he said, Thou hast asked a 
hard thing: neivertheless, if thou see 
me when I am taken from thee, it 
shall be so unto thee ; but if noi it 
shall not be so. 

11 And it came to pass, as they still 
went on, and talked, that, behold, 
there appeared a chariot of fire, and 
horses of fire, and parted them both 
asunder; and Elijah went up by a 
whirlwind into heaveu 

12 If And Elisha saw it, and he 
cried. My father, my father, the 
chariot of Israel, and the horsemen 
thereof And he saw him no more : 
and he took hold of his own clothes, 
and rent them in two pieces. 

13 He took up also the mantle of Eli- 
jah that fell from him, and went back, 
and stood by the bank of Jordan; 

14 And he took the mantle of Eli- 
jah that fell from him, and smote the 
waters, and said. Where is the Lord 
God of Elijah? and when he also 
had smitten the waters, they parted 
hither and thither : and Elisha went 
over. 

16 And when the sons of the pro- 
phets which were to view at Jericho 
saw him, they said. The spirit of Eli- 
jah doth rest on Elisha. And they 
came to meet him, and bowed them- 
selves to the ground before him. 

16 t And they said unto him. Be- 
hold ROW, there be with thy servants 
fifty strong men; let them go, we 
pray thee, and se^ thy master : lest 
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peradventure the Spirit of the Lord 
hath taken him up, and cast him upon 
some mountain, or into some valley. 
And he said, Ye shall not send. 

17 And when they urged him till he 
was ashamed, he said, Send. They 
sent therefore fifty men; and they 
sought three days, but found him not. 

18 And when they came again to 
him, (for he tarried at Jericho,) he 
said unto them, Did I not say unto 
you, Go not? 

19 IT And the men of the city said 
unto Elisha, Behold, I pray thee, 
the situation of this city is pleasant, 
as my lord seeth: but the water is 
naught, and the ground barren. 

20 And he said. Bring me a new 
cruse, and put salt therein. And 
they brought it to him. 

21 And he went forth unto the 
spring of the waters, and cast the 
s^t in there, and said, Thus saith 
the Lord, I have healed these wa- 
ters ; there shall not be fi’om thence 
any more death or barren land. 

22 So the waters were healed unto 
this day, according to the saying of 
Elisha which he spake. 

23 IT And he went up from thence 
unto Beth-el: and as he was going 
up by the way, there came forth little 
children out of the city, and mocked 
him, and said unto him. Go up, thou 
bald head ; go up, thou bald head. 

24 And he turned back, and looked 
on them, and cursed them in the 
name of the Lord.

N ow Jehoram the son of Ahab 
began to reign over Israel in 
Samaria the eighteenth year of Je- 


hoshaphat king of Judah, and reign- 
ed twelve years. 

2 And he wrought evil in the sight 
of the Lord ; but not like his father, 
and like his mother ; for he put away 
the image of Baal that his father 
had made. 

3 Nevertheless he cleaved unto the 
sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
which made Israel to sin ; he depart- 
ed not therefi*om. 

4 H And Mesha king of Moab was a 
sheepmaster, and rendered unto the 
king of Israel an himdred thousand 
lambs, and an himdred thousand 
rams, with the wool. 

5 But it came to pass, when Ahab 
was dead, that the king of Moab 
rebelled against the king of Israel. 

6 If And king Jehoram went out of 
Samaria the same time, and num- 
bered all Israel. 

7 And he went and sent to Jeho- 
shaphat the king of Judah, saying, 
The king of Moab hath rebelled 
against me : wilt thou go with me 
against Moab to battle? And he 
said, I will go up : I am as thou art, 
my people as thy people, and my 
horses as thy horses. 

8 And he said. Which way shall we 
go up ?

13 And Elisha said unto the king of 
Israel, What have I to do with thee ? 
get thee to the prophets of thy father, 
and to the prophets of thy mother. 
And the king of Israel said unto him. 
Nay: for the Lord hath called these 
three kings together, to deliver them 
into the hand of Moab. 

14 And Elisha said. As the Lord of 
hosts liveth, before whom I stand, 
surely, were it not that I regard the 

resence of Jehoshaphat the king of 
udah, I would not look toward thee, 
nor see thee. 

15 But now bring me a minstrel. 
And it came to pass, when the min- 
strel played, that the hand of the 
Lord came upon him. 

16 And he said. Thus saith the Lord, 
Make this valley full of ditches. 

17 For thus saith the Lord, Ye shall 
not see wind, neither shall ye see rain ; 
yet that valley shall be filled with 
water, that ye may drink, both ye, 
and your cattle, and your beasts. 

18 And this is bvi a light thing in 
the sight of the Lord : he will deliver 
the Moabites also into your hand. 

19 And ye shall smite every fenced 
city, and every choice city, and shall 
fell every good tree, and stop all wells 
of water, and mar every good piece 
of land with stones. 

20 And it came to pass in the morn- 
ing, when the meat offering was 
offered, that, behold, there came 
water by the way of Edom, and the 
country was filled with water. 

21 IT And when all the Moabites 
heard that the kings were come up to 
fight against them, they gathered all 
that were able to put on armour, and 
upward, and stood in the border. 

22 And they rose up early in the 
morning, and the sun shone upon the 
water, and the Moabites saw the water 
on the other side as red as blood : 

23 And they said. This is blood : the 
kings are surely slain, and they have 
smitten one another: now therefore, 
Moab, to the spoil 

24 And when they came to the camp 
of Israel, the Israelites rose up and 
smote the Moabites, so that they fled

44 So he set it before them, and 
they did eat, and left thereof, accord- 
ing to the word of the Lord. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 Naamuyi., by the report of a captive niaid, ie sent to 
Samaria to he cured of his leprosy. H ElishUy sending 
him to Jordan, cureth him. 15 He refusing Naamans 
gifts granteth him some of the earth. 20 Gehaasi, 
abusing his master*s name unto Naaman, is smitten 
with leprosy. 

7^ O W Naaman, captain of the host 
Xl of the king of Syria, was a great 
man with his master, and honour- 
able, because by him the Lord had 
given deliverance unto Syria : he was 
also a mighty man in valour, hut he 
wa» a leper. 

2 And the Syrians had gone out by 
companies, and had brought away 
captive out of the land of Israel a 
little maid ; and she waited on Naa- 
man’s wife. 

3 And she said unto her mistress. 
Would God my lord were with the 
prophet that is in Samaria ! for he 
w'ould recover him of his leprosy. 

4 Amd one went in, and told his 
lord, saying. Thus and thus said the 
maid that is of the land of Israel. 

6 And the king of Syria said. Go 
to, go, and I will send a letter unto 
the king of Israel. And he departed, 
and to(m with him ten talents of sil- 
ver, and six thousand pieces of gold, 
and ten changes of raiment 
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6 And he brought the letter to the 
king of Israel, saying. Now when this 
letter is come unto thee, behold, I 
have therewith sent Naaman my ser- 
vant to thee, that thou mayest re- 
cover him of his leprosy. 

T And it came to pass, when the 
king of Israel had read the letter, 
that he rent his clothes, and said. Am 

I God, to kill and to make alive, that 
this man doth send unto me to re- 
cover a man of his leprosy ? where- 
fore consider, I pray you, and see how 
he seeketh a quarrel agamst me. 

8 1 And it was so, when Elisha the 
mun of God had heard that the king 
of Israel had rent his clothes, that he 
sent to the king, saying. Wherefore 
hast thou rent thy clothes ? let him 
come now to me, and he shall know 
that there is a prophet in Israel. 

9 So Naaman came with his horses 
and with his chariot, and stood at the 
door of the house of Elisheu 

10 And Elisha sent a messenger 
unto him, saying. Go and wash in 
Jordan seven times, and thy flesh 
shall come again to thee, and thou 
shalt be clean. 

II But Naaman was wroth, and went 
away, and said. Behold, I thought. 
He will surely come out to me, and 
stand, and call on the name of the 
Lord his God, and strike his hand 
over the place, and recover the leper. 

12 Are not Abana and Pharpar, 
rivers of Damascus, better than all 
the waters of Israel ? may I not wash 
in them, and be clean ? So he turned 
and went away in a rage. 

13 And his servants came near, and 
spake unto him, and said. My father, 
*/ the prophet had bid thee do some 

g reat thing, wouldest thou not have 
one it ? how much rather then, when 
he saith to thee. Wash, and be clean ? 
14 Then went he down, and dipped 
himself seven times in Jordan, ac- 
cording to the saying of the man of 
God : and his flesh came again like 
unto the flesh of a little child, and 
he was clean. 

15 t And he returned to the man 
of God, he and all his company, and 


came, and stood before him : and he 
said. Behold, now I know that there 
is no God in all the earth, but in Is- 
rael : now therefore, I pray thee, take 
a blessing of thy servant. 

16 But he said. As the Lord liveth, 
before whom I stand, I will receive 
none. And he urged him to take it ; 
but he refused. 

17 And Naaman said. Shall there 
not then, I pray thee, be given to thy 
servant two m\iles’ bimden of earth ? 
for thy servant will henceforth offer 
neither burnt offering nor sacrifice 
unto other gods, but imto the Lord. 

18 In this thing the Lord pardon 
thy servant, that when my master 
goeth into the house of Rimmon to 
worship there, and he leaneth on 
my hand, and I bow myself in the 
house of Rimmon : when I bow down 
myself in the house of Rimmon, the 
Lord pardon thy servant in this thing. 

19 And he said unto him. Go in peace. 
So he departed from him a little way. 

20 If But Gehazi, the servant of Eli- 
sha the man of God, said. Behold, 
my master hath spared Naaman this 
Syrian, in not receiving at his hands 
tnat which he brought: but, as the 
Lord liveth, 1 will run after him, and 
take somewhat of him. 

21 So Gehazi followed after Naaman. 
And when Naaman saw him running 
after him, he lighted down from the 
chariot to meet him, and said. Is all 
well? 

22 And he said. All is well. My 
master hath sent me, saying. Behold, 
even now there be come to me from 
mount Ephraim two yovmg men of 
the sons of the prophets : give them, 

I pray thee, a talent of silver, and two 
changes of garments. 

23 And Naaman said. Be content, 
take two talents. And he urged him, 
and bound two talents of silver in two 
bags, with two changes of garments, 
and laid them upon two of his ser- 
vants ; and they bare them before him. 

24 Aud when he came to the tower, 
he took them from their hand, and 
bestowed them in the house : and he 
let the men go, and they departed. 
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irm to mim. 


25 But he went in, and stood before 
his master. And Elisha said imto him. 
Whence comest thou, Gehazi? And 
he said. Thy servant went no whither. 

26 And he said unto him. Went not 
mine heart toUh thee, when the man 
turned again from his chariot to meet 
thee ? Is it a time to receive money, 
and to receive garments, and olive- 
yards, and vineyards, and sheep, and 
oxen, and menservants, and maid- 
servants ? 

27 The leprosy therefore of Naaman 
shall cleave unto thee, and unto thy 
seed for ever. And he went out from 
his presence a leper as white as snow. 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 Elisha^ giving leave to the young prophets to enlarge 
their dwellings, causeth iron to swim. 8 He discloseth 
the king of Syria s counsel. 13 The army, which was 
sent to Dothan to apprehend Elisha, is smitten with 
blindness. 19 Being brought into Samaria, they are 
dismissed in peace. *2^ The famine in Samaria causeth 
women to eat their own children. 30 The king sendeth 
to slay Elisha. 

AND the sons of the prophets said 
JljL unto Elisha, Behold now, the 
place where we dwell with thee is too 
strait for us. 

2 Let us go, we pray thee, unto 
Jordan, and take thence every man 
a beam, and let us make us a place 
there, where we may dwell. And he 
answered. Go ye. 

3 And one said. Be content, I pray 
thee, and go with thy servants. And 
he answered, I will go. 

4 So he went with them. And when 
they came to Jordan, they cut down 
wood. 

5 But as one was felling a beam, the 
axe head fell into the water ; and he 
cried, and said, Alas, master! for it 
was borrowed. 

6 An d the man of God said. Where 
fell it ? And he shewed him the place. 
And he cut down a stick, and cast U 
in thither ; and the iron did swim. 

7 Therefore said he. Take it up to 
thee. And he put out his hand, and 
took it. 

8 t Then the king of Syria warred 
a^inst Israel, and took counsel with 
his servants, saying. In such and such 
a place shall he my camp. 

9 And the man of God sent unto 


the king of Israel, saying. Beware 
that thou pass not such a place ; for 
thither the Syrians are come down. 

10 And the king of Israel sent to 
the place which the man of God told 
him and warned him of, and saved 
himself there, not once nor twice. 

11 Therefore the heart of the kin g 
of Syria was sore troubled for this 
thing ; and he called his servants, and 
said unto them. Will ye not shew me 
which of us is for the king of Israel ? 

12 And one of his servants said. 
None, my lord, O king: but Elisha, 
the prophet that is in Israel, telleth 
the king of Israel the words that thi^u 
speakest in thy bedchamber. 

13 t And he said. Go and spy where 
he is, that I may send and fetch him. 
And it was told him, saying. Behold, 
he is in Dothan. 

14 Therefore sent he thither horses, 
and chariots, and a great host: and 
they came by night, and compassed 
the city about. 

15 And when the servant of the man 
of God was risen early, and gone 
forth, behold, an host compassed the 
city both with horses and chariots. 
And his servant said unto him, Alas, 
my master ! how shall we do ? 

16 And he answered. Fear not : for 
they that he with us are more than 
they that he with them. 

17 And Elisha prayed, and said. 
Lord, I pray thee, open, his eyes, that 
he may see. And the Lord opened 
the eyes of the young man ; and he 
saw : and, behold, the mountain was 
full of horses and chariots of fire 
roimd about Elisha. 

18 And when they came down to 
him, Elisha prayed unto the Lord, 
and said. Smite this people, I pray 
thee, with blindness. And he smote 
them with blindness according to the 
word of Elisha 

19 t And Elisha said unto them. 
This is not the way, neither is this 
the city : follow me, and I will bring 
you to the man whom ye seek. But 
he led them to Samaria 

20 And it came to pass, when they 
were come into Samaria, that Elisha 
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said, Lord, open the eyes of these 
men, that they may see. And the 
Lord opened their eyes, and they 
saw; and, behold, they were in the 
midst of Samaria. 

21 An d the king of Israel said unto 
Elisha, w hen he saw them. My father, 
shall I smite them ? shall I smite them ? 

22 And he answered. Thou shalt not 
smite them : wouldest thou smite those 
whom thou hast taken captive with 
thy sword and with thy bow ? set 
bread and water before them, that 
they may eat and drink, and go to 
their master. 

23 And he prepared great provision 
for them : and when they had eaten 
and di’unk, he sent them away, and 
they went to their master. So the 
bands of SjTia came no more into 
the land of Israel. 

24 If And it came to pass after this, 
that Ben-hadad king of Syria gather- 
ed all his host, and went up, and be- 
sieged Samaria. 

25 And there was a great famine in 
Samaria : and, behold, they besieged 
it, imtil an ass’s head was sold for 
fourscore pieces of silver, and the 
fourth part of a cab of dove’s dimg 
for five pieces of silver. 

26 And as the king of Israel was 
passing by upon the wall, there cried 
a woman unto him, saying. Help, my 
lord, O king. 

27 And he said, If the Lord do not 
help thee, whence shall I help thee ? 
out of the bamfloor, or out of the 
winepress ? 

28 And the king said unto her, What 
aileth thee ? And she answered. This 
woman said unto me. Give thy son, 
that we may eat him to day, and we 
will eat my son to morrow. 

29 So we boiled my son, and did eat 
him ; and I said unto her on the next 
day, Give thy son, that we may eat 
him: and she hath hid her son. 

80 If And it came to pass, when the 
king heard the words of the woman, 
that he rent his clothes; and he 
passed by upon the wall, and the 
people looked, and, behold, he had 
sackcloth within upon his flesh. 


31 Then he said, God do so and 
more also to me, if the head of Elisha 
the son of Shaphat shall stand on 
him this day. 

.32 But Elisha sat in his house, and 
the elders sat with him ; and the Mng 
sent a man from before him : but ere 
the messenger came to him, he said 
to the elders. See ye how this son of 
a murderer hath sent to take away 
mine head ? look, when the messenger 
cometh, shut the door, and hold him 
fast at the door: is not the sound of 
his master’s feet behind him ? 

33 And while he yet talked with 
them, behold, the messenger came 
down unto him : and he said. Behold, 
this evil is of the Lord ; what should 
I wait for the Lord any longer ? 

CHAPTER VII. 

1 EUttha prophesieth incredible plenty in Samaria, 3 
Four lepers^ venturing on the host of the Syrians, bring 
tidings of their flight. 12 The king, finding by spies 
the news to be true, spoileth the tmts of the Syrians. 
17 T'he lord, who would not believe the prophecy of 
plenty, having the charge of the gate, is trodden to 
death in the press. 

T hen EUsha said, Hear ye the 
word of the Lord ; Thus saith 
the Lord, To morrow about this 
time shall a measure of fine flour he 
sold for a shekel, and two measures 
of barley for a shekel, in the gate of 
Samaria. 

2 Then a lord on whose hand the 
king leaned answered the man of 
God, and said. Behold, if the Lord 
would make windows in heaven, might 
this thing be ? And he said, Behold, 
thou shalt see it with thine eyes, but 
shalt not eat thereof 
3 1 And there were four leprous 
men at the entering in of the gate : 
and they said one to another, Why 
sit we here until we die ? 

4 If we say. We will enter into the 
city, then the famine is in the city, 
and we shall die there : and if we sit 
still here, we die also. Now therefore 
come, and let us fall unto the host of 
the Syrians : if they save us alive, we 
shall live ; and if they kill us, we shall 
but die. 

5 And they rose up in the twilight, 
to go unto the camp of the Syrians : 
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and when they were come to the ut- 
termost part of the camp of Syria, 
behold, there was no man there. 

6 For the Lord had made the host 
of the Syrians to hear a noise of cha- 
riots, and a noise of horses, even the 
noise of a great host : and they said 
one to another, Lo, the king of Israel 
hath hired against us the kings of 
the Hittites, and the kings of the 
Egyptians, to come upon us. 

T Wherefore they arose and fled in 
the twilight, and left their tents, and 
their horses, and their asses, even the 
camp as it was, and fled for their life. 

8 And when these lepers came to 
the uttermost part of the camp, they 
went into one tent, and did eat and 
drink, and carried thence silver, and 
gold, and raiment, and went and hid 
it; and came again, and entered into 
another tent, and carried thence also, 
and went and hid it. 

9 Then they said one to another, 
We do not well : this day is a day of 
good tidings, and we hold our peace : 
if we tarry till the morning light, 
some mischief will come upon us: 
now therefore come, that we may go 
and tell the king’s household. 

10 So they came and called unto 
the porter of the city : and they told 
them, saying. We came to the camp 
of the Syrians, and, behold, there was 
no man there, neither voice of man, 
but horses tied, and asses tied, and 
the tents as they were. 

11 And he called the porters; and 
they told it to the king’s house within. 

12 t And the king arose in the night, 
and said unto his servants, I will now 
shew you what the Syrians have done 
to us. They know that we he hungry ; 
therefore are they gone out of the 
camp to hide themselves in the field, 
saying. When they come out of the 
city, we shall catch them alive, and 
get into the city. 

13 And one of his servants answered 
and said. Let some take, I pray thee, 
five of the horses that remain, which 
are left in the city, (behold, they are 
as all the multitude of Israel that 
are left in it : behold, I say, they are 


even as aU the multitude of the Is- 
raelites that are consumed :) and let 
us send and see. 

14 They took therefore two chariot 
horses; and the king sent after the 
host of the Syrians, saying. Go and see. 

15 And they went after them unto 
Jordan: and, lo, all the way was full 
of garments and vessels, which the 
Syrians had cast away in their haste. 
And the messengers returned, and 
told the king. 

16 And the people went out, and 
spoiled the tents of the Syrians. So 
a measure of fine fiour was sold for 
a shekel, and two measures of barley 
for a shekel, according to the word 
of the Lord. 

17 ^ And the king appointed the 
lord on whose hand he leaned to 
have the charge of the gate : and 
the people trode upon him in the 
gate, and he died, as the man of God 
had said, who spake when the king 
came down to him.

2 And when thou comest thither, 
look out there Jehu the son of Je- 
hoshaphat the son of Nimshi, and 
go in, and make him arise up from 
among his brethren, and carry him 
to an inner chamber; 

3 Then take the box of oil, and 
pour it on his head, and say. Thus 
saith the Lors^ I have anointed thee 


king over Israel Then open the 
door, and flee, and tarry not. 

4 IT So the young man, ewen the 
young man the prophet, went to Ra- 
moth-gilead. 

5 And when he came, behold, the 
captains of the host were sitting ; and 
he said, I have an errand to thee, O 
captain. And Jehu said. Unto which 
of all us ? And he said, To thee, O 
captain. 

6 And he arose, and went into the 
house ; and he poured the oil on his 
head, and said unto him. Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel, I have an- 
ointed thee king over the people of 
the Lord, even over Israel 

7 Ajid thou shalt smite the house of 
Ahab thy master, that I may avenge 
the blood of my servants the prophets, 
and the blood of all the servants of 
the Lord, at the hand of Jezebel 

8 For the whole house of Ahab shall 
perish : and I will cut off from Ahab 
him that pisseth against the wall, and 
him that is shut up and left in Israel : 

9 And I will make the house of 
Ahab like the house of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, and like the house 
of Baasha the son of Ahijah : 

10 And the dogs shall eat Jezebel 
in the portion of Jezreel and there 
shall he none to bury her. And he 
opened the door, and fled. 

11 If Then Jehu came forth to the 
servants of his lord: and o^ie said 
unto him. Is all well ? wherefore 
came this mad fellow to thee ? And 
he said unto them. Ye know the man, 
and his communication. 

12 And they said. It is false; tell 
us now. And he said. Thus and 
thus spake he to me, saying. Thus 
saith the Lord, I have anointed thee 
king over Israel 

13 Then they hasted, and took every 
man his garment, and put it under 
him on the top of the stairs, and blew 
with trumpets, saying, Jehu is king. 

14 So Jehu the son of Jehoshajmat 
the son of Nimshi conspired against 
Joram. (Now Joram had kept Ra- 
moth-gilead, he and all Israel be- 
cause of Hazael king of Syria. 
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15 But king Joram was returned to 
be healed in Jezreel of the wounds 
which the Syrians had given him, 
when he fought with Hazael king of 
Syria) And Jehu said, If it be your 
minds, then let none go forth nor 
escape out of the city to go to tell U 
in Jezreel. 

16 So Jehu rode in a chariot, and 
went to Jezreel ; for Joram lay there. 
And Ahaziah king of Judah was 
come down to see Joram. 

17 And there stood a watchman on 
the tower in Jezreel, and he spied the 
company of Jehu as he came, and said, 
I see a company. And Joram said. 
Take an horseman, and send to meet 
them, and let him say. Is it peace ? 

18 So there went one on horseback 
to meet him, and said, Thus saith the 
king. Is it peace? And Jehu said. 
What hast thou to do with peace ? turn 
thee behind me. And the watchman 
told, saying. The messenger came to 
them, but he cometh not again. 

19 Then he sent out a second on 
horseback, which came to them, and 
said. Thus saith the king. Is it peace ? 
And Jehu answered. What hast thou 
to do with peace ? tm*n thee behind 
me. 

20 And the watchman told, saying. 
He came even unto them, and com- 
eth not again: and the driving is 
like the driving of Jehu the son of 
Nimshi; for he driveth furiously. 

21 And Joram said. Make ready. 
And his chariot was made ready. 
And Joram king of Israel and Aha- 
ziah king of Judah went out, each in 
his chariot, and they went out against 
Jehu, and met him in the portion of 
Naboth the Jezreelite. 

22 And it came to pass, when Joram 
saw Jehu, that he said. Is it peace, 
Jehu ? And he answered, Wliat peace, 
so long as the whoredoms of thy mo- 
ther Jezebel and her witchcrafts are 
80 many ? 

23 And Joram turned his hands, and 
fled, and said to Ahaziah, There is 
treachery, O Ahaziah. 

24 And Jehu drew a bow with his 
full strength, and smote Jehoram be-

tween his arms, and the arrow went 
out at his heart, and he sunk down in 
his chariot 

25 Then said Jehu to Bidkar his 
captain. Take up, a^id cast him in the 
portion of the field of Naboth the 
Jezreelite: for remember how that, 
when I and thou rode together after 
Ahab his father, the Lord laid this 
burden upon him ; 

26 Surely I have seen yesterday the 
blood of Naboth, and the blood of his 
sons, saith the Lord; and I will re- 
quite thee in this plat, saith the Lord. 
Now therefore take and cast him into 
the plat of ground, according to the 
word of the Lord. 

27 IT But when Ahaziah the king of 
Judah saw this, he fled by the way of 
the garden house. And Jehu follow- 
ed after him, and said. Smite him 
also in the chariot. And they did so 
at the going up to Gur, which is by 
Ibleam. And he fled to Megiddo, 
and died there. 

28 And his servants carried him in 
a chariot to Jerusalem, and buried 
him in his sepulchre with his fathers 
in the city of David. 

29 And in the eleventh year of Jo- 
ram the son of Ahab began Ahaziah 
to reign over Judah. 

30 IT And when Jehu was come to 
Jezreel, Jezebel heard of it; and she 
painted her face, and tired her head, 
and looked out at a window. 

31 And as Jehu entered in at the 
gate, she said. Had Zimri peace, who 
slew his master ? 

32 And he lifted up his face to the 
window, and said, Who is on my side ? 
who ? And there looked out to him 
two or three eunuchs. 

33 And he said. Throw her down. 
So they threw her down : and some of 
her blood was sprinkled on the wall, 
and on the horses : and he trode her 
under foot. 

34 And when he was come in, he did 
eat and drink, and said. Go, see now 
this cursed woman, and bury her : for 
she is a king’s daughter. 

35 And they went to bury her : but 
they foimd no more of her than the 
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sons slain.

2 Now as soon as this letter cometh 
to you, seeing your master’s sons are 
with you, and there are with you cha- 
riots and horses, a fenced city also, 
and armour; 

3 Look even out the best and meet- 
est of your master’s sons, and set him 
on his father’s throne, and flght for 
your master’s house. 

4 But they were exceedingly afraid, 
and said. Behold, two kings stood not 
before him : how then shall we stand ? 

5 And he that was over the house, 
and he that was over the city, the 
elders also, and the bringers up of 
the children, sent to Jehu, saying. We 
are thy servants, and wiU do all that 
thou shalt bid us ; we will not make 
any king : do thou that which is good 
in thine eyes. 

6 Then he wrote a letter the second 
time to them, saying. If ye he mine, 
and if ye will hearken imto my voice, 
take ye the heads of the men your 
master’s sons, and come to me to 
Jezreel by to morrow this time. Now 
the king’s sons, being seventy persons, 
were with the great men of the city, 
which brought them up. 

7 And it came to pass, when the let- 


ter came to them, that they took the 
king’s sons, and slew seventy persons, 
and put their heads in baskets, and 
sent him them to Jezreel. 

8 IT And there came a messenger, and 
told him, saying. They have brought 
the heads of the king’s sons. And he 
said. Lay ye them in two heaps at 
the entering in of the gate until the 
morning. 

9 And it came to pass in the morn- 
ing, that he went out, and stood, and 
said to all the people. Ye he right- 
eous : behold, I conspired against my 
master, and slew him: but who slew 
all these ?

Hezekiah’s good reign. 

N OW it came to pass in the third 
year of Hoshea son of Elah king 
of Israel, that Hezekiah the son of 
Ahaz king of Judah began to reign. 

2 Twenty and five years old was he 
when he began to reign ; and he 
reigned twent;f and nine years in 
Jerusalem. His mother’s name also 
was Abi, the daughter of Zachariah. 

3 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, according to 
all that David his father did. 

4 If He removed the high places, 
and brake the images, and cut down 
the groves, and brake in pieces the 
brasen serpent that Moses had made : 
for unto those days the children of 
Israel did burn incense to it : and he 
called it Nehushtan. 

5 He trusted in the Lord God of 
Israel; so that after him was none 
like him among all the kings of Ju- 
dah, nor ang that were before him. 

6 For he clave to the Lord, and de- 
parted not from following him, but 
kept his commandments, which the 
Lord commanded Moses. 

7 And the Lord was with him ; and 
he prospered whithersoever he went 
forth : and he rebelled against the 
king of Assyria, and served him not. 

8 He smote the Philistines, eoen 
unto Gaza, and the borders thereof, 
from the tower of the watchmen to 
the fenced city.

21 This is the word that the Lord 
hath spoken concerning him ; The 
virgin the daughter of Zion hath de- 
spised thee, and laughed thee to 
scorn; the daughter of Jerusalem 
hath shaken her head at thee. 

22 Whom hast thou reproached and 
blasphemed ? and against whom hast 
thou exalted thy voice, and lifted up 
thine eyes on high ? even against the 
Holy One of Israel 

23 By thy messengers thou hast re- 
proached the Lord, and hast said. 
With the multitude of my chariots 
I am come up to the height of the 
moimtains, to the sides of Lebanon, 
and will cut down the tall cedar 
trees thereof, and the choice fir trees 
thereof: and I will enter into the 
lodgings of his borders, and into the 
forest of his Carmel. 

24 I have digged and dnmk strange 
waters, and with the sole of my feet 
have I dried up all the rivers of be- 
sieged places. 

25 Hast thou not heard long ago

27 But I know thy abode, and thy 
going out, and thy coming in, and 
thy rage against me. 

28 Because thy rage against me 
and thy tumult is come up into mine 
ears, therefore I will put my hook in 
thy nose, and my bridle in thy lips, 
and I will tm*n thee back by the way 
by which thou earnest. 

29 And this shall he a sign unto 
thee. Ye shall eat this year such 
things as grow of themselves, and in 
the second year that which springeth 
of the same ; and in the third year 
sow ye, and reap, and plant vine- 
yards, and eat the fruits thereof.

I N those days was Hezekiah sick 
unto deatk And the prophet 
Isaiah the son of Amoz came to him, 
and said imto him, Thus saith the 
Lord, Set thine house in order ; for 
thou shalt die, and not live. 

2 Then he turned his face to the wall, 
and prayed unto the Lord, saying, 

3 I beseech thee, O Lord, remember 
now how I have walked before thee in 
truth and with a perfect heart, and 
have done that which is good in thy 
sight. And Hezekiah wept sore. 

4 And it came to pass, afore Isaiah 
was gone out into the middle court, 
that the word of the Lord came to 
him, saying, 

5 Turn again, and tell Hezekiah the 
captain of my people. Thus saith the 
Lord, the God of David thy father, I 
have heard thy prayer, I have seen 
thy tears : behold, I will heal thee : 
on the third day thou shalt go up 
unto the house of the Lord. 

6 And I will add unto thy days 
fifteen years ; and I will deliver thee 
and this city out of the hand of the 
king of Assyria; and I will defend 
this city for mine own sake, and for 
my servant David’s sake.

2 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, after the 
abominations of the heathen, whom 
the Lord cast out before the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

3 For he built up again the high 
places which Hezekiah his father had 
destroyed ; and he reared up altars for 
Baal, and made a grove, as did Ahab 
king of Israel ; and worshipped all 
the host of heaven, and served them. 
4 And he built altars in the house 
of the Lord, of which the Lord said. 
In Jerusalem will I put my name. 

5 And he built altars for all the 
host of heaven in the two courts of 
the house of the Lord. 

6 And he made his son pass through 
the fire, and observed times, and used 
enchantments, and dealt with fami- 
liar spirits and wizards : he wrought 
much wickedness in the sight of the 
Lord, to provoke him to anger. 

7 And he set a graven image of 
the grove that he had made in the 
house, of which the Lord said to 
David, and to Solomon his son. In 
this house, and in Jerusalem, which 
I have chosen out of all tribes of 
Israel, will I put my name for ever : 

8 Neither will I make the feet of 
Israel move any more out of the land 
which I gave their fathers; only if

12 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel, Behold, I am bringing 
such evil upon Jerusalem and Judah, 
that whosoever heareth of it, both his 
ears shall tingle. 

13 And I will stretch over Jerusalem 
the line of Samaria, and the plummet 
of the house of Ahab : and I will wipe 
Jerusalem as a man wipeth a dish, 
wiping it, and turning it upside down* 

14 And I will forsake the remnant 
of mine inheritance, and deliver them 
into the hand of their enemies ; and 
they shall become a prey and a spoil 
to all their enemies ; 

15 Because they have done that 
which was evil in my sight, and have 
provoked me to anger, since the day 
their fathers came forth out of Egypt, 
even unto this day. 

16 Moreover Manasseh shed inno- 
cent blood very much, till he had filled 
Jerusalem from one end to another; 
beside his sin wherewith he made 
Judah to sin, in doing that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lord. 

17 ^ Now th^e rest of the acts of Ma- 
nasseh, and all that he did, and his 
sin that he sinned, are they not writ- 
ten in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Judah? 

18 And Manasseh slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried in the garden 
of his own house, in the garden of 
Uzza: and Amon his son reigned in 
his stead. 

19 If Amon teas twenty and two years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
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Josiah's good reign. 

reigned two years in Jerusalem. And 
his mother’s name was Meshullemeth, 
the daughter of Haruz of Jotbah. 

20 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, as his father 
Manasseh did. 

21 And he walked in all the way 
that his father walked in, and served 
the idols that his father served, and 
worshipped them : 

22 And he forsook the Lord God 
of his fathers, and walked not in the 
way of the Lord. 

23 1 And the servants of Amon con- 
spired against him, and slew the king 
in his own house. 

24 And the people of the land slew 
all them that had conspired against 
king Amon; and the people of the land 
made Josiah his son king in his stead. 

25 Now the rest of the acts of Amon 
which he did, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the 
kings of Judah? 

26 And he was buried in his sepul- 
chre in the garden of Uzza : and Jo- 
siah his son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

1 JomUi'ff good reign. 3 He taketh care fw the repair 
of the temple, 8 Hilkiah haring found a hook of the 
law, Josiah sendeth to Huldah to miquire of the Lord. 
1.3 HuldaJi prophesieth the destruction of Jerusalem, 
hut respite thereof in Josiah' s time. 

J OSIAH was eight years old when 
he began to reign, and he reign- 
ed thirty and one years in Jerusa- 
lem. And his mother’s name was 
Jedidah, the daughter of Adaiah of 
Roscath. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, and walkied 
in all the way of David his father, 
and turned not aside to the right 
hand or to the left. 

3 T And it came to pass in the eigh- 
teenth year of king Josiah, that the 
king sent Shaphan the son of Aza- 
liah, the son of Meshullam, the scribe, 
to the house of the Lord, saying, 

4 Go up to Hilkiah the high priest, 
that he may sum the silver which is 
brought into the house of the Lord, 
which the keepers of the door have 
gathered of the people : 

6 And let them deliver it into the

hand of the doers of the work, that 
have the oversight of the house of 
the Lord : and let them give it to 
the doers of the work which is in 
the house of the Lord, to repair the 
breaches of the house, 

6 Unto carpenters, and builders, and 
masons, and to buy timber and hewn 
stone to repair the house. 

7 Howbeit there was no reckoning 
made with them of the money that 
was delivered into their hand, because 
they dealt faithfully. 

8 If And Hilkiah the high priest said 
unto Shaphan the scribe,! have found 
the book of the law in the house of 
the Lord. And Hilkiah gave the 
book to Shaphan, and he read it. 

9 And Shaphan the scribe came to 
the king, and brought the king word 
again, and said. Thy servants have 
gathered the money that was found 
in the house, and have delivered it 
into the hand of them that do the 
work, that have the oversight of the 
house of the Lord. 

10 And Shaphan the scribe shewed 
the king, saying, Hilkiah the priest 
hath delivered me a book. And Sha- 
phan read it before the king. 

11 And it came to pass, when the 
king had heard the words of the book 
of the law, that he rent his clothes. 

12 And the king commanded Hil- 
kiah the priest, and Ahikam the son 
of Shaphan, and Achbor the son of 
Michaiah, and Shaphan the scribe 
and Asahiah a servant of the king’s, 
saying, 

13 Go ye, enquire of the Lord for 
me, and for the people, and for all 
Judah, concerning the words of this 
book that is found : for great is the 
wrath of the Lord that is kindled 
against us, because our fathers have 
not hearkened unto the words of this 
book, to do according unto all that 
which is written concerning us. 

14 So Hilkiah the priest, and Ahi- 
kam, and Achbor, and Shaphan, and 
Asahiah, went unto Huldah the pro- 
phetess, the wife of Shallum the son 
of Tikvah, the son of Harhas, keeper 
of the wardrobe; ?now she dwelt in 
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Jerusalem in the college ;) and they 
communed with her. 

15 f And she said unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord God of Israel, Tell the 
man that sent you to me, 

16 Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I 
will bring evil upon this place, and 
upon the inhabitants thereof, even 
all the words of the book which the 
king of Judah hath read: 

17 Because they have forsaken me, 
and have burned incense imto other 
gods, that they might provoke me 
to anger with all the works of their 
hands ; therefore my wrath shall be 
kindled against this place, and shall 
not be quenched. 

18 But to the king of Judah which 
sent you to enquire of the Lord, thus 
shall ye say to him, Thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, As touching the 
words which thou hast heard ; 

19 Because thine heart was tender, 
and thou hast humbled thyself before 
the Lord, when thou heardest what I 
spake against this place, and against 
the inhabitants thereof, that they 
should become a desolation and a 
curse, and hast rent thy clothes, and 
wept before me ; 1 also have heard 
thee, saith the Lord. 

20 Behold therefore, I will gather 
thee unto thy fathers, and thou shalt 
be gathered into thy grave in peace ; 
and thine eyes shall not see all the 
evil which I will bring upon this 
place. And they brought the king 
word again. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

J Josiah causcth the hook to be read in a solemn assem- 
bly. 3 He reneweth the covenant of the Lord. 4 He 
destroy eth idolatry. 15 He burnt dead mens bones 
upon the altar of Beth-el, as was foreprophesied. 21 
He kept a most solemn passover. 24 He put away 
witches and all abomination. 26 God*s final wrath 
against Judah. 29 Josiah, provoking Pharaoh-nechohy 
is slain at Megiddo. 31 Jehoahaz, succeeding him, is 
imprisoned by Pharaoh-nechoh, who made Jehoiakim 
king. 36 Jehoiakim’ s wicked reign. 

AND the king sent, and they ga- 
thered unto him all the elders 
of Judah and of Jerusalem. 

2 And the king went up into the 
house of the Lord, and all the men 
of Judah and all the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem with him, and the priests, 
and the prophets, and all the people. 


both small and great: and he read 
in their ears all the words of the 
book of the covenant which was 
found in the house of the Lord. 

3 IT And the king stood by a pillar, 
and made a covenant before the 
Lord, to walk after the Lord, and 
to keep his commandments and his 
testimonies and his statutes with all 
their heart and all their soul, to per- 
form the words of this covenant that 
were written in this book. And all 
the people stood to the covenant. 

4 And the king commanded Hilkiah 
the high priest, and the priests of the 
second order, and the keepere of the 
door, to bring forth out of the temple 
of the Lord all the vessels that were 
made for Baal, and for the grove, and 
for all the host of heaven : and he 
burned them without Jerusalem in 
the fields of Kidron, and carried the 
ashes of them unto Beth-el. 

5 And he put down the idolatrous 
priests, whom the kings of Judah had 
ordained to bum incense in the high 
places in the cities of Judah, and in 
the places round about Jerusalem; 
them also that burned incense unto 
Baal, to the sun, and to the moon, 
and to the planets, and to all the 
host of heaven. 

6 And he brought out the grove 
from the house of the Lord, without 
Jerusalem, unto the brook Kidron, 
and burned it at the brook Kidron, 
and stamped U small to powder, and 
cast the powder thereof upon the 
graves of the children of the people. 

7 And he brake down the houses of 
the sodomites, that were by the house 
of the Lord, where the women wove 
hangings for the grove. 

8 And he brought all the priests out 
of the cities of Judah, and defiled the 
high places where the priests had 
burned incense, from Geba to Beer- 
sheba, and brake down the high places 
of the gates that were in the enter- 
ing in of the gate of Joshua the go- 
vernor of the city, which were on a 
man’s left hand at the gate of the city. 

9 Nevertheless the priests of the 
high places came not up to the altar

of the Lord in Jerusalem, but they 
eat of the unleavened bread 
among their brethren. 

10 imd he defiled Topheth, which m 
in the valley of the children of Hin- 
nom, that no man might make his son 
or his daughter to pass through the 
fire to Molech. 

11 And he took away the horses 
that the kings of Judah had given 
to the sun, at the entering in of the 
house of the Lord, by the chamber 
of Nathan-melech the chamberlain, 
which wm in the suburbs, and burn- 
ed the chariots of the sim with fire. I 

12 And the altars that were on the ! 
top of the upper chamber of Ahaz, I 
which the kings of Judah had made, 
and the altars which Manasseh had 
made in the two courts of the house 
of the Lord, did the king beat down, 
and brake them down from thence, 
and cast the dust of them into the 
brook Kidron. 

13 And the high places that were 
before Jerusalem, which were on the 
right hand of the mount of cor- 
ruption, which Solomon the king of 
Israel had builded for Ashtoreth the 
abomination of the Zidonians, and 
for Chemosh the abomination of the 
Moabites, and for Milcom the abo- 
mination of the children of Ammon, 
did the king defile. 

14 And he brake in pieces the im- 
ages, and cut down the groves, and fill- 
ed their places with the bones of men. 

16 IF Moreover the altar that was at 
Beth-el, and the high place which 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who 
made Israel to sin, had made, both 
that altar and the high place he 
brake down, and burned the high 
place, and stamped U small to pow- 
der, and burned the grove. 

16 And as Josiah turned himself, he 
spied the sepulchres that were there 
in the mount, and sent, and took the 
bones out of the sepulchres, and burn- 
ed them upon the altar, and polluted 
it, according to the word of the Lord 
which the man of God proclaimed, 
who proclaimed these words. 

17 Then he said. What title is that 


that I see ? And the men of the city 
told him. It is the sepulchre of the 
man of God, which came from Judah, 
and proclaimed these things that thou 
hast done against the altar of Beth-el. 

18 And he said. Let him alone ; let 
no man move his bones. So they let 
his bones alone, with the bones of the 
prophet that came out of Samaria 

19 And all the houses also of the 
high places that were in the cities of 
Samaria, which the kings of Israel 
had made to provoke the LORD to 
anger, Josiah took away, and did to 
them according to all the acts that 
he had done in Beth-el. 

20 And he slew all the priests of the 
high places that were there upon the 
altars, and burned men s bones upon 
them, and returned to Jerusalem. 

21 f And the king commanded all 
the people, saying, Keep the pass- 
over unto the Lord your God, as it is 
written in the book of this covenant. 

22 Surely there was not holden such 
a passover from the days of the 
judges that judged Israel, nor in all 
the days of the kings of Israel, nor 
of the kings of Judah; 

23 But in the eighteenth year of 
king Josiah, wherein this passover was 
holden to the Lord in Jerusalem. 

24 IF Moreover the workers with fa- 
miliar spirits, and the wizards, and the 
images, and the idols, and all the 
abominations that were spied in the 
land of Judah and in Jerusalem, did 
Josiah put away, that he might per- 
form the words of the law which were 
written in the book that Hilkiah the 
priest found in the house of the Lord. 

26 And like unto him was there no 
king before him, that turned to the 
Lord with all his heart, and with all 
his soul, and with all his might, accord- 
ing to all the law of Moses ; neither 
after him arose there any like him. 

26 IF Notwithstanding the Lord turn- 
ed not from the fierceness of his great 
wrath, wherewith his anger was kin- 
dled against Judah, because of all 
the provocations that Manasseh had 
provoked him withal 

27 And the Lord said, I will remove 
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Judah also out of my sight, as I have 
removed Israel, and will cast off this 
city Jerusalem which I have chosen, 
and the house of which I said. My 
name shall be there. 

28 Now the rest of the acts of Jo- 
siah, and all that he did, are they 
not written in the book of the chro- 
nicles of the kings of Judah? 

29 If In his days Pharaoh-nechoh 
king of Egypt went up against the 
king of Assyria to the river Euphra- 
tes: and king Josiah went against 
him ; and he slew him at Megiddo, 
when he had seen him. 

:}0 And his servants carried him in 
a chariot dead from Megiddo, and 
brought him to Jerusalem, and buried 
him in his own sepulchre. And the 
people of the land took Jehoahaz the 
son of Josiah, and anointed him, and 
made him king in his father’s stead. 

31 If Jehoahaz was twenty and three 
years old when he began to reign ; and 
he reigned three months in J erusalem. 
And his mothers name was Hamutal, 
the daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah, 

32 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, according 
to all that his fathers had done. 

33 And Pharaoh-nechoh put him 

in bands at Hi blah in the land of 
Hamath, that he might not reign 
in Jerusalem; and put the land to ; 
a tribute of an hundred talents of j 
silver, and a talent of gold. I 

34 And Pharaoh-nechoh made Eli- j 
akim the son of Josiah king in the i 
room of Josiah his father, and turn- 
ed his name to Jehoiakim, and took 
Jehoahaz away: and he came to 
Egypt, and died there. 

35 And Jehoiakim gave the silver 
and the gold to Pharaoh; but he 
taxed the land to give the money 
according to the commandment of 
Pharaoh: he exacted the silver and 
the gold of the people of the land, of 
every one according to his taxation, 
to give it unto Pharaoh-nechoh. 

36 II Jehoiakim was twenty and 
five years old when he began to 
reign; and he reigned eleven years j 
in Jerusalem. Aud his mother’s 


name was Zebudah, the daughter 
of Pedaiah of Rumah. 

37 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, according 
to all that his fathers had done. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

1 Jehoiakim, first svbdued by Nebuchadnezzar, then 
rebelling against him, procurcth his own ruin, b Je- 
hoiachin succeedeth him. 7 The king of Egypt is 
vanquished by the king of Baity Ion. 8 Jehoiachins 
evil reign. 10 Jerusalem is taken and carried cap^ 
live into Baity Ion. 17 Zedekiah is made king, and 
reigneth ill unto the utter destruction of Judah. 

I N his days Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon came up, and Jehoiakim 
became his servant three years : then 
he tunied and rebelled against him. 

2 And the Lord sent against him 
bands of the Chaldees, and bands of 
the Syrians, and bands of the Moab- 
ites, and bands of the children of 
Ammon, and sent them against Ju- 
dah to destroy it, according to the 
word of the Lord, which he spake 
by his servants the prophets. 

3 Surely at the commandment of the 
Lord came this upon Judah, to remove 
them out of his sight, for the sins of 
Manasseh, according to all that he did; 
4 And also for the innocent blood 
that he shed; for he tilled Jerusa- 
lem with hmocent blood; which the 
Lord would not pardon. 

6 If Now the rest of the acts of 
Jehoiakim, and all that he did, are 
they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of J udah ? 

6 So Jehoiakim slept with his fa- 
thers: and Jehoiachin his son reign- 
ed in his stead. 

7 And the king of Egypt came not 
again any more out of his land: for 
the king of Babylon had taken from 
the river of Egypt unto the river 
Euphrates all that pertained to the 
king of Egypt. 

8 If Jehoiachin was eighteen years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned in Jerusalem three months. 
And his mother’s name was Nehush- 
ta, the daughter of El-nathan of Je- 
rusalem. 

9 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, according 
to all that his father had done. 

10 If At that time the servants of 
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Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon 
came up against Jerusalem, and the 
city was besieged. 

11 And Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon came against the city, and 
his servants did besiege it. 

12 And Jehoiachin the king of Ju- 
dah went out to the king of Babylon, 
he, and his mother, and his servants, 
and his princes, and his officers : and 
the king of Babylon took him in the 
eighth year of his reign. 

13 And he carried out thence all tlie 
treasures of the house of the Lord, 
and the treasures of the king’s house, 
and cut in pieces all the vessels of 
gold which Solomon king of Israel 
had made in the temple of the Lord, 
as the Lord had said. 

14 And he carried away all Jerusa- 
lem, and all the princes, and all the 
mighty men of valour, even ten thou- 
sand captives, and all the craftsmen 
and smiths : none remained, save the 
poorest sort of the people of the land. 

15 And he carried away Jehoiachin 
to Babylon, and the king’s mother, 
and the king’s wives, and his officers, 
and the mighty of the land, those car- 
ried he into captivity from Jerusalem 
to Babylon. 

16 And all the men of might, even 
seven thousand, and craftsmen and 
smiths a thousand, all that were 
strong and apt for war, even them 
the Mng of Babylon brought captive 
to Babylon. 

17 If And the king of Babylon made 
Mattaniah his father’s brother king 
in his stead, and changed his name 
to 2^dekiah. 

18 Zedekiah was twenty and one 
years old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Hamutal, 
the daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. 

19 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, according 
to all that Jeboiakim had done. 

20 For through the anger of the 
Lord it came to pass in Jerusalem 
and Judah, until he had cast them out 
from his presence, that Zedekiah re- 
belled against the king of Babylon. 


CHAPTER XXV. 

1 Jenmatern is besieged. + Zedekiah takett, his sons 
slain., his eyes put out. 8 Nebuzar~adan defaceth 
the city, carrieth the remnanty except a few poor 
labourers, into captivity, 13 spoileth and carrieth 
away the treasures. 18 The nobles are slain at 
Riblah. Gedaliah, who was set oi^er them that 
remained, tsang slain, the rest flee into Egypt. ‘27 
Evil-m(‘rodach advanceth Jehoiachin, in his court. 

AND it came to pass in the ninth 
J\. year of his reign, in the tenth 
month, in the tenth day of the 
month, that Nebuchadnezzar king 
of Babylon came, he, and all his 
host, against Jerusalem, and pitch- 
ed against it; and they built forts 
against it round about. 

2 And the city was besieged unto 
the eleventh year of king Zedekiah. 

3 And on the ninth day of the 
fourth month the famine prevailed 
in the city, and there was no bread 
for the people of the land. 

4 If And the city was broken up, 
and all the men of war fled by night 
by the way of the gate between two 
walls, which is by the king’s garden : 
(now the Chaldees were against the 
city round about :) and the king went 
the way toward the plain. 

5 And the army of the Chaldees 
pursued after the king, and overtook 

, him in the plains of Jericho: and all 
his army were scattered from him. 

I 6 So they took the king, and brought 
him up to the king of Babylon to Rib- 
lah; andtheygavejudgraent upon him. 

7 And they slew the sons of Zede- 
kiah before his eyes, and put out 
the eyes of Zedekiah, and bound 
him with fetters of brass, and car- 
ried him to Babylon. 

8 If And in the fifth month, on the se- 
venth d,ay of the month, which is the 
nineteenth year of king Nebuchadnez- 
zar king of Babylon, came Nebuzar- 
adan, captain of the guard, a servant 
of the king of Babylon , unto J erusalem : 

9 And he burnt the house of the 
Lord, and the king’s house, and all 
the houses of Jerusalem, and every 
great maris house burnt he with fire. 

10 And all the army of the Chal- 
dees, that were with the captain of 
the guard, brake down the walls of 
Jerusalem roimd about. 
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11 Now the rest of the people that 
were left in the city, and the fugi- ' 
tives that fell away to the king of 
Babylon, with the remnant of the j 
multitude, did Nebuzar-adan the ' 
captain of the guard carry away. 

12 But the captain of the guard | 
left of the poor of the land to he 
vinedressers and husbandmen. 

13 And the pillars of brass that 
were in the house of the Lord, and 
the bases, and the brasen sea that 
was in the house of the Lord, did the ! 
Chaldees break in pieces, and carried 
the brass of them to Babylon. 

14 And the pots, and the shovels, and 

the snuffers, and the spoons, and all ; 
the vessels of brass wherewith they I 
ministered, took they away. j 

15 And the firepans, and the bowls, 
and such things as were of gold, in I 
gold, and of silver, in silver, the i 
captain of the guard took away. 

16 The two pillars, one sea, and the | 
bases which Solomon had made for ! 
the house of the Lord ; the brass of 
all these vessels was without weight. 

17 The height of the one pillar was 
eighteen cubits, and the chapiter up- 
on it was brass: and the height of 
the chapiter three cubits ; and the 
wreathen work, and pomegi’anates 
upon the chapiter round about, all of 
brass : and like unto these had the 
second pillar with wreathen work. 

18 If And the captain of the guard 
took Seraiah the chief priest, and 
Zephaniah the second priest, and 
the three keepers of the door: 

19 And out of the city he took an 
officer that was set over the men of 
war, and five men of them that were 
in the king’s presence, which were 
found in the city, and the principal 
scribe of the host, which mustered 
the people of the land, and three- 
score men of the people of the land 
that were found in the city : 

20 And Nebuzar-adan captain of 
the guard took these, and brought 
them to the king of Babylon to 
Riblah: 

21 And the king of Babylon smote 
them, and slew them at Riblah in 


the land of Hamath. So Judah was 
carried away out of their land. 

22 IF And as for the people that 
remained in the land of Judah, whom 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon had 
left, even over them he made Geda- 
liah the son of Ahikam, the son of 
Shaphan, ruler. 

23 And when all the captains of the 
armies, they and their men, heard 
that the king of Babylon had made 
Gedaliah governor, there came to 
Gedaliah to Mizpah, even Ishmael 
the son of Nethaniah, and Johanan 
the son of Careah, and Seraiah the 
son of Tanhumeth the Netophathite, 
and Jaazaniah the son of a Maacha- 
tliite, they and their men. 

24 And Gedaliah sware to them, 
and to their men, and said unto 
them. Fear not to be the servants 
of the Chaldees: dwell in the land, 
and serve the king of Babylon ; and 
it shall be well with you. 

25 But it came to pass in the seventh 
month, that Ishmael the son of Ne- 
thaniah, the son of Elishama, of the 
seed royal, came, and ten men with 
him, and smote Gedaliah, that he 
died, and the Jews and the Chaldees 
that were with him at Mizpah. 

20 And all the people, both small 
and great, and the captains of the 
armies, arose, and came to Egypt : for 
they were afraid of the Chaldees. 

27 IF And it came to pass in the 
seven and thirtieth year of the cap- 
tivity of Jehoiachin king of Judah, 
in the twelfth month, on the seven 
and twentieth day of the month, that 
Evil-merodach king of Babylon in the 
year that he began to reign did lift 
up the head of Jehoiachin king of 
Judah out of prison; 

28 And he spake kindly to him, and 
set his throne above the throne of the 
kings that were with him in Babylon ; 

29 And changed his prison garments: 
and he did eat bread continually be- 
fore him all the days of his life. 

30 And his allowance was a con- 
tinual allowance given him of the 
king, a daily rate for every day, all 
the days of his life.

43 And Moza begat Binea; and 
Kephaiah his son, Eleasah his son, 
Azel his son. 

44 And Azel had six sons, whose 
names are these, Azrikam, Bocheru, 
and Ishmael, and Sheariah, and Oba- 
diah, and Hanan : these were the 
sons of Azel. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 Saurs overthrow and death. 8 The Philistines tri- 
umph over Saul. 11 The kindness of Jabesh-gilead 
towards Saul and his sons. 13 Saul's sin, for which 
the kingdom was translated from him to David. 

N OW the Philistines fought a- 
gainst Israel; and the men of 
Israel fled from before the Philis- 
tines, and fell down slain in moimt 
Gilboa. 

2 And the Philistines followed hard 
after Saul, and after his sons; and 
the Philistines slew Jonathan, and 
Abinadab, and Malchi-shua, the sons 
of Saul. 

3 And the battle went sore against 
Saul, and the archers hit him, and 
he was wounded of the archers. 

4 Then said Saul to his armom*- 
bearer, Draw thy sword, and thrust 
me through therewith ; lest these 
uncircumcised come and abuse me. 


But his armoimbearer would not; 
for he was sore afraid. So Saul 
took a sword, and fell upon it. 

6 And when his armourbearer saw 
that Saul was dead, he fell likewise 
on the sword, and died. 

6 So Saul died, and his three sons, 
and all his house died together. 

7 And when all the men of Israel 
that were in the valley saw that they 
fled, and that Saul and his sons were 
dead, then they forsook their cities, 
and fled: and the Philistines came 
and dwelt in them. 

8 11 And it came to pass on the 
morrow, when the Philistines came to 
strip the slain, that they found Saul 
and his sons fallen in mount Gilboa. 

9 And when they had stripped him, 
they took his head, and his armour, 
and sent into the land of the Philis- 
tines round about, to carry tidings 
unto their idols, and to the people. 

10 And they put his armour in the 
house of their gods, and fastened his 
head in the temple of Dagon. 

11 If And when all Jabesh-gilead 
heard all that the Philistines had 
done to Saul, 

12 They arose, all the valiant men, 
and took away the body of Saul, and 
the bodies of his sons, and brought 
them to Jabesh, and buried their 
bones under the oak in Jabesh, and 
fsisted seven days. 

13 II So Saul died for his trans- 
gression which he committed against 
the Lord, even against the word of 
the Lord, which he kept not, and 
also for asking counsel of one that had 
a familiar spirit, to enquire of it ; 

14 And enquired not of the Lord: 
therefore he slew him, and turned the 
kingdom \mto David the son of Jesse. 

CHAPTER XI. 

1 David by a general consent is made king at Hebron, 
4 - He winneth the castle of Zion from the Jebusites by 
JoaPs valour. 10 ^ catalogue of David *s mighty mm, 

T hen all Israel gathered them- 
selves to David unto Hebron, 
saying. Behold, we are thy bone and 
thy flesh. 

2 And moreover in time past, even 
when Saul was king, thou waM he 
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that leddest out and broughtest in 
Israel: and the Lord thy God said 
unto thee, Thou shalt feed my peo- 
ple Israel, and thou shalt be ruler 
over my people Israel. 

3 Therefore came all the elders of 
Israel to the king to Hebron; and 
David made a covenant with them in 
Hebron before the Lord; and they 
anointed David king over Israel, ac- 
cording to the word of the Lord by 
Samuel. 

4 IF And David and all Israel went 
to Jerusalem, which is Jebus; where 
the Jebusites were, the inhabitants 
of the land. 

5 And the inhabitants of Jebus 
said to David, Thou shalt not come 
hither. Nevertheless David took the 
castle of Zion, which is the city of 
David. 

6 And David said. Whosoever smit- 
eth the Jebusites first shall be chief 
and captain. So Joab the son of 
Zeruiah went first up, and was chief. 

7 And David dwelt in the castle; 
therefore they called it the city of 
David. 

8 And he built the city roimd a- 
bout, even from Millo round about: 
and Joab repaired the rest of the 
city. 

9 So David waxed greater and 
greater: for the Lord of hosts was 
with him. 

10 IF These also are the chief of 
the mighty men whom David had, 
who strengthened themselves with 
him in his kingdom, and with all 
Israel, to make him king, according 
to the word of the Lord concerning 
Israel. 

11 And this is the number of the 
mighty men whom David had; Ja- 
shobeam, an Hachmonite, the chief 
of the captains : he lifted up his 
spear against three hundred slain 
by him at one time. 

12 And after him was Eleazar the 
son of Dodo, the Ahohite, who was 
one of the three mighties. 

13 He was with David at Pas-dam- 
mim, and there the Philistines were 
gathered together to battle, where 
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was a parcel of ground full of bar- 
ley; and the people fled fi’om be- 
fore the Philistines. 

14 And they set themselves in the 
midst of that parcel, and delivered 
it, and slew the Philistines; and the 
Lord saved them by a great deli- 
verance. 

15 IF Now three of the thirty cap- 
tains went down to the rock to Da- 
vid, into the cave of Adiillam; and 
the host of the Philistines encamped 
in the valley of Eephaim. 

16 And David was then in the 
hold, and the Philistines’ garrison 
was then at Beth-lehem, 

17 And David longed, and said. Oh 
that one would give me drink of the 
water of the well of Beth-lehem, that 
is at the gate ! 

18 And the three brake through 
the host of the Philistines, and drew 
water out of the well of Beth-lehem, 
that was by the gate, and took it, 
and brought it to David: but David 
would not drink of it, but poured it 
out to the Lord, 

19 And said. My God forbid it me, 
that I should do this thing : shall 1 
drink the blood of these men that 
have put their lives in jeopardy? 
for with the jeopardy of their lives 
they brought it. Therefore he would 
not drink it. These things did these 
three mightiest. 

20 1 And Abishai the brother of 
Joab, he was chief of the three: for 
lifting up his spear against three 
hundred, he slew thsim, and had a 
name among the three. 

21 Of the three, he was more ho- 
nourable than the two; for he was 
their captain: howbeit he attained 
not to the first three. 

22 Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, 
the son of a valiant man of Kabzeel, 
who had done many acts; he slew 
two lionlike men of Moab: also he 
went down and slew a lion in a pit 
in a snowy day. 

23 And he slew an Egyptian, a 
man of great stature, five cubits 
high; and in the Egyptian’s hand 
was a spear like a weaver’s beam; 
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and he went down to him with a 
staff, and plucked the spear out of 
the Egyptian’s hand, and slew him 
with his own spear. 

24 These things did Benaiah the 
son of Jehoiada, and had the name 
among the three mighties. 

26 Behold, he was honourable a- 
mong the thirty, but attained not to 
the first three : and David set him 
over his guard. 

26 If Also the valiant men of the 
armies were, Asahel the brother of 
Joab, Elhanan the son of Dodo of 
Beth-lehem, 

27 Shammoth the Harorite, Helez 
the Pelonite, 

28 Ira the son of Ikkesh the Te- 
koite, Abi-ezer the Antothite, 

29 Sibbecai the Hushathite, Ilai the 
Ahohite, 

30 Maharai the Netophathite, He- 
led the son of Baanah the Neto- 
phathite, 

31 Ithai the son of Ribai of Gibeah, 
that j)ertamed to the children of Ben- 
jamin, Benaiah the Pirathonite, 

32 Hurai of the brooks of Gaash, 
Abiel the Arbathite, 

33 Azmaveth the Baharumite, Eli- 
ahba the Shaalbonite, 

34 The sons of Hashem the Gi- 
zonite, Jonathan the son of Shage 
the Hararite, 

35 Aliiam the son of Sacar the Ha- 
rarite, Eliphal the son of Ur, 

36 Hepher the Mecherathite, Ahi- 
jah the Pelonite, 

37 Hezro the Carmelite, Naarai the 
son of Ezbai, 

38 Joel the brother of Nathan, 
Mibhar the son of Haggeri, 

39 Zelek the Ammonite, Naharai 
the Berothite, the armourbearer of 
Joab the son of Zeruiah, 

40 Ira the Ithrite, Gareb the Ithrite, 

41 Uriah the Hittite, Ziabad the son 
of Ahlai, 

42 Adina the son of Shiza the Reu- 
benite, a captain of the Reubenites, 
and thirty with him, 

43 Hanan the son of Maachah, and 
Joshaphat the Mithnite, 

44 Uzzia the Ashterathite, Shama 
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and Jehiel the sons of Hothan the 
Aroerite, 

46 Jediael the son of Shimri, and 
Joha his brother, the Tizite, 

46 Eliel the Maliavite, and Jeribai, 
and Joshaviah, the sons of Elnaam , 
and Ithmah the Moabite, 

47 Eliel, and Obed, and Jasiel the 
Mesobaite. 

CHAPTER XII. 

1 The companies that came to David at Ziklag. 23 The 
armies that came to him at Helrron, 

N OW these are they that came 
to David to Ziklag, while he 
yet kept himself close because of 
Saul the son of Kish : and they were 
among the mighty men, helpers of 
the war. 

2 They were armed with bows, and 
could use both the right hand and 
the left in hurling stones and shoot- 
ing arrows out of a bow, even of 
Saul’s brethren of Benjamin. 

3 The chief was Ahiezer, then Jo- 
ash, the sons of Shemaah the Gi- 
beathite ; and Jeziel, and Pelet, the 
sons of Azmaveth; and Berachah, 
and Jehu the Antothite, 

4 And Ismaiah the Gibeonite, a 
mighty man among the thirty, and 
over the thirty ; and Jeremiah, and 
Jahaziel, and Johanan, and Josabad 
the Gederathite, 

6 Eluzai, and Jerimoth, and Bea- 
liah, and Shemariah, and Shephatiah 
the Haruphite, 

6 Elkanah, and Jesiah, and Aza- 
reel, and Joezer, and Jashobeam, the 
Korhites, 

7 And Joelah, and Zebadiah, the 
I sons of Jeroham of Gedor. 

8 And of the Gadites there sepa- 
rated themselves imto David into 
the hold to the wilderness men of 
might, and men of war fit for the 
battle, that could handle shield and 
buckler, whose faces were like the 
faces of lions, and were as swift as 
the roes upon the mountains; 

9 Ezer the first, Obadiah the second, 
Eliab the third, 

10 Mishmannah the fourth, Jere- 
miah the fifth, 

11 Attai the sixth, Eliel the seventh. 
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12 Johanan the eighth, Elzabad the 
ninth, 

13 Jeremiah the tenth, Machbanai 
the eleventh. 

14 These toere of the sons of Gad, 
captains of the host : one of the 
least was over an hundred, and the 
greatest over a thousand. 

15 These are they that went over 
Jordan in the first month, when it 
had overflown all his banks ; and 
they put to flight all tiwfn of the 
valleys, both toward the east, and 
towara the west. 

16 And there came of the children 
of Benjamin and Judah to the hold 
unto David. 

17 And David went out to meet 
them, and answered and said unto 
them, If ye be come peaceably unto 
me to help me, mine heart shall be 
knit imto you : but if ye he come to 
betray me to mine enemies, seeing 
there is no wrong in mine hands, the 
God of our fathers look thereon, and 
rebuke it. 

18 Then the spirit came upon Ama- 
sai, who was chief of the captains, 
and he said, Thine are we, David, 
and on thy side, thou son of Jesse : 
peace, peace he unto thee, and peace 
he to thine helpers; for thy God 
helpeth thee. Then David received 
them, and made them captains of 
the band. 

19 And there fell some of Manasseh 
to David, when he came with the 
Philistines against Saul to battle: 
but they helped them not: for the 
lords of the Philistines upon ad- 


there came to David to help him. 
until U was a great host, like the 
host of God. 

23 1 And these are the numbers 
of the bands thjod were ready arm- 
ed to the war, and came to David 
to Hebron, to turn the kingdom of 
Saul to him, according to the word 
of the Lord. 

24 The children of Judah that bare 
shield and spear were six thousand 
and eight hundred, ready armed to 
the war. 

25 Of the children of Simeon, 
mighty men of valour for the war, 
seven thousand and one himdred. 

26 Of the children of Levi four 
thousand and six hundred. 

27 And Jehoiada was the leader of 
the Aaronites, and with him were 
three thousand and seven hundred ; 

28 And Zadok, a yoimg man mighty 
of valour, and of his father’s house 
twenty and two captains. 

29 .^d of the children of Benjamin, 
the kindred of Saul, three thousand : 
for hitherto the neatest part of 
them had kept the ward of the 
house of Saul. 

30 And of the children of Ephraim 
twenty thousand and eight hun- 
dred, mighty men of valour, famous 
throughout the house of their fa- 
thers. 

31 And of the half tribe of Manas- 
seh eighteen thousand, which were 
expressed by name, to come and 
make David king. 

32 And of the children of Issachar, 
which were men that had understand- 


visement sent him away, saying. He 
will fall to his master Saul to the 
jeopardy of our heads. 

20 As he went to Ziklag, there fell 
to him of Manasseh, Adnah, and 
Jozabad, and Jediael, and Michael, 
and Jozabad, and Elihu, and Zilthai, 
captains of the thousands that were 
of Manasseh. 

21 And they helped David against 
the band of the rovers : for they were 
all mightj^ men of valour, and were 
captains m the host. 

22 For at that time day by day 


ing of the times, to know what Israel 
ought to do ; the heads of them were 
two hundred ; and all their brethren 
were at their commandment. 

33 Of Zebulun, such as went forth 
to battle, expert in war, with all 
instruments of war, fifty thousand, 
which could keep rank : they were 
not of double heart. 

34 And of Naphtali a thousand 
captains, and with them with shield 
and spear thirty and seven thou- 
sand. 

35 And of the Danites expert in 
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war twenty and eight thousand and 
six hundred. 

36 And of Asher, such as went 
forth to battle, expert in war, forty 
thousand. 

37 And on the other side of Jordan, 
of the Reubenites, and the Gadites, 
and of the half tribe of Manasseh, 
with all manner of instruments of 
war for the battle, an hundred and 
twenty thousand. 

38 All these men of war, that could 
keep rank, came with a perfect heart 
to Hebron, to make David king over 
all Israel : and all the rest also of 
Israel were of one heart to make 
David king. 

39 And there they were with Da- 
vid three days, eating and drinking; 
for their brethren had prepared for 
them. 

40 Moreover they that were nigh 
them, even unto Issachar and Zebu- 
lun and Naphtali, brought bread on 
asses, and on camels, and on mules, 
and on oxen, and meat, meal, cakes 
of figs, and bunches of raisins, and 
wine, and oil, and oxen, and sheep 
abundantly : for there was joy in 
Israel. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

1 Damd fetcheth tJie ark with great solemnity from 

Kirjathfearim, 9 Uzza being smitten, the ark is 

left at the house of Obed-edom. 

A nd David consulted with the 
- captains of thousands and hun- 
dreds, and with every leader. 

2 And David said unto all the con- 
gregation of Israel, If it seem good 
unto you, and that it be of the Lord 
our God, let us send abroad unto 
our brethren every where, that are 
left in all the land of Israel, and 
with them also to the priests and 
Levites which are in their cities and 
subimbs, that they may gather them- 
selves imto us : 

3 And let us bring again the ark of 
our God to us : for we enquired not 
at it in the days of SauL 
4 And all the congregation said 
that they would do so : for the thing 
was right in the eyes of all the 
people. 


from Kirjath-jeaHm, 

5 So David gathered all Israel to- 
gether, from Shihor of Egypt even 
unto the entering of Hemath, to bring 
the ark of God fi[’om lOijath-jearim. 

6 And David went up, and all Is- 
rael, to Baalah, that is, to Kirjath- 
jearim, which belonged to Judah, to 
bring up thence the ark of God the 
Lord, that dwelleth between the che- 
rubims, whose name is called on it. 

7 And they carried the ark of God 
in a new cart out of the house of 
Abinadab : and Uzza and Ahio drave 
the cart. 

8 And David and all Israel played 
before God with all their might, and 
with singing, and with harps, and with 
psalteries, and with timbrels, and with 
eymbals, and with trumpets. 

9 If And when they came unto the 
threshingfioor of Chidon, Uzza put 
forth his hand to hold the ark; for 
the oxen stumbled. 

10 And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against Uzza, and he smote 
him, because he put his hand to the 
ark : and there he died before God. 

11 And David was displeased, be- 
cause the Lord had made a breach 
upon Uzza : wherefore that place is 
c^led Perez-uzza to this day. 

12 And David was afraid of God 
that day, saying. How shall I bring 
the ark of God Jiome to me ? 

13 So David brought not the ark 
home to himself to the city of David, 
but carried it aside into the house of 
Obed-edom the Gittite. 

14 And the ark of God remained 
with the family of Obed-edom in his 
house three months. And the Lord 
blessed the house of Obed-edom, and 
all that he had. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

1 Hiram s kindness to David, 2 David* s felicity in 

people, wives, and children, 8 His two victories 

against the Philistines, 

OW Hiram hii^ of Tyre sent 
messengers to David, and tim- 
ber of cedars, with masons and car- 
penters, to build him an house. 

2 And David perceived that the 
Lord had confirmed him king over 
Israel, for his kingdom was lifted 
Q 
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up on high, because of his people 
Israel. 

3 If And David took more wives at 
Jerusalem: and David begat more 
sons and daughters. 

4 Now these are the names of his 
children which he had in Jerusalem ; 
Shammua, and Shobab, Nathan, and 
Solomon, 

5 And Ibhar, and Elishua, and El- 
palet, 

6 And Nogah, and Nepheg, and 
Japhia, 

7 And Elishama, and Beeliada, and 
Eliphalet. 

8 If And when the Philistines heard 
that David was anointed king over 
all Israel, all the Philistines went up 
to seek David. And David heard of 
it, and went out against them. 

9 And the Philistines came and 
spread themselves in the valley of 
Rephaim. 

10 And David enquii*ed of God, say- 
ing. Shall I go up against the Philis- 
tines ? and wilt thou deliver them 
into mine hand? And the Lord said 
unto him, Go up; for I will deliver 
them into thine hand. 

11 So they came up to Baal-pera- 
zim ; and David smote them there. 
Then David said, God hath broken 
in upon mine enemies by mine hand 
like the breaking forth of waters : 
therefore they called the name of 
that place Baal-perazim. 

12 And when they had left their gods 
there, David gave a commandment, 
and they were burned with fire. 

13 And the Philistines yet again 
spread themselves abroad in the 
ralley. 

14 Therefore David enquired again 
of God ; and God said unto him. Go 
not up after them; turn away from 
them, and come upon them over 
against the mulberry trees. 

15 And it shall be, when thou shalt 
hear a sound of going in the tops of 
the mulberry trees, that then thou 
shalt go out to battle : for God is 
gone forth before thee to smite the 
host of the Philistines. 

16 David therefore did as God 


against the Philistines. 

commanded him : and they smote 
the host of the Philistines from 
Gibeon even to Gazer. 

17 And the fame of David went 
out into all lands ; and the Lord 
brought the fear of him upon all 
nations. 

CHAPTER XV. 

I David, having prepared a place for the ark, ordereth 
the priests and Levites to bring it from Obed’-edom. 
25 He performeth the solemnity thereof with great 
joy. 29 Miehal despiseth him. 

AND David made him houses in 
J^L. the city of David, and prepared 
a place for the ark of God, and 
pitched for it a tent. 

2 Then David said. None ought to 
carry the ark of God but the Levites: 
for them hath the Lord chosen to 
carry the ark of God, and to minister 
unto him for ever. 

3 And David gathered all Israel 
together to Jerusalem, to bring up 
the ark of the Lord unto his place, 
which he had prepared for it. 

4 And David assembled the chil- 
dren of Aaron, and the Levites : 

5 Of the sons of Kohath ; Uriel the 
chief, and his brethren an hundred 
and twenty: 

6 Of the sons of Merari ; Asaiah the 
chief, and his brethren two hundred 
and twenty: 

7 Of the sous of Gershom ; Joel the 
chief and his brethren an hundred 
and thirty: 

8 Of the sons of Elizaphan; She- 
maiah the chief, and his brethren 
two hundred: 

9 Of the sons of Hebron ; Eliel the 
chief and his bretliren fourscore : 

10 Of the sons of Uzziel ; Ammina- 
dab the chief and his brethren an 
hundred and twelve. 

II And David called for Zadok 
and Abiathar the priests, and for 
the Levites, for Uriel, Asaiah, and 
Joel, Shemaiah, and Eliel, and Am- 
minadab, 

12 And said unto them. Ye are the 
chief of the fathers of the Levites: 
sanctify yom^elves, hoth ye and your 
brethren, that ye may bring up 
the ark of the Lord God of Israel 
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unto the place that I have prepared 
for it. 

13 For because ye did it not at 
the first, the Lord our God made a 
breach upon us, for that we sought 
him not after the due order. 

14 So the priests and the Levites 
sanctified themselves to bring up the 
ark of the Lord God of Israel. 

15 And the children of the Levites 
bare the ark of God iipon their 
shoulders with the staves thereon, 
as Moses commanded according to 
the word of the Lord. 

IG And David spake to the cliicf 
of the Levites to appoint their bre- 
thren to he the singers with instru- 
ments of musick, psalteries and 
harps and cymbals, sounding, by 
lifting up the voice with joy. 

17 So the Levites appointed Heman 
the son of Joel ; and of his brethren, 
Asaph the son of Bcrechiah ; and of 
the sons of Merari their brethren, 
Ethan the son of Kushaiah; 

18 And with them their brethren of 
the second degree, Zechariah, Ben, 
and Jaaziel, and Shemiramoth, and 
Jehiel, and tlnni, Eliab, and Benaiah, 
and Maaseiah, and Mattithiah, and 
Elipheleh, and Mikneiah, and Obed- 
edom, and Jeiel, the porters. 

19 So the singers, Heman, Asaph, 
and Ethan, were appointed to sound 
with cymbals of brass ; 

20 And Zechariah, and Aziel, and 
Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, and Un- 
ni. and Eliab, and Maaseiah, and 
Benaiah, with psalteries on Ala- 
moth ; 

21 And Mattithiah, and Elipheleh, 
and Mikneiah, and Obed-edom, and 
Jeiel, and Azaziah, with harps on the 
Sheminith to excel. 

22 And Chenaniah, chief of the 
Levites, was for song; he instruct- 
ed about the song, because he was 
skilful. 

23 And Berechiah and Elkanah were 
doorkeepers for the ark. 

24 And Shebaniah, and Jehosha- 
phat, and Nethaneel, and Amasai, 
and Zechariah, and Benaiah, and 
Eliezer, the priests, did blow with 
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the trumpets before the ark of God : 
and Obed-edom and Jehiah were 
doorkeepers for the ark. 

25 IT So David, and the elders of 
Israel, and the captains over thou- 
sands, went to bring up the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord out of the 
house of Obed-edom with joy. 

26 And it came to pass, when God 
helped the Levites that bare the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord, that 
they ofiered seven bullocks and seven 
rams. 

27 And David was clothed wdth a 
robe of fine linen, and all the Levites 
that bare the ark, and the singers, 
and Chenaniah the master of the 
song with the singers: David also 
had upon him an ephod of linen. 

28 Thus all Israel brought up the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord with 
shouting, and with sound of the 
cornet, and with trumpets, and with 
cymbals, making a noise with psal- 
teries and harps. 

29 H And it came to pass, as the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord came 
to the city of David, that Michal the 
daughter of Saul looking out at a 
window saw king David dancing and 
playing: and she despised him in 
her heart. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

1 David's festival sacrifice, 4 He ordcreth a choir to 
sing thanksgiving. 7 The psalm of thanksgiving . 37 

He nppointeth ministers, porters, priests, and musi- 
cians, to attend continually on the ark. 

S o they brought the ark of God, 
and set it in the midst of the 
tent that David had pitched for it : 
and they offered burnt sacrifices and 
peace offerings before God. 

2 And when David had made an 
end of offering the burnt offerings 
and the peace offerings, he bless- 
ed the people in the name of the 
Lord. 

3 And he dealt to every one of Is- 
rael, both man and woman, to every 
one a loaf of bread, and a good piece 
of ffesh, and a ffagon of wine. 

4 T And he appointed certain of 
the Levites to minister before the 
ark of the Lord, and to record, and 
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Damd'a psalm 

to thank and praise the Lord God 
of Israel: 

6 Asaph the chief, and next to him 
Zechariah, Jeiel, and Shemiramoth, 
and Jehiel, and Mattithiah, and Eli- 
ab, and Benaiah, and Obed-edom: 
and Jeiel with psalteries and with 
harps ; but Asaph made a sound 
with cymbals; 

6 Benaiah also and Jahaziel the 
riests with trumpets continually 
efore the ark of the covenant of 

God. 

7 1 Then on that day David de- 
livered first this psalm to thank the 
Lord into the hand of Asaph and his 
brethren. 

8 Give thanks unto the Lord, call 
upon his name, make known his 
deeds among the people. 

9 Sing unto him, sing psalms imto 
him, talk ye of all his wondrous 
works. 

10 Glory ye in his holy name: let 
the heart of them rejoice that seek 
the Lord. 

11 Seek the Lord and his strength, 
seek his face continually. 

12 Remember his marvellous works 
that he hath done, his wonders, and 
the judgments of his mouth; 

13 O ye seed of Israel his servant, 
ye children of Jacob, his chosen 
ones. 

14 He is the Lord our God; his 
judgments are in all the earth. 

15 Be ye mindful always of his 
covenant; the word which he com- 
manded to a thousand generations ; 

16 Even of the covenant which he 
made with Abraham, and of his oath 
unto Isaac ; 

17 And hath confirmed the same to 
Jacob for a law, and to Israel for an 
everlasting covenant, 

18 Saying, Unto thee will I give the 
land of Canaan, the lot of your in- 
heritance ; 

19 When ye were but few, even a 
few, and strangers in it. 

20 And when they went from nation 
to nation, and from one kingdom to 
another people; 

21 He suffered no man to do them 


of tJwinTcsgiving. 

wrong: yea, he reproved kings for 
their sakes, 

22 Saying, Touch not mine anoint- 
ed, and do my prophets no harm. 

23 Sing unto the Lord, all the 
earth; shew forth from day to day 
his salvation. 

24 Declare his glory among the 
heathen ; his marvellous works a- 
mong all nations. 

25 For great is the Lord, and great- 
ly to be praised: he also is to be 
feared above all gods. 

26 For all the gods of the people 
are idols: but the Lord made the 
heavens. 

27 Glory and honour are in his 
presence ; strength and gladness are 
in his place. 

28 Give unto the Lord, ye kindreds 
of the people, give unto the Lord 
glory and strength. 

29 Give unto the Lord the glory 
due unto his name: bring an offer- 
ing, and come before him: worship 
the Lord in the beauty of holiness. 

30 Fear before him, all the earth: 
the world also shall be stable, that 
it be not moved. 

31 Let the heavens be glad, and 
let the earth rejoice: and let men 
say among the nations, The Lord 
reigneth. 

32 Let the sea roar, and the ful- 
ness thereof: let the fields rejoice, 
and all that is therein. 

33 Then shall the trees of the wood 
sing out at the presence of the Lord, 
because he cometh to judge the 
earth. 

34 O give thanks unto the Lord; 
for he is good; for his mercy en- 
dureth for ever. 

35 And say ye. Save us, O God of 
our salvation, and gather us toge- 
ther, and deliver us from the hea- 
then, that we may give thanks to thy 
holy name, and glory in thy praise. 

36 Blessed he the Lord God of 
Israel for ever and ever. And all 
the people said, Amen, and praised 
the Lord. 

37 ^ So he left there before the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord Asaph 
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God' s promises 

and his brethren, to minister before 
the ark continually, as every day’s 
work required: 

38 And Obed-edom with their bre- 
thren, threescore and eight; Obed- 
edom also the son of Jeduthun and 
Hosah to he porters: 

39 And Zadok the priest, and his 
brethren the priests, before the ta- 
bernacle of the Lord in the high 
place that was at Gibeon, 

40 To offer burnt offerings unto the 
Lord upon the altar of the burnt of- 
fering continually morning and even- 
ing, and to do according to all that 
is written in the law of the Lord, 
which he commanded Israel; 

41 And with them Heman and Je- 
duthun, and the rest that were cho- 
sen, who were expressed by name, 
to give thanks to the Lord, because 
his mercy endureth for ever ; 

42 And with them Heman and Je- 
duthun with trumpets and cymbals 
for those that should make a sound, 
and with musical instruments of God. 
And the sons of Jeduthun were 
porters. 

43 And aU the people departed 
every man to his house : and David 
returned to bless his house. 

CHAPTEll XVII. 

1 Nathan first approving tJw purpose of David, to build 

God an house, 3 after by the irord of God forlnddeth 

him. 11 He promiseth him blessings and btmefits in 

his seed. 16 David’s prayer and thanksgiving. 

N ow it came to ])ass, as David 
sat in his house, that David 
said to Nathan the prophet, Lo, I 
dwell in an house of cedars, but the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord re- 
maineth under curtains. 

2 Then Nathan said unto David, 
Do all that is in thine heart; for 
God is with thee. 

3 IT And it came to pass the same 
night, that the word of God came to 
Nathan, saying, 

4 Go and tell David my servant. 
Thus saith the Lord, Thou shalt not 
build me an house to dwell in : 

5 For I have not dwelt in an house 
since the day that I brought up Is- 
rael unto this day; but have gone 


to David. 

from tent to tent, and from erne ta- 
bernacle to another. 

6 Wheresoever I have walked with 
all Israel, spake I a word to any of 
the judges of Israel, whom I com- 
manded to feed my people, saying. 
Why have ye not built me an house 
of cedars? 

7 Now therefore thus shalt thou say 
unto my servant David, Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, I took thee from 
the sheepcote, even from following 
the sheep, that thou shouldest be 
ruler over my people Israel: 

8 And I have been with thee whi- 
thersoever thou hast walked, and 
have cut off all thine enemies from 
before thee, and have made thee a 
name like the name of the gi*eat 
men that are in the earth. 

9 Also I will ordain a place for my 
people Israel, and will plant them, 
and they shall dwell in their place, 
and shall be moved no more ; nei- 
ther shall the children of wicked- 
ness waste them any more, as at 
the beginning, 

10 And since the time that I com- 
manded judges to he over my people 
Israel. Moreover I will subdue all 
thine enemies. Furthermore I tell 
thee that the Lord will build thee 
an house. 

11 IT And it shall come to pass, when 
thy days be expired that thou must 
go to he with thy fathers, that I will 
raise up thy seed after thee, which 
shall be of thy sons; and I will es- 
tablish his kingdom. 

12 He shall build me an house, and 
I will stablish his throne for ever. 

13 I will be his father, and he shall 
be my son: and I will not take my 
mercy away from him, as I took ii 
from him that was before thee: 

14 But I will settle him in mine 
house and in my kingdom for ever: 
and his throne shall be established 
for evermore. 

15 According to all these words, and 
according to all this vision, so did 
Nathan speak unto David. 

16 IT And David the king came and 
sat before the Lord, and said. Who 
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am I, O Lord God, and what is mine 
house, that thou hast brought me 
hitherto ? 

17 And yet this was a small thing 
in thine eyes, O God; for thou hast 
also spoken of thy servant’s house for 
a great while to come, and hast re- 
garded me according to the estate of 
a man of high degree, O Lord God. 

18 What can David speak more to 
thee for the honour of thy servant ? 
for thou knowest thy servant. 

19 O Lord, for thy servant’s sake, 
and according to thine own heart, 
hast thou done all this greatness, in 
making known all these great things. 

20 O Lord, there is none like thee, 
neither is there any God beside thee, 
according to all that we have heard 
with our ears. 

21 And what one nation in the earth 
is like thy people Israel, whom God 
went to redeem to he his own people, 
to make thee a name of greatness 
and terribleness, by driving out na- 
tions from before thy people, whom 
thou hast redeemed out of Egypt ? 

22 For thy people Israel didst thou 
make thine own people for ever ; and 
thou. Lord, becamest their God. 

23 Therefore now, Lord, let the 
thing that thou hast spoken concern- 
ing thy servant and concerning his 
house be established for ever, and 
do as thou hast said. 

24 Let it even be established, that 
thy name may be magnified for ever, 
saying. The Lord of hosts is the God 
of Israel, even a God to Israel : and 
let the house of David thy servant 
he established before thee. 

25 For thou, O my God, hast told 
thy servant that thou wilt build him 
an house : therefore thy servant hath 
found in his heart to pray before 
thee. 

26 And now. Lord, thou art God, 
and hast promised this goodness 
unto thy servant: 

27 Now therefore let it please thee 
to bless the house of thy servant, 
that it may be before thee for ever: 
for thou blessest, O Lord, and it 
shall he blessed for ever. 


His enemies subdued. 
CHAPTER XVIII. 

1 David suhdueth the PhiUstims and the Moabites, 
3 He smiteth Hadarexer and the Syrians. 9 Tou 
sendeth Hadoram with presents to bless David. 11 
The presents and the spoil David dedicateth to God, 
13 He putteth garrisons in Edom, li David* s offi- 
cers. 

OW after this it came to pass, 
that David smote the Philis- 
tines, and subdued them, and took 
Gath and her towns out of the hand 
of the Philistines. 

2 And he smote Moab; and the 
Moabites became David’s servants, 
and brought gifts. 

3 IT And David smote Hadarezer 
king of Zobah unto Hamath, as he 
went to stablish his dominion by the 
river Euphrates. 

4 And David took Irom him a thou- 
sand chariots, and seven thousand 
horsemen, and twenty thousand foot- 
men: David also houghed all the 
chariot horses, but reserved of them 
an hundred chariots. 

5 And when the Syrians of Damas- 
cus came to help Hadarezer king 
of Zobah, David slew of the Syrians 
two and twenty thousand men. 

6 Then David put garrisons in Sy- 
ria-damascus ; and the Syrians be- 
came David’s servants, and brought 
gifts. Tlius the Lord preserved Da- 
vid whithersoever he went. 

7 And David took the shields of 
gold that were on the servants of 
Hadarezer, and brought them to Je- 
rusalem. 

8 Likewise from Tibhath, and from 
Chun, cities of Hadarezer, brought 
David very much brass, wherewith 
Solomon made the brasen sea, and 
the pillars, and the vessels of brass. 

9 IF Now when Tou king of Ha- 
math heard how David had smitten 
all the host of Hadarezer king of 
Zobah ; 

10 He sent Hadoram his son to 
king David, to enquire of his welfare, 
and to congratulate him, because 
he had fought against Hadarezer, 
and smitten him ; (for Hadarezer 
had war with Tou;) and with him 
all manner of vessels of gold and 
silver and brass. 
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11 IF Them also king David dedi- 
cated unto the Lord, with the silver, 
and the gold that he brought from 
all these nations ; from Edom, and 
from Moab, and from the children 
of Ammon, and from the Philistines, 
and from Amalek. 

12 Moreover Abishai the son of 
Zeruiah slew of the Edomites in the 
valley of salt eighteen thousand. 

13 il And he put garrisons in E- 
dom; and all the Edomites became 
David’s servants. Thus the Lord 
preserved David whithersoever he 
went. 

14 IT So David reigned over all Is- 
rael, and executed judgment and 
justice among all his people. 

15 And Joab the son of Zeruiah 
was over the host; and Jehoshaphat 
the son of Ahilud, recorder. 

16 And Zadok the son of Ahitub, 
and Abimelech the son of Abiathar, 
were the priests; and Shavsha was 
scribe ; 

17 And Benaiah the son of Jehoi- 
ada was over the Cherethites and 
the Pclethites ; and the sons of Da- 
vid were chief about the king. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

1 David 's messengers, sent to comfort Hanun the son of 

Nahash, are villanously entreated. 6 The Ammon- 
ites, strengthened by the Syrians, are overcome bif 

Joab and Abishai. 16 Shophach, making a new mp- 

ply of the Syrians, is slain by David. 

OW it came to pass after this, 
that Nahash the king of the 
children of Ammon died, and his 
son reigned in his stead. 

2 And David said, I will shew kind- 
ness unto Hanun the son of Nahash, 
because his father shewed kindness 
to me. And David sent messengers 
to comfort him concerning his father. 
So the servants of David came into 
the land of the children of Ammon 
to Hamm, to comfort him. 

3 But the princes of the children 
of Ammon said to Hanun, Thinkest 
thou that David doth honour thy 
father, that he hath sent comforters 
unto thee ? are not his servants come 
unto thee for to search, and to over- 
throw, and to spy out the land ? 


4 Wherefore Hanun took David’s 
servants, and shaved them, and cut 
off their garments in the midst hard 
by their buttocks, and sent them 
away. 

5 Then there went certain, and told 
David how the men were served. 
And he sent to meet them; for the 
men were greatly ashamed. And the 
king said. Tarry at Jericho until your 
beards be grown, and then return. 

6 IF And when the children of Am- 
mon saw that they had made them- 
selves odious to David, Hanun and 
the children of Ammon sent a thou- 
sand talents of silver to hire them 
chariots and horsemen out of Meso- 
potamia, and out of Syria-maachah, 
and out of Zobah. 

7 So they hired thirty and two thou- 
sand chariots, and the king of Maa- 
chah and his people ; who came and 
pitched before Medeba. And the 
children of Ammon gathered them- 
selves together from their cities, and 
came to battle. 

8 And when David heard of it, he 
sent Joab, and all the host of the 
mighty meiL 

9 And the children of Ammon came 
out, and put the battle in array be- 
fore the gate of the city: and the 
kings that were come ivere by them- 
selves in the field. 

10 Now when Joab saw that the 
battle was set against him before 
and behind, he chose out of all the 
choice of Israel, and put them in 
array against the Syrians. 

11 And the rest of the people he 
delivered unto the hand of Abishai 
his brother, and they set themselves 
in array against the children of Am- 
mon. 

12 And he said, If the Syrians be 
too strong for me, then thou shalt 
help me : but if the children of Am- 
mon be too strong for thee, then I 
will help thee. 

13 Be of good courage, and let us 
behave ourselves valiantly for our 
people, and for the cities of our 
God : and let the Lord do that which 
is good in his sight 
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14 So Joab and the people that 
were with him drew nigh before the 
Syrians unto the battle; and they 
fled before him. 

15 And when the children of Am- 
mon saw that the Syrians were fled, 
they likewise fled before Abishai his 
brother, and entered into the city. 
Then Joab came to Jerusalem. 

16 1[ And when the Syrians saw that 
they were put to the worse before 
Israel, they sent messengers, and 
drew forth the Syrians that were be- 
yond the river: and Shophach the 
captain of the host of Hadarezer 
went before them. 

17 And it was told David; and he 
gathered all Israel, and passed over 
Jordan, and came upon them, and 
set the battle in array against them. 
So when David had put the battle 
in array against the Syrians, they 
fought with him. 

18 But the Syrians fled before Is- 
rael; and David slew of the Syrians 
seven thousand men which fought in 
chariots, and forty thousand foot- 
men, and killed Shophach the cap- 
tain of the host. 

19 And when the servants of Ha- 
darezer saw that they were put to 
the worse before Israel, they made 
peace with David, and became his 
servants: neither would the Syrians 
help the children of Ammon any 
more. 

CHAPTER XX. 

1 Rabbah is besieged by Joab, spoiled by David, and the 
people thereof tortured. 4 Three giants are slain in 
three several overthrows of the Philistines. 

A nd it came to pass, that after 
. the year was expired, at the 
time that kings go out to battle, Joab 
led forth the power of the army, and 
wasted the country of the children 
of Ammon, and came and besieged 
Rabbah. But David tarried at Je- 
rusalem. And Joab smote Rabbah, 
and destroyed it. 

2 And David took the crown of 
their king from off* his head, and 
found it to weigh a talent of gold, 
and there were precious stones in it ; 
and it was set upon David’s head: 


and he brought also exceeding much 
spoil out of the city. 

3 And he brought out the people 
that were in it, and cut them with 
saws, and with harrows of iron, and 
with axes. Even so dealt David with 
all the cities of the children of Am- 
mon. And David and all the people 
returned to Jerusalem. 

4 If And it came to pass after this, 
that there arose war at Gezer with 
the Philistines; at which time Sib- 
bechai the Hushathite slew Sippai, 
that was of the children of the giant : 
and they were subdued. 

6 And there was war again with the 
Philistines ; and Elhanan the son of 
Jair slew Lahmi the brother of Go- 
liath the Gittite, whose spear staff* 
was like a weaver’s beam. 

6 And yet again there was war at 
Gath, where was a man of great 
stature, whose fingers and toes were 
four and twenty, six on each hand, 
and six on each foot: and he also 
was the son of the giant. 

7 But when he defied Israel, Jo- 
nathan the son of Shimea David’s 
brother slew him. 

8 These were born unto the giant in 
Gath ; and they fell by the hand of Da- 
vid, and by the hand of his servants. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

1 David, tempted by Satan, for ceth Joab to number the 
people. 5 The number of the people being brought, 
David repenteth of it. 9 David having three plagues 
propounded by Gad chooseth the pestilence. 14 After 
the death of seventy thousand, David by repentance 
preventeth the destruction of Jerusalem. 18 David, 
by Gad*s direction, purch^eth Ornans threshing- 
floor : where having built an altar, God giveth a sign 
of his favour by fire, and stayeth the plague. 28 David 
sacrificeth there, being restrained from Gibeon by fear 
of the angel. 

AND Satan stood up against Is- 
xjL rael, and provoked David to 
number Israel. 

2 And David said to Joab and to 
the rulers of the people, Go, num- 
ber Israel from Beer-sheba even to 
Dan ; and bring the number of them 
to me, that I may know it. 

3 And Joab answered. The Lord 
make his people an hundred times 
so many more as they be: but, my 
lord the king, are they not all my 
lord’s servants? why then doth my 
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lord require this thing ? why will he 
be a cause of trespass to Israel ? 

4 Nevertheless the king’s word pre- 
vailed against Joab. Wherefore Joab 
departed, and went throughout all 
Israel, and came to Jerusalem. 

5 IT And Joab gave the sum of the 
number of the people unto David. 
And all they of Israel were a thou- 
sand thousand and an himdred thou- 
sand men that drew sword : and Ju- 
dah was fom* hundred threescore and 
ten thousand men that drew sword. 

6 But Levi and Benjamin counted 
he not among them : for the king’s 
word was abominable to Joab. 

7 And God was displeased with this 
thing ; therefore he smote Israel. 

8 And David said unto God, I have 
sinned greatly, because I have done 
this thing : but now, I beseech thee, 
do away the iniquity of thy servant ; 
for I have done very foolishly. 

9 1 And the Lord spake imto Gad, 
David’s seer, saying, 

10 Go and tell David, saying. Thus 
saith the Lord, I offer thee three 
things: choose thee one of them, 
that I may do it imto thee. 

11 So Gad came to David, and said 
unto him. Thus saith the Lord, Choose 
thee 

12 Either three years’ famine; or 
three months to be destroyed be- 
fore thy foes, while that the sword 
of thine enemies overtaketh thee; 
or else three days the sword of the 
Lord, even the pestilence, in the 
land, and the angel of the Lord 
destroying throughout all the coasts 
of Israel. Now therefore advise thy- 
self what word I shall bring again 
to him that sent me. 

13 And David said unto Gad, I am 
in a great strait: let me fall now 
into the hand of the Lord ; for very 
great are his mercies: but let me 
not fall into the hand of man. 

14 IT So the Lord sent pestilence 
upon Israel : and there fell of Israel 
seventy thousand men. 

15 And God sent an angel unto Je- 
rusalem to destroy it : and as he was 
destroying, the Lord beheld, and he 


numbering the people. 

repented him of the evil, and said 
to the angel that destroyed, It is 
enough, stay now thine hand And 
the angel of the Lord stood by 
the threshingfloor of Oman the 
Jebusite. 

16 And David lifted up his eyes, 
and saw the angel of the Lord stand 
between the earth and the heaven, 
having a drawn sword in his hand 
stretched out over Jemsalem. Then 
David and the elders of Israd, who 
were clothed in sackcloth, fell upon 
their faces. 

17 And David said unto God, Is it 
not I that commanded the people 
to be numbered? even I it is that 
have sinned and done evil indeed; 
but as for these sheep, what have 
they done? let thine hand, I pray 
thee, O Lord my God, be on me, 
and on my father’s house; but not 
on thy people, that they should be 
plagued. 

18 IT Then the angel of the Lord 
commanded Gad to say to David, 
that David should go up, and set up 
an altar unto the Lord in the thresh- 
ingfloor of Oman the Jebusite. 

19 And David went up at the saying 
of Gad, which he spake in the name 
of the Lord. 

20 And Oman turned back, and saw 
the angel; and his four sons with 
him hid themselves. Now Oman was 
threshing wheat. 

21 And as David came to Oman, 
Oman looked and saw David, and 
went out of the threshingfloor, and 
bowed himself to David with his face 
to the ground. 

22 Then David said to Oman, Grant 
me the place of this threshingfloor, 
that I may build an altar therein 
unto the Lord : thou shalt grant it 
me for the full price : that the plague 
may be stayed from the people. 

23 And Oman said unto David, Take 
it to thee, and let my lord the king 
do that which is good in his eyes : lo, 
I give thee the oxen also for burnt 
offerings, and the threshing instru- 
ments for wood, and the wheat for 
the meat offering; I give it alL 
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24 And king David said to Oman, 
Nay ; but I will verily buy it for the 
full price : for I will not take that, 
which is thine for the Lobd, nor 
offer burnt offerings without cost. 

25 So David gave to Oman for the 
place six hundred shekels of gold 
Dy weight. 

26 And David built there an altar 
imto the Lord, and offered burnt 
offerings and peace offerings, and 
called upon the Lord ; and he an- 
swered him from heaven by fire up- 
on the altar of burnt offering. 

27 And the Lord commanded the 
angel; and he put up his sword 
again into the sheath thereof 

28 If At that time when David saw 
that the Lord had answered him in 
the threshingfloor of Oman the Je- 
busite, then he sacrificed there. 

29 For the tabernacle of the Lord, 
which Moses made in the wilderness, 
and the altar of the burnt offering, 
were at that season in the high place 
at Gibeon. 

30 But David could not go before 
it to enquire of God: for he was 
afraid because of the sword of the 
angel of the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

1 David y foreknowing tlte place of the temple, prepareth 
abundance for the building of it, C He instructeth 
Solomon in God's promises, and his duty in building 
the temple. 17 He chargeth the princes to assist his 
son. 

T hen David said. This is the 
house of the Lord God, and 
this is the altar of the burnt offering 
for Israel. 

2 And David commanded to gather 
together the strangers that were in 
the land of Israel ; and he set masons 
to hew wrought stones to build the 
house of God. 

3 And David prepared iron in abim- 
dance for the nails for the doors of 
the gates, and for the joinings ; and 
brass in abundance without weight ; 

4 Also cedar trees in abundance: 
for the Zidonians and they of Tyre 
brought much cedar wood to David. 

5 Aud David said, Solomon my son 
is young and tender, and the house 
that ts to be builded for the Lord 
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to Solomon. 

mmt he exceeding magnificaJ, of fame 
and of glory throughout all coun- 
tries : I will therefore now make pre- 
paration for it So David prepared 
abimdantly before his death. 

6 t Then he called for Solomon his 
son, and charged him to build an 
house for the Lord God of Israel. 

7 And David said to Solomon, My 
son, as for me, it was in my mind to 
build an house unto the name of the 
Lord my God : 

8 But the word of the Lord came 
to me, saying. Thou hast shed blood 
abundantly, and hast made great 
wars : thou shalt not build an house 
unto my name, because thou hast 
shed much blood upon the earth in 
my sight 

9 Behold, a son shall be bom to thee, 
who shall be a man of rest; and I 
will give him rest from all his enemies 
round about: for his name shall be 
Solomon, and I will give peace and 
quietness unto Israel in his days. 

10 He shall build an house for my 
name ; and he shall be my son, and 
I will he his father ; and I will esta- 
blish the throne of liis kingdom over 
Israel for ever. 

11 Now, my son, the Lord be with 
thee ; and prosper thou, and build 
the house of the Lord thy God, as 
he hath said of thee. 

12 Only the Lord give thee wisdom 
and understanding, and give thee 
charge concerning Israel, that thou 
mayest keep the law of the Lord thy 
God. 

13 Then shalt thou prosper, if thou 
takest heed to fulfil the statutes and 
judgments which the Lord charged 
Moses with concerning Israel : be 
strong, and of good courage ; dread 
not, nor be dismayed. 

14 Now, behold, in my trouble I 
have prepared for the house of the 
Lord an himdred thousand talents 
of gold, and a thousand thousand ta- 
lents of silver ; and of brass and iron 
without weight ; for it is in abun- 
dance : timber also and stone have 
I prepared ; and thou mayest add 
thereto. 
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15 Moreover there are workmen 
with thee in abundance, hewers and 
workers of stone and timber, and all 
manner of cunning men for every 
manner of work. 

16 Of the gold, the silver, and the 
brass, and the iron, there is no num- 
ber. Arise therefore, and be doing, 
and the Lord be with thee. 

17 IT David also commanded all the 
princes of Israel to help Solomon his 
son, saying, 

18 Is not the Lord your God with 
you ? and hath he not given you rest 
on every side ? for he hath given the 
inhabitants of the land into mine 
hand; and the land is subdued be- 
fore the Lord, and before his people. 

19 Now set your heart and your 
soul to seek the Lord your God; 
arise therefore, and build ye the 
sanctuary of the Lord God, to bring 
the ark of the covenant of the Lord, 
and the holy vessels of God, into the 
house that is to be built to the name 
of the Lord.

3 Now the Levites were numbered 
from the age of thirty years and up- 
ward: and their number by their 
polls, man by man, was thirty and 
eight thousand. 

4 Of which, twenty and four thou- 
sand were to set forward the work 
of the house of the Lord ; and six 
thousand were officers and judges : 

6 Moreover four thousand were por- 
ters ; and four thousand praised the 
Lord with the instruments which I 
made, said David, to praise there- 
with. 

6 And David divided them into 
courses among the sons of Levi, Tuxme- 
ly, Gershon, Kohath, and Merari. 


7 *ir Of the Gershonites were, Laa- 
dan, and Shimei. 

8 The sons of Laadan ; the chief 
was Jehiel, and Zetham, and Joel, 
three. 

9 The sons of Shimei ; Shelomith, 
and Haziel, and Haran, three. These 
were the chief of the fathers of 
Laadan. 

10 And the sons of Shimei were, Ja- 
hath, Zina, and Jeush, and Beriah. 
These four were the sons of Shimei. 

11 And Jahath was the chief, and 
Zizah the second : but Jeush and Be- 
riah had not many sons; therefore 
they were in one reckoning, according 
to their father’s house. 

12 IT The sons of Kohath ; Amram, 
Izhar, Hebron, and Uzziel, four. 

13 The sons of Amram ; Aaron and 
Moses : and Aaron was separated, 
that he should sanctify the most holy 
things, he and his sons for ever, to 
bum incense before the Lord, to 
minister unto him, and to bless in 
his name for ever. 

14 Now concerning Moses the man 
of God, his sons were named of the 
tribe of Levi. 

15 The sons of Moses were, Ger- 
shom, and Eliezer. 

16 Of the sons of Gershom, Shebuel 
was the chief 

17 And the sons of Eliezer were, 
Rehabiah the chief And Eliezer had 
none other sons ; but the sons of 
Rehabiah were very many. 

18 Of the sons of Izhar ; Shelomith 
the chief 

19 Of the sons of Hebron ; Jeriah 
the first, Amariah the second, Ja- 
haziel the third, and Jekameam the 
fourth. 

20 Of the sons of Uzziel ; Micah the 
first, and Jesiah the second. 

21 IT The sons of Merari ; Mahli, and 
Mushi. The sons of Mahli ; Eleazar, 
and Kish. 

22 And Eleazar died, and had no 
sons, but daughters: and their bre- 
thren the sons of Kish took them. 

23 The sons of Mushi; Mahli, and 
Eder, and Jeremoth, three. 

24 IT These were the sons of Levi 
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after the house of their fathers ; eom 
the chief of the fathers, as they were 
coxmted by number of names by their 
polls, that did the work for the ser- 
vice of the house of the Lord, from 
the age of twenty years and upward 

25 For David said. The Lord God 
of Israel hath given rest unto his 
people, that they may dwell in Jeru- 
salem for ever: 

26 And also unto the Levites ; they 
shall no more cany the tabernacle, 
nor any vessels of it for the service 
thereof 

27 For by the last words of David 
the Levites were numbered from 
twenty years old and above : 

28 Because their oflSce was to wait 
on the sons of Aaron for the service 
of the house of the Lord, in the 
courts, and in the chambers, and in 
the pimifying of all holy things, and 
the work of the service of the house 
of God; 

29 Both for the shewbread, and for 
the fine fiour for meat offering, and 
for the unleavened cakes, and for that 
which is baked in the pan, and for 
that which is fried, and for all man- 
ner of measure and size ; 

30 And to stand every morning to 
thank and praise the Lord, and like- 
wise at even ; 

31 And to offer all burnt sacrifices 
unto the Lord in the sabbaths, in 
the new moons, and on the set feasts, 
by number, according to the order 
commanded imto them, continually 
before the Lord: 

32 And that they should keep the 
charge of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, and the charge of the holy 
place, and the charge of the sons of 
Aaron their brethren, in the service 
of the house of the Lord, 

CHAPTER XXrV. 

1 The divisions of the sons <f Aaron hy lot into four and 
twenty orders. 20 The Kohathites,, 27 and the Mera~ 
rites divided hy lot. 

OW these are the divisions of the 
sons of Aaron. The sons of 
Aaron ; Nadab, and Abihu, Eleazar, 
and Ithamar. 

2 But Nadab and Abihu died before 
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of the priests. 

their father, and had no children: 
therefore Eleazar and Ithamar exe- 
cuted the priest’s office. 

3 And David distributed them, both 
Zadok of the sons of Eleazar, and 
Ahimelech of the sons of Ithamar, 
according to their offices in their 
service. 

4 And there were more chief men 
found of the sons of Eleazar than of 
the sons of Ithamar; and thus were 
they divided. Among the sons of 
Eleazar there were sixteen chief men 
of the house of their fathers, and 
eight among the sons of Ithamar ac- 
cording to the house of their fathers. 

5 Thus were they divided by lot, 
one sort with another; for the go- 
vernors of the sanctuary, and gover- 
nors of the house of God, were of 
the sons of Eleazar, and of the sons 
of Ithamar. 

6 And Shemaiah the son of Netha- 
neel the scribe, one of the Levites, 
wrote them before the king, and the 
princes, and Zadok the priest, and 
Ahimelech the son of Abiathar, and 
before the chief of the fathers of the 

riests and Levites : one principal 
ousehold being taken for Eleazar, 
and one taken for Ithamar. 

7 Now the first lot came forth to 
Jehoiarib, the second to Jedaiah, 

8 The third to Harim, the fourth to 
Seorim, 

9 The fifth to Malchijah, the sixth 
to Mijamin, 

10 The seventh to Hakkoz, the 
eighth to Abijah, 

11 The ninth to Jeshuah, the tenth 
to Shecaniah, 

12 The eleventh to Eliashib, the 
twelfth to Jakim, 

13 The thirteenth to Huppah, the 
fourteenth to Jeshebeab, 

14 The fifteenth to Bilgah, the six- 
teenth to Immer, 

15 The seventeenth to Hezir, the 
eighteenth to Aphses, 

16 The nineteenth to Pethahiah, 
the twentieth to Jehezekel, 

17 The one and twentieth to Jachin, 
the two and tAventieth to Gamul, 

18 The three and twentieth to 
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Delaiah, the four and twentieth to 
Maaziah. 

19 These were the orderings of 
them in their service to come into the 
house of the Lord, according to their 
manner, under Aaron their father, as 
the Lord God of Israel had com- 
manded him. 

20 H And the rest of the sons of 
Levi were these : Of the sons of 
Amram ; Shubael : of the sons of 
Shubael; Jehdeiah. 

21 Concerning Eehabiah : of the 
sons of Rehabiah, the first was Is- 
shiah.

26 The sons of Merari were Mahli 
and Mushi : the sons of Jaaziah ; 
Reno. 

27 IF The sons of Merari by Jaaziah ; 
Beno, and Shoham, and Zaccur, and 
Ibri. 

28 Of Mahli came Eleazar, who had 
no sons. 

29 Concerning Kish : the son of 
Kish was Jerahmeel. 

30 The sons also of Mushi; Mahli, 
and Eder, and Jerimoth. These 
were the sons of the Levites after 
the house of their fathers. 

31 These likewise cast lots over 
against their brethren the sons of 
Aaron in the presence of David 
the king, and Zadok, and Ahime- 
lech, and the chief of the fathers of 
the priests and Levites, even the 
principal fathers over against their 
yoimger brethren.

13 ^so for the courses of the priests 
and the Levites, and for all the work 
of the service of the house of the 
Lord, and for all the vessels of ser- 
vice in the house of the Lord. 

14 He gave of gold by weight for 
things of gold, for aU instruments of 
all manner of service ; silver also for 
all instruments of silver by weight, 
for all instruments of eveiy kind of 
service : 

15 Even the weight for the candle- 
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sticks of gold, and for their lamps of 
gold, by weight for every candlestick, 
and for the lamps thereof: and for 
the candlesticks of silver by weight, 
both for the candlestick, and also for 
the lamps thereof, according to the 
use of every candlestick. 

16 And by weight he gave gold for 
the tables of shewbread, for every 
table; and likewise silver for the 
tables of silver: 

17 Also pure gold for the flesh- 
hooks, and the bowls, and the cups: 
and for the golden basons he gave 
gold by weight for every bason ; and 
likewise silver by weight for every 
bason of silver: 

18 And for the altar of incense re- 
fined gold by weight ; and gold for 
the pattern of the chariot of the che- 
rubims, that spread out their wings, 
and covered the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord. 

19 All this, said David, the Lord 
made me understand in writing by 
his hand upon me, even all the works 
of this pattern. 

20 And David said to Solomon his 
son. Be strong and of good courage, 
and do it : fear not, nor be dismay- 
ed : for the Lord God, even my God, 
ivill he with thee ; he will not fail 
thee, nor forsake thee, until thou hast 
finished all the work for the service 
of the house of the Lord. 

21 And, behold, the courses of the 
priests and the Levites, even they 
shall he with thee for all the service 
of the house of God : and there shall 
he with thee for all maimer of work- 
manship every willing skilful man, 
for any manner of service: also the 
princes and all the people will be 
wholly at thy commandment. 

CHAPTER XXIX. 

1 David^ by his example arid intreaty^ 6 causeth the 
princes and people to offer willingly, 10 David* s 
thanksgiving and prayer. ^20 The people, having 
blesied God, and sacrificed, make Solomon king. 26 
David *8 reign and death. 

URTHERMORE David the 
kin g said unto all the congre- 
g^on, Solomon my son, whom alone 
God hath chosen, is yet young and 
tender, and the work is great: for 


the palace is not for man, but for 
the Lord God. 

2 Now I have prepared with all my 
might for the house of my God the 
gold for things to he made of gold, 
and the silver for things of silver, 
and the brass for things of brass, 
the iron for things of iron, and wood 
for things of wood ; onyx stones, and 
stones to be set, glistering stones, and 
of divers colours, and all manner of 
precious stones, and marble stones 
in abundance. 

3 Moreover, because I have set my 
affection to the house of my God, I 
have of mine own proper good, of 

I gold and silver, which I have given 
to the house of my God, over and 
above all that I have prepared for 
the holy house, 

4 Even three thousand talents of 
gold, of the gold of Ophir, and seven 
thousand talents of refined silver, 
to overlay the walls of the houses 
withal : 

5 The gold for things of gold, and 
the silver for things of silver, and for 
all manner of work to he made by the 
hands of artificers. And who then is 
willing to consecrate his service this 
day unto the Lord ? 

6 If Then the chief of the fathers 
and princes of the tribes of Israel, 
and the captains of thousands and 
of hundreds, with the rulers of the 
king’s work, offered willingly, 

7 And gave for the service of the 
house of God of gold five thousand 
talents and ten thousand drams, and 
of silver ten thousand talents, and 
of brass eighteen thousand talents, 
and one hundred thousand talents 
of iron. 

8 And they with whom precious 
stones were foimd gave them to the 
treasure of the house of the Lord, by 
the hand of Jehiel the Gershonite, 

9 Then the people rejoiced, for that 
they oflTered willingly, becaiise with 
perfect heart they oflfered willingly 
to the Lord : and David the kmg 
also rejoiced with great joy. 

10 If Wherefore David blessed the 
Lord before all the congregation: 
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David ’« thanksgiving. 

and David said, Blessed be thou. 
Lord God of Israel our father, for 

11 Thine, O Lord, w tEe greatnes^i 
and the power, and the glory, andj 

i the victory, and the majesty : for! 

1 all that is in the heaven and in thej 
I earth is thine ; thine is the kingdom, I 
i O Lord, and thou art exalted as head 
above a,lL - ^ 

12 Both riches and honour come of 
thee, and thou reignest over all ; and 
in thine hand is power and might ; 
and in thine hand it is to make great, 
and to give strength unto all. 

13 Now therefore, our God, we thank 
thee, and praise thy glorious name. 

14 But who am I, and what is my 
people, that we should be able to 
offer so willingly after this sort ? for 
all things come of thee, and of thine 
own have we given thee. 

15 For we are strangers before thee, 
and sojourners, as were all our fa- 
thers : our days on the earth are as a 
shadow, and there is none abiding. 

16 O Lord our God, all this store 
that we have prepared to build thee 
an house for thine holy name cometh 
of thine hand, and is all thine own. 

17 I know also, my God, that thou 
triest the heart, and hast pleasure 
in uprightness. As for me, in the 
uprightness of mine heart I have will- 
ingly offered all these things : and 
now have I seen with joy thy people, 
which are present here, to offer will- 
ingly unto thee. 

18 O Lord God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and of Israel, our fathers, keep this 
for ever in the imagination of the 
thoughts of the heart of thy peo- 
ple, and prepare their heart vmto 
thee: 

19 And give unto Solomon my son 
a perfect heart, to keep thy com- 
mandments, thy testimonies, and thy 
statutes, and to do all these things, 
and to build the palace, /or the which 
I have made provision. 

20 ^ And David said to all the 
congregation, Now bless the Lord 


His reign and death. 

your God. And all the congrega- 
tion blessed the Lord God of their 
fathers, and bowed down their heads, 
and worshipped the Lord, and the 
king. 

21 And they sacrificed sacrifices 
unto the Lord, and offered burnt 
offerings rmto the Lord, on the mor- 
row after that day, even a thousand 
bullocks, a thousand rams, and a 
thousand lambs, with their drink of- 
ferings, and sacrifices in abundance 
for all Israel: 

22 And did eat and drink before the 
Lord on that day with great glad- 
ness. And they made Solomon the 
son of David Img the second time, 
and anointed him unto the Lord to 
be the chief governor, and Ziadok to 
be priest. 

23 Then Solomon sat on the throne 
of the Lord as king instead of David 
his father, and prospered; and all 
Israel obeyed him. 

24 And all the princes, and the 
mighty men, and all the sons like- 
wise of king David, submitted them- 
selves unto Solomon the king. 

25 And the Lord magnified Solo- 
mon exceedingly in the sight of all 
Israel, and bestowed upon him such 
royal majesty as had not been on 
any king before him in Israel. 

26 If Thus David the son of Jesse 
reigned over all Israel. 

27 And the time that he reigned 
over Israel was forty years ; seven 
years reigned he in Hebron, and 
thirty and three years reigned he in 
Jerusalem. 

28 And he died in a good old age, 
full of days, riches, and honour : and 
Solomon his son reigned in his stead 

29 Now the acts of David the king, 
first and last, behold, they are written 
in the book of Samuel the seer, and 
in the book of Nathan the prophet, 
and in the book of Gad the seer, 

30 With all his reign and his might, 
and the times that went over him, 
and over Israel, and over all the 
kingdoms of the countries.

THE CHRONICLES. 


CHAPTER I. 

1 The solemn offering of Solomon at Gibeon, 7 Solo^ 
mon*8 choice of v)isdom is blessed by God, 13 Solo- 
mon* s strength and wealth, 

AND Solomon the son of David 
J\, was strengthened in his king- 
dom, and the Lord his God was 
with him, and magnified him ex- 
ceedingly. 

2 Then Solomon spake unto all 
Israel, to the captains of thousands 
and of hundreds, and to the judges, 
and to every governor in all Israel, 
the chief of the fathers. 

3 So Solomon, and all the congrega- 
tion with him, went to the high place 
that was at Gibeon; for there was 
the tabernacle of the congregation of 
God, which Moses the servant of the 
Lord had made in the wilderness. 

4 But the ark of God had David 
brought up from Kirjath-jearim to 
the place which David had prepared 
for it : for he had pitched a tent for 
it at Jerusalem. 

6 Moreover the brasen altar, that 
Bezaleel the son of Uri, the son of 
Hur, had made, he put before the ta- 
bernacle of the Lord : and Solomon 
and the congregation sought unto it. 

6 And Solomon went up thither to 
the brasen altar before the Lord, 
which was at the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and offered a thousand 
burnt offerings upon it 

7 1 In that night did God appear 
unto Solomon, and said imto him, 
Ask what I shall give thee. 

8 And Solomon said unto God, 
Thou hast shewed great mercy \mto 
David my father, and hast made me 
to reign in his stead. 

9 Now, O Lord God, let thy pro- 


mise unto David my father be esta- 
blished : for thou hast made me king 
over a people like the dust of the 
earth in multitude. 

10 Give me now wisdom and know- 
ledge, that I may go out and come in 
before this people : for who can judge 
this thy people, that is so great ? 

11 And God said to Solomon, Be- 
cause this was in thine heart, and 
thou hast not asked riches, wealth, or 
honour, nor the life of thine enemies, 
neither yet hast asked long life ; but 
hast asked wisdom and knowledge 
for thyself, that thou mayest judge 
my people, over whom I have made 
thee king: 

12 Wisdom and knowledge is grant- 
ed unto thee; and I will give thee 
riches, and wealth, and honour, such 
as none of the kings have had that 
have been before thee, neither shall 
there any after thee have the like. 

13 If Then Solomon came from his 
journey to the high place that was 
at Gibeon to Jerusalem, from before 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and reimed over Israel. 

14 And Solomon gathered chariots 
and horsemen: and he had a thou- 
sand and four hundred chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen, which he 
placed in the chariot cities, and with 
the king at Jerusalem. 

15 And the king made silver and 
gold at Jerusalem os plenteous as 
stones, and cedar trees made he as 
the sycomore trees that are in the 
vale for abundance. 

16 And Solomon had horses brought 
out of Egypt, and linen yam: the 
king’s merchants received the linen 
yam at a price. 
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Solomon's message 

17 And they fetched up, and brought 
forth out of Egypt a chariot for six 
hundred shekels of silver, and an 
horse for an hundred and fifty: and 
so brought they out horses for all the 
kings of the Hittites, and for the 
kings of Syria, by their means. 

CHAPTER n. 

1 , 17 Solomons labourers for the building of the temple. 

3 His embassage to Huram for voorkrnen and pro- 
vision of stuff. 1 1 Huram sendeth him a kind answer. 

AND Solomon determined to build 
l\. an house for the name of the 
Lord, and an house for his kingdom. 

2 And Solomon told out threescore 
and ten thousand men to bear bur- 
dens, and fourscore thousand to hew 
in the mountain, and three thousand 
and six hundred to oversee them. 

3 IT And Solomon sent to Huram 
the king of Tyre, saying. As thou 
didst deal with David my father, 
and didst send him cedars to build 
him an house to dwell therein, even 
so deal with me. 

4 Behold, I build an house to the 
name of the Lord my God, to dedi- 
cate it to him, and to bum before 
him sweet incense, and for the con- 
tinual shewbread, and for the burnt 
offerings morning and evening, on 
the sabbaths, and on the new moons, 
and on the solemn feasts of the Lord 
our God. This is an ordinance for 
ever to Israel. 

5 And the house which I build is 
great : for great is our God above all 
gods. 

6 But who is able to build him an 
house, seeing the heaven and heaven 
of heavens cannot contain him ? who 
am I then, that I should build him 
an house, save only to bum sacrifice 
before him? 

7 Send me now therefore a man 
cunning to work in gold, and in sil- 
ver, and in brass, and in iron, and in 
purple, and crimson, and blue, and 
that can skill to grave with the cim- 
ning men that are with me in Judah 
and in Jerusalem, whom David my 
father did provide. 

8 Send me also cedar trees, fir 
trees, and algum trees, out of Le- 


to Huram. 

banon: for I know that thy servants 
can skill to cut timber in Lebanon; 
and, behold, my servants sheM he 
with thy servants, 

9 Even to prepare me timber in 
abundance: for the house which I 
am about to build shall he wonderful 
great. 

10 And, behold, I will give to thy 
servants, the hewers that cut timber, 
twenty thousand measures of beaten 
wheat, and twenty thousand mea- 
sures of barley, and twenty thousand 
baths of wine, and twenty thousand 
baths of oil. 

11 If Then Huram the king of Tyre 
answered in writing, which he sent 
to Solomon, Because the Lord hath 
loved his people, he hath made thee 
king over them. 

12 Hm’am said moreover. Blessed 
he the Lord God of Israel, that made 
heaven and earth, who hath given to 
David the king a wise son, endued 
with prudence and understanding, 
that might build an hovise for the 
Lord, and an house for his kingdom. 

13 And now I have sent a cunning 
man, endued with understanding, ol 
Huram my father’s, 

14 The son of a woman of the daugh- 
ters of Dan, and his father was a 
man of Tyre, skilful to work in gold 
and in silver, in brass, in iron, ir 
stone, and in timber, in purple, it 
blue, and in fine linen, and in crim 
son; also to grave any manner o: 
graving, and to find out every device 
which shall be put to him, with thj 
cunning men, and with the cunning 
men of my lord David thy father. 

15 Now therefore the wheat, anc 
the barley, the oil, and the wine 
which my lord hath spoken of, lei 
him send unto his servants: 

16 And we will cut wood out of Le 
banon, as much as thou shalt need 
and we will bring it to thee in fiotes 
by sea to Joppa ; and thou shalt carrj 
it up to Jerusalem. 

17 If And Solomon numbered alj 
the strangers that were in the lan<3 
of Israel, after the numbering where 
with David his father had numberec 
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them ; and they were found an hun- 
dred and fifty thousand and three 
thousand and six himdred. 

18 And he set threescore and ten 
thousand of them to he bearers of 
burdens, and fourscore thousand to 
he hewers in the mountain, and three 
thousand and six hundred overseers 
to set the people a work. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 The plucty and time of building the temple. 3 Tlte 
meoaure and ornaments of the house. 11 The cfte- 
rubims. Tlte vail and pillars. 

T hen Solomon began to build , 
the house of the Lord at Jeru- ! 


fifty shekels of gold. And he over- 
laid the upper Cambers with gold. 

10 And in the most holy house he 
made two cherubims of image work, 
and overlaid them with gold. 

11 IT And the wings of the cheru- 
bims were twenty cubits long: one 
wing of the one chervb was five cubits, 
reaching to the wall of the house: 
and the other wing woe likewise five 
cubits, reaching to the wing of the 
other cherub. 

12 And one wing of the other che- 
rub was five cubits, reaching to the 
wall of the house: and the other 


Salem in mount Moriah, where the 
LORD appeared imto David his fa- 
ther, in the place that David had 
prepared in the threshing^oor of 
Oman the Jebusite. 

2 And he began to build in the se- 
cond day of the second month, in the 
fourth year of his reign. 

3 If Now these are the things where- 
in Solomon was instructed for the 
building of the house of God. The 
length by cubits after the fii’st mea- ' 
sure was threescore cubits, and the 
breadth twenty cubits. 

4 And the porch that was in the 
front of the house, the length of it 
was according to the breadth of the 
house, twenty cubits, and the height 
was an hundred and twenty : and he 
overlaid it within with pm*e gold. 

5 And the greater house he cieled 
mth fir tree, which he overlaid with 
fine gold, and set thereon palm trees 
and chains. 

6 And he garnished the house with 
precious stones for beauty: and the 
gold was gold of Parvaim. 

7 He overlaid also the house, the 
beams, the posts, and the walls there- 
of, and the doors thereof, with gold ; 
and graved cherubims on the wdls. 

8 And he made the most holy house, 
the length whereof was according to 
the breadth of the house, twenty 
cubits, and the breadth thereof twen- 
ty cubits: and he overlaid it with 
&ie gold, amounting to six hundred 
talents. 

9 And the weight of the nails torn 


I wing was five cubits also, joining to 
I the wing of the other cherub, 
j 13 The wings of these cherubims 
spread themselves forth twenty cu- 
bits: and they stood on their feet, 

! and their faces were inward. 

14 f And he made the vail of blue, 
and purple, and crimson, and fine lin- 
en, and wrought cherubims thereon. 

15 Also he made before the house 
two pillars of thirty and five cubits 
high, and the chapiter that was on the 
top of each of them was five cubits. 

16 And he made chains, as in the 
oracle, and put them on the heads of 
the pillars; and made an hundred 
pomegi’anates, and put them on the 
chains. 

17 And he reared up the pillars 
before the temple, one on the right 
hand, and the other on the left ; and 
called the name of that on the right 
hand Jachin, and the name of that 
on the left Boaz. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 The altar of brass. 2 The molten sea upon twelve 
oxen. 6 The ten laverSy candlesticks^ and tables. & 
The courts, and the instruments of brass. 19 Tlte 
instruments of gold. 

M oreover he made an altar 
of brass, twenty cubits the 
length thereof, and twenty cubits the 
breadth thereof, and ten cubits the 
height thereof. 

2 t Also he made a molten sea of 
ten cubits from brim to brim, roimd 
in compass, and five cubits the height 
thereof; and a line of thirty cubits 
did compass it round about. 
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The furniture 

3 And under it uxis the similitude 
of oxen, which did compass it rovmd 
about : ten in a cubit, compassing the 
sea round about. Two rows of oxen 
were cast, when it was cast. 

4 It stood upon twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three 
looking toward the west, and three 
looking toward the south, and three 
looking toward the east : and the sea 
was set above upon them, and all 
their hinder parts were inward. 

5 And the thickness of it was an 
handbreadth, and the brim of it like 
the work of the brim of a cup, with 
flowers of lilies ; and it received and 
held three thousand baths. 

6 IF He made also ten lavers, and put 
five on the right hand, and five on the 
left, to wash in them : such things as 
they ofiered for the burnt offering 
they washed in them; but the sea 
was for the priests to wash in. 

7 And he made ten candlesticks of 
gold according to their form, and 
set them in the temple, five on the 
right hand, and five on the left. 

8 He made also ten tables, and plac- 
ed them in the temple, five on the 
right side, and five on the left. And 
he made an hundred basons of gold. 

9 IF Furthermore he made the court 
of the priests, and the great court, 
and doors for the court, and over- 
laid the doors of them with brass. 

10 And he set the sea on the right 
side of the east end, over against the 
south. 

11 And Huram made the pots, and 
the shovels, and the basons. And 
Huram finished the work that he 
was to make for king Solomon for 
the house of God; 

12 To wit, the two pillars, and the 
pommels, and the chapiters which 
were on the top of the two pillars, 
and the two wreaths to cover the two 
pommels of the chapiters which were 
on the top of the pillars ; 

13 And four himdred pomegranates 
on the two wreaths; two rows of 
pomegranates on each wreath, to 
cover the two pommels of the cha- 
piters which were upon the pillars. 


of the temple. 

14 He made also bases, and lavers 
made he upon the bases ; 

15 One sea, and twelve oxen im- 
der it. 

16 The pots also, and the shovels, 
and the fleshhooks, and all their 
instruments; did Huram his father 
make to king Solomon for the house 
of the Loed of bright brass. 

17 In the plain of Jordan did the 
king cast them, in the clay ground 
between Succoth and Zeredathah. 

18 Thus Solomon made all these 
vessels in great abundance: for the 
weight of the brass could not be 
found out. 

19 IF And Solomon made all the ves- 
sels that were for the house of God, 
the golden altar also, and the tables 
whereon the shewbread was set; 

20 Moreover the candlesticks with 
their lamps, that they should bum 
after the manner before the oracle, 
of pure gold; 

21 And the flowers, and the lamps, 
and the tongs, made he of gold, atid 
that perfect gold; 

22 And the snuffers, and the basons, 
and the spoons, and the censers, of 
pure gold : and the entry of the house, 
the inner doors thereof for the most 
holy ^Zace, and the dooi*s of the house 
of the temple, were o/gold. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 The dedicated treasures. 2 The solemn induction of 

the ark into the oracle. 1 1 God being praised giveth 

a visible sign of his favour. 

T hus all the work that Solomon 
made for the house of the Lord 
was finished : and Solomon brought 
in all the things that David his fa- 
ther had dedicated; and the silver, 
and the gold, and all the instru- 
ments, put he among the treasures 
of the house of God. 

2 IF Then Solomon assembled the 
elders of Israel, and all the heads of 
the tribes, the chief of the fathers 
of the children of Israel, unto Je- 
rusalem, to bring up the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord out of the city 
of David, which is Zion. 

3 Wherefore all the men of Israel 
assembled themselves unto the king

in the feast which woe in the seventh 
month. 

4 And all the elders of Israel came ; 
and the Levites took up the ark. 

5 And they brought up the ark, 
and the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, and all the holy vessels that 
were in the tabernacle, these did the 
priests and the Levites bring up. 

6 Also king Solomon, and all the 
conCTegation of Israel that were as- 
sembled unto him before the ank, 
sacrificed sheep and oxen, which 
could not be told nor numbered for 
multitude. 

7 And the priests brought in the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord 
unto his place, to the oracle of the 
house, into the most holy place, even 
under the wings of the cherubims : 

8 For the cherubims spread forth 
their wings over the place of the ark, 
and the cherubims covered the ark 
and the staves thereof above. 

9 And they drew out the staves of 
the ark, that the ends of the staves 
were seen from the ark before the 
oracle ; but they were not seen with- 
out. And there it is unto this day. 

10 There was nothing in the ark 
save the two tables which Moses put 
therein at Horeb, when the Lord 
made a covenant with the children of 
Israel, when they came out of Egypt. 

11 IT And it came to pass, when the 
I)riests were come out of the holy 
place: (for all the priests that were 
present were sanctified, and did not 
then wait by course: 

12 Also the Levites which were the 
singers, all of them of Asaph, of He- 
man, of Jeduthun, with their sons 
and their brethren, being arrayed in 
white linen, having cymbals and psal- 
teries and harps, stood at the east 
end of the altar, and with them an 
himdred and twenty priests sound- 
ing with trumpets:) 

13 It came even to pass, as the 
trumpeters and singers were as one, 
to make one sound to be heard in 
praising and thanking the Lord ; 
and when they lifted up their voice 
with the trumpets and cymbals and 


instruments of musick, and praised 
the Lord, saying, For he is good; 
for his mercy endureth for ever: 
that then the house was filled with a 
cloud, even the house of the Lord ; 

14 So that the priests could not 
stand to minister by reason of the 
cloud: for the glory of the Lord 
had filled the house of Grod. 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 Solomon, having blessed the people, hlesseth God* IS 
Solomons prayer in the consecration of the temple^ 
upon the brasen scaffold. 

T hen said Solomon, The Lord 
hath said that he would dwell 
in the thick darkness. 

2 But I have built an house of ha- 
bitation for thee, and a place for thy 
dwelling for ever. 

3 And the king turned his face, 
and blessed the whole congregation 
of Israel : and all the congregation 
of Israel stood. 

4 And he said. Blessed be the Lord 
God of Israel, who hath with his hands 
fulfilled that which he spake with his 
mouth to my father David, saying, 

5 Since the day that I brought forth 
my people out of the land of Egypt 
I chose no city among all the tribes 
of Israel to build an house in, that 
my name might be there; neither 
chose I any man to be a ruler over 
my people Israel : 

6 But I have chosen Jerusalem, 
that my name might be there; and 
have chosen David to be over my 
people Israel. 

7 Now it was in the heart of David 
my father to build an house for the 
name of the Lord God of Israel. 

8 But the Lord said to David my 
father. Forasmuch as it was in thine 
heart to build an house for my name, 
thou didst well in that it was in thine 
heart : 

9 Notwithstanding thou shalt not 
build the house ; but thy son which 
shall come forth out of thy loins, he 
shall build the house for my name. 

10 The Lord therefore hath per- 
formed his word that he hath spoken : 
for I am risen up in the room of 
David my father, and am set on the 
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throne of Israel, as the Lord pro- 
mised, and have built the house for 
the name of the Lord God of Israel. 

11 And in it have I put the ark, where- 
in is the covenant of the Lord, that 
he made with the children of Israel. 

12 IT And he stood before the altar 
of the Lord in the presence of all the 
congregation of Israel, and spread 
forth his hands: 

13 For Solomon had made a brasen 
scaffold, of five cubits long, and five 
cubits broad, and three cubits high, 
and had set it in the midst of the court : 
and upon it he stood, and kneeled 
down upon his knees before all the 
congregation of Israel, and spread 
forth his hands toward heaven, 

14 And said, O Lord God of Israel, 
there is no God like thee in the 
heaven, nor in the earth ; which keep- 
est covenant, and shewest mercy unto 
thy servants, that walk before thee 
with all their hearts: 

15 Thou which hast kept with thy 
servant David my father that which 
thou hast promised him ; and spakest 
with thy mouth, and hast fulfilled it 
with thine hand, as it is this day. 

10 Now therefore, O Lord God of 
Israel, keep with thy servant David 
iny father that which thou hast pro- 
mised him, saying. There shall not 
fail thee a man in my sight to sit 
upon the throne of Israel; yet so 
that thy children take heed to their 
way to walk in my law, as thou hast 
walked before me. 

17 Now then, O Lord God of Israel, 
let thy word be verified, which thou 
hast spoken unto thy servant David. 

18 But will God in very deed dwell 
with men on the earth ? behold, hea- 
ven and the heaven of heavens can- 
not contain thee ; how much less this 
house which I have built ! 

19 Have respect therefore to the 
prayer of thy servant, and to his sup- 
plication, O Lord my God, to heark- 
en unto the cry and the prayer which 
thy servant prayeth before thee : 

20 That thine eyes may be open 
upon this house day and night, upon 
the place whereof thou hast said that 
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thou wouldest put thy name there; 
to hearken unto the prayer which thy 
servant prayeth toward this place. 

21 Hearken therefore imto the sup- 
plications of thy servant, and of thy 
people Israel, which they shall make 
toward this place: hear thou from 
thy dwelling place, even, from heaven ; 
and when thou hearest, forgive. 

22 ir If a man sin against his neigh- 
bour, and an oath be laid upon him to 
make him swear, and the oath come 
before thine altar in this house ; 

23 Then hear thou from heaven, 
and do, and judge thy servants, by 
requiting the wicked, by recompens- 
ing his way upon his own head ; and 
by justifying the righteous, by giving 
him according to ms righteousness. 

24 IF And if thy people Israel be 
put to the worse before the enemy, 
because they have sinned against 
thee; and shall return and confess 
thy name, and pray and make suppli- 
cation before thee in this house ; 

25 Then hear thou from the hea- 
vens, and forgive the sin of thy peo- 
ple Israel, and bring them again imto 
the land which thou gavest to them 
and to their fathers. 

26 IF When the heaven is shut up, 
and there is no rain, because they 
have sinned against thee ; yet if they 
pray toward this place, and confess 
thy name, and turn from their sin, 
when thou dost afflict them; 

27 Then hear thou from heaven, and 
forgive the sin of thy servants, and 
of thy people Israel, when thou hast 
taught them the good way, wherein 
they should walk; and send rain upon 
thy land, which thou hast given unto 
thy people for an inheritance. 

28 IF If there be dearth in the land, 
if there be pestilence, if there be 
blasting, or mildew, locusts, or ca- 
terpillers ; if their enemies besiege 
them in the cities of their land; 
whatsoever sore or whatsoever sick- 
ness there he: 

29 Then what prayer or what sup- 
plication soever shall be made of any 
man, or of all thy people Israel, when 
every one shall mow his own sore 
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and his own grief, and shall spread 
forth his hands in this house: 

30 Then hear thou from heaven thy 
dwelling place, and forgive, and ren- 
der unto every man according unto 
all his ways, whose heart thou know- 
est; (for thou only knowest the hearts 
of the children of men :) 

31 That they may fear thee, to walk 
in thy ways, so long as they live in 
the land which thou gavest unto our 
fathers. 

32 IT Moreover concerning the stran- 
ger, which is not of thy people Israel, 
but is come from a far country for 
thy great name’s sake, and thy mighty 
hand, and thy stretched out ann ; if 
they come and pray in this house ; 

33 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
eneti from thy dwelling place, and do 
accordmg to all that the stranger 
calleth to thee for; that all people 
of the earth may know thy name, and 
fear thee, as doth thy people Israel, 
and may know that this house which 
I have built is called by thy name. 

34 If thy people go out to war against 
their enemies by the way that thou 
shalt send them, and they pray unto 
thee toward this city which thou hast 
chosen, and the house which I have 
built for thy name ; 

35 Then hear thou from the heavens 
their prayer and their supplication, 
and maintain their cause. 

3G If they sin against thee, (for 
there is no man which sinneth not,) 
and thou be angry with them, and de- 
liver them over before their enemies. 


toward the house which I have built 
for thy name: 

39 Then hear thou from the hea- 
vens, even from thy dwelling place, 
their prayer and their supplications, 
and maintain their cause, and for- 
give thy people which have sinned 
against thee. 

40 Now, my God, let, I beseech thee, 
thine eyes be open, and let thine ears 
he attent unto the prayer that is made 
in this place. 

41 Now therefore arise, O Lord 
God, into thy resting place, thou, 
and the ark of thy strength : let thy 
priests, O Lord God, be clothed with 
salvation, and let thy saints rejoice 
in goodness. 

42 O Lord God, turn not away the 
face of thine anointed: remember 
the mercies of David thy servant 

CHAPTER VII. 

1 God having given testimony to Solomons prayer bi/ 
fire from hediven, and glory in the temple, the people 
worship him. 4 Solomoris solemn sacrifice, 8 Solo- 
mon having kept the feast of tabernacles , and the. feast 
of the dedication of the altar, dismisseth the ptople. 
is God appearing to Solomon giveth him promises ujKtn 
condition. 

OW when Solomon had made an 
end of praying, the fire came 
do^Ti from heaven, and consumed the 
burnt offering and the sacrifices ; and 
the glory of the Lord filled the house. 

2 And the priests could not enter 
into the house of the Lord, because 
the glory of the Lord had filled the 
Lord’s house. 

3 And when all the children of Is- 
rael saw how the fire came down, and 



and they carry them away captives 
unto a land far off" or near ; 

37 Yet if they bethink themselves 
in the land whither they are carried 
captive, and turn and pray unto thee 
in the land of their captivity, saying. 
We have sinned, we have done amiss, 
and have dealt wickedly ; 

38 If they return to thee with all 
their heart and with all their soul in 
the land of their captivity, whither 
they have carried them captives, and 
pray toward their land, which thou 
gavest unto their fathers, and toward 
the city which thou hast chosen, and 


the glory of the Lord upon the house, 
I they bowed themselves with their 
I faces to the ground upon the pave- 
I ment, and worshipped, and praised 
I the Lord, saying. For he is good ; lor 
his mercy endureth for ever. 

4 H Then the king and all the people 
off’ered sacrifices before the Lord. 

5 And king Solomon offered a sacri- 
fice of twenty and two thousand oxen, 
and an hundred and twenty thousand 
sheep : so the king and all the people 
dedicated the house of God. 

6 And the priests waited on their 
oflSces : the Levites also with instru- 
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ments of musick of the Lord, which 
David the king had made to praise 
the Lord, because his mercy endur- 
eth for ever, when David praised 
by their ministry; and the priests 
sounded trumpets before them, and 
all Israel stood. 

7 Moreover Solomon hallowed the 
middle of the court that was before 
the house of the Lord : for there he 
offered burnt offerings, and the fat 
of the peace offerings, because the 
brasen altar which Solomon had 
made was not able to receive the 
burnt offerings, and the meat offer- 
ings, and the fat. 

8 1 Also at the same time Solomon 
kept the feast seven days, and all 
Israel with him, a very great con- 
gregation, from the entering in of 
Hamath unto the river of Egypt. 

9 And in the eighth day they made 
a solemn assembly: for they kept 
the dedication of the altar seven 
days, and the feast seven days. 

10 And on the three and twentieth 
day of the seventh month he sent 
the people away into their tents, 
glad and mei'ry in heart for the 
goodness that the Lord had shewed 
unto David, and to Solomon, and to 
Israel his people. 

11 Thus Solomon finished the house 
of the Lord, and the king’s house: 
and all that came into Solomon’s 
heart to make in the house of the 
Lord, and in his own house, he pros- 
perously effected. 

12 IT And the Lord appeared to 
Solomon by night, and said unto 
him, I have heard thy prayer, and 
have chosen this place to myself for 
an house of sacrifice. 

13 If I shut up heaven that there 
be no rain, or if I command the lo- 
custs to devom* the land, or if I send 
pestilence among my people ; 

14 If my people, which are called by 
my name, shall humble themselves, 
and pray, and seek my face, and turn 
from their wicked ways ; then will I 
hear from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their land. 

16 Now mine eyes shall be open. 


and mine ears attent imto the prayer 
that is made in this place. 

16 For now have I chosen and sanc- 
tified this house, that my name may 
be there for ever : and mine eyes 
and mine heart shall be there per- 
petually. 

17 And as for thee, if thou wilt 
walk before me, as David thy father 
walked, and do according to all that 
I have commanded thee, and shalt 
observe my statutes and my judg- 
ments ; 

18 Then will I stablish the throne 
of thy kingdom, according as I have 
covenanted with David thy father, 
saying. There shall not fail thee a 
man to he rider in Israel. 

19 But if ye turn away, and forsake 
my statutes and my commandments, 
which I have set before you, and 
shall go and serve other gods, and 
worship them ; 

20 Then will I pluck them up by the 
roots out of my land which I have 
given them ; and this house, which 
I have sanctified for my name, will I 
cast out of my sight, and will make 
it to he a proverb and a byword 
among all nations. 

21 And this house, which is high, 
shall bo an astonishment to every one 
that passeth by it; so that he shall 
say. Why hath the Lord done thus 
unto this land, and unto this house ? 

22 And it shall be answered. Be- 
cause they forsook the Lord God of 
their fathers, which brought them 
forth out of the land of Egypt, and 
laid hold on other gods, and wor- 
shipped them, and served them ; 
therefore hath he brought all this 
evil upon them. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

1 Solomons buildings. 7 The Gentiles which were left 
Solomon made tributaries ; but the Israelites rulers, 
11 Pharaoh* s daughter removeth to her house. 12 So- 
lomons yearly solemn sacrifices. 14 He appointeth 
the priests and Levites to thdr places.

AND it came to pass at the end of 
x\. twenty years, wherein Solomon 
had built the house of the Lord, and 
his own house, 

2 That the cities which Huram 
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had restored to Solomon, Solomon 
built them, and caused the children 
of Israel to dwell there. 

3 .^d Solomon went to Hamath- 
zobah, and prevailed against it 

4 And he built Taomor in the 
>vildemess, and all the store cities, 
which he built in Hamath. 

5 .Mso he built Beth-horon the up- 
per, and Beth-horon the nether, fenc- 
ed cities, with walls, gates, and bars ; 

6 And Baalath, and all the store 
cities that Solomon had, and all the 
chariot cities, and the cities of the 
horsemen, and all that Solomon 
(iesired to build in Jemsalem, and 
in Lebanon, and throughout all the 
land of his dominion. 

7 ^ As for all the people that were 
left of the Hittites, and the Amor- 
ites, and the Perizzites, and the 
Hivites, and the Jebusites, which 
were not of Israel, 

8 But of their children, who were 
left after them in the land, whom 
the children of Israel consumed 
not, them did Solomon make to 
pay tribute until this day. 

9 But of the children of Israel did 
Solomon make no servants for his 
work; but they were men of war, 
and chief of his captains, and cap- 
tains of his chariots and horsemen. 

10 And these were the chief of 
king Solomon’s officers, even two 
hundred and fifty, that bare rule 
over the people. 

11 IT And Solomon brought up the 
daughter of Pharaoh out of the city 
of David unto the house that he 
liad built for her: for he said. My 
\yife shall not dwell in the house 
of David king of Israel, because the 
places are holy, whereunto the ark 
of the Lord hath come. 

12 If Then Solomon offered burnt 
offerings imto the Lord on the altar 
of the Lord, which he had built 
before the porch, 

13 Even after a certain rate every 
day, offering according to the com- 
mandment of Moses, on the sab- 
baths, and on the new moons, and on 
the solemn feasts, three times in the 
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year, even in the feast of unleavened 
bread, and in the feast of weeks, and 
in the feast of tabernacles. 

14 If And he ^pointed, according 
to the order of David his father, the 
courses of the priests to their ser- 
vice, and the Iievites to their charges, 
to praise and minister before the 
priests, as the duty of every day 
required: the porters also by their 
courses at every gate: for so had 
David the man of God commanded. 

15 And they departed not from the 
commandment of the king unto the 
priests and Levites concerning any 
matter, or concerning the treasures. 

16 Now all the work of Solomon 
was prepared unto the day of the 
foundation of the house of the Lord, 
and imtil it was finished So the 
house of the Lord was perfected. 

17 If Then went Solomon to Ezion- 
geber, and to Eloth, at the sea side 
in the land of Edom. 

18 And Huram sent him by the 
hands of his servants ships, and ser- 
vants that had knowledge of the sea ; 
and they went with the servants of 
Solomon to Ophir, and took thence 
four hundred and fifty talents of gold, 
and brought them to king Solomon. 

CHAPTER IX.

A nd Rehoboam went to Shechem : 

.. for to Shechem were all Israel 
come to make him king. 

2 And it came to pass, Avhen Jero- 
boam the son of Nebat, who was in 
Egypt, whither he had fled from the 
presence of Solomon the king, heard 
it, that Jeroboam returned out of 
Egj^pt. 

3 And they sent and called him. 
So Jeroboam and all Israel came 
and spake to Rehoboam, saying, 

4 Thy father made our yoke griev- 
ous : now therefore ease thou some- 
what the grievous servitude of thy 
father, and his heavy yoke that he 
put upon us, and we will serve thee. 

5 And he said unto them. Come 
again vmto me after three days. 
And the people departed. 

6 IT And king Rehoboam took coun- 
sel with the old men that had stood 
before Solomon his father while he 
yet lived, saying. What counsel give ye 
me to return answer to this people ? 


7 And they spake unto him, saying, 
If thou be kind to this people, and 
please them, and speak good words 
to them, they will be thy servants for 
ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel which 
the old men gave him, and took 
counsel with the yoimg men that 
were brought up with him, that 
stood before him. 

9 And he said unto them. What ad- 
vice give ye that we may return answer 
to this people, which have spoken to 
me, saying. Ease somewhat the yoke 
that thy father did put upon us ? 

10 And the young men that were 
brought up with him spake unto him, 
saying. Thus shalt thou answer the 
people that spake unto thee, saying, 
Thy father made our yoke heavy, but 
make thou it somewhat lighter for 
us; thus shalt thou say unto them, 
My little finger shall be thicker than 
my father’s loins. 

11 For whereas my father put a 
heavy yoke upon you, I will put more 
to your yoke : my father chastised 
you with Avhips, but I loill chastise 
you with scorpions. 

12 So Jeroboam and all the people 
came to Rehoboam on the third day, 
as the king bade, saying. Come again 
to me on the third day. 

13 And the king answered them 
roughly ; and king Rehoboam for- 
sook the counsel of the old men, 

14 And answered them after the 
advice of the young men, saying. 
My father made your yoke heavy, 
but I will add thereto : my father 
chastised you with whips, .but I will 
chastise you with scorpions. 

15 So the king hearkened not unto 
the people : for the cause was of 
God, that the Lord might perform 
his word, which he spake by the 
hand of Ahijah the Shilonite to Jero- 
boam the son of Nebat. 

IG IT And when all Israel saw that 
the king would not hearken unto 
them, the people answered the king, 
saying. What portion have we in 
David? and we have none inherit- 
ance in the son of Jesse : every man 
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to your tents, O Israel: and now, 
David, see to thine own house. So 
all Israel went to their tents. 

17 But as for the children of Israel 
that dwelt in the cities of Judah, 
Rehoboam reigned over them. 

18 Then king Rehoboam sent Ha- 
doram that wa^ over the tribute; 
and the children of Israel stoned him 
with stones, that he died. But king 
Rehoboam made speed to get him up 
to his chariot, to flee to Jerusalem. 

19 And Israel rebelled against the 
house of David unto this day. 

CHAPTER XI. 

I Rehoboam raising an army to subdue Israel^ is forbid-- 
den by Shemaiah. 5 He strengtheneth his Jcingdom 
with forts and provision. 13 The priests and Levites, 
and such as feared God, forsaken by Jeroboam, 
strengthen the kingdom of Judah. 18 The wives and 
children of Rehoboam. 

AND when Rehoboam was come to 
Jerusalem, he gathered of the 
house of Judah and Benjamin an 
hundred and fourscore thousand cho- 
sen tnea, which were warriors, to fight 
against Israel, that he might bring 
the kingdom again to Rehoboam. 

2 But the word of the Lord came 
to Shemaiah the man of God, saying, 

3 Speak unto Rehoboam the son of 
Solomon, king of Judah, and to all Is- 
rael in Judah and Benjamin, saying, 

4 Thus saith the Lord, Ye shall 
not go up, nor fight against your 
brethren : return everj’^ man to his 
house : for this thing is done of me. 
And they obeyed the words of the 
Lord, and returned from going a- 
gainst Jeroboam. 

5 11 And Rehoboam dwelt in Jeru- 
salem, and built cities for defence in 
Judah. 

6 He built even Beth-lehem, and 
Etam, and Tekoa, 

7 And Beth-zur, and Shoco, and 
Adullam, 

8 And Gath, and Mareshah, and 
Ziph, 

9 And Adoraim, and Lachish, and 
Azekah, 

10 And Zorah, and Aijalon, and 
Hebron, which are in Judah and in 
Benjamin fenced cities. 

11 And he fortified the strong holds,

and put captains in them, and store 
of victual, and of oil and wine. 

12 And in every several city he put 
shields and spears, and made them 
exceeding strong, having Judah and 
Benjamin on his side. 

13 IT And the priests and the Le- 
vites that were in all Israel resorted 
to him out of all their coasts. 

14 For the Levites left their suburbs 
and their possession, and came to Ju- 
dah and Jerusalem : for Jeroboam 
and his sons had cast them off from 
executing the priest’s office unto the 
Lord: 

15 And he ordained him priests for 
the high places, and for the devils, and 
for the calves which he had made. 

10 And after them out of all the 
tribes of Israel such as set their 
hearts to seek the Lord God of Is- 
rael came to Jerusalem, to sacrifice 
unto the Lord God of their fathers. 

17 So they strengthened the king- 
dom of Judah, and made Rehoboam 
the son of Solomon strong, three 
years: for three years they walked 
in the way of David and Solomon. 

18 ir And Rehoboam took him Ma- 
halath the daughter of Jerimoth the 
son of David to Avife, and Abihail the 
daughter of Eliab the son of Jesse ; 

19 Which bare him children ; Jeush, 
and Shamariah, and Zaham. 

20 And after her he took Maachah 
the daughter of Absalom ; which bare 
him Abijah, and Attai, and Ziza, and 
Shelomith. 

21 And Rehoboam loved Maachah 
the daughter of Absalom above all 
his wives and his concubines : (for he 
took eighteen wives, and threescore 
concubines; and begat twenty and 
eight sons, and threescore daughters.) 

22 And Rehoboam made Abijah the 
son of Maachah the chief, to he ruler 
among his brethren: for he thought 
to make him king. 

23 And he dealt Avisely, and dis- 
persed of all his children through- 
out all the coimtries of Judah anti 
Benjamin, unto every fenced city : 
and he gave them victual in abtm- 
dance. And he desired many wives.

CHAPTER Xn. 

1 R^toboam, forsaking the Lord, is punished by Shishak, 
S He and the princes, repenting at the preaching of 
Shemaiah, are delivered from destruction, hut not 
from spoil, IS The reign and death of Jtehoboanu 

And it came to pass, when Reho- 
boam had established the king- 
dom, and had strengthened himself, 
he forsook the law of the Lord, and 
all Israel with him. 

2 And it came to pass, tJiat in the 
fifth year of king Rehoboam Shishak 
king of Egypt came up against Jeru- 
salem, because they had transgressed 
against the Lord, 

3 With twelve hundred chariots, 
and threescore thousand horsemen: 
and the people were without number 
that came with him out of Egypt; 
the Lubims, the Sukkiims, and the 
Ethiopians. 

4 And he took the fenced cities 
which pertained to Judah, and came 
to Jerusalem. 

5 If Then came Shemaiah the pro- 
phet to Rehoboam, and to the princes 
of Judah, that were gathered toge- 
ther to Jerusalem because of Shi- 
shak, and said unto them. Thus saith 
the Lord, Ye have forsaken me, and 
therefore have I also left you in the 
hand of Shishak. 

6 Whereupon the princes of Israel 
and the king humbled themselves; 
and they said. The Lord is righteous. 

7 And when the Lord saw that 
they humbled themselves, the word 
of the Lord came to Shemaiah, say- 
ing, They have humbled themselves ; 
therefore I will not destroy them, but 
I will grant them some deliverance ; 
and my wrath shall not be poured 
out upon Jerusalem by the hand of 
Shishak. 

8 Nevertheless they shall be his 
servants; that they may know my 
service, and the service of the king- 
doms of the countries. 

9 So Shishak king of Egypt came 
up against Jerusalem, and took away 
the treasures of the house of the 
Lord, and the treasures of the king’s 
house ; he took all : he carried away 
also the shields of gold which Solomon 
had made. 


10 Instead of which king Reho- 
boam made shields of brass, and 
committed them to the hands of the 
chief of the guard, that kept the 
entrance of the king’s house. 

11 And when the king entered into 
the house of the Lord, the guard 
came and fetched them, and brought 
them again into the guard chamber. 

12 And when he humbled himself, 
the wrath of the Lord turned from 
him, that he would not destroy him 
altogether: and also in Judah things 
went well. 

13 If So king Rehoboam strength- 
ened himself in Jerusalem, and 
reigned : for Rehoboam was one and 
forty years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned seventeen years 
in Jerusalem, the city which the Lord 
had chosen out of all the tribes of 
Israel, to put his name there. And 
his mother’s name was Naamah an 
Ammonitess. 

14 And he did evil, because he pre- 
pared not his heart to seek the Lord. 

15 Now the acts of Rehoboam, first 
and last, are they not written in the 
book of Shemaiah the prophet, and 
of Iddo the seer concerning genealo- 
gies? And there were wars between 
l^hoboam and Jeroboam continually. 

16 And Rehoboam slept with his 
fathers, and was buried in the city of 
David: and Abijah his son reigned 
in his stead. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

1 Abijah succeeding maketh war against Jeroboam. 4 
He declareth the right of his cause, 13 Trusting in 
God he overcometh Jeroboam, 21 7'he wives and chil- 
dren of Abijah, 

OW in the eighteenth year of 
king Jeroboam began Abijah 
to reign over Judah. 

2 He reigned three years in Jeru- 
salem. His mother’s name also was 
Michaiah the daughter of Uriel of 
Gibeah. And there was war between 
Abijah and Jeroboam. 

3 And Abijah set the battle in array 
with an army of valiant men of war, 
even four hundred thousand chosen 
men: Jeroboam also set the battle 
in array against him with eight hun- 
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Ahijah moceeds him, 

dred thousand chosen men, being 
mighty men of valour. 

4 1 And Abijah stood up upon 
motmt Zemaraim, which is in mount 
Ephraim, and said. Hear me, thou 
Jeroboam, and all Israel; 

6 Ought ye not to know that the 
Lord God of Israel gave the king- 
dom over Israel to David for ever, 
even to him and to his sons by a 
covenant of salt? 

6 Yet Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
the servant of Solomon the son of 
David, is risen up, and hath rebelled 
against his lord. 

7 And there are gathered unto him 
vain men, the children of Belial, and 
have strengthened themselves against 
Rehoboam the son of Solomon, when 
Rehoboam was young and tender- 
hearted, and could not withstand 
them. 

8 And now ye think to withstand 
the kingdom of the Lord in the hand 
of the sons of David; and ye he a 
great multitude, and there are with 
you golden calves, which Jeroboam 
made you for gods. 

9 Have ye not cast out the priests 
of the Lord, the sons of Aaron, and 
the Levites, and have made you priests 
after the mamier of the nations of 
other lands ? so that whosoever com- 
eth to consecrate himself with a 
young bullock and seven rams, the 
same may be a priest of them that 
are no gods. 

10 But as for us, the Lord is our 
God, and we have not forsaken him ; 
and the priests, which minister unto 
the Lord, are the sons of Aaron, and 
the Levites wait upon their business : 

11 And they bum unto the Lord 
every morning and every evening 
burnt sacrifices and sweet incense: 
the shewbread also set they in order 
u^on the pure table ; and the candle- 
stick of gold with the lamps thereof, 
to burn every evening : for we keep 
the charge of the Lord our God ; but 
ye have forsaken him. 

12 And, behold, God himself is with 
us for our captain, and his priests 
with soimding trumpets to cry alarm 


and d^eals Jeroboam. 

against you. O children of Israel, fight 
ye not against the Lord God of your 
lathers ; for ye shall not prosper. 

13 t But Jeroboam caused an am- 
bushment to come about behind them: 
so they were before Judah, and the 
ambushment was behind them. 

14 And when Judah looked back, 
behold, the battle was before and 
behind : and they cried unto the 
Lord, and the priests soimded with 
the trumpets. 

15 Then the men of Judah gave a 
shout: and as the men of Judah 
shouted, it came to pass, that God 
smote Jeroboam and all Israel before 
Abijah and Judah. 

16 And the children of Israel fled 
before Judah: and God delivered 
them into their hand. 

17 And Abyah and his people slew 
them Avith a great slaughter : so there 
fell down slain of Israel five hundred 
thousand chosen men. 

18 Thus the children of Israel were 
brought imder at that time, and the 
chil(fren of Judah prevailedi, because 
they relied upon the Lord God of 
their fathere. 

19 And Abijah pursued after Jero- 
boam, and took cities from him, 
Beth-el with the towns thereof, and 
Jeshanah with the towns thereof, and 
Ephrain with the towns thereof 

20 Neither did Jeroboam recover 
strength again in the days of Abijah : 
and the Lord struck him, and he died. 

21 If But Abijah waxed mighty, and 
married fourteen wives, and begat 
twenty and two sons, and sixteen 
daughters. 

22 And the rest of the acts of Abi- 
jah, and his ways, and his sayings, 
are written in the story of the pro- 
phet Iddo. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

1 Asa succeeding destroyeth idolatry. 6 Having peace, 

he strengtheneth his kingdom with forts and armies. 

9 Calling on God, he overthroweth Zerah, and spoileth 

the Ethiopians. 

S O Abijah slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city 
of David: and Asa his son reimed 
in his stead. In his days the land 
was quiet ten years. 
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2 And Asa did that which was good 
and right in the eyes of the Lord his 
God: 

3 For he took away the altars of the 
strange gods, and the high places, and 
brake down the images, and cut down 
the groves : 

4 imd commanded Judah to seek 
the Lord God of their fathers, and 
to do the law and the command- 
ment. 

5 Also he took away out of all the 
cities of Judah the high places and 
the images: and the kingdom was 
quiet before him. 

6 IT And he built fenced cities in 
Judah: for the land had rest, and he 
had no war in those years ; because 
the Lord had given him rest. 

7 Therefore he said unto Judah, 
Let us build these cities, and make 
about them walls, and towers, gates, 
and bars, ivhile the land is yet before 
us ; because we have sought the Lord 
our God, we have sought him, and he 
hath given us rest on every side. So 
they built and prospered. 

8 And Asa had an army of men 
that bare targets and spears, out of 
Judah three hundred thousand ; and 
out of Benjamin, that bare shields 
and drew bows, two himdred and 
fourscore thousand : all these were 
mighty men of valour. 

9 If And there came out against 
them Zerah the Ethiopian with an 
host of a thousand thousand, and 
three hundred chariots ; and came 
unto Mareshah. 

10 Then Asa went out against him, 
and they set the battle in array in 
the valley of Zephathah at Mareshah. 

11 And Asa cried unto the Lord his 
God, and said, Lord, it is nothing 
with thee to help, whether with many, 
or with them that have no power: 
help us, O Lord our God; for we 
rest on thee, and in thy name we go 
against this miiltitude. O Lord, thou 
art our God; let not man prevail 
against thee. 

12 So the Lord smote the Ethio- 
pians before Asa, and before Judah; 
and the Ethiopians fled. 


13 And Asa and the people that 
were with him pursued them unto 
Gerar : and the Ethiopians were 
overthrown, that they could not re- 
cover themselves ; for they were de- 
stroyed before the Lord, and before 

i his host ; and they carried away very 
much spoil. 

14 And they smote all the cities 
roimd about Gerar; for the fear of 
the Lord came upon them : and they 
spoiled all the cities ; for there was 
exceeding much spoil in them. 

15 They smote also the tents of 
cattle, and carried away sheep and 
camels in abundance, and returned 

: to Jerusalem. 

CHAPTER XV. 

1 Asa with Judah and many of Israel^ moved by the 
prophecy of Axariah the son of Oded, make a solemn 
covenant with God. 16 He putteth down Maachah 
his mother for her idolatnf. 18 He bringeth dedicate 
things into the Itouse of God, and enjoyeth a tong 
peace. 

AN D the Spirit of God came upon 
Azariah the son of Oded : 

2 And he went out to meet Asa, 
and said unto him. Hear ye me, Asa, 
and all Judah and Benjamin; The 
Lord is with you, while ye be with 
him ; and if ye seek him, he will be 
found of you ; but if ye forsake him, 
he will forsake you. 

3 Now for a long season Israel hath 
been without the true God, and with- 
out a teaching priest, and without 
law. 

4 But when they in their trouble 
did turn unto the Lord God of Is- 
i*ael, and sought him, he was found 
of them. 

5 And in those times there was no 
peace to him that went out, nor to 
him that came in, but great vexa- 
tions were upon all the inhabitants 
of the countries. 

6 And nation was destroyed of na- 
tion, and city of city : for God did 
vex them with all adversity. 

7 Be ye strong therefore, and let 
not your hands be weak: for your 
work shall be rewarded. 

8 And when Asa heard these words, 
and the prophecy of Oded the pro- 
phet, he took courage, and put away 
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the abominable idols out of all the 
land of Judah and Benjamin, and out 
of the cities which he had taken from 
moxmt Ephraim, and renewed the 
altar of the Lord, that was before 
the porch of the Lord. 

9 And he gathered all Judah and 
Benjamin, and the strangers with 
them out of Ephraim and Manasseh, 
and out of Simeon: for they fell to 
him out of Israel in abundance, when 
they saw that the Lord his God was 
with him. 

10 So they gathered themselves 
together at Jerusalem in the third 
month, in the fifteenth year of the 
reign of Asa. 

11 And they offered unto the Lord 
the same time, of the spoil which 
they had brought, seven hundred 
oxen and seven thousand sheep. 

12 And they entered into a cove- 
nant to seek the Lord God of their 
fathers with all their heart and with 
all their soul ; 

13 That whosoever would not seek 
the Lord God of Israel should be 
put to death, whether small or great, 
whether man or woman. 

14 And they sware unto the Lord 
with a loud voice, and with shouting, 
and with trumpets, and with comets. 

15 And all Judah rejoiced at the 
oath: for they had sworn with all 
their heart, and sought him with 
their whole desire ; and he was found 
of them : and the Lord gave them 
rest round about. 

16 IT And also concernituj Maachah 
the mother of Asa the king, he re- 
moved her from being queen, be- 
cause she had made an idol in a 
grove: and Asa cut down her idol, 
and stamped it, and burnt it at the 
brook Kidron. 

17 But the high places were not 
taken away out of Israel : neverthe- 
less the heart of Asa was perfect all 
his days. 

18 H And he brought into the house 
of God the thin^ that his father had 
dedicated, and that he himself had de- 
dicated, silver, and gold, and vessels. 

19 And there was no more war un- 


to the five and thirtieth year of the 
reign of Asa. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

1 Asa, by the aid of the Syrians, diverteth Baasha from 
building of Ramah. 7 Being reproved thereof by 
Hanani, he putteth him in prison, 11 Among his 
other acts in his disease he seeketh not to God, but to 
the physicians. 13 His death and burial. 

I N the six and thirtieth year of 
the reign of Asa Baasha king of 
Israel came up against Judah, and 
built Ramah, to the intent that he 
might let none go out or come in to 
Asa king of Judah. 

2 Then Asa brought out silver and 
gold out of the treasures of the house 
of the Lord and of the king’s house, 
and sent to Ben-hadad king of Syria, 
that dwelt at Damascus, saying, 

3 There is a league between me and 
thee, as there was between my father 
and thy father : behold, I have sent 
thee silver and gold ; go, break thy 
league with Baasha king of Israel, 
i that he may depart from me. 

I 4 And Ben-hadad hearkened unto 
king Asa, and sent the captains of 
his armies against the cities of Is- 
rael ; and they smote Ijon, and Dan, 
and Abel-maim, and all the store 
cities of Naphtali. 

5 And it came to pass, when Baa- 
sha heard it, that he left otf building 
of Ramah, and let his work cease. 

6 Then Asa the king took all Judah ; 
and they carried away the stones 
of Ramah, and the timber thereof, 
wherewith Baasha was building ; and 
he built therewith Geba and Mizpah. 
7 And at that time Hanani the 
seer came to Asa king of Judah, and 
said unto him. Because thou hast 
relied on the king of Syria, and not 
relied on the Lord thy God, there- 
fore is the host of the king of Syria 
escaped out of thine hand. 

8 Were not the Ethiopians and the 
Lubims a huge host, with very many 
chariots and horsemen ? yet, because 
thou didst rely on the Lord, he de- 
livered them into thine hand. 

9 For the eyes of the Lord run to 
and fro throughout the whole earth, 
to shew himsdf strong in the behalf 
of them whose heart is perfect to- 

i.'; 
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ward him. Herein thou hast done 
foolishly : therefore from henceforth 
thou shalt have wars. 

10 Then Asa was wroth with the 
seer, and put him in a prison house ; 
for he was in a rage with him because 
of this thing, .^d Asa oppressed 
some of the people the same time. 

11 1 And, behold, the acts of Asa, 
first and last, lo, they are written in 
the book of the kings of Judah and 
Israel. 

12 And Asa in the thirty and ninth 
year of his reign was diseased in his 
feet, until his disease was exceeding 
great : yet in his disease he sought not 
to the Lord, but to the physicians. 

13 IT And Asa slept with his fathers, 
and died in the one and fortieth year 
of his reign. 

14 And they buried him in his own 
sepulchres, which he had made for 
himself in the city of David, and 
laid him in the bed which was filled 
with sweet odours and divers kinds 
of spices prepared by the apothe- 
caries’ art: and they made a very 
great burning for him. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

) Jettoshaphat, mcceeding Am., reigneth well, and pros- 
pereth. 7 He sendeth I^ites with the princes to 
teach Jtidah. 10 His enemies being terrified by God, 
some of them bring him presents and tribute, 12 His 
greatness, captains, and armies, 

A nd Jehoshaphat his son reigned 
- in his stead, and strengthened 
himself against Israel. 

2 And he placed forces in all the 
fenced cities of Judah, and set gai’- 
risons in the land of Judah, and in 
the cities of Ephraim, which Asa his 
father had taken. 

3 And the Lord was with Jehosha- 
phat, because he walked in the first 
ways of his father David, and sought 
not unto Baalim ; 

4 But sought to the LORD God of 
his father, and walked in his com- | 
mandments, and not after the doings 
of Israel. 

5 Therefore the Lord stablished 
the kingdom in his hand ; and all 
Judah brought to Jehoshaphat pre- 
sents ; and he had riches and honour 
in abundance. 


6 And his heart was lifted up in 
the ways of the Lord: moreover 
he took away the high places and 
groves out of Judah. 

7 IT Also in the third year of his reign 
he sent to his princes, even to Ben-hail, 
and to Obadiah, and to Zechariah, 
and to Nethaneel, and to Michaiah, 
to teach in the cities of Judah. 

8 And with them he sent Levites, 
even Shemaiah, and Nethaniah, and 
Ziebadiah, and Asahel, and Shemira- 
moth, and Jehonathan, and Adoni- 
jah, and Tobijah, and Tob-adonijah, 
Levites; and with them Elishama 

! and Jehoram, priests. 

9 And they taught in Judah, and 
had the book of the law of the 
Lord with them, and went about 
throughout all the cities of Judah, 
and taught the people. 

10 IT And the fear of the Lord fell up- 
on all the kingdoms of the lands that 
were round about Judah, so that they 
made no war against Jehoshaphat. 

11 Also some of the Philistines 
brought Jehoshaphat presents, and 
tribute silver ; and the Arabians 
brought him flocks, seven thousand 
and seven hundred rams, and seven 
thousand and seven hundred he 
goata 

12 IT And Jehoshaphat waxed great 
exceedingly; and he built in Judah 
castles, and cities of store. 

13 And he had much bvisiness in 
the cities of Judah : and the men of 
war, mighty men of valoui’, were in 
Jerusalem. 

14 And these are the numbers of 
them according to the house of their 
fathers : Of Judah, the captains of 
thousands; Adnah the chief, and 
with him mighty men of valour three 
himdred thousand. 

15 And next to him was Jehohanan 
the captain, and with him two hun- 
dred and fourscore thousand. 

16 And next him was Amasiah the 
son of Zichri, who willingly offered 
himself unto the Lord; and with 
him two hundred thousand mighty 
men of valour. 

17 And of Beiyamin; Eliada a 
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mighty man of valour, and with him 
armed men with bow and shield two 
hundred thousand. 

18 And next him was Jehozabad, 
and with him an hundred and four- 
score thousand ready prepared for 
the war. 

19 These waited on the king, beside 
those whom the king put in the fenced 
cities throughout all Judah. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

1 Jehoshaphatj joined in affinity with Ahabj is persuaded 

to go with him against Ramothr-gilead. 4 Ahabj seduced 

by false prophets j according to the word of Micaiah^ is 

slain there. 

OW Jehoshaphat had riches 
and honour in abundance, and 
joined affinity with Ahab. 

2 And after certain years he went 
do>vn to Ahab to Samaria. And Ahab 
killed sheep and oxen for him in 
abundance, and for the people that 
he had with him, and persuaded him 
to go up with him to Ramoth-gilead. 

3 And Ahab king of Israel said un- 
to Jehoshaphat king of Judah, Wilt 
thou go with me to Ramoth-gilead ? 
And he answered him, I am as thou 
art, and my people as thy people; 
and we will he with thee in the war. 

4 H And Jehoshaphat said imto the 
king of Israel, Enqiiire, I pray thee, 
at the word of the Lord to day. 

5 Therefore the king of Israel ga- 
thered together of prophets four 
hundred men, and said unto them. 
Shall we go to Ramoth-gilead to 
battle, or shall I forbear? And they 
said, Co up; for God will deliver it 
into the king’s hand. 

6 But Jehoshaphat said. Is there 
not here a prophet of the Lord be- 
sides, that we might enquire of him ? 

7 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, There is yet one man, 
by whom we may enquire of the 
Lord : but I hate him ; for he never 
prophesied good unto me, but always 
evil : the same is Micaiah the son of 
Imla. And Jehoshaphat said. Let 
not the king say so. 

8 And the king of Israel called for 
one of his officers, and said. Fetch 
quickly Micaiah the son of Imla. 

9 And the king of Israel and Jeho- 


by false prophets. 

shaphat king of Judah sat either of 
them on his throne, clothed in their 
robes, and they sat in a void place at 
the entering in of the gate of Sama- 
ria ; and all the prophets prophesied 
before them. 

10 And Zedekiah the son of Che- 
naanah had made him horns of’ iron, 
and said. Thus saith the Lord, With 
these thou shalt push Syria until 
they be consumed. 

11 And all the prophets prophesied 
so, saying. Go up to Ramoth-gilead, 
and prosper : for the Lord shall de- 
liver it into the hand of the king. 

12 And the messenger that went to 
call Micaiah spake to him, saying. 
Behold, the words of the prophets 
declare good to the king with one 
assent ; let thy word therefore, I pray 
thee, be like one of their’s, and speak 
thou good. 

13 And Micaiah said. As the Lord 
liveth, even what my God saith, that 
will I speak. 

14 And when he was come to the 
king, the king said unto him, Micaiah, 
shall we go to Ramoth-gilead to bat- 
tle, or shall I forbear? And he said. 
Go ye up, and prosper, and they shall 
be delivered into your hand. 

15 And the king said to him. How 
many times shall I adjure thee that 
thou say nothing but the truth to me 
in the name of the Lord ? 

16 Then he said, I did see all Israel 
scattered upon the mountains, as 
sheep that have no shepherd : and 
the Lord said. These have no mas- 
ter; let them return therefore every 
man to his house in peace. 

17 And the king of Israel said to 
Jehoshaphat, Did I not tell thee that 
he would not prophesy good unto 
me, but evil ? 

18 Again he said. Therefore hear 
the word of the Lord ; I saw the 
Lord sitting upon his throne, and all 
the host of heaven standing on his 
right hand and on his left. 

19 And the Lord said. Who shall en- 
tice Ahab king of Israel, that he may 
go up and fall at Ramoth-gilead? 
And one spake saying after this 
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manner, and another saying after 
that manner. 

20 Then there came out a spirit, 
and stood before the Lord, and said, 
I will entice him. And the Lord 
said unto him. Wherewith? 

21 And he said, I will go out, and be 
a lying spirit in the mouth of all his 
prophets. And the LORD said. Thou 
shalt entice him, and thou shalt also 
prevail : go out, and do even so. 

22 Now therefore, behold, the Lord 
hath put a lying spirit in the mouth 
of these thy prophets, and the Lord 
hath spoken evil against thee. 

23 Then Zedekiah the son of Che- 
naanah came near, and smote Mica- 
iah upon the cheek, and said, Which 
way went the Spirit of the Lord 
from me to speak unto thee? 

24 And Micaiah said, Behold, thou 
shalt see on that day when thou 
shalt go into an imier chamber to 
hide thyself 

25 Then the king of Israel said. 
Take ye Micaiah, and carry him back 
to Amon the governor of the city, 
and to Joash the king’s son ; 

26 And say. Thus saith the king. 
Put this fdlow in the jjrison, and 
feed him with bread of affliction and 
i\ith water of affliction, until 1 return 
in peace. 

27 And Micaiah said. If thou cer- 
tainly return in peace, then hath not 
the Lord spoken by me. And he 
said. Hearken, all ye people. 

28 So the king of Israel and Jeho- 
shaphat the king of Judah went up 
to Ramoth-gilead. 

29 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, I will disguise myself 
and will go to the battle; but put 
thou on thy robes. So the king of 
Israel disguised himself ; and they 
went to the battle. 

30 Now the king of Syria had com- 
manded the captains of the chariots 
that were with him, saying. Fight ye 
not with small or great, save only 
with the king of Israel. 

31 And it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots saw Jeho- 
shaphat, that they said. It is the 


king of Israel Therefore they com- 
assed about him to fight: but Je- 
oshaphat cried out, and the Lord 
helped him ; and God moved them 
to depart from him. 

32 For it came to pass, that, when 
the captains of the chariots perceived 
that it was not the king of Israel, 
they turned back again from pur- 
suing him. 

33 And a certain man drew a bow 
at a venture, and smote the king of 
Israel between the joints of the har- 
ness : therefore he said to his cha- 
riot man. Turn thine hand, that thou 
mayest carry me out of the host ; for 
I am wounded. 

34 And the battle increased that 
day : howbeit the king of Israel 
stayed himself up in his chariot a- 
gainst the Syrians until the even: 
and about the time of the sun going 
down he died. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

I Jehoshaphat y reproved by Jehu, visiteth his Idjigdom, 

5 His instructions to the judges^ 8 to the priesls and 

Levifes. 

A nd Jehosh,aphat the king of Ju- 
. dah returned to his house in 
peace to Jerusalem. 

2 And Jehu the son of Hanani the 
seer went out to meet him, and said 
to king Jehoshaphat, Shouldest thou, 
help the migodly, and love them that 
hate the Lord ? therefore is wrath 
upon thee from before the Lord. 

3 Nevertheless there are good things 
found in thee, in that thou hast ta- 
ken away the groves out of the land, 
and hast prepared thine heart to 
seek God. 

4 And Jehoshaphat dwelt at Je- 
rusalem : and he went out again 
through the people from Beer-sheba 
to mount Ephraim, and brought them 
back unto the Lord God of their 
fathers. 

5 II And he set judges in the land 
throughout all the fenced cities of 
Judah, city by city, 

6 And said to the judges. Take heed 
what ye do : for ye judge not for 
man, but for the liORD, who is with 
you in the judgment. 
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T Wherefore now let the fear of the 
Lord be upon you ; take heed and do 
it : for there is no iniquity with the 
Lord our God, nor respect of per- 
sons, nor taking of gifts. 

8 If Moreover in Jerusalem did Je- 
hoshaphat set of the Levites, and of 
the priests, and of the chief of the 
fathers of Israel, for the judgment 
of the Lord, and for controversies, 
when they returned to Jerusalem. 

9 And he charged them, saying, Thus 
shall ye do in the fear of the Lord, 
faithfully, and with a perfect heart. 

10 And what cause soever shall 
come to you of your brethren that 
dwell in their cities, between blood 
and blood, between law and com- 
mandment, statutes and judgments, 
ye shall even warn them that they 
trespass not against the Lord, and 
so wi’ath come upon you, and upon 
your brethren : this do, and ye shall 
not trespass. 

11 And, behold, Amariah the chief 
priest Vi over you in all matters of 
the Lord; and Zebadiah the sou of 
Ishmael, the ruler of the house of 
Judah, for all the king’s matters: 
also the Levites shall he officers be- 
fore you. Deal courageously, and 
the Lord shall be with the good. 

CHAPTER XX.

CHAPTER XXL 

1 Jehoram, succeeding Je}u)shaphat, slayeth his brethren. 

5 His wicked reign. 8 Edom and Libnah revolt. 12 

The prophecy of Elijah against him in writing. 16 

The Philistines and Arabians oppress him. 18 His 

incurable dm^ase^ infamous death, and burial. 

OW Jehoshaphat slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of DaHd. And 
Jehoram his son reigned in his stead. 

2 And he had brethren the sons of 
Jehoshaphat, Azariah, and Jehiel, and 
Zechariah, and Azariah, and Michael, 
and Shephatiah: all these were the 
sons of Jehoshaphat king of Israel. 

3 And their father gave them great 
gifts of silver, and of gold, and of pre- 
cious things, with fenced cities in Ju- 
dah: but the kingdom gave he to Je- 
horam ; because he was the firstborn. 

4 Now when Jehoram was risen 
up to the kingdom of his father, he 
strengthened himself, and slew all his 
brethren with the sword, and divers 
also of the princes of Israel. 

5 IT Jehoram was thirty and two 
years old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned eight years in Jerusalem. 

6 And he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, like as did the house 
of Ahab : for he had the daughter of 
Ahab to wife: and he wrought that 
which was evil in the eyes of the Lord. 

7 Howbeit the Lord would not de- 
stroy the house of David, because of 
the covenant that he had made with 
David, and as he promised to give a 
light to him and to his sons for ever. 


8 IT In his days the Edomites re- 
volted from imder the dominion of 
Judah, and made themselves a king. 

9 Then Jehoram went forth with 
his princes, and all his chariots with 
him : and he rose up by night, and 
smote the Edomites which compass- 
ed him in, and the captains ox the 
chariots. 

10 So the Edomites revolted from 
under the hand of Judah unto this 
day. The same time also did Libnah 
revolt from under his hand ; because 
he had forsaken the Lord God of 
his fathers. 

11 Moreover he made high places 
in the mountains of Judah, and 
caused the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
to commit fornication, and compelled 
Judah thereto. 

12 H And there came a writing to 
him from Elijah the prophet, saying. 
Thus saith the Lord God of David 
thy father. Because thou hast not 
walked in the ways of Jehoshaphat 
thy father, nor in the ways of Asa 
king of Judah, 

13 But hast walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, and hast made Judah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem to 
go a whoring, like to the whoredoms 
of the house of Ahab, and also hast 
slain thy brethren of thy father’s 
house, which were better than thyself : 

14 Behold, with a great plague will 
the Lord smite thy people, and thy 
children, and thy wives, and all thy 
goods : 

15 And thou shalt have great sick- 
ness by disease of thy bowels, until 
thy bowels fall out by reason of the 
sickness day by day. 

16 If Moreover the Lord stinted up 
against Jehoram the spirit of the 
Philistines, and of the Arabians, that 
were near the Ethiopians : 

17 And they came up into Judah, 
and brake into it, and carried away 
all the substance that was foxmd in 
the king’s house, and his sons also, 
and his wives; so that there was 
never a son left him, save Jehoahaz, 
the youngest of his sons. 

18 If And after all this the Lord

Bmote him in his bowels with an in- 
curable disease. 

19 And it came to pass, that in pro- 
cess of time, after the end of two 
years, his bowels fell out by reason 
of his sickness: so he died of sore 
diseases And his people made no 
burning for him, like the burning of 
his fathers. 

20 Thirty and two years old was 
he when he began to reign, and he 
reigned in Jerusalem eight years, 
and departed without being desired. 
Howbeit they buried him in the city 
of David, but not in the sepulchres 
of the kings. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

1 Ahaziah succeeding reigneth wickedly. 5 In his con- 
federacy with Joram the son of Ahah^ he is slain by 
Jehu. 10 Athaliahy destroying all the seed royal^ save 
Joashy whom Jehoshabeath his aunt hid, usurpeth the 
kingdom. 

AN D the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
J\. made Ahaziah his youngest son 
king in his stead: for the band of 
men that came with the Arabians to 
the camp had slain all the eldest. So 
Ahaziah the son of Jehoram king of 
Judah reigned. 

2 Forty and two years old was Aha- 
ziah when he began to reign, and he 
reigned one year in Jerusalem. His 
mother’s name also was Athaliah the 
daughter of Omri. 

3 He also walked in the ways of the 
house of Ahab: for his mother was 
his counsellor to do wickedly. 

4 Wherefore he did evil in the sight 
of the Lord like the house of Ahab : 
for they were his counsellors after the 
death of his father to his destruction. 

6 If He walked also after their coun- 
sel, and went with Jehoram the son 
of Ahab king of Israel to war against 
Hazael king of Sjo'ia at Ramoth-gi- 
lead: and the Syrians smote Joram. 

6 And he returned to be healed in 
Jezreel because of the wounds which 
were given him at Ramah, when he 
fought with Hazael king of Syria. 
And Azariah the son of Jehoram 
king of Judah went down to see Je- 
horam the son of Ahab at Jezreel, 
because he was sick. 

7 And the destruction of Ahaziah 


was of God by coming to Joram: 
for when he was come, he went out 
with Jehoram against Jehu the son 
of Nimshi, whom the Lord had an- 
ointed to cut off the house of Ahab. 

8 And it came to pass, that, when 
Jehu was executing judgment upon 
the house of Ahab, and foimd the 
princes of Judah, and the sons of 
the brethren of Ahaziah, that minis- 
tered to Ahaziah, he slew them. 

9 And he sought Ahaziah: and 
they caught him, (for he was hid in 
Samaria,) and brought him to Jehu: 
and when they had slain him, thejr 
buried him : Because, said they, he is 
the son of Jehoshaphat, who sought 
the Lord with all his heart. So the 
house of Ahaziah had no power to 
keep still the kingdom. 

10 If But when Athaliah the mother 
of Ahaziah saw that her son was dead, 
she arose and destroyed all the seed 
royal of the house of Judah. 

11 But Jehoshabeath, the daughter 
of the king, took Joash the son of 
Ahaziah, and stole him from among 
the king’s sons that were slain, and 
put him and his nurse in a bed- 
chamber. So Jehoshabeath, the 
daughter of king Jehoram, the wife 
of Jehoiada the priest, (for she was 
the sister of Ahaziah,) hid him from 
Athaliah, so that she slew him not. 

12 And he was with them hid in the 
house of God six years : and Athaliah 
reigned over the land. 

CHAPTER XXm. 

1 Jehoiada, having set things in order, rnaketh Joash 
king. 12 Athaliah is slain. 16 Jehoiada restoreth 
the worship of God. 

AND in the seventh year Jehoiada 
XjL strengthened himself, and took 
the captains of hundreds, Azariah 
the son of Jeroham, and Ishmael the 
son of Jehohanan, and Azariah the 
son of Obed, and Maaseiah the son 
of Adaiah, and Elishaphat the son of 
Zichri, into covenant with him. 

2 And they went about in Judah, 
and gathered the Levites out of all 
the cities of Judah, and the chief of 
the fathers of Israel, and they came 
to Jerusalem. 
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2 And all the congregation made a 
covenant with the king in the house 
of God. And he said unto them, Be- 
hold, the king’s son shall reign, as the 
Lord hath said of the sons of David. 

4 This is the thing that ye shall do ; 
A third part of you entering on the 
sabbath, of the priests and of the 
Levites, shall he porters of the doors ; 

6 And a third part shall he at the 
king’s house ; and a third part at the 
gate of the foundation: and all the 
people shall he in the courts of the 
house of the Lord. 

6 But let none come into the house 
of the Lord, save the priests, and 
they that minister of the Levites ; 
they shall go in, for they are holy: 
but all the people shall keep the 
watch of the Lord. 

7 And the Levites shall compass the 
king round about, every man with his 
weapons in his hand ; and whosoever 
dse coineth into the house, he shall 
be put to death : but be ye with the 
king when he cometh in, and when 
he goeth out. 

8 So the Levites and all Judah did 
according to all things that Jchoiada 
the priest had commanded, and took 
every man his men that were to come 
in on the sabbath, with them that 
were to go out on the sabbath : for 
Jehoiada the priest dismissed not 
the courses. 

9 Moreover Jehoiada the priest de- 
livered to the captains of hundreds 
spears, and bucklers, and shields, 
that had heen king David’s, which 
were in the house of God. 

10 And he set all the people, every 
man having his weapon in his hand, 
from the right side of the temple to 
the left side of the temple, along by 
the altar and the temple, by the king 
roxmd about. 

11 Then they brought out the king’s 
son, and put upon him the crown, and 
gave him the testimony, and made 
him king. And Jehoiada and his 
sons anointed him, and said, God 
save the king. 

12 If Now when Athaliah heard the 
noise of the people running and 


praising the king, she came to the 
people into the house of the Lord: 

13 And she looked, and, behold, 
the king stood at his pillar at the 
entering in, and the princes and the 
trumpets % the king : and all the 
people of the land rejoiced, and 
sounded with trumpets, also the 
singers with instruments of musick, 
and such as taught to sing praise. 
Then Athaliah rent her clothes, and 
said, Treason, Treason. 

14 Then Jehoiada the priest brought 
out the captains of hundreds that 
were set over the host, and said unto 
them. Have her forth of the ranges : 
and whoso followeth her, let him be 
slain with the sword. For the priest 
said. Slay her not in the house of the 
Lord. 

15 So they laid hands on her; and 
when she was come to the entering 
of the horse gate by the king’s house, 
they slew her there. 

16 If And Jehoiada made a covenant 
between him, and between all the 
people, and between the king, that 
they should be the Lord’s people. 

17 Then all the people went to the 
house of Baal, and brake it down, 
and brake his altars and his images 
in pieces, and slew Mattan the priest 
of Baal before the altars. 

18 Also Jehoiada appointed the 
offices of the house of the Lord by 
the hand of the priests the Levites, 
whom David had distributed in the 
house of the Lord, to offer the burnt 
offerings of the Lord, as it is written 
in the law of Moses, with rejoicing 
and uith singing, as it was ordained 
by David. 

19 And he set the porters at the 
gates of the house of the Lord, that 
none which was unclean in any thing 
should enter in. 

20 And he took the captains of 
hundreds, and the nobles, and the 
governors of the people, and all the 
people of the land, and brought down 
the king from the house of the Lord : 
and they came through the high gate 
into the king’s house, and set the king 
upon the tlmone of the kingdom.

21 And all the people of the land 
rejoiced : and the city was quiet, 
alter that they had slain Athaliah 
with the sword. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

1 Joath reigneth well all the days of Jehoiada, 4 He 
giveth order for the repair of the temple. 15 Jehoiada s 
death and honourable burial. 17 Joash, falling to 
idolatry, slayeth Zechariah the son of JehoUtda. 23 
Joash is spoiled by the Syrians, and slain by Zabad 
and Jehozabad. 27 Amaziah succeedeth him. 

J OASH was seven years old when 
he began to reign, and he reign- 
ed forty years in Jerusalem. His 
mother’s name also wa^ Zibiah of 
Beer-sheba. 

2 And Joash did that which was 
right in the sight of the Lord all 
the days of Jehoiada the priest. 

3 And Jehoiada took for him two 
wives ; and he begat sons and daugh- 
ters. 

4 If Ajnd it came to pass after this, 
that Joash was minded to repair the 
house of the Lord. 

5 And he gathered together the 
priests and the Levites, and said to 
them. Go out unto the cities of Ju- 
dah, and gather of all Israel money 
to repair the house of your God from 
year to year, and see that ye hasten 
the matter. Howbeit the Levites 
hastened it not. 

6 And the king called for Jehoiada 
the chief) and said unto him. Why 
hast thou not required of the Le- 
vites to bring in out of Judah and 
out of Jerusalem the collection, ac- 
cording to the comrrmndment of Mo- 
ses the servant of the Lord, and of 
the congregation of Israel, for the 
tabernacle of witness? 

7 For the sons of Athaliah, that 
wicked woman, had broken up the 
house of God; and also all the de- 
dicated things of the house of the 
Lord did they bestow upon Baalim. 

8 And at the king’s commandment 
they made a chest, and set it without 
at the gate of the house of the Lord. 

9 And they made a proclamation 
through Judah and Jerusalem, to 
bring in to the Lord the collection 
that Moses the servant of God laid 
upon Israel in the wilderness. 


tTw temple. 

10 And all the princes and all the 
people rejoiced, and brought in, and 
cast into the chest, until they had 
made an end. 

11 Now it came to pass, that at what 
time the chest was brought unto the 
king’s oflSce by the hand of the Le- 
vites, and when they saw that there 
was much money, the king’s scribe 
and the high priest’s oflScer came 
and emptied the chest, and took it, 
and carried it to his place again. 
Thus they did day by day, and ga- 
thered money in abxmdance. 

12 And the king and Jehoiada gave 
it to such as did the work of the ser- 
vice of the house of the Lord, and 
hired masons and carpyenters to re- 
pair the house of the Lord, and also 
such as wrought iron and brass to 
mend the house of the Lord. 

13 So the workmen wrought, and 
the work was perfected by them, 
and they set the house of God in 
his state, and strengthened it. 

14 And when they had finished it, 
they brought the rest of the money 
before the king and Jehoiada, where- 
of were made vessels for the house 
of the Lord, even vessels to minister, 
and to offer withal, and sjjoons, and 
vessels of gold and silver. And they 
offered burnt offerings in the house 
of the Lord continually all the days 
of Jehoiada. 

15 If But Jehoiada waxed old, and 
was full of days when he died ; an 
hundred and thirty years old was he 
when he died. 

16 And they buried him in the city 
of David among the kings, because 
he had done good in Israel, both to- 
ward God, and toward his house. 

17 Now after the death of Jehoiada 
came the princes of Judah, and made 
obeisance to the king. Then the 
king hearkened unto them. 

18 And they left the house of the 
Lord God of their fathers, and served 
groves and idols : and wrath came 
upon Judah and Jerusalem for this 
their trespass. 

19 Yet he sent prophets to them, 
to bring them again unto the Lord; 
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and they testified against them : but 
they would not give ear. 

20 And the Spirit of God came 
upon Zechariah the son of Jehoiada 
the priest, which stood above the 
people, and said unto them. Thus 
saith God, Why transgress ye the 
commandments of the Lord, that 
ye cannot prosper? because ye have 
forsaken the Lord, he hath also for- 
saken you. 

21 And they conspired against him, 
and stoned him with stones at the 
commandment of the king in the 
court of the house of the Lord. 

22 Thus Joash the king remembered 
not the kindness which Jehoiada his 
father had done to him, but slew his 
son. And when he died, he said. The 
Lord look \ipon it, and require it. 

23 1 And it came to pass at the end 
of the year, that the host of Syria 
came up against him : and they came 
to Judah and Jerusalem, and destroy- 
ed all the princes of the people from 
among the people, and sent all the 
spoil of them tmto the king of Da- 
mascus. 

24 For the army of the Syrians came 
with a small company of men, and the 
Lord delivered a very great host in- 
to their hand, because they had for- 
saken the Lord God of their fathers. 
So they executed judgment against 
Joash. 

25 And when they were departed 
from him, (for they left him in great 
diseases,) his own servants conspired 
against him for the blood of the sons 
of Jehoiada the priest, and slew him 
on his bed, and he died: and they 
buried him in the city of David, but 
they buried him not in the sepul- 
chres of the kings. 

26 And these are they that con- 
spired against him; Zabad the son 
of Shimeath an Ammonitess, and 
Jehozabad the son of Shimrith a 
Moabitess. 

27 t Now concerning his sons, and 
the greatness of the burdens laid 
upon him, and the repairing of the 
house of God, behold, they are writ- 
ten in the story of the book of the 


kings. And Amaziah his son reigned 
in his stead 

CHAPTER XXV. 

1 Amaziah heginneth to reign well, 3 He ezecuteth 
justice on the traitors. 6 Having hired an army of 
Israelites against the Edomites, at the word of a pro- 
phet he loseth the hundred talents, and dismisseth them. 
11 He overthroweth the Edomites, 10, 13 The Is- 
raelites, discontented with their dismission, spoil as 
they return home. 14 Amaziah, proud of his victory, 
serveth the gods of Edom, and despiseth the admo- 
nitions of the prophet. 17 He provoketh Joash to 
his overthrow. 25 His reign. 27 He is slain by 
conspiracy. 

AMAZIAH was twenty and five 
jCjL years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned twenty and nine 
years in J erusalem. And his mother’s 
name was Jehoaddan of Jerusalem. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, but not with 
a perfect heart. 

3 IT Now it came to pass, when the 
kingdom was established to him, that 
he slew his servants that had killed 
the king his father. 

4 But he slew not their children, but 
diM as is written in the law in the 
book of Moses, where the Lord com- 
manded, saying. The fathers shall 
not die for the children, neither shall 
the children die for the fathers, but 
every man shall die for his own sin. 

5 IT Moreover Amaziah gathered 
Judah together, and made them cap- 
tains over thousands, and captains 
over hundreds, according to the 
houses of their fathers, throughout 
all Judah and Benjamin: and he 
numbered them from twenty years 
old and above, and found them three 
hundred thousand choice men, able 
to go forth to war, that could handle 
spear and shield. 

6 He hired also an himdred thou- 
sand mighty men of valour out of Is- 
rael for an hundred talents of silver. 

7 But there came a man of God to 
him, saying, O king, let not the army 
of Israel go with thee ; for the Lord 
is not with Israel, to wit, with all the 
children of Ephraim. 

8 But if thou wilt go, do it, be strong 
for the battle : God shall make thee 
fall before the enemy : for God hath 
power to help, and to cast down. 

9 And Amaziah said to the man of 
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Amaziah smiteth 

God, But what shall we do for the 
hundred talents which I have given 
to the army of Israel ? And the man 
of God answered, The Lord is able to 
give thee much more than this. 

10 Then Amaziah separated them, 
to wit, the army that was come to 
him out of Ephraim, to go home 
again : wherefore their anger w'as 
greatly kindled against Judah, and 
they returned home in great anger. 

11 1 And Amaziah strengthened 
himself, and led forth his people, and 
went to the valley of salt, and smote 
of the children of Seir ten thousand. 

12 And other ten thousand left alive 
did the children of Judah carry away 
captive, and brought them unto the 
top of the rock, and cast them down 
from the top of the rock, that they 
all were broken in pieces. 

13 IT But the soldiers of the army 
which Amaziah sent back, that they 
should not go with him to battle, fell 
upon the cities of Judah, from Sa- 
maria even unto Beth-horon, and 
smote three thousand of them, and 
took mueh spoil. 

14 If Now it came to pass, after that 
Amaziah was come from the slaugh- 
ter of the Edomites, that he brought 
the gods of the children of Seir, and 
set them up to he his gods, and bowed 
down himself before them, and burn- 
ed incense unto them. 

16 W herefore the anger of the Lord 
was kindled against Amaziah, and he 
sent unto him a prophet, which said 
unto him. Why hast thou sought after 
the gods of the people, which could 
not deliver their own people out of 
thine hand? 

16 And it came to pass, as he talked 
with him, that the king said unto him. 
Art thou made of the king’s counsel ? 
forbear ; why shouldest thou be smit- 
ten ? Then the prophet forbare, and 
said, I know that God hath deter- 
mined to destroy thee, because thou 
hast done this, and hast not hearken- 
ed unto my counsel. 

17 ^ Then Amaziah king of Judah 
took advice, and sent to Joash, the 
son of Jehoahaz, the son of Jehu,

king of Israel, saying. Come, let us 
see one another in the faca 

18 And Joash king of Israel sent 
to Amaziah king of Judah, saying. 
The thistle that was in Lebanon sent 
to the cedar that was in Lebanon, 
saying. Give thy daughter to my son 
to wife: and there passed by a wild 
beast that was in Lebanon, and trode 
down the thistle. 

19 Thou sayest, Lo, thou hast smit- 
ten the Edomites; and thine heart 
lifteth thee up to boast: abide now 
at home ; why shouldest thou meddle 
to thine hurt, that thou shouldest fall, 
even thou, and Judah with thee? 

20 But Amaziah would not hear; 
for it came of God, that he might 
deliver them into the hand of their 
enemies, because they sought after 
the gods of Edom. 

21 So Joash the king of Israel went 
up ; and they saw one another in the 
face, both he and Amaziah king of 
Judah, at Beth-shemesh, which be- 
longeth to Judah. 

22 And Judah was put to the worse 
before Israel, and they fled every 
man to his tent. 

23 And Joash the king of Israel took 
Amaziah king of Judah, the son of 
Joash, the son of Jehoahaz, at Beth- 
shemesh, and brought him to Jerusa- 
lem, and brake down the wall of Je- 
rusalem from the gate of Ephraim to 
the corner gate, four hundred cubits. 

24 And he took all the gold and the 
silver, and all the vessels that were 
foimd in the house of God with 
Obed-edom, and the treasm^es of 
the king’s house, the hostages also, 
and returned to Samaria. 

25 1 And Amaziah the son of Joash 
king of Judah lived after the death 
of Joash son of Jehoahaz king of 
Israel fifteen years. 

26 Now the rest of the acts of Ama- 
ziah, first and last, behold, are they 
not written in the book of the kings 
of Judah and Israel? 

27 If Now after the time that Ama- 
ziah did turn away from following 
the Lord they made a conspiracy 
against him in Jerusalem; and he 
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Uzziah heginneth 

fled to Lachisli : but they sent to La- 
chish after him, and slew him there. 

28 And they brought him upon 
horses, and buried him with his fa- 
thers in the city of Judah. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

I Uzxiah succeeding^ and reigning well in the days of 

Zechariah, pro8j>€Teth. 16 Waxing proudy he in- 

vadeth the priests office^ and is smitten with leprosy, 

22 He diethy and Jotham suwceedeth him, 

HEN all the people of Judah 
took Uzziah, who was sixteen 
years old, and made him king in 
the room of his father Amaziah. 

2 He built Eloth, and restored it 
to Judah, after that the king slept 
with his fathers. 

3 Sixteen years old was Uzziah 
when he began to reign, and he 
reigned fifty and two years in Je- 
rusalem. His mother’s name also 
was Jecoliah of Jerusalem. 

4 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, according 
to all that his father Amaziah did. 

6 And he sought God in the days 
of Zechariah, who had understand- 
ing in the visions of God: and as 
long as he sought the Lord, God 
made him to prosper. 

6 And he went forth and warred 
against the Philistines, and brake 
down the wall of Gath, and the wall 
of Jabneh, and the wall of Ashdod, 
and built cities about Ashdod, and 
among the Philistines. 

7 And God helped him against the 
Philistines, and against the Arabians 
that dwelt in Gur-baal, and the Me- 
hunims. 

8 And the Ammonites gave gifts to 
Uzziah : and his name spread abroad 
e^en to the entering in of Egypt ; for 
he strengthened himself exceedingly. 

9 Moreover Uzziah built towers in 
Jerusalem at the corner gate, and 
at the valley gate, and at the turn- 
ing of the wall, and fortified them. 

10 Also he built towers in the de- 
sert, and digged many wells: for he 
had much cattle, both in the low 
country, and in the plains: husband- 
men also, and vine dressers in the 
mountains, and in Carmel: for he 
loved husbandry.

11 Moreover Uzziah had an host 
of fighting men, that went out to war 
by bands, according to the number 
of their account by the hand of Jeiel 
the scribe and Maaseiah the ruler, 
under the hand of Hananiah, one of 
the king’s captains. 

12 The whole number of the chief 
of the fathers of the mighty men of 
valour were two thousand and six 
hundred. 

13 And under their hand was an 
army, three hundred thousand and 
seven thousand and five hundred, 
that made war with mighty power, 
to help the king against the enemy. 

14 And Uzziah prepared for them 
throughout all the host shields, and 
spears, and helmets, and habergeons, 
and bows, and slings to cast stones. 

l.'S And he made in Jerusalem en- 
gines, invented by cunning men, to 
be on the towers and upon the bul- 
warks, to shoot arrows and great 
stones withal. And his name spread 
far abroad; for he was marvellously 
helped, till he was strong. 

16 IT But when he was strong, his 
heart was lifted up to his destruc- 
tion : for he transgressed against 
the Lord his God, and went into 
the temple of the Lord to burn in- 
cense upon the altar of incense. 

17 And Azariah tlie priest went in 
after him, and with him fourscore 
priests of the Lord, that were valiant 
men: 

18 And they withstood Uzziah the 
king, and said unto him, It apper- 
taineth not unto thee, Uzziah, to burn 
incense unto the Lord, but to the 
priests the sons of Aaron, that are 
consecrated to burn incense : go out 
of the sanctuary ; for thou hast tres- 
passed; neither shall it he for thine 
honour from the Lord God. 

19 Then Uzziah was wroth, and 
had a censer in his hand to bum in- 
cense: and while he was wroth with 
the priests, the leprosy even rose up 
in his forehead before the priests in 
the house of the Lord, from beside 
the incense altar. 

20 And Azariah the chief priest, and 
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all the priests, looked upon him, and, 
behold, he was leprous in his forehead, 
and they thrust him out from thence ; 
yea, himself hasted also to go out, 
because the Lord had smitten him. 

21 And Uzziah the king was a 
leper unto the day of his death, and 
dwelt in a several house, being a 
leper; for he was cut off from the 
house of the Lord: and Jotham his 
son was over the king’s house, judg- i 
ing the people of the land. 

22 f Now the rest of the acts of 
Uzziah, first and last, did Isaiah the 
prophet, the son of Amoz, write.

and they buried him with his fathers ^ 
in the field of the burial which he- i 
longed to the kings; for they said, ;

H ezekiah began to reign 
when he was five and twenty 
years old, and he reigned nine and 
twenty years in Jerusalem. And his 
mother’s name was Abijah, the daugh- 
ter of Zechariah. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, according to 
all that David his father had done. 

3 IT He in the first year of his reign, 
in the first month, opened the doors 
of the house of the Lord, and re- 
paired them. 

4 And he brought in the priests 
and the Levites, and gathered them 
together into the east street, 

5 And said unto them. Hear me, 
ye Levites, sanctify now yourselves, 
and sanctify the house of the Lord 
God of your fathers, and carry forth 
the filthiness out of the holy place. 

6 For our fathers have trespassed, 
and done that which was evil in the 
eyes of the Lord our God, and have 
forsaken him, and have turned away 
their faces from the habitation of the 
Lord, and turned their backs. 

7 Also they have shut up the doors 
of the porch, and put out the lamps, 
and have not burned incense nor 
offered burnt offerings in the holy 
place unto the God of Israel. 

8 Wherefore the wrath of the Lord 
was upon Judah and Jerusalem, and 
he hath delivered them to trouble, to 
astonishment, and to hissing, as ye 
see with your eyes. 

9 For, lo, our fathers have fallen 
by the sword, and our sons and our 
daughters and our wives are in cap- 
tivity for this. 

10 Now U is in mine heart to make 
a covenant with the Lord God of 
Israel, that his fierce wrath may turn 
away from us. 

11 My sons, be not now negligent : 
for the Lord hath chosen you to 


stand before him, to serve him, and 
that ye should minister unto him, 
and bum incense. 

12 IT Then the Levites arose, Ma- 
hath the son of Amasai, and Joel the 
son of Azariah, of the sons of the Ko- 
hathites : and of the sons of Merari, 
Kish the son of Abdi, and Azariah 
the son of Jehalelel : and of the Ger- 
shonites ; Joah the son of Zimmah, 
and Eden the son of Joah: 

13 And of the sons of Elizaphan; 
Shimri, and Jeiel: and of the sons of 
Asaph ; Zechariah, and Mattaniah : 

14 And of the sons of Heman ; Je- 
hiel, and Shimei : and of the sons of 
Jeduthun ; Shemaiah, and Uzziel. 

15 And they gathered their brethren, 
and sanctified themselves, and came, 
according to the commandment of 
the king, by the words of the Lord, 
to cleanse the house of the Lord. 

IG And the priests went into the 
inner part of the house of the Loiu), 
to cleanse it, and brought out all the 
uncleanness that they found in the 
temple of the Lord into the court 
of the house of the Lord. And the 
Levites took it, to carry it out abroad 
into the brook Kidron. 

17 Now they began on the first day 
of the first month to sanctify, and on 
the eighth day of the month came 
they to the porch of the Lord: so 
they sanctified the house of the 
Lord in eight days ; and in the six- 
teenth day of the first month they 
made an end. 

18 Then they went in to Hezekiah 
the king, and said. We have cleansed 
all the house of the Lord, and the 
altar of burnt offering, with all the 
vessels thereof, and the shewbread 
table, with all the vessels thereof 

19 Moreover all the vessels, which 
king Ahaz in his reign did cast away 
in his transgression, have we prepar- 
ed and sanctiffed, and, behold, they 
are before the altar of the Lord. 

20 H Then Hezekiah the king rose 
early, and gathered the rulers of 
the city, and went up to the house 
of the Lord. 

21 And they brought seven bul-

locks, and seven rams, and seven 
lambs, and seven he goats, for a sin 
offering for the kingdom, and for 
the sanctuary, and for Judah. And 
he commanded the priests the sons 
of Aaron to offer them on the altar 
of the Lord. 

22 So they killed the bullocks, and 
the priests received the blood, and 
sprinkled it on the altar: likewise, 
when they had killed the rams, they 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar : 
they killed also the lambs, and they 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar. 

23 And they brought forth the he 
goats for the sin offering before the 
king and the congi*egation ; and they 
laid their hands upon them : 

24 And the priests killed them, 
and they made reconciliation with 
their blood upon the altar, to make 
an atonement for all Israel : for the 
king commanded that the burnt of- 
fering and the sin offering should he 
made for all Israel. 

25 And he set the Levites in the 
house of the Lord with cymbals, with 
psalteries, and with harps, according 
to the commandment of David, and 
of Gad the king’s seer, and Nathan 
the prophet : for so was the command- 
ment of the Lord by his prophets. 

26 And the Levites stood with the 
instruments of David, and the priests 
with the trumpets. 

27 And Hezekiah commanded to 
offer the burnt offering upon the 
altar. And when the burnt offering 
began, the song of the Lord began 
also with the trumpets, and with the 
instruments ordained by David king 
of Israel. 

28 And all the congregation wor- 
shipped, and the singers sang, and 
the trumpeters sounded : and all 
this continued \mtil the burnt offer- 
ing was finished. 

29 And when they had made an 
end of offering, the king and all 
that were present with him bowed 
themselves, and worshipped 

30 Moreover Hezekiah the king and 
the princes commanded the Levites 
to sing praise imto the Lord with 


solemn sacrifices. 

the words of David, and of Asaph 
the seer. And they sang praises 
with gladness, and they bowed their 
heads and worshipped 

31 Then Hezekiah answered and 
said. Now ye have consecrated your- 
selves unto the Lord, come near and 
bring sacrifices and thank offerings 
into the house of the Lord. And the 
congi*egation brought in sacrifices 
and thank offerings ; and as many as 
were of a free heart burnt offerings. 

32 And the number of the burnt 
offerings, which the congregation 
brought, was threescore and ten 
bullocks, an hundred rams, and two 
hundred lambs : all these were for a 
burnt offering to the Lord. 

33 And the consecrated things were 
six hundred oxen and three thou- 
sand sheep. 

34 But the priests were too few, 
so that they could not flay all the 
burnt offerings : wherefore their bre- 
thren the Levites did help them, till 
the work was ended, and until the 
other priests had sanctified them- 
selves: for the Levites were more 
upright in heart to sanctify them- 
selves than the priests. 

35 And also the burnt offerings 
were in abundance, with the fat of 
the peace offerings, and the drink 
offerings for every burnt offering. 
So the service of the house of the 
Lord was set in order. 

36 And Hezekiah rejoiced, and all 
the people, that God had prepared 
the people : for the thing was done 
suddenly. 

CHAPTER XXX. 

1 Hezekiah proclaimeth a solemn passm^er on the second 
month for Judah and Israel. 13 The assembly, having 
destroyed the altars of idolatry, keep the feast fourteen 
days. 27 The priests and Levites ble^s the people. 

A nd Hezekiah sent to all Israel 
and Judah, and wrote letters 
also to Ephraim and Manasseh, that 
they should come to the house of the 
Lord at Jerusalem, to keep the pass- 
over unto the Lord God of Israel. 

2 For the king had taken counsel, 
and his princes, and all the congre- 
gation in Jerusalem, to keep the 
passover in the second month. 
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3 For they could not keep it at 
that time, because the priests had 
not sanctified themselves sufficient- 
ly, neither had the people gathered 
themselves together to Jerusalem. 

4 And the thing pleased the king 
and all the congregation. 

5 So they established a decree to 
make proclamation throughout all 
Israel, from Beer-sheba even to Dan, 
that they should come to keep the 
passover unto the Lord God of Is- 
rael at Jerusalem : for they had not 
done U of a long time in mch sort as 
it was written. 

6 So the posts went with the let- 
ters from the king and his princes 
throughout all Israel and Judah, and 
according to the commandment of 
the king, saying. Ye children of Is- 
rael, turn again unto the Lord God 
of Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, and 
he will return to the remnant of you, 
that are escaped out of the hand of 
the kings of Assyria. 

7 And be not ye like your fathers, 
and like your brethren, which tres- 
passed against the Lord God of their 
fathers, who therefore gave them up 
to desolation, as ye see. 

8 Now be ye not stiffiiecked, as 
your fathers were, but yield your- 
selves unto the Lord, and enter into 
his sanctuary, which he hath sanc- 
tified for ever : and serve the Lord 
your God, that the fierceness of his 
wrath may turn away from you. 

9 For if ye turn again unto the 
Lord, your brethren and your chil- 
dren shall find compassion before 
them that lead them captive, so that 
they shall come again into this land : 
for the Lord your God is gracious and 
merciful, and will not turn away his 
face from you, if ye return unto him. 

10 So the posts passed from city to 
city through the country of Ephraim 
and Manasseh even unto Zebulun: 
but they laughed them to scorn, and 
mocked them. 

11 Nevertheless divers of Asher and 
Manasseh and of Zebulun humbled 
themselves, and came to Jerusalem. 

12 Also in Judah the hand of God 


a solemn passover. 

was to give them one heart to do the 
commandment of the king and of the 
princes, by the word of the Lord. 

13 IF And there assembled at Jeru- 
salem much people to keep the feast 
of unleavened bread in the second 
month, a very great congregation. 

14 And they arose and took away 
the altars that were in Jerusalem, 
and all the altars for incense took 
they away, and cast them into the 
brook Kidron. 

15 Then they killed the passover 
on the fourteenth day of the second 
month : and the priests and the Le- 
vites were ashamed, and sanctified 
themselves, and brought in the burnt 
offerings into the house of the Lord. 

16 And they stood in their place 
after their manner, according to the 
law of Moses the man of God: the 
priests sprinkled the blood, which 
they received of the hand of the Le- 
vites. 

17 For there were many in the con- 
gregation that were not sanctified; 
therefore the Levites had the charge 
of the killing of the passbvers for 
every one that was not clean, to 
sanctify them unto the Lord. 

18 For a multitude of the people, 
even many of Ephraim, and Manas- 
seh, Issachar, and Zebulun, had not 
cleansed themselves, yet did they eat 
the passover otherwise than it was 
written. But Hezekiah prayed for 
them, saying. The good Lord pardon 
every one 

19 That prepareth his heart to seek 
God, the Lord God of his fathers, 
though he he not cleansed according 
to the purification of the sanctuary. 

20 And the Lord hearkened to He- 
zekiah, and healed the people. 

21 And the children of Israel that 
were present at Jerusalem kept the 
feast of unleavened bread seven days 
with great gladness : and the Levites 
and the priests praised the Lord 
day by day, singing with loud instru- 
ments imto the Lord. 

22 And Hezekiah spake comfort- 
ably unto all the Levites that taught 
the good knowledge of the Lord: 
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and they did eat throughout the 
feast seven days, offering peace offer- 
ings, and making confession to the 
Lord God of their fathers. 

23 And the whole assembly took 
counsel to keep other seven days: 
and they kept other seven days with 
gladness. 

24 For Hezekiah king of Judah did 
give to the congregation a thousand 
bullocks and seven thousand sheep ; 
and the princes gave to the congre- 
gation a thousand bullocks and ten 
thousand sheep : and a great number 
of priests sanctified themselves. 

25 And all the congregation of Ju- 
dah, with the priests and the Levites, 
and all the congregation that came 
out of Israel, and the strangers that 
came out of the land of Israel, and 
that dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. 

26 So there was great joy in Jeru- 
salem: for since the time of Solo- 
mon the son of David king of Israel 
there was not the like in Jerusalem. 

27 If Then the priests the Levites 
arose and blessed the people: and 
their voice was heard, and their 
prayer came up to his holy dwelling 
place, even unto heaven. 

CHAPTER XXXI. 

1 The people in forward in destroying idolatry. 2 Hexe- 
kiah ordereth the ccnxrses of the priests and Levites, 
and provideth for their work and maintenance, 5 The 
pevple* s forwardness in offerings and tithes. 11 Hexe-- 
kiah appointeth officers to dispose of the titltes. 20 The 
sincerity of Hezekiah. 

N ow when all this was finished, 
all Israel that w'ere present 
went out to the cities of Judah, and 
brake the images in pieces, and cut 
down the groves, and threw down 
the high places and the altars out of 
all Judah and Benjamin, in Ephraim 
also and Manasseh, until they had 
utterly destroyed them all. Then 
all the children of Israel retimied, 
every man to his possession, into 
their own cities. 

2 t And Hezekiah appointed the 
courses of the priests and the Levites 
after their courses, every man accord- 
ing to his service, the priests and 
Levites for burnt offerings and for 
peace offerings, to minister, and to 


give thanks, and to praise in the 
gates of the tents of the Lord. 

3 He appointed also the king’s por- 
tion of his substance for the burnt 
offerings, to wit, for the morning and 
evening burnt offerings, and the burnt 
offerings for the sabbaths, and for the 
new moons, and for the set feasts, as 
U is written in the law of the Lord. 

4 Moreover he commanded the peo- 
ple that dwelt in Jerusalem to give 
the portion of the priests and the 
Levites, that they might be encour- 
aged in the law of the Lord. 

5 If And as soon as the command- 
ment came abroad, the children of 
Israel brought in abimdance the 
firstfruits of corn, wine, and oil, and 
honey, and of all the increase of 
the field ; and the tithe of all things 
brought they in abundantly. 

6 And concerning the children of 
Israel and Judah, that dwelt in the 
cities of J udah, they also brought in 
the tithe of oxen and sheep, and the 
tithe of holy things which were con- 
secrated unto the Lord their God, 
and laid them by heaps. 

7 In the third month they began to 
lay the foundation of the heaps, and 
finished them in the seventh month. 

8 And when Hezekiah and the 
princes came and saw the heaps, 
they blessed the Lord, and his peo- 
ple Israel. 

9 Then Hezekiah questioned with 
the priests and the Levites concern- 
ing the heaps. 

10 And Azariah the chief priest of 
the house of Zadok answered him, 
and said. Since the people began to 
bring the offerings into the house of 
the Lord, we have had enough to 
eat, and have left plenty : for the 
Lord hath blessed his people; and 
that which is left is this great store. 

11 1 Then Hezekiah commanded to 
prepare chambers in the house of 
the Lord ; and they prepared them, 

12 And brought in the offerings and 
the tithes and the dedicated things 
faithfully: over which Cononiah the 
Levite was ruler, and Shimei his bro- 
ther was the next

CHAPTER XXXn. 


HezeTdah's sincerity. 

13 And Jehiel, and Azaziah, and Nar 
hath, and Asahel, and Jerimoth, and 
Jozabad, and Eliel, and Ismachiah, 
and Mahath, and Benaiah, were over- 
seers nnder the hand of Cononiah 
and Shimei his brother, at the com- 
mandment of Hezekiah the king, and 
Azariah the ruler of the house of God. 

14 And Kore the son of Imnah the 
Levite, the porter toward the east, 
was over the freewill offerings of 
God, to distribute the oblations of 
the Lord, and the most holy things. 

16 And next him were Eden, and 
Miniamin, and Jeshua, and Shemaiah, 
Amariah, and Shecaniah, in the cities 
of the priests, in their set oflSce, to 
g^ve to their brethren by courses, as 
well to the great as to the small : 

16 Beside their genealogy of males, 
from three years old and upward, 
even unto every one that entereth 
into the house of the Lord, his daily 
portion for their service in their 
charges according to their courses; 

17 Both to the genealogy of the 
priests by the house of their fathers, 
and the Levitcs from twenty years 
old and upward, in their charges by 
their courses ; 

18 And to the genealogy of all their 
little ones, their wives, and their 
sons, and their daughters, through 
all the congregation : for in their set 
ofl&ce they sanctified themselves in 
holiness : 

19 Also of the sons of Aaron the 
priests, which were in the fields of 
the suburbs of their cities, in every 
several city, the men that were ex- 
pressed by name, to give portions 
to all the males among the priests, 
and to all that were reckoned by 
genealogies among the Levites. 

20 1 And thus did Hezekiah through- 
out all Judah, and wrought that 
which was good and right and truth 
before the Lord his God. 

21 And in every work that he be- 
gan in the service of the house of 
God, and in the law, and in the 
commandments, to seek his God, he 
did it with all his heart, and pros- 
pered.

M ANAS8EH was twelve years 
old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned fifty and five years 
in Jeinisalem: 

2 But did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, like unto the 
abominations of the heathen, whom 
the Lord had cast out before the 
children of Israel. 

3 If For he built again the high 
places which Hezekiah his father 
had broken down, and he reared up 
altars for Baalim, and made groves, 
and worshipped all the host of hea- 
ven, and served them. 

4 Also he built altars in the house 
of the Lord, whereof the Lord had 
said, In Jerusalem shall my name be 
for ever. 

r> And he built altars for all the 


host of heaven in the two courts of 
the house of the Lord. 

6 And he caused his children to pass 
through the fire in the valley of the 
son of Hinnom: also he observed 
times, and used enchantments, and 
used witchcraft, and dealt with a fa- 
miliar spirit, and with wizards: he 
wrought much evil in the sight of 
the Lord, to provoke him to anger. 

7 And he set a carved image, the 
idol which he had made, in the house 
of God, of which God had said to 
David and to Solomon his son. In 
this house, and in Jerusalem, which 
I have chosen before all the tribes 
of Israel, wUl I put my name for ever : 

8 Neither will I any more remove 
the foot of Israel from out of the 
land which I have appointed for 
your fathei’s ; so that they will take 
heed to do all that I have command- 
ed them, according to the whole law 
and the statutes and the ordinances 
by the hand of Moses. 

9 So Manasseh made Judah and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem to en*, 
and to do worse than the heathen, 
whom the Lord had destroyed be- 
fore the children of Israel. 

10 And the Lord spake to Manasseh, 
and to his people: but they would 
not hearken. 

11 IT Wherefore the Lord brought 
upon them the captains of the host 
of the king of Assyria, which took 
Manasseh among the thorns, and 
bound him with fetters, and carried 
him to Babylon. 

12 And when he was in affliction, 
he besought the Lord his God, and 
humbled himself greatly before the 
God of his fathers, 

13 And prayed unto him: and he 
was intreated of him, and heard his 
supplication, and brought him again 
to Jerusalem into his kingdom. Then 
Manasseh knew that the Lord he was 
God. 

14 Now after this he built a wall 
without the city of David, on the 
west side of Gihon, in the valley, 
even to the entering in at the fish 
gate, and compassed about Ophek 
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and raised it up a very great height, 
and put captains of war in all the 
fenced cities of Judah. 

15 And he took away the strange 
gods, and the idol out of the house 
of the Lord, and all the altars that 
he had built in the mount of the 
house of the Lord, and in Jerusa- 
lem, and cast them out of the city. 

16 And he repaired the altar of the 
Lord, and sacrificed thereon peace 
offerings and thank offerings, and 
commanded Judah to serve the Lord 
God of Israel. 

17 Nevertheless the people did sa- 
crifice still in the high places, yet 
unto the Lord their God only. 

18 H Now the rest of the acts of Ma- 
nasseh, and his prayer unto his God, 
and the words of the seers that spake 
to him in the name of the Lord God 
of Israel, behold, they are icritten in 
the book of the kings of Israel. 

19 His prayer also, and how God was 
intreated of him, and all his sins, and 
his trespass, and the places where- 
in he built high places, and set up 
groves and graven images, before he 
was humbled : behold, they are writ- 
ten among the sayings of the seers. 

20 If So Manasseh slept with his fa- 
thers, and they buried him in his own 
house : and Amon his son reigned in 
his stead. 

21 1 Amon was two and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, 
and reigned two years in Jerusalem. 

22 But he did that which teas evil in 
the sight of the Lord, as did Manas- 
seh his father: for Amon sacrificed 
unto all the carved images which 
Manasseh his father had made, and 
served them; 

23 And humbled not himself before 
the Lord, as Manasseh his father had 
humbled himself; but Amon tres- 
passed more and more. 

24 And his servants conspired against 
him, and slew him in his own house. 

25 If But the people of the land 
slew all them that had conspired 
against king Amon; and the people 
of the land made Josiah his son kmg | 
in his stead. 


CHAPTER XXXIV. 

1 Josiah* 8 good reign, 3 He destroy eth idolatry. 8 He 
tdketh order for the repair of the temple, 14 Hilkiah 
having found a book of the law^ Josiah sendeth to 
Huldah to enquire of the Lord. 23 Huldah pro- 
phesieth the destruction of Jerusalem., hut respite 
thereof in Josiah* s time. 29 Josiah^ causing it to he 
read in a solemn assembly, reneweth the covenant with 
God. 

J OSIAH was eight years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned 
in Jerusalem one and thirty years. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, and walked 
in the ways of Da^dd his father, and 
declined neither to the right hand, 
nor to the left. 

3 If For in the eighth year of his 
reign, while he was yet young, he be- 
gan to seek after the God of David 
his father: and in the twelfth year 
he began to purge Judah and Jeru- 
salem from the high places, and the 
groves, and the carved images, and 
the molten images. 

4 And they brake down the altars 
of Baalim in his presence; and the 
images, that were on high above 
them, he cut down ; and the groves, 
and the carved images, and the mol- 
ten images, he brake in pieces, and 
made dust of them, and strowed it 
upon the graves of them that had 
sacrificed unto them. 

5 And he burnt the bones of the 
priests upon their altars, and cleans- 
ed Judah and Jerusalem. 

6 And so did he in the cities of Ma- 
nasseh, and Ephraim, and Simeon, 
even unto Naphtali, with their mat- 
tocks round about. 

7 And when he had broken down 
the altars and the groves, and had 
beaten the graven images into pow- 
der, and cut down all the idols 
throughout all the land of Israel, he 
returned to Jerusalem. 

8 If Now in the eighteenth year of his 
reign, when he had purged the land, 
and the house, he sent Shaphan the 
son of Azaliah, and Maaseiah the go- 
vernor of the city, and Joah the son 
of Joahaz the recorder, to repair the 
house of the Lord his God. 

9 And when they came to Hilkiah 
the high priest, they delivered the 
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money that was brought into the 
house of God, which the Levites 
that kept the doors had gathered of 
the hand of Manasseh and Ephraim, 
and of all the remnant of Israel, and 
of all Judah and Benjamin ; and they 
returned to Jerusalem. 

10 And they put it in the hand of 
the workmen that had the oversight 
of the house of the Lord, and they 
gave it to the workmen that wrought 
in the house of the Lord, to repair 
and amend the house: 

11 Even to the artificers and build- 
ers gave they it, to buy hewn stone, 
and timber for couplings, and to 
floor the houses which the kings of 
Judah had destroyed. 

12 And the men did the work faith- 
fully : and the overseers of them were 
Jahath and Obadiah, the Levites, of 
the sons of Merari ; and Zechariah 
and Meshullam, of the sons of the 
Kohathites, to set it forward; and 
other of the Levites, all that could 
skill of instruments of musick. 

13 Also they were over the bearers 
of burdens, and were overseers of all 
that wrought the work in any inamier 
of service: and of the Levites there 
were scribes, and officers, and porters. 

14 IF And when they brought out 
the money that was brought into the 
house of the Lord, Hilkiah the priest 
found a book of the law of the Lord 
given by Moses. 

15 And Hilkiah answered and said 
to Shaphan the scribe, I have found 
the book of the law in the house of 
the Lord. And Hilkiah delivered 
the book to Shaphan. 

16 And Shaphan carried the book to 
the king, and brought the king word 
back again, saying. All that was com- 
mitted to thy servants, they do it. 

17 And they have gathered together 
the money that was found in the 
house of the Lord, and have deliver- 
ed it into the hand of the overseers, 
and to the hand of the workmen. 

18 Then Shaphan the scribe told 
the king, saying, Hilkiah the priest 
hath p;iven me a book. And Shaphan 
read it before the king. 
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19 And it came to pass, when the 
king had heard the words of the law, 
that he rent his clothes. 

20 And the king commanded Hil- 
kiah, and Ahikam the son of Sha- 
phan, and Abdon the son of Micah, 
and Shaphan the scribe, and Asaiah 
a servant of the king’s, saying, 

21 Go, enquire of the Lord for me, 
and for them that are left in Israel 
and in Judah, concerning the words 
of the book that is found : for great is 
the wrath of the Lord that is poured 
out upon us, because our fathers 
have not kept the word of the Lord, 
to do after all that is written in this 
book. 

22 And Hilkiah, and they that the 
king had appointed, went to Huldah 
the prophetess, the wife of Shallum 
the son of Tikvath, the son of Hasrah, 
keeper of the wardrobe ; (now she 
dwelt in Jerusalem in the college:) 
and they spake to her to that effect. 

23 IF Aiid she answered tliein. Thus 
saith the Lord God of Isi-ael, Tell ye 
the man that sent you to me, 

24 Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I 
will bring evil upon this jdace, and 
upon the inhabitants thereof, even 
all the curses that are written in the 
book which they have read befoi’e the 
king of Judah : 

25 Because they have forsaken me, 
and have burned incense unto other 
gods, that they might provoke me 
to anger with all the works of their 
hands ; therefore my wrath shall be 
poured out upon this place, and shall 
not be quenehed. 

26 And as for the king of Judah, 
who sent you to enquire of the Lord, 
so shall ye say unto him. Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel concerning 
the words which thou hast heard ; 

27 Because thine heart was tender, 
and thou didst humble thyself before 
God, when thou heardest his words 
against this place, and against the 
inhabitants thereof, and humbledst 
thyself before me, and didst rend 
thy clothes, and weep before me; I 
have even heard thee also, saith the 
Lord.

28 Behold, I will gather thee to thy I 
fathers, and thou shalt be gathered 
to thy grave in peace, neither shall 
thine eyes see all the evil that I will 
bring upon this place, and upon the 
inhabitants of the same.

29 H Then the king sent and gather- 
ed together all the elders of Judah 
and Jerusalem. 

80 And the king went up into the 
house of the Lord, and all the men 
of Judah, and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, and the priests, and the 
Levites, and all the people, great 
and small : and he read in their ears 
all the words of the book of the cove- 
nant that was found in the house of 
the Lord. 

.31 And the king stood in his place, 
and made a covenant before the 
Lord, to walk after the Lord, and 
to keep his commandments, and his 
testimonies, and his statutes, with all 
his heart, and with all his soul, to 
perform the words of the covenant 
which are written in this book. 

32 And he caused all that were pre- 
sent in Jerusalem and Benjamin to 
stand to it. And the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem did according to the cove- 
nant of God, the God of their fathers. 

33 And Josiah took away all the 
abominations out of all the countries 
that pertained to the children of Is- 
rael, and made all that were })resent 
in Israel to serve, even to serve the 
Lord their God. And all his days 
they departed not from following the 
Lord, the God of their fathers. 

CHAPTER XXXV. 

1 Josiah kcrpeth a most solemn passovt^r. 20 He, pro- 
voking Pharaoh- nerho, is slain at Megiddo. 25 La- 
mentations for Josiah. 

OREOVER Josiah kept a pass- 
over unto the Lord in Jerusa- 
lem: and they killed the passover on 
the fourteenth day of the first month. 

2 And he set the priests in their 
charges, and encouraged them to the 
service of the house of the Lord, 

3 And said unto the Levites that 
taught all Israel, which were holy 
unto the Lord, Put the holy ark in 


solemn paaswer. 

the house which Solomon the son 
of David king of Israel did build; 
it shall not he a burden upon your 
shoulders : serve now the Lord your 
God, and his people Israel, 

4 And prepare yourselves by the 
houses of your fathers, after your 
courses, according to the writing of 
David king of Israel, and according 
to the WTiting of Solomon his son. 

5 And stand in the holy plaice ac- 
cording to the divisions of the fami- 
lies of the fathers of your brethren 
the people, and after the division of 
the families of the Levites. 

6 So kill the passover, and sanctify 
yourselves, and prepare your bre- 
thren, that they may do according 
to the word of the Lord by the hand 
of Moses. 

7 And Josiah gave to the people, of 
the flock, lambs and kids, all for the 
passover ofterings, for all that were 
present, to the number of thirty thou- 
sand, and three thousand bullocks: 
these ivere of the king’s substance. 

8 And his princes gave willingly 
unto the people, to the priests, and 
to the Levites: Hilkiah and Zecha- 
riah and Jehiel, rulers of the house 
of God, gave unto the priests for the 
passover ofterings two thousand and 
six hundred small cattle, and three 
hundred oxen. 

9 Conaniah also, and Shemaiah and 
Nethaneel, his brethren, and Hasha- 
biah and Jeiel and Jozabad, chief of 
the Levites, gave unto the Levites 
for passover offerings five thousand 
small cattle, and five hundred oxen. 

10 So the service was prepared, and 
the priests stood in their place, and 
the Levites in their courses, accord- 
ing to the king’s commandment. 

11 And they killed the passover, 
and the priests sprinkled the blood 
from their hands, and the Levites 
flayed them. 

12 And they removed the burnt of- 
ferings, that they might give accord- 
ing to the divisions of the families of 
the people, to offer unto the Lord, as 
it is written in the book of Moses. 
And so did they with the oxen. 
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Josidh is slain II. CHRONICLES, XXXVI. at Megiddo. 


13 And they roasted the passover 
with fire according to the ordinance : 
but the other holy offerings sod they 
in pots, and in caldrons, and in pans, 
and divided them speedily among all 
the people. 

14 And afterward they made ready 
for themselves, and for the priests: 
because the priests the sons of Aa- 
ron mere busied in oflfering of burnt 
oflTerings and the fat until night ; 
therefore the Levites prepared for 
themselves, and for the priests the 
sons of Aaron. 

15 And the singers the sons of 
Asaph were in their place, according 
to the commandment of David, and 
Asaph, and Heman, and Jeduthim the 
king’s seer; and the porters waited 
at every gate ; they might not depart 
from their service ; for their brethren 
the Levites prepared for them. 

16 So all the service of the Lord 
was prepared the same day, to keep 
the passover, and to oflfer burnt of- 
ferings upon the altar of the Lord, 
according to the commandment of 
king Josiah. 

17 And the children of Israel that 
were present kept the passover at 
that time, and the feast of unlea- 
vened bread seven days. 

18 And there was no passover like 
to that kept in Israel from the days 
of Samuel the prophet; neither did 
all the kings of Israel keep such 
a passover as Josiah kept, and the 
priests, and the Levites, and all Ju- 
dah and Israel that were present, 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem. 

19 In the eighteenth year of the reign 
of Josiah was this passover kept. 

20 1 After all this, when Josiah had 
prepared the temple, Necho king 
of Egypt came up to fight against 
Charchemish by Euphrates: and Jo- 
siah went out against him. 

21 But he sent ambassadors to 
him, sapng. What have I to do with 
thee, thou king of Judah? I come 
not against thee this day, but a- 
gainst the house wherewith I have 
war; for God commanded me to 
make haste: forbear thee from med- 


I dling with God, who is with me, that 
; he destroy thee not. 

22 Nevertheless Josiah would not 
I turn his face from him, but disguised 

himself, that he might fight with him, 
and hearkened not unto the words of 
Necho from the mouth of God, and 
came to fight in the valley of Megiddo. 

23 And the archers shot at king 
Josiah ; and the king said to his ser- 
vants, Have me away ; for I am sore 
wounded. 

24 His servants therefore took him 
out of that chariot, and put him in 
the second chariot that he had ; and 
they brought him to Jerusalem, and 
he died, and was buried in one of 
the sepulchres of his fathers. And 
all Judah and Jerusalem mourned 
for Josiah. 

25 If And Jeremiah lamented for 
Josiah : and all the singing men and 
the singing women spake of Josiah 
in their lamentations to this day, 
and made them an ordinance in 
Israel: and, behold, they are written 
in the lamentations.

in writing, saying, 

2 Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, 
The Lord God of heaven hath given 
me all the kingdoms of the earth ;

him an house at Jerusalem, which is 
in Judah. 

3 Who is there among you of all his 
people ? his God be with him, and 
let him go up to Jerusalem, which is 
in Judah, and build the house of the 
Lord God of Israel, (he ut the God,) 
which is in Jerusalem. 

4 And whosoever remaineth in any 
place where he sqjourneth, let the 
men of his place help him with silver, 
and with gold, and with goods, and 
with beasts, beside the freewill offer- 
ing for the house of God that is in 
Jerusalem. 

5 IT Then rose up the chief of the 
fathers of Judah and Benjamin, and 
the priests, and the Levites, with all 
them whose spirit God had raised, 
to go up to build the house of the 
Lord which is in Jerusalem.

2 Then they came to Zerubbabel, 
and to the chief of the fathers, and 
said unto them, Let us build with 
you : for we seek your God, as ye do ; 
and we do sacrifice unto him since 
the days of Esar-haddon king of As- 
sur, which brought us up hither. 

3 But Zerubbabel, and Jeshua, and 
the rest of the chief of the fathers of 
Israel, said unto them, Ye have no- 
thing to do with us to build an house 
unto our God: but we ourselves to- 
gether will build unto the Lord God 
of Israel, as king Cyrus the king of 
Persia hath commanded us. 

4 Then the people of the land 
weakened the hands of the people 
of Judah, and troubled them in 
building, 

5 And hired counsellors against 
them, to frustrate their puroose, all 
the days of Cyrus king of Persia, 
even until the reign of Darius king 
of Persia. 

6 And in the reign of Ahasuerus, 
in the beginning of his reign, wrote 
they unto him an accusation against 
the inhabitants of Judah and Jeru- 
salem. 
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to hinder the work. 


7 If And in the days of Artaxerxes 
wrote Bishlam, Mithredath, Tabeel, 
and the rest of their companions, 
unto Artaxerxes king of Persia ; and 
the writing of the letter was written 
in the Syrian tongue, and interpret- 
ed in the Syrian tongue. 

8 Rehum the chancellor and Shim- 
shai the scribe wrote a letter against 
Jerusalem to Artaxerxes the king in 
this sort : 

9 Then wrote Rehum the chancel-

11 If This is the copy of the letter 
that they sent unto mm, even unto 
Artaxerxes the king; Thy servants 
the men on this side the river, and 
at such a time. 

12 Be it known imto the king, that 
the Jews which came up from thee to 
us are come unto Jerusalem, build- 
ing the rebellious and the bad city, 
and have set up the walls thereof, 
and joined the mundations. 

13 Be it known now unto the king, 
that, if this city be builded, and the 
walls set up again, then will they not 
pay toll, tribute, and custom, and so 
thou shalt endamage the revenue of 
the kings. 

14 Now because we have mainte- 
nance from the king's palace, and it 
was not meet for us to see the king’s 
dishonour, therefore have we sent 
and certified the king; 

16 That search may be made in the 
book of the records of thy fathers : 
so shalt thou find in the book of the 
records, and know that this city is 
a rebellious city, and hurtful unto 
kings and provinces, and that they 
have moved sedition within the same 


of old time: for which cause was 
this city destroyed. 

16 We certify the king that, if this 
city be builded again, and the walls 
thereof set up, % this means thou 
shalt have no portion on this side 
the river. 

17 ^ Then sent the king an answer 
unto Rehum the chancellor, and to 
Shimshai the scribe, and to the rest 
of their companions that dwell in Sa- 
maria, and unto the rest beyond the 
river. Peace, and at such a time. 

18 The letter which ye sent unto 
us hath been plainly read before 
me. 

19 And 1 commanded, and search 
hath been made, and it is found that 
this city of old time hath made in- 
surrection against kings, and that 
rebellion and sedition have been 
made thereiu 

20 There have been mighty kings 
also over Jerusalem, which have 
ruled over all countries beyond the 
river; and toll, tribute, and custom, 
was paid unto them. 

21 Give ye now commandment to 
cause these men to cease, and that 
this city be not builded, until an- 
other commandment shall be given 
from me. 

22 Take heed now that ye fail not 
to do this : why should damage grow 
to the hurt of the kings ? 

23 If Now when the copy of king 
Artaxerxes’ letter was read before 
Rehum, and Shimshai the scribe, 
and their companions, they went up 
in haste to Jerusalem unto the Jews, 
and made them to cease by force 
and power. 

24 Then ceased the work of the 
house of God which is at Jerusa- 
lem. So it ceased unto the second 
year of the reign of Darius king of 
Persia. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 Zerubbabel and Jeshtuiy incited by Haggai and 
Zechariahy set forward the building of the temple, 

3 Tatnai and Shethar-boznai could not hinder the 
Jews, 6 Their letter to Darius against the Jews, 

T hen the prophets, Haggai the 
prophet, and ^chariah the son 
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agaimt the Jews. 


of Iddo, prophesied unto the Jews 
that were in Judah and Jerusalem in 
the name of the God of Israel, even 
unto them. 

2 Then rose up Zerubbabel the 
son of Shealtiel, and Jeshua the son 
of Jozadak, and began to build the 
house of God which is at Jerusalem : 
and with them were the prophets of 
God helping them. 

3 t At the same time came to them 
Tatnai, governor on this side the 
river, and Shethar-boznai, and their 
companions, and said thus unto 
them, Who hath commanded you to 
build this house, and to make up 
this wall? 

4 Then said we unto them after 
this manner. What are the names of 
the men that make this building ? 

But the eye of their God was 
upon the elders of the Jews, that 
they could not cause them to cease, 
till the matter came to Darius : and 
then they returned answer by letter 
concerning this matter. 

6 t The copy of the letter that Tat- 
nai, governor on this side the river, 
and Shcthar-boznai, and his com- 
panions the Apharsachites, which 
were on this side the river, sent unto 


these many years ago, which a 
great king of Israel builded and set 
up. 

12 But after that our fathers had 
provoked the God of heaven unto 
wrath, he gave them into the hand 
of Nebuchadnezzar the king of Ba- 
bylon, the Chaldean, who destroyed 
this house, and carried the people 
away into Babylon. 

13 But in the first year of Cyrus 
the king of Babylon the same king 
Cyrus made a decree to build this 
house of God 

14 And the vessels also of gold 
and silver of the house of God 
which Nebuchadnezzar took out 
of the temple that was in Jeru- 
salem, and brought them into the 
temple of Babylon, those did Cy- 
rus the king take out of the tem- 
ple of Babylon, and they were deli- 
vered unto one, whose name was 
Sheshbazzar, whom he had made 
governor ; 

16 And said unto him. Take these 
vessels, go, carry them into the tem- 
ple that is in Jerusalem, and let 
the house of God be builded in his 
place. 

16 Then came the same Sheshhaz- 


Darius the king : 

7 They sent a letter imto him, 
wherein was written thus ; Unto 
Darius the king, all peace. 

8 Be it known unto the king, that 
we went into the province of Judea, 
to the house of the great God, which 
is builded with great stones, and 
timber is laid in the walls, and this 
work goeth fast on, and prospereth 
in their hands. 

9 Then asked we those elders, and 
said imto them thus, Who com- 
manded you to build this house, and 
to make up these walls ? 

10 We asked their names also, to 
certify thee, that we might write the 
names of the men that were the chief 
of them. 

11 And thus they returned us an- 
swer, saying. We are the servants of 
the God of heaven and earth, and 
build the house that was builded 


zar, and laid the foimdation of the 
house of God which is in Jerusalem : 
and since that time even until now 
hath it been in building, and yet it 
is not finished. 

17 Now therefore, if it seem good to 
the king, let there be search made 
in the king’s treasure house, which 
is there at Babylon, whether it be so, 
that a decree was made of Cyrus 
the king to build this house of God 
at Jerusalem, and let the king send 
his pleasure to us concerning this 
matter. 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 Darius, finding the decree of Cyrus, maketh a new 
decree for the advancement of the building, 13 By 
the help of the enemiee, and the directions of the pro- 
phets, the temple is finished, 16 The feast of the dedi- 
cation is kept, 1 9 and the passover, 

T hen Darius the king made a 
decree, and search was made 
in the house of the rolls, where the 
treasures were laid up in Babylon. 
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2 And there was found at Achme- 
tha, in the palace that is in the pro- 
Aince of the Medes, a roll, and therein 
was a record thus written : 

3 In the first year of Cyrus the 
king the same Cyrus the king made 
a decree concerning the house of 
God at Jerusalem, Let the house 
be builded, the place where they 
offered sacrifices, and let ^ the foun- 
dations thereof be strongly laid ; the 
height thereof threescore cubits, 
and the breadth thereof threescore 
cubits ; 

4 With three rows of great stones, 
and a row of new timber: and let 
the expences be given out of the 
king’s house : 

5 And also let the golden and silver 
vessels of the house of God, which I 
Nebuchadnezzar took forth out of I 
the temple which is at Jerusalem, 
and brought unto Babylon, be re- 
stored, and brought again unto the 
temple which is at Jerusalem, every 
one to his place, and place them in 
the house of God. 

6 Now therefore, Tatnai, governor 
beyond the river, Shethar-boznai, and 
your companions the Apharsachites, 
which are beyond the river, be ye far 
from thence : 

7 Let the work of this house of God 
alone; let the governor of the Jews 
and the elders of the Jews build this 
house of God in his place. 

8 Moreover I make a decree what 

ye shall do to the elders of these 
Jews for the building of this house 
of God: that of the king’s goods, 
even of the tribute beyond the river, 
forthwith expences be given imto 
these men, that they be not hin- ! 
dered. j 

9 And that which they have need j 
of, both young bullocks, and rams, 
and lambs, for the burnt offerings of i 
the God of heaven, wheat, salt, wine, | 
and oil, according to the appoint- j 
nient of the priests which are at 
Jerusalem, let it be given them day 
by day without fail: 

10 That they may offer sacrifices 
of sweet savours unto the God of 


heaven, and pray for the life of the 
king, and of his sons. 

11 Also I have made a decree, that 
whosoever shall alter this word, let 
timber be pulled down from his 
house, and being set up, let him be 
hanged thereon; and let his house 
be made a dunghill for this. 

12 And the God that hath caused 
his name to dwell there destroy all 
kings and people, that shall put to 
their hand to alter and to destroy 
this house of God which is at Jeru- 
salem. I Darius have made a de- 
cree; let it be done with speed. 

13 t Then Tatnai, governor on this 
side the river, Shethar-boznai, and 
their companions, according to that 
which Darius the king had sent, so 
they did speedily. 

14 And the elders of the Jews 
builded, and they prospered through 
the prophesying of Haggai the pro- 
phet and Zechariah the son of Iddo. 
And they builded, and finished it, 
according to the commandment of 
the God of Israel, and according to 
the commandment of Cyrus, and 
Darius, and Artaxerxes king of Per- 
sia. 

15 And this house was finished on 
the third day of the month Adai‘, 
which was in the sixth year of the 
reign of Darius the king. 

16 ir And the children of Israel, the 
priests, and the Levites, and the rest 
of the children of the captivity, kept 
the dedication of this house of (*od 
with joy, 

17 And offered at the dedication of 
this house of God an hundred bul- 
locks, two hundred rams, four hun- 
dred lambs ; and for a sin offering 
for all Israel, twelve he goats, ac- 
cording to the number of the tribes 
of Israel. 

18 And they set the priests in their 
divisions, and the Levites in their 
courses, for the service of God, which 
is at Jerusalem; as it is written in 
the book of Moses. 

19 And the children of the captivity 
kept the passover upon the four- 
teenth day of the first month. 
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20 For the priests and the Levites 
were purified together, all of them 
were pure, and killed the passover 
for all the children of the captivity, 
and for their brethren the priests, 
and for themselves. 

21 And the children of Israel, which 
were come again out of captivity, 
and all such as had separated them- 
selves unto them from the filthiness 
of the heathen of the land, to seek 
the Lord God of Israel, did eat, 

22 And kept the feast of unleavened 
bread seven days with joy: for the 
Lord had made them joyful, and 
turned the heart of the king of As- 
syria unto them, to strengthen their 
hands in the work of the house of 
God, the God of Israel. 

CHAPTER VII. 

I Exra goeth up to Jerusolem. I I 'The ijracioua com- 
mission of Arta.reraes fa Kznt. 27 Ezra hle^seth 
God for his favour. 

OW after these things, in the 
reign of Ai'taxerxes king of 
Persia, Ezra the son of Seraiah, the 
son of Azariah, the son of Hilkiah, 

2 The son of Shallum, the son of 
Zadok, the son of Ahitub, 

3 The son of Ainariah, the son of 
Azariah, the son of Meraioth, 

4 The son of Zerahiah, the son of 
Uzzi, the son of Bukki, 

5 The son of Abishua, the son of 
Phinehas, the son of Eleazar, the son 
of Aaron the chief priest : 

6 This Ezra went up fi*om Babylon ; 
and he was a ready scribe in the 
law of Moses, which the Lord God 
of Israel had given: and the king 
panted him all his request, accord- 
ing to the hand of the Lord his God 
upon him. 

7 And there went up some of the 
children of Israel, and of the priests, 
and the Levites, and the singers, and 
the porters, and the Nethinims, unto 
Jerusalem, in the seventh year of 
Artaxerxes the king. 

8 And he came to Jerusalem in the 
fifth month, which was in the seventh 
year of the king. 

9 For upon the first day of the first 


to Jerusalem. 

month be^n he to go up from Ba- 
bylon, and on the first day of the 
fifth month came he to Jerusalem, 
according to the good hand of his 
God upon him. 

10 For Ezra had prepared his heart 
to seek the law of the Lord, and to 
do it, and to teach in Israel statutes 
and judgments. 

11 if Now this is the copy of the 
letter that the king Artaxerxes gave 
unto Ezra the priest, the scribe, even. 
a scribe of the words of the com- 
mandments of the Lord, and of his 
statutes to Israel. 

12 Artaxerxes, king of kings, unto 
Ezra the priesi a scribe of the law 
of the God of heaven, perfect peace, 
and at such a time. 

13 I make a decree, that all they of 
the people of Israel, and of his priests 
and Levites, in my realm, which are 
minded of their own freewill to go 
up to Jerusalem, go with thee. 

14 Forasmuch as thou art sent of 
the king, and of his seven counsel- 
lors, to enquire concerning Judah 
and Jerusalem, according to the 
law of thy God which is in thine 
hand; 

15 And to cany the silver and gold, 
which the king and his counsellors 
have freely offered unto the God of 
Israel, whose habitation is in Jeru- 
salem, 

16 And all the silver and gold that 
thou canst find in all the province of 
Babylon, with the freewill offeruig of 
the people, and of the priests, offer- 
ing willingly for the house of their 
God which is in Jerusalem : 

17 That thou mayest buy speedily 
with this money bullocks, rams, 
lambs, with their meat offerings and 
their drink offerings, and offer them 
upon the altar of the house of your 
God which is in Jerusalem. 

18 And whatsoever shall seem good 
to thee, and to thy brethren, to do 
with the rest of the silver and the 
gold, that do after the will of your 
God. 

19 The vessels also that are given 
thee for the service of the house of 
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thy God, those deliver thou before 
the God of Jerusalem. 

20 And whatsoever more shall be 
needful for the house of thy God, 
which thou shalt have occasion to 
bestow, bestow it out of the king’s 
treasure house. 

21 And I, even I Artaxerxes the 
king, do make a decree to all the 
treasurers which are beyond the ri- 
ver, that whatsoever Ezra the priest, 
the scribe of the law of the God of 
heaven, shall require of you, it be 
done speedily, 

22 Unto an hundred talents of sil- 
ver, and to an hundred measures of 
wheat, and to an hundred baths of 
wine, and to an hundred baths of 
oil, and salt without prescribing liow 
much. 

23 Whatsoever is commanded by 
the God of heaven, let it be diligent- 
ly done for the house of the God 
of heaven : for why should there be 
wrath against the realm of the king 
and his sons ? 

24 Also we certify you, that touch- 
ing any of the priests and Levites, 
singers, porters, Nethinims, or mi- 
nisters of this house of God, it shall 
not be lawful to impose toll, tribute, 
or custom, upon them. 

25 And thou, Ezra, after the wisdom 
of thy God, that is in thine hand, set 
magistrates and judges, which may 
judge all the people that are beyond 
the river, all such as know the laws 
of thy God ; and teach ye them that 
know them not. 

26 And whosoever will not do the 
law of thy God, and the law of 
the king, let judgment be executed 
speedily upon him, whether it be 
unto death, or to banishment, or to 
confiscation of goods, or to impri- 
sonment. 

27 ^ Blessed be the Lord God of our 
fathers, which hath put such a thing 
as this in the king’s heart, to beautify 
the house of the Lord which is in Je- 
rusalem : 

28 And hath extended mercy vmto 
me before the king, and his counsel- 
lors, and before all the king’s mighty

princes. And I was strengthened as 
the hand of the Lord my God woe 
upon me, and I gathered together 
out of Israel chief men to go up with 
me. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

1 The companions of Ezra, who returned from Babylon* 
15 He sendeth to Iddo for ministers for the temple. 
21 He keepeth a fast. 24 * He committeth the trea- 
surer to tlte custody of the priests. 31 From Ahava 
they come to Jerusalem. 33 The treasure is weighed 
in the temple. 36 The commission is delivered. 

T hese are now the chief of their 
fathers, and this is the genealogy 
of them that went up with me from 
Babylon, in the reign of Artaxerxes 
the king. 

2 Of the sons of Phinehas; Ger- 
shom : of the sons of Ithamar ; Da- 
niel: of the sons of David; Hat- 
tush. 

3 Of the sons of Shechaniah, of 
the sons of Pharosh; Zechariah: and 
with him were reckoned by genea- 
logy of the males an hundred and 
fifty. 

4 Of the sons of Pahath-moab; 
Elihoenai the son of Zerahiah, and 
with him two hundred males. 

6 Of the sons of Shechaniah; the 
son of Jahaziel, and with him three 
hundred males. 

6 Of the sons also of Adin; Ebed 
the son of Jonathan, and with him 
fifty males. 

7 And of the sons of Elam; Je- 
shaiah the son of Athaliah, and with 
him seventy males. 

8 And of the sons of Shephatiah; 
Zebadiah the son of Michael, and 
with him fourscore males. 

9 Of the sons of Joab; Obadiah 
the son of Jehiel, and with him two 
hundred and eighteen males. 

10 And of the sons of Shelomith; 
the son of Josiphiah, and with him 
an hundred and threescore malea 
11 And of the sons of Bebai; Ze- 
chariah the son of Bebai, and with 
him twenty and eight malea 
12 And of the sons of Azgad ; Joha- 
nan the son of Hakkatan, and with 
him an hundred and ten males. 

13 And of the last sons of Adoni- 
kam, whose names are these, Eliphe- 
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let, Jeiel, and Shemaiah, and with 
them threescore malea 

14 Of the sons also of Bigvai ; 
Uthai, and Zabbud, and with them 
seventy males. 

16 II And I gathered them together 
to the river that runneth to Ahava ; 
and there abode we in tents three 
days: and I viewed the people, and 
the priests, and foimd there none of 
the sons of Levi 

16 Then sent I for Eliezer, for Ariel, 
for Shemaiah, and for Elnathan, and 
for Jarib, and for Elnathan, and for 
Nathan, and for Zechariah, and for 
Meshullam, chief men; also for Joia- 
rib, and for Elnathan, men of imder- 
standing. 

17 And I sent them with command- 
ment unto Iddo the chief at the place 
Oasiphia, and I told them what they 
should say unto Iddo, and to his 
brethren the Nethinims, at the place 
Casiphia, that they should bring un- 
to us ministers for the house of our 
(jod. 

18 And by the good hand of our 
(jrod upon us they brought us a 
man of understanding, of the sons 
of Mahli the son of Levi, the son of 
Israel ; and Sherebiah, with his sons 
and his brethren, eighteen ; 

19 And Hashabiah, and with him 
Jeshaiah of the sons of Merari, his 
brethren and their sons, twenty; 

20 Also of the Nethinims, whom 
David and the princes had appoint- 
ed for the service of the Levites, 
two hundred and twenty Nethi- 
nims; all of them were expressed 
by name. 

21 1 Then I proclaimed a fast there, 
at the river of Ahava, that we might 
afflict ourselves before our God, to 
seek of him a right way for us, and 
for our little ones, and for all our 
substance. 

22 For I was ashamed to require 
of the king a band of soldiers and 
horsemen to help us against the 
enemy in the way: because we had 
spoken imto the king, saying. The 
hand of our God is upon all them 
for good that seek him; but his 


power and his wrath is against all 
them that forsake him. 

23 So we fasted and besought our 
God for this: and he was intreated 
of us. 

24 IT Then I separated twelve of the 
chief of the priests, Sherebiah, Has- 
habiah, and ten of their brethren with 
them, 

26 And weighed unto them the 
silver, and the gold, and the vessels, 
even the offering of the house of our 
God, which the king, and his coun- 
sellors, and his lords, and all Israel 
there present, had offered: 

26 I even weighed unto their hand 
six hundred and fifty talents of sil- 
ver, and silver vessels an hundred 
talents, and of gold an hundred ta- 
lents ; 

27 Also twenty basons of gold, of a 
thousand drams ; and two vessels of 
fine copper, precious as gold. 

28 And I said unto them. Ye are 
holy unto the Lord ; the vessels are 
holy also; and the silver and the 
gold are a freewill offering unto the 
Lord God of your fathem 

29 Watch ye, and keep them, until 
ye weigh them before the chief of the 
priests and the Levites, and chief of 
the fathers of Israel, at Jerusalem, 
in the chambers of the house of the 
Lord. 

30 So took the priests and the Le- 
vites the weight of the silver, and the 
gold, and the vessels, to bring them 
to Jerusalem unto the house of our 
God. 

31 II Then we departed from the 
river of Ahava on the twelfth day of 
the first month, to go imto Jerusa- 
lem: and the hand of our God was 
upon us, and he delivered us from 
the hand of the enemy, and of such 
as lay in wait by the way. 

32 And we came to Jerusalem, and 
abode there three days. 

33 H Now on the fourth day was the 
silver and the gold and the vessels 
weighed in the house of our God 
by the hand of Meremoth the son 
of Uriah the priest; and with him 
wa» Eleazar the son of Phinehas; 
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and with them was Jozabad the son 
of Jeshua, and Noadiah the son of 
Binnui, Levites ; 

34 By number and by weight of 
every one: and all the weight was 
written at that time. 

35 Also the children of those that 
had been carried away, which were 
come out of the captivity, offered 
burnt offerings unto the God of Is- 
rael, twelve bullocks for all Israel, 
ninety and six rams, seventy and 
seven lambs, twelve he goats for a 
sin offering: all this was a burnt 
offering unto the Lord. 

36 If And they delivered the king’s 
commissions unto the king’s lieute- 
nants, and to the governors on this 
side the river: and they furthered 
the people, and the house of God. 

CHAPTER IX. 

I F4zra nu)urrt£th for the affinity of the people with 
strangere. !> He prayeth unto God with confettsion 
of sins. 

OW when these things were 
done, the princes came to me, 
saying. The people of Israel, and the 
priests, and the Levites, have not 
separated themselves from the peo- 
ple of the lands, doing according to 
their abominations, even, of the Ca- j 
naanites, the Hittites, the Perizzites, | 
the Jebusites, the Ammonites, the j 
Moabites, the Egyptians, and the i 
Amorites. ‘ 

2 For they have taken of their j 

daughters for themselves, and for i 
their sons: so that the holy seed j 
have mingled themselves with the i 
people of those lands : yea, the hand ! 
of the princes and rulers hath been : 
chief in this trespass. ! 

3 And when I heard this thing, I 
rent my garment and my mantle, 
and plucked off the hair of my 
head and of my beard, and sat down 
astonied. 

4 Then were assembled unto me 
every one that trembled at the words 
of the God of Israel, because of the 
transgression of those that had been 
carried away and I sat astonied 
until the evening sacrifice. 


6 t And at the evening sacrifice I 
arose up from my heaviness; and 
having rent my garment and my 
mantle, I fell upon my knees, and 
spread out my hands unto the Lord 
my God, 

6 And said, O my God, I am asham- 
ed and blush to lift up my face to 
thee, my God : for our iniquities are 
increased over our head, and our tres- 
pass is grown up unto the heavens. 

7 Since the days of our fathers have 
we been in a great trespass unto this 
day ; and for our iniquities have we, 
om kings, and our priests, been de- 
livered into the hand of the kings of 
the lands, to the sword, to captivity, 
and to a spoil, and to confusion of 
face, as iif w this day, 

8 .^id now for a little space grace 
hath been shewed from the Lord 
om‘ God, to leave us a remnant to 
escape, and to give us a nail in his 
holy place, that our God may lighten 
our eyes, and give us a little reviving 
in our bondage. 

9 For we were bondmen; yet our 
God hath not forsaken us in our 
bondage, but hath extended mercy 
unto us in the sight of the kings of 
Persia, to give us a reviving, to set 
up the house of our God, and to 
repair the desolations thereof, and 
to give us a wall in Judah and in 
Jerusalem. 

10 And now, O our God, what shall 
we say after this? for we have for- 
saken thy commandments, 

11 Which thou hast commanded by 
thy servants the prophets, saying. 
The land, unto which ye go to pos- 
sess it, is an unclean land with the 
filthiness of the people of the lands, 
with their abominations, which have 
filled it from one end to another with 
their xmcleanness. 

12 Now therefore give not your 
daughters unto their sons, neither 
take their daughters unto your sons, 
nor seek their peace or their wealth 
for ever : that ye may be strong, and 
eat the good of the land, and leave 
U for an inheritance to your chil- 
dren for ever. 
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13 And after all that is come upon 
08 for our evil deeds, and for our 

S *eat trespass, seeing that thou our 
od hast punished us less than our 
iniquities deserve, and hast given us 
sVfCh deliverance as this; 

14 Should we again break thy com- 
mandments, and join in aflBnity with 
the people of these abominations ? 
wouldest not thou be angry with us 
till thou hadst consumed us, so that 
there should be no remnant nor escap- 
ing? 

15 O Lord God of Israel, thou art 
righteous : for we remain yet escap- 
ed, as it is this day: behold, we are 
before thee in our trespasses: for 
we cannot stand before thee because 
of this. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 Shecaniah ericourageth Exra to reform the strange 
marriages. 6 Ezra mourning assemhleth the people. 
9 The peoplCy at the exhortation of Ezra., repent y and 
promise amendment. 16 The care to perform it. 18 
The names of them which had married strange wweji. 

N ow when Ezra had prayed, and 
when he had confessed, weep- 
ing and casting himself down before 
the house of God, there assembled 
unto him out of Israel a very great 
congregation of men and women and 
children: for the people wept very 
sore. 

2 And Shechaniah the son of Jehiel, 
one of the sons of Elam, answered 
and said unto Ezra, We have tres- 
passed against our God, and have 
taken strange wives of the people of 
the land: yet now there is hope in 
Israel concerning this thing. 

3 Now therefore let us make a cove- 
nant with our God to put away all 
the wives, and such as are bom of 
them, according to the counsel of 
my lord, and of those that tremble 
at the commandment of our God; 
and let it be done according to the 
law. 

4 Arise ; for this matter bdongeth 
unto thee : we also toill be with thee : 
be of good courage, and do it. 

6 Then arose Ezra, and made the 
chief priests, the Levites, and all 
Israel, to swear that they should do 


according to this word. And they 
sware. 

6 IT Then Ezra rose up from before 
the house of God, and went into the 
chamber of Johanan the son of Elia- 
shib : and when he came thither, he 
did eat no bread, nor drink water: 
for he mourned because of the trans- 
gression of them that had been car- 
ried away. 

7 And they made proclamation 
throughout Judah and Jerusalem 
unto all the children of the capti- 
vity, that they should gather them- 
selves together unto Jerusalem; 

8 And that whosoever would not 
come within three days, according to 
the counsel of the princes and the 
elders, all his substance should be 
forfeited, and himself separated from 
the congregation of those that had 
been carried away. 

9 IT Then all the men of Judah and 
Benjamin gathered themselves to- 
gether unto Jerusalem within three 
days. It was the ninth month, on 
the twentieth day of the month; 
and all the people sat in the street 
of the house of God, trembling be- 
cause of this matter, and for the 
great rain. 

10 And Ezra the priest stood up, and 
said unto them. Ye have transgress- 
ed, and have taken strange wives, to 
increase the trespass of Israel 

11 Now therefore make confession 
unto the Lord God of your fathers, 
and do his pleasure: and separate 
yourselves from the people of the 
land, and from the strange wives. 

12 Then all the congregation an- 
swered and said with a loud voice, 
As thou hast said, so must we do. 

13 But the people are many, and it 
is a time of much rain, and we are 
not able to stand without, neither is 
this a work of one day or two : for 
we ai*e many that have transgressed 
in this thing. 

14 Let now om rulers of all the 

congre^tion stand, and let all them 
which have taken strange wives in 
our cities come at appointed times, 
and with them the elders of every 
8 S 5 
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city, and the judges thereof, until the 
fierce wrath of our God for this mat- 
ter be turned from us. 

16 IT Only Jonathan the son of 
Asahel and Jahaziah the son of Tik- 
vah were employed about this matter: 
and Meshullam and Shabbethai the 
Levite helped them. 

16 And the children of the captivity 
did so. And Ezra the priest, tvUh 
certain chief of the fathers, after 
the house of their fathers, and all 
of them by their names, were sepa- 
rated, and sat down in the first aay 
of the tenth month to examine the 
matter. 

17 And they made an end with 
all the men that had taken strange 
wives by the first day of the first 
month. 

18 1 And among the sons of the 
priests there were found that had 
taken strange wives : namdy, of the 
sons of Jeshua the son of Jozadak, 
and his brethren ; Maaseiah, and 
Eliezer, and Jarib, and Gedaliah. 

19 And they gave their hands that 
they would put away their wives ; and 
being g^lty, they offered a ram of the 
flock for their trespass. 

20 And of the sons of Immer ; Ha- 
nani, and Zebadiah. 

21 And of the sons of Harim ; Maa- 
seiah, and Elijah, and Shemaiah, and 
Jehiel, and Uzziah. 

22 And of the sons of Pashur ; Elio- 
enai, Maaseiah, Ishmael, Nethaneel, 
Jozabad, and EHasah. 

23 Also of the Levites ; Jozabad, 
and Shimei, and Kelaiah, (the same 
is Kelita,) Pethahlah, Judah, and 
Eliezer. 

24 Of the singers also ; Eliashib : 
and of the porters ; Shallum, and 
Telem, and UrL 

25 Moreover of Israel : of the sons 


of Parosh ; Ramiah, and Jeziah, and 
Malchiah, and Miamin, and Eleazar, 
and Malchijah, and Benaiah. 

26 And of the sons of Elam ; Mat- 
taniah, Zechariah, and Jehiel, and 
Abdi, and Jeremoth, and Eliah. 

27 And of the sons of Zattu ; Elioe- 
nai, Eliashib, Mattaniah, and Jere- 
moth, and Zabad, and Aziza 

28 Of the sons also of Bebai ; 
Jehobanan, Hananiah, Zabbai, and 
Athlai. 

29 And of thesonsof Bani ; Meshul- 
lam, Malluch, and Adaiah, Jashub, 
and Sheal, and Ramoth. 

30 And of the sons of Pahath-moab ; 
Adna, and Chelal, Benaiah, Maaseiah, 
Mattaniah, Bezaleel, and Binnui, and 
Manasseh. 

31 And of the sons of Harim ; Elie- 
zer, Ishijah, Malchiah, Shemaiah, Shi- 
meon, 

32 Benjamin, Malluch, and Shema- 
riah. 

33 Of the sons of Hashum ; Matte- 
nai, Mattathah, Zabad, Eliphelet, Je- 
remai, Manasseh, and Shimei. 

34 Of the sons of Bani ; Maadai, 
Amram, and Uel, 

36 Benaiah, Bedeiah, Chelluh, 

36 Vaniah, Meremoth, Eliashib, 

37 Mattaniah, Mattenai, and Jaa- 
sau, 

38 And Bani, and Binnui, Shimei, 

39 And Shelemiah, and Nathan, and 
Adaiah, 

40 Machnadebai, Shashai, Sharai, 

41 Azareel, and Shelemiah, Shema- 
riah, 

42 Shallum, Amariah, and Joseph. 

43 Of the sons of Nebo ; Jeiel, Mat- 
tithiah, Zabad, Zebina, Jadau, and 
Joel, Benaiah. 

44 All these had taken strange 
wives ; and some of them had wives 
by whom they had children.

BOOK OF NEHEMIAH. 


CHAPTER I. 

1 JK/efierniahj understanding by Hanani the misery of 
Jerusalem^ mourneth^ fastethy and prayeth. 5 His 
prayer. 

T he words of Nehemiah the son 
of Hachaliah. And it came to 
pass in the month Chisleu, in the 
twentieth y6ar, as I was in Shushan 
the palace, 

2 That Hanani, one of my brethren, 
came, he and certain men of Judah; 
and I asked them concerning the 
Jews that had escaped, which were 
left of the captivity, and concerning 
Jerusalem. 

3 And they said imto me. The rem- 
nant that are left of the captivity 
there in the province are in great af- 
fliction and reproach: the wall of Je- 
rusalem also IS broken down, and the 
gates thereof are burned with fire. 

4 If And it came to pass, when I 
heard these words, that I sat down 
and wept, and mourned certain days, 
and fasted, and prayed before the 
God of heaven, 

6 And said, I beseech thee, O Lord 
God of heaven, the great and terri- 
ble God, that keepeth covenant and 
mercy for them that love him and 
observe his commandments: 

6 Let thine ear now be attentive, 
and thine eyes open, that thou may- 
est hear the prayer of thy servant, 
which I pray before thee now, day 
and night, for the children of Israel 
thy servants, and confess the sins of 
the children of Israel, which we have 
sinned against thee : both I and my 
father s house have sinned. 

7 We have dealt very corruptly 
against thee, and have not kept the 


commandments, nor the statutes, nor 
the judgments, which thou command- 
edst thy servant Moses. 

8 Remember, 1 beseech thee, the 
word that thou commandedst thy 
servant Moses, saying. If ye trans- 
gress, I will scatter you abroad among 
the nations : 

9 But if ye turn unto me, and keep 
my commandments, and do them; 
though there were of you cast out 
unto the uttermost part of the hea- 
ven, yet will I gather them from 
thence, and will bring them unto the 
place that I have diosen to set my 
name there. 

10 Now these are thy servants and 
thy people, whom thou hast redeem- 
ed % thy great power, and by thy 
strong hand. 

11 O Lord, I beseech thee, let now 
thine ear be attentive to the prayer 
of thy servant, and to the prayer of 
thy servants, who desire to fear thy 
name : and prosper, I pray thee, thy 
servant this day, and grant him mercy 
in the sight of this man. For I was 
the king’s cupbearer. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 Artaxerxes understanding the cause of Nehemiah* s 
sadness sendeth him with letters and commission to 
Jerusalem. 9 Nehemiahy to the grUf of the enemies^ 
cometh to Jerusalem. 12 Hevieu)eth secretly the ruins 
of the walls. 17 He indteth the Jews to build in 
despite of the enemies. 

AND it came to pass in the month 
jt\. Nisan, in the twentieth year of 
Artaxerxes the king, tfiat wine was 
before him : and 1 took up the wine, 
and gave it unto the king. Now 1 
had not been heforetime sad in his 
presence. 

2 Wherefore the king said unto me. 
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Why is thy countenance sad, seeing 
thou art not sick? this is nothing 
else but sorrow of heart. Then I was 
very sore afraid, 

3 And said unto the king, Let the 
king live for ever : why should not my 
coimtenance be sad, when the city, 
the place of my fathers’ sepulchres, 
lieth waste, and the gates thereof are 
consumed with fire ? 

4 Then the king said unto me. For 
what dost thou make request? So I 
prayed to the God of heaven. 

5 And I said unto the king. If it 
please the king, and if thy servant 
have found favour in thy sight, that 
thou wouldest send me unto Judah, 
unto the ci^ of my fathers’ sepul- 
chres, that I may build it. 

6 And the king said unto me, (the 
queen also sitting by him,) For how 
long shall thy journey be ? and when 
wilt thou return? So it pleased the 
king to send me; and I set him a 
time. 

7 Moreover I said unto the king. 
If it please the king, let letters be 
given me to the governors beyond 
the river, that they may convey me 
over till I come into Judah; 

8 And a letter unto Asaph the 
keeper of the king’s forest, that he 
may give me timber to make beams 
for the gates of the palace which 

3 ertained to the house, and for the 
1 of the city, and for the house 
that I shall enter into. And the king 

g ranted me, according to the good 
and of my God upon me. 

9 IThen I came to the governors 
beyond the river, and gave them the 
king’s letters. Now the king had 
sent captains of the army and norse- 
men with me. 

10 When Sanballat the Horonite, 
and Tobiah the servant, the Ammo- 
nite, heard of it, \i grieved them ex- 
ceedingly that there was come a man 
to seek the welfare of the children of 
Israel 

11 So I came to Jerusalem, and was 
there three days. 

12 t And I arose in the nighty I 
and some few men with me ; nei- 


ther told I any man what my God 
had put in my heart to do at Jeru- 
salem : neither ^m8 there any beast 
with me, save the beast that I rode 
upon. 

13 And I went out by night by the 
gate of the valley, even before the 
dragon well, and to the dung port, 
and viewed the walls of Jerusmem, 
which were broken down, and the 

f ates thereof were consumed with 
re. 

14 Then I went on to the gate of 
the fountain, and to the king’s pool : 
but there wa» no place for the beast 
that was under me to pass. 

16 Then went I up in the night 
by the brook, and viewed the wall, 
and turned back, and entered by 
the gate of the valley, and so re- 
turned 

16 And the rulers knew not whither 
I went, or what I did ; neither had I 
as yet told it to the Jews, nor to the 
priests, nor to the nobles, nor to the 
rulers, nor to the rest that did the 
work. 

17 If Then said I unto them. Ye 
see the distress that we are in, 
how Jerusalem lieth waste, and the 
gates thereof are burned with fire: 
come, and let us build up the wall 
of Jerusalem, that we be no more a 
reproach. 

18 Then I told them of the hand of 
my God which was good upon me ; 
as also the king’s words that he had 
spoken unto me. And they said. 
Let us rise up and build. ^ they 
strengthened their hands for this 
good worh 

19 But when Sanballat the Horon- 
ite, and Tobiah the servant, the Am- 
monite, and Geshem the Arabian, 
heard it, they laughed us to scorn, 
and despised us, and said. What is 
this thing that ye do? will ye rebel 
against the king? 

20 Then answered I them, and said 
unto them. The God of heaven, he 
will prosper us ; therefore we his 
servants will arise and build : but 
ye have no portion, nor right, nor 
memorial, in Jerusalem. 
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CHAPTER m. 

The names and order of them that builded the wall, 

T hen EUashib the high priest 
rose up with his brethren the 
priests, and they builded the sheep 
gate; they sanctified it, and set up 
the doors of it ; even unto the tower 
of Meah they sanctified it, unto the 
tower of Hananeel. 

2 And next unto him builded the 
men of Jericho. And next to them 
builded Zaccur the son of Imri. 

3 But the fish gate did the sons of 
Hassenaah build, who also laid the 
beams thereof, and set up the doors 
thereof, the locks thereof, and the 
bars thereof 

4 Ajid next unto them repaired 
Meremoth the son of Urijah, the son 
of Koz. And next unto them re- 
paired Meshullam the son of Bere- 
chiah, the son of MeshezabeeL And 
next unto them repaired Zadok the 
son of Baana. 

5 And next unto them the Tekoites 
repaired; but their nobles put not 
their necks to the work of their 
Lord. 

6 Moreover the old gate repaired 
Jehoiada the son of Paseah, and 
Meshullam the son of Besodeiah ; 
they laid the beams thereof, and set 
up the doors thereof, and the locks 
thereof, and the bars thereof 
7 And next unto them repaired 
Melatiah the Gibeonite, and Jadon 
the Meronothite, the men of Gibeon, 
and of Mizpah, unto the throne of 
the governor on this side the river. 
8 Next unto him repaired Uzziel the 
son of Harhaiah, of the goldsmiths. 
Next unto him also repaired Hana- 
niah the son of one of the apothe- 
caries, and they fortified Jerusalem 
unto the broad wall. 

9 And next unto them repaired 
Rephaiah the son of Hur, the ruler 
of the half part of Jerusalem. 

10 And next unto them repaired 
Jedaiah the son of Harumapl^ even 
over against his house. A^d next 
unto him repaired Hattush the son 
of Hashabniah. 


11 Malchijah the son of Harim, and 
Hashub the son of Pahath-moab, 
repaired the other piece, and the 
tower of the furnaces. 

12 And next unto him repaired 
Shallum the son of Halohesh, the 
ruler of the half part of Jerusalem, 
he and his daughters. 

13 The valley gate repaired Hanun, 
and the inhabitants of Zanoah ; they 
built it, and set up the doors thereof 
the locks thereof and the bars there- 
of and a thousand cubits on the wall 
unto the dung gata 

14 But the dung gate repaired Mal- 
chiah the son of Rechab, the ruler of 
part of Beth-haccerem ; he built it, 
and set up the doors thereof the 
locks thereof and the bars there- 
of 

16 But the gate of the fountain re- 
paired Shallun the son of Col-hozeh, 
the ruler of part of Mizpah ; he built 
it, and covered it, and set up the 
doors thereof the locks thereof and 
the bars thereof and the wall of the 
pool of Siloah by the king’s garden, 
and unto the stairs that go down 
from the city of David. 

16 After him repaired Nehemiah 
the son of Azbuk, the ruler of the 
half part of Beth-zur, unto the pla^ 
over against the sepulchres of David, 
and to the pool that was made, and 
unto the house of the mighty. 

17 After him repaired the Levites, 
Rehum the son of Bani. Next unto 
him repaired Hashabiah, the ruler 
of the half part of Keilah, in his 
part. 

18 After him repaired their bre- 
thren, Bavai the son of Henadad, the 
ruler of the half part of Keilah. 

19 And next to him repaired Ezer 
the son of Jeshua, the ruler of Miz- 
pah, another piece over against the 
going up to the armoury at the turn- 
ing of the wall. 

20 After him Baruch the son of 
Zabbai earnestly repaired the other 
piece, fi’om the turning of the wall 
unto the door of the house of Elia- 
shib the high priest. 

21 After him repaired Meremoth 
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the son of Urijah the son of Koz 
another piece, from the door of the 
house of Eliashib even to the end of 
the house of Eliashib. 

22 And after him repaired the 
priests, the men of the plain. 

23 After him repairea Benjamin 
and Hashub over a^inst their house. 
After him repaired Azariah the son 
of Maaseiah the son of Ananiah by 
his house. 

24 After him repaired Binnui the 
son of Henadad another piece, from 
the house of Azariah unto the turn- 
ing of the wall, even unto the cor- 
ner. 

25 Palal the son of Uzai, over a- 
gainst the turning of the wall, and 
the tower which lieth out from the 
king’s high house, that was by the 
court of the prison. After him Pe- 
daiah the son of Parosh. 

26 Moreover the Nethinims dwelt 
in Ophel, unto the place over against 
the water gate toward the east, and 
the tower that lieth out. 

27 After them the Tekoites repair- 
ed another piece, over against the 
great tower tnat lieth out, even unto 
the wall of Ophel. 

28 From above the horse gate re- 
paired the priests, every one over 
against his house. 

29 After them repaired Zadok the 
son of Immer over against his house. 
After him repaired also Shemaiah 
the son of Shechaniah, the keeper 
of the east gate. 

30 After him repaired Hananiah 
the son of Shelemiah, and Hanun the 
sixth son of Zalaph, another piece. 
After him repaired Meshullam the 
son of Berechiah over against his 
chamber. 

31 After him repaired Malchiah 
the goldsmith’s son unto the place 
of the Nethinims, and of the mer- 
chants, over against the gate Miph- 
kad, and to the going up of the 
comer. 

32 And between the going up of 
the comer unto the sheep gate re- 
paired the goldsmiths and the mei^ 
chants. 


CHAPTER IV. 

1 While the enemies scoffs Nehemiah prayeth and cotu 
tinueth the work, 7 Understanding the tvrath and 
secrets of the enemy ^ he setteth a watch. 13 He arvv- 
eth the labourers f 19 and giveth military precepts. 

B ut it came to pass, that when 
Sanballat heard that we budd- 
ed the wall, he was wroth, and took 

f reat indignation, and mocked the 
ews. 

2 And he spake before his brethren 
and the army of Samaria, and said. 
What do these feeble Jews? will 
they fortify themselves ? wiU they sa- 
crifice ? will they make an end in a 
day ? will they revive the stones out 
of the heaps of the rubbish which 
are burned? 

3 Now Tobiah the Ammonite was 
by him, and he said. Even that which 
they build, if a fox go up, he shall 
even break down their stone wall 
4 Hear, O our God; for we are 
despised: and turn their reproacli 
upon their own head, and give them 
for a prey in the land of captivity : 

5 And cover not their iniquity, and 
let not their sin be blotted out from 
before thee : for they have provoked 
thee to anger before the builders. 

6 So built we the wall ; and all the 
wall was joined together unto the 
half thereof: for the people had a 
mind to work. 

7 H But it came to pass, that when 
Sanballat, and Tobiah, and the Ara- 
bians, and the Ammonites, and the 
Ashdodites, heard that the walls of 
Jerusalem were made up, and that 
the breaches began to be stopped, 
then they were very wroth, 

8 And conspired all of them to- 

f ether to come and to fight against 
erasalem, and to hinder it. 

9 Nevertheless we made our prayer 
unto our God, and set a watch a- 
gainst them day and night, becaiise 
of them. 

10 And Judah said, The strength of 
the bearers of burdens is decayed, 
and there is much mbbish ; so that 
we are not able to build the wall 
11 And our adversaries said. They 
shall not know, neither see, till we 
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come in the midst among them, and 
slay them, and cause we work to 
cease. 

12 And it came to pass, that when 
the Jews which dwelt by them came, 
they said unto us ten times. From all 
places whence ye shall return imto 
us they will he upon you. 

13 If Therefore set I in the lower 
places behind the wall, and on the 
higher places, I even set the people 
after their families with their swords, 
their spears, and their bows. 

14 And I looked, and rose up, and 
said imto the nobles, and to the 
rulers, and to the rest of the people. 
Be not ye afraid of them : remem- 
ber the Lord, which is great and ter- 
rible, and fight for yovu* brethren, 
your sons, and yom* daughters, your 
wives, and your houses. 

15 And it came to pass, when om* 
enemies heard that it was known 
unto us, and God had brought their 
counsel to nought, that we returned 
all of us to the wall, every one unto 
his work. 

16 And it came to pass from that 
time forth, that the half of my ser- 
vants MTOught in the work, and the 
other half of them held both the 
spears, the shields, and the bows, 
and the habergeons ; and the rulers 
were behind ^1 the house of Ju- 
dah. 

17 They which builded on the wall, 
and they that bare burdens, with 
those that laded, every one with one 
of his hands wrought in the work, 
and with the other hand held a 
weapon. 

18 For the builders, every one had 
his sword girded by his side, and so 
builded. And he that soimded the 
trumpet was by me. 

19 if And I said unto the nobles, 
and to the rulers, and to the rest of 
the people. The work is great and 
large, and we are separated upon 
the wall, one far from another. 

20 In what place therefore ye hear 
the sound of the trumpet, resort ye 
thither unto us : our God shall fight 
for us. 


21 So we laboured in the work: 
and half of them held the spears 
from the rising of the morning till 
the stars appeared. 

22 Likewise at the same time said 
I vmto the people, Let every one 
with his servant lodge within Jeru- 
salem, that in the night they may 
be a guard to us, and labour on the 
day. 

23 So neither I, nor my brethren, 
nor my servants, nor the men of the 
guard which followed me, none of 
us put ofi* our clothes, saving that 
every one put them off for washing. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 The JewH complain of their debt, mortgage^ and boruU 
age. 6 Nehemiah, rehuketh the ueurers, and causeth 
them to make a covenant of restitution. 14 He for- 
heareth his own allowance,^ and keepeth hospitality. 

A nd there was a great cry of 
.. the people and of their wives 
against their brethren the Jews. 

2 For there were that said. We, 
our sons, and our daughters, are 
many: therefore we take up corn 
for them, that we may eat, and live. 

3 Some also there were that said. 
We have mortgaged our lands, vine- 
yards, and houses, that we might 
buy com, because of the dearth. 

4 There were also that said. We 
have borrowed money for the king’s 
tribute, and that upon our lands and 
vineyards. 

5 Yet now our fiesh is as the fiesh 
of our brethren, our children as their 
children : and, lo, we bring into bond- 
age our sons and our daughters to 
be servants, and some of our daugh- 
ters are brought unto bondage al- 
ready : neither is it in our power to 
redeem them; for other men have 
om* lands and vineyards. 

6 IT And I was very angry when I 
heard their cry and these words. 

7 Then I consulted with myself, and 
I rebuked the nobles, and the rulers, 
and said unto them. Ye exact usury, 
every one of his brother. And I set 
a great assembly against them. 

8 And I said unto them, We after 
our ability have redeemed our bre- 
thren the Jews, which were sold unto

AND all the people gathered thein- 
i\. selves together as one man into 
the street that was before the water 
gate ; and they spake unto Ezra the 
scribe to bring the book of the law 
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of Moses, which the Lord had com- 
manded to Israel. 

2 And Ezra the priest brought the 
law before the congregation both of 
men and women, and all that could 
hear with understanding, upon the 
first day of the seventh month. 

3 And he read therein before the 
street that was before the water gate 
from the morning until midday, be- 
fore the men and the women, and 
those that could understand; and 
the ears of all the people were atten- 
tive unto the book of the law. 

4 And Eizra the scribe stood upon 
a pulpit of wood, which they had 
made for the purpose; and beside 
him stood Mattithiah, and Shema, 
and Anaiah, and Urijah, and Hilkiah, 
and Maaseiah, on his right hand; | 
and on his left hand, Pedaiah, and 
Mishael, and Malchiah, and Hashum, | 
and Hashbadana, Zechariah, and 
Meshullam. 

5 And Ezra opened the book in 
the sight of all the people ; (for he 
was above all the people ;) and when 
he opened it, all the people stood 
up : 

6 And Ezra blessed the Lord, the 
great God. And all the people an- 
.swered. Amen, Amen, with lifting up 
their hands: and they bowed their 
heads, and worshipped the Lord 
with their faces to the ground. 

7 Also Jeshua, and Bani, and She- 
rebiah, Jamin, Akkub, Shabbethai, 
Hodijah, Maaseiah, Kelita, Azariah, 
Jozabad, Hanan, Pelaiah, and the 
Levites, caused the people to under- 
stand the law : and the people stood 
in their place. 

8 So they read in the book in the 

law of God distinctly, and gave the 
sense, and caused them to under- 
stand the reading. j 

9 1 And Nehemiah, which is the 
Tirshatha, and Ezra the priest the 
scribe, and the Levites that taught 
the people, said unto all the people. 
This day is holy unto the Lord yoiu' 
God ; mourn not, nor weep. For all 
the people wept, when they heard j 
the words of the law. 


I 10 Then he said unto them. Go 
i your way, eat the fat, and drink the 
sweet, and send portions unto them 
for whom nothing is prepared: for 
this day is holy imto our Lord : nei- 
ther be ye sorry ; for the joy of the 
: Lord is your strength. 

11 So the Levites stilled all the peo- 
ple, saying, Hold your peace, for the 
day is holy; neither be ye grieved. 

12 And all the people went their 
way to eat, and to drink, and to send 

ortions, and to make great mirth, 
ecause they had understood the 
words that were declared imto them. 

13 If And on the second day were 
gathered together the chief of the 
fathers of all the people, the priests, 
and the Levites, unto Ezra the scribe, 
even to understand the words of the 
law. 

14 And they found written in the 
law which the Lord had commanded 
by Moses, that the children of Israel 
should dwell in booths in the feast 
of the seventh month : 

16 And that they should publish 
I and proclaim in all their cities, and 
j in Jerusalem, saying. Go forth unto 

the mount, and fetch olive branches, 
and pine branches, and myrtle 
branches, and palm branches, and 
branches of thick trees, to make 
I booths, it is written. 

I 16 If So the people went forth, and 
I brought them, and made themselves 
I booths, every one upon the roof of 
I his house, and in their courts, and in 
I the courts of the house of God, and 
[ in the street of the water gate, and 
I in the street of the gate of Eph- 
' raim. 

17 And all the congregation of 
them that were come again out of 
the captivity made booths, and sat 
under the booths : for since the days 
of Jeshua the son of Nun imto that 
day had not the children of Israel 
done so. And there was very great 
gladness. 

18 Also day by day, from the first 
day unto the last day, he read in the 
book of the law of God. And they 
kept the feast seven days; and on 
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the eighth day vhm a solemn assem- 
bly, according unto the manner. 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 A solemn fast, and repentance if the people. 4 The 
Levites make a religious confession of God*s goodness, 
and their mckedness, 

N ow in the twenty and fourth 
day of this month the children 
of Israel were assembled with fast- 
ing, and with sackclothes, and earth 
upon them. 

2 And the seed of Israel separated 
themselves from all strangers, and 
stood and confessed their sins, and 
the iniquities of their fathers. 

3 And they stood up in their place, 
and read in the book of the law of 
the Lord their God one fourth part 
of the day ; and another fourth part 
they confessed, and worshipped the 
Lord their God. 

4 If Then stood up upon the stairs, of 
the Levites, Jeshua, and Bani, Kad- 
miel, Shebaniah, Bunni, Sherebiah, 
Bani, and Ghenani, and cried with 
a loud voice unto the Lord their 
God 

5 Then the Levites, Jeshua, and 
Kadmiel, Bani, Hashabniah, Shere- 
biah, Hodijah, Shebaniah, and Pe- 
thahiah, said. Stand up and bless 
the Lord your God for ever and 
ever: and blessed be thy glorious 
name, which is exalted above all 
blessing and praise. 

6 Thou, even thou, art Lord alone ; 
thou hast made heaven, the heaven 
of heavens, with all their host, the 
earth, and all things that are there- 
in, the seas, and all that is therein, 
and thou preservest them all; and 
the host of heaven worshippeth 
thee. 

7 Thou art the Lord the God who 
didst choose Abram, and broughtest 
him forth out of Ur of the Chaldees, 
and gavest him the name of Abra- 
ham; 

3 And foundest his heart faithful 
before thee, and madest a covenant 
with him to give the land of the Ca- 
naanites, the Hittites, the Amorites, 
and the Perizzites, and the Jebu- 
sites, and the Girgashites, to gfive 


it, I say, to his seed and hast pei - 
formed thy words ; for thou art 
righteous : 

9 And didst see the affliction of 
our fathers in Egypt, and heardest 
their cry by the Red sea; 

10 And shewedst signs and won 
ders upon Pharaoh, and on all his 
servants, and on all the people of 
his land : for thou knewest that they 
dealt proudly against them. So didst 
thou get thee a name, as if is this 
day. 

11 And thou didst divide the sea be- 
fore them, so that they went through 
the midst of the sea on the dry land ; 
and their persecutors thou threwest 
into the deeps, as a stone into the 
mighty waters. 

12 Moreover thou leddest them in 
the day by a cloudy pillar; and in 
the night by a pillar of fire, to give 
them light in the way wherein they 
should go. 

13 Thou earnest down also upon 
moimt Sinai, and spakest with them 
from heaven, and gavest them right 
judgments, and true laws, good sta- 
tutes and commandments: 

14 And madest known unto them 
thy holy sabbath, and commandedst 
them precepts, statutes, and laws, by 
the hand of Moses thy servant : 

15 And gavest them bread from hea- 
ven for their hunger, and brought- 
est forth water for them out of the 
rock for their thirst, and promisedst 
them that they should go in to pos- 
sess the land which thou hadst sworn 
to give them. 

16 But they and our fathers dealt 
proudly, and hardened their necks, 
and hearkened not to thy command 
ments, 

17 imd refused to obey, neither 
were mindful of thy wonders that 
thou didst among them; but hard- 
ened their necks, and in their rebel- 
lion appointed a captain to return 
to their bondage : but thou art 
a God ready to pardon, gracious 
and merciful, slow to anger, and of 
great kindness, and forsookest them 
not. 
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18 Yea, when they had made them 
a molten calf, and said. This is thy 
God that brought thee up out of 
Egypt, and had wrought great pro- 
vocations ; 

19 Yet thou in thy manifold mer- 
cies forsookest them not in the wil- 
derness: the pillar of the cloud de- 

E arted not from them by day, to 
sad them in the way ; neither the 
pillar of fire by night, to shew them 
fight, and the way wherein they 
sh^ould go. 

20 Thou gavest also thy good spirit 
to instruct them, and withheldest not 
thy manna from their mouth, and 
gavest them water for their thirst. 

21 Yea forty years didst thou sus- 
tain them in the wilderness, so that 
they lacked nothing ; their clothes 
waxed not old, and their feet swelled 
not. 

22 Moreover thou gavest them king- 
doms and nations, and didst divide 
them into corners : so they possessed 
the land of Sihoa and the land of 
the king of Heshbon, and the land of 
Og king of Bashan. 

23 Their children also multipliedst 
thou as the stars of heaven, and 
broughtest them into the land, con- 
cerning which thou hadst promised 
to their fathers, that they shoidd go 
in to possess it. 

24 So the children went in and pos- 
sessed the land, and thou subduedst 
before them the inhabitants of the 
land, the Canaanites, and gavest them 
into their hands, with their kings, 
and the people of the land, that they 
might do with them as they would. 

25 And they took strong cities, and 
a fat land, and possessed houses full 
of all goods, wells digged, vineyards, 
and oliveyards, and fruit trees in a- 
bundance : so they did eat, and were 
filled, and became fat, and delighted 
themselves in thy great goodness. 

26 Nevertheless they were disobe- 
dient, and rebelled against thee, and 
cast thy law behind meir backs, and 
slew thy prophets which testified a- 
gainst them to turn them to thee, and 
they wrought great provocations. 


27 Therefore thou deliveredst them 
into the hand of their enemies, who 
vexed them : and in the time of their 
trouble, when they cried unto thee, 
thou heardest tJwm from heaven ; 
and according to thy manifold mer- 
cies thou gavest them saviours, who 
saved them out of the hand of their 
enemies. 

28 But after they had rest, they did 
evil again before thee : therefore left- 
est thou them in the hand of their 
enemies, so that they had the do- 
minion over them: yet when they 
returned, and cried unto thee, thou 
heardest them from heaven ; and 
many times didst thou deliver them 
according to thy mercies; 

29 And testifiedst against them, 
that thou mightest bring them again 
unto thy law : yet they dealt proud- 
ly, and hearkened not unto thy com- 
mandments, but siimed against thy 
judgments, (which if a man do, he 
shall live in them ;) and withdrew 
the shoulder, and hardened their 
neck, and would not hear. 

30 Yet many years didst thou for- 
bear them, and testifiedst against 
them by thy spirit in thy prophets : 
yet woidd they not give ear: there- 
fore gavest thou them into the hand 
of the people of the lands. 

31 Nevertheless for thy gi'eat mer- 
cies’ sake thou didst not utterly con- 
sume them, nor forsake them ; for 
thou art a gracious and merciful 
God. 

32 Now therefore, our God, the 
great, the mighty, and the terrible 
God, who keepest covenant and 
mercy, let not all the trouble seem 
little before thee, that hath come 
upon us, on our kings, on our prin- 
ces, and on our priests, and on our 
prophets, and on our fathers, and on 
all thy people, since the time of the 
kings of Assyria unto this day. 

33 Howbeit thou art just in all 
that is brought upon us; for thou 
hast done right, but we have done 
wickedly : 

34 Neither have our kings, our 
princes, our priests, nor our fathers. 
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kept thy law, nor hearkened unto I 20 Magpiash, Meshullam, Hezir, 


thy commandments and thy testi- 
monies, wherewith thou didst testify 
against them. 

36 For they have not served thee 
in their kingdom, and in thy great 
p;oodnes8 that thou gavest them, and 
in the large and fat land which thou 
gavest before them, neither turned 
they from their wicked works. 

36 Behold, we are servants this day, 
and for the land that thou gavest 
unto our fathers to eat the fruit 
thereof and the good thereof, behold, 
we are servants in it : 

37 And it yieldeth much increase 
unto the kings whom thou hast set 
over us because of our sins: also 
they have dominion over our bodies, 
and over our cattle, at their pleasure, 
and we are in great distress. 

38 And because of all this we make 
a sure covenant, and write it; and 
our princes, Levites, and priests, seal 
unto it.

29 They clave to their brethren, 
their nobles, and entered into a 
curse, and into an oath, to walk in 
God’s law, which was given by Moses 
the servant of God, and to observe 
and do all the commandments of the 
Lord our Lord, and his judgments 
and his statutes; 

30 And that we would not give our 
daughters unto the people of the 
land, nor take their daughters for 
our sons: 

31 And if the people of the land 
bring ware or any victuals on the 
sabbath day to sell, that we would 
not buy it of them on the sabbath, 
or on the holy day : and that we 
would leave the seventh year, and 
the exaction of every debt 

32 Also we made ordinances for us, 
to charge ourselves yearly with the 
third part of a shekel for the service 
of the house of our God ; 

33 For the shewbread, and for the 
continual meat offering, and for the 
continual burnt offering, of the sab- 
baths, of the new moons, for the set 
feasts, and for the holy things, and 
for the sin offerings to make an 
atonement for Israel, and for all the 
work of the house of our God. 

34 And we cast the lots among the 
priests, the Levites, and the people, 
for the wood offering, to bring it 
into the house of our God, after the 
houses of our fathers, at times ap- 

I pointed year by year, to bum upon 
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the altar of the Lord our €rod, as U 
is written in the law: 

35 And to bring the firstfhiits of 
our ground, and the firstfiruits of all 
fhiit of all trees, year by year, unto 
the house of the Lord: 

36 Also the firstborn of our sons, 
and of our cattle, as is written 
in the law, and the firstlings of our 
herds and of our flocks, to bring to 
the house of our God, unto the 
priests that minister in the house of 
our God: 

37 And that we should bring the 
firstfruits of our dough, and our of- 
ferings, and the fhiit of all manner 
of trees, of wine and of oil, unto the 
priests, to the chambers of the house 
of our God; and the tithes of our 
ground unto the Levites, that the 
same Levites might have the tithes 
in all the cities of our tillage. 

38 And the priest the son of Aaron 
shall be with the Levites, when the 
Levites take tithes : and the Levites 
shall bring up the tithe of the tithes 
unto the house of our God, to the 
chambers, into the treasure house. 

39 For the children of Israel and 
the children of Levi shall bring the 
offering of the com, of the new 
wine, and the oil, unto the cham- 
bers, where are the vessels of the 
sanctuary, and the priests that min- 
ister, and the porters, and the sing- 
ers : and we will not forsake the 
house of our God. 

CHAPTER XI. 

1 The rulers, voluntary men, and the tenth man chosen 
by lot^ dwell at Jerusalem, 3 A catalogue of their 
mimes, 20 The residue dwell in other cities. 

A n D the rulers of the people 
_ dwelt at Jerusalem : the rest of 
the people also cast lots, to bring 
one of ten to dwell in Jerusalem 
the holy city, and nine parts to dwell 
in other cities. 

2 And the people blessed all the 
men, that wnlingly offered them- 
selves to dwell at Jerusalem. 

3 If Now these are the chief of the 
province that dwelt in Jerusalem: 
but in the cities of Judah dwelt every 
one in his possession in their cities, 
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of Jerusalem. 

to wit, Israel, the priests, and the 
Levites, and the Nethinims, and the 
children of Solomon’s servants. 

4 And at Jerusalem dwelt certain 
of the children of Judah, and of the 
children of Benjamin. Of the chil- 
dren of Judah ; Athaiah the son of 
Uzziah, the son of Zechariah, the son 
of Amariah, the son of Shephatiah, 
the son of Mahalaleel of the children 
of Perez ; 

5 And Maaseiah the son of Baruch, 
the son of Col-hozeh, the son of Ha- 
zaiah, the son of Adaiah, the son of 
Joiarib, the son of Zechariah, the son 
of Shiloni 

6 All the sons of Perez that dwelt 
at Jerusalem were four hundred 
threescore and eight valiant men. 

7 And these are the sons of Ben- 
jamin; Sallu the son of Meshullam, 
the son of Joed, the son of Pedaiah, 
the son of Kolaiah, the son of Maa- 
seiah, the son of Ithiel, the son of 
Jesaiah. 

8 And after him Gabbai, Sallai, nine 
hundred twenty and eight. 

9 And Joel the son of Zichri was 
their overseer: and Judah the son of 
Senuah was second over the city. 

10 Of the priests : Jedaiah the son 
of Joiarib, Jachin. 

11 Seraiah the son of Hilkiah, the 
son of Meshullam, the son of Zadok, 
the son of Meraioth, the son of Ahi- 
tub, was the ruler of the house of 
God. 

12 And their brethi’en that did the 
work of the house were eight hun- 
dred twenty and two: and Adaiah 
the son of Jeroham, the son of Pe- 
laliah, the son of Amzi, the son of 
Zechariah, the son of Pashur, the son 
of Malchiah, 

13 And his brethren, chief of the 
fathers, two hxmdred forty and two : 
and Amashai the son of Azareel, the 
son of Ahasai, the son of Meshille- 
moth, the son of Immer, 

14 And their brethren, mighty men 
of valour, an hundred twenty and 
eight: and their overseer was Zab- 
diel, the son of one of the great men. 

15 Also of the Levites: Shemaiah 
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The inhabitants of 

the son of Hashub, the son of Azri- 
kam, the son of Hashabiah, the son 
of Bunni ; 

16 And Shabbethai and Jozabad, 
of the chief of the Levites, had the 
oversight of the outward business of 
the house of God. 

17 And Mattaniah the son of Mi- 
cha, the son of Zabdi, the son of A- 
saph, was the principal to begin the 
thanksgiving m prayer : and Bak- 
bukiah the second among his bre- 
thren, and Abda the son of 8ham- 
mua, the son of Galal, the son of 
Jeduthun. 

18 All the Levites in the holy city 
were two hundred fourscore and four. 

19 Moreover the porters, Akkub, 
Talmon, and their brethren that kept 
the gates, were an hundred seventy 
and two. 

20 IT And the residue of Israel, of 
the priests, and the Levites, were in 
all the cities of Judah, every one in 
his inheritance. 

21 But the Nethinims dwelt in 
Ophel : and Ziha and Gispa were 
over the Nethinims. 

22 The overseer also of the Levites 
at Jerusalem was Uzzi the son of 
Bani, the son of Hashabiah, the son 
of Mattaniah, the son of Micha. Of 
the sons of Asaph, the singers were 
over the business of the house of 
God. 

23 For it was the king’s command- 
ment concerning them, that a certain 
portion should be for the singers, 
due for every day. 

24 And Pethahiah the son of Me- 
shezabeel, of the children of Zerah 
the son of Judah, was at the king’s 
hand in all matters concerning the 
people. 

25 And for the villages, with their 
fields, some of the children of Judah 
dwelt at Kirjath-arba, and in the vil- 
lages thereof, and at Dibon, and in 
the villages thereof, and at Jekab- 
zeel, and in the villages thereof, 

26 And at Jeshua, and at Moladah, 
and at Beth-phelet, 

27 And at Hazar-shual, and at Beer- 
sheba, and in the villages thereof, 


fhe other cities. 

28 And at Ziklag, and at Mekonah, 
and in the villages thereof, 

29 And at En-rimmon, and at Za- 
reah, and at Jarmuth, 

30 Zanoah, Adullam, and in their 
villages, at Lachish, and the fields 
thereof at Azekah, and in the vil- 
lages thereof And they dwelt from 
Beer-sheba unto the valley of Hin- 
nom. 

31 The children also of Benjamin 
from Geba dwelt at Michmash, and 
Aija, and Beth-el, and in their vil- 
lages, 

32 And at Anathoth, Nob, Ananiah, 

33 Hazor, Hamah, Gittaim, 

34 Hadid, Zeboim, Neballat, 

35 Lod, and Ono, the valley of 
craftsmen. 

36 And of the Levites were divisions 
in Judah, and in Benjamin. 

C HAPTER XII. 

I The priests', 8 and the Lexnieft, which came up with 

Zi^vhbabel, 10 The mccesaion of high priests, 

Certaht chief Levites. 27 The solemn ity of the dedi’- 

cation of the walls. 4-4 The offices of priests and 

Levites appointed in the temple. 

N ow these are the priests and 
the Levites that went up with 
Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, and 
Jeshua: Seraiah, Jeremiah, Ezra, 

2 Amariah, Malluch, Hattush, 

3 Shechaniah, Rehum, Meremoth, 

4 Iddo, Ginnetho, Abijah, 

5 Miamin, Maadiah, Bilgah, 

6 Shemaiah, and Joiarib, Jedaiah, 

7 Sallu, Amok, Hilkiah, Jedaiah. 
These were the chief of the priests 
and of their brethren in the days of 
Jeshua. 

8 Moreover the Levites : Jeshua, 
Binnui, Kadmiel, Sherebiah, Judah, 
and Mattaniah, which was over the 
thanksgiving, he and his brethren. 

9 Also Bakbukiah and Unni, their 
brethren, were over against them in 
the watches. 

10 If And Jeshua begat Joiakim, 
Joiakim also begat Eliashib, and 
Eliashib begat Joiada, 

11 And Joiada begat Jonathan, 
and Jonathan begat Jaddua. 

12 And in the days of Joiakim 
were priests, the chief of the fathers : 
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Succession of high priests. 

of Seraiah, Meraiah ; of Jeremiah, 
Hananiah ; 

13 Of Ez^ Meshullam ; of Amariah, 
Jehohanan ; 

14 Of Melicu, Jonathan; of Sheba- 
niah, Joseph ; 

15 Of Harim, Adna; of Meraioth, 
Helkai ; 

16 Of Iddo, Zechariah; of Ginne- 
thon, Meshullam ; 

17 Of Abijah, Zichri ; of Miniamin, 
of Moadiah, Piltai ; 

18 Of Bilgah, Shammua; of She- 
maiah, Jehonathan; 

19 And of Joiarib, Mattenai ; of Je- 
daiah, Uzzi; 

20 Of Sallai, Eallai ; of Amok, Eber ; 

21 Of Hilkiah, Hashabiah; of Je- 
daiah, Nethaneel. 

22 If The Levites in the days of 
Eliashib, Joiada, and Johanan, and 
Jaddua, were recorded chief of the 
fathers : also the priests, to the reign 
of Darius the Persian. 

23 The sons of Levi, the chief of the 
fathers, were written in the book of 
the chronicles, even until the days of 
Johanan the son of Eliashib. 

24 And the chief of the Levites: 
Hashabiah, Sherebiah, and Jeshua 
the son of Kadmiel, with their bre- 
thren over against them, to praise 
and to give thanks, according to the 
commandment of David the man of 
God, ward over against ward. 

25 Mattaniah, and Bakbukiah, Oba- 
diah, Meshullam, Talmon, .^Jckub, 
were porters keeping the ward at the 
thresholds of the gates. 

26 These were in the days of Joia- 
kim the son of Jeshua, the son of 
Jozadak, and in the days of Nehemiah 
the governor, and of Ezra the priest, 
the scribe. 

27 If And at the dedication of the 
wall of Jerusalem they sought the 
Levites out of all their places, to 
bring them to Jerusalem, to keep the 
dedication with gladness, both with 
thanksgivings, and with singing, with 
cymbals, psalteries, and with harps. 

28 And the sons of the singers gar 
thered themselves together, both out 
of the plain country round about 
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Jerusalem, and from the villages of 
Netophathi ; 

29 Also from the house of Gilgal, 
and out of the fields of Geba and 
A^maveth : for the singers had build- 
ed them villages round about Jeru- 
salem. 

30 And the priests and the Levites 
purified themselves, and purified 
the people, and the gates, and the 
wall. 

31 Then I brought up the princes 
of Judah upon the wall, and appoint- 
ed two great companies of tJimi that 
gave thanks, whereof one went on the 
right hand upon the wall toward the 
dung gate : 

32 And after them went Hoshaiah, 
and half of the princes of Judah, 

33 And Azariah, Ezra, and Meshul- 
lam, 

34 Judah, and Benjamin, and She- 
maiah, and Jeremiah, 

35 And certain of the priests’ sons 
with trumpets ; namely, Zechariah the 
son of Jonathan, the son of Shemaiah, 
the son of Mattaniah, the son of Mi- 
chaiah, the son of Zaccvu’, the son of 
Asaph : 

36 And his brethren, Shemaiah, and 
Azarael, Milalai, Gilalai, Maai, Ne- 
thaneel, and Judah, Hanani, with the 
musical instruments of David the man 
of God, and Ezra the scribe before 
them. 

37 And at the fountain gate, which 
was over against them, they went up 
by the stairs of the city of David, at 
the going up of the wall, above the 
house of David, even mito the water 
gate eastward. 

38 And the other company of them 
thxjd gave thanks went over against 
them, and I after them, and the half 
of the people upon the wall, from be- 
yond the tower of the furnaces even 
unto the broad wall ; 

39 And from above the g^te of 
Ephraim, and above the old gate, and 
above the fish gate, and the tower of 
Hananeel, and the tower of Meah, 
even unto the sheep gate : and they 
stood still in the prison gate. 

40 So stood the two companies of 



larad is s^araied from 

them that gave thanks in the house of 
God, and I, and the half of the rulers 
with me : 

41 And the priests; Eliakim, Maa- 
seiah, Miniamin, Michaiah, Elioenai, 
Zechariah, and Hananiah, with trum- 
pets ; 

42 And Maaseiah, and Shemaiah, 
and Eleazar, and Uzzi, and Jehoha- 
nan, and Malchijah, and Elam, and 
Ezer. And the singers sang loud, 
with Jezraiah their overseer. 

43 Also that day they offered great 
sacrifices, and rejoiced : for God had 
made them rejoice with great joy: 
the wives also and the children re- 
joiced : so that the joy of Jerusalem 
was heard even afar off 

44 If And at that time were some 
appointed over the chambers for the 
treasures, for the offerings, for the 
firstfruits, and for the tithes, to ga- 
ther into them out of the fields of 
the cities the portions of the law for 
the priests and Levites: for Judah 
rejoiced for the priests and for the 
Ijevites that waited. 

45 And both the singers and the 
j)orters kept the ward of their God, 
and the ward of the purification, 
according to the commandment of 
David, and of Solomon his son. 

46 For in the days of David and 
Asaph of old there were chief of the 
singers, and songs of praise and 
thanksgiving unto God. 

47 And all Israel in the days of Ze- 
rubbabel, and in the days of Nehe- 
miah, gave the portions of the singers 
and the porters, every day his por- 
tion : and they sanctified holy things 
imto the Levites; and the Levites 
sanctified them unto the children of 
Aaron. 

CHAPTER Xlll. 

1 Upon the reading of the law separation is made from 
the mixed multitude. 4 Nehemiah at his return 
causeth the chambers to be cleansed. 10 He reformeth 
the offices in the house of God. 15 The violation of 
the sabbath, 23 and the marriages with strange wives. 

O N that day they read in the book 
of Moses in the audience of the 
people ; and therein was found writ- 
ten, that the Ammonite and the 


the mixed mvltitude. 

Moabite should not come into the 
congregation of God for ever; 

2 Because they met not the children 
of Israel with bread and with water, 
but hired Balaam against them, that 
he should curse them: howbeit our 
God turned the curse into a bless- 
ing. 

3 Now it came to pass, when they 
had heard the law, that they sepa- 
rated from Israel all the mixed mul- 
titude. 

4 IT And before this, Eliashib the 
priest, having the oversight of the 
chamber of the house of our God, 
was allied imto Tobiah: 

5 And he had prepared for him a 
great chamber, where aforetime they 
laid the meat offerings, the frankin- 
cense, and the vessels, and the tithes 
of the com, the new wine, and the 
oil, which was commanded to he given 
to the Levites, and the singers, and 
the porters ; and the offerings of the 
priests. 

6 But in all this time was not I at 
Jerusalem: for in the two and thir- 
tieth year of Artaxerxes king of Baby- 
lon came I unto the king, and after 
certain days obtained 1 leave of the 
king: 

7 And I came to Jerusalem, and 
understood of the evil that Eliashib 
did for Tobiah, in preparing him a 
chamber in the courts of the house 
of God. 

8 And it grieved me sore : therefore 
I cast forth all the household stuff of 
Tobiah out of the chamber. 

9 Then I commanded, and they 
cleansed the chambers: and thither 
brought I again the vessels of the 
house of Go4 with the meat offering 
and the frankincense. 

10 IF And I perceived that the por- 
tions of the Levites had not been 
given them : for the Levites and the 
singers, that did the work, were fled 
every one to his field. 

11 Then contended I with the ru- 
lers, and said. Why is the house of 
God forsaken ? And I gathered 
them together, and set them in their 
place. 
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12 Then brought all Judah the 
tithe of the com and the new wine 
and the oil unto the treasuries. 

13 And I made treasurers over the 
treasuries, Shelemiah the priest, and 
Zadok the scribe, and of the Levites, 
Pedaiah : and next to them was 
Hanan the son of Zaccur, the son 
of Mattaniah : for they were counted 
faithful, and their office was to dis- 
tribute unto their brethren. 

14 Remember me, O my God, con- 
cerning this, and wipe not out my 
good deeds that I have done for the 
house of my God, and for the offices 
thereof 

15 IT In those days saw I in Judah 
soTne treading wine presses on the 
sabbath, and bringing in sheaves, and 
lading asses; as also wine, gi*apes, 
and figs, and all manner of burdens, 
which they brought into Jerusalem 
on the sabbath day : and I testified 
against them in the^day wherein they 
sold victuals. 

16 There dwelt men of Tyre also 
therein, which brought fish, and all 
maimer of ware, and sold on the sab- 
bath unto the children of Judah, and 
in Jerusalem. 

17 Then I contended with the no- 
bles of Judah, and said unto them. 
What evil thing is this that ye do, 
and profane the sabbath day? 

18 Did not your fathers thus, and 
did not our God bring all this evil 
upon us, and upon this city ? yet ye 
bring more wrath upon Israel by 
profaning the sabbath. 

19 And it eame to pass, that when 
the gates of Jerusalem began to be 
dark before the sabbath, I command- 
ed that the gates should be shut, 
and charged that they should not be 
opened till after the sabbath: and 
some of my servants set I at the 

ates, that there should no burden 
e brought in on the sabbath day. 

20 So the merchants and sellers of 
all kind of ware lodged without Je- 
rusalem once or twice. 

21 Then 1 testified against them, and 
said unto them. Why lodge ye about 


the wall ? if ye do so again, I will lay 
hands on you. From that time forth 
came they no more on the sabbath. 

22 And I commanded the LeAdtes 
that they should cleanse themselves, 
and that they should come and keep 
the gates, to sanetify the sabbath day. 
Remember me, O my God, concerning 
this also, and spare me according to 
the greatness of thy mercy. 

23 1 In those days also saw I Jews 
that had married wives of Ashdod, 
of Ammon, atid of Moab : 

24 And their children spake half 
in the speech of Ashdod, and could 
not speak in the Jews’ language, but 
according to the language of each 
people. 

25 And I contended with them, and 
eursed them, and smote certain of 
them, and plucked off their hair, and 
made them swear by God, saying. Ye 
shall not give your daughters unto 
their sons, nor take their daughters 
unto your sons, or for youi*selves. 

26 Did not Solomon king of Israel 
sin by these things ? yet among many 
nations was there no king like him, 
who was beloved of his God, and God 
made him king over all Israel : never- 
theless even him did outlandish wo- 
men cause to sin. 

27 Shall we then hearken unto you 
to do all this great evil, to transgress 
against our God in marrying strange 
wives ? 

28 And one of the sons of Joiada, 
the son of Eliashib the high priest, 
was son in law to Sanballat the Ho- 
ronite : therefore I chased him from 
me. 

29 Remember them, O my God, 
because they have defiled the priest- 
hood, and the covenant of the priest- 
hood, and of the Levites. 

30 Thus cleansed I them from all 
strangers, and appointed the wards 
of the priests and the Levites, every 
one in nis business ; 

31 And for the wood offering, at 
times appointed, and for the first- 
fruits. Remember me, O my God, 
for good. 
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BOOK OF ESTHER. 


CHAPTER I. 

I Afumierus maketh royal feasta. 1 0 VaMiy sent fovy 
refuseth to come, 13 AhasueruSy Inf the counsel of 
Mmiucauy maketh the decree of mens sovereignty. 

N ow it came to pass in the days 
of Ahasuerus, (this is Ahasue- 
rus which reigned, from India even 
unto Ethiopia, over an hundred and 
seven and twenty provinces :) 

2 That in those days, when the 
kmg Ahasuerus sat on the throne of 
his kingdom, which was in Shushan 
the palace, 

3 In the third year of his reign, 
he made a feast unto all his princes 
and his servants ; the power of Per- 
sia and Media, the nobles and princes 
of the provinces, being before him : 

4 When he shewed the riehes of his 
glorious kingdom and the honoiu* of 
his excellent majesty many days, even 
an hundred and fourscore days. 

5 And when these days were ex- 
pired, the king made a feast unto 
all the people that were present in 
Shushan the palace, both unto great 
and small, seven days, in the court 
of the garden of the king’s palace ; 

6 Where were white, green, and 
blue, hangings, fastened with cords 
of fine linen and purple to silver 
rings and pillars of marble : the 
beds were of gold and silver, upon 
a pavement of red, and blue, and 
white, and black, marble. 

7 And they gave them drink in 
vessels of gold, (the vessels being 
diverse one from another,) and royal 
wine in abundance, according to the 
state of the king. 

8 And the drinking was accord- 
ing to the law ; none did compel : 
for so the king had appointed to all 
the officers of his house, that they 


should do according to every man’s 
pleasure. 

9 Also Vashti the queen made a 
feast for the women in the royal 
house which belonged to king Aha- 
suerus. 

10 If On the seventh day, when the 
heart of the king was merry with 
wine, he commanded Mehuman, Biz 
tha, Harbona, Bigtha, and Abagtha. 
Zethar, and Carcas, the seven cham- 
berlains that served in the presence 
of Ahasuerus the king, 

11 To bring Vashti the queen be- 
fore the king with the crown royal, 
to shew the people and the princes 
her beauty : for she was fair to look 
on. 

12 But the queen Vashti refused to 
come at the king’s commandment 
by his chamberlains : therefore was 
the king very wroth, and his anger 
burned in him. 

13 If Then the king said to the 
wise men, which knew the times, (for 
so was the king’s manner toward all 
that knew law and judgment : 

14 And the next unto him was 
Carshena, Shethar, Admatha, Tar- 
shish. Meres, Marsena, and Memu- 
can, the seven princes of Persia and 
Media, which saw the king’s face, 
and which sat the first in the king- 
dom j) 

16 wTiat shall we do unto the queen 
Vashti according to law, because she 
hath not performed the command- 
ment of the king Ahasuerus by the 
chamberlains ? 

16 And Memucan answered before 
the king and the princes, Vashti the 
queen hath not done wrong to the 
king only, but also to all the princes, 
and to all the people that are in

all the provinces of the king Ahar 
suerus. 

17 For this deed of the queen shall 
come abroad unto aJl women, so that 
they shall despise their husbands in 
their eyes, when it shall be report- 
ed, The king Ahasuerus commanded 
Vashti the queen to be brought in 
before him, but she came not. 

18 Likewise shall the ladies of Per- 
sia and Media say this day unto all 
the king’s princes, which have heard j 
of the deed of the queen. Thus sIwU 
there arise too much contempt and 
wrath. 

19 If it please the king, let there 
go a royal commandment from him, 
and let it be written among the laws 
of the Persians and the Medes, that 
it be not altered. That Vashti come 
no more before king Ahasuerus ; and 
let the king give her royal estate 
unto another that is better than 
she. 

20 And when the king’s decree j 
which he shall make shall be pub- 
lished throughout all his empire, (for | 
it is great,) all the wives shall give to | 
their husbands honour, both to great | 
and small 


I that ministered xmto him. Let there 
j be fair young virgins sought for the 
king: 

3 And let the king appoint officers 
in all the provinces of his kingdom, 
that they may gather together 5l the 
fair young virgins unto Shushan the 

j palace, to the house of the women, 
unto the custody of Hege the king’s 
I chamberlain, keeper of the women; 
and let their things for purification 
be given them: 

4 And let the maiden which pleas- 
eth the king be queen instead of 
Vashti. And the thing pleased the 
king; and he did so. 

6 1 Now in Shushan the palace 
there was a certain Jew, whose name 
was Mordecai, the son of Jair, the 
I son of Shimei, the son of Kish, a 
Benjamite; 

6 Who had been carried away from 
Jerusalem with the captivi^ which 
had been carried away with cJeconiah 
king of Judah, whom Nebuchadnez- 
zar the king of Babylon had carried 
away. 

7 And he brought up Hadassah, 
that is, Esther, his uncle’s daughter : 
for she had neither father nor mo- 


21 And the saying pleased the king 
and the princes; and the king did 
according to the word of Memucan : 

22 For he sent letters into all the 
king’s provinces, into every province 
according to the writing thereof, and 
to eveiy people after their language, 
that every man should bear rule in 
his own house, and that U should be 
published according to the language 
of every people. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 Out of the choice of virgins a queen is to be chosen, 
5 Mordecai the nursing father of Esther. 8 Esther 
is preferred by Hegai bqfore the rest, 12 The manner 
of purification, and going in to the king. 15 Esther 
best pleasing the king is made queen. 21 Mordecai 
discovering a treason is recorded in the chronicles. 

AFTER these things, when the 
wrath of king j^asuerus was 
appeased, he remembered Vashti, 
and what she had done, and what 
was decreed against her. 

2 Then said the king’s servants 


ther, and the maid was fair and 
beautiful ; whom Mordecai, when her 
father and mother were dead, took 
for his own daughter. 

8 1 So it came to pass, when the 
king’s commandment and his decree 
was heard, and when many maidens 
were gathered together unto Shu- 
shan the palace, to the custody of 
Hegai, that Esther was brought also 
unto the king’s house, to the custody 
of Hegai, keeper of the women. 

9 And the maiden pleased him, and 
she obtained kindness of him; and 
he speedily gave her her things for 

{ )urincation, with such things as be- 
on^ed to her, and seven maidens, 
which were meet to be given her, 
out of the king’s house : and he 
preferred her and her maids unto 
the best place of the house of the 
women. 

10 Esther had not shewed her peo- 
ple nor her kindred: for Mordecai 
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had charged her that she should not 
shew U. 

11 And Mordecai walked every day 
before the court of the women’s house, 
to know how Esther did, and what 
should become of her. 

12 IT Now when every maid’s turn 
was come to go in to king Ahasue- 
rus, after that she had been twelve 
months, according to the manner of 
the women, (for so were the days of 
their purifications accomplished, to 
wit, six months with oil of myrrh, 
and six months with sweet odours, 
and with other things for the purify- 
ing of the women;) 

13 Then thus came every maiden 
unto the king; whatsoever she de- 
sired was given her to go with her 
out of the house of the women unto 
the king’s house. 

14 In the evening she went, and on 
the morrow she returned into the 
second house of the women, to the 
custody of Shaashgaz, the king’s 
chamberlain, which kept the concu- 
bines: she came in unto the king 
no more, except the king delighted 
in her, and that she were called by 
name. 

15 IT Now when the turn of Esther, 
the daughter of Abihail the uncle of 
Mordecai, who had taken her for his 
daughter, was come to go in unto 
the king, she required nothing but 
what Hegai the king’s chamberlain, 
the keeper of the women, appoint- 
ed. And Esther obtained favour in 
the sight of all them that looked 
upon her. 

16 8o Esther was taken unto king 
Ahasuerus into his house royal in 
the tenth month, which is the month 
Tebeth, in the seventh year of his 
reign. 

17 And the king loved Esther above 
all the women, and she obtained 
glace and favour in his sight more 
than all the virgins ; so that he 
set the royal crown upon her head, 
and made her queen instead of 
Vashti 

18 Then the king made a CTeat 
feast unto all his princes and his 


servants, even Esther’s feast ; and he 
made a release to the provinces, and 
gave gifts, according to the state of 
the l^g. 

19 And when the virgins were ga- 
thered together the second time, 
then Mordecai sat in the king’s gate. 

20 Esther had not yet shewed her 
kindred nor her people; as Mor- 
decai had charged her: for Esther 
did the commandment of Mordecai, 
like as when she was brought up with 
him. 

21 f In those days, while Mordecai 
sat in the king’s gate, two of the 
king’s chamberlains, Bigthan and 
Teresh, of those which kept the 
door, were wroth, and sought to lay 
hand on the king Ahasuerus. 

22 And the thing was known to 
Mordecai, who told it unto Esther 
the queen ; and Esther certified the 
king thereof in Mordecai’s name. 

23 And when inquisition was made 
of the matter, it was found out; 
therefore they were both hanged on 
a tree : and it was written in the 
book of the chronicles before the 
king. 

CHAPTER m. 

1 Haman, advanced by the king, and desjnsed by Mor- 
decai, seeketh revenge upon all the Jews. 7 He cast- 

eth lots. 8 He obtaimth by calumniation a decree oj 

the king to put the Jews to death, 

AFTER these things did king 
XX Ahasuerus promote Haman the 
son of Hammedatha the Agagite, 
and advanced him, and set his seat 
above all the princes that were with 
him. 

2 And all the king’s servants, that 
were in the king’s gate, bowed, and 
reverenced Haman : for the king 
had so commanded concerning him. 
But Mordecai bowed not, nor did 
him reverence. 

3 Then the king’s servants, which 
voere in the kings gate, said imto 
Mordecai, Why transgressest thou 
the king’s commandment? 

4 Now it came to pass, when they 
spake daily unto him, and he heark- 
ened not unto them, that they told 
Haman, to see whether Mordecai’s 
n 
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matters would stand : for he had told 
them that he was a Jew. 

5 And when Haman saw that Mor- 
decai bowed not, nor did him re- 
verence, then was Haman fiill of 
wrath. 

6 And he thought scorn to lay 
hands on Mordecai alone; for they 
had shewed him the people of Mor- 
decai: wherefore Haman sought to 
destroy all the Jews that were 
throughout the whole kingdom of 
Ahasuerus, even the people of Mor- 
decai. 

7 1 In the first month, that is, the 
month Nisan, in the twelfth year 
of king Ahasuerus, they cast Pur, 
that is, the lot, before Haman from 
day to day, and from month to 
month, to the twelfth month, that is, 
the month Adar. 

8 If And Haman said imto king 
Ahasuerus, There is a certain peo- 
ple scattered abroad and dispersed 
among the people in all the pro- 
vinces of thy kingdom; and their 
laws are diverse irom all people; 
neither keep they the king^s laws: 
therefore it is not for the king’s 
profit to sufler them. 

9 If it please the king, let it be 
written that they may be destroyed : 
and I will pay ten thousand talents 
of silver to the hands of those that 
have the charge of the business, to 
bring it into the king’s treasuries. 

10 And the king took his ring from 
his hand, and gave it unto Hainan 
the son of Hammedatha the Agagite, 
the Jews’ enemy. 

11 And the king said unto Haman, 
The silver is given to thee, the peo- 
ple also, to do with them as it seem- 
eth good to thee. 

12 Then were the king’s scribes 
called on the thirteenth day of the 
first month, and there was written 
according to all that Haman had 
commanded unto the king’s lieu- 
tenants, and to the governors that 
were over every province, and to the 
rulers of every people of every pro- 
vince according to the writing there- 
of, and to every people after their

language ; in the name of king Aha- 
suerus was it written, and sealed with 
the king’s ring. 

13 And the letters were sent by 
posts into all the king’s provinces, 
to destroy, to kill, and to cause to 
perish, all Jews, both young and old, 
little children and women, in one 
day, even upon the thirteenth day 
of the twelfth month, which is the 
month Adar, and to take the spoil of 
them for a prey. 

14 The copy of the writinp; for a 
commandment to be given m every 
province was published unto all peo- 
ple, that they should be ready against 
that day. 

15 The posts went out, being hast- 
ened by the king’s commandment, 
and the decree was given in Shu- 
shan the palace. And the king and 
Haman sat down to drink; but the 
city Shushan was perplexed

CHAPTER IV. 

The great mourning of Mordecai and tfte Jeu)s. 4 
EstfieTy und£r8Umding it, smdeth to Mordecuiy who 
sheweth the causvy and adviseth her to undertake the 
suit. 10 She excusing herself is threatened Ity Mor^ 
decai. 1.5 She appointing a fast undertaketh the 
suit. 

HEN Mordecai perceived all 
that was done, Mordecai rent 
his clothes, and put on sackcloth with 
ashes, and went out into the midst of 
the city, and cried with a loud and a 
bitter cry ; 

2 And came even before the king’s 
gate : for none might enter into the 
Mng’s gate clothed with sackcloth. 

3 And in every province, whither- 
soever the king’s commandment and 
his decree came, there was great 
mourning among the Jews, and fast- 
ing, and weeping, and wailing; and 
many lay in sackcloth and ashes. 

4 If So Esther’s maids and her 
chamberlains came and told it her. 
Then was the queen exceedingly 
grieved; and she sent raiment to 
clothe Mordecai, and to take away 
his sackcloth fi*om him: but he re- 
ceived it not. 

6 Then called Esther for Hatach, 
one of the king’s chamberlains, whom 
he had appointed to attend upon 
'u6 
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her, and gave him a commandment 
to Mordecai, to know what it was, 
and why it was. 

6 So Hatach went forth to Morde- 
cai unto the street of the city, which 
was before the king’s gate. 

7 And Mordecai told him of all 
that had happened imto him, and of 
the sum of the money that Haman 
had promised to pay to the king’s 
treasuries for the Jews, to destroy 
them. 

8 Also he gave him the copy of the 
writing of the decree that was given 
at Shushan to destroy them, to shew 
zt unto Esther, and to declare tt un- 
to her, and to charge her that she 
should go in unto the king, to make 
supplication unto him, and to make 
request before him for her j^ople. 

9 And Hatach came and told Esther 
the words of Mordecai. 

10 t Again Esther spake unto Ha- 
tach, and gave him commandment 
unto Mordecai ; 

11 All the king’s servants, and the 
people of the king’s provinces, do 
know, that whosoever, whether man 
or woman, shall come unto the king 
into the inner court, who is not call- 
ed, there is one law of his to put Mm 
to death, except such to whom the 
king shall hold out the golden scep- 
tre, that he may live : but I have not | 
been called to come in unto the king 
these thirty days. 

12 And they told to Mordecai Es- 
ther’s words. 

13 Then Mordecai commanded to 
answer Esther, Think not with thyself 
that thou shalt escape in the king’s 
house, more than all the Jews. 

14 For if thou altogether boldest 
thy peace at this time, then shall 
there enlargement and deliverance 
arise to the Jews from another place; 
but thou and thy father’s house shall 
be destroyed : and who knoweth whe- 
ther thou art come to the kingdom 
for such a time as this? 

15 IT Then Esther bade them return 
Mordecai this answer, 

16 Go, gather together all the Jews 
that are present in Shushan, and fast 


ye for me, and neither eat nor drink 
three days, night or day : I also and 
my maidens will fast likewise; and 
so will I go in unto the king, which 
is not according to the law : and if I 
perish, I perish. 

17 So Mordecai went his way, and 
did according to all that Esther had 
commanded him. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 Esther, adventuring on the kings favour, obtaineth 
the grace of the golden sceptre, and inviteth the king 
and Haman to a banquet. 6 She, being encouragea 
by the king in her suit, inviteth them to another ban- 
quet the next day. 9 Haman, proud of his advance- 
ment, repineth ai the contempt of Mordecai. 14 By 
the counsel of Zeresh he buildeth for him a pair oj 
gallows. 

N ow it came to pass on the third 
day, that Esther put on her 
royal appard, and stood in the in- 
ner court of the king’s house, over 
against the king’s house : and the 
king sat upon his royal throne in the 
royal house, over against the gate of 
the house. 

2 Ajid it was so, when the king 
saw Esther the queen standing in 
the court, that she obtained favour 
in his sight : and the king held out 
to Esther the golden sceptre that 
was in his hand. So Esther drew 
near, and touched the top of the 
sceptre. 

3 Then said the king unto her. 
What wilt thou, queen Esther? and 
what is thy request? it shall be 
even given thee to the half of the 
kingdom. 

4 And Esther answered. If it seem 
good unto the king, let the king 
and Haman come this day unto the 
banquet that I have prepared for 
him. 

5 Then the king said, Cause Haman 
to make haste, that he may do as 
Esther hath said. So the ^g and 
Haman came to the banquet that 
Esther had prepared. 

6 IT And the king said unto Esther 
at the banquet of wine. What is thy 
petition? and it shall be granted 
thee : and what is thy request ? even 
to the half of the kmgdom it shall 
be performed. 
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7 Then answered Esther, and said. 
My petition and my request is ; 

8 If I have found mvour in the 
sight of the king, and if it please 
the king to grant my petition, and 
to perform my request, let the king 
and Haman come to the banquet 
that I shall prepare for them, and 
I will do to morrow as the king hath 
said. 

9 IT Then went Haman forth that 
day joyful and with a glad heart: 
but when Haman saw Mordeeai in 
the king’s gate, that he stood not up, 
nor moved for him, he was fiifl of 
indignation against Mordeeai. 

10 Nevertheless Haman refrained 
himself: and when he came home, 
he sent and called for his friends, 
and Zeresh his wife. 

11 And Haman told them of the 
glory of his riches, and the multi- 
tude of his children, and all the 
things wherein the king had pro- 
moted him, and how he had ad- 
vanced him above the princes and 
servants of the king. 

12 Haman said moreover, Yea, Es- 
ther the queen did let no man come 
in with the king unto the banquet 
that she had prepared but myself; 
and to morrow am I invited unto 
her also with the king. 

13 Yet all this availeth me nothing, 
so long as I see Mordeeai the Jew 
sitting at the king’s gate. 

14 If Then said Zeresh his wife and 
all his friends unto him. Let a gal- 
lows be made of fifty cubits high, 
and to morrow speak thou unto the 
king that Mordeeai may be hanged 
thereon: then go thou in merrily 
with the king unto the banquet. 
And the thing pleased Haman ; and 
he caused the gallows to be made. 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 Ahasuerus, reading in the chronicles of the good ser- 
vice done by Mordeeai, taketh care for his reward, 4 
Haman, coming to sue that Mord^ai might he hanged, 
unawares giveth counsel that he might do him honour. 
12 Complaining of his misfortune, his friends tell 
him of his final destiny. 

O N that night could not the king 
sleep, and he commanded to 


bring the book of records of the 
chronicles ; and they were read be- 
fore the l^g. 

2 And it was found written, that 
Mordeeai had told of Bigthana and 
Teresh, two of the king’s chamber- 
lains, the keepers of the door, who 
sought to lay hand on the king Aha- 
suerus. 

3 And the king said. What honour 
and dignity hath been done to Mor- 
decai for this ? Then said the king’s 
servants that ministered imto him. 
There is nothing done for him. 

4 If And the king said, Who is in 
the court? Now Haman was come 
into the outward comrt of the king’s 
house, to speak unto the king to 
hang Mordeeai on the gallows that 
he had prepared for him. 

6 And the king’s servants said unto 
him, Behold, Haman standeth in the 
court. And the king said. Let him 
come in. 

6 So Haman came in. And the 
king said unto him. What shall be 
done unto the man whom the king 
delighteth to honour ? Now Haman 
thought in his heart. To whom would 
the king delight to do honour more 
than to myself? 

7 And Haman answered the king. 
For the man whom the king delight- 
eth to honour, 

8 Let the royal apparel be brought 
which the king meth to wear, and 
the horse that the king rideth upon, 
and the crown royal which is set 
upon his head: 

9 And let this apparel and horse 
be delivered to the hand of one of 
the king’s most noble princes, that 
they may array the man withal whom 
the king delighteth to honom*, and 
bring him on horseback through the 
street of the city, and proclaim be- 
fore him. Thus shall it be done to 
the man whom the king delighteth 
to honour. 

10 Then the king said to Haman, 
Make haste, and take the apparel 
and the horse, as thou hast said, 
and do even so to Mordeeai the Jew, 
that sitteth at the king’s gate: let 
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nothing fail of all that thou hast 
spoken. 

11 Then took Haman the apparel 
and the horse, and arrayed Morde- 
cai, and brought him on horseback 
through the street of the city, and 
proclaimed before him, Thus shall 
it be done imto the man whom the 
king delighteth to honour. 

12 1 And Mordecai came again to 
the king’s gate. But Haman hasted 
to his house mourning, and having 
his head covered. 

13 And Haman told Zeresh his 
wife and all his friends every thing 
that had befallen him. Then said 
his wise men and Zeresh his wife 
unto him, If Mordecai be of the seed 
of the Jews, before whom thou hast 
begun to fall, thou shalt not prevail 
against him, but shalt surely faU 
before him. 

14 And while they were yet talk- 
ing with him, came the king’s cham- 
berlains, and hasted to bring Ha- 
man unto the banquet that Esther 
had prepared. 

CHAPTER VH. 

1 Esther, entertaining the king and Haman, maketh 
suit for her own life and her people's. 5 She accuseth 
Haman. 7 The king in his anger, understanding of 
the gallows which Haman had made for Mordecai, 
causeth him to be hanged thereon. 

O the king and Haman came to 
banquet with Esther the queen. 

2 And the king said again imto 
Esther on the second day at the 
banquet of wine. What is thy pe- 
tition, queen Esther ? and it shall be 
granted thee: and what is thy re- 
quest ? and it shall be performed, 
even to the half of the kingdom. 

3 Then Esther the queen answered 
and said. If I have found favour in 
thy sight, O king, and if it please 
the king, let my life be given me at 
my petition, and my people at my 
request : 

4 For we are sold, I and my peo- 
ple, to be destroyed, to be slain, and 
to perisL But if we had been sold 
for bondmen and bondwomen, I had 
held my tongue, although the ene- 
my could not countervafl the king’s 
damage. 


5 1 Then the king Ahasuerus an- 
swered and said unto Esther the 
queen, WTho is he, and wher6 is he, 
that durst presume in his heart to 
do so? 

6 And Esther said. The adversary 
and enemy is this wicked Haman. 
Then Haman was afraid before the 
king and the queen. 

7 If And the king arising from the 
banquet of wine in his wrath went 
into the palace garden : and Haman 
stood up to make request for his life 
to Esther the queen ; for he saw that 
there was evil determined against 
him by the king. 

8 Then the king returned out of 
the palace garden into the place of 
the banquet of wine; and Haman 
was fallen upon the bed whereon 
Esther was. Then said the king, 
Will he force the queen also before 
me in the house ? As the word went 
out of the king’s mouth, they cover- 
ed Haman’s face. 

9 And Harbonah, one of the cham- 
berlains, said before the king. Behold 
also, the gallows fifty cubits high, 
which Haman had made for Mor- 
decai, who had spoken good for the 
king, standeth in the house of Ha- 
man. Then the king said, Hang him 
thereon. 

10 8o they hanged Haman on the 
gallows that he had prepared for 
Mordecai Then was the king’s wrath 
pacified. 

CHAPTER VIH. 

1 Mordecai is advanced. 3 Esther maketh suit to reverse 

Haman* s letters. 7 Ahasuerus granteth to the Jews 

to defend themselves. 15 Mord^is honour, and the 

Jews' joy. 

O N that day did the king Ahasu- 
erus give the house of Haman 
the Jews’ enemy unto Esther the 
queen. And Mordecai came before 
the king; for Esther had told what 
he was unto her. 

2 And the king took ofi* his ring, 
which he had taken from Haman, 
and gave it unto Mordecai And 
Esther set Mordecai over the house 
of Haman. 

3 If And Esther spake yet again be* 
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fore the king, and fell down at his 
feet, and besought him with tears 
to put away the mischief of Haman 
the Agagite, and his device that he 
had devised against the Jews. 

4 Then the king held out the golden 
sceptre toward Esther. So Esther 
arose, and stood before the king, 

6 And said. If it please the king, 
and if I have found favour in his 
sight, and the thing seem right be- 
fore the king, and I he pleasing 
in his eyes, let it be written to re- 
verse the letters devised by Haman 
the son of Hammedatha the Agag- 
ite, which he wrote to destroy the 
Jews which are in all the king’s 
provinces : 

6 For how can I endure to see the 
evil that shall come unto my people ? 
or how can I endure to see the de- 
struction of my kindred ? 

7 ^ Then the king Ahasuerus said 
imto Esther the queen and to Mor- 
decai the Jew, Behold, I have given 
Esther the house of Haman, and him 
they have hanged upon the gallows, 
because he laid his hand upon the 
Jews. 

8 Write ye also for the Jews, as it 
liketh you, in the king’s name, and 
seal it with the king’s ring: for the 
writing which is written in the king’s 
name, and sealed with the king’s ring, 
may no man reverse. 

9 Then were the king’s scribes call- 
ed at that time in the third month, 
that is, the month Sivan, on the three 
and twentieth day thereof ; and it 
was written according to all that 
Mordecai commanded unto the Jews, 
and to the lieutenants, and the de- 
puties and rulers of the provinces 
which are from India unto Ethiopia, 
an hundred twenty and seven pro- 
vinces, unto every province accord- 
ing to the writing thereof, and unto 
every people after their language, 
and to the Jews according to their 
writing, and according to their lan- 
guage. 

10 And he wrote in the king Aha- 
suerus’ name, and sealed it with the 
king’s ring, and sent letters by posts 


on horseback, and riders on mules, 
camels, and young dromedaries: 

11 Wherein the king granted the 
Jews which were in every city to 
gather themselves together, and to 
stand for their life, to destroy, to 
slay, and to cause to perish, all the 
power of the people and province 
that would assault them, hath little 
ones and women, and to take the 
spoil of them for a prey, 

12 Upon one day in all the pro- 
vinces of king Ahasuerus, namely, 
upon the thirteenth day of the 
twelfth month, which is the month 
Adar. 

13 The copy of the writing for a 
commandment to be given in every 
province was published unto all peo- 
ple, and that the Jews should be 
ready against that day to avenge 
themselves on their enemies. 

14 So the posts that rode upon 
mules and camels went out, being 
hastened and pressed on by the 
king’s commandment. And the de- 
cree was given at Shushan the pa- 
lace. 

15 ir And Mordecai went out from 
the presence of the king in royal ap- 
parel of blue and white, and with a 
great crown of gold, and with a gar- 
ment of fine linen and purple : and 
the city of Shushan rejoiced and was 
glad. 

16 The Jews had light, and gladness, 
and joy, and honour. 

17 And in every province, and in 
every city, whithersoever the king’s 
commandment and his decree came, 
the Jews had joy and gladness, a 
feast and a good day. And many 
of the people of the land became 
Jews; for the fear of the Jews fell 
upon them. 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 The Jews {the rulers, for fear of Mordecai, helping 
them) slay their enemies, with the ten sons of Human, 
12 Ahasuerus, at the request of Esther, granteth an- 
other day of slaughter, and Haman* s sons to be hanged, 
20 The two days of Purim are made feMival, 

OW in the twelfth month, that 
is, the month Adar, on the thir- 
teenth day of the same, when the 
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The Jews slay ESTHER, IX 


their enemies. 


king’s commandment and his decree 
drew near to be put in execution, 
in the day that the enemies of the 
Jews hoped to have power over them, 
(though it was turned to the con- 
trary, that the Jews had rule over 
them that hated them ;) 

2 The Jews gathered themselves to- 
gether in their cities throughout all 
the provinces of the king Ahasuerus, 
to lay hand on such as sought their 
hurt: and no man could withstand 
them ; for the fear of them fell upon 
all people. 

3 And all the rulers of the provinces, 
and the lieutenants, and the deputies, 
and officers of the king, helped the 
Jews ; because the fear of Mordecai 
fell upon them. 

4 For Mordecai was gi'eat in the 
king’s house, and his fame went out 
throughout all the provinces : for this 
man Mordecai waxed greater and 
greater. 

5 Thus the Jews smote all their 
enemies with the stroke of the sword, 
and slaughter, and destruction, and 
did what they would unto those that 
hated them. 

6 And in Shushan the palace the 
Jews slew and destroyed five hun- 
dred men. 

7 And Parshandatha, and Dalphon, 
and Aspatha, 

8 And Poratha, and Adalia, and 
Aridatha, 

9 And Parmashta, and Arisai, and 
Aridai, and Vajezatha, 

10 The ten sons of Haman the son 
of Hammedatha, the enemy of the 
Jews, slew they ; but on the spoil laid 
they not their hand. 

11 On that day the number of 
those that were slain in Shushan 
the palace was brought before the 
king. 

12 IT And the king said unto Esther 
the queen. The Jews have slain and 
destroyed five hundred men in Shu- 
shan the palace, and the ten sons 
of Haman; what have they done in 
the rest of the king’s provinces ? 
now what is thy petition? and it 
shall be granted thee: or what is 


thy request further? and it shall be 
done. 

13 Then said Esther, If it please the 
king, let it be granted to the Jews 
which are in Shushan to do to morrow 
also according unto this day’s decree, 
and let Haman’s ten sons be hanged 
upon the gallows. 

14 And the king commanded it so 
to be done: and the decree was 
given at Shushan; and they hanged 
Haman’s ten sons. 

15 For the Jews that were in Shu- 
shan gathered themselves together 
on the fourteenth day also of the 
month Adar, and slew three hundred 
men at Shushan ; but on the prey 
they laid not their hand. 

16 But the other Jews that were in 
the king’s provinces gathered them- 
selves together, and stood for their 
lives, and had rest from their ene- 
mies, and slew of their foes seventy 
and five thousand, but they laid not 
their hands on the prey, 

17 On the thirteenth day of the 
month Adar ; and on the foiu*teenth 
day of the same rested they, and 
made it a day of feasting and glad- 
ness.

19 Therefore the Jews of the vil- 
lages, that dwelt in the imwalled 
towns, made the fourteenth day of 
the month Adar a day of gladness 
and feasting, and a good day, and of 
sending portions one to another. 

20 If And Mordecai wrote these 
things, and sent letters vmto all the 
Jews that were in all the provinces 
of the king Ahasuerus, hath nigh and 
far, 

21 To stablish this among them, that 
they should keep the foiuf eenth day 
of the month Adar, and the fifteenth 
day of the same, yearly, 

22 As the days wherein the Jews 
rested from their enemies, and the

month which was turned vmto them 
from sorrow to joy, and from mourn- 
ing into a good day : that they should 
make them days of feasting and joy, 
and of sending portions one to an- 
other, and gifts to the poor. 

23 And the Jews undertook to do 
as they had begun, and as Mordecai 
had written unto them ; 

24 Because Haman the son of Ham- 
medatha, the Agagite, the enemy of 
all the Jews, had devised against the 
Jews to destroy them, and had cast 
Pur, that is, the lot, to consume them, 
and to destroy them ; 

25 But when Esther came before 
the kin g, he commanded by letters 
that his wicked device, which he de- 
vised against the Jews, should return 
upon his own head, and that he and 
his sons should be hanged on the 
gallows. 

26 Wherefore they called these days 
Purim after the name of Pur. There- 
fore for all the words of this letter, 
and of that which they had seen con- 
cerning this matter, and which had 
come unto them, 

27 The Jews ordained, and took 
upon them, and upon their seed, 
and upon all such as joined them- 
selves unto them, so as it should 
not fail, that they would keep these 
two days according to their writing, 
and according to their appointed time 
every year; 

28 And thai these days shovM he 
remembered and kept throughout 
every generation, every family, every 
province, and every city; and that 
these days of Purim should not fail 
from among the Jews, nor the me- 


morial of them perish from their 
seed. 

29 Then Esther the queen, the 
daughter of Abihail, and Mordecai 
the Jew, wrote with all authority, to 
confirm this second letter of Pu- 
rim. 

30 And he sent the letters unto all 
the Jews, to the hundred twenty and 
seven provinces of the kingdom of 
Ahasuenis, vrith words of peace and 
truth, 

31 To confirm these days of Purim 
in their times appointed, according 
as Mordecai the Jew and Esther the 
queen had enjoined them, and as 
they had decreed for themselves and 
for their seed, the matters of the 
fastings and their cry. 

32 And the decree of Esther con- 
firmed these matters of Purim ; and 
it was written in the book. 

CHAPTER X.

8 For enquire, I pray thee, of the 
former age, and prepare thyself to 
the search of their fathers: 

9 (For we are hut of yesterday, and 
know nothing, because our days upon 
earth are a shadow :) 

10 Shall not they teach thee, and 
tell thee, and utter words out of their 
heart ? 

11 Gan the rush grow up without 
mire ? can the flag grow without 
water ? 

12 Whilst it is yet in his greenness, 
and not cut down, it withereth before 
any other herb.

21 Till he fill thy mouth with laugh- 
ing, and thy lips with rejoicing. 

22 They that hate thee shall be 
clothed with shame; and the dwell- 
ing place of the wicked shall come to 
nought. 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 Job^ acknotvledgivg God*s justice ,, sheweth there is iio 

contending with him. Mans innocency is not to 

be condemruid by afflictions. 

HEN Job answered and said, 

2 I know it is so of a truth: 
but how should man be just with 
God? 

3 If he will contend with him, he 
cannot answer him one of a thou- 
sand. 

4 He is wise in heart, and mighty 
in strength : who hath hardened 
himself against him, and hath pros- 
pered ?

7 Which commandeth the sim, and 
it riseth not ; and sealeth up the 
stars. 

8 Which alone spreadeth out the 
heavens, and treadeth upon the waves 
of the sea. 

9 Which maketh Arcturus, Orion, 
and Pleiades, and the chambers of 
the south. 

10 Which doeth great things past 
finding out ; yea, and wonders with- 
out number. 

11 Lo, he goeth by me, and I see 
him not: he passeth on also, but I 
perceive him not 

12 Behold, he taketh away, who can 
hinder him? who will say unto him. 
What doest thou? 


IX. God's perfections. 

13 If God will not withdraw his 
anger, the proud helpers do stoop 
under him. 

14 How much less shall I answer 
him, and choose out my words to 
reason with him? 

15 Whom, though I were righteous, 
yet would I not answer, hut I would 
make supplication to my judge. 

16 If I had called, and he had an- 
swered me; yet would I not believe 
that he had hearkened unto my 
voice. 

17 For he breaketh me with a tem- 
pest, and multiplieth my wounds with- 
out cause. 

18 He will not suffer me to take 
my breath, but filleth me with bit- 
terness. 

19 If I speak of strength, lo, he is 
strong : and if of judgment, who shall 
set me a time to plead? 

20 If I justify myself, mine own 
mouth shall condemn me: if I say, 
I am perfect, it shall also prove me 
perverse. 

21 Though I were perfect, yet would 
I not know my soul : I would despise 
my life. 

22 This is one thing, therefore I said 
it. He destroyeth the perfect and the 
wicked. 

23 If the scourge slay suddenly, he 
will laugh at the trial of the inno- 
cent. 

24 The earth is given into the hand 
of the wicked : he covereth the faces 
of the judges thereof ; if not, where, 
and who is he ? 

25 Now my days are swifter than 
a post: they flee away, they see no 
good. 

26 They are passed away as the 
swift ships : as the eagle that hasteth 
to the prey. 

27 If I say, I will forget my com- 
plaint, I will leave oflT my heaviness, 
and comfort mysdf : 

28 I am afraid of all my sorrows, 
I know that thou wilt not hold me 
innocent 

29 7/" I be wicked, why then labour 
I in vain ? 

30 If I wash myself with snow war 
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ter, and make my hands never so 
clean ; 

31 Yet shalt thou plunge me in the 
ditch, and mine own clothes shall 
abhor me. 

32 For he is not a man, as I am, 
that I should answer him, and we 
should come together in judgment 

33 Neither is there any daysman 
betwixt us, t?iat might lay his hand 
upon us both. 

34 Let him take his rod away 
from me, and let not his fear terrify 
me: 

35 Then would I speak, and not 
fear him; but it is not so with me. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 Job, taking liberty of complaint, expostulaieth with 
God about his affiictiom, 18 He complaineth of life, 
and craveth a little ease before death. 

M y soul is weary of my life ; I will 
leave my complaint upon my- 
self ; I will speak in the bitterness of 
my soul. 

2 I will say unto God, Do not con- 
demn me; shew me wherefore thou 
contendest with me. 

3 Is it good unto thee that thou 
shouldest oppress, that thou should- j 
est despise the work of thine hands, ■ 
and shine upon the counsel of the 
wicked ? 

4 Hast thou eyes of flesh ? or seest 
thou as man seeth ? 

6 Are thy days as the days of man? 
are thy years as man s days, 

6 That thou enquirest after mine 
iniquity, and searchest after my sin ? 

7 Thou knowest that I am not 
wicked; and there is none that can 
deliver out of thine hand. 

8 Thine hands have made me and 
fashioned me together round about ; 
yet thou dost destroy me. 

9 Remember, I beseech thee, that 
thou hast made me as the clay; 
and wilt thou bring me into dust 
again? 

10 Hast thou not poured me out as 
milk, and curdled me like cheese ? 

11 Thou hast clothed me with skin 
and flesh, and hast fenced me with 
bones and sinews. 

12 Thou hast granted me life and 
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favour, and thy visitation hath pre- 
served my spirit. 

13 And these things hast thou hid 
in thine heart: I ^ow that this is 
with thee. 

14 If 1 sin, then thou markest me, 
and thou wilt not acquit me from 
mine iniquity. 

16 If I be wicked, woe unto me; 
and ^ I be righteous, yet will I not 
lift up my head. I am full of con- 
fusion ; therefore see thou mine 
affliction ; 

16 For it increaseth. Thou himt- 
est me as a fierce lion: and again 
thou shewest thyself marvellous up- 
on me. 

17 Thou renewest thy witnesses 
against me, and increasest thine 
indignation upon me; changes and 
war are against me. 

18 Wherefore then hast thou brought 
me forth out of the womb ? Oh that 
I had given up the ghost, and no eye 
had seen me ! 

19 I should have been as though I 
had not been; I should have been 
carried from the womb to the grave. 

20 Are not my days few? cease tlwn, 
and let me alone, that I may take 
comfort a little, 

21 Before I go whence I shall not 
return, even to the land of darkness 
and the shadow of death; 

22 A land of darkness, as darkness 
■ itself; and of the shadow of death 

without any order, and where the 
light is as darkness. 

CHAPTER XI. 

1 Zophar reproveth Joh for justifying himself. 6 God's 
wisdom is unsearchable. 13 The assured blessing oj 
repentance. 

T hen answered Zophar the Naa- 
mathite, and said, 

2 Should not the multitude of words 
be answered ? and should a man full 
of talk be Justified? 

3 Should thy lies make men hold 
their peace ? and when thou mockest, 
shall no man make thee ashamed ? 

4 For thou hast said. My doctrine is 
pure, and I am clean in thine eyes. 

6 But oh that God would speak, and 
open his lips against thee ; 
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God's omnipotemy. 


6 And that he would shew thee 
the secrets of wisdom, that they are 
double to that which is ! Know there- 
fore that God exacteth of thee less 
than thine iniquity deserveth. 

T Canst thou by searching find out 
God? canst thou find out the Al- 
mighty imto perfection? 

^ It is SJ& high as heaven; what 
canst thou do? deeper than hell; 
what canst thou know? 

9 The measure thereof is longer than 
the earth, and broader than the sea. 

10 If he cut ofl^ and shut up, or 
gather together, then who can hinder 
him? 

11 For he knoweth vain men: he 
seeth wickedness also; will he not 
then consider ii? 

12 For vain man would be wise, 
though man be born like a wild ass’s 
colt. 

13 If thou prepare thine heart, and 
stretch out thine hands toward him ; 

14 If iniquity he in thine hand, put 
it far away, and let not wickedness 
dwell in thy tabernacles. 

15 For then shalt thou lift up thy 
face without spot ; yea, thou shalt be 
stedfast, and shalt not fear : 

16 Because thou shalt forget thy 
misery, and remember it as waters 
that pass away: 

17 And thine age shall be clearer 
than the noonday ; thou shalt shine 
forth, thou shalt be as the morning. 

18 And thou shalt be secure, be- 
cause there is hope ; yea, thou shalt 
dig about thee, and thou shalt take 
thy rest in safety. 

19 Also thou shalt lie down, and 
none shall make thee afi^id ; yea, 
many shall make suit unto thee. 

20 But the eyes of the wicked shall 
fail, and they shall not escape, and 
their hope shall he as the giving up 
of the ghost. 

CHAPTER XII. 

\ Job maintaimth himself against his friends that re- 
prove him, 7 He acknowledgeth the general doctrine 

of God*s omnipotency. 

AND Job answered and said, 

2 No doTxbt but ye are the peo- 
ple, and wisdom shall die with you. 


3 But I have understanding as well 
as you; I am not inferior to you: 
yea, who knoweth not such things as 
these ? 

4 I am as one mocked of his neigh- 
bour, who calleth upon God, and he 
answereth him : the just upright man 
is laughed to scorn. 

6 He that is ready to slip with his 
feet is as a lamp despised in the 
thought of him that is at ease. 

6 The tabernacles of robbers pros- 
per, and they that provoke God are 
secure ; into whose hand God bring- 
eth abundantly. 

7 But ask now the beasts, and they 
shall teach thee; and the fowls of 
the air, and they shall tell thee: 

8 Or speak to the earth, and it 
shall teach thee: and the fishes of 
the sea shall declare unto thee. 

9 Who knoweth not in all these 
that the hand of the Lord hath 
wrought this? 

10 In whose hand is the soul of 
every living thing, and the breath 
of all manMnd. 

11 Doth not the ear try words ? and 
the mouth taste his meat ? 

12 With the ancient is wisdom ; and 
in length of days understanding. 

13 With him is wisdom and strength, 
he hath counsel and understanding. 

14 Behold, he breaketh down, and it 
cannot be built again: he shutteth 
up a man, and there can be no 
opening. 

15 Behold, he withholdeth the wa- 
ters, and they dry up : also he send- 
eth them out, and they overturn the 
earth. 

16 With him is strength and wis- 
dom : the deceived and the deceiver 
are his. 

17 He leadeth counsellors away 
spoiled, and maketh the judges fools. 

18 He looseth the bond of kings, 
and girdeth their loins with a gir- 


dle. 

19 He leadeth princes away spoiled, 
and overthrowetn the mighty. 

20 He removeth away the speech 
of the trusty, and taketh away the 
understanding of the aged 
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21 He poureth contempt upon 
princes, and weakeneth the strength 
of the mighty. 

22 He disco vereth deep things out 
of darkness, and bringeth out to light 
the shadow of death. 

23 He increaseth the nations, and 
destroyeth them: he enlargeth the 
nations, and straiteneth them again. 

24 He taketh away the heart of the 
chief of the people of the earth, and 
causeth them to wander in a wilder- 
ness where there is no way. 

25 They CTope in the dark without 
light, and he maketh them to stagger 
like a drunken man. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

I Job reproveth his friends of partiality. 14- He pro- 
fesseth his confidence in God : ^ 20 and intreateth to 
know his own sins^ and God*s purpose in ajfiicting 
him. 

L O, mine eye hath seen all this, 
mine ear hath heard and un- 
derstood it. 

2 What ye know, the same do I know 
also : I am not inferior unto you. 

3 Surely I would speak to the Al- 
mighty, and I desire to reason with 
God. 

4 But ye are forgers of lies, ye are 
all physicians of no value. 

5 O that ye would altogether hold 
your peace ! and it should be your 
wisdom. 

6 Hear now my reasoning, and 
hearken to the pleadings of my lips. 

7 Will ye speak wickedly for God ? 
and talk deceitfully for him ? 

8 Will ye accept his person? will 
ye contend for God? 

9 Is it good that he should search 
you out? or as one man mocketh 
another, do ye so mock him? 

10 He will surely reprove you, if ye 
do secretly accept persons. 

11 Shall not his excellency make 
you afraid ? and his dread fall upon 
you ? 

12 Your remembrances are like unto 
ashes, your bodies to bodies of clay. 

13 Hold your peace, let me alone, 
that I may speak, and let come on 
me what wUl. 

14 Wherefore do I take my flesh in 


XIIL His confidenee in God. 

my teeth, and put my life in mine 
hand? 

15 Though he slay me, yet will I 
trust in him : but I will maintain 
mine own ways before him. 

16 He also shall be my salvation: 
for an hypocrite shall not come be- 
fore him. 

17 Hear diligently my speech, and 
my declaration with your ears. 

18 Behold now, I have ordered mg 
cause ; I know that I shall be justi- 
fied. 

19 Who is he that will plead with 
me ? for now, if I hold my tongue, I 
shall give up the ghost. 

20 Only do not two things unto me : 
then will I not hide myself from thee. 

21 Withdraw thine hand far from 
me : and let not thy dread make me 
afraid. 

22 Then call thou, and I will answer : 
or let me speak, and answer thou me. 

23 How many are mine iniquities 
and sins ? make me to know my 
transgression and my sin. 

24 Wherefore hidest thou thy face, 
and boldest me for thine enemy ? 

25 Wilt thou break a leaf driven to 
and fro ? and wilt thou pursue the 
dry stubble ? 

26 For thou writest bitter things 
against me, and makest me to pos- 
sess the iniquities of my youth. 

27 Thou puttest my feet also in the 
stocks, and lookest narrowly unto all 
my paths ; thou settest a print upon 
the heels of my feet. 

28 And he, as a rotten thing, con- 
sumeth, as a garment that is moth 
eaten. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

1 Job intreateth God for favour, by the shortness of life, 
and certainty of death. 7 Though life once lost be 
irrectyverable, yet he waiteth for his change. 16 By 
sin the creature is subject to corruption. 

M an that is born of a woman is 
of few days, and full of trouble. 
2 He cometh forth like a flower, 
and is cut down : he fleeth also as a 
shadow, and continueth not. 

3 And dost thou open thine eyes 
upon such an one, and bringest me 
into judgment with thee ? 



The certainty of death. 

4 Who can bring a clean thing out 
of an unclean ? not one. 

5 Seeing his days are determined, 
the number of his months are with 
thee, thou hast appointed his bounds 
that he cannot pass ; 

6 Turn from him, that he may rest, 
till he shall accomplish, as an hire- 
ling, his day. 

7 For there is hope of a tree, if it 
be cut down, that it will sprout again, 
and that the tender branch thereof 
will not cease. 

8 Though the root thereof wax old 
in the earth, and the stock thereof 
die in the ground; 

9 Yet through the scent of water 
it will bud, and bring forth boughs 
like a plant. 

10 But man dieth, and wasteth 
away : yea, man giveth up the ghost, 
and where is he ? 

11 ils the waters fail from the sea, 
and the flood decayeth and drieth 
up : 

12 So man licth down, and riseth 
not: till the heavens he no more, 
they shall not awake, nor be raised 
out of their sleep. 

13 O that thou wouldest hide me in 
the grave, that thou wouldest keep 
me secret, until thy wrath be past, 
that thou wouldest appoint me a set 
time, and remember me ! 

14 If a man die, shall he live axfain ? 
all the days of my appointed time 
will I wait, till my change come. 

15 Thou shalt call, and I will answer 
thee : thou wilt have a desire to the 
work of thine hands. 

16 For now thou numberest my 
steps : dost thou not watch over my 
sin? 

17 My transgression is sealed up 
in a bag, and thou sewest up mine 
iniquity. 

18 And surely the moimtain falling 
cometh to nought, and the rock is 
removed out of his place. 

19 The waters wear the stones : thou 
washest away the things which grow 
out of the dust of the earth; and 
thou destroyest the hope of man. 

20 Thou prevailest for ever against 
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him, and he passeth ; thou changest 
his countenance, and sendest him 
away. 

21 His sons come to honour, and 
he knoweth it not; and they are 
brought low, but he perceiveth it 
not of them. 

22 But his flesh upon him shall 
have pain, and his soul within him 
shall mourn. 

CHAPTER XV. 

1 Eliphaz raproveth Job of impiety in justifying himself. 
17 He proveth by tradition the unquietness of wicked 
men, 

T hen answered Eliphaz the Te- 
manite, and said, 

2 Should a wise man utter vain 
knowledge, and fill his belly with the 
east wind ? 

3 Should he reason with unprofit- 
able talk? or with speeches where- 
with he can do no good ? 

4 Yea, thou easiest off fear, and 
restrainest prayer before God. 

6 For thy mouth uttereth thine ini- 
quity, and thou choosest the tongue 
of the crafty. 

6 Thine own mouth condemneth 
thee, and not I : yea, thine own lips 
testily against thee. 

Art thou the first man that was 
bom ? or wast thou made before the 
hills? 

8 Hast thou heard the secret of 
God ? and dost thou restrain wisdom 
to thyself? 

9 What knowest thou, that we know 
not ? what understandest thou, which 
is not in us ? 

10 With us are both the grayheaded 
and very aged men, much elder than 
thy father. 

11 Are the consolations of God small 
with thee ? is there any secret thing 
with thee? 

12 Why doth thine heart carry thee 
away ? and what do thy eyes wink at, 
13 That thou turaest thy spirit 
against God, and lettest mch words 
go out of thy mouth ? 

14 What is man, that he should 
be clean? and he which is bora of 
a woman, that he should be right- 
eous? 
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15 Behold, he putteth no trust in 
his saints ; yea, the heavens are not 
clean in his sight. 

16 How much more abominable and 
filthy is man, which drinketh iniquity 
like water ? 

17 I will shew thee, hear me; and 
that which I have seen I will de- 
clare; 

18 Which wise men have told from 
their fathers, and have not hid it : 

19 Unto whom alone the earth was 
given, and no stranger passed among 
them. 

20 The wicked man travaileth with 
pain all his days, and the number of 
years is hidden to the oppressor. 

21 A dreadful sound is in his ears : 
in prosperity the destroyer shall come 
upon him. 

22 He believeth not that he shall 
return out of darkness, and he is 
waited for of the sword. 

23 He wandereth abroad for bread, 
saying, Where is U? he knoweth that 
the day of darkness is ready at his 
hand 

24 Trouble and anguish shall make 
him afraid ; they shall prevail against 
him, as a king ready to the battle. 

25 For he stretcheth out his hand 
against God, and strengtheneth him- 
self against the Almighty. 

26 He runneth upon him, even on 
his neck, upon the thick bosses of 
his buclders: 

27 Because he covereth his face with 
his fatness, and maketh collops of fat 
on his flanks. 

28 And he dwelleth in desolate cities, 
and in houses which no man inha- 
biteth, which are ready to become 
heaps. 

29 He shall not be rich, neither shall 
his substance continue, neither shall 
he prolong the perfection thereof 
upon the earth. 

30 He shall not depart out of dark- 
ness; the flame shall dry up his 
branches, and by the breath of his 
mouth shall he go away. 

31 Let not him that is deceived 
trust in vanity: for vanity shall be 
his recompence. 
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32 It shall be accomplished before 
his time, and his branch shall not be 
green. 

33 He shall shake oflF his imripe 
grape as the vine, and shall cast off 
his flower as the olive. 

34 For the congregation of hypo- 
crites shall he desolate, and fire shall 
consume the tabernacles of bribery. 

35 They conceive mischief, and bring 
forth vanity, and their belly prepareth 
deceit. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

1 Job reproveth his friends of unmercifulness. 7 He 
sheweth the pitifulness of his case. 1 7 He maintain’- 
eth his innocency. 

HEN Job answered and said, 

2 I have heard many such 
things: miserable comforters are ye 
all. 

3 Shall vain words have an end? 
or what emboldeneth thee that thou 
answerest ? 

4 I also could speak as ye do: if 
your soul were in my soul’s stead, I 
could heap up words against you, 
and shake mine head at you. 

5 But I would strengthen you with 
my mouth, and the moving of my lips 
should asswage your grief. 

6 Though I speak, my grief is not 
asswaged : and though I forbear, what 
am I eased? 

7 But now he hath made me weary ; 
thou hast made desolate all my com- 
pany. 

8 And thou hast filled me with 
wrinkles, which is a witness against 
me : and my leanness rising up in me 
beareth witness to my face. 

9 He teareth me in his wrath, who 
hateth me: he gnasheth upon me 
with his teeth ; mine enemy sharpen- 
eth his eyes upon me. 

10 They have gaped upon me with 
their mouth; they have smitten me 
upon the cheek reproachfully; they 
have gathered themselves together 
against me. 

11 God hath delivered me to the 
imgodly, and turned me over into 
the hands of the wicked. 

12 I was at ease, but he hath broken 
me asunder: he hath also taken nut 
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by my neck, and shaken me to pieces, 
and set me up for his mark. 

13 His archers compass me round 
about, he cleaveth my reins asunder, 
and doth not spare ; he poureth out 
my gall upon the groimd. 

14 He breaketh me with breach 
upon breach, he runneth upon me 
like a giant. 

15 I have sewed sackcloth upon my 
skin, and defiled my horn in the dust 

16 My face is foul with weeping, and 
on my eyelids is the shadow of death ; 

1*7 Not for any injustice in mine 
hands: also my prayer is pure. 

18 O earth, cover not thou my blood, 
and let my cry have no place. 

19 Also now, behold, my witness is 
in heaven, and my record is on high. 

20 My friends scorn me : hut mine 
eye poureth out tears imto God. 

21 O that one might plead for a 
man with God, as a mosipleadeth for 
his neighbour ! 

22 When a few years are come, then 
I shall go the way whence I shsdl not 
return. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

\ Job appealeth from mm to God. 6 The unmerciful 

dealing of men with the afflicted may astonUh, hut not 

discourage the righteous, 11 His hope is not in life, 

but in dmth. 

M y breath is corrupt, my days 
are extinct, the graves are ready 
for me. 

2 Are there not mockers with me? 
and doth not mine eye continue in 
their provocation? 

3 Lay down now, put me in a surety 
with thee ; who is he that will strike 
hands with me ? 

4 For thou hast hid their heart fi'om 
understanding: therefore shalt thou 
not exalt them. 

5 He that speaketh flattery to his 
fiiends, even the eyes of his children 
shall fail. 

6 He hath made me also a byword 
of the people; and aforetime I was 
as a tabret. 

7 Mine eye also is dim by reason of 
sorrow, and all my members are as a 
shadow. 

8 Upright men shall be astonied at 
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this, and the innocent shall stir up 
himself against the hypocrite. 

9 The righteous also shall hold on 
his way, and he that hath clean hands 
shall be stronger and stronger. 

10 But as for you all, do ye return, 
and come now : for I cannot find one 
wise man among you. 

11 My days are past, my purposes 
are broken offj even the thoughts of 
my heart. 

12 They change the night into day : 
the light is short because of darkness. 

13 If I wait, the grave is mine 
house: I have made my bed in the 
darkness. 

14 I have said to corruption. Thou 
art my father: to the worm. Thou 
art my mother, and my sister. 

15 Aud where is now my hope ? as 
for my hope, who shall see it ? 

16 They shall go down to the bars 
of the pit, when o^lr rest together is 
in the dust. 

CHAPTER XVm. 

1 Bildad reproveth Job of presumption and impatience. 

5 The calamities of the wicked. 

T hen answered Bildad the Shu- 
hite, and said, 

2 How long will it he ere ye make 
an end of words ? mark, and after- 
wards we will speak. 

3 Wherefore are we counted as 
beasts, ami reputed vile in yotu sight? 

4 He teareth himself in his anger : 
shall the earth be forsaken for thee ? 
and shall the rock be removed out 
of his place ? 

5 Yea, the light of the wicked shall 
be put out, and the spark of his fire 
shall not shine. 

6 The light shall be dark in his 
tabernacle, and his candle shall be 
put out with him. 

7 The steps of his strength shall 
be straitened, and his own counsel 
shall cast him down. 

8 For he is cast into a net by his 
own feet, and he walketh upon a 
snare. 

9 The gin shall take him by the 
heel, and the robber shall prevail 
against him. 
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Joh complaineth of JOB, XTX. hu friend^ cruelty. 


10 The snare is laid for him in the 
ground, and a trap for him in the 
way. 

11 Terrors shall make him afraid 
on every side, and shall drive him 
to his feet. 

12 His strength shall be hungerbit- 
ten, and destruction shall he ready at 
his side. 

13 It shall devour the strength of 
his skin : even the firstborn of death 
shall devour his strength. 

14 His confidence shall be rooted 
out of his tabernacle, and it shall 
bring him to the king of terrors. 

15 It shall dwell in his tabernacle, 
because it is none of his : brimstone 
shall be scattered upon his habita- 
tion. 

16 His roots shall be dried up be- 
neath, and above shall his branch be 
cut off 

17 His remembrance shall perish 
from the earth, and he shall have 
no name in the street. 

18 He shall be driven from light 
into darkness, and chased out of 
the world. 

19 He shall neither have son nor 
nephew among his people, nor any 
remaining in his dwellings. 

20 They that come after him shall 
be astonied at his day, as they that 
went before were affrighted. 

21 Sm*ely such are the dwellings of 
the wicked, and this is the place of 
him that knoweth not God. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

\ Job, complaining of his friends* cruelty, sheweth there 
is misery enough in him to feed their cruelty. 21, 
28 He craveth pity. 23 He believeth the resurrection. 

HEN Job answered and said, 

2 How long will ye vex my 
soul, and break me in pieces with 
words ? 

3 These ten times have ye re- 
proached me: ye are not ashamed 
that ye make yourselves strange to 
me. 

4 And be it indeed that I have 
erred, mine error remaineth with 
myself 

6 If indeed ye will mag^nify your- 


selves against me, and plead against 
me my reproach : 

6 Know now that God hath over- 
thrown me, and hath compassed me 
with his net. 

7 Behold, I ciy out of wrong, but 
I am not heard: I cry aloud, but 
there is no judgment. 

8 He hath fenced up my way that 
I cannot pass, and he hath set dark- 
ness in my paths. 

9 He hath stripped me of my 
glory, and taken the crown from my 
head. 

10 He hath destroyed me on every 
side, and I am gone : and mine hope 
hath he removed like a tree. 

11 He hath also kindled his wrath 
against me, and he counteth me un- 
to him as one of his enemies. 

12 His troops come together, and 
raise up their way against me, and en- 
camp round about my tabernacle.

2 Then was kindled the wrath of 
Elihu the son of Barachel the Buz- 
ite, of the kindred of Ram : against 
Job was his wrath kindled, because 
he justified himself rather than 
God 

3 Also against his three Mends was 
his wrath kindled, because they had 
found no answer, and yet had con- 
demned Job. 

4 Now Elihu had waited till Job 
had spoken, because they were elder 
than he. 

5 When Elihu saw that there was 
no answer in the mouth of these three 
men, then his wrath was kindled. 

6 And Elihu the son of Barachel 
the Buzite answered and said, I am 
young, and ye are very old; where- 
fore I was afraid, and durst not shew 
you mine opinion. 

7 I said. Days should speak, and 
multitude of years should teach 
wisdom. 

8 But there is a spirit in man: 
and the inspiration of the Almighty 
giveth them understanding. 

9 Great men are not always wise: 
neither do the aged understand 
judgment. 

10 Therefore I said. Hearken to 
me; I also will shew mine opinion. 

11 Behold, I waited for your words ; 
I gave ear to your reasons, whilst ye 
searched out what to say. 

12 Yea, I attended unto you, and, 
behold, there was none of you that 
convinced Job, or that answered his 
words: 

13 Lest ye should say. We have 
found out wisdom: God thrusteth 
him down, not man. 

14 Now he hath not directed his 
words against me : neither will I 
answer him with your speeches. 

15 They were amazed, they an- 
swered no more : they left oflf speak- 
ing. 

16 When I had waited, (for they 
spake nok but stood still, a’nd an- 
swered no more;) 
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17 I said, I will answer also my part, 
I also will shew mine opinion. 

18 For I am full of matter, the spirit 
within me constraineth me. 

19 Behold, my belly is as wine which 
hath no vent; it is ready to burst 
like new bottles. 

20 I will speak, that I may be re- 
freshed: I will open my Ups and 
answer. 

21 Let me not, I pray you, accept 
any man’s person, neither let me 
give fiattering titles vmto man. 

22 For I know not to give fiattering 
titles ; in so doing my maker would 
soon take me away. 

CHAPTER XXXIII. 

1 Elihu offereth himself instead of God, with sincerity 
and meekness, to reason with Joh 8 He eoccuseth 
God from giving man an account of his ways, by his 
greatness. 14 God calleth man to repentance by 
visions, 19 by afflictions, 23 and by his ministry. 
31 He inciteth Job to attention. 

W HEREFORE, Job, I pray thee, 
hear my speeches, and hearken 
to all my words. 

2 Behold, now I have opened my 
mouth, my tongue hath spoken in 
my mouth. 

3 My words shall he of the upright- 
ness of my heart : and my lips shall 
utter knowledge clearly. 

4 The Spirit of God hath made me, 
and the breath of the Almighty hath 
given me life. 

5 If thou canst answer me, set thy 
xoords in order before me, stand up. 

6 Behold, I am according to thy 
wish in God’s stead : I also am 
formed out of the clay. 

7 Behold, my terror shaU not make 
thee afraid, neither shall my hand 
be heavy upon thee. 

8 Surely thou hast spoken in mine 
hearing, and I have heard the voice 
of thy words, saying, 

9 I am clean without transgression, 
I am innocent; neither is there ini- 
quity in me. 

10 Behold, he findeth occasions 
against me, he coimteth me for his 
enemy, 

11 He putteth my feet in the stocks, 
he marketh all my paths. 

12 Behold, in this thou art not just:

I will answer thee, that God is greater 
than man. 

13 Why dost thou strive against 
him? for he giveth not account of 
any of his matters. 

14 For God speaketh once, yea 
twice, yet man perceiveth it not. 

16 In a dream, in a vision of the 
night, when deep sleep falleth upon 
men, in slumberings upon the bed ; 

16 Then he openeth the ears of 
men, and sealeth their instruction, 

17 That he may withdraw man 
from his purpose, and hide pride 
from man. 

18 He keepeth back his soul from 
the pit, and his life from perishing 
by the sword. 

19 He is chastened also with pain 
upon his bed, and the multitude of 
his bones with strong pain : 

20 So that his life abhorreth bread, 
and his soul dainty meat. 

21 His flesh is consumed away, that 
it cannot be seen; and his bones 
that were not seen stick out. 

22 Yea, his soul draweth near unto 
the grave, and his life to the de- 
stroyers. 

23 If there be a messenger with 
him, an interpreter, one among a 
thousand, to shew unto man his up- 
rightness : 

24 Then he is gracious unto him, 
and saith. Deliver him from going 
down to the pit : I have found a 
ransom. 

25 His flesh shall be fresher than a 
child’s: he shall retmu to the days 
of his youth: 

26 He shall pray unto God, and he 
will be favourable unto him : and he 
shall see his face with joy : for he will 
render unto man his righteousness. 

27 He looketh upon men, and if any 
say, I have sinned and perverted that 
which was right, and it proflted me 
not; 

28 He will deliver his soul from 
going into the pit, and his life shall 
see the light. 

29 Lo, all these things worketh God 
oftentimes with man, 

30 To bring back his soul from the 


pit, to be enlightened with the light 
of the living. 

81 Mark well, O Job, hearken unto 
me : hold thy peace, and I will speak 

32 If thou hast any thing to say, 
answer me: speak, for I desire to 
justify thee. 

33 If not, hearken unto me : hold thy 
peace, and I shall teach thee wisdouL 

CHAPTER XXXIV. 

1 Elihu accuseth Job for charging God with injustice, 
10 God omnipotent cannot be unjust. 31 Man must 
humble himself unto God. 34 Elihu reproveth Job. 

F urthermore Elihu answered 

and said, 

2 Hear my words, O ye wise men ; 
and give ear unto me, ye that have 
knowledge. 

3 For the ear trieth words, as the 
mouth tasteth meat. 

4 Let us choose to us judgment: 
let us know among ourselves what 
is good. 

5 For Job hath said, I am right- 
eous : and God hath taken away my 
judgment. 

6 Should I lie against my right ? my 
wound is incurable without trans- 
gression. 

7 What man is like Job, who drink- 
eth up scorning like water ? 

8 Which goeth in company with the 
workers of iniquity, and walketh with 
wicked men. 

9 For he hath said. It profiteth a 
man nothing that he should delight 
himself with God. 

10 Therefore hearken unto me, ye 
men of understanding : far be it 
from God, that he should do wicked- 
ness; and from the Almighty, that 
he should commit iniquity. 

11 For the work of a man shall he 
render unto him, and cause every 
man to find according to his ways. 

12 Yea, surely God not do wick- 
edly, neither will the Almighty per- 
vert judgment. 

13 Who hath given him a charge 
over the earth? or who hath dis- 
posed the whole world? 

14 If he set his heart upon man, if 
he gather unto himself his spirit and 
his breath ;

God cannot he unjmt. 

15 All flesh shall perish together, 
aad man shall turn again unto dust. 

16 If now th^u hast understanding, 
hear this: hearken to the voice of 
my words. 

17 Shall even he that hateth right 
govern ? and wilt thou condemn him 
that is most just ? 

18 Is it fit to say to a king, Thou 
art wicked ? and to princes, Ye are 
ungodly ? 

19 How much less to him that ac- 
cepteth not the persons of princes, 
nor regardeth the rich more than 
the poor ? for they all are the work 
of his hands. 

20 In a moment shall they die, 
and the people shall be troubled at 
midnighi and pass away : and the 
mighty shall be taken away without 
hand. 

21 For his eyes are upon the ways 
of man, and he seeth all his go- 
ings. 

22 There is no darkness, nor shadow 
of death, where the workers of ini- 
quity may hide themselves. 

23 For he will not lay upon man 
more than right; that he should 
enter into judgment with God. 

24 He shall break in pieces mighty 
men without number, and set others 
in their stead 

25 Therefore he knoweth theii* works, 
and he overtumeth them in the night, 
so that they are destroyed. 

26 He striketh them as wicked men 
in the open sight of others ; 

27 Because they txumed back from 
him, and would not consider any of 
his ways: 

28 So that they cause the cry of 
the poor to come unto him, and he 
heareth the cry of the afllicted. 

29 When he giveth quietness, who 
then can make trouble? and when 
he hideth his face, who then can be- 
hold him ? whether it he done against 
a nation, or against a man only : 

30 That the hypocrite reign not, 
lest the people be ensnared 

31 Surely it is meet to be said unto 
God I have borne chastisement, 1 will 
not ofiend any more : 


Elihu r^aceth Job. 

32 That which I see not teach thou 
me : if I have done iniquity, I will do 
no more. 

33 Should it he according to thy 
mind? he will recompense it, whe- 
ther thou refuse, or whether thou 
choose ; and not I : therefore speak 
what thou knowest. 

34 Let men of understanding tell 
me, and let a wise man hearken im- 
to me. 

35 Job hath spoken without know- 
ledge, and his words were without 
wisdom. 

36 My desire is that Job may be 
tried unto the end because of his 
answers for wicked men. 

37 For he addeth rebellion unto 
his sin, he clappeth his hands among 
us, and multiplieth his words against 
God 

CHAPTER XXXV. 

1 Comparison is not to be made with God^ because our 
good or evil cannot extend unto him. 9 Many cry 
in their afflictions,, but are not heard for want of 
faith. 

E lihu spake moreover, and said, 
2 Thinkest thou this to be 
right, that thou saidst. My righteous- 
ness is more than God’s ? 

3 For thou saidst. What advantage 
will it be unto thee ? and, Wkat pro- 
fit shall I have, if I he deansed from 
my sin ? 

4 I will answer thee, and thy com- 
panions with thee. 

5 Look unto the heavens, and see ; 
and behold the clouds which are 
higher than thou. 

6 If thou sinnest, what doest thou 
against him "i or if thy transgressions 
be multiplied, what doest thou unto 
him ?

8 Thy wickedness may hurt a man 
as thou art ; and thy righteousness 
may profit the son of man. 

9 By reason of the multitude of 
oppressions they make the oppressed 
to cry : they cry out by reason of the 
arm of the mighty.

30 The waters are hid as with a 
stone, and the face of the deep is 
frozen. 

31 Canst thou bind the sweet in- 
fluences of Pleiades, or loose the 
bands of Orion? 

32 Canst thou bring forth Mazzaroth 
in his season? or canst thou guide 
Arcturus with his sons? 

33 Knowest thou the ordinances of 
heaven? canst thou set the dominion 
thereof in the earth ? 

34 Canst thou lift up thy voice to 
the clouds, that abundance of waters 
may cover thee ? 

35 Canst thou send lightnings, that 
they may go, and say imto thee. Here 
we are ? 

36 Who hath put wisdom in the 
inward parts ? or who hath given 
understanding to the heart? 

37 Who can number the clouds in 
wisdom ? or who can stay the bottles

39 Wilt thou hunt the prey for the 
lion ? or fill the appetite of the young

41 Who provideth for the raven his 
food ? when his young ones cry unto 
God, they wander for lack of meat.

2 Canst thou number the months 
that they fulfil ? or knowest thou the 
time when they bring forth ? 

3 They bow themselves, they bring 
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forth their young ones, they cast out 
their sorrows. 

4 Their young ones are in good lik- 
ing, they grow up with com ; they go 
forth, and return not unto them. 

5 Who hath sent out the wild ass 
free ? or who hath loosed the bands 
of the wild ass? 

6 Whose house I have made the 
wilderness, and the barren land his 
dwellings. 

7 He scometh the multitude of the 
city, neither regardeth he the crying 
of the driver. 

8 The range of the mountains is his 
pasture, and he searcheth after every 
green thing. 

9 Will the unicorn be willing to 
serve thee, or abide by thy crib? 

10 Canst thou bind the unicorn with 
his band in the furrow? or will he 
harrow the valleys after thee? 

11 Wilt thou trust him, because his 
strength is great ? or wilt thou leave 
thy labour to him ? 

12 Wilt thou believe him, that he 
will bring home thy seed, and gather 
it into thy bam ? 

13 Gavest thou the goodly wings unto 
the peacocks ? or wings and feathers 
imto the ostrich ?

16 And forgetteth that the foot may 
crush them, or that the wild beast 
may break them. 

16 She is hardened against her young 
ones, as though they were not her’s : 
her labour is in vain without fear ; 

17 Because God hath deprived her 
of wisdom, neither hath he imparted 
to her understanding.

7 Canst thou fill his skin with 
barbed irons? or his head with fish 
spears ? 

8 Lay thine hand upon him, re- 
member the battle, do no more. 

9 Behold, the hope of him is in 
vain: shall not one be cast down 
even at the sight of him? 

10 None is so fierce that dare stir 
him up: who then is able to stand 
before me? 

11 Who hath prevented me, that 
I should repay him? whatsoever is 
under the whole heaven is mine. 

12 I will not conceal his parts, nor 
his power, nor his comely propor- 
tion. 

13 Who can discover the face of his 
garment? or who can come to him 
with his double bridle? 

14 Who can open the doors of his 
face? his teeth are terrible round 
about 

15 His scales are his pride, shut up 
together as with a close seal 

16 One is so near to another, that 
no air can come between them. 

17 They are joined one to another, 
they stick together, that they cannot 
be sundered. 

18 By his neesings a light doth 
shine, and his eyes are like the eye- 
lids of the morning. 

19 Out of his mouth go burning 
lamps, and sparks of fire leap out 

20 Out of his nostrils goeth smoke, 
as out of a seething pot or caldron. 

21 His breath kindleth coals, and a 
flame goeth out of his mouth. 

22 In his neck remaineth strength, 
and sorrow is turned into joy before 
him. 

23 The flakes of his flesh are joined 
together : they are firm in them- 
se^es; they cannot be moved. 
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24 His heart is as firm as a stone ; 
yea, as hard as a piece of the nether 
miUMone. 

25 When he raiseth up himself, the 
mighty are aihiid : by reason of break- 
ings they purify themselves.

29 Darts are counted as stubble : he 
laugheth at the shaking of a spear. 

30 Shaip stones are under him : he 
spreadeth sharp pointed things upon 
the mire. 

31 He maketh the deep to boil like 
a pot : he maketh the sea like a pot 
of ointment. 

32 He maketh a path to shine after 
him; one would think the deep to he 
hoaiy. 

33 Upon earth there is not his like, 
who is made without fear. > 

34 He beholdeth all high things: 
he M a king over all the children of 
pride. 

CHAPTER XLII. 

I Job submitteth himself unto God, 7 God, preferring 
Job's cause, maketh his friends submit themselves, arid 
accepteth him, \0 He magnifieth and blesseth Job, 
16 Job's age and death, 

T hen Job answered the Lord, 
and said, 

2 I know that thou canst do every 
thing, and that no thought can be 
withholden from thee. 

3 Who is he that hideth counsel with- 
out knowledge? therefore have lutter- 
ed that I understood not ; things too 
wonderful for me, which I knew not. 

4 Hear, I beseech thee, and I will 
speak: 1 will demand of thee, and 
aeclare thou unto me. 

5 I have heard of thee by the hear- 
ing of the ear; but now mine eye 
seeth thee. 

6 Wherefore I abhor myself, and 
repent in dust and ashea 
7 ^ And it was so, that after the 
Lord had spoken these words unto 


XLII. and hlesseth him. 

Job, the Lord said to Eliphaz the Te- 
manite. My wrath is kindled against 
thee, and against thy two Mends: 
for ye have not spoken of me the thing 
that is right, as my servant Job hath. 

8 Therefore take imto you now 
seven bullocks and seven rams, and 
go to my servant Job, and oflfer up 
for yourselves a burnt ofiering ; and 
my servant Job shall pray for you : 
for him will I accept: lest I deal 
with you after your folly, in that ye 
have not spoken of me the thing 
which is right, like my servant Job. 

9 So Eliphaz the Temanite and Bil- 
dad the Shuhite and Zophar the 
Naamathite went, and did according 
as the Lord commanded them: the 
Lord also accepted Job. 

10 And the Lord turned the cap- 
tivity of Job, when he prayed for his 
Mends: also the Lord gave Job 
twice as much as he had before. 

11 Then came there unto him all 
his brethren, and all his sisters, and 
all they that had been of his acquaint- 
ance before, and did eat bread with 
him in his house ; and they bemoan- 
ed him, and comforted him over all 
the evil that the Lord had brought 
upon hi m : every man also gave him 
a piece of money, and every one an 
earring of gold. 

12 So the Lord blessed the latter 
end of Job more than his beginning : 
for he had fourteen thousand sheep, 
and six thousand camels, and a thou- 
sand yoke of oxen, and a thousand 
she asses. 

13 He had also seven sons and three 
daughters. 

14 And he called the name of the 
first, Jemima; and the name of the 
second, Kezia; and the name of the 
third, Keren-happuch. 

16 And in all the land were no wo- 
men found so fair as the daughters 
of Job : and their father gave them 
inheritance among their brethrea 

16 After this lived Job an himdred 
and forty years, and saw his sons, and 
his sons’ sons, even four generations. 

17 So Job died, being old and fiiU of

PSALM XXVII. 

1 David sustaineth his faith by the power of God, 4 by 
his love to the service of God, 9 by^prayer. 

A Psalm of David. 

T he Lord is my light and my sal- 
vation; whom shall I fear? the 
Lord is the strength of my life ; of 
whom shall I be afraid? 

2 When the wicked, even mine ene- 
mies and my foes, came upon me to 
eat up my flesh, they stumbled and 
fell. 

3 Though an host should encamp 
against me, my heart shall not fear:

U NTO thee will I cry, O Lord my 
rock ; be not silent to me : lest, 
if thou be silent to me, I become like 
them that go down into the pit. 

2 Hear the voice of my supplica- 
tions, when I cry unto thee, when I 
lift up my han^ toward thy holy 
oracle. 

3 Draw me not away with the wick- 
ed, and with the workers of iniquity, 
which speak peace to their neigh- 
bours, but mischief is in their hearts. 
4 Give them according to their 
deeds, and according to the wicked- 
ness of their endeavours : give them 
after the work of their hands ; ren- 
der to them their desert. 

5 Because they regard not the works 
of the Lord, nor the operation of his 
hands, he shall destroy them, and not 
build them up.

4 The voice of the Lord is power- 
ful ; the voice of the Lord is full of 
majesty. 

5 The voice of the Lord breaketh 
the cedars ; yea, the Lord breaketh 
the cedars of Lebanon. 

6 He maketh them also to skip like 
a calf ; Lebanon and Sirion like a 
yoimg unicorn. 

7 The voice of the Lord divideth 
the flames of Are.

I N thee, O Lord, do I put my trust ; 

let me never be ashamed : deliver 
me in thy righteousnesa 
2 Bow down thine ear to me ; deli- 
ver me speedily : be thou my strong 
rock, for an house of defence to 
save me. 

3 For thou art my rock and my for- 
tress ; therefore for thy name’s sake 
lead me, and guide me. 

4 Pull me out of the net that they 
liave laid privily for me : for thou art 
my strength. 

5 Into thine hand I con^mit my 
spirit: thou hast redeemed me, O 
[^kd God of truth. 
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6 I have hated them that regard ly- 
ing vanities : but I trust in the Lord. 

7 I will be glad and rejoice in thy 
mercy : for thou hast considered my 
trouble « thou hast known my soul in 
adversities ; 

8 And hast not shut me up into 
the hand of the enemy : thou hast set 
my feet in a large room. 

9 Have mercy upon me, O Lord, 
for I am in trouble: mine eye is 
consumed with grief, yea, my soul 
and my belly.

4 For day and night thy hand was 
heavy upon me : my moisture is 
turned into the drought of summer.

PSALM XXXIV. 

1 David praiseth Gody and exhorteth others thereto hy 
his experience. 8 They are blessed that trust in God. 
11 He exhorteth to the fear of God. 15 The privi- 
leges of the righteous. 

A Psalm of David, when he changed his behaviour 
before Abimelech; who drove him away, and he 
departed. 

I WILL bless the Lord at all times : 

his praise shall continually he in 
my mouth. 

2 My soul shall make her boast in 
the Lord: the humble shall hear 
thereof, and be glad. 

3 O magnify the Lord with me, and 
let us exalt his name together. 

^^4 I sought the Lord, and he heard 
me, and delivered me from all my 
fears. 

5 They looked unto him, and were 
lightened: and their faces were not 
ashamed. 

6 This poor man cried, and the 
Lord heard him, and saved him out 
of all his troubles. 

7 The angel of the Lord encampeth 
round about them that fear him, and 
delivereth them. 

-^8 0 taste and see that the Lord is 
good : blessed is the man that trust- 
eth in him. 

9 O fear the Lord, ye his saints: 
for there is no want to them that 
fear him. 

10 The young lions do lack, and suf- 
fer hunger: but they that seek the 
Ix)RD shall not want any good thing. 
11 Come, ye children, hearken xmto 
me : I will teach you the fear of the 
Lord. 
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12 What man is he thai desireth 
life, and loveth many days, that he 
may see good? 

13 Keep thy tongue from evil, and 
thy lips from speaking guile. 

14 Depart from evil, and do good; 
seek peace, and pursue it. 

^15 The eyes of the Lord are upon 
the righteous, and his ears are open 
unto their cry. 

16 The face of the Lord is against 
them that do evil, to cut off the re- 
membrance of them from the earth. 

17 The righteous cry, and the Lord 
heareth, and delivereth them out of 
all their troubles. 

18 The Lord is nigh unto them that 
are of a broken heart; and saveth 
such as be of a contrite spirit. 

^ 19 Many are the afflictions of the 
righteous : but the Lord delivereth 
him out of them all. 

20 He keepeth all his bones: not 
one of them is broken. 

21 Evil shall slay the wicked: and 
they that hate the righteous shall 
be desolate. 

22 The Lord redeemeth the soul of 
his servants : and none of them that 
trust in him shall be desolate. 

PSALM XXXV. 

1 David prayeth for his own safety, and his enemies* 
confusion, 11 He complaineth of their wrongful 
dealing. 22 Thereby he inciteth God against them.

P LEAD my cause, O Lord, with 
them that strive with me : fight 
against them that fight against me. 

2 Take hold of shield and buckler, 
and stand up for mine help. 

3 Draw out also the spear, and 
stop the way against them that per- 
secute me : say unto my soul, I am 
thy salvation. 

4 Let them be confounded and put 
to shame that seek after my soul : 
let them be turned back and brought 
to confiision that devise my hurt. 

5 Let them be as chaff before the 
wind: and let the angel of the Lord 
chase them. 

6 Let their way be dark and slip- 
pery : and let the angel of the Lord 
persecute them. 
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7 For without cause have they hid 
for me their net in a pit, which with- 
out cause they have digged for my 
soul. 

8 Let destruction come upon him 
at unawares ; and let his net that he 
hath hid catch himself: into that 
very destruction let him fall 

9 And my soul shall be joy^ in 
the Lord : it shall rejoice in his sal- 
vation. 

10 All my bones shall say, Lord, 
who is like unto thee, which deliver- 
est the poor from him that is too 
strong for him, yea, the poor and 
the needy from him that spoileth 
him? 

11 False witnesses did rise up ; they 
laid to my charge things that I knew 
not. 

12 They rewarded me evil for good 
to the spoiling of my soul. 

13 But as for me, when they were 
sick, my clothing was sackcloth: I 
humbled my soul with fasting; and 
my prayer returned into mine own 
bosom. 

14 I behaved myself as though he 
had been my friend or brother: I 
bowed down heavily, as one that 
moumeth for his mother. 

15 But in mine adversity they re- 
joiced, and gathered themselves to- 
gether : yea, the abjects gathered 
themselves together against me, and 
I knew it not ; they did tear me, and 
ceased not : 

16 With hypocritical mockers in 
feasts, they gnashed upon me with 
their teeth. 

17 Lord, how long wilt thou look on ? 
rescue my soul from their destruc- 
tions, my darling from the lions. 

18 I wUl give thee thanks in the 
great congregation : I will praise 
thee among much people. 

19 Let not them that are mine ene- 
mies wrongfully rejoice over me : 
neither let them wink with the eye 
that hate me without a cause. 

20 For they speak not peace: but 
they devise deceitful matters against 
them that are quiet in the land. 

21 Yea, they opened their mouth 
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wide against me, and said. Aha, aha« 
our eye hath seen it. 

22 This thou hast seen, O Lord: 
keep not silence: O Lord, be not far 
from ma 

23 Stir up thyself, and awake to my 
judgment, even imto my cause, my 
God and my Lord 

24 Judge me, O Lord my God, ac- 
cording to thy righteousness; and 
let them not rejoice over me. 

25 Let them not say in their hearts. 
Ah, so would we have it: let them 
not say. We have swallowed him up. 

26 Let them be ashamed and 
brought to confusion together that 
rejoice at mine hurt: let them be 
clothed with shame and dishonour 
that magnify themselves against me. 

27 Let them shout for joy, and 
be glad, that favour my righteous 
cause ; yea, let them say continually. 
Let the Lord be magnified, which 
hath pleasure in the prosperity of 
his servant. 

28 And my tongue shall speak of 
thy righteousness arid of thy praise 
all the day long. 

PSALM XXXVI.

To the chief Musician, A Psalm of David the servant 
of the Lobd. 

T he transgression of the wicked 
saith within my heart, that there 
is no fear of God before his eyes. 

2 For he flattereth himself in his 
own eyes, until his iniquity be found 
to be hateful. 

3 The words of his mouth are ini- 
quity and deceit: he hath left off' to 
be wise, and to do good. 

4 He deviseth mischief upon his 
bed ; he setteth himself in a way that 
is not good ; he abhorreth not evil. 

5 Thy mercy, O Lord, is in the 
heavens ; and thy faithfulness reach- 
eth unto the clouds. 

6 Thy righteousness is like the gi'eat 
moimtains ; thy judgments are a great 
deep : O Lord, thou preservest man 
and beast. 

7 How excellent is thy lovingkind- 
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ness, O God! therefore the children 
of men put their trust under the 
shadow of thy wings. 

8 They shall be abundantly satisfied 
with the fatness of thy house; and 
thou shalt make them drink of the 
river of thy pleasures. 

9 For with thee is the foimtain of 
life: in thy light shall we see light. 

10 O continue thy lovingkindness 
unto them that Imow thee; and 
thy righteousness to the upright in 
heart. 

11 Let not the foot of pride come 
against me, and let not the hand of 
the wieked remove me. 

12 There are the workers of iniquity 
fallen : they are cast down, and shall 
not be able to rise. 

PSALM XXXVII. 

David persuadeth to patience and confidence in God, hy 
the different estate of the godly and the wicked, 

A Psalm of David. 

F ret not thyself because of evil- 
doers, neither be thou envious 
against the workers of iniquity. 

2 For they shall soon be cut down 
like the grass, and wither as the 
green herb. 

3 Trust in the Lord, and do good ; 
so shalt thou dwell in the land, and 
verily thou shalt be fed. 

4 Delight thyself also in the Lord ; 
and he shall give thee the desires of 
thine heart. 

5 Commit thy way unto the Lord ; 
trust also in him ; and he shall bring 
it to pass. 

6 And he shall bring forth thy 
righteousness as the light, and thy 
judgment as the noonday. 

7 ^st in the Lord, and wait pa- 
tiently for him: fret not thyself be- 
cause of him who prospereth in his 
way, because of the man who bring- 
eth wicked devices to pass. 

8 Cease from anger, and forsake 
wrath: fi’et not thyself in any wise 
to do evil. 

9 For evildoers shall be cut oft': but 
those that wait upon the Lord, they 
shall inherit the earth. 

10 For yet a little while, and the 
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wicked shcdl not he: yea, thou shalt 
diligently consider his place, and it 
shall not he. 

11 But the meek shall inherit the 
earth; and shall delight themselves 
in the abundance of peace. 

12 The wicked plotteth against the 
just, and gnasheth upon him with 
his teeth. 

13 The Lord shall laugh at him : for 
he seeth that his day is coming. 

14 The wicked have drawn out the 
sword, and have bent their bow, to 
cast down the poor and needy, and 
to slay such as be of upright con- 
versation. 

15 Their sword shall enter into their 
own heart, and their bows shall be 
broken. 

16 A little that a righteous man 
hath is better than the riches of 
many wicked. 

17 For the arms of the wicked shall 
be broken : but the Lord upholdeth 
the righteous. 

18 The Lord knoweth the days of 
the upright : and their inheritance 
shall be for ever.

12 Marvellous things did he in the 
sight of their fathers, in the land of 
E§ypt, in the field of Zoan. 

13 He divided the sea, and caused 
them to pass through ; and he made 
the waters to stand as an heap. 

14 In the daytime also he led them 
with a clo\id, and all the night with 
a light of fire. 

16 He clave the rocks in the wilder- 
ness, and gave them drink as out of 
the great depths. 

16 He brought streams also out of 
the rock, and caused waters to run 
down like rivers. 

17 And they sinned yet more against 
him by provoking the most High in 
the wilderness. 

18 And they tempted God in their 
heart by asking meat for their lust.

49 He cast upon them the fierce- 
ness of his anger, wrath, and indig- 
nation, and trouble, by sending evil 
angels among them. 

60 He made a way to his anger ; he 
spared not their soul from death, but 
gave their life over to the pestilence; 

61 And smote all the firstborn in 
®gypt ; the chief of their strength in 
the tabernacles of Ham : 

52 But made his own people to go 
forth like sheep, and guided them in 
the wilderness like a flock. 

53 And he led them on safely, so 
that they feared not: but the sea 
overwhelmed their enemies. 

54 And he brought them to the 
border of his sanctuary, even to this 
mountain, which his right hand had 
purchased.

9 Thou hast set a bovmd that they 
may not pass over; that they turn 
not again to cover the earth. 

10 He sendeth the springs into the 
valleys, which run among the hills. 

11 They give drink to every beast 
of the field: the wild asses quench 
their thirst. 

12 By them shall the fowls of the 
heaven have their habitation, which 
sing among the branches. 

13 He watereth the hills from his 
chambers : the earth is satisfied with 
the fruit of thy works. 

14 He causeth the grass to grow for 
the cattle, and herb for the service 
of man: that he may bring forth 
food out of the earth; 

15 And wine that maketh glad the 
heart of man, and oil to make his 
face to shine, and bread which 
strengtheneth man’s heart.

4 To give subtilty to the simple, 
to the young man knowledge and 
discretion. 

5 A wise man will hear, and will 
increase learning ; and a man of un- 
derstanding shall attain unto wise 
counsels : 

6 To understand a proverb, and 
the interpretation ; the words of the 
wise, and their dark sayings. 

7 IT The fear of the Lord is the 
beginning of knowledge: hut fools 
despise wisdom and instruction. 

8 My son, hear the instruction of 
thy father, and forsake not the law 
of thy mother: 

9 For they shall be an ornament 
of grace unto thy head, and chains 
about thy neck. 

10 IT My son, if sinners entice thee, 
consent thou not. 

11 If they say. Come with us, let 
us lay wait for blood, let us lurk pri- 
vily for the innocent without cause : 

12 Let us swallow them up alive 
as the grave; and whole, as those 
that go down into the pit: 

13 We shall find all precious sub- 
stance, we shall fill our houses with 
spoil : 

14 Cast in thy lot among us ; let us 
ail have one purse : 


15 My son, walk not thou in the way 
with them; refrain thy foot from 
their path: 

16 For their feet run to evil, and 
make haste to shed blood. 

17 Surely in vain the net is spread 
in the sight of any bird. 

18 And they lay wait for their awn 
blood ; they lurt privily for their own 
lives. 

19 So are the ways of every one 
that is greedy of gain ; which taketh 
away the life of the owners thereof. 

20 t Wisdom crieth without; she 
uttereth her voice in the streets: 

21 She crieth in the chief place of 
concourse, in the openings of the 
gates : in the city she uttereth her 
words, saying, 

22 How long, ye simple ones, will 
ye love simplicity ? and the scomers 
delight in their scorning, and fools 
hate knowledge ? 

23 Turn you at my reproof : behold, 
I will pour out my spirit unto you, 
I will make known my words unto 
you. 

24 1 Because I have called, and ye 
refused; I have stretched out my 
band, and no man regarded; 

25 But ye have set at nought all 
my counsel, and would none of my 
reproof : 

26 I also will laugh at your calar 
mity; I will mock when your fear 
cometh ; 

27 When your fear cometh as de- 
solation, and your destruction com- 
eth as a whirlwind; when distress 
and anguish cometh upon you. 

28 Then shall they call upon me, 
but 1 will not answer; they shall 
seek me eaily, but they shall not 
find me: 
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29 For that they hated knowledge, 
and did not choose the fear of we 
Lord: 

30 They would none of my coim- 
sel; they despised all my reproof 

31 Therefore shall they eat of the 
fruit of their own way, and be filled 
with their own devices. 

32 For the turning away of the 
simple shall slay them, and the pros- 
perity of fools shall destroy them. 

33 But whoso hearkeneth imto me 
shall dwell safely, and shall be quiet 
from fear of evil 

CHAPTER n. 

1 Wisdom promiseth godliness to her children^ 10 aud 
safety from evil company, 20 and direction in good 
ways.

17 I love them that love me ; and 
those that seek me early shall find 
me. 

18 Riehes and honour are with me ; 
yea, durable riches and righteous- 
ness. 

19 My fruit is better than gold, yea, 
than fine gold ; and my revenue than 
choice silver. 

20 I lead in the way of righteous- 
ness, in the midst of the paths of 
judgment : 

21 That I may cause those that love 
me to inherit substance ; and I will 
fill their treasures. 

22 The Lord possessed me in the 
beginning of his way, before his 
works of old. 

23 I was set up frmn everlasting, 


from the beg^inning, or ever the earth 
was. 

24 When there were no depths, I 
was brought forth ; when there were 
no fountains aboimding with water. 

25 Before the mountains were set- 
tled, before the hills was I brought 
forth :

10 The fear of the Lord is the be- 
ginning of wisdom: and the know- 
ledge of the holy is understanding. 

11 For by me thy days shall be 
multiplied, and the years of thy life 
shall be inereased. 

12 If thou be wise, thou shalt be 
wise for thyself : but if thou scom- 
est, thou alone shalt bear it. 

13 t A foolish woman is clamorous : 
she is simple, and knoweth nothing. 

14 For she sitteth at the door of 
her house, on a seat in the high 
places of the city, 

15 To call passengers who go right 
on their ways : 

IG Whoso is simple, let him turn in 
hither : and as for him that wanteth 
understanding, she saith to him, 

17 Stolen waters are sweet, and 
bread eaten in secret is pleasant. 

18 But he knoweth not that the 
dead are there ; and that her guests 
are in the depths of hell.

13 In the lips of him that hath un- 
derstanding wisdom is found : but 
a rod is for the back of him that is 
void of understanding. 

14 Wise men lay up knowledge: 
but the mouth of the foolish is near 
destruction. 

15 The rich man’s wealth is his 
strong city : the destruction of the 
poor is their poverty. 

16 The labour of the righteous tend- 
eth to life : the fruit of the wicked 
to sin. 

17 He is in the way of life that 
keepeth instruction : but he that re- 
fuseth reproof eiTctk 

18 He that hideth hatred with lying 
lips, and he that uttereth a slander, 
is a fooL 

19 In the multitude of words there 
wanteth not sin : but he that refrain- 
eth his lips is wise. 

20 The tongue of the just is as 
choice silver : the heart of the wick- 
ed is little worth. 

21 The lips of the righteous feed 
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many : but fools die for want of 
wisdom. 

22 The blessing of the Lord, it 
maketh rich, and he addeth no sor- 
row with it. 

23 It is as sport to a fool to do mis- 
chief: but a man of understanding 
hath wisdom. 

24 The fear of the wicked, it shall 
come upon him: but the desire of 
the righteous shall be granted. 

25 As the whirlwind passeth, so is 
the wicked no Tnore : but the right- 
eous is an everlasting foundation. 

26 As vinegar to the teeth, and as 
smoke to the eyes, so is the sluggard 
to them that send him.

6 A scomer seeketh wisdom, and 
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findeth it not : but knowledge is easy 
unto him that understander. 

7 Go from the presence of a foolish 
man, when thou perceivest not in him 
the lips of knowledge. 

8 The wisdom of the prudent is to 
understand his way : but the folly of 
fools is deceit. 

9 Fools make a mock at sin: but 
among the righteous (here is favour. 

10 The heart knoweth his own bit- 
terness ; and a stranger doth not in- 
termed^e with his joy. 

11 The house of the wicked shall 
be overthrown: but the tabernacle 
of the upright shall flourish. 

12 There is a way which seemeth 
right unto a man, but the end thereof 
are the ways of death. 

13 Even in laughter the heart is 
sorrowful ; and the end of that mirth 
is heaviness. 

14 The backslider in heart shall be 
filled with his own ways : and a 
good man shall he satisfied from him- 
self 

15 The simple believeth every word : 
but the prudent man looketh well to 
his going. 

16 A wise man feareth, and depart- 
eth from evil: but the fool rageth, 
and is confident. 

17 He that is soon angry dealeth 
foolishly: and a man of wicked de- 
vices is hated. 

18 The simple inherit folly: but 
the prudent are crowned with know- 
ledge. 

19 The evil bow before the good; 
and the wicked at the gates of the 
righteous. 

20 The poor is hated even of his 
own neighbour: but the rich hath 
many fiiends. 

21 He that despiseth his neighbour 
sinneth : but he that hath mercy on 
the poor, happy is he. 

22 Do they not err that devise evil ? 
but mercy and truth shall he to them 
that devise good. 

23 In all labour there is profit : but 
the talk of the lips tendeth only to 
penury. 

24 The crown of the wise is their 


riches : hut the foolishness of fools is 
folly. 

25 A true witness delivereth souls: 
but a deceitful witness speaketh lies. 

26 In the fear of the Lord is strong 
confidence: and his children shall 
have a place of refuge. 

27 The fear of the Lord is a foun- 
tain of life, to depart from the snares 
of death. 

28 In the multitude of people is 
the king’s honour: but in the want 
of people is the destruction of the 
prince. 

29 He that is slow to wrath is of 

f reat understanding: but he that is 
asty of spirit exalteth folly. 

30 A sound heart is the life of the 
flesh : but envy the rottenness of the 
bones. 

31 He that oppresseth the poor re- 
roacheth his Maker: but he that 
onoureth him hath mercy on the 
poor. 

32 The wicked is driven away in his 
wickedness: but the righteous hath 
hope in his death. 

33 Wisdom resteth in the heart of 
him that hath understanding: but 
that, which is in the midst of fools is 
made known. 

34 Righteousness exalteth a nation : 
but sin is a reproach to any people. 

35 The kings favour is toward a 
wise servant : but his wrath is against 
him that causeth shame. 

CHAPTER XV. 

A SOFT answer tumeth away 
wrath: but grievous words stir 
up anger. 

2 The tongue of the wise useth 
knowledge aright: but the mouth of 
fools poureth out foolishness. 

3 The eyes of the Lord are in every 
place, beholding the evil and the 
good. 

4 A wholesome tongue is a tree of 
life: but perverseness therein is a 
breach in the spirit. 

5 A fool despiseth his father’s in- 
struction : but he that regardeth re- 
proof is prudent 

6 In the house of the righteous is 
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much treasvire: but in the revenues 
of the wicked is trouble. 

7 The lips of the wise disperse 
knowledge : but the heart of the 
foolish ^eth not so. 

8 The sacrifice of the wicked is an 
abomination to the Lord: but the 
prayer of the upright is his delight. 

9 The way of the wicked is an abo- 
mination unto the Lord : but he 
loveth him that followeth after righ- 
teousness. 

10 Correction is grievous unto him 
that forsaketh the way : and he that 
hateth reproof shall die. 

11 Hell and destruction are before 
the Lord : how much more then the 
hearts of the children of men ? 

12 A scomer loveth not one that 
reproveth him : neither will he go 
unto the wise. 

13 A merry heart maketh a cheer- 
ful countenance: but by sorrow of 
the heart the spirit is broken. 

14 The heart of him that hath un- 
derstanding seeketh knowledge : but 
the mouth of fooLs feedeth on fool- 
ishness. 

15 All the days of the aflB^icted are 
evil : but he that is of a merry heart 
hath a continual feast. 

16 Better is little with the fear of 
the Lord than great treasure and 
trouble therewith. 

17 Better is a dinner of herbs where 
love is, than a stalled ox and hatred 
therewith. 

18 A WTathful man stirreth up strife: 
but he that is slow to anger appeaseth 
strife. 

19 The way of the slothful man is as 
an hedge of thorns : but the way of 
the righteous is made plain. 

20 A wise son maketh a glad fa- 
ther : but a foolish man despiseth 
his mother. 

21 Folly is joy to him that is desti- 
tute of wisdom : but a man of under- 
standing walketh uprightly. 

22 Without counsel pumoses are 
disappointed : but in the multi- 
tude of counsellors they are estab- 
lished. 

23 A man hath joy by the answer 
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of his mouth : and a word spoken in 
due season, how good is it! 

24 The way of life is above to the 
wise, that he may depart from hell 
beneath. 

25 The Lord will destroy the house 
of the proud : but he will establish 
the border of the widow. 

26 The thoughts of the wicked are 
an abomination to the Lord : but 
the words of the pure are pleasant 
words. 

27 He that is greedy of gain trou- 
bleth his own house ; but he that 
hateth gifts shall live. 

28 The heart of the righteoas stu- 
dieth to answer: but the mouth of 
the wicked poureth out evil things. 

29 The Lord is far from the wicked: 
but he heareth the prayer of the 
righteous. 

30 The light of the eyes rejoiceth 
the heart: and a good report mak- 
eth the bones fat. 

31 The ear that heareth the reproof 
of life abideth among the wise. 

32 He that refuseth instruction de- 
spiseth his own soul : but he that 
heareth reproof getteth understand- 
ing. 

33 The fear of the Lord is the in- 
struction of wisdom ; and before 
honour is humility. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

T he preparations of the heart 
in man, and the answer of the 
tongue, is from the Lord. 

2 All the ways of a man are clean 
in his own eyes ; but the Lord weigh- 
eth the spirita 

3 Commit thy works unto the Lord, 
and thy thoughts shall be estab- 
lished. 

4 The Lord hath made all things for 
himself: yea, even the wicked for the 
day of evil. 

5 Every one that is proud in heart is 
an abomination to the Lord : though 
hand join in hand, he shall not be 
rmpunished. 

6 By mercy and truth iniquity is 
purged : and by the fear of the Lord 
men depart from evil 
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7 When a man’s ways please the 
Lord, he maketh even his enemies 
to be at peace with him. 

8 Better is a little with righteous- 
ness than great revenues without 
right. 

9 A man’s heart deviseth his way : 
but the Lord directeth his steps. 

10 A divine sentence is in the lips 
of the king : his mouth transgresseth 
not in judgment. 

11 A just weight and balance are 
the Lord’s : all the weights of the 
bag are his work. 

12 It is an abomination to kings to 
commit wickedness; for the throne 
is established by righteousness. 

13 Righteous lips are the delight 
of kings ; and they love him that 
speaketh right. 

14 The wrath of a king is as mes- 
sengers of death: but a wise man 
will pacify it. 

15 In the light of the king’s coun- 
tenance is life ; and his favour is as 
a cloud of the latter rain. 

16 How much better is it to get 
wisdom than gold! and to get un- 
derstanding rather to be chosen 
than silver ! 

17 The highway of the upright is to 
depart from evil : he that keepeth 
his way preserveth his soul. 

18 Pride go^h before destruction, 
and an haughty spirit before a fall. 

19 Better it is to he of an humble 
spirit with the lowly, than to divide 
the spoil with the proud. 

20 He that handleth a matter wisely 
shall find good: and whoso trusteth 
in the Lord, happy is he. 

21 The wise in heart shall be called 
prudent: and the sweetness of the 
lips increaseth learning. 

22 Understanding is a wellspring of 
life unto him that hath it: but the 
instruction of fools is folly. 

23 The heart of the wise teacheth 
his mouth, and addeth learning to 
his lips. 

24 Pleasant words are as an honey- 
comb, sweet to the soul, and health 
to the bones. 

25 There is a way that seemeth 


right unto a man, but the end there- 
of are the ways of death. 

26 He that laboureth laboureth for 
himself; for his mouth craveth it of 
him. 

27 An ungodly man diggeth up evil : 
and in his lips there is as a burning 
fire. 

28 A froward man soweth strife : 
and a whisperer separateth chief 
fiiends. 

29 A violent man enticeth his neigh- 
bour, and leadeth him into the way 
that is not good. 

30 He shutteth his eyes to devise 
froward things; moving his lips he 
bringeth evil to pass. 

31 The hoary head is a crown of 
glory, if it be found in the way of 
righteousness. 

32 He that is slow to anger is bet- 
ter than the mighty ; and he that 
ruleth his spirit than he that taketh 
a city. 

33 The lot is cast into the lap ; but 
the whole disposing thereof is of the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

B etter is a dry morsel, and 
quietness therewith, than an 
house full of sacrifices with strife. 

2 A wise servant shall have rule 
over a son that causeth shame, and 
shall have part of the inheritance 
among the brethren. 

3 The fining pot is for silver, and 
the furnace for gold : but the Lord 
trieth the hearts. 

4 A wicked doer giveth heed to 
false lips; and liar giveth ear to a 
naughty tongue. 

5 Whoso mocketh the poor re- 
proacheth his Maker: and he that 
is glad at calamities shall not be 
unpunished. 

6 Children’s children are the crown 
of old men; and the glory of chil- 
dren are their fathers. 

7 Excellent speech becometh not 
a fool : much less do lying lips a 
prince. 

8 A gift is as B. precious stone 
in the eyes of him that hath it: 
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whithersoever it turneth, it pros- 
pereth. 

9 He that covereth a transgression 
seeketh love ; but he that repeateth 
a matter separateth very friends. 

10 A reproof entereth more into a 
wise man than an hundred stripes 
into a fool. 

11 An evil man seeketh only re- 
bellion : therefore a cruel messenger 
shall be sent against him. 

12 Let a bear robbed of her whelps 
meet a man, rather than a fool in his 
folly. 

13 Whoso rewardeth evil for good, 
evil shall not depart from his house. 

14 The begiiming of strife is as 
when one letteth out water: there- 
fore leave off contention, before it 
be meddled with. 

15 He that justifieth the wicked, 
and he that condemneth the just, 
even they both are abomination to 
the Lord. 

16 Wherefore is there a price in the 
hand of a fool to get wisdom, seeing 
he hath no heart to it ? 

17 A friend loveth at all times, and 
a brother is born for adversity. 

18 A man void of understanding 
striketh hands, and becometh surety 
in the presence of his friend. 

19 He loveth transgression that 
loveth strife: and he that exalteth 
his gate seeketh destruction. 

20 He that hath a froward heart 
findeth no good : and he that hath 
a perverse tongue falleth into mis- 
chief 

21 He that begetteth a fool doeth it 
to his sorrow: and the father of a 
fool hath no joy. 

22 A meriy heart doeth good like a 
medicine : but a broken spirit drieth 
the bones. 

23 A wicked man taketh a gift out 
of the bosom to pervert the ways of 
judgment. 

24 Wisdom is before him that hath 
understanding; but the eyes of a 
fool are in the ends of the earth. 

25 A foolish son is a grief to his 
father, and bitterness to her that 
bare him. 


26 Also to punish the just is not 
good, nor to strike princes for equity, 

27 He that hath knowledge spareth 
his words : and a man of understand- 
ing is of an excellent spirit. . 

28 Even a fool, when he holdeth his 
peace, is counted wise : and he that 
shutteth his lips is esteemed a man of 
imderstanding. 

CHAPTER XVIIL 

T hrough desire a man, having 
separated himself, seeketh and 
intermeddleth with all wisdom. 

2 A fool hath no delight in under- 
standing, but that his heart may dis- 
cover itself 

3 When the wicked cometh, then 
cometh also contempt, and with ig- 
nominy reproach. 

4 The words of a man’s mouth are 
as deep waters, ami the w'ellspring of 
wisdom as a flowing brook. 

5 It is not good to accept the per- 
son of the wicked, to overthrow the 
righteous in judgment. 

6 A fool’s li})S enter into contention, 
and his mouth calleth for strokes. 

7 A fool’s mouth is his destruction, 
and his lips are the snare of his 
soul. 

8 The words of a talebearer are as 
wounds, and they go down into the 
innermost parts of the belly. 

9 He also that is slothfiil in his 
work is brother to him that is a 
great waster. 

10 The name of the Lord is a 
j strong tower : the righteous runneth 
into it, and is safe. 

11 The rich man’s wealth is his 
strong city, and as an high wall in 
his own conceit. 

12 Before destruction the heart of 
man is haughty, and before honour 
is humility. 

13 He that answereth a matter 
before he heareth it, it is folly and 
shame unto him. 

14 The spirit of a man will sustain 
his infirmity; but a wounded spirit 
who can bear? 

15 The heart of the prudent getteth 
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knowledge ; and the ear of the wise 
seeketh knowledge. 

16 A man’s gift maketh room for 
him, and bringeth him before great 
men. 

17 He that is first in his own cause 
seemeth just ; but his neighbour com- 
eth and searcheth him. 

18 The lot causeth contentions to 
cease, and parteth between the 
mighty. 

19 A brother offended is harder to 
be won than a strong city : and their 
contentions are like the bars of a 
castle. 

20 A man’s belly shall be satisfied 
with the fruit of his mouth ; and 
with the increase of his lips shall he 
be filled. 

21 Death and life are in the power 
of the tongue : and they that love it 
shall eat the fruit thereof 

22 Whoso findeth a wife findeth a 
good thing, and obtaineth favour of 
tlie Lord. 

23 The poor useth intreaties; but 
the rich answereth roughly. 

24 A man that hath friends must 
shew himself friendly : and there is 
a friend that sticketh closer than a 
brother. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

B etter is the poor that walketh 
m his integrity, than he that is 
perverse in his lips, and is a fool. 

2 Also, that the soul he without 
knowledge, it is not good; and he 
that hasteth with his feet sinneth. 

8 The foolishness of man jicrvert- 
eth his way : and his heart fretteth 
against the Lord. 

4 Wealth maketh many friends ; 
but the poor is separated from his 
neighbour. 

5 A false witness shall not be un- 
punished, and he that speaketh lies 
shall not escape. 

6 Many will intreat the favour of the 
prince : and every man is a friend to 
him that giveth gifts. 

7 All the brethren of the poor do 
hate him : how much more do his 
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friends go far from him ? he pur- 
sueth them with words, yet they are 
wanting to him. 

8 He that getteth wisdom loveth 
his own soul : he that keepeth un- 
derstanding shall find good. 

9 A false witness shall not be un- 
punished, and he that speaketh lies 
shall perish. 

10 Delight is not seemly for a fool ; 
much less for a servant to have rule 
over princes. 

11 The discretion of a man defer- 
reth his anger ; and it is his glory 
to pass over a transgression. 

12 The king’s wrath is as the roar- 
ing of a lion ; but his favour is as 
dew upon the grass. 

13 A foolish son is‘ the calamity of 
his father ; and the contentions of a 
wife are a continual dropping. 

14 House and riches are the inhe- 
ritance of fathers : and a prudent 
wife is from the Lord. 

15 Slothfulness casteth into a deep 
sleep ; and an idle soul shall suffer 
hunger. 

16 lie that keepeth the command- 
ment keepeth his own soul ; hut he 
that des])iseth his ways shall die. 

17 He that hath pity upon the poor 
lendeth unto the Lord ; and that 
which he hath given will he pay him 
again. 

18 Chasten thy son while there is 
hope, and let not thy soul spare for 
his crying. 

19 A man of great wrath shall suf- 
fer punishment : for if thou deliver 
him, yet thou must do it again. 

20 Hear counsel, and I’eceive in- 
struction, that thou mayest be wise 
in thy latter end. 

21 There are many devices in a 
man’s heart ; nevertheless the coun- 
sel of the Lord, that shall stand. 

22 The desire of a man is his kind- 
ness : and a poor man is better than 
a liar. 

23 The fear of the Lord tendeth to 
life : and he that hath it shall abide 
satisfied ; he shall not be visited with 
evil. 

24 A slothful man hideth his hand 
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in his bosom, and will not so much 
as bring it to his mouth again. 

25 Smite a scorner, and the simple 
will beware: and reprove one that 
hath understanding, and he will un- 
derstand knowledge. 

26 He that wasteth his father, and 
chaseth away his mother, is a son 
that causeth shame, and bringeth 
reproach. 

27 Cease, my son, to hear the in- 
struction that causeth to err from 
the words of knowledge. 

28 An vmgodly witness scometh 
judgment : and the mouth of the 
wicked devoureth iniquity. 

29 Judgments are prepared for 
scomers, and stripes for the back 
of fools. 

CHAPTER XX. 

W INE is a mocker, strong drink 
is raging : and whosoever is 
deceived thereby is not wise. 

2 The fear of a king is as the 
roaring of a lion: wJioso provoketh 
him to anger sinneth against his 
own soul. 

3 It is an honour for a man to 
cease from strife : but every fool will 
be meddling. 

4 The sluggard will not plow by 
reason of the cold ; therefore shall he 
beg in harvest, and have nothing. 

5 Counsel in the heart of man is 
like deep water ; but a man of imder- 
standing will draw it out. 

6 Most men will proclaim every one 
his own goodness : but a faithful man 
who can find ? 

7 The Just man walketh in his inte- 
grity : his children are blessed after 
him. 

8 A king that sitteth in the throne 
of judgment scattereth away all evil 
with his eyes. 

9 Who can say, I have made my 
heart clean, I am pure from my sin ? 

10 Divers weights, and divers mea- 
sures, both of them are alike abomi- 
nation to the Lord. 

11 Even a child is known by his 
doings, whether his work he pure, 
and whether it he right. 
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12 The hearing ear, and the seeing 
eye, the Lord hath made even both 
of them. 

13 Love not sleep, lest thou come 
to poverty ; open thine eyes, and 
thou shalt be satisfied with bread. 

14 It is naught, it is naught, saith 
the buyer : but when he is gone his 
way, then he boasteth. 

15 There is gold, and a multitude 
of rubies : but the lips of knowledge 
are a precious jewel. 

16 Take his garment that is surety 
for a stranger : and take a pledge of 
him for a strange woman. 

17 Bread of deceit is sweet to a 
man ; but afterwards his mouth shall 
be filled with gravel. 

18 Every purpose is established by 
counsel : and with good advice make 
war. 

19 He that goeth about as a tale- 
bearer revealeth secrets : therefore 
meddle not with him that flattereth 
with his lips. 

20 Whoso curseth his father or his 
mother, his lamp shall be put out in 
obscure darkness. 

21 An inheritance may he gotten 
hastily at the beginning ; but the 
end thereof shall not be blessed. 

22 Say not thou, I will recompense 
evil; hut wait on the Lord, and he 
shall save thee. 

23 Divers weights are an abomi- 
nation unto the Lord; and a false 
balance is not good. 

24 Man’s goings are of the Lord; 
how can a man then understand his 
own way ? 

25 It is a snare to the man who de- 
voureth that which is holy, and after 
vows to make enquiry. 

26 A wise king scattereth the wicked, 
and bringeth the wheel over them. 

27 The spirit of man is the candle 
of the Lord, searching all the inward 
parts of the belly. 

28 Mercy and truth preserve the 
king: and his throne is upholden by 
mercy. 

29 The glory of young men is their 
strength : and the beauty of old men 
is the grey head. 
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30 The blueness of a wound cleans- 
eth away evil: so do stripes the in- 
ward parts of the belly. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

T he king’s heart is in the hand 
of the Lord, as the rivers of 
water: he turneth it whithersoever 
he will. 

2 Every way of a man is right in his 
own eyes: but the Lord pondereth 
the hearts. 

3 To do justice and judgment is 
more acceptable to the Lord than 
sacrifice. 

4 An high look, and a proud heart, 
and the plowing of the wicked, is 
sin. 

5 The thoughts of the diligent tend 
only to plenteousness ; but of every 
one that is hasty only to want. 

6 The getting of treasures by a 
lying tongue is a vanity tossed to 
and fro of them that seek death. 

7 The robbery of the wicked shall 
destroy them ; because they refuse 
to do judgment, 

8 The way of man is froward and 
strange : but as for the pure, his 
work is right. 

9 It is better to dwell in a comer 
of the housetop, than with a brawling 
woman in a wide house. 

10 The soul of the wicked desireth 
evil : his neighbour findeth no favour 
in his eyes. 

11 When the scomer is punished, 
the simple is made wise : and when 
the wise is instructed, he receiveth 
knowledge. 

12 The righteous man wisely con- 
sidereth the house of the wicked : 
hut God overthroweth the wicked 
for their wickedness. 

13 Whoso stoppeth his ears at the 
cry of the poor, he also shall cry 
himself, but shall not be heard. 

14 A gift in secret pacifieth anger: 
and a reward in the bosom strong 
m*ath. 

15 It is joy to the just to do judg- 
ment : but destruction shall he to the 
workers of iniquity. 

IG The man that wandereth out 
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of the way of understanding shall 
remain in the congregation of the 
dead. 

17 He that loveth pleasure shall he 
a poor man : he that loveth wine and 
oil shall not be rich. 

18 The wicked shall he a ransom for 
the righteous, and the transgressor 
for the upright. 

19 It is better to dwell in the wil- 
derness, than with a contentious and 
an angry woman. 

20 There is treasure to be desired 
and oil in the dwelling of the wise ; 
but a foolish man spendeth it up. 

21 He that followeth after righte- 
ousness and mercy findeth life, right- 
eousness, and honour. 

22 A wise nwtn scaleth the city of 
the mighty, and casteth down the 
strength of the confidence thereof 

23 "V^ioso keepeth his mouth and 
his tongue keepeth his soul from 
troubles. 

24 Proud and haughty scorner is 
his name, who dealeth in proud 
wrath. 

25 The desire of the slothful kill- 
eth him ; for his hands refuse to 
labour. 

2G He coveteth greedily all the day 
long: but the righteous giveth and 
spareth not. 

27 The sacrifice of the wicked is 
abomination : how much more, when 
he bringeth it with a wicked mind? 

28 A false witness shall perish : but 
the man that heareth speaketh con- 
stantly. 

29 A wicked man hardeneth his 
face : but as for the upright, he 
directeth his way. 

30 There is no wisdom nor under- 
standing nor counsel against the 
Lord. 

31 The horse is prepared against 
the day of battle : but safety is of 
the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

A GOOD name is rather to be 
chosen than great riches, and 
loving favour rather than silver and 
gold. 
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2 The rich and poor meet together ; 
the Lord is the maker of them all. 

3 A prudent man foreseeth the evil, 
and hideth himself: but the simple 
pass on, and are punished. 

4 By humility and the fear of the 
Lord are riches, and honour, and 
life. 

6 Thoms and snares are in the way 
of the froward: he that doth keep 
his soul shall be far from them. 

6 Train up a child in the way he 
should go: and when he is old, he 
will not depart from it. 

7 The rich ruleth over the poor, 
and the borrower is servant to the 
lender. 

8 He that soweth iniqiiity shall reap 
vanity, and the rod of his anger shall 
fail. 

9 He that hath a bountiful eye shall 
be blessed ; for he giveth of his bread 
to the poor. 

10 Cast out the scomer, and con- 
tention shall go out ; yea, strife and 
reproach shall cease. 

11 He that loveth pureness of heart, 
for the grace of his lips the king shall 
he his friend. 

12 The eyes of the Lord preserve 
knowledge, and he overthroweth the 
words of the transgressor. 

13 The slothful man saith. There is 
a lion without, I shall be slain in the 
streets. 

14 The mouth of strange women is 
a deep pit: he that is abhorred of 
the Lord shall fall therein. 

15 Foolishness is bound in the heart 
of a child ; hut the rod of correction 
shall drive it far from him. 

16 He that oppresseth the poor to 
increase his riches, and he that giveth 
to the rich, shall surely come to want. 

17 Bow down thine ear, and hear 
the words of the wise, and apply 
thine heart unto my knowledge. 

18 For it is a pleasant thing if thou 
keep them within thee; they shall 
withal be fitted in thy lips. 

19 That thy trust may be in the 
Lord, I have made known to thee 
this day, even to thee. 

20 Have not I written to thee ex- 
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cellent things in counsels and know- 
ledge, 

21 That I might make thee know 
the certainty of the words of truth ; 
that thou mightest answer the words 
of truth to them that send unto 
thee? 

22 Rob not the poor, because he is 
poor: neither oppress the afflicted 
in the gate:

6 Evil men understand not judg- 
ment: but they that seek the Lord 
understand all things. 

6 Better is the poor that walketh 
in his uprightness, than he that is 
perverse in his ways, though he he 
rich. 

7 Whoso keepeth the law is a wise 
son: but he that is a companion of 
riotous men shameth his father. 

8 He that by usury and unjust gain 
mcreaseth his substance, he shall 
gather it for him that will pity the 
poor. 

9 He that tumeth away his ear from 


hearing the law, even his prayer shall 
be abomination. 

10 Whoso causeth the righteous to 
go astray in an evil way, he shall 
fall himself into his own pit : but the 
upright shall have good things in 
possession. 

11 The rich man is wise in his own 
conceit; but the poor that hath un- 
derstanding searcheth him out. 

12 When righteous men do rejoice, 
there is great glory: but when the 
wicked rise, a man is hidden. 

13 He that covereth his sins shall 
not prosper: but whoso confesseth 
and forsaketh them shall have mercy. 

14 Happy is the man that feareth 
alway: but he that hardeneth his 
heart shall fall into mischief 

15 As a roaring lion, and a ranging 
bear; so is a wicked ruler over the 
poor people. 

16 The prince that wanteth under- 
standing is also a great oppressor: 
hut he that hateth covetousness shall 
prolong his days. 

17 A man that doeth violence to the 
blood of any person shall flee to the 
pit ; let no man stay him. 

18 Whoso walketh uprightly shall 
be saved : but he that is perverse in 
his ways shall fall at once. 

19 He that tilleth his land shall 
have plenty of bread : but he that 
followeth after vain person^ shall 
have poverty enough. 

20 A faithful man shall abound 
with blessings: but he that maketh 
haste to be rich shall not be inno- 
cent. 

21 To have respect of persons is 
not good: for for a piece of bread 
that man will transgress. 

22 He that hasteth to be rich hath 
an evil eye, and considereth not that 
poverty shall come upon him. 

23 He that rebuketh a man after- 
wards shall find more favour than 
he that flattereth with the tongue. 

24 Whoso robbeth his father or his 
mother, and saith. It is no transgres- 
sion ; the same is the companion of 
a destroyer. 

25 He that is of a proud heart stir- 
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reth up strife : but he that putteth his 
trust in the Lord shall be made fat. 

26 He that trusteth in his own heart 
is a fool : but whoso walketh wisely, 
he shall be delivered. 

27 He that giveth unto the poor 
shall not lack: but he that hideth 
his eyes shall have many a curse. 

28 When the wicked rise, men hide 
themselves: but when they perish, 
the righteous increase. 

CHAPTER XXIX.

10 The bloodthirsty hate the up- 
right: but the just seek his soul. 

11 A fool uttereth all his mind: 
but a wise vmn keepeth it in till 
afterwards. 

12 If a ruler hearken to lies, all his 
servants are wicked. 

13 The poor and the deceitful man 
meet together: the Lord lighteneth 
both their eyes. 

14 The king that faithfully judgeth 


the poor, his throne shall be estab- 
lished for ever. 

15 The rod and reproof give wis- 
dom : but a child left to himself 
bringeth his mother to shame. 

16 When the wicked are multiplied, 
transgression increaseth : but the 
righteous shall see their fall. 

17 Correct thy son, and he shall 
give thee rest; yea, he shall give 
delight unto thy soul. 

18 Where there is no vision, the 
people perish : but he that keepeth 
the law, happy is he. 

19 A servant will not be corrected 
by words : for though he understand 
he will not answer. 

20 Seest thou a man that is hasty 
in his words ? there is more hope of 
a fool than of him. 

21 He that delicately bringeth up 
his servant from a child shall have 
him beeome his son at the length. 

22 An angry man stirreth up strife, 
and a furious man aboundeth in 
transgression. 

23 A man’s pride shall bring him 
low : but honour shall uphold the 
humble in spirit. 

24 Whoso is partner with a thief 
hateth his own soul : he heareth 
cursing, and bewrayeth it not. 

25 The fear of man bringeth a snare : 
but whoso putteth his trust in the 
Lord shall be safe.

T he words of king Lemuel, the 
prophecy that his mother taught 

him. 

2 What, my son ? and what, the son 
of my womb ? and what, the son of 
my vows ? 

3 Give not thy strength unto wo- 
men, nor thy ways to that which 
destroyeth kings. 

4 It is not for kings, O Lemuel, it 
is not for kings to drink wine; nor 
for princes strong drink: 

5 Ijest they drink, and forget the 
law, and pervert the judgment of 
any of the afflicted. 

6 Give strong drink unto him that 
is ready to perish, and wine unto 
those that be of heavy hearts. 

7 Let him drink, and forget his 
poverty, and remember his misery 
no more. 

8 Open thy mouth for the dumb 
in the cause of all such as are ap- 
pointed to destruction. 

9 Open thy mouth, judge righteous- 
ly, and plead the cause of the poor 
and needy. 

10 II Who can find a virtuous wo- 
man ? for her price is far above 
rubies. 

11 The heart of her husband doth 
safely trust in her, so that he shall 
have no need of spoil. 

12 She will do him good and not 
evil ail the days of her life. 

13 She seeketh wool, and flax, and 
worketh willingly with her hands. 

14 She is like the merchants’ ships ; 
she bringeth her food from afar. 

16 She riseth also while it is yet 
night, and giveth meat to her house- 
hwd, and a portion to her maidens. 


chastity aiul temperance. 

16 She considereth a field, and buy- 
eth it : with the fhiit of her hands 
she planteth a vineyard. 

17 She girdeth her loins with 
streng^th, and strengtheneth her 
arms. 

18 She perceiveth that her mer- 
chandise is good : her candle goeth 
not out by night. 

19 She layeth her hands to the spin- 
dle, and her hands hold the distaff 

20 She stretcheth out her hand to 
the poor; yea, she reacheth forth 
her hands to the needy. 

21 She is not afraid of the snow for 
her household : for all her household 
are clothed with scarlet. 

22 She maketh herself coverings of 
tapestry; her clothing is silk and 
purple. 

23 Her husband is known in the 
gates, when he sitteth among tlie 
elders of the land. 

24 She maketh fine linen, and sell- 
eth it; and delivereth girdles unto 
the merchant. 

25 Strength and honour are her 
clothing; and she shall rejoice in 
time to come. 

26 She opeiieth her mouth with 
wisdom; and in her tongue is the 
law of kindness. 

27 She looketh well to the ways of 
her household, and eateth not the 
bread of idleness. 

28 Her children arise up, and call 
her blessed ; her husband also, and 
he praiseth her. 

29 Many daughters have done virtu- 
ously, but thou excellest them all. 

30 Favour is deceitful, and beauty 
is vain : hut a woman that feareth 
the Lord, she shall be praised. 

31 Give her of the fruit of her 
hands ; and let her own works praise 
her in the gates. 
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ECCLESIASTES; 

OR, 

THE PREACHER 


CHAPTER I. 

I 7%^ preachar sfwweth that all human courses are vain : 
4 because the creatures are restless in their coursers, 
9 they briny forth nothing new, and all old things are 
forgotten^ V2 and l)ecause he hath found it so in the 
studies of unsdom. 

T he words of the Preacher, the 
son of David, king in Jerusalem. 
2 Vanity of vanities, saith the 
Preacher, vanity of vanities; all is 
vanity. 

3 What profit hath a man of all his 
labour which he taketh under the 
sun ? 

4 Owe generation passeth away, and 
another generation cometh : but the 
earth abideth for ever. 

5 The sun also ariseth, and the sun 
goeth down, and hasteth to his place 
where he arose. 

G The wind goeth toward the south, 
and turneth about unto the north; 
it whirleth about continually, and 
the wind returneth again according 
to his circuits. 

7 All the rivers run into the sea; 
yet the sea is not full ; unto the 
place from whence the rivers come, 
thither they return again. 

8 All things are full of labour ; man 
camiot utter it : the eye is not satis- 
fied with seeing, nor the ear filled 
with hearing. 

9 The thing that hath been, it is that 
which shall be; and that which is 
done is that which shall be done : and 
there is no new thing under the sun. 

10 Is there any thing whereof it 
may be said, See, this is new? it 
hath been already of old time, which 
was before us. 

11 There is no remembrance of for- 
mer things ; neither shall there be any 
remembrance of things that are to 
come with those that shall come after. 

12 If I the Preacher was king over 
Israel in Jerusalem. 


13 And I gave my heart to seek and 
search out by wisdom concerning all 
things that are done under heaven : 
this sore travail hath God given to 
the sons of man to be exercised 
therewith. 

14 I have seen all the works that are 
done under the sun ; and, behold, all 
is vanity and vexation of spirit. 

15 That which is crooked cannot 
be made straight : and that which 
is wanting cannot be numbered. 

IG I communed with mine own 
heart, saying, Lo, I am come to 
great estate, and have gotten more 
wisdom than all they that have been 
before me in J erusalem : yea, my 
heart had great experience of wis- 
dom and knowledge. 

17 And I gave my heart to know 
wisdom, and to know madness and 
folly : I perceived that this also is 
vexation of spirit. 

18 For in much wisdom is much 
grief : and he that increaseth know- 
ledge increaseth sorrow. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 The vanity of human courses in the works of pleasure. 
12 Though the wise be better than the fool, yet both 
have one event. 1 8 The vanity of human labour, in 
leaving it they know not to whom. 24 Nothing better 
than joy in our labour ; but that is God's gift. 

I SAID in mine heart. Go to now, 
I will prove thee with mirth, 
therefore enjoy pleasure : and, be- 
hold, this also is vanity. 

2 I said of laughtei', It is mad : and 
of mirth. What doeth it ? 

3 I sought in mine heart to give 
myself unto wine, yet acquainting 
mine heart with wisdom ; and to lay 
hold on folly, till I might see what 
was that good for the sons of men, 
which they should do imder the hear 
ven all the days of their life. 

4 I made me great works ; I builded 
me houses ; I planted me vineyards : 



T fie vanity of pleasure, ECCLESIASTES, III. and of human labour. 


5 I made me gardens and orchards, 
and I planted trees in them of all 
kind of fruits: 

6 I made me pools of water, to wa- 
ter therewith the wood that bringeth 
forth trees : 

7 I got me servants and maidens, 
and had servants born in my house ; 
also I had great possessions of great 
and small cattle above all that were 
in Jerusalem before me: 

8 I gathered me also silver and gold, 
and the peculiar treasure of kings 
and of the provinces : I gat me men 
singers and women singers, and the 
delights of the sons of men, as musi- 
cal instruments, and that of all sorts. 

9 So I was great, and increased 
more than all that were before me 
in Jerusalem: also my wisdom re- 
mained with me. 

10 And whatsoever mine eyes desir- j 
ed I kept not from them, I withheld ^ 
not my heart from any joy ; for my 
heart rejoiced in all my labour : and 
this was my portion of all my labour. 

11 Then I looked on all the works 
that my hands had wrought, and on 
the labour that I had laboured to 
do : and, behold, all was vanity and 
vexation of spirit, and there loas no 
profit under the sun. 

12 If And I turned myself to behold 
wisdom, and madness, and folly : for 
what can the man do that cometh 
after the king ? even that which hath 
been already done. 

13 Then I saw that wisdom excelleth 
folly, as far as light excelleth darkness. 

14 The wise man’s eyes are in his 
head ; but the fool walketh in dark- 
ness : and I myself perceived also that 
one event happeneth to them all. 

15 Then said I in my heart. As it 
happeneth to the fool, so it happen- 
eth even to me ; and why was I then 
more wise ? Then I said in my heart, 
that this also is vanity. 

16 For there is no remembrance of 
the wise more than of the fool for 
ever ; seeing that which now is in the 
days to come shall all be forgotten. 
And how dieth the wise man ? as the 
fool. 


17 Therefore I hated life; because 
the work that is wrought under the 
sun is grievous unto me: for all is 
vanity and vexation of spirit. 

18 t Yea, I hated all my labour which 
I had taken under the sun : because 
I should leave it unto the man that 
shall be after me. 

19 And who knoweth whether he 
shall be a wise man or a fool? yet 
shall he have rule over all my labour 
wherein I have laboured, and where- 
in I have shewed myself wise under 
the sun. This is also vanity. 

20 Therefore I went about to cause 
my heart to despair of all the labour 
which I took under the sun. 

21 For there is a man whose labour 
is in wisdom, and in knowledge, and 
in equity; yet to a man that hath 
not laboured therein shall he leave 
it for his portion. This also is vanity 
and a gi'eat evil. 

22 For what hath man of all his 
labour, and of the vexation of his 
heart, wherein he hath laboured un- 
der the sun ? 

23 For all his days are sorrows, and 
his travail grief ; yea, his heart taketh 
not rest in the night. This is also 
vanity. 

24 If There is nothing better for a 
man, than that he should eat and 
drink, and that he should make his 
soul enjoy good in his labour. This 
also I saw, that it was from the hand 
of God. 

25 For who can eat, or who else can 
hasten hereunto, more than I ? 

26 For God giveth to a man that is 
good in his sight wisdom, and know- 
ledge, and joy : but to the sinner he 
giveth travail, to gather and to heap 
up, that he may give to him that is 
good before God. This also is vanity 
and vexation of spirit. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 By the necessary change of times, vanity is added to 

human travail, 11 There is an edccellency in God^s 

works. 16 But as for man, God shall judge his works 

there, and here he shall be like a beast. 

T o every thing there is a season, 
and a time to every purpose un- 
der the heaven : 
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A season for 

2 A time to be bom, and a time to 
die ; a time to plant, and a time to 
pluck up that which is planted ; 

3 A time to kill, and a time to heal; 
a time to break down, and a time to 
build up ; 

4 A time to weep, and a time to 
laugh ; a time to mourn, and a time 
to dance; 

5 A time to cast away stones, and 
a time to gather stones together ; a 
time to embrace, and a time to re- 
frain from embracing; 

G A time to get, and a time to lose ; 
a time to keep, and a time to cast 
away; 

7 A time to rend, and a time to sew ; 
a time to keep silence, and a time to 
speak ; 

8 A time to love, and a time to hate ; 
a time of war, and a time of peace. 

9 What profit hath he that worketh 
m that wherein he laboureth ? 

10 I have seen the travail, which 
God hath given to the sons of men 
to be exercised in it. 

11 He hath made every thing beau- 
tiful in his time : also he hath set the 
world in their heart, so that no man 
can find out the work that God mak- 
eth from the beginning to the end. 

12 I know that there is no good in 
them, but for a man to rejoice, and 
to do good in his life. 

13 And also that every man should 
eat and drink, and enjoy the good of 
all his labour, it is the gift of God. 

14 I know that, whatsoever God 
doeth, it shall be for ever : nothing 
can be put to it, nor any thing taken 
from it : and God doeth it, that men 
should fear before him. 

15 That which hath been is now; 
and that which is to be hath already 
been ; and God requireth that which 
is past. 

16 IT And moreover I saw under the 
sun the place of Judgment, that wic- 
kedness was there ; and the place of 
righteousness, that iniquity was there. 

17 I said in mine heart, God shall 
judge the righteous and the wicked : 
for there is a time there for every 
purpose and for every work. 


every thing. 

18 I said in mine heart concerning 
the estate of the sons of men, that 
God might manifest them, and that 
they might see that they themselves 
are beasts. 

19 For that which befalleth the sons 
of men befalleth beasts; even one 
thing befalleth them : as the one dieth, 
so dieth the other ; yea, they have all 
one breath ; so that a man hath no 
preeminence above a beast : for all 
is vanity. 

20 All go unto one place ; all are of 
the dust, and all turn to dust again. 

21 Who knoweth the spirit of man 
that goeth upward, and the spirit of 
the beast that goeth downward to 
the earth ? 

22 Wherefore I perceive that there 
is nothing better, than that a man 
should rejoice in his own works ; for 
that is his portion : for who shall 
bring him to see what shall be after 
him ? 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 Vanity is increased unto men by oppression, 4 - by envy, 

5 by idleness, 7 by covetousness, 9 by solitariness, 13 

by wilfulness* 

S o I returned, and considered all 
the oppressions that are done 
under the sun ; and behold the tears 
of such as were oppressed, and they 
had no comforter ; and on the side 
of their oppressors there was power; 
but they had no comforter. 

2 Wherefore I praised the dead 
which are already dead more than 
the living which arc yet alive. 

3 Yea, better is he than both they, 
which hath not yet been, who hath 
not seen the evil work that is done 
under the sun. 

4 If Again, I considered all travail, 
and every right work, that for this a 
man is envied of his neighbour. This 
is also vanity and vexation of spirit. 

5 The fool foldeth his hands toge- 
ther, and eateth his own flesh. 

6 Better is an handful with quiet- 
ness, than both the hands full with 
travail and vexation of spirit. 

7 t Then I returned, and I saw 
vanity under the sun. 

8 There is one alone, and there is 
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not a second; yea, he hath neither 
child nor brother: yet is there no 
end of all his labour ; neither is his 
eye satisfied with riches ; neither 
saith he. For whom do I labour, and 
bereave my soul of good? This is 
also vanity, yea, it is a sore travail. 

9 If Two are better than one ; be- 
cause they have a good reward for 
their labour. 

10 For if they fall, the one will lift 
up his fellow : but woe to him thut 
is alone when he falleth ; for he hath 
not another to help him up. 

11 Again, if two lie together, then 
they have heat : but how can one be 
warm alone ? 

12 And if one prevail against him, 
two shall withstand him ; and a three- 
fold cord is not quickly broken. 

13 If Better is a poor and a wise 
child than an old and foolish king, 
who will no more be admonished. 

14 For out of prison he cometh to 
reign; whereas also he that is born 
in his kingdom becometh poor. 

15 I considered all the living which 
walk under the sun, with the second 
child that shall stand up in his 
stead. 

16 There is no end of all the people, 
even of all that have been before 
them : they also that come after shall 
not rejoice in him. Surely this also 
is vanity and vexation of spirit. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 Vanities in divine service., H in murmuring against 

oppression, 9 and in riches. 18 Joy in riches is the 

gift of God. 

K eep thy foot when thou goest 
to the house of God, and be 
more ready to hear, than to give the 
sacrifice of fools : for they consider 
not that they do evil. 

2 Be not rash with thy mouth, and 
let not thine heart be hasty to utter 
any thing before God : for God is in 
heaven, and thou upon earth : there- 
fore let thy words be few. 

3 For a dream cometh through the 
multitude of business ; and a fool’s 
voice is known by multitude of 
words. 

4 When thou vowest a vow unto 


God, defer not to pay it ; for he hath 
no pleasure in fools : pay that which 
thou hast vowed. 

6 Better is it that thou shouldest 
not vow, than that thou shouldest 
vow and not pay. 

6 Suffer not thy mouth to cause 
thy ffesh to sin; neither say thou 
before the angel, that it was an er- 
ror : wherefore should God be angry 
at thy voice, and destroy the work 
of thine hands ? 

T For in the multitude of dreams 
and many words there are also divers 
vanities : but fear thou God. 

8 1 If thoii seest the oppression of 
the poor, and violent perverting of 
judgment and Justice in a province, 
marvel not at the matter : for he that 
is higher than the highest regard- 
eth ; and there he higher than they. 

9 i Moreover the profit of the earth 
is for all : the king himself is served 
by the field. 

10 He that loveth silver shall not 
be satisfied with silver; nor he that 
loveth abundance with increase : this 
is also vanity. 

11 Wlien goods increase, they are 
increased that eat them: and what 
good is there to the owners thereof, 
saving the beholding of them with 
their eyes ? 

12 The sleep of a labouring man is 
sweet, whether he eat little or much : 
but the abundance of the rich will 
not suffer him to sleep. 

13 There is a sore evil which I have 
seen under the sun, namely, riches 
kept for the owners thereof to their 
hurt. 

14 But those riches perish by evil 
travail : and he begetteth a son, and 
there is nothing in his hand. 

15 As he came forth of his mother’s 
womb, naked shall he return to go 
as he came, and shall take nothing 
of his labour, which he may carry 
away in his hand. 

16 And this also is a sore evil, theU 
in all points as he came, so shall he 
go: and what profit hath he that 
hath laboured for the wind? 

17 All his days also he eateth in 
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Vanity of riches. 

darkness, and he hath much sorrow 
and wrath with his sickness. 

18 If Behold that which I have seen : 
it is good and comely for one to eat 
and to drink, and to enjoy the good 
of all his labour that he taketh un- 
der the sun all the days of his life, 
which God giveth him : for it is his 
portion. 

19 Every man also to whom God 
hath given riches and wealth, and hath 
given him power to eat thereof, and 
to take his portion, and to rejoice in 
his labour ; this is the gift of God. 

20 For he shall not much remember 
the days of his life ; because God an- 
swereth him in the joy of his heart. 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 The vanity of richefi without use. 3 Of children, 
6 and old age without riches. 9 The vanity of sight 
and wandtiring desires, 11 The conclusion of va- 
nities. 

T here is an evil which I have 
seen under the sun, and it is 
common among men: 

2 A man to whom God hath given 
riches, wealth, and honour, so that 
he wanteth nothing for his soul of 
all that he desireth, yet God giveth 
him not power to eat thereof but 
a stranger eateth it: this is vanity, 
and it is an evil disease. 

3 If If a man beget an hundred 
chihh-en, and live many years, so that 
the days of his years be many, and 
his soul be not filled with good, and 
also that he have no burial; I say, 
thut an untimely birth is better than 
he. 

4 For he cometh in with vanity, and 
departeth in darkness, and his name 
shall be covered with darkness. 

5 Moreover he hath not seen the 
sun, nor known any thing : this hath 
more rest than the other. 

6 If Yea, though he live a thousand 
years twice told, yet hath he seen no 
good : do not all go to one place ? 

7 All the labour of man is for his 
mouth, and yet the appetite is not 
filled. 

8 For what hath the wise more than 
the fool ? what hath the poor, that 
knoweth to walk before the living ? 


Of a good name. 

9 If Better is the sight of the eyes 
than the wandering of the desire : this 
is also vanity and vexation of spirit. 

10 That which hath been is named 
already, and it is known that it is 
man: neither may he contend with 
him that is mightier than he. 

11 If Seeing there be many things 
that increase vanity, what is man 
the better ? 

12 For who knoweth what is good 
for man in this life, all the days of his 
vain life which he spendeth as a sha- 
dow ? for who can tell a man what 
shall be after him under the sun? 

CHAPTER VII. 

1 Remedies against vanity are, a good name, 2 morti- 
fication, 7 patience, 1 1 wisdom. 23 The difficulty of 
wisdom. 

A GOOD name is better than pre- 
cioiTS ointment ; and the day of 
death than the day of one’s birth. 

2 ^ It is better to go to the house 
of mourning, than to go to the house 
of feasting: for that is the end of 
all men ; and the living will lay it to 
his heart. 

3 Sorrow is better than laughter: 
for by the sadness of the comite- 
nance the heart is made better. 

4 The heart of the wise is in the 
house of mourning; but the heart 
of fools is in the house of mirth. 

5 It is better to hear the rebuke of 
the wise, than for a man to hear the 
song of fools. 

0 For as the crackling of thorns 
under a pot, so is the laughter of the 
fool : this also is vanity. 

7 1 Surely oppression maketh a wise 
man mad ; and a gift destroyeth the 
heart. 

8 Better is the end of a thing than 
the beginning thereof: and the pa- 
tient in spirit is better than the proud 
in spirit. 

9 Be not hasty in thy spirit to be 
angry : for anger resteth in the bosom 
of fools. 

10 Say not thou, What is the cause 
that the former days were better 
than these? for thou dost not en- 
quire wisely concerning this. 

1 1 H Wisdom is good with an inherit- 
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Of vnsdom. 

ance : and by it there is profit to them 
that see the sum 

12 For wisdom is a defence, and 
money is a defence: but the excel- 
lency of knowledge is, that wisdom 
giveth life to them that have it. 

13 Consider the work of God: for 
who can make that straight, which he 
hath made crooked ? 

14 In the day of prosperity be joy- 
ful, but in the day of adversity con- 
sider : God also hath set the one over 
against the other, to the end that 
man should find nothing after him. 

15 All things have I seen in the 
days of my vanity: there is a just 
man that perisheth in his righteous- 
ness, and there is a wicked man that 
prolongeth his life in his wickedness. 

IG Be not righteous over much; 
neither make thyself over wise : why 
shouldest thou destroy thyself? 

17 Be not over much wicked, neither 
be thou foolish : why shouldest thou 
die before thy time ? 

18 It is good that thou shouldest 
take hold of this; yea, also Irom 
this withdraw not thine hand : for he 
that feareth God shall come forth of 
them all. 

19 Wisdom strengtheneth the wise 
more than ten mighty men which are 
in the city. 

20 For there is not a just man upon 
earth, that doeth good, and sinneth 
not. 

21 Also take no heed unto all words 
that are spoken; lest thou hear thy 
servant curse thee : 

22 For oftentimes also thine own 
heart knoweth that thou thyself like- 
wise hast cursed others. 

23 H All this have I proved by wis- 
dom : I said, I will be wise ; but it was 
far fi’om me. 

24 That which is far off, and ex- 
ceeding deep, who can find it out? 

25 I applied mine heart to know, 
and to search, and to seek out wis- 
dom, and the reason of things, and 
to know the wickedness of folly, even 
of foolishness and madness : 

26 .^d 1 find more bitter than 
death the woman, whose heart is

snares and nets, and, her hands as 
bands : whoso pleaseth God shall es- 
cape fi*om her; but the sinner shall 
be taken by her. 

27 Behold, this have I found, saith 
the preacher, counting one by one, to 
find out the account : 

28 Which yet my soul seeketh, but 
I find not : one man among a thou- 
sand have I found; but a woman 
among all those have I not found. 

29 Lo, this only have I found, that 
God hath made man upright; but 
they have sought out many inventions. 

CHAPTER VIIL 

1 Kingn are greatly to he reapected. 6 The dixnne pro- 
vidence is to he observed. 12 It is better with the, godly 
in adversity^ than with the wicked in prosperity. IG The 
work of God is unsearchable. 

W HO is as the wise man? and 
who knoweth the interpretation 
of a thing ? a man’s wisdom maketh 
his face to shine, and the boldness of 
his face shall be changed. 

2 I counsel thee to keep the king’s 
commandment, and that in regard of 
the oath of God. 

3 Be not hasty to go out of his 
sight : stand not in an evil thing ; for 
he doeth whatsoever pleaseth him. 

4 Where the word of a king is, there 
is power : and who may say unto him. 
What doest thou ? 

5 Whoso keepeth the command- 
ment shall feel no evil thing: and 
a wise man’s heart discerneth both 
time and judgment. 

6 IT Because to every purpose there 
is time and judgment, therefore the 
misery of man is great upon him. 

7 For he knoweth not that which 
shall be : for who can tell him when 
it shall be? 

8 There is no man that hath power 
over the spirit to retain the spirit; 
neither hath he power in the day of 
death: and there is no discharge in 
that war; neither shall wickedness 
deliver those that are given to it 
9 All this have I seen, and applied 
my heart unto every work that is 
done under the sun : there is a time 
wherein one man ruleth over another 
to his own hurt. 
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Like things ECCLESIASTES, IX. happen to all. 


10 And so I saw the wicked buried, 
who had come and gone from the 
place of the holy, and they were for- 
gotten in the city where they had so 
done : this is also vanity. 

11 Because sentence against an evil 
work is not executed speedily, there- 
fore the heart of the sons of men is 
fully set in them to do evil. 

12 1 Though a sinner do evil an 
hundred times, and his days be pro- 
longed, yet surely I know that it 
shall be well with them that fear 
God, which fear before him: 

13 But it shall not be well with the 
wicked, neither shall he prolong his 
days, which are as a shadow ; because 
he feareth not before God. 

14 There is a vanity which is done 
upon the earth ; that there be just 
mew, unto whom it happeneth ac- 
cording to the work of the wicked; 
again, there be wicked men, to whom 
it happeneth according to the work 
of the righteous: I said that tliis 
also is vanity. 

15 Then I commended mirth, be- 
cause a man hath no better thing 
under the sun, than to eat, and to 
drink, and to be merry : for that shall 
abide with him of his labour the days 
of liis life, which God giveth him un- 
der the sun. 

16 1i When I applied mine heart to 
know wisdom, and to see the business 
that is done upon the earth : (for also 
there is that neither day nor night 
seeth sleep with his eyes:) 

17 Then I beheld all the work of 
God, that a man cannot find out the 
work that is done under the sun : be- 
cause though a man labour to seek 
it out, yet he shall not find it; yea 
farther ; though a wise man think to 
know it, yet shall he not be able to 
find il. 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 Like things happen to good and had. 4 There is a 

necessity of death unto men. 7 Comfort is all their 

portion in this life. 11 Go^s providence ruleth over 

all. 13 Wisdom is better than strength. 

F or all this I considered in my 
heart even to declare all this, 
that the righteous, and the wise, and 


their works, are in the hand of God : 
no man knoweth either love or hatred 
by all that is before them. 

2 All things come alike to all : there 
is one event to the righteous, and to 
the wicked ; to the good and to the 
clean, and to the unclean; to him 
that sacrificeth, and to him that sa- 
crificeth not : as is the good, so is the 
simier; and he that sweareth, as he 
that feareth an oath. 

3 This is an evil among all things 
that are done under the sun, that 
there is one event unto all : yea, also 
the heart of the sons of men is full 
of evil, and madness is in their heart 
while they live, and after that they go 
to the dead. 

4 II For to him that is jomed to all 
the living there is hope : for a living 
dog is better than a dead lion. 

5 For the living know that they 
shall die : but the dead know not any 
thing, neither have they any more a 
reward; for the memory of them is 
forgotten. 

6 Also their love, and their hatred, 
and their envy, is now perished ; nei- 
ther have they any more a portion 
for ever in any thing that is done 
under the sun. 

7 If Go thy way, eat thy bread with 
joy, and drink thy wine with a merry 
heart; for God now accepteth thy 
works. 

8 Let thy garments be always white ; 
and let thy head lack no ointment. 

9 Live joyfully with the wife whom 
thou lovest all the days of the life of 
thy vanity, which he hath given thee 
imder the sun, all the days of thy 
vanity : for that is thy portion in this 
life, and in thy labour which thou 
takest under the sun. 

10 Whatsoever thy hand findeth to 
do, do it with thy might ; for there is 
no work, nor device, nor knowledge, 
nor wisdom, in the grave, whither 
thou goest. 

11 1 1 returned, and saw under the 
sun, that the race is not to the swift, 
nor the battle to the strong, nei- 
ther yet bread to the wise, nor yet 
riches to men of understanding, nor 
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yet favour to men of skill ; but 
time and chance happeneth to them 
all. 

12 For man also knoweth not his 
time : as the fishes that are taken in 
an evil net, and as the birds that are 
caught in the snare ; so are the sons 
of men snared in an evil time, when 
it falleth suddenly upon them. 

13 If This wisdom have I seen also 
under the sun, and it seemed great 
unto me: 

14 There teas a little city, and few 
men within it ; and there came a 
great king against it, and besieged 
it, and built great bulwarks against 
it: 

15 Now there was found in it a poor 
wise man, and he by his wisdom de- 
livered the city ; yet no man remem- 
bered that same poor man. 

16 Then said I, Wisdom is better 
than strength : nevertheless the poor 
man’s wisdom is despised, and his 
words are not heard. 

17 The words of wise men are heard 
in quiet more than the cry of him 
that ruleth among fools. 

18 Wisdom is better than weapons 
of war: but one sinner destroyeth 
much good. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 Ohservatiom of wisdom and folly : Ki of riot, 18 
slothfulness, 19 and momy. 20 Mens thoughts of 
kings ought to he reverent. 

D ead flies cause the ointment of 
the apothecary to send forth 
a stinking savour: so doth a little 
folly him that is in reputation for 
wisdom and honour. 

2 A wise man’s heart is at his right 
hand ; but a fool’s heart at his left. 

3 Yea also, when he that is a fool 
walketh by the way, his wisdom fail- 
eth him, and he saith to every one 
that, he is a fool. 

4 If the spirit of the ruler rise up 
against thee, leave not thy place ; for 
yielding pacifieth great offences. 

5 There is an ey’^ which I have seen 
imder the sun, as an error which pro- 
ceedeth from the ruler : 

6 Folly is set in great dignity, and 
the rich sit in low place. 


L8TE8, X wisdom and folly. 

7 I have seen servants upon horses, 
and princes walking as servants upon 
the earth. 

8 He that diggeth a pit shall fall 
into it ; and whoso breaketh an hedge, 
a serpent shall bite him. 

9 Whoso removeth stones shall be 
hurt therewith ; and he that cleaveth 
wood shall be endangered thereby. 

10 If the iron be blunt, and he do 
not whet the edge, then must he put 
to more strength : but wisdom is pro- 
fitable to direct. 

11 Surely the serpent will bite with- 
out enchantment; and a babbler is 
no bettor. 

12 The words of a wise man’s mouth 
are gracious; but the lips of a fool 
will swallow up himself 

13 The beginning of the words of his 
mouth is foolishness : and the end of 
his talk is mischievous madness. 

14 A fool also is fiill of words : a man 
cannot tell what shall be ; and what 
shall be after him, who can tell him ? 

15 The labour of the foolish wea- 
rieth every one of them, because he 
knoweth not how to go to the city. 

16 If Woe to thee, O land, when thy 
king is a child, and thy princes eat in 
the morning I 

17 Blessed art thou, O land, when 
thy king is the son of nobles, and 
thy princes eat in due season, for 
strength, and not for drunkenness ! 

18 If By much slothfulness the build- 
ing decayeth; and through idleness 
of the hands the house droppeth 
through. 

19 IT A feast is made for laughter, 
and wine maketh merry : but money 
answereth all things. 

20 If Curse not the king, no not in 
thy thought ; and curse not the rich 
in thy bedchamber: for a bird of 
the air shall carry the voice, and 
that which hath wings shall tell the 
matter. 

CHAPTER XI. 

7 Death in life, 9 and the day 
of judgment in the days of youth, are to he thought on. 

C A8T thy bread upon the waters: 
for thou shalt find it after many

2 Give a portion to seven, and also 
to eight ; for thou knowest not what 
evil shall be upon the earth. 

3 If the clouds be full of rain, they 
empty themselves upon the earth ; and 
if the tree fall toward the south, or 
toward the north, in the place where 
the tree falleth, there it shall be. 

4 He that observeth the wind shall 
not sow; and he that regardeth the 
clouds shall not reap. 

5 As thou knowest not what is the 
way of the spirit, nor how the bones 
do grow in the womb of her that is 
with child: even so thou knowest 
not the works of God who maketh 
all. 

6 In the morning sow thy seed, and 
in the evening withhold not thine 
hand : for thou knowest not whether 
shall prosper, either this or that, 
or whether they both shall be alike 
good.

9 And moreover, because the 
preacher was wise, he still taught 
the people knowledge ; yea, he gave 
good heed, and sought out, a7id set 
in order many proverbs. 

10 The preacher sought to find out 
acceptable words: and that which 
was written was upright, even words 
of truth. 

11 The words of the wise are as 
goads, and as nails fastened hy the 
masters of assemblies, which are 
given from one shepherd. 

12 And further, by these, my son, 
be admonished : of making many 
books there is no end ; and much 
study is a weariness of the flesh. 

13 IT Let us hear the conclusion of 
the whole matter: Fear God, and 
keep his commandments : for this is 
the whole duty of man. 

14 For God shall bring every work 
into judgment, with every secret 
thing, whether it he good, or whe- 
ther it he evil.

7 Many waters cannot quench love, 
neither can the floods drown it : if a 
man woiild give all the substance of 
Ills house for love, it would utterly 
be contemned. 

8 IT We have a little sister, and she 
hath no breasts : what shall we do for 
our sister in the day when she shall 
be spoken for? 

9 If she he a wall, we will build upon 
her a palace of silver : and if she he a 
door, we will inclose her with boards 
of cedar. 

10 I am a wall, and my breasts like 
towers : then was I in his eyes as one 
that found favour. 

11 Solomon had a vineyard at Baal- 
hamon ; he let out the vineyard unto 
keepers ; every one for the fi'uit there- 
of was to bring a thousand pieces of 
silver. 

12 My vineyard, which is mine, is 
before me: thou, O Solomon, must 
have a thousand, and those that keep 
the fruit thereof two hundred. 

13 Thou that dwellest in the gar- 
dens, the companions hearken to thy 
voice : cause me to hear U. 

14 IT Make haste, my beloved, and 
be thou like to a roe or to a 
young hart upon the mountains of 
spices.

PROPHET ISAIAH. 


CHAPTER I. 

1 Isaiah coniplaineth of Judah for h<T rebellion. 6 He 
lamenteth her judgments. 10 He upbraideth tJteir 
whole service. 16 He exhorteth to repentance, with 
promises and threatenings. 21 Bewailing their wick- 
edness, he denounceth God*s judgments. 25 He pro- 
miseth grace, 28 and threateneth destruction to the 
wicked. 

T he vision of Isaiah the son of 
Amoz, which he saw concerning 
Judah and Jerusalem in the days of 
Uzziah, Jotham, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, 
kings of Judah. 

2 Hear, O heavens, and give ear, O 
earth: for the Lord hath spoken, I 
have nourished and brought up chil- 
dren, and they have rebelled against 
me. 

3 The ox knoweth his owner, and 
the ass his master’s crib: hut Israel 
doth not know, my people doth not 
consider. 

4 Ah sinful nation, a people laden 
with iniquity, a seed of evildoers, chil- 
dren that are corrupters: they have 
forsaken the Lord, they have pro- 
voked the Holy One of Israel unto 
anger, they are gone away backward. 
5 if \\Tiy should ye be stricken any 
more ? ye will revolt more and more : 
the whole head is sick, and the whole 
heart faint. 

6 From the sole of the foot even 
unto the head there is no soundness 
in it; hut wounds, and bruises, and 
putrifying sores : they have not been 
closed, neither bound up, neither 
mollified with ointment. 

7 Your country is desolate, your 
cities are burned with fire : your land, 
strangers devour it in your presence, 
and it is desolate, as overthrown by 
strangers. 

8 And the daughter of Zion is left 
as a cottage in a vineyard, as a lodge 
in a garden of cucumbers, as a be- 
sieged city. 

9 Except the Lord of hosts had 
left unto us a very small remnant. 


we should have been as Sodom, and 
we should have been like unto Go- 
morrah. 

10 If Hear the word of the Lord, ye 
rulers of Sodom; give ear unto the 
law of our God, ye people of Go- 
morrah. 

11 To what purpose is the multitude 
of your sacrifices unto me ? saith the 
Lord : I am full of the burnt offerings 
of rams, and the fat of fed beasts; 
and I delight not in the blood of bul- 
locks, or of lambs, or of he goats. 

12 When ye come to appear before 
me, who hath required this at your 
hand, to tread my courts ? 

13 Bring no more vain oblations ; in- 
cense is an abomination unto me ; the 
new moons and sabbaths, the calling 
of assemblies, I cannot away with ; it 
is iniquity, even the solemn meeting. 

14 Your new moons and your ap- 
pointed feasts my soul hateth: they 
are a trouble unto me; I am weary 
to bear them. 

1.5 And when ye spread forth your 
hands, I will hide mine eyes from you : 
yea, when ye make many prayers, I 
will not hear : your hands are full of 
blood. 

IG IT Wash you, make you clean ; put 
away the evil of your doings from 
before mine eyes; cease to do evil; 

17 Learn to do well ; seek judgment, 
relieve the oppressed, judge the fa- 
therless, plead for the widow. 

18 Come now, and let us reason to- 
gether, saith the Lord: though your 
sins be as scarlet, they shall be as 
white as snow; though they be red 
like crimson, they shall be as wool. 

19 If ye be willing and obedient, ye 
shall eat the good of the land : 

20 But if ye refuse and rebel, ye 
shall be devoured with the sword: 
for the mouth of the Lord hath 
spoken it.

21 1 How is the faithilil city be- 
come an harlot I it was full of judg- 
ment; righteousness lodged in it; 
but now mimderers. 

22 Thy silver is become dross, thy 
wine mixed with water: 

23 Thy princes are rebellious, and 
companions of thieves: every one 
loveth gifts, and followeth after re- 
wards : they judge not the fatherless, 
neither doth the cause of the widow 
come imto them. 

24 Therefore saith the Lord, the 
Lord of hosts, the mighty One of 
Ismel, Ah, I will ease me of mine 
adversaries, and avenge me of mine 
enemies : 

25 If And I will turn my hand up- 
on thee, and purely purge away thy 
dross, and take away all thy tin : 

26 And I will restore thy judges as 
at the first, and thy counsellors as at 
the beginning : afterward thou shalt 
be called. The city of righteousness, 
the faithful city. 

•27 Zion shall be redeemed with 
judgment, and her converts with 
righteousness. 

28 If And the destruction of the 
transgressors and of the sinners shall 
he together, and they that forsake the 
Lord shall be consumed. 

29 For they shall be ashamed of 
the oaks which ye have desired, and 
ye shall be confounded for the gar- 
dens that ye have chosen. 

30 For ye shall be as an oak whose 
leaf fadeth, and as a garden that 
hath no water. 

31 And the strong shall be as tow, 
and the maker of it as a spark, and 
they shall both burn together, and 
none shall quench them. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 Isaiah prophesieth the coming of Christ’s kingdom, 6 
Wickedness is the cause of God’s forsaking. 10 He 
ejnhorteth to fear, because of the powerful effects of 
God’s majesty. 

T he word that Isaiah the son of 
Amoz saw concerning Judah 
and Jerusalem. 

2 And it shall come to pass in the 
last days, that the mountain of the 
Lord’s house shall be established in 


the top of the mountains, and shall 
be exalted above the hills; and all 
nations shall flow unto it. 

3 And many people shall go and 
say, Come ye, and let us go up to 
the mountain of the Lord, to the 
house of the God of Jacob; and he 
will teach us of his ways, and we 
will walk in his paths: for out of 
Zion shall go forth the law, and the 
word of the Lord from Jerusalem. 

4 And he shall judge among the 
nations, and shall rebuke many peo- 
ple : and they shall beat their swords 
into plowshares, and their spears in- 
to pruninghooks : nation shall not 
lift up sword against nation, neither 
shall they learn war any more. 

5 O house of Jacob, come ye, and 
let us walk in the light of the Lord. 

6 If Therefore thou hast forsaken 
thy people the house of Jacob, be- 
cause they be replenished from the 
east, and are soothsayers like the 
Philistines, and they please them- 
selves in the children of strangers. 

7 Their land also is full of silver 
and gold, neither is there any end of 
their treasures ; their land is also full 
of horses, neither is there any end of 
their chariots : 

8 Their land also is full of idols; 
they worship the work of their own 
hands, that which their own fingers 
have made : 

9 And the mean man boweth down, 
and the great man humbleth liim- 
self: therefore forgive them not. 

10 If Enter into th^e rock, and hide 
thee in the dust, for fear of the Lord, 
and for the glory of his majesty. 

11 The lofty looks of man shall be 
humbled, and the haughtiness of men 
shall be bowed down, and the Lord 
alone shall be exalted in that day. 

12 For the day of the Lord of hosts 
shall he upon every one that, is proud 
and lofty, and upon every one that 
is lifted up ; and he shall be brought 
low: 

13 And upon all the cedars of Le- 
banon, that are high and lifted up,, 
and upon all the oaks of Bashan, 

14 And upon all the high moun- 
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tains, and upon all the hills that are 
lifted up, 

15 And upon every high tower, and 
upon every fenced wall, 

16 And upon all the ships of Tar- 
shish, and upon all pleasant pictures. 

17 And the loftiness of man shall 
be bowed down, and the haughtiness 
of men shall be made low : and the 
Lord alone shall be exalted in that 
day. 

18 And the idols he shall utterly 
abolish. 

19 And they shall go into the holes 
of the rocks, and into the caves of 
the earth, for fear of the Lord, and 
for the glory of his majesty, when he 
ariseth to shake tcrribiy the earth. 

20 In that day a man shall cast his 
idols of silver, and his idols of gold, 
which they made each om for him- 
self to worship, to the moles and to 
the bats; 

21 To go into the clefts of the rocks, 
and into the tops of the ragged rocks, 
for fear of the Lord, and for the glory 
of his majesty, when he ariseth to 
shake terribly the earth. 

22 Cease ye from man, whose breath 
is in his nostrils : for wherein is he to 
be accounted of? 

CHAPTER IIL 

1 The great confusion vihick cometh hy sin. 9 The 

impudeney of the people. 12 The opjrressioii and 

covetousness of the rulers. 16 The judgments which 

shall he for the pride of the women. 

F or, behold, the Lord, the Lord 
of hosts, dotli take away from 
Jerusalem and from Judah the stay 
and the staff) the whole stay of bread, 
and the whole stay of water, 

2 The mighty man, and the man of 
war, the judge, and the prophet, and 
the prudent, and the ancient, 

3 The captain of fifty, and the ho- 
nourable man, and the counsellor, 
and the cunning artificer, and the 
eloquent orator. 

4 And I will give children to he 
their princes, and babes shall rule 
over them. 

6 And the people shall be oppress- 
ed, every one by another, and every 
one by his neighbour : the child shall 
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behave himself proudly against the 
ancient, and the base against the 
honourable. 

6 When a man shall take hold of 
his brother of the house of his fa- 
ther, saying. Thou hast clothing, be 
thou our ruler, and let this ruin he 
under thy hand: 

7 In that day shall he swear, saying, 
I will not be an healer; for in my 
house is neither bread nor clothing : 
make me not a ruler of the people. 

8 For Jerusalem is ruined, and Ju- 
dah is fallen : because their tongue and 
their doings are against the Lord, 
to provoke the eyes of his glory. 

9 IT The shew of their countenance 
doth witness against them ; and they 
declare their sin as Sodom, they hide 
ii not. Woe unto their soul ! for they 
have rewarded evil unto themselves. 

10 Say ye to the righteous, that it 
shall he well with him : for they shall 
eat the fruit of their doings. 

11 Woe unto the wicked ! it shall he 
ill ivith him : for the reward of hiS 
hands shall be given him. 

12 IT ds for my people, children are 
their oppressors, and women rule 
over them. O my people, they which 
lead thee cause thee to err, and de- 
stroy the way of thy paths. 

13 The Lord standeth up to plead, 
and standeth to judge the people. 

14 The Lord will enter into judg- 
ment with the ancients of his peo- 
ple, and the princes thereof: for ye 
have eaten up the vineyard ; the 
spoil of the poor is in your houses. 

15 What mean ye that ye beat my 
people to pieces, and grind the faces 
of the poor ? saith the Lord God of 
hosts. 

16 1 Moreover the Lord saith. Be- 
cause the daughters of Zion are 
haughty, and walk with stretched 
forth necks and wanton eyes, walk- 
ing and mincing as they go, and 
making a tinkling with their feet: 

17 Therefore the Lord will smite 
with a scab the crown of the head of 
the daughters of Zion, and the Lord 
wiU discover their secret parts. 

18 In that day the Lord will take 
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away the bravery of their tinkling 
ornaments about their feet, and their 
cauls, and their round tires like the 
moon, 

19 The chains, and the bracelets, 
and the mufflers, 

20 The bonnets, and the ornaments 
of the legs, and the headbands, and 
the tablets, and the earrings, 

21 The rings, and nose jewels, 

22 The changeable suits of apparel, 
and the mantles, and the wimples, 
and the crisping pins, 

23 The glasses, and the fine linen, 
and the hoods, and the vails. 

24 And it shall come to pass, that 
instead of sweet smell there shall be 
stink ; and instead of a girdle a rent ; 
and instead of well set hair baldness ; 
and instead of a stomacher a girding 
of sackcloth ; and burning instead of 
beauty. 

25 Thy men shall fall by the sword, 
and thy mighty in the war. 

26 And her gates shall lament and 
mourn; and she being desolate shall 
sit upon the ground. 


CHAPTER IV. 


In the extremity of exnls., Chrises kingdom shall he a 
sanetuary. 

AND in that day seven women shall 
xjL take hold of one man, saying. 
We will eat our own bread, and wear 
our own apparel : only let us be call- 
ed by thy name, to take away our 
reproach. 

2 In that day shall the branch of 
the Lord be beautiful and glorious, 
and the fruit of the earth shall be 
excellent and comely for them that 
are escaped of Israel. 

3 And it shall come to pass, that he 
that is left in Zion, and he that re- 
maineth in Jerusalem, shall be called 
holy, even every one that is written 
among the living in Jerusalem: 

4 When the Lord shall have washed 
away the filth of the daughters of 
Zion, and shall have purged the blood 
of Jerusalem from the midst thereof 
by the spirit of judgment, and by the 
spirit of burning. 

5 And the Lord will create upon 
every dwelling place of mount Zion, 


and upon her assemblies, a cloud 
and smoke by day, and the shining 
of a fiaming fire % night: for upon 
all the glory shall be a defence. 

6 And there shall be a tabernacle 
for a shadow in the daytime from the 
heat, and for a place of refuge, and for 
a covert from storm and from rain. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 Under the parable of a vineyard God excuseth his se- 
vere judgment. 8 His judgments upon covetousness, 
11 upon lasciviousness, 13 upon impiety, 20 and upon 
injustice, 26 The executioners of God* s judgments, 

OW will I sing to my wellbeloved 
X 1 a song of my beloved touching 
his vineyard. My wellbeloved hath a 
vineyard in a very fruitful hill : 

2 And he fenced it, and gathered 
out the stones thereof, and planted 
it with the choicest vine, and built a 
tower in the midst of it, and also made 
a winepress therein: and he looked 
that it should bring forth gi’apes, and 
it brought forth wild grapes. 

3 And now, O inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem, and men of Judah, judge, I 
pray you, betwixt me and my vine- 
yard. 

4 What could have been done more 
to my vineyard, that 1 have not done 
in it ? wherefore, when I looked that 
it should bring forth grapes, brought 
it forth wild grapes ? 

5 And now go to; I will tell you 
what I will do to my vineyard : I will 
take away the hedge thereof, and it 
shall be eaten up; and break down 
the wall thereof, and it shall be trod- 
den down : 

6 And I will lay it waste: it shall 
not be pruned, nor digged ; but there 
shall come up briers and thorns: I 
will also command the clouds that 
they rain no rain upon it. 

7 For the vineyard of the Lord of 
hosts is the house of Israel, and the 
men of Judah his pleasant plant: 
and he looked for judgment, but be- 
hold oppression; for righteousness, 
but behold a cry. 

8 IT Woe unto them that join house 
to house, that lay field to field, till there 
be no place, that they may be placed 
alone in the midst of the earth 1 
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God's judgments upon 

9 In mine ears said the Lord of 
hosts, Of a truth many houses shall 
be desolate, even great and fair, with- 
out inhabitant. 

10 Yea, ten acres of vineyard shall 
yield one bath, and the seed of an 
homer shall yield an ephah. 

11 IT Woe imto them that rise up 
early in the morning, that they may 
follow strong drink; that continue 
until night, till wine inflame them! 

12 And the harp, and the viol, the 
tabret, and pipe, and wine, are in 
their feasts : but they regard not the 
work of the Lord, neither consider 
the operation of his hands. 

13 If Therefore my people are gone 
into captivity, because they have no 
knowledge ; and their honourable 
men are famished, and their multi- 
tude dried up with thirst. 

14 Therefore hell hath enlarged her- 
self, and opened her mouth without 
measme: and their glory, and their 
multitude, and their pomp, and he 
that rejoiceth, shall descend into it. 

15 And the mean man shall be 
brought down, and the mighty man 
shall be humbled, and the eyes of 
the lofty shall be humbled: 

16 But the Lord of hosts shall be 
exalted in judgment, and God that 
is holy shall be sanctifled in right- 
eousness. 

17 Then shall the lambs feed after 
their manner, and the waste places 
of the fat ones shall strangers eat. 

18 Woe unto them that draw ini- 
quity with cords of vanity, and sin 
as it were with a cart rope: 

19 That say. Let him make speed, 
antZ hasten his work, that we may see 
it: and let the counsel of the Holy 
One of Israel draw nigh and come, 
that we may know it! 

20 If Woe unto them that call evil 
good, and good evil ; that put dark- 
ness for light, and light for darkness ; 
that put bitter for sweet, and sweet 
for bitter ! 

21 Woe unto them that are wise in 
their own eyes, and prudent in their 
own sight ! 

22 Woe unto them that are mighty 


impiety and injustice. 

to drink wine, and men of strength 
to mingle strong drink: 

23 Which justify the wicked for re- 
ward, and take away the righteous- 
ness of the righteous from him! 

24 Therefore as the fire devoureth 
the stubble, and the flame consumeth 
the chaff, so their root shall be as 
rottenness, and their blossom shall 
go up as dust: because they have 
cast away the law of the Lord of 
hosts, and despised the word of the 
Holy One of Israel. 

25 Therefore is the anger of the 
Lord kindled against his people, and 
he hath stretched forth his hand a- 
gainst them, and hath smitten them : 
and the hills did tremble, and their 
carcases were torn in the midst of 
the streets. For all this his anger 
is not turned away, but his hand is 
stretched out still. 

26 If And he will lift up an ensign to 
the nations from far, and will hiss 
unto them from the end of the earth : 
and, behold, they shall come with 
speed swiftly : 

27 None shall be weary nor stumble 
among them ; none shall slumber nor 
sleep ; neither shall the girdle of their 
loins be loosed, nor the latehet of 
their shoes be broken: 

28 Whose arrows are sharp, and all 
their bows bent, their horses’ hoofs 
shall be counted like flint, and their 
wheels like a whirlwind : 

29 Their roaring shall he like a lion, 
they shall roar like young lions : yea, 
they shall roar, and lay hold of the 
prey, and shall carry it away safe, and 
none shall deliver it. 

30 And in that day they shall roar 
against them like the roaring of the 
sea: and if owe look unto the land, 
behold darkness and sorrow, and 
the light is darkened in the heavens 
thereof 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 Isaiah, in a vision of the Lord in his glory, 5 being 

terrified, is confirmed for his message. 9 He sheweth 

the obstinacy of the people unto their desolation. 13 A 

remnant shall be saved. 

I N the year that king Uzziah died 
I saw also the Lord sitting upon 
A a 
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Vision of GodCa glory. 

a throne, high and lifted up, and his 
train filled the temple. 

2 Above it stood the seraphims: 
each one had six wings ; with twain 
he covered his face, and with twain 
he covered his feet, and with twain 
he did fly. 

3 And one cried unto another, and 
said. Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of 
hosts : the whole earth is full of his 
glory. 

4 And the posts of the door moved 
at the voice of him that cried, and 
the house was filled with smoke. 

5 1 Then said I, Woe is me ! for 

I am undone ; because I am a man 
of imclean lips, and I dwell in the 
midst of a people of unclean lips: 
for mine eyes have seen the King, 
the Lord of hosts. 

6 Then flew one of the seraphims 
unto me, having a live coal in his 
hand, tohich he had taken with the 
tongs from ofi* the altar: 

T And he laid it upon my mouth, 
and said, Lo, this hath touched thy 
lips; and thine iniquity is taken 
away, and thy sin purged. 

8 Also I heard the voice of the 
Lord, saying. Whom shall I send, 
and who will go for us ? Then said I, 
Here am I ; send me. 

9 If And he said. Go, and tell this 
people. Hear ye indeed, but under- 
stand not; and see ye indeed, but 
perceive not. 

10 Make the heart of this people 
fat, and make their ears heavy, and 
shut their eyes; lest they see with 
their eyes, and hear with their ears, 
and imderstand with their heart, and 
convert, and be healed. 

II Then said I, Lord, how long? 
And he answered, Until the cities be 
wasted without inhabitant, and the 
houses without man, and the land 
be utterly desolate, 

12 And the Lord have removed 
men far away, and there he a great 
forsaking in the midst of the land 

13 IT But yet in it shall he a tenth, 
and it shall return, and shall be eaten: 
as a teil tree, and as an oak, whose 
substance is in them, when they cast

their leaves : so the holy seed shall he 
the substance thereof 

CHAPTER VII. 

I AhaZy being troubled with fear of Rexin and Pekahy 
is comforted by Isaiah, 10 Ahaz, having liberty to 
choose a sign, and reusing it, hath for a sign,, Christ 
promised, 1 7 His judgment is prophesied to come by 
Assyria, 

AND it came to pass in the days 
xjL of Ahaz the son of Jotham, the 
son of Uzziah, king of Judah, that 
Rezin the king of Syria, and Pekah 
the son of Remaliah, king of Israel, 
went up toward Jerusalem to war 
against it, but could not prevail a- 
gainst it. 

2 And it was told the house of Da- 
vid, saying, Syria is confederate with 
Ephraim. And his heart was moved, 
and the heart of his people, as the 
trees of the wood are moved with 
the wind. 

3 Then said the Lord unto Isaiah, 
Go forth now to meet Ahaz, thou, 
and Shear-jashub thy son, at the end 
of the conduit of the upper pool in 
the highway of the fuller’s field ; 

4 And say unto him. Take heed 
and be quiet; fear not, neither be 
fainthearted for the two tails of these 
smoking firebrands, for the fierce 
anger of Rezin with Syria, and of 
the son of Remaliah. 

5 Because Syria, Ephraim, and the 
son of Remaliah, have taken evil 
counsel against thee, saying, 

6 Let us go up against Judah, and 
vex it, and let us make a breach 
therein for us, and set a king in the 
midst of it, even the son of Tabeal : 

7 Thus saith the Lord God, It shall 
not stand, neither shall it come to 
pass. 

8 For the head of Syria is Damas- 
cus, and the head of Damascus is 
Rezin; and within threescore and 
five years shall Ephraim be broken, 
that it be not a people. 

9 And the head of Ephraim is Sa- 
maria, and the head of Samaria is Re- 
maliah’s son. If ye will not believe, 
surely ye shall not be established 

10 H Moreover the Lord spake again 
unto Ahaz, saying, 

II Ask thee a sign of the Lord thy 
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God ; ask it either in the depth, or in 
the height above. 

12 But Ahaz said, I will not ask, 
neither will I tempt the Lord. 

13 And he said. Hear ye now, O 
house of David; Is it a small thing 
for you to weary men, but will ye 
weary my God also? 

14 Therefore the Lord himself shall 
give you a sign; Behold, a virgin 
shall conceive, and bear a son, and 
shall call his name Immanuel. 

15 Butter and honey shall he eat, 
that he may know to refuse the evil, 
and choose the good. 

IG For before the child shall know 
to refuse the evil, and choose the 
good, the land that thou abhorrest 
shall be forsaken of both her kings. 

17 The Lord shall bring upon 
thee, and upon thy people, and upon 
thy father’s house, days that have not 
come, from the day that Ephraim 
departed from Judah; even the king 
of Assyria 

18 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, t/iat the Lord shall hiss for the 
fly that is in the uttermost part of 
the rivers of Egypt, and for the bee 
that is in the land of Assyria. 

19 And they shall come, and shall 
rest all of them in the desolate val- 
leys, and in the holes of the rocks, 
and upon all thorns, and upon all 
bushes. 

20 In the same day shall the Lord 
shave with a razor that is hired, 
namely, by them beyond the river, 
by the king of Assyria, the head, 
and the hair of the feet : and it shall 
also consume the beard. 

21 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that a man shall nourish a young 
cow, and two sheep ; 

22 And it shall come to pass, for the 
abundance of milk thai they shall give 
he shall eat butter : for butter and 
honey shall every one eat that is left 
in the land. 

23 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that every place shall be, where 
there were a thousand vines at a 
thousand silverlings, it shall even be 
for briers and thorns. 


come by Assyruu 

24 With arrows and with bows shall 
men come thither; because all the 
land shall become briers and thorns, 

25 And on all hills that shall be 
digged with the mattock, there shall 
not come thither the fear of briers 
and thorns : but it shall be for the 
sending forth of oxen, and for the 
treading of lesser cattle. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

1 In Ma/ier-shaial^hash-bax, he prophesieth that Syria 
and Israel shall he subdued by Assyria. 5 Judah 
likewise for their infidelity. 9 God* s judgments shall 
be unresistible. 1 1 Comfort shall be to them that fear 
God. 19 Great affiictions to idolaters. 

M oreover the Lord said unto 
me. Take thee a great roll, and 
write in it with a man’s pen concern- 
ing Maher-shalal-hash-baz. 

2 And I took unto me faithful wit- 
nesses to record, Uriah the priest, and 
Zechariah the son of Jeberechiah. 

3 And I went unto the prophetess ; 
and she conceived, and bare a son. 
Then said the Lord to me. Call his 
name Maher-shalal-hash-baz. 

4 For before the child shall have 
knowledge to cry. My father, and my 
mother, the riches of Damascus ana 
the spoil of Samaria shall be taken 
away before the king of Assyria. 

5 i The Lord spake also unto me 
again, saying, 

C Forasmuch as this people refus- 
eth the waters of Shiloah that go 
softly, and rejoice in Rezin and Re- 
maliah’s son; 

T Now therefore, behold, the Lord 
bringeth up upon them the waters 
of the river, strong and many, even 
the king of Assyria, and all his glory : 
and he shall come up over ail his 
channels, and go over all his banks : 

8 And he shall pass through Ju- 
dah ; he shall overflow and go over, 
he shall reach even to the neck ; and 
the stretching out of his wings shall 
fill the breadth of thy land, O Im- 
manuel 

9 If Associate yourselves, O ye peo- 
ple, and ye shall be broken in pieces ; 
and give ear, all ye of far countries ; 
gird yourselves, and ye shall be bro- 
ken in pieces; gird yourselves, and 
ye shall be broken in pieces. 
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10 Take counsel together, and it 
shall come to nought ; speak the word, 
and it shall not stand: for God is 
with us. 

11 H For the Lord spake thus to 
me with a strong hand, and instruct- 
ed me that I should not walk in the 
way of this people, saying, 

12 Say ye not, A confederacy, to all 
them to whom this people shall say, 
A confederacy ; neither fear ye their 
fear, nor be afraid. 

13 Sanctify the Lord of hosts him- 
self ; and let him he your fear, and let 
him he your dread. 

14 And he shall be for a sanc- 
tuary ; but for a stone of stumbling 
and for a rock of offence to both 
the houses of Israel, for a gin and 
for a snare to the inhabitants of Je- 
rusalem. 

15 And many among them shall 
stumble, and fall, and be broken, and 
be snared, and be taken. 

16 Bind up the testimony, seal the 
law among my disciples. 

17 And I will wait upon the Lord, 
that hideth his face from the house 
of Jacob, and I will look for him. 

18 Behold, I and the children whom 
the Lord hath given me are for signs 
and for wonders in Israel from the 
Lord of hosts, which dwelleth in 
mount Zion. 

19 IT And when they shall say unto 
you, Seek unto them that have fa- 
miliar spirits, and imto wizards that 
jeep, and that mutter : should not a 
jeople seek unto their God ? for the 
iving to the dead ? 

20 To the law and to the testimony ; 
if they speak not according to this 
word, it is because there is no light in 
them. 

21 And they shall pass through it, 
hardly bestead and hungry : and it 
shall come to pass, that when they 
shall be himgry, they shall fret them- 
selves, and curse their king and their 
God, and look upward. 

22 And they shall look unto the 
earth ; and behold trouble and dark- 
ness, dimness of anguish; and they 
shall he driven to darkness. 
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Of the hirth of Christ. 
CHAPTER IX. 

1 What joy shall he in the midst of afflictions, by the 
kingdom and birth of Christ. 8 The judgments upon 
Israel for their pride, IS for their hypocrisy, 18 atid 
for their impenitency. 

ly^EVERTHELESS the dimness 
J3I shall not he such as was in her 
vexation, when at the first he lightly 
afflicted the land of Zebulun and the 
land of Naphtali, and afterward did 
more grievously afilict her hy the way 
of the sea, beyond Jordan, in Galilee 
of the nations. 

2 The people that walked in dark- 
ness have seen a great light: they 
that dwell in the land of the shadow 
of death, upon them hath the light 
shined. 

3 Thou hast multiplied the nation, 
atid not increased the joy : they joy 
before thee according to the joy in 
harvest, and as men rejoice when they 
divide the spoil. 

4 For thou hast broken the yoke 
of his burden, and the staff' of his 
shoulder, the rod of his oppressor, 
as in the day of Midian. 

5 For every battle of the warrior 
is with confused noise, and garments 
rolled in blood; but this shall be 
with burning and fuel of fire. 

G For unto us a child is born, unto 
us a son is given : and the govern- 
ment shall be upon his shoulder: 
and his name shall be called Won- 
derful, Counsellor, The mighty God, 
The everlasting Father, The Prince 
of Peace. 

7 Of the increase of his government 
and peace there shall he no end, up- 
on the throne of David, and upon 
his kingdom, to order it, and to esta- 
blish it with judgment and with jus- 
tice from henceforth even for ever. 
The zeal of the Lord of hosts will 
perform this. 

8 IT The Lord sent a word into Ja- 
cob, and it hath lighted upon Israel. 

9 And all the people shall know, 
even Ephraim and the inhabitant of 
Samaria, that say in the pride and 
stoutness of heart, 

10 The bricks are fallen down, but 
we will build with hewn stones : the 
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sycomores are cut down, but we will 
change them into cedars. 

11 Therefore the Lord shall set up 
the adversaries of Eezin against him, 
and join his enemies together; 

12 The Syrians before, and the Phi- 
listines behind; and they shall de- 
vour Israel with open mouth. For all 
this his anger is not turned away, 
but his hand is stretched out still. 

13 For the people turneth not un- 
to him that smiteth them, neither do 
they seek the Lord of hosts. 

14 Therefore the Lord will cut off 
from Israel head and tail, branch 
and rush, in one day. 

15 The ancient and honourable, he 
is the head; and the prophet that 
teacheth lies, he is the tail. 

10 For the leaders of this people 
cause them to err ; and they that are 
led of them are destroyed. 

17 Therefore the Lord shall have 
no joy in their young men, neither 
shall have mercy on tlieir fatherless 
and widows: for every one is an 
hypocrite and an evildoer, and every 
mouth speaketh folly. For all this 
his anger is not turned away, but his 
hand is stretched out still. 

18 IF For wickedness bumeth as the 
fire : it shall devour the briers and 
thorns, and shall kindle in the thick- 
ets of the forest, and they shall mount 
up like the lifting up of smoke. 

19 Through the wrath of the Lord 
of hosts is the land darkened, and 
the people shall be as the fuel of the 
fire : no man shall spare his brother. 

20 And he shall snatch on the right 
hand, and be hungry; and he shall 
eat on the left hand, and they shall 
not be satisfied : they shall eat every 
man the flesh of his own arm ; 

21 Manasseh, Ephraim ; and Eph- 
raim, Manasseh: and they together 
shall he against Judah. For all this 
his anger is not turned away, but his 
hand is stretched out still. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 The woe of tyrants, 5 Assyria y the rod of hypocrites , 

for his pride shall he broken, 20 A remnant of Israel 

shall he saved, 24 Israel is comforted with promise 

qf deliverance from Assyria, 


W OE unto them that decree un- 
righteous decrees, and that 
write grievousness which they have 
prescribed ; 

2 To turn aside the needy from 
judgment, and to take away the right 
from the poor of my people, that 
widows may be their prey, and that 
they may rob the fatherless ! 

3 And what will ye do in the day 
of visitation, and in the desolation 
which shall come from far ? to whom 
will ye flee for help ? and where will 
ye leave your glory ? 

4 Without me they shall bow down 
under the prisoners, and they shall 
fall imder the slain. For all this his 
anger is not turned away, but his 
hand is stretched out still. 

5 IF O Assyrian, the rod of mine 
anger, and the staff in their hand is 
mine indignation. 

G I will send him against an hypo- 
critical nation, and against the peo- 
ple of my wrath will I give him a 
charge, to take the spoil, and to take 
the prey, and to tread them down 
like the mire of the streets. 

7 Howbeit he meaneth not so, nei- 
ther doth his heart think so ; but it 
is in his heart to destroy and cut ofl' 
nations not a few. 

8 For he saith. Are not my princes 
altogether kings ? 

9 Is not Calno as Carchemish? is 
not Hamath as Arpad? is not Sa- 
maria as Damascus? 

10 As my hand hath found the king- 
doms of the idols, and whose graven 
images did excel them of Jerusalem 
and of Samaria ; 

11 Shall I not, as I have done unto 
Samaria and her idols, so do to Je- 
rusalem and her idols? 

12 Wherefore it shall come to pass, 
that when the Lord hath performed 
his whole work upon mount Zion and 
on Jerusalem, I will punish the fhiit 
of the stout heart of the king of As- 
syria, and the glory of his high looks. 

13 For he saith. By the strength of 
my hand I have done it, and by my 
wisdom; for I am prudent: and I 
have removed the bounds of the 
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people, and have robbed their trea- 
sures, and I have put down the in- 
habitants like a valiant man: 

14 And my hand hath found as a 
nest the riches of the people : and as 
one gathereth eggs that are left, have 
I gathered all the earth; and there 
was none that moved the wing, or 
opened the mouth, or peeped. 

15 Shall the axe boast itself against 
him that heweth therewith ? or shall 
the saw magnify itself against him 
that shaketh it ? as if the rod should 
shake itsdf against them that lift it 
up, or as if the staff should lift up 
itself, as if it were no wood. 

16 Therefore shall the Lord, the 
Lord of hosts, send among his fat 
ones leanness; and under his glory 
he shall kindle a bimiing like the 
burning of a fire. 

17 And the light of Israel shall be 
for a fire, and his Holy One for a 
flame : and it shall bum and devour 
his thorns and his briers in one day ; 

18 And shall consume the glory of 
his forest, and of his fruitful field, 
both so\il and body: and they shall 
be as when a standardbearer fainteth. 

19 And the rest of the trees of his 
forest shall be few, that a child may 
write them. 

20 11 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the remnant of Israel, 
and such as are escaped of the house 
of Jacob, shall no more again stay 
upon him that smote them ; but shall 
stay upon the Lord, the Holy One of 
Israel, in truth. 

21 The remnant shall return, even, 
the remnant of Jacob, unto the 
mighty God. 

22 For though thy people Israel be 
as the sand of the sea, yet a remnant 
of them shall return: the consump- 
tion decreed shall overflow with right- 
eousness. 

23 For the Lord God of hosts shall 
make a consumption, even determin- 
ed, in the midst of all the land. 

24 1 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God of hosts, O my people that dwell- 
est in Zion, be not afraid of the As- 
syrian: he shall smite thee with a 


rod, and shall lift up his staff against 
thee, after the manner of Egypt. 

25 For yet a very little while, and 
the indignation shall cease, and mine 
anger in their destmction. 

26 And the Lord of hosts shall stir 
up a scourge for him according to 
the slaughter of Midian at the rock 
of Oreb: and as his rod wa,s upon 
the sea, so shall he lift it up after 
the manner of Egypt. 

27 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that his burden shall be taken 
away from off thy shoulder, and his 
yoke from off thy neck, and the yoke 
shall be destroyed because of the 
anointing. 

28 He is come to Aiath, he is passed 
to Migron ; at Michmash he hath laid 
up his carriages : 

29 They are gone over the passage : 
they have taken up their lodging at 
Geba; Eamah is afraid; Gibeah of 
Saul is fled. 

30 Lift up thy voice, O daughter of 
Gallim: cause it to be heard unto 
Laish, O poor Anathoth. 

31 Madmenah is removed ; the in- 
habitants of Gebim gather them- 
selves to flee. 

32 As yet shall he remain at Nob 
that day: he shall shake his hand 
against the mount of the daughter 
of Zion, the hill of Jerusalem. 

33 Behold, the Lord, the Lord of 
hosts, shall lop the bough with terror : 
and the high ones of stature shall he 
hewn down, and the haughty shall be 
humbled. 

34 And he shall cut down the thick- 
ets of the forest with iron, and Le- 
banon shall fall by a mighty one. 

CHAPTER XI. 

1 The peaceable kingdom of the Branch out of the root 
of Jesse. 10 The victorious restoration of Israel, and 
vocation of the Gentiles. 

AND there shall come forth a rod 
xjL out of the stem of Jesse, and a 
Branch shall grow out of his roots : 

2 And the spirit of the Lord shall 
rest upon him, the spirit of wisdom 
and understanding, the spirit of coim- 
sel and might, the spirit of knowledge 
and of the fear of the Lord ; 
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3 And shall make him of quick un- 
derstanding in the fear of the Lord : 
and he shall not judge after the sight 
of his eyes, neither reprove after the 
hearing of his ears : 

4 But with righteousness shall he 
judge the poor, and reprove with 
equity for the meek of the earth: 
and he shall smite the earth with 
the rod of his mouth, and with the 
breath of his lips shall he slay the 
wicked. 

5 And righteousness shall be the 
girdle of his loins, and faithfulness 
the girdle of his reins. 

6 The wolf also shall dwell with the 
lamb, and the leopard shall lie down 
with the kid; and the calf and the 
yoimg lion and the fatling together ; 
and a little child shall lead them. 

7 And the cow and the bear shall 
feed ; their young ()nes shall lie down 
together : and the lion shall eat straw 
like the ox. 

8 And the sucking child shall play 
on the hole of the asp, and the wean- 
ed child shall put his hand on the 
cockatrice’ den. 

9 They shall not hurt nor destroy in 
all my holy mountain : for the earth 
shall be full of the knowledge of the 
Lord, as the waters cover the sea. 

10 If And in that day there shall be 
a root of Jesse, which shall stand for 
an ensign of the people; to it shall 
the Gentiles seek : and his rest shall 
be glorious. 

11 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the Lord shall set his hand 
again the second time to recover the 
remnant of his people, which shall be 
left, from Assyria, and from Egypt, 
and from Pathros, and from Cush, 
and from Elam, and from Shinar, 
and from Hamath, and from the is- 
lands of the sea. 

12 And he shall set up an ensign 
for the nations, and shall assemble 
the outcasts of Israel, and gather to- 
gether the dispersed of Judah from 
the four comers of the earth. 

13 The envy also of Ephraim shall 
depart, and the adversaries of Judah 
shall be cut off: Ephraim shall not 


envy Judah, and Judah shall not vex 
Ephraim. 

14 But they shall fly upon the shoul- 
ders of the Philistines toward the 
west; they shall spoil them of the 
east together: they shall lay their 
hand upon Edom and Moab ; and the 
children of Ammon shall obey them. 

15 And the Lord shall utterly de- 
stroy the tongue of the Egyptian 
sea; and with his mighty wind shall 
he shake his hand over the river, and 
shall smite it in the seven streams, 
and make men go over dryshod. 

16 And there shall be an highway 
for the remnant of his people, which 
shall be left, from Assyria; like as 
it was to Israel in the day that he 
came up out of the land of Egypt 


CHAPTER XII. 

A joyful thanksgiving of the faithful for the mercies of 
God. 

AND in that day thou shaft say, 
O Lord, I will praise thee : 
though thou wast angiy with me, 
thine anger is turned away, and thou 
comfortedst me. 


2 Behold, God is my salvation; I 
will trust, and not be afraid : for 


the Lord JEHOVAH is my strength 
and my song ; he also is become my 
salvation. 


3 Therefore with joy shall ye draw 
water out of the wells of salvation. 


4 And in that day shall ye say. Praise 
the Lord, call upon his name, declare 
his doings among the people, make 
mention that his name is exalted. 


5 Sing unto the Lord ; for he hath 
done excellent things : this is known 
in all the earth. 


6 Cry out and shout, thou inhabit- 
ant of Zion: for great is the Holy 
One of Israel in the midst of thee. 


CHAPTER XIII. 

1 God mustereth the armies of his wrath. C He threat’^ 
eneth to destroy Babylon by the Modes. 19 The de- 
solation of Bcdtylon, 

T he burden of Babylon, which 
Isaiah the son of Amoz did see. 
2 Lift ye up a banner upon the high 
mountain, exalt the voice unto them, 
shake the hand, that they may go into 
the gates of the noblea 
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3 I haVe commanded my sanctified 
ones, I have also called my mighty 
ones for mine anger, even them that 
rejoice in my highness. 

4 The noise of a multitude in the 
mountains, like as of a great people ; 
a tumultuous noise of the kingdoms 
of nations gathered together: the 
Lord of hosts mustereth the host of 
the battle. 

5 They come from a far country, 
Irom the end of heaven, even the 
Lord, and the weapons of his indig- 
nation, to destroy the whole land. 

6 If Howl ye; for the day of the 
Lord is at hand ; it shall come as a 
destruction from the Almighty. 

7 Therefore shall all hands be faint, 
and every man’s heart shall melt : 

8 And they shall be afraid : pangs 
and sorrows shall take hold of them ; 
they shall be in pain as a woman 
that travaileth : they shall be amazed 
one at another ; their faces shall be 
as flames. 

9 Behold, the day of the Lord com- 
eth, cruel both with wrath and fierce 
anger, to lay the land desolate : and 
he shall destroy the sinners thereof 
out of it. 

10 For the stars of heaven and the 
constellations thereof shall not give 
their light : the sun shall be darken- 
ed in his going forth, and the moon 
shall not cause her light to shine. 

11 And I will punish the world for 
their evil, and the wicked for their ini- 
quity ; and I will cause the arrogancy 
of the proud to cease, and will lay 
low the haughtiness of the terrible. 

12 I will make a man more precious 
than fine gold ; even a man than the 
golden wedge of Ophir. 

13 Therefore I will shake the hea- 
vens, and the earth shall remove out 
of her place, in the wrath of the Lord 
of hosts, and in the day of his fierce 
anger. 

14 And it shall be as the chased roe, 
and as a sheep that no man taketh 
up : they shall every man turn to his 
own people, and flee every one into 
his own land. 

15 Every one that is found shall be

thrust through ; and every one that 
is joined unto them shall fall by the 
sword. 

16 Their children also shall be dash- 
ed to pieces before their eyes ; their 
houses shall be spoiled, and their 
wives ravished. 

17 Behold, I will stir up the Medes 
against them, which shall not regard 
silver ; and as for gold, they shall not 
delight in it. 

18 Their bows also shall dash the 
young men to pieces ; and they shall 
have no pity on the fi'uit of the 
womb ; their eye shall not spare 
children. 

19 t And Babylon, the glory of king- 
doms, the beauty of the Chaldees’ 
excellency, shall be as when God 
overthrew Sodom and Gomorrah. 

20 It shall never be inhabited, nei- 
ther shall it be dwelt in from gene- 
ration to generation: neither shall 
the Arabian pitch tent there; nei- 
ther shall the shepherds make their 
fold there. 

21 But wild beasts of the desert 
shall lie there; and their houses 
shall be full of doleful creatures; 
and owls shall dwell there, and sa- 
tyrs shall dance there. 

22 And the wild beasts of the islands 
shall cry in their desolate houses, and 
dragons in their pleasant palaces : and 
her time is near to come, and her 
days shall not be prolonged. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

1 God's merciful restoration of Israel. 4 Their tri- 
umphant insultation over Babel, 24 God's purpose 

against Assgria, 29 Palestina is threatened, 

F or the Lord will have mercy on 
Jacob, and will yet choose Israel, 
and set them in their own land : and 
the strangers shall be joined with 
them, and they shall cleave to the 
house of Jacob. 

2 And the people shall take them, 
and bring them to their place : and 
the house of Israel shall possess them 
in the land of the Lord for servants 
and handmaids : and they shall take 
them captives, whose captives they 
were ; and they shall rule over their 
oppressors. 
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lerad's triumph 

3 And it shall come to pass in the 
day that the Lord shall give thee 
rest from thy sorrow, and from thy 
fear, and from the hard bondage 
wherein thou wast made to serve, 

4 IT That thou shalt take up this 
proverb against the king of Babylon, 
and say, How hath t& oppressor 
ceased ! the golden city ceased ! 

5 The Lord hath broken the staff 
of the wicked, and the sceptre of 
the rulers. 

6 He who smote the people in wrath 
with a continual stroke, he that ruled 
the nations in anger, is persecuted, 
and none hindereth. 

7 The whole earth is at rest, and is 
quiet : they break forth into singing. 

8 Yea, the fir trees rejoice at thee, 
and the cedars of Lebanon, saying. 
Since thou art laid down, no feller is 
come up against us. 

9 Hell from beneath is moved for 
thee to meet thee at thy coming : it 
stirreth up the dead for thee, even 
all the chief ones of the earth; it 
hath raised up from their thrones 
all the kings of the nations. 

10 All they shall speak and say unto 
thee, Art thou also become weak as 
we ? art thou become like unto us ? 

11 Thy pomp is brought down to 
the grave, and the noise of thy viols : 
the worm is spread under thee, and 
the worms cover thee. 

12 How art thou fallen from heaven, 

0 Lucifer, son of the morning ! how 
art thou cut down to the ground, 
which didst weaken the nations 1 

13 For thou hast said in thine heart, 

1 will ascend into heaven, I will exalt 
my throne above the stars of God : I 
will sit also upon the mount of the 
congregation, in the sides of the north: 

14 I will ascend above the heights 
of the clouds ; I will be like the most 
High. 

15 Yet thou shalt be brought down 
to hell, to the sides of the pit. 

16 They that see thee shall narrowly 
look upon thee, and consider thee, 
saying. Is this the man that made 
the earth to tremble, that did shake 
kingdoms ; 


over Babylon. 

17 That made the world as a wilder- 
ness, and destroyed the cities there- 
of ; that opened not the house of his 
prisoners ? 

18 AJl the kings of the nations, even 
all of them, lie in glory, every one in 
his own house. 

19 But thou art cast out of thy grave 
like an abominable branch, and as 
the raiment of those that are slain, 
thrust through with a sword, that go 
down to the stones of the pit; as a 
carcase trodden under feet. 

20 Thou shalt not be joined with 
them in burial, because thou hast 
destroyed thy land, and slain thy 
people: the seed of evildoers shall 
never be renowned. 

21 Prepare slaughter for his chil- 
dren for the iniquity of their fathers ; 
that they do not rise, nor possess the 
land, nor fill the face of the world 
with cities. 

22 For I will rise up against them, 
saith the Lord of hosts, and cut off 
from Babylon the name, and rem- 
nant, and son, and nephew, saith the 
Lord. 

23 I will also make it a possession 
for the bittern, and pools of water: 
and I will sweep it with the besom of 
destruction, saith the Lord of hosts. 

24 IT The Lord of hosts hath sworn, 
saying. Surely as I have thought, so 
shall it come to pass ; and as I have 
pimposed, so shall it stand : 

25 That I will break the Assyrian 
in my land, and upon my mountains 
tread him under foot: then shall 
his yoke depart from off them, and 
his bimden depart from off their 
shoulders. 

26 This is the purpose that is pur- 
posed upon the whole earth: and 
this is the hand that is stretched out 
upon all the nations. 

27 For the Lord of hosts hath pur- 
posed, and who shall disannul it? 
and his hand is stretched out, and 
who shall turn it back? 

28 In the year that king Ahaz died 
was this burden. 

29 IT Rejoice not thou, whole Pales- 
tina, because the rod of him that 
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smote thee is broken : for out of the 
serpent’s root shall come forth a 
cockatrice, and his fruit shall he a 
fiery fiying serpent. 

30 And the firstborn of the poor 
shall feed, and the needy shall lie 
down in safety: and I will kill thy 
root with famine, and he shall slay 
thy remnant. 

31 Howl, O gate ; cry, O city ; thou, 
whole Palestina, art dissolved: for 
there shall come from the north a 
smoke, and none shall he alone in his 
appointed times. 

32 What shall one then answer the 
messengers of the nation ? That the 
Lord hath founded Zion, and the 
poor of his people shall trust in it. 

CHAPTER XV. 

The lamentable state of Moab. 

T he burden of Moab. Because 
in the night Ar of Moab is laid 
waste, and brought to silence; be- 
cause in the night Kir of Moab is 
laid waste, and brought to silence ; 

2 He is gone up to Bajith, and to 
Dibon, the high places, to wee|): 
Moab shall howl over Xebo, and over 
Medeba: on all their heads shall he 
baldness, and every beard cut off 
3 In their streets they shall gird 
themselves with sackcloth: on the 
tops of their houses, and in their 
streets, every one shall howl, weeping 
abundantly. 

4 And Ileshbon shall cr 3 % and Elea- 
leh : their voice shall bo heard even 
unto Jahaz: therefore the armed sol- 
diers of Moab shall cry out ; his life 
shall be grievous unto him. 

5 My heart shall cry out for Moab ; 
his fugitives shall flee unto Zoar, an 
heifer of three years old : for by the 
mounting up of Luhith with weeping 
shall they go it up ; for in the way of 
Horonaim they shall raise up a cry 
of destruction. 

6 For the waters of Nimrim shall 
be desolate : for the hay is withered 
away, the grass faileth, there is no 
green thing. 

7 Therefore the abundance they 
have gotten, and that which they 


have laid up, shall they carry away 
to the brook of the willows. 

8 For the cry is gone roimd about 
the borders of Moab ; the howling 
thereof unto Eglaim, and the howling 
thereof unto Beer-elim. 

9 For the waters of Dimon shall be 
full of blood: for I will bring more 
upon Dimon, lions upon him that 
escapeth of Moab, and upon the 
remnant of the land. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

1 Moab is exhorted to yield obedience to Christ* s kiny- 
dom. 6 Moab is threatened for her pride. 9 The 
prophet beomileth her. 12 The judgment of Moab. 

S END ye the lamb to the ruler of 
the land from Sela to the wilder- 
ness, unto the mount of the daughter 
of Zion. 

2 For it shall be, that, as a wander- 
ing bird cast out of the nest, so the 
daughters of Moab shall be at the 
fords of Arnon. 

3 Take counsel, execute judgment ; 
make thy shadow as the night in the 
midst of the noonday ; hide the out- 
casts ; bewray not him that wandereth. 
4 Let mine outcasts dwell with thee, 
Moab ; bo thou a covert to them 
from the face of the spoiler : for the 
extortioner is at an end, the spoiler 
ceaseth, the oppressors are consumed 
out of the land. 

5 And in mercy shall the throne be 
established : and he shall sit upon it 
in truth in the tabernacle of David, 
judging, and seeking judgment, and 
hasting righteousness. 

6 If We have heard of the pride of 
Moab ; he is very proud : evert of his 
haughtiness, and his pride, and his 
wrath : hut his lies shall not he so. 

7 Therefore shall Moab howl for 
Moab, every one shall howl: for the 
foundations of Kir-hareseth shall ye 
mourn ; surely they are stricken. 

8 For the fields of Heshbon lan- 
guish, and the vine of Sibmah: the 
lords of the heathen have broken 
down the principal plants thereof, 
they are come even imto Jazer, they 
wandered through the wilderness : her 
branches are stretched out, they are 
gone over the sea. 
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9 IT Therefore I will bewail with the 
weeping of Jazer the vine of Sibmah : 
I will water thee with my tears, O 
Heshbon, and Elealeh : for the shout- 
ing for thy summer fruits and for thy 
harvest is fallen. 

10 And gladness is taken away, and 
joy out of the plentiful field ; and in 
the vineyards there shall be no sing- 
ing, neither shall there be shouting: 
the treaders shall tread out no wine 
in their presses; I have made their 
vintage shouting to cease. 

11 Wherefore my bowels shall sound 
like an harp for Moab, and mine in- 
ward parts for Kir-haresh. 

12 IT And it shall come to pass, when 
it is seen that Moab is weary on the 
high place, that he shall come to his 
sanctuary to pray; but he shall not 
prevail. 

13 This is the word that the Loud 
hath spoken concerning Moab since 
that time. 

14 But now the Loud hath spoken, 
saying. Within three years, as the 
years of an hireling, and the glory 
of Moab shall be contemned, with all 
that great multitude; and the rem- 
nant shall he very small and feeble. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

1 Syria and Israel are threatened. 6 A remnant shall 

forsake idolatry. 9 The rest shall be plagued for their 

impiety, 12 T'he woe of Israelis enemies. 

T he burden of Damascus. Be- 
hold, Damascus is taken away 
Irom being a city, and it shall be a 
ruinous heap. . 

2 The cities of Aroer are forsaken : 
they shall be for flocks, which shall 
lie down, and none shall make them 
afraid. 

3 The fortress also shall cease fi’om 
Ephraim, and the kingdom from Da- 
mascus, and the remnant of Syria: 
they shall be as the glory of the chil- 
dren of Israel, saith the Lord of hosts. 
4 And in that day it shall come to 
pass, that the glory of Jacob shall 
be made thin, and the fatness of his 
flesh shall wax leaa 
5 And it shall be as when the har- 
vestman gathereth the com, and 
reapeth the ears with his arm; and 


it shall be as he that gathereth ears 
in the valley of Rephaim. 

6 IT Yet gleaning grapes shall be left 
in it, as the shaking of an olive tree, 
two or three berries in the top of the 
uppermost bough, four or five in the 
outmost fruitful branches thereof, 
saith the Lord God of Israel. 

7 At tha,t day shall a man look to 
his Maker, and his eyes shall have 
respect to the Holy One of Israel. 

8 And he shall not look to the al- 
tars, the work of his hands, neither 
shall respect that which his fingers 
have made, either the groves, or the 
images. 

9 1[ In that day shall his strong cities 
be as a forsaken bough, and an up- 
permost branch, which they left be- 
cause of the children of Israel : and 
there shall be desolation. 

10 Because thou hast forgotten the 
God of thy salvation, and hast not 
been mindful of the rock of thy 
strength, therefore shalt thou plant 
pleasant plants, and shalt set it with 
strange slips : 

11 In the day shalt thou make thy 
plant to grow, and in the morning 
shalt thou make thy seed to flou- 
rish : hut the harvest shall be a heap 
in the day of grief and of desperate 
sorrow. 

12 1 Woe to the multitude of many 
people, which make a noise like the 
noise of the seas ; and to the rushing 
of nations, that make a rushing like 
the rushing of mighty waters ! 

13 The nations shall rush like the 
rushing of many waters: but God 
shall rebuke them, and they shall 
flee far ofl^ and shall be chased as 
the chaff of the mountains before 
the wind, and like a rolling thing 
before the whirlwind. 

14 And behold at eveningtide trou- 
ble; and before the morning he is 
not. This is the portion of them 
that spoil us, and the lot of them 
that rob us. 

CHAPTER XVHI. . 

1 God in care of his people will destroy the Ethiopians* 
7 An access thereby shall grow unto the church. 



The confits^ ISAIAI 

W OE to the land shadowing with 
wings, which is beyond the 
rivers of Ethiopia: 

2 That sendeth ambassadors by 
the sea, even in vessels of bulrushes 
upon the waters, saying, Go, ye swift 
messengers, to a nation scattered 
and peeled, to a people terrible from 
their beginning hitherto; a nation 
meted out and trodden down, whose 
land the rivers have spoiled 1 
3 All ye inhabitants of the world, 
and dwellers on the earth, see ye, 
when he lifteth up an ensign on the 
mountains; and when he bloweth a 
trumpet, hear ye. 

4 For so the Lord said unto me, 
I will take my rest, and I will con- 
sider in my dwelling place like a 
clear heat upon herbs, and like a 
cloud of dew in the heat of harvest. 
5 For afore the harvest, when the 
bud is perfect, and the sour grape 
is ripening in the flower, he shall both 
cut ofi* the sprigs with pruning hooks, 
and take away and cut down the 
branches. 

G They shall be left together unto 
the fowls of the mountains, and to 
the beasts of the earth: and the 
fowls shall summer upon them, and 
all the beasts of the earth shall win- 
ter upon them. 

7 t In that time shall the present 
be brought unto the Lord of hosts 
of a people scattered and peeled, 
and from a people terrible from their 
beginning hitherto ; a nation meted 
out and trodden under foot, whose 
land the rivers have spoiled, to the 
place of the name of the Lord of 
hosts, the mount Zion. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

1 The confusion of Egypt* 1 1 The foolishness of their 
princes* 18 The calling of Egypt to the church* 23 
The covenant of Egypt, Assyria, and Israel* 

T he burden of Egypt Behold, 
the Lord rideth upon a swift 
cloud, and shall come into Egyj)t : 
and the idols of Egypt shall be 
moved at his presence, and the 
heart of Egypt shall melt in the 
midst of it. 

2 And I will set the Egyptians a- 
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gainst the Egyptians : and they shall 
fight every one against his brother, 
and every one against his neighbour ; 
city against city, and kingdom against 
kingdom. 

3 And the spirit of Egypt shall fail 
in the midst thereof ; and I will de- 
stroy the coimsel thereof : and they 
shall seek to the idols, and to the 
charmers, and to them that have fa- 
miliar spirits, and to the wizards. 

4 And the Egyptians will I give over 
into the hand of a cruel lord ; and 
a fierce king shall rule over them, 
saith the Lord, the Lord of hosts. 

5 And the waters shall fail from 
the sea, and the river shall be wast- 
ed and dried up. 

6 And they shall turn the rivers far 
away ; and the brooks of defence shall 
be emptied and dried up : the reeds 
and flags shall wither. 

7 The paper reeds by the brooks, by 
the mouth of the brooks, and every 
thing sown by the brooks, shall wi- 
ther, be driven away, and be no more. 

8 The fishers also shall mourn, 
and all they that cast angle into the 
brooks shall lament, and they that 
spread nets upon the waters shall 
languish. 

9 Moreover they that work in fine 
flax, and they that weave networks, 
shall be confounded. 

10 And they shall be broken in the 
purposes thereof, all that make sluices 
and ponds for fish. 

11 IT Surely the princes of Zoan 
are fools, the counsel of the wise 
counsellors of Pharaoh is become 
brutish: how say ye vmto Pharaoh. 
I am the son of the wise, the son of 
ancient kings ? 

12 Where are they ? where are thy 
wise men ? and let them tell thee now, 
and let them know what the Lord of 
hosts hath purposed upon Egypt. 

13 The princes of Zoan are become 
fools, the princes of Noph are deceiv- 
ed; they have also seduced Egypt, 
even they that are the stay of the 
tribes thereof 

14 The Lord hath mingled a per- 
veree spirit in the midst thereof: 
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and they have caused Egypt to err 
in every work thereof, as a drunken 
vian staggereth in his vomit. 

15 Neither shall there be any work 
for Egypt, which the head or tail, 
branch or rush, may do. 

16 In that day shall Egypt be like 
unto women : and it shall be afraid 
and fear because of the shaking of 
the hand of the Lord of hosts, which 
he shaketh over it. 

IT And the land of Judah shall be 
a terror unto Egypt, every one that 
maketh mention thereof shall be 
afraid in himself because of the 
counsel of the Lord of hosts, which 
he hath determined against it. 

18 t In that day shall five cities in 
the land of Egypt speak the language 
of Canaan, and swear to the Lord of 
hosts ; one shall be called. The city 
of destruction. 

19 In that day shall there be an 
altar to the Lord in the midst of the 
land of Egypt, and a pillar at the 
border thereof to the Lord. 

20 And it shall be for a sign and 
for a witness unto the Lord of hosts 
in the land of Egypt : for they shall 
cry unto the Lord because of the 
oppressors, and he shall send them a 
saviour, and a great one, and he shall 
deliver them. 

21 And the Lord shall be known to 
Egypt, and the Egyptians shall know 
the Lord in that day, and shall do 
sacrifice and oblation ; yea, they shall 
vow a vow unto the Lord, and per- 
form it. 

22 And the Lord shall smite Egypt : 
he shall smite and heal it : and they 
shall return even to the Lord, and 
he shall be intreated of them, and 
shall heal them. 

23 IT In that day shall there be a 
highway out of Egypt to Assyria, 
and the Assyrian shall come into 
Egypt, and the Egyptian into Assyria, 
and the Egyptians shall serve with 
the Assyrians. 

24 In that day shall Israel be the third 
vdth Egypt and with Assyria, even a 
blessing in the midst of the land : 

25 Whom the Lord of hosts shall 


bless, saying. Blessed he Egypt my 
people, and Assyria the work of my 
hands, and Israel mine inheritance. 

CHAPTER XX. 

A type prefiguring the shameful captivity of Egypt and 
Ethiopia. 

I N the year that Tartan came xmto 
Ashdod, (when Sargon the king 
of Assyria sent him,) and fought 
against Ashdod, and took it ; 

2 At the same time spake the Lord 
by Isaiah the son of Amoz, saying. 
Go and loose the sackcloth from off 
thy loins, and put off thy shoe from 
thy foot. And he did so, walking 
naked and barefoot. 

3 And the Lord said. Like as my 
servant Isaiah hath walked naked 
and barefoot three years for a sign 
and wonder upon Egypt and upon 
Ethiopia ; 

4 So shall the king of Assyria lead 
away the Egyptians prisoners, and 
the Ethiopians captives, young and 
old, naked and barefoot, even with 
their buttocks uncovered, to the 
shame of Egypt. 

5 And they shall be afraid and 
ashamed of Ethiopia their expecta- 
tion, and of Egypt their glory. 

6 And the inhabitant of this isle 
shall say in that day. Behold, such is 
our expectation, whither we flee for 
help to be delivered from the king of 
Assyria : and how shall we escape ? 

CHAPTER XXI. 

1 The prophet, bewailing the captivity of his people, seeth 
in a vision the fall of Babylon by the Medes and Per- 
Siam. 11 Edom, scorning the prophet, is moved to 
repentance, 13 The set time of Arabia* s calamity. 

T he burden of the desert of the 
sea. As whirlwinds in the south 
pass through ; so it cometh from the 
desert, from a terrible land. 

2 A grievous vision is declared unto 
me; the treacherous dealer dealeth 
treacherously, and the spoiler spoil- 
eth. Go up, O Elam: besiege, O 
Media ; all the sighing thereof have 
I made to cease. 

3 Therefore are my loins filled with 
pain: pangs have taken hold upon 
me, as the pangs of a woman that 
travaileth : I was bowed down at the 
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hearing of it;l was dismayed at the 
seeing of it. 

4 My heart panted, fearfulness af- 
frighted me : the night of my pleasure 
hath he turned into fear unto me. 

.5 Prepare the table, watch in the 
watchtower, eat, drink : arise, ye 
princes, and anoint the shield. 

6 For thus hath the Lord said un- 
to me. Go, set a watchman, let him 
declare what he seeth. 

7 And he saw a chariot with a couple 
of horsemen, a chariot of asses, and 
a chariot of camels ; and he hearken- 
ed diligently with much heed : 

8 And he cried, A lion : My lord, I 
stand continually upon the watch- 
tower in the daytime, and I am set 
m my ward whole nights: 

9 And, behold, here cometh a cha- 
riot of men, ijoith a couple of horse- 
men. And be answered and said, 
Babylon is fallen, is fallen ; and all 
the graven images of her gods he 
hath broken unto the ground. 

10 O my threshing, and the com of 
my floor: that which I have heard 
of the Lord of hosts, the God of Is- 
rael, have I declared unto you. 

11 t The burden of Dumah. He 
calleth to me out of Seir, Watch- 
man, what of the night ? Watchman, 
what of the night ? 

12 The watchman said. The morning 
cometh, and also the night : if ye will 
enquire, enquire ye : return, come. 

13 ir The burden upon Arabia. In 
the forest in Arabia shall ye lodge, O 
ye travelling companies of Dedanim. 

14 The inhabitants of the land of 
Tema brought water to him that was 
thirsty, they prevented with their 
bread him that fled. 

15 For they fled from the swords, 
from the drawn sword, and from the 
bent bow, and from the grievousness 
of war. 

16 For thus hath the Lord said un- 
to me. Within a year, according to 
the years of an hireling, and all the 
glory of Kedar shall fail : 

17 And the residue of the number 
of archers, the mighty men of the 
children of Kedar, shall be dimi- 
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nished: for the Lord God of Israel 
hath spoken it. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

1 The prophet lammteth the invasion of Jewry by the 
Persians. 8 He reproveth their human wisdom an4 
worldly joy. 15 He prophesieth Shthna* s deprivation y 
20 and Eliakimy prefiguring the Jdngdom of Christy 
his substitution. 

T he burden of the valley of vision. 
What aileth thee now, that thou 
art wholly gone up to the housetops? 
2 Thou that art full of stirs, a tu- 
multuous city, a joyous city: thy slain 
men are not slain with the sword, nor 
dead in battle. 

3 All thy rulers are fled together, 
they are bound by the archers : all 
that are found in thee are bound to- 
gether, which have fled from far. 

4 Therefore said I, Look away from 
me ; I will weep bitterly, labour not 
to comfort me, because of the spoil- 
ing of the daughter of my people. 

5 For it is a day of trouble, and of 
treading down, and of perplexity by 
the Lord God of hosts in the valley 
of vision, breaking down the walls, 
and of crying to the mountains. 

6 And Elam bare the quiver with 
chariots of men and horsemen, and 
Kir uncovered the shield. 

7 And it shall come to pass, that 
thy choicest valleys shall be full of 
chariots, and the horsemen shall set 
themselves in array at the gate. 

8 1 And he discovered the covering 
of Judah, and thou didst look in that 
day to the armour of the house of 
the forest. 

9 Ye have seen also the breaches 
of the city of David, that they are 
many : and ye gathered together the 
waters of the lower pool. 

10 And ye have numbered the houses 
of Jerusalem, and the hoiises have 
ye broken down to fortify the wall 
11 Ye made also a ditch between the 
two walls for the water of the old pool : 
but ye have not looked unto the mak- 
er thereof, neither had respect unto 
him that fashioned it long ago. 

12 And in that day did the Lord 
God of hosts call to weeping, and to 
mourning, and to baldness, and to 
girding with sackcloth: 
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13 And behold joy and gladness, 
slaying oxen, and killing sheep, eat- 
ing flesh, and drinking wine : let us 
eat and drink; for to morrow we 
shall die. 

14 And it was revealed in mine ears 
by the Lord of hosts. Surely this ini- 
quity shall not be purged from you 
till ye die, saith the Lord God of hosts. 

15 IT Thus saith the Lord God of 
hosts. Go, get thee unto this trea- 
surer, even imto Shebna, which is 
over the house, and say, 

16 What hast thou here ? and whom 
hast thou here, that thou hast hewed 
thee out a sepulchre here, ae he that 
heweth him out a sepulchre on high, 
and that graveth an habitation for 
himself in a rock? 

17 Behold, the Lord will carry thee 
away with a mighty captivity, and 
will surely cover thee. 

18 He will surely violently turn and 
toss thee like a ball into a large coun- 
try : there shalt thou die, and there 
the chariots of thy glory shall he the 
shame of thy lord’s house. 

19 And I will drive thee from thy 
station, and from thy state shall he 
pull thee down. 

20 ir And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that I will call my servant 
Eliakim the son of Hilkiah : 

21 And I will clothe him with thy 
robe, and strengthen him with thy 
girdle, and I will commit thy govern- 
ment into his hand : and he shall be 
a father to the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem, and to the house of Judah. 

22 And the key of the house of Da- 
vid will I lay upon his shoulder ; so he 
shall open, and none shall shut ; and 
he shall shut, and none shall open. 

23 And I will fasten him as a nail in 
a sime plaee; and he shall be for a 
glorious throne to his father’s house. 

24 And they shall hang upon him 
all the glory of his father s house, the 
offspring and the issue, all vessels of 
small quantity, from the vessels of 
cups, even to all the vessels of flagons. 

25 In that day, saith the Lord of 
hosts, shall the nail that is fastened 
in the sure place be removed, and be | 
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cut down, and fall ; and the bm'den 
that was upon it shall be cut off: for 
the Lord hath spoken il. 

CHAPTER XXni. 

1 The miserable overthrow of Tyre, 17 Their unhappy 
return. 

T he burden of Tyre. Howl, ye 
ships of Tarshish; for it is laid 
waste, so that there is no house, no 
entering in : from the land of Chittim 
it is revealed to them. 

2 Be still, ye inhabitants of the 
isle; thou whom the merchants of 
Zidon, that pass over the sea, have 
replenished. 

3 And by great waters the seed of 
Sihor, the harvest of the river, is her 
revenue ; and she is a mart of nations. 
4 Be thou ashamed, O Zidon : for the 
sea hath spoken, even the strength of 
the sea, saying, I travail not, nor bring 
forth ehildren, neither do I nourish 
up young men, nor bring up virgins. 
5 As at the report concerning Egypt, 
so shall they be sorely pained at the 
report of Tyre. 

6 Pass ye over to Tarshish ; howl, ye 
inhabitants of the isle. 

7 Is this your joyous city, whose an- 
tiquity is of ancient days? her own 
feet shall carry her afar off to sojourn. 

8 Who hath taken this eounsel a- 
gainst Tyre, the crowning city, whose 
merchants are princes, whose traf- 
fickers are the honourable of the 
earth? 

9 The Lord of hosts hath purposed 
it, to stain the pride of all glory, and 
to bring into contempt all the ho- 
noiu*able of the earth. 

10 Pass through thy land as a river, 
O daughter of Tarshish: there is no 
more strength. 

11 He stretched out his hand over 
the sea, he shook the kingdoms: the 
Lord hath given a commandment 
against the merchant city, to destroy 
the strong holds thereof 
12 And he said. Thou shalt no more 
rejoice, O thou oppressed virgin, 
daughter of Zidon: arise, pass over 
to Chittim; there also shalt thou 
have no rest. 

)1 
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13 Behold the land of the Chaldeans ; 
this people was not, till the Assyrian 
founded it for them that dwell in the 
wilderness: they set up the towers 
thereof, they raised up the palaces 
thereof; and he brought it to ruin. 

14 Howl, ye ships of Tarshish: for 
your strength is laid waste. 

15 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that Tyre shall be forgotten se- 
venty years, according to the days of 
one king: after the end of seventy 
years shall Tyre sing as an harlot 

16 Take an harp, go about the city, 
thou harlot that hast been forgot- 
ten; make sweet melody, sing many 
songs, that thou maye.st be remem- 
bered. 

17 t And it shall come to pass after 
the end of seventy years, that the 
Lord will visit Tyre, and she shall 
turn to her hire, and shall commit 
fornication with all the kingdoms of 
the world upon the face of the earth. 

18 And her merchandise and her 
hire shall be holiness to the Lord : it 
shall not be treasured nor laid up ; 
for her merchandise shall be for them 
that dwell before the Lord, to eat 
sufficiently, and for durable clothing. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

1 The doleful judgments of God upon the land. 13 A 
remnant shall joyftiUy praise him. 16 God in his 
judgments shall advance his kingdom. 

B ehold, the lord maketh the 
earth empty, and maketh it 
waste, and turneth it upside down, 
and scattereth abroad the inhabit- 
ants thereof 

2 And it shall be, as with the peo- 
ple, so with the priest; as with the 
servant, so with his master; as with 
the maid, so with her mistress; as 
with the buyer, so with the seller; 
as with the lender, so with the bor- 
rower ; as with the taker of usury, so 
with the giver of usury to him. 

3 The land shall be utterly emptied, 
and utterly spoiled: for the Lord 
hath spoken this word. 

4 The earth moumeth and fadeth 
away, the world languisheth and 
fadeth away, the haughty people of 
the earth do languish 
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5 The earth also is defiled under 
the inhabitants thereof ; because they 
have transgressed the laws, changed 
the ordinance, broken the everlasting 
covenant. 

6 Therefore hath the curse devour- 
ed the earth, and they that dwell 
therein are desolate ; therefore the 
inhabitants of the earth are burned, 
and few men left. 

7 The new wine mourneth, the vine 
languisheth, all the merryhearted do 
sigh. 

8 The mirth of tabrets ceaseth, the 
noise of them that rejoice endeth, 
the joy of the harp ceaseth. 

9 They shall not drink wine with a 
song ; strong drink shall be bitter to 
them that drink it. 

10 The city of confusion is broken 
down: every house is shut up, that 
no man may come in. 

11 There is a crying for wine in the 
streets ; all joy is darkened, the mirth 
of the land is gone. 

12 In the city is left desolation, and 
the gate is smitten with destruction. 

1.3 fWhen thus it shall be in the 
midst of the land among the peoj)le, 
there shall he as the shaking of an 
olive tree, and as the gleaning graj>es 
when the vintage is done. 

14 They shall lift up their voice, they 
shall sin" for the majesty of the Lord, 
they shml cry aloud from the sea. 

15 Wherefore glorify ye the Lord 
in the fires, even the name of the 
Lord God of Israel in the isles of 
the sea. 

16 IT From the uttermost part of the 
earth have we heard songs, even 
glory to the righteous. But I said. My 
leanness, my leanness, woe imto me ! 
the treacherous dealers have dealt 
treacherously; yea, the treacherous 
dealers have dealt very treacherously. 

17 Fear, and the pit, and the snare, 
are upon thee, O inhabitant of the 
earth. 

18 And it shall come to pass, that 
he who fleeth from the noise of the 
fear shall fall into the pit; and he 
that cometh up out of the midst of 
the pit shall be taken in the snare: 
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for the windows from on high are 
open, and the foundations of the 
earth do shake. 

19 The earth is utterly broken down, 
the earth is clean dissolved, the earth 
is moved exceedingly. 

20 The earth shall reel to and fro 
like a drunkard, and shall be removed 
like a cottage ; and the transgression 
thereof shall be heavy upon it; and 
it shall fall, and not rise again. 

21 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the Lord shall punish the 
host of the high ones that are on 
high, and the kings of the earth upon 
the earth. 

22 And they shall be gathered to- 
gether, os prisoners are gathered in 
the pit, and shall be shut up in the 
prison, and after many days shall 
they be visited. 

23 Then the moon shall be con- 
foimded, and the sun ashamed, when 
the Lord of hosts shall reign in mount 
2^on, and in Jerusalem, and before 
his ancients gloriously. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

1 The prophet praiseth God, for his judgments^ 6 for his 
saving hem'fits, 9 and for his victorious salvation, 

O LORD, thou art my God; I 
will exalt thee, I will praise thy 
name; for thou hast done wonder- 
ful things; thy coimsels of old are 
faithfulness and truth. 

2 For thou hast made of a city an 
heap ; of a defenced city a rxiin : a 
palace of strangers to be no city; 
it shall never be built. 

3 Therefore shall the strong people 
glorify thee, the city of the terrible 
nations shall fear thee. 

4 For thou hast been a strength to 
the poor, a strength to the needy in 
his distress, a refuge from the storm, 
a shadow from the heat, when the 
blast of the terrible ones is as a 
storm against the wall. 

5 Thou shalt bring down the noise 
of strangers, as the heat in a dry 
place; even the heat with the sha- 
dow of a cloud: the branch of the 
terrible ones shall be brought low. 

6 If And in this mountain shall the 
Lord of hosts make unto all people 


a feast of fat things, a feast of wines 
on the lees, of fat things full of mar- 
row, of wines on the lees well refined 

7 And he will destroy in this moun- 
tain the face of the covering cast 
over all people, and the vail that is 
spread over all nations. 

8 He will swallow up death in vic- 
tory; and the Lord God will wipe 
away tears from off all faces; and 
the rebuke of his people shall he 
take away from off all the earth: 
for the Lord hath spoken it. 

9 1 And it shall be said in that 
day, Lo, this is our God; we have 
waited for him, and he will save us : 
this is the Lord ; we have waited for 
him, we will be glad and rejoice in 
his salvation. 

10 For in this mountain shall the 
hand of the Lord rest, and Moab 
shall be trodden down under him, 
even as straw is trodden down for 
the dunghill. 

11 And he shall spread forth his 
hands in the midst of them, as he 
that swimmeth spreadeth forth his 
hands to swim : and he shall bring 
down their pride together with the 
spoils of their hands. 

12 And the fortress of the high fort 
of thy walls shall he bring down, lay 
low, and bring to the ground, even 
to the dust. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

1 A song inciting to confidence in God, 5 for his judg- 
ments, 12 and for his favour to his people. 20 An 

exhortation to wait on God. 

I N that day shall this song be sung 
in the land of Judah ; We have 
a strong city ; salvation will God ap- 
point for walls and bulwarks. 

2 Open ye the gates, that the right- 
eous nation which keepeth the truth 
may enter in. 

3 Thou wilt keep him in perfect 
peace, whose mind is stayed on thee : 
because he trusteth in thee. 

4 Trust ye in the Lord for ever: 
for in the Lord JEHOVAH is ever- 
lasting strength: 

5 IT For he bringeth down them 
that dwell on high; the lofty city, 
he layeth it low; he layeth it low, 
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even to the ^ound; he bringeth it 
even to the dust. 

6 The foot shall tread it down, even 
the feet of the poor, and the steps 
of the needy. 

7 The way of the just is upright- 
ness : thou, most upright, dost weigh 
the path of the just. 

8 Yea, in the way of thy judgments, 
O Lord, have we waited for thee; 
the desire of our soul is to thy name, 
and to the remembrance of thee. 

9 With my soul have I desired thee 
in the night; yea, with my spirit 
within me will I seek thee early: 
for when thy judgments are in the 
earth, the inhabitants of the world 
will learn righteousness. 

10 Let favour be shewed to the 
wicked, yet will he not learn right- 
eousness : in the land of uprightness 
will he deal imjustly, and will not 
behold the majesty of the Lord. 

11 Lord, when thy hand is lifted up, 
they will not see : hut they shall see, 
and be ashamed for their envy at the 
people ; yea, the fire of thine enemies 
shall devour them. 

12 IT Lord, thou wilt ordain peace 
for us : for thou also hast wrought 
all our works in us. 

13 O Lord our God, other lords 
beside thee have had dominion over 
us: hut by thee only will we make 
mention of thy name. 

14 They are dead, they shall not 
live; they are deceased, they shall 
not rise : therefore hast thou visited 
and destroyed them, and made all 
their memory to perish. 

15 Thou hast increased the nation, 
O Lord, thou hast increased the na- 
tion : thou art glorified : thou hadst 
removed it far unto all the ends of 
the earth. 

16 Lord, in trouble have they visited 
thee, they poured out a prayer when 
thy chastening was upon them. 

17 Like as a woman with chUd, that 
draweth near the time of her deUvery, 
is in pain, and crieth out in her 
pangs ; so have we been in thy sight, 
O Lord. 

18 We have been with child, we have 
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been in pain, we have as it were 
brought forth wind; we have not 
wrought any deliverance in the earth ; 
neither have the inhabitants of the 
world fallen. 

19 Thy dead men shall live, together 
with my dead body shall they arise. 
Aw ake and sing, ye that dwell in dust : 
for thy dew is as the dew of herbs, and 
the earth shall cast out the dead. 

20 If Come, my people, enter thou 
into thy chambers, and shut thy 
doors about thee : hide thyself as it 
were for a little moment, until the in- 
dignation be overpast. 

21 For, behold, the Lord cometh out 
of his place to punish the inhabitants 
of the earth for their iniquity: the 
earth also shall disclose her blood, 
and shall no more cover her slain. 

CHAPTER XXVn. 

1 The care of God ovlt his vineyard. 7 His chastise-^ 
menta differ from judgments. 12 The church of Jew8 
and Gentiles. 

I N that day the Lord with his sore 
and great and strong sword shall 
punish leviathan the piercing serpent, 
even leviathan that crooked serpent ; 
and he shall slay the dragon that is 
in the sea. 

2 In that day sing ye unto her, A 
vineyard of red wine. 

3 I the Lord do keep it; I will 
water it every moment : lest any hurt 
it, I will keep it night and day. 

4 Fury is not in me : who would 
set the briers and thorns against me 
in battle ? I would go through them, 
I would bum them together. 

5 Or let him take hold of my strength, 
that he may make peace with me ; 
and he shall make peace with me. 

6 He shall cause them that come of 
Jacob to take root : Israel shall blos- 
som and bud, and fill the face of the 
world with fruit. 

7 If Hath he smitten him, as he 
smote those that smote him ? or is 
he slain according to the slaughter 
of them that are slain by him ? 

8 In measure, when it shooteth 
forth, thou wilt debate with it: he 
stayeth his rough wind in the day of 
the east wind. 
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Ephraim threatened ISAIAH 

9 By this therefore shall the ini- 
quity of Jacob be purged ; and this 
is all the fruit to take away his sin ; 
when he maketh all the stones of the 
altar as chalkstones that are beaten 
in sunder, the groves and images 
shall not stand up. 

10 Yet the defenced city shall he 
desolate, and the habitation forsak- 
en, and left like a wilderness : there 
shall the calf feed, and there shall he 
lie down, and consume the branches 
thereof 

11 When the boughs thereof are 
mthered, they shall be broken off: 
the women come, and set them on 
fire : for it is a people of no under- 
standing: therefore he that made 
them will not have mercy on them, 
and he that formed them will shew 
them no favour. 

12 IT And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the Lord shall beat off 
from the channel of the river unto 
the stream of Egypt, and ye shall be 
gathered one by one, O ye children 
of Israel 

13 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the great trumpet shall be 
blown, and they shall come which 
were ready to perish in the land of 
Assyria, and the outcasts in the land 
of Egypt, and shall worship the Lord 
in the holy mount at Jerusalem. 

CHAPTER XXVIII. 

1 The prophet threateneth Ephraim for their pride and 
drunkenness. 5 The residue shall be advanced in 
the kingdom of Christ. 7 He rebuketh their error. 
9 Their untowardness to learn ^ 14 and their security. 
16 Christ the sure foundation is promised. 18 Their 
setmrity shall he tried. 23 They are incited to the 
consideration of God’s discreet providence. 

W OE to the crown of pride, to the 
drmikards of Ephraim, whose 
glorious beauty is a fading flower, 
which are on the head of the fat valleys 
of them that are overcome with wine ! 

2 Behold, the Lord hath a mighty 
and strong one, which as a tempest of 
hail and a destroying storm, as a flood 
of mighty waters overflowing, shall 
cast down to the earth with the hand. 
3 The crown of pride, the drunkards 
of Ephraim, shall be trodden under 
feet: 

4 And the glorious beauty, which is 
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on the head of the fat valley, shall 
be a fading flower, and as the hasty 
fruit before the summer ; which when 
he that looketh upon it seeth, while 
it is yet in his hand he eateth it up. 

5 IT In that day shall the Lord of 
hosts be for a crown of glory, and for 
a diadem of beauty, unto the residue 
of his people, 

6 And for a spirit of judgment to 
him that sitteth in judgment, and for 
strength to them that turn the battle 
to the gate. 

7 IT But they also have erred through 
wine, and through strong drink are 
out of the way; the priest and the 
prophet have erred through strong 
drink, they are swallowed up of wine, 
they are out of the way through 
strong drink ; they eiT in vision, they 
stum We in judgment. 

8 For all tables are full of vomit and 
fllthiness, so that there is no place clean. 

9 IT Wliom shall he teach Imowledge ? 
and whom shall he make to \mder- 
stand doctrine ? them that are weaned 
from the milk, and drawn from the 
brea.sts. 

10 For precept must he upon pre- 
cept, precept upon precept; line upon 
line, line upon line ; here a little, and 
there a little : 

11 For with stammering lips and 
another tongue will he speak to this 
people. 

12 To whom he said. This is the rest 
wherewith ye may cause the weary to 
rest; and this is the refreshing: yet 
they would not hear. 

13 But the word of the Lord was 
unto them precept upon precept, 
precept upon precept ; line upon line, 
line upon line ; here a little, and 
there a little; that they might go, 
and fall backward, and be broken, 
and snared, and taken. 

14 IT Wherefore hear the word of the 
Lord, ye scornful men, that rule this 
people which is in Jerusalem. 

15 Because ye have said. We have 
made a covenant with death, and 
with hell are we at agreement ; when 
the overflowing scourge shall pass 
through, it shall not come unto us: 
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for we have made lies our refuge, and 
under falsehood have we hid ourselves: 

16 IT Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God, Behold, I lay in Zion for a 
foundation a stone, a tried stone, a 
precious comer storm, a sure founda- 
tion : he that believeth shall not make 
haste. 

17 Judgment also will I lay to the 
line, and righteousness to the plum- 
met: and the hail shall sweep away 
the refuge of lies, and the waters 
shall overflow the hiding place. 

18 t And your covenant with death 
shall be disannulled, and your agree- 
ment with hell shall not stand ; when 
the overflowing scourge shall pass 
through, then ye shall be trodden 
down by it. 

19 From the time that it goeth forth 
it shall take you: for morning by 
morning shall it pass over, by day 
and by night : and it shall be a vex- 
ation only to understand the report. 

20 For the bed is shorter than that 
a man can stretch himself on it : and 
the covering narrower than that he 
can wrap himself in it. 

21 For the Lord shall rise up as in 
mount Perazim, he shall be wroth as 
in the valley of Gibeon, that he may 
do his work, his strange work; and 
bring to pass his act, his strange act. 

22 Now therefore be ye not mockers, 
lest your bands be made strong : for 
I have heard from the Lord God of 
hosts a consumption, even determined 
upon the whole earth. 

23 T Give ye ear, and hear my voice ; 
hearken, and hear my speech. 

24 Doth the plowman plow all day 
to sow ? doth he open and break the 
clods of his ground? 

25 When he hath made plain the 
face thereof, doth he not cast abroad 
the fitches, and scatter the cummin, 
and cast in the principal wheat and 
the appointed barley and the rie in 
their place? 

26 For his God doth instruct him 
to discretion, and doth teach him. 

27 For the fitches are not threshed 
with a threshing instrument, neither 
is a cart wheel turned about upon the 
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cummin; but the fitches are beaten 
out with a stafl^ and the cummin with 
a rod. 

28 Bread corn is bruised; because 
he will not ever be threshing it, nor 
break it with the wheel of his cart, 
nor bruise it with his horsemen. 

29 This also cometh forth from the 
Lord of hosts, whicii is wonderful in 
counsel, and excellent in working. 

CHAPTER XXIX.

W OE to Ariel, to Ariel, the city 
where David dwelt ! add ye 
year to year ; let them kill sacrifices. 

2 Yet I will distress Ariel, and there 
shall be heaviness • and sorrow : and 
it shall be unto me as Ariel. 

3 And I will camp against thee 
round about, and will lay siege a- 
gainst thee with a mount, and I will 
raise forts against thee. 

4 And thou shalt be brought down, 
and shalt speak out of the ground, 
and thy speech shall be low out of 
the dust, and thy voice shall bo, as 
of one that hath a familiar spirit, out 
of the ground, and thy speech shall 
whisper out of the dust.

7 The instruments also of the churl 
are evil : he deviseth wicked devices 
to destroy the poor with lying words, 
even when the needy speaketh right. 

8 But the liberal deviseth liberal 
things; and by liberal things shall 
he stand.

10 Many days and years shall ye 
be troubled, ye careless women : for 
the vintage shall fail, the gathering 
shall not come. 

11 Tremble, ye women that are at 
ease ; be troubled, ye careless ones : 
strip you, and make you bare, and 
gird sackcloth upon your loins. 

12 They shall lament for the teats, 
for the pleasant fields, for the fruit- 
ful vine. 

13 Upon the land of my people 
shall come up thorns and briers; 
yea, upon all the houses of joy in 
the joyous city : 

14 Because the palaces shall be for- 
saken ; the multitude of the city shall 
be left ; the forts and towers shall be 
for dens for ever, a joy of wild asses, 
a pasture of flocks ;

C OMB near, ye nations, to hear; 

and hearken, ye people : let the 
earth hear, and all that is therein; 
the world, and all things that come 
forth of it. 

2 For the indignation of the Lord 
is upon all nations, and his fury upon 
all their armies : he hath utterly de- 
stroyed them, he hath delivered them 
to the slaughter. 

3 Their slain also shall be cast out. 
and their stink shall come up out 
of their carcases, and the mountains 
shall be melted with their blood. 

4 And all the host of heaven shall 
be dissolved, and the heavens shall 
be rolled together as a scroll : and 
all their host shall fall down, as the 
leaf falleth off from the vine, and as 
a falling fig from the fig tree. 

5 For my sword shall be bathed in 
heaven: behold, it shall come down 
upon Idumea, and upon the people 
of my curse, to judgment. 

6 The sword of the Lord is filled 
with blood, it is made fat with fat- 
ness, and with the blood of lambs 
and goats, with the fat of the kidneys 
of rams : for the Lord hath a sacrifice 
in Bozrah, and a great slaughter in 
the land of Idumea. 

7 And the unicorns shall come down 
with them, and the bullocks with the 
bulls ; and their land shall be soaked 
with blood, and their dust made fat 
with fatness.

22 If But thou hast not called upon 
me, O Jacob; but thou hast been 
weary of me, O Israel. 

23 Thou hast not brought me the 
small cattle of thy burnt offerings;

thy sacrificea I have not caused 
thee to serve with an offering, nor 
wearied thee with incense. 

24 Thou hast bought me no sweet 
cane with money, neither hast thou 
filled me with the fat of thy sacri- 
fices: but thou hast made me to 
serve with thy sins, thou hast wearied 
me with thine iniquities. 

25 I, even I, am he that blotteth out 
thy transgressions for mine own sake, 
and will not remember thy sins.

5 One shall say, I am the Lord’s; 
and another shall call himself by the 
name of Jacob; and another shall 
subscribe with his hand unto the 
Lord, and surname himself by the 
name of Israel. 

6 Thus saith the Lord the King of , 
Israel, and his redeemer the Lord of 
hosts ; I am the first, and I am the 
last ; and beside me there is no God. 

7 And who, as I, shall call, and shall 
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declare it, and set it in order for me, 
since I appointed the ancient people ? 
and the things that are coming, and 
shall come, let them shew unto them. 

8 Pear ye not, neither be afraid : 
have not I told thee from that time, 
and have declared U? ye are even 
my witnesses. Is there a God beside 
me ? yea, there is no God ; I know 
not any. 

9 IT They that make a graven image 
are all of them vanity ; and their de- 
lectable things shall not profit; and 
they are their own witnesses ; they 
see not, nor know ; that they may be 
ashamed. 

10 Who hath formed a god, or mol- 
ten a gi’aven image that is profitable 
for nothing ? 

11 Behold, all his fellows shall be 
ashamed : and the workmen, they are 
of men : let them all be gathered to- 
gether, let them stand up; yet they 
shall fear, a^id they shall be ashamed 
together. 

12 The smith with the tongs both 
worketh in the coals, and fa^ioneth 
it with hammers, and worketh it with 
the strength of his arms : yea, he is 
lumgiy, and his strength faileth: he 
driidceth no water, and is faint. 

13 The csirpenter stretchetli out his 
rule ; he marketh it out with a line ; 
he fitteth it with planes, and he mark- 
eth it out with the compass, and 
maketh it after the figure of a man, 
according to the beauty of a mmi; 
that it may remain in the house. 

14 He heweth him down cedars, 
and taketh the cypress and the oak, 
which he strengtheneth for himself 
among the trees of the forest: he 
planteth an ash, and the rain doth 
nourish it 

15 Then shall it be for a man to 
burn: for he will take thereof, and 
warm himself; yea, he kindleth it, 
and baketh bread ; yea, he maketh a 
god, and worshippeth it ; he maketh 
it a graven image, and faileth down 
thereto. 

16 He bumeth part thereof in the 
fire; with part thereof he eateth 
flesh; he roasteth roast, and is sa- 


tisfied : yea, he warmeth himself and 
saith. Aha, I am warm, I have seen 
the fire: 

17 And the residue thereof he mak- 
eth a god, even his graven image: 
he faileth down unto it, and wor- 
shippeth it, and prayeth unto it, 
and saith, Deliver me ; for thou art 
my god. 

18 They have not known nor imder- 
stood: for he hath shut their eyes, 
that they cannot see ; and their 
hearts, that they cannot understand. 

19 And none considereth in his 
heart, neither is there knowledge nor 
understanding to say, I have burn- 
ed part of it in the fire ; yea, also 
I have baked bread upon the coals 
thereof; I have roasted fiesh, and 
eaten it : and shall I make the re- 
sidue thereof an abomination ? shall 
I fall down to the stock of a tree ? 

20 He feedeth on ashes : a deceiv- 
ed heart hath turned him aside, that 
he cannot deliver his soul, nor say, 
Is there not a lie in my right hand ? 

21 IT Kemember these, O Jacob and 
Israel ; for thou art my servant : I 
have formed thee ; thou art my ser- 
vant : O Israel, thou shalt not be 
forgotten of me.

CHAPTER I. 

1 The timei 3 and the calling of Jeremiah. 11 His 
prophetical visions of an aJmond rod and a seething 
pot. 1 5 His heavy message against J udah. 1 7 Chd 
encourageth him with his promise of assistance. 

T he words of Jeremiah the son of 
Hilkiah, of the priests that were 
in Anathoth in the land of Benjamin : 
2 To whom the word of the Lord 
came in the days of Josiah the son 
of Amon king of Judah, in the thir- 
teenth year of his reign. 

3 It came also in the days of Jehoi- 
akim the son of Josiah king of Judah, 
unto the end of the eleventh year of 
Zedekiah the son of Josiah king of 
Judah, unto the carrying away of 
Jerusalem captive in the fifth month. 
4 Then the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

5 Before I formed thee in the belly 
I knew thee ; and before thou earnest 
forth out of the womb I sanctified 
thee, and I ordained thee a prophet 
unto the nations. 

6 Then said I, Ah, Lord God ! be- 
hold, I cannot speak : for 1 am a child. 
7 IT But the Lord said unto me. 
Say not, I am a child : for thou shalt 
go to all that 1 shall send thee, and 
whatsoever I command thee thou 
shalt speak. 

8 Be not afraid of their faces : for 
I am with thee to deliver thee, saith 
the Lord. 

9 Then the Lord put forth his hand, 
and touched my mouth. And the 
Lord said unto me. Behold, I have 
put my words in thy mouth. 

10 See, I have this day set thee 
over the nations and over the king- 
doms, to root out, and to pull down, 
and to destroy, and to throw down, 
to build, and to plant. 

11 IT Moreover the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, Jeremiah, what 
seest thou ? And I said, I see a rod j 
of an almond tree. 


12 Then said the Lord unto me. 
Thou hast well seen : for I will hasten 
my word to perform it. 

13 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me the second time, saying. 
What seest thou ? And I said, I see 
a seething pot ; and the face thereof 
is toward the north. 

14 Then the Lord said unto me. Out 
of the north an evil shall break forth 
upon all the inhabitants of the land. 

15 For, lo, 1 will call all the fami- 
lies of the kingdoms of the north, 
saith the Lord ; and they shall come, 
and they shall set every one his 
throne at the entering of the gates of 
Jerusalem, and against all the walls 
thereof romid about, and against all 
the cities of Judah. 

16 And I will utter my judgments 
against them touching all their wick- 
edness, who have forsaken me, and 
have burned incense imto other gods, 
and worshipped the works of their 
own hands. 

17 If Thou therefore gird up thy 
loins, and arise, and speak unto them 
all that I command thee: be not 
dismayed at their faces, lest I con- 
foimd thee before them. 

18 For, behold, I have made thee 
this day a defenced city, and an iron 
pillar, and brasen walls against the 
whole land, against the kings of Ju- 
dah, against the princes thereof, a- 
gainst the priests thereof, and a- 
gainst the people of the land. 

19 And they shall fight against 
thee ; but they shall not prevail 
against thee; for I am with thee, 
saith the Lord, to deliver thee. 

CHAPTER II.

3 Israel wa^ holiness unto the Lord, 
and the firstfniits of his increase : all 
that devour him shall offend ; evil shall 
come upon them, saith the Lord. 

4 Hear ye the word of the Lord, O 
house of Jacob, and all the families 
of the house of Israel ; 

5 t Thus saith the Lord, What 
iniquity have your fathers found in 
me, that they are gone far from me, 
and have walked after vanity, and 
are become vain? 

6 Neither said they. Where is the 
Lord that brought us up out of the 
land of Egypt, that led us through 
the wilderness, through a land of de- 
serts and of pits, through a land of 
drought, and of the shadow of death, 
through a land that no man passed 
through, and where no man dwelt ? 

7 And I brought you into a plen- 
tiful country, to eat the fruit thereof 
and the goodness thereof ; but when 
ye entered, ye defiled my land, and 
made mine heritage an abomination. 

8 The priests said not. Where is 
the Lord ? and they that handle the 
law knew me not : the pastors also 
transgressed against me, and the pro- 
phets prophesied by Baal, and walk- 
ed after things that do not profit. 

9 If Wherefore I will yet plead with 
you, saith the Lord, and with your 
children’s children will I plead. 

10 For pass over the isles of Chit- 
tim, and see ; and send unto Kedar, 
and consider diligently, and see if 
there be such a thing. 

11 Hath a nation changed their 
gods, which are yet no gods? but 
my people have changed their glory 
for that which doth not profit. 

12 Be astonished, O ye heavens, at 
this, and be horribly afraid, be ye 
very desolate, saith the Lord. 

13 For my people have committed 
two evils ; they have forsaken me the 
fountain of living waters, and hewed 


toith the Jews. 

them out cisterns, broken cisterns, 
that can hold no water. 

14 If /s Israel a servant? is he a 
homebom slave '? why is he spoiled ? 

15 The young lions roared upon 
him, and yelled, and they made his 
land waste : his cities are burned 
without inhabitant. 

16 Also the children of Noph and 
Tahapanes have broken the crown 
of thy head. 

17 Hast thou not procimed this unto 
thyself, in that thou hast forsaken the 
Lord thy God, when he led thee by 
the way ? 

18 And now what hast thou to do 
in the way of Egypt, to drink the 
waters of Sihor ? or what hast thou 
to do in the way of Assyria, to drink 
the waters of the river ? 

19 Thine own wickedness shall cor- 
rect thee, and thy backslidings shall 
reprove thee: know therefore and 
see that it is an evil thing and bit- 
ter, that thou hast forsaken the Lord 
thy God, and that my fear is not in 
thee, saith the Lord God of hosts. 

20 If For of old time I have broken 
thy yoke, and burst thy bands ; and 
thou saidst, I will not transgress; 
when upon every high hill and under 
every green tree thou wanderest, 
playing the harlot. 

21 Yet I had planted thee a noble 
vine, wholly a right seed : how then 
art thou turned into the degenerate 
plant of a strange vine unto me ? 

22 For though thou wash thee with 
nitre, and take thee much sope, yet 
thine iniquity is marked before me, 
saith the Lord God. 

23 How canst thou say, I am not 
polluted, I have not gone after Baa- 
lim ? see thy way in the valley, know 
what thou hast done: thou art a swift 
dromedary traversing her ways ; 

24 A wild ass used to the wilder- 
ness, thai snuffeth up the wind at 
her pleasure; in her occasion who 
can turn her away? all they that seek 
her will not weary themselves ; in her 
month they shall find her. 

25 Withhold thy foot from being 
unshod, and thy throat from thirst; 
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but thou saidst, There is no hope: 
no; for I have loved strangers, and 
after them will I go. 

26 As the thief is ashamed when he is 
found, so is the house of Israel asham- 
ed; they, their kings, their princes, 
and their priests, and their prophets, 

27 Saying to a stock. Thou art my 
father; and to a stone, Thou hast 
brought me forth : for they have turn- 
ed their back unto me, and not their 
face: but in the time of their trouble 
they will say. Arise, and save us. 

28 But where are thy gods that thou 
hast made thee ? let them arise, if 
they can save thee in the time of thy 
trouble : for according to the number 
of thy cities are thy gods, O J udah.

3 And say thou unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord God of Israel ; Curs- 
ed be the man that obeyeth not the 
words of this covenant, 

4 Which I commanded your father's 
injthe day that I brought them forth 
oul of the land of Egypt, from the 
iron furnace, saying. Obey my voice, 
and do them, according to all which 
I command you : M shall ye be my 
people, and I will be your God : 

5 That I may perform the oath which 
I have sworn unto your fathers, to 
give them a land flowing with milk 
and honey, as it is this day. Then an- 
swered I, and said. So be it, O Lord. 

6 Then the Lord said unto me. 
Proclaim all these words in the cities 
of Judah, and in the streets of Jeru- 
salem, saying. Hear ye the words of 
this covenant, and do them. 

7 For I earnestly protested unto 
your fathers in the day that I brought 
them up out of the land of Egypt, 
even unto this day, rising early and 
protesting, saying. Obey my voice. 

8 Yet they obeyed not, nor inclined 
their ear, but walked every one in 
the imagination of their evil heart : 
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therefore I will bring upon them all 
the words of this covenant* which I 
commanded them to do; but they 
did them not. 

9 And the Lord said imto me, A 
conspiracy is found among the men 
of Judah, and among the inhabit- 
ants of Jerusalem. 

10 They are turned back to the 
iniquities of their forefathers, which 
refused to hear my words ; and they 
went after other gods to serve them : 
the house of Israel and the house 
of Judah have broken my covenant 
which I made with their fathers. 

11 H Therefore thus saith the Lord, 
Behold, I will bring evil upon them, 
which they shall not be able to es- 
cape ; and though they shall cry unto 
me, I will not hearken unto them. 

12 Then shall the cities of Judah 
and inhabitants of Jerusalem go, and 
cry unto the gods unto whom they 
offer incense: but they shall not 
save them at all in the time of their 
trouble. 

13 For according to the number of 
thy cities were thy gods, O Judah; 
and according to the number of the 
streets of Jerusalem have ye set up 
altars to that shameful thing, even 
altars to bum incense unto Baal. 

14 Therefore pray not thou for this 
people, neither lift up a cry or prayer 
for them : for I will not hear them in 
the time that they cry unto me for 
their trouble. 

15 What hath my beloved to do in 
mine house, seeing she hath wrought 
lewdness with many, and the holy 
flesh is passed from thee ? when thou 
doest evil, then thou rejoicest. 

16 The Lord called thy name, A 
green olive tree, fair, and of goodly 
fruit : with the noise of a great tu- 
mult he hath kindled fire upon it, 
and the branches of it are broken. 

17 For the Lord of hosts, that 
planted thee, hath pronounced evil 
against thee, for the evil of the house 
of Israel and of the house of Judah, 
which they have done against them- 
selves to provoke me to anger in 
offering incense unto BaaL 


evUs to come. 

18 IT And the Lord hath given me 
knowledge of it, and I know it : then 
thou shewedst me their doings. 

19 But I woe like a lamb or an ox 
that, is brought to the slaughter ; and 
I knew not that they had devised 
devices against me, saying.

23 And thei*e shall be no remnant 
of them: for I will bring evil upon 
the men of Anathoth, even the year 
of their visitation. 

CHAPTER XII. 

1 Jeremiah f complaining of the wicked* 8 prosperity y by 
faith seeth their ruin, 6 God admonisheth him of his 
brethren s treachery against hiniy 7 and lamenteth his 
heritage. 14 He proniiseth to tlui penitent return from 
captivity. 

R ighteous art thou, o lord, 

when I plead with thee : yet let 
me talk with thee of thy judgments : 
Wlierefore doth the way of tfc wick- 
ed prosper? wherefore are all they 
happy that deal very treacherously ? 

2 Thou hast planted them, yea, they 
have taken root : they gi'ow, yea, they 
bring forth fruit: thou art near in 
their mouth, and far from their reins. 
3 But thou, O Lord, knowest me: 
thou hast seen me, and tried mine 
heart toward thee : pull them out like 
sheep for the slaughter, and prepare 
them for the day of slaughter. 

4 How long sWll the land mourn, 
and the herbs of every field wither 
for the wickedness of them that dwell 
therein? the beasts are consumed. 
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and the birds ; because they said, He 
shall not see our last end. 

6 If If thou hast run with the foot- 
men, and they have wearied thee, 
then how canst thou contend with 
horses ? and if in the land of peace, 
wherein thou trustedst, they toearied 
thee, then how wilt thou do in the 
swelling of Jordan? 

6 For even thy brethren, and the 
house of thy father, even they have 
dealt treacherously with thee; yea, 
they have called a multitude after 
thee: believe them not, though they 
speak fair words unto thee. 

7^1 have forsaken mine house, I 
have left mine heritage ; I have given 
the dearly beloved of my soul into 
the hand of her enemies. 

8 Mine heritage is unto me as a lion 
in the forest; it crieth out against 
me: therefore have I hated it. 

9 Mine heritage is unto me as a 
speckled bird, the birds round about 
are against her ; come ye, assemble all 
the beasts of the field, come to devour. 

10 Many pastors have destroyed my 
vineyard, they have trodden my por- 
tion under foot, they have made my 
pleasant portion a desolate wilder- 
ness. 

11 They have made it desolate, and 
hewg desolate it mourneth unto me ; 
the whole land is made desolate, be- 
cause no man laycth it to heart. 

12 The spoilers are come upon all 
high places through the wilderness: 
for the sword of the Lord shall de- 
vour from the one end of the land 
even to the other end of the land : no 
flesh shall have peace. 

13 They have sown wheat, but shall 
reap thorns: they have put them- 
selves to pain, hut shall not profit: 
and they shall be ashamed of your 
revenues because of the fierce anger 
of the Lord. 

14 If Thus saith the Lord against all 
mine evil neighbours, that toiich the 
inheritance which I have caused my 
people Israel to inherit; Behold, I 
will pluck them out of their land, 
and pluck out the house of Judah 
from among them.

2 So I got a girdle according to the 
word of the Lord, and put it on my 
loins. 

3 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me the second time, saying, 

4 Take the girdle that thou hast 
got, which is* upon thy loins, and 
arise, go to Euphrates, and hide it 
there in a hole of the rock. 

5 So I went, and hid it by Euphrates, 
as the Lord commanded me. 

6 And it came to pass after many 
days, that the Lord said unto me. 
Arise, go to Euphrates, and take the 
girdle from thence, which I command- 
ed thee to hide there. 

7 Then I went to Euphrates, and 
digged, and took the girdle from the 
place where I had hid it: and, be- 
hold, the girdle was marred, it was 
profitable for nothing. 

8 Then the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

9 Thus saith the Lord, After this 
manner will I mar the pride of Judah, 
and the great pride of Jerusalem. 

10 This evil people, which refuse to 
hear my words, which walk in the 
imagination of their heart, and walk 
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after other gods, to serve them, and 
to worship them, shall even be as this 
girdle, which is good for nothing. 

11 For as the girdle cleaveth to the 
loins of a man, so have I caused to 
cleave unto me the whole house of 
Israel and the whole house of Judah, 
saith the Lord; that they might be 
unto me for a people, and for a name, 
and for a praise, and for a glory : but 
they would not hear. 

12 If Therefore thou shalt speak unto 
them this word ; Thus saith the Lord 
Ood of Israel, Evei’y bottle shall be 
filled with wine: and they shall say 
unto thee. Do we not certainly know 
that every bottle shall be filled with 
wine? 

13 Then shalt thou say unto them. 
Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I will 
fill all the inhabitants of this land, 
even the kings that sit upon David’s 
throne, and the priests, and the pro- 
phets, and all the inhabitants of Je- 
rusalem, with drunkenness. 

14 And I will dash them one against 
another, even the fathers and the 
sons together, saith the Lord : I will 
not pity, nor spare, nor have mercy, 
but destroy them. 

15 If Hear ye, and give ear ; be not 
proud: for the Lord hath spoken. 

10 Give glory to the Lord your God, 
before he cause darkness, and be- 
fore your feet stumble upon the dark 
mountains, and, while ye look for 
light, he turn it into the shadow of 
death, and make it gross darkness. 

17 But if ye will not hear it, my soul 
shall weep in secret places for your 
pride ; and mine eye shall weep sore, 
and run down with tears, because the 
Lord’s flock is carried away captive.

22 If And if thou say in thine heart. 
Wherefore come these things upon 
me ? For the greatness of thine ini- 
quity are thy skirts discovered, and 
thy heels made bare. 

23 Can the Ethiopian change his 
skin, or the leopard his spots ? then 
may ye also do good, that are accus- 
tomed to do evil. 

24 Therefore will I scatter them as 
the stubble that passeth away by the 
wind of the wilderness. 

25 This is thy lot, the portion of thy 
measures from me, saith the Lord; 
because thou hast forgotten me, and 
trusted in falsehood. 

26 Therefore will I discover thy 
skirts upon thy face, that thy shame 
may appear. 

27 I have seen thine adulteries, and 
thy neighings, the lewdness of thy 
whoredom, and thine abominations 
on the hills in the fields. Woe unto 
thee, O Jerusalem ! wilt thou not be 
made clean ? when shall it once' he ?

Lying prophets are no excuse for them. 17 Jeremiah 

is moved to complain for them. 

T he word of the Lord that 
came to Jeremiah concerning 
the dearth. 

2 Judah mourneth, and the gates 
thereof languish ; they are Wack 
unto the groimd; and the cry of 
Jerusalem is gone up. 

3 And their nobles have sent their 
little ones to the waters : they came 
to the pits, atyd found no water ; they 
retunied with their vessels empty; 
they were ashamed and confounded, 
and covered their heads. 

4 Because the ground is chapt, for 
there was no rain in the earth, the 
plowmen were ashamed, they cover- 
ed their heads. 

6 Yea, the hind also calved in the 
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field, and forsook it, because there 
was no grass. 

0 And the wild asses did stand in 
the high places, they snuffed up the 
wind like dragons; their eyes did 
fail, because there was no grass. 

7 If O Lord, though our iniquities 
testify against us, do thou it for thy 
name’s sake : for our backslidings are 
many ; we have sinned against thee. 

8 O the hope of Israel, the saviour 
thereof in time of trouble, why should- 
est thou be as a stranger in the land, 
and as a wayfaring man that turneth 
aside to tarry for a night ? 

9 Why shouldest thou be as a man 
astonied, as a mighty man that can- 
not save ? yet thou, O Lord, ait in 
the midst of us, and we are called 
by thy name; leave us not. 

10 If Thus saith the Lord unto this 
people. Thus have they loved to wan- 
der, they have not refrained their feet, 
therefore the Lord doth not accept 
them ; he will now remember their 
iniquity, and visit their sins. 

11 Then said the Lord unto me. 
Pray not for this people for their good. 

12 When they fast, I will not hear 
their cry ; and when they offer burnt 
offering and an oblation, I will not 
accept them : but I will consume 
them by the sword, and by the fa- 
mine, and by the pestilence. 

13 If Then said I, Ah, Lord God I 
behold, the prophets say unto them. 
Ye shall not see the sword, neither 
shall ye have famine ; but I will give 
you assured peace in this place. 

14 Then the Lord said unto me. 
The prophets prophesy lies in my 
name : I sent them not, neither have 
I commanded them, neither spake 
unto them : they prophesy unto you 
a false vision and divination, and a 
thing of nought, and the deceit of 
their heart. 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
concerning the prophets that pro- 
phesy in my name, and I sent them 
not, yet they say, Sword and famine 
shall not be in this land ; By sword 
and famine shall those prophets be 
consumed. 


Jeremiah complaimth 

16 And the people to whom they 
prophesy shall be cast out in the 
streets of Jerusalem because of the 
famine and the sword; and they 
shall have none to bury them, them, 
their wives, nor their sons, nor their 
daughters : for I will pom’ their wick- 
edness \ipon them. 

17 If Therefore thou shalt say this 
word unto them ; Let mine eyes run 
down with tears night and day, and let 
them not cease : for the virgin daugh- 
ter of my people is broken with a 
great breach, with a very grievous blow. 

18 If I go forth into the field, then 
behold the slain with the sword I and 
if I enter into the city, then behold 
them that are sick with famine ! yea, 
both the prophet and the priest go 
about into a land that they know not. 

19 Hast thou utterly rejected Ju- 
dah ? hath thy soul lothed Zion ? why 
hast thoii smitten us, and there is no 
healing for us ? we looked for peace, 
and there is no good ; and for the time 
of healing, and behold trouble 1 

20 We acknowledge, O Lord, our 
wickedness, and the iniquity of our fa- 
thers : for we have sinned against thee. 

21 Do not abhor us, for thy name’s 
sake, do not disgrace the throne of 
thy glory : remember, break not thy 
covenant with us. 

22 Are there any among the vanities 
of the Gentiles that can cause rain ? 
or can the heavens give showers ? 
art not thou he, O Lord our God ? 
therefore we will wait upon thee : for 
thou hast made all these things. 

CHAPTER XV. 

1 The utter rejection and manifold judgments of the 
Jews. 10 Jeremiah f complaining of thdr spite., re- 
ceiveth a promise for himself, 12 and a threatening 
for them. 15 He prayeth, 19 and receiveth a gracious 
promise. 

T hen said the Lord unto me. 
Though Moses and Samuel stood 
before me, yet my mind could not 
he toward this people : cast them out 
of my sight, and let them go forth. 

2 And it shall come to pass, if they 
say unto thee. Whither shall we go 
forth? then thou shalt tell them. 
Thus saith the Lord ; Such as are 
for death, to death ; and such as are 
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for the sword, to the sword; and 
such as are for the famine, to the 
famine; and such as are for the 
captivity, to the captivity. 

3 And I will appoint over them four 
kinds, saith the Lord : the sword to 
slay, and the dogs to tear, and the 
fowls of the heaven, and the beasts 
of the earth, to devour and destroy. 

4 And 1 will cause them to be re- 
moved into all kingdoms of the earth, 
because of Manasseh the son of He- 
zekiah king of Judah, for tliol which 
he did in Jerusalem. 

5 For who shall have pity upon thee, 
O Jerusalem ? or who shall bemoan 
thee ? or who shall go aside to ask 
how thou doest? 

6 Thou hast forsaken me, saith the 
Lord, thou art gone backward ; there- 
fore will I stretch out my hand against 
thee, and destroy thee; I am weary 
with repenting. 

7 And 1 will fan them with a fan in the 
gates of the land ; 1 will bereave them 
of children, I will destroy my people, 
since they return not from their ways. 

8 Their widows are increased to me 
above the sand of the seas : I have 
brought upon them against the mo- 
ther of the young men a spoiler at 
noonday : I have caused him to fall 
upon it suddenly, and terrors upon 
the city. 

9 She that hath borne seven lan- 
guisheth: she hath given up the 
ghost ; her sun is gone down while it 
was yet day : she hath been ashamed 
and confounded : and the residue of 
them will I deliver to the sword be- 
fore their enemies, saith the Lord. 

10 IF Woe is me, my mother, that 
thou hast borne me a man of strife 
and a man of contention to the whole 
earth ! I have neither lent on usury, 
nor men have lent to me on usury ; 
yet every one of them doth curse me. 

11 The Lord said. Verily it shall be 
well with thy remnant; verily I will 
cause the enemy to entreat thee well 
in the time of evil and in the time of 
affliction. 

12 Shall iron break the northern 
iron and the steel? 


JerendaKs prayer. 

13 Thy substance and thy treasures 
will I give to the spoil without price, 
and that for all thy sins, even in all 
thy borders. 

14 And I will make thee to pass with 
thine enemies into a land which thou 
knowest not : for a fire is kindled in 
mine anger, which shall burn upon you, 

15 IF O Lord, thou knowest : remem- 
ber me, and visit me, and revenge 
me of my persecutors ; take me not 
away in thy longsuffering : know that 
for thy sake I have suffered rebuke. 

16 Thy words were found, and I did 
eat them ; and thy word was unto me 
the joy and rejoicing of mine heart; 
for 1 am called by thy name, O Lord 
God of hosts. 

17 1 sat not in the assembly of the 
mockers, nor rejoiced ; I sat alone 
because of thy hand: for thou hast 
filled me with indignation. 

18 Why is my pain perpetual, and my 
wound incurable, which refuseth to be 
healed ? wilt thou be altogether unto 
me as a liar, and as waters that fail ? 

19 IF Therefore thus saith the Lord, 
If thou return, then will I bring thee 
again, and thou shalt stand before 
me : and if thou take forth the pre- 
cious from the vile, thou shalt be 
as my mouth : let them return unto 
thee ; but return not thou unto them. 

20 And I will make thee unto this 
people a fenced brasen wall : and they 
shall fight against thee, but they shall 
not prevail against thee: for I am 
with thee to save thee and to deliver 
thee, saith the Lord. 

21 And I will deliver thee out of the 
hand of the wicked, and I will redeem 
thee out of the hand of the terrible. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

1 IVie prophet, under the typee of abstaining from mar- 
riage, from houses of mourning and feasting, for eshew- 
eth the utter ruin of the Jews, 10 because they were 
worse than their fathers. 14 llieir return from cap- 
tivity shall be stranger than their deliverance out of 
Egypt. 16 God will doubly recompense their idolah'y. 

T he word of the Lord came also 
unto me, saying, 

2 Thou shalt not take thee a wife, 
neither shalt thou have sons or daugh- 
ters in this place. 

3 For thus saith the Lord con- 
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ceming the sons and concerning the 
daughters that are bom in this place, 
and concerning their mothers that 
bare them, and concerning their fa- 
thers that begat them in this land; 

4 They shall die of grievous deaths ; 
they shall not be lamented; neither 
shall they be buried ; hvl they shall be 
as dung upon the face of the earth : 
and they shall be consumed by the 
sword, and by famine ; and their car- 
cases shall be meat for the fowls of 
heaven, and for the beasts of the earth. 

5 For thus saith the Lord, Enter not 
into the house of mourning, neither 
go to lament nor bemoan them : for I 
have taken away my peace from this 



6 Both the great and the small shall 
die in this land: they shall not be 
buried, neither shall men lament for 
them, nor cut themselves, nor make 
themselves bald for them: 

7 Neither shall men tear themselves 
for them in mourning, to comfort them 
for the dead ; neither shall men give 
them the cup of consolation to drink 
for their father or for their mother. 

8 Thou shalt not also go into the 
house of feasting, to sit with them to 
eat and to drink. 

9 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel ; Behold, I will 
cause to cease out of this place in 
your eyes, and in your days, tne voice 
of mirth, and the voice of gladness, 
the voice of the bridegroom, and the 
voice of the bride. 

10 IT And it shall come to pass, when 
thou shalt shew this people all these 
words, and they shall say unto thee. 
Wherefore hath the Lord pronounced 
all this ^eat evil against us ? or what 
is our iniquity? or what is our sin 
that we have committed against the 
Lord our God ? 

11 Then shalt thou say unto them. 
Because your fathers have forsaken 
me, saith the Lord, and have walked 
after other gods, and have served 
them, and have worshipped them, 
and have forsaken me, and have not 
kept my law ; 


the Jews foreshewn. 

12 And ye have done worse than 
your fathers; for, behold, ye walk 
every one after the imagination of his 
evil heart, that they may not hearken 
unto me : 

13 Therefore will I cast you out of 
this land into a land that ye know 
not, neither ye nor your fathers ; and 
there shall ye serve other gods day 
and night ; where I will not shew you 
favour. 

14 If Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that it shall no more 
be said. The Lord liveth, that brought 
up the children of Israel out of the 
land of Egypt ; 

15 But, The Lord liveth, that brought 
up the children of Israel from the 
land of the north, and from all the 
lands whither he had driven them: 
and I will bring them again into 
their land that I gave unto their fa- 
thers. 

16 If Behold, I will send for many 
fishers, saith the Lord, and they shall 
fish them ; and after will I send for 
many hunters, and they shall hunt 
them from every mountain, and from 
every hill, and out of the holes of the 
rocks. 

17 For mine eyes are upon all their 
ways : they are not hid from my face, 
neither is their iniquity hid from 
mine eyes. 

18 And first I will recompense their 
iniquity and their sin double; be- 
cause they have defiled my land, they 
have filled mine inheritance with the 
carcases of their detestable and abo- 
minable things. 

19 O Lord, my strength, and my 
fortress, and my refuge in the day 
of affliction, the Gentiles shall come 
unto thee from the ends of the earth, 
and shall say. Surely our fathers 
have inherited lies, vanity, and things 
wherein there is no profit 

20 Shall a man make gods unto 
himself, and they are no gods? 

21 Therefore, behold, I will this 
once cause them to know, I will 
cause them to know mine hand and 
my might ; and they shall know that 
my name is The Lord.

Captivity of Judah. JEREMIAH, XVIl. Salvation of God. 


CHAPTER XVn. 

1 The captivity of Judah for her sin. 5 Trust in 
man is cursed, 7 in God is blessed. 9 The deceitful 
heart cannot deceive God. 12 The salvation of God. 
15 The prophet complaineth of the mockers of his pro- 
phexyy. 19 He is sent to renew the covenant in halhw- 
ing the sabbath. 

T he sin of Judah is written with 
a pen of iron, and with the point 
of a diamond : it is graven upon the 
table of their heart, and upon the 
horns of your altars; 

2 Whilst their children remember 
their altars and their groves by the 
green trees upon the high hills. 

3 O my mountain in the field, I will 
give thy substance and all thy trea- 
sures to the spoil, and thy high places 
for sin, throughout all thy borders. 

4 And thou, even thyself, shalt dis- 
continue from thine heritage that I 
gave thee; and I will cause thee to 
serve thine enemies in the land which 
thou knowest not; for ye have kin- 
dled a fire in mine anger, which shall 
burn for ever. 

5 If Thus saith the Lord ; Cursed he 
the man that trusteth in man, and 
maketh flesh his arm, and whose 
heart departeth from the Lord. 

6 For he shall be like the heath in 
the desert, and shall not see when 
good cometh; but shall inhabit the 
parched places in the wilderness, in 
a salt land and not inhabited. 

7 Blessed is the man that trusteth 
in the Lord, and whose hope the 
Lord is. 

8 For he shall be as a tree planted 
by the waters, and that spreadeth out 
her roots by the river, and shall not 
see when heat cometh, but her leaf 
shall be green; and shall not be 
careful in the year of drought, nei- 
ther shall cease from yielding fiaiit. 
9 If The heart is deceitful above all 
things, and desperately wicked : who 
can know it ? 

10 I the Lord search the heart, I 
try the reins, even to give every man 
according to his ways, and according 
to the fruit of his doings. 

11 As the partridge sitteth on eggs, 
and hatcheth them not; so he that 
getteth riches, and not by right, shall 


leave them in the midst of his days, 
and at his end shall be a fool. 

12 If A glorious high throne from the 
beginnings the place of our sanctuary. 

13 O I^RD, the hope of Israel, all 
that forsake thee shall be ashamed, 
and they that depart from me shall 
be written in the earth, because they 
have forsaken the Lord, the fountain 
of living waters. 

14 Heal me, O Lord, and I shall 
be healed ; save me, and I shall be 
saved : for thou art my praise. 

15 If Behold, they say unto mo. 
Where is the word of the Lord ? let 
it come now. 

16 As for me, I have not hastened 
from being a pastor to follow thee : 
neither have I desired the woeful 
day ; thou knowest : that which came 
out of my lips was right before thee. 

17 Be not a terror tmto me : thou 
art my hope in the day of evil. 

18 Let them be confounded that 
persecute me, but let not me be con- 
founded : let them be dismayed, but 
let not me be dismayed : bring upon 
them the day of evil, and destroy 
them with double destruction. 

19 If Thus said the Lord unto me ; 
Go and stand in the gate of the chil- 
dren of the people, whereby the kings 
of Judah come in, and by the which 
they go out, and in all the gates of 
Jerusalem ; 

20 And say unto them. Hear ye the 
word of the Lord, ye kings of Judah, 
and all Judah, and all the inhabit- 
ants of Jerusalem, that enter in by 
these gates: 

21 Thus saith the Lord ; Take heed 
to yourselves, and bear no burden 
on the sabbath day, nor bring it in 
by the gates of Jerusalem; 

22 Neither carry forth a burden out 
of your houses on the sabbath day, 
neither do ye any work, but hallow 
ye the sabbath day, as I commanded 
your fathers. 

23 But they obeyed not, neither in- 
clined their ear, but made their neck 
stiff, that they might not hear, nor 
receive instruction. 

24 And it shall come to pass, if ye 
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diligently hearken unto me, saith the 
Lord, to bring in no burden through 
the gates of this city on the sabbath 
day, but hallow the sabbath day, to 
do no work therein ; 
a') Then shall there enter into the 
gates of this city kings and princes 
sitting upon the throne of David, 
riding in chariots and on horses, they, 
and their princes, the men of Judah, 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem : 
and this city shall remain for ever. 

26 And they shall come from the 
cities of Judah, and from the places 
about Jerusalem, and from the land 
of Benjamin, and from the plain, and 
from the mountains, and from the 
south, bringing burnt offerings, and 
sacrifices, and meat offerings, and 
incense, and bringing sacrifices of 
praise, unto the house of the Lord. 

27 But if ye will not hearken unto 
me to hallow the sabbath day, and 
not to bear a burden, even entering 
in at the gates of Jerusalem on the 
sabbath day; then will I kindle a 
fire in the gates thereof, and it shall 
devour the palaces of Jerusalem, and 
it shall not be quenched. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

1 Undtr the type of a potter is shewed God’s absolute 
power in disposing of nations. 11 Judgments threat- 
ened to Judah for her strange revolt, 18 Jeremiah 
prayeth against his conspirators, 

T he word which came to Jere- 
miah from the Lord, saying, 

2 Arise, and go douTi to the potter’s 
house, and there I will cause thee to 
hear my words. 

3 Then I went down to the potter’s 
house, and, behold, he wrought a 
work on the wheels. 

4 And the vessel that he made of clay 
was marred in the hand of the potter : 
so he made it again another vessel, as 
seemed good to the potter to make it. 
o Then the word of the Lord came 
to me, saying, 

6 O house of Israel, cannot I do 
with you as this potter? saith the 
Lord. Behold, as the clay is in the 
potter’s hand, so are ye in mine hand, 
O house of Israel. 

7 At what instant I shall speak con- 


Judah is threatened. 

ceming a nation, and concerning a 
kingdom, to pluck up, and to pull 
down, and to destroy it; 

8 If that nation, against whom I 
have pronounced, turn from their 
evil, I will repent of the evil that I 
thought to do unto them. 

9 And at what instant I shall speak 
concerning a nation, and concerning 
a kingdom, to build and to plant it ; 

10 If it do evil in my sight, that it 
obey not my voice, then 1 will repent 
of the good, wherewith I said I would 
benefit them. 

11 If Now therefore go to, speak to 
the men of Judah, and to the inha- 
bitants of Jerusalem, saying. Thus 
saith the Lord ; Behold, 1 frame evil 
against you, and devise a device a- 
gainst you : return ye now every one 
from his evil way, and make your 
ways and your doings good. 

12 And they said. There is no hope : 
but we will walk after our own de- 
vices, and we will every one do the 
imagination of his evil heart. 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lord; 
Ask ye now among the heathen, who 
hath heard such things : the virgin of 
Israel hath done a veiy horrible thing. 

14 Will a man leave the snow of 
Lebanon which cometh from the rock 
of the field ? or shall the cold flow- 
ing waters that come from another 
place be forsaken ? 

15 Because my people hath forgot- 
ten me, they have burned incense to 
vanity, and they diave caused them 
to stumble in their ways fnrni the 
ancient paths, to walk in paths, in a 
way not cast up ; 

16 To make their land desolate, 
and a perpetual hissing; every one 
that passeth thereby shall be asto- 
nished, and wag his head. 

17 I will scatter them as with an 
east wind before the enemy ; I will 
shew them the back, and not the 
face, in the day of their calamity. 

18 1 Then said they. Come, and let 
us devise devices against Jeremiah; 
for the law shall not perish from the 
priest, nor counsel from the wise, nor 
the word from the prophet. Come, 
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and let us smite him with the tongue, 
and let us not give heed to any of 
his words. 

19 Give heed to me, O Lord, and 
hearken to the voice of them that 
contend with me. 

20 Shall evil be recompensed for 
good ? for they have digged a pit for 
my soul. Remember that I stood be- 
fore thee to speak good for them, and 
to turn away thy wrath from them. 

21 Therefore deliver up their chil- 
dren to the famine, and pour out 
their hlood by the force of the sword ; 
and let their wives be bereaved of 
their children, and be widows ; and let 
their men be put to death ; let their 
young men be slain by the sword in 
battle. 

22 Let a cry be heard from their 
houses, when thou shalt bring a troop 
suddenly upon them : . for they have 
digged a pit to take me, and hid 
snares for my feet. 

23 Yet, Lord, thou knowest all their 
counsel against me to slay me : for- 
give not their iniquity, neither blot 
out their sin from thy sight, but let 
them be overthrown before thee ; 
deal thm with them in the time of 
thine anger. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

Under tlie type of breaking a potter s vemd is foreshewed 
the desolation of the Jews for their sins. 

T hus saith the Lord, Go and get 
a potter’s earthen bottle, and take 
of the ancients of the people, and of 
the ancients of the^riests ; 

2 And go forth unto the valley of 
the son of Hinnom, which is by the 
entry of the east gate, and proclaim 
there the words that I shall tell thee, 
3 And say. Hear ye the word of the 
Lord, O kings of Judah, and inhabit- 
ants of Jerusalem; Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel; 
Behold, I will bring evil upon this 
lace, the which whosoever heareth, 
is ears shall tingle. 

4 Because they have forsaken me, 
and have estranged this place, and 
have burned incense in it imto other 
gods, whom neither they nor their 
fathers have known, nor the kings 


of Judah, and have filled this place 
with the blood of innocents ; 

5 They have built also the high 
places of Baal, to burn their sons with 
fire for burnt offerings unto Baal, 
which I commanded not, nor spake 
it, neither came it into my mind : 

6 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that this place shall 
no more be called Tophet, nor The 
valley of the son of Hinnom, but 
The valley of slaughter. 

7 And I will make void the counsel 
of Judah and Jerusalem in this place; 
and I will cause them to fall by the 
sword before their enemies, and by 
the hands of them that seek their 
lives : and their carcases will I give 
to be meat for the fowls of the hea- 
ven, and for the beasts of the earth. 

8 And I will make this city deso- 
late, and an hissing ; every one that 
passeth thereby shall be astonished 
and hiss because of all the plagues 
thereof 

9 And I will cause them to eat the 
flesh of their sons and the flesh of 
their daughters, and they shall eat 
every one the flesh of his friend in 
the siege and straitness, wherewith 
their enemies, and they that seek 
their lives, shall straiten them. 

10 Then shalt thou break the bottle 
in the sight of the men that go with 
thee, 

11 And shalt say unto them. Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts ; Even so will 
I break this people and this city, as 
one breaketh a potter’s vessel, that 
cannot be made whole again : and 
they shall bury them in T^ophet, till 
there be no place to bury. 

12 Thus will I do unto this place, 
saith the Lord, and to the inhabit- 
ants thereof, and even make this city 
as Tophet : 

13 And the houses of Jerusalem, 
and the houses of the kings of Judah, 
shall be defiled as the place of To- 
phet, because of all the houses upon 
whose roofs they have burned in- 
cense unto all the host of heaven, 
and have poured out drink ofierings 
unto other gods. 
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Paahur'afearfvl doom. 

■ 14 Then came Jeremiah from To- 
phet, whither the Lord had sent him 
to prophesy; and he stood in the 
court of the Lord’s house ; and said 
. to all the people, 

16 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Behold, I will 
bring upon this city and upon all 
her towns all the evil that I have 

E renounced against it, because they 
ave hardened their necks, that they 
might not hear my words. 

CHAPTER XX. 

1 Pashur^ smiting Jeremiah,, receiveth a new name, and 
a fearful doom, 7 Jeremiah complaineth of contempt, 

\ 0 of treachery, 14 and of his birth. 

N OW Pashur the son of Immer 
the priest, who was also chief 
governor in the house of the Lord, 
heard that Jeremiah prophesied these 
things. 

2 Then Pashur smote Jeremiah the 
prophet, and put him in the stocks 
that were in the high gate of Ben- 
jamin, which was by the house of the 
Lord. 

3 And it came to pass on the mor- 
row, that Pashur brought forth Je- 
remiah out of the stocks. Then said 
Jeremiah unto him. The Lord hath 
not called thy name Pashur, but 
Magor-missabib. 

4 For thus saith the Lord, Behold, 
I will make thee a terror to thyself, 
and to all thy friends : and they shall 
fall by the sword of their enemies, 
and thine eyes shall behold U : and 
I will give all Judah into the hand 
of the king of Babylon, and he shall 
carry them captive into Babylon, and 
shall slay them with the sword. 

6 Moreover I will deliver all the 
strength of this city, and all the la- 
bours thereof, and all the precious 
things thereof and all the treasures 
of the kings of Judah will I give in- 
to the hand of their enemies, which 
shall spoil them, and take them, and 
carry ^em to Babyloa 
6 And thou, Pashur, and all that 
dwell in thine house shall go into 
captivity: and thou shalt come to 
Babylon, and there thou shalt die, 
and shalt be buried there, thou, and 
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all thy friends, to whom thou hast 
prophesied lies. 

7 10 Lord, thou hast deceived me, 
and I was deceived : thou art stronger 
than I, and hast prevailed : 1 am in 
derision daily, every one mocketh me. 

8 For since I spake, I cried out, I 
cried violence and spoil ; because the 
word of the Lord .ras made a reproach 
unto me, and a derision, daily. 

9 Then I said, I will not make 
mention of him, nor speak any more 
in his name. But his word was in 
mine heart as a burning fire shut up 
in my bones, and I was weary with 
forbearing, and I could not stay. 

10 f For I heard the defaming of 
many, fear on e\ ^ side. Report, say 
they, and we wiL' - ?.port it. All my fa- 
miliars watched for f'y halting, say- 
ing, Peradventure he ^ill be enticed, 
and we shall prevail against him, and 
we shall take o'm* revenge on him. 

11 But the Lord is with me as a 
mighty terrible one: therefore my 
persecutors shall stumble, and they 
shall not prevail : they shall be 
greatly ashamed ; for they shall not 
prosper: their everlasting confusion 
shall never be forgotten. 

12 But, O Lord of hosts, that triest 
the righteous, and seest the reins and 
the heart, let me see thy vengeance 
on them : for unto thee have I open- 
ed my cause. 

13 Sing unto the Lord, praise ye the 
Lord : for he hath delivered the soul of 
the poor fi’om the hand of evildoers. 

14 IT Cursed he the day wherein I 
was bom: let not the day wherein 
my mother bare me be blessed. 

16 Cursed he the man who brought 
tidings to my father, saying, A man 
child is bom unto thee ; making him 
very glad. 

16 And let that man be as the cities 
which the Lord overthrew, and repent- 
ed not : and let him hear the cry in the 
morning, and the shouting at noontide; 

17 Because he slew me not from the 
womb ; or that my mother might 
have been my grave, and her womb 
to he always great with me. 

18 Wherefore came I forth out of 
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the womb to see labour and sorrow, 
that my days should be consumed 
with shame? 

CHAPTER XXI. 

1 Zedekiah sendeth to Jeremiah to enquire the event of 
Nebuchadrezzar 8 war. 3 Jeremiah foretelleth ahard 
siege and miserable captivity. 8 He counselleth the 
people to fall to the Chaldeans., 1 1 and upbraideth the 
king’s house. 

T he word which came unto Jere- 
miah from the Lord, when king 
Zedekiah sent unto him Pashur the 
son of Melchiah, and Zephaniah the 
son of Maaseiah the priest, saying, 

2 Enquire, I pray thee, of the Lord 
for us ; for Nebuchadre 'jar king of 
Babylon maketh war ai^ainst us; if 
so be that the Lord will deal with us 
according to all his wondrous works, 
that he may go up from us. 

3 t Then said Jeremiah unto them. 
Thus shall ye say to Zedekiah : 

4 Thus saith the Lord God of Is- 
rael; Behold, I will turn back the 
weapons of war that are in your 
hands, wherewith ye fight against 
the king of Babylon, and against the 
Chaldeans, which besiege you with- 
out the walls, and I will assemble 
them into the midst of this city. 

5 And I myself will fight against 
you with an outstretched hand and 
with a strong arm, even in anger, and 
in fury, and in great wrath. 

6 And I will smite the inhabitants 
of this city, both man and beast: 
they shall die of a great pestilence. 

7 And afterward, saith the Lord, I 
will deliver Zedekiah king of Judah, 
and his servants, and the people, and 
such as are left in this city from the 
pestilence, from the sword, and from 
the famine, into the hand of Nebu- 
chadrezzar king of Babylon, and into 
the hand of their enemies, and into 
the hand of those that seek their life : 
and he shall smite them with the edge 
of the sword ; he shall not spare them, 
neither have pity, nor have mercy. 

8 IT And unto this people thou shalt 
say. Thus saith the Lord ; Behold, I 
set before you the way of life, and 
the way of death. 

9 He that abideth in this city shall 
die by the sword, and by the famine, 

8 : 


and by the pestilence : but he that go- 
eth out, and falleth to the Chaldeans 
that besiege you, he shall live, and his 
life shall be imto him for a prey. 

10 For I have set my face against 
this city for evil, and not for good, 
saith the Lord : it shall be given into 
the hand of the king of Babylon, and 
he shall burn it with fire. 

11 If And touching the house of the 
king of Judah, say, Hear ye the word 
of the Lord ; 

12 O house of David, thus saith 
the Lord ; Execute judgment in the 
morning, and deliver him that is 
spoiled out of the hand of the op- 
pressor, lest my fury go out like fire, 
and bum that none can quench it, 
because of the evil of your doings. 

13 Behold, I am against thee, O in- 
habitant of the valley, and rock of 
the plain, saith the Lord ; which say. 
Who shall come down against us ? or 
who shall enter into our habitations ? 

14 But I will punish you according 
to the fruit of your doings, saith the 
Lord : and I will kindle a fire in the 
forest thereof, and it shall devour all 
things round about it. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

1 He e^horteth to repentance , with promises and threats. 

10 The judgment of Shallum, 13 of Jehoiakim, 20 

and of Coniah, 

T hus saith the Lord; Go down 
to the house of the king of Judah, 
and speak there this word, 

2 And say. Hear the word of the 
Lord, O king of Judah, that sittest 
upon the throne of David, thou, and 
thy servants, and thy people that en- 
ter in by these gates : 

3 Thus saith the Lord ; Execute ye 
judgment and righteousness, and de- 
liver the spoiled out of the hand of 
the oppressor : and do no wrong, do 
no violence to the stranger, the fa- 
therless, nor the widow, neither shed 
innocent blood in this place. 

4 For if ye do this thing indeed, 
then shall there enter in by the gates 
of this house kings sitting upon the 
throne of David, riding in chariots 
and on horses, he, and his servants, 
and his people. 
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5 But if ye will not hear these 
words, I swear by myself, saith the 
Lord, that this house shall become 
a desolation. 

6 For thus saith the Lord unto 
the king’s house of Judah ; Thou art 
Gilead unto me, and the head of 
Lebanon : get surely I will make thee 
a wilderness, and cities tvhich are not 
inhabited. 

7 And I will prepare destroyers 
against thee, every one with his wea- 
pons: and they shall cut down thy 
choice cedars, and cast them into the 
fire. 

8 And many nations shall pass by 
this city, and they shall say every man 
to his neighbour, Wherefore hath the 
Lord done thus unto this great city ? 

9 Then they shall answer, Because 
they have forsaken the covenant of 
the Lord their God, and worshipped 
other gods, and served them. 

10 If Weep ye not for the dead, nei- 
ther bemoan him : hut weep sore for 
him that goeth away: for he shall 
return no more, nor see his native 
country. 

11 For thus saith the Lord touch- 
ing Shallum the son of Josiah king 
of Judah, which reigned instead of 
Josiah his father, which went forth 
out of this place; He shall not re- 
turn thither any more: 

12 But he shall die in the place 
whither they have led him captive, 
and shall see this land no more. 

13 If Woe unto him that buildeth his 
house by unrighteousness, and his 
chambers by wrong; that useth his 
neighbour’s service without wages, 
and giveth him not for his work; 

14 That saith, I will build me a 
wide house and large chambers, and 
cutteth him out windows; and it is 
cieled with cedar, and painted with 
vermilion. 

15 Shalt thou reign, because thou 
closest thyself in cedar ? did not thy 
father eat and drink, and do judg- 
ment and justice, and then it wa» 
well with him? 

16 He judged the cause of the poor 
and needy; then it was well with 


him : was not this to know me ? saith 
the Lord. 

17 But thine eyes and thine heart 
are not but for thy covetousness, and 
for to shed innocent blood, and for 
oppression, and for violence, to do it. 

18 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
concerning Jehoiakim the son of Jo- 
siah king of Judah; They shall not 
lament for him, saying. Ah my bro- 
ther I or, Ah sister! they shall not 
lament for him, saying, Ah lord! or. 
Ah his glory ! 

19 He shall be buried with the burial 
of an ass, drawn and cast forth be- 
yond the gates of Jerusalem. 

20 If Go up to Lebanon, and cry ; 
and lift up thy voice in Bashan, and 
cry from the passages : for all thy 
lovers are destroyed. 

21 I spake imto thee in thy pros- 
perity; hut thou saidst, I will not 
hear. This hath heen thy manner 
from thy youth, that thou obeyedst 
not my voice. 

22 The wind shall eat up all thy 
pastors, and thy lovers shall go into 
captivity: surely then shalt thou be 
ashamed and confounded for all thy 
wickedness. 

23 O inhabitant of Lebanon, that 
makest thy nest in the cedars, how 
gracious shalt thou be when pangs 
come upon thee, the pain as of a 
woman in travail! 

24 As I live, saith the Lord, though 
Coniah the son of Jehoiakim king 
of Judah were the signet upon my 
right hand, yet would I pluck thee 
thence ; 

25 And I will give thee into the 
hand of them that seek thy life, and 
into the hand of them whose face 
thou fearest, even into the hand of 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon, and 
into the hand of the Chaldeans. 

26 And I will cast thee out, and thy 
mother that bare thee, into another 
country, where ye were not bom; 
and there shall ye die. 

27 But to the land whereunto they 
desire to return, thither shall they 
not return. 

28 Is this man Coniah a despised 
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broken idol 1 is he s. vessel wherein is 
no pleasure ? wherefore are they cast 
out, he and his seed, and are cast 
into a land which they know not? 

29 O earth, earth, earth, hear the 
word of the Lord. 

30 Thus saith the Lord, Write ye 
this man childless, a man that shall 
not prosper in his days : for no man 
of his seed shall prosper, sitting upon 
the throne of David, and ruling any 
more in Judah. 

CHAPTER XXIIl. 

I He prophesieth a restoration of tlie scattered flock, 
5 Christ shall rale and save them, 9 Against false 
prophets y 33 and mockers of the true prophets, 

W OE be unto the pastors that 
destroy and scatter the sheep 
of my pasture I saith the Lord. 

2 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel against the pastors 
that feed my people ; Ye have scat- 
tered my flock, and driven them 
away, and have not visited them: 
behold, I will visit upon you the evil 
of your doings, saith the Lord. 

3 And I will gather the remnant of 
my flock out of all countries whither 
I have driven them, and will bring 
them again to their folds ; and they 
shall be fruitful and increase. 

4 And I will set up shepherds over 
them which shall feed them: and 
they shall fear no more, nor be dis- 
mayed, neither shall they be lacking, 
saith the Lord. 

5 If Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that I will raise unto David a 
righteous Branch, and a King shall 
reign and prosper, and shall execute 
judgment and justice in the earth. 

6 In his days Judah shall be saved, 
and Israel shall dwell safely: and 
this is his name whereby he shall be 
called, THE LORD OUR RIGHT- 
EOUSNESS. 

7 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that they shall no 
more say, The Lord liveth, which 
brought up the children of Israel 
out of the land of Egypt; 

8 But, The Lord liveth, which 
brought up and which led the seed 
of the house of Israel out of the

north country, and from all coun- 
tries whither I had driven them ; and 
they shall dwell in their own land. 

9 t Mine heart within me is broken 
because of the prophets ; all my bones 
shake ; I am like a drunken man, and 
like a man whom wine hath overcome, 
because of the Lord, and because of 
the words of his holiness. 

10 For the land is full of adul- 
terers; for because of swearing the 
land moumeth ; the pleasant places 
of the wilderness are dried up, and 
their course is evil, and their force 
is not right. 

11 For both prophet and priest are 
profane; yea, in my house have I 
found their wickedness, saith the 
Lord. 

12 Wherefore their way shall be 
unto them as slippery ^vays in the 
darkness: they shall be driven on, 
and fall therein : for I will bring evil 
upon them, even the year of their 
visitation, saith the Lord. 

13 And I have seen folly in the pro- 
phets of Samaria; they prophesied 
in Baal, and caused my people Israel 
to err. 

14 I have seen also in the prophets 
of Jerusalem an horrible thing : they 
commit adultery, and walk in lies: 
they strengthen also the hands of 
evildoers, that none doth return from 
his wickedness : they are all of them 
unto me as Sodom, and the inhabit- 
ants thereof as Gomorrah. 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts concerning the prophets ; 
Behold, I will feed them with worm- 
wood, and make them drink the wa- 
ter of gall : for from the prophets of 
Jerusalem is profaneness gone forth 
into all the land. 

16 Thus saith the Lord of hosts. 
Hearken not unto the words of the 
prophets that prophesy unto you: 
they make you vain: they speak a 
vision of their own heart, and not 
out of the mouth of the Lord. 

17 They say still unto them that 
despise me. The Lord hath said. Ye 
shall have peace ; and they say un- 
to every one that walketh after the 
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imamnation of his own heart, No evil 
shall come upon you. 

18 For who hath stood in the coun- 
sel of the Lord, and hath perceived 
and heard his word ? who hath mark- 
ed his word, and heard U ? 

19 Behold, a whirlwind of the Lord 
is gone forth in fury, even a grievous 
whirlwind : it shall fall grievously 
upon the head of the wicked. 

20 The anger of the Lord shall not 
return, until he have executed, and 
till he have performed the thoughts 
of his heart : in the latter days ye 
shall consider it perfectly. 

21 I have not sent these prophets, 
yet they ran : I have not spoken to 
them, yet they prophesied. 

22 But if they had stood in my 
counsel, and had caused my people 
to hear my words, then they should 
have turned them from their evil way, 
and from the evil of their doings. 

23 Am I a God at hand, saith the 
Lord, and not a God afar off? 

24 Can any hide himself in secret 
places that 1 shall not see him ? saith 
the Lord. Do not I fill heaven and 
earth ? saith the Lord. 

25 I have heard what the prophets 
said, that prophesy lies in my name, 
saying, I have dreamed, I have dream- 
ed. 

26 How long shall this be in the 
heart of the prophets that prophesy 
lies? yea, they are prophets of the 
deceit of their own heart ; 

27 Which think to cause my people 
to forget my name by their dreams 
which they tell every man to his 
neighbour, as their fathers have for- 
gotten my name for Baal. 

28 The prophet that hath a dream, 
let him tell a dream; and he that 
hath my word, let him speak my 
word faithfully. What is the chaff 
to the wheat? saith the Lord. 

29 Is not my word like as a fire? 
saith the Lord ; and like a hammer 
that breaketh the rock in pieces ? 

30 Therefore, behold, I am against 
the prophets, saith the Lord, that 
steal my words every one from his 
neighbour.

31 Behold, I am against the pro- 
phets, saith the Lord, that use their 
tongues, and say. He saith. 

32 Behold, 1 am against them that 
prophesy false dreams, saith the 
Lord, and do tell them, and cause 
my people to err by their lies, and 
by their lightness ; yet I sent them 
not, nor commanded them; there- 
fore they shall not profit this people 
at all, saith the Lord. 

33 If And when this people, or the 
prophet, or a priest, shall ask thee, 
saying. What is the burden of the 
Lord ? thou shalt then say unto 
them. What burden ? I will even for- 
sake you, saith the Lord. 

34 And as for the prophet, and the 
priest, and the people, that shall say. 
The burden of the Lord, I will even 
punish that man and his house. 

35 Thus shall ye say every one to his 
neighbour, and every one to his bro- 
ther, What hath the Lord answered ? 
and. What hath the Lord spoken ? 

36 And the burden of the Lord shall 
ye mention no more : for every man’s 
word shall be his bm’den; for ye 
have perverted the words of the liv- 
ing God, of the Lord of hosts our God. 

37 Thus shalt thou say to the pro- 
phet, What hath the Lord answer- 
ed thee? and. What hath the Lord 
spoken ? 

38 But since ye say. The burden of 
the Lord; therefore thus saith the 
Lord ; Because ye say this word. The 
burden of the Lord, and I have sent 
unto you, saying, Ye shall not say 
The burden of the Lord; 

39 Therefore, behold, I, even I, will 
utterly forget you, and I will forsake 
you, and the city that I gave you 
and your fathers, and cast you out 
of my presence: 

40 And I will bring an everlasting 
reproach upon you, and a perpetual 
shame, which shall not be forgotten.

29 For, lo, I begin to bring evil on 
the city which is called by my name, 
and should ye be utterly unpunish- 
ed? Ye shall not be unpunished: 
for I will call for a sword upon all 
the inhabitants of the earth, saith 
the Lord of hosts. 

30 Therefore prophesy thou against 
them all these words, and say unto 
them. The Lord shall roar from on 
high, and utter his voice from his 
holy habitation ; he shall mightily 
roar upon his habitation ; he shall 
give a shout, as they that tread the 
grapes, against all the inhabitants of 
the earth. 

31 A noise shall come even to the 
ends of the earth ; for the Lord hath 
a controversy with the nations, he 
will plead with all flesh ; he will give 
them that are wicked to the sword, 
saith the Lord. 

32 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 

I Behold, evil shall go forth from na- 
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tion to nation, and a great whirlwind 
shall be raised up from the coasts 
of the earth. 

33 And the slain of the Lord shall 
be at that day from one end of the 
earth even imto the other end of the 
earth: they shall not be lamented, 
neither gathered, nor buried; they 
shall be dung upon the ground. 

34 1 Howl, ye shepherds, and cry ; 
and wallow yourselves in the ashes, ye 
principal of the flock: for the days 
of your slaughter and of your dis- 
persions are accomplished; and ye 
shall fall like a pleasant vessel. 

35 And the shepherds shall have 
no way to flee, nor the principal of 
the flock to escape. 

36 A voice of the cry of the shep- 
herds, and an howling of the prin- 
cipal of the flock, shaR he heard : for 
the Lord hath spoiled their pasture. 

37 And the peaceable habitations 
are cut down because of the flerce 
anger of the Lord. 

38 He hath forsaken his covert, as 
the lion : for their land is desolate be- 
cause of the fierceness of the oppres- 
sor, and because of his fierce anger. 

CHAPTER XXVL

arraigned. 12 His apology. 16 He is quit in judg- 
ment , by the example of Micah, 20 and of Urijah.^ 
24 and by the care of Ahiham. 

I N the beginning of the reign of 
Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king 
of Judah came this word from the 
Lord, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord; Stand in 
the court of the Lord’s house, and 
speak unto all the cities of Judah, 
which come to worship in the Lord’s 
house, all the words that I command 
thee to speak unto them; diminish 
not a word: 

3 If so be they will hearken, and 
turn every man from his evil way, 
that I may repent me of the evil, 
which I purpose to do unto them be- 
cause of the evil of their doings. 

4 And thou shalt say unto them. 
Thus saith the Lord; If ye will not 
hearken to me, to walk in my law, 
which I have set before you. 


5 To hearken to the words of my ser- 
vants the prophets, whom I sent unto 
you, both rising up early, and sending 
them, but ye have not hearkened ; 

6 Then will I make this house like 
Shiloh, and will make this city a curse 
to all the nations of the earth. 

7 So the priests and the prophets 
and all the people heard Jeremiah 
speaking these words in the house of 
the Lord. 

8 IT Now it came to pass, when Jere- 
miah had made an end of speaking 
all that the Lord had commanded 
him to speak unto all the people, that 
the priests and the prophets and all 
the people took him, saying. Thou 
shalt surely die. 

9 Why hast thou prophesied in the 
name of the Lord, saying. This house 
shall be like Shiloh, and this city 
shall be desolate without an inha- 
bitant ? And all the people were 
gathered against Jeremiah in the 
house of the Lord. 

10 IF When the princes of Judah heard 
these things, then they came up from 

I the king’s house unto the house of the 
j Lord, and sat down in the entry of 
[ the new gate of the Lord’s house. 

11 Then spake the priests and the 
prophets unto the princes and to all 
the people, saying. This man is wor- 
thy to die; for he hath prophesied 
against this city, as ye have heard 
with your ears. 

12 IF Then spake Jeremiah unto all 
the princes and to all the people, 
saying. The Lord sent me to pro- 
phesy against this house and against 
this city all the words that ye have 
heard. 

13 Therefore now amend your ways 
and your doings, and obey the voice 
of the Lord yom* God ; and the Lord 
will repent him of the evil that he 
hath pronoxmced against you. 

14 As for me, behold, I am in your 
hand: do with me as seemeth good 
and meet unto you. 

15 But know ye for certain, that if 
ye put me to death, ye shall surely 
bring innocent blood upon yoim- 
selves, and upon this city, and upon 
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the inhabitants thereof : for of a truth 
the Lord hath sent me unto you to 
speak all these words in your ears. 

16 t Then said the princes and all 
the people unto the priests and to 
the prophets ; This man is not worthy 
to die: for he hath spoken to us in 
the name of the Lord oiu* God. 

17 Then rose up certain of the elders 
of the land, and spake to all the as- 
sembly of the people, saying, 

18 Micah the Morasthite prophesied 
in the days of Hezekiah king of Ju- 
dah, and spake to all the people of 
Judah, saying. Thus saith the Lord 
of hosts; Zion shall be plowed like 
a field, and Jeioisalem shall become 
heaps, and the mountain of the house 
as the high places of a forest. 

19 Did Hezekiah king of Judah and 
all Judah put him at all to death? 
did he not fear the Lord, and be- 
sought the Lord, and the Lord re- 

ented him of the evil which he 
ad pronoimced against them ? Thus 
might we procure great evil against 
our souls. 

20 And there was also a man that 
prophesied in the name of the Lord, 
IJrijah the son of Shemaiah of Kir- 
jath-jearim, who prophesied against 
this city and against this land accord- 
ing to all the words of Jeremiah: 

21 And when Jehoiakim the king, 
with all his mighty men, and all the 
princes, heard his words, the king 
sought to put him to death: but 
when Urijah heard it, he was afraid, 
and fled, and went into Egypt ; 

22 And Jehoiakim the king sent 
men into Egypt, namely, Elnathan 
the son of Achbor, and certain men 
with him into Egypt. 

23 And they fetched forth Urijah 
out of Egypt, and brought him unto 
Jehoiakim the king; who slew him 
with the sword, and cast his dead 
body into the graves of the common 
people. 

24 Nevertheless the hand of Ahikam 
the son of Shaphan was with Jere- 
miah, that they should not give him 
into the hand of the people to put 
him to death. 


CHAPTER XXVII. 

1 Under the type of bonds and yokes he prophesieth the 
subduing of the neighbour kings unto Nebuchadnez- 
zar, 8 He ezhorteth them to yield, and not to believe 
the false prophets, 12 The like he doeth to Zedekiah,

I N the beginning of the reign of 
Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king 
of Judah came this word unto Jere- 
miah Irom the Lord, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord to me ; Make 
thee bonds and yokes, and put them 
upon thy neck, 

3 And send them to the king of 
Edom, and to the king of Moab, and 
to the king of the Ammonites, and 
to the king of Tyrus, and to the 
king of Zidon, by the hand of the 
messengers which come to Jerusalem 
unto Zedekiah king of Judah; 

4 And command them to say unto 
their masters. Thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel ; Thus 
shall ye say unto your masters; 

6 I have made the earth, the man and 
the beast that are upon the ground, 
by my great power and by my out- 
stretched arm, and have given it unto 
whom it seemed meet unto me. 

6 And now have I given all these 
lands into the hand of Nebuchadnez- 
zar the king of Babylon, my servant ; 
and the beasts of the field have I 
given him also to serve him. 

7 And all nations shall serve him, 
and his son, and his son’s son, until 
the very time of his land come : and 
then many nations and great kings 
shall serve themselves of him. 

8 And it shall come to pass, that 
the nation and kingdom which will 
not serve the same Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon, and that will 
not put their neck under the yoke 
of the king of Babylon, that nation 
will I punish, saith the Lord, with 
the sword, and with the famine, and 
with the pestilence, until I have con- 
sumed them by his hand. 

9 Therefore hearken not ye to your 
prophets, nor to your diviners, nor 
to your dreamers, nor to your en- 
chanters, nor to your sorcerers, which 
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speak unto you, saying, Ye shall not 
serve the king of Babylon : 

10 For they prophesy a lie unto 



out, and ye should perish. 

11 But the nations that bring their 
neck under the yoke of the king of 
Babylon, and serve him, those will 
I let remain still in their own land, 
saith the Lord; and they shall till 
it, and dwell therein. 

12 If I spake also to Zedekiah king 
of Judah according to all these words, 
saying, Bring your necks under the 
yoke of the king of Babylon, and 
serve him and his people, and live. 

13 Why will ye die, thou and thy 
people, by the sword, by the famine, 
and by the pestilence, as the Lord 
hath spoken against the nation that 
will not serve the king of Babylon? 

14 Therefore hearken not unto the 
words of the prophets that speak un- 
to you, saying, Ye shall not serve the 
king of Babylon: for they prophesy 
a lie unto you. 

15 For I have not sent them, saith 
the Lord, yet they prophesy a lie in 
my name ; that I might drive you out, 
and that ye might perish, ye, and the 
prophets that prophesy unto you. 

16 Also I spake to the priests and 
to all this people, saying. Thus saith 
the Lord ; Hearken not to the words 
of your prophets that prophesy unto 
you, saying. Behold, the vessels of 
the Lord’s house shall now shortly 
be brought again from Babylon : for 
they prophesy a lie unto you. 

17 Hearken not unto them; serve 
the king of Babylon, and live : where- 
fore should this city be laid waste ? 

18 But if they be prophets, and if 
the word of the Lord be with them, 
let them now make intercession to 
the Lord of hosts, that the vessels 
which are left in the house of the 
Lord, and in the house of the king 
of Judah, and at Jerusalem, go not 
to Babylon. 

19 1 For thus saith the Lord of 
hosts concerning the pillars, and con-

21 Yea, thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel, concerning 
the vessels that remain in the house 
of the Lord, and in the house of the 
king of Judah and of Jerusalem ; 

22 They shall be carried to Ba- 
bylon, and there shall they be until 
the day that I visit them, saith the 
Lord; then will I bring them up, 
and restore them to this place.

3 For, lo, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that I will bring again the cap- 
tivity of my people Israel and Judah, 
saith the Lord : and I will cause them 
to return to the land that I gave to 
their fathers, and they shall possess it. 
4 IT And these are the words that 
the Lord spake concerning Israel 
and concerning Judah. 

5 For thus saith the Lord ; We 
have heard a voice of trembling, of 
fear, and not of peace. 

6 Ask ye now, and see whether a man 
doth travail with child ? wherefore do 
I see every man with his hands on 
his loins, as a woman in travail, and 
all faces are turned into paleness ? 

7 Alas! for that day is gi’eat, so 
that none is like it: it is even the 
time of Jacob’s trouble ; but he shall 
be saved out of it. 

8 For it shall come to pass in that 
day, saith the Lord of hosts, that I 
•will break his yoke fi’om off thy 
neck, and will burst thy bonds, and 
strangers shall no more serve them- 
selves of him : 

9 But they shall serve the Lord 
their God, and David their king, 
whom I will raise up unto them. 


10 IF Therefore fear thou not, O 
my servant Jacob, saith the Lord; 
neither be dismayed, O Israel: for, 
lo, I will save thee from afar, and 
thy seed from the land of their cap- 
tivity; and Jacob shall return, and 
shall be in rest, and be quiet, and 
none shall make him afraid. 

11 For I am with thee, saith the 
Lord, to save thee: though I make 
a fiill end of all nations whither I 
have scattered thee, yet will I not 
make a full end of thee: but I will 
correct thee in measure, and will not 
leave thee altogether unpunished. 

12 For thus saith the Lord, Thy 
bruise is incurable, and thy wovmd is 
grievous. 

13 There is none to plead thy cause, 
that thou mayest be bound up : thou 
hast no healing medicines. 

14 All thy lovers have forgotten thee; 
thev seek thee not ; for I have wound- 
ed thee with the wound of an enemy, 
with the chastisement of a cruel one, 
for the multitude of thine iniquity; 
because thy sins were increased. 

15 Why criest thou for thine afflic- 
tion ? thy sorrow is incurable for the 
multitude of thine iniquity: became 
thy sins were increased, I have done 
these things unto thee. 

10 Therefore all they that devour 
thee shall be devoured ; and all thine 
adversaries, every one of them, shall 
go into captivity; and they that spoil 
tliee shall be a spoil, and all that prey 
upon thee will I give for a prey. 

17 For I will restore health unto 
thee, and I will heal thee of thy 
wounds, saith the Lord ; because they 
called thee an Outcast, saying, This is 
Zion, whom no man seeketh after. 

18 IF Thus saith the Lord ; Behold, 
I will bring again the captivity of Ja- 
cob’s tents, and have mercy on his 
dwellingplaces ; and the city shall be 
builded upon her own heap, and the 
palace shall remain after the manner 
thereof. 

19 And out of them shall proceed 
thanksgiving and the voice of them 
that make merry : and I will multiply 
them, and they shall not be few; I 
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will also glorify them, and they shall 
not be small. 

20 Their children also shall be as 
aforetime, and their congregation 
shall be established before me, and 
I will punish all that oppress them. 

21 And their nobles shall be of 
themselves, and their governor shall 
proceed from the midst of them ; and 
1 will cause him to draw near, and 
he shall approach unto me : for who 
is this that engaged his heart to ap- 
proach unto me ? saith the Lord. 

22 And ye shall be my people, and 
I will be your God. 

23 Behold, the whirlwind of the 
Lord goeth forth with fury, a con- 
tinuing whirlwind ; it shall fall with 
pain upon the head of the wicked.

AT the same time, saith the Lord, 
jl 5L will I be the God of all the fa- 
milies of Israel, and they shall be my 
people. 

2 Thus saith the Lord, The people 
which were left of the sword found 
grace in the wilderness ; even Israel, 
when I went to cause him to rest. 

3 The Lord hath appeared of old 
unto me, saying, Yea, I have loved 
thee with an everlasting love : there- 
fore with lovingkindness have I drawn 
thee. 

4 Again I will build thee, and thou 
shalt be built, O virgin of Israel : 
thou shalt again be adorned with 
thy tabrets, and shalt go forth in the 
dances of them that make merry. 

6 Thou shalt yet plant vines upon 
the mountains of Samaria : the plant- 
ers shall plant, and shall eat them as 
common things. 

6 For there shall be a day, that the 
watchmen upon the moimt Ephraim 


shall cry, Arise ye, and let us go up 
to Zion imto the Lord our God. 

7 For thus saith the Lord ; Sing with 
gladness for Jacob, and shout among 
the chief of the nations : publish ye, 
praise ye, and say, O Lord, save thy 
people, the remnant of Israel. 

8 Behold, I will bring them from 
the north country, and gather them 
from the coasts of the earth, and 
with them the blind and the lame, 
the woman with child and her that 
travaileth with child together : a great 
company shall return thither. 

9 They shall come with weeping, 
and with supplications will I lead 
them : I will cause them to walk by 
the rivers of waters in a straight way, 
wherein they shall not stumble : for 
I am a father to Israel, and Ephraim 
is my firstborn. 

10 t Hear the word of the Lord, O 
ye nations, and declare it in the isles 
afar off, and say. He that scattered 
Israel will gather him, and keep him, 
as a shepherd doth his flock. 

11 For the Lord hath redeemed Ja- 
cob, and ransomed him from the hand 
of him that was stronger than he. 

12 Therefore they shall come and

15 IT Thus saith the Lord ; A voice 
was heard in Hamah, lamentation, 
and bitter weeping; Rahel weeping 
for her children refused to be com- 
forted for her children, because they 
were not. 

16 Thus saith the Lord ; Refrain thy 
voice from weeping, and thine eyes 
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from tears : for thy work shall be re- 
warded, saith the Lord ; and they shall 
come again from the land of the enemy. 

17 And there is hope in thine en^ 
saith the Lord, that thy children 
shall come again to their- own border. 

18 11^ I have surely heard Ephraim 
bemoaning himself thm ; Thou hast 
chastised me, and I was chastised, as 
a bullock imaccustomed to the yoke : 
turn thou me, and I shall be turned; 
for thou art the Lord my God. 

19 Surely after that I was turned, 
I repented ; and after that I was in- 
structed, I smote upon my thigh : I 
was ashamed yea, even confounded, 
because I did bear the reproach of 
my youth. 

20 Is Ephraim my dear son ? is he 
a pleasant child ? for since I spake 
against him, I do earnestly remember 
him still: therefore my bowels are 
troubled for him ; I will surely have 
mercy upon him, saith the Lord. 

21 Set thee up waymarks, make thee 
high heaps : set thine heart toward 
the highway, even the way which thou 
wentcst : turn again, O virgin of Is- 
rael, turn again to these thy cities. 

22 1 How long wilt thou go about, O 
thou backsliding daughter ? for the 
Lord hath created a new thing in the 
earth, A woman shall compass a man. 

23 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel ; As yet they shall 
use this speech in the land of Ju- 
dah and in the cities thereof, when 
I shall bring again their captivity; 
The Lord bless thee, O habitation 
of justice, and mountain of holiness. 

24 And there shall dwell in Judah 
itself, and in all the cities thereof 
together, husbandmen, and they that 
go forth with flocks. 

25 For I have satiated the weary 
soul, and I have replenished every 
sorrowful soul. 

26 Upon this I awaked, and beheld; 
and my sleep was sweet unto me. 

27 If Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, that I will sow the house 
of Israel and the house of Judah with 
the seed of man, and with the seed 
of beast 


Hia new covenavU. 

28 And it shall come to pass, that 
like as I have watched over them, to 
pluck up, and to break down, and to 
throw down, and to destroy, and to 
afflict ; so will I watch over them, to 
build, and to plant, saith the Lord. 

29 In those days they shall say no 
more, The fathers have eaten a sour 
grape, and the children’s teeth are 
set on edge. 

30 But every one shall die for his 
own iniquity : every man that eateth 
the sour grape, his teeth shall be set 
on edge. 

31 IT Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, that I will make a new 
covenant with the house of Israel, 
and with the house of Judah : 

32 Not according to the covenant 
that I made with their fathers in the 
day that I took them by the hand to 
bring them out of the land of Egypt ; 
which my covenant they brake, al- 
though I was an husband unto them, 
saith the Lord : 

33 But this simll he the covenant 
that I will make with the house of 
Israel ; After those days, saith the 
Lord, I will put my law in their in- 
ward parts, and write it in their 
hearts; and will be their God, and 
they shall be my people. 

34 And they shall teach no more 
every man his neighbour, and every 
man his brother, saying. Know the 
Lord: for they shall all know me, 
from the least of them unto the 
greatest of them, saith the Lord: 
for I will forgive their iniquity, and 
I will remember their sin no more. 

35 1 Thus saith the Lord, which giv- 
eth the sun for a light by day, and the 
ordinances of the moon and of the 
stars for a light by night, which divid- 
eth the sea when the waves thereof 
roar ; The Lord of hosts is his name : 

36 If those ordinances depart from 
before me, saith the Lord, then the 
seed of Israel also shall cease from 
being a nation before me for ever. 

37 Thus saith the Lord; If hea- 
ven above can be measured, and the 
fouiidations of the earth searched 
out beneath, I will also cast off* all 
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Jeremiah huyeth 

the seed of Israel for all that they 
have done, saith the Lord. 

38 ^ Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, that the city shall be built 
to the Lord from the tower of Ha- 
naneel imto the gate of the comer. 

39 And the measuring line shall 
yet go forth over against it upon the 
hill Gareb, and shall compass about 
to Goath. 

40 And the whole valley of the dead 
bodies, and of the ashes, and all the 
fields unto the brook of Kidron, un- 
to the comer of the horse gate to- 
ward the east, shall he holy unto the 
Lord; it shall not be plucked up, 
nor thrown down any more for ever.

T he word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord in the tenth year 
of Zedekiah king of Judah, which 
was the eighteenth year of Nebu- 
chadrezzar. 

2 For then the king of Babylon’s 
army besieged Jerusalem: and Je- 
remiah the prophet was shut up in 
the court of the prison, which was 
in the king of Judah’s house. 

3 For 2jedekiah king of Judah had 
shut him up, saying, Wherefore dost 
thou prophesy, and say. Thus saith 
the Lord, Behold, I will give this 
city into the hand of the king of 
Babylon, and he shall take it; 

4 And Zedekiah king of Judah 
shall not escape out of the hand of 
the Chaldeans, but shall surely be 
delivered into the hand of the king 
of Babylon, and shall speak with him 
mouth to mouth, and his eyes shall 
behold his eyes; 

5 And he shall lead Zedekiah to 
Babylon, and there shall he be imtil 
I visit him, saith the Lord: though 
ye fight with the Chaldeans, ye shall 
not prosper. 

6 IT And Jeremiah said. The word 
of the Lord came unto me, saying, 

7 Behold, Hanameel the son of

Shallum thine vmcle shall come imto 
thee, saying. Buy thee my field that 
is in Anatn^oth: for the right of re- 
demption is thine to buy it. 

8 So Hanameel mine uncle’s son 
came to me in the court of the prison 
according to the word of the Lord, 
and said unto me. Buy my field, I 
pray thee, that is in Anathoth, which 
IS in the country of Benjamin: for 
the right of inheritance is thine, and 
the redemption is thine; buy it for 
thyself Then I knew that this was 
the word of the Lord. 

9 And 1 bought the field of Hana- 
meel my uncle’s son, that was in Ana- 
thoth, and weighed him the money, 
even seventeen shekels of silver. 

10 And I subscribed the evidence, 
and sealed it, and took witnesses, 
and weighed him the money in the 
balances. 

11 So I took the evidence pf the 
purchase, hath that which was sealed 
according to the law and custom, and 
that which was open : 

12 And I gave the evidence of the 
purchase vmto Baruch the son of 
Neriah, the son of Maaseiah, in the 
sight of Hanameel mine uncle’s son, 
and in the presence of the witnesses 
that subscribed the book of the pur- 
chase, before all the Jews that sat in 
the court of the prison. 

13 IT And I charged Baruch before 
them, saying,

thrown down by the mounts, and by 
the sword ; 

5 They come to fight with the Chal- 
deans, but it is Ui fill them with the 
dead bodies of men, whom I have 
slain in mine anger and in my fury, 
and for all whose wickedness I have 
hid my face from this city. 

6 Behold, I will bring it health and 
cure, and I will cure them, and will 
reveal unto them the abundance of 
peace and truth.

21 Then may also my covenant be 
broken with David my servant, that 
he should not have a son to reign 
upon his throne; and with the Le- 
vites the priests, my ministers. 

22 As the host of heaven cannot be 
numbered, neither the sand of the 
sea measured : so will I multiply the 
seed of David my servant, and the 
Levites that minister vmto me. 

23 Moreover the word of the Lord 
came to Jeremiah, saying, 

24 Considerest thou not what this 
people have spoken, saying. The two 
families which the Lord hath chosen, 
he hath even cast them oflT? thus 
they have despised my people, that 


they should be no more a nation 
before them. 

25 Thus saith the Lord ; If my cove- 
nant he not with day and night, and 
if I have not appointed the ordi- 
nances of heaven and earth; 

26 Then will I cast away the seed of 
Jacob, and David my servant, so that 
I will not take any of his seed to 
he rulers over the seed of Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob: for I will cause 
their captivity to return, and have 
mercy on them. 

CHAPTER XXXIV. 

1 Jeremiah prophesieth the captivity of Zedekiah and 
the city. 8 The princes and the people having dis- 
missed their bondservants., contrary to the covenant 
of God, rea.ssume them. V2 Jeremiah, for their dis- 
obedience, giveth them and Zedekiah into the hands of 
their enemies. 

T he word which came unto Jere- 
miah from the Loim, when Ne- 
buchadnezzar king of Babylon, and 
all his army, and all the kingdoms of 
the earth of his dominion, and all the 
people, fought against Jerusalem, and 
against all the cities thereof, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord, the God of 
Israel; Go and speak to Zedekiah 
king of Judah, and tell him. Thus 
saith the Lord; Behold, I will give 
this city into the hand of the king of 
Babylon, and he shall bum it with fire: 
3 And thou shalt not escape out of 
his hand, but shalt surely be taken, 
and delivered into his hand; and 
thine eyes shall behold the eyes of 
the king of Babylon, and he shall 
speak with thee mouth to mouth, 
and thou shalt go to Babylon. 

4 Yet hear the word of the Lord, 
O Zedekiah king of Judah; Thus 
saith the Lord of thee. Thou shalt 
not die by the sword: 

5 Bid thou shalt die in peace : and 
with the burnings of thy fathers, the 
former kings which were before thee, 
so shall they burn odours for thee ; 
and they will lament thee, saying. 
Ah lord ! for I have pronounced the 
word, saith the Lord. 

6 Then Jeremiah the prophet spake 
all these words unto Zedekiah king 
of Judah in Jerusalem, 

7 When the king of Babylon’s army 
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fought a^inst Jerusalem, and against whom he had set at liberty at their 
all the cities of Judah that were left, pleasure, to return, and brought them 
against Lachish, and against Azekah: into subjection, to be unto you for 
for these defenced cities remained of servants and for handmaids, 
the cities of Judah. 17 Therefore thus saith the Lord; 


8 If This is the word that came 

mito Jeremiah from the Lord, after 
that the king Zedekiah had made a 
covenant with all the people which i 
were at Jerusalem, to proclaim liberty , 
unto them ; j 

9 That every man should let his 

manservant, and every man his maid- ! 
servant, being an Hebrew or an He- ; 
brewess, go free; that none should j 
serve himself of them, to wit, of a Jew ; 
his brother. I 

10 Now when all the princes, and | 
all the people, which had entered into ^ 
the covenant, heard that every one I 
should let his manservant, and every ! 
one his maidservant, go free, that 
none should serve themselves of 
them any more, then they obeyed, 
and let them go. 

11 But afterward they turned, and 
caused the servants and the hand- 
maids, whom they had let go free, to 
return, and brought them into subjec- 
tion for servants and for handmaids. 

12 If Therefore the word of the 
Lord came to Jeremiah from the 
Lord, saying, 

13 Thus saith the Lord, the God of 
Israel ; I made a covenant with your 
fathers in the day that I brought them 
forth out of the land of Egypt, out 
of the house of bondmen, saying, 

14 At the end of seven years let ye 
go every man his brother an Hebrew, 
which hath been sold unto thee ; and 
when he hath served thee six years, 
thou shalt let him go free from thee : 
but your fathers hearkened not unto 
me, neither inclined their ear. 

15 And ye were now turned, and 
had done right in my sight, in pro- 
claiming liberty every man to his 
neighbour ; and ye had made a cove- 
nant before me in the house which is 
called by my name : 

16 But ye turned and polluted my 
name, and caused every man his ser- 
vant, and every man his handmaid. 


Ye have not hearkened unto me, in 
proclaiming liberty, every one to liis 
brother, and every man to his neigh- 
bour : behold, I proclaim a liberty for 
you, saith the Lord, to the sword, to 
the pestilence, and to the famine; 
and I will make you to be removed 
into all the kingdoms of the earth. 

18 And I will give the men that 
have transgressed my covenant, which 
have not performed the words of the 
covenant which they had made be- 
fore me, when they cut the calf in 
twain, and passed between the parts 
thereof, 

19 The princes of Judah, and the 
princes of Jerusalem, the eunuchs, 
and the priests, and all the people of 
the land, which passed between the 
parts of the calf ; 

20 I will even give them into the 
hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of them that seek their life: 
and their dead bodies shall be for 
meat imto the fowls of the heaven, 
and to the beasts of the earth. 

21 And Zedekiah king of Judah 
and his princes will I give into the 
hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of them that seek their life, and 
into the hand of the king of Babylon’s 
army, which are gone up from you. 

22 Behold, I will command, saith the 
Lord, and cause them to return to 
this city ; and they shall fight against 
it, and take it, and bum it with fire : 
and I will make the cities of Judah 
a desolation without an inhabitant. 

CHAPTER XXXV. 

I By the obedience of the Rechahites, 12 Jeremiah con- 
demneth the disobedimee of the Jews, 18 God blesseth 
the Rechabites for their obedience. 

fllHE word which came unto Jere- 
X miah from the Lord in the days 
of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king 
of Judah, saying, 

2 Go unto the nouse of the Rechab- 
ites, and speak imto them, and bring 
them into the house of the Lord, into 
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one of the chambers, and give them 
wine to drink. 

3 Then I took Jaazaniah the son 
of Jeremiah, the son of Habaziniah, 
and his brethren, and all his sons, and 
the whole house of the Rechabites ; 

4 And I brought them into the house 
of the Lord, into the chamber of the 
sons of Hanan, the son of Igdaliah, a 
man of God, which wm by the cham- 
ber of the princes, which was above 
the chamber of Maaseiah the son of 
Shallum, the keeper of the door : 

6 And I set before the sons of the 
house of the Rechabites pots full of 
wine, and cups, and I said unto them. 
Drink ye wine. 

6 But they said, We will drink no 
wine : for Jonadab the son of Rechab 
our father commanded us, saying. 
Ye shall drink no wine, neither ye, 
nor your sons for ever: 

7 Neither shall ye build house, nor 
sow seed, nor plant vineyard, nor have 
amj : but all your days ye shall dwell 
in tents ; that ye may live many days 
in the land where ye he strangers. 

8 Thus have we obeyed the voice 
of Jonadab the son of Rechab our 
father in all that he hath charged us, 
to drink no wine all our days, we, our 
wives, our sons, nor our daughters ; 

9 Nor to build houses for us to 
dwell in : neither have we vineyard, 
nor field, nor seed: 

10 But we have dwelt in tents, and 
have obeyed, and done according to 
all that Jonadab our father com- 
manded us. 

11 But it came to pass, when Ne- 
buchadrezzar king of Babylon came 
up into the land, that we said. Come, 
and let us go to Jerusalem for fear 
of the army of the Chaldeans, and 
for fear of the army of the Syrians : 
so we dwell at Jerusalem. 

12 IT Then came the word of the 
Lord unto Jeremiah, saying, 

13 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel ; Go and tell the 
men of Judah and the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, Will ye not receive in- 
struction to hearken to my words? 
saith the Lord. 


14 The words of Jonadab the son 
of Rechab, that he commanded his 
sons not to drink wine, are perform- 
ed ; for unto this day they drink none, 
but obey their father’s command- 
ment : notwithstanding I have spoken 
unto you, rising early and speaking ; 
but ye hearkened not unto me. 

16 I have sent also unto you all my 
servants the prophets, rising up eaily 
and sending them, saying. Return ye 
now every man from his evil way, 
and amend your doings, and go not 
after other gods to serve them, and 
ye shall dwell in the land which I 
have given to you and to your fa- 
thers : but ye have not inclined your 
ear, nor hearkened vmto me.

18 Moreover Jeremiah said unto 
king Zedekiah, What have I oflTended 
against thee, or against thy servants, 
or against this people, that ye have 
put me in prison? 

19 Where are now your prophets 
which prophesied unto you, saying. 
The king of Babylon shall not come 
against you, nor against this land ? 

20 Therefore hear now, I pray thee, 
O my lord the king: let my suppli- 
cation, I pray thee, be accepted be- 


fore thee; that thou cause me not 
to return to the house of Jonathan 
the scribe, lest I die there. 

21 Then Zedekiah the king com- 
manded that they should commit Je- 
remiah into the court of the prison, 
and that they should give him daily 
a piece of bread out of the bakers’ 
street, until all the bread in the city 
were spent. Thus Jeremiah remained 
in the court of the prison.

his life for a prey, and shall live. 

3 Thus saith the Lord, This city 
shall surely be given into ■ the hand 
of the king of Babylon’s army, which 
shall take it. 

4 Therefore the princes said unto the 
king. We beseech thee, let this man be 
put to death : for thus he weakeneth 
the hands of the men of war that re- 
main in this city, and the hands of all 
the people, in speaking such words un- 
to them : for this man seeketh not the 
welfare of this people, but the hurt.

N ow it came to pass in the se- 
venth month, that Ishmael the 
son of Nethaniah the son of Elishama, 
of the seed royal, and the princes of 
the king, even ten men with him, 
came unto Gedaliah the son of Ahi- 
kam to Mizpah; and there they did 
eat bread together in Mizpah.

5 That there came certain from 
Shechem, from Shiloh, and from Sa- 
maria, even fourscore men, having 
their beards shaven, and their clothes 
rent, and having cut themselves, with 
offerings and incense in their hand, 
to bring them to the house of the 
Lord. 

6 And Ishmael the son of Netha- 
niah went forth from Mizpah to meet 
them, weeping all along as he went: 
and it came to pass, as he met them, 
he said unto them. Come to Gedaliah 
the son of Ahikam. 

7 And it was so, when they came into 
the midst of the city, that Ishmael 
the son of Nethaniah slew them, and 
exist them into the midst of the pit, 
he, and the men that were with him. 

8 But ten men were foimd among 
them that said unto Ishmael, Slay us 
not : for we have treasures in the field, 
of wheat, and of barley, and of oil, 
and of honey. So he forbare, and 
slew them not among their brethren. 

9 Now the pit wherein Ishmael had 
cast all the dead bodies of the men, 
whom he had slain because of Ge-

daliah, was it which Asa the king 
had made for fear of Baasha king 
of Israel: and Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah filled it with them that 
were slain. 

10 Then Ishmael carried away cap- 
tive all the residue of the people 
that were in Mizpah, even the king’s 
daughters, and all the people that 
remained in Mizpah, whom Nebuzar- 
adan the captain of the guard had 
committed to Gedaliah the son of 
Ahikam: and Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah carried them away cap- 
tive, and departed to go over to the 
Ammonites. 

11 If But when Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all the captains of the 
forces that were with him, heard of 
all the evil that Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah had done, 

12 Then they took all the men, and 
went to fight with Ishmael the son 
of Nethaniah, and found him by the 
great waters that are in Gibeon. 

13 Now it came to pass, that when 
all the people which were with Ish- 
mael saw Johanan the son of Kareah, 
and all the captains of the forces 
that were with him, then they were 
glad. 

14 So all the people that Ishmael 
had carried away captive from Miz- 
pah cast about and returned, and 
went unto Johanan the son of Ka^ 
reah. 

15 But Ishmael the son of Nethaniah 
escaped from Johanan with eight 
men, and went to the Ammonites. 

16 Then took Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all the captains of the 
forces that were with him, all the 
remnant of the people whom he had 
recovered from Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah, from Mizpah, after that he 
had slain Gedaliah the son of Ahi- 
kam, even mighty men of war, and 
the women, and the children, and the 
eimuchs, whom he had brought again 
from Gibeon :

Lord : take vengeance upon her ; as 
she hath done, do imto her. 

16 Cut off the sower from Babylon, 
and him that handleth the sickle in 
the time of harvest : for fear of the 
oppressing sword they shall turn 
every one to his people, and they 
shall flee every one to his own land. 

17 If Israel is a scattered sheep ; the 
lions have driven him away : first the 
king of Assyria hath devoured him ; 
and last this Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon hath broken his bones. 

18 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel ; Behold, 

I will punish the king of Babylon 
and his land, as 1 have punished the 
king of Assyria. 

19 And I will bring Israel again 
to his habitation, and he shall feed 
on Carmel and Bashan, and his soul 
shall be satisfied upon mount Eph- 
raim and Gilead. 

20 In those days, and in that time, 
saith the Lord, the iniquity of Israel 
shall be sought for, and there shall 
he none ; and the sins of Judah, and 
they shall not be found : for I will 
pardon them whom I reserve.

in the land of the Chaldeans.

34 Nebuchadrezzar the king of Ba- 
bylon hath devoured me, he hath 
crushed me, he hath made me an 
empty vessel, he hath swallowed me 
up like a dragon, he hath filled his 
belly with my delicates, he hath cast 
me out. 

35 The violence done to me and 
to my flesh he upon Babylon, shall 
the inhabitant of Zion say; and my 
blood upon the inhabitants of Chal- 
dea, shall Jerusalem say. 

36 Therefore thus saith the Lord; 
Behold, I will plead thy cause, and 
take vengeance for thee; and I will 
dry up her sea, and make her spring 
dry. 

37 And Babylon shall become heaps, 
a dwellingplace for dragons, an as- 
tonishment, and an hissing, without 
an inhabitant 

38 They shall roar together like 
lions : they shall yell as lions’ whelps. 

39 In their heat I will make their 
feasts, and I will make them drunken, 
that they may rejoice, and sleep a 
perpetual sleep, and not wake, saith 
the Lord. 

40 I will bring them down like lambs 
to the slaughter, like rams with he 
goats. 

41 How is Sheshach taken ! and how 
is the praise of the whole earth sur- 
prised 1 how is Babylon become an 
astonishment among the nations ! 

42 The sea is come up upon Baby- 
lon: she is covered with the multi- 
tude of the waves thereof 

43 Her cities are a desolation, a dry 
land, and a wilderness, a land wherein 
no man dwelleth, neither doth any 
son of man pass thereby. 


44 And I will piyiish Bel in Baby- 
lon, and I will bring forth out of his 
mouth that which he hath swallowed 
up: and the nations shall not flow 
together any more unto him: yea, 
the wall of Babylon shall fall. 

45 My people, go ye out of the 
midst of her, and deliver ye every 
man his soul from the fierce anger 
of the Lord. 

46 And lest your heart faint, and 
ye fear for the rumour that shall be 
heard in the land; a rumour shall 
both come one year, and after that 
in another year shall come a rumour, 
and violence in the land, ruler against 
ruler. 

47 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
that I will do judgment upon the 
graven images of Babylon : and her 
whole land shall be confounded, and 
all her slain shall fall in the midst of 
her. 

48 Then the heaven and the earth, 
and all that is therein, shall sing for 
Babylon : for the spoilers shall come 
unto her from the north, saith the 
Lord. 

49 As Babylon hath caused the slain 
of Israel to fall, so at Babylon shall 
faU the slain of all the eartL 

50 Ye that have escaped the sword, 
go away, stand not still: remember 
the Lord afar off, and let Jerusalem 
come into your mind. 

51 We are confounded, because we 
have heard reproach: shame hath 
covered our faces : for strangers are 
come into the sanctuaries of the 
Lord’s house. 

62 Wherefore, behold, the days 
come, saith the Lord, that I will do 
judgment upon her graven images: 
and through all her land the wound- 
ed shall groaa 

63 Though Babylon should mount 
up to heaven, and though she should 
fortify the height of her strength, 
yet from me shall spoilers come un- 
to her, saith the Lord. 

64 A sound of a cry cometh from 
Babylon, and g^eat destruction from 
the land of the Chaldeans : 

55 Because the Lord hath spoiled 
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Babylon, and destroyed out of her 
the great voice ; when her waves do 
roar like great waters, a noise of 
their voice is uttered: 

56 Because the spoiler is come 
upon her, even upon Babylon, and 
her mighty men are taken, every 
one of their bows is broken: for 
the Lord God of recompences shall 
surely requite. 

57 And I will make drunk her 
princes, and her wise men, her cap- 
tains, and her rulers, and her mighty 
men: and they shall sleep a perpe- 
tual sleep, and not wake, saith the 
King, whose name is the Lord of 
hosts. 

58 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
The broad walls of Babylon shall be 
utterly broken, and her high gates 
shall be burned with fire; and the 
people shall labour in vain, and the 
folk in the fire, and they shall be 
weary. 

59 If The word which Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded Seraiah the son 
of Neriah, the son of Maaseiah, when 
he went with Zedekiah the king of 
Judah into Babylon in the fourth 
year of his reign. And this Seraiah 
was a quiet prince. 

GO So Jeremiah wrote in a book all 
the evil that should come upon Ba- 
bylon, even all these words that are 
written against Babylon. 

61 And Jeremiah said to Seraiah, 
When thou comest to Babylon, and 
shalt see, and shalt read all these 
words ; 

62 Then shalt thou say, O Lord, 
thou hast spoken against this place, 
to cut it off, that none shall remain 
in it, neither man nor beast, but that 
it shall be desolate for ever. 

63 And it shall be, when thou 
hast made an end of reading this 
book, that thou shalt bind a stone to 
it, and cast it into the midst of Eu- 
phrates : 

64 And thou shalt say. Thus shall 
Babylon sink, and shall not rise from 
the evil that I will bring upon her : 
and they shall be weary. Thus far 
are the words of Jeremiah.

Z EDEKIAH was one and twenty 
years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned eleven years in 
Jerusalem.

2 And he did that which was evil 
in the eyes of the Lord, according 
to all that Jehoiakim had done. 

3 For through the anger of the Lord 
it came to pass in Jerusalem and Ju- 
dah, till he had cast them out from 
his presence, that Zedekiah rebelled 
against the king of Babylon. 

4 1 And it came to pass in the 
ninth year of his reign, in the tenth 
month, in the tenth day of the 
month, that Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon came, he and all his army, 
against Jerusalem, and pitched ar 
gainst it, and built forts against it 
round about. 

5 So the city was besieged unto the 
eleventh year of king Zedekiah. 

6 And in the fourth month, in the 
ninth day of the month, the famine 
was sore in the city, so that there was 
no bread for the people of the land. 

7 Then the city was broken up, 
and all the men of war fled, and went 
forth out of the city by night by the 
way of the gate between the two 
walls, which was by the king’s gar- 
den ; (now the Chaldeans were by the 
city round about :) and they went by 
the way of the plain. 

8 IT But the army of the Chaldeans 
pursued after the king, and overtook 
Zedekiah in the plains of Jericho ; and 
all his army was scattered from him. 

9 Then they took the king, and car- 
ried him up unto the king of Babylon 
to Riblah in the land of Hamath; 
where he gave judgment upon him. 

10 And the king of Babylon slew the 
sons of Zedekiah before his eyes: 
he slew also all the princes of Ju- 
dah in Riblah.

LAMENTATIONS OF JEREMIAH. 


CHAPTER I. 

1 The miserable estate of Jerusalem by reason of her sin. 
12 She complaineth of her grief 18 and confesseth 
God* s judgment to he righteous. 

H ow doth the city sit solitary, 
that was full of people ! how 
is she become as a widow ! she that 
was great among the nations, arid 
princess among the provinces, how 
is she become tributary! 

2 She weepeth sore in the night, 
and her tears are on her cheeks: 
among all her lovers she hath none 
to comfort her : all her friends have 
dealt treacherously with her, they 
are become her enemies. 

3 Judah is gone into captivity be- 
cause of affliction, and because of 
great servitude : she dwelleth among 
the heathen, she findeth no rest: 
all her persecutors overtook her be- 
tween the straits. 

4 The ways of Zion do mourn, 
because none come to the solemn 
feasts : all her gates are desolate : 
her priests sigh, her virgins are af- 
flicted, and she is in bitterness. 

5 Her adversaries are the chief, her 
enemies prosper ; for the Lord hath 
afflicted her for the multitude of her 
transgressions : her children are gone 
into captivity before the enemy. 

6 And from the daughter of Son all 
her beauty is departed : her princes 
are become like harts that find no 


pasture, and they are gone without 
strength before the pirrsuer. 

7 Jerusalem remembered in the 
days of her affliction and of her 
miseries all her pleasant things that 
she had in the days of old, when 
her people fell into the hand of the 
enemy, and none did help her : the 
adverearies saw her, and did mock 
at her sabbaths. 

8 Jerusalem hath grievously sinned ; 
therefore she is removed: all that 
honoured her despise her, because 
they have seen her nakedness : yea, 
she sigheth, and turneth backward. 

9 Her filthiness is in her skirts; 
she remembereth not her last end; 
therefore she came down wonder- 
fully : she had no comforter. O Lord, 
behold my affliction : for the enemy 
hath magnified himself. 

10 The adversary hath spread out 
his hand upon all her pleasant things : 
for she hath seen t^t the heathen 
entered into her sanctuary, whom 
thou didst command that they should 
not enter into thy congregation. 

11 All her people sigh, they seek 
bread; they have given their plea- 
sant things for meat to relieve the 
soul : see, O Lord, and consider ; for 
I am become vile. 

12 IT Is it nothing to you, all ye that 

ass by? behold, and see if there 

e any sorrow like unto my sorrow. 
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which is done unto me, wherewith 
the Lord hath afflicted me in the 
day of his fierce anger. 

13 From above hath he sent fire 
into my bones, and it prevaileth 
against them : he hath spread a net 
for my feet, he hath turned me back : 
he hath made me desolate and faint 
all the day. 

14 The yoke of my transgressions 
is bound by his hand : they are 
wreathed, and come up upon my 
neck : he hath made my strength to 
fall, the Lord hath delivered me in- 
to their hands, /rom whom I am not 
able to rise up. 

15 The Lord hath trodden under 
foot all my mighty men in the midst 
of me: he hath called an assembly 
against me to crush my young men : 
the Lord hath trodden the virgin, the 
daughter of Judah, in a winepress. 

16 For these things I weep; mine 
eye, mine eye runneth down with 
water, because the comforter that 
should relieve my soul is far fi*om 
me : my children are desolate, be- 
cause the enemy prevailed. 

17 Zion spreadeth forth her hands, 
and there is none to comfort her : the 
Lord hath commanded concerning 
Jacob, that his adversaries should he 
round about him: Jerusalem is as a 
menstruous woman among them. 

18 IT The Lord is righteous ; for I 
have rebelled against his command- 
ment : hear, I pray you, all people, and 
behold my sorrow : my virgins and my 
young men are gone into captivity. 

19 I called for my lovers, hnt they 
deceived me: my priests and mine 
elders gave up the ghost in the city, 
while they sought their meat to re- 
lieve their souls. 

20 Behold, O Lord; for I am in 
distress : my bowels are troubled ; 
mine heart is turned within me ; for 
I have grievously rebelled: abroad 
the sword bereaveth, at home there is 
as death. 

21 They have heard that I sigh : there 
is none to comfort me : all mine ene- 
mies have heard of my trouble ; they 
are glad that thou hast done it : thou

wilt bring the day that thou hast call- 
ed, and they shall be like unto me. 

22 Let all their wickedness come 
before thee; and do unto them, as 
thou hast done unto me for all my 
transgressions : for my sighs are many, 
and my heart is faint. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 Jeremiah lamenteth the misery of Jerusalem, 20 He 
complaineth thereof to God, 

H ow hath the Lord covered the 
daughter of Zion with a cloud 
in his anger, and cast down froni 
heaven unto the earth the beauty of 
Israel, and remembered not his foot- 
stool in the day of his anger ! 

2 The Lord hath swallowed up all 
the habitations of Jacob, and hath 
not pitied: he hath thrown down in 
his wrath the strong holds of the 
daughter of Judah ; he hath brought 
them down to the ground: he hath 
polluted the kingdom and the princes 
thereof 

3 He hath cut off* in his fierce anger 
all the horn of Israel : he hath drawn 
back his right hand from before the 
enemy, and he burned against Jacob 
like a flaming fire, which devoureth 
round about. 

4 He hath bent his bow like an 
enemy : he stood with his right hand 
as an adversary, and slew all that 
were pleasant to the eye in the ta- 
bernacle of the daughter of Zion : he 
poured out his fury like fire. 

6 The Lord was as an enemy: he 
hath swallowed up Israel, he hath 
swallowed up all her palaces: he 
hath destroyed his strong holds, and 
hath increased in the daughter of 
Judah mourning and lamentation. 

6 And he hath violently taken away 
his tabernacle, as if it were of a gar- 
den : he hath destroyed his places of 
the assembly : the Lord hatn caused 
the solemn feasts and sabbaths to be 
forgotten in Zion, and hath despised 
in the indication of his anger the 
king and the priest. 

7 ^e Lord hath cast oflT his altar, 
he hath abhorred his sanctuai^, he 
hath given up into the hand of the 
enemy the wt^ of her palaces ; they 
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have made a noise in the house of the 
Lord, as in the day of a solemn feast. 

8 The Lord hath purposed to de- 
stroy the wall of the daughter of 
Hon: he hath stretched out a line, 
he hath not withdrawn his hand from 
destroying: therefore he made the 
rampart and the wall to lament ; they 
languished together. 

9 Her gates are sunk into the grovmd; 
he hath destroyed and broken her 
bars: her king and her princes are 
among the Gentiles: the law is no 
more ; her prophets also find no vision 
from the Lord. 

10 The elders of the daughter of 
Zion sit upon the grotmd, and keep 
silence : they have cast up dust upon 
their heads ; they have ^rded them- 
selves with sackcloth: the virgins of 
Jerusalem hang down their heads to 
the ground. 

11 Mine eyes do fail with tears, my 
bowels are troubled, my liver is 
poured upon the earth, for the de- 
struction of the daughter of my peo- 
ple; because the children and the 
sucklings swoon in the streets of the 
city. 

12 They say to their mothers. Where 
is com and wine ? when they swooned 
as the wounded in the streets of the 
city, when their soul was poimed out 
into their mothers’ bosom. 

13 What thing shall I take to wit- 
ness for thee? what thing shall I 
liken to thee, O daughter of Jeru- 
salem ? what shall I equal to thee, 
that I may comfort thee, O virgin 
daughter of Zion ? for thy breach is 
great like the sea: who can heal 
thee? 

14 Thy prophets have seen vain and 
foolish tlungs for thee : and they have 
not discovered thine iniquity, to turn 
away thy captivity; but have seen 
for thee false burdens and causes of 
banishment. 

16 All that pass by clap their hands 
at thee ; they hiss and wag their head 
at the daughter of JerusSem, saying. 
Is this the city that men call The 
perfection of beauty. The joy of the 
whole e^h ? 


Jerusodetris misery. 

16 All thine enemies have opened 
their mouth against thee: they hiss 
and gnash the teeth: they say. We 
have swallowed her up : certainly this 
is the day that we looked for; we 
have found, we have seen it 

17 The Lord hath done that which 
he had devised ; he hath fulfilled his 
word that he had commanded in the 
days of old: he hath thrown down, 
and hath not pitied: and he hath 
caused thine enemy to rejoice over 
thee, he hath set up the horn of thine 
adversaries. 

18 Their heart cried unto the Lord, 

0 wall of the daughter of Zion, let 
tears run down like a river day and 
night: give thyself no rest; let not 
the apple of thine eye cease. 

19 Arise, cry out in the night: in 
the beginning of the watches pour 
out thine heart like water before the 
face of the Lord: lift up thy hands 
toward him for the life of thy young 
children, that faint for hunger in the 
top of every street. 

20 IT Behold, O Lord, and consider 
to whom thou hast done this. Shall 
the women eat their fruit, and chil- 
dren of a span long ? shall the priest 
and the prophet be slain in the sanc- 
tuary of the Lord ? 

21 The young and the old lie on 
the ground in the streets : my virgins 
and my young men are fallen by the 
sword; thou hast slain them in the 
day of thine anger ; thou hast killed, 
and not pitied. 

22 Thou hast called as in a solemn 
day my terrors round about, so that 
in the day of the Lord’s anger none 
escaped nor remained: those that I 
have swaddled and brought up hath 
mine enemy consumed. 

CHAPTER m. 

1 The faithful bewail their calamities, 22 By the mer- 
cies of Gorf they nourish their hope. 87 Th^ acknow- 
ledge God's justice. 55 They pray for deliverance, 

64 and vengeance on their enemies, 

1 AM the man that hath seen af- 
fliction by the rod of his wrath. 

2 He hath led me, and brought me 
into darkness, but not into light. 

3 Surely against me is he timied; 
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he tumeth his hand against me all 
the day. 

4 My flesh and my skin hath he 
made old ; he hath broken my bones. 

5 He hath builded against me, and 
compassed rm with gall and travel. 

6 He hath set me in dark places, as 
they that be dead of old. 

7 He hath hedged me about, that I 
cannot get out: he hath made my 
chain heavy. 

8 Also when I cry and shout, he 
shutteth out my prayer. 

9 He hath inclosed my ways with 
hewn stone, he hath made my paths 
crooked. 

10 He was unto me as a bear lying 
in wait, and as a lion in secret places. 

11 He hath turned aside my ways, 
and pulled me in pieces: he hath 
made me desolate. 

12 He hath bent his bow, and set 
me as a mark for the arrow. 

13 He hath caused the arrows of his 
quiver to enter into my reins. 

14 I was a derision to all my peo- 
ple ; and their song all the day. 

16 He hath fllled me with bitter- 
ness, he hath made me drunken with 
wormwood. 

16 He hath also broken rny teeth 
with gravel stones, he hath covered 
me with ashes. 

17 And thou hast removed my soul 
far off* from peace: I forgat pros- 
perity. 

18 And I said. My strength and my 
hope is perished from the Lord : 

19 Kemembering mine affliction and 
ni}" misery, the wormwood and the gall. 

20 My soul hath them still in re- 
membrance, and is humbled in me. 

21 This I recall to my mind, there- 
fore have I hope. 

22 ^ It is of the Lord’s mercies that 
we are not consumed, because his 
compassions fail not. 

23 They are new every morning: 
great is thy faithfulness. 

24 The Lord is my portion, saith 
my soul ; therefore will I hope in him. 

25 The Lord is good unto them that 
wait for him, to the soul that seeketh 
him. 


26 It is good that a man should 
both hope and quietly wait for the 
salvation of the Lord. 

27 It is good for a man that he bear 
the yoke in his youth. 

28 He sitteth alone and keepeth 
silence, because he hath borne it 
upon him. 

29 He putteth his mouth in the dust ; 
if so be there may be hope. 

30 He giveth his cheek to him that 
smiteth him: he is filled full with 
reproach. 

31 For the Lord will not cast off for 
ever ; 

32 But though he cause grief, yet 
will he have compassion according 
to the multitude of his mercies. 

33 For he doth not afflict willingly 
nor grieve the children of men. 

34 To crush under his feet all the 
prisoners of the earth, 

35 To turn aside the right of a man 
before the face of the most High, 

36 To subvert a man in his cause, 
the Lord approveth not. 

37 t Who is he that saith, . and it 
Cometh to pass, when the Lord com- 
mandeth it not ?

ed 1 the stones of the sanctuary are 
poured out in the top of every street 
2 The precious sons of Zion, com- 
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parable to fine gold, how are they 
esteemed as earthen pitchers, the 
work of the hands of the potter! 

3 Even the sea monsters draw out 
the breast, they give suck to their 
young ones: the daughter of my 
people is become cruel, like the os- 
triches in the wilderness. 

4 The tongue of the sucking child 
cleaveth to the roof of his mouth 
for thirst: the young children ask 
bread, and no man breaketh it unto 
them. 

6 They that did feed delicately are 
desolate in the streets: they that 
were brought up in scarlet embrace 
dunghills. 

6 For the punishment of the ini- 
quity of the daughter of my people 
is greater than the punishment of 
the sin of Sodom, that was over- 
thrown as in a moment, and no 
hands stayed on her. 

7 Her Nazarites were purer than 
snow, they were whiter than milk, they , 
were more ruddy in body than rubies, 
their polishing was of sapphire : 

8 Their visage is blacker than a coal ; 
they are not known in the streets : 
their skin cleaveth to their bones ; it 
is withered, it is become like a stick. 

9 They that be slain with the sword 
are better than they that be slain with 
hunger : for these pine away, strick- 
en through for want of the finiits of 
the field. 

10 The hands of the pitiful women 
have sodden their own children : they 
were their meat in the destruction 
of the daughter of my people. 

11 The Lord hath accomplished 
his fury; he hath poured out his 
fierce anger, and hath kindled a fire 
in Zion, and it hath devoured the 
foundations thereof. 

12 The kings of the earth, and ail 
the inhabitants of the world, would 
not have believed that the adversary 
and the enemy should have entered 
into the gates of Jerusalem. 

13 t For the sins of her prophets, 
and the iniquities of her priests, that 
have shed the blood of the just in 
the midst of her. 
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14 They have wandered as blind 
men in the streets, they have pol- 
luted themselves with blood, so that 
men could not touch their gar- 
ments. 

16 They cried unto them. Depart 
ye ; it is imclean ; depart, depart, 
touch not: when they fled away and 
wandered, they said among the hea- 
then, They shall no more sojourn 
there. 

16 The anger of the Lord hath 
divided them; he will no more re- 
gard them: they respected not the 
persons of the priests, they favoured 
not the elders. 

17 As for us, our eyes as yet failed 
for our vain help: in our watching 
we have watched for a nation that 
could not save us. 

18 They hunt our steps, that we 
cannot go in our streets: oim end is 
near, our days are fulfilled; for our 
end is come. 

19 Our persecutors are swifter than 
the eagles of the heaven: they pur- 
sued us upon the mountains, they 
laid wait for us in the wilderness. 

20 The breath of our nostrils, the 
anointed of the Lord, was taken in 
their pits, of whom we said. Under 
his shadow we shall live among the 
heathen. 

21 II Rejoice and be glad, O daugh- 
ter of Edom, that dwellest in the 
land of Uz ; the cup also shall pass 
through unto thee: thou shalt be 
drunken, and shalt make thyself 
naked. 

22 IT The punishment of thine ini- 
quity is accomplished, O daughter 
of Zion ; he will no more carry thee 
away into captivity: he will visit 
thine iniquity, O daughter of Edom ; 
he will discover thy sins.

14 The elders have ceased from 
the gate, the young men fi*om their 
musick. 

15 The Joy of om* heart is ceased, 
our dance is turned into mourning. 

16 The crown is fallen from our 
head: woe imto us, that we have 
sinned ! 

17 For this our heart is faint; for 
these things our eyes are dim. 

18 Because of the moimtain of 
Zion, which is desolate, the foxes 
walk upon it 

19 Thou, O Lord, remainest for 
ever ; thy throne fipom generation to 
generation. 

20 Wherefore dost thou forget us 
for ever, and forsake us so long 
time?

2 And lay siege against it, and build 
a fort against it, and cast a moimt 
against it ; set the camp also against 
it, and set battering rams against it 
round about. 

3 Moreover take thou unto thee an 
iron pan, and set it for a wall of iron 
between thee and the city: and set 
thy face against it, and it shall be 
besieged, and thou shalt lay siege 
against it This shall be a sign to 
the house of Israel. 

4 Lie thou also upon thy left side, 
and lay the iniquity of the house of 
Israel upon it : a,ccording to the num- 
ber of the days that thou shalt lie up- 
on it thou shalt bear their iniquity. 

6 For I have laid upon thee the years 
of their iniquity, according to the 
number of the days, three hundred 
and ninety days: so shalt thou bear 
the iniquity of the house of Israel. 
6 And when thou hast accomplished 
them, lie again on thy right side, and 
thou shalt bear the iniquity of the 
house of Judah forty days: I have 
appointed thee each day for a year. 
7 Therefore thou shalt set thy face 
toward the siege of Jerusalem, and 
thine arm shall be uncovered, and 
thou shalt prophesy against it 


8 And, behold, I will lay bands upoh 
thee, and thou shalt not turn thee 
from one side to another, till thou 
hast ended the days of thy siege. 

9 Take thou also unto thee wheat 
and barley, and beans, and lentiles, 
and millet, and fitches, and put them 
in one vessel, and make thee bread 
thereof, according to the number of 
the days that thou shalt lie upon thy 
side, three hundred and ninety days 
shalt thou eat thereof. 

10 And thy meat which thou shalt 
eat shall be by weight, twenty shekels 
a day : from time to time shalt thou 
eat it 

11 Thou shalt drink also water by 
measure, the sixth part of an hin: 
from time to time shalt thou drink 

12 And thou shalt eat it as barley 
cakes, and thou shalt bake it with dung 
that cometh out of man, in their sight. 

13 And the Lord said. Even thus 
shall the children of Israel eat their 
defiled bread among the Gentiles, 
whither I will drive them. 

14 Then said I, Ah Lord God! be- 
hold, my soul hath not been polluted: 
for from my youth up even till now 
have I not eaten of that which dieth 
of itself, or is tom in pieces ; neither 
came there abominable fiesh into my 
mouth. 

15 Then he said imto me, Lo, I have 
given thee cow’s dung for man’s dung, 
and thou shalt prepare thy bres^ 
therewith. 

16 Moreover he said unto me. Son 
of man, behold, I will break the staff 
of bread in Jerusalem: and they 
shall eat bread by weight, and with 
care; and they shall drink water by 
measure, and with astonishment: 

17 That they may want bread and 
water, and be astonied one with an- 
other, and consume away for their 
iniquity. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 Under the type of hair, 5 is shewed the judgment of

and dispersion. 

ND thou, son of man, take thee a 
sham kufe, take thee a barber’s 
razor, and cause it to pass upon thine 
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head and upon thy beard : then take 
thee balances to weigh, and divide 
the hair. 

2 Thou shalt bum with fire a third 
part in the midst of the city, when 
the days of the siege are fulfilled: 
and thou shalt take a third part, 
and smite about it with a knife : and 
a third part thou shalt scatter in the 
wind; and I will draw out a sword 
after them, 

3 Thou shalt also take thereof a 
few in number, and bind them in thy 
skirts. 

4 Then take of them again, and cast 
them into the midst of the fire, and 
bum them in the fire; for thereof 
shall a fire come forth into all the 
house of Israel. 

5 IT Thus saith the Lord God ; This 
is Jemsalem; I have set it in the 
midst of the nations and countries 
that are roimd about her. 

6 And she hath changed my judg- 
ments into wickedness more than the 
nations, and my statutes more than 
the countries that are round about 
her : for they have refused my judg- 
ments and my statutes, they have 
not walked in them. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord God; 
Because ye multiplied more than the 
nations that are roimd about you, aiid 
have not walked in my statutes, nei- 
ther have kept my judgments, neither 
have done according to the judg- 
ments of the nations that are round 
about you ; 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I, even I, am, against 
thee, and will execute judgments in 
the midst of thee in the sight of the 
nations. 

9 And I will do in thee that which I 
have not done, and whereunto I will 
not do any more the like, because of 
all thine abominations. 

10 Therefore the fathers shall eat 
the sons in the midst of thee, and 
the sons shall eat their fathers ; and 
I will execute judgments in thee, 
and the whole remnant of thee will I 
scatter into all the winds. 

11 Wherefore, a« I live, saith the

Lord God ; Surely, because thou hast 
defiled my sanctuary vrith all thy 
detestable things, and with all thine 
abominations, uierefore will I also 
diminish thee; neither shall mine eye 
spare, neither will I have any pity. 

12 H A third part of thee shall die 
with the pestilence, and with famine 
shall they be consumed in the midst 
of thee: and a third part shall fall 
by the sword round about thee ; and

13 Thus shall mine anger be accom- 
plished, and I will cause my fury to 
rest upon them, and I will be com- 
forted: and they shall know that I 
the Lord have spoken it in my zeal, 
when I have accomplished my fury in 
them. 

14 Moreover I will make thee waste, 
and a reproach among the nations 
that are round about thee, in the 
sight of all that pass by. 

15 So it shall be a reproach and a 
taunt, an instruction ana an astonish- 
ment unto the nations that are round 
about thee, when I shall execute 
judgments in thee in anger and in 
fiiry and in furious rebukes. I the 
Lord have spoken it. 

16 When I shall send upon them the 
evil ari’ows of famine, which shall be 
for their destruction, and which 1 will 
send to destroy you: and I will in- 
crease the famine upon you, and will 
break your staflF of bread : 

17 So will I send upon you famine 
and evil beasts, and they shall be- 
reave thee ; and pestilence and blood 
shall pass through thee; and I will 
bring the sword upon thee. I the 
Lord have spoken it. 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 The judgment of Israel for their idolatry, 8 A rem- 
nant shall he blessed, 11 The faithful are exhorted 
to lament their calamities, 

AND the word of the Lord came

2 Son of man, set thy face toward 
the mountains of Israel, and pro-

5 And I will lay the dead carcases 
of the children of Israel before their 
idols; and I will scatter your bones 
round about your altars. 

6 In all your dwellingplaces the 
cities shall be laid waste, and the 
high places shall be desolate; that 
your altars may be laid waste and 
made desolate, and your idols may 
be broken and cease, and your im- 
ages may be cut down, and your 
works may be abolished. 

7 And the slain shall fall in the 
midst of you, and ye shall know that 
I am the Lord. 

8 IT Yet will I leave a remnant, 
that ye may have some that shall 
escape the sword among the nations, 
when ye shall be scattered through 
the countries.

3 Therefore, thou son of man, pre- 
pare thee stuff for removing, and re- 
move by day in their sight ; and thou 
shaft remove from thy place to an- 
other place in their sight : it may be 
they will consider, though they be a 
rebellious house. 

4 Then shaft thou bring forth thy 
stuff by day in their sight, as stuff for 
removing: and thou shaft go forth 
at even in their sight, as they that 
go forth into captivity. 

5 Dig thou through the wall in 
their sight, and caiTy out thereby. 

6 In their sight shaft thou bear it 
upon thy shoulders, and carry it forth 
in the twilight : thou shaft cover thy 
face, that thou see not the ground : 
for I have set thee for a sign unto 
the house of Israel. 

7 And I did so as I was command- 
ed : I brought forth my stuff by day, 
as stuff for captivity, and in the even 
I digged through the wall with mine 
hand ; I brought it forth in the twi- 
light, and I bare it upon my shoulder 
in their sight.

6 Ye have not gone up into the 
gaps, neither made up the hedge for 
the house of Israel to stand in the 
battle in the day of the Lord. 

6 They have seen vanity and lying 
divination, saying. The Lord saith: 
and the Lord hath not sent them ; 
and they have made others to hope 
that they would confirm the word. 

7 Have ye not seen a vain vision, and 
have ye not spoken a lying divinar 
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tion, whereas ye say, The Lord saith 
U; albeit I have not spoken? 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Because ye have spoken va- 
nity, and seen lies, therefore, behold, 
I am against you, saith the Lord God. 

9 And mine hand shall be upon the 
prophets that see vanity, and that 
divine lies : they shall not be in the 
assembly of my people, neither shall 
they be written in the writing of the 
house of Israel, neither shall they 
enter into the land of Israel ; and ye 
shall know that I am the Lord God. 

10 IT Because, even because they 
have seduced my people, saying, 
Peace ; and there was no peace ; and 
one built up a wall, and, lo, others 
daubed it with untempered mortar : 

11 Say unto them which daub it with 
untempered morter, that it shall fall : 
there shall be an overflowing shower ; 
and ye, O great hailstones, shall fall ; 
and a stormy wind shall rend it. 

12 Lo, when the wall is fallen, shall 
it not be said unto you, Where is 
the daubing wherewith ye have daub- 
ed it? 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; I will even rend it with a 
stormy wind in my fury ; and there 
shall be an overflowing shower in 
mine anger, and great hailstones in 
my fury to consume it. 

14 So will I break down the wall 
that ye have daubed with untemper- 
ed morter, and bring it down to the 
ground, so that the foundation there- 
of shall be discovered, and it shall 
fall, and ye shall be consumed in the 
midst thereof: and ye shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

15 Thus will I accomplish my wrath 
upon the wall, and upon them that 
have daubed it with vmtempered mor- 
ter, and will say unto you. The wall is 
no more, neither they that daubed it ; 

16 To toit, the prophets of Israel 
which prophesy concerning Jerusa- 
lem, and which see visions of peace 
for her, and thore is no peace, saith 
the Lord God. 

17 IT likewise, thou son of man, 
set thy face against the daughters 
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of thy people, which prophesy out of 
their own heart ; and prophesy thou 
against them, 

18 And say. Thus saith the Lord 
God; Woe to the women that sew 
pillows to all armholes, and make 
kerchiefs upon the head of every 
stature to hunt souls ! Will ye hunt 
the souls of my people, and will ye 
save the souls alive that come unto 
you? 

19 And will ye pollute me among 
my people for handfuls of barley 
and for pieces of bread, to slay the 
souls that should not die, and to 
save the souls alive that should not 
live, by your lying to my people that 
hear yo^ir lies ? 

20 Wherefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I am against your pil- 
lows, wherewith ye there hunt the 
souls to make them fly, and I will 
tear them from your arms, and will 
let the souls go, even the souls that 
ye hunt to make them fly. 

21 Your kerchiefs also will I tear, 
and deliver my people out of your 
hand, and they shall be no more in 
your hand to be hunted; and ye 
shall know that I am the Lord. 

22 Because with lies ye have made 
the heart of the righteous sad, whom 
I have not made sad; and strength- 
ened the hands of the wicked, that 
he should not return from his wicked 
way, by promising him life : 

23 Therefore ye shall see no more 
vanity, nor divine divinations : for I will 
deliver my people out of your hand: 
and ye shall know that I am the Lord. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

1 God artmvereih idolatei's according to their own heart. 

6 They are exhorted to repent, for fear of judgmenUt, 
by means of seduced prophets. 12 God*8 irrevocable 
sentence of famine, 15 of noisome beasts, 11 of the 
sword, 19 and of pestilence. 22 A remnant shall he 
reserved for example of others. 

T hen came certain of the elders 
of Israel imto me, and sat be- 
fore me. 

2 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

3 Son of man, these men have set 
up their idols in their heart, and 
put the stumblingblock of their ini- 
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quity before their face : should I be 
enquired of at all by them ? 

4 Therefore speak unto them, and 
say unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
God ; Every man of the house of Is- 
rael that setteth up his idols in his 
heart, and putteth the stumbling- 
block of his iniquity before his face, 
and cometh to the prophet; 1 the 
Lord will answer him that cometh ac- 
cording to the multitude of his idols; 

5 That I may take the house of Is- 
rael in their own heart, because they 
are all estranged from me through 
their idols. 

6 ir Therefore say unto the house 
of Israel, Thus saith the Lord God ; 
Kepent, and turn yourselves from 
your idols ; and turn away your faces 
from all your abominations. 

7 For every one of the house of 
Israel, or of the stranger that so- 
joumeth in Israel, which separateth 
himself from me, and setteth up his 
idols in his heart, and putteth the 
stmnblingblock of his iniquity before 
his face, and cometh to a prophet to 
enquire of him concerning me ; I the 
Lord will answer him by myself: 

8 And I will set my face against 
that man, and will make him a sign 
and a proverb, and I will cut him off 
from the midst of my people; and 
ye shall know that I am the Lord. 

9 And if the prophet be deceived 
when he hath spoken a thing, I the 
Lord have deceived that prophet, 
and I will stretch out my hand upon 
him, and will destroy him from the 
midst of my people Israel. 

10 And they shall bear the pimish- 
ment of their iniquity: the punish- 
ment of the prophet shall be even 
as the punishment of him that seek- 
eth unto Mm; 

11 That the house of Israel may 
go no more astray from me, neither 
be polluted any more with all their 
transgressions ; but that they may be 
my people, and I may be their God, 
saith the Lord God. 

12 IT The word of the Lord came 
again to me, saying, 

13 Son of man, when the land 


of famine, 

sinneth against me by trespassing 
grievously, then will I stretch out 
mine hand upon it, and will break 
the staff' of the bread thereof, and 
will send famine upon it, and will 
cut off man and beast from it : 

14 Though these three men, Noah, 
Daniel, and Job, were in it, they should 
deliver but their own souls by their 
righteousness, saith the Lord ^D. 

15 IT If I cause noisome beasts to pass 
through the land, and they spoil it, so 
that it be desolate, that no man may 
pass through because of the beasts : 

16 Thou^i these three men were 
in it, as I live, saith the Lord God, 
they shall deliver neither sons nor 
daughters; they only shall be deli- 
vered, but the land shall be desolate. 

17 If Or if 1 bring a sword upon 
that land, and say. Sword, go through 
the land; so that I cut off man and 
beast from it : 

18 Though these three men were 
in it, as I live, saith the Lord God, 
they shall deliver neither sons nor 
daughters, but they only shall be 
delivered themselves. 

19 If Or I send a pestilence into 
that land, and pour out my fury 
upon it in blood, to cut off from it 
man and beast : 

20 Though Noah, Daniel, and Job, 
were in it, as I live, saith the Lord 
God, they shall deliver neither son 
nor daughter; they shall but deliver 
their own souls by their righteous- 
ness. 

21 For thus saith the Lord God; 
How much more when I send my 
fom* sore judgments upon Jerusalem, 
the sword, and the famine, and the 
noisome beast, and the pestilence, to 
cut off from it man and beast ? 

22 If Yet, behold, therein shall be 
left a remnant that shall be brought 
forth, both sons and daughters: be- 
hold, they shall come forth unto you, 
and ye shall see their way and their 
doings: and ye shall be comforted 
concerning the evil that I have 
brought upon Jerusalem, even con- 
cerning all that I have brought 
upon it. 
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23 And they shall comfort you, 
when ye see their ways and their 
doings: and ye shall know that I 
have not done without cause all that 
I have done in it, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XV 

1 By the unfitness of the vine branch for any work 
6 is shewed the rejection of Jerusalem, 

AND the word of the Lord came 
xjL unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, What is the vine tree 
more than any tree, or than a branch 
which is among the trees of the forest? 

3 Shall wood be taken thereof to do 
any work? or will inen take a i)in of 
it to hang any vessel thereon ? 

4 Behold, it is cast into the fire for 
fuel ; the fire devoureth both the ends 
of it, and the midst of it is burned. 
Is it meet for any work ? 

, 5 Behold, when it was whole, it was 
meet for no work: how much less 
shall it be meet yet for any work, 
when the fire hath devoured it, and 
it is bvirned ? 

6 t Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; As the vine tree among the trees 
of the forest, which I have given to 
the fire for fuel, so will I give the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem. 

7 And I will set my face against 
them ; they shall go out from one fire, 
and another fire shall devour them; 
and ye shall know that I am the Lord, 
when I set my face against them. 

8 And I will make the land deso- 
late, because they have committed 
a trespass, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

1 Under the similitude of a wretched infant is shewed 
the natural state of Jerusalem, 6 God's extraordi- 
nary love towards her. 1 5 Her monstrous whoredom. 
35 Her grievous judgment. 44 < Her sin, matching 
her mother, and exceeding her sisters, Sodom and 
Samaria, calleth for judgments. (>0 Mercy is pro- 
mised her in the end. 

A gain the word of the Lord 
. came unto me, sajung, 

2 Son of man, cause Jerusalem to 
know her abominations, 

3 And say, Thus saith the Lord 
God unto Jerusalem ; Thy birth and 
thy nativity is of the land of Ca- 
naan; thy father was an Amorite, 
and thy mother an Hittite. 
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4 And as for thy nativity, in the 
day thou wast bom thy navel was 
not cut, neither wast thou washed in 
water to supple thee ; thou wast not 
salted at all, nor swaddled at all 
6 None eye pitied thee, to do any 
of these unto thee, to have compas- 
sion upon thee ; but thou wast cast 
out in the open field, to the lothing 
of thy person, in the day that thou 
wast bom. 

6 IT And when I passed by thee, and 
saw thee polluted in thine own blood, 
I said unto thee when thou wast in 
thy blood, Live ; yea, I said unto thee 
when thou wast in thy blood. Live. 

7 I have caused thee to multiply 
as the bud of the field, and thou 
hast increased and waxen great, 
and thou art come to excellent or- 
naments : thy breasts are fashioned, 
and thine hair is grown, whereas thou 
wast naked and bare. 

8 Now when I passed by thee, and 
looked upon thee, behold, thy time 
was the time of love ; and I spread 
my skirt over thee, and covered thy 
nakedness : yea, I sware unto thee, 
and entered into a covenant with 
thee, saith the Lord God, and thou 
becamest mine. 

9 Then washed I thee with water ; 
yea, I throughly washed away thy 
blood from thee, and I anointed thee 
with oil. 

10 I clothed thee also with broider- 
ed work, and shod thee with badgers’ 
skin, and I girded thee about with fine 
linen, and I covered thee with silk. 

11 I decked thee also with orna- 
ments, and I put bracelets upon thy 
hands, and a chain on thy neck. 

12 And I put a jewel on thy fore- 
head, and earrings in thine ears, and 
a beautiful crown upon thine head. 

13 Thus wast thou decked with 
gold and silver ; and thy raiment was 
of fine linen, and silk, and broidered 
work ; thou didst eat fine fiour, and 
honey, and oil: and thou wast ex- 
ceeding beautiful, and thou didst 
prosper into a kingdom. 

14 And thy renown went forth 
among the heathen for thy beauty : 
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for it was perfect through my come- 
liness, which 1 had put upoA thee, 
saith the Lord God. 

15 IT But thou didst trust in thine 
own beauty, and playedst the harlot 
because of thy renown, and pouredst 
out thy fornications on every one 
that passed by ; his it was. 

16 And of thy garments thou didst 
take, and deckedst thy high places 
with divers colours, and playedst the 
harlot thereupon ; the like things shall 
not come, neither shall it be so. 

Thou hast also taken thy fair 
jewels of my gold and of my silver, 
which I had given thee, and madest 
to thyself images of men, and didst 
commit whoredom with them, 

18 And tookest thy broidered gar- 
ments, and coveredst them : and thou 
hast set mine oil and mine incense 
before them. 

19 My meat also which I gave thee, 
fine flour, and oil, and honey, where- 
with I fed thee, thou hast even set 
it before them for a sweet savour: 
and thus it was, saith the Lord God. 

20 Moreover thou hast taken thy 
sons and thy daughters, whom thou 
hast borne unto me, and these hast 
thou sacrificed unto them to be de- 
voured. Is this of thy whoredoms a 
small matter, 

21 That thou hast slain my children, 
and delivered them to cause them to 
pass through the fire for them ? 

22 And in all thine abominations 
and thy whoredoms thou hast not 
remembered the days of thy youth, 
when thou wast naked and bare, 
and wast polluted in thy blood. 

23 And it came to pass after all 
thy wickedness, (woe, woe unto thee ! 
saith the Lord God ;) 

24 That thou hast also built unto 
thee an eminent place, and hast made 
thee an high place in every street. 

25 Thou hast built thy high place 
at every head of the way, and hast 
made thy beauty to be abhorred, 
and hast opened thy feet to every 
one that passed by, and multiplied 
thy whoredoms. 

26 Thou hast also committed forni- 


cation with the Egyptians thy neigh- 
bours, great of flesh; and hast in- 
creased thy whoredoms, to provoke 
me to anger. 

27 Behold, therefore I have stretch- 
ed out my hand over thee, and have 
diminished thine ordinary food, and 
delivered thee unto the will of them 
that hate thee, the daughters of the 
Philistines, which are ashamed of thy 
lewd way. 

28 Thou hast played the whore also 
with the Assyrians, because thou wast 
imsatiable ; yea, thou hast played the 
harlot with them, and yet couldest 
not be satisfied. 

29 Thou hast moreover multiplied 
thy fornication in the land of Canaan 
unto Chaldea ; and yet thou wast not 
satisfied herewith. 

30 How weak is thine heart, saith 
the Lord God, seeing thou doest all 
these things, the work of an impe- 
rious whorish woman; 

31 In that thou buildest thine emi- 
nent place in the head of every way, 
and makest thine high place in every 
street ; and hast not been as an har- 
lot, in that thou scornest hire ; 

32 But as a wife that committeth 
adultery, which taketh strangers in- 
stead of her husband ! 

33 They give gifts to all whores: 
but thou givest thy gifts to all thy 
lovers, and hirest them, that they 
may come unto thee on every side 
for thy whoredom. 

34 And the contrary is in thee from 
other women in thy whoredoms, where- 
as none followeth thee to commit 
whoredoms : and in that thou givest 
a reward, and no reward is given un- 
to thee, therefore thou art contrary. 

35 IT "Wherefore, O harlot, hear the 
word of the Lord: 

36 Thus saith the Lord God ; Because 
thy filthiness was poured out, and 
thy nakedness discovered through 
thy whoredoms with thy lovers, and 
with all the idols of thy abominations, 
and by the blood of thy children, 
which thou didst give unto them; 

37 Behold, therefore I will gather 
all thy lovers, with whom thou hast 
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taken pleasure, and all them that ter, that dwelleth at thy right hand, 
thou hast lovei with all them that is Sodom and her daughters,

^ND the word of the Lord came 
l\. unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, put forth a riddle, 
and speak a parable unto the house 
of Ismel ; 

3 And say. Thus saith the Lord 
God ; A great eagle with great wings, 
longwinged, full of feathers, which 
had divers colours, came unto Le- 
banon, and took the highest branch 
of the cedar : 

4 He cropped off* the top of his 
young twigs, and carried it into a 
land of traffick; he set it in a city 
of merchants. 

5 He took also of the seed of the 
land, and planted it in a fruitful 
field; he placed it by great waters, 
and set it os a willow tree. 

6 And it grew, and became a 
spreading vine of low stature, whose 


two eagles and a vine. 

branches turned toward him, and the 
roots thereof were imder him : so it 
became a vine, and brought forth 
branches, and shot forth sprigs. 

7 There was also another great 
eagle with great wings and many 
feathers: and, behold, this vine did 
bend her roots toward him, and shot 
forth her branches toward him, that 
he might water it by the furrows of 
her plantation. 

8 It was planted in a good soil by 
great waters, that it might bring forth 
branches, and that it might bear 
fruit, that it might be a goodly vine. 

9 Say thou. Thus saith the Lord 
God; Shall it prosper? shall he not 
pull up the roots thereof, and cut off* 
the fhiit thereof, that it wither? it 
shall wither in all the leaves of her 
spring, even without great power or 
many people to pluck it up by the 
roots thereof 

10 Yea, behold, being planted, shall 
it prosper ? shall it not utterly wither, 
when the east wind toucheth it? it 
shall wither in the furrows where it 
grew. 

11 f Moreover the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

12 Say now to the rebellious house. 
Know ye not what these things mean ? 
tell them, Behold, the king of Baby- 
lon is come to Jerusalem, and hath 
taken the king thereof, and the 
princes thereof and led them with 
him to Babylon; 

13 And hath taken of the king’s 
seed, and made a covenant with him, 
and hath taken an oath of him : he 
hath also taken the mighty of the land: 

14 That the kingdom might be 
base, that it might not lift itself up, 
hut that by keeping of his covenant 
it might stand. 

15 But he rebelled against him in 
sending his ambassadors into Egypt, 
that they might give him horses and 
much people. Shall he prosper? 
shall he escape that doeth such 
things? or shall he break the cove- 
nant, and be delivered ? 

16 As I live, saith the Lord God, 
surely in the place where the king 
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dwelleth that made him king, whose 
oath he despised, and whose cove- 
nant he brake, even with him in the 
midst of Babylon he shall die. 

17 Neither shall Pharaoh with his 
mighty army and great company 
make for him in the war, by casting 
up mounts, and building forts, to cut 
off many persons : 

18 Seeing he despised the oath by 
breaking the covenant, when, lo, he 
had given his hand, and hath done 
all these things, he shall not escape. 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; As 1 live, surely mine oath that 
he hath despised, and my covenant 
that he hath broken, even it will I 
recompense upon his own head. 

20 And I will spread my net upon 
him, and he shall be taken in my 
snare, and I will bring him to Ba- 
bylon, and will plead with him there 
for his trespass that he hath tres- 
passed against me. 

21 And all his fugitives with all his 
bands shall fall by the sword, and 
they that remain shall be scattered 
toward all winds: and ye shall know 
that I the Lord have spoken it. 

22 If Thus saith the Lord God ; I will 
also take of the highest branch of the 
high cedar, and will set it ; I will crop 
off from the top of his young twigs a 
tender one, and will plant it upon an 
high mountain and eminent : 

23 In the mountain of the height 
of Israel will I plant it : and it shall 
bring forth boughs, and bear fruit, 
and be a goodly cedar: and under 
it shall dwell all fowl of every wing; 
in the shadow of the branches there- 
of shall they dwell. 

24 And all the trees of the field 
shall know that I the Lord have 
brought down the high tree, have 
exalted the low tree, have dried up 
the green tree, and have made the 
dry tree to flourish : I the Lord have 
spoken and have done it. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

1 God reproveth the unjust parable of sour grapes, 5 
He shiweth how he dealeth with a just father : 10 
with a wicked son of a just father : 14 with a just son 
of a wicked father: 19 with a wicked man repenting : 
24 with a just man revolting, 25 He defendeth his 
fusHoe, 31 and eaherteth to repentance. 


T he word of the Lord came unto 
me again, saying, 

2 What mean ye, that ye use this 
proverb concerning the land of Is- 
rael, saying. The fathers have eaten 
sour grapes, and the children’s teeth 
are set on edge ? 

3 As I live, saith the Lord God, ye 
shall not have occasion any more to 
use this proverb in Israel. 

4 Behold, all souls are mine ; as the 
soul of the father, so also the soul 
of the son is mine : the soul that sin- 
neth, it shall die. 

6 If But if a man be just, and do 
that which is lawful and right, 

6 And hath not eaten upon the 
mountains, neither hath lifted up his 
eyes to the idols of the house of Is- 
rael, neither hath defiled his neigh- 
bour’s wife, neither hath come near 
to a menstruous woman, 

7 And hath not oppressed any, hut 
hath restored to the debtor his pledge, 
hath spoiled none by violence, hath 
given his bread to the hungry, and 
hath covered the naked with a gar- 
ment ; 

8 He that hath not given forth up- 
on usury, neither hath taken any in- 
crease, that hath withdrawn his hand 
from iniquity, hath executed true 
judgment between man and man, 

9 Hath walked in my statutes, and 
hath kept my judgments, to deal 
truly ; he is just, he shall surely live, 
saith the Lord God. 

10 f If he beget a son that is a rob- 
ber, a shedder of blood, and that doeth 
the like to any one of these things, 

11 And that doeth not any of those 
duties, but even hath eaten upon the 
mountains, and defiled his neigh- 
bour’s wife, 

12 Hath oppressed the poor and 
needy, hath spoiled by violence, hath 
not restored the pledge, and hath 
lifted up his eyes to the idols, hath 
committed abomination, 

13 Hath given forth upon usury, and 
hath taken increase: shall he then 
live ? he shall not live : he hath done 
all these abominations ; he shall sure- 
ly die ; his blood shall be upon him.

46 And the chamber whose pros- 
pect is toward the north is for the 
priests, the keepers of the charge of 
the altar: these are the sons of Za- 
dok among the sons of Levi, which 
come near to the Lord to minister 
unto him. 

47 So he measured the court, an 
hundred cubits long, and an hun- 
dred cubits broad, foursquare; and 
the altar tluxt was before the house. 

48 1 And he brought me to the 
porch of the house, and measured 
each post of the porch, five cubits 
on this side, and five cubits on that 
side: and the bi’eadth of the gate 
was three cubits on this side, and 
three cubits on that side. 

49 The length of the porch was 
twenty cubits, and the breadth eleven 
cubits; and he brought 'me by the 
steps whereby they went up to it : and 
there icere pillars by the posts, one on 
this side, and another on that side. 

CHAPTER XLI. 

The measures, parts, chambers, and ornaments of the 
temple. 

AFTERWARD he brought me to 
aTX the temple, and measured the 
posts, six cubits broad on the one 
side, and six cubits broad on the 
3ther side, which was the breadth 
jf the tabernacle. 

2 And the breadth of the door was 
ten cubits ; and the sides of the door 
were five cubits on the one side, and 
5ve cubits on the other side : and he 


measured the length thereof, forfy 
cubits: and the breadth, twenty cu- 
bits. 

3 Then went he inward, and mea- 
sured the post of the door, two cu- 
bits; and the door, six cubits; and 
the breadth of the door, seven cu- 
bits. 

4 So he measured the length there- 
of, twenty cubits; and the breadth, 
twenty cubits, before the temple : 
and he said unto me. This is the 
most holy place. 

5 After he measured the wall of the 
house, six cubits ; and the breadth of 
every side chamber, four cubits, round 
about the house on every side. 

6 And the side chambers were three, 
one over another, and thirty in order ; 
and they entered into the wall which 
was of the house for the side cham- 
bers round about, that they might 
have hold, but they had not hold in 
the wall of the house. 

7 And there was an enlarging, and 
a winding about still upward to the 
side chambers: for the winding a- 
bout of the house went still upward 
roimd about the house: therelbre 
the breadth of the house teas still 
upward, and so increased from the 
lowest chamber to the highest by the 
midst. 

8 I saw also the height of the house 
round about : the foimdations of the 
side chambers were a full reed of six 
great cubits. 

9 The thickness of the wall, which 
was for the side chamber without, 
'was five cubits: and that which was 
left was the place of the side cham- 
bere that were within. 

10 And between the chambers was 
the wideness of twenty cubits round 
about the house on every side. 

11 And the doors of the side cham- 
bers were toward the place that was 
left, one door toward the north, and 
another door toward the south : and 
the breadth of the place that was 
left was five cubits round about. 

12 Now the building that was before 
the separate place at the end toward 
the west was seventy cubits broad; 
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and the wall of the building was five 
cubits thick round about, and the 
length thereof ninety cubits. 

13 So he measured the house, an 
hundred cubits long; and the sepa- 
rate place, and the building, with the 
walls thereof, an hundred cubits long ; 

14 Also the breadth of the face of 
the house, and of the separate place 
toward the east, an hundred cubits. 

15 And he measured the length of 
the building over against the sepa- 
rate place which was behind it, and 
the galleries thereof on the one side 
and on the other side, an hundred 
cubits, with the inner temple, and 
the porches of the court ; 

16 The door posts, and the narrow 
windows, and the galleries round 
about on their three stories, over 
against the door, cieled with wood 
round about, and from the ground 
up to the windows, and the windows 
were covered ; 

17 To that above the door, even 
unto the inner house, and without, 
and by all the wall round about 
within and without, by measure. 

18 And it was made with cherubims 
and palm trees, so that a palm tree 
iva^ between a cherub and a cherub ; 
and every cherub had two faces ; 

19 So that the face of a man was 
toward the palm tree on the one 
side, and the face of a young lion 
toward the palm tree on the other 
side: it was made through all the 
house round about. 

20 From the ground unto above the 
door were cherubims and palm trees 
made, and on the wall of the temple. 

21 The posts of the temple were 
squared, and the face of the sanc- 
tuary ; the appearance of the one as 
the appearance of the other. 

22 The altar of wood was three cu- 
bits high, and the length thereof two 
cubits ; and the corners thereof, and 
the length thereof and the walls 
thereof, were of wood: and he said 
unto me, This is the table that w be- 
fore the Lord. 

23 And the temple and the sanc- 
tuary had two doors. 


24 And the doors had two leaves Or 
piexe, two turning leaves ; two leaves 
for the one door, and two leaves for 
the other door. 

25 And there were made on them, on 
the doors of the temple, cherubims 
and palm trees, like as were made 
upon the walls ; and there were thick 
planks upon the face of the porch 
without

porch, and upon the side chambers 
of the house, and thick planks. 

CHAPTER XLII.

19 The measures of the outward court. 

T hen he brought me forth into 
the utter court, the way toward 
the north: and he brought me into 
the chamber that was over against 
the separate place, and which ivas 
before the building toward the north. 

2 Before the length of an himdred 
cubits iva,s the north door, and the 
breadth was fifty cubits. 

3 Over against the twenty euhits 
which were for the inner court, and 
over against the pavement which 
ivcm for the utter court, was gallery 
against gallery in three stories. 

4 And before the chambers iva^ a 
walk of ten cubits breadth inward, 
a way of one cubit ; and their doors 
toward the north. 

5 Now the upper chambers were 
shorter : for the galleries were higher 
than these, than the lower, and than 
the middlemost of the building. 

6 For they were in three stories, but 
had not pillars as the pillars of the 
courts : therefore the budding was 
straitened more than the lowest and 
the middlemost from the ground. 

7 And the wall that was without 
over against the chambers, toward 
the utter court on the forepart of 
the chambers, the length thereof was 
fifty cubits. 

8 For the length of the chambers 
that were in the utter court was fifty 
cubits: and, lo, before the temple 
were an hundred cubits. 
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9 And from under these chambers 
was the entry on the east side, as 
one goeth into them from the utter 
court. 

10 The chambers were in the thick- 
ness of the wall of the court toward 
the east, over against the separate 
place, and over against the building. 

11 And the way before them was 
like the appearance of the chambers 
which were toward the north, as long 
as they, and as broad as they: and 
all their goings out were both ac- 
cording to their fashions, and accord- 
ing to their doors. 

12 And according to the doors of 
the chambers that were toward the 
south was a door m the head of the 
way, even the way directly before the 
wail toward the east, as one entereth 
into them. 

13 If Then said he unto me. The 
north chambers and the south cham- 
bers, which are before the separate 
place, they he holy chambers, where 
the priests that approach unto the 
Lord shall eat the most holy things : 
there shall they lay the most holy 
things, and the meat offering, and 
the sin offering, and the trespass 
offering; for the place is holy. 

14 When the priests enter therein, 
then shall they not go out of the 
holy place into the utter court, but 
there they shall lay their garments 
wherein they minister; for they are 
holy; and shall put on other gar- 
ments, and shall approach to those 
things which are for the people. 

15 Now when he had made an end 
of measuring the inner house, he 
brought me forth towai-d the gate 
whose prospect is toward the east, 
and measured it round about. 

IG He measured the east side with 
the measuring reed, five hundi’ed 
reeds, with the measuring reed round 
about. 

17 He measui-ed the north side, five 
hundred reeds, with the 
reed round about. 

18 He measured the south side, five 
hundred reeds, with the measuring 
reed.

19 1 He turned about to the west 
side, and measured five hundred 
reeds with the measuring reed. 

20 He measured it by the four sides : 
it had a wall round about, five hun- 
dred reeds long, and five hundred 
broad, to make a separation between 
the sanctuary and the profane place. 

CHAPTER XLIII.

AFTERWARD he brought me to 
J\. the gate, even the gate that look- 
eth toward the east : 

2 And, behold, the glory of the God 
of Israel came from the way of the 
east: and his voice was like a noise 
of many waters : and the earth shined 
with his ^lory. 

3 And it was according to the ap- 
pearance of the vision which I saw, 
even according to the vision that 1 
saw when I came to destroy the city : 
and the visions were like the vision 
that I saw by the river Chebar ; and 
I fell upon my face. 

4 And the glory of the Lord came 
into the house by the way of the 
gate whose prospect is toward the 
east. 

5 So the spirit took me up, and 
brought me into the inner court; 
and, behold, the glory of the Lord 
filled the house. 

6 And I heard him speaking unto 
me out of the house; and the man 
stood by me. 

7 II And he said unto me, Son of 
man, the place of my throne, and 
the place of the soles of my feet, 
where I will dwell in the midst of 
the children of Israel for ever, and 
my holy name, shall the house of 
Israel no moi*e defile, ‘neither they, 
nor their kings, by their whoredom, 
nor by the carcases of their kings in 
their high places.

14 And from the bottom upon the 
ground even to the lower settle shall 
be two cubits, and the breadth one 
cubit ; and from the lesser settle even 
to the greater settle shall he four 
cubits, and the breadth one cubit. 

15 So the altar shall he four cubits ; 
and from the altar and upward shall 
he four horns. 

16 And the altar shall he twelve 
cubits long, twelve broad, square in 
the four squares thereof. 

17 And the settle shall he fourteen 
cubits long and fourteen broad in the 
four squares thereof ; and the border 
about it shall he half a cubit; and 
the bottom thereof shall he a cubit 
about ; and his stairs shall look to- 
ward the east. 


18 IT And he said unto me, Son of 
man, thus saith the Lord God ; These 
are the ordinances of the altar in 
the day when they shall make it, to 
offer burnt offerings thereon, and to 
sprinkle blood thereon.

24 And thou shaft offer them be- 
fore the Loed, and the priests shall 
cast salt upon them, and they shall 
offer them up for a burnt offering 
unto the Lord. 

25 Seven days shaft thou prepare 
every day a goat for a sin offering : 
they shall also prepare a young bul- 
lock, and a ram out of the flock, 
without blemish. 

26 Seven days shall they purge the 
altar and purify it; and they shall 
consecrate themselves. 

27 And when these days are expir- 
ed, it shall be, that upon the eighth 
day, and so forward, the priests shall 
make yom* burnt ofterings upon the 
altar, and your peace offerings ; and I 
will accept you, saith the Lord God.

and they shall keep my laws and my 
statutes in all mine assemblies ; and 
they shall hallow my sabbaths. 

And they shall come at no dead 
person to defile themselves : but for 
father, or for mother, or for son, or 
for daughter, for brother, or for sis- 
ter that hath had no husband, they 
may defile themselves. 

2G And after he is cleansed, they 
shall reckon imto him seven days. 

27 And in the day that he goeth 
into the sanctuary, unto the inner 
court, to minister in the sanctuary, 
he shall offer his sin offering, saith 
the Lord God. 

28 And it shall be unto them for an 
inheritance : I am their inheritance : 
and ye shall give them no possession 
in Israel : I am their possession.

8 If And by the border of Judah, 
from the east side mito the west 
side, shall be the offering which ye 
shall offer of five and twenty thou- 
sand reeds in breadth, and in length 
as one of the other parts, from the 
east side mito the west side : and the 
sanctuary shall be in the midst of it. 

9 The oblation that ye shall offer 
unto the Lord shall be of five and 
twenty thousand in length, and of 
ten thousand in breadth. 

10 And for them, even for the 
priests, shall be th is holy oblation ; 
toward the north five and twenty 
thousand in length, and toward the 
west ten thousand in breadth, and 
toward the east ten thousand in 
breadth, and toward the south five 
and twenty thousand in length : and 
the sanctuary of the Lord shall be 
in the midst thereof 

11 It shall be for the priests that 
are sanctified of the sons of Zadok ; 
which have kept my charge, which 
went not astray when the children 
of Israel went astray, as the Levites 
w ent astray. 

12 And this oblation of the land 
that is offered shall be unto them 
a thing most holy by the border of 
the Levites. 

13 And over against the border of 
the priests the Levites shall have 
five and twenty thousand in length, 
and ten thousand in breadth : all the 
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length shall he five and twenty thou- 
sand, and the breadth ten thousand. 

14 And they shall not sell of it, 
neither exchange, nor alienate the 
firstfruits of the land : for it is holy 
unto the Lord. 

15 IT And the five thousand, that 
are left in the breadth over against 
the five and twenty thousand, shall 
be a profane place for the city, for 
dwelling, and for suburbs: and the 
city shall be in the midst thereof 

16 And these shall he the measures 
thereof; the north side four thou- 
sand and five hundred, and the south 
side four thousand and five hundred, 
and on the east side four thousand 
and five hundred, and the west side 
four thousand and five hundred. 

17 And the suburbs of the city shall 
be toward the north two hundred 
and fifty, and toward the south two 
hundred and fifty, and toward the 
east two hundred and fifty, and to- 
ward the west two hundred and fifty.

21 IT And the residue shall he for 
the prince, on the one side and on 
the other of the holy oblation, and 
of the possession of the city, over 
against the five and twenty thousand

BOOK OF DANIEL. 


CHAPTER L 

1 Jehoiakim* s captivity, 3 Ashpannz takeih JDaniel, 
Hananiah, Miahad^ and Azariah. 8 Tki^ refusing 
the king*s portion dn prosjwr with pulse and water. 
17 Their excellency in wisdom. 

I N the third year of the reign of 
Jehoiakiin king of Judah came 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon un- 
to Jerusalem, and besieged it. 

2 And the Lord gave Jehoiakim 
king of Judah into his hand, with part 
of the vessels of the house of God: 
which he carried into the land of 
Shinar to the house of his god; and 
he brought the vessels into the trea- 
sure house of his god. 

3 If And the king spake mito Ash- 
penaz the master of his eunuchs, 
that he should bring certain of the 
children of Israel, and of the king’s 
seed, and of the princes; 

4 Children in whom teas no blemish, 
but well favoured, and skilful in all 
wisdom, and cunning in knowledge, 
and understanding science, and such 
as had ability in them to stand in the 
king’s palace, and whom they might 
teach the learning and the tongue of 
the Chaldeans. 

,5 And the king appointed them a 
daily provision of the king’s meat, 
and of the wine which he drank : so 
nourishing them three years, that at 
the end thereof they might stand 
before the king. 

G Now among these were of the 
children of Judah, Daniel, Hananiah, 
Mishael, and xVzariah : 

7 Unto whom the prince of the eu- 
nuchs gave names : for he gave unto 
Daniel the name of Belteshazzar ; and 
to Hananiah, of Shadrach; and to 
Mishael, of Meshach ; and to Azariah, 
of Abed-nego. 

8 If But Daniel purposed in his heart 
that he would not defile himself with 
the [)ortion of the king’s meat, nor 
with the wine which he drank : there- 
fore he requested of the prince of 


the eunuchs that he might not defile 
himself 

9 Now God had brought Daniel in- 
to favour and tender love with the 
prince of the eunuchs. 

10 And the prince of the eunuchs 
said unto Daniel, 1 fear my lord the 
king, who hath appomted your meat 
and your drink: for why should he 
see your faces worse liking than the 
children which are of your sort ? then 
shall ye .make me endanger my head 
to the king. 

11 Then said Daniel to Melzar, whom 
the prince of the eunuchs had set 
over Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and 
Azariah, 

12 Prove thy servants, I beseech 
thee, ten days ; and let them give us 
pulse to eat, and water to drink. 

13 Then let om* comitenances be 
looked upon before thee, and the 
countenance of the children that eat 
of the portion of the king’s meat: and 
as thou seest, deal with thy servants. 

14 So he consented to them in this 
matter, and proved them ten days. 

15 And at the end of ten days 
their countenances appeared fairei* 
and fatter in flesh than all the chil- 
dren which did eat the portion of the 
king’s meat. 

IG Thus Melzar took away the por- 
tion of their meat, and the wine that 
they should drink; and gave them 
pulse. 

17 ^ As for these fom* children, God 
gave them knowledge and skill in 
all learning and wisdom : and Daniel 
had understanding in all visions and 
dreams. 

18 Now at the end of the days that 
the king had said he should bring 
them in, then the prince of the eu- 
nuchs brought them in before Nebu- 
chadnezzar. 

19 And the king communed with 
them ; and among them all was found 
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none like Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, 
and Azariah: therefore stood they 
before the king. 

20 And in all matters of wisdom 
atid understanding, that the king en- 
quired of them, h^e found them ten 
times better than all the magicians 
and astrologers that were in all his 
realm. 

21 And Daniel continued even unto 
the first year of king Cyrus. 

CHAPTER II.

2 In the first year of his reign I 
Daniel understood by books the 
number of the years, whereof the 
word of the Lord came to Jeremiah 
the prophet, that he would accom- 
plish seventy years in the desola- 
tions of Jerusalem.

3 Tell ye your children of it, and 
let your children tell their children, 
and their children another genera- 
tion. 

4 That which the palmerworm hath 
left hath the locust eaten ; and that 
which the locust hath left hath the 
cankei‘worm eaten; and that which 
the cankerworm hath left hath the 
caterpiller eaten. 

6 Awake, ye drunkards, and weep ; 
and howl, all ye drinkers of wine, be- 
cause of the now wine ; for it is cut 
off from your mouth. 

6 For a nation is come up upon my 
land, strong, and without number, 
whose teeth are the teeth of a lion, 
and he hath the cheek teeth of a 
great lion. 

7 He hath laid my vine waste, and 
barked my fig tree: he hath made 
it clean bare, and cast it away ; the 
branches thereof are made white.

14 IF Sanctify ye a fast, call a solemn 
assembly, gather the elders and all 
the inhabitants of the land into the 
house of the Lord your God, and cry 
unto the Lord, 

15 Alas for the day ! for the day of 
the Loud is at hand, and as a de- 
stniction from the Almighty shall it 
come. 

16 Is not the meat cut off before our 
eyes, yea, joy and gladness from the 
house of our God ? 

17 The seed is rotten under their 
clods, the gamers are laid desolate, 
the barns are broken down; for the 
corn is withered. 

18 How do the beasts groan ! the 
herds of cattle are perplexed, be- 
cause they have no pasture ; yea, the 
flocks of sheep are made desolate. 

19 O Lord, to thee will I cry: for 
the fire hath devoured the pastures 
of the wilderness, and the flame hath 
burned all the trees of the field.

darkness, as the morning spread up- 
on the mountains : a great people 
and a strong; there hath not been 
ever the like, neither shall be any 
more after it, even to the years of 
many generations. 

3 A fire devoureth before them ; 
and behind them a flame bumeth: 
the land is as the garden of Eden 
before them, and behind them a de- 
solate wilderness; yea, and nothing 
shall escape them. 

4 The appearance of them is as the 
appearance of horses ; and as horse- 
men, so shall they nm. 

5 Like the noise of chariots on the 
tops of mountains shall they leap, 
like the noise of a flame of fire that 
devoureth the stubble, as a strong 
people set in battle array.

I (rod*8 judgments against the enemies of his people, 
God will he known in his judgment, 18 His bless- 
ing upon the church, 

F or, behold, in those days, and 
in that time, when I shall bring 
again the captivity of Judah and Je- 
rusalem, 

2 I will also g^ather all nations, and 
will bring them down into the valley 
of Jehoshaphat, and will plead with 
them there for my people and for 
my heritage Israel, whom they have 
scattered among the nations, and 
parted my land. 

3 And they have cast lots for my 


people ; and have given a boy for an 
harlot, and sold a girl for wine, that 
they might drink. 

4 Yea, and what have ye to do with 
me, O Tyre, and Zidon, and all the 
coasts of Palestine? will ye render 
me a recompence ? and if ye recom- 
pense me, swiftly and speedily will I 
return your recompence upon your 
own head; 

6 Because ye have taken my silver and 
my gold, and have carried into your 
temples my goodly pleasant things : 

6 The children also of Judah and 
the children of Jerusalem have ye 
sold unto the Grecians, that ye might 
remove them far from their border. 

7 Behold, I will raise them out of 
the place whither ye have sold them, 
and will return your recompence up- 
on your own head : 

8 And I will sell your sons and your 
daughters into the hand of the chil- 
dren of Judah, and they shall sell 
them to the Sabeans, to a people far 
oft' ; for the Lord hath spoken it. 

9 If Proclaim ye this among the 
Gentiles ; Prepare war, wake up the 
mighty men, let all the men of war 
draw near; let them come up: 

10 Beat your plowshares into swords, 
and your pruninghooks into spears: 
let the weak say, I am strong. 

11 Assemble yourselves, and come, 
all ye heathen, and gather yourselves 
together round about : thither cause 
thy mighty ones to come down, O 
Lord. 

12 Let the heathen be wakened, 
and come up to the valley of Jeho 
shaphat : for there will I sit to judge 
all the heathen round about. 

13 Put ye in the sickle, for the har- 
vest is ripe: come, get you down; 
for the press is full, the fats overflow; 
for their wickedness is great. 

14 Multitudes, multitudes in the val- 
ley of decision : for the day of the 
Lord is near in the valley of decision. 

15 The sun and the moon shall be 
darkened, and the stars shall with- 
draw their shining. 

16 The Lord also shall roar out of 
Zion, and utter his voice from Jerusa- 
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lem ; and the heavens and the earth 
shall shake : but the Lord will he the 
hope of his people, and the strength 
of the children of Israel. 

17 So shall ye know that I am the 
Lord your God dwelling in Zion, my 
holy mountain : then shall Jerusalem 
be holy, and there shall no strangers 
pass through her any more. 

18 IT And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the mountains shall 
drop down new wine, and the hills 
shall flow with milk, and all the rivers 
of Judah shall flow with waters, and 


a fountain shall come forth of the 
house of the Lord, and shall water 
the valley of Shittim. 

19 Egypt shall be a desolation, and 
Edom shall be a desolate wilderness, 
for the violence against the children 
of Judah, because they have shed in- 
nocent blood in their land. 

20 But Judah shall dwell for ever, 
and Jerusalem from generation to 
generation, 

21 For I will cleanse their blood that 
I have not cleansed: for the Lord 
dwelleth in Zion. 


AMOS. 


CHAPTER I. 

I Amos sheweth God*s judgment upon Syria, 6 upon the 
Philistines, 9 upon Tyrus, 11 upon Edom, 13 upon 
Ammon. 

T he words of Amos, who was among 
the herdmen of Tekoa, which he 
saw concerning Israel in the days of 
Uzziah king of Judah, and in the 
days of Jeroboam the son of Joash 
king of Israel, two years before the 
earthquake. 

2 And he said, The Lord will roar 
from Zion, and utter his voice from 
Jerusalem; and the habitations of 
the shepherds shall mourn, and the 
top of Carmel shall wither. 

:3 Thus saith the Lord; For three 
transgressions of Damascus, and for 
four, I will not turn away the punish- 
ment thereof ; because they have 
threshed Gilead with threshing in- 
struments of iron : 

4 But I will send a fire into the 
house of Hazael, which shall devour 
the palaces of Ben-hadad. 

o I will break also the bar of Da- 
mascus, and cut oflf the inhabitant 
from the plain of Aven, and him that 
holdeth the sceptre from the house 
of Eden : and the people of Syria 
shall go into captivity unto Kir, saith 
the Lord. 

6 IT Thus saith the Lord ; For three 
transgressions of Gaza, and for fom*, 
I win not turn away the punishment 


thereof; because they carried away 
captive the whole captivity, to deliver 
them up to Edom : 

7 But I will send a fire on the wall of 
Gaza, which shall devour the palaces 
thereof : 

8 And I will cut off the inhabitant 
from Ashdod, and him that holdeth 
the sceptre from Ashkelon, and I will 
turn mine hand against Ekron: and 
the remnant of the Philistines shall 
perish, saith the Lord God. 

9 IT Thus saith the Lord ; For three 
transgressions of Tyrus, and for four, 
I will not turn away the punishment 
thereof; because they delivered up 
the whole captivity to Edom, and re- 
membered not the brotherly cove- 
nant: 

10 But I will send a fire on the waU 
of Tyrus, which shall devour the pa- 
laces thereof. 

11 IT Thus saith the Lord ; For three 
transgressions of Edom, and for four, 
I will not turn away the punishment 
thereof; because he did pursue his 
brother with the sword, and did cast 
oflf all pity, and his anger did tear 
perpetually, and he kept his wrath 
for ever : 

12 But I will send a fire upon Te- 
man, which shall devour the palaces 
of Bozrah. 

13 IT Thus saith the Lord ; For three 
transgressions of the children of Am- 
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mon, and for four, I will not turn away 
the punishm^nit iSxQXQoli', because they 
have ripped up the women with child 
of Gilead, that they might enlarge 
their border : 

14 But I will kindle a fire in the 
wall of Rabbah, and it shall devour 
the palaces thereof, with shouting in 
the day of battle, with a tempest in 
the day of the whirlwind : 

15 And their king shall go into cap- 
tivity, he and his princes together, 
saith the Lord. 


CHAPTER II. 

1 God’s wrath against Moab, 4 upon Judah y 6 and upon 
Israel. 9 God complaineth of their unthankfulness. 

T hus saith the Lord; For three 
transgressions of Moab, and for 
four, I will not turn away the punish- 
ment thereof ; because he burned the 
bones of the king of Edom into lime: 

2 But I will send a fire upon Moab, 
and it shall devour the palaces of 
Kirioth: and Moab shall die with 
tumult, with shouting, and with the 
sound of the trumpet : 

3 iind I will cut off' the judge from 
the midst thereof, and will slay all 
the prmces thereof with him, saith 
the Lord. 

4 IT Thus saith the Lord ; For three 
transgressions of .ludah, and for four, 

I will not turn away the punishment 
thereof ; because they have despised 
the law of the Lord, and have not 
kept his commandments, and their 
lies caused them to err, after the 
which their fathers have walked : 

6 But I will send a fire upon Ju- 
dah, and it shall devour the palaces 
of Jerusalem. 

6 If Thus saith the Lord ; For three 
transgressions of Israel, and for four, 

I will not turn away the punishment 
thereof ; because they sold the righ- 
teous for silver, and the poor for a 
pair of shoes ; 

7 That pant after the dust of the 
earth on the head of the poor, and 
turn aside the way of the meek : and a 
man and his father will go in unto the 
same maid, to profane my holy name: 

8 And they lay themsdves down up- 
on clothes laid to pledge by every

altar, and they drink the wine of the 
condemned in the house of their god. 

9 If Yet destroyed I the Amorite 
before them, whose height was like 
the height of the cedars, and he was 
strong as the oaks ; yet I destroyed 
his fruit from above, and his roots 
from beneath. 

10 Also I brought you up from the 
land of Egypt, and led you forty years 
through the wilderness, to possess the 

j land of the Amorite. 

I 11 And I raised up of your sons for 
' prophets, and of your young men for 
Nazaiites. Is it not even thus, O ye 
children of Israel ? saith the Lord. 

12 But ye gave the Nazarites wine 
to drink; and commanded the pro- 
phets, saying. Prophesy not. 

13 Behold, I am pressed under you, as 
a cart is pressed that is full of sheaves. 

14 Therefore the flight shall perish 
from the swift, and the strong shall 
not strengthen his force, neither shall 
the mighty deliver himself: 

15 Neither shall he stand that hand- 
leth the bow ; and he that is swift of 
foot shall not deliver himself: neither 
shall he that ridcth the horse delivei’ 
himself. 

16 And Iw that is courageous among ' 
the mighty shall flee away naked iji 
that day, saith the Lord. 

CHAPTER in. 

1 The necessity of God’s judgment against Israel, 9 The 
publication of it, with the causes thereof. 

EAR this word that the Lord 
hath spoken against you, () 
children of Israel, against the whole 
family which I brought up from the 
land of Egypt, saying, 

2 You only have I known of all the 
families of the earth : therefore I will 
punish you for all your iniquities. 

3 Can two walk together, except 
they be agreed ? 

4 Will a lion roar in the forest, 
when he hath no prey ? will a young 
lion cry out of his den, if he have 
taken nothing ? 

5 Can a bird fall in a snare upon 
the earth, where no gin is for him ? 
shall one take up a snare from the 
earth, and have taken nothing at all ? 
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6 Shall a trumpet be blown in the 
city, and the people not be afraid? 
shall there be evil in a city, and the 
Lord hath not done it ? 

7 Surely the Lord God will do 
nothing, but he revealeth his secret 
unto his servants the prophets. 

8 The lion hath roared, who will not 
fear ? the Lord Gk)D hath spoken, who 
can but prophesy ? 

9 If Publish in the palaces at Ash- 
dod, and in the palaces in the land 
of Egypt, and say, Assemble your- 
selves upon the mountains of Sama- 
ria and behold the great tumults in 
the midst thereof, and the oppress- 
ed in the midst thereof 

10 For they know not to do right, 
saith the Lord, who store up violence 
and robbery in their palaces. 

11 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; An adversary there shall he even 
round about the land ; and he shall 
bring down thy stren^h from thee, 
and thy palaces shall be spoiled. 

12 Thus saith the Lord; As the 
shepherd taketh out of the mouth 
of the lion two legs, or a piece of 
an ear; so shall the children of Is- 
rael be taken out that dwell in Sa- 
maria in the comer of a bed, and in 
Damascus in a couch. 

13 Hear ye, and testify in the house 
of Jacob, saith the Lord God, the 
God of hosts, 

14 That in the day that I shall visit 
the transgressions of Israel upon him 
I will also visit the altars of Beth-el : 
and the horns of the altar shall be 
cut off, and fall to the ground. 

15 And I will smite the winter 
house with the summer house ; and 
the houses of ivory shall perish, and 
the great houses shall have an end, 
.saith the Lord. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 He reproveth Israel for oppression j 4 for idolatry. 

6 and for their mcorrigihleness, 

H ear this word, ye kine of Ba- 
shan, that are in the mountain 
of Samaria, which oppress the poor, 
which crush the needy, which say to 
their masters. Bring, and let us drink. 
2 The Lord God hath sworn by his 


holiness, that, lo, the days shall come 
upon you, that he will take you away 
with hooks, and your posterity with 
fishhooka 

3 And ye shall go out at the 
breaches, every cow at that which is 
before her; and ye shall cast them 
into the palace, saith the Lord. 

4 If Come to Beth-el, and transgress ; 
at Gilgal mviltiply transgression ; and 
bring your sacrifices every morning, 
and your tithes after three years : 

5 And offer a sacrifice of thanks- 
giving with leaven, and proclaim and 
publish the free offerings: for this 
liketh you, O ye children of Israel, 
saith the Lord God. 

6 If And I also have given you clean- 
ness of teeth in all your cities, and 
want of bread in all your places : yet 
have ye not returned unto me, saith 
the Lord. 

7 And also I have withholden the rain 
from you, when there were yet three 
months to the harvest : and I caused 
it to rain upon one city, and caused it 
not to rain upon another city: one 
piece was rained upon, and the piece 
whereupon it rained not withered. 

8 So two or three cities wandered 
unto one city, to drink water ; but they 
were not satisfied: yet have ye not 
returned unto me, saith the Lord. 

9 I have smitten you with blasting 
and mildew : when your gardens and 
your vineyards and your fig trees and 
your olive trees increased, the palmer- 
worm devoured them: yet have ye 
not returned imto me, saith the Lord. 

10 I have sent among you the pes- 
tilence after the manner of Egypt: 
your young men have I slain with the 
swora, and have taken away your 
horses; and I have made the stink 
of your camps to come up unto your 
nostrils: yet have ye not returned 
unto me, saith the Lord. 

11 I have overthrown some of you, 
as God overthrew Sodom and Go- 
morrah, and ye were as a firebrand 
plucked out of the burning : yet have 
ye not returned unto me, saith the 
Lord. 

12 Therefore thus will I do unto 
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thee, O Israel : and because I will do 
this unto thee, prepare to meet thy 
God, O Israel. 

13 For, lo, he that formeth the 
mountains, and createth the wind, 
and declareth unto man what is his 
thought, that maketh the morning 
darkness, and treadeth upon the high 
places of the earth, The Lord, The 
God of hosts, is his name. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 A lamentation for Israel. 4 An exhortation to repent- 
ance. 21 God rejecteth their hypocritical service. 

H ear ye this word which I take 
up against you, even a lamen- 
tation, O house of Israel. 

2 The virgin of Israel is fallen ; she 
shall no more rise: she is forsaken 
upon her land ; there is none to raise 
her up. 

3 For thus saith the Lord God; The 
city that went out by a thousand shall 
leave an hundred, and that which went 
forth by an hundred shall leave ten, 
to the house of Israel. 

4 IT For thus saith the Lord unto 
the house of Israel, Seek ye me, and 
ye shall live : 

5 But seek not Beth-el, nor enter 
into Gilgal, and pass not to Beer- 
sheba : for Gilgal shall surely go into 
captivity, and. Beth-el shall come to 
nought. 

6 Seek the Lord, and ye shall live ; 
lest he break out like fire in the 
house of Joseph, and devour it, and 
there be none to quench it in Beth-el. 

7 Ye who turn judgment to worm- 
wood, and leave off righteousness in 
the earth, 

8 Seek him that maketh the seven 
.stars and Orion, and tumeth the sha- 
dow of death into the morning, and 
maketh the day dark with night : that 
dalleth for the waters of the sea, and 
poureth them out upon the face of 
the earth : The Lord is his name : 

9 That strengtheneth the spoiled 
against the strong, so that the spoil- 
ed shall come against the fortress. 

10 They hate him that rebuketh in 
the gate, and they abhor him that 
speaketh uprightly. 

11 Forasmuch therefore as your 
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treading is upon the poor, and ye 
take from him burdens of wheat : ye 
have built houses of hewn stone, but 
ye shall not dwell in them ; ye have 
planted pleasant vineyards, but ye 
shall not drink wine of them. 

12 For I know your manifold trans- 
gressions and your mighty sins : they 
afflict the just, they take a bribe, and 
they turn aside the poor in the gate 
from their right. 

13 Therefore the prudent shall keej) 
silence in that time ; for it is an evil 
time. 

14 Seek good, and not evil, that ye 
may live: and so the Lord, the God 
of hosts, shall be with you, as ye have 
spoken. 

15 Hate the evil, and love the good, 
and establish judgment in the gate : 
it may be that the Lord God of hosts 
will be gracious unto the remnant of 
Joseph. 

16 Therefore the Lord, the God of 
hosts, the Lord, saith thus ; Wailing 
shall be in all streets ; and they shall 
say in all the highways, Alas ! alas ! 
and they shall call the husbandman 
to mourning, and such as are skilful 
of lamentation to wailing. 

17 And in all vineyards shall be 
wailing : for I will pass through thee, 
saith the Lord. 

18 Woe unto you that desire the 
day of the Lord ! to what end is it for 
you? the day of the Lord 'is dark- 
ness, and not light. 

19 As if a man did flee from a lion, 
and a bear met him; or went into 
the house, and leaned his hand on 
the wall, and a serpent bit him. 

20 Shall not the day of the Lord be 
darkness, and not light? even very 
dark, and no brightness in it ? 

21 IT I hate, I despise your feast days, 
and I will not smell in your solemn 
assemblies. 

22 Though ye ofier me burnt offer- 
ings and your meat offerings, I will not 
accept them : neither will I regard the 
peace offerings of your fat beasts. 

23 Take thou away from me the 
noise of thy songs ; for I will not hear 
the melody of thy viols. 
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is threatened. 


24 But let judgment run down as 
waters, and righteousness as a mighty 
stream. 

25 Have ye offered unto me sacri- 
fices and offerings in the wilderness 
forty years, O house of Israel ? 

26 But ye have borne the taberna- 
cle of your Moloch and Chiun your 
images, the star of your god, which 
ye made to yourselves. 

27 Therefore will I cause you to go 
into captivity beyond Damascus, saith 
the Lord, whose name is The God of 
hosts. 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 The wantonness of Israef 7 shall be plagued with 
desolation^ \2 and their incorrigibleness. 

W OE to them that are at ease in 
Zion, and trust in the mountain 
of Samaria, which are named chief 
of the nations, to whom the house of 
Israel came ! 

2 Pass ye unto Calneh, and see ; and 
from thence go ye to Hamath the 
great: then go down to Gath of the 
Philistines : he they better than these 
kingdoms ? or their border greater 
than your border ? 

3 Ve that put far away the evil day, | 
and cause the seat of violence to ' 


remain ten men in one house, that 
they shall die. 

10 And a man’s uncle shall take him 
up, and he that burneth him, to bring 
out the bones out of the house, and 
shall say unto him that is by the sides 
of the house. Is there yet any with 
thee ? and he shall say. No. Then 
shall he say. Hold thy tongue: for 
we may not make mention of the 
name of the Lord. 

11 For, behold, the Lord command- 
eth, and he will smite the great house 
with breaches, and the little house 
with clefts. 

12 IF Shall horses run upon the 
rock ? will one plow there with oxen ? 
for ye have turned judgment into 
gall, and the fruit of righteousness 
into hemlock : 

13 Ye which rejoice in a thing of 
nought, which say. Have we not taken 
to us horns by our own strength ? 

14 But, behold, I will raise up against 
you a nation, O house of Israel, saith 
the Lord the God of hosts ; and they 
shall afflict you from the entering in 
of Hemath unto the river of the wil- 
derness. 

CHAPTER VII. 


come near; 

4 That lie upon beds of ivory, and 
stretch themselves upon their couch- 
es, and eat the lambs out of the flock, 
and the calves out of the midst of 
the stall ; 

5 That chant to the sound of the 
viol, and invent to themselves instru- 
ments of musick, like David ;

T hus hath the Lord God shewed 
unto me ; and, behold, he formed 
grasshoppers in the beginning of the 
shooting up of the latter growth;

2 And it came to pass, that when 
they had made an end of eating the 
grass of the land, then I said, O 
Lord God, forgive, I beseech thee: 
by whom shall Jacob arise ? for he is 
small. 

3 The Lord repented for this: It 
shall not be, saith the Lord. 

4 IF Thus hath the Lord God shewed 
unto me : and, behold, the Lord God 
called to contend by fire, and it de- 
voured the great deep, and did eat 
up a part. 

5 Then said 1, O Lord GrOD, cease, I 
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Amaziah's judgment. AMO 

beseech thee: by whom shall Jacob 
arise ? for he is small. 

6 The Lord repented for this : This 
also shall not be, saith the Lord God. 

f Thus he shewed me: and, be- 
hold, the Lord stood upon a wall 
made by a plumbline, with a plumb- 
line in his hand. 

8 And the Lord said unto me, 
Amos, what seest thou? And I said, 
A plumbline. Then said the Lord, 
Behold, I will set a plumbline in the 
midst of my people Israel : I will not 
again pass by them any more : 

9 And the high places of Isaac shall 
be desolate, and the sanctuaries of 
Israel shall be laid waste ; and I will 
rise against the house of Jeroboam 
with the sword. 

10 IT Then Amaziah the priest of 
Beth-el sent to Jeroboam king of 
Israel, saying, Amos hath conspired 
against thee in the midst of the 
house of Israel : the land is not able 
to bear all his words. 

11 For thus Amos saith, Jeroboam 
shall die by the sword, and Israel 
shall surely be led away captive out 
of their own land. 

12 Also Amaziah said unto Amos, 
O thou seer, go, flee thee away into 
the land of Judah, and there eat 
bread, and prophesy there : 

13 But prophesy not again any more 
at Beth-el : for it is the king’s chapel, 
and it is the king’s court. 

14 IT Then answered Amos, and said 
to Amaziah, I was no prophet, nei- 
ther was I a prophet’s son; but I 
was an herdman, and a gatherer of 
sycomore fruit : 

15 And the Lord took me as I fol- 
lowed the flock, and the Lord said 
imto me. Go, prophesy unto my peo- 
ple Israel. 

16 IT Now therefore hear thou the 
word of the Lord: Thou sayest. 
Prophesy not against Israel, and 
drop not thy word against the house 
of Isaac. 

17 Therefore thus saith the Lord; 
Thy wife shall be an harlot in the 
city, and thy sons and thy daugh- 
ters shall fall by the sword, and thy

land shall be divided by line; and 
thou shalt die in a polluted land: 
and Israel shall surely go into cap- 
tivity forth of his land. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

1 By a basket of summer fruit is shewed the propin- 
quity of Israelis end. 4 Oppression is reproved. 11 
A famine of the word threatened. 

T hus hath the Lord God shewed 
unto me: and behold a basket 
of summer fruit. 

2 And he said, Amos, what seest 
thou ? And I said, A basket of sum- 
mer fruit. Then said the Lord unto 
me, The end is come upon my peo- 
ple of Israel ; I will not again pass 
by them any more. 

3 And the songs of the temple 
shall be bowlings in that day, saith 
the Lord God: there shall he many 
dead bodies in every place; they 
shall cast them forth with silence. 

4 f Hear this, O ye that swallow up 
the needy, even to make the poor of 
the land to fail, 

5 Saying, When will the new moon 
be gone, that we may sell corn ? and 
the sabbath, that we may set forth 
wheat, making the ephah small, and 
the shekel great, and falsifying the 
balances by deceit ? 

6 That we may buy the poor for 
silver, and the needy for a pair of 
shoes ; yea, and sell the refuse of the 
wheat ? 

7 The Lord hath sworn by the ex- 
cellency of Jacob, Surely I will never 
forget any of their works. 

8 Shall not the land tremble for 
this, and every one mourn that 
dwelleth therein? and it shall rise 
up wholly as a flood; and it shall 
be cast out and drowned, as by the 
flood of Egypt. 

9 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, saith the Lord God, that I will 
cause the sun to go down at noon, 
and I will darken the earth in the 
clear day : 

10 And I will turn your feasts into 
mourning, and all your songs into la- 
mentation ; and I will bring up sack- 
cloth upon all loins, and baldness 
upon eveiy head ; and I will make it

as the mourning of an only son, and 
the end thereof as a bitter day. 

11 If Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord God, that I will send a 
famine in the land, not a famine of 
bread, nor a thirst for water, but of 
hearing the words of the Lord : 

12 And they shall wander from sea 
to sea, and from the north even to 
the east, they shall run to and fro 
to seek the word of the Lord, and 
shall not find it. 

13 In that day shall the fair virgins 
and young men faint for thirst. 

14 They that swear by the sin of 
Samaria, and say. Thy god, O Dan, 
liveth; and. The manner of Beer- 
sheba liveth ; even they shall fall, 
and never rise up again. 

CHAPTER IX. 

I certainty of the desolation, 11 The, restoring of 

the tabernacle of David. 

I SAW the Lord standing upon 
the altar : and he said. Smite 
the lintel of the door, that the posts 
may shake: and cut them in the 
head, all of them ; and I will slay the 
last of them with the sword : he that 
fleeth of them shall not flee away, and 
he that escapeth of them shall not be 
delivered. 

2 Though they dig into hell, thence 
shall mine hand take them ; though 
they climb up to heaven, thence will 
I bring them down : 

3 And though they hide themselves 
in the top of Carmel, I will search 
and take them out thence ; and 
though they be hid from my sight 
in the bottom of the sea, thence will 
I command the serpent, and he shall 
bite them : 

4 And though they go into capti- 
vity before their enemies, thence will 
I command the sword, and it shall 
slay them : and I will set mine eyes 
upon them for evil, and not for good. 
5 And the Lord God of hosts is he 
that toucheth the land, and it shall 
melt, and all that dwell therein shall 
mourn: and it shall rise up wholly 
like a flood; and shall be drowned, 
as by the flood of Egypt. 


Q It IS he that buildeth his stories 
in the heaven, and hath founded his 
troop in the earth; he that calleth 
for the waters of the sea, and pour- 
eth them out upon the face of the 
earth : The Lord is his name. 

7 Are ye not as children of the 
Ethiopians unto me, O children of 
Israel? saith the Lord. Have not 
I brought up Israel out of the land 
of Egypt? and the Philistines from 
Caphtor, and the Syrians from Kir ? . 

8 Behold, the eyes of the Lord God 
are upon the sinful kingdom, and I 
will destroy it from oft’ the face of 
the earth; saving that I will not 
utterly destroy the house of Jacob, 
saith the Lord. 

9 For, lo, I will command, and I will 
sift the house of Israel among all na- 
tions, like as corn is sifted in a sieve, 
yet shall not the least grain fall upon 
the earth. 

10 All the sinners of my people shall 
die by the sword, which say. The evil 
shall not overtake nor prevent us. 

11 IT In that day will 1 raise up the 
tabernacle of David that is fallen, and 
close up the breaches thereof; and 
I will raise up his ruins, and I will 
build it as in the days of old : 

12 That they may possess the rem- 
nant of Edom, and of all the heathen, 
which are called by my name, saith 
the Lord that doeth this. 

13 Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that the plowman shall over- 
take the reaper, and the treader of 
grapes him that soweth seed; and 
the mountains shall drop sweet wine, 
and all the hills shall melt. 

14 And I will bring again the cap- 
tivity of my people of Israel, and 
they shall build the waste cities, and 
inhabit them; and they shall plant 
vineyards, and drink the wine there- 
of ; they shall also make gardens, and 
eat the fruit of them. 

15 And I will plant them upon their 
land, and they shall no more be 
pulled up out of their land which I 
have given them, saith the Lord thy 
God 
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OBADIAH 


1 The deBtruction of Edom, S for their pinde, 10 and 
for their wrong unto Jacob, 17 The mlvation and 
victory of Jacot), 

T he vision of Obadiah. Thus 
saith the Lord God concerning 
Edom ; We have heard a rumour 
from the Lord, and an ambassador 
is sent among the heathen, Arise 
ye, and let us rise up against her 
in battle. 

2 Behold, I have made thee small 
among the heathen: thou art great- 
ly despised. 

3 If The pride of thine heart hath 
deceived thee, thou that dwellest in 
the clefts of the rock, whose habita- 
tion is high ; that saith in his heart. 
Who shsll bring me down to the 
ground ? 

4 Though thou exalt thysdf as the 
eagle, and though thou set thy nest 
among the stars, thence will I bring 
thee down, saith the Lord. 

6 If thieves came to thee, if rob- 
bers by night, (how art thou cut off!) 
would they not have stolen till they 
had enough? if the grapegatherers 
came to thee, would they not leave 
some grapes ? 

6 How are the things of Esau 
searched out ! how are his hidden 
things sought up! 

7 .fill the men of thy confederacy 
have brought thee even to the bor- 
der: the men that were at peace 
with thee have deceived thee, and 
prevailed agauist thee ; they that eat 
thy bread have laid a wound under 
thee : there is none understanding in 
him. 

8 Shall I not in that day, saith the 
Lord, even destroy the wise men out 
of Edom, and imderstanding out of 
the mount of Esau ? 

9 And thy mighty mm, O Teman, 
shall be dismayed, to the end that 
every one of the mount of Esau may 
be cut off by slaughter. 

10 t For tJiy violence against thy 
brother Jacob shame shall cover thee, 
and thou shalt be cut off for ever. 


11 In the day that thou stoodest 
on the other side, in the day that 
the strangers carried away captive 
his forces, and foreigners entered 
into his gates, and cast lots upon 
Jerusalem, even thou wa^t as one 
of them. 

12 But thou shouldest not have 
looked on the day of thy brother in 
the day that he became a stranger ; 
neither shouldest thou have rejoiced 
over the children of Judah in the day 
of their destruction; neither should- 
est thou have spoken proudly in the 
day of distress. 

13 Thou shouldest not have enter- 
ed into the gate of my people in 
the day of their calamity ; yea, thou 
shouldest not have looked on their 
affliction in the day of their calamity, 
nor have laid hands on their sub- 
stance in the day of their calamity ; 

14 Neither shouldest thou have stood 
in the crossway, to cut off those of 
his that did escape ; neither should- 
est thou have delivered up those of 
his that did remain in the day of 
distress. 

16 For the day of the Lord is near 
upon all the heathen: as thou hast 
done, it shall be done unto thee: 
thy reward shall return upon thine 
own head. 

16 For as ye have drunk upon my 
holy mountain, so shall all the hea- 
then drink continually, yea, they shall 
drink, and they shall swallow down, 
and they shall be as though they had 
not been. 

17 1! But upon mount Zion shall be 
deliverance, and there shall be holi- 
ness; and the house of Jacob shall 
possess their possessions. 

18 And the house of Jacob shall 
be a fire, and the house of Joseph 
a flame, and the house of Esau for 
stubble, and they shall kindle in 
them, and devour them ; and there 
shall not be any remaining of the 
house of Esau; for the Lord hath 
spoken it.

19 And they of the south shall pos- 
sess the mount of Esau; and they 
of the plain the Philistines : and they 
shall possess the fields of Ephraim, 
and the fields of Samaria : and Ben- 
jamin shall possess Gilead.

CHAPTER I. 

1 Jonah y sent to Nineveh y fleeth to Tarshish, 4 He is 
bewrayed by a tempeM, 11 thrown into the sea^ 17 and 
swallowed by a flsh. 

"Vr OW the word of the Lord came 
J3I unto Jonah the son of Amittai, 
saying, 

2 Arise, go to Nineveh, that great 
city, and cry against it; for their 
wickedness is come \ip before me. 

3 But Jonah rose up to fiee unto 
Tarshish from the presence of the 
Lord, and went down to Joppa ; and 
be found a ship going to Tarshish : 
so he paid the fare thereof, and went 
down into it, to go with them unto 
Tarshish from the pi'esence of the 
Lord. 

4 If But the Lord sent out a great 
wind into the sea, and there was a 
mighty tempest in the sea, so that 
the ship was like to be broken. 

5 Then the mariners were afraid, 
and cried every man unto his god, 
and cast forth the wares that were 
in the ship into the sea, to lighten it 
of them. But Jonah was gone down 
into the sides of the ship; and he 
lay, and was fast asleep. 

C So the shipmaster came to him, 
and said unto him. What meanest 
thou, O sleeper ? arise, call upon thy 
God, if so be that God will think 
upon us, that we perish not. 

7 And they said every one to his 
fellow. Come, and let us cast lots, 
that we may know for whose cause 
this evil is upon us. So they cast 
lots, and the lot fell upon Jonah. 

8 Then said they unto him. Tell us, 


we pray thee, for whose cause this 
evil is upon us ; What is thine occu- 
pation? and whence comest thou? 
what is thy country? and of what 
people art thou ? 

9 And he said unto them, I am an 
Hebrew; and I fear the Lord, the 
God of heaven, which hath made 
the sea and the dry land. 

10 Then were the men exceedingly 
afraid, and said unto him. Why hast 
thou done this ? For the men knew 
that he fied Irom the presence of the 
Lord, because he had told them. 

11 If Then said they unto him. What 
shall we do unto thee, that the sea 
may be calm unto us? for the sea 
wrought, and was tempestuous. 

12 And he said unto them. Take 
me up, and cast me forth into the 
sea; so shall the sea be calm unto 
you: for I know that for my sake 
this great tempest is upon you. 

13 Nevertheless the men rowed 
hard to bring it to the land ; but 
they could not : for the sea wrought, 
and was tempestuous against them. 

14 Wherefore they cried unto the 
Lord, and said. We beseech thee, 
O Lord, we beseech thee, let us not 
perish for this man’s life, and lay 
not upon us innocent blood: for 
thou, O Lord, hast done as it pleas- 
ed thee. 

16 So they took up Jonah, and cast 
him forth into the sea : and the sea 
ceased from her raging. 

16 Then the men feared the Lord 
exceedingly, and offered a sacrifice 
xmto the Lord, and made vows. 
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prayer of Jonah. JONAH, II. The NinevUes r^entance. 


17 ^ Now the Lord had prepared 
a great fish to swallow up Jonah. 
And Jonah was in the belly of the 
fish three days and three nights. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 Tht prayer of Jonah. 10 He is delivered from 
the fish. 

T hen Jonah prayed unto the 
Lord his God out of the fish’s 
belly, 

2 And said, I cried by reason of 
mine affliction unto the Lord, and 
he heard me ; out of the belly of hell 
cried I, and thou heardest my voice. 
3 For thou hadst cast me into the 
deep, in the midst of the seas; and 
the floods compassed me about : all 
thy billows and thy waves passed 
over me. 

4 Then I said, I am cast out of thy 
sight; yet I will look again toward 
thy holy temple. 

5 The waters compassed me about, 
eom to the soul: the depth closed 
me round about, the weeds were 
wrapped about my head. 

6 1 went down to the bottoms of 
the mountains; the earth with her 
bars was about me for ever: yet 
hast thou brought up my life from 
corruption, O Lord my God. 

7 When my soul fainted within me 
I remembered the Lord: and my 
rayer came in unto thee, into thine 
oly temple. 

8 They that observe lying vanities 
forsake their o^m mercy. 

9 But I will sacrifice unto thee with 
the voice of thanksgiving ; I will paj^ 
that that I have vowed. Salvation is 
of the Lord. 


3 So Jonah arose, and went unto 
Nineveh, according to the word of 
the Lord. Now Nineveh was an ex- 
ceeding great city of three days’ 
journey. 

4 And Jonah began to enter into 
the city a day’s journey, and he 
cried, and said. Yet forty days, and 
Nineveh shall be overthrown. 

5 IT So the people of Nineveh believ- 
ed God, and proclaimed a fast, and 
put on sackcloth, from the ^eatest 
of them even to the least of them. 

6 For word came unto the king 
of Nineveh, and he arose from his 
throne, and he laid his robe from 
him, and covered him with sack- 
cloth, and sat in ashes. 

7 And he caused it to be proclaim- 
ed and published through Nineveh 
by the decree of the king and his 
nobles, saying, Let neither man nor 
beast, herd nor flock, taste any thing : 
let them not feed, nor drink water : 

8 But let man and beast be cover- 
ed with sackcloth, and cry mightily 
unto God : yea, let them turn every 
one from his evil way, and from the 
violence that is in their hands. 

9 Who can tell if God will turn and 
repent, and turn away from his fierce 
anger, that we perish not ? 

10 IT And God saw their works, that 
they turned from their evil way ; and 
God repented of the evil, that he had 
said that he would do unto them ; 
and he did it not. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 Jonah, rrphnng at God's mercy y 4 is reproved tty the 
type of a gourd. 


10 And the Lord spake unto the 
fish, and it vomited out Jonah upon 
the dry land. 


CHAPTER III. 


1 Jonahy sent again, preacheth to the Niuevites. 5 Upon 
their repentance, 10 God repenteth. 


A nd the word of the Lord came 
. imto Jonah the second time, 


saying, 

2 Arise, go unto Nineveh, that great 
city, and preach unto it the preach- 
ing that I bid thee. 


B ut it displeased Jonah exceed- 
ingly, and he was very angry. 

2 And he prayed unto the Lord, 
and said, I pray thee, O Lord, was 
not this my saying, when I was yet 
in my country ? Therefore I fled be- 
fore unto Tarshish : for I knew that 
thou art a gracious God, and merci- 
ful, slow to anger, and of great kind- 
ness, and repentest thee of the evil. 

3 Therefore now, O Lord, take, I 
beseech thee, my life from me ; for 
it is better for me to die than to live.

4 IT Then said the Lord, Doest thou 
well to be angry ? 

5 So Jonah went out of the city, 
and sat on the east side of the city, 
and there made him a booth, and 
sat under it in the shadow, till he 
might see what would become of the 
city. 

6 And the Lord God prepared a 
gourd, and made it to come up over 
Jonah, that it might be a shadow 
over his head, to deliver him from his 
grief So Jonah was exceeding glad 
of the gourd. 

7 But God prepared a worm when 
the morning rose the next day, and 
it smote the gourd that it witliered. 

8 And it came to pass, when the 
sun did arise, that God prepared a 
vehement east wind; and the sim 


beat upon the head of Jonah, that he 
faintecf and wished in himself to die, 
and said, It is better for me to die 
than to live. 

9 And God said to Jonah, Doest 
thou well to be angry for the gourd ? 
And he said, I do well to be angry, 
eoe^i unto death.

11 And should not I spare Nineveh, 
that great city, wherein are more 
than sixscore thousand persons that 
cannot discern between their right 
hand and their left hand ; and also 
much cattle ?

CHAPTER I. 


1 Micah fihewetk the wrath of God ayaimt Jacob for 
idolatry. 10 Heexhorteth to mourning. 

T he word of the Lord that came 
to Micah the Morasthite in the 
days of Jotham, Ahaz, and Heze- 
kiah, kings of Judah, which he saw 
concerning Samaria and Jerusalem. 

2 Hear, all ye people; hearken, O 
earth, and all that therein is : and 
let the Lord God be witness against 
you, the Lord from his holy temple. 

3 For, behold, the Lord cometh 
forth out of his place, and will come 
down, and tread upon the high places 
of the earth. 

4 And the mountains shall be mol- 
ten under him, and the valleys shall 
be cleft, as wax before the fire, and 
as the waters that are poured down a 
steep place. 

5 For the transgression of Jacob is 
all this, and for the sins of the house 
of Israel. What is the transgression 
of Jacob? is it not Samaria? and 
what are the high places of Judah ? 
are they not Jerusalem? 


6 Therefore I will make Samaria as 
an heap of the field, and as plant- 
ings of a vineyard : and I will pour 
down the stones thereof into the 
valley, and I will discover the foun- 
dations thereof. 

7 And all the graven images thereof 
shall be beaten to pieces, and all the 
hires thereof shall be burned with 
the fire, and all the idols thereof will 
I lay desolate : for she gathered it of 
the hire of an harlot, and they shall 
return to the hire of an harlot. 

8 Therefore I Avill wail and howl, 
I will go stripped and naked ; I will 
make a wailing like the dragons, and 
mourning as the owls. 

9 For her wound is incurable ; for 
it is come unto Judah; he is come 
unto the gate of my people, even to 
Jerusalem. 

10 If Declare ye it not at Gath, weep 
ye not at all : in the house of Aphrah 
roll thyself in the dust. 

11 Pass ye away, thou inhabitant 
of Saphir, having thy shame naked : 
the inhabitant of 2^anan came not 
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Against oppression. MIC AH, II. A promise of restoratiML 


forth in the mourning of Beth-ezel ; 
he shall receive of you his stand- 
ing. 

12 For the inhabitant of Maroth 
waited carefuUy for good: but evil 
came down from the Lord unto the 
gate of Jerusalem. 

13 O thou inhabitant of Lachish, 
bind the chariot to the swift beast : 
she is the beginning of the sin to 
the daughter of Zion : for the trans- 
gressions of Israel were found in thee. 

14 Therefore shalt thou give pre- 
sents to Moresheth-gath : the houses 
of Achzib shall he a lie to the kings 
of Israel. 

15 Yet will I bring an heir unto 
thee, O inhabitant of Mareshah: he 
shall come unto Adullam the glory 
of Israel. 

16 Make thee bald, and poll thee 
for thy delicate children ; enlarge thy 
baldness as the eagle ; for they are 
gone into captivity from thee. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 Against oppression. 4 A lamentation. 7 A reproof 

of injustice and idolatry. \2 A promise of restoring 

Jacob. 

W OE to them that devise ini- 
quity, and work evil upon 
their bedsl when the morning is 
light, they practise it, because it is 
in the power of their hand. 

2 And they covet fields, and take 
them by violence; and houses, and 
take them away: so they oppress a 
man and his house, even a man and 
his heritage. 

3 Therefore thus saith the Lord; 
Behold, against this family do I de- 
vise an evil, from which ye shall not 
remove your necks ; neither shall ye 
go haughtily : for this time is evil. 

4 If In that day shall one take up a 
parable against you, and lament with 
a doleful lamentation, and say. We 
be utterly spoiled : he hath changed 
the portion of my people : how hath 
he removed it from mel turning 
away he hath divided our fields. 

5 Therefore thou shalt have none 
that shall cast a cord by lot in the 
congregation of the Lord. 

6 Prophesy ye not, say they to them 


that prophesy: they shall not pro- 
phesy to them, that they shall not 
take shame. 

7^0 thou that art named the house 
of Jacob, is the spirit of the Lord 
straitened ? are these his doings ? do 
not my words do good to him that 
walketh uprightly ? 

8 Even of late my people is risen 
up as an enemy: ye pull off the 
robe with the garment from them 
that pass by securely as men averse 
from war. 

9 The women of my people have ye 
cast out from their pleasant houses ; 
from their children have ye taken 
away my glory for ever. 

10 Arise ye, and depart; for this 
is not your rest: because it is pol- 
luted, it shall destroy you, even with 
a sore destruction. 

11 If a man walking in the spirit 
and falsehood do lie, saying, I will 
prophesy unto thee of wine and of 
strong drink; he shall even be the 
prophet of this people. 

12 If I will surely assemble, O Ja- 
cob. all of thee; I will surely ga- 
ther the remnant of Israel ; I will 
put them together as the sheep of 
Bozrah, as the flock in the midst of 
their fold: they shall make great 
noise by reason of the multitude of 
men. 

13 The breaker is come up before 
them : they have broken up, and 
have passed through the gate, and 
are gone out by it: and their king 
shall pass before them, and the Lord 
on the head of them. 

CHAPTER HI. 

1 The cruelty of the pi'inces. 5 The falsehood of the 
prop^ts. 8 The security of them both. 

A nd I said. Hear, I pray you, O 
L. heads of Jacob, and ye princes 
of the house of Israel ; Is it not for 
you to know judgment ? 

2 Who hate the good, and love the 
evil; who pluck ofi* their skin from 
oflT them, and their flesh from oflT 
their bones; 

3 Who also eat the flesh of my 
people, and flay their skin from on 
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Falsehood of the prophets. 

them ; and they break their bones, 
and chop them in pieces, as for the 
pot, and as flesh within the caldron. 

4 Then shall they cry unto the 
Lord, but he will not hear them : he 
will even hide his face from them 
at that time, as they have behaved 
themselves ill in their doings. 

5 H Thus saith the Lord concerning 
the prophets that make my people 
err, that bite with their teeth, and 
cry. Peace ; and he that putteth not 
into their mouths, they even prepare 
war against him. 

6 Therefore night shall he unto you, 
that ye shall not have a vision; and 
it shall be dark imto you, that ye 
shall not divine ; and the sun shall 
go down over the prophets, and the 
day shall be dark over them. 

7 Then shall the seers be ashamed, 
and the diviners confounded: yea, 
they shall all cover their lips; for 
there is no answer of God. 

8 If But truly I am full of power 
by the spirit of the Lord, and of 
judgment, and of might, to declare 
unto Jacob his transgression, and to 
Israel his sin. 

9 Hear this, I pray you, ye heads of 
the house of Jacob, and princes of 
the house of Israel, that abhor judg- 
ment, and pervert all equity. 

10 They build up Zion with blood, 
and Jerusalem with iniquity. 

11 The heads thereof judge for re- 
ward, and the priests thereof teach 
for hire, and the prophets thereof 
divine for money : yet will they lean 
upon the Lord, and say, Ts not the 
Lord among us ? none evil can come 
upon us. 

12 Therefore shall Zion for your 
sake be plowed ow a field, and Jeru- 
salem shall become heaps, and the 
mountain of the house as the high 
places of the forest. 

CHAPTER IV. 

t The glory, 3 peace, 8 kingdom, 1 1 and victory of the 
church. 

B ut in the last days it shall come 
to pass, that the mountain of 
the house of the Lord shall be esta-

blished in the top of the mountains, 
and it shall be exalted above the 
hills ; and people shall flow unto it 

2 And many nations shall come, 
and say. Come, and let us go up to 
the mountain of the Lord, and to 
the house of the God of Jacob ; and 
he will teach us of his ways, and we 
will walk in his paths : for the law 
shall go forth of Zion, and the word 
of the Lord from Jerusalem. 

3 If And he shall judge among 
many people, and rebuke strong na- 
tions afar off ; and they shall beat 
their swords into plowshares, and 
their spears into pruninghooks : na- 
tion shall not lift up a sword against 
nation, neither shall they learn war 
any more. 

4 But they shall sit every man mi- 
der his vine and under his fig tree ; 
and none shall make them afraid: 
for the mouth of the Lord of hosts 
hath spoken it. 

5 For all people will walk every 
one in the name of his god, and we 
will walk in the name of the Lord 
our God for ever and ever. 

6 In that day, saith the Lord, will 
I assemble her that halteth, and I 
will gather her that is driven out, 
and her that I have afflicted ; 

7 And I will make her that halted 
a remnant, and her that was cast far 
off a strong nation: and the Lord 
shall reign over them in mount Zion 
from henceforth, even for ever. 

8 If And thou, O tower of the flock, 
the strong hold of the daughter of 
Zion, unto thee shall it come, even 
the first dominion ; the kingdom 
shall come to the daughter of Je- 
rusalem. 

9 Now why dost thou cry out aloud ? 
is there no king in thee ? is thy coun- 
sellor perished? for pangs have taken 
thee as a woman in travail. 

10 Be in pain, and labour to bring 
forth, O daughter of Zion, like a wo- 
man in travail: for now shalt thou 
go forth out of the city, and thou 
shalt dwell in the field, and thou 
shalt go even to Babylon ; there 
shalt fliou be delivered; there the 
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JjORD shall redeem thee from the hand 
of thine enemies. 

11 ^ Now also many nations are 
gathered against thee, that say, Let 
her be defiled, and let our eye look 
upon Zion. 

12 But they know not the thoughts 
of the Lord, neither understand 
they his counsel: for he shall ga- 
ther them as the sheaves into the 
floor. 

13 Arise and thresh, O daughter of 
Zion : for I will make thine horn iron, 
and I will make thy hoofs brass: 
and thou shalt beat in pieces many 
people : and I will consecrate their 
gain unto the Lord, and their sub- 
stance unto the Lord of the whole 
earth. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 T/ie birth of Christ. 4 His kingdom. 8 His 
conquest. 

N ow gather thyself in troops, O 
daughter of troops : he hath 
laid siege against us : they shall 
smite the judge of Israel with a rod 
upon the cheek. 

2 But thou, Beth-lehem Ephratah, 
tlioxigU thou be little among the thou- 
sands of Judah, yet out of thee shall 
he come forth unto me that is to be 
ruler in Israel; whose goings forth 
hare heen from of old, from ever- 
lasting. 

3 Therefore will he give them up, 
until the time that she which tra- 
vaileth hath brought forth : then the 
remnant of his brethren shall return 
unto the children of Israel. 

4 H And he shall stand and feed 
in the strength of the Lord, in the 
majesty of the name of the Lord 
his God ; and they shall abide : for 
now shall he be great unto the ends 
of the earth.

11 And 1 will cut off’ the cities of 
thy land, and throw down all thy 
strong holds : 

12 And I will cut off witchcrafts 
out of thine hand ; and thou shalt 
have no more soothsayers : 

13 Thy graven images also will I 
cut off, and thy standing images out 
of the midst of thee ; and thou shalt 
no more worship the work of thine 
hands. 

14 And I will pluck up thy groves 
out of the midst of thee; so will I 
destroy thy cities. 

16 And I will execute vengeance 
in anger and fury upon the heathen, 
such as they have not heard. 


CHAPTER VI.

H ear ye now what the Lord 
saith ; Arise, contend thou be- 
fore the mountains, and let the hills 
hear thy voice.

6 If Wherewith shall I come before 
the Lord, and bow myself before the 
high God? shall I come before him 
with bmTit offerings, with calves of a 
year old ? 

7 Will the Lord be pleased with 
thousands of rams, or with ten thou- 
sands of rivers of oil? shall I give 
my firstborn for my transgression, 
the fruit of my body for the sin of 
my soul ? 

8 He hath shewed thee, O man, 
what is good; and what doth the 
Lord require of thee, but to do 
justly, and to love mercy, and to 
walk humbly with thy God? 

9 The Lord’s voice crieth unto the 
city, and the man of wisdom shall 
see thy name : hear ye the rod, and 
who hath appointed it. 

10 If Are there yet the treasures 
of wickedness in the house of the 
wicked, and the scant measure thai 
is abominable? 

11 Shall I count them pure with 
the wicked balances, and with the 
bag of deceitful weights ? 

12 For the rich men thereof are 
full of violence, and the inhabi- 
tants thereof have spoken lies, and 
their tongue is deceitful in their 
mouth. 

13 Therefore also will I make thee 
sick in smiting thee, in making thee 
desolate because of thy sins. 

14 Thou shalt eat, but not be sa- 
tisfied; and thy casting down shall 
be in the midst of thee; and thou 


vyith hU people. 

shalt take hold, but shalt not deli- 
ver ; and that which thou deliverest 
will I give up to the sword. 

16 Thou shalt sow, but thou shalt 
not reap ; thou shalt tread the olives, 
but thou shalt not anoint thee with 
oil; and sweet wine, but shalt not 
drink wine. 

16 If For the statutes of Omri are 
kept, and all the works of the house 
of Ahab, and ye walk in their coun- 
sels ; that 1 should make thee a de- 
solation, and the inhabitants thereof 
an hissing: therefore ye shall bear 
the reproach of my people.

T he burden which Hahakkuk the 
prophet did see. 

2 O Lord, how long shall I cry, 
and thou wilt not hear ! even cry 
out unto thee of violence, and thou 
wilt not save ! 

3 Why dost thou shew me iniquity, 
and cause me to behold grievance? 
for spoiling and violence are before 
me: and there are that raise up 
strife and contention. 

4 Therefore the law is slacked, and 
judgment doth never go forth: for 
the wicked doth compass about the 
righteous; therefore wrong judgment 
proceedeth. 

5 IT Behold ye among the heathen, 
and regard, and wonder marvellously : 
for I \^1 work a work in your days, 
v)hwh ye will not believe, though it 
be told you. 

6 For, lo, I raise up the Chaldeans, 
that bitter and hasty nation, which 
shall march through the breadth of 
the land, to possess the dwelling- 
places that are not their’s. 

7 They are terrible and dreadful: 
their judgment and their dignity 
shall proceed of themselves. 

8 Their horses also are swifter than 
the leopards, and are more fierce 
than the evening wolves: and their 
horsemen shall spread themselves, 
and their horsemen shall come fi’om 
far; they shall fly as the eagle that 
hasteth to eat. 

9 They shall come all for violence: 
their faces shall sup up as the east 
wind, and they shall gather the cap- 
tivity as the sand. 

10 And they shall scoff* at the 
kings, and the princes shall be a 
scorn unto them : they shall deride 
every strong hold; for they shall 
heap dust, and take it 


11 Then shall /m mind change, and 
he shall pass over, and oflTend, im- 
puting this his power unto his god. 

12 IT Art thou not from everlasting, 
O Lord my God, mine Holy One? 
we shall not die. O Lord, thou hast 
ordained them for judgment; and,

13 Thou art of purer eyes than 
to behold evil, and canst not look 
on iniquity: wherefore lookest thou 
upon them that deal treacherously, 
and boldest thy tongue when the 
wicked devoureth the man that is 
more righteous than he? 

14 And makest men as the fishes 
of the sea, as the creeping things, 
that have no ruler over them? 

16 They take up all of them with 
the angle, they catch them in their 
net, and gather them in their drag: 
therefore they rejoice and are glad. 

16 Therefore they sacrifice unto 
their net, and bum incense unto their 
drag ; because by them their portion 
is fht, and their meat plenteous. 

17 Shall they therefore empty their 
net, and not spare continually to slay 
the nations ? 

CHAPTER H. 

1 Unto Habakkuky waiting for an answer, is shewed 
that he must wait by faith. 5 The judgment upon the 
Chaldean for unsatiableness, 9 for covetousness, 12 
for cruelty, 15 for drunkenness, 18 and for idolairy 

I WILL stand upon my watch, 
and set me upon the tower, and 
will watch to see what he will say 
unto me, and what I shall answer 
when I am reproved. 

2 And the Lord answered me, and 
said. Write the vision, and make it 
plain upon tables, that he may run 
that readeth it. 

3 For the vision is yet for an ap- 
pointed time, but at the end it shall 
speak, and not lie: though it tarry, 
wait for it; because it will surely 
come, it will not tarry. 

4 Behold, his soul which is lifted 
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up is not upright in him: but the 
just shall live by his faith. 

5 IT Yea also, because he trans- 
gresseth by wine, he is proud man, 
neither keepeth at home, who en- 
largeth his desire as hell, and is as 
death, and cannot be satisfied, but 
gathereth imto him all nations, and 
heapeth unto him all people : 

6 Shall not all these take up a 
parable against him, and a taimting 
proverb against him, and say. Woe 
to him that increaseth that which is 
not his ! how long ? and to him that 
ladeth himself with thick clay! 

7 Shall they not rise up suddenly 
that shall bite thee, and awake that 
shall vex thee, and thou shalt be for 
booties unto them ? 

8 Because thou hast spoiled many 
nations, all the remnant of the peo- 

g le shall spoil thee ; because of men’s 
lood, and for the violence of the 
land, of the city, and of all that 
dwell therein. 

9 If Woe to him that coveteth an evil 
covetousness to his house, that he may 
set his nest on high, that he may be 
delivered from the power of evil ! 

10 Thou hast consulted shame to 
thy house by cutting ofi* many peo- 
ple, and hast sinned against thy souL 
11 For the stone shall cry out of 
the wall, and the beam out of the 
timber shall answer it. 

12 1 Woe to him that buildeth a 
town with blood, and stablisheth a 
city by iniquity! 

13 Behold, is it not of the Lord of 
hosts that the people shall labour 
in the very fire, and the people shall 
wea^ themselves for very vanity ? 

14 For the earth shall be filled with 
the knowledge of the glory of the 
Lord, as the waters cover the sea. 

15 If Woe imto him that giveth his 
neighbour drink, that puttest thy bot- 
tle to him, and makest him drunken 
also, that thou mayest look on their 
nakedness ! 

16 Thou art filled with shame for 
glory: drink thou also, and let thy 
foreskin be uncovered: the cup of 
Lord’s right hand shall be tum- 
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ed unto thee, and shameful spewing 
shall he on thy glory. 

17 For the violence of Lebanon 
shall cover thee, and the spoil of 
beasts, which made them afraid, be- 
cause of men’s blood, and for the 
violence of the land, of the city, and 
of all that dwell therein. 

18 t What profiteth the graven 
image that the maker thereof hath 
graven it ; the molten image, and a 
teacher of lies, that the maker of 
his work trusteth therein, to make 
dumb idols? 

19 Woe imto him that saith to the 
wood. Awake ; to the dumb stone. 
Arise, it shall teach ! Behold, it is laid 
over with gold and silver, and there 
is no breath at all in the midst of it. 

20 But the Lord is in his holy tem- 
ple: let all the earth keep silence 
before him. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 Habakkuk in his prayer trembleth at God*s majesty.

A PRAYER of Habakkuk the pro- 
phet upon Shigionoth. 

2 O Lord, I have heard thy speech, 
and was afraid : O Lord, revive thy 
work in the midst of the years, in 
the midst of the years make known ;

3 God came fi’om Teman, and the 
Holy One from mount Paran. Selah. 
His glory covered the heavens, and 
the earth was full of his praise.

7 I saw the tents of Cushan in 
affliction: and the curtains of the 
land of Midian did tremble. 

8 Was the Lord displeased against 
the rivers? wa» thine anger against 
the rivers? wa^ thy wrath against 
the sea, that thou didst ride upon 
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thine horses and thy chariots of sal- 
vation? 

9 Thy bow was made quite naked, 
o/ccording to the oaths of the tribes, 
even thy word. Selah. Thou didst 
cleave the earth with rivers. 

10 The moimtains saw thee, and they 
trembled: the overflowing of the water 
passed by: the deep uttered his voice, 
and lifted up his hands on high. 

11 The sun and moon stood still 
in their habitation: at the light of 
thine arrows they went, and at the 
shining of thy glittering spear. 

12 Thou didst march through the 
land in indignation, thou didst thresh 
the heathen in anger. 

13 Thou wentest forth for the salvar 
tion of thy people, even for salvation 
with thine anointed ; thou woundedst 
the head out of the house of the 
wicked, by discovering the founda- 
tion unto the neck. Selah. 

14 Thou didst strike through with 
his staves the head of his villages: 
they came out as a whirlwind to 


scatter me: their rejoicing was as 
to devour the poor secretly. 

15 Thou didst walk through the sea 
with thine horses, through the heap 
of great watera 

16 When I heard, my belly trem- 
bled ; my lips quivered at the voice : 
rottenness entered into my bones, and 
I trembled in myself, that I might 
rest in the day of trouble : when he 
cometh up unto the people, he will 
invade them with his troops. 

17 IT Although the fig tree shall not 
blossom, neither shall fruit he in the 
vines; the labour of the olive shall 
fail, and the fields shall yield no 
meat ; the flock shall be cut off* from 
the fold, and there shall he no herd 
in the stalls: 

18 Yet I will rejoice in the Lord, I 
will joy in the God of my salvation. 

19 The Lord God is my strength, 
and he will make my feet like hinds’ 
feet, and he will make me to w^ 
upon mine high places. To the chief 
singer on my stringed instruments.

AND it came to pass in the fourth 
year of king Darius, that the 
word of the Lord came unto Zecha- 
riah in the fourth day of the ninth 
month, even in Chisleu ;

6 And when ye did eat, and when 
ye did drink, did not ye eat for your- 
selves, and drink for yourselves ? 

7 Should ye not hear the words which 
the Lord hath cried by the former 
prophets, when Jerusalem was inha- 
bited and in prosperity, and the cities 
thereof round about her, when men 
inhabited the south and the plain ? 

8 IT And the word of the Lord came 
unto Zechariah, saying, 

• 9 Thus speaketh the Lord of hosts, 
sayii^. Execute true judgment, and 
shew mercy and compassions every 
man to his brother : 

10 And oppress not the widow, nor 
the fatherless, the stranger, nor the 
poor; and let none of you imagine 
evil against his brother in your heart. 

11 But they refused to hearken, and 
pulled away the shoulder, and stopped 
their ears, that they should not hear. 

12 Yea, they made their hearts as 
an adamant stone, lest they should 
hear the law, and the words which 
the Lord of hosts hath sent in his 
spirit by the former prophets : there- 
fore came a great wrath from the 
Lord of hosts. 

13 Therefore it is come to pass, 
thal as he cried, and they would not 
hear ; so they cried, and I would not 
hear, saith the Lord of hosts : 

14 But I scattered them with a whirl- 
wind among all the nations whom 
they knew not. Thus the land was de- 
solate after them, that no man pass- 
ed through nor returned: for they 
laid the {Peasant land desolate.

8 And I will bring them, and they 
shall dwell in the midst of Jerusa- 
lem: and they shall be my people, 
and I will be their God, in truth 
and in righteousnesa 

9 IT Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
Let your hands be strong, ye that 
hear in these days these words by 
the mouth of the prophets, which 
were in the day that the foundation 
of the house of the Lord of hosts was 
laid, that the temple might be built. 

10 For before these days there was 
no hire for man, nor any hire for beast; 
neither wa^ there any peace to him 
that went out or came in because 
of the affliction: for I set all men 
every one against his neighbour. 

11 But now I will not he unto the 
residue of this people as in the for- 
mer days, saith the Lord of hosts. 

12 For the seed shall he prosper- 
ous ; the vine shall give her fruit, and 
the ground shall give her increase, 
and the heavens shall give their dew ;

14 For thus saith the Lord of 
hosts ; As I thought to punish you, 
when your fathers provoked me to 
wrath, saith the Lord of hosts, and 
I repented not:

16 If These are the things that ye shall 
do ; Speak ye every man the truth to 
his neighbour ; execute the judgment 
of truth and peace in your gates : 

17 And let none of you imagine evil 
in your hearts against his neighbour ; 
and love no false oath : for all these 
are things that I hate, saith the Lord. 

18 IT And the word of the Lord of 
hosts came unto me, saying, 

19 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
The fast of the fourth month, and the 
fast of the fifth, and the fast of the 
seventh, and the fast of the tenth, 
shall be to the house of Judah joy 
and gladness, and cheerful feasts; 
therefore love the truth and peace. 

20 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
It sJiall yet come to pass, that there 
shall come people, and the inhabit- 
ants of many cities : 

21 And the inhabitants of one city 
shall go to another, saying. Let us 
go speedily to pray before the Lord, 
and to seek the Lord of hosts : I will 
go also. 

22 Yea, many people and strong 
nations shall come to seek the Lord 
of hosts in Jerusalem, and to pray 
before the Lord. 

23 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
In those days it shall come to pass, 
that ten men shall take hold out of 
all languages of the nations, even shall 
take hold of the skirt of him that is 
a Jew, saying. We will go with you: 
for we have heard that God is with 
you. 


CHAPTER IX. 

1 God dtfendeth his church, 9 Zion is exhorted to re- 
joice for the coming of Christy and his peaceable king* 
dom, 12 God* s promises of victory and defence. 

T he burden of the word of the liORD 
in the land of Hadrach, and Da- 
mascus shall he the rest thereof : when 
the eyes of man, as of all the tribes 
of Israel, shall he toward the Lord. 

2 And Hamath also shall border 
thereby; Tyrus, and Zidon, though 
it be very wise. 

3 And Tyrus did build herself a 
strong hold, and heaped up silver as 
the dust, and fine gold as the mire 
of the streets. 

4 Behold, the Lord will cast her out, 
and he will smite her power in the sea; 
and she shall be devoured with fire. 

5 Ashkelon shall see it, and fear; 
Gaza also shall see it, and be very sor- 
rowful, and Ekron ; for her expects 
tion shall be ashamed ; and the king 
shall perish from Gaza, and Ashkelon 
shall not be inhabited. 

6 And a bastard shall dwell in Ash- 
dod, and I will cut off the pride of 
the Philistines. 

7 And I will take away his blood out 
of his mouth, and his abominations 
from between his teeth : but he that 
remaineth, even he, shall he for our 
God, and he shall be as a governor 
in Judah, and Ekron as a Jebusite. 

8 And I will encamp about mine 
house because of the army, because 
of him that passeth by, and because 
of him that returneth: and no op- 
pressor shall pass through them any 
more : for now have I seen with mine 
eyes. 

9 IT Rejoice greatly, O daughter of 
Zion; shout, O daughter of Jerusa- 
lem : behold, thy King cometh unto 
thee: he is just, and having salva- 
tion ; lowly, and riding upon an ass, 
and upon a colt the foal of an ass. 

10 And I will cut off the chariot 
from Ephraim, and the horse from 
Jerusalem, and the battle bow shall 
be cut off : and he shall speak ])eace 
unto the heathen : and Ins dominion 
shall he from sea even to sea, and from 
the river even to the ends of the earth. 
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Pronmea of victory, 

11 As for thee also, by the blood 
of thy covenant I have sent forth thy 
prisoners out of the pit wherein is no 
water. 

12 IT Turn you to the strong hold, 
ye prisoners of hope : even to day do 
1 declare that I will render double 
unto thee; 

13 When I have bent Judah for me, 
jSlled the bow with Ephraim, and 
raised up thy sons, O ^on, against 
thy sons, O Greece, and made thee 
as the sword of a mighty man.

16 And the Lord their God shall 
save them in that day as the flock 
of his people : for they shall he as 
the stones of a crown, lifted up as 
an ensign upon his land. 

17 For how great is his goodness, 
and how great is his beauty 1 corn 
shall make the young men cheerful, 
and new wine the maids. 

CHAPTER X.

increased. 

9 And I will sow them among the 
people : and they shall remember me 
in far countries ; and they shall live 
with their children, and turn again. 

10 I will bring them again also 
out of the land of Egypt, and gather 
them out of Assyria ; and I will bring 
them into the land of Gilead and Le- 
banon ; and place shall not be found 
for them. 

11 And he shall pass through the 
sea with affliction, and shall smite the 
waves in the sea, and all the deeps 
of the river shall dry up: and the 
pride of Assyria shall be brought 
down, and the sceptre of Egypt shall 
depart away. 

12 And I will strengthen them in the 
Lord; and they shall walk up and 
down in his name, saith the Lord.

2 I have loved you, saith the Lord. 
Yet ye say, Wherein hast thou loved 
usi Was not Esau Jacob’s brother? 
saith the Lord : yet I loved Jacob, 

3 And I hated Esau, and laid his 
mountains and his heritage waste for 
the dragons of the wilderness. 

4 Whereas Edom saith. We are im- 
overished, but we will return and 
uild the desolate places ; thus saith 
the Lord of hosts. They shall build, 
but I will throw down ; and they shall 
call them. The border of wickedness, 
and. The people against whom the 
Lord hath indignation for ever. 

5 And your eyes shall see, and ye 
shall say. The Lord will be magnified 
from the border of Israel. 

6 If A son honoureth Im father, and 
a servant his master : if then 1 he & 
father, where is mine honour? and 
if I a master, where is my fear? 
saith the Lord of hosts unto you, O 
priests, that despise my name. And 
ye say. Wherein have we despised 
thy name? 

7 Ye offer polluted bread upon mine 
altar; and ye say. Wherein have we 
polluted thee ? In that ye say. The 
table of the Lord is contemptible. 

8 And if ye offer the blind for sar 
crifice, is it not evil? and if ye offer 
the lame and sick, is it not evil ? of- 
fer it now unto thy governor ; will he 
be pleased with thee, or accept thy 
person? saith the Lord of hosts. 

9 And now, I pray you, beseech 
God that he will be gracious unto 
us: this hath been by your means: 
will he regard your persons? saith 
the Lord of hosta 
10 Who is there even among you that 
would shut the doors for nought? 


neither do ye kindle fire on mine altar 
for nought. I have no pleasure in 
you, saith the Lord of hosts, neither 
will I accept an offering at your hand. 

11 For from the rising of the sun 
even unto the going down of the 
same my name shall be great among 
the Gentiles ; and in every place in- 
cense shall he offered unto my name, 
and a pure offering: for my name 
shall he great among the heathen, 
saith the Lord of hosts. 

12 1 But ye have profaned it, in that 
ye say. The table of the Lord is pol- 
luted ; and the fruit thereof, even his 
meat, is contemptible. 

13 Ye said also. Behold, what a 
weariness is it ! and ye have snuffed 
at it, saith the Lord of hosts ; and ye 
brought that which was toni, and the 
lame, and the sick ; thus ye brought 
an offering: should I accept this of 
your hand ? saith the Lord. 

14 But cursed he the deceiver, which 
hath in his flock a male, and voweth, 
and sacrificeth unto the Lord a cor- 
rupt thing: for I am a great King, 
saith the Lord of hosts, and iny name 
is dreadfiil among the heathen. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 He sluirply reproveth the priests for neglecting their 
covenant, 11 and the people fw idolatry, 14 for adul^ 
tery, 17 and for infidelity. 

AND now, O ye priests, this com- 
xjL mandment is for you. 

2 If ye will not hear, and if ye will 
not lay it to heart, to give glory unto 
my name, saith the Lord of hosts, I 
will even send a curse upon you, and 
I will curse your blessings: yea, I 
have cursed them already, because 
ye do not lay it to heart. 

3 Behold, I will corrupt your seed, 
and spread dung upon your faces, 
even the dung of your solemn feasts ; 
and one shall take you away with it. 

4 And ye shall know that I have 
sent this commandment unto you.

that my covenant might be with Levi, 
saith the Lord of hosts. 

5 My covenant was with him of life 
and peace ; and I ^ve them to him 
for the fear wherewith he feared me, 
and was aihiid before my name. 

6 The law of truth was in his mouth, 
and iniquity was not found in his 
lips: he walked with me in peace 
and equity, and did turn many away 
from iniquity. 

7 For the priest’s lips should keep 
knowledge, and they should seek the 
law at his mouth : for he is the mes- 
senger of the Lord of hosts. 

8 But ye are departed out of the 
way ; ye have caused many to stum- 
ble at the law; ye have corrupted 
the covenant of Levi, saith the Lord 
of hosts. 

9 Therefore have I also made you I 
contemptible and base before all the i 
people, according as ye have not kept 
my ways, but have been partial in 
the law. 

10 Have we not all one father? hath 

not one God created us ? why do we ; 
deal treacherously every man against ; 
his brother, by profaning the cove- | 
iiant of our fathers ? ! 

11 If Judah hath dealt treacherously, | 
and an abomination is committed in I 
Israel and in Jerusalem; for Judah 
hath profaned the holiness of the 
Lord which he loved, and hath mar- 
ried the daughter of a strange god. 

12 The Lord will cut off the man 
that doeth this, the master and the 
scholar, out of the tabernacles of 
Jacob, and him that offereth an of- 
fering unto the Lord of hosts. 

13 And this have ye done again, 
covering the altar of the Lord with 
tears, with weeping, and with crying 
out, insomuch that he regardeth not 
the offering any more, or receiveth it 
with good will at your hand. 

14 If Yet ye say. Wherefore ? Because 
the Lord hath been witness between 
thee and the wife of thy youth, 
against whom thou hast dealt trea- 
cherously : yet is she thy companion, 
and the wife of thy covenant. 

16 And did not he make one ? Yet

B ehold, I will send my mes- 
senger, and he shall prepare 
the way before me: and the Lord, 
whom ye seek, shall suddenly come 
to his temple, even the messenger of 
the covenant, whom ye delight in:

It is vain to serve 
God : and what profit is it that we 
have kept his ordinance, and that we 
have walked mournfully before the 
Lord of hosts? 

15 And now we call the proud hap- 
py; yea, they that work wickedness 
are set up ; yea, they that tempt God 
are even delivered. 

16 If Then they that feared the Lord 


spake often one to another : and the 
Lord hearkened, and heard it, and 
a book of remembrance was written 
before him for them that feared the 
Lord, and that thought upon his 
name.

19 The angel satisfieth the misdeeming thoughts of 
Joseph, and interpreteth the names of Christ, 

T he book of the generation of 
Jesus Christ, the son of David, 
the son of Abraham. 

2 Abraham begat Isaac ; and Isaac 
begat Jacob ; and Jacob begat Judas 
and his brethren ; 

3 And Judas begat Phares and 
Zara of Thamar; and Phares begat 
Esrom; and Esrom begat Aram; 

4 And Aram begat Aminadab ; and 
Aminadab begat Naasson; and Na- 
asson begat Salmon; 

5 And Salmon begat Booz of Ra- 
chab ; and Booz begat Obed of Ruth ; 
and Obed begat Jesse; 

6 And Jesse begat David the king; 
and David the king begat Solomon of 
her that had been the wife of Urias ; 

7 And Solomon begat Roboam; 
and Roboam begat Abia; and Abia 
begat Asa ; 

8 And Asa begat Josaphat; and 
Josaphat begat Joram; and Joram 
begat Ozias; 

9 And Ozias begat Joatham; and 
Joatham begat Achaz; and Achaz 
begat Ezekias; 

10 And Ezekias begat Manasses; 
und Manasses begat Amon ; and 
Amon begat Josias; 

11 And Josias begat Jechonias and 
his brethren, about the time they 
■were carried away to Babylon : 

12 And after they were brought to 
Babylon, Jechonias begat Salathiel; 
und Salathiel begat Zorobabel; 

13 And Zorobabel begat Abiud; 
and Abiud begat Eliakim; and Eli- 
ukim begat Azor; 

14 And Azor begat Sadoc; and Sadoc 
begat Achim; and Achim begat Eliud; 


15 And Eliud begat Eleazar; and 
Eleazar begat Matthan; and Mat- 
than begat Jacob; 

16 And Jacob begat Joseph the 
husband of Mary, of whom was bom 
Jesus, who is called Christ. 

17 So all the generations from 
Abraham to David are fourteen ge- 
nerations ; and from David until the 
carrying away into Babylon are four- 
teen generations; and from the car- 
rying away into Babylon unto Christ 
are fourteen generations. 

18 IT Now the birth of Jesus Christ 
was on this wise: When as his mo- 
ther Mary was espoused to Joseph, 
before they came together, she was 
found with child of the Holy Ghost 

19 Then Joseph her husband, being 
a just man, and not willing to make 
her a publick example, was minded 
to put her away privily. 

20 But while he thought on these 
things, behold, the angel of the Lord 
appeared unto him in a dream, say- 
ing, Joseph, thou son of David, fear 
not to take unto thee Mary thy wife : 
for that which is conceived in her is 
of the Holy Ghost. 

21 And she shall bring forth a 
son, and thou shalt call his name 
JESUS: for he shall save his people 
from their sins. 

22 Now all this was done, that it 
might be fulfilled which was spoken 
of the Lord by the prophet, saying, 

23 Behold, a virgin shall be with 
child, and shall bring forth a son, 
and they shall call his name Em- 
manuel, which being interpreted is, 
God with us. 

24 Then Joseph being raised from 
sleep did as the angel of the Lord 
had bidden him, and took unto him 
his wife : 

25 And knew her not till she had

brought forth her firstborn son : and 
he cdled his name JESUS. 

CHAPTER II. 

I The wise nten out of the east are directed to Christ by 
a star. 1 1 They worship him., and offer their presents. 
14 Joseph Jleeth into Egypt, with Jesus and his mother. 
16 Herod slay eth the children: 20 himself dieth. 23 
Christ is brought hack again into Galilee to Nazareth. 

OW when Jesus was bom in 
Bethlehem of Judea in the days 
of Herod the king, behold, there came 
wise men from the east to Jerusalem, 

2 Saying, Where is he that is born 
King of the Jews? for we have seen 
his star in the east, and are come 
to worship him. 

3 When Herod the king had heard 
these things, he was troubled, and all 
Jerusalem with him. 

4 And when he had gathered all 
the chief priests and scribes of the 
people together, he demanded of 
them where Christ should be born. 

5 And they said imto him. In Beth- 
lehem of Judaea: for thus it is written 
by the prophet, 

6 And thou Bethlehem, in the land 
of Juda, art not the least among 
the princes of Juda: for out of thee 
shall come a Governor, that shall 
rule my people Israel. 

7 Then Herod, when he had privily 
called the wise men, enquired of 
them diligently what time the star 
appeared. 

8 And he sent them to Bethlehem, 
and said. Go and search diligently 
for the young child; and when ye 
have found him, bring me word again, 
that I may come a^d worship him also. 

9 When they had heard the king, 
they departed ; and, lo, the star, 
which they saw in the east, went 
before them, till it came and stood 
over where the young child was. 

10 When they saw the star, they 
rejoiced with exceeding great joy. 

11 1 And when they were come 
into the house, they saw the young 
child with Mary his mother, and fell 
down, and worshipped him : and 
when they had opened their trea- 
sures, they presented unto him gifts ; 
gold, and fi*ankincense, and myrrh. 

12 And being warned of God in a

dream that they should not return 
to Herod, they departed into their 
own country another way. 

13 And when they were departed, 
behold, the angel of the Lord ap- 
peareth to Joseph in a dream, say- 
ing, Arise, and take the young child 
and his mother, and flee into Egypt, 
and be thou there until I bring thee 
word : for Herod will seek the yoimg 
child to destroy him. 

14 When he arose, he took the 
young child and his mother by night, 
and departed into Egypt : 

15 And was there until the death 
of Herod: that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken of the Lord by 
the prophet, saying. Out of Egypt 
have I called my son. 

16 f Then Herod, when he saw that 
he was mocked of the wise men, 
was exceedmg wroth, and sent forth, 
and slew all the children that were 
in Bethlehem, and in all the coasts 
thereof, from two years old and under, 
according to the time which he had 
diligently enquired of the wise men. 

17 Then was fulfilled that which was 
spoken by Jeremy the prophet, saying, 

18 In Rama was there a voice 
heard, lamentation, and weeping, 
and great mourning, Rachel weep- 
ing for her children, and would not 
be comforted, because they are not. 

19 1 But when Herod was dead, be- 
hold, an angel of the Lord appeareth 
in a dream to Joseph in Egypt, 

20 Saying, Arise, and take the yoimg 
child and his mother, and go into the 
land of Israel: for they are dead 
which sought the young child’s life. 

21 And he arose, and took the 
young child and his mother, and 
came into the land of Israel. 

22 But when he heard that Arche- 
laus did reign in Judaiain the room 
of his father Herod, he was afi’aid 
to go thither : notwithstanding, being 
warned of God in a dream, he turn- 
ed aside into the parts of Galilee : 

23 And he came and dwelt in a city 
called Nazareth: that it might be ful- 
filled which was spoken by the pro- 
phets, He shall be called a Nazarene.

If thou be 
the Son of God, cast thyself down: 
for it is written. He shall give his 
angels charge concerning thee: and 
in their hands they shall bear thee 
up, lest at any time thou dash thy 
foot against a stone. 

7 Jesus said unto him. It is written 
again. Thou shaft not tempt the Lord 
thy God 

8 Again, the devil taketh him up 
into an exceeding high mountain, 
and sheweth him all the kingdoms 
of the world and the glory of them ; 
9 And saith imto him. All these 
things will I give thee, if thou wilt 
fall down and worship me. 
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Christ heginneth to preach. 

10 Then saith Jesus unto him, Get 
thee hence, Satan: for it is written. 
Thou shalt worship the Lord thy 
God, and him only shalt thou serve. 

11 Then the devil leaveth him, and, 
behold, angels came and ministered 
tmto him. 

12 IF Now when Jesus had heard 
that John was cast into prison, he 
departed into Galilee; 

13 And leaving Nazareth, he came 
and dwelt in Capernaum, which is 
upon the sea coast, in the borders of 
Z^bulon and Nephthalim : 

14 That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by Esaias the prophet, 
saying, 

15 The land of Zabulon, and the 
land of Nephthalim, hy the way of 
the sea, beyond Jordan, Galilee of 
the Gentiles; 

16 The people which sat in dark- 
ness saw great light; and to them 
which sat in the region and shadow 
of death light is sprung up. 

IT IF From that time Jesus began 
to preach, and to say, Eepent: for 
the kingdom of heaven is at hand. 

18 IF And Jesus, walking by the sea 
of Galilee, saw two brethren, Simon 
called Peter, and Andrew his brother, 
casting a net into the sea : for they 
were fishers. 

19 And he saith unto them. Follow 
me, and I will make you fishers of 
men. 

20 And they straightway left thdr 
nets, and followed him. 

21 And going on from thence, he 
saw other two brethren, James the 
son of Zebedee, and John his bro- 
ther, in a ship with 2^bedee their 
father, mending their nets; and he 
called them. 

22 And they immediately left the 
ship and their father, and followed 
him. 

23 IF And Jesus went about all Ga- 
lilee, teaching in their synagogues, 
and preacliing the gospel of the 
kingdom, and healing all manner of 
sic^ess and all manner of disease 
among the people.

2 Therefore when thou doest thine 
alms, do not sound a trumpet before 
thee, as the hypocrites do in the sy- 
nagogues and in the streets, that 
they may have glory of mea Verily 
I say unto you. They have their re- 
ward. 


3 But when thou doest alms, let not 
thy left hand know what thy right 
hand doeth: 

4 That thine alms may be in secret; 
and thy Father which seeth in secret 
himself shall reward thee openly. 

5 1 And when thou prayest, thou 
shalt not be as the hypocrites are: 
for they love to pray standing in the 
synagogues and in the corners of the 
streets, that they may be seen of men. 
Verily I say unto you. They have 
their reward. 

6 But thou, when thou prayest, enter 
into thy closet, and when thou hast 
shut thy door, pray to thy Father 
which is in secret; and thy Father 
which seeth in secret shall reward 
thee openly. 

7 But when ye pray, use not vain 
repetitions, as the heathen do: for 
they think that they shall be heard 
for their much speaking. 

8 Be not ye therefore like unto them: 
for your Father knoweth what things 
ye have need of, before ye ask him. 

9 After this manner therefore pray 
ye : Our Father which art in heaven, 
Hallowed be thy name. 

10 Thy kingdom come. Thy will be 
done in earth, as it is in heaven. 

11 Give us this day our daily bread. 

12 And forgive us our debts, as we 
forgive our debtors. 

13 And lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil: For thine 
is the kingdom, and the power, and 
the glory, for ever. Amen. 

14 For if ye forgive men their tres- 
passes, your heavenly Father will also 
forgive you: 

15 But if ye forgive not men their 
trespasses, neither will your Father 
forgive your trespasses. 

16 IT Moreover when ye fast, be not, 
as the hypocrites, of a sad counte- 
nance : for they disfigure their faces, 
that they may appear imto men to 
fast. Verily I say imto you. They 
have their reward. 

17 But thou, when thou fastest, an- 
oint thine head, and wash thy face ; 

18 That thou appear not unto men 
to fast, but vmto thy Father which is 
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in secret: and thy Father, which seeth 
in secret, shall reward thee openly. 

19 1 Lay not up for yourselves trea- 
sures upon earth, where moth and 
rust doth corrupt, and where thieves 
break through and steal: 

20 But lay up for yourselves trea- 
sures in heaven, where neither moth 
nor rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves do not break through nor 
steal : 

21 For where your treasure is, there 
will your heart be also. 

22 The light of the body is the eye : 
if therefore thine eye be single, thy 
whole body shall be full of light. 

23 But if thine eye be evil, thy whole 
body shall be full of darkness. If 
therefore the light that is in thee be 
darkness, how great is that darkness! 

24 IF No man can serve two masters: 
for either he will hate the one, and 
love the other; or else he will hold 
to the one, and despise the other. 
Ye cannot serve God and mammon. 

25 Therefore I say unto you. Take 
no thought for your life, what ye 
shall eat, or what ye shall drink ; nor 
yet for your body, what ye shall put 
on. Is not the life more than meat, 
and the body than raiment ? 

26 Behold the fowls of the air: for 
they sow not, neither do they reap, 
nor gather into bams ; yet your hea- 
venly Father feedeth them. Are ye 
not much better than they ? 

27 Which of you by taking thought 
can add one cubit imto his stature ? 

28 And why take ye thought for 
raiment? Consider the lilies of the 
field, how they grow; they toil not, 
neither do they spin: 

29 And yet I say imto you. That 
even Solomon in all his glory was 
not arrayed like one of these. 

30 Wherefore, if God so clothe the 
grass of the field, which to day is, 
and to morrow is cast into the oven, 
shall he not much more clothe you, 
O ye of little faith? 

31 Therefore take no thought, say- 
ing, What shall we eat? or. What 
shall we drink ? or. Wherewithal shall 
we be clothed ?

32 (For after all these things do 
the Gentiles seek :) for your heavenly 
Father knoweth that ye have need of 
all these things. 

33 But seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness; and all 
these things shall be added unto you. 

34 Take therefore no thought for 
the morrow; for the morrow shall 
take thought for the things of itself. 
Sufficient unto the day is the evil 
thereof 

CHAPTER VII. 

1 Christ ending his sermon in the mount, rejrroveth rash 
judgment, 6 forbiddeth to cast holy things to dogs, 
7 exhorteth to prayer, 13 enter in at the strait gate, 
1.5 to beware of false prophets, 21 not to f)e hearers, but 
doers of the word : 24 like houses builded on a rock, 
26 and not on ths sand, 

J UDGE not, that ye be not 
judged. 

2 For with what judgment ye judge, 
ye shall be judged: and with what 
measure ye mete, it shall be mea- 
sured to you again. 

3 And why beholdest thou the mote 
that is in thy brother’s eye, but con- 
siderest not the beam that is in thine 
own eye? 

4 Or how wilt thou say to thy 
brother. Let me pull out the mote 
out of thine eye ; and, behold, a 
beam is in thine own eye? 

5 Thou hypocrite, first cast out the 
beam out of thine own eye ; and then 
shalt thou see clearly to cast out the 
mote out of thy brother’s eye. 

6 H Give not that which is holy unto 
the dogs, neither cast ye your pearls 
before swine, lest they trample them 
under their feet, and turn again and 
rend you. 

7 t Ask, and it shall be given you ; 
seek, and ye shall find; l^ock, and 
it shall be opened unto you: 

8 For every one that asketh re- 
ceiveth; and he that seeketh findeth; 
and to him that knocketh it shall be 
opened. 

9 Or what man is there of you, 
whom if his son ask bread, will he 
give him a stone? 

10 Or if he ask a fish, will he give 
him a serpent? 

11 If ye then, being evil, know how 
I i 5 
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to give good gifts unto your children, 
how much more shall your Father 
which is in heaven give good things 
to them that ask him? 

12 Therefore all things whatsoever 
ye would that men should do to you, 
do ye even so to them : for this is the 
law and the prophets. 

13 IF Enter ye in at the strait gate : 
for wide is the gate, and broad is the 
way, that leadeth to destruction, and 
many there be which go in thereat: 

14 Because strait is the gate, and 
narrow is the way, which leadeth im- 
to life, and few there be that find it. 

15 IT Beware of false prophets, which 
come to you in sheep^s clothing, but 
inwardly they are ravening wolves. 

16 Ye shall know them by their 
fruits. Do men gather grapes of 
thorns, or figs of thistles ? 

17 Even so every good tree bring- 
eth forth good fruit; but a corrupt 
tree bringeth forth evil finiit. 

18 A good tree cannot bring forth 
evil fiodt, neither can a corrupt tree 
bring forth good fruit. 

19 Every tree that bringeth not 
forth good fimit is hewn down, and 
cast into the fire. 

20 Wherefore by their fruits ye 
shall know them. 

21 IF Not every one that saith unto 
me. Lord, Lora, shall enter into the 
kingdom of heaven ; but he that 
doeth the will of my Father which 
is in heaven. 

22 Many will say to me in that day. 
Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied 
in thy name ? and in thy name have 
cast out devils? and in thy name 
done many wonderful works? 

23 And then will I profess unto 
them, I never knew you : depart 
from me, ye that work iniquity. 

24 IF Therefore whosoever heareth 
these sayings of mine, and doeth 
them, I will liken him unto a wise 
man, which built his house upon a 
rock: 

25 And the rain descended, and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house ; and it fell not: 
for it was foimded upon a rock. 
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26 And every one that heareth these 
sayings of mine, and doeth them not, 
shall be likened unto a foolish man, 
which built his house upon the 
sand : 

27 And the rain descended, and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house; and it fell: 
and great was the fall of it. 

28 And it came to pass, w^hen Jesus 
had ended these sayings, the people 
were astonished at his doctrine: 

29 For he taught them as one hav- 
ing authority, and not as the scribes. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

2 Christ cleanseth tJie leper, 5 healcth the centurions 
servant, Pete)'* s mother m law, \6 and many other 

diseased : 18 sheweth how he is to he followed : 23 still’- 
eth the tempest on the sea, 28 driveth the devils out of 
two men possessed, 31 and suffereth them to go into 
the swine, 

W HEN he was come down from 
the mountain, great multitudes 
followed him. 

2 And, behold, there came a leper 
and worshipped him, saying. Lord, if 
thou wilt, thou canst make me clean. 

3 And Jesus put forth his hand, 
and touched him, saying, I will; be 
thou clean. And immediately his 
leprosy was cleansed. 

4 And Jesus saith imto him. See 
thou tell no man; but go thy way, 
shew thyself to the priest, and offer 
the gift that Moses commanded, for 
a testimony unto them. 

5 IF And when Jesus was entered 
into Capernaum, there came unto 
him a centurion, beseeching him, 

6 And saying. Lord, my servant 
lieth at home sick of the palsy, griev- 
ously tormented. 

7 And Jesus saith unto him, I will 
come and heal him. 

8 The centmion answered and said, 
Lord, I am not worthy that thou 
shouldest come under my roof: but 
speak the word only, and my servant 
shall be healed. 

9 For I am a man under authority, 
having soldiers imder me ; and I say 
to this man. Go, and he goeth; and 
to another. Come, and he cometh; 
and to my servant, Do this, and he 
doeth it. 
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10 When Jesus heard it, he mar- 
velled, and said to them that fol- 
lowed, Verily I say unto you, I have 
not found so great faith, no, not in 
Israel. 

11 And I say unto you, That many 
shall come from the east and west, 
and shall sit down with Abraham, and 
Isaac, and Jacob, in the kingdom of 
heaven. 

12 But the children of the kingdom 
shall be cast out into outer dark- 
ness: there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. 

13 And Jesus said unto the centu- 
rion, Go thy way ; and as thou hast 
believed, so be it done unto thee. 
And lus servant was healed in the 
selfsame hour. 

14 1 And when Jesus was come 
into Peter’s house, he saw his wife’s 
mother laid, and sick of a fever. 

15 And he touched her hand, and 
the fever left her : and she arose, and 
ministered unto them. 

16 IT When the even was come, they 
brought unto him many that were 
possessed with devils: and he cast 
out the spirits with his word, and 
healed all that were sick: 

17 That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by Esaias the prophet, 
saying. Himself took ovu* infirmities, 
and bare our sicknesses. 

18 IT Now when Jesus saw great 
multitudes about him, he gave com- 
mandment to depart imto the other 
side. 

19 And a certain scribe came, and 
said unto him, Master, I will follow 
thee whithersoever thou goest. 

20 And Jesus saith unto him. The 
foxes have holes, and the birds of the 
air have nests; but the Son of man 
hath not where to lay his head. 

21 And another of his disciples said 
unto him. Lord, suffer me first to go 
and bury my father. 

22 But Jesus said unto him. Follow 
me; and let the dead bury their dead. 

23 IT And when he was entered into 
a ship, his disciples followed him. 

24 And, behold, there arose a great 
tempest in the sea, insomuch that the 


ship was covered with the waves ; but 
he was asleep. 

25 And his disciples came, to him, 
and awoke him, saying. Lord, save us: 
we perish. 

26 And he saith unto them. Why are 
ye fearful, O ye of little faith ? Then 
he arose, and rebuked the winds and 
the sea ; and there was a great calm. 

27 But the men marvelled, saying. 
What manner of man is this, that 
even the winds and the sea obey him ! 

28 H And when he was come to the 
other side into the country of the 
Gergesenes, there met him two pos- 
sessed with devils, coming out of the 
tombs, exceeding fierce, so that no 
man might pass by that way. 

29 And, behold, they cried out, say- 
ing, What have we to do with thee, 
Jesus, thou Son of God? art thou 
come hither to torment us before the 
time? 

30 And there was a good way off 
from them an herd of many swine 
feeding. 

31 So the devils besought him, say- 
ing, If thou cast us out, suffer us to 
go away into the herd of swine. 

32 And he said imto them. Go. And 
when they were come out, they went 
into the herd of swine : and, behold, 
the whole herd of swine ran violently 
down a steep place into the sea, and 
perished in the waters. 

33 And they that kept them fled, 
and went their ways into the city, and 
told every thing, and what was be- 
fallen to the possessed of the devils. 

34 And, behold, the whole city came 
out to meet Jesus: and when they 
saw him, they besought him that he 
would depart out of their coasts. 

CHAPTER IX. 

2 Chrvft curing one sick of the palsy ^ 9 calleth Matthew 
from the receipt of custom, 10 eateth with publicans 
and sinners^ 14 defendeth his disciples for not fasting^ 
20 cureth the bloody issm^ 23 raiseth from death 
Jairus daughter, 27 giveth sight to two blind men, 
32 healeth a dumb man possessed of a devil, 36 and 
hath compassion of the multitude. 

4ND he entered into a ship, and 
J\. passed over, and came into his 
own city. 

2 And, behold, they brought to him 
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a man. sick of the palsy, lying on a 
bed: and Jesus seeing their faith 
said unto the sick of the palsy ; Son, 
be of good cheer; thy sins be for- 
given thee. 

3 And, behold, certain of the scribes 
said within themselves, This man blas- 
phemeth, 

4 And Jesus knowing their thoughts 
said, Wherefore think ye evil in your 
hearts? 

5 For whether is easier, to say. Thy 
sins be foi^ven thee; or to say. Arise, 
and walk? 

6 But that ye may know that the 
Son of man hath power on earth to 
forgive sins, (then saith he to the sick 
of the palsy,) Arise, take up thy bed, 
and go unto thine house. 

7 imd he arose, and departed to his 
house. 

8 But when the multitudes saw it, 
they marvelled, and glorified God, 
which had given such, power unto 
men. 

9 IT And as Jesus passed forth from 
thence, he saw a man, named Mat- 
thew, sitting at the receipt of custom: 
and he saith imto him. Follow me. 
And he arose, and followed him. 

10 1 And it came to pass, as Jesus sat 
at meat in the house, behold, many 
publicans and sinners came and sat 
down with him and his disciples. 

11 And when the Pharisees saw it, 
they said imto his disciples. Why 
eateth your Master with publicans 
and sinners? 

12 But when Jesus heard that, he 
said unto them. They that be whole 
need not a physician, but they that 
are sick. 

13 But go ye and learn what that 
meaneth, I will have mercy, and not 
sacrifice: for I am not come to caU 
the righteous, but sinners to repent- 
ance. 

14 IT Then came to him the disciples 
of John, saying. Why do we and the 
Pharisees fast oft, but thy disciples 
fast not? 

15 And Jesus said unto them. Can 
the children of the bridechamber 
mourn, as long as the bridegroom is 


Jairus' daughter raised. 

with them? but the days will come, 
when the bridegroom shall be taken 
from them, and then shall they fast. 

16 No man putteth a piece of new 
cloth imto an old garment, for that 
which is put in to fill it up taketh 
from the garment, and the rent is 
made worse. 

17 Neither do men put new wine into 
old bottles: else the bottles break, 
and the wine runneth out, and the 
bottles perish : but they put new wine 
into new bottles, and both are pre- 
served. 

18 T While he spake these things 
unto them, behold, there came a cer- 
tain ruler, and worshipped him, say- 
ing, My daughter is even now dead : 
but come and lay thy hand upon her, 
and she shall live. 

19 And Jesus arose, and followed 
him, and so did his disciples. 

20 IT And, behold, a woman, which 
was diseased with an issue of blood 
twelve years, came behind him, and 
touched the hem of his garment: 

21 For she said within herself If I 

may but touch his garment, I shall 
be whole. ^ 

22 But Jesus turned him about, and 
when he saw her, he said. Daughter, 
be of good comfort; thy faith hath 
made thee whole. And the woman 
was made whole from that hour. 

23 And when Jesus came into the 
ruler 8 house, and saw the minstrels 
and the people making a noise, 

24 He said unto them. Give place : 
for the maid is not dead, but sleep- 
eth. And they laughed him to scorn. 

25 But when the people were put 
forth, he went in, and took her by the 
hand, and the maid arose. 

26 And the fame hereof went abroad 
into all that land. 

27 IT And when Jesus departed 
thence, two blind men followed him, 
crying, and saying. Thou son of David, 
have mercy on us. 

28 And when he was come into the 
house, the blind men came to him: 
and Jesus saith imto them. Believe 
ye that I am able to do this ? They 
said unto him. Yea, Lord. 
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29 Then touched he their eyes, say- 
ing, According to your faith be it 
unto you. 

30 And their eyes were opened ; and 
Jesus straitly charged them, saying, 
See that no man laiow it. 

31 But they, when they were de- 
parted, spread abroad his fame in all 
that cotmtry. 

32 II As they went out, behold, they 
brought to him a dumb man pos- 
sessed with a devil. 

33 And when the devil was cast out, 
the dumb spake : and the multitudes 
marvelled, saying. It was never so seen 
in Israel. 

34 But the Pharisees said. He cast- 
eth out devils through the prince of 
the devils. 

35 And Jesus went about all the cities 
and villages, teaching in their syna- 
gogues, and preaching the gospel of 
the kingdom, and healing every sick- 
ness and every disease among the 
people. 

36 IT But when he saw the multi- 
tudes, he was moved with compassion 
on them, because they fainted, and 
were scattered abroad, as sheep hav- 
ing no shepherd. 

37 Then saith he unto his disciples. 
The harvest truly 'is plenteous, but 
the labourers are few; 

38 Pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
harvest, that he will send forth la- 
bourers into his harvest. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 Christ sendeth out his twelve ajmstleSy enabling them 

with power to do miracles, 6 giveth them their charge, 

t cachet h them, 16 comforteth thtmi against persecutions: 

40 and promiseth a blessing to those that receive them* 

AND when he had called unto 
J:\. him his twelve disciples, he gave 
them power against unclean spirits, 
to cast them out, and to heal all 
manner of sickness and all manner 
of disease. 

2 Now the names of the twelve apos- 
tles are these ; The first, Simon, who 
is called Peter, and Andrew his bro- 
ther; James the son of Zebedee, and 
John his brother; 

3 Philip, and Bartholomew ; Thomas, 
and Matthew the publican; James 


the son of Alphseus, and Lebbseus, 
whose surname was Thaddseus; 

4 Simon the Canaanite, and Judas 
Iscariot, who also betrayed him. 

5 These twelve Jesus sent forth, and 
commanded them, saying. Go not 
into the way of the Gentiles, and in- 
to an'y city of the Samaritans enter 
ye not: 

6 But go rather to the lost sheep of 
the house of Israel. 

7 And as ye go, preach, saying. The 
kingdom of heaven is at hand. 

8 Heal the sick, cleanse the lepers, 
raise the dead, cast out devils : freely 
ye have received, freely give. 

9 Provide neither gold, nor silver, 
nor brass in your purses, 

10 Nor scrip for 'j/our journey, nei- 
ther two coats, neither shoes, nor yet 
staves : for the workman is worthy of 
his meat. 

11 And into whatsoever city or 
town ye shall enter, enquire who in 
it is worthy; and there abide till ye 
go thence. 

12 And when ye come into an house, 
salute it. 

13 And if the house be worthy, let 
your peace come upon it : but if it be 
not worthy, let your peace return to 
you. 

14 And whosoever shall not receive 
you, nor hear your words, when ye de- 
part out of that house or city, shake 
off* the dust of your feet. 

15 Verily I say unto you. It shall be 
more tolerable for the land of Sodom 
and Gomorrha in the day of judg- 
ment, than for that city. 

16 1 Behold, I send you forth as sheep 
in the midst of wolves : be ye there- 
fore wise as serpents, and harmless as 
doves. 

17 But beware of men : for they will 
deliver you up to the councils, and 
they will scourge you in their syna- 
gogues; 

18 And ye shall be brought before 
governors and kings for my sake, for 
a testimony against them and the 
Gentiles. 

19 But when they deliver you up, 
take no thought how or what ye shtdl 
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speak: for it shall be given you in 
that same hour what ye shall speak. 

20 For it is not ye that speal^ but 
the Spirit of your Father which speak- 
eth in you. 

21 And the brother shall deliver up 
the brother to death, and the father 
the child : and the cWldren shall rise 
up against their parents, and cause 
them to be put to death. 

22 And ye shall be hated of all nmi 
for my name’s sake : but he that en- 
dureth to the end shall be saved. 

23 But when they persecute you in 
this city, flee ye into another: for 
verily 1 say unto you, Ye shall not 
have gone over the cities of Israel, till 
the Son of man be come. 

24 The disciple is not above his mas- 
ter, nor the servant above his lord. 

25 It is enough for the disciple that 
he be as his master, and the servant 
as his lord. If they have called the 
master of the house Beelzebub, how 
much more shall they call them of liis 
household? 

26 Fear them not therefore: for 
there is nothing covered, that shall 
not be revealed ; and hid, that shall 
not be known. 

27 Wliat I tell you in darkness, that 
speak ye in light : and what ye hear 
in the ear, that preach ye upon the 
housetops. 

28 And fear not them which kill the 
body, but are not able to kill the soul: 
but rather fear him which is able to 
destroy both soul and body in hell. 

29 Are not two sparrows sold for a 
farthing ? and one of them shall not 
fall on the ground without yoim Fa- 
ther. 

30 But the very hairs of your head 
ai’e all numbered. 

31 Fear ye not therefore, ye are of 
more value than many sparrows. 

32 Whosoever therefore shall con- 
fess me before men, liim will I confess 
also before my Father which is in 
heaven. 

33 But whosoever shall deny me be- 
fore men, him will I also deny before 
my Father which is in heaven. 

34 Think not that 1 am come to send 


peace on earth : I came not to send 
peace, but a sword. 

35 For I am come to set a man at 
variance against his father, and the 
daughter against her mother, and 
the daughter in law against her 
mother in law. 

36 And a man’s foes shall be they 
of his own household. 

37 He that loveth father or mother 
more than me is not worthy of me: 
and he that loveth son or daughter 
more than me is not worthy of me. 

38 And he that taketh not his cross; 
and followeth after me, is not worthy 
of me. 

39 He that findeth his life shall lose 
it : and he that loseth his life for my 
sake shall find it. 

40 t He that receiveth you receiv- 
eth me, and he that receiveth me re- 
ceiveth him that sent me. 

41 He that receiveth a prophet in 
the name of a prophet shall receive 
a prophet’s reward; and he that re- 
ceiveth a righteous man in the name 
of a righteous man shall receive a 
righteous man’s reward. 

42 And whosoever shall give to 
drink imto one of these little ones a 
cup of cold water only in the name of 
a disciple, verily I say unto you, he 
shall in no wise lose his reward. 

CHAPTER XI. 

2 John aendeth his disciples to Christ, 7 Christ’s testi- 
mony concerning John, 18 The opinion of the people,, 
k)th concerning John and Christ, 20 Christ upbraid- 
eth the unthankfulness and imrepentance of Chorazirty 
Bethsaida, and Capernaum : 25 and praising his 
Father’s wisdom in revejiling the gospel to the simple, 
28 he calleth to him all such as feel the burden of their 
sins, 

A nd it came to pass, when Jesus 
had made an end of command- 
ing his twelve disciples, he departed 
thence to teach and to preach in 
their cities. 

2 Now when John had heard in the 
prison the works of Christ, he sent 
two of his disciples, 

3 And said unto him, Art thou he 
that should come, or do we look for 
another ? 

4 Jesus answered and said unto 
them. Go and shew John again those 
things which ye do hear and see : 
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5 The blind receive their sight, 
and the lame walk, the lepers are 
cleansed, and the deaf hear, the dead 
are raised up, and the poor have the 
gospel preached to them. 

6 And blessed is he, whosoever shall 
not be offended in me. 

7 1 And as they departed, Jesus 
began to say unto the multitudes 
concerning John, What went ye out 
into the wilderness to see? A. reed 
shaken with the wind? 

8 But what went ye out for to see ? 

A man clothed in soft raiment? be- 
hold, they that wear soft dothing are 
in kings’ houses. 

9 But what went ye out for to see ? 

A prophet ? yea, I say unto you, and 
more than a prophet. 

10 For this is he, of whom it is 
written. Behold, I send my messen- 
ger before thy face, which shall pre- 
pare thy way before thee. 

11 Verily I say unto you. Among 
them that are bom of women there 
hath not risen a greater than John 
the Baptist : notwithstanding he that 
is least in the kingdom of heaven is 
greater than he. 

12 And from the days of John the 
Baptist until now the kingdom of 
heaven suffereth violence, and the 
violent take it by force. 

13 For all the prophets and the law 
prophesied until John. 

14 And if ye will receive it, this is 
Elias, which was for to come. 

15 He that hath ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

16 1 But whereimto shall I liken 
this generation ? It is like unto 
children sitting in the markets, and 
calling unto their fellows, 

17 imd saying. We have piped imto 
you, and ye have not danced; we 
have mourned unto you, and ye have 
not lamented. 

18 For John came neither eating 
nor drinking, and they say. He hath 
a devil. 

19 The Son of man came eating 
and drinking, and they say. Behold 
a man gluttonous, and a winebib- 
ber, a friend of publicans and sin- 
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ners. But wisdom is justified of her 
children. 

20 t Then began he to upbraid the 
cities wherein most of his mighty 
works were done, because they re- 
pented not: 

21 Woe imto thee, Chorazin! woe 
vmto thee, Bethsaida! for if the 
mighty works, which were done in 
you, had been done in Tyre and 
Sidon, they would have repented 
long ago in sackcloth and ashes. 

22 But I say unto you. It shall be 
more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at 
the day of judgment, than for you. 

23 And thou, Capernaum, which art 
exalted unto heaven, shalt be brought 
down to hell : for if the mighty works, 
which have been done in thee, had 
been done in Sodom, it would have 
remained until this day. 

24 But I say imto you. That it shall be 
more tolerable for the land of Sodom 
in the day of judgment, than for thee. 

25 IT At that time Jesus answered 
and said, I thank thee, O Father, Lord 
of heaven and earth, because thou 
hast hid these things from the wise 
and prudent, and hast revealed them 
unto babes. 

26 Even so. Father : for so it seemed 
good in thy sight. 

27 All things are delivered unto me 
of my Father: and no man knoweth 
the Son, but the Father; neither 
knoweth any man the Father, save the 
Son, and he to whomsoever the Son 
will reveal him. 

28 If Come unto me, all ye that la- 
bour and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest. 

29 Take my yoke upon you, and learn 
of me ; for I am meek and lowly in 
heart: and ye shall find rest unto 
your souls. 

30 For my yoke is easy, and my bur- 
den is light. 

CHAPTER XH. 

1 Christ reproveth the blindness of the Pharisees con- 
cerning the breach of the sahbathy 3 by scriptures, 9 by 

reason^ 13 and by a miracle, 22 He liealeth the man 

possessed that was blind and dumb. 31 Blasphemy 
against the Holy Ghost shall never be forgiven, 36 
Account shall be made of idle words, 38 He rebuketh 
the unfaithful, who seek after a sign : 49 and sheweth 
who is his brother, sister, and mother. 
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St. MATTHEW, XIL Blind and dumb healed. 


The Phcvrisees reproved. 

AT that time Jesxis went on the 
<oL sabbath day through the com ; 
and his disciples were an hxmgred, 
and began to pluck the ears of com, 
and to eat. 

2 But when the Pharisees saw it, they 
said unto him, Behold, thy disciples 
do that which is not lawful to do upon 
the sabbath day. 

3 But he said unto them. Have ye 
not read what David did, when he was 
an hungred, and they that were with 
him ; 

4 How he entered into the house of 
God, and did eat the shewbread, which 
was not lawful for him to eat, neither 
for them which were with him, but 
only for the priests? 

5 Or have ye not read in the law, 
how that on the sabbath days the 

riests in the temple profane the sab- 
ath, and are blameless? 

6 But I say imto you. That in this 
place is one gi*eater than the temple. 

7 But if ye had known what f/m 
meaneth, I will have mercy, and not 
sacrifice, ye would not have con- 
demned the guiltless. 

8 For the Son of man is Lord even 
of the sabbath day. 

9 And when he was departed thence, 
he went into their synagogue : 

10 1 And, behold, there was a man 
which had his hand withered. And 
they asked him, saying. Is it lawful to 
heal on the sabbath days ? that they 
might accuse him. 

11 And he said unto them. What 
man shall there be among you, that 
shall have one sheep, and if it fall into 
a pit on the sabbath day, will he not 
lay hold on it, and lift it out ? 

12 How much then is a man better 
than a sheep ? Wherefore it is lawful 
to do well on the sabbath days. 

13 Then saith he to the man. Stretch 
forth thine hand. And he stretched 
it forth; and it was restored whole, 
like as the other. 

14 f Then the Pharisees went out, 
and held a council against him, how 
they might destroy him. 

15 But when Jesus knew it, he with- 
drew himself from thence : and great | 


multitudes followed him, and he heal- 
ed them all ; 

16 And charged them that they 
should not make him known: 

17 That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by Esaias the prophet, 
saying, 

18 Behold my servant, whom I have 
chosen ; my beloved, in whom my soul 
is well pleased: I will put my spirit 
upon him, and he shall shew judg- 
ment to the Gentiles. 

19 He shall not strive, nor cry; 
neither shall any man hear his voice 
in the streets. 

20 A bruised reed shall he not 
break, and smoking flax shall he not 
quench, till he send forth judgment 
unto victory. 

21 And in his name shall the Gen- 
tiles trust. 

22 IT Then was brought unto him 
one possessed with a devil, blind, and 
dumb : and he healed him, insomuch 
that the blind and dumb both spake 
and saw. 

23 And all the people were amazed, 
and said. Is not this the son of David? 

24 But when the Pharisees heard it, 
they said. This fellow doth not cast 
out devils, but by Beelzebub the 
prince of the devils. 

25 And Jesus knew their thoughts, 
and said unto them. Every kingdom 
divided against itself is brought to 
desolation; and every city or house 
divided against itself shall not stand: 

26 And if Satan cast out Satan, he 
is divided against himself ; how shall 
then his kingdom stand ? 

27 Ajid if I by Beelzebub cast out 
devils, by whom do your children 
cast them out? therefore they shall 
be yoiu* judges. 

28 But if I cast out devils by the 
^irit of God, then the kingdom of 
Grod is come unto you. 

29 Or else how can one enter into 
a strong man’s house, and spoil his 
goods, except he first bind the strong 
man? and then he will spoil his house. 

30 He that is not with me is against 
me ; and he that gathereth not with 
me scattereth abroad 
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31 IT Wherefore I say unto you, All 
manner of sin and blasphemy shall 
be forgiven imto men : but the blas- 
phemy agaimt the Holy Ghost shall 
not be forgiven imto men. 

32 And whosoever speaketh a word 
against the Son of man, it shall be 
foi^ven him: but whosoever speak- 
eth against the Holy Ghost, it shall 
not be forgiven him, neither in this 
world, neither in the world to come. 

33 Either make the tree good, and 
his fruit good ; or else make the tree 
corrupt, and his fruit corrupt: for the 
tree is known by his fruit. 

34 O generation of vipers, how can 
ye, being evil, speak good things ? for 
out of the abimdance of the heart the 
mouth speaketh. 

35 A good man out of the good 
treasure of the heart bringeth forth 
good things : and an evil man out of 
the evil treasure bringeth forth evil 
things. 

36 But I say imto you. That every 
idle word that men shall speak, they 
shall give accoimt thereof in the day 
of judgment. 

37 For by thy words thou shalt be 
justified, and by thy words thou shalt 
be condemned.

AT that time Herod the tetrarch 
heard of the fame of Jesus, 

2 And said unto his servants. This 
is John the Baptist ; he is risen irom 
the dead; and therefore mighty works 
do shew forth themselves in him. 

3 IT For Herod had laid hold on 
John, and boimd him, and put him 
in prison for Herodias’ sake, his bro- 
ther Philip’s wife. 

4 For John said unto him. It is not 
lawful for thee to have her. 

5 And when he would have put him 
to death, he feared the multitude, 
because they coimted him as a pro- 
phet. 

6 But when Herod’s birthday was 
kept, the daughter of Herodias danc- 
ed before them, and pleased Herod. 

7 Whereupon he promised with an 
oath to give her whatsoever she would 
ask. 

8 And she, being before instructed 
of her mother, said. Give me here 
John Baptist’s head in a charger. 

9 And the king was sorry : neverthe- 
less for the oath’s sake, and them 
which sat with him at meat, he com- 
manded it to be given her. 

10 And he sent, and beheaded John 
in the prison. 

II And his head was brought in a 
charger, and given to the damsel : and 
she brought it to her mother. 

12 And his disciples came, and took 
up the body, and buried it, and went 
and told Jesus. 

13 II "When Jesus heard of it, he de- 
parted thence by ship into a desert 
place apart: and when the people 
had heard thereof, they followed him 
on foot out of the cities. 

14 And Jesus went forth, and saw 
a great multitude and was moved 
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ship, he walked on the water, to go to 
Jesus. 

30 But when he saw the wind bois- 
terous, he was afraid ; and beginning 
to sink, he cried, saying. Lord, save me. 

31 And immediately Jesus stretched 
forth his hand, and caught him, and 
said unto him, O thou of little faith, 
wherefore didst thou doubt? 

32 And when they were come into 
the ship, the wind ceased. 

33 Then they that were in the ship 
came and worshipped him, saying. Of 
a truth thou art the Son of God 

34 IT And when they were gone over, 
they came into the land of Gennesaret. 

35 And when the men of that place 
had knowledge of him, they sent out 
into all that coimtry round about, and 
brought irnto him all that were dis- 
eased ; 

36 And besought liim that they might 
only touch the hem of his garment : 
and as many as touched were made 
perfectly whole. 

CHAPTER XV. 

3 Christ raproveth the scribes and Pharisees for trans^ 
grossing God*s commandments through their own tradi- 
tions ; 1 1 teacheth how that which goeth into the mouth 
doth not defile a man, 21 He healeth the daughter of 
the woman of Canaan,, 30 and other great multitudes : 
32 and with seven loaves and a few little fishes feedeth 
four thousand men, beside women and children. 

r [EN came to Jesus scribes and 
Pharisees, which were of Jerusa- 
lem, saying, 

2 Why do thy disciples transgress 
the tradition of the elders ? for they 
wash not their hands when they eat 
bread. 

3 But he answered and said unto 
them. Why do ye also transgress the 
commandment of God by your tra- 
dition ? 

4 For God commanded, saying. Ho- 
nour thy father and mother: and. 
He that curseth father or mother, let 
him die the death. 

5 But ye say. Whosoever shall say 
to his father or his mother. It iso, gift, 
by whatsoever thou mightest be pro- 
fited by me ; 

6 And honom’ not his father or his 
mother, he shall he free. Thus have 
ye made the commandment of God 
of none effect by your tradition. 


T Ye hypocrites, well did Esaias 
prophesy of you, saying, 

8 This people draweth nigh imto me 
with their mouth, and honoureth me 
with their lips ; but their heart is far 
from me. 

9 But in vain they do worship me, 
teaching /or doctrines the command- 
ments of men. 

10 1 And he called the multitude, 
and said xmto them. Hear, and im- 
derstand : 

11 Not that which goeth into the 
mouth defileth a man ; but that which 
cometh out of the mouth, this defil- 
eth a man. 

12 Then came his disciples, and said 
unto him, Knowest thou that the Pha- 
risees were offended, after they heard 
this saying? 

13 But he answered and said, Every 
plant, which my heavenly Father hath 
not planted, shall be rooted up. 

14 Let them alone: they be blind 
leaders of the blind. And if the 
blind lead the blind, both shall fall 
into the ditch. 

15 Then answered Peter and said un- 
to him, Declare unto us this parable. 

16 And Jesus said. Are ye also yet 
without understanding? 

17 Do not ye yet understand, that 
whatsoever entereth in at the mouth 
goeth into the belly, and is cast out 
into the draught? 

18 But those things which proceed 
out of the mouth come forth from the 
heart ; and they defile the man. 

19 For out of the heart proceed evil 
thoughts, murders, adulteries, forni- 
cations, thefts, false witness, blasphe- 
mies : 

20 These are the things which defile 
a man: but to eat with unwasheu 
hands defileth not a man. 

21 If Then Jesus went thence, and 
departed into the coasts of Tyre and 
Sidon. 

22 And, behold, a woman of Canaan 
came out of the same coasts, and 
cried unto him, saying. Have mercy 
on me, O Lord, thou son of David; 
my daughter is grievously vexed 
with a devil. 
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23 But he answered her not a word. 
And his disciples came and besought 
him, saying, Send her away ; for she 
crieth after us. 

24 But he answered and said, I am 
not sent but unto the lost sheep of 
the house of Israel. 

25 Then came she and worshipped 
liim, saying. Lord, help me. 

26 But he answered and said. It is 
not meet to take the children’s bread, 
and to cast it to dogs. 

27 And she said. Truth, Lord: yet 
the dogs eat of the crumbs which fall 
from tWr masters’ table. 

28 Then Jesus answered and said 
unto her, O woman, great is thy faith : 
be it unto thee even as thou wilt. And 
her daughter was made whole from 
that very hour. 

29 And Jesus departed from thence, 
and came nigh unto the sea of Gali- 
lee; and went up into a moimtam, 
and sat down there. 

30 And great multitudes came un- 
to him, having with them those that 
were lame, blind, dumb, maimed, and 
many others, and cast them down at 
Jesus’ feet; and he healed them: 

31 Insomuch that the multitude 
wondered, when they saw the dumb 
to speak, the maimed to be whole, the 
lame to walk, and the blind to see: 
and they glorified the God of Israel. 

32 IT Then Jesus called his disciples 
unto him, and said, I have compassion 
on the multitude, because they con- 
tinue with me now three days, and 
have nothing to eat : and I will not 
send them away fasting, lest they faint 
in the way. 

33 And his disciples say unto him. 
Whence should we have so much 
bread in the wilderness, as to fill so 
great a multitude? 

34 And Jesus saith xmto them. How 
many loaves have ye ? And they said. 
Seven, and a few little fishea 

35 And he commanded the multi- 
tude to sit down on the grotmd. 

36 And he took the seven loaves and 
the fishes, and gave thanks, and brake 
them, and gave to his disciples, and 
the disciples to the multitude.

26 Peter saith unto him. Of stran- 
gers. Jesus saith unto him. Then are 
the children free. 

27 Notwithstanding, lest we should 
offend them, go thou to the sea, and 
cast an hook, and take up the fish that 
first cometh up ; and when thou hast 
opened his mouth, thou shalt find a 
piece of money : that take, and give 
unto them for me and thee. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

1 Christ warneth his disciples to he humble and harmless: 
7 to amid offences, and not to despise the little ones : 

1 5 teacheth how we are to deal with our brethren, when 
they offend us : 21 and how oft to forgive them : 23 
which hi*, setteth forth by a parable of the king, that took

2 And Jesus called a little child imto 
him, and set him in the midst of them, 

3 And said. Verily I say unto you. 
Except ye be converted, and become 
as little children, ye shall not enter 
into the kingdom of heaven. 

4 Whosoever therefore shall humble 
himself as this little child, the same is 
greatest in the kingdom of heaven. 

5 And whoso shall receive one such 
little child in my name receiveth me. 

6 But whoso shall offend one of these 
little ones which believe in me, it were 
better for him that a millstone were 
hanged about his neck, and that he 
were drowned in the depth of the sea 

7 1 Woe unto the world because of 
offences! for it must needs be that 
offences come ; but woe to that man 
by whom the offence cometh ! 

8 Wherefore if thy hand or thy foot 
offend thee, cut them off, and cast 
them from thee : it is better for thee 
to enter into life halt or maimed. 
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rather than having two hands or two 
feet to be cast into everlasting fire. 

9 And if thine eye offend thee, pluck 
it out, and cast it from thee : it is bet- 
ter for thee to enter into life with one 
eye, rather than having two eyes to 
be cast into hell fire. 

10 Take heed that ye despise not one 
of these little ones; for I say unto 
you. That in heaven their angels do 
always behold the face of my Father 
which is in heaven. 

11 For the Son of man is come to 
save that which was lost. 

12 How think ye ? if a man have an 
himdred sheep, and one of them be 
gone astray, doth he not leave the 
ninety and nine, and goeth into the 
mountains, and seeketh that which is 
gone astray ? 

13 And if so be that he find it, verily 
I say unto you, he rejoiceth more of 
that sheep, than of the ninety and nine 
which went not astray. 

14 Even so it is not the will of your 
Father which is in heaven, that one 
of these little ones should perish. 

15 IT Moreover if thy brother shall 
trespass against thee, go and tell him 
his fault between thee and him alone : 
if he shall hear thee, thou hast gained 
thy brother. 

16 But if he will not hear thee, then 
take with thee one or two more, that 
in the mouth of two or three witnesses 
every word may be established. 

17 And if he shall neglect to hear 
them, tell it imto the church : but if 
he neglect to hear the church, let him 
be unto thee as an heathen man and 
a publican. 

18 Verily I say imto you. Whatsoever 
ye shall bind on earth shall be boimd 
in heaven: and whatsoever ye shall 
loose on earth shall be loosed in 
heaven. 

19 Again I say unto you. That if two 
of you shall agree on earth as touch- 
ing any thing that they shall ask, it 
.shall be done for them of my Father 
which is in heaven, 

20 For where two or three are ga- 
thered together in my name, there 
am I in the midst of them.

T he beginning of the gospel of 
Jesus Christ, the Son of God; 

2 As it is written in the prophets, 
Behold, I send my messenger before 
thy face, which shall prepare thy way 
before thee. 

3 The voice of one crying in the 
wilderness. Prepare ye the way of the 
Lord, make his paths straight. 

4 John did baptize in the wilder- 
ness, and preach the baptism of re- 
pentance for the remission of sins. 
5 And there went out unto him all 
the land of Judaea, and they of Jeru- 
salem, and were all baptized of him 
in the river of Jordan, confessing 
their sins. 

6 And John was clothed with camel’s 
hair, and with a girdle of a skin about 
his loins ; and he did eat locusts and 
wild honey ; 

7 And preached, saying. There com- 
eth one mightier than I after me, 
the latchet of whose shoes I am not 
worthy to stoop down and unloose. 
8 I indeed have baptized you with 
water: but he shall baptize you with 
the Holjr Ghost. 

9 And it came to pass in those days, 
that Jesus came from Nazareth of 
GaUlee, and was baptized of John in 
Jordan. 

10 And straightway coming up out 
of the water, he saw the heavens 
opened, and the Spirit like a dove 
descen^ng upon him: 

11 And there came a voice from 
heaven, saying. Thou art my beloved 
Son, in whom I am well pleased. 

12 And immediately the Spirit driv- 
eth him into the wilderness. 

13 And he was there in the wilder- 


ness forty days, tempted of Satan; 
and was with the wild beasts ; and the 
angels ministered imto him. 

14 Now after that John was put in 
prison, Jesus came into Galilee, 
preaching the gospel of the kingdom 
of God, 

16 And saying. The time is fulfilled, 
and the kingdom of God is at hand : 
repent ye, and believe the gospel. 

16 Now as he walked by the sea of 
Galilee, he saw Simon and Andrew 
his brother casting a net into the sea: 
for they were fishers. 

17 And Jesus said unto them. Come 
ye after me, and I will make you to 
become fishers of men. 

18 And straightway they forsook 
their nets, and followed him. 

19 And when he had gone a little 
farther thence, he saw James the son 
of Zebedee, and John his brother, 
who also were in the ship mending 
their nets. 

20 And straightway he called them: 
and they left their father Zebedee in 
the ship with the hired servants, and 
went after him. 

21 And they went into Capernaum ; 
and straightway on the sabbath day 
he entered into the synagogue, and 
taught. 

22 And they were astonished at his 
doctrine : for he taught them as one 
that had authority, and not as the 
scribes. 

23 And there was in their syna- 
go^e a man with an unclean spirit ; 
and he cried out, 

24 Saying, Let 'us alone ; what have 
we to do with thee, thou Jesus of * 
Nazareth ? art thou come to destroy 
us? I know thee who thou art, the 
Holy One of God. 

25 And Jesus rebuked him, saying. 
Hold thy peace, and come out of him. 

26 And when the unclean spirit had 
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tom him, and cried with a loud voice, 
he came out of him. 

27 And they were all amazed, inso- 
much that they questioned among 
themselves, saying, What thing is this? 
what new doctrine is this ? for with 
authority commandeth he even the 
unclean spirits, and they do obey him. 

28 And immediately his fame spread 
abroad throughout all the region 
round about Galilee. 

29 And forthwith, when they were 
come out of the synagogue, they en- 
tered into the house of Simon and 
Andrew, with James and John.

7 If And he called unto him the 
twelve, and began to send them forth 
by two and two ; and gave them 
power over unclean spirits; 

8 And commanded them that they 
should take nothing for their journey, 
save a staff only ; no scrip, no bread, 
no money in their purse : 

9 But he shod with sandals ; and not 
])ut on two coats. 

10 And he said unto them. In what 
])lace soever ye enter into an house, 
there abide till ye depart from that 
l)lace. 

11 And whosoever shall not receive 
you, nor hear you, when ye depart 
thence, shake off the dust under your 
feet for a testimony against them. 
Verily I say unto you. It shall be 
more tolerable for Sodom and Go- 
morrha in the day of judgment, than 
for that city. 

12 And they went out, and preached 
that men should repent. 

13 And they cast out many devils, 
and anointed with oil many that were 
sick, and healed them. 

] 4 And king Herod heard of him ; 


was risen from the dead, and there- 
fore mighty works do shew forth 
themselves in him. 

15 Others said. That it is Elias. And 
others said. That it is a prophet, or 
as one of the prophets. 

16 But when Herod heard thereof, 
he said. It is John, whom 1 beheaded : 
he is risen from the dead. 

17 For Herod himself had sent forth 
and laid hold upon John, and boimd 
him in prison for Herodias’ sake, his 
brother Philip’s wife: for he had 
married her. 

18 For John had said unto Herod, 
It is not lawful for thee to have thy 
brother’s wife. 

19 Therefore Herodias had a quar- 
rel against him, and would have l^led 
him ; but she could not : 

20 For Herod feared John, know- 
ing that he was a just man and an 
holy, and observed him; and when 
he heard him, he did many things, 
and heard him gladly. 

21 And when a convenient day was 
come, that Herod on his birthday 
made a supper to his lords, high cap- 
tains, and chief estates of Galilee ; 

22 And when the daughter of the 
said Herodias came in, and danced, 
and pleased Herod and them that 
sat with him, the kin g said unto the 
damsel. Ask of me whatsoever thou 
wilt, and I will give it thee. 

23 And he sware unto her. What- 
soever thou shalt ask of me, I will 
give it thee, unto the half of my 
lungdom. 

24 And she went forth, and said unto 
her mother. What shall I ask? And 
she said. The head of John the Bap- 
tist. 

25 And she came in straightway with 
haste unto the king, and asked, say- 
ing, I will that thou give me by and 
by in a charger the head of Jo^ the 
Baptist. 

26 And the king was exceeding 
sorry ; yet for his oath’s sake, and for 
their sakes which sat with him, he 
would not reject her. 
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Mirade of five loaves 

27 And immediately the king sent 
an executioner, and commanded his 
head to be brought : and he went and 
beheaded him in the prison, 

28 And brought his head in a charg- 
er, and gave it to the damsel : and the 
damsel gave it to her mother. 

29 And when his disciples heard of 
it, they came and took up his corpse, 
and laid it in a tomb. 

30 And the apostles gathered them- 
selves together imto Jesus, and told 
him all things, both what they had 
done, and what they had taught. 

31 And he said unto them, Come ye 
yourselves apart into a desert place, 
and rest a while : for there were many 
coming and going, and they had no 
leisure so much as to eat. 

32 And they departed into a desert 
place by ship privately. 

33 And the people saw them de- 
parting, and many knew him, and 
ran afoot thither out of all cities, and 
outwent them, and came together 
unto him. 

34 And Jesus, when he came out, 
saw much people, and was moved 
with compassion toward them, be- 
cause they were as sheep not having 
a shepherd : and he began to teach 
them many things. 

35 And when the day was now far 
spent, his disciples came unto him, 
and said. This is a desert place, and 
now the time is far passed : 

36 Send them away, that they may 
p^o into the country round about, and 
mto the villages, and buy themselves 
bread : for they have nothing to eat. 

37 He answered and said unto them. 
Give ye them to eat. And they say 
unto him. Shall we go and buy two 
hundred pennyworth of bread, and 
give them to eat? 

38 He saith unto them. How many 
loaves have ye? go and see. And 
when they knew, they say, Five, and 
two fishes. 

39 And he commanded them to 
make all sit down by companies upon 
the green grasa 

40 And they sat down in ranks, by 
hundreds, and by fifties. 


and two fishes. 

41 And when he had taken the five 
loaves and the two fishes, he looked 
up to heaven, and blessed, and brake 
the loaves, and gave them to his dis- 
ciples to set before them; and the 
two fishes divided he among them alL 

42 And they did all eat, and were 
fiUed. 

43 And they took up twelve baskets 
fiill of the fi*agments, and of the fishes. 

44 And they that did eat of the 
loaves were about five thousand men. 

45 And straightway he constrained 
his disciples to get into the ship, and 
to go to the other side before unto 
Bethsaida, while he sent away the 
people. 

46 And when he had sent them away, 
he departed into a mountain to pray. 

47 And when even was come, th^e 
ship was in the midst of the sea, and 
he alone on the land. 

48 And he saw them toiling in row- 
ing; for the wind was contrary unto 
them: and about the fourth watch 
of the night he cometh trnto them, 
walking upon the sea, and would 
have passed by them. 

49 But when they saw him walking 
upon the sea, they supposed it had 
been a spirit, and cried out : 

50 For they all saw him, and were 
troubled. And immediately he talked 
with them, and saith unto them. Be 
of good cheer : it is I ; be not afraid. 

51 And he went up unto them into 
the ship ; and the wind ceased : and 
they were sore amazed in themselves 
beyond measure, and wondered. 

52 For they considered not the mi- 
rade of the loaves: for their heart 
was hardened. 

53 And when they had passed over, 
they came into the land of Genne- 
saret, and drew to the shore. 

54 And when they were come out of 
the ship, straightway they knew him, 

55 And ran through that whole 
region roimd about, and began to 
carry about in beds those that were 
sick, where they heard he was. 

56 And whithersoever he entered,

3 For the Pharisees, and all the 
Jews, except they wash their hands 
oft, eat not, holding the tradition of 
the elders. 

4 And when they come from the 
mai'ket, except they wash, they eat 
not. And many other things there be, 
which they have received to hold, as 
the washing of cups, and pots, brasen 
vessels, and of tables. 

5 Then the Pharisees and scribes 
asked him. Why walk not thy disci- 
ples according to the tradition of the 
elders, but eat bread with unwashen 
hands? 

6 He answered and said unto them, 
Well hath Esaias prophesied of you 
hypocrites, as it is written. This peo- 
ple honoureth me with their lips, but 
their heart is far from me. 

7 Howbeit in vain do they worship 
me, teaching for doctrines the com- 
mandments of men. 

8 For laying aside the command- 
ment of God, ye hold the tradition of 
men, as the washing of pots and cups : 
and many other such like things ye 
do. 

9 And he said unto them. Full well 
ye reject the commandment of God, 
that ye may keep your own tradition. 

10 For Moses said. Honour thy far 
ther and thy mother; and, Wnoso 
cimseth father or mother, let him die 


that is to say, a gift, by whatsoever 
thou mightest be profited by me ; he 
shall he free. 

12 And ye suffer him no more to do 
ought for his father or his mother ; 

13 Making the word of God of none 
effect through your tradition, which 
ye have delivered: and many such 
like things do ye. 

14 IF And when he had called all the 
people unto him, he said unto them. 
Hearken unto me every one of you, 
and understand: 

15 There is nothing from without a 
man, that entering into him can defile 
him : but the things which come out 
of him, those are they that defile the 
man. 

16 If any man have ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

17 And when he was entered into the 
house from the people, his disciples 
asked him concerning the parable. 

18 And he saith unto them. Are ye 
so without understanding also? Do 
ye not perceive, that whatsoever thing 
from without entereth into the man, 
it cannot defile him; 

19 Because it entereth not into his 
heart, but into the belly, and goeth 
out into the draught, pm*ging all 
meats? 

20 And he said. That which cometh 
out of the man, that defileth the 
man. 

21 For from within, out of the heai’t 
of men, proceed evil thoughts, adul- 
teries, fornications, mm*ders, 

22 Thefts, covetousness, wickedness, 
deceit, lasciviousness, an evil eye, 
blasphemy, pride, foolishness: 

23 All these evil things come from 
within, and defile the man. 

24 IF And from thence he arose, and 
went into the borders of Tyre and 
Sidon, and entered into an house, and 
would have no man know U : but he 
could not be hid.

12 And they sought to lay hold on 
him, but feared the people : for they 
knew that he had spoken the parable 
against them : and they left him, and 
went their way. 

■^3 f And they send unto him cer- 
tain of the Pharisees and of the He- 
rodians, to catch him in his words. 

14 And when they were come, they 
say unto him. Master, we know that 
thou art true, and carest for no man; 
for thou regardest not the person of 
men, but teachest the way of God in 
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truth: Is it lawful to give tribute to 
Csesar, or not ? 

15 Shall we g^ve, or shall we not 
give? But he, knowing their hypo- 
crisy, said unto them. Why tempt 
ye me? bring me a penny, that I 
may see U. 

16 And they brought U. And he 
saith unto them. Whose is this image 
and superscription? And they said 
unto him, Caesar’s. 

17 And Jesus answering said unto 

them. Render to Caesar the things 
that are Caesar’s, and to God the 
things that are God’s.

2 And Pilate asked him. Art thou 
the King of the Jews? Arid he an- 
swering said unto him. Thou sayest it. 

3 And the chief priests accused 
him of many things : but he answer- 
ed nothing. 

4 And Pilate asked him again, say- 
ing, Answerest thou nothmg? be- 
hold how many things they witness 
against thee. 

5 But Jesus yet answered nothing ; 
so that Pilate marvelled. 

6 Now at that feast he released unto 
them one prisoner, whomsoever they 
desired. 

7 And there was one named Barab- 
bas, which lay boimd with them that 
had made insurrection with him, who 
had committed murder in the insur- 
rection. 

8 And the multitude crying aloud 
began to desire him to do && he had 
ever done unto them. 

9 But Pilate answered them, saying. 
Will ye that I release unto you the 
King of the Jews? 

10 For he knew that the chief 
priests had delivered him for envy.

15 IT And so Pilate, willing to con- 
tent the people, released Barabbas 
unto them, and delivered Jesus, 
when he had scourged him, to be 
crucified. 

10 And the soldiers led him away 
into the hall, called Prsetorium ; and 
they call together the whole band. 

17 And they clothed him with pur- 
ple, and platted a crown of thorns, 
and put it about his head, 

18 And began to salute him. Hail, 
King of the Jews! 

19 And they smote him on the 
head with a reed, and did spit upon 
him, and bowing their knees wor- 
shipped him. 

20 And when they had mocked him, 
they took off the purple from him, 
and put his own clothes on him, and 
led him out to crucify him. 

21 And they compel one Simon a 
Cyrenian, who passed by, coming out 
of the country, the father of Alex- 
ander and Rufos, to bear his cross. 

22 And they bring him unto the 
place Golgotha, which is, being in- 
terpreted, The place of a skull. 

23 And they gave him to drink 
wine mingled with myiTh: but he 
received it not. 

24 And when they had crucified 
him, they parted his garments, cast- 
ing lots upon them, what every man 
should take. 

25 And it was the third hour, and 
they crucified him. 

26 And the superscription of his 
accusation was written over, THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. 

27 And with him they crucify two 
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thieves; the one on his right hand, 
and the other on liis left. 

28 And the scripture was fulfilled, 
wliich saith. And he was numbered 
with the transgi'essors. 

29 And they tiiat passed by raUed 
on him, wagging their heads, and 
saying. Ah, thou that destroyest the 
temple, and buildest it in three days, 

30 Save thyself, and come down 
from the cross. 

31 Likewise also the chief priests 
mocking said among themselves with 
the scribes. He saved others ; him- 
self he cannot save. 

32 Let Christ the King of Israel 
descend now from the cross, that we 
may see and believe. And they that 
were crucified with him reviled him. 

33 And when the sixth hour was 
come, there was darkness over the 
whole land until the ninth hour. 

34 And at the ninth hour Jesus 
cried with a loud voice, saying, Eloi, 
Eloi, lama sabachthani? which is, 
being interpreted. My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken me ? 

35 And some of them that stood 
by, when they heard it, said. Behold, 
he calleth Elias. 

36 And one ran and filled a spunge 
full of vinegar, and put it on a reed, 
and gave him to drink, saying. Let 
alone ; let us see whether Elias will 
come to take him down. 

37 And Jesus cried with a loud 
voice, and gave up the ghost. 

38 And the veil of the temple was 
rent in twain from the top to the 
bottom. 

39 If And when the centurion, which 
stood over against him, saw that he 
so cried out, and gave up the ghost, 
he said, Truly this man was the Son 
of God. 

40 There were also women looking 
on afar off : among whom was Mary 
Magdalene, and Mary the mother of 
Janies the less and of Joses, and 
Salome ; 

41 (Who also, when he was in Gali- 
lee, followed him, and ministered unto 
him ;) and many other women which 
came up with him unto Jerusalem. 
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42 If And now when the even was 
come, because it was the preparation, 
that is, the day before the sabbath, 

43 Joseph of Arimathaja, an honour- 
able counsellor, which also waited for 
the kingdom of God, came, and went 
in boldly unto Pilate, and craved the 
body of Jesus. 

44 And Pilate marvelled if he were 
already dead: and calling unto Mm 
the centurion, he asked him whether 
he had been any while dead. 

45 And when he knew it of the 
centurion, he gave the body to Jo- 
seph. 

46 And he bought fine linen, and 
took him down, and wrapped him in 
the linen, and laid him in a sepulchre 
which was hewn out of a rock, and 
rolled a stone unto the door of the 
sepulchre. 

47 And Mary Magdalene and Mary 
the mother of Joses beheld where he 
was laid. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

1 An angel declareth the resurrection of Christ to three 
women. 9 Christ himself appeareth to Mary Magda- 
lene : 12 to two going into the country : 14 then to 
the apostles^ 15 whom he sendeth forth to preach the 
gosfwl : 19 and ascendeth into heaven. 

A nd when the sabbath was past, 
. Mary Magdalene, and Mary the 
mother of James, and Salome, had 
bought sweet spices, that they might 
come and anoint him. 

2 And very early in the morning 
the first day of the week, they came 
unto the sepulchre at the rising of 
the sun. 

3 And they said among themselves. 
Who shall roll us away the stone 
from the door of the sepulchre? 

4 And Avhen they looked, they saw 
that the stone was rolled away : for 
it was very great. 

5 And entering into the sepulchre, 
they saw a young man sitting on the 
right side, clothed in a long white 
garment; and they were aflfrighted. 

6 And he saith unto them. Be not 
affrighted: Ye seek Jesus of Naza- 
reth, which was crucified : he is risen ; 
he is not here: behold the place 
where they laid him. 

7 But go your way, tell his disci- 


ples and Peter that he goeth before 
you into Galilee: there shall ye see 
him, as he said unto you. 

8 And they went out quickly, and 
fled from the sepulchre ; for they 
trembled and were amazed : neither 
said they any thing to any man ; for 
they were af^id. 

9 1 Now when Jesus was risen early 
the first day of the week, he appear- 
ed first to Mary Magdalene, out of 
whom he had cast seven devils. 

10 And she went and told them that 
had been with him, as they mourned 
and wept. 

11 And they, when they had heard 
that he was alive, and had been seen 
of her, believed not. 

12 t After that he appeared in 
another form unto two of them, as 
they walked, and went into the 
country. 

13 And they went and told it unto 
the residue: neither believed they 
them. 

14 1i Afterward he appeared unto 
the eleven as they sat at meat, and 
upbraided them with their unbelief 
and hardness of heart, because they 
believed not them wliieh had seen 
him after he was risen. 

15 And he said unto them. Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature. 

16 He that believeth and is bap- 
tized shall be saved; but he that 
believeth not shall be damned. 

17 And these signs shall follow them 
that believe ; In my name .shall they 
cast out devils ; they shall speak with 
new tongues ; 

18 They shall take up serpents; 
and if they drink any deadly thing, 
it shall not hurt them; they shall 
lay hands on the sick, and they shall 
recover. 

19 t So then after the Lord had 
spoken imto them, he was received 
up into heaven, and sat on the right 
hand of God. 

20 And they went forth, and preach- 
ed every where, the Lord working 
with them, and confirming the word 
with signs following.

3 It seemed good to me also, having 
had perfect understandingof all things 
from the very first, to write unto thee 
in order, most excellent Theophilus, 

4 That thou mightest know the 
certainty of those things, wherein 
thou hast been instructed. 

5 IT 1 1 1HEEE was in the days of 
X Herod, the king of Judsea, 
a certain priest named Zacharias, of 
the course of Abia : and his wife was 
of the daughters of Aaron, and her 
name wcis Elisabeth. 

0 And they were both righteous 
before God, walking in all the com- 
mandments and ordinances of the 
Lord blameless. 

7 And they had no child, because 
that Elisabeth was barren, and they 
both were now well stricken in years. 
8 And it came to pass, that while 
he executed the priest’s office before 
God in the order of his course, 

9 According to the custom of the 
priest’s office, his lot was to bum 
incense when he went into the tem- 
ple of the Lord. 

10 And the whole multitude of the 
people were praying without at the 
time of incense. 

11 And there appeared unto him 
an angel of the Lord standing on the 
right side of the altar of incense.

13 And suddenly there was with the 
angel a multitude of the heavenly 
host praising God, and saying,

16 And it came to pass, as the 
angels were gone away fi*om them 
into heaven, the shepherds said one 
to another. Let us now go even unto 
Bethlehem, and see this thing which 
is come to pass, which the Lord hath 
made known imto us. 

16 And they came with haste, and 
foiuid Mary, and Joseph, and the 
babe lying in a manger. 

17 And when they had seen it, they 
made known abroad the saying which 
was told them concerning this child. 

18 And all they that heard it won- 
dered at those things which were 
.told them by the shepherds. 

19 But Maiy kept all these things, 
and pondered them in her heart. 

20 And the shepherds returned, 
glorifying and praising God for all 
me things that they had heard and 
seen, as it was told unto them. 

21 And when eight days were ac- 
complished for the circumcising of the 
child, his name was called JESUS, 
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Simeon and Anna 

which was so named of the angel be- 
fore he was conceived in the womb. 

22 And when the days of her puri- 
fication according to the law of Mo- 
ses were accomplished, they brought 
him to Jemsalem, to present him to 
the Lord ; 

23 (As it is written in the law of 
the Lord, Every male that openeth 
the womb shall be called holy to 
the Lord;) 

24 And to offer a sacrifice accord- 
ing to that which is said in the law 
of the Lord, A pair of turtledoves, 
or two young pigeons. 

25 And, behold, there was a man in 
Jerusalem, whose name was Simeon ; 
and the same man was just and de- 
vout, waiting for the consolation 
of Israel: and the Holy Ghost was 
upon him. 

26 And it was revealed unto him 
by the Holy Ghost, that he should 
not see death, before he had seen 
the Lord’s Christ. 

27 And he came by the Spirit into 
the temple: and when the parents 
brought in the child Jesus, to do for 
him after the custom of the law, 

28 Then took he him up in his arms, 
and blessed God, and said, 

29 Lord, now lettest thou thy ser- 
vant depart in peace, according to 
thy word: 

30 For mine eyes have seen thy 
salvation, 

31 Which thou hast prepared be- 
fore the face of all people; 

32 A light to lighten the Gentiles, 
and the glory of thy people Israel. 

33 And Joseph and his mother mar- 
velled at those things which were 
spoken of him. 

34 And Simeon blessed them, and 
said unto Mary his mother.

37 Judge not, and ye shall not be 
judged: condemn not, and ye shall 
not be condemned: forgive, and ye 
shall be forgiven: 

38 Give, and it shall be given unto 
you ; good measure, pressed down, 
and shaken together, and running 
over, shall men give into your bosom. 
For with the same measure that ye 
mete withal it shall be measured to 
you again. 

39 And he spake a parable unto 
them. Can the blind lead the blind ? 
shall they not both fall into the ditch ? 

40 The disciple is not above his 
master: but every one that is per- 
fect shall be as his master. 

41 And why beholdest thou the 
mote that is in thy brother’s eye, 
but perceivest not the beam that is 
in thine own eye ? 

42 Either how canst thou say to 
thy brother. Brother, let me pull out 
the mote that is in thine eye, when 
thou thyself beholdest not the beam 
that is in thine own eye ?

46 IT And why call ye me, Lord, Lord, 
and do not the things which I say ? 

47 Whosoever cometh to me, and 
heareth my sayings, and doeth them, 
I will shew you to whom he is like : 

48 He is like a man which bviilt an 
house, and digged deep, and laid the 
foimdation on a rock : and when the 
flood arose, the stream beat vehe- 
mently upon that house, and could 
not shake it: for it was founded 
upon a rock. 

49 But he that heareth, and doeth 
not, is like a man that without a 
foundation built an house upon the 
earth ; against which the stream did 
beat vehemently, and immediately 
it fell; and the ruin of that house 
was great.

7 Wherefore neither thought I my- 
self worthy to come unto thee : but 
say in a word, and my servant shall 
be healed. 

8 For I also am a man set under 
authority, having under me soldiers, 
and I say unto one. Go, and he goeth; 
and to another. Come, and he com- 
eth ; and to my servant, Do this, and 
he doeth it. 

9 Wben Jesus heard these things, 
he marvelled at him, and turned him 
about, and said unto the people that 
followed him, I say unto you, I have 
not found so great faith, no, not in 
Israel. 

10 And they that were sent, return- 
ing to the house, found the servant 
whole that had been sick. 

11 IT And it came to pass the day 
after, that he went into a city called 
Nain ; and many of his disciples went 
with him, and much people.

world had of him : foretelleth his passion : 23 pro- 
poseth to all the pattern of his patience, 28 The trans- 
figuration. 37 He healeth the lunatkk: 43 again 
forewarneth his disciples of his passion : 46 commend- 
eth humility : 51 hiddeth them to shew mildness to- 
wards all,, without desire of revenge, 57 Divers would 
follow him, hut upon conditions. 

T hen he called his twelve dis- 
ciples together, and gave them 
power and authority over all devils, 
and to cure diseases. 

2 And he sent them to preach the 
kingdom of God, and to heal the sick. 

3 And he said unto them. Take no- 
thing for your journey, neither staves, 
nor scrip, neither bread, neither mo- 
ney ; neither have two coats apiece. 

4 And whatsoever house ye enter 
into, there abide, and thence depart. 
5 And whosoever will not receive 
you, when ye go out of that city, 
shake off the very dust from your 
feet for a testimony against them. 

6 And they departed, and went 
through the towns, preaching the 
gospel, and healing every where. 

7 t Now Herod the tetrarch heard 
of all that was done by him: and 
he was perplexed, because that it 
was said of some, that John was 
risen from the dead; 

8 And of some, that Elias had ap- 
peared; and of others, that one of 
the old prophets was risen again. 

9 And Herod said, John have I be- 
headed : but who is this, of whom I 
hear such things? And he desired 
to see him. 

10 If And the apostles, when they 
were returned, told him all that they 
had done. And he took them, and 
went aside privately into a desert 
place belonging to the city called 
Bethsaida 

11 And the people, when they knew 
it, followed him: and he received 
them, and spake unto them of the 
kingdom of God, and healed them 
that had need of healing. 

12 And when the day began to wear 
away, then came the twelve, and said 
vmto him. Send the multitude away, 
that they may go into the towns and

country round about, and lodge, and 
get victuals: for we are here in a 
desert place. 

13 But he said unto them. Give 
ye them to eat. And they said. We 
have no more but five loaves and 
two fishes ; except we should go and 
buy meat for all this people. 

14 For they were about five thou- 
sand men. And he said to his dis- 
ciples, Make them sit down by fifties 
in a company. 

15 And they did so, and made them 
all sit down. 

10 Then he took the five loaves and 
the two fishes, and looking up to hea- 
ven, he blessed them, and brake, and 
gave to the disciples to set before 
the multitude. 

17 And they did eat, and were all 
filled: and there was taken up of 
fragments that remained to them 
twelve baskets. 

18 t And it came to pass, as he was 
alone praying, his disciples were with 
him: and he asked them, saying. 
Whom say the people that I am? 

19 They answering said, John the 
Baptist; but some say, Elias; and 
others say, that one of the old pro- 
phets is risen again. 

20 He said unto them. But whom 
say ye that I am? Peter answering 
said. The Christ of God. 

21 And he straitly charged them, 
and commanded them to tell no man 
that thing ; 

22 Saying, The Son of man must 
suffer many things, and be rejected 
of the elders and chief priests and 
scribes, and be slain, and be raised 
the third day.* 

23 IT And he said to tfiem all. If any 
man will come after me, let him deny 
himself, and take up his cross daily, 
and follow me. 

24 For whosoever will save his life 
shall lose it : but whosoever will lose 
his life for my sake, the same shall 
save it. 

25 For what is a man advantaged, 
if he gain the whole world, and lose 
himself, or be cast away? 

26 For whosoever shall be ashamed

of me and of my words, of him shall 
the Son of man be ashamed, when he 
shall come in his own glory, and in 
his Father’s, and of the holy angels. 

27 But I tell you of a truth, there 
be some standing here, which shall 
not taste of death, till they see the 
kingdom of God. 

28 1 And it came to Jiass about an 
eight days after these sayings, he took 
Peter and John and James, and went 
up into a mountain to pray. 

29 And as he prayed, the fashion of 
his countenance was altered, and his 
raiment was white mid glistering. 

30 And, behold, there talked with 
him two men, which were Moses and 
Elias : 

31 Who appeared in glory, and spake 
of his decease which he should ac- 
complish at Jerusalem. 

32 But Peter and they that were 
with him were heavy with sleep : and 
when they were awake, they saw his 
glory, and the two men that stood 
with him. 

33 And it came to pass, as they 
departed from him, Peter said unto 
Jesus, Master, it is good for us to 
be here : and let us make three 
tabernacles; one for thee, and one 
for Moses, and one for Elias: not 
knowing what he said 

34 While he thus spake, there came 
a cloud, and overshadowed them: 
and they feared as they entered into 
the cloud 

35 And there came a voice out of 
the cloud, saying. This is my beloved 
Son : hear him. 

36 And when the voice was past, 
Jesus was found alone. And they 
kept it close, and told no man in 
those days any of those things which 
they had seen. 

37 IT And it came to pass, that on the 
next day, when they were come down 
fi'om the hUl, much people met him. 

38 And, beWd a man of the com- 
pany cried out, saying. Master, I 
beseech thee, look upon my son: for 
he is mine only child 

39 And, lo, a spirit taketh him, and 
he suddenly crieth out ; and it tear- 
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eth him that he foameth again, and 
bruising him hardly departeth from 
him. 

40 And I besought thy disciples to 
cast him out ; and they could not. 

41 And Jesus answering said, O 
faithless and perverse generation, 
how long shall I be with you, and 
suffer you? Bring thy son hither. 

42 And as he was yet a coming, 
the devil threw him down, and tare 
him. And Jesus rebuked the unclean 
spirit, and healed the child, and de- 
livered him again to his father. 

43 1 And they were all amazed at 
the mighty power of God. But while 
they wondered every one at all things 
which Jesus did, he said mito ms 
disciples, 

44 Let these sayings sink down into 
your ears : for the Son of man shall 
be delivered into the hands of men. 

45 But they understood not this 
saying, and it was hid from them, 
that they perceived it not : and they 
feared to ask him of that saying. 

46 If Then there arose a reasoning 
among them, which of them should 
be greatest. 

4T And Jesus, perceiving the thought 
of their heart, took a child, and set 
him by him, 

48 And said imto them. Whosoever 
shall receive this child in my name 
receiveth me: and whosoever shall 
receive me receiveth him that sent 
me : for he that is least among you 
all, the same shall be gi'eat. 

49 If And John answered and said, 
Master, we saw one casting out devils 
in thy name ; and we forbad him, 
because he followeth not with us. 

50 And Jesus said unto him. Forbid 
him not: for he that is not against 
us is for us. 

51 IT And it came to pass, when the 
time was come that he should be 
received up, he stedfastly set his 
face to go to Jerusalem, 

52 And sent messengers before his 
face: and they went, and entered 
into a village of the Samaritans, to 
make ready for him. 

53 And they did not receive him.

3 Therefore whatsoever ye have 
spoken in darkness shall be heard 
in the light ; and that which ye have 
spoken in the ear in closets shall be 
proclaimed upon the housetops. 

4 And I say unto you my friends, 
Be not afraid of them that kill the 
body, and after that have no more 
that they can do. 

5 But I will forewarn you whom 
ye shall fear: Fear him, which after 
he hath killed hath power to cast 
into hell ; yea, I say unto you. Fear 
him. 

6 Are not five sparrows sold for 
two farthings, and not one of them 
is forgotten before God? 

7 But even the very hairs of your 
head are all numbered. Fear not 
therefore : ye are of more value than 
many sparrows. 

Whosoever 
shall confess me before men, him 
shall the Son of man also confess 
before the angels of God:

33 So likewise, whosoever he be of 
you that forsaketh not all that he 
hath, he cannot be my disciple. 

34 IT Salt is good: but if the salt 
have lost his savour, wherewith shall 
it be seasoned? 

35 It is neither fit for the land, nor 
yet for the dunghill ; hut men cast it 
out.

CHAPTER XV. 

1 The parable of the lost sheep : 8 of the piece of silver: 
\\ of the prodigal son. 

T hen drew near unto him all 
the publicans and simiers for 
to hear him. 

2 And the Pharisees and scribes 
murmured, saying. This man receiv- 
eth sinners, and eateth with them. 

3 f And he spake this parable unto 
them, saying, 

4 What man of you, having an hun- 
dred sheep, if he lose one of them, 
doth not leave the ninety and nine 
in the wilderness, and go after that 
which is lost, until he find it ? 

5 And when he hath found it, he 
layeth it on his shoulders, rejoicing. 

6 And when he cometh home, he 
caUeth together his friends and 
neighbours, saying unto them. Re- 
joice with me ; for I have found my 
sheep which was lost. 

7 I say unto you, that likewise joy 
shall be in heaven over one sinner 
that repenteth, more than over nine- 
ty and nine just persons, which need 
no repentance. 

8 IT Either what woman having ten 
pieces of silver, if she lose one piece, 
doth not light a candle, and sweep 
the house, and seek diligently till she 
find it ? 

9 And when she hath found it, she 
calleth her friends and her neigh- 
bours together, saying. Rejoice with 
me ; for I have found the piece which 
I had lost. 

10 Likewise, I say unto you, there 
is joy in the presence of the angels 
of God over one sinner that re- 
penteth. 

11 IT And he said, A certain man 
had two sons: 

12 And the younger of them said to 
his father. Father, give me the portion 
of goods that falleth to me. And he 
divided unto them his living. 

13 And not many days after the 
younger son gathered all together, 
and took his journey into a far 
country, and there wasted his sub- 
stance with riotous living. 

14 And when he had spent all, there 
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arose a mighty famine in that land ; 
and he began to be in want. 

15 And he went and joined himself 
to a citizen of that country ; and he 
sent him into his fields to feed swine. 

16 And he would fain have filled his 
belly with the husks that the swine 
did eat : and no man gave unto him. 

17 And when he came to himself, he 
said. How many hired servants of my 
father’s have bread enough and to 
spare, and I perish with hunger! 

18 I will arise and go to my father, 
and will say unto him. Father, I have 
sinned against heaven, and before 
thee, 

19 And am no more worthy to be 
called thy son: make me as one of 
thy hired servants. 

20 And he arose, and came to his 
father. But when he was yet a great 
way off) his father saw him, and had 
compassion, and ran, and fell on his 
neck, and kissed him. 

21 And the son said unto him. Fa- 
ther, I have sinned against heaven, 
and in thy sight, and am no more 
worthy to be called thy son. 

22 But the father said to his ser- 
vants, Bring forth the best robe, and 
put it on him ; and put a ring on his 
hand, and shoes on Jm feet : 

23 And bring hither the fatted calf, 
and kill it; and let us eat, and bo 
merry : 

24 For this my son was dead, and is 
alive again ; he was lost, and is found. 
And they began to be merry. 

25 Now his elder son was in the 
field : and as he came and drew nigh 
to the house, he heard musick and 
dancing. 

26 And he called one of the ser- 
vants, and asked what these things 
meant. 

27 And he said unto him, Thy bro- 
ther is come; and thy father hath 
killed the fatted calf, because he hath 
received him safe and sound. 

28 And he was angry, and would not 
go in : therefore came his father out, 
and intreated him. 

29 And he answering said to his 
father, Lo, these many years do I

30 But as soon as this thy son was

31 And he said unto him, Sotf, thou 
art ever with me, and all that I have 
is thine. 

32 It was meet that we should make 
merry, and be glad : for this thy bro- 
ther was dead, and is alive again ; and 
was lost, and is found. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

1 The parable of the unjust steward. 14 Christ reproveth 

the hypocrisy of the covetous Pharisees. 19 The rich 

glutton, and Lazaru.s the beggar. 

And he said also tmto his disci- 
-OL pies. There was a certain rich 
man, which had a steward ; and the 
same was accused unto him that he 
had wasted his goods. 

2 And he called him, and said un- 
to him. How is it that I hear this 
of thee? give an account of thy 
stewardship ; for thou mayest be no 
longer steward. 

3 Then the steward said within him- 
self, What shall I do ? for my lord tak- 
eth away from me the stewardship: 
I cannot dig ; to beg I am ashamed. 

4 lam resolved what to do, that, when 
I am put out of the stewardship, they 
may receive me into their houses. 

5 So he called every one of his 
lord’s debtors urito him, and said un- 
to the first. How much owest thou 
imto my lord ? 

6 And he said. An hundred mea- 
sures of oil. And he said unto him. 
Take thy bill, and sit down quickly, 
and write fifty. 

7 Then said he to another. And how 
much owest thou ? And he said. An 
hundred measures of wheat. And 
he said unto him. Take thy bill, and 
write fourscore. 

8 And the lord commended the 
unjust steward, because he had done 
wisely : for the children of this world 
are in their generation wiser than the 
children of Ught. 
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9 And I say unto you, Make to 
yourselves friends of the mammon of 
unrighteousness ; that, when ye fail, 
they may receive you into everlasting 
habitations. 

10 He that is faithful in that which 
is least is faithful also in much : and 
he that is unjust in the least is unjust 
also in much. 

11 If therefore ye have not been 
faithful in the unrighteous mammon, 
who will commit to your trust the 
true riches ? 

12 And if ye have not been faithful 
in that which is another man’s, who 
shall give you that which is your own? 

13 1 No servant can serve two mas- 
ters : for either he will hate the one, 
and love the other; or else he will 
hold to the one, and despise the other. 
Ye cannot serve God and mammon. 

14 And the Pharisees also, who were 
covetous, heard all these things : and 
they derided him. 

15 And he said unto them. Ye are 
they which justify yoiuselves before 
men ; but God knoweth your hearts : 
for that which is highly esteemed 
among men is abomination in the 
sight of God. 

16 The law and the prophets were 
until John : since that time the king- 
dom of God is preached, and every 
man presseth into it. 

17 .^d it is easier for heaven and 
earth to pass, than one tittle of the 
law to faU. 

18 Whosoever putteth away his wife, 
and marrieth another, committeth 
adultery: and whosoever marrieth 
her that is put away from her hus- 
band committeth adultery. 

19 IT There was a certain rich man, 
which was clothed in pimple and fine 
linen, and fared sumptuously every 
day: 

20 And there was a certain beggar 
named Lazarus, which was laid at his 
gate, full of sores, 

21 And desiring to be fed with the 
crumbs which fell from the rich man’s 
table: moreover the dogs came and 
licked his sores. 

22 And it came to pass, that the 


beggar died, and was carried by the 
angels into Abraham’s bosom: the 
rich man also died, and was buried ; 
^ 23 And in hell he lift up his eyes, be- 
ing in torments, and seeth Abraham 
afar off, and Lazarus in his bosom. 

24 And he cried and said. Father 
Abraham, have mercy on me, and 
send Lazarus, that he may dip the 
tip of his finger in water, and cool my 
tongue ; for I am tormented in this 
fiame. 

25 But Abraham said. Son, remem- 
ber that thou in thy lifetime receiv- 
edst thy good things, and likewise 
Lazarus evil things : but now he is 
comforted, and thou art tormented. 

26 And beside all this, between us 
and you there is a great gulf fixed : 
so that they which would pass from 
hence to you cannot ; neither can 
they pass to us, that would come from 
thence. 

27 Then he said, I pray thee there- 
fore, father, that thou wouldest send 
him to my father’s house : 

28 For 1 have five brethren ; that he 
may testify unto them, lest they also 
come into this place of torment. 

29 Abraham saith unto him. They 
have Moses and the prophets; let 
them hear them. 

30 And he said. Nay, father Abra- 
ham : but if one went unto them from 
the dead, they will repent. 

31 And he said unto him. If they 
hear not Moses and the prophets, 
neither will they be persuaded, 
though one rose from the dead. 

CHAPTER XVH. 

1 Christ teacheth to avoid occasions of offence. 3 One 
to forgive another. 6 The power of faith. 7 How 
we are bound to God^ and not he to us. 11 He healeth 
ten lepers. ^ Of the kingdom of God, and the coming 
of the Son of man. 

T hen said he unto the disciples, 
It is impossible but that ofiences 
will come : but woe unto him, through 
whom they come ! 

2 It were better for him that a mill- 
stone were hanged about his neck, 
and he cast into the sea, than that 
he should offend one of these little 
ones. 

3 If Take heed to yourselves : If thy 
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brother trespass against thee, rebuke 
him ; and if he repent, forgive him. 

4 And if he trespass against thee se- 
ven times in a day, and seven times 
in a day turn again to thee, saying, 

I repent ; thou shalt for^ve him. 

5 And the apostles said unto the 
Lord, Increase our faith. 

6 And the Lord said. If ye had faith 
as a grain of mustard seed, ye might 
say unto this sycamine tree. Be thou 
plucked up by the root, and be thou 
planted in the sea; and it should 
obey you. 

7 But which of you, having a ser- 
vant plowing or feeding cattle, will 
say unto him by and by, when he is 
come from the field. Go and sit down 
to meat ? 

8 And will not rather say unto him. 
Make ready wherewith I may sup, 
and gird thyself, and serve me, till I 
have eaten and drunken; and after- 
ward thou shalt eat and drink ? 

9 Doth he thank that servant be- 
cause he did the things that were 
commanded him? I trow not. 

10 So likewise ye, when ye shall have 
done all those things which are com- 
manded you, say. We are unprofit- 
able servants: we have done that 
which was our duty to do. 

11 IF And it came to pass, as he went 
to Jerusalem, that he passed through 
the midst of Samaria and Galilee. 

12 And as he entered into a certain 
village, there met him ten men that 
were lepers, which stood afar off: 

13 And they lifted up their voices, 
and said, Jesus, Master, have mercy 
on us. 

14 And when he saw them, he said 
unto them. Go shew yourselves unto 
the priests. And it came to pass, that, 
as they went, they were cleansed 

16 And one of them, when he saw 
that he was healed, turned back, and 
with a loud voice glorified God, 

16 And fell down on his face at his 
feet, giving him thanks : and he was 
a Samaritan. 

17 And Jesus answering said. Were 
there not ten cleansed? but where 
are the nine?

18 There are not found that re- 
turned to give glory to God, save this 
stranger. 

19 i^d he said unto him. Arise, go 
thy way: thy faith hath made thee 
whole. 

20 IF And when he was demanded of 
the Pharisees, when the kingdom of 
God should come, he answered them 
and said. The kingdom of God com- 
eth not with observation : 

21 Neither shall they say, Lo here ! 
or, lo there ! for, behold, the kingdom 
of God is within you. 

22 And he said unto the disciples. 
The days will come, when ye shall de- 
sire to see one of the days of the Son 
of man, and ye shall not see it. 

23 And they shall say to you, See 
here; or, see there: go not after 
them, nor follow them. 

24 For as the lightning, that light- 
eneth out of the one part under 
heaven, shineth unto the other part 
under heaven; so shall also the Son 
of man be in his day. 

25 But first must he suffer many 
things, and be rejected of this gene- 
ration. 

26 And as it was in the days of Noe, 
so shall it be also in the days of the 
Son of man. 

27 They did eat, they drank, they 
married wives, they were given in 
marriage, until the day that Noe en- 
tered into the ark, and the flood 
came, and destroyed them all. 

28 Likewise also as it was in the 
days of Lot ; they did eat, tiiey drank, 
they bought, they sold, they planted, 
they builded ; 

29 But the same day that Lot went 
out of Sodom it rained fire and brim- 
stone from heaven, and destroyed 
them all. 

30 Even thus shall it be in the day 
when the Son of man is revealed. 

31 In that day, he which shall be up- 
on the housetop, and his stuff in the 
house, let him not come down to take 
it away : and he that is in the field, 
let him likewise not return back. 

32 Remember Lot’s wife. 

33 Whosoever shall seek to save his 
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life shall lose it ; and whosoever shall 
lose his life shall preserve it. 

34 I tell you, in that night there shall 
be two men in one bed ; the one shall 
be taken, and the other shall be left. 

35 Two women shall be grinding 
together; the one shall be taken, 
and the other left. 

36 Two Mien shall be in the field ; the 
one shall be taken, and the other left. 

3T And they answered and said 
unto him. Where, Lord? And he 
said unto them. Wheresoever the 
body is, thither will the eagles be 
gathered together. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

^ Of the importunate widow. 9 Of the Pharisee and 
the publican. 15 Children brought to Christ, 18 A 
ruler that would follow Christ, but is hindered by his 
riches. 28 The reward of them that leave all for his 
sake. 31 He foresheweth his death, 35 and restoreth 
a blind man to his sight. 

AN D he spake a parable imto them 
1\. to this end, that men ought 
always to pray, and not to faiut; 

2 Saying, There was in a city a 
judge, which feared not God, neither 
regarded man: 

3 And there was a widow in that 
city ; and she came imto him, saying. 
Avenge me of mine adversary. 

4 And he would not for a while: 
but afterward he said within himself 
Though 1 fear not God, nor regard 
man ; 

6 Yet because this widow troubleth 
me, I will avenge her, lest by her con- 
tinual coming she weaiw me. 

6 And the Lord said. Hear what the 
unjust judge saitk 

7 And shall not God avenge his own 
elect, which cry day and night imto 
him, though he bear long with them ? 

8 I tell you that he will avenge them 
speedily. Nevertheless when the Son 
of man cometh, shall he find faith on 
the earth ? 

9 And he spake this parable imto 
certain which trusted in themselves 
that they were righteous, and de- 
spised others : 

10 Two men went up into the tem- 
ple to pray ; the one a Pharisee, and 
the other a pubUcan. 

11 The Pharisee stood and prayed 


brought to ChriaU 

thus with himself, God, I thank thee, 
that I am not as other men are, ex- 
tortioners, unjust, adulterers, or even 
as this pubhean. 

12 I fast twice in the week, I give 
tithes of all that I possess. 

13 And the publican, standing afar 
ofij would not lift up so much as his 
eyes unto heaven, but smote upon 
his breast, saying, God be merciM to 
me a sinner. 

14 I tell you, this man went down to 
his house justified rather than the 
other: for everj^ one that exalteth 
himself shall be abased ; and he that 
humbleth himself shall be exalted. 

15 And they brought unto him also 
infants, that he would touch them: 
but when his disciples saw it, they 
rebuked them. 

16 But Jesus called them unto him, 
and said, Sufier little children to 
come unto me, and forbid them not : 
for of such is the kingdom of God. 

17 Verily I say unto you, Wlioso- 
ever shall not receive the kingdom 
of God as a little child shall in no 
wise enter therein. 

18 And a certain ruler asked him, 
saying. Good Master, what shall I do 
to inherit eternal life ? 

19 And Jesus said unto him. Why 
callest thou me good ? none is good, 
save one, that is, God. 

20 Thou knowest the command- 
ments, Do not commit adultery. Do 
not kill. Do not steal. Do not bear 
false witness. Honour thy father and 
thy mother. 

21 And he said. All these have I 
kept from my youth up. 

22 Now when Jesus heard these 
things, he said unto him, Yet lackest 
thou one thing: sell all that thou 
hast, and distribute unto the poor, 
and thou shaft have treasure in 
heaven: and come, follow me. 

23 And when he heard this, he was 
very sorrowful : for he was very rich. 

24 And when Jesus saw that he was 
very sorrowful, he said, How hardly 
shall they that have riches enter into 
the kingdom of God ! 

25 For it is easier for a camel to 
M m 
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go through a needle’s eye, than ^ for 
a rich man to enter into the king- 
dom of God. 

26 And they that heard it said, Who 
then can be saved ? 

27 And he said. The things wWch 
are impossible with men are possible 
with God. 

28 Then Peter said, Lo, we have left 
all, and followed thee. 

29 And he said unto them. Verily 
I say unto you. There is no man 
that hath left house, or parents, or 
brethren, or wife, or children, for the 
kingdom of God’s sake, 

30 Who shall not receive manifold 
more in this present time, and in the 
world to come life everlasting. 

31 1 Then he took unto Mm the 
twelve, and said unto them. Behold, 
we go up to Jerusalem, and all 
things that are written by the pro- 
phets concerning the Son of man 
shall be accomplished. 

32 For he shall be delivered unto the 
Gentiles, and shall be mocked, and 
spitefully entreated, and spitted on : 

33 And they shall scourge him, and 
ut him to death : and the third day 
e shall rise again. 

34 And they understood none of 
these things: and this saying was 
hid from them, neither knew they 
the things which were spoken. 

35 ir And it came to pass, that as 
he was come nigh imto Jericho, a 
certain blind man sat by the way 
side begging: 

36 And hearing the multitude pass 
by, he asked what it meant. 

37 And they told him, that Jesus of 
Nazareth passeth by. 

38 And he cried, saying, Jesus, thou 
son of David, have mercy on me. 

39 And they which went before 
rebuked him, that he should hold 
his peace: but he cried so much 
the more, Tihou son of David, have 
mercy on me. 

40 And Jesus stood, and command- 
ed him to be brought imto him : 
and when he was come near, he 
asked him, 

41 Saying, What wilt thou that 1 


shall do vmto thee? And he said. 
Lord, that I may receive my sight 

42 And Jesus said unto him, Eeceive 
thy sight : thy faith hath saved thee. 

43 ^d immediately he received his 
sight and followed him, glorifying 
God : and all the people, when they 
saw it, gave praise unto God.

Tell 
us, by what authority doest thou 
these things ? or who is he that gave 
thee this authority ? 

3 And he answered and said unto 
them, I will also ask you one thing ; 
and answer me: 

4 The baptism of John, Avas it from 
heaven, or of men ? 

6 And they reasoned with them- 
selves, saying. If we shall say, Fi’om 
heaven; he will say. Why then be- 
lieved ye him not ? 

6 But and if we say. Of men; all 
the people will stone us : for they be 
persuaded that John was a prophet. 
7 And they answered, that they 
could not tell whence it was. 

8 And Jesus said unto them. Nei- 
ther tell I you by what authority I 
do these things. 


9 Then began he to speak to the 
people this parable; A certain man 
planted a vineyard, and let it forth 
to husbandmen, and went into a far 
country for a long time. 

10 And at the season he sent a ser- 
vant to the husbandmen, that they 
should give him of the fhiit of the 
vineyard: but the husbandmen beat 
him, and sent him away empty. 

11 And again he sent another ser- 
vant: and they beat him also, and 
entreated him shamefully, and sent 
him away empty. 

12 And again he sent a third: and 
they wounded him also, and cast 
him out. 

13 Then said the lord of the vine- 
yard, What shall I do ? I will send my 
beloved son: it may be they will 
reverence him when they see him. 

14 But when the husbandmen saw 
him, they reasoned among them- 
selves, saying. This is the heir : come, 
let us kill him, that the inheritance 
may be ours. 

15 So they cast him out of the vine- 
yard, and killed him. What there- 
fore shall the lord of the vineyard 
do unto them? 

16 He shall come and destroy these 
husbandmen, and shall give the vine- 
yard to others. And when they 
heard it, they said, God forbid. 

17 And he beheld them, and said. 
What is this then that is written. 
The stone which the builders reject- 
ed, the same is become the head of 
the comer? 

18 Wliosoever shall fall upon that 
stone shall be broken ; but on whom- 
soever it shall fall, it will grind him 
to powder. 

19 IT And the chief priests and the 
scribes the same horn’ sought to lay 
hands on him; and they feared the 
people: for they perceived that he had 
spoken this parable against them. 

20 And they watched him, and sent 
forth spies, which should feign them- 
selves just men, that they might take 
hold of his words, that so they might 
deliver him unto the power and au- 
thority of the governor.

21 And they asked him, saying, Mas- 
ter, we know that thou sayest and 
teachest rightly, neither acceptest 
thou the person of any, but teachest 
the way of God truly :

23 But he perceived their craftiness, 
and said unto them, Why tempt ye me?

Render 
therefore unto Caesar the things 
which be Caesar’s, and unto God the 
things which be God’s. 

20 And they could not take hold 
of his words before the people : and 
they marvelled at his answer, and 
held their peace.

CHAPTER I. 

1 The divinity, humanity, and office of Jesus Christ. 
15 The testimony of John. 39 The calling of An- 
drew, Peter, S^c. 

I N the beginning was the Word, 
and the Word was with God, and 
the Word was God. 

2 The same was in the beginning 
with God. 

3 All things were made by him ; and 
without him was not any thing made 
that was made. 

4 In him was life ; and the life was 
the light of men. 

5 And the light shineth in darkness ; 
and the darkness comprehended it 
not. 

6 IT There was a man sent from God, 
whose name was John. 

7 The same came for a witness, to 
bear witness of the Light, that all 
men through him might believe. 

8 He was not that Light, but teas 
sent to bear witness of that Light. 
9 That was the true Light, which 
lighteth every man that cometh into 
the world. 

10 He was in the world, and the 
world was made by him, and the 
world knew him not. 

11 He came imto his own, and his 
own received him not. 

12 But as many as received him, to 
them gave he power to become the 
sons of God, even to them that be- 
lieve on his name: 

13 Which were bom, not of blood, 
nor of the will of the flesh, nor of the 
will of man, but of God. 

14 And the Word was made flesh, 
and dwelt among us, (and we beheld 
his glory, the glory as of the only 
begotten of the Father,) full of grace 
and truth. 

15 IF John bare witness of him, and 
cried, sa^g. This was he of whom 
I spake. He that cometh after me is 


preferred before me : for he was be- 
fore me. 

16 And of his fulness have all we 
received, and grace for grace. 

17 For the law was given by Moses, 
hnt grace and truth came by Jesus 
Christ. 

18 No man hath seen God at any 
time; the only begotten Son, which 
is in the bosom of the Father, he 
hath declared him. 

19 H And this is the record of John, 
when the Jews sent priests and Le- 
vites from Jemsalem to ask him. Who 
art thou ? 

20 And he confessed, and denied not ; 
but confessed, I am not the Christ. 

21 And they asked him. What then ? 
Art thou Elias ? And he saith, I am 
not. Art thou that prophet? And 
he answered. No. 

22 Then said they unto him. Who 
art thou? that we may give an an- 
swer to them that sent us. What 
sayest thou of thyself? 

23 He said, I am the voice of one 
crying in the wilderness. Make straight 
the way of the Lord, as said the pro- 
phet Esaias. 

24 And they which were sent were 
of the Pharisees. 

25 And they asked him, and said 
unto him. Why baptizest thou then, 
if thou be not that Christ, nor Elias, 
neither that prophet ? 

26 John answered them, saying, I 
baptize with water : but there stand- 
eth one among you, whom ye know 
not; 

27 He it is, who coming after me 
is preferred before me, whose shoe’s 
latchet I am not worthy to unloose. 

28 These things were done in Beth- 
abara beyond Jordan, where John 
was b^tizing. 

29 IF The next day John seeth Jesus 
coming unto him, and saith. Behold 



The calling of 

the Lamb of God, which taketh away 
the sin of the world. 

30 This is he of whom I said, After 
me Cometh a man which is preferred 
before me : for he was before me. 

31 And I knew him not: but that 
he should be made manifest to Israel, 
therefore am I come baptizing with 
water. 

82 And John bare record, saying, I 
saw the Spirit descending from heaven 
like a dove, and it abode upon him. 

33 And I knew him not : but he that 
sent me to baptize with water, the 
same said imto me. Upon whom thou 
shalt see the Spirit descending, and 
remaining on him, the same is he 
which baptizeth with the Holy Ghost. 

34 And I saw, and bare record that 
this is the Son of God. 

35 IT Again the next day after John 
stood, and two of his disciples ; 

36 And looking upon Jesus as he 
walked, he saith. Behold the Lamb of 
God! 

37 And the two disciples heard him 
speak, and they followed Jesus. 

38 Then Jesus turned, and saw them 
following, and saith unto them. What 
seek ye ? They said unto him. Rabbi, 
(which is to say, being interpreted. 
Master,) where awellest thou ? 

39 He saith vmto them. Come and 
see. They came and saw where he 
dwelt, and abode with him that day : 
for it was about the tenth hour. 

40 One of the two which heard John 
spmk, and followed him, was Andrew, 
Simon Peter’s brother. 

41 He first findeth his own brother 
Simon, and saith unto him, We have 
found the Messias, which is, being in- 
terpreted, the Christ. 

42 And he brought him to Jesus. 
And when Jesus beheld him, he said. 
Thou art Simon the son of Jona: 
thou shalt be called Cephas, which is 
by interpretation, A stone. 

43 If The day following Jesus would 

f o forth into Galilee, and findeth 
'hilip, and saith unto him. Follow 
me. 

44 Now Philip was of Bethsaida, the 
city of Andrew and Peter. 


Andrew, Feter, &e. 

45 Philip findeth Nathanael, and 
saith unto him. We have found him, 
of whom Moses in the law, and the 
prophets, did write, Jesus of Naza- 
reth, the son of Joseph. 

46 And Nathanael said unto him. 
Can there any good thing come out 
of Nazareth ? Philip saith unto him, 
Come and see. 

47 Jesus saw Nathanael coming to 
him, and saith of him. Behold an Is- 
raelite indeed, in whom is no guile ! 

48 Nathanael saith unto him, 
Whence knowest thou me? Jesus 
answered and said unto him. Before 
that Philip called thee, when thou 
wast under the fig tree, I saw thee. 

49 Nathanael angered and saith 
imto him. Rabbi, tliou art the Son 
of God ; thou art the King of Israel. 

50 Jesus answered and said unto 
him. Because I said unto thee, I saw 
thee under the fig tree, believest 
thou ? thou shalt see greater things 
than these. 

51 And he saith unto him, Verily, 
verily, I say unto you. Hereafter ye 
shall see heaven open, and the an- 
gels of God ascending and descend- 
ing upon the Son of man. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 Christ turneth water into wine,, 12 departeth into 
Capernaum, and to Jerusalem, 14 where he purgeth 
the temple of Imyers and xsellers* 19 He foretelleth 
his death and re^^urrection, 23 Many believed t)e- 
cause of his miracles, hut he would not trust himself 
with them. 

A nd the third day there was a 
. marriage in Cana of Galilee; 
and the mother of Jesus was there: 
2 And both Jesus was called, and 
his disciples, to the marriage. 

3 And when they wanted wine, the 
mother of Jesus saith unto him. They 
have no wine. 

4 Jesus saith unto her. Woman, 
what have I to do with thee ? mine 
hour is not yet come. 

5 His mother saith imto the ser- 
vants, Whatsoever he saith unto you, 
do U. 

6 And there were set there six wa- 
terpots of stone, after the manner of 
the purifying of the Jews, containing 
two or three firkins apiece. 
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the temple. 


7 Jesus saith unto them. Fill the 
waterpots with water. And they fill- 
ed them up to the brim. 

8 And he saith unto them, Draw out 
now, and bear imto the governor of 
the feast. And they bare U. 

9 When the niler of the feast had 
tasted the water that was made wine, 
and knew not whence it was: (but 
the servants which drew the water 
knew ;) the governor of the feast 
called the bridegroom, 

10 And saith imto him, Eveiy man 
at the bemnning doth set forth good 
wine ; and when men have well drxmk, 
then that which is worse: hnt thou 
hast kept the good wine imtil now. 

11 This beginning of miracles did 
Jesus in Cana of Galilee, and mani- 
fested forth his glory ; and his dis- 
ciples believed on him. 

12 IT After this he went down to 
Capernaum, he, and his mother, and 
his brethren, and his disciples: and 
they continued there not many days. 

13 H And the Jews’ passover was 
at hand, and Jesus went up to Jeru- 
salem, 

14 And found in the temple those 
that sold oxen and sheep and doves, 
and the changers of money sitting : 

15 And when he had made a scourge 
of small cords, he drove them all out 
of the temple, and the sheep, and the 
oxen ; and poured out the changers’ 
money, and overthrew the tables ; 

10 And said unto them that sold 
doves. Take these things hence ; 
make not my Father’s house an 
house of merchandise. 

17 And his disciples remembered 
that it was written, The zeal of thine 
house hath eaten me up. 

18 t Then answered the Jews and 
said unto him. What sign shewest 
thou unto us, seeing that thou doest 
these things? 

19 Jesus answered and said unto 
them. Destroy this temple, and in 
three days I will raise it up. 

20 Then said the Jews, Forty and 
six years was this temple in build- 
ing, and wilt thou rear it up in three 
days ? 


21 But he spake of the temple of 
his body. 

22 When therefore he was risen 
from the dead, his disciples remem- 
bered that he had said this unto 
them ; and they believed the scrip- 
ture, and the word which Jesus had 
said. 

23 IT Now when he was in Jerusalem 
at the passover, in the feast day, 
many believed in his name, when 
they saw the miracles which he did. 

24 But Jesus did not commit him 
self unto them, because he knew all 
men, 

25 And needed not that any should 
testify of man : for he knew what was 
in man. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 Christ teacheth Nicodemiis the necessity of reyenmi- 
tion. 14 Of faith in his death. 16 The great love oj 
God towards the world. 18 Condemnation for unt>e.- 
lief. 23 The baptism,^ witness,, and doctrine of John 
concerning Christ. 

T here was a man of the Phari- 
sees, named Nicodemus, a ruler 
of the Jews : 

2 The same came to Jesus by night, 
and said unto him. Rabbi, we know 
that thou art a teacher come from 
God: for no man can do these mi- 
racles that thou doest, except God 
be with him. 

3 Jesus answered and said unto 
him. Verily, verily, I say unto thee. 
Except a man be bom again, he can- 
not see the kingdom of God. 

4 Nicodemus saith unto him. How 
can a man be bom when he is old? 
can he enter the second time into 
his mother’s womb, and be bom? 

5 Jesus answered. Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee. Except a man be bom 
of water and of the Spirit, he cannot 
enter into the kingdom of God. 

6 That which is bom of the flesh is 
flesh ; and that which is bom of the 
Spirit is spirit. 

7 Marvel not that I said unto thee. 
Ye must be bom again. 

8 The wind bloweth where it listeth. 
and thou hearest the soimd thereof, 
but canst not tell whence it cometh, 
and whither it goeth : so is everj^ one 
that is bom of the Spirit. 
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9 Nicodemus answered and said 
unto him, How can these things be? 

10 Jesus answered and said unto 
him, Art thou a master of Israel, and 
knowest not these things ? 

11 Veril}’, verily, I say mito thee. We 
speak that we do know, and testify 
that we have seen; and ye receive 
not our witness. 

12 If I have told you earthly things, 
and ye believe not, how shall ye be- 
lieve, if I tell you (/heavenly things ? 

13 And no man hath ascended up 
to heaven, but he that came down 
from heaven, even the Son of man 
which is in heaven. 

14 And as Moses lifted up the ser- 
pent in the wilderness, even so must 
the Son of man be lifted up : 

15 That whosoever belie veth in him 
should not perish, but have eternal 
life. 

16 IT For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life. 

if For God sent not his Son into 
the world to condemn the world; 
but that the world through him 
might be saved. 

18 1 He that believeth on him is not 
condemned : but he that believeth 
not is condemned already, because 
he hath not believed in the name of 
the only begotten Son of God. 

19 And this is the condemnation, 
that light is come into the world, and 
men loved darkness rather than light, 
because their deeds were evil. 

20 For every one that doeth evil 
hateth the light, neither cometh to 
the light, lest his deeds should be 
reproved. 

21 But he that doeth truth cometh 
to the light, that his deeds may be 
made manifest, that they are wrought 
in God. 

22 1 After these things came Jesus 
and his disciples into the land of 
Judsea ; and there he tarried with 
them, and baptized. 

23 f And John also was baptizing in 
iHnon near to Salim, because there 


was much water there: and they 
came, and were baptized 

24 For John was not yet cast into 
prison. 

25 t Then there arose a question 
between some of John’s disciples and 
the Jews about purifying. 

26 And they came unto John, and 
said xmto him. Rabbi, he that was 
with thee beyond Jordan, to whom 
thou barest witness, behold, the same 
baptizeth, and all men come to him. 

27 John answered and said, A man 
can receive nothing, except it be 
given him from heaven. 

28 Ye yoimselves bear me witness, 
that I said, I am not the Christ, but 
that I am sent before him. 

29 He that hath the bride is the 
bridegroom: but the friend of the 
bridegroom, which standeth and hear- 
eth him, rejoiceth greatly because of 
the bri(iegi*oom’s voiee : this my joy 
therefore is fulfilled. 

30 He must increase^ but I must 
decrease. 

31 He that cometh from above is 
above all: he that is of the earth is 
earthly, and speaketh of the earth : he 
that cometh from heaven is above all. 

32 And what he hath seen and 
heard, that he testifieth ; and no 
man receiveth his testimony. 

33 He that hath received his testi- 
mony hath set to his seal that God 
is true. 

34 For he whom God hath sent 
speaketh the words of God : for Goci 
giveth not the Spirit by measure unto 
him. 

35 The Father loveth the Son, and 
hath given all things into his hand. 

36 He that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life : and he that believ- 
eth not the Son shall not see life ; but 
the wrath of God abideth on him. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 Christ talketh with a woman of Samaria, and ro- 
vealeth himself unto her, 27 His disciples marvel, 
31 He declareth to them his zeal to God’s glory, 
39 Many Samaritans believe on him. 43 He de- 
parteth into Galilee, and healeth the rulers son that 
lay sick at Capernaum. 

XTTTIEN therefore the Lord knew

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that Jesus made and baptized more 
disciples than John, 

2 (Though Jesus himself baptized 
not, but his disciples,) 

3 He left Judaea, and departed 
again into Galilee. 

4 And he must needs go through 
Samaria. 

5 Then cometh he to a city of Sa- 
maria, which is called Sychar, near 
to the parcel of ground that Jacob 
gave to his son Joseph. 

G Now Jacob’s well was there. Je- 
sus therefore, being wearied with his 
journey, sat thus on the well: and 
it was about the sixth hour. 

7 There cometh a woman of Sa- 
maria to draw water: Jesus saith 
unto her. Give me to drink. 

8 (For his disciples were gone away 
unto the city to buy meat.) 

9 Then saith the woman of Samaria 
unto him. How is it that thou, being a 
Jew, askest drink of me, which am a 
woman of Samaria? for the Jews have 
no dealings with the Samaritans. 

10 Jesus answered and said imto 
her, If thou knewest the gift of God, 
and who it is that saith to thee. Give 
me to drink ; thou wouldest have 
asked of him, and he would have 
given thee living water. 

11 The woman saith unto him. Sir, 
thou hast nothing to draw with, and 
the well is deep : from whence then 
hast thou that living water ? 

12 Art thou greater than our father 
Jacob, which gave us the well, and 
drank thereof himself, and his chil- 
dren, and his cattle ? 

13 Jesus answered and said unto 
her. Whosoever drinketh of this wa- 
ter shall thirst again : 

14 But whosoever drinketh of the 
water that I shall give him shall ne- 
ver thirst ; but the water that I shall 
give him shall be in him a well of wa- 
ter springing up into everlasting life. 

15 The woman saith unto him. Sir, 
give me this water, that I thirst not, 
neither come hither to draw. 

16 Jesus saith unto her, Go, call thy 
husband, and come hither. 

17 The woman answered and said. 


I have no husband. Jesus said unto 
her. Thou hast well said, I have no 
husband : 

18 For thou hast had five husbands ; 
and he whom thou now hast is not thy 
husband : in that saidst thou truly. 

19 The woman saith imto him. Sir, 
I perceive that thou art a prophet. 

' 20 Our fathers worshipped in this 
mountain ; and ye say, that in Jeru- 
salem is the place where men ought 
to worship. 

21 Jesus saith unto her. Woman, be- 
j lieve me, the hour cometh, when ye 
I shall neither in t h is mountain, nor yet 
! at Jerusalem, worship the Father. 

I 22 Ye worship ye know not what: 
we know what we worship: for sal- 
vation is of the Jews. 

23 But the hour cometh, and now 
is, when the true worshippers shall 
worship the Father in spirit and in 
; truth : for the Father seeketh such 
to worship him. 

j 24 God is a Spirit: and they that 
worship him must worship him in 
spirit and in truth. 

25 The woman saith unto him, I 
know that Messias cometh, which is 
called Christ: when he is come, he 
will tell us all things. 

26 Jesus saith unto her, I that 
speak mito thee am he. 

27 And upon this came his dis- 
ciples, and marvelled that he talked 
with the woman: yet no man said. 
What seekest thou ? or. Why talkesl 
thou with her ? 

28 The woman then left her water- 
pot, and went her way into the city, 
and saith to the men, 

29 Come, see a man, which told 
me all things that ever I did : is not 
this the Christ ? 

30 Then they went out of the city, 
and came imto liim.

13 They are offended at 
it, and excommunicate him : 35 but he is received of 
Jesus^ and confesseth him. 39 Who they are whom 
Christ enlighteneth. 

A nd as Jesm passed by, he saw 
w a man which was blind fi*om his 
birth. 

2 And his disciples asked him, 'say- 
ing, Master, who did sin, this man, or 
his parents, that he was born blind ? 
3 Jesus answered. Neither hath this 
man sinned, nor his parents : but that 
the works of God should be made 
manifest in him. 

4 I must work the works of him that 
sent me, while it is day: the night 
cometh, when no man can work. 

5 As long as I am in the world, I 
am the light of the world. 

6 When he had thus spoken, he spat 
on the ground, and made clay of the 
spittle, and he anointed the eyes of 
the blind man with the clay, 

7 And said unto him. Go, wash in the 
pool of Siloam, (which is by interpre- 
tation, Sent.) He went his way there- 
fore, and washed, and came seeing. 

8 1 The neighbours therefore, and 
they which before had seen him that 
he was blind, said. Is not this he that 
sat and begged ? 

9 Some said. This is he : others said, 
He is like liim : but he said, I am he. 

10 Therefore said they unto him. 
How were thine eyes opened ? 

11 He answered and said, A man 
that is called Jesus made clay, and 
anointed mine eyes, and said unto 
me. Go to the pool of Siloam, and 
wash : and I went and washed, and I 
received sight. 

12 Then said they unto him. Where 
is he? He said, I know not. 

13 Tf They brought to the Pharisees 
him that aforetime was blind. 

14 And it was the sabbath day when 
Jesus made the clay, and opened his 
eyes. 

16 Then again the Pharisees also 
asked him how he had received his 
sight. He said unto them. He put 
clay upon mine eyes, and I washed, 
and do see.

16 Therefore said some of the Pha- 
risees, This man is not of God, be- 
cause he keepeth not the sabbath 
day. Others said. How can a man 
that is a sinner do such miracles? 
And there was a division among 
them. 

IT They say unto the blind man 
again. What sayest thou of him, that 
he hath opened thine eyes ? He said. 
He is a prophet. 

18 But the Jews did not believe 
concerning him, that he had been 
blind, and received his sight, until 
they called the parents of him that 
had received his sight. 

19 And they asked them, saying. Is 
this your son, who ye say was bom 
blind? how then doth he now see? 

20 His parents answered them and 
said. We know that this is our son, 
and that he was born blind : 

21 But by what means he now seeth, 
we know not; or who hath opened 
his eyes, we know not: he is of 
age ; ask him : he shall speak for 
himself. 

22 These words spake his parents, 
because they feared the Jews: for 
the Jews had agreed already, that 
if any man did confess that he was 
Christ, he should be put out of the 
synagogue. 

23 Therefore said his parents. He is 
of age ; ask him. 

24 Then again called they the man 
that was blind, and said unto him, 
Give God the praise : we know that 
this man is a sinner. 

25 He answered and said. Whether 
he be a sinner or no, I know not : one 
thing I know, that, whereas I was 
blind, now I see. 

26 Then said they to him again, 
What did he to thee? how opened 
he thine eyes? 

27 He answered them, I have told 
you already, and ye did not hear: 
wherefore would ye hear it again? 
will ye also be his disciples? 

28 Then they reviled him, and said. 
Thou art his disciple; but we are 
Moses’ disciples. 

29 We know that God spake unto 


Moses: as for iSaiis fellow, we know 
not from whence he is. 

30 The man answered and said un- 
to them. Why herein is a marvellous 
thing, that ye know not from whence 
he is, and he hath opened mine 
eyes. 

31 Now we know that God heareth 
not sinners: but if any man be a 
worshipper of God, and doeth his 
will, him he heareth. 

32 Since the world began was it not 
heard that any man opened the eyes 
of one that was bom blind. 

33 If this man were not of God, he 
could do nothing. 

34 They answered and said unto 
him. Thou wast altogether bom in 
sins, and dost thou teach us ? And 
they cast him out. 

35 Jesus heard that they had cast 
him out; and when he had found 
him, he said unto him. Dost thou be- 
lieve on the Son of God? 

36 He answered and said. Who is he. 
Lord, that I might believe on him ? 

37 And Jesus said unto him. Thou 
hast both seen him, and it is he that 
talketh with thee. 

38 And he said. Lord, I believe 
And he worshipped him. 

39 If And Jesus said. For judgment 
I am come into this world, that thej 
wliich see not might see; and that 
they which see might be made blind 

40 And some of the Pharisees which 
were with him heard these words, and 
said unto him. Are we blind also ? 

41 Jesus said unto them. If ye were 
blind, ye should have no sin: but 
now ye say. We see; therefore your 
sin remaineth. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 Christ is the door^ and the good shepherd. 19 Divers 

opinions of him. 24 He proveth by his works that he 

is Christ the Son of God: 39 escapeth the Jews^ 40 and 

went again beyond Jordan, where many believed on him, 

V ERILY, verily, I say unto you. 
He that entereth not by the 
door into the sheepfold, but climb- 
eth up some other way, the same is 
a thief and a robber. 

2 But he that entereth in by the 
door is the shepherd of the sheep. 

3 To him the porter openeth; and 
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Christ is the door, and 

the sheep hear his voice: and he 
calleth his own sheep by name, and 
leadeth them out. 

4 And when he putteth forth his 
own sheep, he goeth before them, 
and the sheep follow him : for they 
know his voice. 

5 And a stranger will they not fol- 
low, but will flee from him : for they 
know not the voice of strangers. 

6 This parable spake Jesus unto 
them : but they understood not what 
things they were which he spake im- 
to them. 

T Then said Jesus unto them again. 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, I am 
the door of the sheep. 

8 All that ever came before me are 
thieves and robbers: but the sheep 
did not heal' them. 

9 I am the door : by me if any man 
enter in, he shall be saved, and shall 
go in and out, and find pasture. 

10 The thief cometh not, but for to 
steal, and to kill, and to destroy: I 
am come that they might have life, 
and that they might have it more 
abimdantly. 

11 I am the good shepherd: the 
good shepherd giveth his life for 
the sheep. 

12 But he that is an hireling, and 
not the shepherd, whose own the 
sheep are not, seeth the wolf coming, 
and leaveth the sheep, and fleeth: 
and the wolf catcheth them, and 
scattereth the sheep. 

13 The hireling fleeth, because he 
is an hireling, and careth not for the 
sheep. 

14 I am the good shepherd, and 
know my sheep, and am known of 
mine. 

15 As the Father knoweth me, even 
so know I the Father: and I lay 
down my life for the sheep. 

16 And other sheep I have, which 
are not of this fold: them also I 
must bring, and they shall hear my 
roice; and there shall be one fold, 
and one shepherd. 

17 Therefore doth my Father love 
me, because I lay down my life, that 
[ might take it again.

18 No man taketh it from me, but I 
lay it down of myself I have power 
to lay it down, and I have power to 
take it again. This commandment 
have I received of my Father. 

19 IT There was a division therefore 
again among the Jews for these 
sayings. 

20 And many of them said. He hath 
a devil, and is mad ; why hear ye him ? 

21 Others said. These are not the 
words of him that hath a devil. Can 
a devil open the eyes of the blind ? 

22 IT And it was at Jerusalem the 
feast of the dedication, and it was 
winter. 

23 And Jesus walked in the temple 
in Solomon’s porch. 

24 Then came the Jews round about 
him, and said unto him. How long 
dost thou make us to doubt ? If thou 
be the Christ, tell us plainly. 

25 Jesus answered them, I told you, 
and ye believed not : the works that 
I do in my Father’s name, they bear 
witness of me. 

26 But ye believe not, because ye are 
' not of my sheep, as I said unto yoiL 

27 My sheep near my voice, and I 
know them, and they follow me : 

28 And I give imto them eternal 
life; and they shall never perish, 
neither shall any man pluck them 
out of my hand. 

29 My Father, which gave them me, 
is greater than all; and no man is 
able to pluck them out of my Father’s 
hand. 

30 I and my Father are one. 

31 Then the Jews took up stones 
again to stone him. 

32 Jesus answered them. Many good 
works have I shewed you from my 
Father ; for which of those works do 
ye stone me ? 

33 The Jews answered him, saying. 
For a good work we stone thee not ; 
but for blasphemy; and because that 
thou, being a man, makest thyself 
God. 

34 Jesus answered them. Is it not 
written in yovir law, I said. Ye are 
gods ? 

35 If he called them gods, unto 
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The sichiieas and 

whom the word of God came, and 
the scripture cannot be broken; 

36 Say ye of him, whom the Father 
hath sanctified, and sent into the 
world, Thou blasphemest; because 
I said, I am the Son of God ? 

37 If I do not the works of my Fa- 
ther, believe me not. 

38 But if I do, though ye believe 
not me, believe the works: that ye 
may know, and believe, that the Fa- 
ther is in me, and I in Mm.

7 Then after that saith he to his dis- 
ciples, Let us go into Judsea again. 

8 His disciples say tmto him. Mas- 
ter, the Jews of late sought to stone 
thee ; and goest thou tMther again ?

T hen Jesus six days before the 
passover came to Bethany, where 
Lazarus was which had been dead, 
whom he raised from the dead. 

2 There they made him a supper; 
and Martha served : but Lazarus was 
one of them that sat at the table 
with him. 

3 Then took Mary a pound of 
ointment of spikenard, very costly, 
and anointed the feet of Jesus, and 
wiped his feet with her hair : and the 
house was filled with the odour of 
the ointment. 

4 Then saith one of his disciples, 
Judas Iscariot, Simon’s son, which 
should betray him, 

6 Why was not this ointment sold 
for three hundred pence, and given 
to the poor? 

6 This he said, not that he cared 
for the poor ; but because he was a 
thief, and had the bag, and bare 
what was put therein. 

7 Then said Jesus, Let her alone: 
against the day of my burying hath 
she kept this. 

8 For the poor always ye have with 
you ; but me ye have not always. 

9 Much people of the Jews there- 
fore knew that he was there: and 
they came not for Jesus’ sake only, 
but that they might see Lazarus also, 
whom he had raised from the dead.

19 The Pharisees therefore said a- 
mong themselves. Perceive ye how ye 
prevail nothing ? behold, the world is 
gone after him. 

20 f And there were certain Greeks 
among them that came up to worship 
at the feast : 

21 The same came therefore to 
Philip, which was of Bethsaida of 
Galilee, and desired him, saying. Sir, 
we would see Jesus. 

22 Philip cometh and telleth An- 
drew : and again Andrew and Philip 
tell Jesus. 

23 IT And Jesus answered them, 
saying. The hour is come, that the 
Son of man should be glorified. 

24 Verily, verily, I say unto you. 
Except a com of wheat fall into the 
ground and die, it abideth alone: 
but if it die, it bringeth forih much 
fimit. 

26 He that loveth his life shall lose 
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Christ foretdleth

27 Now is my soul troubled; and 
what shall I say?

28 Father, glorify thy name. Then 
came there a voice from heaven, 
saying, I have both glorified it, and 
will glorify it again. 

29 The people therefore, that stood 
by, and heard it, said that it thun- 
dered: others said. An angel spake 
to him. 

30 Jesus answered and said. This 
voice came not because of me, but 
for your sakes. 

31 Now is the judgment of this 
world: now shall the prince of this 
world be cast out. 

32 And I, if I be lifted up from the 
earth, will draw all men imto me. 

33 This he said, signifying what 
death he should die. 

34 The people answered him. We 
have heard out of the law that Christ 
abideth for ever: and how sayest 
thou, The Son of man must be lifted 
up ? who is this Son of man ? 

35 Then Jesus said unto them. Yet 
a little while is the light with you. 
Walk while ye have the light, lest 
darkness come upon you: for he 
that walketh in darkness knoweth 
not whither he goeth. 

36 While ye have light, believe in 
the light, that ye may be the children 
of light. These things spake Jesus, 
and departed, and did hide himself 
from them. 

37 IT But though he had done so 
many miracles before them, yet they 
believed not on him : 

38 That the saying of Esaias the 
prophet might be fulfilled, which he 
spake. Lord, who hath believed our 
report? and to whom hath the arm 
of the Lord been revealed ? 

39 Therefore they could not believe, 
because that Esaias said again.

I the world cannot receive, because it 

seeth him not, neither knoweth him : 
but ye know him; for he dwelleth

26 These things have I spoken unto 
you, being yet present with you. 

26 But nie Comforter, which is the 
Holy Ghost, whom the Father will 
send in my name, he shall teach you 
all things, and bring all thin^ to 
your remembrance, whatsoever I have 
said unto you. 

27 Peace I leave with you, my peace 
I give unto you: not as the world 
giveth, give I unto you.

28 Ye have heard how I said unto 
you, I go away, and come again unto 
you.

30 Hereafter I will not talk much 
with you : for the prince of this world 
cometh, and hath nothing in me. 

31 But that the world may know 
that 1 love the Father; and as the 
Father gave me commandment, even 
so I do.

5 I am the vine, ye are the branches : 
He that abideth in me, and I in him, 
the same bringeth forth much fruit: 
for without me ye can do nothing. 

6 If a man abide not in me, he is cast 
forth as a branch, and is witheil^d ;

7 If ye abide in me, and my words 
abide in you, ye shall ask what ye 
will, and it shsdl be done unto you 

8 Herein is my Father glorified, 
that ye bear much fruit ; so shall ye 
be my disciples. 

9 As the Father hath loved me, so 
have I loved you : continue ye in my 
love. 

10 If ye keep my commandments, 

e shall abide in my love; even as 

have kept my Father’s command- 
ments, and abide in his love. 

11 These things have I spoken imto 
you that my joy might remain in you 
and that your joy might be full. 

12 This is my commandment. That 
ye love one another, as I have loved 
you. 

13 Greater love hath no man than 

this, that a man lay down his life for 
his friends. ^ 

14 Ye are my friends, if ye do what- 
soever I command you 

16 Henceforth I call you not ser- 
vants; for the servant knoweth not 
what his lord doeth : but I have call- 
ed you friends ; for all things that I 
have heard of my Father I have made 
known unto you. 

16 Ye have not chosen me, but I 
have chosen you and ordained you 
that ye should go and bring forth 
finiit, and that your fruit should re- 
main: that whatsoever ye shall ask 
of the Father in my name, he may 
give it you. 

17 These things I command you, 
that ye love one another. 

. 18 If the world hate you ye know 
that it hated me before it hated you 

19 If ye were of the world, the world 
would love his own : but because ye 
are not of the world, but I have 
chosen you out of the world, there- 
fore the world hateth you. 

20 Remember the word that I said 
unto you. The servant is not greater 
than his lord. If they have perse- 
cuted me, they will also persecute 
you; if they have kept my saying, 
they will keep your’s also. 
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21 But all these things will they do 
unto you for my name's sake, because 
they know not him that sent me. 

22 If I had not come and spoken 
unto them, they had not had sin : but 
now they Wve no cloke for their sin. 

23 He that hateth me hateth my 
Father also. 

24 If I had not done among them 
the works which none other man 
did, they had not had sin: but now 
have they both seen and hated both 
me and my Father. 

25 But this cometh to pass, that the 
word might be fiilfilled that is written 
in their law, They hated me without a 
cause. 

26 But when the Comforter is come, 
whom I will send unto you from the 
Father, even the Spirit of truth, which 
proceedeth from tW Father, he shall 
testify of me : 

27 .^d ye also shall bear witness, 
because ye have been with me from 
the beginning. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

1 Christ cornforteth his disciples against tribulation by 
(he promise of the Holy Ghost y and by his resurrection 
and ascension : 23 asswreth their prayers made in his 
name to be acceptable to his Father. 33 Peace in 
Christy and in the world affliction. 

T hese things have I spoken un- 
to you, that ye should not be 
offended 

2 They shall put you out of the 
synagogues: yea, the time cometh, 
that whosoever killeth you will think 
that he doeth God service. 

3 And these things will they do unto 
you, because they have not known 
the Father, nor me. 

4 But these things have I told you, 
that when the time shall come, ye 
may remember that I told you of 
them. And these thin^ I said not 
imto you at the beginning, because I 
was with you. 

5 But now I go my way to him that 
sent me ; and none of you asketh me. 
Whither goest thou ? 

6 But because I have said these 
things unto you, sorrow hath filled 
your heart. 

7 Nevertheless I tell you the truth ; 
It is expedient for you that I go 


away : for if I go not away, the Com- 
forter will not come unto you; but 
if I depart, I will send him unto you. 

8 And when he is come, he will 
reprove the world of sin, and of 
righteousness, and of judgment: 

9 Of sin, because they believe not 
on me; 

10 Of righteousness, because I go to 
my Father, and ye see me no more ; 

11 Of jud^eni because the prince 
of this world is judged 

12 I have yet many things to say un- 
to you, but ye cannot bear them now. 

13 Howbeit when he, the Spirit of 
truth, is come, he will g^de you into 
all truth : for he shall not speak of 
himself ; but whatsoever he shall 
hear, tAot shall he speak: and he 
will shew you things to come. 

14 He shall glorify me : for he shall 
receive of mine, and shall shew U 
unto you. 

15 All things that the Father hath 
are mine: therefore said I, that he 
shall take of mine, and shall shew it 
unto yoa 

16 A little while, and ye shall not 
see me : and again, a little while, and 
ye shall see me, because I go to the 
Father. 

17 Then said some of his disciples 
among themselves, Wbat is this that 
he saith unto us, A little while, and 
ye shall not see me: and again, a 
little while, and ye shall see me : and, 
Because I go to the Father ? 

18 They said therefore, What is this 
that he saith, A little while ? we can- 
not tell what he saith. 

19 Now Jesus knew that they were 
desirous to ask him, and said unto 
them. Do ye enquire among your- 
selves of that I sai^ A little while, and 
ye shall not see me: and again, a 
little while, and ye shall see me ? 

20 Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
That ye shall weep and lament, but 
the world shall rejoice : and ye shall 
be sorrowful, but your sorrow shall 
be turned into joy. 

21 A woman when she is in travail 
hath sorrow, because her hour is 
come: but as soon as she is deli- 
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vered of the child, she remembereth 
no more the anguish, for joy that a 
man is bom into the world. 

22 And ye now therefore have sor- 
row: but I will see you again, and 
your heart shall rejoice, and your joy 
no man taketh from you. 

23 And in that day ye shall ask me 
nothing. Verily, verily, I say unto you. 
Whatsoever ye shall ask the Father 
in my name, he will give U you. 

24 Hitherto have ye asked nothing 
in my name: ask, and ye shall re- 
ceive, that your joy may be full. 

26 These things have I spoken unto 
you in proverbs : but the time com- 
eth, when I shall no more speak unto 
you in proverbs, but I shall shew you 
plainly of the Father. 

26 At that day ye shall ask in my 
name : and I say not unto you, that 
I will pray the Father for you: 

27 For the Father himself loveth 
you, because ye have loved me, and 
have believed that I came out from 
God. 

28 I came forth from the Father, 
and am come into the world: again, 
I leave the world, and go to the 
Father. 

29 His disciples said unto him, Lo, 
now speakest thou plainly, and speak- 
est no proverb. 

30 Now are we sure that thou know- 
est all things, and needest not that 
any man should ask thee: by this 
we believe that thou earnest forth 
from God. 

31 Jesus answered them. Do ye 
now believe? 

32 Behold, the hour cometh, yea, is 
now come, that ye shall be scattered, 
every man to his own, and shall leave 
me alone : and yet I am not alone, 
because the Father is with me. 

33 These things I have spoken unto 
you, that in me ye might have peace. 
In the world ye shall have tribula- 
tion: but be of good cheer; I have 
overcome the world. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

1 Christ prayt‘th to his Father to glorify him.^ 6 to pre~ 
serve his apostles., 1 1 m unity ^ 1 7 and truth, 20 to 
glorify them, and all other believers with him in 
heaven. 


T hese words spake Jesus, and 
lifted up his eyes to heaven, and 
said. Father, the hour is come ; glo- 
rify thy Son, that thy Son also may 
glorify thee: 

2 As thou hast given him power 
over all flesh, that he shovild give 
eternal life to as many as thou hast 
given him. 

3 And this is life eternal, that they 
might know thee the only true God, and 
Jesus Christ, whom thou hast sent. 

4 I have glorified thee on the earth: 
I have finished the work which thou 
gavest me to do. 

6 And now, O Father, glorify thou 
me with thine own self with the glory 
which I had with thee before the 
world was. 

6 I have manifested thy name unto 
the men which thou gavest me out of 
the world : thine they were, and thou 
gavest them me ; ana they have kept 
thy word. 

7 Now they have known that all 
things whatsoever thou hast given 
me are of thee. 

8 For I have given unto them the 
words which thou gavest me; and 
they have received them, and have 
known surely that I came out from 
thee, and they have believed that 
thou didst send me. 

9 I pray for them : I pray not for 
the world, but for them which thou 
hast given me; for they are thine. 

10 And all mine are thine, and thine 
are mine ; and I am glorified in them. 

11 And now I am no more in the 
world, but these are in the world, 
and I come to thee. Holy Father, 
keep through thine own name those 
whom thou hast given me, that they 
may be one, as we are. 

12 While I was with them in the 
world, I kept them in thy name : 
those that thou gavest me I have 
kept, and none of them is lost, but 
the son of perdition ; that the scrip- 
ture might be fulfilled. 

13 And now come I to thee; and 
these things I speak in the world, 
that they might have my joy fulfilled 
in themselves. 
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14 I have given them thy word ; and 
the world hath hated them, because 
they are not of the world, even as I 
am not of the world. 

15 I pray not that thou shouldest 
take them out of the world, but that 
thou shouldest keep them from the 
evil. 

16 They are not of the world, even 
as I am not of the world. 

17 Sanctify them through thy truth : 
thy word is truth. 

18 As thou hast sent me into the 
world, even so have I also sent them 
into the world. 

19 And for their sakes I sanctify 
myself, that they also might be sanc- 
tified through the truth. 

20 Neither pray I for these alone, 
but for them also which shall believe 
on me through their word ; 

21 That they all may be one; as 
thou. Father, art in me, and I in 
thee, that they also may be one in 
us : that the world may believe that 
thou hast sent me. 

22 An d the glory which thou gavest 
me I have given them; that they 
may be one, even as we are one: 

23 I in them, and thou in me, that 
they may be made perfect in one; 
and that the world may know that 
thou hast sent me, and hast loved 
them, as thou hast loved me. 

24 Father, I will that they also, 
whom thou hast given me, be with 
me where I am; that they may be- 
hold my glory, which thou hast given 
me: for thou lovedst me before the 
foundation of the world. 

25 O righteous Father, the world 
hath not known thee: but I have 
loiown thee, and these have known 
that thou hast sent me. 

26 And I have declared unto them 
thy name, and will declare U : that 
the love wherewith thou hast loved 
me may be in them, and I in them.

W HEN Jesus had spoken these 
words, he went forth with his 
disciples over the brook Cedron, 
where was a garden, into the which 
he entered, and his disciples. 

2 And Judas also, which betrayed 
him, knew the place: for Jesus oft- 
times resorted thither with his dis- 
ciples. 

3 Judas then, having received a 
band of men and officers from the 
chief priests and Pharisees, cometh 
thither with lanterns and torches 
and weapons. 

4 Jesus therefore, knowing all things 
that should come upon him, went 
forth, and said unto them. Whom 
seek ye? 

5 They answered him, Jesus of 
Nazareth. Jesus saith imto them, 
I am he. And Judas also, which 
betrayed him, stood with them. 

6 As soon then as he had said imto 
them, I am he, they went backward, 
and fell to the ground. 

7 Then asked he them again. Whom 
seek ye? And they said, Jesus of 
Nazareth. 

8 Jesus answered, I have told you 
that I am he: if therefore ye seek 
me, let these go their way: 

9 That the saying might be fulfilled, 
which he spake, Of them which thou 
gavest me have I lost none. 

10 Then Simon Peter having a sword 
drew it, and smote the high priest’s 
servant, and cut ofi* his right ear. 
The servant’s name was Malchus. 

11 Then said Jesus unto Peter, Put 
up thy sword into the sheath: the 
cup which my Father hath given me, 
shall I not drink it ? 

12 Then the band and the captain 
and officers of the Jews took Jesus, 
and bound him, 

13 And led him away to Annas first ; 
for he was father in law to Caiaphas, 
which was the high priest that same 
year. 

14 Now Caiaphas was he, which gave 
coimsel to the Jews, that it was ex- 
pedient that one man should die for 
the people. 

15 1 And Simon Peter followed

23 Jesus answered him, If I have 
spoken evil, bear witness of the evil : 
but if well, why smitest thou me? 

24 Now Annas had sent him bound 
unto Caiaphas the high priest. 

25 And Simon Peter stood and 
warmed himself They said there- 
fore unto him. Art not thou also one 
of his disciples? He denied ii, and 
said, I am not. 

26 One of the servants of the high 
priest, being his kinsman whose ear 
Peter cut off*, saith. Did not I see 
thee in the garden with him?

Take 
ye him, and judge him according to 
your law. The Jews therefore said 
unto him. It is not lawful for us to 
put any man to death: 

32 That the saying of Jesus mi^ht 
be fulfilled, which he spake, signify- 
ing what death he should ffie. 

33 Then Pilate entered into the 
judgment hall again, and called 
Jesus, and said unto him. Art thou 
the King of the Jews? 

34 Jesus answered him, Sayest thou 
this thing of thyself, or did others 
tell it thee of me? 

36 Pilate answered. Am I a Jew? 
Thine own nation and the chief 
priests have delivered thee imto me ; 
what hast thou done ? 

36 Jesus answered. My kingdom is 
not of this world: if my fingdom 
were of this world, then would my 
servants fight, that I should not be 
delivered to the Jews: but now is 
my kingdom not from hence. 

37 Pilate therefore said unto him. 
Art thou a king then? Jesus answer- 
ed, Thou sayest that I am a king. 
To this end was I bom, and for this 
cause came I into the world, that I 
should bear witness imto the tmth. 
Every one that is of the tmth heareth 
my voice. 

38 Pilate saith unto him, Wliat is 
tmth? And when he had said this, 
he went out again unto the Jews, 
and saith unto them, I find in him 
no fault at all. 

39 But ye have a custom, that 1 
should release unto you one at the 
passover: will ye therefore that I 
release unto you the King of the 
Jews ? 

40 Then cried they all again, saying, 
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Christ is scourged, 

Not this man, but Barabbaa 
Barabbas was a robber. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

1 Christ is scourged, crowned with thorns, and beaten, 
4 Pilate is desirous to release him, hut being overcome 
with the outrage of the Jews, he delivered him to be 
crucified. 23 They cast lots for his garments. 26 He 
commendeth his mother to John. 28 He dieth. 31 
His side is pierced. 38 He is buried by Joseph and 
Nicodemus. 

T hen Pilate therefore took Jesus, 
and scourged him. 

2 And the soldiers platted a crown 
of thorns, and put U on his head, and 
they put on him a purple robe, 

3 And said. Hail, King of the Jews ! 
and they smote him with their handa 
4 Pilate therefore went forth again, 
and saith unto them, Behold, 1 bring 
him forth to you, that ye may know 
that I find no fault in him. 

5 Then came Jesus forth, wearing 
the crown of thorns, and the purple 
robe. And Pilate saith unto them. 
Behold the man! 

6 When the chief priests therefore 
and officers saw him, they cried out, 
saying. Crucify him, crucify him. Pi- 
late saith xmto them. Take ye him, 
and crucify him : for I find no fault 
in him. 

7 The Jews answered hina. We have 
a law, and by our law he ought to 
die, because he made himself the 
Son of God. 

8 IF When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, he was the more afraid ; 

9 And went again into the judgment 
hall, and saith unto Jesus, Whence 
art thou? But Jesus gave him no 
answer. 

10 Then saith Pilate imto him, 
Speakest thou not unto me ? knowest 
^ou not that I have power to crucify 
thee, and have power to release thee ? 

11 Jesus answered, Thou couldest 
have no power at all against me, ex- 
cept it were given thee from above : 
therefore he that delivered me unto 
thee hath the greater sin. 

12 And from thenceforth Pilate 
sought to release him : but the Jews 
cried out, saying. If thou let this 
man go, thou art not Caesar’s friend : 
whosoever maketh himself a king 
speaketh against Caesar. 


and crucified. 

13 IF When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, he brought Jesus forth, 
and sat down in the judgment seat 
in a place that is called the Pave- 
ment, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. 

14 And it was the preparation of 
the passover, and about the sixth 
hour: and he saith unto the Jews, 
Behold your King I 

15 But they cried out. Away with 
him, away with him, crucify him. Pi- 
late saith unto them. Shall 1 crucify 
your King ? The chief priests an- 
swered, We have no km^ but Caesar. 

16 Then delivered he hun therefore 
unto them to be crucified. And they 
took Jesus, and led him away. 

17 And he bearing his cross went 
forth into a place called the place 
of a skull, which is called in the 
Hebrew Golgotha: 

18 Where they crucified him, and 
two other with him, on either side 
one, and Jesus in the midst. 

19 IF And Pilate wrote a title, and 
put it on the cross. And the writ- 
ing was, JESUS OP NAZARETH 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

20 This title then read many of the 
Jews: for the place where Jesus was 
crucified was nigh to the city: and 
it was written in Hebrew, and Greek, 
and Latin. 

21 Then said the chief priests of 
the Jews to Pilate, Write not. The 
King of the Jews; but that he said, 
I am King of the Jews. 

22 Pilate answered. What I have 
written I have written. 

23 IF Then the soldiers, when they 
had crucified Jesus, took his gar- 
ments, and made four parts, to every 
soldier a part; and also his coat; 
now the coat was without seam, 
woven from the top throughout 

24 They said therefore among them- 
selves, Let us not rend it, but cast 
lots for it, whose it shall be : that the 
scripture might be fulfilled, which 
saith. They parted my raiment among 
them, and for my vesture they did 
cast lots. These things therefore the 
soldiers did. 

25 1 Now there stood by the cross of 
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Jesus his mother, and his mother’s 
sister, Mary the toife of Cleophas, 
and Mary Magdalene. 

26 When Jesus therefore saw his 
mother, and the disciple standing 
by, whom he loved, he saith unto his 
mother. Woman, behold thy son! 

27 Then saith he to the disciple, 
Behold thy mother 1 And from that 
hour that disciple took her unto his 
own home. 

28 If After this, Jesus knowing that 
all things were now accomplished, 
that the scripture might be ^filled, 
saith, I thirst. 

29 Now there was set a vessel full 
of vinegar : and they filled a spunge 
with vinegar, and put it upon hyssop, 
and put it to his mouth. 

30 When Jesus therefore had re- 
ceived the vinegar, he said. It is 
finished: and he bowed his head, 
and gave up the ghost. 

31 The Jews therefore, because it 
was the preparation, that the bodies 
should not remain upon the cross on 
the sabbath day, (for that sabbath 
day was an high day,) besought Pi- 
late that their legs might be broken, 
and that they might be taken away. 

32 Then came the soldiers, and 
brake the legs of the first, and of the 
other which was crucified with him. 

33 But when they came to Jesus, 
and saw that he was dead already, 
they brake not his legs: 

34 But one of the soldiers with a 
spear pierced his side, and forthwith 
came there out blood and water. 

35 And he that saw it bare record, 
and his record is true : and he know- 
eth that he saith true, that ye might 
believe. 

36 For these things were done, that 
the scripture should be fulfilled, A 
bone of him shall not be broken. 

37 And again another scripture 
saith. They shall look on him whom 
they pierced. 

38 If And after this Joseph of Ari- 
mathsea, being a disciple of Jesus, 
but secretly for fear of the Jews, 
besought Pilate that he might take 
away the body of Jesus: and Pilate 
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gave him leave. He came therefore, 
and took the body of Jesus. 

39 And there came also Nicodemus, 
which at the first came to Jesus by 
night, and brought a mixture of 
myrrh and aloes, about an hundred 
pound weight. 

40 Then took they the body of Je- 
sus, and wotmd it in linen clothes 
with the spices, as the manner of the 
Jews is to bury. 

41 Now in the place where he was 
crucified there was a garden ; and in 
the garden a new sepulchre, wherein 
was never man yet laid. 

42 There laid they Jesus therefore 
because of the Jews’ preparation day; 
for the sepulchre was nigh at hand!

CHAPTER I. 

1 Christy preparing his apostles to the beholding of his 
a^scension, gathereth them together into the mount 
Olivet, commandeth tftem to expect in Jerusalem the 
sending down of the Holy Ghost , promiseth after 
few days to send it : by virtue whereof they should 
be witnesses unto him, even to the utmost parts of 
the earth, 9 Aftei' his ascension they are warned try 
two angels to depart, and to set their minds upon his 
second coming. 12 They accordingly return, and, 
giving themselves to prayer, choose Matthias apostle 
in the place of Judas. 

T he former treatise have I made, 

O Theophilus, of all that Jesus 
began both to do and teach, I 

2 Until the day m which he was tak- i 
en up, after that he through the Holy 
Ghost had given commandments im- 
to the apostles whom he had chosen : 

3 To whom also he shewed himself 
alive after his passion by many infal- 
lible proofs, being seen of them forty 
days, and speaking of the things per- 
taining to the kingdom of God : 

4 And, being assembled together 
with them, commanded them that 
they should not depart from Jeru- 
salem, but wait for the promise of 
the Father, which, saith he, ye have 
heard of me. 

6 For Jo h n truly baptized with 
water ; but ye shall be baptized with 
the Holy Ghost not many days hence. 

6 Wlien they therefore were come 
together, they asked of him, saying. 
Lord, wilt thou at this time restore 
again the kingdom to Israel? 

7 And he said unto them. It is not 
for you to know the times or the 
seasons, which the Father hath put 
in his own power. 

8 But ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you: and ye shall be witnesses unto 
me both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth. 

9 And when he had spoken these 
things, while they beheld, he was 
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taken up ; and a cloud received him 
out of their sight. 

10 And while they looked stedfastly 
toward heaven as he went up, be- 
hold, two men stood by them in 
white apparel ; 

11 Which also said. Ye men of Ga- 
lilee, why stand ye gazing up into 
heaven ? this same Jesus, which is 
taken up from you into heaven, shall 
so come in like manner as ye have 
seen him go into heaven. 

12 Then returned they unto Jeru- 
salem from the mount called Olivet, 
which is from Jerusalem a sabbath 
day’s journey. 

13 And when they were come in, 
they went up into an upper room, 
where abode both Peter, rnd James, 
and John, and Andrew, Philip, and 
Thomas, Bartholomew, and Mat- 
thew, James the son of Alphaeus, and 
Simon Zelotes, and Judas the brother 
of James. 

14 These all continued with one 
accord in prayer and supplication, 
with the women, and Mary the mo- 
ther of Jesus, and with his brethren. 

15 1 And in those days Peter stood 
up in the midst of the disciples, and 
said, (the munber of names together 
were about an hundred and twenty,) 

16 Men and brethren, this scrip- 
ture must needs have been fulfilled, 
which the Holy Ghost by the mouth 
of David spake before concerning 
Judas, which was guide to them that 
took Jesus. 

17 For he was numbered with us, 
and had obtained part of this mi- 
nistry.

22 Beginning from the baptism of 
John, unto that same day that he 
was taken up from us, must one be 
ordained to be a witness with us of 
his resurrection. 

23 And they appointed two, Joseph 
called Barsabas, who was sumamed 
Justus, and Mattliias. 

24 And they prayed, and said. Thou, 
Lord, which knowest the hearts of 
all meti, shew whether of these two 
thou hast chosen, 

26 That he may take part of this 
ministry and apostleship, from which 
Judas by transgression fell, that he 
might go to his own place. 

26 And they gave forth their lots ; 
and the lot fell upon Matthias ; and 
he was numbered with the eleven 
apostles. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 The apostles, filled with the Holy Ghost, atid speaking 
divers languages, are admired by some, artd deridM 
by others. 14 Whom Peter disproving, and shewing 
that the apostles spake by the power of the Holy 
Ghost, that Jesus was risen from the dead, ascended 
into heaven, had poured down the same Holy Ghost, 
and was the Messias, a nuin known to th^ to be 
apprm^ed of God by his miracles, vjonders, and signs, 
and not crucified without his determinate counsel and 
foreknowledge : 37 he fmptizeth a great number that 
were converted. 41 Who afterwards devoutly and 
charitatdy converse together : the apostles working 
many miraeles, and God daily increasing his church. 

A n D when the day of Pentecost 
was fully come, they were all 
with one accord in one place. 

2 And suddenly there came a soxmd 
from heaven as of a rushing mighty 
wind, and it filled all the house where 
they were sitting. 

3 And there appeared unto them 
cloven tongues like as of fire, and it 
sat upon each of them. 

4 And they were all filled with the

1 Peter preaching to the people that came to see a lame 
man restored to his feet, 1 2 professeth the cure not to 
have t)een wrought by his or Johns own pov)er, or 
holiness, but by God, and his Son Jesus, and through 
faith in his name : 1 3 withal reprehending them for 
crucifying Jesus. 1 7 Which fstcause they did it through 
ignorance, arid that thereby were f ulfilled God*s doter^ 
minate counsel, and the scriptures: \9 he exhortetk 
them by repentance and faith to seek remission of their 
sins, and salvation in the same Jesus. 

N ow Peter and John went up to- 
gether into the temple at the 
hour of prayer, being the ninth hour. 

2 And a certain man lame from his 
mother’s womb was carried, whom 
they laid daily at the gate of the 
temple which is called Beautiful, to 
ask alms of them that entered into 
the temple; 

3 Who seeing Peter and John about 
to go into the temple asked an alms. 

4 And Peter, fastening his eyes up- 
on him with John, said. Look on us. 

5 And he gave heed unto them, ex- 
pecting to receive something of them. 

6 Then Peter said, SUver and gold 
have I none ; but such as I have give 
I thee: In the name of Jesus Christ 
of Nazareth rise up and walk. 

7 And he took him by the right 
hand, and lifted him, up : and imme- 
diately his feet and ancle bones re- 
ceived strength. 

8 And he leaping up stood, and 
walked, and entered with them into 
the temple, walking, and leaping, and 
praising God. 

9 And all the people saw him walk- 
ing and praising God : 

10 And they knew that it was he 
which sat for alms at the Beautiful 
gate of the temple : and they were 
filled with wonder and amazement at 
that which had happened unto him. 

11 And as the lame man which was 
healed held Peter and John, all the 
people ran together unto them in 
the porch that is called Solomon’s, 
greatly wondering. 
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Peter's exhortation. 

12 1 And when Peter saw U, he 
answered imto the people. Ye men 
of Israel, why marvel ye at this 1 or 
why look ye so earnestly on us, as 
though by our own power or holiness 
we had made this man to walk ? 

13 The God of Abraham, and of 
Isaac, and of Jacob, the God of our 
fathers, hath glorified his Son Jesus ; 
whom ye delivered up, and denied 
him in the presence of Pilate, when 
he was determined to let him go. 

14 But ye denied the Holy One and 
the Just, and desired a murderer to 
be granted unto you ; 

15 And killed the Prince of life, 
whom God hath raised from the 
dead ; whereof we are witnesses. 

16 And his name through faith in 
his name hath made this man strong, 
whom ye see and know: yea, the 
faith which is by him hath given him 
this perfect soundness in the pre- 
sence of you all. 

17 And now, brethren, I wot that 
through ignorance ye did it, as did 
also your rulers. 

18 But those things, which God 
before had shewed by the mouth of 
all his prophets, that Christ should 
suffer, he hath so fulfilled. 

19 If Repent ye therefore, and be 
converted, that your sins may be 
blotted out, when the times of re- 
freshing shall come from the pre- 
sence of the Lord ; 

20 And he shall send Jesus Christ, 
which before was preached unto you : 

21 Whom the heaven must receive 
until the times of restitution of all 
things, which God hath spoken by 
the mouth of all his holy prophets 
since the world began. 

22 For Moses truly said unto the 
fathers, A prophet shall the Lord 
your God raise up unto you of your 
brethren, like imto me ; him shall ye 
hear in all things whatsoever he shall 
say unto you. 

23 And it shall come to pass, that 
every soul, which will not hear that 
prophet, shall be destroyed from 
among the people. 

24 Yea, and all the prophets from 
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Peter and John are 


Samuel and those that follow after, 
as many as have spoken, have like- 
wise foretold of these days. 

25 Ye are the children of the pro- 
phets, and of the covenant which 
God made with our fathers, saying 
unto Abraham, And in thy seed 
shall all the kindreds of the earth 
be blessed. 

26 Unto you first God, having raised 
up his Son Jesus, sent him to bless 
you, in turning away every one of 
you from his iniquities. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 The rulers of the Jews offended with Peter* s sermon , 

4 {though thousands of the people were converted that 
heard tike word,^ imprison him and John. 5 After, 
upon examination Peter boldly avouching the lame 
man to he healed by the name of Jesus, and that by the 
same Jesus only we must he eternally saved, 13 they 
command him and John to preach no more in that 
name, adding also threatening^ 23 whereupon the 
church flejith to prayer. 31 And God, by moving the 
place where they were assembled, testified that he heard 
their prayer : confirming the church with the gift of the 
Holy Glwst, and with mutual love and charity. 

AND as they spake unto the peo- 
pie, the priests, and the captain 
of the temple, and the Sadducees, 
came upon them, 

2 Being grieved that they taught 
the people, and preached through 
Jesus the resurrection fi*om the dead. 

3 And they laid hands on them, and 
put them in hold unto the next day : 
for it was now eventide. 

4 Howbeit many of them which 
heard the word believed; and the 
number of the men was about five 
thousand. 

5 IT And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that their rulers, and elders, 
and scribes, 

6 And Annas the high priest, and 
Caiaphas, and John, and Alexander, 
and as many as were of the kindred 
of the high priest, were gathered 
together at Jerusalem. 

7 And when they had set them in 
the midst, they asked. By what power, 
or by what name, have ye done this ? 

8 Then Peter, filled with the Holy 
Ghost, said unto them. Ye rulers of 
the people, and elders of Israel, 

9 If we this day be examined of the 

f ood deed done to the impotent man, 
y what means he is made whole ; 
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THE ACTS, IV. brought h^ore the cowneSL 

10 Be it known unto you all, and to 
all the people of Israel, that by the 
name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, 
whom ye crucified, whom God raised 
from the dead, even by him doth this 
man stand here before you whole. 

11 This is the stone which was set 
at nought of you builders, which is 
become the head of the comer. 

12 Neither is there salvation in any 
other: for there is none other name 
under heaven given among men, 
whereby we must be saved. 

13 1 Now when they saw the bold- 
ness of Peter and John, and per- 
ceived that they were unlearned and 
ignorant men, they marvelled; and 
they took knowledge of them, that 
they had been with Jesus. 

14 And beholding the man which 
was healed standing with them, they 
could say nothing against it. 

16 But when they had commanded 
them to go aside out of the council, 
they conferred among themselves, 

16 Saying, What shall we do to 
these men ? for that indeed a notable 
miracle hath been done by them is 
manifest to all them that dwell in 
Jerusalem; and we cannot deny it. 

17 But that it spread no further 
among the people, let us straitly 
threaten them, that they speak 
henceforth to no man in this name. 

18 And they called them, and com- 
manded them not to speak at all nor 
teach in the name of Jesus. 

19 But Peter and John answered 
and said unto them. Whether it be 
right in the sight of God to hearken 
xmto you more than unto God, judge 

20 For we cannot but speak the 
things which we have seen and 
heard. 

21 So when they had further threat- 
ened them, they let them go, finding 
nothing how they might punish them, 
because of the people: for all men 
glorified God for that which was done. 

22 For the man was above forty 
years old, on whom this miracle of 
healing was shewed. 

23 1 And being let go, they went to

24 And when they heard that, they 
lifted up their voice to God with one 
accord, and said.

25 Who by the mouth of thy ser- 
vant David hast said. Why did the 
heathen rage, and the people ima- 
gine vain things? 

26 The kings of the earth stood up, 
and the nilers were gathered toge- 
ther against the Lord, and against 
his Christ. 

27 For of a truth against thy holy 
child Jesus, whom thou hast anoint- 
ed, both Herod, and Pontius Pilate, 
with the Gentiles, and the people of 
Israel, were gathered together, 

28 For to do whatsoever thy hand 
and thy counsel determined before 
to be done. 

29 And now. Lord, behold their 
threatenings : and grant imto thy 
servants, that with all boldness they 
may speak thy word, 

30 By stretching forth thine hand 
to heal ; and that signs and wonders 
may be done by the name of thy holy 
child Jesus. 

31 IT And when they had prayed, the 
place was shaken where they were 
assembled together; and they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
they spake the word of God with 
boldness. 

32 And the multitude of them that 
believed were of one heart and of 
one soul: neither said any of them 
that ought of the things which he 
possessed was his own ; but they had 
all things common. 

33 And with great power gave the 
apostles witness of the resurrection 
of the Lord Jesus: and great grace 
was upon them all. 

34 Neither was there any among 
them that lacked: for as many as 
were possessors of lands or houses 
sold them, and brought the prices of 
the things that were sold,

CHAPTER V. 

1 After that Ayianias and Sapphira Ms wife for thetr 
hypocrisy at Peter s rebuke had fallen down dead, 12 
and that the rest of the apostles had wrouyht many 
miracles^ 14 /o the increase of the faith: 17 the 
apostles are again imprisoned, 1 9 but Slivered by an 
angel bidding them to preach openly to all : 21 when, 
after their teaching accordingly in the temple, 29 and 
before the council, 33 they an in danger to be killed, 
through the advice of Ganuiliel, a great counsellor 
among the Jews, they be kept alive, 40 and are but 
beaten : for which they glorify God, and cease no day 
from preaching.

CHAPTER VIL 

1 Stephen, permitted to answer to the accusation of 
hkisphemy, 2 sheweth that Abraham worshipped God 
rightly, and how God chose the fathers 20 hifore Moses 
was horn, and before the tabernacle and temple were 
built: S7 that Moses himself witnessed of Christ: 
44 and that all outward ceremonies were ordained ac~ 
cording to the heavenly pattern, to last but for a time : 
51 reprehending their rebellion, and murdering of 
Christ, the Just One, whom the prophets foretold 
should come into the world, 54 Whereupon they stone 
him to death, who oommendeth his soul to Jesus, and 
humbly prayeth for them. 

T hen said the high priest, Are 
these things so? 

2 And he said, Men, brethren, and 
fathers, hearken; The God of glory 
appeared unto our father Abranam, 
when he was in Mesopotamia, before 
he dwelt in Charran, 

3 And said unto him. Get thee out 
of thy country, and from thy kindred, 
and come into the land which I shall 
shew thee. 

4 Then came he out of the land of 
die Chaldseans, and dwelt in Char- 
ran : and from thence, when his fa- 
ther was dead, he removed him into 
this land, wherein ye now dwell. 

5 And he gave him none inherit- 
ance in it, no, not so much as to set 
his foot on : yet he promised that he 
would give it to him for a possession, 
and to his seed after him, when as yet 
he had no child. 

6 And God spake on this wise. That 
his seed should sojourn in a strange 
land ; and that they should bring 
them into bondage, and entreat them 
evil four hundred years. 

7 And the nation to whom they shall 
be in bondage will I judge, said God: 
and after that shall they come forth, 
and serve me in this place. 

8 And he gave him the covenant of 
circumcision : and so Abraham begat 
Isaac, and circumcised him the eighth 
day; and Isaac begat Jacob; and 
Jacob begat the twelve patriarchs. 

9 And the patriarchs, moved with 
envy, sold Joseph into Egypt: but 
God was ivith him, 

10 And delivered him out of all his 
afflictions, and gave him favour and 
wisdom in the sight of Pharaoh king 
of Egypt ; and he made him governor 
over Egypt and all his house. 

■%-% A 


11 Now there came a dearth over 
all the land of Egypt and Chanaan, 
and great affliction: and our fathers 
found no sustenance. 

12 But when Jacob heard that there 
was com in Egypt, he sent out our 
fathers first. 

13 And at the second time Joseph 
was made known to his brethren; 
and Joseph’s kindred was made 
known unto Pharaoh. 

14 Then sent Joseph, and called his 
father Jacob to him, and all his kin- 
dred, threescore and fifteen souls. 

16 8o Jacob went down into Egypt, 
and died, he, and our fathers, 

16 And were carried over into 8y- 
chem, and laid in the sepulchre that 
Abraham bought for a sum of money 
of the sons of Emmor the father of 
8ychem. 

17 But when the time of the pro- 
mise drew nigh, which God had sworn 
to Abraham, the people grew and 
multiplied in Egypt, 

; 18 Till another king arose, which 
knew not Joseph. 

19 The same dealt subtilly with our 
kindred, and evil entreated our 
fathers, so that they cast out their 
young children, to the end they 
might not live. 

20 In which time Moses was bom, 
and was exceeding fair, and nourish- 
ed up in his father’s house three 
months : 

21 And when he was cast out. Pha- 
raoh’s daughter took him up, and 
nourished him for her own son. 

22 And Moses was learned in all the 
wisdom of the Egyptians, and was 
mighty in words and in deeds. 

23 And when he was full forty years 
old, it came into his heart to visit his 
brethren the children of Israel. 

24 And seeing one of them suffer 
wrong, he defended him, and avenged 
him that was oppressed, and smote 
the Egyptian: 

25 For he supposed his brethren 
would have imderstood how that God 
by his hand would deliver them : but 
they understood not. 

26 And the next day he shewed him- 
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self unto them as they strove, and 
would have set them at one again, 
saying. Sirs, ye are brethren ; why do | 
ye wrong one to another? 

27 But he that did his neighbour 
wrong thrust him away, saying. Who 
made thee a ruler and a judge over 
us? 

28 Wilt thou kill me, as thou diddest 
the Egyptian yesterday ? 

29 Then fled Moses at this saying, 
and was a stranger in the land of 
Madian, where he begat two sons, i 

30 And when forty years were ex- : 
pired, there appeared to him in the ' 
wilderness of movmt Sina an angel of ! 
the Lord in a flame of fire in a bush. 

31 Wlien Moses saw it, he wondered ; 
at the sight : and as he drew near to ! 
behold it, the voice of the Lord came 
unto him, 

32 Saying, I am the God of thy fa- 
thers, the God of Abraham, and the 
God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob. 
Then Moses trembled, and durst not i 
behold. 

33 Then said the Lord to him. Put 
off thy shoes from thy feet: for the 
place where thou standest is holy 
ground. 

34 I have seen, 1 have seen the 
aflliction of my people which is in 
Egypt, and I have heard their groan- 
ing, and am come down to deliver 
them. And now come, I will send 
thee into Egypt. 

35 This Moses whom they refused, 
saying. Who made thee a ruler and a 
judge ? the same did God send to be 
a rider and a deliverer by the hand 
of the angel which appeared to him 
in the bush. 

36 He brought them out, after that 
he had shewed wondei's and signs in 
the land of Egypt, and in the Red sea, 
and in the wilderness forty years. 

37 t This is that Moses, which said 
unto the children of Israel, A prophet 
shall the Lord your God raise up unto 
you of your brethren, like unto me ; 
him shall ye hear. 

38 This is he, that was in the church 
in the wilderness with the angel which 
spake to him in the mount Sina, and 


vnth our fathers: who received the 
lively oracles to give unto us : 

39 To whom our fathers would not 
obey, but thrust him from them, and 
in their hearts turned back again 
into Eg^t, 

40 Saying unto Aaron, Make us gods 
to go before us : for as for this Moses, 
which brought us out of the land of 
Egypt, we wot not what is become of 
him. 

41 And they made a calf in those 
days, and offered sacrifice unto the 
idol, and rejoiced in the works of 
their own hands. 

42 Then God turned, and gave them 
up to worship the host of heaven ; as 
it is written in the book of the pro- 
phets, O ye house of Israel, have ye 
offered to me slain beasts and sacri- 
fices by the spaee of forty years in the 
wilderness ? 

43 Yea, ye took up the tabernacle 
of Moloch, and the star of your god 
Remphan, figures which ye made to 
worship them: and I will carry you 
away beyond Babylon. 

44 Our fathers had the tabernacle 
of witness in the wilderness, as he 
had appointed, speaking unto Moses, 
that he should make it according to 
the fashion that he had seen. 

45 Which also our fathers that came 
after brought in with Jesus into the 
possession of the Gentiles, whom 
God drave out before the face of our 
fathers, unto the days of David ; 

46 Who found favour before God, 

' and desired to find a tabernacle for 
I the God of Jacob. 

' 47 But Solomon built hinr an house. 

. 48 Howbeit the most High dwell- 
eth not in temples made with hands ; 
as saith the prophet, 

49 Heaven is my throne, and earth 
is my footstool: what house will ye 
build me? saith the Lord: or what 
j is the place of my rest ? 

: 50 Hath not my hand made all these 
I things? 

i 51 1 Ye stifihecked and uncircum- 
cised in heart and ears, ye do always 
resist the Holy Ghost: as your fa- 
thers did, so do ye. 
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52 Which of the prophets have not 
your fathers persecuted? and they 
have slain them which shewed before 
of the coming of the Just One; of 
whom ye have been now the betray- 
ers and murderers: 

53 Who have received the law by 
the disposition of angels, and have 
not k^t it. 

54 IF When they heard these things, 
they were cut to the heart, and they 
gfnashed on him with their teeth. 

55 But he, being full of the Holy 
Ghost, looked up stedfastly into hea- 
ven, and saw the glory of God, and Je- 
sus standing on the right hand of God, 

56 And said. Behold, I see the hea- 
vens opened, and the Son of man 
standing on the right hand of God. 

o'? Then they cried out with a loud 
voice, and stopped their ears, and 
ran upon him with one accord, 

58 And cast him out of the city, 
and stoned him: and the witnesses 
laid down their clothes at a young 
man’s feet, whose name was Saul. 

59 And they stoned Stephen, calling 
upon Ood, and saying. Lord Jesus, 
receive my spirit. 

60 And he kneeled down, and cried 
with a loud voice, Lord, lay not this 
sin to their charge. And when he 


3 As for Saul, he made havock of 
the church, entering into every house, 
and haling men and women com- 
mitted them to prison. 

4 Therefore they that were scatter- 
ed abroad went every where preach- 
ing the word. 

5 Then Philip went down to the 
city of Samaria, and preached Christ 
unto them. 

6 And the people with one accord 
gave heed unto those things which 
Philip spake, hearing and seeing the 
miracles which he did. 

7 For unclean spirits, crying with 
loud voice, came out of many that 
were possessed with them: and many 
taken with palsies, and that were 
lame, were healed. 

8 And there was great joy in that 
city. 

9 But there was a certain man, 
called Simon, which beforetime in 
the same city used sorcery, and 
bewitched the people of Samaria, 
giving out that himself was some 
great one: 

10 To whom they all gave heed, 
from the least to the greatest, saying. 
This man is the great power of God. 

11 And to him they had regard, 
because that of long time he had 


had said this, he fell asleej). 

CHAPTER \TII.

4 And he fell to the earth, and 
heard a voice saying unto him, Saul, 
Saul, why persecutest thou me ? 

5 And he said, Who art thou, Lord ? 
And the Lord said, 1 am Jesus whom 
thou persecutest : it is hard for thee 
to kick against the pricks. 

6 And he trembling and astonished 
said. Lord, what wilt thou have me to 
do ? And the Lord said unto him. 
Arise, and go into the city, and it 
shall be told thee what thou must 
do. 

7 And the men which journeyed 
with him stood speechless, hearing a 
voice, but seeing no man. 

8 And Saul arose from the earth; 
and when his eyes were opened, he 
saw no man: but they led him by 
the hand, and brought him into Da- 
mascus. 

9 And he was three days without 
sight, and neither did eat nor drink. 

10 IT And there was a certain disci- 
ple at Damascus, named Ananias; 
and to him said the Lord in a vision, 
Ananias. And he said. Behold, I am 
here, Lord. 

11 And the Lord said vmto him. 
Arise, and go into the street which is 
called Straight, and enquire in the 
house of Judas for one called Saul, of 
Tarsus : for, behold, he prayeth, 

12 And hath seen in a vision a man 
named Ananias coming in, and put- 
ting his hand on him, that he might 
receive his sight. 

13 Then Ananias answered. Lord, I 
have heard by many of this man, how 
much evil he hath done to thy saints 
at Jerusalem: 

14 And here he hath authority from 
the chief priests to bind all that call 
on thy name. 

15 But the Lord said unto him. Go 
thy way : for he is a chosen vessel 
unto me, to bear my name before the 
Gentiles, and kings, and the children 
of Israel : 

16 For I will shew him how great

things he must suffer for my name’s 
sake. 

17 And Ananias went his way, and 
entered into the house ; and putting 
his hands on him said. Brother Saul, 
the Lord, even Jesus, that appeared 
unto thee in the way as thou earnest, 
hath sent me, that thou mightest re- 
ceive thy sight, and be filled with the 
Holy Ghost. 

18 And immediately there fell from 
his eyes as it had been scales: and 
he received sight forthwith, and 
arose, and was baptized. 

19 And when he had received meat, 
he was strengthened. Then was Saul 
certain days with the disciples which 
were at Damascus. 

20 And straightway he preached 
Christ in the synagogues, that he is 
the Son of God. 

21 But all that heard him were 
amazed, and said ; Is not this he that 
destroyed them which called on this 
name in Jerusalem, and came hither 
for that intent, that he might bring 
them bound unto the chief priests ? 

22 But Saul increased the more in 
strength, and confounded the Jews 
which dwelt at Damascus, proving 
that this is very Christ. 

23 1 And after that many days were 
fulfilled, the Jews took counsel to 
kill him : 

24 But their laying await was known 
of Saul. And they watched the gates 
day and night to kill him. 

25 Then the disciples took him by 
night, and let him down by the wall 
in a basket. 

26 And when Saul was come to Je- 
rusalem, he assayed to join himself 
to the disciples : but they were all 
afraid of him, and believed not that 
he was a disciple. 

27 But Barnabas took him, and 
brought him to the apostles, and de- 
clared unto them how he had seen 
the Lord in the way, and that he had 
spoken to him, and how he had 
preached boldly at Damascus in the 
name of Jesus. 

^ 28 And he was with them coming 
in and going out at Jerusalem. 


THE ACTS, IX 
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29 And he spake boldly in the name 
of the Lord Jesus, and disputed 
against the Grecians : but they went 
about to slay him. 

30 Which when the brethren knew, 
they brought him down to Caesarea, 
and sent him forth to Tarsus. 

31 Then had the churches rest 
throughout all Judaea and Galilee 
and Samaria, and were edified; and 
walking in the fear of the Lord, and 
in the comfort of the Holy Ghost, 
were multiplied. 

32 t And it came to pass, as Peter | 
passed throughout all quarters, he 
came down also to the saints which 
dwelt at Lydda 

33 And there he found a certain 
man named .^Eueas, which had kept 
his bed eight years, and was sick of 
the palsy. 

34 And Peter said unto him, iEneas, 
Jesus Christ maketh thee whole: 
arise, and make thy bed. And he 
arose immediately. 

35 And all that dwelt at Lydda and 
Saron saw him, and tmned to the 
Lord 

36 IT Now there was at Joppa a cer- 
tain disciple named Tabitha, which 
by interpretation is called Dorcas: 
this woman was full of good works 
and almsdeeds which she did. 

37 And it came to pass in those 
days, that she was sick, and died: 
whom when they had washed, they 
laid her in an upper chamber. 

38 And forasmuch as Lydda was 
nigh to Joppa, and the disciples had 
heard that Peter was there, they 
sent unto him two men, desiring 
him that he would not delay to come 
to them. 

39 Then Peter arose and went with 
them. When he was come, they 
brought him into the upper cham- 
ber: and all the widows stood by 
him weeping, and shewing the coats 
and garments which Dorcas made, 
while she was with them. 

40 But Peter put them all forth, 
and kneeled down, and prayed ; and 
turning him to the body said, Ta- 
bitha, arise. And she opened her 


eyes: and when she saw Peter, she 
sat up. 

41 J^d he gave her hia hand, and 
lifted her up, and when he had call- 
ed the saints and widows, presented 
her alive. 

42 And it was known throughout 
all Joppa ; and many believed in the 
Lord. 

43 And it came to pass, that he 
tarried many days in Joppa with one 
Simon a tanner. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 Comelitts, a devout niun, 5 fmug commanded by an 
angel, sendeth for Peter ; 11 who by a vision 15 , 20 is 
taught not to despise the Gentiles. 34 As he preacheth 
Christ to Cornelius and his company, 44 the Holy 
Ghost falleth on them, 48 and they are baptized. 

fTTHERE was a certain man in Cse- 

1 sarea called Cornelius, a centu- 
rion of the band called the Italian 
hand, 

2 A devout man, and one that feared 
God with all bis house, which gave 
much alms to the people, and prayed 
to God alway. 

3 He saw in a vision evidently about 
the ninth hour of the day an angel of 
God coming in to him, and saying 
unto him, Cornelius. 

4 And when he looked on him, he 
was afiraid, and said, What is it, Lord ? 
And he said unto him. Thy prayers 
and thine alms are come up for a 
memorial before God. 

5 And now send men to Joppa, and 
call for one Simon, whose surname is 
Peter : 

6 He lodgeth with one Simon a tan- 
ner, whose house is by the sea side : 
he shall tell thee what thou oughtest 
to do. 

7 And when the angel which spake 
unto Cornelius was departed, he call- 
ed two of his household servants,and 
a devout soldier of them that waited 
on him continually ; 

8 And when he had declared all 
these things unto them, he sent them 
to Joppa. 

9 IT On the morrow, as they went 
on their journey, and drew nigh unto 
the city, Peter went up upon the 
housetop to pray about the sixth 
hour: 
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Peter's heavenly vision. 

10 And he became very himgry, and 
would have eaten; but while they 
made ready, he fell into a trance, 

11 And saw heaven opened, and a 
certain vessel descending xmto him, 
as it had been a great sheet knit at 
the four comers, and let down to the 
earth: 

12 Therein were all manner of four- 
footed beasts of the earth, and wild 
beasts, and creeping things, and fowls 
of the air. 

13 And there came a voice to him. 
Rise, Peter ; kill, and eat 

14 But Peter said. Not so. Lord ; for 
I have never eaten any thing that is 
common or unclean. 

16 And the voice spake unto him 
again the second time, What God 
hath cleansed, that call not thou 
common. 

16 This was done thrice: and the 
vessel was received up again into 
heaven. 

17 Now while Peter doubted in him- 
self what this vision which he had 
seen should mean, behold, the men 
which were sent from Cornelius had 
made enquiry for Simon’s house, and 
stood before the gate, 

18 And called, and asked whether 
Simon, which was suraamed Peter, 
were lodged there. 

19 If While Peter thought on the 
vision, the Spirit said unto him. Be- 
hold, three men seek thee. 

20 Arise therefore, and get thee 
down, and go with them, doubting 
nothing: for I have sent them. 

21 Then Peter went down to the 
men which were sent unto him from 
Cornelius ; and said. Behold, I am he 
whom ye seek: what is the cause 
wherefore ye are come? 

22 And they said, Cornelius the cen- 
turion, a just man, and one that fear- 
eth God, and of good report among 
all the nation of the Jews, was warn- 
ed from God by an holy angel to 
send for thee into his house, and to 
hear words of thee. 

23 Then called he them in, and 
lodged them. And on the morrow 
Peter went away with them, and cer- 


He preacheth Christ to 

tain brethren from Joppa accom- 
panied him. 

24 And the morrow after they en- 
tered into Caesarea And Cornelius 
waited for them, and had called to- 
gether his kinsmen and near friends. 

25 And as Peter was coming in, 
Cornelius met him, and fell down at 
his feet, and worshipped him. 

26 But Peter took him up, saying. 
Stand up ; I myself also am a man. 

27 And as he talked with him, he 
went in, and found many that were 
come together. 

28 And he said unto them. Ye know 
how that it is an unlawful thing for 
a man that is a Jew to keep com- 
pany, or come unto one of another 
nation ; but God hath shewed me that 
I shovild not call any man common or 
unclean. 

29 Therefore came I unto you with- 
out gainsaying, as soon as I was sent 
for: I ask therefore for what intent 
ye have sent for me? 

30 And Cornelius said. Four days 
ago I was fasting until this hour; 
and at the ninth hour I prayed in 
my house, and, behold, a man stood 
before me in bright clothing, 

31 And said, Cornelius, thy prayer 
is heard, and thine alms are had in 
remembrance in the sight of God. 

32 Send therefore to Joppa, and 
call hither Simon, whose surname is 
Peter; he is lodged in the house of 
one Simon a tanner by the sea side : 
who, when he cometh, shall speak 
unto thee. 

33 Immediately therefore I sent to 
thee; and thou hast well done that 
thou art come. Now therefore are 
we all here present before God, to 
hear all things that are commanded 
thee of God. 

34 If Then Peter opened his mouth, 
and said. Of a truth I perceive that 
God is no respecter of persons : 

35 But in every nation he that fear- 
eth him, and worketh righteousness, 
is accepted with him. 

36 The word which God sent unto 
the children of Israel, preaching peace 
by Jesus Christ: (he is Lord of all:) 
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Comdim and his company. 

37 That word, I say, ye know, which 
was published throughout all Judsea, 
and began from Galilee, after the 
baptism which John preached; 

38 How God anointed Jesus of Na- 
zareth with the Holy Ghost and with 
power : who went about doing good, 
and healing all that were oppressed 
of the devil ; for God was with him. 

39 And we are witnesses of all things 
which he did both in the land of the 
Jews, and in Jerusal^; whom they 
slew and hanged on a tree: 

40 Him God raised up the third day, 
and shewed him openly ; 

41 Not to all the people, but unto 
witnesses chosen before of God, even 
to us, who did eat and drink with 
him after he rose from the dead. 

42 And he commanded us to preach 
imto the people, and to testify that 
it is he which was ordained of God 
to he the Judge of quick and dead. 

43 To him give all the prophets 
witness, that through his name who- 
soever believeth in him shall receive 
remission of sins. 

44 t While Peter yet spake these 
words, the Holy Ghost fell on all 
them which heard the word. 

45 And they of the circumcision 
which believed were astonished, as 
many as came with Peter, because 
that on the Gentiles also was poured 
out the gift of the Holy Ghost. 

46 For they heard them speak with 
tongues, and magnify God. Then 
answered Peter, 

47 Can any man forbid water, that 
these should not be baptized, which 
have received the Holy Ghost as well 
as we? 

48 And he commanded them to be 
baptized in the name of the Lord. 
Then prayed they him to tarry cer- 
tain days. 

CHAPTER XI. 

I Peter, being accused for going in to the GentUes, 
3 makeih his defence, 18 which is accepted, 19 Tfte 
gospel being spread into Phenice, and Cyprus, and 
Antioch, Bamalnis is sent to confirm them. 26 The 
disciples there are first called Christians. 27 They 
send relief' to the brethren in Judcea in time of famine. 

AND the apostles and brethren 
xX that were in Judaea heard that

the Gentiles had also received the 
word of God. 

2 And when Peter was come up to 
Jerusalem, they that were of the cir- 
cumcision contended with him, 

3 Saying, Thou wentest in to men 
uncircumcised, and didst eat with 
them. 

4 But Peter rehearsed the matter 
from the beginning, and expounded 
it by order unto them, saying, 

5 I was in the city of Joppa pray- 
ing : and in a trance I saw a vision, 
A certain vessel descend, as it had 
been a great sheet, let down from 
heaven by four corners ; and it came 
even to me : 

6 Upon the which when I had fast- 
ened mine eyes, I considered, and 
saw fourfooted beasts of the earth, 
and wild beasts, and creeping things, 
and fowls of the air. 

7 And I heard a voice saying unto 
me. Arise, Peter ; slay and eat. 

8 But I said. Not so. Lord: for 
nothing common or unclean hath at 
any time entered into my mouth. 

9 But the voice answered me again 
from heaven. What God hath cleans- 
ed, that call not thou common. 

10 And this was done three times: 
and all were drawn up again into 
heaven. 

11 And, behold, immediately there 
were three men already come unto 
the house where I was, sent from 
Caesarea imto me. 

12 And the spirit bade me go with 
them, nothing doubting. Moreover 
these six brethren accompanied me, 
and we entered into the man’s house : 

13 And he shewed us how he had 
seen an angel in his house, which 
stood and said unto him. Send men 
to Joppa, and call for Simon, whose 
surname is Peter ; 

14 Who shall tell thee words, where- 
by thou and all thy house shall be 
saved. 

15 And as I began to speak, the 
Holy Ghost fell on them, as on us at 
the beginning. 

16 Then remembered I the word 
of the Lord, how that he said, John

20 And some of them were men of 
Cyprus and Cyrene, which, when they 
were come to Antioch, spake unto the 
Grecians, preaching the Lord Jesus, j 

21 And the hand of the Lord was j 
with them : and a great nvunber be- 
lieved, and turned imto the Lord. 

22 t Then tidings of these things 
came unto the ears of the church 
which was in Jerusalem: and they 
sent forth Barnabas, that he should 
go as far as Antioch. 

23 WTio, when he came, and had 
seen the grace of God, was glad, and 
exhorted them all, that with purpose 
of heart they would cleave unto the 
Lord. 

24 For he was a good man, and full 
of the Holy Ghost and of faith : and 
much people was added unto the 
Lord. 

26 Then departed Barnabas to Tar- 
sus, for to seek Saul : 

26 And when he had found him, 
he brought him unto Antioch. And 
it came to pass, that a whole year 
they assembled themselves with the 
church, and taught much people. 
And the disciples were called Chris- 
tians first in Antioch. 

27 t And in these days came pro- 
phets from Jerusalem unto Antioch. 

28 And there stood up one of them 
named Agabus, and signified by the 
spirit that there should be great 
dearth throughout all the world: 


which came to pass in the days of 
Claudius Caesar. 

29 Then the disciples, every man 
according to his ability, determined 
to send relief unto the brethren 
which dwelt in Judaea: 

30 Which also they did, and sent it 
to the elders by the hands of Bar- 
nabas and Saul. 

CHAPTER XII. 

I 1 King Herod persecuteth the Christians y killeth James y 
and imprisoneth Peter; whom an angel delivereth 
upon the prayers of the church. 20 In his pride tak- 
ing to himself the honour due to God, he is stricken by 
an angel, and dieth miserably. 24 After his death, 
the word of God prospereth. 

OW about that time Herod the 
king stretched forth his hands 
to vex certain of the church. 

2 And he killed James the brother 
of John with the sword. 

3 And because he saw it pleased 
the Jews, he proceeded further to 
take Peter also, (Then were the 
days of unleavened bread.) 

4 And w'hen he had apprehended 
j him, he put him in prison, and de- 

j livered Mm to four quaternions of 
i soldiers to keep him; intending af- 
I ter Easter to bring him forth to the 
I people. 

j 5 Peter therefore was kept in prison: 

I but prayer was made without ceasing 
i of the church unto God for him. 

I 6 And when Herod would have 
! brought him forth, the same night 
j Peter was sleeping between two sol- 
I diers, bound with two chains: and 
the keepers before the door kept 
the prison. 

7 Jmd, behold, the angel of the 
Lord came upon him, and a light 
shined in the prison : and he smote 
Peter on the side, and raised him 
up, saying. Arise up quickly. And 
his chains fell ofi* from his hands. 

8 And the angel said unto him. 
Gird thyself, and bind on thy san- 
dals. And so he did. And he saith 
unto him. Cast thy garment about 
thee, and follow me. 

9 And he went out, and followed 
him; and wist not that it was true 
which was done by the angel; but 
thought he saw a vision. 
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10 When they were past the first 
and the second, ward, they came unto 
the iron gate that leadeth unto the 
city; which opened to them of his 
own accord : and they went out, and 
passed on through one street; and 
forthwith the angel departed from 
him. 

11 And when Peter was come to 
himself, he said. Now I know of a 
surety, that the Lord hath sent his 
angel, and hath delivered me out of 
the hand of Herod, and from all the 
expectation of the people of the Jews. 

12 And when he had considered the 
thing, he came to the house of Mary 
the mother of John, whose surname 
was Mark ; where many were gather- 
ed together praying. 

13 And as Peter knocked at the 
door of the gate, a damsel came to 
hearken, named Rhoda. 

14 And when she knew Peter’s voice, 
she opened not the gate for gladness, 
but ran in, and told how Peter stood 
before the gate. 

15 And they said unto her, Thou 
art mad. But she constantly aflSrm- 
ed that it was even so. Then said 
they. It is his angel. 

16 But Peter continued knocking: 
and when they had opened the door, 
and saw him, they were astonished. 

17 But he, beckoning imto them 
with the hand to hold their peace, 
declared unto them how the Lord 
had brought him out of the prison. 
And he said, Go shew these things 
unto James, and to the brethren. 
And he departed, and went into 
another place. 

18 Now as soon as it was day, there 
was no small stir among the soldiers, 
what was become of Peter. 

19 And when Herod had sought for 
him, and found him not, he examined 
the keepers, and commanded that 
they should be put to death. And 
he went down fi’om Judaea to Caesarea, 
and there abode. 

20 IT And Herod was highly dis- 
pleased with them of Tyre and Si- 
don : but they came with one accord 
to him, and, having made Blastus 


the king’s chamberlain their friend, 
desired peace ; because their country 
was nourished by the king’s country. 

21 And upon a set day Herod, ar- 
rayed in royal apparel, sat upon his 
throne, and made an oration unto 
them. 

22 And the people gave a shout, 
saying. It is the voice of a god, and 
not of a man. 

23 And immediately the angel of the 
Lord smote him, because he gave not 
God the glory : and he was eaten of 
worms, and gave up the ghost. 

24 IT But the word of God grew and 
multiplied. 

25 .^d Barnabas and Saul return- 
ed from Jerusalem, when they had 
fulfilled their ministry, and took with 
them John, whose surname was Mark. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

1 Paul and Barnabas are chosen to go to the Gentiles. 

7 Of Sergius Paulus, and Elymas the sorcerer. 14 

Paul preacheth at Antioch, that Jesus is Christ. 42 

The Gentiles believe: 45 hut the Jews gainsay and 

blaspheme: 46 whereupon they turn to the Gentiles. 

48 As many as were ordained to life believed. 

N ow there were in the church 
that was at Antioch certain pro- 
phets and teachers ; as Barnabas, and 
Simeon that was called Niger, and 
Lucius of Cyrene, and Manaen, which 
had been brought up with Herod the 
tetrarch, and Saul. 

2 As they ministered to the Lord, 
and fasted, the Holy Ghost said, Se- 
parate me Barnabas and Saul for the 
work whereunto I have called them. 

3 And when they had fasted and 
prayed, and laid their hands on them, 
they sent them away. 

4 IT So they, being sent forth by 
the Holy Ghost, departed imto Se- 
leucia; and from thence they sailed 
to Cyprus. 

5 And when they were at Salamis, 
they preached the word of God in 
the synagogues of the Jews: and 
they had also John to their minister. 

6 And when they had gone through 
the isle unto Paphos, they found a 
certain sorcerer, a false prophet, a 
Jew, whose name teas Bar-jesus: 

7 Which was with the deputy of the 
country, Sergius Paulus, a prudent 
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man; who called for Barnabas and 
Saul, and desired to hear the word 
of God 

8 But Elymas the sorcerer (for so 
is his name by interpretation) with- 
stood them, seeking to turn away 
the deputy from the faith. 

9 Then Saul, (who also is called 
Paid,) filled with the Holy Ghost, set 
his eyes on him, 

10 And said O full of all subtilty 
and all mischief, thmi child of the 
devil, thou enemy of all righteous- 
ness, wilt thou not cease to pervert 
the right ways of the Lord ? 

11 And now, behold, the hand of 
the Lord is upon thee, and thou shalt 
be blind not seeing the sim for a 
season. And immediately there fell 
on him a mist and a darkness; and 
he went about seeking some to lead 
him by the hand 

12 Then the deputy, when he saw 
what was done, believed, being asto- 
nished at the doctrine of the Lord 

13 Now when Paul and his company 
loosed from Paphos, they came to 
Perga in Pamphylia: and John de- 
parting from them retimned to Je- 
rusalem. 

14 If But when they departed from 
Perga, they came to Antioch in Pi- 
sidia, and went into the synagogue 
on the sabbath day, and sat down. 

16 And after the reading of the law 
and the prophets the riders of the 
synagogue sent unto them, saying. 
Ye men and brethren, if ye have any 
word of exhortation for the people, 
say on. 

16 Then Paul stood up, and beckon- 
ing with his hand said Men of Israel, 
and ye that fear God, give audience. 

17 The God of this people of Israel 
chose our fathers, and exalted the 
people when they dwelt as strangers 
in the land of Egypt, and with an 
high arm brought he them out of it. 

18 And about the time of forty 
years suffered he their manners in 
the wilderness. 

19 And when he had destroyed se- 
ven nations in the land of Ohanaan, 
he divided their land to them by lot. 


20 And after that he gave unto 
them judges about the space of 
four hundred and fifty years, until 
Samuel the prophet 

21 And afterward they desired a 
king : and God gave unto them Saul 
the son of Cis, a man of the tribe of 
Benjamin, by the space of forty years. 

22 And when he had removed him, 
he raised up imto them David to be 
their king; to whom also he gave 
testimony, and said, I have found 
David the son of Jesse, a man after 
mine own heart, which shall fulfil 
all my will. 

23 Of this man’s seed hath God 
according to his promise raised unto 
Israel a Saviour, Jesus : 

24 When John had first preached 
before his coming the baptism of re- 
pentance to all the people of Israel. 

25 And as John fulfilled his course, 
he said. Whom think ye that I am ? 
I am not he. But, behold, there 
cometh one after me, whose shoes 
of his feet I am not worthy to loose. 

26 Men and brethren, children of 
the stock of Abraham, and whoso- 
ever among you feareth God, to you 
is the word of this salvation sent. 

27 For they that dwell at Jerusa- 
lem, and their rulers, because they 
knew him not, nor yet the voices of 
the prophets which are read every 
sabbath day, thejr have fulfilled them 
in condemning him. 

28 And though they found no cause 
of death in him, yet desired they 
Pilate that he should be slain. 

29 And when they had fulfilled all 
that was written of him, they took 
him down from the tree, and laid 
him in a sepulclire. 

30 But God raised him from the 
dead: 

31 And he was seen many days of 
them which came up with him from 
Galilee to Jerusalem, who are his 
witnesses unto the people. 

32 And we declare unto you glad 
tidings, how that the promise which 
was made unto the fathers, 

33 God hath fulfilled the same imto 
us their children, in that he hath 
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raised up Jesus again; as it is also 
written in the second psalm, Thou art 
my Son, this day have 1 begotten thee. 

34 And as concerning that he raised 
him up from the dead, now no naore 
to return to corruption, he said on 
this wise, I will give you the sure 
mercies of David. 

35 Wherefore he saith also in an- 
other psalm, Thou shalt not suffer 
thine Holy One to see corruption. 

36 For David, after he had served 
his own generation by the will of 
God, fell on sleep, and was laid unto 
his fathers, and saw corruption : 

37 But he, whom God raised again, 
saw no corruption. 

38 IT Be it known unto you there- 
fore, men and brethren, that through 
this man is preached unto you the 
forgiveness of sins: 

39 And by him all that believe are 
justified from all things, from which 
ye could not be justified by the law 
of Moses. 

40 Beware therefore, lest that come 
upon you, which is spoken of in the 
prophets ; 

41 Behold, ye despisers, and won- 
der, and perish: for I work a work 
in your days, a work which ye shall 
in no wise believe, though a man 
declare it unto you. 

42 And when the Jews were gone AND it came to pass in Iconium, 
out of the synagogue, the Gentiles I\. that they went both together 
besought that these words might be into the synagogue of the Jews, and 
preached to them the next sabbath, so spake, that a great multitude

48 And when the Gentiles heard 
this, they were glad, and glorified 
the word of the Lord : and as many 
as were ordained to eternal life be- 
lieved. 

49 And the word of the Lord was 
published throughout all the region. 

60 But the Jews stirred up the 
devout and honourable women, and 
the chief men of the city, and raised 
persecution against Paul and Barna- 
bas, and expelled them out of their 
coasts. 

61 But they shook off the dust of 
their feet against them, and came 
unto Iconium. 

62 And the disciples were filled with 
joy, and with the Holy Ghost. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

1 Paul and Barnabas are persecuted from Iconium. 
8 At Lystra Paul healeth a cripple., whereupon they 
are reputed as gods. 19 Paul is stoned. 21 They 
pass through divers churches, confirming the disciple.^ 
in faith and patience, 26 Returning to Antioch, they 
report what God had done with them. 
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6 They were ware of it, and fled 
unto Lystra and Derbe, cities of 
Lycaonia, and unto the region that 
lieth round about: 

7 And there they preached the 
gospel. 

8 t And there sat a certain man at 
Lystra, impotent in his feet, being 
a cripple from his mother’s womb, 
who never had walked: 

9 The same heard Paul speak : who 
stedfastly beholding him, and per- 
ceiving that he had faith to be 
healed, 

10 Said with a loud voice. Stand 
upright on thy feet And he leaped 
and walked. 

11 And when the people saw what 
Paul had done, they lifted up their 
voices, saying in the speech of Ly- 
caonia, The gods are come down to 
us in the likeness of mea 

12 And they called Barnabas, Ju- 

iter ; and Paul, Mercurius, because 

e was the chief speaker. 

13 Then the priest of J upiter, which 
was before their city, brought oxen 
and garlands unto the gates, and 
would have done sacrifice with the 
people. 

14 WJmh when the apostles, Bar- 
nabas and Paul, heard of, they rent 
their clothes, and ran in among the 
people, crying out, 

15 And saying. Sirs, why do ye these 
things? We also are men of like 
passions with you, and preach unto 
yon that ye should turn from these 
vanities unto the living God, which 
made heaven, and earth, and the 
sea» and all things that are therein: 

16 Who in times past suffered all 
nations to walk in their own ways. 

17 Nevertheless he left not himself 
without witness, in that he ^d good, 
and gave us rain from heaven, and 
fruitM seasons, filling our hearts 
with food and gladness. 

18 And with these sayings scarce 
restrained they the people, that they 
had not done sacrifice unto them. 

19 1 And there came thither cer- 
tain Jews from Antioch and Iconium, 
who persuaded the people, and, hav- 
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ing stoned Paul, drew him out of the 
city, supposing he had been dead. 

20 Howbeit, as the disciples stood 
j round about him, he rose up, and 
I came into the city : and the next day 
I he departed with Barnabas to Derbe. 

21 And when they had preached the 
gospel to that city, and had taught 
many, they returned again to Lysti^ 
and to Iconium, and Antioch, 

22 Confirming the souls of the dis- 
ciples, and exhorting them to con- 
tinue in the faith, and that we must 
through much tribulation enter into 
the kingdom of God. 

23 And when they had ordained 
them elders in every church, and 
had prayed with fasting, they com- 
mended them to the Lord, on whom 
they believed. 

24 And after they had passed 
throughout Pisidia, they came to 
Pamphylia. 

25 And when they had preached 
the word in Perga, they went down 
into Attalia: 

26 And thence sailed to Antioch, 
from whence they had been recom- 
mended to the grace of God for the 
work which they fulfilled. 

27 And when they were come, and 
had gathered the church together, 
they rehearsed all that God had done 
with them, and how he had opened 
the door of faith unto the Gentiles. 

28 And there they abode long time 
with the disciples. 

CHAPTER XV.

32 And Judas and Silas, being pro- 
phets also themselves, exhorted the 
brethren with many words, and con- 
firmed them. 

33 And after they had tarried there 
a space, they were let go in peace 
from the brethren unto the apostles. 

34 Notwithstanding it pleased Silas 
to abide there still. 

35 Paul also and Barnabas con- 
tinued in Antioch, teaching and 
preaching the word of the Lord, 
with many others also. 

36 H And some days after Paul 
said unto Barnabas, Let us go again 
and visit our brethren in every city 
where we have preached the word of 
the Lord, and see how they do. 

37 And Barnabas determined to take 
with them John, whose surname was 
Mark. 

38 But Paul thought not good to 
take him with them, who departed 
from them from Pamphylia, and went 
not with them to the work. 

39 And the contention was so sharp 
between them, that they departed 
asimder one from the other : and 
so Barnabas took Mark, and sailed 
unto Cyprus ; 

40 And Paul chose Silas, and de- 
arted, being recommended by the 
rethren unto the grace of God. 

41 And he went through Syria and 
Cilicia, confirming the chimches. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

1 Paul having circumcised Timothy, 7 and being called 
by the Spirit from one country to another, 14 con- 
verteth Lydia, 16 casteth out a spirit of divination. 
19 For which cause he and Silas are whipped and 
imprisoned, 26 The prison doors are opened, 31 The 
jailor is converted, 37 and they are delivered. 


T hen came he to Derbe and 
Lystra: and, behold, a certain 
disciple was there, named Timo- 
theus, the son of a certain woman, 
which was a Jewess, and believed; 
but his father was a Greek : 

2 Which was well reported of by 
the brethren that were at Lystra 
and Iconium. 

3 Him would Paul have to go forth 
with him ; and took and circumcised 
him because of the Jews which were 
in those quarters : for they knew all 
that his father was a Greek. 

4 And as they went through the 
cities, they delivered them the de- 
crees for to keep, that were ordain- 
ed of the apostles and elders which 
were at Jerusalem. 

5 And so were the churches esta- 
blished in the faith, and increased in 
number daily. 

6 Now when they had gone through- 
out Phrygia and the region of Gala- 
tia, and were forbidden of the Holy 
Ghost to preach the word in Asia, 

7 After they were come to Mysia, 
they assayed to go into Bithynia: 
but the Spirit suffered them not. 

8 And they passing by Mysia came 
down to Troas. 

9 And a vision appeared to Paul 
in the night; There stood a man of 
Macedonia, and prayed him, saying. 
Come over into Macedonia, and help 
us. 

10 And after he had seen the vision, 
immediately we endeavom*ed to go 
into Macedonia, assuredly gathering 
that the Lord had called us for to 
preach the gospel unto them. 

11 Therefore loosing from Troas, 
we came with a straight course to 
Samothracia, and the next day to 
Neapolis ; 

12 And from thence to Philippi, 
which is the chief city of that part 
of Macedonia, and a colony : and we 
were in that city abiding certain days. 

13 And on the sabbath we went 
out of the city by a river side, where 
prayer was wont to be made; and 
we sat down, and spake unto the 
women which resorted thither. 
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14 IT And a certain woman named 
Lydia, a seller of purple, of the city 
of Thyatira, which worshipped God, 
heard us : whose heart the Lord 
opened, that she attended unto the 
things which were spoken of Paul. 

15 And when she was baptized, 
and her household, she besought us, 
saying, If ye have judged me to be 
faithful to the Lord, come into my 
house, and abide there. And she con- 
strained us. 

16 If And it came to pass, as we 
went to prayer, a certain damsel 
possessed with a spirit of divination 
met us, which brought her masters 
much gain by soothsaying: 

17 The same followed Paul and us, 
and cried, saying. These men are the 
servants of the most high God, which 
shew unto us the way of salvation. 

18 And this did she many days. 
But Paul, being grieved, turned and 
said to the spirit, I command thee 
in the name of Jesus Christ to come 
out of her. And he came out the 
same hour. 

19 If And when her masters saw 
that the hope of their gains was 
gone, they caught Paul and Silas, 
and drew them into the marketplace 
unto the rulers, 

20 And brought them to the magis- 
trates, saying. These men, being Jews, 
do exceedingly trouble our city, 

21 And teach customs, which are 
not lawful for us to receive, neither 
to observe, being Romans. 

22 And the multitude rose up toge- 
ther against them : and the magis- 
trates rent off their clothes, and 
commanded to beat them. 

23 And when they had laid many 
stripes upon them, they cast them 
into prison, charging the jailor to 
keep them safely: 

24 Who, having received such a 
charge, thrust them into the inner 
prison, and made their feet fast in 
the stocks. 

25 If And at midnight Paul and Silas 
prayed, and sang praises imto God : 
and the prisoners heard them. 

26 And suddenly there was a great 


The jailor is converted, 

earthquake, so that the foundations 
of the prison were shaken : and im- 
mediately all the doors were opened, 
and every one’s bands were loosed. 

27 And the keeper of the prison 
awaking out of his sleep, and seeing 
the prison doors open, he drew out 
his sword, and would have killed him- 
self, supposing that the prisoners had 
been fled 

28 But Paul cried with a loud voice, 
saying. Do thyself no harm: for we 
are all here. 

29 Then he called for a light, and 
sprang in, and came trembling, and 
fell down before Paul and Silas, 

30 And brought them out, and said. 
Sirs, what must I do to be saved ? 

31 And they said. Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved, and thy house. 

32 And they spake unto him the 
word of the Lord, and to all that 
were in his house. 

33 And he took them the same 
hour of the night, and washed their 
stripes ; and was baptized, he and all 
his, straightway. 

34 And when he had brought them 
into his house, he set meat before 
them, and rejoiced, believing in God 
with all his house. 

35 And when it was day, the magis- 
trates sent the serjeants, saying. Let 
those men go. 

36 And the keeper of the prison 
told this saying to Paul, The magis- 
trates have sent to let you go : now 
therefore depart, and go in peace. 

37 But Paul said unto them. They 
have beaten us openly uncondemnea, 
being Romans, and have cast us into 
prison; and now do they thrust us 
out privily ? nay verily ; but let them 
come themselves and fetch us out. 

38 And the serjeants told these 
words unto the magistrates : and they 
feared, when they heard that they 
were Romans. 

39 And they came and besought 
them, and brought them out, and de- 
sired them to depart out of the city. 

40 And they went out of the prison, 
and entered into the house of Lydia: 
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Paul preacheth 

and when they had seen the bre- 
thren, they comforted them, and 
departed. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

I Paul preacheth at Tl^easalon 'ica^ 4 where some believe, 

and others persecute him, 10 He is sent to Berea, 
and preacheth there. 13 Being persecuted at Thessa- 
lonica, \5 he cometh to Athens, and disputeth, and i 
preacheth the living God to them unknown, 34 whet'ehy j 
many are converted unto Christ, | 

O W when they had passed ! 
through Amphipolis and Apol- \ 
Ionia, they came to Thessalonica, 
where was a synagogue of the Jews: 

2 And Paul, as his manner was, 
went in unto them, and three sab- 
bath days reasoned with them out of 
the scriptures, 

3 Opening and alleging, that Christ 
must needs have suffered, and risen 
again from the dead ; and that this 
Jesus, whom I preach unto you, is 
Christ. 

4 And some of them believed, and 
consorted with Paul and Silas; and 
of the devout Greeks a great mul- 
titude, and of the chief women not 
a few. 

5 t But the Jews which believed not, 
moved with envy, took unto them 
certain lewd fellows of the baser sort, 
and gathered a company, and set all 
the city on an uproar, and assaulted 
the house of Jason, and sought to 
bring them out to the people. 

6 And when they found them not, 
they drew Jason and certain brethren 
unto the rulers of the city, crying. 
These that have turned the world 
upside down are come hither also ; 

7 Whom Jason hath received : and 
these all do contrary to the decrees 
of Csesar, saying that there is another 
king, one Jesus. 

8 And they troubled the people 
and the rulers of the city, when they 
heard these things. 

9 And when they had taken secu- 
rity of Jason, and of the other, they 
let them go. 

10 IT And the brethren immediately 
sent away Paul and Silas by night 
unto Berea : who coming thither went 
into the synagogue of the Jews. 

II These were more noble than 


at Thessalonica, 

those in Thessalonica, in that they 
received the word with all readiness 
of mind, and searched the scrip- 
tures daily, whether those things 
were so. 

12 Therefore many of them believ- 
ed ; also of honourable women which 
were Greeks, and of men, not a few. 

13 But when the Jews of Thessa- 
lonica had knowledge that the w'ord 
of God was preaehed of Paul at 
Berea, they came thither also, and 
stirred up the people. 

14 And then immediately the bre- 
thren sent aw'ay Paul to go as it were 
to the sea : but Silas and Timotheus 
abode there still. 

15 And they that conducted Paul 
brought him unto Athens: and re- 
ceiving a commandment unto Silas 
and Timotheus for to come to him 
with all speed, they departed. 

16 IT Now while Paul waited for them 
at Athens, his spirit was stirred in 
him, when he saw the city wholly 
given to idolati*y. 

17 Therefore disputed he in the 
synagogue with the Jews, and with 
the devout persons, and in the mar- 
ket daily with them that met with 
him. 

18 Then certain philosophers of 
the Epicureans, and of the Stoicks, 
encountered him. And some said. 
What will this babbler say? other 
some. He seemeth to be a setter 
forth of strange gods: because he 
preached unto them Jesus, and the 
resurrection. 

19 And they took him, and brought 
him unto Areopagus, saying. May we 
know what this new doctrine, whereof 
thou speakest, is ? 

20 For thou bringest certain strange 
things to our ears: we would know 
therefore what these things mean. 

21 (For all the Athenians and 
strangers which were there spent 
their time in nothing else, but either 
to tell, or to hear some new thing.) 

22 II Then Paul stood in the midst 
of Mars’ hill, and said. Ye men of 
Athens, I perceive that in all things 
ye are too superstitious. 
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ct Athens, 
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23 For as I passed by, and beheld 
your devotions, I found an altar 
with this inscription, TO THE UN- 
KNOWN GOD. Whom therefore 
ye ignorantly worship, him declare 
I unto you. 

24 God that made the world and 
all things therein, seeing that he is 
Lord of heaven and earth, dwelleth 
not in temples made with hands; 

25 Neither is worshipped with men’s 
hands, as though he needed any 
thing, seeing he giveth to all life, 
and breath, and all things; 

26 And hath made of one blood 
all nations of men for to dwell on 
all the face of the earth, and hath 
determined the times before ap- 
pointed, and the bounds of their 
habitation ; 

27 That they should seek the Lord, 
if haply they might feel after him, 
and find him, though he be not far 
from every one of us: 

28 For in him we live, and move, 
and have our being ; as certain also 
of your own poets have said. For we 
are also his offspring. 

29 Forasmuch then as we are the 
offspring of God, we ought not to 
think that the Godhead is like unto 
gold, or silver, or stone, graven by 
art and man’s device. 

30 And the times of this ignorance 
God winked at ; but now command- 
eth all men every where to repent : 

31 Because he hath appointed a 
day, in the which he will judge the 
world in righteousness by that man 
whom he hath ordained ; whereof he 
hath given assurance unto all men, 
in that he hath raised him from the 
dead. 

32 1 And when they heard of the 
resurrection of the dead, some mock- 
ed : and others said. We will hear 
thee again of this matter. 

33 So Paul departed from among 
them. 

34 Howbeit certain men clave unto 
him, and believed : among the which 
wa^ Dionysius the Areopagite, and a 
woman named Damaris, and others 
with them. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 

3 Paul laboureth with his handsy and preacheth at Co- 
rinth to the Gentiles. 9 The Lord encourageth him in 
a vision. 12 He is accused before Gallio the deputy y 
hut is dismissed. 18 Afterwards passing from city to 
city he strengtheneth the disciples. 24 Apollos, being 
more perfectly instructed by Aquila and Priscilkty 28 
preacheth Christ with great efficacy. 

A fter these things Paul de- 
. parted from Athens, and came 
to Corinth; 

2 And found a certain Jew named 
Aquila, bom in Pontus, lately come 
from Italy, with his wife Priscilla; 
(because that Claudius had com- 
manded all Jews to depart from 
Rome :) and came unto them. 

3 And because he was of the same 
craft, he abode with them, and 
wrought : for by their occupation 
they were tentmakers. 

4 And he reasoned in the syna- 
gogue every sabbath, and persuaded 
the Jews and the Greeks. 

5 And when Silas and Timotheus 
were come from Macedonia, Paul 
was pressed in the spirit, and testifi- 
ed to the Jews that Jesus was Christ. 
6 And when they opposed them- 
selves, and blasphemed, he shook his 
raiment, and said unto them. Your 
blood he upon your own heads ; I 
am clean : from henceforth I will go 
unto the Gentiles. 

7 If And he departed thence, and 
entered into a certain man's house, 
named Justus, one that worshipped 
God, whose house joined hard to the 
synagogue. 

8 And Crispus, the chief ruler of 
the synagogue, believed on the Lord 
with all his house ; and many of the 
Corinthians hearing believed, and 
were baptized. 

9 Then spake the Lord to Paul in 
the night by a vision. Be not afraid, 
but speak, and hold not thy peace : 

10 For I am with thee, and no man 
shall set on thee to hurt thee : for I 
have much people in this city. 

11 And he continued there a year 
and six months, teaching the word 
of God among them. 

12 If And when Gallio was the deputy 
of Achaia, the Jews made insurreo- 
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tion with one accord against Paul, and 
brought him to the judgment seat, 

13 Saying, This fellow persuadeth 
men to worship God contrary to the 
law. 

14 And when Paul was now about 
to open his mouth, Gallio said imto 
the Jews, If it were a matter of 
wrong or wicked lewdness, O ?/e 
Jews, reason would that I should 
bear with you : 

15 But if it be a question of words 
and names, and of your law, look 
ye to it ; for I will be no judge of 
such matters. 

16 And he drave them from the 
judgment seat. 

IT Then all the Greeks took Sos- 
thenes, the chief ruler of the syna- 
gogue, and beat Mm before the 
judgment seat. And Gallio cared 
for none of those things. 

18 ir And Paul after this tarried 
there yet a good while, and then took 
his leave of the brethren, and sailed 
thence into Syria, and with him Pris- 
cilla and Aquila ; having shorn his 
head in Cenchrea : for he liad a vow. 

19 And he came to Ephesus, and 
left them there : but he himself en- 
tered into the synagogue, and rea- 
soned with the Jews. 

20 When they desired him to tarry 
longer time with them, he consented 
not; 

21 But bade them farewell, saying, 
I must by all means keep this feast 
that cometh in Jerusalem : but I 
will return again unto you, if God 
will. And he sailed from Ephesus. 

22 And when he had landed at 
Caesarea, and gone up, and saluted 
the church, he went down to Antioch. 

23 And after he had spent some 
time there, he departed, and went 
over all the country of Galatia and 
Phrygia in order, strengthening all 
the disciples. 

24 1 And a certain Jew named 
Apollos, born at Alexandria, an elo- 
quent man, and mighty in the scrip- 
times, came to Ephesus. 

25 This man was instructed in the 
way of the Lord ; and being fervent 


in the spirit, he spake and taught 
diligently the things of the Lord, 
knowing only the baptism of John. 

26 And he began to speak boldly in 
the synagogue : whom when Aquila 
and Priscilla had heard, they took 
him unto them, and expounded unto 
him the way of God more perfectly. 

27 And when he was disposed to 
pass into Achaia, the brethren wrote, 
exhorting the disciples to receive 
him : who, when he was come, help- 
ed them much which had believed 
tlmough grace: 

28 For he mightily convinced the 
Jews, a^id that publickly, shewing by 
the scriptures that Jesus was Christ. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

6 The Holy Ghost is given by Paul's hands. 9 The 
Jews blasplumw his doctrine, which is confirmed by 
miracles. 1 3 The Jewish cjoor cists 1 6 are beaten by 
the devil. 19 Conjuring books are burnt. 24 Heme- 
trius, for love of gain, raiseth an ujrroar against 
Pauly 35 which is appeased by the townclerk. 

A nd it came to pass, that, while 
L. Apollos was at Corinth, Paul 
having passed through the upper 
coasts came to Ephesus : and find- 
ing certain disciples, 

2 He said unto them. Have ye re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since ye be- 
lieved ? And they said unto him. We 
have not so much as heard whether 
there be any Holy Ghost. 

3 And he said unto them. Unto 
what then were ye baptized? And 
they said. Unto John’s baptism. 

4 Then said Paul, John verily bap- 
tized with the baptism of repentance, 
saying unto the people, that they 
should believe on him which should 
come after him, that is, on Christ 
Jesus. 

5 When they heard this, they were 
baptized in the name of the Lord 
Jesus. 

6 And when Paul had laid his hands 
upon them, the Holy Ghost came on 
them ; and they spake with tongues, 
and prophesied. 

7 And all the men were about 
twelve. 

8 And he went into the synagogue, 
and spake boldly for the space of 
three months, disputing and per- 
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suading the things concerning the 
kingdom of God. 

9 But when divers were hardened, 
and believed not, but spake evil of 
that way before the multitude, he 
departed from them, and separated 
the disciples, disputing daily in the 
school of one Tyrannus. 

10 And this continued by the space 
of two years ; so that all they which 
dwelt in Asia heard the word of the 
Lord Jesus, both Jews and Greeks. 

11 And God wrought special mira- 
cles by the hands of Paul : 

12 So that from his body were 
brought unto the sick handkerchiefs 
or aprons, and the diseases departed 
from them, and the evil spirits went 
out of them. 

13 If Then certain of the vagabond 
Jews, exorcists, took upon them to 
call over them which had evil spirits 
the name of the Lord Jesus, saying. 
We adjure you by Jesus whom Paul 
preacheth. 

14 And there were seven sons of 
one Sceva, a Jew, and chief of the 
priests, which did so. 

15 And the evil spirit answered and 
said, Jesus I know, and Paul I know; 
but who are ye? 

16 And the man in whom the evil 
spirit was leaped on them, and over- 
came them, and prevailed against 
them, so that they fled out of that 
house naked and wounded. 

17 And this was known to all the 
Jews and Greeks also dwelling at 
Ephesus; and fear fell on them all, 
and the name of the Lord Jesus ivas 
magnified. 

18 And many that believed came, and 
confessed, and shewed their deeds. 

19 Many of them also which used 
curious arts brought their books to- 
gether, and bm’ned them before all 
men : and they counted the price of 
them, and found it fifty thousand 
pieces of silver. 

20 So mightily grew the word of 
God and prevailed. 

21 If After these things were ended, 
Paul purposed in the spirit, when he 
had passed through Macedonia and 


uproar against Paul. 

Achaia, to go to Jerusalem, saying, 
After I have been there, I must also 
see Rome. 

22 So he sent into Macedonia two 
of them that ministered unto him, 
Timotheus and Erastus ; but he him- 
self stayed in Asia for a season. 

23 And the same time there arose 
no small stir about that way. 

24 For a certain man named De- 
metrius, a silversmith, which made 
silver shrines for Diana, brought no 
small gain unto the craftsmen; 

25 Whom he called together with 
the workmen of like occupation, and 
said. Sirs, ye know that by this craft 
we have our wealth. 

26 Moreover ye see and hear, that 
not alone at Ephesus, but almost 
throughout all Asia, this Paul hath 
persuaded and turned away much 
people, saying that they be no gods, 
which are made with hands : 

27 So that not only this our craft 
is in danger to be set at nought; 
but also that the temple of the great 
goddess Diana should be despised, 
and her magnificence should be de- 
stroyed, whom all Asia and the world 
worshippeth. 

28 And when they heard these say- 
ings, they were full of wi’ath, and 
cried out, saying. Great is Diana of 
the Ephesians. 

29 And the whole city was filled with 
confusion: and having caught Gaius 
and Aristarchus, men of Macedonia, 
Paul’s companions in travel, they rush- 
ed with one accord into the theatre. 

30 And when Paul would have en- 
tered in unto the people, the dis- 
ciples suffered him not. 

31 And certain of the chief of Asia, 
which were his friends, sent unto 
him, desiring him that he would not 
adventure himself into the theatre. 

32 Some therefore cried one thing, 
and some another : for the assembly 
was confused; and the more part 
knew not wherefore they were come 
together. 

33 And they drew Alexander out of 
the multitude, the Jews putting him 
forward. And Alexander beckoned 
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with the hand, and would have made 
his defence unto the people. 

34 But when they knew that he 
was a Jew, all with one voice about 
the space of two hours cried out. 
Great is Diana of the Ephesians. 

35 And when the townclerk had ap- 
peased the people, he said. Ye men 
of Ephesus, what man is there that 
knoweth not how that the city of the 
Ephesians is a worshipper of the great 
goddess Diana, and of the image which 
fell down from Jupiter? 

36 Seeing then that these things 
cannot be spoken against, ye ought 
to be quiet, and to do nothing rashly. 

37 For ye have brought hither these 
men, which are neither robbers of 
churches, nor yet blasphemers of 
your goddess. 

38 Wherefore if Demetrius, and the 
craftsmen which are with him, have 
a matter against any man, the law 
is open, and there are deputies: let 
them im])lead one another. 

39 But if ye enquire any thing con- 
cerning other matters, it shall be 
determined in a lawful assembly. 

40 For we are in danger to be call- 
ed in question for this day’s uproar, 
there being no cause whereby we may 
give an account of this concourse. 

41 And when he had thus spoken, 
he dismissed the assembly. 

CHAPTER XX. 

1 Paul goeth to Macedonia. 7 He celebrateth the Lord* s 
gupper^andpreacheth. 9 Eutychus having fallen down 
dead, 10 is raised to life. 17 At Mileiam he calleth 
the elders together, telleth them what shall befall to 
himself, 28 committeth God ’s flock to them, 29 warn-- 
eth them of false teachers, 32 commendeth them to 
God, 36 pray eth vdth them, and goeth his way. 

•AND after the uproar w^as ceased, 
jlX Paul called unto Mm the dis- 
ciples, and embraced them, and de- 
parted for to go into Macedonia. 

2 And when he had gone over those 
parts, and had given them much 
exhortation, he came into Greece, 

3 And there abode three months. 
And when the Jews laid wait for him, 
as he was about to sail into Syria, 
he purposed to return through Ma- 
cedonia. 

4 And there accompanied him into 


Asia Sopater of Berea ; and of the 
Thessalonians, Aristarchus and 8e- 
cundus; and Gains of Derbe, and 
Timotheus; and of Asia, Tychicus 
and Trophimus. 

5 These going before tarried for us 
at Troas. 

G And we sailed away from Philippi 
after the days of unleavened bread, 
and came unto them to Troas in five 
days ; where we abode seven days. 

7 And upon the first day of the 
week, when the disciples came to- 
gether to break bread, Paul preach- 
ed unto them, read,y to depart on the 
morrow; and continued his speech 
until midnight. 

8 And there were many lights in 
the upper chamber, where they were 
gathered together. 

9 And there sat in a window a cer- 
tain young man named Eutychus, 
being fallen into a deep sleep: and 
as Paul was long preaching, he sunk 
down with sleep, and fell down from 
the third loft, and was taken up dead. 

10 And Paul went down, and fell 
on him, and embracing him said. 
Trouble not yourselves; for his life 
is in him. 

11 When he therefore was come up 
again, and had broken bread, and 
eaten, and talked a long vA'hile, even 
till break of day, so he departed. 

12 And they brought the young man 
alive, and were not a little comforted. 

13 ir And we went before to ship, and 
sailed unto Assos, there intending to 
take in Paul : for so had he appoint- 
ed, minding himself to go afoot. 

14 And when he met with us at 
Assos, we took him in, and came to 
Mitylene. 

15 And we sailed thence, and came 
the next day over against Chios ; and 
the next day we arrived at Samos, 
and tarried at Trogyllium ; and the 
next day we came to Miletus. 

16 For Paul had determined to sail 
by Ephesus, because he would not 
spend the time in Asia: for he hasted, 
if it were possible for him, to be at 
Jerusalem the day of Pentecost. 

17 If And from Miletus he sent to

EphesuB, and called the elders of 
the church. 

18 And when they were come to 
him, he said unto them. Ye know, 
from the first day that I came into 
Asia, after what manner I have been 
with you at all seasons, 

19 Serving the Lord with all humi- 
lity of mind, and with many tears, 
and temptations, which befell me by 
the lying in wait of the Jews : 

20 And how I kept back nothing 
that was profitable unto you, but have 
shewed you, and have taught you 
publickly, and from house to house, 

21 Testifying both to the Jews, and 
also to the Greeks, repentance to- 
ward God, and faith toward our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

22 And now, behold, I go bound in 

the spirit unto Jerusalem, not know- 
ing the things that shall befall me 
there : j 

23 Save that the Holy Ghost wit- , 
nesseth in every city, saying that | 
bonds and afflictions abide me. 

24 But none of these things move 
me, neither count I my life dear 
unto myself, so that I might finish 
my course with joy, and the muiistry, 
which I have received of the Lord 
Jesus, to testify the gospel of the 
gi‘ace of God. 

25 And now, behold, I know that 
ye all, among whom I have gone 
preaching the kingdom of God, shall 
see my face no more. 

26 A^erefore I take you to record 

this day, that I am pure from the 
blood of all men. \ 

27 For I have not shumied to de- i 
dare unto you all the counsel of God. j 

28 t Take heed therefore unto your- 
selves, and to all the flock, over the 
which the Holy Ghost hath made 
you overseers, to feed the church of 
God, which he hath purchased with 
his own blood. 

29 For I know this, that after my de- 
parting shall grievous wolves enter 
m among you, not sparing the flock. 

30 Also of your own selves shall 
men arise, speaking perverse things, 
to draw away disciples after them. 


31 Therefore watch, and remember, 
that by the space of three years 1 
ceased not to warn every one night 
and day with tears. 

32 And now, brethren, I commend 
you to God, and to the word of his 
grace, which is able to build you up, 
and to give you an inheritance among 
all them which are sanctified. 

33 I have coveted no man’s silver, 
or gold, or apparel. 

34 Yea, ye yourselves know, that 
these hands have ministered unto my 
necessities, and to them that were 
with me. 

35 I have shewed you all things, 
how that so labouring ye ought to 
support the weak, and to remember 
the words of the Lord Jesus, how 
he said. It is more blessed to give 
than to receive. 

36 IF And when he had thus spoken, 
he kneeled down, and prayed with 
them all. 

37 And they all wept sore, and fell 
on Paul’s neck, and kissed him, 

38 Sorrowing most of all for the 
words which he spake, that they 
should see his face no more. And 
they accompanied him unto the ship. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

1 Paul will not by any means be dissuaded from going 
to Jerusalem. 9 Philip's daughters prophetesses. 17

32 Who immediately took soldiers 
and centurions, and ran down mito 
them : and when they saw the chief 
captain and the soldiers, they left 
beating of Paul. 

33 Then the chief captain came 
near, and took him, and commanded 
him to be bound with two chains; 
and demanded who he was, and what 
he had done. 

34 And some cried one thing, some 
another, among the multitude: and 
when he eould not know the eer- 
tainty for the tumult, he commanded 
him to be carried into the castle. 

35 And when he came upon the 
stairs, so it was, that he was borne of 
the soldiers for the violence of the 
people. 

36 For the multitude of the people 
followed after, crying. Away with him. 

37 And as Paul was to be led into 
the castle, he said unto the chief cap- 
tain, May I speak unto thee? Who 
said, Canst thou speak Greek? 

38 Art not thou that Egyptian, which 
before these days madest an uproar, 
and leddest out into the wilderness 
four thousand men that were mur- 
derers ? 

39 But Paul said, I am a man which 
am a Jew of Tarsus, a city in Cilicia, 
a citizen of no mean city : and, I be- 
seech thee, suffer me to speak imto 
the people. 

40 And when he had given him 
licence, Paul stood on the stairs, and 
beckoned with the hand unto the 
people. And when there was made

CHAPTER XXII. 

1 Paul declareth at largcy how he was converted to the 
faithy 17 and called to his apostleship. 22 At the 
very mentioning of the GentikSy the people exclaim 
on him. 24 He should have been scourged. 25 but 
claiming the privilege of a Romany he escapeth. 

M en, brethren, and fathers, hear 
ye my defence whwh I make 
now unto you. 

2 (And when they heard that he 
spake in the Hebrew tongue to them, 
they kept the more silence : and he 
saith,) 

3 I am verily a man which am a 
Jew, bom in Tarsus, a city in Cilicia, 
yet brought up in this city at the 
feet of Gamaliel, and taught accord- 
ing to the perfect manner of the law 
of the fathers, and was zealous to- 
ward God, as ye all are this day. 

4 And I persecuted this way unto 
the death, binding and delivering 
into prisons both men and women. 
6 As also the high priest doth bear 
me witness, and all the estate of the 
elders: from whom also I received 
letters unto the brethren, and went 
to Damascus, to bring them which 
were there bound unto Jemsalem, 
for to be punished. 

6 And it came to pass, that, as I 
made my journey, and was come 
nigh unto Damascus about noon, 
suddenly there shone from heaven 
a great light round about me. 

7 And I fell unto the ground, and 
heard a voice saying unto me, Saul, 
Saul, why persecutest thou me? 

8 And I answered. Who art thou. 
Lord? And he said unto me, I am 
Jesus of Nazareth, whom thou perse- 
cutest. 

9 And they that were with me saw 
indeed the light, and were afraid; 
but they heard not the voice of him 
that spake to me. 

10 And I said. What shall I do. 
Lord ? And the Lord said xmto me, 
Arise, and go into Damascus; and 
there it shall be told thee of all things 
which are appointed for thee to do. 
11 And when I could not see for 
the glory of that light, bemg led by 
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the hand of them that were with me, 
I came into Damascus. 

12 And one Ananias, a devout man 
according to the law, having a good re- 
port of aU the Jews which dwelt there, 

13 Came unto me, and stood, and 
said unto me. Brother Saul, receive 
thy sight. And the same hour I 
looked up upon him. 

14 And he said. The God of our 
fathers hath chosen thee, that thou 
shouldest know his will, and see that 
Just One, and shouldest hear the 
voice of his mouth. 

15 For thou shalt be his witness 
unto all men of what thou hast seen 
and heard. 

16 And now why tarriest thou ? arise, 
and be baptized, and wash away thy 
sins, calling on the name of the Lord. 

17 And it came to pass, that, when 
I was come again to Jerusalem, even 
while I prayed in the temple, I was 
in a trance ; 

18 And saw him saying unto me. 
Make haste, and get thee quickly out 
of Jerusalem: for they will not re- 
ceive thy testimony concerning me. 

19 And I said, Lord, they know that 
I imprisoned and beat in every syna- 
gogue them that believed on thee : 

20 And when the blood of thy 
martyr Stephen was shed, I also was 
standing by, and consenting unto his 
death, and kept the raiment of them 
that slew him. 

21 And he said unto me. Depart: 
for I will send thee far hence iinto 
the Gentiles. 

22 And they gave him audience 
unto this word, and then lifted up 
their voices, and said. Away with such 
A fellow from the earth: for it is not 
fit that he should live. 

23 And as they cried out, and cast 
off their clothes, and threw dust into 
the air, 

24 The chief captain commanded 
him to be brought into the castle, and 
bade that he should be examined 
by scourging; that he might know 
wherefore they cried so against him. 

25 And as they bomid him with 
thongs, Paul said unto the centurion 


that stood by. Is it lawful for you to 
scourge a man that is a Roman, and 
imcondemned ? 

26 When the centurion heard that, 
he went and told the chief captain, 
saying, Take heed what thou doest : 
for this man is a Roman. 

27 Then the chief captain came, 
and said unto him. Tell me, art thou 
a Roman ? He said. Yea 

28 And the chief captain answered. 
With a great sum obtained I this 
ireedom. And Paul said. But I was 
free bom. 

29 Then straightway they departed 
from him which should have ex- 
amined him: and the chief captain 
also was afraid, after he knew that 
he was a Roman, and because he 
had bound him. 

30 On the morrow, because he would 
have known the certainty wherefore 
he was accused of the Jews, he 
loosed him from his bands, and com- 
manded the chief priests and all 
their council to appear, and brought 
Paul down, and set him before them. 

CHAPTER XXIII.

33 Who, when they came to Caesarea, 
and delivered the epistle to the go- 
vernor, presented Paul also before 
him. 

34 And when the governor had read 
the letter, he asked of what province 
he was. And when he tmderstood 
that he was of Cilicia; 

35 I will hear thee, said he, when 
thine accusers are also come. And 
he commanded him to be kept in 
Herod’s judgment hall. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

I Paul Imng accused by Tertulluff the orator, 10 an- 
swereth for his life and doctrine, 24 He preacheth 
Christ to the governor and his wife. 26 I'he governor 
hopeth for a bribe, but in vain. 27 At last, going out 
of his office, he leaveth Paul in prison. 

A nd after five days Ananias the 
- high priest descended with the 
elders, and with a certain orator 
named Tertullus, who informed the 
governor against Paul. 

2 And when he was called forth, 
Tertullus began to accuse him, say- 
ing, Seeing that by thee we enjoy 
great quietness, and that very worthy 
deeds are done unto this nation by 
thy providence, 

3 We accept it always, and in all 
places, most noble Felix, with all 
thankfulness. 

4 Notwithstanding, that I be not 
further tedious unto thee, I pray 
thee that thou wouldest hear us of 
thy clemency a few words. 

5 For we have found this man a 
pestilent fdlow, and a mover of sedi- 
tion among all the Jews throughout 
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the world, and a ringleader of the 
sect of the Nazarenes: 

6 Who also hath gone about to pro- 
fane the temple : whom we took, and 
would have judged according to our 
law. 

7 But the chief captain Lysias came 
upon us, and with great violence took 
him away out of our hands, 

8 Commanding his accusers to come 
unto thee: by examining of whom 
thyself mayest take knowledge of all 
these things, whereof we accuse him. 

9 And the Jews also assented, say- 
ing that these things were so. 

10 Then Paul, after that the go- 
vernor had beckoned unto him to 
speak, answered, Forasmuch as I 
Imow that thou hast been of many 
years a judge imto this nation, I do 
the more cheerfully answer for my- 
self: 

11 Because that thou mayest imder- 
stand, that there are yet but twelve 
days since I went up to Jerusalem 
for to worship. 

12 And they neither found me in 
the temple disputing with any man, 
neither raising up the people, neither 
in the synagogues, nor in the city : 

13 Neither can they prove the things 
whereof they now accuse me. 

14 But this I confess unto thee, that 
after the way which they call heresy, 
so worship I the God of my fathers, 
believing all things which are written 
in the law and in the prophets : 

15 And have hope toward God, which 
they themselves also allow, that there 
shall be a resurrection of the dead, 
both of the just and unjust. 

16 And herein do I exercise myself, 
to have always a conscience void of 
offence toward God, and toward men. 

17 Now after many years I came to 
bring alms to my nation, and offerings. 

18 Whereupon certain Jews from 
Asia found me purified in the tem- 
ple, neither with multitude, nor with 
tumult. 

19 Who ought to have been here 
before thee, and object, if they had 
ought against me. 

20 Or else let these same here say, 
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if they have found any evil doing in 
me, while I stood before the council, 

21 Except it be for this one voice, 
that I cried standing among them. 
Touching the resurrection of the 
dead I am called in question by you 
this day. 

22 And when Felix heard these 
things, having more perfect know- 
ledge of that way, he deferred them, 
and said, When Lysias the chief cap- 
tain shall come down, I will know 
the uttermost of your matter. 

23 And he commanded a centurion 
to keep Paul, and to let him have 
liberty, and that he should forbid 
none of his acquaintance to minister 
or come unto him. 

24 And after certain days, when 
Felix came with his wife Drusilla, 
which was a Jewess, he sent for Paul, 
and heard him concerning the faith 
in Christ. 

25 And as he reasoned of righteous- 
ness, temperance, and judgment to 
come, Felix trembled, and answered. 
Go thy way for this time; when I 
have a convenient season, I will call 
for thee. 

26 He hoped also that money 
should have been given him of Paul, 
that he might loose him : wherefore 
he sent for him the oftener, and 
communed with him. 

27 But after two years Porcius 
Festus came into Felix’ room: and 
Felix, willing to shew the Jews a 
pleasure, left Paul bound. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

2 The Jews accuse Paul before Festus. 8 He answereth 
for himself, 11 and appealeth unto Ccesar. 14 After^ 
wards Festus openeth his matter to king Agrippa, 23 
and he is brought forth, 25 Festus cleareth him to 
have done nothing worthy of death. 

OW when Festus was come 
into the pi’ovince, after three 
days he ascended fi*om Caesarea to 
Jerusalem. 

2 Then the high priest and the 
chief of the Jews informed him 
against Paul, and besought him, 

3 And desired favour against him, 
that he would send for him to Jeru- 
salem, laying wait in the way to kill 
him. 


4 But Festus answered, that Paul 
should be kept at Caesarea, and that 
he himself would depart shortly 
thither. ' 

5 Let them therefore, said he, which 
among you are able, go down with 
me, and accuse this man, if there be 
any wickedness in him. 

6 And when he had tarried among 
them more than ten days, he went 
down unto Caesarea; and the next 
day sitting on the judgment seat 
commanded Paul to be brought. 

7 And when he was come, the Jews 
which came down from Jerusalem 
stood round about, and laid many 
and grievous complaints against 
Paul, which they could not prove. 

8 \^ile he answered for himself. 
Neither against the law of the Jews, 
neither against the temple, nor yet 
against Caesar, have I offended any 
thing at all. 

9 But Festus, willing to do the Jews 
a pleasure, answered Paul, and said. 
Wilt thou go up to Jerusalem, and 
there be judged of these things be- 
fore me? 

10 Then said Paul, I stand at Cae- 
sar’s judgment seat, where I ought to 
be judged: to the Jews have 1 done 
no wrong, as thou very well knowest. 

11 For if I be an offender, or have 
committed any thing worthy of death, 
I refuse not to die : but if there be 
none of these things whereof these 
accuse me, no man may deliver me 
imto them. I appeal imto Caesar. 

12 Then Festus, when he had con- 
ferred with the council, answered. 
Hast thou appealed unto Caesar ? 
unto Caesar shalt thou go. 

13 And after certain days king 
Agrippa and Bernice came unto Cae- 
sarea to salute Festus. 

14 And when they had been there 
many days, Festus declared Paul’s 
cause unto the king, saying. There 
is a certain man left in bonds by 
Felix : 

16 About whom, when I was at Je- 
rusalem, the chief priests and the 
elders of the Jews informed me, de- 
siring to have judgment against him. 
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Agrippa desireth 

16 To whom I answered, It is not 
the manner of the Romans to deliver 
any man to die, before that he which 
is accused have the accusers ‘face to 
face, and have licence to answer for 
himself concerning the crime laid 
against him. 

IT Therefore, when they were come 
hither, without any delay on the mor- 
row I sat on the judgment seat, and 
commanded the man to be brought 
forth. 

18 Against whom when the accusers 
stood up, they brought none accusa- 
tion of such things as I supposed : 

19 But had certain questions against 
him of their own superstition, and of 
one Jesus, which was dead, whom 
Paul affirmed to be alive. 

20 And because I doubted of such 
manner of questions, I asked him 
whether he would go to Jerusalem, 
and there be judged of these matters. 

21 But when Paul had appealed to 
be reserved unto the hearing of 
Augustus, I commanded him to be 
kept till I might send him to Caesar. 

22 Then Agrippa said unto Festus, 
I would also hear the man myself 
To morrow, said he, thou shalt hear 
him. 

23 And on the morrow, when A- 
grippa was come, and Bernice, with 
great pomp, and was entered into 
the place of hearing, with the chief 
captains, and principal men of the 
city, at Festus^ commandment Paul 
was brought forth. 

24 And Festus said, King Agi’ippa, 
and all men which are here present 
with us, ye see this man, about whom 
all the multitude of the Jews have 
dealt with me, both at Jerusalem, 
and also here, crying that he ought 
not to live any longer. 

25 But when I found that he had 
committed nothing worthy of death, 
and that he himself hath appealed 
to Augustus, I have determined to 
send him. 

26 Of whom I have no certain 
thing to write unto my lord. "Where- 
fore I have brought him forth before 
you, and specially before thee, O

2T For it seemeth to me unreason- 
able to send a prisoner, and not 
withal to signify the crimes laid 
against him. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

2 Pauly in the presence of Agrippa, declareth his lift 
from his childhood, 12 and how miraculously he was 
converted, and called to his apostleship. 24 - Festus 
chargeth him to he mad, whereunto he answereth 
modestly. 28 Agrippa is almost persuaded to be a 
Christian. 31 The whole company pronounce him 
innocent. 

T hen Agrippa said unto Paul, 
Thou art permitted to speak for 
thyself Then Paul stretched forth 
the hand, and answered for himself : 

2 I think myself happy, king A- 
grippa, because I shall answer for 
myself this day before thee touching 
all the things whereof I am accused 
of the Jews: 

3 Especially because I know thee to 
be expert in all customs and ques- 
tions which are among the Jews: 
wherefore I beseech thee to hear me 
patiently. 

4 My manner of life from my youth, 
which was at the first among mine 
OMTi nation at Jerusalem, know all 
the Jew's ; 

5 Which knew- me from the begin- 
ning, if they would testify, that after 
the most straitest sect of our religion 
I lived a Pharisee. 

6 And now 1 stand and am judged 
for the hope of the promise made of 
God unto our fathers : 

T Unto which promise our twelve 
tribes, instantly serving God day and 
night, hope to come. For which 
hope’s sake, king Agrippa, I am ac- 
cused of the Jews. 

8 Why should it be thought a thing 
incredible with you, that God shoiild 
raise the dead ? 

9 I verily thought with myself that 
I ought to do many things contrary 
to the name of Jesus of Nazareth. 

10 "Wliich thing I also did in Jeru- 
salem : and many of the saints did I 
shut up in prison, having received 
authority from the chief priests ; and 
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when they were put to death, I gave 
my voice against them. 

11 And I punished them oft in every 
synagogue, and compelled them to 
blaspheme ; and being exceedingly 
mad against them, I persecuted them 
even unto strange cities. 

12 Whereupon as I went to Damas- 
cus with authority and commission 
from the chief priests, 

13 At midday, O king, I saw in the 
way a light from heaven, above the 
brightness of the sun, shining round 
about me and them which journeyed 
with me. 

14 And when we were all fallen 
to the earth, I heard a voice speak- 
ing unto me, and saying in the He- 
brew tongue, Saul, Saul, why perse- 
cutest thou me ? it is hard for thee 
to kick against the pricks. 

15 And I said. Who art thou. Lord ? 
And he said, I am Jesus whom thou 
persecutest. 

16 But rise, and stand upon thy 
feet : for I have appeared unto thee 
for this purpose, to make thee a 
minister and a witness both of these 
things which thou hast seen, and of 
those things in the which I will ap- 
pear unto thee ; 

17 Delivering thee from the people, 
and from the Gentiles, unto whom 
now I send thee, 

18 To open their eyes, and to turn 
them from darkness to light, and 
from the power of Satan unto God, 
that they may receive forgiveness of 
sins, and inheritance among them 
which are sanctified by faith that is 
in me. 

19 Whereupon, O king Agrippa, I 
was not disobedient tmto the hea- 
venly vision: 

20 But shewed first unto them of 
Damascus, and at Jerusalem, and 
throughout all the coasts of Judaea, 
and to the Gentiles, that they 
should repent and turn to God, and 
do works meet for repentance. 

21 For these causes the Jews caught 
me in the temple, and went about 
to kin me.

which "the prophets and Moses did 
say should come: 

23 That Christ should suffer, and 
that he should be the first that should 
rise from the dead, and should shew 
light unto the people, and to the 
Gentiles. 

24 And as he thus spake for him- 
self, Festus said with a loud voice, 
Paul, thou art beside thyself ; much 
learning doth make thee mad. 

25 But he said, I am not mad, most 
noble Festus ; but speak forth the 
words of truth and soberness. 

26 For the king knoweth of these 
things, before whom also I speak 
freely : for I am persuaded that 
none of these things are hidden 
from him ; for this thing was not 
done in a comer. 

27 King Agrippa, believest thou 
the prophets ? I know that thou be- 
lievest. 

28 Then Agrippa said unto Paul, 
Almost thou persuadest me to be a 
Christian. 

29 And Paul said, I would to God, 
that not only thou, but also all that 
hear me this day, were both almost, 
and altogether such as I am, except 
these bonds. 

30 And when he had thus spoken, the 
king rose up, and the governor, and 
Bernice, and they that sat with them : 

31 And when they were gone aside, 
they talked between themselves, say- 
ing, This man doeth nothing worthy 
of death or of bonds. 

32 Then said Agrippa unto Festus, 
This man might have been set at 
liberty, if he had not appealed unto 
Csesar.

35 And when he had thus spoken, he 
took bread, and gave thanfe to God 
in presence of them all : and when 
he had broken it, he began to eat. 

36 Then were they all of good 
cheer, and they also took some meat. 

37 And we were in all in the ship 
two himdred threescore and sixteen 
souls. 

38 And when they had eaten enough, 
they lightened the ship, and cast out 
the wheat into the sea. 

39 And when it was day, they knew 
not the land : but they discovered a 
certain creek with a shore, into the 
which they were minded, if it were 
possible, to thrust in the ship.

CHAPTER XXVIII. 

1 Taul after his shipwreck is kindly entertained of the 
barbarians. 5 The viper on his hand hurteth him not. 
8 He healeth many diseases in the island. 11 They 
depart towards Rome. 17 He declareth to the Jews 
the cause of his coming. 24 After his preaching some 
were persuadedy and some believed not. 30 Yet he 
preacheth there two years. 

AND when they were escaped, then 
J\. they knew that the island was 
called Melita. 

2 And the barbarous people shewed 
us no little kindness: for they kin- 
dled a fire, and received us every 
one, because of the present rain, 
and because of the cold 

3 And when Paul had gathered a 
bundle of sticks, and laid them on 
the fire, there came a viper out of 
the heat, and fastened on his hand. 

4 And when the barbarians saw the 
venomous beast hang on his hand, 
they said among themselves. No 
doubt this man is a murderer, whom, 
though he hath escaped the sea, yet 
vengeance suflfereth not to live. 

5 And he shook off* the beast into 
the fire, and felt no harm. 

6 Howbeit they looked when he 
should have swollen, or fallen down 
dead suddenly: but after they had 
looked a great while, and saw no 
harm come to him, they changed their 
minds, and said that he was a god. 

7 In the same quartet's were posses- 
sions of the chief man of the island, 
whose name was Publius; who re- 
ceived us, and lodged us three days 
courteously. 

8 And it came to pass, that the 
father of Publius lay sick of a fever 
and of a bloody flux : to whom^ Paid 
entered in, and prayed, and laid his 
hands on him, and healed him. 
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9 So when this was done, others 
also, which had diseases in the island, 
came, and were healed : 

10 ^i^o also honoured us with many 
honours ; and when we departed, they 
laded us with such things as were 
necessary. 

11 And after three months we de- 
parted in a ship of Alexandria, which 
had wintered in the isle, whose sign 
was Castor and Pollux. 

12 And landing at Syracuse, we tar- 
ried there three days. 

13 And from thence we fetched a 
compass, and came to Rhegium : and 
after one day the south wind blew, 
and we came the next day to Pu- 
teoli : 

14 Where we found brethren, and 
were desired to tarry with them 
seven days: and so we went toward 
Rome. 

15 And from thence, when the bre- 
thren heard of us, they came to 
meet us as far as Appii forum, and 
The three taverns : whom when Paul 
saw, he thanked God, and took cou- 
rage. 

16 And when we came to Rome, 
the centimion delivered the prison- 
ers to the captain of the guard : but 
Paul was suffered to dwell by him- 
self with a soldier that kept him. 

17 And it came to pass, that after 
three days Paul called the chief of 
the Jews together: and when they 
were come together, he said unto 
them. Men arid brethren, though I 
have committed nothing against the 
people, or customs of our fathers, 
yet was I delivered prisoner from 
Jerusalem into the hands of the 
Romans. 

18 Who, when they had examined 
me, would have let me go, because 
there was no cause of death in me. 

19 But when the Jews spake against 
it, I was constrained to appeal unto 
Caesar; not that I had ought to ac- 
cuse my nation of 

20 For this cause therefore have I 
called for you, to see gou, and to 
speak with you: because that for 


the hope of Israel I am bound with 
this chain. 

21 And they said unto him. We nei- 
ther received letters out of Judaea 
concerning thee, neither any of the 
brethren that came shewed or spake 
any harm of thee. 

22 But we desire to hear of thee 
what thou thinkest: for as concern- 
ing this sect, we know that every 
where it is spoken against. 

23 And when they had appointed 
him a day, there came many to him 
into his lodfflng; to whom he ex- 
pounded and testified the kingdom 
of God, persuading them concerning 
Jesus, both out of the law of Moses, 
and out of the prophets, from morn- 
ing till evening. 

24 And some believed the things 
which were spoken, and some be- 
lieved not. 

25 And when they agreed not among 
themselves, they departed, after that 
Paul had spoken one word, Well 
spake the Holy Ghost by Esaias the 
prophet unto our fathers, 

26 Saying, Go unto this people, and 
say. Hearing ye shall hear, and shall 
not imderstand; and seeing ye shall 
see, and not perceive : 

27 For the heart of this people is 
waxed gross, and their ears are dull 
of hearing, and their eyes have they 
closed; lest they should see with 
their eyes, and hear with their ears, 
and imderstand with their heart, and 
should be converted, and I should 
heal them. 

28 Be it known therefore unto you, 
that the salvation of God is sent 
unto the Gentiles, and that they will 
hear it. 

29 And when he had said these 
words, the Jews departed, and had 
great reasoning among themselves. 

30 And Paul dwelt two whole years 
in his own hired house, and received 
all that came in unto him, 

31 Preaching the kingdom of God, 
and teaching those things which con- 
cern the Lord Jesus Christ, with all 
confidence, no man forbidding him.

TO THE 

ROMANS. 


CHAPTER I. 

I Paul commmdeth his calling to the Romans^ 9 and 
his desire to come to them. 16 What his gospel is, 
and the righteousness which it sheweth. 18 God is 
angry with all manner of sin, 21 What were the 
sins of the Gentiles. 

P AUL, a servant of Jesus Christ, 
called to be an apostle, sepa- 
rated unto the gospel of God, 

2 (Which he had promised afore by 
his prophets in the holy scriptures,) 
3 Concerning his Son Jesus Christ 
ovm Lord, which was made of the seed 
of David according to the flesh ; 

4 And declared to be the Son of 
God with power, according to the 
spirit of holiness, by the resurrec- 
tion from the dead: 

6 By whom we have received grace 
and apostleship, for obedience to the 
faith among all nations, for his name : 
6 Among whom are ye also the 
called of J esus Christ : 

7 To all that be in Rome, beloved 
of God, called to be saints : Grace to 
you and peace from God our Father, 
and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

8 First, I thank my God through 
Jesus Christ for you all, that your 
faith is spoken of throughout the 
whole world. 

9 For God is my witness, whom I 
serve with my spirit in the gospel of 
his Son, that without ceasing I make 
mention of you always in my prayers ; 

10 Making request, if by any means 
now at length I might have a pros- 
perous joimney by the will of God 
to come vmto you. 

11 For I long to see you, that I may 
impart unto you some spiritual gift, 
to the end ye may be established ; 

12 That is, that I may be comforted 
together with you by the mutual faith 
both of you and me. 

13 Now I would not have you ig- 
norant, brethren, that oftentimes I 
purposed to come unto you, (but 


was let hitherto,) that I might have 
some firait among you also, even as 
among other Gentiles. 

14 I am debtor both to the Greeks, 
and to the Barbarians; both to the 
wise, and to the imwise. 

15 So, as much as in me is, I am 
ready to pi'each the gospel to you 
that are at Rome also. 

16 For I am not ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ : for it is the power 
of God unto salvation to every one 
that belie veth; to the Jew first, and 
also to the Greek. 

17 For therein is the righteousness 
of God revealed from faith to faith : 
as it is written. The just shall live 
by faith. 

18 For the wrath of God is revealed 
from heaven against all ungodliness 
and unrighteousness of men, who 
hold the truth in unrighteousness ; 

19 Because that which may be 
known of God is manifest in them; 
for God hath shewed it unto them. 

20 For the invisible things of him 
from the creation of the world are 
clearly seen, being understood by 
the things that are made, even his 
eternal power and Godhead ; so that 
they are without excuse : 

21 Because that, when they knew 
God, they glorified Mm not as God, 
neither were thankful; but became 
vain in their imaginations, and their 
foolish heart was darkened. 

22 Professing themselves to be wise, 
they became fools, 

23 And changed the glory of the 
uncorruptible God into an image 
made like to corruptible man, and 
to birds, and fourfooted beasts, and 
creeping things. 

24 Wherefore God also gave them 
up to uncleanness through the lusts 
of their own hearts, to dishonour their 
own bodies between themselves ; 
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25 Who changed the truth of God 
into a lie, and worshipped and served 
the creature more than the Creator, 
who is blessed for ever. Amen. 

26 For this cause God gave them up 
unto vile affections; for even their 
women did change the natural use 
into that which is against nature: 

27 And likewise also the men, leav- 
ing the natural use of the woman, 
burned in their lust one toward an- 
other; men with men working that 
which is unseemly, and receiving in 
themselves that recompence of their 
error which was meet. 

28 And even as they did not like 
to retain God in their knowledge, 
God gave them over to a reprobate 
mind, to do those things which are 
not convenient; 

29 Being filled with all imrighteous- 
ness, fornication, wickedness, covet- 
ousness, maliciousness; full of envy, 
murder, debate, deceit, malignity ; 
whisperers, 

30 Backbiters, haters of God, de- 
spiteful, proud, boasters, inventors of 
evil things, disobedient to parents, 

31 Without understanding, cove- 
nant breakers, without natvu*al affec- 
tion, implacable, unmerciful : 

32 Who knowing the judgment of 
God, that they which commit such 
things are worthy of death, not only 
do the same, but have pleasure in 
them that do them. 

CHAPTER IL 

1 They that sin, though they condemn it in others, 
cannot excuse themselves, 6 and much less escape 
the judgment of God, 9 whether they be Jews or Gen-- 
tiles, 14 The Gentiles cannot escape,, 17 nor yet 
the Jews, 25 whom their circumcision shall not profit, 
if they keep not the law, 

T herefore thou art inex- 
cusable, O man, whosoever thou 
art that judgest: for wherein thou 
judgest another, thou condemnest 
thyself; for thou that judgest doest 
the same things. 

2 But we are sure that the judg- 
ment of God is according to truth 
against them which commit such 
tMngs. 

3 Aud thinkest thou this, O man, ' 
that judgest them which do such I 


things, and doest the same, that thou 
shalt escape the judgment of God ? 

4 Or despisest thou the riches of 
his goodness and forbearance and 
longsuffering ; not knowing that the 
goodness of God leadeth thee to 
repentance ? 

6 But after thy hardness and im- 
penitent heart treasurest up unto 
thyself wrath against the day of 
wrath and revelation of the right- 
eous judgment of God; 

6 Who will render to every man 
according to his deeds: 

7 To them who by patient conti- 
nuance in well doing seek for glory 
and honour and immortality, eternal 
life : 

8 But unto them that are con- 
tentious, and do not obey the truth, 
but obey unrighteousness, indigna- 
tion and wrath, 

9 Tribulation and an^ish, upon 
every soul of man that doeth evil, of 
the Jew first, and also of the Gentile ; 

10 But glory, honour, and peace, to 
every man that worketh good, to the 
Jew first, and also to the Gentile: 

11 For there is no respect of per- 
sons with God. 

12 For as many as have sinned 
without law shall also perish without 
law: and as many as have sinned in 
the law shall be judged by the law ; 

13 (For not the hearers of the law 
are just before God, but the doers 
of the law shall be justified. 

14 For when the Gentiles, which 
have not the law, do by nature the 
things contained in the law, these, 
having not the law, are a law unto 
themselves ; 

16 Which shew the work of the law 
written in their hearts, their consci- 
ence also bearing witness, and their 
thoughts the mean while accusing 
or else excusing one another;) 

16 In the day when God shall judge 
the secrets of men by Jesus Christ 
according to my gospel. 

17 Behold, thou art called a Jew, 
and restest in the law, and makest 
thy boast of God, 

18 And knowest his will, and approv- 
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est the things that are more excel- 
lent, being instructed out of the law ; 

19 And art confident that thou thy- 
self art a guide of the blind, a light 
of them which are in darkness, 

20 An instructor of the foolish, a 
teacher of babes, which hast the form 
of knowledge and of the truth in the 
law. 

21 Thou therefore which teachest 
another, teachest thou not thyself? 
thou that preachest a man should 
not steal, dost thou steal? 

22 Thou that sayest a man should 
not commit adultery, dost thou com- 
mit adultery? thou that abhorrest 
idols, dost thou commit sacrilege? 

23 Thou that makest thy boast of 
the law, through breaking the law 
dishonourest tfou God? 

24 For the name of God is blas- 
phemed among the Gentiles through 
you, as it is written. 

25 For circumcision verily profiteth, 
if thou keep the law : but if thou be 
a breaker of the law, thy circumci- 
sion is made uncircumcisioa 

26 Therefore if the uncircumcision 
keep the righteousness of the law, 
shall not his imcircumcision be 
counted for circumcision? 

27 And shall not uncircumcision 
which is by nature, if it fulfil the law, 
judge thee, who by the letter and cir- 
cumcision dost transOTess the law ? 

28 For he is not a Jew, which is one 
outwardly; neither is that circumci- 
sion, which is outward in the flesh : 

29 But he is a Jew, which is one 
inwardly ; and circumcision is that of 
the heart, in the spirit, and not in 
the letter; whose praise is not of 
men, but of God. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 The Jews fyrerogative : 3 which they have not lost : 

9 hawheit the law convinceth them also of sin: 20 

therefore no flesh is justified by the law, 28 btU all, 

without difference, by faith only: 31 and yet the law 

is not abolished. 

W HAT advantage then hath the 
Jew? or what profit is there of 
circumcision ? 

2 Much every way : chiefly, because 
that unto them were committed the 
oracles of God. 


3 For what if some did not believe ? 
shall their unbelief make the faith of 
God without efiect ? 

4 God forbid ; yea, let God be true, 
but every man a liar ; as it is writ- 
ten, That thou mightest be justified 
in thy sayings, and mightest over- 
come when thou art judged. 

6 But if our unrighteousness com- 
mend the righteousness of God, what 
shall we say? Is God imrighteous 
who taketh vengeance ? (I speak as a 
man) 

6 God forbid: for then how shall 
God judge the world ? 

7 For if the truth of God hath more 
abounded through my lie unto his 
glo^ ; why yet am I also judged as 
a sinner? 

8 And not rather, (as we be slander- 
ously reported, and as some affirm 
that we say,) Let us do evil, that good 
may come ? whose damnation is just. 

9 What then? are we better than 
they ? No, in no wise : for we have 
before proved both Jews and Gen- 
tiles, that they are all under sin; 

10 As it is written. There is none 
righteous, no, not one: 

11 There is none that understand- 
eth, there is none that seeketh after 
God. 

12 They are all gone out of the 
way, they are together become un- 
profitable ; there is none that doeth 
good, no, not one. 

13 Their throat is an open sepul- 
chre ; with their tonnes they have 
used deceit; the poison of asps is 
under their lips: 

14 Whose mouth is full of cursing 
and bitterness: 

16 Their feet are swift to shed 
blood : 

16 Destruction and misery are in 
their ways: 

17 And the way of peace have they 
not known: 

18 There is no fear of God before 
their eyes. 

19 Now we know that what things 
soever the law saith, it saith to them 
who are under the law: that every 
mouth may be stopped, and all the 
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world may become guilty before 
God. 

20 Therefore by the deeds of the 
law there shall no flesh be justifled 
in his sight: for by the law is the 
knowledge of sin. 

21 But now the righteousness of 
God without the law is manifested, 
being witnessed by the law and the 
prophets ; 

22 Even the righteousness of God 
which is by faith of Jesus Christ unto 
all and upon all them that believe: 
for there is no difference: 

23 For all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God; 

24 Being justified fi*eely by his grace 
through the redemption that is in 
Christ Jesus: 

25 Whom God hath set forth to he 
a propitiation through faith in his 
blood, to declare his righteousness 
for the remission of sins that are past, 
through the forbearance of God ; 

26 To declare, I say, at this time 
his righteousness : that he might be 
just, and the justifier of him which 
belie veth in Jesus. 

27 Where is boasting then? It is 
excluded. By what law? of works? 
Nay : but by the law of faith. 

28 Therefore we conclude that a 
man is justified by faith without the 
deeds of the law. 

29 Is he the God of the Jews only? 
is he not also of the Gentiles ? Yes, 
of the Gentiles also : 

30 Seeing it is one God, which shall 
justify the circumcision by faith, and 
uncircumcision through faith. 

31 Do we then make void the law 
through faith? God forbid: yea, we 
establish the law. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 Abraham's faith was imputed to him for righteousness, 
10 before he was circumcised, 13 By faith only he and 
his seed received the promise. 16 Abraham is the 
father of all that believe. 24 Our faith also shall be 
imputed to us for righteousness. 

W HAT shall we say then that 
Abraham our father, as per- 
taining to the flesh, hath found? 

2 For if Abraham were justified by 
works, he hath whereof to glory ; but 
not before God. 


Of A hrahards faith. 

3 For what saith the scripture? 
Abraham believed God, and it was 
counted imto him for righteousness. 

4 Now to him that worketh is the 
reward not reckoned of grace, but of 
debt 

5 But to him that worketh not, but 
beheveth on him that justifieth the 
ungodly, his faith is counted for 
righteousness. 

6 Even as David also describeth the 
blessedness of the man, unto whom 
God imputeth righteousness without 
works, 

7 Saying, Blessed are they whose 
iniquities are forgiven, and whose 
sins are covered. 

8 Blessed is the man to whom the 
Lord will not impute sin. 

9 Cometh this blessedness then up- 
on the circumcision only, or upon 
the uncircumcision also? for we say 
that faith was reckoned to Abraham 
for righteousness. 

10 How was it then reckoned ? when 
he was in circumcision, or in uncir- 
cumcision ? Not in circumcision, but 
in uncircumcision. 

11 And he received the sign of cir- 
cumcision, a seal of the righteous- 
ness of the faith which he had yet 
being uncircumcised: that he might 
be the father of all them that believe, 
though they be not circumcised ; that 
righteousness might be imputed un- 
to them also : 

12 And the father of circumcision 
to them who are not of the circum- 
cision only, but who also walk in 
the steps of that faith of our father 
Abraham, which he had being yet un- 
circumcised. 

13 For the promise, that he should 
be the heir of the world, was not to 
Abraham, or to his seed, through the 
law, but through the righteousness 
of faith. 

14 For if they which are of the law 
be heirs, faith is made void, and the 
promise made of none effect: 

15 Because the law worketh wrath; 
for where no law is, there is no trans- 
gression. 

16 Therefore it is of faith, that it 
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might he by grace ; to the end the 
promise might be sure to all the 
seed; not to that only which is of 
the law, but to that also which is of 
the faith of Abraham; who is the 
father of us all, 

17 (As it is written, I have made 
thee a father of many nations,) be- 
fore him whom he believed, even 
God, who quickeneth the dea^ and 
calleth those things which be not as 
though they were. 

18 Who against hope believed in 
hope, that he might become the fa- 
ther of many nations, according to 
that which was spoken. So shall thy 
seed be. 

19 And being not weak in faith, he 
considered not his own body now 
dead, when he was about an hundred 
years old, neither yet the deadness 
of Sarah’s womb: 

20 He staggered not at the promise 
of God through tmbelief; but was 
strong in faith, giving glory to God; 

21 And being fully persuaded that, 
what he had promised, he was able 
also to perform. 

22 And therefore it was imputed to 
him for righteousness. 

23 Now it was not written for his sake 
alone, that it was imputed to him ; 

24 But for us also, to whom it shall 
be imputed, if we believe on him that 
raised up Jesus our Lord from the 
dead; 

25 Who was delivered for our of- 
fences, and was raised again for our 
justification. 

CHAPTER V. 

I Being justified by faith, we have peace with God, 2 
and joy in our hope, 8 that sith we were reconciled by 
his blood, when we were enemies, \0 we shall much 
more be saved being reconciled, 12 As sin and death 
came by Adam, 17 so much moi'e righteousness and 
life Ity Jesus Christ. 20 Where sin abounded, grace 
did superabound, 

T herefore being justified by 
faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ: 

2 By whom also we have access 
by taith into this gi’ace wherein we 
stand, and rejoice in hope of the 


jmtification hy faith. 

tribulations also: knowing that tri- 
bulation worketh patience ; 

4 And patience, experience; and 
experience, hope: 

5 And hope maketh not ashamed; 
because the love of God is shed 
abroad in our hearts by the Holy 
Ghost which is given unto us. 

6 For when we were yet without 
strength, in due time Christ died for 
the ungodly. 

7 For scarcely for a righteous man 
will one die: yet peradventure for 
a good man some would even dare 
to die. 

8 But God commendeth his love 
toward us, in that, while we were yet 
sinners, Christ died for us. 

9 Much more then, being now Justi- 
fied by his blood, we shall be saved 
from wrath through him. 

10 For if, when we were enemies, we 
were reconciled to God by the death 
of his Son, much more, being recon- 
ciled, we shall be saved by his life. 

11 And not only so, but we also 
Joy in God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom we have now re- 
ceived the atonement. 

12 Wlierefore, as by one man sin 
entered into the world, and death by 
sin; and so death passed upon all 
men, for that all have sinned: 

13 (For until the law sin was in the 
world ; but sin is not imputed when 
there is no law. 

14 Nevertheless death reigned from 
Adam to Moses, even over them that 
had not sinned after the similitude 
of Adam’s transgression, who is the 
figure of him that was to come. 

15 But not as the offence, so also 
is the free gift. For if through the 
offence of one many be dead, much 
more the grace of God, and the 
gift by grace, which is by one man, 
Jesus Christ, hath aboimded unto 
many. 

16 And not as it was by one that 
sinned, so is the gift: for the Judg- 
ment was by one to condemnation, 
but the free gift is of many offences 
unto Justification. 

17 For if by one man’s offence death 


glory of God. 

3 And not only so, but we glory in 
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reigned by one ; much more they 
which receive abundance of grace 
and of the gift of righteousness shall 
reign in life by one, Jesus Christ.) 

18 Therefore as by the offence of 
one judgment came upon all men to 
condemnation ; even so by the righ- 
teousness of one the free gift carm 
upon all men unto justification of life. 

19 For as by one man’s disobedience 
many were made sinners, so by the 
obedience of one shall many be made 
righteous. 

20 Moreover the law entered, that 
the offence might abound. But where 
sin abounded, grace did much more 
abound : 

21 That as sin hath reigned unto 
death, even so might grace reign 
through righteousness vmto eternal 
life by Jesus Christ our Lord. 

CHAPTER VI. 

I We may not live in sin, 2 for we are dead unto it, 

3 as appeareth try our baptism. 12 Let not sin reign 
any more, 18 because we have yielded ourselves to the 
sendee of righteousness^ 23 and for that death is the 
wages of sin. 

W HAT shall we say then? Shall 
we continue in sin, that grace 
may abound ? 

2 God forbid. How shall we, that 
are dead to sin, live any longer 
therein ? 

3 Know ye not, that so many of us 
as were baptized into Jesus Christ 
were baptized into his death? 

4 Therefore we are buried with him 
by baptism into death: that like as 
Christ was raised up from the dead 
by the glory of the Father, even so we 
also should walk in newness of life. 

5 For if we have been planted to- 
gether in the likeness of his death, 
we shall be also in the likeness of his 
resurrection : 

6 Knowing this, that our old man is 
crucified with him, that the body of 
sin might be destroyed, that hence- 
forth we should not serve sin. 

7 For he that is dead is ft*eed from 
sin. 

8 Now if we be dead with Christ, 
we believe that we shall also live 
with him: 

9 Knowing that Christ being raised

Christians obliged to holiness. 

from the dead dieth no more ; death 
hath no more dominion over him. 

10 For in that he died, he died unto 
sin once: but in that he liveth, he 
liveth unto God. 

11 Likewise reckon ye also your- 
selves to be dead indeed unto sin, 
but alive unto God through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 

12 Let not sin therefore reign in 
your mortal body, that ye should 
obey it in the lusts thereof 

13 Neither yield ye your members 
as instruments of unrighteousness 
unto sin: but yield yourselves xmto 
God, as those that are alive from the 
dead, and yom* members as instru- 
ments of righteousness unto God. 

14 For sin shall not have dominion 
over you : for ye are not under the 
law, but under grace. 

15 What then ? shall we sin, because 
we are not under the law, but under 
grace? God forbid. 

16 Know ye not, that to whom ye 
yield yourselves servants to obey, his 
servants ye are to whom ye obey; 
whether of sin unto death, or of 
obedience unto righteousness? 

17 But God be thanked, that ye 
were the servants of sin, but ye 
have obeyed Irom the heart that 
form of doctrine which was delivered 
you. 

18 Being then made fi’ee from sin, 
ye became the servants of righteous- 
ness. 

19 I speak after the manner of men 
because of the infirmity of your fiesh : 
for as ye have yielded your members 
servants to uncleanness and to ini- 
quity unto iniquity ; even so now yield 
your members servants to righteous- 
ness unto holiness. 

20 For when ye were the servants of 
sin, ye were free from righteousness. 

21 WKat finiit had ye then in those 
things whereof ye are now ashamed ? 
for the end of those things is death. 

22 But now being made fi*ee from 
sin, and become servants to God, ye 
have your fhiit unto holiness, and 
the end everlasting life. 

23 For the wages of sin is death ; 
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but the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

CHAPTER Vn. 

1 No law hath power over a man longer than he liveth. 

4 But we are dead to the law, 7 Yet is not the law 
sin, 12 but holy, just, good, 16a#/ acknowledge, who 
am grieved because I cannot keep it, 

K now ye not, brethren, (for I 
speak to them that know the 
law,) how that the law hath dominion 
over a man as long as he liveth? 

2 For the woman which hath an 
husband is bound by the law to her 
husband so long as he liveth ; but if 
the husband be dead, she is loosed 
from the law of her husband 
3 So then if, while her husband 
liveth, she be married to another 
man, she shall be called an adul- 
teress : but if her husband be dead, 
she is free from that law ; so that she 
is no adulteress, though she be mar- 
ried to another man. 

4 Wherefore, my brethren, ye also 
are become dead to the law by the 
body of Christ; that ye should be 
married to another, even to him who 
is raised from the dead, that we 
should bring forth fruit imto God 
5 For when we were in the flesh, 
the motions of sins, which were by 
the law, did work in our members to 
bring forth fruit unto death. 

6 But now we are delivered from 
the law, that being dead wherein we 
were held; that we should serve in 
newness of spirit, and not in the 
oldness of the letter. 

7 What shall we say then ? Is the 
law sin? God forbid. Nay, I had 
not kno>m sin, but by the law : for I 
had not known lust, except the law 
had said. Thou shalt not covet. 

8 But sin, taking occasion by the 
commandment, wrought in me all 
manner of concupiscence. For with- 
out the law sin was dead. 

9 For I was alive without the law 
once: but when the commandment 
came, sin revived, and I died. 

10 And the commandment, which 
was ordained to life, I foxmd to he 
unto death. 

11 For sin, taking occasion by the 
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commandment, deceived me, and by 
it slew me. 

12 Wherefore the law is holy, and 
the commandment holy, and just, 
and good. 

13 Was then that which is good 
made death unto me? God forbid. 
But sin, that it might appear sin, 
working death in me by that which is 
good ; that sin by the commandment 
might become exceeding sinful. 

14 For we know that the law is spi- 
ritual: but I am carnal, sold under sin. 

16 For that which I do I allow not : 
for what I would, that do I not ; but 
what I hate, that do I. 

16 If then I do that which I would 
not, I consent unto the law that it is 
good. 

17 Now then it is no more I that do 
it, but sin that dwelleth in me. 

18 For I know that in me (that is, 
in my flesh,) dwelleth no good thing : 
for to will is present with me; but 
how to perform that which is good I 
And not. 

19 For the good that I would I do 
not : but the evil which I would not, 
that I do. 

20 Now if I do that I would not, it 
is no more I that do it, but sin that 
dwelleth in me. 

21 I And then a law, that, when I 
would do good, evil is present with me. 

22 For I delight in the law of God 
after the inward man : 

23 But I see another law in my 
members, warring against the law of 
my mind, and bringing me into cap- 
tivity to the law of sin which is in my 
members. 

24 O wretched man that I am I who 
shall deliver me from the body of 
this death ? 

26 I thank God through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. So then with the mind 1 
myself serve the law of God ; but with 
the flesh the law of sin. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

1 They that are in Christ, and live according to the 
Spirit, are free from condemnation, 6, 13 What 
harm cometh of the flesh, 6, 14 and what good of the 
Spirit: 17 and what of being God*s child, 19 whose 
glorious deliverance all things long for, 29 was before- 
hand decreed from God, 38 What can sever us from 
his love?

It 
is Christ that died, yea rather, that 
is risen again, who is even at the 
right hand of God, who also maketh 
intercession for us. 

35 Who shall separate us from the 
love of Christ? shall tribulation, or 
distress, or persecution, or famine, 
or nakedness, or peril, or sword? 

36 As it is written. For thy sake we 
are killed all the day long ; we are 
accounted as sheep for the slaughter. 

37 Nay, in all these things we are 
more than conquerors through him 
that loved us. 

38 For I am persuaded, that nei- 
ther death, nor life, nor angels, nor 
principalities, nor powers, nor things 
present, nor things to come, 

39 Nor height, nor depth, nor any 
other creature, shall be able to sepa- 
rate us from the love of God, which 
is in Christ Jesus our Lord. 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 Paul is sorry for the Jews. 7 All the seed of Abra^- 
ham were not the children of the promise. 18 God 
hath mercy upon whom he will. 21 The potter may 
do with his clay wltat he list. 25 The calling of the 
Gentiles and rejecting of the Jews were foretold. 
32 The cause why so few Jews embraced the righte- 
ousness of faith. 

I SAY the truth in Christ, I lie

2 That I have great heaviness and 
continual sorrow in my heart. 


for the Jews. 

3 For I could wish that myself 
were accursed from Christ for my 
brethren, my kmsmen according to 
the flesh: 

4 Who are Israelites ; to whom fer- 
taineth the adoption, and the glory, 
and the covenants, and the giving of 
the law, and the service of God, and 
the promises ; 

5 Whose are the fathers, and of 
whom as concerning the flesh Christ 
came, who is over all, God blessed 
for ever. Amen. 

6 Not as though the word of Godi 
hath taken none effect. For they are 
not all Israel, which are of Israel : 

7 Neither, because they are the seedi 
of Abraham, are they all children:, 
but. In Isaac shall thy seed be called. 

8 That is. They which are the chil- 
dren of the flesh, these are not the 
children of God: but the children, 
of the promise are counted for the 
seed. 

9 For this is the word of promise. 
At this time will I come, and Sarah 
shall have a son. 

10 And not only this ; but when 
Rebecca also had conceived by one, 
even by our father Isaac ; 

11 (For the children being not 
yet bom, neither having done any 
good or evil, that the purpose of 
God according to election might 
stand, not of works, but of him that 
calleth ;) 

12 It was said unto her. The elder 
shall serve the yoxmger. 

13 As it is written, Jacob have I 
loved, but Esau have I hated. 

14 What shall we say then? Is- 
there unrighteousness with God ? 
God forbid. 

16 For he saith to Moses, I will 
have mercy on whom I will have 
mercy, and I will have compassion 
on whom I will have compassion. 

16 So then it is not of him that 
willeth, nor of him that runneth, but 
of God that sheweth mercy. 

17 For the scripture saith unto- 
Pharaoh, Even for this same piu*- 
pose have I raised thee up, that I 
might shew my power in thee, and? 
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Qod hath mercy 

that my name might be declared 
throughout all the earth. 

18 Therefore hath he mercy on 
whom he will have vnsrcy, and whom 
he will he hardeneth. 

19 Thou wilt say then unto me, 
T^y doth he yet find fault? For 
who hath resisted his will? 

20 Nay but, O man, who art thou 
that repliest against God ? Shall the 
thing formed say to him that formed 
it, T^y hast thou made me thus ? 

21 Hath not the potter power over 
the clay, of the same lump to make 
one vessel unto honour, and another 
unto dishonour? 

22 What if God, willing to shew 
his wrath, and to make his power 
known, endured with much long- 
suffering the vessels of wrath fitted 
to destruction : 

23 And that he might make known 
the riches of his glory on the vessels 
of mercy, which he had afore pre- 
pared imto glory, 

24 Even us, whom he hath called, 
not of the Jews only, but also of the 
Gentiles ? 

26 As he saith also in Osee, I will 
call them my people, which were not 
my people ; and her beloved, which 
was not beloved 

26 And it shall come to pass, that 
in the place where it was said unto 
them. Ye are not my people ; there 
shall they be called the children of 
the living God. 

27 Esaias also crieth concerning 
Israel, Though the number of the 
children of Israel be as the sand of 
the sea, a remnant shall be saved: 

28 For he will finish the work, and 
cut U short in righteousness : be- 
cause a short work will the Lord 
make upon the earth. 

29 And as Esaias said before. Ex- 
cept the Lord of Sabaoth had left us 
a seed, we had been as Sodoma, and 
been made like unto Gomorrha. 

30 \\Tiat shall we say then? That 
the Gentiles, which followed not af- 
ter righteousness, have attained to 
righteousness, even the righteous- 
ness which is of faith. 


on whom he will. 

31 But Israel, which followed after 
the law of righteousness, hath not 
attained to the law of righteousness. 

32 Wherefore ? Because they sought 
it not by faith, but as it were by the 
works of the law. For they stum- 
bled at that stumblingstone ; 

33 As it is written. Behold, I lay in 
Sion a stumblingstone and rock of 
offence : and whosoever believeth on 
him shall not be ashamed. 

CHAPTER X. 

5 The scripture sheweth the difference betwixt the 
righteousness of the law, and this of faith, 11 and 
that all, both Jew and Gentile, that believe, shall not 
be confounded,, 18 and that the Gentiles shall receive 
the word and believe. 19 Israel was not ignorant oj 
these things. 

B rethren, my heart’s desire 
and prayer to God for Israel is, 
that they might be saved. 

2 For I bear them record that they 
have a zeal of God, but not according 
to knowledge. 

3 For they being ignorant of God’s 
righteousness, and going about to 
establish their own righteousness, 
have not submitted themselves unto 
the righteousness of God. 

4 For Christ is the end of the law 
for righteousness to every one that 
believeth. 

5 For Moses describeth the righte- 
ousness which is of the law, That the 
man which doeth those things shall 
live by them. 

6 But the righteousness which is of 
faith speaketh on this wise, Say not 
in thine heart. Who shall ascend into 
heaven ? (that is, to bring Christ 
down from above:) 

7 Or, Who shall descend into the 
deep? (that is, to bring up Christ 
again from the dead.) 

8 But what saith it? The word is 
nigh thee, even in thy mouth, and in 
thy heart : that is, the word of faith, 
which we preach; 

9 That if thou shaft confess with 
thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and shaft 
believe in thine heart that God hath 
raised him from the dead, thou shaft 
be saved. 

10 For with the heart man believ- 
eth unto righteousness ; and with the 
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God hath not

mouth confession is made unto sal- 
vation. 

11 For the scripture saith, Whoso- 
ever believeth on him shall not be 
ashamed. 

12 For there is no difference be- 
tween the Jew and the Greek: for 
the same Lord over all is rich unto 
all that call upon him. 

13 For whosoever shall call upon the 
name of the Lord shall be saved. 

14 How then shall they call on him 
in whom they have not believed ? and 
how shall they believe in him of whom 
they have not heard ? and how shall 
they hear without a preacher? 

15 And how shall they preach, ex- 
cept they be sent? as it is written. 
How beautiful are the feet of them 
that preach the gospel of peace, and 
bring glad tidings of good things ! 

16 But they have not all obeyed 
the gospel. For Esaias saith, Lord, 
who hath believed our report? 

17 So then faith cometh by hearing, 
and hearing by the word of God. 

18 But I say. Have they not heard ? 
Yes verily, their sound went into all 
the earth, and their words mito the 
ends of the world. 

19 But I say. Did not Israel know ? 
First Moses saith, I will provoke you 
to jealousy by them that are no peo- 
ple, and by a foolish nation I will 
anger you. 

20 But Esaias is very bold, and 
saith, I was found of them that 
sought me not ; I was made manifest 
unto them that asked not after me. 

21 But to Israel he saith, All day 
long I have stretched forth my hands 
unto a disobedient and gainsaying 
people. 

CHAPTER XL 

1 God hath not cast off all Israel. 7 Some were elected, 
though the rest were hardened. 16 There is hope of 
their conversion, 18 The Gentiles may not insult 
upon them : 26 ^or there is a promise of their sal- 
vation. 33 God^ s judgments are unsearchable. 

I SAY then. Hath God cast away 
his people? God forbid. For I 
also am an Israelite, of the seed of 
Abraham, of the tribe of Benjamin. 

2 God hath not cast away his peo- 


ple which he foreknew. Wot ye not 
what the scripture saith of Elias? 
how he maketh intercession to God 
against Israel, saying, 

3 Lord, they have killed thy pro- 
phets, and digged down thine altars ; 
and I am left alone, and they seek 
my life. 

4 But what saith the answer of God 
unto him ? I have reserved to myself 
seven thousand men, who have not 
bowed the knee to the image of 
Baal. 

6 Even so then at this present time 
also there is a remnant according to 
the election of grace. 

6 And if by grace, then is it no 
more of works: otherwise grace is 
no more grace. But if it be of works, 
then is it no more grace : otherwise 
work is no more work. 

7 What then? Israel hath not ob- 
tained that which he seeketh for; 
but the election hath obtained it, 
and the rest were blinded 

8 (According as it is written, God 
hath given them the spirit of slum- 
ber, eyes that they should not see, 
and ears that they should not hear ;) 
unto this day. 

9 And David saith, Let their table 
be made a snare, and a trap, and a 
stumblingblock, and a recompence 
unto them: 

10 Let their eyes be darkened, that 
they may not see, and bow down 
their back alway. 

11 I say then. Have they stumbled 
that they should fall? God forbid: 
but rather through their fall salva- 
tion is come vmto the Gentiles, for to 
provoke them to jealousy. 

12 Now if the fall of them he the 
riches of the world, and the diminish- 
ing of them the riches of the Gen- 
tiles ; how much more their fulness ? 

13 For I speak to you Gentiles, 
inasmuch as I am the apostle of the 
Gentiles, I magnify mine office : 

14 If by any means I may provoke 
to emulation them which are my flesh, 
and might save some of them. 

16 For if the casting away of them 
be the reconciling of the world, what 
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shaU the receiving of them be, but life 
from the dead ? 

16 For if the firstfruit he holy, the 
lump w also holy : and if the root be 
holy, so are the branches. 

17 And if some of the branches be 
broken off, and thou, being a wild 
olive tree, wert graffed in among 
them, and with them partakest of the 
root and fatness of the olive tree ; 

18 Boast not against the branches. 
But if thou boast, thou bearest not 
the root, but the root thee. 

19 Thou wilt say then. The branches 
were broken off, that I might be 
graffed in. 

20 Well; because of unbelief they 
were broken off, and thou standest 
by faith. Be not highminded, but 
fear : 

21 For if God spared not the natu- 
ral branches, take heed lest he also 
spare not thee. 

22 Behold therefore the goodness 
and severity of God : on them which 
fell, severity ; but toward thee, good- 
ness, if thou continue in his goodness : 
otherwise thou also shalt be cut off. 

23 And they also, if they abide not 
still in unbelief, shall be graffed in : 
for God is able to graff them in 
again. 

24 For if thou wert cut out of the 
olive tree which is wild by nature, 
and wert graffed contrary to nature 
into a good olive tree : how much 
more shall these, which be the na- 
tural branches, be graffed into their 
own olive tree ? 

25 For I would not, brethren, that 
ye should be ignorant of this mys- 
tery, lest ye should be wise in your 
own conceits ; that blindness in part 
is happened to Israel, imtil the ful- 
ness of the Gentiles be come in. 

26 And so all Israel shall be saved : 
as it is written. There shall come out 
of Sion the Deliverer, and shall turn 
away ungodliness from Jacob: 

27 For this is my covenant unto 
them, when I shall take away their 
sins. 

28 As concerning the gospel, they 
are enemies for your sakes: but as 


touching the election, they are be- 
loved for the fathers’ sakes. 

29 For the gifts and calling of God 
are without repentance. 

30 For as ye in times past have not 
believed God, yet have now obtained 
mercy through their unbelief : 

31 Even so have these also now not 
believed, that through your mercy 
they also may obtain mercy. 

32 For God hath concluded them 
all in unbelief, that he might have 
mercy upon all. 

33 O the depth of the riches both of 
the wisdom and knowledge of God 1 
how unsearchable are his judgments, 
and his ways past finding out ! 

.34 For who hath known the mind 
of the Lord ? or who hath been his 
counsellor ? 

35 Or who hath first given to him, 
and it shall be recompensed unto 
him again? 

36 For of him, and through him, 
and to him, are all things : to whom 
be glory for ever. Amen. 

CHAPTER XII. 

1 God's mercies mtist move us to please God. 3 No 
mau must think too well of himself, 6 but attend 
every one on that calling wherein he is placed. 9 Love, 
and many other duties, are required of us. 19 Revenge 
is specially forbidden, 

I BESEECH you therefore, bre- 
thren, by the mercies of God, 
that ye present your bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, 
which is your reasonable service. 

2 And be not conformed to this 
world: but be ye transformed by 
the renewing of your mind, that ye 
may prove what is that good, and 
acceptable, and })erfect, will of God. 
3 For I say, through the grace given 
unto me, to every man that is among 
you, not to think of himself more 
highly than he ought to think; but 
to think soberly, according as God 
hath dealt to every man the measure 
of faith. 

4 For as we have many members 
in one body, and all members have 
not the same office : 

5 So we, being many, are one body 
in Christ, and every one members 
one of another. 
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6 Having then gifts differing accord- 
ing to the grace that is given to us, 
whether prophecy, us prophesy ac- 
cording to the proportion of faith ; 

7 Qr ministry, let us wait on our 
ministering: or he that teacheth, on 
teaching ; 

8 Or he that exhorteth, on exhor- 
tation: he that giveth, let him do it 
with simplicity; he that ruleth, with 
diligence; he that sheweth mercy, 
with cheerfulness. 

9 Let love be without dissimulation. 
Abhor that which is evil; cleave to 
that which is good. 

10 Be kindly affectioned one to an- 
other with brotherly love ; in honour 
preferring one another ; 

11 Not slothfiil in business; fervent 
in spirit; serving the Lord; 

12 Rejoicing in hope; patient in 
tribulation ; contmuing instant in 
prayer ; 

13 Distributing to the necessity of 
saints; given to hospitality. 

14 Bless them which persecute you : 
bless, and curse not. 

15 Rejoice with them that do re- 
joice, and weep with them that weep. 

16 Be of the same mind one toward 
another. Mind not high things, but 
condescend to men of low estate. Be 
not wise in your own conceits. 

17 Recompense to no man evil for 
evil. Provide things honest in the 
sight of all men. 

18 If it be possible, as much as lieth 
in you, live peaceably with all men. 

19 Dearly beloved, avenge not your- 
selves, but rather give place unto 
wrath: for it is written. Vengeance is 
mine ; I will repay, saith the Lord. 

20 Therefore if thine enemy hxm- 
ger, feed him ; if he thirst, give him 
drink: for in so doing thou shaft 
heap coals of fire on his head. 

21 Be not overcome of evil, but 
overcome evil with good. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

1 Subjection, and many oilier duties, we owe to the ma- 
gistrates. 8 Love is the fulfilling of the law. 11 

Gtuttony and drunkeiiness, and the works of dark-.- 

ness, are out of season in the time of the gospel. 

L et every soul be subject imto 
the higher powers. For there 


is no power but of God : the powers 
that be are ordained of God. 

2 Whosoever therefore resisteth the 
power, resisteth the ordinance of 
God: and they that resist shall re- 
ceive to themselves damnation. 

3 For rulers are not a terror to good 
works, but to the evil Wilt thou 
then not be afi'aid of the power ? do 
that which is good, and thou shaft 
have praise of the same: 

4 For he is the minister of God to 
thee for good. But if thou do that 
which is evil, be afraid ; for he beareth 
not the sword in vain : for he is the 
minister of God, a revenger to exe- 
cute wrath upon him that doeth evil. 

5 Wherefore ye must needs be sub- 
ject, not only for wrath, but also for 
conscience sake. 

6 For for this cause pay ye tribute 
also: for they are God’s ministers, 
attending continually upon this very 
thing. 

7 Render therefore to all their dues : 
tribute to whom tribute is due ; cus- 
tom to whom custom ; fear to whom 
fear ; honour to whom honour. 

8 Owe no man any thing, but to 
love one another : for he that loveth 
another hath fulfilled the law. 

9 For this. Thou shaft not commit 
adultery. Thou shaft not kill. Thou 
shaft not steal. Thou shaft not bear 
false mtness, Thou shaft not covet; 
and if there be any other command- 
ment, it is briefly comprehended in 
this saying, namely. Thou shaft love 
thy neighbour as thyself 

10 Love worketh no ill to his neigh- 
bour: therefore love is the fulfilling 
of the law. 

11 And that, knowing the time, that 
now it is high time to awake out of 
sleep : for now is our salvation nearer 
than when we believed. 

12 The night is far spent, the day is 
at hand : let us therefore cast off’ the 
works of darkness, and let us put on 
the armour of light. 

13 Let us walk honestly, as in the 
day ; not in rioting and drunkenness, 
not in chambering and wantonness, 
not in strife and envying.

Christ, and make not provision for 
the flesh, to fvlJU the lusts thereof. 

CHAPTER XIV.

unlawful by many reasons. 

H im that is weak in the faith 
receive ye, but not to doubtful 
disputations. 

2 For one believeth that he may 
eat all things : another, who is weak, 
eateth herbs. 

3 Let not him that eateth despise 
him that eateth not ; and let not him 
which eateth not judge him that 
eateth: for God hath received him. 

4 Who art thou that judgest an- 
other man’s servant ? to his own mas- 
ter he standeth or falleth. Yea, he 
shall be holden up: for God is able 
to make him stand. 

5 One man esteemeth one day 
above another: another esteemeth 
every day alike. Let every man be 
fully persuaded in his own mind. 

6 He that regardeth the day, re- 
gardeth it unto the Lord; and he 
that regardeth not the day, to the 
Lord he doth not regard it. He 
that eateth, eateth to the Lord, for 
he giveth God thanks; and he that 
eateth not, to the Lord he eateth not, 
and giveth God thanks. 

7 For none of us liveth to himself, 
and no man dieth to himself 
8 For whether we live, we live unto 
the Lord; and whether we die, we 
die unto the Lord: whether we live 
therefore, or die, we are the Lord’s. 

9 For to this end Christ both died, 
and rose, and revived, that he might 
be Lord both of the dead and living. 

10 But why dost thou judge thy bro- 
ther ? or why dost thou set at nought 
thy brother ? for we shall all stand be- 
fore the judgment seat of Christ. 

11 For it is written, As I live, saith 
the Lord, every knee shall bow to 
me, and every tongue shall confess 
to God.

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THE FIRST EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE 


TO THE 

CORINTHIANS. 


CHAPTER I. 

After his salutation and thanksgiving^ 10 he exhorteth 
them to unity, and 12 reproveth their dissensions. 
18 God destroyeth the wisdom of the wise, 21 by the 
foolishness of preaching^ and 26 calleth not the wise, 
mighty, and noble^ bat 27, 28 the foolish, weeik, and 
men of no account. 

P AUL, called to he an apostle of 
Jesus Christ through the will of 
God, and Sosthenes our brother, 

2 Unto the clnu-ch of God which 
is at Corinth, to them that are sanc- 
tified in Christ Jesus, called to he 
saints, with all that in every place 
call upon the name of Jesus Christ 
our Lord, both theirs and our’s: 

3 Grace he unto you, and peace, 
from God our Father, and from the 
Lord Jesus Chiist. 

4 I thank my God always on your 
behalf, for the grace of God which 
is given you by Jesus Christ; 

5 That in every thing ye are en- 
riched by him, in all utterance, and 
in all knowledge ; 

0 Even as the testimony of Christ 
was confirmed in you : 

7 So that ye come behind in no 
gift; waiting for the coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ: 

8 Who shall also confirm you unto 
the end, that ye may he blameless in 
the day of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

9 God is faithful, by whom ye were 
called unto the fellowship of his Son 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 

10 Now I beseech you, brethren, by 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that ye all speak the same thing, 
and that there be no divisions among 
you ; but that ye be perfectly joined 
together in the same mind and in 
the same judgment. 

11 For it hath been declared unto 
me of you, my brethren, by them 
which are of the house of Chloe, that 
there are contentions among you. 


12 Now this I say, that every one of 
you saith, I am of Paul ; and I of Apol- 
los ; and I of Cephas ; and I of Christ. 

13 Is Christ divided ? was Paul cru- 
cified for you? or were ye baptized 
in the name of Paul? 

14 I thank God that I baptized 
none of you, but Crispus and Gains ; 

15 Lest any should say that I had 
baptized in mine own name. 

16 And I baptized also the house- 
hold of Stephanas: besides, I know 
not whether I baptized any other. 

17 For Christ sent me not to bap- 
tize, but to preach the gospel: not 
with wisdom of words, lest the cross of 
Christ should be made of none effect. 

18 For the preaching of the cross 
is to them that perish foolishness; 
but unto us which are saved it is 
the power of God. 

19 For it is written, I will destroy 
the wisdom of the mse, and will 
bring to nothing the understanding 
of the prudent. 

20 Where is the wise ? where is the 
scribe ? where is the disputer of this 
world? hath not God made foolish 
the wisdom of this world? 

21 For after that in the wisdom of 
God the world by wisdom knew not 
God, it pleased God by the foolishness 
of preaching to save them that believe. 

22 For the Jews require a sign, 
and the Greeks seek after wisdom : 

23 But we preach Christ crucified, 
unto the Jews a stxunblingblock, and 
unto the Greeks foolishness ; 

24 But unto them which are called, 
both Jews and Greeks, Christ the 
power of God, and the vdsdom of God. 

25 Because the foolishness of God 
is wiser than men; and the weak- 
ness of God is stronger than meu 

26 For ye see your calling, bre- 
thren, how that not many wise men 
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after the flesh, not many mighty, 
not many noble, are called: 

27 But God hath chosen the foolish 
things of the world to confound the 
wise ; and God hath chosen the 
weak things of the world to con- 
found the things which are mighty; 

28 And base things of the world, 
and things which are despised, hath 
God chosen, yea, and things which 
are not, to bring to nought things 
that are: 

29 That no flesh shoxild glory in his 
presence. 

30 But of him are ye in Christ 
Jesus, who of God is made imto us 
wisdom, and righteousness, and sanc- 
tification, and redemption : 

31 That, according as it is written. 
He that glorieth, let him glory in 
the Lord. 


CHAPTER II. 

He declareth that his preaching, 1 though it bring 
not excellency of speech, or of human wisdom : yet 
consisteth in the 4 , 5 power of God : and so far 
excelleth 6 the wisdom of this world, and 9 human 
sense, us that 14 - the natural man cannot under- 
stand it* 

AND I, brethren, when I came to 
you, came not with excellency 
of speech or of wisdom, declaring 
unto you the testimony of God. 

2 For I determined not to know 
any thing among you, save Jesus 
Christ, and him crucified. 

3 And I was with you in weakness, 
and in fear, and in much trembling. 

4 And my speech and my preaching 
wa^ not with enticing words of man’s 
wisdom, but in demonstration of the 
Spirit and of power: 

5 That your faith should not stand 
in the wisdom of men, but in the 
power of God. 

6 Howbeit we speak wisdom among 
them that are perfect : yet not the 
wisdom of this world, nor of the 
princes of this world, that come to 
not^ht : 

7 But we speak the wisdom of God 
in a myste^, even the hidden wis- 
dom, which God ordained before the 
world unto our glory : 

8 Which none of the princes of this 
world knew : for had they known it. 


they would not have crucified the 
Lord of glory. 

9 But as it is written. Eye hath 
not seen, nor ear heard, neither have 
entered into the heart of man, the 
things which God hath prepared for 
them that love him. 

10 But God hath revealed them 
unto us by his Spirit : for the Spirit 
searcheth all things, yea, the deep 
things of God. 

11 For what man knoweth the 
things of a man, save the spirit of 
man which is in him ? even so the 
things of God knoweth no man, but 
the Spirit of God. 

12 Now we have received, not the 
spirit of the world, but the spirit 
which is of God ; that we might 
know the things that are freely 
given to us of God. 

13 Which things also we speak, not 
in the words which man’s wisdoiii 
teacheth, but which the Holy Ghost 
teacheth ; comparing spiritual thmgs 
with spiritual. 

14 But the natural man receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit of God : 
for they are foolishness unto him : 
neither can he know them, because 
they are spiritually discerned. 

15 But he that is spiritual judge tli 
all things, yet he himself is judged 
of no man. 

IG For who hath known the mind of 
the Lord, that he may instruct him ? 
But we have the mind of Christ. 

CHAPTER m. 

2 Milk U‘ fit for children. 3 Strife and division, ar- 
guments of a jieshly mind. 7 He that planteth, and 
he that watereth, is nothing. 9 The ministers are 
God's fellowworicmen. 11 Christ the only founda- 
tion. 16 Men the temples of God, which 17 must 
he kept holy. 19 The wisdom of this world is fool- 
ishness with God. 

A nd I, brethren, could not speak 
. unto you as imto spiritual, but 
as unto carnal, even as tmto babes in 
Christ. 

2 I have fed you with milk, and 
not with meat : for hitherto ye were 
not able to hear it, neither yet now 
are ye able. 

3 For ye are yet carnal : for where- 
as there is among you envying, and 
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strife, and divisions, are ye not car- 
nal, and walk as men? 

4 For while one saith, I am of Paul ; 
and another, I am of Apollos ; are 
ye not carnal? 

5 Who then is Paul, and who is 
Apollos, but ministers by whom ye 
believed, even as the Lord gave to 
every man? 

6 I have planted, Apollos watered ; 
but God gave the increase. 

7 So then neither is he that planteth 
any thing, neither he that watereth ; 
but God that giveth the increase. 

8 Now he that planteth and he that 
watereth are one : and every man 
shall receive his own reward accord- 
ing to his own labour. 

9 For we are labourers together 
with God: ye are God’s husbandry, 
ye are God’s building. 

10 According to the grace of God 
which is given unto me, as a wise 
masterbuilder, I have laid the foun- 
dation, and another buildeth there- 
on. But let every man take heed 
how he buildeth thereupon. 

11 For other foundation can no 
man lay than that is laid, which is 
Jesus Christ. 

12 Now if any man build upon 
this foundation gold, silver, precious 
stones, wood, hay, stubble ; 

13 Every man’s work shall be made 
manifest: for the day shall declare 
it, because it shall be revealed by 
fire; and the fire shall try every 
man’s work of what sort it is. 

14 If any man’s work abide which 
he hath built thereupon, he shall 
reeeive a reward. 

15 If any man’s work shall be burn- 
ed, he shall suffer loss : but he him- 
self shall be saved; yet so as by 
fire. 

16 Know ye not that ye are the 
temple of God, and that the Spirit 
of God dwelleth in you? 

17 If any man defile the temple of 
God, him shall God destroy ; for 
the temple of God is holy, which 
temple ye are. 

18 Let no man deceive himself If 
any man among you seemeth to be 
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wise in this world, let him become a 
fool, that he may be wise. 

19 For the wisdom of this world 
is foolishness with God. For it is 
written. He taketh the wise in their 
own craftiness. 

20 And again. The Lord knoweth 
the thoughts of the wise, that they 
are vain. 

21 Therefore let no man glory in 
men. For all things are your’s; 

22 Whether Paul, or Apollos, or 
Cephas, or the world, or life, or 
death, or things present, or things 
to come ; all are your’s ; 

23 And ye are Christ’s ; and Christ 
is God’s.

9 The 
apostles spectacles to the world, angels, and men, 
13 the filth and offscouring of the world : 15 yet our 
fathers in Christ, 16 whom we ought to follow. 

L et a man so account of us, as 
of the ministers of Christ, and 
stewards of the mysteries of God. 

2 Moreover it is required in stew- 
ards, that a man be found faithful. 

3 But with me it is a very small 
thing that I should be judged of you, 
or of man’s judgment : yea, I judge 
not mine own self 
4 For I know nothing by myself; 
yet am I not hereby justified: but 
he that judgeth me is the Lord. 

5 Therefore judge nothing before 
the time, until the Lord come, who 
both will bring to light the hidden 
things of darkness, and will make 
manifest the counsels of the hearts : 
and then shall every man have praise 
of God. 

6 And these things, brethren, I 
have in a figure transferred to my- 
self and to Apollos for your sakes ; 
that ye might learn in us not to 
think of men above that which is 
written, that no one of you be puffed 
up for one against another. 

7 For who maketh thee to differ 
from another? and what hast thou 
that thou didst not receive? now if 
thou didst receive it, why dost thou 
glory, as if thou hadst not received it ? 
8 Now ye are full, now ye are rich. 
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The aposUe's sufferings. 

ye have reined as kings without us : 
and I would to God ye did reign, 
that we also might reign with you. 

9 For I think that God hath set 
forth us the apostles last, as it were 
appointed to death : for we are made 
a spectacle unto the world, and to 
angels, and to men. 

10 We are fools for Christ’s sake, 
but ye are wise- in Christ ; we are 
weak, but ye are strong ; ye are 
honourable, but we are despised. 

11 Even mito this present hour 
we both hunger, and thirst, and are 
naked, and are buffeted, and have 
no certain dwellingplace ; 

12 And labour, working with our 
own hands : being reviled, we bless ; 
being persecuted, we suffer it : 

13 Being defamed, we intreat : we 
are made as the filth of the world, 
afi%d are the ofFscouring of all things 
unto this day. 

14 I write not these things to shame 
you, but as my beloved sons I warn 
you. 

15 For though ye have ten thou- 
sand instructors in Christ, yet have 
ye not many fathers : for in Christ 
Jesus I have begotten you through 
the gospel. 

10 Wherefore I beseech you, be ye 
followers of me. 

17 For this cause have I sent unto 
you Timotheus, who is my beloved 
son, and faithful in the Lord, who 
shall bring you into remembrance 
of my ways which be in Clirist, as I 
teach every where in every church. 

18 Now some are puffed up, as 
though I woidd not come to you. 

19 But I will come to you shortly, 
if the Lord will, and will know, not 
the speech of them which are puffed 
up, but the power. 

20 For the kingdom of God is not 
in word, but in power. 

21 What will ye ? shall I come unto 
you with a rod, or in love, and in the 
spirit of meekness ? 

CHAPTER V. 

1 The incestuous person 6 is cause rather of shame unto 
them, than of rejoicing, 7 The old leaven is to be 
purged out. 10 Heinous offenders are to be tunned 
and avoided. 


Incest reproved. 

I T is reported commonly that there 
is fornication among you, and 
such fornication as is not so much 
as named among the Gentiles, that 
one should have his father’s wife. 

2 And ye are puffed up, and have 
not rather mourned, that he that 
hath done this deed might be taken 
away from among you. 

3 For I verily, as absent in body, 
but present in spirit, have judged 
already, as though I were present, 
concerning him that hath so done 
this deed, 

4 In the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, when ye are gathered toge- 
ther, and my spirit, with the power 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, 

5 To deliver such an one unto Sa- 
tan for the destruction of the flesh, 
that the spirit may be saved in the 
day of the Lord Jesus. 

6 Your glorying is not good. Know 
ye not that a little leaven leaveneth 
the whole lump? 

7 Purge out therefore the old lea- 
ven, that ye may be a new lump, as 
ye are unleavened. For even Christ 
our passover is sacrificed for us : 

8 Therefore let us keep the feast, 
not with old leaven, neither with the 
leaven of malice and wickedness ; 
but with the unleavened bread of 
sincerity and truth. 

9 I wrote unto you in an epistle not 
to company with fornicators : 

10 Yet not altogether with the for- 
nicators of this world, or with the 
covetous, or extortioners, or with 
idolaters; for then must ye needs 
go out of the world. 

11 But now I have written unto 
you not to keep company, if any 
man that is called a brother be a 
fornicator, or covetous, or an idola- 
ter, or a railer, or a dnmkard, or an 
extortioner ; with such an one no 
not to eat. 

12 For what have I to do to judge 
them also that are without? do not 
ye judge them that are within ? 

13 But them that are without God 
judgeth. Therefore put away from 
among yourselves that wicked person. 
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CHAPTER VI. 

I The Corinthians must not vex their brethren, in going 
to law with them : 6 especially under infidels. 9 The 
unrighteous shall not inherit the kingdom of God. 15 
Our bodies are the members of Christ, 19 and 'temples 
of the Holy Ghost. 16, 17 They must not therrfore 
be defiled. 

D are any of you, haAung a mat- 
ter against another, go to law 
before the unjust, and not before 
the saints? 

2 Do ye not know that the saints 
shall judge the world? and if the 
world shall be judged by you, are 
ye unworthy to judge the smallest 
matters ? 

3 Know ye not that we shall judge 
angels ? how much more things that 
pertain to this life? 

4 If then ye have judgments of 
things pertaining to this life, set 
them to judge who are least esteem- 
ed in the church. 

5 I speak to your shame. Is it so, 
that there is not a wise man among 
you? no, not one that shall be able 
to judge between his brethren ? 

6 But brother goeth to law with 
brother, and that before the vmbe- 
lievers. 

7 Now therefore there is utterly a 
fault among you, because ye go to 
law one with another. Why do ye 
not rather take wrong ? why do ye 
not rather suffer yourselves to be de- 
fi’auded ? 

8 Nay, ye do wrong, and defraud, 
and that your bretlmen. 

9 Know ye not that the unrighteous 
shall not inherit the kingdom of 
God ? Be not deceived : neither 
fornicators, nor idolaters, nor adul- 
terers, nor effeminate, nor abusers 
of themselves with mankind, 

10 Nor thieves, nor covetous, nor 
drunkards, nor revilers, nor extor- 
tioners, shall inherit the kingdom 
of God. 

11 And such were some of you: 
but ye are washed, but ye ai’e sanc- 
tified, but ye are justified in the 
name of the Lord Jesus, and by the 
Spirit of our God. 

12 All things are lawful imto me, 
but all things are not expedient : all 
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things are lawful for me, but I will 
not be brought under the power of 
any. 

13 Meats for the belly, and the belly 
for meats : but God shall destroy 
both it and them. Now the body is 
not for fornication, but for the Lord ; 
and the Lord for the body. 

14 And God hath both raised up 
the Lord, and will also raise up us 
by his own power. 

15 Know ye not that your bodies 
are the members of C^ist ? shall 
I then take the members of Christ, 
and make tlwm the members of an 
harlot? God forbid. 

16 Wliat ? know ye not that he 
which is joined to an harlot is one 
body ? for tw o, saith he, shall be 
one fiesh. 

17 But he that is joined unto the 
Lord is one spirit. 

18 Flee fornication. Every sin that 
a man doeth is without the body; 
but he that committeth fornication 
sinneth against his own body. 

19 Wbat ? know ye not that yom* 
body is the temple of the Holy Ghost 
which is m you, which ye have of 
God, and ye are not your own ? 

20 For ye are bought with a price : 
therefore glorify God in your body, 
and in your spirit, which are God’s. 

CHAPTER VII. 
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2 He treateth of marriage, 4 shewing it to be a remedy 
against fornication : 10 and that the bond thereof 
ought not lightly to be dissolved. 18, 20 Every man 
must be content with his vocation. 25 Virginity 
wherefore to be embrctced. 35 And for what respects 
we may either marry, or abstain from marrying. 

OW concerning the things where- 
X 1 of ye wrote unto me : It is good 
for a man not to touch a woman. 

2 Nevertheless, to avoid fornication, 
let every man have his own wife, 
and let every woman have her own 
husband. 

3 Let the husband render unto the 
wife due benevolence : and likewise 
also the wife unto the husband. 

4 The wife hath not power of her 
own body, but the husband : and 
likewise also the husband hath not 
power of his own body, but the wife. 

6 Defraud ye not one the other, 
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except it he with consent for a time, 
that ye may give yourselves to fast- 
ing and prayer; and come together 
again, that Satan tempt you not for 
your incontinency. 

6 But I speak this by permission, 
and not of commandment. 

7 For I would that all men were 
even as I myself But every man 
hath his proper gift of God, one after 
this manner, and another after that 

8 I say therefore to the unmarried 
and widows. It is good for them if 
they abide even as I. 

9 But if they cannot contain, let 
them marry : for it is better to 
marry than to bum. 

10 And unto the married I com- 
mand, yet not I, but the Lord, Let 
not the wife depart from her husband : 

11 But and if she depart, let her 
remain unmarried, or be reconciled 
to her husband : and let not the 
husband put away his wife. 

12 But to the rest speak I, not 
the Lord : If any brother hath a 
wife that believeth not, and she be 
pleased to dwell with him, let him 
not put her away. 

13 And the woman which hath an 
husband that believeth not, and if 
he be pleased to dwell with her, let 
her not leave him. 

14 For the imbelieving husband is 
sanctified by the wife, and the un- 
believing wife is sanctified by the 
husband: else were your childi’en 
unclean ; but now are they holy. 

15 But if the unbelieving depart, 
let him depart. A brother or a sister 
is not under bondage in such cases : 
Vuit God hath called us to peace. 

16 For what knowest thou, O wife, 
whether thou shalt save thy hus- 
band ? or how knowest thou, O man, 
whether thou shalt save thy wife? 

17 But as God hath distributed to 
every man, as the Lord hath called 
every one, so let him walk. And so 
ordain I in all churches. 

18 Is any man called being circum- 
cised ? let him not become uncircum- 
cised. Is any called in uncircumci- 
sion? let him not be circumcised. 


of marriage. 

19 Circumcision is nothing, and mi- 
circumcision is nothing, but the keep- 
ing of the commandments of God. 

20 Let every man abide in the same 
calling wherein he was called. 

21 i!^t thou called heing a servant ? 
care not for it : but if thou mayest 
be made free, use it rather. 

22 For he that is called in the Lord, 
heing a servant, is the Lord’s free- 
man : likewise also he that is called, 
heing free, is Christ’s servant. 

23 Ye are bought with a price ; be 
not ye the servants of men. 

24 Brethren, let every man, wherein 
he is called, therein abide with God. 

25 Now concerning virgins I have 
no commandment of the Lord : yet I 
give my judgment, as one that hath 
obtained mercy of the Lord to be 
faithful. 

26 I suppose therefore that this is 
good for the present distress, I say, 
that it is good for a man so to be. 

27 Art thou bound unto a wife ? 
seek not to be loosed. Art thou 
loosed from a wife ? seek not a wife. 

28 But and if thou marry, thou 
hast not sinned ; and if a virgin 
marry, she hath not siimed. Never- 
theless such shall have trouble in the 
flesh : but I spare yoa 

29 But this I say, brethren, the 
time is short : it remaineth, that 
both they that have wives be as 
though they had none; 

30 And they that weep, as though 
they wept not; and they that re- 
joice, as though they rejoiced not; 
and they that buy, as though they 
possessed not; 

31 And they that use this world, as 
not abusing it: for the fashion of 
this world passeth away. 

32 But I would have you without 
carefulness. He that is unmarried 
careth for the things that belong to 
the Lord, how he may please the 
Lord: 

33 But he that is married careth 
for the things that are of the world, 
how he may please his wife. 

34 There is difference also between 
a wife and a virgin. The unmarried 
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woman careth for the things of the 
Lord, that she may be holy both in 
body and in spirit: but she that 
is married careth for the things of 
the world, how she may please her 
husband. 

35 And this I speak for your own 
profit ; not that I may cast a snare 
upon you, but for that which is 
comely, and that ye may attend 
upon the Lord without distraction. 

36 But if any man think that he 
behaveth himself uncomely toward 
his virgin, if she pass the flower of 
her age, and need so require, let 
him do what he will, he sinneth not : 
let them marry. 

37 Nevertheless he that standeth 
stedfast in his heart, having no ne- 
cessity, but hath power over his own 
will, and hath so decreed in his heart 
that he will keep his vii’gin, doeth 
well. 

38 So then he that giveth her in mar- 
riage doeth well ; but he that giveth 
her not in marriage doeth better. 

39 The wife is bound by the law 
as long as her husband liveth; but 
if her husband be dead, she is at 
liberty to be married to whom she 
will ; only in the Lord. 

40 But she is happier if she so 
abide, after my judgment: and I 
think also that I have the Spirit of 
God. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

1 To abstain from meats offered to idols. 8 , 9 We must 

not abase our Christian liberty, to the offence of our 

brethren: 11 but must bridle our knowledye with 

charity. 

OW as touching things offered 
unto idols, we know that we all 
have knowledge. Knowledge puffeth 
up, but charity edifieth. 

2 And if any man think that he 
knoweth any thing, he knoweth no- 
thing yet as he ought to know. 

3 But if any man love God, the 
same is known of him. 

4 As concerning therefore the eat- 
ing of those things that are offered 
in sacrifice unto idols, we know that 
an idol is nothing in the world, and 
that there is none other God but one. 

6 For though there be that are 


called gods, whether in heaven or 
in earth, (as there be gods many, 
and lords many,) 

6 But to us there is hut one God, 
the Father, of whom are all things, 
and we in him ; and one Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom are all things, and 
we by him. 

7 Howbeit there is not in every man 
that knowledge: for some with con- 
science of the idol unto this hour eat 

as a thing offered unto an idol ; 
and their conscience being weak is 
defiled. 

8 But meat commendeth us not to 
God: for neither, if we eat, are we 
the better; neither, if we eat not, 
are we the worse. 

9 But take heed lest by any means 
this liberty of your’s become a stum- 
blin^lock to them that are weak. 

10 For if any man see thee which 
hast knowledge sit at meat in the 
idol’s temple, shall not the con- 
science of him which is weak be em- 
boldened to eat those things which 
are offered to idols; 

11 And through thy knowledge shall 
the weak brother perish, for whom 
Christ died? 

12 But when ye sin so against the 
brethren, and wound then weak con- 
science, ye sin against Clirist. 

13 Wherefore, if meat make my 
brother to offend, I will eat no flesh 
while the world standeth, lest I make 
my brother to offend. 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 He sheweth his liberty, 7 and that the minister ought 

to live by the gospel: yet that himself hath of his 

own accord abstained, to be either chargeable unto 

them, 22 or offensive unto any, in matters indifferent. 

24 Our life is like unto a race. 

A m I not an apostle? am I not 
_ free ? have I not seen Jesus 
Christ our Lord? are not ye my 
work in the Lord? 

2 If I be not an apostle unto others, 
yet doubtless I am to you: for the 
seal of mine apostleship are ye in 
the Lord. 

3 Mine answer to them that do 
examine me is this, 

4 Have we not power to eat and 
to drink? 
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PatiCs selfdenial 

5 Have we not power to lead about 
a sister, a wife, as well as other 
apostles, and as the brethren of the 
l^rd, and Cephas ? 

6 Or I only and Barnabas, have not 
we power to forbear working ? 

7 Who goeth a warfare any time at 
his own charges ? who planteth a 
vineyard, and eateth not of the fruit 
thereof? or who feedeth a flock, and 
eateth not of the milk of the flock ? 

8 Say I these things as a man ? or 
saith not the law the same also ? 

9 For it is written in the law of 
Moses, Thou shalt not muzzle the 
mouth of the ox that treadeth out 
the com. Doth God take care for 
oxen ? 

10 Or saith he it altogether for our 
sakes ? For our sakes, no doubt, this 
is written : that he that ploweth 
should plow in hope; and that he 
that thresheth in hope should be 
partaker of his hope. 

11 If we have sown unto you spi- 
ritual things, is it a great thing if we 
shall reap your carnal things? 

12 If others be partakers of this 
power over you, are not we rather? 
Nevertheless we have not used this 
power; but suffer all things, lest we 
should hinder the gospel of Christ. 

13 Do ye not know that they which 
minister about holy things live of the 
thirajs of the temple ? and they which 
wait at the altar are partakers with 
the altar ? 

14 Even so hath the Lord ordained 
that they which preach the gospel 
should live of the gospel. 

15 But I have used none of these 
things; neither have I written these 
things, that it should be so done 
unto me: for it were better for me 
to die, than that any man should 
make my glorying void. 

16 For though I preach the gospel, 

I have nothing to glory of: for ne- 
cessity is laid upon me ; yea, woe is 
unto me, if I preach not the gospel I 

17 For if I do this thing willingly, 

[ have a reward: but if against my 
(nil, a dispensation of the go^d is 
(X)mmitted unto me. 


for the gospd. 

18 What is my reward then ? Verilg 
that, when I preach the gospel, I 
may make the gospel of Christ with- 
out charge, that I abuse not my 
power in the gospel. 

19 For though I be free from all men^ 
yet have I made myself servant unto 
all, that I might gain the more. 

20 And unto the Jews I became as 
a Jew, that I might gain the Jews; 
to them that are vmder the law, as 
imder the law, that I might gain 
them that are under the law; 

21 To them that are >vithout law, 
as without law, (being not without 
law to God, but under the law to 
Christ,) that I might gain them that 
are without law. 

22 To the weak became I as weak, 
that I might gain the weak: I am 
made all things to all men, that I 
might by all means save some. 

23 And this I do for the gospel’s 
sake, that I might be partaker there- 
of with you. 

24 Know ye not that they which 
run in a race run all, but one re- 
ceiveth the prize? So run, that ye 
may obtain. 

25 And every man that striveth' 
for the mastery is temperate in all 
things. Now they do it to obtain a 
corruptible crown; but we an im 
corruptible. 

26 I therefore so run, not as un- 
certainly ; so flght I, not as one that 
beateth the air : 

27 But I keep under my body, and 
bring it into subjection : lest that by 
any means, when I have preached 
to others, I myself should be a cast- 
away 

CHAPTER X. 

1 The sotcramente of the Jews 6 are types of our Sy 7 
and their punishments y 11 examples for us, 14 We 
mtutt fly from idolatry. 21 We must not make the 
Lord* 8 table the table of devils: 24 and in things 
indifferent we must have regard of our brethren, 

ItTOREOVER, brethren, I would 
xvL not that ye should be ignorant, 
how that all our fathers were under 
the cloud, and all passed through 
the sea; 

2 And were all baptized unto Moses- 
in the cloud and in the sea ; 
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3 And did all eat the same spiritual 
meat; 

4 And did all drink the same spi- 
ritual drink: for they drank of that 
spiritual Kock that followed them: 
and that Rock was Christ. 

5 But with many of them God was 
not well pleased : for they were over- 
thrown in the wilderness. 

6 Now these things were our ex- 
amples, to the intent we should not 
lust after evil things, as they also 
lusted. 

7 Neither be ye idolaters, as were 
some of them ; as it is written. The 
people sat down to eat and drink, 
and rose up to play. 

8 Neither let us commit fornication, 
as some of them committed, and fell 
in one day three and twenty thou- 
sand. 

9 Neither let us tempt Christ, as 
some of them also tempted, and were 
destroyed of serpents. 

10 Neither murmur ye, as some 
of them also murmured, and were 
destroyed of the destroyer. 

11 Now all these things happened 
unto them for ensamples: and they 
are written for our admonition, upon 
whom the ends of the world are 
come. 

12 Wherefore let him that thinketh 
he standeth take heed lest he fall. 

13 There hath no temptation taken 
you but such as is common to man : 
but God is faithful, who will not 
suffer you to be tempted above that 
ye are able ; but will with the temp- 
tation also make a way to escape, 
that ye may be able to bear it. 

14 Wherefore, my dearly beloved, 
flee from idolatry. 

15 I speak as to wise men; judge 
ye what I say. 

16 The cup of blessing which we 
bless, is it not the communion of the 
blood of Christ? The bread which 
we break, is it not the communion 
of the body of Christ? 

17 For we being many are one 
bread, and one body : for we are all 
partakers of that one bread. 

18 Behold Israel after the flesh: 


from idolatry. 

are not they which eat of the sacri- 
fices partakers of the altar ? 

19 What say I then? that the idol 
is any thing, or that which is offered 
in sacrifice to idols is any thing? 

20 But I say, that the things which 
the Gentiles sacrifice, they sacrifice 
to devils, and not to God: and I 
would not that ye should have fel- 
lowship with devils. 

21 Ye cannot drink the cup of the 
Lord, and the cup of devils : ye 
cannot be partakers of the Lord’s 
table, and of the table of devils. 

22 Do we provoke the Lord to jea- 
lousy? are we stronger than he? 

23 All things are lawful for me, but 
all things are not expedient : all 
things are lawful for me, but all 
things edify not. 

24 Let no man seek his own, but 
every man another’s wealth. 

25 Whatsoever is sold in the sham- 
bles, that eat, asking no question for 
conscience sake: 

26 For the earth is the Lord’s, and 
the fulness thereof. 

27 If any of them that believe not 
bid you to a feast, and ye be disposed 
to go ; whatsoever is set before you, 
eat, asking no question for conscience 
sake. 

28 But if any man say unto you. 
This is offered in sacrifice unto idols, 
eat not for his sake that shewed it, and 
for conscience sake : for the earth is 
the Lord’s, and the fulness thereof : 

29 Conscience, I say, not thine own, 
but of the other: for why is my 
liberty judged of another man's con- 
science ? 

30 For if I by grace be a partaker, 
why am I evil spoken of for that for 
which I give thanks? 

31 Wliether therefore ye eat, or 
drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all 
to the glory of God. 

32 Give none offence, neither to 
the Jews, nor to the Gentiles, nor 
to the church of God: 

33 Even as I please all men in all 
things, not seeking mine own profit, 
but the profit of many, that they 
may be saved. 
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divine worship. 


CHAPTER XI. 

1 He reproveth them, because in holy assemblies 4 their 
men prayed with their heads covered, and 6 women 
with their heads uncovered, 17 and because generally 
Ukeir meetings were not for the better but for the worse, 
as 2\ namely in profaning with their own feasts the 
Lord's supper. 23 Tjostly, he calkth them to the first 
institution thereof 

B e ye followers of me, even as I 
also am of Christ. 

2 Now I praise you, brethren, that 
ye remember me in all things, and 
keep the ordinances, as I ddivered 
them to you. 

3 But I would have you know, that 
the head of every man is Christ; 
and the head of the woman is the 
man ; and the head of Christ is God. 
4 Every man praying or prophesy- 
ing, having his head covered, disho- 
noureth his head. 

o But every woman that prayeth or 
prophesieth with her head vmcovered 
dishonoureth her head : for that is 
even all one as if she were shaven. 

6 For if the woman be not covered, 
let her also be shorn : but if it be a 
shame for a woman to be shorn or 
shaven, let her be covered. 

7 For a man indeed ought not to 
cover his head, forasmuch as he is 
the image and glory of God: but 
the woman is the glory of the man. 
8 For the man is not of the woman ; 
but the woman of the man. 

9 Neither was the man created for 
the woman ; but the woman for the 
man. 

10 For this cause ought the woman 
to have power on her head because 
of the angels. 

11 Nevertheless neither is the man 
without the woman, neither the wo- 
man without the man, in the Lord. 

12 For as the woman is of the man, 
even so is the man also by the wo- 
man ; but all things of God. 

13 Judge in yourselves : is it comely 
that a woman pray unto God unco- 
vered ? 

14 Doth not even nature itself 
teach you, that, if a man have long 
hair, it is a shame unto him ? 

15 But if a woman have long hair, 
it is a glory to her : for her hair is 
given her for a covering. 
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16 But if any man seem to be con- 
tentious, we have no such custom, 
neither the churches of God. 

17 Now in this that I declare unto 
you I praise you not, that ye come 
together not for the better, but for 
the worse. 

18 For first of all, when ye come 
together in the church, I hear that 
there be divisions among you; and 
I partly believe it. 

19 For there must be also heresies 
among you, that they which are 
approved may be made manifest 
among yoa 

20 When ye come together there- 
fore into one place, this is not to 
eat the Lord’s supper. 

21 For in eating every one taketh 
before other his own supper : and one 
is hungry, and another is drunken. 

22 What ? have ye not houses to 
eat and to drink in? or despise ye 
the church of God, and shame them 
that have not ? What shall 1 say to 
you ? shall I praise you in this ? 1 
praise you not. 

23 For I have received of the Lord 
that which also I delivered unto 
you. That the Lord Jesus the same 
night in whieh he was betrayed took 
bread : 

24 And when he had given thanks, 
he brake it, and said. Take, eat : 
this is my body, which is broken 
for you : this do in remembrance 
of me. 

25 After the same manner also he 
took the cup, when he had supped, 
saying. This cup is the new testa- 
ment in my blood : this do ye, as 
oft as ye drink it, in remembrance 
of me. 

26 For as often as ye eat this bread, 
and drink this cup, ye do shew the 
Lord’s death till he come. 

27 Wherefore whosoever shall eat 
this bread, and drink this cup of the 
Lord, unworthily, shall be guilty of 
the body and blood of the Lord. 

28 But let a man examine himself, 
and so let him eat of that bread, and 
drink of that cup. 

29 For he that eateth and drink-

eth unworthily, eateth and drinketh 
damnation to himself, not discerning 
the Lord’s body. 

30 For this cause many are weak 
and sickly among you, and many 
sleep. 

31 For if we would judge ourselves, 
we should not be judged. 

32 But when we are judged, we 
are chastened of the Lord, that we 
should not be condemned with the 
world. 

33 Wherefore, my brethren, when 
ye come together to eat, tarry one 
for another. 

34 And if any man hunger, let him 
eat at home ; that ye come not to- 
gether imto condemnation. And the 
rest will I set in order when I come. 

CHAPTER XII. 

1 Spiritual gifts 4 - are divers^ 7 yet all to profit withaL 
8 And to that end are diversely bestouwd : 12 that by 
the like proportion, as the rrumibers of a natural body 
tend all to the 16 mutual decency, 22 service, and 
26 succour of the same body ; 27 so we should do one 
for another, to make up the mystical body of Christ. 

OW concerning spiritual gifts, 
brethren, I would not have 
you ignorant. 

2 Ye know that ye were Gentiles, 
carried away unto these dumb idols, 
even as ye were led. 

3 Wherefore I give you to under- 
stand, that no man speaking by the 
Spirit of God calleth Jesus accui’sed: 
and that no man can say that Jesus 
is the Lord, but by the Holy Ghost. 

4 Now there are diversities of gifts, 
but the same Spirit. 

5 And there are differences of ad- 
ministrations, but the same Lord. 

6 And there are diversities of ope- 
rations, but it is the same God which 
worketh all in all. 

7 But the manifestation of the Spi- 
rit is given to every man to profit 
withal. 

8 For to one is given by the Spirit 
the word of wisdom ; to another the 
word of knowledge by the same 
Spirit ; 

9 To another faith by the same 
Spirit; to another the gifts of heal- 
ing by the same Spirit ; 

10 To another the working of mi- 
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racles ; to another prophecy ; to 
another discerning of spirits; to an- 
other divers kinds of tongues ; to an- 
other the interpretation of tongues : 

11 But all these worketh that one 
and the selfsame Spirit, dividing to 
every man severally as he will. 

12 For as the body is one, and hath 
many members, and all the members 
of that one body, being many, are one 
body : so also is Christ. 

13 For by one Spirit are we all bap- 
tized into one body, whether we he 
Jews or Gentiles, whether we he bond 
or free ; and have been all made to 
drink into one Spirit. 

14 For the body is not one mem- 
ber, but many. 

15 If the foot shall say, Because I 
am not the hand, I am not of the 
body ; is it therefore not of the body ? 

1(> And if the ear shall say. Because 
I am not the eye, I am not of the 
body ; is it therefore not of the body ? 

17 If the whole body were an eye, 
where were the hearing ? If the 
whole were hearing, where were the 
smelling ? 

18 But now hath God set the mem- 
bers every one of them in the body, 
as it hath pleased him. 

19 And if they were all one mem- 
ber, where were the body ? 

20 But now are they many mem- 
bers, yet but one body. 

21 And the eye cannot say unto 
the hand, I have no need of thee: 
nor again the head to the feet, I 
have no need of you. 

22 Nay, much more those members 
of the body, wliich seem to be more 
feeble, are necessary: 

23 And those members of the body, 
which we think to be less honoiu'- 
able, upon these we bestow more 
abimdant honour ; and our uncomely 
parts have more abundant comeliness. 

24 For our comely parts have no 
need: but God hath tempered the 
body together, having given more 
abundant honour to that part which 
lacked : 

25 That there should be no schism 
in the body; but thaJt the members 
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should have the same care one for 
another. 

26 And whether one member suf- 
fer, all the members suffer with it; 
or one member be honoured, all the 
members rejoice with it. 

27 Now ye are the body of Christ, 
and members in particular. 

And God hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, secondarily pro- 
phets, thirdly teachers, after that mi- 
racles, then gifts of healings, helps, 
governments, diversities of tongues. 

29 Are all apostles ? are all pro- 
phets ? are all teachers ? are all 
workers of miracles ? 

30 Have all the gifts of healing ? do 
all speak with tongues ? do all inter- 
pret ? 

31 But covet earnestly the best 
gifts: and yet shew I unto you a 
more excellent way. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

1 All gifts, 2, 3 how excellent soever, are nothing worth 
without charity. 4 The praises thereof, and 13 pre^ 
lation before hope and faith. 

T hough I speak with the tongues 
of men and of angels, and have 
not charity, I am become as sound- 
ing brass, or a tinkling cymbal. 

2 And though I have the gift of pro- 
phecy, and imderstand all mysteries, 
and all knowledge ; and though I 
have all faith, so that I could remove 
mountains, and have not charity, I 
am nothing. 

3 And though I bestow all my goods 
to feed the poor, and though I give 
my body to be burned, and have not 
charity, it profiteth me nothing. 

4 Charity suffereth long, and is 
kind ; charity envieth not ; charity 
vaunteth not itself, is not puffed up, 

5 Doth not behave itself unseemly, 
seeketh not her own, is not easily 
provoked, thinketh no evil; 

6 Rejoiceth not in iniquity, but re- 
joiceth in the truth; 

7 Beareth all things, believeth all 
thin^, hopeth all mings, endureth 
all things. ' ‘ ' 

8 Charity never failetli> but whe-‘ 
ther there be prophecies, they shall 
feil; whether th&re he tongues, they 


shall cease; whether there be know- 
ledge, it shall vanish away. 

9 For we know in part, and we pro- 
phesy in part. 

10 But when that which is perfect 
is come, then that which is in part 
shall be done away. 

11 When I was a child, I spake 
as a child, I understood as a child, 
I thought as a child: but when I 
became a man, I put away childish 
things. 

12 For now we see through a glass, 
darkly ; but then face to face : now 
I know in part ; but then shall I 
know even as also I am known. 

13 And now abideth faith, hope, 
charity, these three ; but the great- 
est of these is charity. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

1 Prophecy is commended, 2, 3, 4 ayid prtferred before 
speaking with tongues, 6 by a comparison drawn from 
musical instruments. 12 Both must be referred to 
edification, 22 as to their true and proper end. 26 The 
true use of each is taught, 27 and the abuse taxed. 
34 Women are forbidden to speak in the church. 

F ollow after charity, and de- 
sire spiritual gifts, but rather 
that ye may prophesy. 

2 For he that speaketh in an un- 
Tcnoivn tongue speaketh not unto 
men, but unto God : for no man 
understandeth him; howbeit in the 
spirit he speaketh mysteries. 

3 But he that prophesieth speaketh 
unto men to edification, and exhorta- 
tion, and comfort. 

4 He that speaketh in an unknoicn 
tongue edifieth himself ; but he that 
prophesieth edifieth the church. 

5 I would that ye all spake with 
tongues, but rather that ye prophe- 
sied: for greater is he that prophe- 
sieth than he that speaketh with 
tongues, except he interpret, that 
the church may receive edifying. 

6 Now, brethren, if I come unto 
you speaking with tongues, what 
shall I profit you, except I shall 
speak to you either by revelation, 
or by knowledge, or by prophesying, 
or by doctrine? 

7 And even things without life 
giving sound, whether pipe or harp, 
except they give a distinction in 
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the sounds, how shall it be known 
what is piped or harped? 

8 For if the trumpet give an vmcer- 
tain sound, who shall prepare him- 
self to the battle? 

9 So likewise ye, except ye utter 
by the ton^e words easy to be un- 
derstood, how shall it be known 
what is spoken? for ye shall speak 
into the air. 

10 There are, it may be, so many 
kinds of voices in the world, and 
none of them is without significa- 
tion. 

11 Therefore if I know not the 
meaning of the voice, I shall be unto 
him that speaketh a barbarian, and 
he that speaketh slicdl he a barbarian 
unto me. 

12 Even so ye, forasmuch as ye are 
zealous of spiritual gifts, seek that 
ye may excel to the edifying of the 
church. 

13 Wherefore let him that speaketh 
in an unknown tongue pray that he 
may interpret. 

14 For if I pray in an unknown 
tongue, my spirit prayeth, but my 
understanding is unfruitfiil. 

15 What is it then? I will pray 
with the spirit, and I will pray with 
the understanding also : I will sing 
with the spirit, and I will sing with 
the understanding also. 

16 Else when thou shalt bless with 
the spirit, how shall he that occu- 
pieth the room of the unlearned say 
Amen at thy givii^ of thanks, see- 
ing he understandeth not what thou 
sayest ? 

17 For thou verily givest thanks 
well, but the other is not edified. 

18 I thank my God, I speak with 
tongues more than ye all: 

19 Yet in the church I had rather 
speak five words with my imder- 
standing, that hy my voice I might 
teach others also, than ten thousand 
words in an unknown tongue. 

20 Brethren, be not children in un- 
derstanding: howbeit in malice be 
ye children, but in understanding be 
men. 

21 In the law it is written. With 
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men of other tongues and other lips 
will I speak imto this people; and 
yet for all that will they not hear 
me, saith the Lord. 

22 Wherefore tongues are for a sign, 
not to them that believe, but to them 
that believe not: but prophesying 
serveth not for them that believe not, 
but for them which believe. 

23 If therefore the whole church be 
come together into one place, and all 
speak with tongues, and there come in 
those that are unlearned, or unbeliev- 
ers, will they not say that ye are mad ? 

24 But if all prophesy, and there 
come in one that believeth not, or 
one unlearned, he is convinced of all, 
he is judged of all : 

25 And thus are the secrets of his 
heart made manifest; and so falling 
down on his face he will worship Go<i 
and report that God is in you of a 
truth. 

26 How is it then, brethren? when 
ye come together, every one of you 
hath a psalm, hath a doctrine, hath a 
tongue, hath a revelation, hath an in- 
terpretation. Let all things be done 
unto edifying. 

27 If any man speak in an unknown 
tongue, let it he by two, or at the most 
hy three, and that by course ; and let 
one interpret. 

28 But if there be no interpreter, let 
him keep silence in the church ; and 
let him speak to himself, and to God. 

29 Let the prophets speak two or 
three, and let the other judge. 

30 If any thing be revealed to an- 
other that sitteth by, let the first 
hold his peace. 

31 For ye may all prophesy one by 
one, that all may learn, and all may 
be comforted. 

32 And the spirits of the prophets 
are subject to the propheta 

33 For God is not the author of con- 
fusion, but of peace, as in all churches 
of the saints. 

34 Let your women keep silence in 
the churches : for it is not permitted 
unto them to speak; but they are 
commanded to be imder obedience, 
as also saith the law.

THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE 


TO THE 

CORINTHIANS. 


CHAPTER I. 

3 The apostle encourageth them against troubles, by the 
comforts and deliverances which God had given him, 
as in all his afflictions, 8 so particularly in his late 
danger in Asia, 12 And calling both his own cm-- 
science and theirs to witness of his sincere manner 
of preaching the immutable truth of the gospel, he 
excuseth his not coming to them^ ae proceeding not of 
lightness, hut of his lenity towards them, 

P AUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ 
by the will of God, and Timothy 
our brother, unto the church of God 
which is at Corinth, with all the saints 
which are in all Achaia : 

2 Grace he to you and peace from 
God our Father, and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

3 Blessed he God, even the Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Fa- 
ther of mercies, and the God of all 
comfort ; 

4 Who comforteth us in all our 
tribulation, that we may be able to 
comfort them which are in any trou- 
ble, by the comfort wherewith we 
ourselves are comforted of God. 

5 For as the sufferings of Christ 
abound in us, so our consolation also 
aboundeth by Christ. 

6 And whether we be afflicted, it is 
for your consolation and salvation, 
which is effectual in the enduring 
of the same sufferings which we also 
suffer : or whether we be comforted, 
it is for your consolation and sal- 
vation. 

7 And our hope of you is stedfast, 
knowing, that as ye are partakers 
of the sufferings, so shaU ye he also 
of the consolation. 

8 For we would not, brethren, have 
you ignorant of our trouble which 
came to us in Asia, that we were 
pressed out of measure, above 
strength, insomuch that we despair- 
ed even of life; 


9 But we had the sentence of death 
in ourselves, that we should not trust 
in ourselves, but in God which raiseth 
the dead : 

10 Who delivered us from so great 
a death, and doth deliver : in whom 
we trust that he will yet deliver vs ; 

11 Ye also helping together by 
prayer for us, that for the gift ho- 
stowed upon us by the means of 
many persons thanks may be given 
by many on our behalf 

12 For our rejoicing is this, the 
testimony of our conscience, that in 
simplicity and godly sincerity, not 
with fleshly wisdom, but by the grace 
of God, we have had our conversa- 
tion in the world, and more abun- 
dantly to you-ward. 

13 For we write none other things 
unto you, than what ye read or ac- 
knowledge ; and I trust ye shall ac- 
knowledge even to the end; 

14 As also ye have acknowledged 
us in part, that we are your rejoic- 
ing, even as ye also are our’s in the 
day of the Lord Jesus. 

15 And in this confidence I was 
minded to come unto you before, that 
ye might have a second benefit ; 

16 .Amd to pass by you into Mace- 
donia, and to come again out of Ma- 
cedonia unto you, and of you to be 
broi^ht on my way toward Judaea. 

17 When I therefore was thus mind- 
ed, did I use lightness ? or the things 
that I purpose, do I purpose ac- 
cording to the flesh, that with me 
there should be yea yea, and nay 
nay? 

18 But as God is true, our word to- 
ward you was not yea and nay. 

19 For the Son of God, Jesus Christ, 
who was preached among you by u&

67 But thanks he to God, which 
giveth us the victory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

68 Therefore, my beloved brethren, 
be ye stedfast, unmoveable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, 
forasmuch as ye know that your lar 
hour is not in vain in the Lord.

I shall pass through Macedonia : for 
I do pass through Macedonia 

6 And it may be that I will abide, 
yea, and winter with you, that ye 
may bring me on my journey whi- 
thersoever I go. 

7 For I will not see you now by 
the way ; but I trust to tarry a while 
with you, if the Lord permit. 

8 But I will tarry at Ephesus imtil 
Pentecost 

9 For a great door and effectual is 
opened imto me, and there are many 
adversariea 

10 Now if Timotheus come, see 
that he may be with you without 
fear: for he worketh the work of 
the Lord, as I also do. 


11 Let no man therefore despise 
him : but conduct him forth in peace, 
that he may come unto me: for I 
look for him with the brethren. 

12 As touching our brother Apollos, 

I greatly desired him to come unto 
you with the brethren : but his will 
was not at all to come at this time ; 
but he will come when he shall have 
convenient time. 

13 Watch ye, stand fast in the faith, 
quit you like men, be strong. 

14 Let all your things be done with 
charity. 

15 I beseech you, brethren, (ye 
know the house of Stephanas, that 
it is the firstfhiits of Achaia. nd 
that they have addicted themselves 
to the ministry of the saints,) 

IG That ye submit yourselves unto 
such, and to every one that helpeth 
with us, and laboureth. 

17 I am glad of the coming of Ste- 
phanas and Fortunatus and Achai- 
cus: for that which was lacking on 
your part they have supplied. 

18 For they have refreshed my 
spirit and your’s: therefore acknow- 
ledge ye them that are such. 

19 The churches of Asia salute you. 
Aquila and Priscilla salute you much 
in the Lord, with the church that is 
in their house. 

20 All the brethren gi’eet you. 
Greet ye one another with an holy 
kiss. 

21 The salutation of me Paul with 
mine own hand. 

22 If any man love not the Lord 
Jesus Christ, let him be Anathema 
Maran-atha. 

23 The grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ he with you. 

24 My love he with you all in Christ 
Jesus. Amea

written from Philippi by Stephanas, and 
Fortunatus, and Achaicus, and Timo- 
theus.

THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE 


TO THE 

CORINTHIANS. 


CHAPTER I. 

3 The apostle encourageth them against troubles, by the 
comforts and deliverances which God had given him, 
as in all his afflictions, 8 so particularly in his late 
danger in Asia, 12 And calling both his own con- 
science and their s to witness of his sincere manner 
of preaching the immutable truth of the gospel, 15 Ae 
excuseth his not coming to them, as proceeding not of 
lightness, hut of his lenity towards them, 

P AUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ 
by the will of God, and Timothy 
our brother, unto the church of God 
which is at Corinth, with all the saints 
which are in all Achaia : 

2 Grace he to you and peace from 
God our Father, and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

3 Blessed he God, even the Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Fa- 
ther of mercies, and the God of all 
comfort ; 

4 Who comforteth us in all our 
tribulation, that we may be able to 
comfort them which are in any trou- 
ble, by the comfort wherewith we 
ourselves are comforted of God. 

5 For as the sufferings of Christ 
abound in us, so our consolation also 
aboundeth by Christ. 

6 And whether we be afflicted, U is 
for your consolation and salvation, 
which is effectual in the enduring 
of the same sufferings which we also 
suffer : or whether we be comforted, 
it is for your consolation and sal- 
vation. 

7 And our hope of you is stedfast, 
knowing, that as ye are partakers 
of the sufferings, so shall ye he also 
of the consolation. 

8 For we would not, brethren, have 
you ignorant of our trouble which 
came to us in Asia, that we were 
pressed out of measure, above 
strength, insomuch that we despair- 
ed even of life: 


9 But we had the sentence of death 
in ourselves, that we should not trust 
in ourselves, but in God which raiseth 
the dead : 

10 Who delivered us from so great 
a death, and doth deliver : in whom 
we trust that he will yet deliver us ; 

11 Ye also helping together by 
prayer for us, that for the gift &e- 
stowed upon us by the means of 
many persons thanks may be given 
by many on our behalf. 

12 For our rejoicing is this, the 
testimony of our conscience, that in 
simplicity and godly sincerity, not 
with flesffly wisdom, out by the grace 
of God, we have had oxu* conversa- 
tion in the world, and more abun- 
dantly to you-ward. 

13 For we write none other things 
unto you, than what ye read or ac- 
knowledge ; and I trust ye shall ac- 
knowledge even to the end; 

14 As also ye have acknowledged 
us in part, that we are your rejoic- 
ing, even as ye also are our’s in the 
day of the Lord Jesus. 

15 And in this confidence I was 
minded to come unto you before, that 
ye might have a second benefit ; 

16 Aiid to pass by you into Mace- 
donia, and to come again out of Ma- 
cedonia unto you, and of you to be 
brought on my way toward Judsea. 

17 When I therefore was thus mind- 
ed, did I use lightness ? or the things 
that I purpose, do I purpose ac- 
cording to the flesh, that with me 
there should be yea yea, and nay 
nay ? 

18 But as God is true, our word to- 
ward you was not yea and nay. 

19 For the Son of God, Jesus Christ, 
who was preached among you by ua 
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even by me and Silvanus and Timo- 
theus, was not yea and nay, but in 
him was yea. 

20 For all the promises of God in 
him are yea, and in him Amen, unto 
the glory of God by us. 

21 Now he which stablisheth us with 
you in Christ, and hath anointed us, 
is God; 

22 Who hath also sealed us, and 
given the earnest of the Spirit in 
our hearts. ‘ 

23 Moreover I call God for a record 
upon my soul, that to spare you I 
came not as yet unto Corinth. 

24 Not for that we have dominion 
over your faith, but are helpers of 
yom joy: for by faith ye stand. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 Having shewed the reason why he came not to themy 
6 he requxreth tiirnn to forgive and to comfort that 
excommunicated person., 10 even as himself also 
upon his true repentance had forgiven him, 12 
claring withal why he departed from Troas to Ma- 
cedonia, 14 and the happy success which God gave 
to his preaching in all places. 

B ut I determined this with my- 
self, that I would not come again 
to you in heaviness. 

2 For if I make you sorry, who is 
he then that inaketh me glad, but 
the same which is made sorry by 
me? 

3 And I uTote this same unto you, 
lest, when I came, I should have sor- 
row from them of whom I ought to 
rejoice ; having confidence in you 
all, that my joy is the joy of you 
all. 

4 For out of much afQiction and 
anguish of heart I wrote imto you 
with many tears ; not that ye should 
be grieved, but that ye might know 
the love which I have more abun- 
dantly unto you. 

o But if any have caused grief, he 
hath not grieved me, but in part: 
that I may not overcharge you all. 
6 SuflScient to such a man is this 
punishment, which was inflicted of 
many. 

7 So that contrariwise ye ought ra- 
ther to forgive him, and comfort him, 
lest perhaps such a one should be 
swallowed up with overmuch sorrow. 


8 Wherefore I beseech you that ye 
would confirm your love toward him. 

9 For to this end also did I write, 
that I might know the proof of you, 
whether ye be obedient in all things. 

10 To whom ye forgive any thing, 
I forgive also: for if I forgave any 
tmng, to whom I forgave it, for your 
sakes forgave I it in the person of 
Christ ; 

11 Lest Satan should get an advan- 
tage of us: for we are not ignorant 
of his devices. 

12 Furthermore, when I came to 
Troas to preach Christ’s gospel, and 
a door was opened imto me of the 
Lord, 

13 I had no rest in my spirit, be- 
cause I found not Titus my brother: 
but taking my leave of them, I went 
from thence into Macedonia. 

14 Now thanks he imto God, which 
always causeth us to triumph in 
Christ, and maketh manifest the sa- 
vour of his knowledge by us in every 
place. 

15 For we are unto God a sweet 
savour of Christ, in them that are 
saved, and in them that perish; 

16 To the one we are the savour of 
death unto death; and to the other 
the savour of life unto life. And who 
is sufficient for these things ? 

17 For we are not as many, which 
corrupt the word of God : but as of 
sincerity, but as of God, in the sight 
of God speak we in Christ. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 Lest their false teacfters should charge him with vain- 
glory, he sheweth the faith and graces of the Corin- 
thians to he a sufficient commendation of his ministry. 

6 Whereupon entering a comparison between the mi- 
nisters of the law and of the gospel, he proveth 
that his ministry is so far the more excellent, as the 
gospel of life arid liberty is more glorious than the 
law of condemnation. 

D o we begin again to commend 
om'selves ? or need we, as some 
others, epistles of commendation to 
you, or letters of commendation from 
you? 

2 Ye are our epistle written in our 
hearts, known and read of all men : 

3 Forasmuch as ye are manifestly 
declared to be the epistle of Christ 
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ministered by us, written not with 
ink, but with the Spirit of the living 
God; not in tables of stone, but in 
fleshy tables of the heart. 

4 j^d such trust have we through 
Christ to God- ward : 

5 Not that we are sufficient of 
ourselves to think any thing as of 
ourselves; but oiu* sufficiency is of 
God; 

0 V^o also hath made us able mi- 
nisters of the new testament ; not of 
the letter, but of the spirit: for the 
letter killeth, but the spirit giveth 
life. 

7 But if the ministration of death, 
written and engraven in stones, was 
glorious, so that the children of Is- 
rael could not stedfastly behold the 
face of Moses for the glory of his 
countenance; which glory was to be 
done away: 

8 How shall not the ministration 
of the spirit be rather glorious? 

9 For if the ministration of con- 
demnation be glory, much more doth 
the ministration of righteousness ex- 
ceed in glory. 

10 For even that which was made 
glorious had no glory in this re- 
spect, by reason of the glory that 
excelleth. 

11 For if that which is done away 
^vas glorious, much more that which 
remaineth is glorious. 

12 Seeing then that we have such 
hope, we use great plainness of 
speech : 

13 And not as Moses, which put 
a vail over his face, that the chil- 
dren of Israel could not stedfastly 
look to the end of that which is abo- 


17 Now the Lord is that Spirit: 
and where the Spirit of the Lord is, 
there is liberty. 

18 But we all, with open face be- 
holding as in a glass the glory of 
the Lord, are changed into the same 
image from glory to glory, even as 
by the Spirit of the Lord. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 He d£cUiTelh how he hath used all sincerity and faith- 
ful diligence hi preaching the gospel^ 7 and how the 
troubles and persecutions which he daily endured 
for the same did redound to the praise of G^'s power ^ 
12 to the heruft of the churchy 16 and to the apostlefs 
own eternal glory, 

T herefore seeing we have 
this ministry, as we have receiv- 
ed mercy, we faint not ; 

2 But have renounced the hidden 
things of dishonesty, not walking in 
craftiness, nor handling the word of 
God deceitfully ; but by manifesta- 
tion of the truth commending our- 
selves to every man’s conscience in 
the sight of God. 

3 But if our gospel be hid, it is hid 
to them that are lost: 

4 In whom the god of this world 
hath blinded the minds of them which 
believe not, lest the light of the glo- 
rious gospel of Christ, who is the 
image of God, should shine unto 
them. 

5 For we preach not ourselves, but 
Christ Jesus the Lord ; and ourselves 
your servants for Jesus’ sake. 

6 For God, who commanded the 
light to shine out of darkness, hath 
shined in our heai’ts, to give the light 
of the knowledge of the glory of God 
in the face of Jesus Christ. 

7 But we have this treasure in

16 Nevertheless when it shall turn body the dying of the Lord Jesus, 
to the Lord, the vail shall be taken that the life also of Jesus might be 

away. made manifest in our body, 
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11 For we which live are alway de- 
livered unto death for Jesus’ sake, 
that the life also of Jesus might be 
made manifest in our mortal flesh. 

12 So then death worketh in us, but 
life in you. 

13 We having the same spirit of 
faith, according as it is written, I 
believed, and therefore have I spo- 
ken; we also believe, and therefore 
speak; 

14 Kmowing that he which raised 
up the Lord Jesus shall raise up us 
also by Jesus, and shall present us 
with you. 

16 For all things are for your 
sakes, that the abundant grace might 
through the thanksgiving of many 
redound to the glory of God. 

16 For which cause we faint not; 
but though our outward man perish, 

et the inward man is renewed day 
y day. 

17 For our light affliction, which is 
but for a moment, worketh for us 
a far more exceeding aTid eternal 
weight of glory ; 

18 While we look not at the things 
which are seen, but at the things 
which are not seen: for the things 
which are seen are temporal ; but 
the things which are not seen are 
eternal. 

CHAPTER V. 

I That in his assured hope of immortal glory, 9 and 
in expectance of it, and of the general judgment, he 
laboureth to keep a good conscience, \2 not that he 
may herein boast of himself, 14 < hut as one that, hav- 
ing received life from Christ, endeavoureth to live as 
a new creature to Christ only, 18 and by his ministry 
of reconciliation to reconcile others also in Christ to 
God. 

F or we know that if our earthly 
house of this tabernacle were 
dissolved, we have a building of God, 
an house not made with hands, eter- 
nal in the heavens. 

2 For in this we CToan, earnestly 
{lesiring to be clothed upon with our 
house which is from heaven : 

8 If so be that bemg clothed we 
shall not be foimd naked. 

4 For we that are in this tabernacle 


clothed upon, that mortality might 
be swallowed up of life. 

5 Now he that hath wrought us for 
the selfsame thing is God, who also 
hath given unto us the earnest of 
the Spirit. 

6 Therefore we are always confi- 
dent, knowing that, whilst we are at 
home in the body, we are absent 
from the Lord: 

7 (For we walk by faith, not by 
sight :) 

8 We are confident, I say, and will- 
ing rather to be absent from the body, 
and to be present with the Lord. 

9 Wherefore we labour, that, whe- 
ther present or absent, we may be 
accepted of him. 

10 For we must all appear before 
the judgment seat of Christ; that 
every one may receive the things 
done in his body, according to that 
he hath done, whether ii he good or 
bad. 

11 Knowing therefore the terror of 
the Lord, we persuade men ; but we 
are made manifest unto God; and 
I trust also are made manifest in 
your consciences. 

12 For we commend not ourselves 
again unto you, but give you occa- 
sion to glory on our behalf, that ye 
may have somewhat to answer them 
which glory in appearance, and not 
in heart. 

13 For whether we be beside our- 
selves, it is to God: or whether we 
be sober, it is for your cause. 

14 For the love of Christ constrain- 
eth us ; because we thus judge, that 
if one died for all, then were all 
dead: 

15 And that he died for all, that 
they which live should not hence- 
forth live unto themselves, but imto 
him which died for them, and rose 
again. 

16 Wherefore henceforth know we 
no man after the flesh : yea, though 
we have known Christ after the flesh, 
yet now henceforth know we him no 
more. 


do groan, being burdened : not for Therefore if any man he in Christ, 
that we would be unclothed, but he is b, new creature : old things are 
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passed away; behold, all things are 
become new. 

18 And all things are of God, who 
hath reconciled us to himself by 
Jesus Christ, and hath given to us 
the ministry of reconciliation; 

19 To wit, that God was in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto himself, 
not imputing their trespasses unto 
them ; and &ith committed unto us 
the word of reconciliation. 

20 Now then we are ambassadors 
for Christ, as though God did beseech 
you by us: we pray you in Christ’s 
stead, be ye reconciled to God. 

21 For he hath made him to he sin 
for us, who knew no sin; that we 
might be made the righteousness of 
God in him. 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 That he hath approved himself a faithful minister of 
Christy both by his eaihortations, 3 and by integrity of 
life, 4 and by patient enduring all kinds of affliction 
and disgraces for the gospel, 10 Of which he speaketh 
the more boldly amongst them, because his heart is open 
to them, 13 and he eapecteth the like affection from 
them again, 14 exhorting to flee the society and pollu-^ 
tions of idolaters, as being themselves temples of the 
living God. 

W E then, as workers together 
with him, beseech you also 
that ye receive not the grace of God 
in vain. 

2 (For he saith, I have heard thee 
in a time accepted, and in the day 
of salvation have I succoured thee: 
behold, now is the accepted time; 
behold, now is the day of salvation.) 

3 Giving no offence in any thing, 
that the ministry be not blamed: 

4 But in all things approving our- 
selves as the ministers of God, in 
much patience, in auctions, in ne- 
cessities, in distresses, 

5 In stripes, in imprisonments, in 
tumults, in labours, in watchmgs, in 
fastings ; 

6 By pureness, by knowledge, by 
longsuffering, by l^dness, by the 
Holy Ghost, by love unfeigned, 

7 By the word of truth, by the 
power of God, by the armour of 
righteousness on the right hand and 
on the left, 

8 By honour and dishonour, by evil 


report and good report: as deceiv- 
ers, and yet true; 

9 As unknown, and yet well known ; 
as dying, and, behold, we live ; as 
chastened and not killed; 

10 As sorrowful, yet alway rejoic- 
ing ; as poor, yet making many rich ; 
as having nothing, and yet possess- 
ing all things. 

11 O ye Corinthians, our mouth is 
open unto you, om* heart is enlarged. 

12 Ye are not straitened in us, 
but ye are straitened in your own 
bowels. 

13 Now for a recompence in the 
same, (I speak as imto my children,) 
be ye also enlarged 

14 Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers: for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness? and what commu- 
nion hath light with darkness? 

15 And what concord hath Christ 
with Belial? or what part hath he 
that believeth with an infidel? 

16 And what agreement hath the 
temple of God with idols ? for ye are 
the temple of the hving God; as God 
hath said, I will dwell in them, and 
walk in them; and I will be their 
God, and they shall be my people. 

1*7 Wherefore come out from among 
them, and be ye separate, saith the 
Lord, and touch not the unclean 
thing ; and I will receive you, 

18 And will be a Father unto you, 
and ye shall be my sons and daugh- 
ters, saith the Lord Almighty. 

CHAPTER VII. 

1 He proceedeth in exhorting them to purity of life, 2 
and to bear him like affection as he doth to them. 3 
Whereof lest he might seem to doubt, he declareth what 
comfort he took in his afflictions, by the report which 
Titus gave of their godly soi'row, which his former 
epistle had wrought in them, 13 and of their loving- 
kindness and obedience towards Titus, answerable to 
his former boastings of them. 

H aving therefore these pro- 
mises, dearly beloved, let us 
cleanse ourselves from all filthiness 
of the flesh and spirit, perfecting 
holiness in the fear of God. 

2 Receive us ; we have wronged no 
man, we have corrupted no man, we 
have defrauded no man. 



Good effect of 

3 I speak not this to condemn 
you : for I have said before, that ye 
are in our hearts to die and live 
with you. 

4 Great is my boldness of speech 
toward you, great is my glorying of 
you : I am filled with comfort, I am 
exceeding joyful in all our tribula- 
tion. 

5 For, when we were come into Ma- 
cedonia, our fiesh had no rest, but 
we were troubled on every side; 
without were fightings, within were 
fears. 

6 Nevertheless God, that comfort- 
eth those that are cast down, com- 
forted us by the coming of Titus ; 

7 And not by his coming only, but 
by the consolation wherewith he was 
comforted in you, when he told us 
your earnest desire, your mourning, 
your fervent mind toward me ; so 
that I rejoiced the more. 

8 For though I made you soi-ry 
with a letter, I do not repent, though 
I did repent : for I perceive that the 
same epistle hath made you sorry, 
though U were but for a season. 

9 Now I rejoice, not that ye were 
made sorry, but that ye sorrowed to 
repentance : for ye were made sorry 
after a godly manner, that ye might 
receive damage by us in nothing. 

10 For godly sorrow worketh re- 
pentance to salvation not to be re- 
pented of : but the sorrow of the 
world worketh death. 

11 For behold this selfsame thing, 
that ye soiTowed after a godly sort, 
what carefulness it wrought in you, 
yea, what clearing of youi’selves, yea, 
what indignation, yea, what fear, yea, 
what vehement desire, yea, what zeal, 
yea, what revenge ! In all things ye 
have approved yourselves to be clear 
in this matter. 

12 Wherefore, though I wote unto 
you, I did it not for his cause that 
had done the wrong, nor for his cause 
that suffered wrong, but that our care 
for you in the sight of God might 
appear unto you. 

13 Therefore we were comforted in 
your comfort : yea, and exceedingly 


godly sorrow. 

the more joyed we for the joy of Ti- 
tus, because his spirit was refreshed 
by you all. 

14 For if I have boasted any thing 
to him of you, I am not ashamed; 
but as we spake all things to you in 
truth, even so our boasting, which I 
made before Titus, is found a truth. 

15 And his inward affection is more 
abundant toward you, whilst he re- 
membereth the obedience of you 
all, how with fear and trembling ye 
received him. 

16 I rejoice therefore that I have 
confidence in you in all things. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

1 He stirreth them up to a liberal contribution for the 
poor saints at Jerusalem.^ by the example of the 
Macedonians, 7 by commendation of their former 
forwardness., 9 by the example of Christ, 14 and by 
the spiritual pi'ojit that shall redound to themselves 
thereby: 16 commending to them the integrity and 
willingness of 77tus, and those other brethren, who 
upon his request, exhortation, and commendation, 
were purposely come to them for this business. 

M oreover, brethren, we do 
you to wit of the grace of God 
bestowed on the churches of Mace- 
donia ; 

2 How that in a great trial of afflic- 
tion the abundance of their joy and 
their deep poverty abovmded luito 
the riches of their liberality. 

3 For to their power, I bear record, 
yea, and beyond their power they 
were willing of themselves ; 

4 Praying us with much intreaty 
that we would receive the gift, and 
take upon us the fellowship of the 
ministering to the saints. 

5 And tfiis they did, not as we 
hoped, but first gave their own selves 
to the Lord, and unto us by the will 
of God. 

6 Insomuch that we desired Titus, 
that as he had begun, so he would 
also finish in you the same grace 
also. 

7 Therefore, as ye abound in every 
thing, in faith, and utterance, and 
knowledge, and in all diligence, and 
in yom* love to us, see that ye abound 
in this gi*ace also. 

8 I speak not by commandment, 
but by occasion of the forwardness 
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of others, and to prove the sincerity 
of yowr love. 

9 For ye know the grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that, though he 
was rich, yet for your sakes he be- 
came poor, that ye through his po- 
verty might be rich. 

10 And herein I give my advice: 
for this is expedient for you, who 
have begun before, not only to do, 
but also to be forward a year ago. 

11 Now therefore perform the doing 
of it; that as there was a readiness 
to will, so there may he a perform- 
ance also out of that which ye have. 

12 For if there be first a willing 
mind, it is accepted according to 
that a man hath, and not according 
to that he hath not. 

13 For I mean not that other men 
be eased, and ye burdened: 

14 But by an equality, that now at 
this time your abundance may he 
a supply for their want, that their 
abundance also may be a supply 
for yoiu* want : that there may be 
equality : 

15 As it is written. He that had 
gathered much had nothing over ; 
and he that had gathered little had 
no lack. 

16 But thanks he to God, which 
put the same earnest care into the 
heart of Titus for you. 

17 For indeed he accepted the 
exhortation ; but being more for- 
ward, of his own accord he went im- 
to you. 

18 And we have sent with him the 
brother, whose praise is in the gos- 
pel throughout all the churches; 

19 And not that only, but who was 
also chosen of the chxirches to travel 
with us with this grace, which is ad- 
ministered by us to the glory of the 
same Lord, and declaration of your 
ready mind : 

20 Avoiding this, that no man should 
blame us in this abmidance which is 
administered by us : 

21 Providing fbr honest things, not 
only in the sight of the Lord, but 
also in the sight of men. 

22 And we have sent with them 


to liherality. 

our brother, whom we have often- 
times proved diligent in many things, 
but now much more diligent, upon 
the great confidence which / have 
in yoiL 

23 Whether any do enquire of Titus, 
hx is my partner and fellowhelper 
concerning you : or om* brethren he 
enquired of, they are the messengers 
of the churches, and the glory of 
Christ. 

24 Wherefore shew ye to them, and 
before the churches, the proof of 
your love, and of om* boasting on 
your behalf 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 He yieldeth the reason why,, though he hnew their 
forwardness, yet he sent Titus and his brethren he-- 
forehand, 6 And he proceedeth in stirring them up 
to a bountiful alms, as being but a kind of sowing of 
seed, 10 which shall return a great increase to them, 
13 and occasion a great sacrifice of thanksgivings 
unto God, 

F or as touching the ministering 
to the saints, it is superfluous 
for me to write to you: 

2 For I know the forwardness of 
your mind, for which I boast of you 
to them of Macedonia, that Achaia 
was ready a year ago ; and your zeal 
hath provoked very many. 

3 Yet have I sent the brethi-en, lest 
om* boasting of you should be in 
vain in this behalf; that, as I said, 
ye may be ready: 

4 Lest haply if they of Macedonia 
come with me, and find you unpre- 
ared, we (that wasay not, ye) should 
e ashamed in this same confident 
boasting. 

6 Therefore I thought it necessary 
to exhort the brethren, that they 
would go before unto you, and make 
up beforehand your boxmty, whereof 
ye had notice before, that the same 
might be ready, as a matter q/ bounty, 
and not as of covetousness. 

6 But this I say, He which soweth 
sparingly shall reap also sparingly ; 
and he which soweth bounti^ly shall 
reap also bountifully. 

7 Every man according as he pur- 
poseth in his heart, so let him give ; 
not grudgingly, or of necessity : for 
God loveth a cheerful giver. 
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The apostle sheweth 

8 And God is able to make all 
grace abound toward you; that ye, 
always having all suflSciency in all 
things, may abound to every good 
work: 

9 (As it is written. He hath dis- 
persed abroad ; he hath given to the 
poor : his righteousness remaineth 
for ever. 

10 Now he that ministereth seed to 
the sower both minister bread for 
your food, and multiply your seed 
sown, and increase the fruits of yoim 
righteousness ;) 

11 Being enriched in every thing 
to all boimtifulness, which causeth 
through us thanksgiving to God. 

12 For the administration of this 
service not only supplieth the want 
of the saints, but is abimdant also 
by many thanksgivings mito God; 

13 Whiles by the experiment of 
this ministration they glorify God 
for your professed subjection imto 
the gospel of Christ, and for your 
liberal mstribution unto them, and 
unto all men; 

14 And by their prayer for you, 
which long after you for the exceed- 
ing grace of God in you. 

15 ^anks be unto God for his un- 
speakable gift. 

CHAPTER X. 

Agnimt the false apostlen, who disgraced the weakness 
of his person and bodily presence, he setteth out the 
spiritual might and autho'rity, with which he is armed 
against all adversary pohirs, 7 assuring them that 
at his coming he will be found as mighty in word, 
as he is now in writing being absent^ 12 and withal 
taring them for reaching out themselves tmyond their 
compass, arid vaunting themselves into othtr mens 
labours. 

OW I Paul myself beseech you 
by the meekness and gentle- 
ness of Christ, who in presence am 
base among you, but being absent 
am bold toward you: 

2 But I beseech you, that I may 
not be bold when I am present with 
that confidence, wherewith I think to 
be bold against some, which think of 
us as if we walked according to the 
fiesh. 

3 For though we walk in the flesh, 
we do not war after the flesh : 


4 (For the weapons of our warfare 
are not carnal, but mighty through 
God to the pulling down of strong 
holds ;) 

5 Casting down imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth itself 
against the knowledge of God, and 
bringing into captivity every thought 
to the obedience of Christ ; 

6 And having in a readiness to re- 
venge all disobedience, when your 
obedience is fulfilled. 

7 Do ye look on things after the 
outward appearance? If any man 
trust to himself that he is Christ’s, 
let him of himself think this again, 
that, as he is Christ’s, even so are 
we Christ’s. 

8 For though I should boast some- 
what more of our authority, which 
the Lord hath given us for edifica- 
tion, and not for your destruction, 
I should not be ashamed : 

9 That I may not seem as if I would 
terrify you by letters. 

10 For his letters, say they, are 
weighty and powerful ; but his bodily 
presence is weak, and his speech con- 
temptible. 

11 Let such an one think this, 
that, such as we are in word by 
letters when we are absent, such 
will we he also in deed when we are 
present. 

12 For we dare not make ourselves 
of the number, or compare ourselves 
with some that commend themselves : 
but they measuring themselves by 
themselves, and comparing them- 
selves among themselves, are not 
wise. 

13 But we will not boast of things 
without our measure, but according 
to the measwe of the rule which 
God hath distributed to us, a mea- 
sure to reach even imto you. 

14 For we stretch not ourselves 
beyond our measure, as though we 
reached not unto you: for we are 
come as far as to you also in preach- 
ing the gospel of Christ : 

15 Not boasting of things without 
our measure, that is, of other men’s 
labours ; but having hope, when your 
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faith is increased, that we shall be 
enlarged by you according to our 
rule abundantly, 

16 To preach the gospel in the re- 
gions beyond you, and not to boast 
in another man’s line of things made 
ready to our hand. 

17 But he that glorieth, let him 
glory in the Lord. 

18 For not he that commendeth 
himself is approved, but whom the 
Lord commendeth. 

CHAPTER XI. 

1 Out of his jealousy over tfie Corinthians, who seemed to 
make more account of the false apostles than of him, he 
entereth into a forced commendation of himself, 5 of his 
equality with the chief apostles, 7 of his preaching the 
gospel to them freely, and without any their charge, 
13 shewing that he was not inferior to those deceitful 
workers in any legal prerogative, 23 and in the service 
of Christ, and in all kind of sufferings for his ministry, 
far superior. 

W OULD to God ye coxild bear 
with me a little in my folly: 
and indeed bear with me. 

2 For I am jealous over you with 
godly jealousy : for I have espoused 
you to one husband, that I may 
present you as a chaste virgin to 
Christ. 

3 But I fear, lest by any means, as 
the serpent beguiled Eve through 
his subtilty, so your minds should 
be corrupted from the simplicity that 
is in Christ. 

4 For if he that cometh preacheth 
another Jesus, whom we have not 
preached, or if ye receive another 
spirit, which ye have not received, or 
another gospel, which ye have not 
accepted, ye might well bear with 
him. 

5 For I suppose I was not a whit 
behind the very chiefest apostles. 

6 But though / de rude in speech, 
yet not in Imowledge; but we have 
been throughly made manifest a- 
mong you in aU things. 

7 Have I committed an offence in 
abasing myself that ye might be ex- 
alted, because I have preached to 
jou the gospel of God freely? 

8 I robbed other churches, taking 
wages of them, to do you service. 

9 And when I was present with you. 


his self boasting. 

and wanted, I was chargeable to no 
man: for that which was lacking to 
me the brethren which came from 
Macedonia supplied : and in all things 
I have kept myself from being bur- 
densome unto you, and so will I keep 
myself 

10 As the truth of Christ is in me, 
no man shall stop me of this boast- 
ing in the regions of Achaia. 

11 Wherefore? because I love you 
not? God knoweth. 

12 But what I do, that I will do, that 
I may cut off occasion from them 
which desire occasion; that wherein 
they glory, they may be found even 
as we. 

13 For such are false apostles, de- 
ceitful workers, transforming them- 
selves into the apostles of Christ. 

14 And no marvel; for Satan him- 
self is transformed into an angel of 
light. 

15 Therefore it is no great thing 
if his ministers also be transformed 
as the ministers of righteousness; 
whose end shall be according to 
their works. 

16 I say again. Let no man think 
me a fool ; if otherwise, yet as a fool 
receive me, that I may boa.st myself 
a little. 

17 That which I speak, I speak it 
not after the Lord, but as it were 
foolishly, in this confidence of boast- 
ing. 

18 Seeing that many glory after the 
flesh, I will glory also. 

19 For ye suffer fools gladly, seeing 
ye yourselves are wise. 

20 For ye suffer, if a man bring 
you into bondage, if a man devour 
you, if a man take of you, if a man 
exalt himself, if a man smite you on 
the face. 

21 I speak as concerning reproach, 
as though we had been weak. How- 
beit whereinsoever any is bold, (I 
speak foolishly,) 1 am bold also. 

22 Are they Hebrews ? so am I. Are 
they Israelites? so am I. Are they 
the seed of Abraham ? so am I. 

23 Are they ministers of Christ ? 
(I speak as a fool) I am more ; in 
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labours more abundant, in stripes 
above measure, in prisons more fre- 
quent, in deaths oft. 

24 Of the Jews five times received 
I forty stripes save one. 

25 Thrice was I beaten with rods, 
once was I stoned, thrice I suffered 
shipwreck, a night and a day I have 
been in the deep ; 

26 In joiumeyings often, in perils 
of waters, in perils of robbers, in 
perils by mine own countrymen, in 
perils by the heathen, in perils in 
the city, in perils in the wilderness, 
in perils in the sea, in perils among 
false brethren; 

27 In weariness and painfulness, 
in watchings often, in hunger and 
thirst, in fastings often, in cold and 
nakedness. 

28 Beside those things that are 
without, that which cometh upon me 
daily, the care of all the churches. 

29 Who is weak, and I am not 
weak? who is offended, and I bum 
not? 

30 If I must needs glory, I will 
glory of the things which concern 
mine infirmities. 

31 The God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, which is blessed for 
evermore, knoweth that I lie not. 

32 In Damascus the governor un- 
der Aretas the king kept the city 
of the Damascenes with a garrison 
desirous to apprehend me : 

33 And through a window in a 
basket was I let down by the wall, 
and escaped his hands. 

CHAPTER XII. 

1 For commending of his apostleship^ though he might 
glory of his wonderful revelations, 9 yet he rather 
chooseth to glory of his infirmities, 11 blaming them 
for forcing him to this vain boasting, 14 He pro-- 
miseth to come to titem again: but yet altogether in 
the affection of a father, 20 although he feareth Ac 
shall to his grief find nuiny offenders, arid publick 
disorders there, 

I T is not expedient for me doubt- 
less to glory. I will come to 
dsions and revelations of the Lord. 

2 I knew a man in Christ above 
fourteen years ago, (whether in the 
body, I cannot tell; or whether out 
of the body, I cannot tell : God 

191 


knoweth;) such an one caught up 
to the tWd heaven. 

3 And I knew such a man, (whe- 
ther in the body, or out of the body, 
I cannot tell : God knoweth ;) 

4 How that he was caught up 
into paradise, and heard unspeak- 
able words, which it is not lawful 
for a man to utter. 

5 Of such an one will I glory i 
yet of myself I will not glory, but 
in mine infirmities. 

6 For though I would desire to 
gloiy, I shall not be a fool; for I 
will say the truth: but now I for- 
bear, lest any man should think of 
me above that which he seeth me 
to he, or that he heareth of me. 

7 And lest I should be exalted 
above measure through the abim- 
dance of the revelations, there was 
given to me a thorn in the flesh, 
the messenger of Satan to buffet 
me, lest I should be exalted above 
measure. 

8 For this thing I besought the 
Lord thrice, that it might depart 
from me. 

9 And he said imto me. My grace is 
sufficient for thee: for my strength 
is made perfect in weakness. Most 
gladly therefore will I rather glory 
in my infirmities, that the power of 
Christ may rest upon me. 

10 Therefore I take pleasure in 
infirmities, in reproaches, in neces- 
sities, in persecutions, in distresses 
for Christ’s sake: for when I am 
weak, then am I strong. 

11 I am become a fool in glory- 
ing; ye have compelled me: for I 
ought to have been commended of 
you: for in nothing am I behind 
the very chiefest apostles, though I 
be nothing. 

12 Truly the signs of an apostle 
were wi’ought among you in all pa- 
tience, in signs, and wonders, and 
mighty deeds. 

13 For what is it wherein ye were 
inferior to other churches, except it 
he that I myself was not burdensome 
to you ? forgive me this wrong. 

14 Behold, the third time I am 
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Paid threatmeth 

ready to come to you; and I will 
not be burdensome to you : for. I 
seek not your’s, but you: for the 
children ought not to lay up for 
the parents, but the parents for the 
chil^en. 

15 And I will very gladly spend 
and be spent for you ; though the 
more abimdantly I love you, the less 
I be loved. 

16 But be it so, I did not burden 
you: nevertheless, being crafty, I 
caught you with guile. 

17 Did I make a gain of you by any 
of them whom I sent unto you ? 

18 I desired Titus, and with him I 
sent a brother. Did Titus make a 
gain of you? walked we not in the 
same spirit? walked we not in the 
same steps? 

19 Again, think ye that we excuse 
oxirselves unto you? we speak be- 
fore God in Christ: but we do all 
things, dearly beloved, for your edi- 
fying 

20 For I fear, lest, when I come, 

I shall not find you such as I would, 
and that I shall be found \mto you 
such as ye would not: lest there 
he debates, envyings, wraths, strifes, 
backbitings, whisperings, swellings, 
tumults : 

21 And lest, when I come again, 
my God will humble me among 
you, and that I shall bewail many 
which have sinned already, and have 
not repented of the uncleanness and 
fornication and lasciviousness which 
they have committed. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

1 He threaterieth aeverity^ and the power of hie apoe- 
tleship against obstinate sinners. 5 And advising 
them to a trial of their faith, 7 and to a reformation 
of their sins before his coming, \\ he concludeth his 
epistle with a general exhortation and a prayer. 

T his is the third time I am com- 
ing to you. In the mouth of 
two or three witnesses shall every 
word be established. 

2 I told you before, and foretell 
you, as if I were present, the second 
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time ; and being absent now I write 
to them which heretofore have sin- 
ned, and to all other, that, if I come 
again, I will not spare : 

3 Since ye seek a proof of Christ 
speaking in me, which to you-ward 
is not weak, but is mighty in you. 

4 For though he was crucified 
through weakness, yet he liveth by 
the power of God. For we also are 
weak in him, but we shall live with 
him by the power of God toward 
you. 

5 Examine yourselves, whether ye 
be in the faith; prove your own 
selves. Know ye not your own 
selves, how that Jesus C^ist is in 
you, except ye be reprobates? 

6 But I trust that ye shall know 
that we are not reprobates. 

7 Now I pray to God that ye do 
no evil; not that we should appear 
approved, but that ye should do 
that which is honest, though we be 
as reprobates. 

8 For we can do nothing against 
the truth, but for the truth. 

9 For we are glad, when we are 
weak, and ye are strong: and this 
also we wish, even your perfection. 

10 Therefore I write these things 
being absent, lest being present I 
should use sharpness, according to 
the power which the Lord hath given 
me to edification, and not to de- 
struction. 

11 Finally, brethren, farewell. Be 
perfect, be of good comfort, be of 
one mind, live in peace ; and the 
God of love and peace shall be with 
you. 

12 Greet one another with an holy 
kiss. 

13 All the saints salute you. 

14 The grace of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and the love of God, and 
the communion of the Holy Ghost, 
he with you all. Amen.

was written from Philippi, a city of Ma- 
cedonia, by Titus and Lucas. 
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THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE 


TO THE 

GALATIANS. 


CHAPTER I. 

€ He wondereth that they have so soon lejl him and the 
gospel^ 8 and accurseth those that preach any other 
gospel than he did. 1 1 He learned the gospel not of 
men, hut of God .*14 and sheweth what he was before 
his calling, 17 and what he did presently after it. 

P AUL, an apostle, (not of men, 
neither by man, but by Jesus 
Christ, and God the Father, who 
raised him from the dead;) 

2 And all the brethren which are 
with me, unto the churches of Ga- 
latia : 

3 Grace he to you and peace from 
God the Father, and from our Lord 
Jesus Christ, 

4 Who gave himself for our sins, 
that he might deliver us from this 
present evil world, according to the 
will of God and our Father: 

5 To whom he glory for ever and 
ever. Amen. 

6 I marvel that ye are so soon re- 
moved from him that called you into 
the grace of Christ unto another 
gospel : 

7 Which is not another; but there 
be some that trouble you, and would 
pervert the gospel of Christ. 

8 But though we, or an angel from 
heaven, preach any other gospel 
unto you than that which we have 
preached unto you, let him be ac- 
cursed. 

9 As we said before, so say I now 
again, If any tnan preach any other 
gospel unto you than that ye have 
received, let him be accvu^ed. 

10 For do I now persuade men, or 
God? or do I seek to please men? 
for if I yet pleased men, I should 
not be the servant of Christ. 

11 But I certify you, brethren, that 
the gospel which was preached of 
me is not after man. 

12 For I neither received it of man, 
neither was I taught it, but by the 
revelation of Jesus Christ. 


13 For ye have heard of my con- 
versation in time past in the Jews’ 
religion, how that beyond measure I 
persecuted the church of God, and 
wasted it : 

14 And profited in the Jews’ reli- 
gion above many my equals in mine 
own nation, being more exceedingly 
zealous of the traditions of my fa- 
thers. 

15 But when it pleased God, who 
separated me from my mother’s 
Avomb, and called me by his grace, 

16 To reveal his Son in me, that I 
might preach him among the hea- 
then; immediately I conferred not 
with fiesh and blood: 

17 Neither went I up to Jerusalem 
to them which were apostles before 
me ; but I went into Arabia, and re- 
turned again unto Damascus. 

18 Then after three years I went up 
to Jerusalem to see Peter, and abode 
with him fifteen days. 

19 But other of the apostles saw I 
none, save James the Lord’s brother. 

20 Now the things which I write unto 
you, behold, before God, I lie not. 

21 Afterwards I came into the re- 
gions of Syria and Cilicia; 

22 And was unknown by face unto 
the chimches of Judaea which were 
in Christ: 

23 But they had heard only. That 
he which persecuted us in times past 
now preacheth the faith which once 
he destroyed. 

24 And they glorified God in me. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 He sheweth when he went up again to Jerusalem., and 
for what purpose : 3 and that Titus was not circum’- 
cised: 11 and that he resisted Peter, and told him the 
reason, 14 why he and other, Iteing Jews, do believe in 
Christ to be justified by faith, and not by works : 20 
and that they live not in sin, who are so justifiejd. 

T hen fourteen years after I w ent 
up again to Jerusalem with Bar- 
nabas, and took Titus with me also.

with Peter. 


2 And I went up by revelation, and 
communicated unto them that gospel 
which I preach among the Gentiles, 
but privately to them which were 
of reputation, lest by any means I 
should run, or had run, in vain. 

3 But neither Titus, who was with 
me, being a Greek, was compelled to 
be circumcised: 

4 And that because of false brethren 
unawares brought in, who came in 
privily to spy out our liberty which 
we have in Christ Jesus, that they 
might bring us into bondage: 

5 To whom we gave place by sub- 
jection, no, not for an hour ; that the 
truth of the gospel might continue 
with you. 

6 But of these who seemed to be 
somewhat, (whatsoever they were, it 
maketh no matter to me: God ac- 
cepteth no man’s person:) for they 
who seemed to he somewhat in con- 
ference added nothing to me: 

7 But contrariwise, when they saw 
that the gospel of the uncircumci- 
sion was committed unto me, as the 
<pspd of the circumcision was unto 
Peter ; 

8 (For he that wrought effectually 
in Peter to the apostleship of the 
circumcision, the same was mighty 
in me toward the Gentiles:) 

9 And when James, Cephas, and 
John, who seemed to be pillars, per- 
ceived the grace that was given unto 
me, they gave to me and Barnabas 
the right hands of fellowship; that 
we should go unto the heathen, and 
they unto the circiuncision. 

10 Only they would that we should 
remember the poor ; the same which 
I also was forward to do. 

11 But when Peter was come to 
Antioch, I withstood him to the face, 
because he was to be blamed. 

12 For before that certain came 
from James, he did eat with the Gen- 
tiles: but when they were come, he 
withdrew and separated himself, fear- 
ing them which were of the circum- 
cision. 

13 And the other Jews dissembled 
likewise with him; insomuch that 
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Barnabas also was carried away with 
their dissimulation. 

14 But when I saw that they walked 
not uprightly according to the truth 
of the gospel, I said unto Peter be- 
fore them all. If thou, being a Jew, 
livest after the manner of Gentiles, 
and not as do the Jews, why com- 
pellest thou the Gentiles to live as 
do the Jews? 

15 We who are Jews by nature, and 
not sinners of the Gentiles, 

16 Knowing that a man is not justi- 
fied by the works of the law, but by 
the faith of Jesus Christ, even we 
have believed in Jesus Christ, that 
we might be justified by the faith of 
Christ, and not by the works of the 
law : for by the works of the law shall 
no flesh be justified. 

17 But if, while we seek to be justi- 
fied by Christ, we ourselves also are 
found sinners, is therefore Christ the 
minister of sin ? God forbid. 

18 For if I build again the things 
which I destroyed, I make myself a 
transgressor. 

19 For I through the law am dead 
to the law, that I might live unto 
God. 

20 I am crucified with Christ : never- 
theless I live; yet not I, but Christ 
liveth in me: and the life which I 
now live in the flesh I live by the 
faith of the Son of God, who loved 
me, and gave himself for me. 

21 I do not Irustrate the grace of 
God: for if righteousness come by 
the law, then Christ is dead in vain. 

CHAPTER IIL 

1 He asketh what moved them to leave the faith, and 

hang upon the law ? 6 Tltey that believe are justified, 

9 and blessed with Abraham. 10 And this he sh^eth 

by many reasons, 

FOOLISH Galatians, who hath 
bewitched you, that ye should 
not obey the truth, before whose eyes 
Jesus Christ hath been evidently set 
forth, crucified among you? 

2 This only would 1 learn of you, 
Received ye the Spirit by the works 
of the law, or by the hearing of 
faith? 

3 Are ye so foolish ? having begun 
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in the Spirit, are ye now made per- 
fect by tne flesh? 

4 Have ye suffered so many things 
in vain ? if U he yet in vain. 

5 He therefore that ministereth to 
you the Spirit, and worketh miracles 
among you, doeth he it by the works 
of the law, or by the hearing of faith ? 

6 Even as Abraham believed God, 
and it was accounted to him for 
righteousnesa 

7 Know ye therefore that they 
which are of faith, the same are the 
children of Abraham. 

8 And the scripture, foreseeing 
that God would justify the heathen 
through faith, preached before the 
gospel unto Abraham, saying. In 
thee shall all nations be blessed. 

9 So then they which be of faith 
are blessed with faithful Abraham. 

10 For as many as are of the works 
of the law are under the cimse : for it 
is written. Cursed is every one that 
continueth not in all things which 
are written in the book of the law 
to do them. 

11 But that no man is justified by 
the law in the sight of God, it is evi- 
dent : for. The just shall live by faith. 

12 And the law is not of faith : but. 
The man that doeth them shall live 
in them. 

13 Christ hath redeemed us from the 
curse of the law, being made a curse 
for us: for it is written. Cursed is 
every one that hangeth on a tree: 

14 That the blessing of Abraham 
might come on the Gentiles through 
Jesus Christ ; that we might receive 
the promise of the Spirit through 
faith. 

16 Brethren, I speak after the man- 
ner of men ; Though it be but a man’s 
covenant, yet if it be confirmed, no 
man disannulleth, or addeth thereto. 

16 Now to Abraham and his seed 
were the promises made. He saith 
not. And to seeds, as of many ; but 
as of one, And to thy seed, which is 
Christ. 

17 An d this I say, that the cove- 
nant, that was confirmed before of 
God in Christ, the law, which was 


four hundred and thirty years alter, 
cannot disannul, that it should make 
the promise of none effect 

18 For if the inheritance be of the 
law, it is no more of promise : but 
God gave it to Abraham by promise. 

19 therefore then serveth the law ? 
It was added because of transgres- 
sions, till the seed should come to 
whom the promise was made ; and it 
was ordained by angels in the hand 
of a mediator. 

20 Now a mediator is not a medior 
tor of one, but God is one. 

21 Is the law then against the pro- 
mises of God ? God forbid : for if 
there had been a law given which 
could have given life, verily righte- 
ousness should have been by the law. 

22 But the scripture hath concluded 
ail under sin, that the promise by 
faith of Jesus Christ might be given 
to them that believe. 

23 But before faith came, we were 
kept under the law, shut up imto 
the faith which should afterwards be 
revealed. 

24 Wherefore the law was our 
schoolmaster to bring us unto Christ, 
that we might be justified by faith. 

25 But after that faith is come, we 
are no longer under a schoolmaster. 

26 For ye are ail the children of 
God by faith in Christ Jesus. 

27 For as many of you as have 
been baptized into Christ have put 
on Christ. 

28 There is neither Jew nor Greek, 
there is neither bond nor free, there 
is neither male nor female : for ye 
are all one in Christ Jesus. 

29 And if ye be Christ’s, then are 
ye Abraham’s seed, and heirs ac- 
cording to the promise. 

CHAPTER IV. 

I We were under the law till Christ camSy as tite heir 
is UTuler his guardian till he he of age, 6 But 
Christ freed us from the law : 7 therefore we are 
servants no longer to it, 14 He remernhereth their 
good will to him, and his to them, 22 and sheweth that 
we are the sons of Abraham by the freewoman, 

N ow I say. That the heir, as 
long as he is a child, differeth 
nothing from a servant, though he 
be lord of all; 
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2 But is under tutors and gover- 
nors until the time appointed of the 
father. 

3 Even so we, when we were chil- 
dren, were in bondage under the 
elements of the world: 

4 But when the fulness of the time 
was come, God sent forth his Son, 
made of a woman, made under the 
law, 

5 To redeem them that were under 
the law, that we might receive the 
adoption of sons. 

6 And because ye are sons, God hath 
sent forth the Spirit of his Son into 
your hearts, crying, Abba, Father. 

7 Wherefore thou art no more a ser- 
vant, but a son; and if a son, then 
an heir of God through Christ. 

8 Howbeit then, when ye knew not 
God, ye did service unto them which 
by nature are no gods. 

9 But now, after that ye have known 
God, or rather are known of God, 
how turn ye again to the weak and 
beggarly elements, whereunto ye de- 
sire again to be in bondage? 

10 Ye observe days, and months, 
and times, and years. 

11 I am afraid of you, lest I have 
bestowed upon you labour in vain. 

12 Brethren, I beseech you, be as 
I am ; for I am as ye are : ye have 
not injured me at all 

13 Ye know how through infirmity 
of the fiesh I preached the gospel 
unto you at the first. 

14 And my temptation which was 
in my fiesh ye despised not, nor re- 
jected ; but received me as an angel 
of God, even as Christ Jesus. 

16 Where is then the blessedness 
ye spake of? for I bear you record, 
that, if it had been possible, ye would 
have plucked out your own eyes, and 
have given them to me. 

16 Am I therefore become your 
enemy, because I tell you the truth? 

17 They zeaJpusly anect you, but 
not well ; yea, they would exclude 
you, that ye might affect them 

18 But U is good to be zealously 
affected always in a good thing, and 
not only when I am present with you. 


19 My little children, of whom I 
travail in birth again until Christ be 
formed in you, 

20 I desire to be present with you 
now, and to change my voice ; for I 
stand in doubt of you, 

21 Tell me, ye that desire to be un- 
der the law, do ye not hear the law ? 

22 For it is written, that Abraham 
had two sons, the one by a bond- 
maid, the other by a freewoman. 

23 But he who was of the bond- 
woman was bom after the fiesh ; but 
he of the freewoman was by promise. 

24 Which things are an allegory: 
for these are the two covenants ; the 
one from the moimt Sinai, which gen- 
dereth to bondage, which is i^ar. 

25 For this Agar is mount ^ai in 
Arabia, and answereth to Jemsalem 
which now is, and is in bondage with 
her children. 

26 But Jerusalem which is above is 
free, which is the mother of us all. 

27 For it is written. Rejoice, thou 
barren that bearest not ; break forth 
and cry, thou that travailest not : for 
the desolate hath many more children 
than she which hath an husband. 

28 Now we, brethren, as Isaac was, 
are the children of promise. 

29 But as then he that was bom al- 
ter the fiesh persecuted him that was 
bom after the Spirit, even so it is now. 

30 Nevertheless what saith the scrip- 
ture? Cast out the bondwoman and 
her son : for the son of the bond- 
woman shall not be heir with the 
son of the freewoman, 

31 So then, brethren, we are not 
children of the bondwoman, but of 
the free. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 He moveth them to stand in their liberty , 3 and not 
to observe circumcision : IS hut rather kve, which is 
the sum of the law. 19 He reckoneth up the works 
of the flesh., 22 and the fruits of the Spirit, 25 and 
eahorteth to walk in the Spirit. 

TAND fast therefore in the liberty 
wherewith Christ hath made us 
free, and be not entangled again with 
the yoke of bondage. 

2 Behold, I Pavd say imto you, that 
if ye be circumcised, Christ shall 
profit you nothing. 




Liberty of the go9pd. 

3 For I testily again to every man 
that is circumcised, that he is a 
debtor to do the whole law. 

4 Christ is become of no effect 
unto you, whosoever of you are jus- 
tified by the law ; ye are fallen from 
grace. 

6 For we through the Spirit wait 
for the hope of righteousness by 
faith. 

6 For in Jesus Christ neither cir- 
cumcision availeth any thing, nor un- 
circumcision ; but faith which work- 
eth by love. 

7 Ye did run well ; who did hinder 
you that ye should not obey the 
truth? 

8 This persuasion cometh not of him 
that calleth you. 

9 A little leaven leaveneth the whole 
lump. 

10 I have confidence in you through 
the Lord, that ye will be none other- 
wise minded : but he that troubleth 
you shall bear his judgment, whoso- 
ever he be. 

11 And I, brethren, if I yet preach 
circumcision, why do I yet suffer 
persecution? then is the offence of 
the cross ceased. 

12 I would they were even cut off 
which trouble you. 

13 For, brethren, ye have been call- 
ed unto liberty ; only me not liberty 
for an occasion to the fiesh, but by 
love serve one another. 

14 For all the law is fulfilled in one 
word, even in this; Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself 

15 But if ye bite and devour one 
another, take heed that ye be not 
consumed one of another. 

16 This I say then, Walk in the 
Spirit, and ye shall not fulfil the 
lust of the fiesh. 

17 For the fiesh lusteth against the 
Spirit, and the Spirit against the 
flesh: and these are contrary the 
one to the other: so that ye cannot 
do the things that ye would. 

18 But if ye be led of the Spirit, ye 
are not under the law. 

19 Now the works of the .flesh are 
manifest, which are these : Adultery, 
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Fruits of the Spirit 

fornication, uncleanness, lascivious- 
ness, 

20 Idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, vari- 
ance, emulations, wrath, strife, sedi- 
tions, heresies, 

21 Envyings, murders, drunkenness, 
revellii^s, and such like : of the 
which I tell you before, as I have 
also told you in time past, that they 
which do such things shall not in- 
herit the kingdom of God. 

22 But the fruit of the Spirit is 
love, joy, peace, longsuffering, gentle- 
ness, goodness, faith, 

23 Meekness, temperance: against 
such there is no law. 

24 And they that are Christ’s have 
crucified the flesh with the affections 
and lusts. 

25 If we live in the Spirit, let us 
also walk in the Spirit. 

26 Let us not be desirous of vain 
glory, provoking one another, envy- 
ing one another. 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 He moveth them to deal mildly with a brother that hath 
slipped, 2 and to bear one another's burden : 6 to be 
liberal to their teachers, 9 and not weary of well doing, 
12 He sheweth what they intend that preaxih mrcum’‘ 
dsion, 14 He glorieth in nothing^ save in the cross 
of Christ, 

B rethren, if a man be over- 
taken in a fault, ye which are 
spiritual, restore such an one in the 
spirit of meekness ; considering thy- 
self, lest thou also be tempted. 

2 Bear ye one another’s burdens, 
and so fulfil the law of Christ. 

3 For if a man think himself to be 
something, when he is nothing, he 
deceiveth himself 
4 But let every man prove his own 
work, and then shall he have re- 
joicing in himself alone, and not in 
another. 

5 For every man shall bear his own 
burden. 

6 Let him that is taught in the 
word communicate unto him that 
teacheth in all good things. 

7 Be not deceived ; God is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man sow- 
eth, that shall he also reap. 

8 For he that soweth to his flesh 
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shall of the flesh reap corruption; 
but he that soweth to the Spirit shall 
of the Spirit reap life everlasting. 

9 And let us not be weary in well 
doing: for in due season we shall 
reap, if we faint not. 

10 As we have therefore opportu- 
nity, let us do good unto all men, 
especially unto them who are of the 
household of faith. 

11 Ye see how large a letter I have 
written unto you with mine own 
hand. 

12 As many as desire to make a 
fair shew in the flesh, they constrain 
you to be circumcised ; only lest 
they should suffer persecution for 
the cross of Christ. 

13 For neither they themselves who 
ai’e circumcised keep the law; but 


desire to have you circumcised, that 
they may glory in your flesk 
14 But God forbid that I should 

f lory, save in the cross of our Lord 
esus Christ, by whom the world is 
crucified unto me, and I unto the 
world. 

15 For in Christ Jesus neither cir- 
cumcision availeth any thing, nor un- 
circumcision, but a new creature. 

16 And as many as walk according 
to this rule, peace he on them, and 
mercy, and upon the Israel of God. 

17 From henceforth let no man 
trouble me : for I bear in my body 
the marks of the Lord Jesus. 

18 Brethren, the grace of om* Lord 
Jesus Christ he with yom* spirit. 
Amen.

THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE 


TO THE 

EPHESIANS. 


CHAPTER 1. 

I After the salutation,, 3 and thanksywiitg for the Ephe-- 
sians^ 4 he treateth of oar election,, 6 and adoption try 
gracCf 11 which is the true and proper fountain of 
mans salvation. 13 Arid because the height of this 
mystery cannot easily be attained unto,, 1 6 he prayeth 
that they may come to the full knowledge and 20 
possession thereof in Christ. 

P AUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ 
by the will of God, to the saints 
which are at Ephesus, and to the 
faithful in Chiist Jesus : 

2 Grace he to you, and peace from 
God our Father, and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

3 Blessed he the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, who hath 
blessed us with all spiritual blessings 
in heavenly places in Christ : 

4 According as he hath chosen us 
in him before the foundation of the 
world, that we should be holy and 
without blame before him in love: 

6 Having predestinated us unto the 
adoption of children by Jesus Christ 


to himself, according to the good 
pleasure of his wUl, 

6 To the praise of the glory of his 
grace, wherein he hath made us ac- 
cepted in the beloved. 

7 In whom we have redemption 
through his blood, the forgiveness 
of sins, according to the riches of 
his grace; 

8 Wherein he hath abounded to- 
ward us in all wisdom and prudence ; 

9 Having made known imto us the 
mystery of his will, according to his 
good pleasure which he hath pur- 
posed in himself: 

10 That in the dispensation of the 
fulness of times he might gather to- 
gether in one all things in Christ, 
both which are in heaven, and which 
are on earth ; even in him : 

11 In whom also we have obtained 
an inheritance, beiug predestinated 
according to the purpose of him who 
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worketh all things afber the counsel 
of his own will : 

12 That we should be to the praise 
of his glory, who first trusted in 
Christ 

13 In whom ye also trusted, after 
that ye heard the word of truth, the 
gospel of your salvation : in whom also 
after that ye believed, ye were sealed 
with that holy Spirit of promise, 

14 Which is the earnest of our in- 
heritance until the redemption of 
the purchased possession, unto the 
praise of his glory. 

16 Wherefore I also, after I heard 
of your faith in the Lord Jesus, and 
love unto all the saints, 

16 Cease not to give thanks for 
you, making mention of you in my 
prayers ; 

17 That the God of om* Lord Je- 
sus Christ, the Father of glory, may 
give unto you the spirit of wisdom 
and revelation in the knowledge of 
him : 

18 The eyes of your understanding 
being enlightened ; that ye may know 
what is the hope of his calling, and 
what the riches of the glory of his 
inheritance in the saints, 

19 And what is the exceeding great- 
ness of his power to us-ward who be- 
lieve, according to the working of his 
mighty power, 

20 T^ch he wrought in Christ, 
when he raised him from the dead, 
and set him at his own right hand 
in the heavenly places, 

21 Far above ml principality, and 
power, and might, and dominion, and 
every name that is named, not only 
in this world, but also in that which 
is to come : 

22 And hath put all things under 
his feet, and 'gave him to he the head 
over all things to the church, 

28 Which IS his body, the ftilness 
of him that filleth all in all. 

CHAPTER n. 

1 By comparing what we were by S nature, with what we 
are 5 ^ grace : 10 he declareth, that we are made for 
good works; and IS being brought near by Christ, 
should not live as ll QenHles, and 12 foreigners in 
time past, but as 19 dHseens with the saints^ and the 
family of Ood, 


AND you hath he quickened, who 
J\. were dead in trespasses and 
sins ; 

2 Wherein in time past ye walk- 
ed according to the course of this 
world, according to the prince of 
the power of the air, the spirit that 
now worketh in the children of dis- 
obedience : 

3 Am ong whom also we all had 
our conversation in times past in the 
lusts of our flesh, fulfilling the de- 
sires of the flesh and of the mind; 
and were by nature the children of 
wrath, even as others. 

4 But God, who is rich in mercy, for 
his great love wherewith he loved us, 

6 Even when we were dead in sins, 
hath quickened us together with 
Christ, (by grace ye are saved;) 

6 And hath raised us up together, 
and made us sit together in heavenly 
places in Christ Jesus : 

7 That in the ages to come he 
might shew the exceeding riches of 
his grace in his kindness toward us 
through Christ Jesus. 

8 For by grace are ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves: 
it is the gift of God: 

9 Not of works, lest any man should 
boast. 

10 For we are his workmanship, 
created in Christ Jesus unto good 
works, which God hath before or- 
dained that we should walk in them. 

11 Wherefore remember, that ye 
being in time past Gentiles in the 
flesh, who are called Uncircumcision 
by that which is called the Circum- 
cision in the flesh made by hands ; 

12 That at that time ye were with- 
out Christ, being aliens from the com- 
monwealth of Israel, and strangers 
from the covenants of promise, hav- 
ing no hope, and without God in the 
world : 

13 But now in Christ Jesus ye who 
sometimes were far ofi* are made 
nigh by the blood of Christ. 

14 For he is our peace, who hath 
made both one, and hath broken 
down the middle wall of partition 
between us; 
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15 Having abolished in his flesh the 
enmity, even the law of command- 
ments contained in ordinances; for 
to make in himself of twain one new 
man, so making peace ; 

16 And that he might reconcile both 
unto God in one body by the cross, 
having slain the enmity thereby: 

17 iSid came and preached peace 
to you which were afar ofl^ and to 
them that were ni^h. 

18 For through mm we both have 
access by one Spirit imto the Fa- 
ther. 

19 Now therefore ye are no more 
strangers and foreigners, but fellow- 
citizens with the saints, and of the 
household of God; 

20 And are built upon the founda- 
tion of the apostles and prophets, 
Jesus Christ lumself being the chief 
comer stone; 

21 In whom all the building fitly 
framed together groweth \mto an 
holy temple in the Lord: 

22 In whom ye also are builded 
together for an habitation of God 
through the Spirit. 

CHAPTER III. 

5 The hidden mystery, 6 that the Gentiles should he 
saved, 3 was made known to Paul by revelation : 
8 and to him was that grace given, that 9 he should 
preach it. 13 He desireth them not to faint for his 
tribulation, 14 and prayeth 19 that they may perceive 
the great love of Christ toward them. 

F or this cause I Paul, the pri- 
soner of Jesus Christ for you 
Gentiles, 

2 If ye have heard of the dispen- 
sation of the grace of God which is 
given me to you-ward: 

3 How that by revelation he made 
known unto me the mystery; (as I 
wrote afore in few words, 

4 Whereby, when ye read, ye may 
understand my knowledge in the 
mystery of Christ) 

5 Which in other ages was not made 
known unto the sons of men, as it is 
now revealed unto his holy apostles 
am^rophets by the Spirit; 

6 Tnat the Gentiles should be fel- 
lowheirs, and of the same body, and 

E artakers of his promise in Christ 
y the gospel: 


7 Whereof I was made a minister, 
according to the gift of the grace of 
God given unto me by the effectual 
working of his power. 

8 Unto me, who am less than the 
least of all saints, is this grace given, 
that I should preach among the 
Gentiles the unsearchable riches of 
Christ; 

9 And to make all Tnm see what is 
the fellowship of the mystery, which 
from the beginning of the world hath 
been hid in God, who created all 
things by Jesus Christ: 

10 To the intent that now unto 
the principalities and powers in hea- 
venly places might be known by 
the church the manifold wisdom of 
God, 

11 According to the eternal puroose 
which he purposed in Christ Jesus 
our Lord: 

12 In whom we have boldness and 
access with confidence by the faith 
of him. 

13 Wherefore I desire that ye faint 
not at my tribulations for you, which 
is your glory. 

14 For this cause I bow my knees 
unto the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, 

16 Of whom the whole family in 
heaven and earth is named, 

16 That he would grant you, ac- 
cording to the riches of his glory, 
to be strengthened with might by 
his l^irit in the inner man; 

17 That Christ may dwell m your 
hearts by faith ; that ye, being root- 
ed and grounded in love, 

18 May be able to comprehend with 
all saints what is the breadth, and 
length, and depth, and height; 

19 And to know the love of Christ, 
which passeth knowledge, that ye 
might be filled with all the fulness 
of God. 

20 Now unto him that is able to do 
exceeding abundantly above all that 
we ask or think, according to the 
power that worketh in us, 

21 Unto him he glory in the church 
by Christ Jesus throughout all ages, 
world without end. Amen. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

1 He exhorteth to unity, 7 and declareth that Qod 
therrfore giveth divers 11 gifts unto men, tftat his 
ehuroh might he 13 edified, and 16 grown up in 
Christ. He calleth them from the impurity of 
the Gentiles, 24 to put on the new man, 25 to cast 
off lying, and 29 corrupt communication, 

I THEREFORE, the prisoner of 
the Lord, beseech you that ye 
walk worthy of the vocation where- 
with ye are called, 

2 With all lowliness and meek- 
ness, with longsuffering, forbearing 
one another in love; 

3 Endeavouring to keep the tmity 
of the Spirit in the bond of peace. 

There is one body, and one Spirit, 
even as ye are called in one hope of 
your calling ; 

5 One Lord, one faith, one baptism, 
6 One God^ and Father of all, who 
is above all, and through all, and in 
joti all. 

7 But unto every one of us is given 
grace according to the measure of 
the gift of Christ. 

8 Wherefore he saith. When he 
ascended up on high, he led captivity 
captive, and gave gifts imto mem 
9 (Now that he ascended, what is 
it but that he also descended first 
into the lower parts of the earth ? 

10 He that descended is the same 
also that ascended up far above 
all hoccV'ens, that he might fill all 
thifigs.) 

11 And he gave some, apostles ; 
and some, prophets ; and some, 
evangelists; and some, pastors and 
teachers ; 

12 For the perfecting of the saints, 
for the work of the ministry, for the 
edifying of the body of Christ : 

13 Till we all come in the xmity of 
the faith, and of the knowledge of 
the Son of God, unto a perfect man, 
unto the measure of the statime of 
the fulness of Christ: 

14 That we henceforth be no more 
children, tossed to and firo, and car- 
ried about with every wind of doc- 
trine, by the sleight of men, and 
cunning craftiness, whereby they lie 
in wait to deceive ; 

15 But speaking the truth in love. 


may grow up into him in all things, 
which is the head, even Christ : 

16 From whom the whole body fi^y 
joined together and compacted by 
that which every joint sijj^Iieth, ac- 
cording to the efipctdal working in 
the measure gf €very part, maketh 
increas^^jirf^e body imto the edify- 
ing^J 0 f^l^self in love. 

17 This I say therefore, and testify 
in the Lord, that ye henceforth walk 
not as other Gentiles walk, in the 
vanity of their mind, 

18 Having the understanding dark- 
ened, being alienated irom the life 
of God through the ignorance that 
is in them, because of the blindness 
of their heart: 

19 Who being past feeUng have given 
themselves over unto lasciviousness, 
to work all uncleanness with greedi- 
ness. 

20 But ye have not so learned Christ ; 

21 If so be that ye have heard him, 
and have been taught by him, as the 
truth is in Jesus : 

22 That ye put off* concerning the 
former conversation the old man, 
which is corrupt according to the 
deceitful lusts; 

23 And be renewed in the spirit of 
yoTir mind ; 

24 And that ye put on the new 
man, which after God is created in 
righteousness and true holiness. 

25 Wherefore putting away lying, 
speak every man truth with his 
neighbour : for we are members one 
of another. 

26 Be ye angry, and sin not: let 
not the sun go down upon your 
wrath : 

27 Neither give place to the devil. 

28 Let him that stole steal no more : 
but rather let him labour, working 
with his hands the thing which is 
good, that he may have to give to 
him that needeth. 

29 Let no corrupt communication 
proceed out of your mouth, but that 
which is good to the use of edifying, 
that it may minister grace unto the 
hearers. 

30 And grieve not the holy Spirit 
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of God, whereby ye are sealed unto 
the day of redemption. 

31 Let all bitterness, and wrath, and 
anger, and clamour, and evil speak- 
ing, be put away from you, with all 
malice : 

32 And be ye kind one to another, 
tenderhearted, formving one another, 
even as God for Christ’s sake hath 
forgiven you. 

CHAPTER V. 

2 After general exhortations^ to Ime^ S to fly fomicor- 
tixm, 4 and all uncleanness, 7 not to converse with 
the wicked, \S to walk warily, and to be 18 filled 
with the Spirit, 92 he descendoth to the particular 
duties, how wives ought to obey their huAnxnds, 25 
and husbands ought to love their wives, 32 even as 
Christ doth his church, 

B e ye therefore followers of God, 
as dear children ; 

2 And walk in love, as Christ also 
hath loved us, and hath given him- 
self for us an offering and a sacrifice 
to God for a sweetsmelling savour. 

3 But fornication, and ^ unclean- 
ness, or covetousness, let it not be 
once named among you, as becom- 
eth saints; 

4 Neither filthiness, nor foolish 
talking, nor jesting, which are not 
convenient : but rather giving of 
thanks. 

5 For this ye know, that no whore- 
monger, nor unclean person, nor co- 
vetous man, who is an idolater, hath 
any inheritance in the kingdom of 
Christ and of God. 

6 Let no man deceive you with vain 
words: for because of these things 
cometh the wrath of God upon the 
children of disobedience. 

1 Be not ye therefore partakers 
with them. 

8 For ye were sometimes darkness, 
but now are ye light in the Lord: 
walk as children of light : 

9 (For the fruit of the Spirit is in 
all goodness and righteousness and 
truth ;) 

10 Proving what is acceptable unto 
the Lord. 

11 And have no fellowship with the 
imfruitful works of darlmess, but 
rather reprove them. 

12 For it is a shame even to speak 


toives a/ad husbcmds. 

of those things which are done of 
them in secret 

13 But all things that are reproved 
are made manifest bv the light : for 
whatsoever doth make mai^est is 
Ught 

14 Wherefore he saith. Awake thou 
that sleepest, and arise from the dead, 
and Christ shall give thee light 

16 See then that ye walk circum- 
spectly, not as fools, but as wise, 

16 Redeeming the time, because 
the days are evil. 

17 Wherefore be ye not unwise, but 
understanding what the will of the 
Lord is. 

18 And be not drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess ; but be filled with 
the Spirit ; 

19 Spealiig to yourselves in psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs, sing- 
ing and makmg melody in your heart 
to the Lord ; 

20 Giving thanks always for all 
things unto God and the Father in 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ; 

21 Submitting yourselves one to 
another in the fear of God. 

22 Wives, submit yoiu^elves unto 
your own husbands, as unto the Lord. 

23 For the husband is the head of 
the wife, even as Christ is the head 
of the church: and he is the sa- 
viour of the body. 

24 Therefore as the church is sub- 
ject unto Christ, so let the wives 
he to their own husbands in every 
thing. 

26 Husbands, love your wives, even 
as Christ also loved the church, and 
gave himself for it ; 

26 That he might sanctify and 
cleanse it with the washing of water 
by the word, 

27 That he might present it to him- 
self a glorious church, not having 
spot, or wrinkle, or any such thing; 
but that it should be holy and with- 
out blemish. 

28 So ought men to love their wives 
as their own bodies. He that loveth 
his wife loveth himself 

29 For no man ever yet hated his 
own flesh; but nourisheth and cho- 
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0/ children and servants. 

risheth even as the Lord the 
church : 

80 For we are members of his body, 
of his flesh, and of his bones. 

31 For this cause shall a man leave 
his father and mother, and shall be 
joined unto his wife, and they two 
shall be one flesh. 

32 This is a ^eat mystery; but I 
speak concemmg Christ and the 
church. 

33 Nevertheless let every one of you 
in particular so love his wife even as 
himself; and the wife see that she 
reverence her husband. 

CHAPTER VI. 

I Tlie duty of children towards their parents, 6 of ser- 
vants towards their masters. 10 Our life is a war- 
fare, 12 not only against flesh and blood, hut also 
spiritual enemies. 13 The complete armour of a 
Christian, 18 and how it ought to he used. 21 Ty- 
chicus is commended. 

C HILDREN, obey your parents in 
the Lord : for this is right. 

2 Honour thy father and mother; 
which is the flrst commandment with 
promise ; 

3 That it may be well with thee, and 
thou mayest live long on the earth. 

4 And, ye fathers, provoke not your 
children to wrath: but bring them 
up in the mu^ure and admonition 
of the Lord. 

6 Servants, be obedient to them that 
are your masters according to the 
flesh, with fear and trembling, in sin- 
gleness of your heart, as unto Christ ; 

6 Not with eyeservice, as mei^leas- 
ers; but as the servants of Christ, 
doi^ the will of God from the heart ; 

7 With good will doing service, as 
to the Lord, and not to men: 

8 Knowing that whatsoever good 
thing any man doeth, the same shall 
he receive of the Lord, whether he he 
bond or free. 

9 And, ye masters, do the same 
things unto them, forbearing threat- 
ening: knowing that your Master 
also is in heaven; neither is there 
respect of persons with him. 

10 Finally, my brethren, be strong 
in the Lord, and in the power of his 
might. 
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The Christiom's armour. 

11 Put on the whole armour of God, 
that ye may be able to stand against 
the ^es of the devil. 

12 For we wrestle not against flesh 
and blood, but against prmcipalities, 
against powers, against the rulers of 
the darkness of this world, a^nst 
spiritual wickedness in high j^Mces. 

13 Wherefore take unto you the 
whole armour of God, that ye may 
be able to withstand in the evil day, 
and having done all, to stand. 

14 Stand therefore, having your 
loins girt about with truui, and 
having on the breastplate of right- 
eousness ; 

15 And your feet shod with the pre- 
paration of the gospel of peace ; 

16 Above all, taking the shield of 
faith, wherewith ye ^all be able to 
quench all the fiery darts of the 
wicked. 

17 And take the helmet of salvation, 
and the sword of the Spirit, which 
is the word of God: 

18 Praying always with all prayer 
and supplication in the Spirit, and 
watching thereunto with all perse- 
verance and supplication for all 
saints ; 

19 And for me, that utterance may 
be given unto me, that I may open 
my mouth boldly, to make known 
the mystery of the gospel, 

20 For which I am an ambassador 
in bonds: that therein I may speak 
boldly, as I ought to speak. 

21 But that ye also may know my 
afihirs, and how I do, Tychicus, a 
beloved brother and faithful minis- 
ter in the Lord, shall make known 
to you all things: 

22 Whom I have sent unto you for 
the same pu^ose, that ye might 
know our afiairs, and that he might 
comfort your hearts. 

23 Peace he to the brethren, and 
love with faith, from God the Father 
and the Lord Jesus Christ 

24 Grace he with all them that love 
oar Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity. 
Amen.

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THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE 


TO THE 

PHILIPPIANS 


CHAPTER I- 

8 He teMifieth his thankfulness to God, and his love 
toward them, for the fruits of their faith, and fellow- 
ship in his sufferings, 9 daily praying to him for their 
increase in grace: 12 he sh^eth tohat good the faith 
of Christ had received by his troubles at Rome, 21 
and how ready he is to glorify Christ either by his life 
or death, 27 ewhorting th^ to unity, 28 and to for- 
titude in persecution. 

P AUL and Timotheus, the ser- 
vants of Jesus Christ, to all the 
saints in Christ Jesus which are at 
Philippi, with the bishops and dea- 
cons: 

2 Grace he unto you, and peace, 
from God our Father, and from the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

3 I thank my God upon every re- 
membrance of you, 

4 Always in every prayer of mine 
for you all making request with joy, 
5 For your fellowship in the gospel 
from the first day until now ; 

6 Being confident of this very thing, 
that he which hath begim a good 
work in you will perform U until the 
day of Jesus Christ : 

7 Even as it is meet for me to 
think this of you all, because I have 
you in my heart ; inasmuch as both 
in my bonds, and in the defence 
and confirmation of the gospel, ye 
all are partakers of my grace. 

8 For God is my record, how great- 
ly I long after you all in the bowels 
of Jesus Christ. 

9 And this I pray, that your love 
may abound yet more and more in 
knowledge and in all judgment ; 

10 That ye may approve things 
that are excellent; that ye may be 
sincere and without offence till the 
day of Christ; 

11 Being filled with the firuits of 
righteousness, which are by Jesus 
Chi^t, unto the glory and praise of 
God. 

12 But I would ye should under- 


stand, brethren, that the thin^ which 
happened unto me have fanen out 
rather unto the furtherance of the 
gospel ; 

13 So that my bonds in Christ are 
manifest in all the palace, and in all 
other ^Zoces; 

14 And many of the brethren in the 
Lord, waxing confident by my bonds, 
are much more bold to speak the 
word without fear. 

16 Some indeed preach Christ even 
of envy and strife; and some also 
of good will: 

16 The one preach Christ of con- 
tention, not sincerely, supposing to 
add affliction to my bonds : 

17 But the other of love, knowing 
that I am set for the defence of the 
gospel. 

18 What then ? notwithstanding, 
every way, whether in pretence, or 
in truth, Christ is preached; and I 
therein do rejoice, yea, and will 
rejoice. 

19 For I know that this shall turn 
to my salvation through yoiu* prayer, 
and the supply of the Spirit of Je- 
sus Christ, 

20 According to my earnest expec- 
tation and my hope, that in notWg 
1 shall be ashamed, but that with aU 
boldness, as always, so now also Christ 
shall be magnified in my body, whe- 
ther U he by life, or by death. 

21 For to me to live is Christ, and 
to die is gain. 

22 But if I live in the fiesh, this is 
the fimit of my labour: yet what I 
shall choose I wot not 

23 For I am in a strait betwixt 
two, having a desire to depart, and 
to be wiw Christ; whicn is far 
better: 

24 Nevertheless to abide in the 
flesh is more needfiil for you. 
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26 And having this confidence, I 
know that I shall abide and con- 
tinue with you all for your further- 
ance and joy of faith ; 

26 That your rejoicing may be more 
abundant in Jesus Christ for me by 
my coming to you again 

27 Only let your conversation be as 
it becometh the gospel of Christ: 
that whether I come and see you, 
or else be absent, I may hear of 
your affairs, that ye stand fast in 
one spirit, with one mind striving 
together for the faith of the gos- 
pel; 

28 And in nothing terrified by your 
adversaries : which is to them an 
evident token of perdition, but to 
you of salvation, and that of God. 

29 For unto you it is given in the 
behalf of Christ, not only to believe 
on him, but also to suffer for his 
sake ; 

30 Having the same conflict which 
ye saw in me, and now hear to be in 
me. 

CHAPTER H. 

1 He exhorteth them to unity, and to all humbleness of 
mind, by the example of Chrisfs humility and exalta'~ 
tion : 12 to a careful proceeding in the way of salvu’- 
tion^ that they he as lights to the wicked world, 16 
and comforts to him their apostle, who is now ready 
to he offered up to Ood. 19 He hopeth to send Ti- 
mothy to them, whom he greatly commendeth, 25 as 
Epaphroditus also, whom he presently sendeth to 
them, 

I F there be therefore any consola- 
tion in Christ, if any comfort of 
love, if any fellowship of the Spirit, 
if any bowels and mercies, 

2 Ffilfil ye my joy, that ye be like- 
minded, having the same love, being 
of one accord, of one mind. 

8 Let nothing be done through strife 
or vainglory ; but in lowlmess of 
mind let each esteem other better 
than themselves. 

4 Look not every man on his own 
things, but every man also on the 
things of others. 

6 Let this mind be in you, which 
was also in Christ Jesus: 

6 Who, being in the form of God, 
thought it not robbery to be equal 
with God: 

7 But made himself of no repu- 


tation, and took upon him the form 
of a servant, and was made in the 
likeness of men: 

8 And being foimd in fashion as a 
man, he humbled himself, and be- 
came obedient unto death, even the 
death of the cross. 

9 Wherefore God also hath highly 
exalted him, and given him a name 
which is above every name : 

10 That at the name of Jesus every 
knee should bow, of things in hea- 
ven, and things in earth, and things 
under the earth ; 

11 And that every tongue should 
confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, 
to the glory of God the Father. 

12 Wherefore, my beloved, as ye 
have always obeyed, not as in my 
presence only, but now much more 
m my absence, work out your own 
salvation with fear and trembling. 

13 For it is God which worketh in 
you both to will and to do of his 
good pleasure. 

14 Do all things without murmur- 
ings and disputings: 

15 That ye may be blameless and 
harmless, the sons of God, without 
rebuke, in the midst of a crooked 
and perverse nation, among whom 
ye shine as lights in the world; 

16 Holding forth the word of life; 
that I may rejoice in the day of 
Christ, that I have not run in vain, 
neither laboured in vain 

17 Yea, and if I be offered upon 
the sacrifice and service of your faith, 
I joy, and rejoice with you all. 

18 For the same cause also do ye 
joy, and rejoice with me. 

19 But I trust in the Lord Jesus 
to send Timotheus shortly unto you, 
that I also may be of good comfort, 
when I know your state. 

20 For I have no man likeminded, 
who will naturally care for your 
state. 

21 For all seek their omui, not the 
thin^ which are Jesus Christ’s. 

22 But ye know the proof of him, 
that, as a son with the father, he 
hath served with me in the gospel 

23 Him therefore I hope to send 
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presently, so soon as I shall see how 
it will go with me. 

24 But I trust in the Lord that I 
also myself shall come shortly. 

25 Yet I supposed it necessary to 
send to you Epaphroditus, my bro- 
ther, and companion in labour, and 
fellowsoldier, but your messenger, 
and he that ministered to my wants. 

26 For he longed after you all, and 
was full of heaviness, because that 
ye had heard that he had been sick. 

27 For indeed he was sick nigh un- 
to death : but God had mercy on 
him ; and not on him only, but on 
me also, lest I should have sorrow 
upon sorrow. 

28 I sent him therefore the more 
careftdly, that, when ye see him again, 
ye may rejoice, and that I may be 
the less sorrowful. 

29 Receive him therefore in the 
Lord with all gladness ; and hold 
such in reputation : 

30 Because for the work of Christ 
he was nigh unto death, not regard- 
ing his life, to supply your lack of 
service toward me. 

CHAPTER m. r 

f He warneth them to beware of the false teo/che'rs oA 
the circumcAsion^ 4 shewing that himself hath greater), 
cause than they to trust in the righteousness of the] 
law : 7 which notwithstanding he counteth as dung 
and loss^ to gain Christ and his righteousness , 12 
therein acknowledging his own imperfection. 15 He 
exhorteth them to he thus minded.^ 17 and to imitate 
him, 1 8 and to decline the ways of carnal Christians. 

F inally, my brethren, rejoice 
in the Lord. To write the same 
things to you, to me indeed is not 
grievous, but for you it is safe. 

2 Beware of dogs, beware of evil 
workers, beware of the concision. 

3 For we are the circumcision, which 
worship God in the spirit, and re- 
joice in Christ Jesus, and have no 
confidence in the fiesh. 

4 Though I might also have confi- 
dence in the fiesh. If any other man 
thinketh that he hath whereof h^ 
might trust in the fiesh, I more : 

5 Circumcised the eighth day, of the 
stock of Israel, of the tribe of Ben- 
jamin, an Hebrew of the Hebrews; 
as touching the law, a Pharisee; 


6 Concerning zeal, persecuting the 
church; touching the righteousness 
which is in the law, blameless. 

7 But what things were gain to me, 
those I coimted loss for Christ. 

8 Yea doubtless, and I coimt all 
thmgs but loss for the excellency of 
the mowledge of Christ Jesus my 
Lord : for whom I have suffered the 
loss of all things, and do count them 
but dung, that I may win Christ, 

9 And be found in him, not having 
mine own righteousness, which is of 
the law, but that which is through 
the faith of Christ, the righteousness 
which is of God by faith : 

10 That I may Imow him, and the 
power of his resurrection, and the 
fellowship of his sufferings, being 
made conformable unto his death : 

11 If by any means I might attain 
unto the resurrection of the dead. 

12 Not as though I had already 
attained, either were already perfect ; 
but I follow after, if that I may ap- 
prehend that for which also I am 
apprehended of Christ Jesus. 

13 Brethren, I count no t myself 
to have apprehended : hnij this one 

■ thing I <fc,’ forgetting those things 
which are behind, and reaching 
forth unto those things which are 
before, 

14 I press toward the markifor the 
* “prize "of the "high calfing of God in 

Christ Jesus. 

16 Let us therefore, as many as be 
perfect, be thus minded: and if in 
any thing ye be otherwise minded, 
God shall reveal even this unto 
you, 

16 Nevertheless, whereto we have 
already attained, let us walk by the 
same rule, let us mind the same 
thin& 

17 Brethren, be followers together 
of me, and mark them which walk 
so as ye have us for an ensample. 

18 (For many walk, of whom I have 
told you often, and now tell you 
even weeping, that they are the ene- 
mies of the cross of Christ : 

19 Whose end is destruction, whose 
God is their belly, and whose glory 
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u in their shame, who mind earthly 

thin^.) 

20 For our conversation is in hea- 
ven; from whence also we look for 
the Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ: 

21 Who shall change our vile body, 
that it may be fashioned like unto 
his glorious body, according to the 
wormng whereby he is able even to 
subdue all things unto himself. 


CHAPTER IV. 

1 From particular admonitions 4 he prooeedeth to 
general exhortations^ 10 shewing how he rejoiced at 
their liberality towards him lying in prison, not so 
much for the supply of his own wants, as for the 
graoe of Crod in them, 16 And so he conclvdeth with 
prayer and satutations, 

T herefore, my brethren dearly 
beloved and longed for, my joy 
and crown, so stand rast in the Lord, 
my dearly beloved. 

2 I beseech Euodias, and beseech 
S^tyche, that they be of the same 
mind in the Lord. 

3 And I intreat thee also, true 

{ yokefellow, help those women which 
aboured with me in the gospel, with 
Clement also, and vnth other my fel- 
lowlabourers, whose names are in the 
book of life. 

4 Rejoice in the Lord alway: and 
again I say. Rejoice. 

6 Let your moderation be known 
unto aU men. The Lord is at 
hand. 

6 Be careful for nothing; but in 
every thing by prayer and supplica- 
tion with thanksmving let your re- 
quests be made known unto God. 

7 And the peace of God, which 
passetb all imderstanding, shall 
keep your hearts and minds through 
Chi^t Jesus. 

8 Finally, brethren, whatsoever things 
are true, whatsoever things are ho- 
nest, whatsoever things are just, what- 
soever things are pure, whatsoever 
things are lovely, whatsoever things 
are of good report; if there he any 
idrtue, and if there he any praise, 
think on these things. 

9 Those things, which ye have both 
learned, and received, and heard. 


and seen in me, do : and the God of 
peace shall be with you. 

10 But I rejoiced in the Lord gioat- 
ly, that now at the last ^our care of 
me hath flourished agam; wherein 
ye were also careful, but ye lacked 
opportunity. 

11 Not that I speak in respect of 
want: for I have learned, in what- 
soever state I am, therewith to be 
content. 

12 I know both how to be abased, 
and I know how to abound: every 
where and in all thin^ I am in- 
structed both to be fufi and to be 
hungry, both to abound and to suf 
fer need. 

18 I can do all things through Christ 
which strengtheneth me. 

14 Notwithstanding ye have well 
done, that ye did communicate with 
my auction. 

16 Now ye Philippians know also, 
that in the beginning of the gospel, 
when I departed from Macedonia, no 
church communicated with me as 
concerning giving and receiving, but 
ye only. 

16 For even in Thessalonica ye sent 
once and again unto my necessity. 

17 Not because I desire a gift : but 
I desire fruit that may abound to 
your account. 

18 But I have all, and aboimd: I 
am fiiU, having received of Epaphro- 
ditus the things which were sent from 
you, an odour of a sweet smell, a 
sacrifice acceptable, wellpleasing to 
God. 

19 But my God shall supply all 
your need accordii^ to his riches 
m glory by Christ Jesua 

20 Now unto God and our Father 
he glory for ever and ever. Amen. 

21 Smute every saint in Christ 
Jesua The brethren which are with 
me greet you. 

22 All the saints salute you, chiefly 
they that are of Caesar’s household. 

23 The grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ he with you ail Amen.

COLOSSIANS. 


CHAPTER I. 

I After salutation he thanketh God for their faith, 7 
confirmeth the doctrine of Epaphras, 9 prayeth further 
for their increase in grace^ 14 describeth the true 
Christ, 21 encourayeth them to recewe Jesus Christy 
and commendeth his own ministry, 

P AUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ 
by the will of God, and Timo- 
theus our brother, 

2 To the saints and faithbil brethren 
in Christ which are at Colosse : Grace 
he unto you, and peace, from God our 
Father and the Lord Jesus Christ 
3 We give thanks to God and the 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
praying always for you, 

4 Since we heard of your faith in 
Christ Jesus, and of the love which 
ye have to all the saints, 

5 For the hope which is laid up for 
you in heaven, whereof ye heard be- 
fore in the word of the truth of the 
gospel; 

6 Which is come unto you, as it is 
in all the world; and bringeth forth 
fruit, as it doth also in you, since 
the day ye heard of it, and knew 
the grace of God in truth: 

7 As ye also learned of Epaphras 
our dear fellowservant, who is for 
you a faithftil minister of Christ; 

8 Who also declared unto us your 
love in the Spirit. 

9 For this cause we also, since the 
day we heard it, do not cease to pray 
for you, and to desire that ye might 
be foled with the knowledge of nis 
will in all wisdom and spiritual un- 
derstanding ; 

10 That ye might walk worthy of 
the Lord unto all pleasing, being 
fruitful in every good work, and in- 
creasing in the £iowledge of God; 

11 Strengthened with all might, 
according to his glorious power, unto 
all patience and longsunering with 
joyfulness ; 

12 Giving thanks unto the Father, 
which hath made us meet to be 


partakers of the inheritance of the 
saints in light: 

13 Who hath delivered us from the 

C r of darkness, and hath trans- 
it into the kingdom of his 
dear Son: 

14 In whom we have redemption 
through his blood, even the forgive- 
ness of sms : 

16 Who is the image of the invisible 
God, the firstborn of every creature • 
16 For by him were all things cre- 
ated, that are in heaven, and that are 
in earth, visible and invisible, whe- 
ther they he thrones, or dominions, or 
principalities, or powers: all things 
were created by him, and for him: 

17 And he is before all things, and 
by him all things consist 
18 And he is the head of the body, 
the church: who is the beginning, 
the firstborn from the dead ; that in 
all things he might have the pre- 
eminence. 

19 For it pleased the Father that 
in him should all fulness dwell; 

20 And, having made peace through 
the blood of his cross, by him to re- 
concile all things unto himself; by 
him, I say, whether they he things in 
earth, or tWgs in heavea 
21 And you, that were sometime 
alienated and enemies in your mind 
by wicked works, yet now hath he 
reconciled 

22 In the body of his flesh through 
death, to present you holy and un- 
blameable and unreproveable in his 
sight : 

23 If ye continue in the faith 
grounded and settled, and he not 
moved away from the hope of the 
gospel, which ye have heard, and 
which was preached to every crea- 
ture which is under heaven; where- 
of I Paul am made a minister; 

24 Who now rejoice in my suffering 
for you, and fill up that which is 
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behind of the aflAictions of Christ in 
my flesh for his body’s sake, which 
is the church; 

25 Whereof I am made a minister, 
according to the dispensation of God 
which is given to me for you, to fulfil 
the word of God ; 

26 Even the mystery which hath 
been hid from a^es and from gene- 
rations, but now IS made manifest to 
his samts : 

27 To whom God would make known 
what is the riches of the glory of this 
mystery among the Gentiles ; which 
is Christ in you, the hope of glory: 

28 Whom we preach, warning every 
man, and teaching every man in ail 
wisdom ; that we may present every 
man perfect in Christ Jesus: 

29 Whereunto I also labour, striv- 
ing according to his working, which 
worketh in me mightily. 

CHAPTER II. 

I He Still exhorteth them to be constant in Christy 8 to be- 
ware o f philosophy y and min traditions, 1 8 worshipping 
of angels, 20 and legal ceremonies, which are ended in 
Christ. 

F oe I would that ye knew what 
great conflict I have for you, 
and for them at Laodicea, and for 
as many as have not seen my face 
in the flesh ; 

2 That their hearts might be com- 
forted, being knit together in love, 
and unto all riches of the full assur- 
ance of understanding, to the acknow- 
ledgment of the mystery of God, 
and of the Father, and of Christ; 

3 In whom are hid all the treasures 
of wisdom and knowledge. 

4 And this I say, lest any man should 
beguile you with enticing words. 

5 For though I be absent in the 
flesh, yet am I with you in the spi- 
rit, joying and beholding your order, 
and the stedfastness of your faith in 
Christ 

6 As ye have therefore received 
Christ Jesus the Lord, so walk ye in 
him: 

7 Hooted and built up in him, and 
stablished in the fldth, as ye have 
been taught abounding therein with 
thanksgiving. 


8 Beware lest any man spoil you 
through philosophy and vain deceit 
after the tradition of men, after the 
rudiments of the world, and not after 
Christ. 

9 For in him dwelleth all the ful- 
ness of the Godhead bodily. 

10 And ye are complete in him, 
which is the head of all principality 
and power: 

11 In whom also ye are circum- 
cised with the circumcision made 
without hands, in putting OS’ the 
body of the sins of the flesh by the 
circumcision of Christ: 

12 Buried with him in baptism, where- 
in also ye are risen with him through 
the faith of the operation of God, 
who hath raised him from the dead. 

13 And you, being dead in your 
sins and the uncircumcision of your 
flesh, hath he quickened together 
with him, having forgiven you all 
trespasses ; 

14 Blotting out the handwriting of 
ordinances that was against us, which 
was contrary to us, and took it out 
of the way, nailing it to his cross ; 

16 And having spoiled principalities 
and powers, he made a shew of them 
openly, triumphing over them in it. 

16 Let no man therefore judge you 
in meat, or in drink, or in respect of 
an hoiyday, or of the new moon, or 
of the sabbath days: 

17 Which are a shadow of things 
to come; but the body is of Christ. 

18 Let no man beguile you of your 
reward in a voluntary humility and 
worshipping of angels, intruding into 
those tbu^s which he hath not seen, 
vainly puffed up by his fleshly mind, 

19 And not holding the Head, from 
which all the body by joints and 
bands having nourishment minis- 
tered, and knit together, increaseth 
with the increase of God 

20 Wherefore if ye be dead with 
Christ from the rudiments of the 
world, why, as though living in the 
world, are ye subject to ordinances, 

21 (Touch not; taste not; handle 
not; 

22 Which all are to perish with the 



An exhortation to 

using ;) after the commandments and 
doctrines of men ? 

23 Which things have indeed a 
shew of wisdom in will worship, 
and humility, and neglecting of the 
bod^; not in any honour to the sa- 
tisfying of the flesh. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 He sheweth where we should seek Christ 6 He eahort- 
eth to mortification, 10 to put qffthe old man, and to 
put on Christ, 12 exhorting to charity, humility, and 
other several duties. 

I F ye then be risen with Christ, 
seek those things which are 
above, where Christ sitteth on the 
right hand of God. 

2 Set your affection on things 
above, not on things on the earth. 

3 For ye are dead, and your life is 
hid with Christ in God. 

4 When Christ, who is our life, shall 
appear, then shall ye also appear 
with him in glory. 

5 Mortify therefore your members 
which are upon the earth ; fornica- 
tion, uncleanness, inordinate affec- 
tion, evil concupiscence, and covet- 
ousness, which is idolatry: 

6 For which things’ sake the wrath 
of God Cometh on the children of 
disobedience : 

7 In the wliich ye also walked some 
time, when ye lived in them. 

8 But now ye also put off* all these ; 
anger, wrath, malice, blasphemy, filthy 
communication out of your mouth. 

9 Lie not one to another, seeing 
that ye have put off the old man 
with his deeds ; 

10 And have put on the new man, 
which is renewed in knowledge after 
the image of him that created him : 
11 Where there is neither Greek 
nor Jew, circumcision nor uncircum- 
cision, Barbarian, Scythian, bond nor 
free : but Christ is all, and in alL 
12 Put on therefore, as the elect 
of God, holy and beloved, bowels 
of mercies, kindness, humbleness of 
mind, meekness, longsuffering; 

13 Forbearing one another, and 
forgiving one another, if any man 
have a quarrel against any: even 
as Christ forgave you, so also do ye. 


charity, humility, &c. 

14 And above all these things put 
on charity, which is the bond of per- 
fectness. 

15 And let the peace of God rule 
in your hearts, to the which also ye 
are called in one body; and be ye 
thankful. 

16 Let the word of Christ dwell 
in you richly in all wisdom; teach- 
ing and admonishing one another 
in psalms and hymns and spiritual 
songs, singing with grace in your 
hearts to the Lord. 

17 And whatsoever ye do in word 
or deed, do all in the name of the 
Lord Jesus, giving thanks to God 
and the Father by him. 

18 Wives, submit yourselves unto 
your own husbands, as it is fit in 
the Lord. 

19 Husbands, love your wives, and 
be not bitter against them. 

20 Children, obey your parents in 
all things: for this is well pleasing 
imto the Lord. 

21 Fathers, provoke not your chil- 
dren to anger, lest they be discou- 
raged. 

22 Servants, obey in all things your 
masters according to the flesh ; not 
with eyeservice, as menpleasers ; but 
in singleness of heart, fearing God: 

23 And whatsoever ye do, do it 
heartily, as to the Lord, and not 
unto men; 

24 Knowing that of the Lord ye 
shall receive the reward of the inhe- 
ritance : for ye serve the Lord Christ. 

25 But he that doeth wong shall 
receive for the wrong which he hath 
done: and there is no respect of 
persons. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 He exhorteth them to be fervent in prayer, 5 to walk 
wisely toward them that are not yet come to the t’nie 
knowledge of Christ. 10 He saluteth them, and wish- 
eth them all prosperity. 

M asters, give unto your ser- 
vants that which is just and 
equal ; knowing that ye also have a 
Master in heaven. 

2 Continue in prayer, and watch 
in the same with thanksgiving; 

3 Withal praying also for us, that 
God would open xmto us a door of 
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utterance, to speak the mystery of 
Christ, for which I am also in bonds : 

4 That I may make it manifest, as 
I oi^ht to speak 

6 Walk in wisdom toward them 
that are without, redeeming the time. 

6 Let your speech be alway with 
g^ce, seasoned with salt, that ye may 
know how ye ought to answer every 
man. 

7 All my state shall Tychicus de- 
clare unto you, who is a beloved 
brother, and a faithful minister and 
fellowservant in the Lord: 

8 Whom I have sent unto you for 
the same purpose, that he might know 
your estate, and comfort your hearts ; 

9 With Onesimus, a faithful and 
beloved brother, who is one of you. 
They shall make known unto you 
all things which are done here. 

10 Aristarchus my fellowprisoner 
saluteth you, and Marcus, sister’s 
son to Barnabas, (touching whom 
ye received commandments: if he 
come unto you, receive him ;) 

11 And Jesus, which is called 
Justus, who are of the circumcision. 
These only are my fellowworkers un- 


to the kingdom of God, which have 
been a comfort unto me. 

12 Epaphras, who is of you, a 
servant of Glmst, saluteth you, al- 
ways labouring fervently for you in 
prayers, that ye may stand perfect 
and complete in all the will of God. 

13 For I bear him record, that he 
hath a great zeal for you, and them 
thal are in Laodicea, and them in 
Hierapolia 

14 Luke, the beloved physician, and 
Demas, greet yoiL 

16 8alute the brethren which are 
in Laodicea, and Nymphas, and the 
church which is in ms house. 

16 And when this epistle is read 
amon^ you, cause that it be read 
also m the church of the Laodi- 
ceans ; and that ye likewise read 
the epistle from Laodicea 

17 And say to Archippus, Take heed 
to the ministry which thou hast re- 
ceived in the Lord, that thou fulfil it. 

18 The salutation by the hand of 
me Paul Remember my bonds. 
Grace be with yoa Amen.

THE FIR8T EPI8TLE OF PAUL THE AP08TLE 


TO THE 

THESSALONIANS. 


CHAPTEK I. 

1 The Thessalonians are given to understand both how 
mindful of them Saint Paul was at all times in 
thanksgiving, and prayer: 5 and also how well he 
was perstiaM of the truth and sincerity of their 
faith^ and conversion to God. 

P AUL, and 8ilvanus, and Timo- 
theus, unto the church of the 
Thessalonians which is in God the 
Father and in the Lord Jesus Christ : 
Grace be unto you, and peace, fi^im 
God our Father, and the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

2 We give thanks to God always 
for you all, making mention of you 
in our prayers ; 

8 Remembering without ceasing 


your work of faith, and labour of 
love, and patience of hope in our 
Lord Jesus Christ, in the sight of 
God and our Father; 

4 Knowing, brethren beloved, your 
election of God. 

6 For our gospel came not unto 
you in word only, but also in power, 
and in the Holy Ghost, and in much 
assurance ; as ye know what manner 
of men we were among you for your 
sake. 

6 And ye became followers of us, 
and of the Lord, having received the 
word in much affliction, with joy of 
the Holy Ghost: 
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7 So that ye were ensamples to 
all that believe in Macedonia and 
Achaia. 

8 For from you sounded out the 
word of the Lord not only in Mace- 
donia and Achaia^ but also in eveiy 
place your faith to God-ward is 
spread abroad; so that we need 
not to speak any thing. 

9 For they themselves shew of us 
what manner of entering in we had 
unto you, and how ye turned to God 
from idols to serve the living and 
true God; 

10 And to wait for his Son from 
heaven, whom he raised from the 
dead, evm Jesus, which delivered us 
from the wrath to come. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 In what manner the gospel was brought and preached 
to the Thessaloniansy and in what sort also they re- 
ceived it, 18 ^ reason is rendered both why Saint 
Paul was so long absent from themy and also why he 
was so desirous to see them. 

F or yourselves, brethren, know 
our entrance in unto you, that 
it was not in vain : 

2 But even after that we had suf- 
fered before, and were shamefully 
entreated, as ye know, at Philippi, 
we were bold in our God to speak 
unto you the gospel of God with 
much contention. 

3 For our exhortation was not of 
deceit, nor of uncleanness, nor in 
guile: 

4 But as we were allowed of God 
to be put in trust with the gospel, 
even so we speak; not as pleasing 
men, but God, which trieth our 
heai^. 

6 For neither at any time used we 
flattering words, as ye know, nor a 
cloke of covetousness; God is wit- 
ness : 

6 Nor of men sought we glory, nei- 
ther of you, nor yet of others, when 
we might have been burdensome, as 
the apostles of Christ 
7 But we were gentle among you, 
even as a nurse cherisheth her chil- 
dren: 

8 So being affectionately desirous 
of you, we were willing to have im- 


parted unto you, not the gospel of 
God only, but also our own souls, 
because ye were dear imto us. 

9 For ye remember, brethren, our 
labour and travail: for labouring 
night and day, because we would 
not be chargeable unto any of you, 
we preached unto you the gospel 
of God. 

10 Ye are witnesses, and God also, 
how holily and justly and unblame- 
ably we behaved ourselves among 
you that believe: 

11 As ye know how we exhorted and 
comforted and charged every one of 
you, as a father doth his children, 

12 That ye would walk worthy of 
God, who hath called you unto his 
kingdom and glory. 

13 For this cause also thank we 
God without ceasiug, because, when 
ye received the word of God which 
ye heard of us, ye received it not as 
the word of men, but as it is in truth, 
the word of God, which effectually 
worketh also in you that believe. 

14 For ye, brethren, became fol- 
lowers of the churches of God which 
in Judsea are iu Christ Jesus: for 
ye also have suffered like things of 
your ovra countrymen, even as they 
have of the Jews: 

16 Who both killed the Lord Jesus, 
and their own prophets, and have 
persecuted us; and they please not 
God, and are contrary to all men: 

16 Forbidding us to speak to the 
Gentiles that they might be saved, 
to fill up their sins mway: for the 
wrath is come upon them to the 
uttermost. 

17 But we, brethren, being taken 
from you for a short time in pre- 
sence, not in heart, endeavoured the 
more abundantly to see your face 
wit h gr eat desire. 

18 Wherefore we would have come 
unto you, even I Paul, once and 
again; but Satan hindered us. 

19 For what is our hope, or Joy, or 
crown of rejoicing? Are not even 
ye in the presence of our Lord Jesus 
Christ at ^ coming ? 

20 For ye are our glory and joy. 
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CHAPTER m. 

I Saint Paul testifieth his great love to the Thessor 
UmianSf partly by sending Timothy unto them to 
strengthen and comfort them : partly by regoicing in 
their well doing : 10 and partly by praying for them^ 
and desiring a safe coming unto them. 

HBREFORE when we could 
no longer forbear, we thought 
it good to be left at Athens alone ; 

2 And sent Timotheus, our brother, 
and minister of God, and our fellow- 
labourer in the gospel of Christ, to 
establish you, and to comfort you 
concerning yom* faith: 

3 That no man shoulcl/be moved 

by these afflictions : ./or yourselves 
know that we are-' appointed there- 
unto. / 

4 For verily, when we were with 
you, we told ' you before that we 
should suffer tribulation ; even as 
it came to pass, and ye know. 

5 For this cause, when I could no 
longer forbear, I sent to know your 
faith, lest by some means the tempter 
have tempted you, and our labour be 
in vain. 

6 But now when Timotheus came 
from you unto us, and brought us 
good tidings of your faith and cha- 
rity, and that ye have good remem- 
Drance of us always, desiring greatly 
to see us, as we also to see you : 

7 Therefore, brethren, we were com- 
forted over you in all our affliction 
and distress by your faith : 

8 For now we live, if ye stand fast 
in the Lord 

9 For what thanks can we render 
to God again for you, for all the joy 
wherewith we joy for your sakes be- 
fore our God ; 

10 Night and day praying exceed- 
ingly that we might see your face, 
and might perfect that which is lack- 
ing in your faith ? 

II Now God himself and our Father, 
and our Lord Jesus Christ, direct our 
way unto you. 

12 And the Lord make you to in- 
crease and abound in love one to- 
ward another, and toward all men, 
even as we toward you : 

13 To the end he may stablish your 
hearts unblameable in holiness be- 


fore God, even our Father, at the 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ 
with {Q1 his saints. 

CHAPTER IV. 

I He eahorteth them to go on forward in all manner 
gf godliness, 6 to live holily and justly, 9 to looe one 
another, 11 and quietly to follow their own business : 
IS and last of all to sorrow moderately for the dead. 
15 And unto this last exhortation is annexed a briqf 
description of the resurrection, and second coming of 
Christ to judgment. 

URTHERMORE then we be- 
seech you, brethren, and exhort 
you by the Lord Jesus, that as ye 
have received of us how ye ought 
to walk and to please God, so ye 
would abound more and more. 

2 For ye know what commandments 
we ^ve you by the Lord Jesus. 

3 For this is the will of God, even 
your sanctification, that ye should 
abstain from fornication : 

4 That every one of you should 
know how to possess his vessel in 
sanctification and honour; 

6 Not in the lust of concupiscence, 
even as the Gentiles which Imow not 
God: 

6 That no man go beyond and de- 
fraud his brother in any matter : be- 
cause that the Lord is the avenger 
of all such, as we also have fore- 
warned you and testified. 

7 For God hath not called us unto 
uncleanness, but unto holiness. 

8 He therefore that despiseth, de- 
spiseth not man, but God, who hath 
also given unto us his holy Spirit. 

9 But as touching brotherly love ye 
need not that I write unto you : for 
ye yourselves are taught of God to 
love one another. 

10 And indeed ye do it toward all 
the brethren which are in all Mace- 
donia : but we beseech you, brethren, 
that ye increase more and more ; 

II And that ye study to be quiet, 
and to do your own business, and 
to work with your own hands, as we 
commanded you; 

12 That ye may walk honestly to- 
ward them that are without, ana that 
ye may have lack of nothing. 

13 But I would not have you to be 
ignorant, brethren, concerning them 
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which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, 
even as others which have no hopa 
14 For if we believe that Jesus died 
and rose again, even so them a^o 
which sleep in Jesus will God bring 
with him. 

16 For this we say unto you by the 
word of the Lord, that we which are 
alive and remain unto the coming 
of the Lord shall not prevent them 
which are asleep. 

16 For the Lord himself shall de- 
scend from heaven with a shout, 
with the voice of the archangel, and 
with the trump of God : and the 
dead in Christ shall rise first: 

17 Then we which are alive and 
remain shall be caught up together 
with them in the clouds, to meet 
the Lord in the air: and so shall 
we ever be with the Lord. 

18 Wherefore comfort one another 
with these words. 

CHAPTER V. 

I He proceedeth in the former description of Chrisfs 
coming to judgment t 16 and giveth divers precepts , 
23 arid so concludeth the epistle. 

B ut of the times and the seasons, 
brethren, ye have no need that 
I write unto you. 

2 For yourselves know perfectly, 
that the day of the Lord so cometh 
as a thief in the night. 

3 For when they shall say. Peace 
and safety ; then sudden destruction 
cometh upon them, as travail upon 
a woman with child ; and they shall 
not escape. 

4 But ye, brethren, are not in dark- 
ness, that that day should overtake 
you as a thief. 

5 Ye are all the children of light, 
and the children of the day : we are 
not of the night, nor of darkness. 

6 Therefore let us not sleep, as do 
others ; but let us watch and be sober. 
7 For they that sleep sleep in the 
night ; and they that be dru^en are 
drimken in the night. 

8 But let us, who are of the day, be 
sober, putting on the breastplate of 
faith and love; and for an helmet, 
the hope of salvation. 


9 For God hath not appointed us 
to wrath, but to obtain salvation by 
our Lord Jesus Christ, 

10 Who died for us, that, whether 
we wake or sleep, we should live 
together with him. 

11 Wherefore comfort yourselves 
together, and edify one another, 
even as also ye do. 

12 And we beseech you, brethren, 
to know them which labour among 
you, and are over you in the Lord, 
and admonish you; 

13 And to esteem them very highly 
in love for their work’s sake. And 
be at peace among yourselves. 

14 Now we exhort you, brethren, 
warn them that are unruly, comfort 
the feebleminded, support the weak, 
be patient toward all rmn. 

16 See that none render evil for 
evil imto any man ; but ever follow 
that which is good, both among your- 
selves, and to all men. 

16 Rejoice evermore. 

17 Pray without ceasing. 

18 In every thing give thanks: for 
this is the will of God in Christ 
Jesus concerning you. 

19 Quench not the Spirit. 

20 Despise not prophesyings. 

21 Prove all things ; hold fast that 
which is good. 

22 Abstain from all appearance of 
evil 

23 And the very God of peace 
sanctify you wholly ; and I pray 
God your whole spirit and soul ana 
body be preserved blameless unto 
the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

24 Faithful is he that calleth you, 
who also will do it. 

26 Brethren, pray for us. 

26 Greet all the brethren with an 
holy kiss. 

27 I charge you by the Lord that 
this epistle be read unto all the holy 
brethren. 

28 The grace of our Lord Jesixs 
Christ he with you. Amen.

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THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE 


TO THS 

THESSALONIANS 


CHAPTER I. 

I Saint Paul oertifieth them qf the good opinion which 
he had qf their faith, hve, and patienoe: 11 and 
therewithal useth divers reasons for the comforting qf 
them in perseeviion, whereof the chiqfest is taken 
from the righteove judgment of God. 

P AUL, and Silvanus, and Timo- 
theus, unto the church of the 
Thessalonians in God our Father 
and the Lord Jesus Christ: 

2 Grace unto you, and peace, from 
God our Father and the Lord Jesus 
Christ 

3 We are bound to thank God al- 
ways for you, brethren, as it is meet 
because that your faith groweth ex- 
ceedingly, and the charity of every 
one of you all toward each other 
aboundeth ; 

4 So that we ourselves glory in you 
in the chiu'ches of God for your pa- 
tience and faith in all your persecu- 
tions and tribulations that ye endure : 
5 Which is a manifest token of the 
righteous judgment of God, that 
ye may be counted worthy of the 
kingdom of God, for which ye also 
suffer : 

6 Seeing it is Si righteous thing 
with God to recompense tribulation 
to them that trouble you ; 

7 And to you who are troubled 
rest with us, when the Lord Jesus 
shall be revealed from heaven with 
his mighty angels, 

8 In flaming Are taking vengeance 
on them that know not God, and 
that obey not the gospel of our Lord 
Jesus Christ: 

9 Who shall be punished with ever- 
lasting destruction flrom the presence 
of the Lord, and from the glory of 
his ^wer ; 

10 when he shall come to be glori- 
fied in his saints, and to be admired 
in all them that believe (because our 
testimony among you was believed) 
in that day. 


11 Wherefore also we pray always 
for you, that oiu* God would count 
you worthy of this calling, and fulfil 
all the good pleasure of his goodness, 
and the work of faith with power : 

12 That the name of our Lord Je- 
sus Christ may be glorified in you, 
and ye in him, according to the 
grace of our God and the Lord Je- 
sus Christ 

CHAPTER II. 

1 He willeth them to continue stedfast in the truth 
received, 3 sheweth that there shall be a departure 
from the faith, 9 and a discovery of antichrist, bo- 
fore the day of the Lord come. 15 And thereupon 
repeateth his former exhortation, and prayeth for 
them, 

OW we beseech you, brethren, 
by the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, and by our gathering 
together unto him, 

2 That ye be not soon shaken in 
mind, or be troubled, neither by spi- 
rit, nor by word, nor by letter as 
from us, as that the day of Christ is 
at hand. 

3 Let no man deceive you by any 
means: for that day shall not come, 
except there come a falling away 
first, and that man of sin be reveal- 
ed, the son of perdition ; 

4 Who opposeth and exalteth him- 
self above all that is called God, or 
that is worshipped; so that he as 
God sitteth in the temple of God, 
shewing himself that he is God. 

6 Remember ye not, that, when I 
was yet with you, I told you these 
things? 

6 .^d now ye know what withhold- 
eth that he might be revealed in his 
time. 

7 For the mystery of iniquity doth 
already work: only he who now let- 
teth vnU let, until he be taken out 
of the way. 

8 And then shall that Wicked be 
revealed, whom the Lord shall con- 
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Antichrist described. IL THESSALONIANS, IIL The idle censured 


sume with the spirit of his mouth, 
and shall destroy with the bright- 
ness of his coming: 

9 Even him, whose coming is after 
the working of Satan with all power 
and signs and lying wonders, 

10 And with all deceivableness of 
unrighteousness in them that pe- 
rish ; because they received not the 
love of the truth, that they might be 
saved. 

11 And for this cause God shall 
send them strong delusion, that they 
should believe alie : 

12 That they all might be damned 
who believed not the truth, but had 
pleasure in unrighteousness. 

13 But we are bound to give thanks 
alway to God for you, brethren be- 
loved of the Lord, because God hath 
from the beginning chosen you to 
salvation through sanctification of 
the Spirit and belief of the truth : 

14 Whereimto he called you by our 
gospel, to the obtaining of the glory 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

15 Therefore, brethren, stand fast, 
and hold the traditions which ye 
have been taught, whether by word, 
or our epistle. 

16 Now our Lord Jesus Christ 
himself, and God, even our Father, 
which hath loved us, and hath given 
us everlasting consolation and good 
hope through grace, 

if Comfort your hearts, and sta- 
blish you in every good word and 
work. 

CHAPTER m. 

1 He craveth their prayers for himself 3 testifieth 
what confidence he hath in them, 5 maketh request to 
God in their hehatf 6 giveth them divers precepts, 
especially to shun idleness, and ill company, 16 and 
last of ail concludeth with prayer and salutation, 

F inally, brethren, pray for us, 
that the word of the Lord may 
have free course, and be glorified, 
even qb it is with you: 

2 And that we may be delivered 
from unreasonable and wicked men : 
for all men have not faith. 

3 But the Lord is faithful, who shall 
stablish you, and keep you from evil 
4 And we have co^dence in the 


Lord touching you, that ye both do 
and will do the things which we com- 
mand you 

6 And the Lord direct your hearts 
into the love of God, and into the 
patient waiting for Christ. 

6 No.w we command you, brethren, 
in the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that ye withdraw yoiu^elves from 
every brother that walketh disorder- 
ly, and not after the tradition which 
he received of us. 

7 For yourselves know how ye ought 
to follow us : for we behaved not 
ourselves disorderly among you; 

8 Neither did we eat any man’s 
bread for nought ; but wrought with 
labour and travail night and day, 
that we might not be chargeable to 
any of you : 

9 Not because we have not power, 
but to make ourselves an ensample 
unto you to follow us. 

10 For even when we were with 
you, this we commanded you, that if 
any would not work, neither should 
he eat. 

11 For we hear that there are some 
which walk among you disorderly, 
working not at all, but are busy- 
bodies. 

12 Now them that are such we com- 
mand and exhort by our Lord Je- 
sus Christ, that with quietness they 
work, and eat their own bread. 

13 But ye, brethren, be not weary 
in well doing. 

14 And if any man obey not om* 
word by this epistle, note that man, 
and have no company with him, that 
he may be ashamed. 

16 Yet coimt him not as an enemy, 
but admonish him as a brother. 

16 Now the Lord of peace himself 
give you peace always by all meana 
The Lord he with you alL 

17 The salutation of Paul with 
mine own hand, which is the token 
in every epistle: so I write. 

18 The grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ he with you all. Amen.

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THE FIRST EPISTLE OP PAUL THE APOSTLE 


TO 

TIMOTHY. 


CHAPTER I. 

1 ’^rimothy is put in mind qf the charge which wm 
given unto him by Paul at his going to Macedonia* 
5 Of the right use and end of the law, l\ Of Saint 
PauVs calling to be an apostle^ 20 and of Hymenceus 
and Alexander, 

P AUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ 
by the commandment of God 
our Sariour, and Lord Jesus Christ, 
which is our hope; 

2 Unto Timothy, my own son in 
the faith : Grace, mercy, and peace, 
from God our Father and Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 

3 As I besought thee to abide still 
at Ephesus, when I went into Ma- 
cedonia, that thou mightest charge 
some that they teach no other doc- 
trine, 

4 Neither give heed to fables and 
endless genealogies, which minister 
questions, rather than godly edify- 
ing which is in faith: so do. 

5 Now the end of the command- 
ment is charity out of a pure heart, 
and of a good conscience, and of 
faith unfeigned: 

6 Prom which some having swerv- 
ed have timied aside unto vain 
janding; 

7 Desiring to be teachers of the 
law ; understanding neither what 
they say, nor whereof they affirm. 

8 Rut we know that the law is good, 
if a man use it lawfully ; 

9 Elnowing this, that the law is not 
made for a righteous man, but for 
the lawless and disobedient, for the 
ungodly and for sinners, for unholy 
and profane, for murderers of fa- 
thers and murderers of mothers, for 
manslayers, 

10 For whoremongers, for them 
that defile themselves with man- 
Idnd, for menstealers, for liars, for 
a l: 


peijured persons, and if there be 
any other thing that is contrary to 
sound doctrine ; 

11 According to the glorious gospel 
of the blessed God, which was com- 
mitted to my trust. 

12 And I thank Christ Jesus our 
Lord, who hath enabled me, for that 
he coimted me faithful, putting me 
into the ministry; 

13 Who was before a blasphemer, 
and a persecutor, and injurious : 
but I obtained mercy, because I did 
U ignorantly in unbelief 

14 And the grace of our Lord was 
exceeding abundant with faith and 
love which is in Christ Jesus. 

16 This is a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation, that Christ 
Jesus came into the world to save 
sinners; of whom I am chief 

16 Howbeit for this cause I obtained 
mercy, that in me first Jesus Christ 
might shew forth all longsuffering, 
for a pattern to them which should 
hereafter believe on him to life ever- 
lasting. 

17 Now unto the King eternal, im- 
mortal, invisible, the omy wise God, 
he honour and glory for ever and 
ever. Amen. 

18 This charge I commit unto 
thee, son Timothy, according to the 
prophecies which went before on 
thee, that thou by them mightest 
war a good warfare ; 

19 Holding faith, and a good con 
science ; which some having put 
away concerning faith have made 
shipwi’eck : 

20 Of whom is Hymenseus and 
Alexander; whom I have delivered 
unto Satan, that they may learn not 
to blaspheme. 



The duty of prayer. 1 TIMOTHY, IL 

CHAPTER IL 1 


1 That it is meet to pray and give thanks for all 
men, and the reason why, 9 How women should 
he attired, 12 They are not permitted to teach, 15 
They shall he sav^, notwithstanding the testimonies 
of God*s wrath, in childbirth, if they continue in 
faith, 

I EXHORT therefore, that, first 
of all, supplications, prayers, in- 
tercessions, and giving of thanks, be 
made for all men ; 

2 For kings, and for aU that are in 
authority ; that we may lead a quiet 
and peaceable life in all godliness 
and honesty. 

3 For this is good and acceptable 
in the sight of God our Saviour; 

4 Who will have all men to be 
saved, and to come unto the know- 
led^ of the truth. 

5 For there is one God, and one 
mediator between God and men, 
the man Christ Jesus; 

6 Who gave himself a ransom for 
all, to be testified in due time. 

7 Whereunto I am ordained a 
preacher, and an apostle, (I speak 
the truth in Christ, and lie not ;) a 
teacher of the Gentiles in faith and 
verity. 

8 I will therefore that men pray 
every where, fitting up holy hands, 
without wrath and doubting. 

9 In like manner also, that women 
adorn themselves in modest apparel, 
with shamefacedness and sobriety; 
not with broided hair, or gold, or 
pearls, or costly array; 

10 But (which becometh women 
professing godliness) with good 
works. 

11 Let the woman learn in silence 
with all subjection. 

12 But I suffer not a woman to 
teach, nor to usurp authority over 
the man, but to be in silence. 

13 For Adam was first formed, then 
Eve. 

14 And Adam was not deceived, 
but the woman being deceived was 
in the transgression. 

15 Notwithstanding she shall be 
saved in childbearing, if they con- 
tinue in faith and charity and holi- 
ness with sobriety. 
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Of bishops and deacons. 
CHAPTER HI. 

2 How bishops, and deacons, and their wives should 
be qualified, 14 and to what end Saint Paul wrote 
to Timothy of these things, 15 Of the church, and 
the blessed truth therein taught and professed, 

T his is a true saying. If a man 
desire the office of a bishop, he 
desheth a good work 
2 A bishop then must be blameless, 
the husband of one wife, vigilant, 
sober, of good behaviour, given to 
hospitality, apt to teach; 

3 Not given to wine, no striker, not 
greedy of filthy lucre ; but patient, 
not a brawler, not covetous ; 

4 One that ruleth well his own 
house, having his children in sub- 
jection with all gravity; 

6 (For if a man know not how to 
rule his own house, how shall he take 
care of the church of God?) 

6 Not a novice, lest being fitted up 
with pride he fall into the condem- 
nation of the devil 
7 Moreover he must have a good 
report of them which are without; 
lest he fall into reproach and the 
snare of the devil 
8 Likewise must the deacons be 
gyave, not doubletongued, not given 
to much wine, not greedy of filthy 
lucre ; 

9 Holding the mystery of the faith 
in a pure conscience. 

10 And let these also first be prov- 
ed ; then let them use the office of 
a deacon, being found blameless. 

11 Even so must tlmr wives be 
grave, not slanderers, sober, faithful 
in all things. 

12 Let the deacons be the husbands 
of one wife, ruling their children and 
their own houses well 
13 For they that have used the 
office of a deacon well purchase to 
themselves a good degree, and ^eat 
boldness in the faith which is in 
Christ Jesus. 

14 These things write I unto thee, 
hoping to come unto thee shortly : 

16 But if I tarry long, that thou 
mayest know how thou oughtest to 
behave thyself in the house of God, 
which is the church of the living

God, the pillar and ground of the 
truth. 

16 And without controversy great is 
the mystery of godliness: God was 
manifest in the flesh, justified in the 
Spirit, seen of angels, preached un- 
to the Gentiles, believed on in the 
world, received up into glory. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 He fwetelleth that in the latter timea there ehtUl be 
a departure from the faith, 6 And to the end that 
Timothy might not fail in doing his duty, he fur- 
nisheth him with divers precepts belonging thereto, 

N o W the Spirit speaketh ex- 
pressly, that in the latter times 
some shall depart from the faith, 
mving heed to seducing spirits, and 
doctrines of devils; 

2 Speaking lies in hypocrisy; hav- 
ing their conscience seared with a 
hot iron; 

3 Forbidding to marry, and com- 
manding to abstain from meats, 
which God hath created to be re- 
ceived with thanksgiving of them 
which believe and Imow the trutL 
4 For every creatm’e of God is 
good, and nothing to be refused, if 
it be received with thanksgiving: 

6 For it is sanctified by the word 
of God and prayer. 

6 If thou put the brethren in re- 
membrance of these things, thou 
shalt be a good minister of Jesus 
Christ, nourished up in the words of 
fiiith and of good doctrine, where- 
imto thou hast attained. 

7 But refuse profane and old wives’ 
fables, and exercise thyself rather 
unto godliness. 

8 For bodily exercise profiteth lit- 
tle : but goduness is profitable unto 
all things, having promise of the hfe 
that now is, and of that which is 
to come. 

9 This is a faithful saying and 
wort^ of all acceptation. 

10 For therefore we both labour 
and sufier reproach, because we trust 
in the living God, who is the Sa- 
viour of all men, specially of those 
that believe. 

11 These things command and 
teach. 
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12 Let no man despise thv youth; 
but be thou an example of the be- 
lievers, in word, in conversation, in 
charity, in spirit, in faith, in purity. 

13 Till I come, give attendance to 
reading, to exhortation, to doctrine. 

14 Neglect not the gift that is in 
thee, which was given thee by pro- 
phecy, with the laying on of the 
nands of the presbytery. 

15 Meditate upon these things ; 
give thyself wholly to them; that 
uiy profiting may appear to alL 

16 Take heed unto thyself, and unto 
the doctrine ; continue in them : for 
in doing this thou shalt both save 
thyself, and them that hear thee. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 Rules to be observed in reproving, S Of widows, 

17 Of elders, 23 A precept for Timothy* s health, 

24 Some mens sins go before unto judgment, and 

some mens do follow after. 

R ebuke not an eider, but in- 
treat him as a father; a/nd the 
younger men as brethren ; 

2 The elder women as mothers; 
the younger as sisters, with all pu- 
rity. 

3 Honour widows that are widows 
indeed. 

4 But if any widow have children 
or nephews, let them learn first to 
shew piety at home, and to requite 
their parents: for that is good and 
acceptable before God. 

5 Now she that is a widow in- 
deed, and desolate, trusteth in God, 
and continueth in supplications and 
prayers night and day. 

6 But she that liveth in pleasure 
is dead while she liveth. 

7 And these things give in charge, 
that they may be blameless. 

8 But if any provide not for his own, 
and specially for those of his own 
house, he hath denied the faith, and 
is worse than an infidel 
9 Let not a widow be taken into 
the number tmder threescore years 
old, having been the wife of one 
man, 

10 Well reported of for good works ; 
if she have brought up children, if 
she have lodged strangers, if she 



Of widows and elders. 

have washed the saints’ feet, if she 
have relieved the afflicted, if she 
have diligently followed every good 
work. 

11 But the younger widows re- 
fiise: for when they have begun to 
wax wanton against Christ, they will 
mar^; 

12 Having damnation, because they 
have cast off their first faith. 

13 And withal they learn to be 
idle, wandering about from house to 
house; and not only idle, but tat- 
tlers also and busybodies, speaking 
thin^ which they ought not. 

14 I will therefore that the younger 
women marry, bear children, guide 
the house, give none occasion to the 
adversary to speak reproachfully. 

15 For some are already turned 
aside after Satan. 

16 If any man or woman that be- 
lieveth have widows, let them re- 
lieve them, and let not the church be 
charged; that it may relieve them 
that are widows indeed. 

17 Let the elders that rule well 
be coimted worthy of double honour, 
especially they who labour in the 
word and doctrine. 

18 For the scripture saith, Thou 
shaft not muzzle the ox that tread- 
eth out the com. And, The labourer 
is worthy of his reward. 

19 Against an elder receive not an 
accusation, but before two or three 
witnesses. 

20 Them that sin rebuke before all, 
that others also may fear. 

21 I charge thee before God, and 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and the 
elect angels, that thou observe these 
things without preferring one be- 
fore another, domg nothing by par- 
tiality. 

22 Lay hands suddenly on no man, 
neither be partaker of other men’s 
sins: keep thyself pure. 

23 Drink no longer water, but use 
a little wine for my stomach’s sake 
and thine often infirmitie& 

24 Some men’s sins are open be- 
forehand, going before to ju(^ment ; 
and some men they follow after. 


The duty of servants. 

25 Likewise also the good works of 
some are manifest beforehand; and 
they that are otherwise cannot be 
hid. 

CHAPTER VI. 

\ Of the duty <f sermnts. 3 Not to have felhwahip 
with newfangled teachers. 6 Godliness is great gain, 
10 and love of money the root of all evil. 11 What 
Timothy is to fly, and what to follow, 17 and whereo f 
to adnumifdi the rkh. 20 To keep the purity of true 
doctrine, and to avoid profane janglings. 

L et as many servants as are 
under the yoke count their own 
masters worthy of all honom*, that 
the name of God and his doctrine 
be not blasphemed. 

2 And they that have believing 
masters, let them not despise them, 
because they are brethren; but ra- 
ther do them service, because they 
are faithful and beloved, partakers 
of the benefit. These things teach 
and exhort. 

3 If any man teach otherwise, and 
consent not to wholesome words, even 
the words of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and to the doctrine which is accord- 
ing to godliness ; 

4 He is proud, knowing nothing, but 
doting about miestions and strifes of 
words, whereof cometh envy, strife, 
railings, evil surmisings, 

5 Perverse disputings of men of 
corrupt minds, and destitute of the 
truth, supposing that gain is godli- 
ness: from such withdraw thyself 
6 But godliness with contentment 
is great gain. 

7 For we brought nothing into this 
world, and it is certain we can carry 
nothing out. 

8 And having food and raiment let 
us be therewith content. 

9 But they that will be rich fall 
into temptation and a snare, and 
into many foolish and hurtftd lusts, 
which drown men in destruction and 
perdition. 

10 For the love of money is the 
root of all evil : which while some 
coveted after, they have erred from 
the faith, and pierced themselves 
through with many sorrows. 

11 But thou, O man of God, flee 
these things ; and follow after right*

eousness, godliness, faith, love, par 
tience, meekness. 

12 Fight the good fight of faith, 
lay hold on eternal life, whereunto 
thou art also called, and hast pro- 
fessed a good profession before many 
witnesses. 

13 I give thee charge in the sight 
of Go(C who quickeneth all things, 
and before Chnst Jesus, who before 
Pontius Pilate witnessed a good con- 
fession ; 

14 That thou keep this command- 
ment without spot, unrebukeable, 
until the appearing of our Lord 
Jesus Christ: 

16 Which in his times he shall shew, 
who is the blessed and only Poten- 
tate, the King of kings, and Lord of 
lords ; 

16 Wbo only hath immortality, 
dwelling in the light which no man 
can approach vmto ; whom no man 
hath seen, nor can see: to whom 


be honour and power everlasting. 
Amen. 

17 Charge them that are rich in 
this world, that they be not high- 
minded, nor trust in uncertain riches, 
but in the living God, who giveth us 
richly all things to enjoy ; 

18 That they do good, that they be 
rich in good worl^, ready to distri- 
bute, wimng to communicate ; 

19 Laying up in store for them- 
selves a good foundation against the 
time to come, that they may lay hold 
on eternal life. 

20 O Timothy, keep that which is 
committed to thy trust, avoiding pro- 
fane and vain babblings, and opposi- 
tions of science falsely so called : 

21 Which some professing have 
erred concerning the faith. Grace 
be with thee. Amen. 

f The first to Timothy was written from 
Laodicea, which is the chiefest city of 
Phrygia Pacatiana. 


THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE 


TO 

TIMOTHY. 


CHAPTER 1. 

1 Paul's love to Timothy, and the unfeigned faith 
which was in Timothy himself, his mother, and grand- 
mother. 6 He is exhorted to stir up the gift of God 
which was in him, ^ to be stedfast, and patient in per- 
secution, 13 and to persist in the form and truth of 
that doctrine which he had learned of him. 15 Phy- 
gellus and Hermogenes, and such like, are noted, and 
Onesiphorus is highly commended. 

P AUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ 
by the will of God, according to 
the promise of life which is in Christ 
Jesus, 

2 To Timothy, my dearly beloved 
son: Grace, mercy, and peace, from 
God the Father and Cmist Jesus 
our Lord. 

3 I thank God, whom I serve from 
my forefathers with pure conscience, 
that without ceasing I have remem- 
brance of thee in my prayers night 
and day; 


4 Greatly desiring to see thee, being 
mindful of thy tears, that I may be 
filled with joy ; 

5 When I call to remembrance the 
unfeigned faith that is in thee, which 
dwelt first in thy grandmother Lois, 
and thy mother Eunice; and I am 
persuaded that in thee also. 

6 Wherefore I put thee in remem- 
brance that thou stir up the gift of 
God, which is in thee by the putting 
on of my hands. 

7 For God hath not given us the 
spirit of fear ; but of power, and of 
love, and of a sormd mind. 

8 Be not thou therefore ashamed 
of the testimony of our Lor^ nor of 
me his prisoner: but be thou par- 
taker of the afflictions of the gospel 
according to the power of God; 
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Timothy exhorted II. TIMOTHY, II. to constancy. 


9 Wlio hath saved us, and called us 
with an holy calling, not according 
to our works, but according to his 
own purpose and m^ce, wmch was 
given us in Christ Jesus before the 
world began, 

10 But is now made manifest by 
the appearing of our Saviour Jesus 
Christ, who hath abolished death, 
and hath brought life and immor- 
tality to light through the gospel: 

11 Whereunto I am appointed a 
preacher, and an apostle, and a 
teacher of the Gentiles. 

12 For the which cause I also 
suffer these things: nevertheless I 
am not ashamed : for I know whom 
I have believed, and am persuaded 
that he is able to keep that which 
I have committed unto him against 
that day. 

13 Hold fast the form of sound 
words, which thou hast heard of me, 
in faith and love which is in Christ 
Jesus. 

14 That good thing which was com- 
mitted imto thee keep by the Holy 
Ghost which dwelleth in us. 

15 This thou knowest, that all they 
which are in Asia be turned away 
from me; of whom are Phygellus 
and Hermogenes. 

16 The Lord g^ve mercy unto the 
house of Onesiphorus; for he oft 
refreshed me, and was not ashamed 
of my chain: 

17 But, when he was in Rome, he 
sought me out very diligently, and 
found me. 

18 The Lord grant imto him that 
he may find mercy of the Lord in 
that day: and in how many things 
he ministered unto me at Ephesus, 
thou knowest very well. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 He ut exhorted again to constancy and •persecerance, 
and to do the duty of a faithful servant of the Lord 
in dividing the word aright, and staying profane 
and vain babblings. 17 Of Hymenceus and Philetus. 

19 The foundation of the Lord is sure. 22 He is 
taught whereof to b^are, and what to follow after, 
and in what sort the servant of the Lord ought to 
beham himself, 

T hou therefore, my son, be strong 
in the grace that is in Christ 
Jesus. 


2 And the things that thou hast 
heard of me among many witnesses, 
the same commit thou to faitMul 
men, who shall be able to teach 
others also. 

3 Thou therefore endure hardness, 
as a good soldier of Jesus Christ. 

4 No man that warreth entangleth 
himself with the affairs of this Ufe; 
that he may please him who hath 
chosen him to be a soldier. 

6 And if a man also strive for 
masteries, yet is he not crowned, ex- 
cept he strive lawfully. 

6 The husbandman that labour- 
eth must be first partaker of the 
firuits. 

7 Consider what I say; and the 
Lord give thee understanding in all 
things. 

8 ^member that Jesus Christ of 
the seed of David was raised from 
the dead accordii^ to my gospel : 

9 Wherein I suror trouble, as an 
evil doer, even unto bonds ; but the 
word of God is not bound. 

10 Therefore I endure all things 
for the elect’s sakes, that they may 
also obtain the salvation which is in 
Christ Jesus with eternal glory. 

11 It is B. faithful saying: For if 
we be dead with him, we shall also 
live with him: 

12 If we suffer, we shall also reign 
with him: if we deny him, he also 
will deny us: 

13 If we believe not, yet he abideth 
faithiul : he cannot deny himself 

14 Of these things put them in 
remembrance, charging them before 
the Lord that they strive not about 
words to no profit, hut to the sub- 
verting of the hearers. 

15 Study to shew thyself approved 
unto Go 4 a workman that needeth 
not to be ashamed, rightly dividing 
the word of truth. 

16 But shun profane and vain bab- 
blings: for they wiU increase unto 
more ungodlinesa 

17 And their word will eat as doth 
a canker: of whom is Hymenaeus and 
Philetus ; 

18 Who concerning the truth have

erred, saying that the resurrection 
is past already; and overthrow the 
faith of some. 

19 Nevertheless the foundation of 
God standeth sure, having this seal, 
The Lord knoweth them that are 
his. And, Let every one that nameth 
the name of Christ depart from ini- 
quity 

20 But in a great house there are 
not only vessel of gold and of silver, 
but also of wood and of earth ; and 
some to honour, and some to dis- 
honom*. 

21 If a man therefore purge himself 
from these, he shall be a vessel unto 
honom*, sanctified, and meet for the 
master’s use, and prepared unto every 
good work. 

22 Flee also youthful lusts: but 
follow righteousness, faith, charity, 

E eace, with them that call on the 
lord out of a pure heart. 

23 But foolish and unlearned ques- 
tions avoid, knowing that they do 
gender strifes. 

24 And the servant of the Lord 
must not strive ; but be gentle unto 
aU men, apt to teach, patient, 

25 In meekness instructing those 
that oppose themselves ; if God per- 
adventure will give them repent- 
ance to the aclmowledging of the 
truth ; 

26 Amd that they may recover them- 
selves out of the snare of the devil, 
who are taken captive by him at 
his will. 

CHAPTER m. 

1 He advertiseth him of the times to come, 6 describeth 
the CTtomies of the truth, 10 propoundeth urUo him 
his own example, 16 and commendeth the holy scrips 
tures, 

T his know also, that in the last 
days perilous times shall come. 
2 For men shall be lovers of their 
own selves, covetous, boasters, proud, 
blasphemers, disobedient to parents, 
unthankful, unholy, 

3 Without natural affection, truce- 
breakers, false accusers, incontinent, 
fierce, despisers of those that are 
good, 

4 Traitors, heady, highminded, lov- 
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ers of pleasures more than lovers 
of God ; 

5 Having a form of godliness, but 
denying Ine power thereof : from such 
turn away. 

6 For of this sort are they which 
creep into houses, and lead captive 
siUy women laden with sins, led away 
with divers lusts, 

T Ever learning, and never able to 
come to the knowledge of the truth. 

8 Now as Jannes and Jambres with- 
stood Moses, so do these also resist 
the truth: men of corrupt minds, 
reprobate concerning the faith. 

9 But they shall proceed no ftu^her: 
for their folly shall be manifest imto 
all men, as their’s also was. 

10 But thou hast fully known my 
doctrine, manner of life, purpose, 
faith, longsuffering, charity, patience, 

11 Persecutions, afflictions, which 
came imto me at Antioch, at Ico- 
nium, at Lystra; what persecutions 
I endured: but out of them all the 
Lord delivered me. 

12 Yea, and all that will live godly in 
Christ Jesus shall suffer persecution. 

13 But evil men and seducers shall 
wax worse and worse, deceiving, and 
being deceived. 

14 But continue thou in the things 
which thou hast learned and hast 
been assured of, knowing of whom 
thou hast learned them; 

16 And that from a child thou hast 
known the holy scriptures, which are 
able to make thee wise unto salva- 
tion through faith which is in Christ 
Jesus. 

16 All scripture is given by inspi- 
ration of God, and is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correction, 
for mstruction in righteousness: 

17 That the man of God may be 
perfect, throughly furnished unto all 
good works. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 He exhorteth him to do his duty with all care and 
dUigenoe, 6 certijieth him of the nearness of his death, 
9 willeth him to come speedily unto him, and to bring 
Marcus with him, and certain other things which he 
wrote for, 14 wameth him to beware of Alexander 
the smith, 16 informeth him what had befallen him 
at his first answering, 19 and soon after he con- 
cludeth. 



Paul 8 solemn, IL TIMOTHY, IV. charge to Timothy. 


I CHABGE thee therefore before 
God, and the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who shall judge the quick and the 
dead at his appearing and his king- 
dom; 

2 Preach the word; be instant in 
season, out of season; reprove, re- 
buke, exhort with all longsuffering 
and doctrine. 

3 For the time will come when they 
will not endure sound doctrine; but 
after their own lusts shall they heap 
to themselves teachers, having itch- 
ing ears; 

4 And they shall turn away their 
ears irom the truth, and shall be 
turned unto fables. 

5 But watch thou in all things, en- 
dure afflictions, do the work of an 
evangelist, make fiill proof of thy 
ministry. 

6 For I am now ready to be offered, 
and the time of my departure is at 
hand. 

7 I have fought a good fight, I have 
finished my course, I have kept the 
faith : 

8 Henceforth there is laid up for 
me a crown of righteousness, which 
the Lord, the righteous judge, shall 
give me at that day : and not to me 
only, but unto all them also that 
love his appearing. 

9 Do thy diligence to come shortly 
unto me : 

10 For Demas hath forsaken me, 
having loved this present world, and 
is departed unto Thessalonica ; Cres- 
cens to Galatia, Titus unto Dalmatia. 
11 Only Luke is with me. Take 
Mark, and bring him with thee : 
for he is profit^le to me for the 
ministry. 


12 And Tychicus have I sent to 
Ephesus. 

18 The cloke that I left at Troas 
with Carpus, when thou comest, bring 
with thee, and the books, hut espe- 
cially the parchments. 

14 Alexander the coppersmith did 
me much evil : the Lord reward him 
according to his works : 

16 Of whom be thou ware also; 
for he hath greatly withstood our 
words. 

16 At my first answer no man stood 
with me, but all men forsook me : I 
pray God that it may not be laid to 
their charge. 

17 Notwithstanding the Lord stood 
with me, and stren^hened me ; that 
by me the preaching might be fully 
known, and that all the Gentiles might 
hear: and I was delivered out of the 
mouth of the lion. 

18 And the Lord shall deliver me 
fi*om every evil work, and will pre- 
serve me imto his heavenly kingdom : 
to whom he glory for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

19 Salute Prisca and Aquila, and 
the household of Onesiphorus. 

20 Erastus abode at Corinth: but 
Trophimus have I left at Miletum 
sick. 

21 Do thy diligence to come before 
winter. Eubulus greeteth thee, and 
Pudens, and Linus, and Claudia, and 
all the brethren. 

22 The Lord Jesus Christ he with 
thy spirit. Grace he with you Ameu 

f The second epistle unto Timotheus, or- 
dained the first bishop of the church of 
the Ephesians, was written from Some, 
when Paul was brought before Nero the 
second time.

CHAPTER I. 

I For what end Titus was left in Crete, 6 How they 
that are to he chosen ministers ought to he qualified. 
11 The mouths of eril teachers to he stopped : 12 and 
what manner of men they he, 

P AUL, a servant of God, and 
an apostle of Jesus Christ, ac- 
cording to the faith of God’s elect, 
and the acknowled^g of the truth 
which is after godhness ; 

2 In hope of eternal life, which 
God, that cannot lie, promised be- 
fore the world began; 

3 But hath in due times manifested 
his word through preaching, which 
is committed unto me according to 
the commandment of God our Sa- 
viour ; 

4 To Titus, mine own son after the 
common faith : Grace, mercy, and 
peace, from God the Father and the 
Lord Jesus Christ our Saviour. 

6 For this cause left I thee in Crete, 
that thou shouldest set in order the 
things that are wanting, and ordain 
elders in every city, as I had ap- 
pointed thee: 

6 If any be blameless, the husband 
of one wife, having faithful children 
not accused of riot or unruly. 

7 For a bishop must be blameless, 
as the steward of God ; not self- 
willed, not soon angry, not given to 
wine, no striker, not given to filthy 
lucre ; 

8 But a lover of hospitality, a lover 
of good men, sober, just, holy, tem- 
perate ; 

9 Holding fast the faithful word as 
he hath been taught, that he may 
be able by sound doctrine both to 
e.^^'^rt and to convince the gain- 
sayers. 

10 For there are many unruly and 
vain talkers and deceivers, specially 
they of the circumcision: 


11 Whose mouths must be stopped, 
who subvert whole houses, teaching 
things which they ought not, for 
filthy lucre’s sake. 

12 One of themselves, even a pro- 
phet of their own, said. The Cre- 
tians are alway liars, evil beasts, slow 
bellies. 

13 This witness is true. Wherefore 
rebuke them sharply, that they may 
be sound in the faith ; 

14 Not giving heed to Jewish fables, 
and commandments of men, that 
turn from the truth. 

15 Unto the pure all things are 
pure : but imto them that are defil- 
ed and unbelieving is nothing pure ; 
but even their mind and conscience 
is defiled. 

16 They profess that they know 
God ; but in works they deny him, 
being abominable, and disobedient, 
and unto every good work repro- 
bate. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 Directions given unto Titus both for his doctrine and 

life. 9 Of the duty of servants y and in general of all 

Christians. 

B ut speak thou the things which 
become sound doctrine : 

2 That the aged men be sober, 
grave, temperate, sound in faith, in 
charity, in patience. 

3 The aged women likewise, that 
they he in behaviour as becometh 
holiness, not false accusers, not given 
to much wine, teachers of good 
things ; 

4 That they may teach the young 
women to be sober, to love their 
husbands, to love their children, 

5 To he discreet, chaste, keepers at 
home, good, obedient to their own 
husbands, that the word of God be 
not blasphemed. 
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Of obeying magistrates. 

6 Young men likewise exhort to be 
sober minded. 

7 In all things shewing thyself a 
pattern of good works : in doctrine 
shewing imcorruptness, gravity, sin- 
cerity, 

8 Sound speech, that cannot be con- 
demned ; that he that is of the con- 
trary part may be ashamed, having 
no evil thing to say of you. 

9 Exhort servants to be obedient 
unto their own masters, atid to 
please them well in all things ; not 
answering again ; 

10 Not ptirloining, but shewing all 
good fidelity; that they may adorn 
ttie doctrine of God our Saviour in 
all things. 

11 Tor the grace of God that bring- 
eth salvation hath appeared to all 
men, 

12 Teaching us that, denying ungod- 
liness and worldly lusts, we should 
live soberly, righteously, and godly, 
in this present world ; 

13 Looking for that blessed hope, 
and the glorious appearing of the 
great God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ ; 

14 Who gave himself for us, that he 
might redeem us from all iniquity, 
and purify unto himself a peculiar 
people, zealous of good works.' 

15 These things speak, and exhort, 
and rebuke with all authority. Let 
no man despise thee. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 Titus is yet further directed by Paul^ both concerning 
the things he sfwuld teach, and not teach. 10 He 
is willed also to reject obstinate hereticks : 12 which 
done, Ite appointeth him both time and place, wherein 
he should come unto him, and so concludeth. 

P UT them in mind to be subject 
to principalities and powers, to 
obey magistrates, to be ready to 
every good work, 

2 To speak evil of no man, to be 
no brawlers, bvt gentle, shewing all 
meekness unto aU men. 

8 For we ourselves also were some-

Contentions to he avoided. 

times foolish, disobedient, deceived, 
serving divers lusts and pleasures, 
living in malice and envy, hateful, 
and hating one another. 

4 But after that the kindness and 
love of God our Saviour toward man 
appeared, 

6 Not by works of righteousness 
which we have done, but according 
to his mercy he saved us, by the 
washing of regeneration, and renew- 
ing of the Holy Ghost ; 

6 Which he shed on us abundantly 
through Jesus Christ our Saviour; 

7 That being justified by his grace, 
we should be made heirs according 
to the hope of eternal life. 

8 This is a faithful saying, and these 
things I will that thou affirm con- 
stantly, that they which have believed 
in God might be careful to maintain 
good works. These things are good 
and profitable unto men. 

9 But avoid foolish questions, and 
genealogies, and contentions, and 
strivings about the law ; for they 
are unprofitable and vain. 

10 A man that is an heretick after 
the first and second admonition re- 
ject; 

11 Knowing that he that is such is 
subverted, and sinneth, being con- 
demned of himself 

12 When I shall send Artemas un- 
to thee, or Tychicus, be diligent to 
come unto me to Nicopolis : for T 
have determined there to winter. 

13 Bring Zenas the lawyer and 
Apollos on their journey diligently, 
that nothing be wanting unto them. 

14 And let our’s also learn to main- 
tain good works for necessary uses, 
that they be not unfhiitful. 

16 All that are with me salute thee. 
Greet them that love us in the faith. 
Grace be with you all. Amen. 

f It was written to Titus, ordained the first 
bishop of the church of the Cretians, from 
Nicopolis of Macedonia.

TO 

PHILEMON. 


4 He rejoicetk to hear of the faith and love of Philemon, 
9 whom he desireth to forgive his servant Onesimus, 
and lovingly to receive him again, 

P AUL, a prisoner of Jesus Christ, 
and Timothy our brother/unto 
Philemon ovir dearly beloved, and 
fellowlabourer, 

2 And to our beloved Apphia, and 
Archippus our fellowsoldier, and to 
the church in thy house: 

3 Grace to you, and peace, from 
God our Father and the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

4 I thank my God, making mention 
of thee always in my prayers, 

5 Hearing of thy love and faith, 
which thou hast toward the Lord 
Jesus, and toward all saints; 

6 That the communication of thy 
faith may become effectual by the 
acknowledging of every good thing 
which is in you in Christ Jesus. 

7 For we have great joy and con- 
solation in thy love, because the 
bowels of the saints are refreshed 
by thee, brother. 

8 Wherefore, though I might be 
much bold in Christ to enjoin thee 
that which is convenient, 

9 Yet for love’s sake I rather be- 
seech thee, being such an one as 
Paul the aged, and now also a pri- 
soner of Jesus Christ. 

10 I beseech thee for my son One- 
simus, whom I have begotten in my 
bonds : 

11 Which in time past was to thee 
unprofitable, but now profitable to 
thee and to me: 

12 Whom I have sent again: thou 
therefore receive him, that is, mine 
own bowels: 

13 Whom 1 would have retained 


with me, that in thy stead he might 
have ministered imto me in the 
bonds of the gospel: 

14 But without thy mind would I 
do nothing; that thy benefit should 
not be as it were of necessity, but 
willingly. 

15 For perhaps he therefore de- 
parted for a season, that thou 
shouldest receive him for ever ; 

16 Not now as a servant, but above 
a servant, a brother beloved, spe- 
cially to me, but how much more 
unto thee, both in the flesh, and in 
the Lord? 

17 If thou count me therefore a 
partner, receive him as myself 

18 If he hath wronged thee, or 
oweth thee ought, put that on mine 
account ; 

19 I Paul have written it with mine 
own hand, I will repay it : albeit I do 
not say to thee how thou owest unto 
me even thine own self besides. 

20 Yea, brother, let me have joy of 
thee in the Lord: refresh my bowels 
in the Lord. 

21 Having confidence in thy obe- 
dience I wrote unto thee, knowing 
that thou wilt also do more than 1 
say. 

22 But withal prepare me also a 
lodging: for I trust that through 
your prayers I shall be given unto 
you. 

23 There salute thee Epaphras, my 
fellowprisoner in Christ Jesus ; 

24 Marcus, Aristarchus, Demas, Lu- 
cas, my fellowlabourers. 

26 The grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ be with yotir spirit. Amen.

THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE 


TO THE 

HEBREWS. 


CHAPTER I. 

1 Christ in these last times coming to us from the 
Father, 4 is preferred above the angels, both in perstrn 
and office. 

G od, who at sundry times and 
in divers manners spake in 
time past unto the fathers by the 
prophets, 

2 Hath in these last days spoken 
unto us by his Son, whom he hath 
appointed heir of all things, by whom 
also he made the worlds ; 

3 Who being the brightness of his 
glory, and the express image of his 
person, and upholding all things by 
the word of his power, when he had 
by himself purged our sins, sat down 
on the right hand of the Majesty on 
high; 

4 Being made so much better than 
the angels, as he hath by inherit- 
ance obtained a more excellent name 
than they. 

5 For unto which of the angels said 
he at any time. Thou art my Son, 
this day have I begotten thee ? And 
again, I will be to him a Father, and 
he shall be to me a Son? 

6 And again, when he bringeth in 
the firstbegotten into the world, he 
saith. And let all the angels of God 
worship him. 

7 And of the angels he saith, Who 
maketh his angels spirits, and his 
ministers a flame of fire. 

8 But unto the Son he saith, Thy 
throne, O God, is for ever and ever : 
a sceptre of righteousness is the 
sce^re of thy langdom. 

9 Thou hast loved righteousness, 
and hated iniquity; therefore God, 
even, thy God, hath anointed thee with 
the oil of gladness above thy fellows. 
10 And, Thou, Lord, in the begin- 
ning hast laid the foundation of the 


earth ; and the heavens are the works 
of thine hands : 

11 They shall perish ; but thou re- 
mainest; and they all shall wax old 
as doth a garment; 

12 And as a vesture shalt thou fold 
them up, and they shall be changed : 
but thou art the same, and thy years 
shall not fail. 

13 But to which of the angels said 
he at any time. Sit on my right hand, 
until I make thine enemies thy foot- 
stool ? 

14 Are they not all ministering spi- 
rits, sent forth to minister for them 
who shall be heirs of salvation? 

CHAPTER II. 

1 We ought to be obedient to Christ Jesus, 5 and thai 
because he vouchsafed to take our nature upon hvn, 
as it was necessary. 

HEREFORE we ought to give 
the more earnest heed to the 
things which we have heard, lest at 
any time we should let them slip. 

2 For if the word spoken by angels 
was stedfast, and every transgression 
and disobedience received a just re- 
compence of reward; 

3 How shall we escape, if we neg- 
lect so great salvation; which at 
the first began to be spoken by the 
Lord, and was confirmed unto us by 
them that heard him ; 

4 God also bearing them witness, 
both with signs and wonders, and with 
divers miracles, and gifts of the Holy 
Ghost, according to his own will? 

5 For unto the angels hath he not 
put in subjection the world to come, 
whereof we speak. 

6 But one in a certain place testi- 
fied, saying. What is man, that thou 
art mindful of him ? or the son of 
man, that thou visitest him? 

7 Thou madest him a little lower

than the angels ; thou crownedst him 
with glory and honour, and didst set 
him over the works of thy hands : 

8 Thou hast put all things in sub- 

i 'ection under his feet. For in that 
le put all in subjection imder him, 
he left nothing that is not put under 
him. But now we see not yet all 
things put under him. 

9 But we see Jesus, who was made 
a little lower than the angels for 
the suffering of death, crowned with 
glory and honour; that he by the 
grace of God should taste death for 
every man. 

10 For it became him, for whom 
are all things, and by whom are all 
things, in bringing many sons unto 
glory, to make the captain of their 
salvation perfect through sufferings. 

11 For both he that sanctifieth and 
they who are sanctified are all of one : 
for which cause he is not ashamed to 
call them brethren, 

12 Saying, I will declare thy name 
unto my brethren, in the midst of 
the church will I sing praise unto 
thee. 

13 And again, I will put my trust 
in him. And again, Behold I and 
the children which God hath given 
me. 

14 Forasmuch then as the childi’en 
are partakers of flesh and blood, he 
also nimself likewise took part of the 
same; that through death he might 
destroy him that had the power of 
death, that is, the devil ; 

16 And deliver them who through 
fear of death were all their lifetime 
subject to bondage. 

16 For verily he took not on him 
the nature of angels ; but he took on 
him the seed of Abraham. 

17 Wherefore in all things it be- 
hoved him to be made like unto 
his brethren, that he might be a 
merciful and faithful high priest 
in thin^ pertaining to God, to make 
reconciliation for the sins of the 
people. 

18 For in that he himself hath 
suffered being tempted, he is able 
to succour them that are tempted. 


CHAPTER HI. 

1 Christ is more worthy than Moses, 7 tJuTef 'ore if we 
believe noU in him, we shall he more worthy punish- 
ment than hardhearted Israel. 

W HEREFORE, holy brethren, 
partakers of the heavenly call- 
ing, consider the Apostle and High 
Priest of our profession, Christ Jesus ; 

2 Who was faithful to him that 
appointed him, as also Moses was 
faithful in all his house. 

3 For this man was counted worthy 
of more glory than Moses, inasmuch 
as he who hath builded the house 
hath more honour than the house. 

4 For every house is builded by 
some man; but he that built all 
things is God. 

5 And Moses verily was faithful in 
all his house, as a servant, for a tes- 
timony of those things which wei e 
to be spoken after; 

6 But Christ as a son over his own 
house ; whose house are we, if we 
hold fast the confidence and the re- 
joicing of the hope firm unto the end. 

7 Wherefore (as the Holy Ghost 
saith, To day if ye will hear his voice, 
8 Harden not yom* hearts, as in the 
provocation, in the day of temj)ta- 
tion in the wilderness: 

9 When yom* fathers tempted me, 
proved me, and saw my w orks forty 
years. 

10 Wlierefore 1 was grieved witl» 
that generation, and said, They do 
alway err in their heart ; and they 
have not known my ways. 

11 So I sware in my wrath. They 
shall not enter into my rest.) 

12 Take heed, brethren, lest there be 
in any of you an evil heart of unbelief 
in departing from the living God. 

13 But exhort one another daily, 
while it is called To day; lest any 
of you be hardened through the de- 
ceitfulness of sin. 

14 For we are made partakers of 
Christ, if we hold the beginning of 
oiu- confidence stedfast unto the end ; 

16 While it is said. To day if ye 
will hear his voice, harden not your 
hearts, as in the provocation. 

16 For some, when they had heard. 
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The rest of Christians 

did provoke: howbeit not all that 
came out of Egypt by Moses. 

17 But with whom was he grieved 
forty years? was it not with them 
that had sinned, whose carcases fell 
in the wilderness ? 

18 And to whom sware he that 
they should not enter into his rest, 
but to them that believed not? 

19 So we see that they could not 
enter in because of unbelief 

CHAPTER IV. 

I The rest of Christians is attained by faith. 12 T'he 
power of God's word. lA* By our high priest Jesus 
the Son of Godj subject to infirmities^ but not sin, 
16 we must and may go boldly to the throne of grace. 

L et us therefore fear, lest, a pro- 
mise being left us of entering 
into his rest, any of you should seem 
to come short of it. 

2 For unto us was the gospel 
preached, as well as unto them : but 
the word preached did not profit 
them, not being mixed with faith in 
them that heard it. 

3 For we which have believed do 
enter into rest, as he said. As I have 
sworn in my wrath, if they shall enter 
into ray rest: although the works 
were finished from the foundation of 
the world. 

4 For he spake in a certain place 
of the seventh day on this wise. And 
God did rest the seventh day from 
all his works. 

5 And in this place again, If they 
shall enter into my rest. 

6 Seeing therefore it remaineth 
that some must enter therein, and 
they to whom it was first preached 
entered not in because of imbelief: 
7 Again, he limiteth a certain day, 
saying in David, To day, after so 
long a time ; as it is said. To day if 
ye will hear his voice, harden not 
yom* hearts. 

8 For if Jesus had given them rest* 
then would he not afterward have 
spoken of another day. 

9 There remaineth therefore a rest 
to the people of God. 

10 For he that is entered into his 
rest, he also hath ceased from his 
own works as God did from his. 


attained by faith. 

11 Let us labour therefore to enter 
into that rest, lest any man fall after 
the same example of unbelief 

12 For the word of God is quick, 
and powerful, and sharper than any 
twoedged sword, piercing even to 
the dividing asunder of soul and 
spirit, and of the joints and marrow, 
and is a discerner of the thoughts 
and intents of the heart. 

13 Neither is there any creatm*e 
that is not manifest in his sight : 
but all things are naked and opened 
unto the eyes of him with whom we 
have to do. 

14 Seeing then that we have a great 
high priest, that is passed into the 
heavens, Jesus the Son of God, let 
us hold fast our profession. 

15 For we have not an high priest 
which caimot be touched with the 
feeling of our infirmities; but was 
in all points tempted like as we are, 
yet without sin. 

16 Let us therefore come boldly 
unto the throne of grace, that we 
may obtain mercy, and find grace 
to help in time of need. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 The authority and honour of our Saimufs priest* 

hood. 11 Negligence in the knowledge thereof is re* 

proved. 

F or every high priest taken from 
among men is ordained for men 
in things pertaining to God, that he 
may ofifer both gifts and sacrifices 
for sins: 

2 Who can have compassion on the 
ignorant, and on them that are out 
of the way ; for that he himself also 
is compassed with infirmity. 

3 And by reason hereof he ought, 
as for the people, so also for himself 
to offer for sins. 

4 And no man taketh this honour 
unto himself but he that is called of 
God, as was Aaron. 

5 So also Christ glorified not him- 
self to be made an high priest; but 
he that said unto him. Thou art my 
Son, to day have I begotten thee. 

6 As he saith also in another place, 
Thou art a priest for ever after the 
order of Melchisedec. 
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Who in the days of his flesh, 
when he had offered up prayers 
and supplications with strong crying 
and tears unto him that was able 
to save him from death, and was 
heard in that he feared ; 

8 Though he were a Son, yet learn- 
ed he obedience by the things which 
he suffered; 

9 And being made perfect, he be- 
came the author of eternal salvation 
unto all them that obey him ; 

10 Called of God an high priest 
after the order of Melchisedec. 

11 Of whom we have many things 
to say, and hard to be uttered, see- 
ing ye are dull of hearing. 

12 For when for the time ye ought 
to be teachers, ye have need that 
one teach you again which he the 
first principles of the oracles of God ; 
and are become such as have need 
of milk, and not of strong meat. 

13 For eveiy one that useth milk 
w unskilful in the word of righte- 
ousness: for he is a babe. 

14 But strong meat belongeth to 
them that are of full age, even those 
who by reason of use have their 
senses exercised to discern both good 
and evil. 

CHAPTER VI. 

I He exhorteth mt to fall hack from the faith, 1 1 but 
to be stedfast, 12 diligent, and patient to wait upon 
God, 13 because God is most sure in his promise. 

T herefore leaving the prin- 
ciples of the doctrine of Christ, 
let us go on unto perfection; not 
laying again the foundation of re- 
pentance from dead works, and of 
faith toward God, 

2 Of the doctrine of baptisms, and 
of laying on of hands, and of resur- 
rection of the dead, and of eternal 
judgment. 

3 And this will we do, if God permit 
4 For it is impossible for those 
who were once enlightened, and have 
tasted of the heavenly rfft, and were 
made partakers of the Holy Ghost 
5 And have tasted the good word 
of God, and the powers of the world 
to come, 

6 If they shall fall away, to renew 


them again unto repentance; see- 
ing they crucify to themselves the 
Son of God afresh; and put him to 
an open shame. 

7 For the earth which drmketh in 
the rain that cometh oft upon it, 
and bringeth forth herbs meet for 
them by whom it is dressed, receiv- 
eth blessing from God: 

8 But that which beareth thorns 
and briers is rejected, and is nigh 
unto cursing; whose end is to be 
burned. 

9 But, beloved, we are persuaded 
better things of you, and things that 
accompany salvation, though we thus 
speak. 

10 For God is not unrighteous to 
forget your work and labour of love, 
which ye have shewed toward his 
name, in that ye have ministered to 
the saints, and do minister. 

11 And we desire that every one of 
you do shew the same diligence to 
the full assurance of hope unto the 
end: 

12 That ye be not slothful, but fol- 
lowers of them who through faith 
and patience inherit the promises. 

13 For when God made promise to 
Abraham, because he could swear 
by no greater, he sware by himself, 

14 Saying, Surely blessing I will 
bless thee, and multiplying I will 
multiply thee. 

15 And so, after he had patiently 
endured, he obtained the promise. 

16 For men verily swear by the 
greater : and an oath for confirma- 
tion is to them an end of all strife. 

17 Wherein God, willing more abun- 
dantly to shew unto the heirs of pro- 
mise the immutability of his counsel, 
confirmed it by an oath: 

. That by two immutable things, 
m which it was impossible for God 
to he, we might have a strong con- 
solation, who have fled for refiige to 

lay hold upon the hope set before 
us: 

19 Which hope we have as an anchor 
or the soul, both sure and stedfast, 

^d which entereth into that within 
the veil ; 



Christ a priest 
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20 Whither the forerunner is for us 
entered, even Jesus, made an high 
priest for ever after the order of 
Melchisedec. 

CHAPTER VII. 

I Christ Jesus is a priest after the order of Melchi- 
sedec, 1 1 and so, far more excellent than the pj'iests 
of Aarons order, 

F or this Melchisedec, king of 
Salem, priest of the most high 
God, who met Abraham returning 
from the slaughter of the kings, and 
blessed him ; 

2 To whom also Abraham gave a 
tenth part of all; first being by in- 
terpretation King of righteousness, 
and after that also King of Salem, 
which is. King of peace; 

3 Without father, without mother, 
without descent, having neither be- 
ginning of days, nor end of life ; but 
made like unto the Son of God; 
abideth a priest continually. 

4 Now consider how great this 
man was, unto whom even the pa- 
triarch Abraham gave the tenth of 
the spoils. 

/> And verily they that are of the 
sons of Levi, who receive the office 
of the priesthood, have a command- 
ment to take tithes of the people 
according to the law, that is, of their 
brethren, though they come out of 
the loins of Abraham : 

6 But he whose descent is not 
covmted from them received tithes 
of Abraham, and blessed him that 
had the promises. 

7 And without all contradiction 
the less is blessed of the better. 

8 And here men that die receive 
tithes ; but there he receiveth them, of 
whom it is witnessed that he liveth. 

9 And as I may so say, Levi also, 
who receiveth tithes, payed tithes 
in Abraham. 

10 For he was yet in the loins of 
his father, when Melchisedec met 
him. 

11 If therefore perfection were by 
the Levitical priesthood, (for xmder 
it the people received the law,) what 
further need was there that another 
priest should rise after the order of 


Melchisedec, and not be called after 
the order of Aaron ? 

12 For the priesthood being chang- 
ed, there is made of necessity a 
change also of the law. 

13 For he of whom these things 
are spoken periaineth to another 
tribe, of which no man gave attend- 
ance at the altar. 

14 For it is evident that our Lord 
sprang out of Juda; of which tribe 
Moses spake nothing concerning 
priesthood. 

16 And it is yet far more evident: 
for that after the similitude of Mel- 
chisedec there ariseth another priest, 

16 Who is made, not after the law 
of carnal commandment, but after 
the power of an endless life. 

17 For he testifieth, Thou art a 
priest for ever after the order of 
Melchisedec. 

18 For there is verily a disannulling 
of the commandment going before 
for the weakness and unprofitable- 
ness thereof 

19 For the law made nothing per- 
fect, but the bringing in of a better 
hope did; by the which we draw 
nigh unto God. 

20 And inasmuch as not without 
an oath he was made priest : 

21 (For those priests were made 
without an oath; but this with an 
oath by him that said unto him. 
The Lord sware and will not repent. 
Thou art a priest for ever after the 
order of Melchisedec :) 

22 By so much was Jesus made a 
surety of a better testament. 

23 ^d they truly were many priests, 
because they were not suffered to 
continue by reason of death: 

24 But this man, because he con- 
tinueth ever, hath an unchangeable 
priesthood. 

25 Wherefore he is able also to save 
them to the uttermost that come un- 
to God bjr him, seeing he ever liveth 
to make intercession for them. 

26 For such an high priest became 
us, who is holy, harmless, undefiled, 
separate from sinners, and made 
higher than the heavens; 
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^ Who needeth not daily, as those 
high prieste, to offer up sacrifice, 
first for his own sins, and then for 
the people’s : for this he did once, 
when he offered up himself 
28 For the law maketh men high 
priests which have infirmity ; but 
the word of the oath, which was 
since the law, maketh the Sun, who 
is consecrated for evermore. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

1 By the eternal priesthood of Christ the Levitical 
priesthood of Aaron is abolished. 7 And the temporal 
cotyenant with the fathers.^ hy the eternal covenant of 
the gospel, 

OW of the things which we have 
spoken this is the sum : We 
have such an high priest, who is set 
on the right hand of the throne of 
the Majesty in the heavens ; 

2 A minister of the sanctuary, and 
of the true tabernacle, which the 
Lord pitched, and not man. 

3 For every high priest is ordained 
to o^r gifts and sacrifices : where- 
fore it is o^ necessity that this man 
have somewhat also to offer. 

4 For if he were on earth, he 
should not be a priest, seeing that 
there are priests that offer gifts ac- 
cording to the law : 

5 Who serve unto the example and 
shadow of heavenly things, as Moses 
was admonished of God when he was 
about to make the tabernacle; for. 
See, saith he, tlmt thou make all 
things according to the pattern shew- 
ed to thee in the mount. 

6 But now hath he obtained a more 
excellent ministry, by how much also 
he is the mediator of a better cove- 
nant, which was established upon 
better promises. 

7 For if that first covenxmt had 
been faultless, then should no place 
have been sought for the second. 

8 For finding fault with them, he 
saith. Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, when I will make a new 
covenant with the house of Israel 
and with the house of Judah : 

9 Not according to the covenant 
that I made with their fathers in the 
day when I took them by the hand to 


lead them out of the land of Egypt ; 
because they continued not in my 
covenant, and I regarded them not, 
saith the Lord. 

10 For this is the covenant that I 
will make with the house of Israel 
after those days, saith the Lord; I 
will put my laws into their mind, and 
write them in their hearts : and I will 
be to them a God, and they shall be 
to me a people : 

11 And they shall not teach every 
man his neighbour, and every man 
his brother, saying. Know the Lord : 
for all shall know me, from the least 
to the greatest. 

12 For I will be merciful to their 
unrighteousness, and their sins and 
their iniquities wiU I remember no 
more. 

13 In that he saith, A new covenant, 
he hath made the first old. Now 
that which decayeth and waxeth old 
is ready to vanish away. 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 The description of the rites and bloody sacrifices of 
the lawy 1 1 far inferior to the dignity and perfection 
of the blood and sacrifice of Christ, 

T hen verily the first covenant had 
also ordinances of divine service, 
and a worldly sanctuary. 

2 For there was a tabernacle made ; 
the first, wherein wa« the candle- 
stick, and the table, and the shew- 
bread ; which is called the sanc- 
tuary. 

3 And after the second veil, the ta- 
bernacle which is called the Holiest 
of all ; 

4 Which had the golden censer, 
and the ark of the covenant overlaid 
round about with gold, wherein was 
the golden pot that had manna, and 
Aaron’s rod that budded, and the 
tables of the covenant; 

6 And over it the cherubims of glory 
shadowing the mercyseat ; of which 
we cannot now speak particularly. 

6 Now when these things were thus 
ordained, the priests went always 
mto the first tabernacle, accomplish- 
mg the service of God. 

7^ But into the second went the high 
pnest alone once every year, not 




Saer^fices of law 

without blood, which he offered for 
himself, and for the eiToi*s of the 
people : 

8 The Holy Ghost this signifying, 
that the way into the holiest of all 
was not yet made manifest. While as 
the first tabernacle was yet standing : 

9 Which was a figure for the time 
then present, in which were offered 
both gifts and sacrifices, that could 
not make him that did the service 
perfect, as pertaining to the con- 
science ; 

10 Which stood only in meats and 
drinks, and divers washings, and 
carnal ordinances, imposed on them 
until the time of reformation. 

11 But Christ being come an high 
priest of good things to come, by a 
greater and more perfect tabernacle, 
not made with hands, that is to say, 
not of this building; 

12 Neither by the blood of goats 
and calves, but by his own blood he 
entered in once into the holy place, 
having obtained eternal redemption 
for us. 

13 For if the blood of bulls and of 
goats, and the ashes of an heifer 
sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to 
the puri^ng of the fiesh: 

14 How much more shall the blood 
of Christ, who through the eternal 
Spirit offered himself without spot 
to God, purge your conscience from 
dead works to serve the living God ? 

15 And for this cause he is the me- 
diator of the new testament, that by 
means of death, for the redemption 
of the transgressions that were xmder 
the first testament, they which are 
called might receive the promise of 
eternal inheritance. 

16 For where a testament is, there 
must also of necessity be the death 
of the testator. 

17 For a testament is of force after 
men are dead : otherwise it is of 
no strength at all while the testator 
liveth. 

18 Whereupon neither the first tes- 
trnnent, was dedicated without blood. 

19 For when Moses had spoken 
every precept to all the people ac- 
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cording to the law, he took the blood 
of calves and of goats, with water, 
and scarlet wool, and hyssop, and 
sprinkled both the book, and all the 
people, 

20 Saying, This is the blood of the 
testament which God hath enjoined 
unto you. 

21 Moreover he sprinkled with 
blood both the tabernacle, and all 
the vessels of the ministry. 

22 And almost all things are by 
the law purged with blood ; and 
without shedding of blood is no re- 
mission. 

23 It wa» therefore necessary that 
the patterns of things in the heavens 
should be purified with these; but 
the heavenly things themselves with 
better sacrinces than these. 

24 For Christ is not entered into 
the holy places made with hands, 
which are the figures of the true; 
but into heaven itself, now to ap- 
pear in the presence of God for us; 

25 Nor yet that he should offer him 
self often, as the high priest enter- 
eth into the holy place every year 
with blood of others ; 

26 For then must he often have 
suffered since the foimdation of the 
world : but now once in the end of 
the world hath he appeared to put 
away sin by the sacrifice of himself. 

27 And as it is appointed unto 
men once to die, but after this the 
judgment : 

28 So Christ was once offered to 
bear the sins of many ; and unto 
them that look for him shall he 
appear the second time without sin 
unto salvation. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 The weakness of the law saiyrifioee, 10 The sacrifice 

of Christas body once offered, 14 for ever hath taken 

away sins, 19 An exhortation to hold fast the faith, 

with patience and thanksgiving, 

F or the law having a shadow of 
good things to come, and not 
the very image of the things, ^n 
never with those sacrifices which 
they offered year by year continually 
make the comers thereunto perfect. 
2 For then would they not have 
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ceased to be offered? because that 
the worshippers once purged should 
have had no more conscience of sina 

3 But in those sacrifices there is 
a remembrance again made of sins 
every year. 

4 For it is not possible that the 
blood of bulls and of goats should 
take away sins. 

5 Wherefore when he cometh into 
the world, he saith, Sacrifice and of- 
fering thou wouldest not, but a body 
hast thou prepared me : 

6 In burnt offerings and sacrijkes 
for sin thou hast had no pleasure. 

7 Then said I, Lo, I come (in the 
volume of the book it is written of 
me,) to do thy will, O God 

8 Above when he said. Sacrifice and 
offering and burnt offerings and offer- 
ing for sin thou wouldest not, neither 
hadst pleasure therein ; which are of- 
fered by the law ; 

9 Then said he, Lo, I come to do 
thy will, O God He taketh away 
the first, that he may establish the 
second. 

10 By the which will we are sancti- 
fied through the offering of the body 
of Jesus Christ once for all. 

11 And every priest standeth daily 
ministering and offering oftentimes 
the same sacrifices, which can never 
take away sins: 

12 But this man, after he had offer- 
ed one sacrifice for sins for ever, sat 
down on the right hand of God ; 

13 From henceforth expecting till 
his enemies be made his footstool. 

14 For by one offering he hath 
perfected for ever them that arc 
sanctified 

15 Whereof the Holy Ghost also is 
a witness to us: for after that he 
had said before, 

16 This is the covenant that I will 
make with them after those days, 
saith the Lord, I will put my laws 
into their hearts, and in their minds 
will I write them ; 

17 And their sins and iniquities will 
I remember no more. 

18 Now where remission of these is, 
there is no more offering for sin. 


19 Having therefore, brethren, bold- 
ness to enter into the holiest by the 
blood of Jesus, 

20 By a new and living way, which 
he hath consecrated for us, through 
the veil, that is to say, his fiesh ; 

21 And having an high priest over 
the house of God ; 

22 Let us draw near with a true 
heart in full assurance of faith, hav- 
ing oim hearts sprinkled from an evil 
conscience, and our bodies washed 
with pure water. 

23 Let us hold fast the profession 
of our faith without wavering; (for 
he is faithful that promised;) 

24 And let us consider one another 
to provoke unto love and to good 
works: 

25 Not forsaking the assembling of 
ourselves together, as the manner of 
some is; but exhorting oi:ie another : 
and so much the more, as ye see the 
day approaching. 

26 For if we sin wilfully after that 
we have received the knowledge of 
the truth, there remaineth no more 
sacrifice for sins, 

27 But a certain fearful looking for 
of judgment and fiery indignation, 
which shall devour the adversaries. 

28 He that despised Moses’ law died 
without mercy under two or three 
witnesses : 

29 Of how much sorer punishment, 
suppose ye, shall he be thought wor- 
thy, who hath trodden under foot 
the Son of God, and hath coimted 
the blood of the covenant, wherewith 
he was sanctified, an unholy thing, 
and hath done despite unto the Spirit 
of grace ? 

30 For we know him that hath 
said. Vengeance hetongeth imto me, 
I will recompense, saith the Lord. 
And again. The Lord shall judge his 
people. 

31 /< is a fearful thing to fall into 
the hands of the living God. 

32 But call to remembrance the 
former days, in which, after ye were 
illuminated ye endimed a great fight 
of aflfictions ; 

33 Partly, whilst ye were made si, 
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The nalwre of faith, 

gazin^tock both by reproaches and 
afflictions ; and partly, whilst ye be- 
came companions of them that were 
so used. 

34 For ye had compassion of me 
in my bonds, and took joyfully the 
spoilins; of your goods, knowing in 
yourselves that ye have in heaven a 
better and an enduring substance. 

35 Cast not away therefore your 
confidence, which hath great recom- 
pence of reward. 

36 For ye have need of patience, 
that, after ye have done the will of 
God, ye might receive the promise. 

3^ For yet a Uttle while, and he 
that shall come will come, and will 
not tarry. 

38 Now the just shall live by faith ; 
but if cmy man draw back, my soul 
shall have no pleasure in him. 

39 But we are not of them who 
draw back unto perdition; but of 
them that believe to the saving of 
the soul. 

CHAPTER XI. 

1 What faith w*. 6 Without faith we canmt please 

God. 7 The worthy fruits thereof in the fathers of 
old time. 

OW faith is the substance of 
things hoped for, the evidence 
of things not seen. 

2 For by it the elders obtained a 
good report. 

3 Through faith we understand that 
the worlds were framed by the word 
of God, so that things which are seen 
were not made of things which do 
appear. 

4 By faith Abel offered unto God 
a more excellent sacrifice than Cain, 
by which he obtained witness that 
he was righteous, God testifying of 
his gifts: and by it he being dead 
yet speaketh. 

5 By faith Enoch was translated 
that he should not see death; and 
was not foimd, because God had 
translated him : for before his trans- 
lation he had this testimony, that he 
pleased God. 

6 But without faith it is impossible 
to please him: for he that cometh 
to God must believe that he is, and 


and its acceptahleness. 

that he is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek him. 

7 By ftuth Noah, being warned of 
God of things not seen as yet, moved 
with fear, prepared an ark to the 
saving of his house ; by the which he 
condenmed the world and became 
heir of the righteousness which is by 
faith. 

8 By faith Abraham, when he was 
called to go out into a place which 
he should after receive for an inhe- 
ritance, obeyed; and he went out, 
not knowing whither he went. 

9 By faith he sojourned in the land 
of promise, as in a strange coimtry, 
dwelling in tabernacles with Isaac 
and Jacob, the heirs with him of the 
same promise: 

10 For he looked for a city which 
hath foundations, whose builder and 
maker is God 

11 Through faith also Sara herself 
received strength to conceive seed, 
and was delivered of a child when 
she was past age, because she judged 
him faithful who had promisea 

12 Therefore sprang there even of 
one, and him as good as dead 
many as the stars of the sky in mul- 
titude, and as the sand which is by 
the sea shore innumerable. 

13 These aU died in faith, not having 
received the promises, but having 
seen them afar off, and were per- 
suaded of them, and embraced them, 
and confessed that they were strangers 
and pilgrims on the earth. 

14 For they that say such things 
declare plainly that they seek a 
country. 

15 And truly, if they had been 
mindful of that country from whence 
they came out, they might have had 
opportunity to have returned. 

16 But now they desire a better 
country, that is, an heavenly : where- 
fore God is not ashamed to be called 
their God : for he hath prepared for 
them a city. 

17 By faith Abraham, when he was 
tried, offered up Isaac : and he that 
had received the promises offered up 
his only begotten son. 
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18 Of whom it was said, That in 
Isaac shall thy seed be called ; 

19 Accounting that God vxta able 
to raise him up, even from the dead ; 
from whence tflso he received him in 
a figure. 

20 By faith Isaac blessed Jacob and 
Esau concerning things to come. 

21 By faith Jacob, when he was a 
dying, blessed both the sons of Jo- 
seph ; and worshipped, leaning upon 
the top of his staff 

22 By faith Joseph, when he died, 
made mention of the departing of 
the children of Israel ; and gave com- 
mandment concerning his bones. 

23 By faith Moses, when he was 
bom, was hid three months of his 
parents, because they saw he was a 
proper child ; and they were not 
afraid of the king’s commandment. 

24 By faith Moses, when he was 
come to years, refused to be called 
the son of Pharaoh’s daughter; 

26 Choosing rather to suffer afflic- 
tion with the people of God, than 
to enjoy the pleasures of sin for a 
season ; 

26 Esteeming the reproach of Christ 

f feater riches than the treasures in 
gypt : for he had respect unto the 
recompence of the reward. 

27 By faith he forsook Egypt, not 
fearing the wrath of the ^g: for 
he endured, as seeing him who is 
invisible. 

28 Through faith he kept the pass- 
over, and the sprinkling of blood, 
lest he that destroyed the firstborn 
should touch them. 

29 By faith they passed through 
the Red sea as by dry land: which 
the Egyptians assaying to do were 
drowned. 

30 By faith the walls of Jericho fell 
down, after they were compassed 
about seven days. 

31 By faith the harlot Rahab pe- 
rished not with them that believed 
not, when she had received the spies 
with peace. 

And what shall I more say ? 
'^for the time would fail me to tell 
Of Gedeon, and of Barak, and of 


Samson, and q/“Jephthae; ^ David 
also, and Samuel, and of the pro- 
phets : 

33 M^o through faith subdued king- 
doms, wrought righteousness, obtain- 
ed promises, stopped the mouths of 
lions, 

34 Quenched the violence of fire, 
escaped the edge of the sword, out 
of weakness were made strong, wax- 
ed valiahf in fight, fumed to flight 
the armies of tJw aliens. 

35 Women received their dead rais- 
ed to life again : and others were 
tortured, not accepting deliverance; 
that they might obtain a better re- 
surrection : 

36 And others had trial of cruel 
mocking and scourgin^s, yea, more- 
over of bonds and imprisonment : 

37 They were stoned, they were 
sawn asunder, were tempted, were 
slain with the sword : they wandered 
about in sheepskins and goatskins; 
being destitute, afflicted, toraiented ; 

38 (Of whom the world was not 
worthy:) they wandered in deserts, 
and in mountains, and in dens and 
caves of the earth. 

39 And these all, having obtained a 
good report through faith, received 
not the promise: 

40 God having provided some bet- 
ter thing for us, that they without 
us should not be made perfect. 

CHAPTER XII. 

1 An exhortation to constant faith, patience, and godr 
liness. 22 A commendation of the now testament 
above the old, 

W HEREFORE seeing we also 
are compassed about with so 
great a cloud of witnesses, let us lay 
aside every weight, and the sin which 
doth so easily beset tis, and let us 
run with patience the race that is 
set before us, 

2 Looking unto Jesus the author 
and finisher of our faith ; who for 
the joy that was set before him 
endured the cross, despising the 
shame, and is set down at the right 
hand of the throne of God. 

^3 For consider him that endiured 
such contradiction of sinners against 
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himself, lest ve be wearied and faint 
in your minds. 

4 Ye have not yet resisted unto 
blood, striving against sin. 

5 And ye have forgotten the exhor- 
tation which speaketh imto you as 
unto children. My son, despise not 
thou the chastening of the Lord, 
nor faint when thou art rebuked 
of him : 

6 For whom the Lord loveth he 
chasteneth, and scourgeth every son 
whom he receiveth. 

7 If ye endure chastening, God 
dealeth with you as with sons ; for 
what son is he whom the father 
chasteneth not? 

8 But if ye be without chastise- 
ment, whereof all are partakers, then 
are ye bastards, and not sons. 

9 Furthermore we have had fathers 
of our flesh which corrected m, and 
we gave them * reverence : shall we 
not much rather be in subjection un- 
to the Father of spirits, and live ? 

10 For they veruy for a few days 
chastened m after their own plea- 
sure ; but he for our profit, that we 
might be partakers of his holiness. 

11 Now no chastening for the 
present seemeth to be joyous, but 
grievous : nevertheless afterward it 
yieldeth the peaceable fruit of right- 
eousness unto them which are exer- 
cised thereby. 

12 Wherefore lift up the hands which 
hang down, and the feeble knees ; 

13 And make straight paths for 
your feet, lest that which is lame be 
turned out of the way ; but let it 
rather be healed. 

14 Follow peace with all men, and 
holiness, without which no man shall 
see the Lord : 

16 Looking diligently lest any man 
fail of the grace of God; lest any 
root of bitterness springing up trou- 
ble you, and thereby many be de- 
filed ; 

16 Lest there he any fornicator, or 
profane person, as Esau, who for one 
morsel of meat sold his birthright 

17 For ye know how that afterward, 
when he would have inherited the 


blessing, he was rejected : for he 
found no place of repentance, though 
he sought it carefully with tears. 

18 For ye are not come unto the 
mount that might be touched, and 
that burned with fire, nor unto black- 
ness. and darkness, and tempest, 

19 And the sound of a trumpet, and 
the voice of words ; which voice they 
that heard intreated that the word 
should not be spoken to them any 
more: 

20 (For they could not endime that 
which was commanded. And if so 
much as a beast touch the moun- 
tain, it shall be stoned, or thrust 
through with a dart: 

21 And so terrible was the sight, 
that Moses said, I exceedingly fear 
and quake:) 

22 But ye are come unto mount 
Sion, and unto the city of the living 
God, the heavenly Jerusalem, and to 
an innumerable company of angels, 

23 To the general assembly and 
church of the firstborn, which are 
written in heaven, and to God the 
Judge of all, and to the spirits of 
just men made perfect, 

24 And to Jesus the mediator of 
the new covenant, and to the blood 
of sprinkling, that speaketh better 
things than that of Abel. 

25 See that ye refuse not him that 
speaketh. For if they escaped not 
who refused him that spake on earth, 
much more shall not we escape, if we 
turn away from him that speaketh 
from heaven: 

26 Whose voice then shook the 
earth: but now he hath promised, 
saying, Yet once more I shake not 
the earth only, but also heaven. 

27 And this word. Yet once more, 
signifieth the removing of those t hing s 
that are shaken, as of things that are 
made, that those things which cannot 
bo shaken may remain. 

28 Wherefore we receiving a king- 
dom which cannot be moved, let us 
have grace, whereby we may serve 
God acceptably with reverence and 
godly fear : 

29 For our God is a consum in g fire.

CHAPTER XIIL 


I Divers admonitions, as to charity, 4 to honest life, 5 to 
avoid covetousness, 7 to regard God*8 preachers, 9 to 
take heed of strange doctrines, \0 to confess Christ, 
16 to give alms, 17 to obey governors, IS to pray for 
the apostle. 20 The conclusion. 

ET brotherly love continue. 

2 Be not forgetful to entertain 
strangers : for thereby some have en- 
tertained angels unawares. 

3 Remember them that are in bonds, 
as bound with them ; and them which 
suffer adversity, as being yourselves 
also in the body. 

4 Marriage ia honourable in all, and 
the bed undefiled : but whoremongers 
and adulterers God will judge. 

5 Let your conversation he without 
covetousness; and he content with 
such things as ye have : for he hath 
said, I will never leave thee, nor for- 
sake thee. 

6 So that we may boldly say. The 
Lord ia my helper, and I will not fear 
what man shall do imto me. 

7 Remember them which have the 
rule over you, who have spoken unto 
you the word of God: whose faith 
follow, considering the end of their 
conversation : 

8 Jesus Christ the same yesterday, 
and to day, and for ever. 

9 Be not carried about with divers 
and strange doctrines. For it is 

ood thing that the heart be esta- 
lished with grace; not with meats, 
which have not profited them that 
have been occupied therein. 

10 We have an altar, whereof they 
have no right to eat which serve the 
tabernacle. 

II For the bodies of those beasts, 
whose blood is brought into the sanc- 
tuary by the high priest for sin, are 
burned without the camp. 

12 Wherefore Jesus also, that he 
might sanctify the people with his 
own blood, suffered without the 
gate. I 


The conduaion. 

13 Let us go forth therefore unto 
him without the camp, bearing his 
reproach. 

14 For here have we no continuing 
city, but we seek one to come. 

15 By him therefore let us offer the 
sacrifice of praise to God continually, 
that is, the fruit of our lips giving 
thanks to his name. 

16 But to do good and to communi- 
cate forget not: for with such sacri- 
fices God is well pleased. 

17 Obey them that have the rule 
over you, and submit yourselves : for 
they watch for your souls, as they 
that must give account, that they 
may do it with joy, and not with 
grief: for that ia unprofitable for 
you. 

18 Pray for us: for we trust we 
have a good conscience, in all things 
willing to live honestly. 

19 But I beseech yira, the rather to 
do this, that I may be restored to 
you the sooner. 

20 Now the God of peace, that 
brought again from the dead our 
Lord Jesus, that great Shepherd of 
the sheep, through the blood of the 
everlasting covenant, 

21 Make you perfect in every good 
work to do his will, working in you 
that which is wellpleasing in his sight, 
through Jesus Christ; to whom he 
glory for ever and ever. Amen. 

22 And I beseech you, brethren, 
suffer the word of exhortation : for I 
have written a letter unto you in few 
words. 

23 Know ye that our brother Timo- 
thy is set at liberty; with whom, if 
he come shortly, I will see you. 

24 Salute all them that have the 
i*ule over you, and all the saints. 
They of Italy salute you. 

25 Grace he with you all. Amen.

CHAPTER I. 

1 We are to rejoice under the cross^ 5 to ask patience 
of God, 13 and in our trials not to impute our 
weakness, or sins, unto him, 19 but rather to hearken 
to the word, to meditate in it, and to do thereafter. 
26 Otherwise tnen may seem, hut never be truly re- 
ligious. 

J AMES, a servant of God and of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, to the 
twelve tribes which are scattered 
abroad, greeting. 

2 My brethren, count it all joy when 
ye fall into divers temptations ; 

3 Knowing this, that the trying of 
your faith worketh patience. 

4 But let patience have her perfect 
work, that ye may be perfect and 
entire, wanting nothing. 

5 If any of you lack wisdom, let him 
ask of God, that giveth to all men 
liberally, and upbraideth not ; and it 
shall be given him. 

6 But let him ask in faith, nothing 
wavering. For he that wavereth is 
like a wave of the sea driven with 
the wind and tossed. 

7 For let not that man think that 
he shall receive any thing of the 
Lord. 

8 A double minded man is unstable 
in all his ways. 

9 Let the brother of low degree 
rejoice in that he is exalted; 

10 But the rich, in that he is made 
low: because as the flower of the 
grass he shall pass away. 

11 For the sun is no sooner risen 
with a burning heat, but it withereth 
the grass, and the flower thereof fall- 
eth, and the grace of the fashion of 
it perisheth: so also shall the rich 
man fade away in his ways. 

12 Blessed is the man that endureth 
temptation: for when he is tried, he 
shall receive the crown of life, which 


the Lord hath promised to them that 
love him. 

13 Let no man say when he is 
tempted, I am tempted of God : for 
God cannot be tempted with evil, 
neither tempteth he any man: 

14 But every man is tempted, when 
he is drawn away of his own lust, 
and enticed. 

15 Then when lust hath conceived, 
it bringeth forth sin : and sin, when 
it is finished, bringeth forth death. 

16 Do not err, my beloved brethren. 

17 Every good gift and every perfect 
gift is from above, and cometh down 
from the Father of lights, with whom 
is no variableness, neither shadow of 
turning. 

18 Of his own will begat he us with 
the word of truth, that we should be 
a kind of firstfruits of his creatures. 

19 Wherefore, my beloved brethren, 
let every man be swift to hear, slow 
to speal^ slow to wrath : 

20 For the wrath of man worketh 
not the righteousness of God. 

21 Wherefore lay apart all filthi- 
ness and superfluity of naughtiness, 
and receive with meekness the en- 
grafted word, which is able to save 
your souls. 

22 But be ye doers of the word, and 
not hearers only, deceiving your own 
selves. 

23 For if any be a hearer of the 
word, and not a doer, he is like unto 
a man beholding his natural face in 
a glass: 

24 For he beholdeth himself, and 
goeth his way, and straightway for- 
getteth what manner of man he 
was. 

26 But whoso looketh into the per- 
fect law of liberty, and continueth

tiwrein, he bein^ not a forgetfiJ 
hearer, but a doer of the work, this 
man shall be blessed in his deed. 

26 If any man among you seem 
to be religious, and brimeth not his 
tongue, but deceiveth his own heart, 
this man’s religion is Tain. 

27 Pure religion and undefiled be- 
fore God and the Father is this. To 
visit the fatherless and widows in 
their afiSiction, and to keep himself 
unspotted from the world. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 It U not agreeable to Christian profession to regard 
the rich, a^ to despise the poor brethren : 13 rather 
we are to he loving, and merciful: 14 and not to 
boast of faith where no deeds are, 17 which is but a 
dead faith, \9 the faith of devils, 21 not of , Abraham, 
25 and Rahab. 


whole law, and yet ofiend in one 
point, he is guilty of all 

11 For he that said. Do not com- 
mit adultery, said also. Do not kUl. 
Now if thou commit no adultery, 
yet if thou kill, thou art become a 
transgressor of the law. 

12 So speak ye, and so do, as they 
that shall be judged by the law of 
liberty. 

13 For he shall have judgment 
without mercy, that hath shewed no 
mercy ; and mercy rejoiceth against 
judgment. 

14 What doth it profit, my brethren, 
though a man say he hath faith, 
and have not works ? can faith save 
him? 


M y brethren, have not the faith 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Lord of glory, with respect of per- 
sons. 

2 For if there come unto your as- 
sembly a man with a gold ring, in 
goodly apparel, and there come in 
also a poor man in vile raiment; 

3 And ye have respect to him that 
weareth the gay clothing, and say 
Unto him. Sit tnou here in a good 
place; and say to the poor. Stand 
thou there, or sit here under my 
footstool : 

4 Are ye not then partial in your- 
selves, and are become judges of evil 
thoughts ? 

6 Hearken, my beloved brethren, 
Hath not God chosen the poor of 
this world rich in faith, and heirs of 
the kingdom which he hath promis- 
ed to them that love him? 

6 But ye have despised the poor. 
Do not rich men oppress you, and 
draw you before the judgment seats ? 
7 Do not they blaspheme that 
worthy name by the which ye are 
called? 

8 If ye fulfil the royal law accord- 
ing to the scripture. Thou shalt 
love thy neighbour as thyself, ye 
do well: 

9 But if ye have respect to persons, 
ye commit sin, and are convinced of 
the law as transgressors. 

10 For whosoever shall keep the 


16 If a brother or sister be naked, 
and destitute of daily food, 

16 And one of you say unto them, 
Depart in peace, be ye warmed and 
filled ; notwithstanding ye give them 
not those things which are needful 
to the body; what doth it profit? 

17 Even so faith, if it hath not 
works, is dead, being alone. 

18 Yea, a man may say. Thou hast 
faith, and I have works : shew me thy 
faith without thy works, and I will 
shew thee my faith by my works. 

19 Thou believest that there is one 
God ; thou doest well : the devils al- 
so believe, and tremble. 

20 But wilt thou know, O vain man, 
that faith without works is dead ? 

21 Was not Abraham our father jus- 
tified by works, when he had offered 
Isaac his son upon the altar ? 

22 Seest thou how faith wrought 
with his works, and by works was 
faith made perfect? 

23 And the scripture was fulfilled 
which saith, Abraham believed God, 
and it was imputed unto him for 
righteousness : and he was called 
the Friend of God. 

24 Ye see then how that by works 
a man is justified, and not by faith 
only. 

26 Likewise also was not Rahab the 
harlot justified by works, when she 
had received the messengers, and 
had sent them out another way? 



Of governing the txmgue. 

26 For as the body without the spi- 
rit is dead, so faith without works is 
dead also. 

CHAPTER m. 

1 We are not rashly or arrogantly to reprove others : 
5 but rather to bridle the tongue^ a little member^ 
but a powerful instrument of much goody and great 
harm, 13 They who be truly wise be mild, andpeace^ 
able, without envying, and strife, 

M y brethren, be not many mas- 
ters, knowing that we shall re- 
ceive the greater condemnation. 

2 For in many things we offend alL 
If any man offend not in word, the 
same is a perfect man, and able also 
to bridle the whole body. 

3 Behold, we put bits in the horses’ 
mouths, that they may obey us ; and 
we turn about their whole body. 

4 Behold also the ships, which 
though they he so great, and are 
driven of fierce winds, yet are they 
turned about with a very small helm, 
whithersoever the governor listeth. 

o Even so the tongue is a little 
member, and boasteth great things. 
Behold, how great a matter a littie 
fire kindleth! 

6 And the tongue is a fire, a world 
of iniquity : so is the tongue among 
our members, that it defileth the 
whole body, and setteth on fire the 
course of nature ; and it is set on 
fire of hell. 

7 For every kind of beasts, and of 
birds, and of serpents, and of things 
in the sea, is tamed, and hath been 
tamed of mankind: 

8 But the tongue can no man tame ; 
it is an unruly evil, full of deadly 
poison. 

9 Therewith bless we God, even the 
Father ; and therewith curse we men, 
which are made after the similitude 
of God. 

10 Out of the same mouth proceed- 
eth blessing and cursing. My breth- 
ren, these things ought not so to be. 

11 Doth a fountain send forth at 
the same place sweet wcder and 
bitter ? 


12 Can the fig tree, my brethren, 
bear olive berries? either a vines.

13 Who is a wise man and endued 
with knowledge among you ? let him 
shew out of a good conversation his 
works with meekness of wisdom. 

14 But if ye have bitter envying 
and strife in your hearts, glory not, 
and lie not against the truth. 

16 This wisdom descendeth not 
from above, but is earthly, sensual, 
devilish. 

16 For where envying and strife 
is, there is confiision and every evil 
work. 

17 But the wisdom that is from 
above is first pure, then peaceable, 
gentle, and easy to be intreate^ full 
of mercy and good fhiits, without 
partiality, and without hypocrisy. 

18 And the fruit of righteousness 
is sown in peace of them that make 
peace. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 We are to strive against covetousness, 4 - intemperance, 

5 pride, 1 1 detraction, and rash judgment of others : 

13 and not to be confident in the good success of 

worldly business, hut mindful eve)* of the uncertainty 

of this life, to commit ourselves and all our affairs to 

God* 8 providence, 

F rom whence come wars and 
fightings among you? come they 
not hence, even of yom* lusts that 
war in your members? 

2 Ye lust, and have not: ye kill, 
and desire to have, and cannot ob- 
tain: ye fight and war, yet ye have 
not, because ye ask not. 

3 Ye ask, and receive not, because 
ye ask amiss, that ye may consume 
it upon your lusts. 

4 Ye adulterers and adulteresses, 
know ye not that the friendship of 
the world is enmity with God? who- 
soever therefore will be a friend of 
the world is the enemy of God. 

6 Do ye think that the scriptxu^ 
saith in vain. The spirit that dwell- 
eth in us lusteth to envy? 

6 But he giveth more grace. Where- 
fore he saith, God resisteth the proud, 
but giveth grace unto the humble. 

7 Submit yo*urselves therefore to 
God. Resist the devil, and he will 
flee &om you. 

8 Draw nigh to God, and he will 
draw nigh to you. Cleanse your 
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hands, ye sinners; and purify yowr 
hearts, ye double mindea 

9 Be afflicted, and moium, and weep : 
let your laughter be turned to mourn- 
ing, and your to heaviness. 

10 Humble yourselves in the sight 
of the Lord, and he shall lift you up. 

11 Speak not evil one of another, 
brethren. He that speaketh evil of 
his brother, and judgeth his brother, 
speaketh evil of the law, and judgeth 
the law : but if thou judge the law, 
thou art not a doer of the law, but 
a judge. 

12 There is one lawgiver, who is 
able to save and to destroy : who art 
thou that judgest another ? 

13 Go to now, ye that say. To day 
or to morrow we will go into such a 
city, and continue there a year, and 
buy and sell, and get gain: 

14 Whereas ye know not what shall 
he on the morrow. For what is yoiu* 
life? It is even a vapour, that ap- 
peareth for a little time, and then 
vanisheth away. 

16 For that ye ought to say. If the 
Lord will, we shall live, and do this, 
or that. 

16 But now ye rejoice in your 
boastings: all such rejoicing is evil. 

17 Therefore to him that knoweth 
to do good, and doeth it not, to him 
it is sin. 

CHAPTER V 

1 Wicked rich men are to fear God *s vengeance, 7 We 
ought to be patient in affiictions, after the example 
of the prophets, and Job : 12 to forbear swearing, 
13/0 pray in adversity, to sing in prosperity ; 16 to 
acknowledge mutually our several faults, to pray one 
for another, 19 and to reduce a straying brother to 
the tTntth, 

G o to now, ye rich men, weep and 
howl for your miseries that shall 
come upon you. 

2 Yoiu* riches are comipted, and 
your garments are motheaten. 

3 Your gold and silver is cankered ; 
and the rust of them shall be a wit- 
ness against you, and shall eat your 
flesh as it were fire. Ye have heaped 
treasure together for the last days. 

4 Behold, the hire of the labourers 
who have reaped down your fields, 
which is of you kept back by fraud. 


crieth : and the cries of them which 
have reaped are entered into the 
ears of the Lord of sabaoth. 

6 Ye have lived in pleasnre on the 
earth, and been wanton ; ye have 
nourished your hearts, as in a day 
of slaughter. 

6 Ye have condemned <md killed 
the just ; and he doth not resist 
you 

7 Be patient therefore, brethren, 
unto the coming of the Lord. Be- 
hold, the husbandman waiteth for 
the precious fi'uit of the earth, and 
hath long patience for it, until he 
receive the early and latter rain. 

8 Be ye also patient ; stablish your 
hearts: for the coming of the Lord 
draweth nigh. 

9 Grudge not one against another, 
brethren, lest ye be condemned : be- 
hold, the judge standeth before the 
door. 

10 Take, my brethren, the prophets, 
who have spoken in the name of the 
Lord, for an example of suffering 
aflEUction, and of patience. 

11 Behold, we count them happy 
which endure. Ye have heard of 
the patience of Job, and have seen 
the end of the Lord ; that the Lord 
is very pitiful, and of tender mercy. 

12 But above all things, my bre- 
thren, swear not, neither by heaven, 
neither by the earth, neither by any 
other oath : but let your yea be yea ; 
and your nay, nay ; lest ye fall into 
condemnation. 

13 Is any among you afflicted ? let 
him pray. Is any merry ? let him 
sing psalms. 

14 Is any sick among you ? let him 
call for the elders of the church; 
and let them pray over him, anoint- 
ing him with oil in the name of the 
Lord: 

15 And the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick, and the Lord shall 
raise him up ; and if he have com- 
mitted sins, they shall be forgiven 
him. 

16 Confess your faults one to an- 
other, and pray one for another, that 
ye may be healed. The effectual 
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fervent prayer of a righteous man 
availeth much. 

17 Elias was a man subject to like 
passions as we are, and he prayed 
earnestly that it might not rain: 
and it rained not on the earth by 
the space of three years and six 
montm 

18 And he prayed again, and the 


heaven gave rain, and the earth 
brought forth her fruit. 

19 Brethren, if any of you do err 
from the truth, and one convert him ; 

20 Let him know, that he which 
converteth the sinner from the error 
of his way shall save a soul from 
death, and shall hide a multitude 
of sins. 


THE FIRST EPISTLE GENERAL 

OP 

PETER. 


CHAPTER I. 

I He blesseth God for his manifold spiritual graces : 

10 shewing that the salvation in Christ is no news, 
but a thing prophesied of old : 13 and exhorteth them 
accordingly to a godly conversation, forasmuch as they 
are now horn anew by the word of God. 

P ETER, an apostle of Jesus 
Christ, to the strangers scat- 
tered throughout Pontus, Galatia, 
Cappadocia, Asia, and Bithynia, 

2 Elect according to the foreknow- 
ledge of God the Father, through 
sanctification of the Spirit, unto obe- 
dience and sprinkling of the blood 
of Jesus Christ : Grace unto you, 
and peace, be multiplied. 

3 Blessed be the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, which ac- 
cording to his abundant mercy hath 
begotten us again unto a lively hope 
bv the resurrection of Jesus Christ 
from the dead, 

4 To an inheritance incorruptible, 
and imdefiled, and that fadeth not 
away, reserved in heaven for you, 

5 Who are kept by the power of 
God through faith unto salvation 
ready to be revealed in the last 
time. 

6 Wherein ye greatly rejoice, though 
now for a season, if need be, ye are 
in heaviness through manifold temp- 
tations : 

7 That the trial of your faith, being 
much more precious than of gold 
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that perisheth, though it be tried 
with fire, might be found unto praise 
and honour and glory at the appear- 
ing of Jesus Christ: 

8 Whom having not seen, ye love ; 
in whom, though now ye see him not, 
yet believing, ye rejoice with joy un- 
speakable and full of glory : 

9 Receiving the end of your faith, 
even the salvation of your souls. 

10 Of which salvation the prophets 
have enquired and searched diligent- 
ly, who prophesied of the grace that 
should come unto you : 

11 Searching what, or what manner 
of time the Spirit of Christ which 
was in them did signify, when it tes- 
tified beforehand the suflerings of 
Christ, and the glory that should 
follow. 

12 Unto whom it was revealed, that 
not unto themselves, but unto us 
they did minister the things, which 
are now reported unto you by them 
that have preached the gospel unto 
you with tne Holy Ghost sent down 
from heaven; which things the an- 
gels desire to look into. 

13 Wherefore gird up the loins of 
your mind, be sober, and hope to 
the end for the grace that is to be 
brought unto you at the revelation 
of Jesus Christ ; 

14 As obedient children, not fashion-

ing yourselves according to the for- 
mer lusts in your ignorance: 

15 But as he which hath called you 
is holy, so be ye holy in all manner 
of conversation; 

16 Because it is written, Be ye holy ; 
for I am holy. 

17 And if ye call on the Father, who 
without respect of persons judgeth 
according to every man’s work, pass 
the time of your sojourning here in 
fear: 

18 Forasmuch as ye know that ye 
were not redeemed with corruptible 
things, m silver and gold, from your 
vain conversation receiv^ by tradi- 
tion from your fathers ; 

19 But with the precious blood of 
Christ, as of a lamb without blemish 
and without spot: 

20 Who verily was foreordained be- 
fore the foundation of the world, but 
was manifest in these last times for 
you, 

21 Who by him do believe in God, 
that raised him up from the dead, 
and gave him glory ; that your faith 
and hope might be in God. 

22 Seeing ye have purified your 
souls in obeying the truth through 
the Spirit unto unfeigned love of the 
brethren, see that ye love one another 
with a pure heart fervently : 

23 Being bom again, not of cor- 
ruptible seed, but of incorruptible, 
by the word of God, which liveth 
and abideth for ever. 

24 For all flesh is as grass, and all 
the glory of man as the flower of 
gi'ass. The grass withereth, and the 
flower thereof falleth away : 

25 But the word of the Lord en- 
dureth for ever. And this is the 
word which by the gospel is preach- 
ed unto you. 

CHAPTER U. 

I He dehorteth them from the breach of charity: 4 
ehewing that Christ is the foundation whereupon they 
are built. 1 1 He beseecheth them also to abstain from 
fleshly lusts, to be obedient to magistrates^ 18 and 
teacheth servants how to obey their masters, 20 patiently 
suffering for well doing^ after the example of 
Christ. 

W HEREFORE laying aside all 
malice, and all gufle, and hy- 


Christ the (Mef comer stone. 

pocrisies, and envies, and all evil 
speakings, 

2 As newborn babes, desire the sin- 
cere milk of the word, that ye may 
grow thereby: 

3 If so be ye have tasted that the 
Lord is gracious. 

4 To whom coming, as unto a living 
stone, disallowed indeed of men, but 
chosen of God, and precious, 

5 Ye also, as lively stones, are 
built up a spiritual house, an holy 
priesthood to offer up spiritual sa- 
crifices, acceptable to God by Jesus 
Christ. 

6 Wherefore also it is contained in 
the scripture. Behold, I lay in Sion 
a chief comer stone, elect, precious : 
and he that believeth on him shall 
not be confounded. 

7 Unto you therefore which believe 
he is precious : but unto them which 
be disobedient, the stone which the 
builders disallowed, the same is made 
the head of the comer, 

8 And a stone of stumbling, and a 
rock of offence, even to them which 
stumble at the word, being disobe- 
dient : whereunto also they were ap- 
pointed. 

9 But ye are a chosen generation, 
a royal priesthood, an holy nation, a 
peculiar people ; that ye should shew 
forth the praises of him who hath 
called you out of darkness into his 
marvellous light: 

10 Which in time past were not a 
people, but are now the people of 
God : which had not obtained mercy, 
but now have obtained mercy. 

11 Dearly beloved, I beseech you as 
strangers and pilgrims, abstain from 
fleshly lusts, wmch war against the 
soul; 

12 Having your conversation honest 
among the Gentiles: that, whereas 
they speak against you as evildoers, 
they may by your good works, which 
they shall behold, glorify God in the 
day of visitation. 

13 Submit yourselves to every or- 
dinance of man for the Lord’s sake : 
whether it be to the king, as su- 
preme ; 
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14 Or unto governors, as unto them 
that are sent by him for the punish- 
ment of evildoers, and for the praise 
of them that do welL 
16 For so is the will of God, that 
with well doing ye may put to silence 
the ignorance of foolish inen: 

16 As free, and not using your 
liberty for a cloke of maliciousness, 
but as the servants of God. 

17 Honour all mm. Love the bro- 
therhood. Fear God. Honour the 
king. 

18 Servants, he subject to your 
masters with all fear; not only to 
the good and gentle, but also to the 
froward. 

19 For this is thankworthy, if a man 
for conscience toward God endure 
grief, suffering wrongf^y. 

20 For what glory is it, if, when 
ye be buffeted for your faults, ye 
shall take it patiently? but if, when 
ye do well, and suffer for it, ye take 
it patiently, this is acceptable with 
God. 

21 For even hereunto were ye call- 
ed : because Christ also suffered for 
us, leaving us an example, that ye 
should follow his steps: 

22 Who did no sin, neither was 
guile found in his mouth: 

23 Who, when he was reviled, re- 
viled not again; when he suffered, 
he threatened not; but committed 
himself to him that judgeth right- 
eously : 

24 Who his own self bare our sins 
in his own body on the tree, that we, 
being dead to sins, should live unto 
righteousness: by whose stripes ye 
were healed. 

25 For ye were as sheep going 
astray; but are now returned unto 
the Shepherd and Bishop of your 
souls. 

CHAPTER HI. 

1 He teacheth the duty of wives and hushartd^ to each 
other, 8 exhorting all men to unity and love, 14 and 
to suffer persecution. 19 He declareth also the be- 
nefits of Christ toward the old world. 

L ikewise, ye wives, he in sub- 
jection to your own husbands; 
that, if any obey not the word. 


toives, and htudnmds. 

they also may without the word 
be won by the conversation of the 
wives ; 

2 While they behold your chaste 
conversation coupled with fear. 

3 Whose adommg let it not be that 
outward adorniug of plaiting the 
hair, and of wearing of gold, or of 
putting on of apparel; 

4 But let it he the hidden man of 
the heart, in that which is not cor- 
ruptible, e/ven the ornament of a meek 
and quiet spirit, which is in the sight 
of God of great price. 

6 For after this manner in the old 
time the holy women also, who trust- 
ed in God, adorned themselves, being 
in subjection unto their own hus- 
bands: 

6 Even as Sara obeyed Abraham, 
calling him lord: whose daughters 
ye are, as long as ye do well, and are 
not ab^id with any amazement. 

7 Likewise, ye husbands, dwell with 
them according to knowledge, giving 
honour unto the wife, as unto the 
weaker vessel, and as being heirs to- 
gether of the grace of life ; that your 
prayers be not hindered. 

8 Finally, he ye all of one mind, 
having compassion one of another, 
love as brethren, he pitiful, he court- 
eous: 

9 Not rendering evil for evil, or 
railing for railing: but contrariwise 
blessing ; knowing that ye are there- 
unto called, that ye should inherit a 
blessing. 

10 For he that will love life, and see 
good days, let him refrain his tongue 
from evil, and his lips that they speak 
no guile: 

11 Let him eschew evil, and do 
good; let him seek peace, and en- 
sue it. 

12 For the eyes of the Lord are 
over the righteous, and his ears are 
(mm unto their prayers : but the 
iace of the Lord is against them that 
do evil. 

13 And who is he that will harm 
you, if ye be followers of that which 
is good? 

14 But and if ye suffer for right- 
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eousness’ sake, happy are ye : and be 
not afraid of their terror, neither be 
troubled ; 

15 But sanctify the Lord God in 
your hearts : and he ready always to 
give an answer to every man that 
asketh you a reason of the hope 
that is in you with meekness and 
fear: 

16 Having a good conscience ; that, 
whereas they speak evil of you, as of 
evildoers, they may be ashamed that 
falsely accuse your good conversation 
in Christ. 

17 For it is better, if the will of God 
be so, that ye suffer for well doing, 
than for evil doing. 

18 For Christ also hath once suf- 
fered for sins, the just for the unjust, 
that he might bring us to God, being 
put to death in the flesh, but quick- 
ened by the Spirit : 

19 By which also he went and 
preached unto the spirits in prison; 

20 Which sometime were disobe- 
dient, when once the longsuffering 
of God waited in the days of Noah, 
while the ark was a preparing, where- 
in few, that is, eight souls were saved 
by water. 

21 The like figure whereunto even 
baptism doth also now save us (not 
the putting away of the fllth of the 
flesh, but She answer of a good con- 
science toward God,) by the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ: 

22 Who is gone into heaven, and is 
on the right hand of God; angels 
and authorities and powers being 
made subject unto him. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 He exhorteth them to cease from sin by the example of 
Christ, and the consideration of the general end that 
now approacheth : 12 and comforteth them against 
persecution, 

F orasmuch then as Christ hath 
suffered for us in the flesh, arm 
yourselves likewise with the same 
mind: for he that hath suffered in 
the flesh hath ceased from sin; 

2 That he no longer should live 
the rest of his time in the flesh to 
the lusts of men, but to the will of 
God. 


to cease from sm. 

3 For the time past of our life may 
sufSce us to have wrought the wifi 
of the Gentiles, when we walked in 
lasciviousness, lusts, excess of wine, 
revellinM, banquetings, and abomi- 
nable idolatries: 

4 Wherein they think it strange 
that ye run not with them to the 
same excess of riot, speaking evil 
of you: 

5 Who shall give account to him 
that is ready to judge the quick and 
the dead. 

6 For for this cause was the gospel 
preached also to them that are dead, 
that they might be judged according 
to men in the flesh, but live according 
to God in the spirit. 

7 But the end of all things is at 
hand: be ye therefore sober, and 
watch unto prayer. 

8 And above all things have fer- 
vent charity among yourselves: for 
charity shall cover the multitude of 
sins. 

9 Use hospitality one to another 
without grudging. 

10 As every man hath received the 
gift, even so minister the same one 
to another, as good stewards of the 
manifold grace of God. 

11 If any man speak, let him speak 
as the oracles of God; if any man 
minister, let him da it as of the abi- 
lity which God giveth : that God in 
all things may be glorifled through 

I Jesus Christ, to whom be praise 
i and dominion for ever and ever, 
j Amen. 

12 Beloved, think it not strange con- 
cerning the fiery trial which is to try 
you, as though some strange thing 
happened unto you: 

j 13 But rejoice, inasmuch as ye are 
partakers of Christ’s sufferings ; that, 
when his glory shall be revealed, 
ye may be glad also with exceeding 
joy. 

14 If ye be reproached for the 
name of Christ, happy are ye; for 
the spirit of glory and of God rest- 
eth upon you: on their part he is 
evil spoken of, but on your part he 
is glorified. 
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15 But let none of you suffer as a 
murderer, or a thief, or os an evil- 
doer, or as a busybody in other men’s 
matters. 

16 Yet if any man suffer as a Chris- 
tian, let him not be ashamed; but 
let him glori^ God on this behalf. 

17 For the time is come that judg- 
ment must begin at the house of 
God : and if it first begin at us, what 
shall the end he of them that obey 
not the gospel of God? 

18 And if the righteous scarcely be 
saved, where shaU the imgodly and 
the sinner appear? 

19 Wherefore let them that suffer 
according to the will of God com- 
mit the keeping of their souls to 
him in well doing, as unto a faithfiil 
Creator. 

CHAPTER V. 

I He eochorteth the elders to feed their flocks, 6 the 
younger to obey, 8 and all to he sober, watchful, and 
constant in the faith : 9 to resist the cruel adversary 
the devil. 

T he elders which are among you 
I exhort, who am also an elder, 
and a witness of the sufferings of 
Christ, and also a partaker of the 
glory that shall be revealed: 

2 Feed the fiock of God which 
is among you, taking the oversight 
thereof, not by constraint, but will- 
ingly; not for filthy lucre, but of a 
ready mind; 

3 Neither as being lords over God's 
heritage, but being enskmples to the 
flock. 

4 And when the chief Shepherd 


Divers exhortations. 

shall appear, ye shall receive a crown 
of glory that fadeth not away. 

6 Likewise, ye younger, submit your- 
selves unto the elder. Yea, all oj you 
be subject one to another, and be 
clothed with humility: for God re- 
sisteth the proud, and giveth grace 
to the humble. 

6 Hiunble yourselves therefore un- 
der the mighty hand of God, that 
he may exalt you in due time: 

7 Casting all your care upon him; 
for he careth for you. 

8 Be sober, be vimlant; because 
your adversary the devil, as a roar- 
ing lion, walketh about, seeking 
whom he may devour: 

9 Whom resist stedfast in the faith, 
knowing that the same afflictions are 
accomplished in your brethren that 
are in the world. 

10 But the God of all grace, who 
hath called us unto his eternal glory 
by Christ Jesus, after that ye nave 
suffered a while, make you perfect, 
stablish, strengthen, settle yoti. 

11 To him be glory and dominion 
for ever and ever. Amen. 

12 By Silvanus, a faithful brother 
unto you, as I suppose, I have writ- 
ten briefly, exhorting, and testifying 
that this is the true grace of God 
wherein ye stand. 

13 The church that is at Babylon, 
elected together with you, saluteth 
you; and so doth Marcus my son. 

14 Greet ye one another with a kiss 
of charity. Peace be with you all 
that are in Christ Jesus. Amen.

CHAPTEK I. 

1 Confirming them in hope of the increase of God’s 
graces, 5 he ejchorteth them, by faith, and good works, 
to make their calling sure : 12 whereof he is careful 
to remember them, knowing that his death is at hand : 
16 and wameth them to be constant in the faith of 
Christ, who is the true Son of God, by the eyewitness 
of the apostles balding his majesty, and by the tes^ 
timony of the Father, and the prophets, 

S IMON Peter, a servant and an 
apostle of Jesus Christ, to them 
that have obtained like precious faith 
with us through the righteousness of 
God and our Saviour Jesus Christ : 

2 Grace and peace be multiplied 
unto you through the knowledge of 
God, and of Jesus our Lord, 

3 According as his divine power 
hath given unto us all things that per- 
tain unto life and godliness, through 
the knowledge of him that hath call- 
ed us to glory and virtue : 

4 Whereby are given unto us ex- 
ceeding great and precious promises : 
that by these ye might be partakers 
of the divine nature, having escaped 
the corruption that is in the world 
through lust. 

5 And beside this, giving all dili- 
gence, add to your faith virtue ; and 
to virtue knowledge ; 

6 And to knowledge temperance; 
and to temperance patience ; and to 
patience godliness ; 

7 And to godliness brotherly kind- 
ness ; and to brotherly kmdness 
charity. 

8 For if these things be in you, and 
abound, they make you that ye shall 
neither he barren nor unfruitful in 
the knowledge of our Lord Jesus 
Christ 

9 But he that lacketh these things 
is blind, and cannot see afar off, and 
hath forgotten that he was purged 
from his old sins. 
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10 Wherefore the rather, brethren, 
give diligence to make your calling 
and election sure : for if ye do these 
thin^, ye shall never fall : 

11 For so an entrance shall be 
ministered imto you abimdantly into 
the everlasting kingdom of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ 

12 Wherefore I will not be negli- 
gent to put you always in remem- 
brance of these things, though ye 
know them, and be established in 
the present truth. 

13 Yea, I think it meet as long as I 
am in this tabernacle, to stir you up 
by putting you in remembrance ; 

14 Kjnowing that shortly I must put 
off this my tabernacle, even as our 
Lord Jesus Christ hath shewed me. 

15 Moreover I will endeavour that 
ye may be able after my decease to 
have these things always in remem- 
brance. 

16 For we have not followed cun- 
ningly devised fables, when we made 
known unto you the power and com- 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ, but 
were eyewitnesses of his majesty. 

17 For he received from God the 
Father honom* and glory, when there 
came such a voice to him from the 
excellent glory, This is my beloved 
Son, in whom I am well pleased. 

18 And this voice which came from 
heaven we heard, when we were with 
him in the holy mount. 

19 We have also a more sure word 
of prophecy; whereunto ye do well 
that ye_ take heed, as unto a light 
that shineth in a dark place, until 
the day dawn, and the day star arise 
in your hearts : 

20 Knowing this fii’st, that no pro- 
phecy of the scripture is of any pri- 
vate interpretation. 
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21 For the prophecy came not in 
old time by the will of man : but 
holy men of God spake cw they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost. 

CHAPTER II. 

I He foretelleth them of false teachers^ shewing the im- 
piety and punishment both of them and their followers : 

7 from which the godly shall he deliver^y as Lot 
was out of Sodom : 10 and more fully describeth the 
manners of those profane and blasphemous seducers, 
whereby they may be the better known, and avoided, 

B ut there were false prophets 
also among the people, even as 
there shall be false teachers among 
you, who privily shall bring in dam- 
nable heresies, even denying the Lord 
that bought them, and bring upon 
themselves swift destruction. 

2 And many shall follow their per- 
nicious ways ; by reason of whom the 
way of truth shall be evil spoken of 
3 And through covetousness shall 
they with feigned words make mer- 
chandise of you : whose judgment 
now of a long time lingereth not, and 
their damnation slumbereth not. 

4 For if God spared not the angels 
that sinned, but cast them down to 
hell, and delivered them into chains 
of darkness, to be reserved unto 
judgment ; 

5 And spared not the old world, 
but saved Noah the eighth person, 
a preacher of righteousness, biing- 
ing in the flood upon the world of 
the ungodly; 

6 And turning the cities of Sodom 
and Gomorrha into ashes condemn- 
ed them with an overthrow, making 
them an ensample unto those that 
after should live ungodly; 

7 And delivered just Lot, vexed 
with the filthy conversation of the 
wicked : 

8 (For that righteous man dwelling 
among them, in seeing and hearing, 
vexed his righteous soul from day 
to day with their unlawful deeds;) 

9 The Lord knoweth how to deliver 
the godly out of temptations, and to 
reserve the unjust unto the day of 
judgment to be punished: 

10 But chiefly them that walk after 
the flesh in the lust of uncleanness, 
and despise government. Presump- 


tuous are they, selfwilled, they are 
not afhiid to speak evil of dignities. 

11 Whereas angels, which are greater 
in power and might, bring not railing 
accusation against them before the 
Lord. 

12 But these, as natural brute beasts, 
made to be taken and destroyed, 
speak evil of the things that they 
understand not ; and shall utterly 
perish in their own corruption; 

13 And shall receive the reward 
of unrighteousness, as they that 
count it pleasure to riot in the day 
time. Spots they are and blemishes, 
sporting themselves with their own 
deceivings while they feast with you ; 

14 Having eyes full of adultery, and 
that cannot cease from sin ; beguil- 
ing unstable souls : an heart they 
have exercised with covetous prac- 
tices ; cursed children : 

15 Which have forsaken the right 
way, and are gone astray, following 
the way of Balaam the son of Bosor, 
who loved the wages of unrighteous- 
ness; 

16 But was rebuked for his iniquity : 
the dumb ass speaking with man’s 
voice forbad the madness of the pro- 
phet. 

17 These are wells without water, 
clouds that are carried with a tem- 
pest ; to whom the mist of darkness 
is reserved for ever. 

18 For when they speak great 
swelling words of vanity, they allure 
through the lusts of the flesh, through 
much wantonness, those that were 
clean escaped from them who live 
in error. 

19 WTiile they promise them liberty, 
they themselves are the servants of 
corruption: for of whom a man is 
overcome, of the same is he brought 
in bondage. 

20 For if after they have escaped 
the pollutions of the world through 
the knowledge of the Lord and Sa- 
viour Jesus Christ, they are again 
entangled therein, and overcome, the 
latter end is worse with them than 
the beginning. 

21 For it had been better for them 
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not to have known the way of righte- 
ousness, than, after they have known 
it, to turn from the holy command- 
ment delivered unto them. 

But it is happened unto them 
according to the true proverb, The 
dog is turned to his own vomit a- 
gain; and the sow that was washed 
to her wallowing in the mire. 

CHAPTER III. 

I He assureth them of the certainty of Chriete coining to 
judgment, against those scorners who dispute against it : 

8 warning the godly, for the long patience of God, to 
hasten their repentance. 10 He describeth also the 
manner how the world shall he destroyed : 11 ea^horting 
them, from the expectation thereof, to all holiness of 
life : 15 and again, to think the patierwe of God to 
tend to their salvation, as Paul wrote to them in his 
epistles. 

T his second epistle, beloved, I 
now write unto you ; in both 
which I stir up your pure minds by 
way of remembrance: 

2 That ye may be mindful of the 
words which were spoken before by 
the holy prophets, and of the com- 
mandment of us the apostles of the 
Lord and Saviour: 

3 Knowing this first, that there 
shall come in the last days scoffers, 
walking after their own lusts, 

4 And sajdng. Where is the promise 
of his coming ? for since the fathers 
fell asleep, all things continue as 
they were from the beginning of the 
creation. 

5 For this they willingly are igno- 
rant of, that by the word of God the 
heavens were of old, and the earth 
standing out of the water and in the 
water : 

6 Whereby the world that then 
was, being overfiowed with water, 
perished : 

7 But the heavens and the earth, 
which are now, by the same word 
are kept in store, reserved unto fire 
against the day of judgment and 
perdition of ungodly men. 

8^ But, beloved, be not ignorant of 
this one thing, that one day is with 
the Lord as a thousand years, and 
a thousand years as one day. 
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9 The Lord is not slack concern- 
ing his promise, as some men count 
slackness ; but is longsuffering to 
us-ward, not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come to 
repentance. 

10 But the day of the Lord will 
come as a thief in the night ; in the 
which the heavens shall pass away 
with a great noise, and the elements 
shall melt with fervent heat, the earth 
also and the works that are therein 
shall be burned up. 

11 Seeing then that all these things 
shall be dissolved, what manner of 
persons ought ye to be in all holy 
conversation and godliness, 

12 Looking for and hasting mito 
the coming of the day of God, where- 
in the heavens being on fire shall 
be dissolved, and the elements shall 
melt with fervent heat ? 

13 Nevertheless we, according to his 
promise, look for new heavens and 
a new earth, wherein dwelleth right- 
eousness. 

14 Wherefore, beloved, seeing that 
ye look for such things, be diligent 
that ye may be found of him in 
peace, without spot, and blameless. 

15 And account that the longsuffer- 
ing of our Lord is salvation ; even as 
our beloved brother Paul also ac- 
cording to the wisdom given unto 
him hath written unto you; 

16 As also in all his epistles, speak- 
ing in them of these things ; in which 
are some things hard to be under- 
stood, which they that are unlearned 
and unstable wrest, as they do also 
the other scriptures, unto their own 
destruction. 

17 Ye therefore, beloved, seeing ye 
know these things before, beware lest 
ye also, being led away with the error 
of the wicked, fall from your own 
stedfastness. 

18 But grow in grace, and in the 
knowledge of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ. To him he glory both 
now and for ever. Amen. 
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THE FIRST EPISTLE GENERAL 


OF 

JOHN. 


CHAPTER I. 

I He describeth the person of Christ, in wham we have 
eternal life, hy a communion with Qod: 6 to which 
v)e must adjoin holiness of life^ to testify the truth of 
that our communion and profession of faith, as also 
to assure us of the forgiveness of our sins hy Christ's 
death, 

T hat which was from the begin- 
ning, which we have heard, which 
we have seen with our eyes, which 
we have looked upon, and our hands 
have handled, of the Word of life ; 

2 (For the life was manifested, and 
we have seen it, and bear witness, 
and shew unto you that eternal life, 
which was with the Father, and was 
manifested unto us ;) 

3 That which we have seen and 
heard declare we unto you, that 
ye also may have fellowship with 
us: and truly our fellowship is with 
the Father, and with his Son Jesus 
Christ. 

4 And these things write we imto 
you, that your joy may be full. 

6 This then is the message which 
we have heard of him, and declare 
unto you, that God is light, and in 
him is no darkness at aU. 

6 If we say that we have fellowship 
with him, and walk in darkness, we 
lie, and do not the truth: 

7 But if we walk in the light, as he 
is in the light, we have fellowship 
one with another, and the blood of 
Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us 
from all sin. 

8 If we say that we have no sin, we 
deceive ourselves, and the truth is 
not in us. 

9 If we confess our sins, he is faith- 
ful and just to for^ve us our sins, 
and to cleanse us from all unright- 
eousness. 

10 If we say that we have not 
sinned, we make him a liar, and his 
word is not in us. 


CHAPTER II. 

1 He comforteth them against the sins of infirmity, 3 
Rightly to know God is to keep his ocmvmandrnenis^ 
9 to love our brethren, 15 and not to love the world, 
18 We must beware of seducers: 20 from whose de- 
ceits the godly are safe, preserved by perseverance in 
faith, and holiness of life, 

M y little children, these things 
write I unto you, that ye sin 
not. And if any man sin, we have 
an advocate with the Father, Jesus 
Christ the righteous: 

2 And he is the propitiation for our 
sins : and not for our’s only, but also 
for th^ sins of the whole world. 

3 And hereby we do know that we 
know him, if we keep his command- 
ments. 

4 He that saith, I know him, and 
keepeth not his commandments, is 
a liar, and the truth is not in him. 
6 But whoso keepeth his word, in 
him verily is the love of God per- 
fected : hereby know we that we are 
in him. 

6 He that saith he abideth in him 
ought himself also so to walk, even 

as he walked. 

T Brethren, I write no new com? 
mandment unto you, but an old com- 
mandment which ye had from the 
beginning. The old commandment 
is the word which ye have heard 
from the beguming. 

8 Again, a new commandment 1 
write unto you, which thing is true 
in him and in you: because the 
darknpss is past, and the true light 

now^s hin eth. , 

9 HeTEat saith he is in the light, 
and hateth his brother, is in dark- 
ness even until now. 

10 He that loveth his brother abid- 
eth in the light, and there is none 
occasion of stumbling in him. 

11 But he that hateth his brother 
is in darkness, and walketh in dark- 
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ness, and knoweth not whither he 
goeth, because that darkness hath 
blinded his eyes. 

12 I write unto you, l ittle children. 
because your sins are forgiven you 
for his name’s sake. 

13 I write unto you, facers, be- 
cause ye have known him 'that is 
from the beginning. I write unto 
you, young men^ because ye have 
overcome the wicked one/ I write 
unto you, little children, because ye 
have known the Father. 

14 I have written unto you, fathers, 
because ye have known him that is 
from the beginning. I have written 
unto you, young jmetj, because ye are 
strong, andThe word of God abideth 
in you, and ye have overcome the 
wicked one. 

15 Love not the world, neither the 
things that are in the world. If any 
man love the world, the love of the 
Father is not in him. 

16 For all that is in the world, the 
lust of the flesh, and the lust of the 
eyes, and the pride of life, is not of 
the Father, but is of the world. 

17 And the world passeth away, 
and the lust thereof: but he that 
doeth the will of God abideth for 
ever. 

^'"”18 Little children, it is the last 
time : and as ye have heard that an- 
tichrist shall come, even now are 
there many antichrists ; whereby we 
know that it is the last time. 

19 They went out from us, but 
they were not of us ; for if they 
had been of us, they would no doubt 
have continued with us : but they 
weld out, that they might be made 
manifest that they were not all 
of us. 

20 But ye have an unction from the 
Holy One, and ye know all things. 

21 I have not written unto you 
because ye know not the truth, but 
because ye know it, and that no lie 
is of the truth. 

22 Who is a liar but he that denieth 
that Jesus is the Christ ? He is anti- 
christ, that denieth the Father and 
the Son. 


23 Whosoever denieth the Son, the 
same hath not the Father : [Irat'] he 
that acknowledgeth the Son hath the 
Father also. 

24 Let that therefore abide in you, 
which ye have heard from the begin- 
ning. If that which ye have heard 
from the beginning shall remain m 
you, ye also shall continue in the 
Son, and in the Father. 

25 And this is the promise that he 
hath promised us, eoefii eternal life. 

26 These things have I written un- 
to you concernmg them that seduce 
you. 

27 But the anointing which ye have 
received of him abideth in you, and 
ye need not that any man teach you : 
but as the same anointing teacheth 
you of all things, and is truth, and 
is no lie, and even as it hath taught 
you, ye shall abide in him. 

28 And now, little children, abide 
in him ; that, when he shall appear, 
we may have confidence, and not be 
ashamed before him at his coming. 

29 If ye know that he is righteous, 
ye know that every one that doeth 
righteousness is born of him. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 He declareth the singular Ityee of God towards us, in 
making us his sons : 3 who therefore ought obediently 
to keep his commandments, 11a# also brotherly to Itn^e 
one another. 

B ehold, what maimer of love 
the Father hath bestowed upon 
us, that we should be called the sons 
of God: therefore the world know- 
eth us not, because it knew him not. 
2 Beloved, now are we the sons of 
God, and it doth not yet appear what 
we shall be : but we know that, when 
he shall appear, we shall be like 
him ; for we shall see him as he is. 

3 And every man that hath this 
hope in him purifieth himself, even 
as he is pure. 

4 Whosoever committeth sin trails- 
gresseth also the law: for sin is the 
transgression of the law. 

5 And ye know that he was mani- 
fested to take away our sins ; and in 
him is no sin. 

6 Whosoever abideth in him sin- 
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neth not: whosoever sinneth hath 
not seen him, neither known him. 

7 Little children, let no man de- 
ceive you: he that doeth righteous- 
ness is righteous, even as he is 
righteous. 

8 He that committeth sin is of the 
devil ; for the devil sinneth from 
the beginning. For this purpose the 
Son of God was manifested, that he 
might destroy the works of the devil. 

9 Whosoever is bom of God doth 
not commit sin ; for his seed remain- 
eth in him: and he cannot sin, be- 
cause he is born of God. 

10 In this the childi’en of God are 
manifest, and the children of the 
devil: whosoever doeth not right- 
eousness is not of God, neither he 
that loveth not his brother. 

11 For this is the message that ye 
heard from the beginning, that we 
should love one another. 

12 Not as Cain, who was of that 
wicked one, and slew his brother. 
And wherefore slew he him? Be- 
cause his own works were evil, and 
his brother's righteous. 

13 Marvel not, my brethren, if the 
world hate you. 

14 We know that we have passed 
from death unto life, because we 
love the brethren. He that loveth 
not his brother abideth in death. 

15 Whosoever hateth his brother is 
a murderer: and ye know that no 
murderer hath eternal life abiding 
in him. 

16 Hereby perceive we the love of 
God, because he laid down his life 
for us: and we ought to lay down 
our lives for the brethren. 

17 But whoso hath this world’s 
good, and seeth his brother have 
need, and shutteth up his bowels of 
compassion from him, how dwelleth 
the love of God in him ? 

18 My little children, let us not love 
in word, neither in tongue; but in 
deed and in truth. 

19 And hereby we know that we are 
of the truth, and shall assure our 
hearts before him. 

20 For if our heart condemn us. 


lomng one another. 

God is greater than our heart, and 
knoweth all things. 

21 Beloved, if our heart condemn 
us not, then have we confidence to- 
ward God. 

22 And whatsoever we ask, we re- 
ceive of him, because we keep his 
commandments, and do those things 
that are pleasing in his sight. 

23 And this is his commandment. 
That we should believe on the name 
of his Son Jesus Christ, and love 
one another, as he gave us com- 
mandment. 

24 And he that keepeth his com- 
mandments dwelleth in him, and he 
in him. And hereby we know that 
he abideth in us, by the Spirit which 
he hath given us. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 He warneth them not to believe all teachere, who boast 
of the Spirit, but to try them by the rules of the catholich 
faith ; 7 a7id by many reasons exhorteih to brotherly 
love, 

B eloved, believe not every spi- 
rit, but try the spirits whether 
they are of God : because many false 
prophets are gone out into the world 
2 Hereby know ye the Spirit oi 
God: Every spirit that confessetl 
that Jesus Christ is come in the 
flesh is of God: 

3 And every spirit that confessetl 
not that Jesus Christ is come in the 
flesh is not of God : and this is tha 
q)irif of antichrist, whereof ye have 
heard that it should come ; and evei 
now already is it in the world. 

4 Ye are of God, little childrei 
and have overcome them: becaus' 
greater is he that is in you, than h 
that is in the worlei 
5 They are of the world : therefor 
speak they of the world, and th 
world heareth them. 

6 We are of God: he that knowet 
God heareth us; he that is not c 
God heareth not us. Hereby kno' 
we the spirit of truth, and the spiri 
of error. 

7 Beloved, let us love one another 
for love is of God ; and every on 
that loveth is born of God, an 
knoweth God. 
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8 He that loveth not knoweth not 
€k>d ; for God is love. 

9 In this was manifested the love 
of God toward us, because that God 
sent his only begotten Son into the 
world, that we might live through 
him. 

10 Herein is love, not that we loved 
God, but that he loved us, and sent 
his ^n to he the propitiation for oiu* 
sins. 

11 Beloved, if God so loved us, we 
ought also to love one another. 

12 No man hath seen God at any 
time. If we love one another, God 
dwelleth in us, and his love is per- 
fected in us. 

13 Hereby know we that we dwell 
in him, and he in us, because he hath 
given us of his Spirit. 

14 And we have seen and do testify 
that the Father sent the Son to he 
the Saviour of the world. 

15 Whosoever shall confess that 
Jesus is the Son of God, God dwell- 
eth in him, and he in God. 

16 And we have known and believ- 
ed the love that God hath to us. 
God is love ; and he that dwelleth 
in love dwelleth in God, and God 
in him. 

IT Herein is our love made perfect, 
that we may have boldness in the 
day of judgment : because as he is, 
so are we in this world. 


W HOSOEVER believeth that 
Jesus is the Christ is bom of 
God : and every one that loveth him 
that begat loveth him also that is 
begotten of him. 

2 By this we know that we love the 
children of God, when we love God, 
and keep his commandments. 

3 For this is the love of God, that 
we keep his commandments : and his 
commandments are not grievous. 

4 For whatsoever is bom of God 
overcometh the world : and this is 
the victory that overcometh the world, 
even our faith. 

5 Who is he that overcometh the 
world, but he that believeth that Je- 
sus is the Son of God ? 

6 This is he that came by water 
and blood, even Jesus Christ; not 
by water only, but by water and 
blood. And it is the Spirit that 
beareth witness, because the Spirit 
is tmth. 

7 For there are three that bear re- 
cord in heaven, the Father, the Word, 
and the Holy Ghost : and these three 
are one. 

8 And there are three that bear 
witness in earth, the spirit, and the 
water, and the blood : and these three 
agree in one. 

9 If we receive the witness of men, 
the witness of God is greater: for 
this is the witness of God which he 


18 There is no fear in love ; but 
perfect love casteth out fear: be- 
cause fear hath torment. He that 
feareth is not made perfect in love. 

19 We love him, because he first 
loved us. 

20 If a man say, I love God, and 
hateth his brother, he is a liar: for 
he that loveth not his brother whom 
he hath seen, how can he love God 
whom he hath not seen? 

21 And this commandment have we 
from him. That he who loveth God 
love his brother also. 

CHAPTER V.

CHAPTER I. 

4 . John writeth his revelation to the seven churches of 
Asia, signified by the seven golden candlesticks, 7 
The coming of Christ. 14 His glorious power and 
majesty. 

T he Revelation of Jesus Christ, 
which God gave unto him, to 
shew unto his servants things which 
must shortlj^ come to pass; and he 
sent and signified by his angel 
unto his servant John; 

2 Who bare record of the word of 
God, and of the testimony of Jesus 
Christ, and of all things that he saw. 
3 Blessed is he that readeth, and 
they that hear the words of this pro- 
phecy, and keep those things which 
are written therein : for the time is 
at hand. 

4 TOHN to the seven churches 
which are in Asia: Grace he 
unto you, and peace, from him which 
is, and which was, and which is to 
come; and from the seven Spirits 
which are before his throne; 

5 And from Jesus Christ, wlw is 
the faithful witness, and the first be- 
gotten of the dead, and the prince 
of the kin^ of the earth. Unto him 
that loved us, and washed us from 
our sins in his own blood, 

6 And hath made us ]^gs and 

E riests unto God and his Father ; to 
im he glory and dominion for ever 
and ever. Amen. 

7 Behold, he cometh with clouds; 
and every eye shall see him, and they 
also which pierced him : and all kin- 
dreds of the earth shall wail because 
of him. Even so. Amen. 

8 I am Alpha and Omega, the 
beginning and the ending, saith the 
Lord, wmch is, and which was, and 
wMch is to come, the Almighty. 

9 I John, who also am your brother, 
and companion in tribulation, and in 
the ^gdom and patience of Jesus 


Christ, was in the isle that is called 
Patmos, for the word of God, and 
for the testimony of Jesus Christ. 

10 I was in the Spirit on the Lord’s 
day, and heard behind me a great 
voice, as of a trumpet, 

11 Saying, I am Alpha and Omega, 
the first and the last : and. What thou 
seest, write in a book, and send it 
unto the seven churches which are in 
Asia; unto Ephesus, and unto Smyrna, 
and unto Pergamos, and imto Thyar 
tira, and unto Sardis, and unto Phila- 
delphia, and unto Laodicea 

12 And I turned to see the voice that 
spake with me. And being turned, 
I saw seven golden candlesticks ; 

13 And in the midst of the seven 
candlesticks one like unto the Son of 
man, clothed with a garment down 
to the foot, and girt about the paps 
with a golden girdle. 

14 His head and his hairs were 
white like wool, as white as snow; 
and his eyes were as a fiame of fire ; 

16 And his feet like imto fine brass, 
as if they burned in a furnace ; and 
his voice as the sound of many waters. 

16 And he had in his right hand 
seven stars: and out of his mouth 
went a sharp two-edged sword: and 
his Countenance was as the sun 
shineth in his strength.

CHAPTI^ n.

Smyrna, 12 Pergamos, 18 Thyatira: and what is 
commended, or found wanting in them. 

U NTO the angel of the chxirch 
of Ephesus write ; These things 
saith he that holdeth the seven stare 
in his right hand, who walketh in the 
midst of the seven golden candle- 
sticks ; 

2 I know thy works, and thy labour, 
and thy patience, and how thou canst 
not bear them which are evil: and 
thou hast tried them which say they 
are apostles, and are not, and hast 
found them liars: 

3 And hast borne, and hast patience, 
and for my name’s sake hast laboured, 
and hast not fainted. 

4 Nevertheless I have somewhat a- 
gainst thee, because thou hast left 
thy first love. 

5 Remember therefore from whence 
thou art fallen, and repent, and do 
the first works; or else I will come 
unto thee quickly, and will remove 
thy candlestick out of his place, ex- 
cept thou repent. 

6 But this thou hast, that thou hatest 
the deeds of the Nicolaitanes, which 
1 also hate. 

7 He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith imto the 
churches; To hun that overcometh 
will I give to eat of the tree of life, 
which is in the midst of the paradise 
of God. 

8 And unto the angel of the church 
in Smyrna write ; These things saith 
the first and the last, which was dead, 
and is alive; 

9 I know thy works, and tribulation, 
and poverty, (but thou art rich) and 
I Tmow the blasphemy of them which 
say they are Jews, and are not, but 
are the synagogue of Satan. 

10 Fear none of those things which 
thou shalt suffer: behold, the devil 
shall cast some of you into prison. 


that ye may be tried; and ye shall 
have tribulation ten days: be thou 
faithful unto death, ana I will give 
thee a crown of life. 

11 He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith xmto the 
churches ; He that overcometh shall 
not be ht^ of the second death. 

12 And to the angel of the church 
in Pergamos write; These things 
saith he which hath the sharp sword 
with two edges; 

13 I know thy works, and where 
thou dweUest, even where Satan’s seat 
is: and thou boldest fast my name, 
and hast not denied my faith, even 
in those days wherein Antipas was 
my faithftil martyr, who was slain 
among you, where Satan dwelleth. 

14 But I have a few things against 
thee, because thou hast there them 
that hold the doctrine of Balaam, 
who taught Balac to cast a stum- 
blingblock before the children of Is- 
rael, to eat things sacrificed unto 
idols, and to commit fornication. 

15 So hast thou also them that hold 
the doctrine of the Nicolaitanes, 
which thing I hate. 

16 Repent ; or else I will come unto 
thee quickly, and will fight against 
them with the sword of my mouth. 

17 He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
churches; To him that overcometh 
will I give to eat of the hidden man- 
na, and will give him a white stone, 
and in the stone a new name written, 
which no man knoweth saving he 
that receiveth it 

18 And xmto the angel of the chxirch 
in Thyatira write ; These things saith 
the Son of God, who hath his eyes 
like xmto a flame of fire, and his feet 
are like fine brass ; 

19 I know thy works, and charity, 
and service, and faith, and thy pa- 
tience, and thy works; and the last 
to he more than the first 

20 Notwithstanding I have a few 
things against thee, becaxise thou 
suflferest that woman Jezebel, which 
calleth hereelf a prophetess, to teach 
and to seduce my servants to commit 
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fornication, and to eat things sacri- 
ficed unto idols. 

21 And I gave her space to repent 
of her fornication ; and she repented 
not 

22 Behold, I will cast her into a 
bed, and them that commit adultery 
with her into great tribulation, ex- 
cept they repent of their deeds. 

23 And I will kill her children with 
death; and all the churches shall 
know that I am he which searcheth 
the reins and hearts : and I will give 
unto every one of you according to 
your works. 

24 But imto you I say, and imto the 
rest in Thyatira, as many as have 
not this doctrine, and which have 
not known the depths of Satan, as 
they speak; I will put upon you 
none other burden. 

25 But that which ye have already 
hold fast till I come. 

26 And he that overcometh, and 
keepeth my works imto the end, to him 
will I give power over the nations : 

27 And he shall rule them with a 
rod of iron ; as the vessels of a pot- 
ter shall they be broken to shivers : 
even as I received of my Father.

CHAPTER III.

8 The angel of the church of Philadelphia 10 is ap- 
proved for his diligence and patience. 15 The angel 
of Laodicea rebuked, for being neither hot nor cold^ 
19 and admonished to he m<yre zealous. 20 Christ 
standeth at the door and knocketh. 

AND imto the angel of the church 
l\. in Sardis write; These things 
saith he that hath the seven Spirits 
of God, and the seven stars ; I know 
thy works, that thou hast a name 
that thou livest, and art dead. 

2 Be watchful, and strengthen the 
things which remain, that are ready 
to die : for I have not found thy 
works perfect before <^d. 

3 Remember therefore how thou 
hast received and heard, and hold 
fitst, and repent If therefore thou 


shalt not watch, I will come on thee 
as a thief, and thou shalt not know 
what hour I will come upon thee. 

4 Thou hast a few names even in 
Sardis which have not defiled their 
garments ; and they shall walk with 
me in white : for they are worthy. 

6 He that overcometh, the same 
shall be Clothed in white raiment; 
and I will not blot out his name out 
of the book of life, but I will con- 
fess his name before my Father, and 
before his angels. 

6 He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
churches. 

7 And to the angel of the church 
in Philadelphia write ; These things 
saith he that is holy, he that is true, 
he that hath the key of David, he 
that openeth, and no man shutteth ; 
and shutteth, and no man openeth; 

8 I know thy works : behold, I have 
set before thee an open door, and 
no man can shut it : for thou hast a 
little strength, and hast kept my 
word, and hast not denied my name. 

9 Behold, I will make them of the 
synagogue of Satan, which say they 
are Jews, and are not, but do lie ; 
behold, I will make them to come 
and worship before thy feet, and to 
know that I have loved thee. 

10 Because thou hast kept the word 
of my patience, I also will keep thee 
from the hour of temptation, which 
shall come upon all the world, to 
try them that dwell upon the earth.

21 To him that overcometh will I 
grant to sit with me in my throne, 
even as I also overcame, and am set 
down with my Father in his throne. 

22 He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
chm'ches. 

CHAPTER IV. 

2 John seeth the throne of God in heaven* 4 The four 

and twenty elders* 6 The four beasts full of eyes 

before and bdtind* 10 The elders lay down their 

crowns, and worship him that sat on the throne. 

AFTER this I looked, and, behold, 
J\. a door wom opened in heaven:

9 Of all other 
nations an innumerable multitude, which stand be- 
fore the throne, clad in white robes, and palms in 
their hands. 14 Their robes were washed in the blood 
of the Lamb. 

A nd after these things I saw four 
^ angels standing on the four cor- 
ners of the earth, bolding the four 
winds of the earih, that the wind 
should not blow on the earth, nor 
on the sea, nor on any tree. 

2 And I saw another angel ascend- 
ing from the east, having the seal of 
the living God: and he cried with 
a loud voice to the four angels, to 


whom it was given to hurt the earth 
and the sea, 

3 Saying, Hurt not the earth, neither 
the sea, nor the trees, till we have 
sealed the servants of our God in 
their foreheads. 

4 And I heard the number of them 
which were sealed: and there were 
sealed an hundred and forty and 
four thousand of all the tribes of 
the children of Israel. 

5 Of the tribe of Juda were sealed 
twelve thousand Of the tribe of 
Reuben were sealed twelve thousand 
Of the tribe of Gad were sealed twelve 
thousand 

6 Of the tribe of Aser were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of 
Nepthalim were sealed twelve thou- 
sand Of the tribe of Manasses were 
sealed twelve thousand 

7 Of the tribe of Simeon were sealed 
twelve thousand Of the tribe of 
Levi were sealed twelve thousand. 
Of the tribe of Issachar were sealed 
twelve thousand 

8 Of the tribe of Zabulon were 
sealed twelve thousand Of the tribe 
of Joseph were sealed twelve thou- 
sand Of the tribe of Benjamin were 
sealed twelve thousand 

9 After this I beheld and lo, a 
great midtitude, which no man could 
number, of all nations, and kindreds, 
and people, and tongues, stood be- 
fore the throne, and before the Lamb, 
clothed with white robes, and palms 
in their hands ; 

10 And cried with a loud voice, say- 
ing, Salvation to our God which sitteth 
upon the throne, and unto the Lamb. 

11 And all the angels stood round 
about the throne, and abovt the 
elders and the four beasts, and feU 
before the throne on their faces, and 
worshipped God, 

12 Saying, Amen: Blessing, and glory, 
and wisdom, and thanksgiving, and 
honour, and power, and might, he unto 
our God for ever and ever. Amen. 

13 And one of the elders answer- 
ed, saying imto me. What are these 
which are arrayed in white robes? 
and whence came they?

14 And I said unto him, Sir, thou 
knowest. And he said to me. These 
are they which came out of great 
tribulation, and have washed their 
robes, and made them white in the 
blood of the Lamb. 

15 Therefore are they before the 
throne of God, and serve him day 
and night in his temple: and he 
that sitteth on the throne shall dwell 
among them. 

16 They shall hunger no more, nei- 
ther thirst any more; neither shall 
the sxm light on them, nor any heat. 

17 For the Lamb which is in the 
midst of the throne shall feed them, 
and shall lead them imto living fn nn - 
tains of waters : and God shall wipe 
away all tears from their eyes. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

1 At the opening of the seventh seal^ 2 seven angels had 
sevm trumpets given them, 6 Ftmr of them smnd 
their trumpets^ and great plagues follow. 3 Another 
angel putteth inoense to the prayers of the saints on 
the golden altar. 

A n D when he had opened the 
_ seventh seal, there was silence 
in heaven about the space of half 
an hour. 

2 And I saw the seven angels which 
stood before God ; and to them were 
given seven trumpets. 

3 And another angel came and 
stood at the altar, having a golden 
censer; and there was given unto 
him much incense, that he should 
offer it with the prayers of all saints 
upon the golden altar which was be- 
fore the throne. 

4 And the smoke of the incense, 
which came with the prayers of the 
saints, ascended up before God out 
of the angel’s hand. 

5 And the angel took the censer, 
and filled it with fire of the altar, 
and cast ^ into the earth: and there 
were voices, and thunderings, and 
lightnings, and an earthquake. 

6 And the seven angels which had 
the seven trumpets prepared them- 
selves to sound 

7 The first angel sounded, and there 
followed hail and fire mingled with 
blood, and they were cast upon the 
earth ; and the third part of trees 
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, and all green grass 
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was burat up 
was burnt up. 

8 And the second angel sounded, and 
as it were a great moimtain burning 
with fire was cast into the sea : and the 
third part of the sea became blood ; 

9 Aiid the third part of the crea- 
tures which were in the sea, and 
had life, died; and the third part 
of the ships were destroyed. 

10 And the third angel sounded, and 
there fell a great star fi'om heaven, 
burning as it were a lamp, and it fell 
upon the third part of the rivers, and 
upon the fountains of waters ; 

11 And the name of the star is call- 
ed Wormwood: and the third part 
of the waters became wormwood ; 
and many men died of the waters, 
because they were made bitter. 

12 And the fourth angel sounded, 
and the third part of the sun was smit- 
ten, and the third part of the moon, 
and the third part of the stars ; so as 
the third part of them was darkened, 
and the day shone not for a third 
part of it, and the night likewise. 

13 And I beheld, and heard an 
angel flying through the midst of 
heaven, saying with a loud voice. 
Woe, woe, woe, to the inhabiters 
of ^ the earth by reason of the other 
voices of the trumpet of the three 
angels, which are yet to sound ! 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 At the smnding of the fifth angel, a star falleth frm, 
heaven, to whom is given the key of the hottomless pit. 

2 He openeth the pit^ and there come forth locusts 
like scorpions. 12 T'he first woe past. 13 The sixth 
trumpet soundeth, 14 Four angels are let loose, that 
were bound, 

AND the fifth angel soimded, and 
XA. I saw a star fall from heaven 
unto the earth : and to him was 
given the key of the bottomless pit 

2 And he opened the bottomless 
pit ; and there arose a smoke out of 
the pit, as the smoke of a great fur- 
nace; and the sun and the air were 
darkened by reason of the smoke of 
the pit 

3 iind there came out of the smoke 
locusts upon the earth: and unto 
them was given power, as the scor- 
pions of the earth have power. 
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4 And it was commanded them that 
they should not hurt the grass of 
the earth, neither any green thing, 
neither any tree ; but only those 
men which have not the seal of God 
in their foreheads. 

5 And to them it was given that they 
should not kill them, but that they 
should be tormented five months : 
and their torment was as the tor- 
ment of a scorpion, when he strik- 
eth a man. 

G And in those days shall men seek 
death, and shall not find it ; and 
shall desire to die, and death shall 
flee from them. 

7 And the shapes of the hicusts 
toere like unto horses prepared unto 
battle ; and on their heads were as 
it were crowns like gold, and their 
faces 'were as the faces of men. 

8 And they had hair as the hair of 
women, and their teeth were as the 
teeth of lions. 

9 And they had breastplates, as it 
were breastplates of iron; and the 
sound of their wings was as the 
sound of chariots of many horses 
running to battle. 

10 And they had tails like unto 
scorpions, and there were stings in 
their tails: and their power was to 
hurt men five months. 

11 And they had a king over them, 
which is the angel of the bottom- 
less pit, whose name in the Hebrew 
tongue is Abaddon, but in the Greek 
tongue hath his name Apollyon. 

12 One woe is past; and, behold, 
there come two woes more hereafter. 

13 And the sixth angel sounded, 
and 1 heard a voice from the four 
horns of the golden altar which is 
before God, 

14 Saying to the sixth angel which 
had the trumpet. Loose the four an- 
gels which are bound in the great 
river Euphrates. 

15 And the four angels were loosed, 
which were prepared for an hour, 
and a day, and a month, and a year, 
for to slay the third part of men. 

16 And the number of the anuy 
of the horsemen toere two hundi'ed 


thousand thousand : and I heard the 
number of them. 

17 An d thus I saw the horses in the 
vision, and them that sat on them, 
having breastplates of fire, and of ja- 
cinth, and brimstone : and the heads 
of the horses were as the heads of 
lions ; and out of their mouths issued 
fire and smoke and brimstone. 

18 Ey these three was the third 
part of men killed, by the fire, and 
by the smoke, and by the brimstone, 
which issued out of their mouths. 

19 For their, power is in their mouth, 
and in their tails : for their tails were 
like unto serpents, and had heads, 
and with them they do hurt. 

20 And the rest of the men which 
were not killed by these plagues yet 
repented not of the works of their 
hands, that they should not worship 
devils, and idols of gold, and silver, and 
brass, and stone, and of wood : which 
neither can see, nor hear, nor walk : 

21 Neither repented they of their 
murders, nor of their sorceries, nor of 
their fornication, nor of their thefts. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 A mighty strong angel aypeareth with a book open in his 
hand. 6 He sweareth by him that liveth for ever, that 
there shall Ih'- no more time. 9 John is commanded 
to take and eat the book. 

A nd I saw another mighty angel 
. come down from heaven, cloth- 
ed with a cloud : and a rambow was 
upon his head, and his face icas as 
it were the sun, and his feet as pil- 
lars of fire: 

2 And he had in liis hand a little book 
open : and he set his right foot upon 
the sea, and his left foot on the earth, 
3 And cried with a loud voice, as 
when a lion roareth : and when he 
had cried, seven thunders uttered 
their voices. 

4 And when the seven thunders 
had uttered their voices, I Was about 
to write: and I heard a voice fi*om 
heaven saying unto me. Seal up those 
things which the seven thunders ut- 
tered, and write them not. 

5 And the angel which I saw stand 
upon the sea and upon the earth 
lifted up his hand to heaven, 
i9 Ss 5

6 And sware by him that liveth 
for ever and ever, who created hea- 
ven, and the things that therein are, 
and the earth, and the things that 
therein are, and the sea, and the 
things which are therein, that there 
should be time no longer: 

7 But in the days of the voice of 
the seventh angel, when he shall 
begin to sound, the mystery of God 
should be finished, as he hath de- 
clared to his servants the prophets. 

8 And the voice which I heard 
from heaven spake unto me again, 
and said. Go and take the little book 
which is open in the hand of the 
angel which standeth upon the sea 
and upon the earth. 

9 And I went unto the angel, and 
said unto him. Give me the little 
book. And he said unto me. Take 
it, and eat it up; and it shall make 
thy belly bitter, but it shall be in 
thy mouth sweet as honey. 

10 And I took the little book out 
of the angel’s hand, and ate it up; 
and it was in my month sweet as 
honey: and as soon as 1 had eaten 
it, my belly was bitter. 

11 And he said unto me, Thou must 
prophesy again before many peoples, 
and nations, and tongues, and kings. 

CHAPTER XI. 

3 The two wihiesses prophesy. 6 They tuive power to shut 
heaven, that it rain not. 7 The beast shall fight against 
them, and kill them. 8 Tluy lie unburied, 1 1 and after 
three duys and a half rise again. 14 The second woe is 
past. 15 The seventh trumpet soundeth. 

And there was given me a reed 
J\. like unto a rod: and the angel 
stood, saying. Rise, and measure the 
temple of God, and the altar, and 
them that worship therein. 

2 But the court which is without the 
temple leave out, and measure it not ; 
for it is given unto the Gentiles : and 
the holy city shall they tread under 
foot forty and two months. 

3 And I will power imto my two 
witnesses, and they shall prophesy a 
thousand two hundred and three- 
score days, clothed in sackcloth. 

4 These are the two olive trees, and 
the two candlesticks standing before 
the God of the earth.

5 And if any man will hurt them, 
fire proceedeth out of their mouth, 
and devoureth their enemies: and 
if any man will hurt them, he must 
in this manner be killed. 

6 These have power to shut heaven, 
that it rain not in the days of their 
prophecy : and have power over war 
ters to turn them to blood, and to 
smite the earth with all plagues, as 
often as they will. 

7 And when they shall have finished 
their testimony, the beast that as- 
cendeth out of the bottomless pit 
shall make war against them, and 
shall overcome them, and kill them. 

8 And their dead bodies shall lie in 
the street of the great city, which 
spiritually is called Sodom and Egypt, 
where also our Lord was crucified. 

9 And they of the people and kin- 
dreds and tongues and nations shall 
see their dead bodies three days and 
an half, and shall not sufter their 
dead bodies to be put in gi’aves. 

10 And they that dwell upon the earth 
shall rejoice over them, and make 
merry, and shall send gifts one to ano- 
ther ; because these two pro])hets tor- 
mented them that dwelt on the earth. 

11 And after three days and an 
half the Spirit of life from God en- 
tered into them, and they stood upon 
their feet ; and great fear fell upon 
them which saw them. 

12 And they heard a great voice 
from heaven saying unto them. Come 
up hither. And they ascended up 
to heaven in a cloud ; and their 
enemies beheld them. 

13 And the same hour was there a 
gi*eat eai’thquake, and the tenth part 
of the city fell, and in the earthquake 
were slain of men seven thousand: 
and the remnant were affrighted, and 
gave glory to the God of heaven. 

14 The second woe is past ; and, be- 
hold, the third woe cometh quickly. 

16 And the seventh angel sounded ; 
and there were great voices in hea- 
ven, saying. The kingdoms of this 
world are become the kingdoms of 
our Lord, and of his Christ ; and he 
shall reign for ever and ever.

19 And the temple of God was open- 
ed in heaven, and there was seen 
in his temple the ark of his testa- 
ment: and there were lightnings, 
and voices, and tlmnderings, and an 
earthquake, and great hail. 

CHAPTER XII. 

1 A woman clothed with the sun trava'ileth. I The great 
red dragon standeth before h£r, ready to devour her 
child : () when she was delivered she jfieeth into the wil- 
derness, 7 Michael and his angels fight with the 
dragon,) and prevail. 13 The dragon being cast down 
into the earthy persecuteth the. woman, 

4ND there appeared a great won- 
1\. der in heaven ; a woman clothed 
with the sun, and the moon under 
her feet, and upon her head a crown 
of twelve stars: 

2 And she being with child cried, 
travailing in birth, and pained to be 
delivered. 

3 And there appeared another won- 
der in heaven; and behold a great 
red dragon, having seven heads and 
ten horns, and seven crowns upon 
his heads. 

4 And his tail drew the third part 
of the stars of heaven, and did cast 
them to the earth : and the dragon 
stood before the woman which was 
ready to be delivered, for to devour 
her child as soon as it was bora 

5 And she brought forth a man child, 
who was to rule all nations with a rod 
of iron : and her child was caught up 
unto God, and to his throne. 

6 And the woman fled into the wil- 
derness, where she hath a place pre- 


E ared of God, that they should feed 
er there a thousand two himdi‘ed 
and threescore days. 

7 And there was war in heaven : Mi- 
chael and his angels fought against 
the dragon; and the dragon fought 
and his angels, 

8 And prevailed not; neither was 
their place found any more in heaven. 

9 And the great dragon was cast 
out, that old serpent, called the Devil, 
and Satan, which deceiveth the whole 
world : he was cast out into the earth, 
and his angels were cast out with him. 

10 And I heard a loud voice saying 
in heaven, Now is come salvation, and 
strength, and the kingdom of our 
God, and the power of his Christ: 
for the accuser of our brethren is cast 
down, which accused them before 
our God day and night. 

11 And they overcame him by the 
blood of the Lamb, and by the word 
of their testimony; and they loved 
not their lives unto the death. 

12 Therefore rejoice, ye heavens, and 
ye that dwell in them. Woe to the in- 
habiters of the earth and of the sea 1 
for the devil is come down unto you, 
having great wrath, because he know- 
eth that he hath but a short time. 

13 And when the dragon saw that 
he was cast unto the earth, he perse- 
cuted the woman which brought forth 
the man child. 

14 And to the woman were given 
two wings of a great eagle, that she 
might fly into the wilderness, into 
her place, where she is nourished for 
a time, and times, and half a time, 
from the face of the serpent. 

15 And the serpent cast out of his 
mouth water as a flood after the 
woman, that he might cause her to 
be carried away of the flood. 

16 And the earth helped the woman, 
and the earth opened her mouth, and 
swallowed up the flood which the 
dragon cast out of his mouth. 

17 And the dragon was wroth with 
the woman, and went to make war 
with the remnant of her seed, which 
keep the commandments of God, and 
have the testimony of Jesus Christ.

CHAPTER Xm.

AND I stood upon the sand of the 
XjL sea, and saw a beast rise up out 
of the sea, having seven heads and 
ten horns, and upon his horns ten 
crowns, and upon his heads the name 
of blasphemy. 

2 And the beast which I saw was 
like unto a leopard, and his feet were 
as the feet of a bear, and his mouth 
as the mouth of a lion: and the 
dragon gave him his power, and his 
seat, and great authority. 

3 And I saw one of his heads as it 
were woimded to death ; and his 
deadly wound was healed: and all 
the world wondered after the beast. 

4 And they worshipped the dragon 
which gave power unto the i^east: 
and they worshipped the beast, say- 
ing, Who is like unto the beast ? who 
is able to make war with him ? 

5 And there was given unto him 
a mouth speakr g great things and 
blasphemies; and power was given 
unto him to continue forty and two 
months. 

6 And he opened his mouth in blas- 
phemy against God, to blaspheme 
his name, and his tabernacle, and 
them that dwell in heaven. 

7 And it was given unto him to 
make war with the saints, and to 
overcome them : and power was 
given him over all kindreds, and 
tongues, and nations. 

8 And all that dwell upon the earth 
shall worship him, whose names are 
not written in the book of life of the 
Lamb slain from the foundation of 
the world. 

9 If any man have an ear, let him 
hear. 

10 He that leadeth into captivity 
shall into captivity: he that kill- 
eth with the sword must be killed 
with the sword. Here is the patience 
and the frith of the saints. 

II And I beheld another beast com- 
ing up out of the earth ; and he had 
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two horns like a lamb, and he spake 
as a dragon. 

12 And he exerciseth all the power 
of the first beast before him, and caus- 
eth the earth and them which dwell 
therein to worship the first beast, 
whose deadly wound was healed. 

13 And he doeth great wonders, 
so that he maketh fire come down 
from heaven on the earth in the 
sight of men, 

14 And deceiveth them that dwell 
on the earth by the means of those 
miracles which he had power to do 
in the sight of the beast; saying to 
them that dwell on the earth, that 
they should make an image to the 
beast, which had the wound by a 
sword, and did live. 

15 And he had power to give life 
unto the image of the beast, that 
the image of the beast should both 
speak, and cause that as many as 
would not worship the image of the 
beast should be killed. 

16 And he causeth all, both small 
and great, rich and poor, free and 
bond, to receive a mark in their 
right hand, or in their foreheads: 

17 And that no man might buy or 
sell, save he that had the mark, or 
the name of the beast, or the num- 
ber of his name. 

18 Here is wisdom. Let him that 
hath understanding count the num- 
ber of the beast: for it is the number 
of a man; and his number is Six 
hundred threescore and six. 

CHAPTER XIV.

N D I looked, and, lo, a Lamb 
stood on the mount Sion, and 
with him an hundred forty and four 
thousand, having his Father’s name 
written in their foreheads. 

2 And I heard a voice from heaven, 
as the voice of many waters, and as 
the voice of a great thunder : and I 
heard the voice of harpers harping 
with their harps: 

3 And they sung as it were a new

song before the throne, and before 
the four beasts, and the elders : and 
no man could learn that song but 
the hundred and forty and four thou- 
sand, which were redeemed from the 
earth. 

4 These are they which were not 
defiled with women ; for they are vir- 
gins. These are they which foUow 
uie Lamb whithersoever he goeth. 
These were redeemed from among 
men, being the firstfruits unto God 
and to the Lamb. 

5 And in their mouth was found 
no guile: for they are without fault 
before the throne of God. 

6 And I saw another angel fly in the 
midst of heaven, having the everlast- 
ing gospel to preach unto them that 
dwell on the earth, and to every na- 
tion, and kindred, and tongue, and 
people, 

7 Saying with a loud voice. Fear 
God, and give glory to him ; for the 
hour of his judgment is come : and 
worship him that made heaven, and 
earth, and the sea, and the fountains 
of waters. 

8 And there followed another angel, 
saying, Babylon is fallen, is fallen, 
that great city, because she made 
all nations drmk of the wine of the 
wrath of her fornication. 

9 And the third angel followed 
them, saying with a loud voice, If 
any man worship the beast and his 
image, and receive his mark in his 
forehead, or in his hand, 

10 The same shall drink of the wine 
of the wrath of God, which is poured 
out without mixture into the cup of 
his indignation ; and he shall be tor- 
mented with fire and brimstone in 
the presence of the holy angels, and 
in the presence of the Lamb : 

11 And the smoke of their torment 
ascendeth up for ever and ever : and 
they have no rest day nor night, who 
worship the beast and his image, and 
whosoever receiveth the mark of his 
name. 

12 Here is the patience of the saints ; 
here are they that keep the command- 
ments of God, and the faith of Jesus.

13 And I heard a voice from heaven 
saying unto me. Write, Blessed are 
the dead which die in the Lord from 
henceforth : Yea, saith the Spirit, that 
they may rest from their labours ; and 
their works do follow them.

15 And another an^el came out of 
the temple, crying with a loud voice 
to him that sat on the cloud, Thrust 
in thy sickle, and reap : for the time 
is come for thee to reap; for the 
harvest of the earth is ripe. 

16 And he that sat on the cloud 
thrust in his sickle on the earth ; 
and the earth was reaped. 

17 And another angel came out of 
the temple which is in heaven, he 
also \ .f>.ving a sharp sickle. 

18 And another angel came out 
from the altar, which had power over 
fire; and cried with a loud cry to 
him that had the sharp sickle, say- 
ing, Thrust in thy sharp sickle, and 
gather the clusters of the vine of the 
earth ; for her grapes are fully ripe. 

19 And the angel thrust in his sickle 
into the earth, and gathered the vine 
of the earth, and cast it into the great 
winepress of the wrath of God. 

20 And the vnnepress was trodden 
without the city, and blood came out 
of the winepress, even unto the horse 
bridles, by the space of a thousand 
and six hundred furlongs. 

CHAPTER XV.

AND I saw another sign in heaven, 
xjL great and marvellous, seven an- 
gels having the seven last plagues ; for 
in them is filled up the wrath of God.

11 And blasphemed me God of hea- 
ven because of their pains and their 
sores, and repented not of their deeds. 

12 And the sixth angel poured out 
his vial upon the great river Eu- 
phrates; and the water thereof was 
dried up, that the way of the kings 
of the east might be prepared. 

13 And I saw three imclean spirits 
like frogs come out of the mouth of 
the dragon, and out of the mouth of 
the beast, and out of the mouth of 
the false prophet. 

14 For they are the spirits of devils, 
working miracles, which go forth unto 
the kings of the earth and of the whole 
world, to gather them to the battle of 
that great day of God Almighty.

6 And I saw the woman drunken 
with the blood of the saints, and with 
the blood of the martyrs of Jesus: 
and when I saw her, I wondered with 
great admiration. 

7 And the angel said unto me. 
Wherefore didst thou marvel ? I will

tell thee the mystery of the woman, 
and of the beast that carrieth her, 
which hath the seven heads and ten 
horns. 

8 The beast that thou sawest was, 
and is not; and shall ascend out of 
the bottomless pit, and go into per- 
dition: and they that dwell on the 
earth shall wonder, whose names 
were not written in the book of life 
from the foundation of the world, 
when they behold the beast that was, 
and is not, and yet is. 

9 And here is the mind which hath 
wisdom. The seven heads are se- 
ven mountains, on which the woman 
sitteth. 

10 And there are seven kings : five 
are fallen, and one is, and the other is 
not yet come ; and when he cometh, 
he must continue a short space. 

11 And the beast that was, and is 
not, even he is the eighth, and is of 
the seven, and goeth into perdition, 

12 And the ten horns which thou 
sawest are ten kings, which have 
received no kingdom as yet; but 
receive power as kings one hour with 
the beast 

13 These have one mind, and shall 
give their power and strength unto 
the beast. 

14 These shall make war with the 
Lamb, and the Lamb shall overcome 
them: for he is Lord of lords, and 
King of kings: and they that are 
with him are called, and chosen, and 
faithful. 

15 And he saith unto me. The 
waters which thou sawest, where the 
whore sitteth, are peoples, and mul- 
titudes, and nations, and tongues, 

16 And the ten horns which thou 
sawest upon the beast, these shall 
hate the whore, and shall make her 
desolate and naked, and shall eat 
her fiesh, and bum her with fire. 

17 For God hath put in their hearts 
to fulfil his will, ana to agree, and give 
their kingdom unto the beast, imtil 
the words of God shall be fulfilled.

3 For all nations have drunk of 
the wine of the wrath of her forni- 
cation, and the kings of the earth 
have committed fornication with 
her, and the merchants of the earth 
are waxed rich through the abun- 
dance of her delicacies. 

4 And I heard another voice from 
heaven, saying. Come out of her, my 
people, that ye be not partakers of 
ler sins, and that ye receive not of 
ler places. 

5 For her sins have reached unto 
heaven, and God hath remembered 
her iniquities. 

6 Reward her even as she rewarded 
you, and double unto her double 
according to her works: in the cup 
which she hath filled fill to her double. 

7 How much she hath glorified her- 
self, and lived deliciously, so much 
torment and sorrow give her : for she 
saith in her heart, I sit a queen, and 
am no widow, and shall see no sorrow. 

8 Therefore shall her plagues come 
in one day, death, and mourning, 
and famine ; and she shall be utterly 
burned with fire: for strong is the 
Lord God who judgeth her. 

9 And the kings of the earth, who 
have committed fornication and lived 
deliciously with her, shall bewail her, 
and lament for her, when they shall 
see the smoke of her burning, 

10 Standing afar oflf for the fear of 
her torment, saying, Alas, alas that 
great city Babylon, that mighty city ! 
for in one hour is thy judgment come. 
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11 And the merchants of the earth 
shall weep and mourn over her ; for 
no man buyeth their merchandise 
any more : 

12 The merchandise of gold, and 
silver, and precious stones, and of 
pearls, and fine linen, and pmple, 
and silk, and scarlet, and all th^e 
wood, and all manner vessels of 
ivory, and all manner vessels of 
most precious wood, and of brass, 
and iron, and marble, 

13 And cinnamon, and odours, and 
ointments, and frankincense, and 
wine, and oil, and fine fiour, and 
wheat, and beasts, and sheep, and 
horses, and chariots, and slaves, 
and souls of men. 

14 And the fruits that thy soul lusted 
after are departed from thee, and all 
things which were dainty and goodly 
are departed from thee, ana thou 
shalt find them no more at all. 

15 The merchants of these things, 
which were made rich by her, shall 
stand afar off* for the fear of her tor- 
ment, weeping and wailing, 

16 And saying, Alas, alas that great 
city, that was clothed in fine linen, 
and purple, and scarlet, and decked 
with gold, and precious stones, and 
pearls ! 

17 For in one hour so great riches 
is come to nought. And every ship- 
master, and all the company in 
ships, and sailors, and as many as 
trade by sea, stood afar off, 

18 And cried when they saw the 
smoke of her burning, saying. What 
city is like unto this great city 1 

19 And they cast dust on their 
heads, and cried, weeping and wail- 
ing, saying, Alas, alas that great 
city, wherein were made rich all 
that had ships in the sea by reason 
of her costliness ! for in one hour is 
she made desolate. 

20 Rejoice over her, thou heaven, 
and ye holy apostles and prophets; 
for God hath avenged you on her. 

21 Aid a mighty angel took up a 
stone like a great millstone, and cast 
it into the sea, saying. Thus with 
violence shall that great city Babylon 
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be thrown down, and shall be found 
no more at all. 

22 And the voice of harpers, and 
musicians, and of pipers, and trum- 
peters, shall be heard no more at all 
m thee ; and no craftsman, of what- 
soever craft he he, shall be found 
any more in thee ; and the sound of 
a millstone shall be heard no more 
at all in thee; 

23 And the light of a candle shall 
shine no more .at all in thee ; and 
the voice of the bridegroom and of 
the bride shall be heard no more at 
all in thee; for thy merchants were 
the great men of the earth ; for by thy 
sorceries were all nations deceived. 

24 And in her was foimd the blood 
of prophets, and of saints, and pf 
all that were slain upon the earth.

16 I Jesus have sent mine angel to 
testify unto you these things in the 
churches. 1 am the root and the 
offspring of David, afid the bright 
and morning star. 

17 And the Spirit and the bride say. 
Come. And let him that heareth 
say. Come. And let him that is 
athirst come. And whosoever will, 
let him take the water of life fireely. 

18 For I testify unto every man that 
heareth the words of the prophecy 
of this book. If any man shall add 
unto these things, God shall add unto 
him the plagues that are written in 
this book: 

19 And if any man shall take away 
fi:om the words of the book of this 
prophecy, God shall take away his 
part out of the book of life, and out 
of the holy city, and from the things 
which are written in this book. 

20 He which testifieth these things 
saith. Surely I come quickly. Amen. 
Even so, come. Lord Jesus. 

21 The grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ he with you alL Amen.
